Then not to suffer thisto fail to the ground, but rather to take it 
up, and to continue it i n that state wherein thefamous Predecessor of Your 

H ighness did leave it; nay, to go forward with the confidence and 
resolution ofaman, in maintainingthetruth of C hrist, and propagating it 
far and near, isthat which hath so bound and firmly knit the hearts of all 
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Your M ajesty's loyal and religious people unto You, that Your very name is 
preciousamong them: their eye doth behold You with comfort, and they bless 
You in their hearts, as that sanctified Person, who, under God, isthe 
immediate author of their true happiness. And this their contentment doth 
not diminish or decay, but every day increaseth and taketh strength, when 
they observe that the zeal of Your M ajesty toward the house of God doth not 
slack or go backward, but is more and more kindled, manifesting itself 
abroad i n thefarthest partsof Christendom, by writing i n defenceof the 
truth, (which hath given such a blow unto that M an of Sin as will not be 
healed,) and every day at home, by religious and learned discourse, by 
frequenti ng the house of God, by hearing the Word preached, bycherishing 
the teachers thereof , by cari ng for the C hurch, as a most tender . 

and loving nursingfather 
There are infinite arguments of this right C hristian and religious 
affection in Your M ajesty; but none is more forcible to declare it to 
othersthan the vehement and perpetuated desire of accomplishing and 
publishing of this work, which now, with all humility, we present unto Your 
M ajesty. For when Your H ighness had once, out of deep judgment, 
apprehended how convenient it was, that, out of the O riginal sacred 
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Tongues, together with comparing of the labours, both in our own and other 
foreign languages, of many worthy men who went before us, there should be 
one more exact translation of the H oly Scriptures into the English Tongue; 
Y our M ajesty did never desist to urge and to excite those to whom it was 
commended, that the W ork might be hastened, and that the business might be 
expedited in so decent a manner, as a matter of such importance might justly require. 
And now at last, by the mercy of God, and the continuance of our 
labours, it being brought unto such a conclusion, as that we have great 
hopesthat the Church of England shall reap good fruit thereby, we hold it 

our duty to offer it to Your M ajesty, notonly asto our Kingand 
Sovereign, but asto the principal mover and author of the W ork; humbly 
craving of your most Sacred M ajesty, that, since things of this quality 
have ever been subject to the censures of ill-meaning and discontented 
persons, it may receive approbation and patronage from so learned and 
judiciousaPrinceasYour Highnessis; whoseallowanceand acceptanceof 
our labours shall more honour and encourage usthan all the calumniations 
and hard interpretationsof other men shall dismay us. So that if, on the 
one side, we shall be traduced by Popish persons at home or abroad, who 
therefore will malign us, becausewearepoor instrumentsto makeGod's 
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hold truth to be yet more and more known unto the people, whom they desire 
still to keep in ignorance and darkness; or if, on the other side, we shall 
be maligned by self-conceited brethren, who run their own ways, and give 
liking unto nothing but what isframed by themselves, and hammered on their 

anvil, we may rest secure, supported within by the 
truth and innocency of a good conscience, having walked the ways of 
simplicity and integrity as before the Lord, and sustained without by the 
powerful protection of Your M ajesty's grace and favour, which will ever 
give countenance to honest and Christian endeavors against bitter censures 

and uncharitable imputations. 

The Lord of heaven and earth bless Your M ajesty with many and happy 
days; that, as his heavenly hand hath enriched Your H ighness with many 
singular and extraordinary graces, so You may be the wonder of the world in 

this latter age for happiness and true felicity, to the honour of that

hand, then I will goto the left. 

Genesis| 13:10 And Lot lifted up hiseyes, and beheld all theplain ofjordan, that it [was] 
well watered every where, before the LO R D destroyed Sodom and Gomorrah, [even] as 
thegarden of theLORD, like the land of Egypt, as thou comest unto Zoar. 

Genesis| 13:11 Then Lotchosehim all the plain ofjordan; and Lot journeyed east: and 
they separated themselves the one from the other. 

Genesis| 13:12 Abram dwelled in the land of Canaan, and Lot dwelled in thecitiesof the 
plain, and pitched [his] tent toward Sodom. 
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Genesis| 13:13 Butthemen of Sodom [were] wicked and sinners before the LO RD 
exceedingly. 

Genesis| 13:14 And theLORD said untoAbram, after that Lot wasseparated from him, 
Lift up now thine eyes, and look from the place where thou art northward, and southward, 
and eastward, and westward: 

Genesis| 13:15 For all the land which thou seest, to thee will I give it, and to thy seed for 
ever. 

Genesis| 13:16 And I will make thy seed asthedust of theearth: so that if aman can 
number the dust of the earth, [then] shall thy seed also be numbered. 

Genesis| 13:17 Arise, walk through the land in the length of it and in the breadth of it; for I 
will give it unto thee. 

Genesis| 13:18 Then Abram removed [his] tent, and cameand dwelt in the plain of Mamre, 
which [is] in Hebron, and built therean altar unto the LORD. 

Genesis| 14:1 And it cameto passin thedaysof Amraphel kingof Shinar, Arioch king of 
Ellasar, Chedorlaomer king of Elam, and Tidal king of nations; 

Genesis| 14:2 [That these] made war with Bera king of Sodom, and with Birsha king of 
Gomorrah, Shinab kingofAdmah, and Shemeber kingof Zeboiim, and the king of Bela, 
which isZoar. 

Genesis| 14:3 All these were joined together in the vale of Siddim, which is the salt sea. 

Genesis| 14:4Twelveyearsthey served Chedorlaomer, and inthethirteenthyear they 
rebelled. 

Genesis| 14:5 And in thefourteenth year came Chedorlaomer, and the kings that [were] 
with him, and smotetheRephaimsin Ashteroth Karnaim, and theZuzimsin Ham, and the 
Emimsin Shaveh Kiriathaim, 
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Genesis| 14:6 And the H orites in their mount Seir, untoElparan, which [is] bythe 
wilderness. 



Genesis| 14:7 And they returned, and cameto Enmishpat, which [is] Kadesh, and smoteall 
the country of the Amalekites, and also the Amorites, thatdwelt in H azezontamar. 

Genesis| 14:8 And there went out the king of Sodom, and the king of Gomorrah, and the 
king of Admah, and the king of Zeboiim, and the king of Bela (the same [is] Zoar;) and they 
joined battle with them in the vale of Siddim; 

Genesis| 14:9 With C hedorlaomer the kingof Elam, and with Tidal kingof nations, and 
Amraphel kingof Shinar, and Arioch king of Ellasar; four kingswithfive. 

Genesis| 14:10 And the vale of Siddim [wasfull of] slimepits; and the kingsof Sodom and 
Gomorrah fled, and fell there; and they that remained fled to the mountain. 

Genesis| 14:11 And they took all the goodsof Sodom and Gomorrah, and all their victuals, 
and went their way. 

Genesis| 14:12 And they took Lot, Abram'sbrother'sson, who dwelt in Sodom, and his 
goods, and departed. 

Genesis| 14:13 And there came one that had escaped, and told Abram theHebrew; for he 
dwelt in the plain of M amre the Amorite, brother of Eshcol, and brother ofAner: and 
these [were] confederate with Abram. 

Genesis 14:14 And when Abram heard that his brother wastaken captive, hearmed his 
trained [servants], bom in hisown house, three hundred and eighteen, and pursued [them] 
unto Dan. 

Genesis| 14:15 And hedivided himself againstthem, heand his servants, by night, and 
smote them, and pursued them unto H obah, which [is] on the left hand of Damascus. 

Genesis| 14:16 And he brought backall the goods, and also brought again his brother Lot, 
and his goods, and the women also, and the people. 
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Genesis| 14:17 And the king of Sodom went out to meet him after his return from the 
slaughter of Chedorlaomer, and of the kingsthat [were] with him, at the valley of Shaveh, 
which [is] theking'sdale. 

Genesis| 14:18 And Melchizedek king of Salem broughtforth bread and wine: and he[was] 
the priest of the most high God. 

Genesis| 14:19 And he blessed him, and said, Blessed [be] Abram of the most high God, 
possessor of heaven and earth: 

Genesis| 14:20 And blessed be the most high God, which hath delivered thine enemies into 
thy hand. And he gave him tithes of all. 

Genesis| 14:21 And the king of Sodom said unto Abram, Givemethe persons, and takethe 
goods to thyself. 

Genesis| 14:22 And Abram said to the king of Sodom, I have lift up mine hand unto the 
LO RD, the most high God, the possessor of heaven and earth, 

Genesis| 14:23 That I will not [take] from a thread even to ashoelatchet, and that I will not 
take any thing that [is] thine, lest thou shouldest say, I have made Abram rich: 

Genesis| 14:24 Saveonly that which theyoung men haveeaten, and the portion ofthemen 
which went with me, Aner, Eshcol, and M amre; let them take their portion. 

Genesis| 15:1 After thesethings the word of theLORD came unto Abram in avision, 
saying, Fear not, Abram: I [am] thy shield, [and] thy exceeding great reward. 

Genesis| 15:2 And Abram said, LordGOD, whatwiltthou giveme, seeingl go childless, 
and the steward of my house [is] this Eliezer of Damascus? 

Genesis| 15:3 And Abram said, Behold, to me thou hast given no seed: and, lo, one born in 
my house is mine heir. 

Genesis| 15:4 And, behold, the word of theLORD [came] unto him, saying, This shal I not 
be thine heir; but hethatshall comeforth out of thine own bowelsshall be thine heir. 
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Genesis| 15:5 And he brought him forth abroad, and said, Look now toward heaven, and 
tell thestars, if thou beableto number them: and hesaid unto him, So shall thy seed be. 

Genesis| 15:6 And he believed intheLORD; and hecounted itto himfor righteousness.

Genesis| 15:9 And hesaid unto him, Takemean heifer of threeyearsold, and a she goat of 
three years old, and a ram of three years old, and a turtledove, and a young pigeon. 

Genesis| 15:10 And hetook unto him all these, and divided them in the midst, and laid 
each piece one against another: but the birds divided henot. 

Genesis| 15:11 And when thefowlscamedown upon thecarcases, Abram drovethem 
away. 

Genesis| 15:12 And when thesun wasgoingdown, a deep sleep fell upon Abram; and, lo, 
an horror of greatdarknessfell upon him. 

Genesis 15:13 And he said unto Abram, Know of a surety that thy seed shall be a stranger 
in a land [that i s] not theirs, and shall servethem; and they shall afflict them four hundred 
years; 

Genesis| 15:14 And also that nation, whom they shall serve, will I judge: and afterward 
shall they come out with great substance. 

Genesis| 15:15 And thou shalt go to thy fathersin peace; thou shalt be buried in agood old 
age. 

Genesis| 15:16 But in thefourth generation they shall come hitheragain: for the iniquity of 
the Amorites [is] not yet f uli. 
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Genesis| 15:17 And itcameto pass, that, when thesunwent down, and itwasdark, 
behold a smoking furnace, and a burning lamp that passed between those pieces. 



Genesis| 15:18 In thesameday the LORD made a covenant with Abram, saying, Unto thy 
seed have I given this land, from the river of Egypt unto the great river, the river 
Euphrates:

Genesis| 16:1 Now Sarai Abram's wife bare him no children: and she had an handmaid, an 
Egyptian, whose name [w as] H agar. 

Genesis| 16:2 And Sarai said untoAbram, Behold now, the LORD hath restrained mefrom 
bearing: I pray thee, go in unto my maid; it may be that I may obtain children by her. And 
Abram hearkened to the voice of Sarai. 

Genesis| 16:3 And Sarai Abram's wife took Hagar her maid the Egyptian, after Abram had 
dwelt ten years i n the land of Canaan, and gave her to her husband Abram to be his wife. 

Genesis| 16:4 And hewent in unto Hagar, and sheconceived: and when shesaw that she 
had conceived, her mistresswasdespised in her eyes. 

Genesis| 16:5 And Sarai said untoAbram, M y wrong [be] upon thee: I have given my maid 
into thy bosom; and when she saw that she had conceived, I was despised in her eyes: the 
L O R D judge between me and thee.

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G enesis| 16:8 And hesaid, Hagar, Sarai'smaid, whencecamestthou?and whither wiltthou 
go? And she said, I flee from the face of my mistress Sarai. 

Genesis| 16:9 And the angel of the LO RD saidunto her, Returnto thy mistress, and 
submit thyself under her hands. 

Genesis| 16:10 And the angel of the LORD said unto her, I will multiply thy seed 
exceedingly, that it shall not be numbered for multitude. 

Genesis| 16:11 And the angel of the LORD saidunto her, Behold, thou [artjwith child, 
and shalt bear a son, and shalt call his name Ishmael; because the LORD hath heard thy 
affliction. 

Genesis| 16:12 And hewill beawildman; hishand [will be] against every man, andevery 
man's hand against him; and he shall dwell in the presence of all his brethren.

Abram. 

Genesis| 17:1 And when Abram wasninety years old and nine, the LORD appearedto 
Abram, and said unto him, I [am] the Almighty God; walk before me, and bethou perfect. 

Genesis| 17:2 And I will make my covenant between me and thee, and will multiply thee 
exceedingly. 

Genesis 17:3 And Abram fell on hisface: and God talked with him, saying, 
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Genesis| 17:4 Asfor me, behold, my covenant [is] with thee, and thou shalt be afather of 
many nations. 

Genesis| 17:5 Neither shall thy nameany more be called Abram, butthy nameshall be 
Abraham; for afather of many nations have I made thee. 

Genesis| 17:6 And I will make thee exceeding fruitful, and I will make nations of thee, and 
kings shall come out of thee. 

Genesis| 17:7 And I will establish my covenant between me and thee and thy seed after 
thee in their generationsfor an everlasting covenant, to be a God unto thee, and to thy seed 
after thee.

Genesis| 17:13 Hethat isborn in thy house, and he that is bought with thy money, must 
needs be circumcised: and my covenant shall be in your flesh for an everlasting covenant. 

Genesis| 17:14 And theuncircumcised man child whose flesh of hisforeskin isnot 
circumcised, that soul shall be cut off from his people; he hath broken my covenant. 
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Genesis| 17:15 And God said unto Abraham, Asfor Sarai thy wife, thou shalt not call her 
name Sarai, but Sarah [shall] her name [be]. 



Genesis| 17:16 And I will blessher, and givetheeason alsoof her: yea, I will bless her, 
and she shall be [a mother] of nations; kings of people shall be of her. 

Genesis| 17:17 Then Abraham fell upon hisface, and laughed, and said in hisheart, Shall [a 
child] be born unto him that isan hundred years old? and shall Sarah, that isninety years 
old, bear?

Genesis| 17:23 And Abraham took Ishmael his son, and allthatwere born in his house, and 
all thatwere boughtwith hismoney, every maleamongthemen of Abraham 's house; and 
circumcised theflesh of their foreskin in the selfsame day, as God had said unto him.

Genesis| 19:25 And he overthrew those cities, and all the plain, and all the inhabitantsof 
the cities, and that which grew upon the ground.

Genesis| 22:22 And Chesed, and Hazo, and Pildash, andjidlaph, and Bethuel. 

Genesis| 22:23 And Bethuel begat Rebekah: these eight M ilcah did bear to Nahor, 
A braham's brother. 

Genesis| 22:24 And hisconcubine, whosename[was] Reumah, she bare also Tebah, and 
Gaham, andThahash, and Maachah. 

Genesis| 23:1 And Sarah wasan hundred and seven and twenty yearsold: [these were] the 
yearsof thelife of Sarah. 

Genesis| 23:2 And Sarah died in Kirjatharba; thesameps] Hebron in theland of Canaan: 
and Abraham came to mourn for Sarah, and to weep for her. 

Genesis| 23:3 And Abraham stood up from before hisdead, and spake unto the sonsof 
Heth, saying,

Genesis| 23:18 U nto Abraham for a possession in the presence of the children of Heth, 
before all that went i n at the gate of his city. 

Genesis| 23:19 And after this, Abraham buried Sarah hiswife in the cave of thefield of 
M achpelah before M amre: the same [is] H ebron in the land of Canaan. 
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Genesis| 23:20 And thefield, and the cave that [is] therein, were madesureunto Abraham 
for a possession of a buryingplace by the sons of H eth. 



Genesis| 24:1 And Abraham wasold, [and] well stricken i n age: and theLORD had blessed 
Abraham i n all things. 

Genesis| 24:2 And Abraham said unto hiseldest servant of hishouse, that ruled over all that 
he had, Put, I pray thee, thy hand under my thigh: 

Genesis| 24:3 And I will maketheeswear by theLORD, theGod of heaven, and theGod 
of the earth, that thou shalt not take a wife unto my son of the daughters of the Canaanites, 
among whom I dwell:

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G enesis| 24:22 And itcameto pass, asthe camels had done drinking, thatthe man tooka 
golden earring of half a shekel weight, and two bracelets for her hands of ten [shekels] 
weight of gold; 



Genesis| 24:23 And said, W hose daughter [art] thou? tell me, I praythee: isthereroom [i n] 
thy father's housefor usto lodgein? 

Genesis| 24:24 And she said unto him, I [am] the daughter of Bethuel the son of M ilcah, 
which she bare unto N ahor. 

Genesis| 24:25 She said moreover unto him, W e have both straw and provender enough, 
and room to lodgein. 

Genesis| 24:26 And the man bowed down his head, and worshipped the LO RD. 

Genesis| 24:27 And he said, Blessed [be] the LO RD God of my master Abraham, who hath 
not I eft destitute my master of his mercy and histruth: I [being] in theway, theLORD led 
me to the house of my master's brethren. 

Genesis| 24:28 And the damsel ran, and told [them of] her mother's house these things. 

Genesis| 24:29 And Rebekah had a brother, and his name [was] Laban: and Laban ran out 
unto the man, unto thewell. 

Genesis| 24:30 And itcameto pass, when hesaw the earring and bracelets upon hissister's 
hands, and when he heard the wordsof Rebekah hissister, saying, Thusspakethe man unto 
me; that he came unto the man; and, behold, he stood by the camels at the well. 

Genesis| 24:31 And hesaid, Comein, thou blessed of theLORD; whereforestandest thou 
without? for I have prepared the house, and room for the camels. 

Genesis| 24:32 And the man came into the house: and he ungirded his camels, and gave

Genesis| 24:36 And Sarah my master'swife bareason to my master when shewasold: and 
unto him hath he given all that he hath. 

Genesis| 24:37 And my master made me swear, saying, Thou shalt not take a wife to my 
son of the daughters of the Canaanites, in whoseland I dwell:

Genesis| 24:43 Behold, I stand by the well of water; and it shall cometo pass, that when 
the virgin cometh forth to draw [water], and I say to her, Give me, I pray thee, a little 
water of thy pitcher to drink;

[let] the same [be] the woman whom the LORD hath appointed out for my master's son. 
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Genesis| 24:45 And before I had done speaking in mine heart, behold, Rebekah cameforth 
with her pitcher on her shoulder; and she went down unto the well, and drew [water]: and 
I said unto her, Let me drink, I pray thee. 

Genesis| 24:46 And she made haste, and let down her pitcher from her [shoulder], and 
said, Drink, and I will givethy camelsdrink also: so I drank, and she made the camels drink 
also.

Genesis| 24:51 Behold, Rebekah [is] before thee, take [her], and go, and let her bethy 
master's son 's w ife, as theLORD hathspoken. 

Genesis| 24:52 And it cameto pass, that, when Abraham 's servant heard their words, he 
worshipped the LO RD, [bowing himself] to the earth. 

Genesis| 24:53 And the servant broughtforth jewelsof silver, and jewelsof gold, and 
raiment, and gave [them] to Rebekah: he gave also to her brother and to her mother 
preciousthings. 

Genesis| 24:54 And they did eat and drink, he and the men that [were] with him, and 
tarried all night; and they rose up in the morning, and he said, Send me away unto my 
master.

Genesis| 36:30 Duke Dishon, duke Ezer, duke Dishan: these [are] the dukes [that came] of 
Hori, amongtheir dukes in the land of Seir.

Genesis| 37: 1 And J acob dwelt in the land wherein his father was a stranger, i n the land of 
Canaan. 

Genesis| 37:2 These [are] thegenerationsof J acob. Joseph, [being] seventeen yearsold, was 
feeding the flock with his brethren; and the lad [was] with the sons of Bilhah, and with the 
sonsof Zilpah, his father 's w i ves: and Joseph broughtunto his father their evil report.

So hesent him outof thevale 
of H ebron, and he came to Shechem. 

Genesis| 37:15 And acertain manfound him, and, behold, [hewas] wandering in thefield: 
and the man asked him, saying, W hat seekest thou? 
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Genesis| 37:16 And hesaid, I seek my brethren: tell me, I pray thee, wherethey feed [their 
flocks]. 

Genesis| 37:17 And the man said, They are departed hence; for I heard them say, Let usgo 
to Dothan. And Joseph went after his brethren, and found them i n Dothan. 

Genesis| 37:18 And when they saw him afar off, even before he came near unto them, they 
conspired against him to slay him. 

Genesis| 37:19 And they said oneto another, Behold, thisdreamer cometh. 

Genesis| 37:20 Come now therefore, and let usslay him, and cast him into some pit, and 
we will say, Some evil beast hath devoured him: and we shall see what will become of his 
dreams. 

Genesis| 37:21 And Reuben heard [it], and hedelivered him out of their hands; and said, 
Let usnot kill him. 

Genesis| 37:22 And Reuben said unto them, Shed no blood, [but] cast him into this pit that 
[is] in the wilderness, and lay no hand upon him; that he might ria 1 him out of their hands, 
to deliver him to hisfather again.

Genesis| 37:28 Then there passed by M idianites merchantmen; and they drew and lifted up 
Joseph out of the pit, and sold Joseph to the Ishmeelites for twenty [pieces] of silver: and 
they brought Joseph into Egypt. 

Genesis| 37:29 And Reuben returned unto the pit; and, behold, Joseph [was] not in the pit; 
and he rent hisclothes. 

Genesis| 37:30 And he returned unto his brethren, and said, The child [is] not; and I, 
whither shall I go? 

Genesis| 37:31 And they tookjoseph'scoat, and killed akid of thegoats, and dipped the 
coat i n the blood; 

Genesis| 37:32 And they sent the coat of [many] colours, and they brought [it] to their 
father; and said, T his have wefound: know now whether it [be] thy son'scoat or no. 

Genesis| 37:33 And he knew it, and said, [It is] my son'scoat; an evil beast hath devoured 
him; Joseph iswithout doubt rent in pieces. 

Genesis| 37:34 And Jacob rent hisclothes, and put sackcloth upon hisloins, and mourned 
for his son many days. 

Genesis| 37:35 And all hissonsand all hisdaughtersroseupto comfort him; but herefused 
to be comforted; and he said, For I will go down into the grave unto my son mourning. 
T hus his father weptfor him. 

Genesis| 37:36 And the M idianites sold him into Egypt unto Potiphar, an officer of 
Pharaoh's, [and] captain of the guard. 

Genesis| 38:1 And itcameto passatthattime, thatjudahwentdownfrom his brethren, 
and turned in to a certain Adullamite, whose name [was] H irah. 
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Genesis| 38:2 Andjudah saw there a daughter of acertain Canaanite, whosename[was] 
Shuah; and hetook her, and went in unto her. 

Genesis| 38:3 And she conceived, and bare a son; and he called his name E r. 

Genesis| 38:4 And she conceived again, and bare a son; and she called his name O nan. 

Genesis| 38:5 And she yet again conceived, and bare a son; and called his name Shelah: and 
hewasatChezib, whenshe bare him. 

Genesis| 38:6 Andjudah took awifefor Er hisfirstborn, whosename[was]Tamar. 

Genesis| 38:7 And Er, Judah'sfirstborn, waswicked in thesight of the LORD; and the 
LORD slew him. 

Genesis| 38:8 Andjudah said unto O nan, Go in unto thy brother'swife, and marry her, 
and raise up seed to thy brother. 

Genesis| 38:9 And O nan knew that the seed should not be his; and it cameto pass, when he 
went in unto his brother's wife, that he spilled [it] on the ground, lest that he should give 
seed to his brother. 

Genesis| 38:10 And the thing which he did displeased the LO R D : wherefore he slew him 
also. 

Genesis| 38:11 Then said J udah to Tamar his daughter in law, Remain awidow atthy 
father's house, till Shelah my son be grown: for he said, Lest peradventure he die also, as 
his brethren [did]. And Tamar went and dwelt in her father's house. 

Genesis| 38:12 And in processof time the daughter of Shuah J udah's wife died; andjudah 
was comforted, and went up unto hissheepshearers to Timnath, heand hisfriend Hirahthe 
Adullamite. 

Genesis| 38:13 And it was told Tamar, saying, Behold thy father in law goethupto 
Timnath to shear hissheep. 
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Genesis| 38:14 And she put her widow'sgarmentsoff from her, and covered her with a 
veil, and wrapped herself, and sat in an open place, which [is] by theway toTimnath; for 
she saw that Shelah wasgrown, and she was not given unto him to wife. 

Genesis| 38: 15 W hen J udah saw her, he thought her [to be] an harlot; because she had 
covered her face. 

Genesis| 38:16 And heturned unto her by theway, and said, Go to, I pray thee, let me 
come in unto thee; (for he knew not that she [was] hisdaughter in law.) And she said, 
W hat wilt thou give me, that thou mayest come in unto me? 

Genesis| 38:17 And hesaid, I will send [thee] akid from theflock. And she said, Wilt thou 
give [me] a pledge, till thou send [it]? 

Genesis| 38:18 And hesaid, W hat pledge shall I give thee? And she said, Thysignet, and 
thy bracelets, and thy staff that [is] in thine hand. And he gave [it] her, and came in unto 
her, and she conceived by him. 

Genesis| 38:19 And she arose, and went away, and laid by her veil from her, and put on the 
garments of her widowhood. 

Genesis| 38:20 And J udah sentthekid by the hand of hisfriend the Adui lamite, to receive 
[his] pledge from the woman's hand: but hefound her not. 

Genesis| 38:21 T hen he asked the men of that place, saying, W here [is] the harlot, that 
[was] openly by the way side? And they said, T here was no harlot i n this [place]. 

Genesis| 38:22 And he returned to J udah, and said, I cannotfind her; and alsothemen of 
the place said, [that] there was no harlot in this [place]. 

Genesis| 38:23 And J udah said, Let her take [it] to her, lest we be shamed: behold, I sent 
this kid, and thou hast not found her. 
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Genesis| 38:24 And itcameto passabout three months after, that it wastold Judah, saying, 
T amar thy daughter in law hath played the harlot; and also, behold, she [is] with child by 
whoredom. And J udah said, Bring her forth, and let her be burnt. 

Genesis| 38:25 W hen she [was] brought forth, she sent to her father in law, saying, By the 
man, w hose these [are, am] I with child: and she said, Discern, I pray thee, whose[are] 
these, thesignet, and bracelets, and staff. 

Genesis| 38:26 And J udah acknowledged [them], and said, She hath been more righteous 
than I; because that I gave her not to Shelah my son. And he knew her again no more. 

Genesis| 38:27 And itcameto passin thetimeof her travail, that, behold, twins[were] in 
her womb. 

Genesis| 38:28 And itcameto pass, when shetravailed, that [the one] put out [his] hand: 
and themidwifetook and bound upon his hand a scarlet thread, saying, This came out first. 

Genesis| 38:29 And it came to pass, as he drew back his hand, that, behold, his brother 
came out: and she said, H ow hast thou broken forth? [this] breach [be] upon thee: therefore 
his name was called Pharez.

Genesis| 39:1 Andjoseph was brought down to Egypt; and Potiphar, an officer of Pharaoh, 
captain of theguard, an Egyptian, bought him of the handsof the Ishmeelites, which had 
brought him down thither. 

Genesis| 39:2 And theLORD waswithjoseph, and hewasaprosperousman; and hewas 
in the house of his master the Egyptian. 

Genesis| 39:3 And his master saw that the LO R D [was] with him, and that the LO R D made 
all that he did to prosper in his hand. 
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Genesis| 39:4 Andjosephfound gracein hissight, and heserved him: and hemadehim 
overseer over his house, and all [that] he had he put into his hand. 



Genesis| 39:5 And it cameto passfrom the time [that] he had made him overseer in his 
house, and over all that he had, that the LO R D blessed the Egyptian's housefor Joseph's 
sake; and the blessingof theLORD wasuponall thathe had inthe house, and inthefield. 

Genesis| 39:6 And he left all that he had in Joseph's hand; and he knew not ought he had, 
savethe bread which hedid eat. And J oseph was[a] goodly [person], and well favoured. 

Genesis| 39:7 And it came to pass after these things, that his master's wife cast her eyes 
upon J oseph; and she said, Lie with me. 

Genesis| 39:8 But he refused, and said unto his master's wife, Behold, my master wotteth 
not what [is] with me in the house, and he hath committed all that he hath to my hand; 

Genesis| 39:9 [There is] none greater i n this house than I; neither hath he kept back any 
thingfrom mebutthee, becausethou [art] his wife: how then can I do thisgreat 
wickedness, and sin against God? 

Genesis| 39: 10 And it came to pass, as she spake to J oseph day by day, that he hearkened 
not unto her, to lie by her, [or] to be with her. 

Genesis| 39:11 And it cameto passabout thistime, that y oseph] went into the house to do 
his business; and [there was] none of the men of the house there within. 

Genesis| 39:12 And she caught him by his garment, saying, Lie with me: and he left his 
garment in her hand, and fled, and got him out. 

Genesis| 39:13 And it came to pass, when she saw that he had left his garment in her hand, 
and w as fled forth, 
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Genesis| 39:14 That shecalled unto the men of her house, and spake unto them, saying, 
See, he hath brought in an Hebrew unto usto mock us; hecamein unto meto lie with me, 
and I cried with aloud voice: 



Genesis| 39:15 And it came to pass, when he heard that I lifted up my voice and cried, that 
he left hisgarment with me, and fled, and got him out. 

Genesis| 39:16 And shelaid up hisgarment by her, until hislord camehome. 

Genesis| 39:17 And she spake unto him accordingto thesewords, saying, The Hebrew 
servant, which thou hast brought unto us, came in unto meto mock me: 

Genesis| 39:18 And it came to pass, as I lifted up my voice and cried, that he left his 
garment with me, and fled out. 

Genesis| 39:19 And itcameto pass, when his master heard thewordsof hiswife, which she 
spake unto him, saying, After this manner did thy servant to me; that his wrath was 
kindled. 



Genesis| 39:20 And J oseph's master took him, and put himinto theprison, aplacewhere 
the king's prisoners [were] bound: and he was therein theprison. 

Genesis| 39:21 But the LORD waswithjoseph, and showed him mercy, and gave him 
favour in the sight of the keeper of the prison. 

Genesis| 39:22 And the keeper of the prison committed to J oseph's hand all the prisoners 
that [were] in the prison; and whatsoever they did there, he was the doer [of it]. 

Genesis| 39:23 The keeper of the prison looked not to anything [that was] under his hand; 
because the LORD was with him, and [that] which hedid, the LORD made [it] to prosper. 
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and [his 



40:1 And it came to pass after these things, [that] the butler of the king of Egypt 
baker had offended their lord the king of Egypt. 



Genesis| 40:2 And Pharaoh waswroth againsttwo [of] his officers, against the chief of the 
butlers, and against the chief of the bakers. 

Genesis| 40:3 And heputthem in ward inthehouseof thecaptain of theguard, intothe 
prison, the place wherejoseph [was] bound. 

Genesis| 40:4 And thecaptain of theguard charged J oseph with them, and heserved them: 
and they continued a season i n ward. 

Genesis| 40:5 And they dreamed adream both of them, each man hisdream in one night, 
each man according to the interpretation of his dream, the butler and the baker of the king 
of Egypt, which [were] bound in the prison. 

Genesis| 40:6 And J oseph came i n untothem i n the morning, and lookedupon them, and, 
behold, they [were] sad. 

Genesis| 40:7 And heasked P haraoh's officers that [were] with him in the ward of hislord's 
house, saying, W herefore look ye [so] sadly to day? 

Genesis| 40:8 And theysaid unto him, W e have dreamed adream, and [thereis] no 
interpreter of it. And J oseph said unto them, [Do] not interpretations [belong] to God? tell 
me[them], I prayyou. 

Genesis| 40:9 And the chief butler told hisdream to J oseph, and said to him, In my dream, 
behold, a vine [was] before me; 

Genesis| 40:10 And in the vine [were] three branches: and it [was] asthough it budded, 
[and] her blossoms shot forth; and the clusters thereof brought forth ripe grapes: 

Genesis| 40:11 And Pharaoh'scup [was] in my hand: and I took the grapes, and pressed 
them into Pharaoh'scup, and I gavethecup into Pharaoh'shand. 
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Genesis| 40:12 And Joseph said unto him, T his [is] theinterpretation of it: Thethree 
branches [are] three days: 

Genesis| 40:13 Yetwithin three days shall Pharaoh liftupthine head, and restoretheeunto 
thy place: and thou shalt deliver Pharaoh'scup into hishand, after theformer manner when 
thou wast hisbutler. 

Genesis| 40:14 But think on me when it shall be well with thee, and show kindness, I pray 
thee, unto me, and make mention of me unto Pharaoh, and bring me out of this house: 

Genesis| 40:15 For indeed I wasstolen away out of theland of theHebrews: and herealso 
have I done nothing that they should put me into the dungeon. 

Genesis| 40:16 W hen the chief baker saw that the interpretation wasgood, he said unto 
Joseph, I also [w as] in my dream, and, behold, [I had] three white basketson my head: 

Genesis| 40:17 And in the uppermost basket [there was] of all manner of bakemeatsfor 
Pharaoh; and the birds did eat them out of the basket upon my head. 

Genesis| 40:18 And Joseph answered and said, T his [is] theinterpretation thereof: The 
three baskets [are] three days: 

Genesis| 40:19 Yet within three days shall Pharaoh lift up thy head from off thee, and shall 
hang thee on a tree; and the birds shall eat thy flesh from off thee. 

Genesis| 40:20 And itcameto passthethird day, [whichwas] Pharaoh'sbirthday, thathe 
madeafeast unto all hisservants: and helifted upthe head of the chief butler and of the 
chief baker among his servants. 

Genesis| 40:21 And he restored the chief butler unto hisbutlership again; and hegavethe 
cup into Pharaoh's hand: 
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Genesis| 40:22 But he hanged the chief baker: asjoseph had interpreted to them. 

Genesis| 40:23 Yetdid not the chief butler rememberjoseph, butforgat him. 

Genesis| 41:1 And it cameto passat the end of two full years, that Pharaoh dreamed: and, 
behold, he stood by the river. 

Genesis| 41:2 And, behold, there came up out of the river seven well favoured kine and 
fatfleshed; and they fed in a meadow. 

Genesis| 41:3 And, behold, seven other kine came up after them out of the river, ill 
favoured and leanfleshed; and stood by the [other] kine upon the brink of the river. 

Genesis| 41:4 And the ill favoured and leanfleshed kine did eat up the seven well favoured 
and fat kine. So Pharaoh awoke. 

Genesis| 41:5 And he si ept and dreamed thesecond time: and, behold, seven earsofcorn 
came up upon one stalk, rank and good. 

Genesis| 41:6 And, behold, seven thinearsand blasted with the eastwind sprungup after 
them. 

Genesis| 41:7 And the seven thin earsdevoured the seven rank and full ears. And Pharaoh 
awoke, and, behold, [it was]adream. 

Genesis| 41:8 And it cameto passinthe morning that his spirit wastroubled; and hesent 
and called for all the magicians of Egypt, and all the wise men thereof: and Pharaoh told 
them hisdream; but [there was] nonethat could interpret them unto Pharaoh. 

Genesis| 41:9 Then spake the chief butler unto Pharaoh, saying, I do remember myfaults 
thisday: 

Genesis| 41:10 Pharaoh waswroth with hisservants, and put mein ward in thecaptain of 
the guard's house, [both] me and the chief baker: 
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Genesis| 41:11 And wedreamed adream in onenight, I and he; wedreamed each man 
according to the interpretation of hisdream. 



Genesis| 41:12 And [there was] there with usayoung man, anHebrew, servant to the 
captain of the guard; and we told him, and he interpreted to us our dreams; to each man 
according to hisdream he did interpret. 

Genesis| 41:13 And it came to pass, as he interpreted to us, so it was; me he restored unto 
mine office, and him he hanged. 

Genesis| 41:14 Then Pharaoh sent and called J oseph, and theybrought him hastilyout of 
the dungeon: and he shaved [himself], and changed his raiment, and came in unto Pharaoh. 

Genesis| 41:15 And Pharaoh said unto J oseph, I havedreamed adream, and [there is] none 
that can interpret it: and I have heard say of thee, [that] thou canst understand a dream to 
interpret it. 

Genesis| 41:16 And J oseph answered Pharaoh, saying, [I t is] not i n me: God shall give 
Pharaoh an answer of peace. 

Genesis| 41:17 And Pharaoh said unto J oseph, I n my dream, behold, I stood upon the bank 
of the river: 

Genesis| 41:18 And, behold, there came up out of the river seven kine, fatfleshed and well 
favoured; and they fed in a meadow: 

Genesis| 41:19 And, behold, seven other kine came upafterthem, poor and very ill 
favoured and leanfleshed, such as I never saw in all the land of Egypt for badness: 

Genesis| 41:20 And the lean and the ill favoured kine did eat up the first seven fat kine: 

Genesis| 41:21 And when they had eaten them up, it could not be known that they had 
eaten them; but they [were] still ill favoured, asat the beginning. So I awoke. 
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Genesis| 41:22 And I saw in my dream, and, behold, seven earscameup in onestalk, full 
and good: 

Genesis| 41:23 And, behold, seven ears, withered, thin, [and] blasted with the east wind, 
sprungupafterthem: 

Genesis| 41:24 And the thin earsdevoured the seven good ears: and I told [this] unto the 
magicians; but [there was] none that could declare [it] to me. 

Genesis| 41:25 Andjoseph said unto Pharaoh, The dream of Pharaoh [is] one: God hath 
showed Pharaoh what he [is] about to do. 

Genesis| 41:26 The seven good kine [are] seven years; and the seven good ears [are] seven 
years: the dream [is] one. 

Genesis| 41:27 And the seven thin and ill favoured kine that came up after them [are] seven 
years; and the seven empty ears blasted with the east wind shall be seven years of famine. 

Genesis| 41:28 This [is] the thing which I havespoken unto Pharaoh: What God [is] about 
to do he showeth unto Pharaoh. 

Genesis| 41:29 Behold, there come seven years ofgreat plenty throughout all theland of 
Egypt: 

Genesis| 41:30 And there shall ar i se after them seven years of famine; and all the plenty 
shall beforgotten in the land of Egypt; and the famine shall consumethe land; 

Genesis| 41:31 And the plenty shall not be known in the land by reason of that famine 
following; for it [shall be] very grievous. 

Genesis| 41:32 And for that the dream wasdoubled unto Pharaoh twice; [it is] becausethe 
thing [is] established by God, and God w ill shortly bring it to pass. 

Genesis| 41:33 N ow therefore let Pharaoh look out a man discreet and wise, and set him 
over the land of Egypt. 
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G enesis| 41:34 Let Pharaoh do [this], and let him appoint officersover the land, and take 
up thefifth part of the land of Egypt in theseven plenteousyears. 

Genesis| 41:35 And let them gather all thefood of thosegood yearsthat come, and lay up 
corn under the hand of Pharaoh, and let them keep food in the cities. 

Genesis| 41:36 And that food shall be for store to the land against the seven years of 
famine, which shall be in the land of Egypt; that the land perish not through thefamine. 

Genesis| 41:37 And thething wasgood i n the eyesof Pharaoh, and i n theeyesof all his 
servants. 

Genesis| 41:38 And Pharaoh said unto his servants, Can wefind [such aone] as this [is], a 
man in whom the Spirit of God [is]? 

Genesis| 41:39 And Pharaoh said untojoseph, Forasmuch as God hath showed theeall this, 
[thereis] noneso discreet and wiseasthou [art]: 

Genesis| 41:40 Thou shaltbeover my house, and according unto thyword shall all my 
people be ruled: only in the throne will I be greater than thou. 

Genesis| 41:41 And Pharaoh said untojoseph, See, I have set thee over all the land of 
Egypt. 

Genesis| 41:42 And Pharaoh took off his ring from his hand, and put it uponjoseph'shand, 
and arrayed him in vestures of fine linen, and put a gold chain about his neck; 

Genesis| 41:43 And he made him to ride in the second chariot which he had; and they cried 
before him, Bow the knee: and he made him [ruler] over all the land of Egypt. 

Genesis| 41:44 And Pharaoh said untojoseph, I [am] Pharaoh, and without thee shall no 
man lift up his hand or foot i n all the land of Egypt. 
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G enesis| 41:45 And Pharaoh called Joseph's name Zaphnathpaaneah; and he gave him to 
wife Asenath the daughter of Potipherah priest of O n. And J oseph went out over [all] the 
I and of Egypt. 

Genesis| 41:46 And J oseph [w as] thirty yearsold when he stood before Pharaoh kingof 
Egypt. And J oseph went out from the presence of Pharaoh, and went throughout all the 
I and of Egypt. 

Genesis| 41:47 And in the seven plenteousyearsthe earth brought forth by handfuls. 

Genesis| 41:48 And he gathered up all thefood of the seven years, which were in the land 
of Egypt, and laid up the food in the cities: the food of the field, which [w as] round about 
every city, laid he up in the same. 

Genesis| 41:49 And J oseph gathered corn as the sand ofthesea, verymuch, until heleft 
numbering; for [it was] without number. 

Genesis| 41:50 And untojoseph were born two sons before the years of famine came, 
which Asenath the daughter of Potipherah priest of O n bare unto him. 

Genesis| 41:51 And J oseph called the name of the firstborn Manasseh: For God, [said he], 
hath made me forget all my toil, and all my father's house. 

Genesis| 41:52 And the name of the second called he Ephraim: For God hath caused me to 
befruitful in the land of my affliction. 

Genesis| 41:53 And the seven years of plenteousness, that was in the land of Egypt, were 
ended. 

Genesis| 41:54 And the seven years of dearth began to come, according as J oseph had said: 
and the dearth was in all lands; but in all the land of Egypt there was bread. 

Genesis| 41:55 And when all the land of Egypt wasfamished, the peoplecried to Pharaoh 
for bread: and Pharaoh said unto all the Egyptians, Go untojoseph; what he saith to you, 
do. 
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Genesis| 41:56 And thefaminewasover all theface of theearth: And Joseph opened all the 
storehouses, and sold unto the Egyptians; and the famine waxed sore in the land of Egypt. 

Genesis| 41:57 And all countriescame into Egypt to Joseph for to buy [corn]; becausethat 
the famine was [so] sore in all lands. 

Genesis| 42:1 Now whenjacobsaw that there was corn in Egypt, Jacobsaid unto hissons, 
W hy do ye look one upon another? 

Genesis| 42:2 And hesaid, Behold, I haveheard that there is corn in Egypt: getyou down 
thither, and buy for usfrom thence; that we may live, and not die. 

Genesis| 42:3 And Joseph'sten brethren went down to buy corn in Egypt. 

Genesis| 42:4 But Benjamin, J oseph's brother, J acob sent not with his brethren; for hesaid, 
Lest peradventure mischief befall him. 

Genesis| 42:5 And the sonsof Israel cameto buy [corn] among those that came: for the 
famine was i n the land of Canaan. 

Genesis| 42:6 And Joseph [was] the governor over the land, [and] he [it was] that sold to all 
the peopleof the land: and J oseph's brethren came, and bowed down themselves before 
him [with] their facesto the earth. 

Genesis| 42:7 And Joseph saw his brethren, and he knew them, but made himself strange 
unto them, and spake roughly unto them; and he said unto them, W hence come ye? And 
they said, From the land of C anaan to buy food. 

Genesis| 42:8 And Joseph knew his brethren, but they knew not him. 

Genesis| 42:9 And Joseph remembered thedreamswhich hedreamed of them, and said 
unto them, Ye [are] spies; to see the nakedness of the land ye are come. 

Genesis| 42:10 And they said unto him, Nay, mylord, butto buy food are thy servants 
come. 
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Genesis| 42:11 W e [are] all one man'ssons; we [are] true [men], thy servantsare no spies. 

Genesis| 42:12 And he said unto them, N ay, but to see the nakedness of the land ye are 
come. 

Genesis| 42:13 And they said, Thy servants [are] twelve brethren, the sons of one man in 
the land ofCanaan; and, behold, theyoungest [is] thisday with ourfather, and one [is] not. 

Genesis| 42:14 And Joseph said unto them, Thatpsit] thatl spakeunto you, saying, Ye 
[are] spies: 

Genesis| 42:15 H ereby ye shal I beproved: By thelifeof Pharaohyeshall notgoforth 
hence, except your youngest brother come hither. 

Genesis| 42:16 Send one of you, and let him fetch your brother, and ye shall be kept in 
prison, that your words may be proved, whether [there be any] truth in you: or else by the 
life of Pharaoh surely ye [are] spies. 

Genesis| 42:17 And he put them all together into ward three days. 

Genesis| 42:18 And Joseph said unto them thethird day, Thisdo, and live; [for] I fear God: 

Genesis| 42:19 If ye [be] true [men], let one of your brethren be bound inthehouseof 
your prison: go ye, carry corn for the famine of your houses:

42:20 But bring your youngest brother unto me; so shall your words be verified, 



and ye shall not die. And they did so. 

Genesis| 42:21 And they said one to another, W e [are] verily guilty concerning our 
brother, in that we saw the anguish of his soul, when he besought us, and we would not 
hear; therefore isthisdistresscomeupon us. 
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Genesis| 42:22 And Reuben answered them, saying, Spake I not unto you, saying, Do not 
sin against the child; and ye would not hear? therefore, behold, also his blood is required. 

Genesis| 42:23 And they knew not that Joseph understood [them]; for he spake unto them 
by an interpreter. 

Genesis| 42:24 And heturned himself aboutfrom them, and wept; and returned to them 
again, and communed with them, and took from them Simeon, and bound him before their 
eyes. 

Genesis| 42:25 T hen Joseph commanded tofill their sackswith corn, and to restoreevery 
man's money into his sack, and to give them provision for the way: and thus did he unto 
them. 

Genesis| 42:26 And they laded their asses with the corn, and departed thence. 

Genesis| 42:27 And asoneof them opened his sack to give his ass provender intheinn, he 
espied his money; for, behold, it [w as] in hissack'smouth. 

Genesis| 42:28 And hesaid unto hisbrethren, M y money isrestored; and, lo, [it is] even in 
my sack: and their heart failed [them], and they were afraid, saying one to another, W hat 
[is] this [that] God hath done unto us? 

Genesis| 42:29 And they came unto J acob their father unto the land of Canaan, and told 
him all that befell unto them; saying, 

Genesis| 42:30 The man, [who is] the lord of the land, spake roughlyto us, and tookusfor 
spies of the country. 

Genesis| 42:31 And we said unto him, W e [are] true [men]; we are no spies: 

Genesis| 42:32 W e [be] twelve brethren, sonsof our father; one [is] not, and theyoungest 
[is] this day with our father i n the land of Canaan.

Genesis| 43:27 And he asked them of [their] welfare, and said, [ls] your father well, the old 
man of whom ye spake? [Is] he yet alive? 

Genesis| 43:28 And they answered, Thy servant our father [is] in good health, he [is] yet 
alive. And they bowed down their heads, and made obeisance. 

Genesis| 43:29 And he lifted up hiseyes, and saw hisbrother Benjamin, hismother'sson, 
and said, [Is] thisyour younger brother, of whom ye spake u nto me?And hesaid, God be 
gracious unto thee, my son. 

Genesis| 43:30 And Joseph madehaste; for hisbowelsdid yearn upon hisbrother: and he 
sought [where] to weep; and he entered into [his] chamber, and wept there. 

Genesis| 43:31 And he washed hisface, and went out, and refrained himself, and said, Set 
on bread. 

Genesis| 43:32 And they set on for him by himself, and for them by themselves, and for the 
Egyptians, which did eat with him, by themselves: because the Egyptians might not eat 
bread with the Hebrews; for that [is] an abomination unto the Egyptians. 

Genesis| 43:33 And they sat before him, thefirstborn accordingto hisbirthright, and the 
youngest according to hisyouth: and the men marvelled one at another. 
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Genesis| 43:34 And he took [and sent] messes unto them from before him: but Benjamin's 
messwasfivetimesso much as any of thei rs. And they drank, and were merry with him. 

Genesis| 44:1 And hecommanded thesteward of hishouse, saying, Fiil the men'ssacks 
[with] food, as much as they can carry, and put every man's money i n his sack's mouth. 

Genesis| 44:2 And put my cup, the silver cup, in the sack's mouth of the youngest, and his 
corn money. And hedid accordingto theword thatjoseph had spoken. 

Genesis| 44:3 Assoon as the morning waslight, the men were sent away, they and thei r 
asses. 

Genesis| 44:4 [And] when they were gone out of the city, [and] not [yet] far off, J oseph said 
unto hissteward, U p, follow after the men; and when thou dost overtake them, say unto 
them, W herefore have ye rewarded evil for good? 

Genesis| 44:5 [ls] not this [it] i n which my lord drinketh, and whereby indeed he divineth? 
ye have done evil i n so doing. 

Genesis| 44:6 And he overtook them, and he spake unto them these same words. 

Genesis| 44:7 And they said unto him, W herefore saith my lord these words? G od forbid 
that thy servants should do according to this thing: 

Genesis| 44:8 Behold, the money, which wefound in our sacks' mouths, we brought again 
unto thee out of the land of Canaan: how then should we steal out of thy lord's house silver 
or gold? 

Genesis| 44:9 With whomsoever of thy servants it befound, both let him die, andwealso 
will be my lord's bondmen. 
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Genesis| 44:10 And hesaid, Now also [let] it [be] according unto your words: hewith 
whom it isfound shall be my servant; and ye shall be blameless. 

Genesis| 44:11 Then they speedily took down every man hissack to theground, and 
opened every man hissack. 

Genesis| 44: 12 And he searched, [and] began at the eldest, and left at the youngest: and the 
cup wasfound in Benjamin'ssack. 

Genesis| 44:13 Then they rent their clothes, and laded every man hisass, and returned to 
the city. 

G enesis| 44: 14 A nd J udah and his brethren came to J oseph's house; for he [w as] yet there: 
and they fell before him on the ground. 

Genesis| 44:15 And Joseph said unto them, W hat deed [is] thisthat ye have done? wot ye 
not that such a man as I can certainly divine? 

Genesis| 44:16 And J udah said, W hat shall wesayunto my lord? what shall wespeak?or 
how shall we clear ourselves? God hath found out the iniquity of thy servants: behold, we 
[are] my lord 's servants, both we, and [he] also with whom the cup isfound. 

Genesis| 44:17 And he said, God forbid that I should do so: [but] the man in whose hand 
the cup isfound, he shall be my servant; and as for you, get you up in peace unto your 
father.

Genesis| 44:20 And we said unto mylord, W e have a father, an oldman, andachildof his 
old age, a little one; and his brother is dead, and he alone is left of his mother, and his 
father loveth him. 
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Genesis| 44:21 And thou saidst unto thy servants, Bring him down unto me, that I may set 
mineeyesupon him. 

Genesis| 44:22 And wesaid unto my lord, The lad cannot leave hisfather: for [if] heshould 
leave hisfather, [hisfather] would die. 

Genesis| 44:23 And thou saidst unto thy servants, Except your youngest brother come 
down with you, ye shall see my face no more. 

Genesis| 44:24 And itcameto passwhen wecameup unto thy servant myfather, wetold 
him the wordsof my lord. 

Genesis| 44:25 And ourfather said, Goagain, [and] buy usai ittlefood. 

Genesis| 44:26 And we said, W e cannot go down: if our youngest brother be with us, then 
will wego down: for we may not see the man'sface, except our youngest brother [be] with 
us. 

Genesis| 44:27 And thy servant my father said unto us, Ye know that my wife bare me two 
[sons]: 

Genesis| 44:28 And theonewent outfrom me, and I said, Surely heistorn in pieces; and I 
saw him not since: 

Genesis| 44:29 And if ye take this also from me, and mischief befall him, ye shall bring 
down my gray hairs with sorrow to the grave. 

Genesis| 44:30 N ow therefore when I come to thy servant my father, and the lad [be] not 
with us; seeing that his life is bound up in the lad's life; 

Genesis| 44:31 It shall come to pass, when he seeth that the lad [is] not [with us], that he 
will die: and thy servants shal I bring down the gray hairs of thy servant our father with 
sorrow to the grave. 

Genesis| 44:32 For thy servant became surety for the lad unto my father, saying, If I bring 
him not unto thee, then I shall bear the blame to my father for ever. 
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Genesis| 44:33 N ow therefore, I pray thee, let thy servant abide instead of the lad a 
bondman to my lord; and let the lad go up with his brethren. 



Genesis| 44:34 For how shall I go up to my father, and the lad [be] not with me? lest 
peradventure I see the evil that shall come on my father. 

Genesis| 45:1 Thenjoseph could not refrain himself beforeall them that stood by him; and 
he cried, Cause every man to go out from me. And there stood no man with him, while 
J oseph made himself known unto his brethren. 

Genesis| 45:2 And he wept aloud: and the Egyptiansand the houseof Pharaoh heard. 

Genesis| 45:3 And J oseph saidunto his brethren, I [am] J oseph; doth my father yetlive? 
And his brethren could not answer him; for they were troubled at his presence. 

Genesis| 45:4 And J oseph said unto his brethren, Come near to me, I pray you. And they 
camenear. And hesaid, I [am]Josephyour brother, whom yesold into Egypt. 

Genesis| 45:5 Now therefore be not grieved, nor angry with yourselves, that ye sold me 
hither: for God did send me beforeyou to preserve life. 

Genesis| 45:6 For these two years [hath] the famine [been] in the land: and yet [there are] 
five years, i n the which [there shall] neither [be] earing nor harvest. 

Genesis| 45:7 And God sent me before you to preserve you a poster ity i n the earth, and to 
save you r lives by a great deliverance. 

Genesis| 45:8 So now [it was] not you [that] sent me hither, but God: and he hath made me 
a father to Pharaoh, and lord of all his house, and a ruler throughout all the land of Egypt. 
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Genesis| 45:9 Hasteye, and go upto myfather, and say unto him, Thussaiththy son 
Joseph, God hath made melord of all Egypt: comedown unto me, tarry not: 

Genesis| 45:10 And thou shalt dwell in the land of Goshen, and thou shalt be near unto me, 
thou, and thy children, and thy children's children, and thyflocks, and thy herds, and all 
that thou hast: 

Genesis| 45:11 And therewill I nourishthee; for yet [there are] five years of famine; lest 
thou, and thy household, and all that thou hast, cometo poverty. 

Genesis| 45:12 And, behold, your eyessee, and the eyesof my brother Benjamin, that [it 
is] my mouth that speaketh unto you. 

Genesis| 45:13 And yeshall tell myfather of all my glory in Egypt, and of all that ye have 
seen; and ye shall haste and bring down my father hither. 

Genesis| 45:14 And hefell upon his brother Benjamin'sneck, and wept; and Benjamin 
wept upon his neck. 

Genesis| 45:15 M oreover he kissed all his brethren, and wept upon them: and after that his 
brethren talked with him.

Genesis| 45:21 And thechildren of Israel did so: andjoseph gavethem wagons, according 
to the commandment of Pharaoh, and gave them provision for the way. 

Genesis| 45:22 To all of them hegaveeach man changesof raiment; butto Benjamin he 
gave three hundred [pieces] of silver, and five changes of raiment. 

Genesis| 45:23 And to his father he sent after this [manner]; ten asses laden with the good 
things of Egypt, and ten she asses laden with corn and bread and meat for his father by the 
way. 

Genesis| 45:24 So he sent his brethren away, and they departed: and he said unto them, See 
that ye fail not out by the way. 

Genesis| 45:25 And they went up out of Egypt, and came into the land of Canaan unto 
Jacobtheirfather, 

Genesis| 45:26 And told him, saying, Joseph [is] yet alive, and he [is] governor over all the 
land of Egypt. And J acob's heart fainted, for he believed them not. 

Genesis| 45:27 And they told him all the wordsof Joseph, which he had said unto them: 
and when hesaw the wagons which Joseph had sentto carry him, the spirit of Jacobtheir 
father revived: 

Genesis| 45:28 And Israel said, [I t is] enough; Joseph my son [is] yet alive: I will go and see 
him before I die. 
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G enesis| 46:1 And Israel took his journey with all that he had, and came to Beersheba, and 
offered sacrifices unto the God of hisfather Isaac. 

Genesis| 46:2 And God spake unto Israel in the visions of the night, and said, Jacob, Jacob. 
And hesaid, Here[am] I. 

Genesis| 46:3 And hesaid, I [am]God, the God ofthyfather: fear nottogo down into 
Egypt; for I will there make of thee a great nation: 

Genesis| 46:4 1 will go down with thee into Egypt; and I will also surely bring thee up 
[again]: and J oseph shall put his hand upon thine eyes. 

Genesis| 46:5 And Jacob roseup f rom Beersheba: and the sonsof Israel carriedjacobtheir 
father, and their little ones, and their wives, in the wagons which Pharaoh had sent to carry 
him. 

Genesis| 46:6 And they took their cattle, and their goods, which they had gotten in the land 
of Canaan, and came into Egypt, Jacob, and all hisseed with him: 

Genesis| 46:7 Hissons, and hissons' sonswith him, his daughters, and hissons' daughters, 
and all hisseed brought hewith him into Egypt. 

Genesis| 46:8 And these [are] the namesof thechildren of Israel, which came into Egypt, 
Jacob and hissons: Reuben, Jacob'sfirstborn. 

Genesis| 46:9 And the sonsof Reuben; Hanoch, and Phallu, and Hezron, andCarmi. 

Genesis| 46:10 And the sonsof Simeon; Jemuel, andjamin, andOhad, andjachin, and 
Zohar, and Shaul the son of aCanaanitish woman. 

Genesis| 46:11 And the sonsof Levi; Gershon, Kohath, and Merari. 

Genesis| 46:12 And the sonsof J udah; Er, and O nan, and Shelah, and Pharez, and Zarah: 
but E r and O nan died in the land of Canaan. And the sonsof Pharez were Hezron and 
Hamul. 
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Genesis| 46:13 And the sonsof Issachar; Tola, and Phuvah, andjob, and Shimron. 

Genesis| 46:14 And the sonsof Zebulun; Sered, and Elon, and Jahleel. 

Genesis| 46:15These[be]thesonsof Leah, whichshe bareuntojacob in Padanaram, with 
hisdaughter Dinah: all the soulsof hissonsand hisdaughters [were] thirtyand three. 

Genesis| 46:16 And the sonsof Gad; Ziphion, and Haggi, Shuni, and Ezbon, Eri, and 
Arodi, and Areli. 

Genesis| 46:17 And the sonsof Asher; Jimnah, and Ishuah, and Isui, and Berian, and Serah 
their sister: and the sonsof Beriah; Heber, and Malchiel. 

Genesis| 46:18These[are] the sonsof Zilpah, whom Laban gaveto Leah hisdaughter, and 
these she bare unto J acob, [even] sixteen souls. 

Genesis| 46: 19 The sonsof Rachel Jacob'swife; Joseph, and Benjamin. 

Genesis| 46:20 And unto Joseph in the land of Egypt were born Manasseh and Ephraim, 
which Asenath the daughter of Potipherah priest of O n bare unto him. 

Genesis| 46:21 And the sonsof Benjamin [were] Belah, and Becher, and Ashbel, Gera, and 
Naaman, Ehi, and Rosh, Muppim, and Huppim, and Ard. 

Genesis| 46:22 These [are] the sonsof Rachel, which were born tojacob: all the souls 
[were] fourteen. 

Genesis| 46:23 And the sonsof Dan; Hushim. 

Genesis| 46:24 And the sonsof Naphtali; Jahzeel, andGuni, andjezer, and Shillem. 

Genesis| 46:25 These [are] the sonsof Bilhah, which Laban gaveunto Rachel hisdaughter, 
and she bare these unto J acob: all the souls [were] seven. 
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Genesis| 46:26 Ali the soulsthat came with Jacob into Egypt, which cameout of hisloins, 
besidesjacob'ssons' wives, all the souls [were] threescore and six; 

Genesis| 46:27 And the sonsof Joseph, which were born him in Egypt, [were] two souls: 
all the souls of the houseof Jacob, which came into Egypt, [were] threescore and ten. 

Genesis| 46:28 And he sentjudah beforehim unto Joseph, to direct hisfaceunto Goshen; 
and they came into the I and of Goshen. 

Genesis| 46:29 And Joseph madeready hischariot, and wentupto meet Israel hisfather, 
to Goshen, and presented himself unto him; and hefell on hisneck, and wepton hisnecka 
good while. 

Genesis| 46:30 And Israel said unto Joseph, Now let medie, since I haveseen thy face, 
becausethou [art] yetalive. 

Genesis| 46:31 And Joseph said unto hisbrethren, and unto hisfather'shouse, I will go up, 
and show Pharaoh, and say unto him, M y brethren, and my father's house, which [were] in 
the land of Canaan, are come unto me; 

Genesis| 46:32 And the men [are] shepherds, for their trade hath been to feed cattle; and 
they have brought their flocks, and their herds, and all that they have. 

Genesis| 46:33 And it shall cometo pass, when Pharaoh shall call you, and shall say, W hat

Pharaoh. 

Genesis| 47:3 And Pharaoh said unto his brethren, W hat [is] your occupation? And they 
said unto Pharaoh, Thy servants [are] shepherds, both we, [and] also our fathers. 

Genesis| 47:4 They said moreover unto Pharaoh, For to sojourn in the land are we come; 
for thy servants have no pasture for their flocks; for the famine [is] sore in the land of 
Canaan: now therefore, we pray thee, let thy servants dwell in the land of Goshen.

47:10 Andjacob blessed Pharaoh, and wentoutfrom beforePharaoh. 



Genesis| 47:11 Andjoseph placed hisfather and his brethren, and gave them a possession 
in the land of Egypt, in the best of the land, in the land of Rameses, as Pharaoh had 
commanded. 



Genesis| 47:12 Andjoseph nourished hisfather, and his brethren, and all hisfather's 
household, with bread, according to [their] families. 

Genesis| 47:13 And [therewas] no bread in all the land; for thefamine[was] verysore, so 
that the land of Egypt and [all] the land of Canaan fainted by reason of the famine. 

Genesis| 47:14 Andjoseph gathered upall the money that wasfound in the land of Egypt, 
and in the land of Canaan, for thecorn which they bought: andjoseph brought the money 
into Pharaoh'shouse.

and he fed them with bread for all their cattle for that year. 

Genesis| 47:18 W hen that year was ended, they came unto him the second year, and said 
unto him, W e will not hide [it] from my lord, how that our money is spent; my lord also 
hath our herds of cattle; there is not ought left i n the sight of my lord, but our bodies, and 
our lands: 
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G enesis| 47:19 W herefore shall we die before thine eyes, both we and our land? buy usand 
our land for bread, and we and our land will be servants unto Pharaoh: and give [us] seed, 
that we may live, and not die, that the land be not desolate. 

Genesis| 47:20 Andjoseph bought all the land of Egyptfor Pharaoh; for the Egyptians sold 
every man hisfield, because the famine prevailed over them: so the land became Pharaoh's. 

Genesis| 47:21 And as for the people, he removed them to citiesfrom [one] end of the 
borders of Egypt even to the [other] end thereof. 

Genesis| 47:22 O nly the land of the priests bought he not; for the priests had a portion 
[assigned them] of Pharaoh, and did eat their portion which Pharaoh gavethem: wherefore 
they sold not their lands. 

Genesis| 47:23 Then Joseph said unto the people, Behold, I have bought you thisdayand 
your land for Pharaoh: lo, [here i s] seed for you, and ye shall sow the land. 

Genesis| 47:24 And it shall cometo passin theincrease, that ye shall givethefifth [part] 
unto Pharaoh, and four parts shall be your own, for seed of the field, and for your food, 
and for them of your households, and for food for your little ones. 

Genesis| 47:25 And they said, Thou hast saved our lives: let usfind gracein thesight of my 
lord, and wewill be Pharaoh's servants. 

Genesis| 47:26 Andjoseph madeitalaw over the land of Egypt unto thisday, [that] 
Pharaoh should have the fifth [part]; except the land of the priests only, [which] became not 
Pharaoh's. 

Genesis| 47:27 And Israel dwelt in the land of Egypt, in the country of Goshen; and they 
had possessionstherein, and grew, and multiplied exceedingly. 
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Genesis| 47:28 And Jacob lived in the land of Egypt seventeen years: so the whole age of 
J acob was an hundred forty and seven years. 



Genesis| 47:29 And thetimedrew nigh that Israel mustdie: and hecalled his son J oseph, 
and said unto him, If now I have found grace in thy sight, put, I pray thee, thy hand under 
my thigh, and deal kindly and truly with me; bury me not, I pray thee, in Egypt:

Genesis| 48:1 And itcameto passafter thesethings, that [one]told J oseph, Behold, thy 
father [is] sick: and hetook with him histwo sons, Manasseh and Ephraim. 

Genesis| 48:2 And [one] told J acob, and said, Behold, thy son J oseph cometh unto thee: 
and Israel strengthened himself, and sat upon the bed. 

Genesis| 48:3 And Jacob said unto J oseph, God Almighty appeared unto meat Luz i n the 
land of Canaan, and blessed me, 

Genesis| 48:4 And said unto me, Behold, I will maketheefruitful, and multiply thee, and I 
will make of thee a multitude of people; and will give this land to thy seed after thee [for] 
an everlasting possession. 

Genesis| 48:5 And now thy two sons, Ephraim and M anasseh, which were born unto thee 
in the land of Egypt before I came unto thee into Egypt, [are] mine; as Reuben and Simeon, 
they shall bemine.

Genesis| 48:10 N ow the eyesof Israel weredim for age, [so that] hecould not see. And he 
brought them near unto him; and he kissed them, and embraced them. 

Genesis| 48:11 And Israel said untojoseph, I had not thought to see thy face: and, lo, God 
hath showed me also thy seed. 

Genesis| 48:12 And Joseph brought them out from between his knees, and he bowed 
himself with his face to the earth. 

Genesis| 48:13 Andjoseph tookthem both, Ephraim in hisright hand toward Israel'sleft 
hand, and M anasseh in his left hand toward Israel 's right hand, and brought [them] near 
unto him. 

Genesis| 48:14 And Israel stretched out hisright hand, and laid [it] upon Ephraim'shead, 
who [was] the younger, and his left hand upon M anasseh's head, guiding his hands 
wittingly; for M anasseh [was] thefirstborn.

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Exodus| 10:2 And thatthou mayesttell in theearsof thy son, and of thy son'sson, what 
things I have wrought in Egypt, and my signs which I have done among them; that ye may 
know how that I [am] the LO R D . 

Exodus| 10:3 And Mosesand Aaron came in unto Pharaoh, and said unto him, Thussaith 
theLORD God of the H ebrews, How longwiltthou refuseto humble thyself before me? 
let my people go, that they may serve me. 

Exodus| 10:4 Else, if thou refuse to let my people go, behold, to morrow will I bring the 
locusts into thy coast: 

Exodus| 10:5 And they shall cover the face of the earth, that one cannot be able to see the 
earth: and they shall eatthe residueof that which isescaped, which remaineth unto you 
from the hail, and shall eat every tree which groweth for you out of the field: 

Exodus| 10:6 And they shall fiil thy houses, and the housesof all thy servants, and the 
houses of all the Egyptians; which neither thy fathers, nor thy fathers' fathers have seen, 
since the day that they were upon the earth unto this day. And he turned himself, and went 
out from Pharaoh. 



Exodus| 10:7 And Pharaoh's servants said unto him, How long shall thisman beasnare 
unto us? let the men go, that they may serve the LO R D their God: knowest thou not yet 
that Egypt isdestroyed? 

Exodus| 10:8 And Mosesand Aaron were broughtagain unto Pharaoh: and hesaid unto 
them, Go, serve the LO RD your God: [but] who [are] they that shall go? 

Exodus 10:9 And M oses said, W e will go with our young and with our old, with our sons 
and with our daughters, with our flocksand with our herdswill wego; for we[must hold] 
afeast unto theLORD. 
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Exodus| 10:10 And hesaid unto them, Let the LORD beso with you, asi will let you go, 
and your littleones: look [to it]; for evil [is] beforeyou. 

Exodus| 10:11 Notso: go now ye [thatare] men, and serve the LORD; forthatyedid 
desire. And they were driven out from Pharaoh's presence. 

Exodus| 10:12 And the LORD sai d unto M oses, Stretch outthinehand over theland of 
Egypt for the locusts, that they may come up upon the land of Egypt, and eat every herb of 
the land, [even] all that the hai I hath left. 

Exodus| 10:13 And M oses stretched forth hisrod over the land of Egypt, and the LORD 
brought an east wind upon the land all that day, and all [that] night; [and] when it was 
morning, the east wind brought the locusts. 

Exodus| 10:14 And the locusts went up over all the land of Egypt, and rested in all the 
coasts of Egypt: very grievous [were they]; before them there were no such locusts as they, 
neither after them shall be such. 

Exodus| 10: 15 For they covered the face of the whole earth, so that the land was darkened; 
and they did eat every herb of the land, and all thefruit of thetreeswhich the hail had left: 
and there remained not any green thing in the trees, or in the herbs of the field, through all 
the land of Egypt. 

Exodus| 10:16 Then Pharaoh called for M oses and Aaron in haste; and hesaid, I have 
sinned against the LORD yourGod, and against you. 

Exodus| 10:17 Now therefore forgive, I pray thee, my si n only thisonce, and entreatthe 
LORD yourGod, that hemay takeawayfrom methisdeathonly. 
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Exodus| 10:18 And hewent out f rom Pharaoh, and entreated theLORD. 



Exodus| 10:19 And the LO RD turned a mighty strong west wind, which took away the 
locusts, and cast them into the Red sea; there remained not one locust in all the coasts of 
Egypt. 

Exodus| 10:20 But the LO RD hardened Pharaoh's heart, so that he would not let the 
children of Israel go. 

Exodus| 10:21 And the LO RD said unto M oses, Stretch out thine hand toward heaven, that 
there may be darkness over the land of Egypt, even darkness [which] may be felt. 

Exodus| 10:22 And M oses stretched forth hishand toward heaven; and there wasathick 
darkness i n all the land of Egypt three days: 

Exodus| 10:23 T hey saw not one another, neither roseanyfrom hisplacefor three days: 
but all the children of Israel had light in their dwellings. 

Exodus| 10:24 And Pharaoh called unto M oses, and said, Goye, servethe LORD; onlylet 
your flocks and your herds be stayed: let your little ones also go with you. 

Exodus| 10:25 And M oses said, Thou must give us also sacrifices and burnt offerings, that 
we may sacrifice unto the LO RD our God. 

Exodus| 10:26 Our cattle also shal I go with us; there shall not an hoof beleft behind; for 
thereof must wetaketo servethe LORD our God; and weknow not with what wemust 
serve the LO RD, until we come thither. 

Exodus| 10:27 But the LORD hardened Pharaoh's heart, and he would not let them go. 

Exodus| 10:28 And Pharaoh said unto him, Get theefrom me, take heed to thyself, see my 
face no more; for in [that] day thou seest my face thou shalt die. 
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Exodus| 10:29 And Mosessaid, Thou hast spoken well, I will seethy faceagain no more. 



Exodus| 11:1 And theLORD said unto Moses, Yet will I bringone plague [more] upon 
Pharaoh, and upon Egypt; afterwards he will let you go hence: when he shall let [you] go, 
he shall surely thrust you out hence altogether. 

Exodus| 11:2 Speak now in the ears of the people, and let every man borrow of his 
neighbour, and every woman of her neighbour, jewels of silver, and jewels of gold. 

Exodus| 11:3 And the LO R D gave the people favour in the sight of the Egyptians. 
M oreover the man M oses [was] very great in the land of Egypt, in the sight of Pharaoh's 
servants, and in the sight of the people. 

Exodus| 11:4 And Mosessaid, Thussaith theLORD, About midnight will I go outintothe 
midst of Egypt: 

Exodus| 11:5 And all the firstborn in the land of Egypt shall die, from thefirstborn of 
Pharaoh that sitteth upon histhrone, even unto thefirstborn of the maidservant that [is] 
behind the mill; and all thefirstborn of beasts. 

Exodus| 11:6 And there shall be a great cry throughout all the land of Egypt, suchasthere 
was none I i ke it, nor shall be I i ke it any more. 

Exodus| 11:7 Butagainst any of thechildren of Israel shall notadog move histongue, 
against man or beast: that ye may know how that the LO RD doth put a difference between 
the Egyptians and Israel. 

Exodus| 11:8 And all these thy servants shal I comedown unto me, and bow down 
themselves unto me, saying, Get thee out, and all the people that follow thee: and after 
that I will go out. And he went out from Pharaoh i n a great anger. 
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Exodus| 11:9 And the LO RD said unto M oses, Pharaoh shall not hearken unto you; that 
my wonders may be multiplied in the land of Egypt. 

Exodus| 11:10 And M oses and Aaron did all these wonders before Pharaoh: and theLORD 
hardened Pharaoh's heart, so that he would not let the children of Israel go out of his land. 

Exodus| 12:1 And theLORD spake unto M oses and Aaron i n the land of Egypt, saying, 

Exodus| 12:2 This month [shall be] unto you the beginningof months: it [shall be] thefirst 
month of the year to you. 

Exodus| 12:3 Speak ye unto all the congregation of Israel, saying, In thetenth [day] of this 
month they shall take to them every man a lamb, according to the house of [their] fathers, a 
lamb for an house: 

Exodus| 12:4 And if the household be too little for the lamb, let him and his neighbour 
next unto his house take [it] according to the number of the souls; every man according to 
his eating shall make your count for the lamb. 

Exodus| 12:5 Your lamb shall bewithout blemish, a maleof thefirst year: ye shall take [it] 
out from the sheep, or from the goats: 

Exodus| 12:6 And ye shall keep it up until thefourteenth day of the same month: and the 
whole assembly of the congregation of Israel shall kill it in the evening. 

Exodus| 12:7 And they shall take of the blood, and strike [it] on the two side posts and on 
the upper door post of the houses, wherein they shall eat it. 

Exodus| 12:8 And they shall eat theflesh in that night, roast with fire, and unleavened 
bread; [and] with bitter [herbs] they shall eat it. 
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Exodus| 12:9 Eat not of it raw, nor sodden at all with water, but roast [with] fire; his head 
with his legs, and with the purtenance thereof. 

Exodus| 12:10 And yeshall let nothingof it remain until the morning; and that which 
remaineth of it until the morning ye shall burn with fire. 

Exodus| 12:11 And thus shall yeeat it; [with] your loins girded, your shoeson your feet, 
and your staff in your hand; and ye shall eat it in haste: it [is] the LO R D 'S passover. 

Exodus| 12:12 For I will passthrough theland of Egypt this night, and will smiteall the 
firstborn in the land of Egypt, both man and beast; and against all the godsof Egypt I will 
executejudgment: I [am]theLORD. 

Exodus| 12: 13 And the blood shall be to you for a token upon the houses where ye [are]: 
and when I see the blood, I will pass over you, and the plague shall not be upon you to 
destroy [you], when I smite the land of Egypt. 

Exodus| 12:14 And thisday shall be unto you for a memorial; and ye shall keep it afeast to 
the LO RD throughout your generations; ye shall keep it afeast by an ordinancefor ever. 

Exodus| 12: 15 Seven days shall ye eat unleavened bread; even the first day ye shall put 
away leaven out of your houses: for whosoever eateth leavened bread from the first day 
until the seventh day, that soul shall be cut off from Israel. 

Exodus| 12:16 And in the first day [there shall be] an holy convocation, and in the seventh 
day there shall be an holy convocation to you; no manner of work shall be done in them, 
save [that] which every man must eat, that only may be done of you. 

Exodus| 12:17 And yeshall observe [thefeast of] unleavened bread; for in this selfsame day 
have I brought your armies out of the land of Egypt: therefore shall ye observe this day i n 
your generations by an ordinancefor ever. 
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Exodus| 12:18 In thefirst [month], on thefourteenth day of the month at even, yeshall eat 
unleavened bread, unti I the one and twentieth day of the month at even. 

Exodus| 12:19 Seven daysshall there be no leaven found in your houses: for whosoever 
eateth that which is leavened, even that soul shall be cut off from the congregation of Israel, 
whether he be a stranger, or born in the land. 

Exodus| 12:20 Yeshall eat nothing leavened; in all your habitations shall yeeat unleavened 
bread. 

Exodus| 12:21 Then M oses called for all the eldersof Israel, and said unto them, Drawout 
and take you a lamb according to your families, and kill the passover. 

Exodus| 12:22 And ye shall take a bunch of hyssop, and dip [it] in the blood that [is] in the 
basin, and strikethe lintel and thetwo side postswith the blood that [is] in the basin; and 
none of you shall go out at the door of his house until the morning. 

Exodus| 12:23 For the LO RD will passthrough to smite the Egyptians; andwhen heseeth 
the blood upon the lintel, and on thetwo side posts, theLORD will pass over the door, 
and will not suffer the destroyer to come in unto your houses to smite [you]. 

Exodus| 12:24 And yeshall observethisthingfor an ordinanceto theeand to thy sonsfor 
ever. 

Exodus| 12:25 And it shall cometo pass, when ye be come to the land which theLORD 
will give you, according as he hath promised, that ye shall keep this service. 

Exodus| 12:26 And it shall cometo pass, when your children shall say unto you, W hat 
mean ye by this service? 
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Exodus| 12:27 That ye shall say, It [is] the sacrifice of the LO RD'S passover, who passed 
over the houses of the children of Israel in Egypt, when he smote the Egyptians, and 
delivered our houses. And the people bowed the head and worshipped. 



Exodus| 12:28 And the children of Israel w entaway, and did astheLORD had commanded 
osesand Aaron, so did they. 



Exodus 12:29 And itcameto pass, thatat midnight the LO RD smote all thefirstborn in 
the land of Egypt, from thefirstborn of Pharaoh that sat on histhrone unto thefirstborn of 
the captive that [w as] in the dungeon; and all the firstborn of cattle. 

Exodus| 12:30 And Pharaoh rose up in the night, he, and all hisservants, and all the 
Egyptians; and there w as a great cry in Egypt; for [there was] not a house where [there was] 
not one dead. 



Exodus| 12:31 And hecalled for M osesand Aaron by night, and said, Riseup, [and] get 
you forth from among my people, both ye and the children of Israel; and go, serve the 
LORD, asye havesaid. 

Exodus| 12:32 Also takeyour flocksand your herds, asye havesaid, and begone; and bless 
mealso. 



Exodus| 12:33 And the Egyptians were urgent upon the people, that they might send them 
out of the land i n haste; for they said, W e [be] all dead [men]. 

Exodus| 12:34 And the people took their dough before it was leavened, their 
kneadingtroughs being bound up in their clothesupon their shoulders. 

Exodus| 12:35 And the children of Israel did according to the word of M oses; and they 
borrowed of the Egyptians jewelsof silver, and jewelsof gold, and raiment: 
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Exodus| 12:36 And theLORD gavethe peoplefavour in thesight of the Egyptians, sothat 
they lent unto them [such thingsasthey required]. And they spoiled the Egyptians. 

Exodus| 12:37 And thechildren of Israel journeyed from Ramesesto Succoth, about six 
hundred thousand on foot [that were] men, beside children. 

Exodus| 12:38 And a mixed multitude went up also with them; and flocks, and herds, 
[even] very much cattle. 

Exodus| 12:39 And they baked unleavened cakesof the dough which they brought forth out 
of Egypt, for it was not leavened; because they were thrust out of Egypt, and could not 
tarry, neither had they prepared for themselves any victual. 

Exodus| 12:40 N ow the sojourning of thechildren of Israel, who dwelt in Egypt, [was]four 
hundred and thirty years. 

Exodus| 12:41 And it cameto passat theend of thefour hundred and thirty years, even the 
selfsame day it came to pass, that all the hosts of the LO R D went out from the land of 
Egypt. 

Exodus| 12:42 It [is] a night to be much observed unto the LO RD for bringing them out 
from the land of Egypt: this [is] that night of the LO RD to be observed of all the children of 
Israel i n their generations. 

Exodus| 12:43 And theLORD said unto Mosesand Aaron, T his [is] theordinanceof the 
passover: There shall no stranger eat thereof: 

Exodus| 12:44 But every man's servant that is bought for money, when thou hast 
circumcised him, then shall he eat thereof. 

Exodus| 12:45 A foreigner and an hired servant shall not eat thereof. 

Exodus| 12:46 In onehouse shall it beeaten; thou shaltnot carry forth ought oftheflesh 
abroad out of the house; neither shall ye break a bone thereof. 
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Exodus| 12:47 Ali the congregation of Israel shall keep it. 



Exodus| 12:48 And when a stranger shall sojourn with thee, and will keep the passover to 
the LO RD, let all his males be circumcised, and then let him come near and keep it; and he 
shall beasonethat isborn in the land: for no uncircumcised person shall eatthereof. 

Exodus| 12:49 O ne law shall be to him that is homeborn, and unto the stranger that 
sojourneth among you. 

Exodus| 12:50 Thusdid all thechildren of Israel; astheLORD commanded Mosesand 
Aaron, so did they. 

Exodus| 12:51 And it cameto pass the selfsame day, [that] the LORD did bringthe 
children of Israel out of the land of Egypt by their armies. 

Exodus| 13:1 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 

Exodus| 13:2 Sanctifyunto me all thefirstborn, whatsoever openeth the womb among the 
children of Israel, [both] of man and of beast: it [is] mine. 

Exodus| 13:3 And Moses said unto the people, Remember thisday, in whichyecameout 
from Egypt, out of the house of bondage; for by strength of hand the LORD brought you 
outfrom this [place]: there shall no leavened bread beeaten. 

Exodus| 13:4 Thisday came ye out in the month Abib. 

Exodus| 13:5 And it shall bewhen the LORD shall bringthee into the land of the 
Canaanites, and the H ittites, and the Amorites, and the H ivites, and thejebusites, which he 
sware unto thy fathersto give thee, a land flowing with milk and honey, that thou shalt 
keep this service in this month. 

Exodus| 13:6 Seven daysthou shalt eat unleavened bread, and in the seventh day [shall be] a 
feastto the LORD. 
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Exodus| 13:7 U nleavened bread shall be eaten seven days; and there shall no leavened 
bread be seen with thee, neither shall there be leaven seen with thee in all thy quarters. 

Exodus| 13:8 And thou shaltshow thyson i n that day, saying, [Thisisdone] because of that 
[which] the LO R D did unto me when I came forth out of Egypt. 

Exodus| 13:9 And it shall befor asign unto thee upon thine hand, and for a memorial 
between thine eyes, that the LO RD's law may be in thy mouth: for with a strong hand hath 
the LO R D brought thee out of Egypt. 

Exodus| 13:10 Thou shalt therefore keep thisordinance in hisseason from year to year. 

Exodus| 13:11 And it shall bewhen theLORD shall bring thee into the land ofthe 
Canaanites, as he sware unto thee and to thy fathers, and shall give it thee, 

Exodus| 13:12 That thou shalt set apart unto the LO R D all that openeth the matrix, and 
every firstling that cometh of a beast which thou hast; the males [shall be] the LO RD'S. 

Exodus| 13:13 And every firstling of an assthou shalt redeem with alamb; and if thou wilt 
not redeem it, then thou shalt break his neck: and all the firstborn of man among thy 
children shalt thou redeem. 

Exodus| 13:14 And it shall bewhen thyson askeththeeintimeto come, saying, Whatfis] 
this? that thou shalt say unto him, By strength of hand the LO R D brought usout from 
Egypt, from the house of bondage: 

Exodus| 13:15 And it cameto pass, when Pharaoh would hardly letusgo, that theLORD 
slew all the firstborn in the land of Egypt, both the firstborn of man, and the firstborn of 
beast: therefore I sacrificeto the LORD all that openeth the matrix, being males; but all 
the firstborn of my children I redeem. 
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Exodus| 13:16 And itshall befor atoken upon thine hand, and for frontlets between thine 
eyes: for by strength of hand the LO R D brought usforth out of Egypt. 

Exodus| 13:17 And it came to pass, when Pharaoh had let the people go, that God led them 
not [through] the way of the land of the Philistines, although that [w as] near; for God said, 
Lest peradventure the people repent when they see war, and they return to Egypt: 

Exodus| 13:18 ButGod led the people about, [through] the way of thewildernessof the 
Red sea: and the children of Israel went up harnessed out of the land of Egypt. 

Exodus| 13:19 And M osestook the bonesof Joseph with him: for he had straitly sworn the 
children of Israel, saying, God will surely visityou; and yeshall carryupmy bonesaway 
hencewith you. 

Exodus| 13:20 And they tooktheir journeyfrom Succoth, and encamped in Etham, in the 
edge of thewilderness. 

Exodus| 13:21 And the LO RD went before them by day in a pillar of a cloud, to lead them 
the way; and by night in a pillar of fire, to give them light; to go by day and night: 

Exodus| 13:22 Hetook notawaythe pillar of the cloud by day, nor the pillar offire by 
night, [from] before the people. 

Exodus| 14:1 And theLORD spakeunto Moses, saying, 

Exodus| 14:2 Speak unto the children of Israel, that they turn and encamp before 
Pihahiroth, between M igdol and the sea, over against Baalzephon: before it shall ye encamp 
by the sea. 

Exodus| 14:3 For Pharaoh will say of the children of Israel, They [are] entangled in the 
land, the wilderness hath shut them in. 
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Exodus| 14:4 And I will harden Pharaoh's heart, that he shall follow after them; and I will 
be honoured upon Pharaoh, and upon all his host; that the Egyptians may know that I [am] 
theLORD. And theydid so. 



Exodus| 14:5 And it was told the king of Egypt that the people fled: and the heart of 
Pharaoh and of his servants was turned against the people, and they said, W hy have we 
done this, that we have let Israel go from serving us? 

Exodus| 14:6 And he made ready his chariot, and took his people with him: 

Exodus| 14:7 And hetook six hundred chosen chariots, and all the chariots of Egypt, and 
captains over every one of them. 

Exodus| 14:8 And the LO RD hardened the heart of Pharaoh king of Egypt, and he pursued 
after the children of Israel: and the children of Israel went out with an high hand. 

Exodus| 14:9 But the Egyptians pursued after them, all the horses [and] chariots of 
Pharaoh, and hishorsemen, and hisarmy, and overtookthem encamping by thesea, beside 
Pihahiroth, before Baalzephon. 

Exodus 14:10 And when Pharaoh drew nigh, the children of Israel lifted up their eyes, 
and, behold, the Egyptians marched after them; and they were sore afraid: and the children 
of Israel cried outunto theLORD. 



Exodus| 14:11 And they said unto M oses, Because [there were] no graves i n Egypt, hast 
thou taken usaway to die in thewilderness? wherefore hast thou dealt thuswith us, to 
carry usforth out of Egypt? 

Exodus| 14:12 [ls] not this the word that wedid tell theein Egypt, saying, Letusalone, 
that we may serve the Egyptians? For [it had been] better for us to serve the Egyptians, than 
that we should die in the wilderness. 
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Exodus| 14:13 And M osessaid unto thepeople, Fearye not, stand sti II, andseethe 
salvation of the LORD, which he will show to you to day: for theEgyptianswhom ye have 
seen to day, ye shall see them again no more for ever. 

Exodus| 14: 14 The LORD shall fightfor you, and ye shall hold your peace. 

Exodus| 14:15 And the LO R D said unto M oses, W herefore criest thou unto me? speak 
unto the children of Israel, that they go forward: 

Exodus| 14:16 But lift thou up thy rod, and stretch out thine hand over the sea, and divide 
it: and the children of Israel shall go on dry [ground] through the midst of the sea. 

Exodus| 14:17 And I, behold, I will harden the heartsof the Egyptians, and they shall 
follow them: and I will get me honour upon Pharaoh, and upon all his host, upon his 
chariots, and upon his horsemen. 

Exodus| 14:18 And the Egyptians shall know that I [am] the LORD, when I havegotten me 
honour upon Pharaoh, upon his chariots, and upon his horsemen. 

Exodus| 14:19 And the angel of God, which went before the campof Israel, removed and 
went behind them; and the pillar of thecloud wentfrom before thei r face, and stood 
behind them: 

Exodus| 14:20 And it came between the camp of the Egyptians and the camp of Israel; and 
it was a cloud and darkness [to them], but it gave light by night [to these]: so that the one 
came not near the other all the night. 

Exodus| 14:21 And M oses stretched out his hand over the sea; and the LO R D caused the 
sea to go [back] by a strong east wind all that night, and made the sea dry [land], and the 
watersweredivided. 
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Exodus| 14:22 And the children of Israel went into the midst of the sea upon the dry 
[ground]: and the waters [w er e] awali unto them on their right hand, and on their left. 

Exodus| 14:23 And the Egyptians pursued, and went in after them to the midst of the sea, 
[even] all Pharaoh'shorses, his chariots, and hishorsemen. 

Exodus| 14:24 And it came to pass, that in the morning watch the LO RD looked unto the 
host of the Egyptians through the pillar of fire and of the cloud, and troubled the host of the 
Egyptians, 

Exodus| 14:25 And took off their chariot wheels, that they dravethem heavily: so that the 
Egyptians said, Let usfleefrom theface of Israel; for the LO RD fighteth for them against 
the Egyptians. 

Exodus| 14:26 And the LO RD said unto M oses, Stretch out thine hand over the sea, that 
the waters may come again upon the Egyptians, upon their chariots, and upon their 
horsemen. 

Exodus| 14:27 And M oses stretched forth his hand over the sea, and the sea returned to his 
strength when the morning appeared; and the Egyptiansfled against it; and the LO RD 
overthrew the Egyptians in the midst of the sea. 

Exodus| 14:28 And the waters returned, and covered the chariots, and the horsemen, [and] 
all the host of Pharaoh that came into the sea after them; there remained not so much as 
oneof them. 

Exodus| 14:29 But the children of Israel walked upon dry [land] in the midst of the sea; and 
the waters [were] a wali unto them on their right hand, and on their left. 

Exodus| 14:30 Thusthe LO RD saved Israel that day out ofthe hand of the Egyptians; and 
Israel saw the Egyptians dead upon the sea shore. 
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Exodus| 14:31 And Israel saw that great work which the LORD did upon the Egyptians: 
and the peoplefeared the LORD, and bel ieved the LORD, and hisservant Moses. 

Exodus| 15:1 T hen sang Moses and thechildren of Israel thissongunto the LORD, and 
spake, saying, I will sing unto the LO RD, for he hath triumphed gloriously: the horse and 
his rider hath he thrown into the sea. 



Exodus 



15:2 The LO RD [is] my strength and song, and he is become my salvation: he [is] 



myGod, and I will prepare him an habitation; myfather'sGod, and I will exalthim. 

Exodus| 15:3 The LORD [is]aman of war: the LORD [is] hisname. 

Exodus| 15:4 Pharaoh'schariotsand hishost hath hecast into the sea: hischosen captains 
also are drowned in the Red sea. 

Exodus| 15:5 The depths have covered them: they sank into the bottom as a stone. 

Exodus| 15:6 Thy right hand, O LORD, is become gloriousin power: thy right hand, O 
LORD, hath dashed in piecestheenemy. 

Exodus| 15:7 And in the greatness of thine excellency thou hast overthrown them that rose 
up against thee: thou sentest forth thy wrath, [which] consumed them asstubble. 

Exodus| 15:8 And with the blast of thy nostrils the waters were gathered together, the 
floods stood upright as an heap, [and] the depths were congealed in the heart of the sea. 

Exodus| 15:9 The enemysaid, I will pursue, I will overtake, I will dividethespoil; my lust 
shall besatisfied upon them; I will draw my sword, my hand shall destroy them. 

Exodus| 15:10 Thou didst blow with thy wind, the sea covered them: they sank as I ead in 
the mighty waters. 
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Exodus| 15:11 W ho [is] like unto thee, O LORD, among the gods? who [is] like thee, 
gloriousin holiness, fearful [in] praises, doingwonders? 

Exodus| 15:12 Thou stretchedst out thy right hand, the earth swallowed them. 

Exodus| 15:13 Thou in thy mercy hast led forth the people [which] thou hast redeemed: 
thou hast guided [them] in thy strength unto thy holy habitation. 

Exodus| 15:14 The people shall hear, [and] beafraid: sorrow shall take hold onthe 
inhabitants of Palestina. 

Exodus| 15:15 Then thedukesof Edom shall beamazed; themighty men of Moab, 
trembling shall take hold upon them; all the inhabitants of C anaan shall melt away. 

Exodus| 15:16 Fear and dread shall fail upon them; by the greatness of thinearm they shall 
be [as] still asastone; till thy people passover, O LORD, till the people passover, [which] 
thou hast purchased. 

Exodus| 15:17 Thou shalt bringthem in, and plant them in the mountain of thine 
inheritance, [in] the piace, O LORD, [which] thou hast madefor thee to dwell in, [in] the 
Sanctuary, O Lord, [which] thy hands have established. 

Exodus| 15:18 The LORD shall reign for ever and ever. 

Exodus| 15:19 For the horse of Pharaoh went in with his chariotsand with his horsemen 
intothesea, and the LORD broughtagain the watersof the sea upon them; butthe 
children of Israel went on dry [land] in the midst of the sea. 

Exodus| 15:20 And Miriam the prophetess, thesister of Aaron, tookatimbrel in her hand; 
and all the women went out after her with timbrelsand with dances. 
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Exodus| 15:21 And Miriam answered them, Singyeto the LORD, for he hath triumphed 
gloriously; the horse and his rider hath he thrown into the sea. 

Exodus| 15:22 So M oses brought Israel from the Red sea, and they went out into the 
wildernessof Shur; and they went three days in the wilderness, and found no water. 

Exodus| 15:23 And when they came to M arah, they could not drink of the waters of 
M arah, for they [were] bitter: therefore the name of it was called M arah. 

Exodus| 15:24 And the people murmured against M oses, saying, W hat shall we drink? 

Exodus| 15:25 And hecried unto the LORD; and the LORD showed him atree, [which] 
when he had cast into the waters, the waters were made sweet: there he made for them a 
statute and an ordinance, and there he proved them, 

Exodus| 15:26 And said, If thou wilt diligently hearken to the voice of the LO RD thy God, 
and wilt do that which isright in hissight, and wilt giveear to hiscommandments, and 
keep all hisstatutes, I will put noneof thesediseasesupon thee, which I have brought upon 
the Egyptians: for I [am] the LORD that healeth thee. 

Exodus| 15:27 And they came to El im, wherefwere] twelvewellsof water, and threescore 
and ten pai m trees: and they encamped there by the waters. 

Exodus| 16:1 And they tooktheir journey from Elim, and all the congregation of the 
children of Israel came unto the wildernessof Si n, which [is] between Elim and Sinai, on 
the fifteenth day of the second month after their departing out of the land of Egypt. 

Exodus| 16:2 And the whole congregation of the children of Israel murmured against 
M oses and Aaron in the wilderness: 
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Exodus| 16:3 And the children of Israel said unto them, W ould to God we had died by the 
hand of the L O R D i n the I and of Egypt, when w e sat by the flesh pots, [and] when w e did 
eat bread to thefull; for ye have brought usforth into thiswilderness, to kill thiswhole 
assembly with hunger. 

Exodus| 16:4 Then said the LO RD unto M oses, Behold, I will rain bread from heaven for 
you; and the people shall go out and gather a certain rate every day, that I may prove them, 
whether they will walk in my law, or no. 

Exodus| 16:5 And it shall come to pass, that on the sixth day they shall prepare [that] which 
they bring i n; and it shall be twice as much as they gather daily. 

Exodus| 16:6 And M oses and Aaron said unto all the children of Israel, At even, then ye 
shall know that the LO RD hath brought you out from the land of Egypt: 

Exodus| 16:7 And inthemorning, then ye shall seetheglory of theLORD; for that he 
heareth your murmuringsagainst theLORD: and what [are] we, thatyemurmur against 
us? 

Exodus| 16:8 And M oses said, [Thisshall be], when theLORD shall giveyou intheevening 
flesh to eat, and in the morning bread to thefull; for that the LO RD heareth your 
murmurings which ye murmur against him: and what [are] we? your murmurings [are] not 
agai nst us, but agai nst the L O R D . 

Exodus| 16:9 And M oses spake unto Aaron, Say unto all the congregation of the children of 
Israel, Come near beforethe LORD: for he hath heard your murmurings. 

Exodus| 16:10 And it cameto pass, as Aaron spake unto the w hole congregation of the 
children of Israel, that they looked toward the wilderness, and, behold, the glory of the 
LO RD appeared i n the cloud. 
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Exodus| 16:11 And theLORD spake unto M oses, saying, 



Exodus| 16:12 I have heard themurmuringsof thechildren of Israel: speak unto them, 
saying, At even ye shall eat flesh, and in the morning ye shall be filled with bread; and ye 
shall know that I [am] the LO R D your God. 

Exodus| 16:13 And it came to pass, that at even the quailscame up, and covered the camp: 
and in the morning the dew lay round about the host. 

Exodus| 16:14 And w hen the dew that lay wasgoneup, behold, upon thefaceofthe 
wilderness [there lay] asmall round thing, [as] small as the hoar frost on theground. 

Exodus| 16:15 And when thechildren of Israel saw [it] ( theysaid oneto another, lt[is] 
manna: for they wist not what it [w as]. And Mosessaid unto them, T his [is] the bread 
which the LO R D hath given you to eat. 

Exodus| 16:16 T his [is] the thing which theLORD hath commanded, Gather of itevery 
man according to his eating, an omer for every man, [according to] the number of your 
persons; take ye every man for [them] which [are] i n histents. 

Exodus| 16:17 And thechildren of Israel did so, and gathered, some more, some less. 

Exodus| 16:18 And when they did mete [it] with an omer, he that gathered much had 
nothing over, and he that gathered little had no lack; they gathered every man according to 
his eating. 

Exodus| 16:19 And Mosessaid, Letno man leaveof ittill the morning. 

Exodus| 16:20 Notwithstandingthey hearkened not unto M oses; but some of them leftof it 
unti I the morning, and it bred worms, and stank: and Moseswaswroth with them. 
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Exodus| 16:21 And they gathered it every morning, every man according to hiseating: and 
when the sun waxed hot, it melted. 

Exodus| 16:22 And it came to pass, [that] on the sixth day they gathered twice as much 
bread, two omersfor one[man]: and all therulersof thecongregation came and told 
Moses. 

Exodus| 16:23 And hesaid untothem, This [isthat] which the LO RD hath said, To 
morrow [is] the rest of theholy sabbath unto theLORD: bake [that] which yewill bake[to 
day], and seethe that ye will seethe; and that which remaineth over lay u p for you to be 
keptuntil the morning. 

Exodus| 16:24 And they laid it up till the morning, as M oses bade: and it did not stink, 
neither wasthere any worm therein. 

Exodus| 16:25 And M oses said, Eatthatto day; for to day [i s] a sabbath unto theLORD: to 
day ye shall not find it in the field. 

Exodus| 16:26 Six daysye shall gather it; but on the seventh day, [which is] the sabbath, in 
itthere shall be none. 

Exodus| 16:27 And it cameto pass, [that] there went out [some] of thepeopleonthe 
seventh day for to gather, and they found none. 

Exodus| 16:28 And theLORD said unto Moses, How long refuseyeto keep my 
commandmentsand my laws? 

Exodus| 16:29 See, for that the LO RD hath given you the sabbath, therefore he giveth you 
on the sixth day the bread of two days; abide ye every man in his place, let no man go out 
of his place on the seventh day. 

Exodus| 16:30 So the people rested on the seventh day. 

Exodus| 16:31 And the houseof Israel called the name thereof Manna: and it [was] like 
coriander seed, white; and the taste of it [was] like wafers [made] with honey. 
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Exodus| 16:32 And Mosessaid, This [is] the thing which theLORD commandeth, Fiil an 
omer of it to be kept for your generations; that they may see the bread wherewith I have 
fed you in the wilderness, when I brought you forth from the land of Egypt. 

Exodus| 16:33 And Mosessaid unto Aaron, Takeapot, and put an omerfull of manna 
therein, and lay it up beforetheLORD, to be kept for your generations. 

Exodus| 16:34 AstheLORD commanded Moses, so Aaron laid itup beforetheTestimony, 
to be kept. 

Exodus| 16:35 And thechildren of Israel did eat manna forty years, until they cameto a 
land inhabited; they did eat manna, until they came unto the borders of the land of Canaan. 

Exodus| 16:36 Now an omer [is] the tenth [part] of an ephah. 

Exodus| 17:1 And all the congregation of the children of Israel journeyed from the 
wilderness of Si n, after their journeys, according to the commandment of theLORD, and 
pitched in Rephidim: and [there was] no water for the people to drink. 

Exodus| 17:2 W herefore the people did chidewith Moses, and said, Give us water thatwe 
may drink. And Mosessaid unto them, Why chideyewith me?whereforedoyetempt the 
LORD? 

Exodus| 17:3 And the people thirsted there for water; and the people murmured against 
M oses, and said, W herefore [is] this [that] thou hast brought us up out of Egypt, to kill us 
and our children and our cattle with thirst? 

Exodus| 17:4 And M oses cried unto theLORD, saying, Whatshall I do unto this people? 
they be almost ready to stone me. 

Exodus| 17:5 And theLORD said unto Moses, Goon beforethe people, and takewith 
thee of the elders of Israel; and thy rod, wherewith thou smotest the river, take in thine 
hand, and go. 
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Exodus| 17:6 Behold, I will stand beforetheethereupon the rock in Horeb; and thou shalt 
smite the rock, and there shall come water out of it, that the people may drink. And M oses 
did so in the sight of the elders of Israel. 

Exodus| 17:7 And he called the name of the place M assah, and M eribah, becauseofthe 
chidingof thechildren of Israel, and becausethey tempted theLORD, saying, IstheLORD 
among us, or not? 

Exodus| 17:8 Then cameAmalek, andfoughtwith Israel in Rephidim. 

Exodus| 17:9 And M oses said untojoshua, Choose usout men, and go out, fight with 
Amalek: to morrow I will stand on the top of the hill with the rod of God in mine hand. 

Exodus| 17:10 Sojoshuadid as M oses had saidto h i m, andfoughtwith Amalek: and 
M oses, Aaron, and H ur went up to the top of the hill. 

Exodus| 17:11 And it cameto pass, when Mosesheld up hishand, that Israel prevailed: and 
when he let down his hand, Amalek prevailed. 

Exodus| 17:12 But M oses' hands [were] heavy; and they took a stone, and put [it] under 
him, and he sat thereon; and Aaron and H ur stayed up his hands, the one on the one side, 
and the other on the other side; and his hands were steady until the going down of the sun. 

Exodus| 17:13 And J oshua discomfited Amalek and his people with the edge of the sword. 

Exodus| 17:14 And theLORD said u nto M oses, W rite this [for] a memorial inabook, and 
rehearse [it] in the earsof Joshua: for I will utterly put out the remembranceof Amalek 
from under heaven. 
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Exodus| 17:15 And Mosesbuilt an altar, and called the nameof itjehovahnissi: 



Exodus| 17:16 For hesaid, Becausethe LORD hathsworn [that] the LO RD [will have]war 
with Amalek from generation to generation. 

Exodus| 18:1 W hen Jethro, the priest of M idian, Moses' father in law, heard of all that God 
had done for M oses, and for Israel his people, [and] that the LORD had brought Israel out 
of Egypt; 

Exodus| 18:2 T hen Jethro, M oses' father in law, took Zipporah, M oses' wife, after he had 
sent her back, 

Exodus| 18:3 And her two sons; of which the name of the one [was] Gershom; for he said, I 
have been an alien i n a strange I and: 

Exodus| 18:4 And the name of the other [was] Eliezer; for the God of my father, [said he, 
was] mine help, and delivered me from the sword of Pharaoh: 

Exodus| 18:5 And Jethro, Moses' father in law, camewith his sons and his wife unto Moses 
into the wilderness, where he encamped at the mount of God: 

Exodus| 18:6 And hesaid unto Moses, I thy father in law Jethro am come unto thee, and 
thy wife, and her two sons with her. 

Exodus| 18:7 And M oses went out to meet hisfather in law, and did obeisance, and kissed 
him; and they asked each other of [their] welfare; and they came into the tent. 

Exodus| 18:8 And M oses told hisfather in law all that the LORD had done unto Pharaoh 
and to the Egyptiansfor Israel 's sake, [and] all the travail that had come upon them by the 
way, and [how] the LO RD delivered them. 

Exodus| 18:9 And Jethro rejoiced for all the goodness which the LORD had doneto Israel, 
whom he had delivered out of the hand of the Egyptians. 
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Exodus| 18:10 Andjethro said, Blessed [be]theLORD, who hath delivered you outofthe 
hand of the Egyptians, and out of the hand of Pharaoh, who hath delivered the people from 
under the hand of the Egyptians. 

Exodus| 18:11 Now I know thattheLORD [is] greater than all gods: for in thething 
wherein they dealt proudly [he was] above them. 

Exodus| 18:12 And Jethro, M oses' father in law, took a burnt offering and sacrificesfor 
God: and Aaron came, and all the eldersof Israel, to eat bread with M oses' father in law 
beforeGod. 

Exodus| 18:13 And it cameto passon the morrow, that Mosessat to judgethe people: and 
the people stood by M oses from the morning unto the evening. 

Exodus| 18:14 And when M oses' father in law saw all that hedid to the people, hesaid, 
W hat [is] thisthing that thou doest to the people? why sittest thou thyself alone, and all the 
people stand by thee from morning unto even? 

Exodus| 18:15 And M oses said unto hisfather in law, Because the people come unto meto 
inquire of God: 

Exodus| 18:16 W hen they have a matter, they come unto me; and I judge between one and 
another, and I do make [them] know the statutes of God, and his laws. 

Exodus| 18:17 And M oses' father in law said unto him, Thething that thou doest [is] not 
good. 

Exodus| 18:18 Thou wilt surelywear away, boththou, and this people that [is] with thee: 
for thisthing [is] too heavyfor thee; thou art not ableto perform it thyself alone. 

Exodus| 18:19 Hearken now unto my voice, I will givetheecounsel, and God shall be with 
thee: Be thou for the people to God-ward, that thou mayest bring the causes unto God: 
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Exodus| 18:20 And thou shalt teach them ordinancesand laws, and shalt show them the 
way wherein they must w alk, and the work that they must do. 

Exodus| 18:21 Moreover thou shalt provideout of all the people able men, such asfear 
God, men of truth, hating covetousness; and place [such] over them, [to be] rulersof 
thousands, [and] rulersof hundreds, rulersof fifties, and rulersof tens: 

Exodus| 18:22 And let them judge the people at all seasons: and it shall be, [that] every 
great matter they shall bring unto thee, but every small matter they shall judge: so shall it 
be easier for thyself, and they shall bear [the burden] with thee. 

Exodus| 18:23 If thou shalt do thisthing, and God command thee[so], then thou shalt be 
able to endure, and all this people shall also go to their place in peace. 

Exodus| 18:24 So M oses hearkened to thevoiceof hisfather in law, and did all that he had 
said. 

Exodus| 18:25 And Moseschoseable men out ofall Israel, and madethem headsover the 
people, rulersof thousands, rulersof hundreds, rulersof fifties, and rulersof tens. 

Exodus| 18:26 And they judged the people at all seasons: the hard causesthey brought unto 
M oses, but every small matter they judged themselves. 

Exodus| 18:27 And Moseslet hisfather in law depart; and hewent hisway into hisown 
I and. 

Exodus| 19:1 Inthethird month, when thechildren of Israel were gone forth out ofthe 
land of Egypt, the same day came they [into] the wilderness of Sinai. 

Exodus| 19:2 For they were departed from Rephidim, and were come [to] the desert of 
Sinai, and had pitched in the wilderness; and there Israel camped beforethe mount. 
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Exodus| 19:3 And Moseswent up unto God, and theLORD called unto himout ofthe 
mountain, saying, Thusshaltthou say to the houseof Jacob, and tell thechildren of Israel; 

Exodus| 19:4 Ye have seen what I did unto the Egyptians, and [how] I bare you on eagles' 
wings, and brought you unto myself. 

Exodus| 19:5 Now therefore, if yewill obey my voice indeed, and keep my covenant, then 
ye shall be a peculiar treasure unto me above all people: for all the earth [is] mine: 

Exodus| 19:6 And ye shall be unto me a kingdom of priests, and an holy nation. These [are] 
the words which thou shalt speak unto the children of Israel. 

Exodus| 19:7 And M oses came and called for the elders ofthe people, and laid beforetheir 
facesall these words which the LORD commanded him. 

Exodus| 19:8 And all the people answered together, and said, All that the LO R D hath 
spoken wewill do. And M oses retur ned the words ofthe people unto the LORD. 

Exodus| 19:9 And theLORD said unto M oses, Lo, I comeunto theeinathick cloud, that 
the people may hear when I speak with thee, and believe thee for ever. And M osestold the 
words of the people unto the LO R D . 

Exodus| 19:10 And theLORD said unto M oses, G o unto the people, and sanctifythem to 
day and to morrow, and let them wash their clothes, 

Exodus| 19:11 And be ready against the third day: for thethird day theLORD will come 
down in the sight of all the people upon mount Sinai. 

Exodus| 19:12 And thou shalt set boundsunto the people round about, saying, Take heed 
to yourselves, [that ye] go [not] up into the mount, or touch the border of it: whosoever 
toucheth the mount shall be surely put to death: 
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Exodus| 19:13 T here shall not an hand touch it, but he shall surely be stoned, or shot 
through; whether [it be] beast or man, it shall not live: when the trumpet soundeth long, 
they shall come up to the mount. 

Exodus| 19:14 And M oses went down from the mount unto the people, and sanctified the 
people; and they washed their clothes. 

Exodus| 19:15 And he said unto the people, Be ready against the third day: come notat 
[your] wives. 

Exodus| 19:16 And it cameto passon the third day i n the morning, thattherewere 
thunders and lightnings, and a thick cloud upon the mount, and the voice of the trumpet 
exceeding loud; so that all the people that [w as] i n the camp trembled. 

Exodus| 19:17 And M oses brought forth the people out of the camp to meet withGod; and 
they stood at the nether part of the mount. 

Exodus| 19:18 And mount Sinai wasaltogether on asmoke, becausethe LORD descended 
upon it in fire: and the smoke thereof ascended as the smoke of afurnace, and the whole 
mount quaked greatly. 

Exodus| 19:19 And when the voice of the trumpet sounded long, and waxed louder and 
louder, Mosesspake, and God answered him by a voice. 

Exodus| 19:20 And the LORD camedown upon mount Sinai, on the top of the mount: and 
the LORD called M oses [up] to the top of the mount; and M oses went up. 

Exodus| 19:21 And the LO R D said unto M oses, G o down, charge the people, lest they 
break through unto the LO R D to gaze, and many of them perish. 
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Exodus| 19:22 And letthe priests also, which comenear to theLORD, sanctify 
themselves, lest the LO R D break forth upon them. 

Exodus| 19:23 And Mosessaid unto theLORD, The peoplecannot comeupto mount 
Sinai: for thou chargedst us, saying, Set boundsabout the mount, and sanctify it. 

Exodus| 19:24 And the LO RD said unto him, Away, get thee down, and thou shalt come 
up, thou, and Aaron with thee: but let not the priests and the people break through to 
comeup unto theLORD, lest he break forth upon them. 

Exodus| 19:25 So Moseswent down unto the people, and spakeunto them. 

Exodus| 20:1 And God spakeall these words, saying,

out of the house of bondage. 

Exodus| 20:3 Thou shalt have no other gods before me. 

Exodus| 20:4 Thou shalt not makeunto thee any graven image, or any likeness [of any 
thing] that [is] in heaven above, or that [is] in the earth beneath, or that [is] in the water 
under the earth: 

Exodus 20:5 Thou shalt not bow down thyself tothem, nor servethem: for I theLORD 
thyGod [am] ajealousGod, visiting the iniquity of the fathers upon thechildren unto the 
third and fourth [generation] of them that hate me; 

Exodus| 20:6 And showing mercy unto thousands of them that love me, and keep my 
commandments. 

Exodus| 20: 7 T hou shalt not take the nameof theLORD thyGod in vain; for theLORD 
will not hold him guiltlessthattaketh hisnamein vain. 

Exodus| 20:8 Remember the sabbath day, to keep it holy. 

Exodus| 20:9 Six days shalt thou labour, and do all thy work:

Exodus| 21:6 Then his master shall bring him unto thejudges; he shall also bring him to the 
door, or unto thedoor post; and his master shall borehisear throughwith anawl; and he 
shall serve him for ever. 

Exodus| 21:7 And ifaman sell hisdaughter to be a maidservant, she shall not go out as the 
menservants do. 
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Exodus| 21:8 If she please not her master, who hath betrothed her to himself, then shall he 
let her be redeemed: to sell her unto a strange nation he shall have no power, seeing he 
hath dealt deceitfully with her. 

Exodus| 21:9 And if he have betrothed her unto his son, he shall deal with her after the 
manner of daughters. 

Exodus| 21:10 If he take him another [wife]; her food, her raiment, and her duty of 
marriage, shall henotdiminish. 

Exodus| 21:11 And if hedo not thesethree unto her, then shall shego outfree without 
money. 

Exodus| 21:12 H e that smiteth a man, so that he die, shall be surely put to death. 

Exodus| 21:13 And if a man lie not in wait, but God deliver [him] into his hand; then I will 
appoint thee a place whither he shall flee. 

Exodus| 21:14 But if aman come presumptuously upon hisneighbour, to slay him with 
guile; thou shalt take him from mine altar, that he may die. 

Exodus| 21:15 And he that smiteth hisfather, or his mother, shall be surely put to death. 

Exodus| 21:16 And he that stealeth aman, and selleth him, or if he befound in his hand, he 
shall surely be put to death. 

Exodus| 21:17 And hethat curseth hisfather, or his mother, shall surely be putto death. 

Exodus| 21:18 And if men strive together, and one smite another with a stone, orwith [his] 
fist, and he die not, but keepeth [his] bed: 

Exodus| 21:19 If he riseagain, and walk abroad upon hisstaff, then shall hethat smote 
[him] be quit: onlyhe shall pay [for] the loss of histime, and shall cause[him]to be 
thoroughly healed. 
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Exodus| 21:20 And if aman smite his servant, or hismaid, witharod, and hedieunder his 
hand; heshall be surely punished. 

Exodus| 21:21 Notwithstanding, if hecontinueaday or two, heshall not be punished: for 
he[is] hismoney. 

Exodus| 21:22 If men strive, and hurt a woman with child, so that her fruit depart [from 
her], and yetno mischief follow: heshall be surely punished, accordingasthewoman's 
husband will lay upon him; and heshall pay as the judges [determine]. 

Exodus| 21:23 And if [any] mischief follow, then thou shalt give lifefor life, 

Exodus| 21:24 Eye for eye, tooth for tooth, hand for hand, foot for foot, 

Exodus| 21:25 Burningfor burning, wound for wound, stripefor stripe. 

Exodus| 21:26 And if aman smite the eye of his servant, or the eye of hismaid, thatit 
perish; he shall let him go freefor his eye's sake. 

Exodus| 21:27 And if he smite out his manservant's tooth, or his maidservant's tooth; he 
shall let him go freefor his tooth's sake. 

Exodus| 21:28 If an ox gore a man or a woman, that they die: then the ox shall be surely 
stoned, and hisflesh shall not be eaten; but the owner of the ox [shall be] quit. 

Exodus| 21:29 But if the ox werewont to push with hishorn in time past, and it hath been 
testified to his owner, and he hath not kept him in, but that he hath killed a man or a 
woman; theox shall be stoned, and his owner also shall be putto death. 

Exodus| 21:30 If there belaid on him asum of money, then heshall give for the ransom of 
his I if e w hatsoever is laid upon him. 

Exodus| 21:31 W hether he have gored a son, or have gored a daughter, according to this 
judgment shall it be done unto him. 
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Exodus| 21:32 If the ox shall push a manservant or a maidservant; heshall giveunto their 
master thirty shekels of silver, and the ox shall be stoned. 

Exodus| 21:33 And if a man shall open a pit, or if a man shall dig a pit, and not cover it, and 
an ox or an assfall therein; 

Exodus| 21:34 The owner of the pit shall make[it] good, [and] give moneyunto theowner 
of them; and the dead [beast] shall be his. 

Exodus| 21:35 And if oneman'sox hurt another's, thathedie; then they shall sell thelive 
ox, and divide the money of it; and the dead [ox] also they shall divide. 

Exodus| 21:36 O r if it be known that the ox hath usedto push intime past, and his owner 
hath not kept him in; he shall surely pay ox for ox; and the dead shall be his own. 

Exodus| 22:1 If a man shall steal an ox, or a sheep, and kill it, or sell it; heshall restore five 
oxen for an ox, and four sheep for a sheep. 

Exodus| 22:2 If athief befound breakingup, and besmitten thathedie, [there shall] no 
blood [be shed] for him. 

Exodus| 22:3 If the sun be risen upon him, [there shall be] blood [shed] for him; [for] he 
should makefull restitution; if he have nothing, then heshall besold for histheft. 

Exodus| 22:4 If the theft be certainly found in his hand alive, whether it be ox, or ass, or 
sheep; heshall restore double. 

Exodus| 22:5 If a man shall cause afield or vineyard to be eaten, and shall put in his beast, 
and shall feed in another man'sfield; of the best of his own field, and of the best of his own 
vineyard, shall he make restitution. 
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Exodus| 22: 6 If f ire breakout, and catch in thorns, so that the stacks of corn, or the 
standing corn, or the field, be consumed [therewith]; he that kindled the fire shall surely 
make restitution. 



Exodus| 22:7 If aman shall deliver unto hisneighbour money or stuff to keep, and it be 
stolen out of the man's house; if the thief be found, let him pay double. 

Exodus| 22:8 If the thief be not found, then the master ofthe house shall be broughtunto 
the judges, [to see] whether he have put his hand unto his neighbour'sgoods. 

Exodus| 22:9 For all manner of trespass, [whether it be] for ox, for ass, for sheep, for 
raiment, [or] for any manner of lost thing, which [another] challengeth to be his, the cause 
of both parties shall come before the judges; [and] whom the judges shall condemn, he shall 
pay double unto his neighbour. 

Exodus| 22:10 If aman deliver unto hisneighbour an ass, or an ox, or a sheep, or any 
beast, to keep; and it die, or be hurt, or driven away, no man seeing [it]: 

Exodus 22:11 [Then] shall an oath ofthe LO RD be between them both, that he hath not 
put his hand unto his neighbour's goods; and the owner of it shall accept [thereof], and he 
shall not make[it] good. 

Exodus| 22:12 And if it be stolen from him, he shall make restitution unto the owner 
thereof. 



Exodus| 22:13 If it betorn in pieces, [then] let him bring it [for] witness, [and] he shall not 
make good that which was torn. 

Exodus| 22:14 And if a man borrow [ought] of his neighbour, and it be hurt, or die, the 
owner thereof [being] not with it, he shall surely make [it] good. 

Exodus| 22:15 [But] if the owner thereof [be] with it, he shall not make [it] good: if it [be] 
an hired [thing], it came for his hire. 
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Exodus| 22:16 And if aman entice a maid that isnot betrothed, and liewith her, heshall 
surely endow her to be his wife. 

Exodus| 22:17 If her father utterly refuse to give her unto him, he shall pay money 
according to the dowry of virgins. 

Exodus| 22:18 Thou shalt notsuffer awitch to live. 

Exodus| 22:19 W hosoever lieth with a beast shall surely be put to death. 

Exodus| 22:20 Hethatsacrificeth unto [any] god, saveuntotheLORD only, heshall be 
utterly destroyed. 

Exodus| 22:21 Thou shalt neither vex a stranger, nor oppress him: for ye were strangers 
the I and of Egypt. 

Exodus| 22:22 Ye shall notafflict anywidow, or fatherlesschild. 

Exodus| 22:23 If thou afflictthem in any wise, and they cry atall unto me, I will surely 
hear their cry; 

Exodus| 22:24 And my wrath shall wax hot, and I will kill you with the sword; and your 
wives shall be widows, and your children fatherless. 

Exodus| 22:25 If thou lend money to [any of] my people [that is] poor by thee, thou shalt 
not be to him as an usurer, neither shalt thou lay upon him usury. 

Exodus| 22:26 If thou atall takethy neighbour'sraimentto pledge, thou shalt deliver it 
unto him by that the sun goeth down: 

Exodus| 22:27 For that [is] his covering only, it [is] hisraimentfor hisskin: wherein shall 
he sleep? and it shall come to pass, when he crieth unto me, that I will hear; for I [am] 
gracious. 

Exodus| 22:28 Thou shalt not revile the gods, nor curse the ruler of thy people. 
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Exodus| 22:29 T hou shalt not delay [to offer] thefirst of thy ripefruits, and of thy liquors: 
the firstborn of thy sons shalt thou give unto me. 

Exodus| 22:30 Likewise shalt thou do with thine oxen, [and] with thy sheep: seven days it 
shall be with his dam; on the eighth day thou shalt give it me.

22:31 And ye shall be holy men unto me: neither shall ye eat [any] flesh [that is] 
beasts i n thefield; ye shall cast it to the dogs.

Exodus| 23:2 Thou shalt not follow a multitude to [do] evil; neither shalt thou speak in a 
cause to decline after many to wrest [judgment]: 

Exodus| 23:3 Neither shalt thou countenance a poor man in his cause. 

Exodus| 23:4 If thou meet thine enemy'sox or hisassgoing astray, thou shalt surely bring 
it back to him again. 

Exodus| 23:5 If thou see the ass of him that hateth thee lying under his burden, and 
wouldest forbear to help him, thou shalt surely help with him. 

Exodus| 23:6 Thou shalt not wrest the judgment of thy poor in his cause. 

Exodus| 23:7 Keep theefar from afalse matter; and the innocent and righteousslay thou 
not: for I will not justify the wicked. 

Exodus| 23:8 And thou shalt take no gift: for the gift blindeth the wise, and perverteth the 
wordsof the righteous. 

Exodus| 23:9 Also thou shalt not oppress a stranger: for ye know the heart of a stranger, 
seeing ye were strangers in the land of Egypt. 

Exodus| 23:10 And six yearsthou shalt sow thy land, and shalt gather in thefruitsthereof: 
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Exodus| 23:11 But the seventh [year] thou shaltletit rest and liestill; thatthe poor ofthy 
people may eat: and what they leave the beasts of the field shall eat. In like manner thou 
shalt deal with thy vineyard, [and] with thy oliveyard. 

Exodus| 23:12 Six daysthou shalt do thy work, and on the seventh day thou shalt rest: that 
thine ox and thine ass may rest, and the son of thy handmaid, and the stranger, may be 
refreshed. 

Exodus| 23:13 And in all [things] that I have said unto you be circumspect: and make no 
mention of the name of other gods, neither let it be heard out of thy mouth. 

Exodus| 23: 14 Three times thou shalt keep a feast unto me in the year. 

Exodus| 23:15 Thou shalt keep the feast of unleavened bread: (thou shalt eat unleavened 
bread seven days, as I commanded thee, in the time appointed of the month Abib; for in it 
thou camest out from Egypt: and none shall appear before me empty:) 

Exodus| 23:16 And the feast of harvest, the firstfruits of thy labours, which thou hastsown 
in the field: and the feast of ingathering, [which i s] in the end of the year, when thou hast 
gathered i n thy labours out of the field. 

Exodus| 23:17 Three times in the year all thy males shall appear before the Lord GO D. 

Exodus| 23:18 Thou shalt not offer the blood of my sacrifice with leavened bread; neither 
shall the fat of my sacrifice remain until the morning. 

Exodus| 23:19 The first of the firstfruits of thy land thou shalt bring into the house of the 
LO RD thy God. Thou shalt not seethe a kid in his mother's milk. 
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Exodus| 23:20 Behold, I send an Angel beforethee, to keep thee in the way, and to bring 
thee into the place which I have prepared. 

Exodus| 23:21 Bewareof him, and obey hisvoice, provoke him not; for hewill not pardon 
your transgressions: for my name [is] in him. 

Exodus| 23:22 But if thou shalt indeed obey hisvoice, and do all that I speak; then I will be 
an enemy unto thine enemies, and an adversary unto thine adversaries. 

Exodus| 23:23 For mine Angel shall go beforethee, and bring thee in unto theAmorites, 
and the H ittites, and the Perizzites, and the Canaanites, the H ivites, and thejebusites: and I 
will cut them off. 

Exodus| 23:24 Thou shalt not bow down to their gods, nor serve them, nor do after their 
works: but thou shalt utterly overthrow them, and quite break down their images. 

Exodus| 23:25 And ye shall serve the LORD your God, and he shall blessthy bread, and 
thy water; and I will take sicknessaway from the midst of thee. 

Exodus| 23:26 There shall nothing cast their young, nor be barren, in thy land: the number 
of thy daysl will fulfil. 

Exodus| 23:27 I will send myfear beforethee, and will destroy all the peopleto whom 
thou shalt come, and I will makeall thine enemies turn their backsunto thee. 

Exodus| 23:28 And I will send hornets before thee, which shall drive out the H ivite, the 
Canaanite, and the H ittite, from before thee. 

Exodus| 23:29 1 will not drive them out from before thee in oneyear; lest the land become 
desolate, and the beast of the field multiply against thee. 
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Exodus| 23:30 By littleand littlel will drivethem outfrom beforethee, until thou be 
increased, and inherit the land. 

Exodus| 23:31 And I will setthy boundsfrom the Red seaeven unto theseaofthe 
Philistines, and from the desert unto the river: for I will deliver the inhabitants of the land 
into your hand; and thou shalt drive them out before thee. 

Exodus| 23:32 Thou shalt make no covenant with them, nor with their gods. 

Exodus| 23:33 They shall not dwell in thy land, lest they make thee sin against me: for if 
thou serve their gods, it will surely be a snare unto thee. 

Exodus| 24:1 And hesaid unto Moses, Comeup unto the LORD, thou, and Aaron, Nadab, 
and Abihu, and seventy of the elders of Israel; and worship ye afar off. 

Exodus| 24:2 And Moses alone shall comenear the LORD: but they shall notcomenigh; 
neither shall the people go up with him. 

Exodus| 24:3 And Moses came and toldthe peopleall thewordsof theLORD, and all the 
judgments: and all the people answered with one voice, and said, All the wordswhich the 
LORD hath said will wedo. 

Exodus| 24:4 And Moses w rote all thewordsof theLORD, and roseup early in the 
morning, and builded an altar under the hill, and twelve pillars, according to the twelve 
tribesof Israel. 

Exodus| 24:5 And hesentyoung men of thechildren of Israel, which offered burnt 
offerings, and sacrificed peace offerings of oxen unto the LORD. 

Exodus| 24:6 And Moses took half of the blood, and put [it] in basins; and half of the blood 
hesprinkled on the altar. 

Exodus| 24:7 And he took the book of the covenant, and read in theaudienceof the 
people: and they said, All that the LORD hath said will wedo, and beobedient. 
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Exodus| 24:8 And Mosestook the blood, and sprinkled [it] on the people, and said, Behold 
the blood of the covenant, which the LO RD hath made with you concerning all these 
words. 

Exodus| 24:9 T hen went up Moses, and Aaron, N adab, and Abihu, and seventy of the 
eldersof Israel: 

Exodus| 24:10 And they saw the God of Israel: and [there was] under hisfeet as it were a 
paved work of a sapphire stone, and as it were the body of heaven in [his] clearness. 

Exodus| 24:11 And upon the noblesof thechildren of Israel helaid nothishand: alsothey 
saw God, and did eat and drink. 

Exodus| 24:12 And theLORD said u nto Moses, Comeupto meinto the mount, and be 
there: and I will givetheetablesof stone, and alaw, and commandments which I have 
written; that thou mayest teach them. 

Exodus| 24:13 And Mosesroseup, and his minister J oshua: and Moses went up into the 
mount of God. 

Exodus| 24:14 And hesaid untotheelders, Tarryye herefor us, until wecomeagain unto 
you: and, behold, Aaron and H ur [are] with you: if any man have any mattersto do, let him 
come unto them. 

Exodus| 24:15 And Moses went up into the mount, and acloud covered the mount. 

Exodus| 24:16 And thegloryof theLORD abodeupon mount Sinai, and thecloud covered 
it six days: and the seventh day he called unto M oses out of the midst of the cloud. 

Exodus| 24:17 And the sight of the glory of the LO RD [was] like devouring fire on the top 
of the mount in the eyes of the children of Israel. 

Exodus| 24:18 And M oses went into the midst of thecloud, and gat him up into the 
mount: and M oses was in the mount forty days and forty nights. 
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Exodus| 25:1 And theLORD spakeunto Moses, saying, 

Exodus| 25:2 Speak unto the children of Israel, that they bring me an offering: of every 
man that giveth it willingly with his heart ye shall take my offering. 

Exodus| 25:3 And this [is] the offering w hich ye shall take ofthem; gold, and silver, and 
brass, 

Exodus| 25:4 And blue, and purple, and scarlet, and fine linen, and goats' [hair], 

Exodus| 25:5 And rams' skinsdyed red, and badgers' skins, and shittim wood, 

Exodus| 25:6 O il for the light, spicesfor anointing oil, and for sweet incense, 

Exodus| 25:7 O nyx stones, and stonesto be set i n the ephod, and i n the breastplate. 

Exodus| 25:8 And let them make me a sanctuary; that I may dwell among them. 

Exodus| 25:9 According to all that I show thee, [after] the pattern of thetabernacle, and 
the pattern of all the instruments thereof, even so shall ye make [it]. 

Exodus| 25:10 And they shall makean ark [of] shittim wood: two cubitsand ahalf [shall be] 
the length thereof, and a cubit and a half the breadth thereof, and a cubit and a half the 
height thereof. 

Exodus| 25:11 And thou shalt overlay it with pure gold, within and without shalt thou 
overlay it, and shalt make upon it a crown of gold round about. 

Exodus| 25:12 And thou shalt cast four ringsof gold for it, and put [them] in thefour 
corners thereof; and two rings [shall be] in theonesideof it, and two ringsin theother side 
of it. 

Exodus| 25:13 And thou shalt make staves [of] shittim wood, and overlay them with gold. 
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Exodus| 25:14 And thou shalt put the staves into the rings by the sides of the ark, that the 
ark may be borne with them. 

Exodus| 25:15 The staves shal I beinthe rings of the ark: theyshall not betaken from it. 

Exodus| 25:16 And thou shalt put into the ark the testimony which I shall givethee. 

Exodus| 25:17 And thou shalt make a mercy seat [of] pure gold: two cubitsand a half [shall 
be] the length thereof, and a cubit and a half the breadth thereof. 

Exodus| 25:18 And thou shalt make two cherubims [of] gold, [of] beaten work shalt thou 
make them, in the two ends of the mercy seat. 

Exodus| 25: 19 And make one cherub on the one end, and the other cherub on the other 
end: [even] of the mercy seat shall ye make the cherubims on the two ends thereof. 

Exodus| 25:20 And the cherubims shall stretch forth [their] wingson high, coveringthe 
mercy seat with their wings, and their faces [shall look] one to another; toward the mercy 
seat shall the faces of the cherubims be. 

Exodus| 25:21 And thou shalt put the mercy seat above upon the ark; and in the ark thou 
shalt put the testimony that I shall give thee. 

Exodus| 25:22 And there I will meet with thee, and I will commune with thee from above 
the mercy seat, from between the two cherubims which [are] upon the ark of the 
testimony, of all [things] which I will give thee in commandment unto the children of 
Israel. 

Exodus| 25:23 Thou shalt also make a table [of] shittim wood: two cubits [shall be] the 
length thereof, and a cubit the breadth thereof, and a cubit and a half the height thereof. 
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Exodus| 25:24 And thou shalt overlay it with puregold, and makethereto acrown of gold 
round about. 

Exodus| 25:25 And thou shalt make unto it a border of an hand breadth round about, and 
thou shalt make a golden crown to the border thereof round about. 

Exodus| 25:26 And thou shalt make for it four rings of gold, and put the rings in the four 
corners that [are] on the four feet thereof. 

Exodus| 25:27 Over againstthe border shall the rings be for placesof thestavesto bear the 
table. 

Exodus| 25:28 And thou shalt make the staves [of] shittim wood, and overlay them with 
gold, that the table may be borne with them. 

Exodus| 25:29 And thou shalt make the dishes thereof, and spoons thereof, and covers 
thereof, and bowlsthereof, to cover withal: [of] puregold shalt thou make them. 

Exodus| 25:30 And thou shalt set upon the table showbread before me alway. 

Exodus| 25:31 And thou shalt make acandlestick [of] pure gold: [of] beaten work shall the 
candlestick bemade: hisshaft, and hisbranches, his bowls, hisknops, and hisflowers, shall 
be of the same. 

Exodus| 25:32 And six branches shall comeout ofthesidesof it; three branches of the 
candlestick out of the one side, and three branches of the candlestick out of the other side: 

Exodus| 25:33 Three bowls made like unto almonds, [with] a knop and aflower in one 
branch; and three bowls made like almonds i n the other branch, [with] a knop and a flower: 
so in the six branches that come out of the candlestick. 

Exodus| 25:34 And in the candlestick [shall be] four bowls made like unto almonds, [with] 
their knopsand their flowers. 
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Exodus| 25:35 And [thereshall be] a knop under two branchesof the same, andaknop 
under two branches of the same, and a knop under two branches of the same, according to 
the six branches that proceed out of the candlestick. 

Exodus| 25:36 Their knops and thei r branches shal I be of the same: all it [shall be]one 
beaten work [of] pure gold. 

Exodus| 25:37 And thou shalt make the seven lampsthereof: and they shall lightthe lamps 
thereof, that they may give light over against it. 

Exodus| 25:38 And the tongs thereof, and the snuffdishes thereof, [shall be of] pure gold. 

Exodus| 25:39 [Of] atalent of pure gold shall he make it, with all these vessels. 

Exodus| 25:40 And look that thou make [them] after their pattern, which wasshowed thee 
in the mount. 

Exodus| 26:1 Moreover thou shalt make the tabernacle [with] ten curtains [of] fine twined 
linen, and blue, and purple, and scarlet: [with] cherubimsof cunning work shalt thou make 
them. 

Exodus| 26:2 The length of one curtain [shall be] eight and twenty cubits, and the breadth 
of one curtain four cubits: and every one of the curtains shall have one measure. 

Exodus| 26:3 The five curtains shall becoupled together oneto another; and [other] five 
curtains [shall be] coupled one to another. 

Exodus| 26:4 And thou shalt make loops of blue upon the edge of the one curtain from the 
selvedge in the coupling; and likewise shalt thou make in the uttermost edge of [another] 
curtain, in the coupling of the second. 

Exodus| 26:5 Fifty loops shalt thou make in the one curtain, and fifty loops shalt thou make 
in the edge of the curtain that [is] in the coupling of the second; that the loops may take 
hold oneof another. 
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Exodus| 26:6 And thou shalt make fifty taches of gold, and couple the curtains together 
with the taches: and it shall be one tabernacle. 

Exodus| 26:7 And thou shalt make curtains [of] goats' [hair] to be a covering upon the 
tabernacle: eleven curtains shalt thou make. 

Exodus| 26:8 The length of one curtain [shall be] thirty cubits, and the breadth of one 
curtain four cubits: and the eleven curtains [shall be al I ] of one measure. 

Exodus| 26:9 And thou shalt couple five curtains by themselves, and six curtains by 
themselves, and shalt double the sixth curtain in the forefront of the tabernacle. 

Exodus| 26: 10 And thou shalt make fifty loops on the edge of the one curtain [that is] 
outmost in the coupling, and fifty loops in the edge of the curtain which coupleth the 
second. 

Exodus| 26:11 And thou shalt make fifty taches of brass, and put the taches into the loops, 
and couple the tent together, that it may be one. 

Exodus| 26: 12 And the remnant that remaineth of the curtains of the tent, the half curtain 
that remaineth, shall hang over the backside of the tabernacle. 

Exodus| 26:13 And a cubit on the one side, and a cubit on the other side of that which 
remaineth i n the length of the curtains of the tent, it shall hang over the sides of the 
tabernacle on this side and on that side, to cover it. 

Exodus| 26:14 And thou shalt make a covering for the tent [of] rams' skinsdyed red, and a 
covering above [of] badgers' skins. 

Exodus| 26:15 And thou shalt make boardsfor the tabernacle [of] shittim wood standing 
up. 
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Exodus| 26:16 Ten cubits [shall be] the length of a board, and a cubit and a half [shall be] 
the breadth of one board. 

Exodus| 26:17 Two tenons [shall there be] in one board, set in order oneagainst another: 
thus shalt thou make for all the boards of the tabernacle. 

Exodus| 26: 18 And thou shalt make the boards for the tabernacle, twenty boards on the 
south side southward. 

Exodus| 26:19 And thou shalt make forty socketsof silver under the twenty boards; two 
sockets under one board for his two tenons, and two sockets under another board for his 
two tenons. 

Exodus| 26:20 And for the second side of the tabernacle on the north side [there shall be] 
twenty boards:

Exodus| 28:20 And thefourth row aberyl, and an onyx, and ajasper: they shall beset in 
gold i n their enclosings. 
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Exodus| 28:21 And the stones shal I bewiththenamesof thechildren of Israel, twelve, 
according to their names, [I i ke] the engravings of a signet; every one with his name shall 
they be according to the twelve tribes. 

Exodus| 28:22 And thou shalt make upon the breastplate chains at the ends [of] wreathen 
workfof] pure gold. 

Exodus| 28:23 And thou shalt make upon the breastplate tw o ringsof gold, and shalt put 
the two rings on the two ends of the breastplate. 

Exodus| 28:24 And thou shalt put the two wreathen [chains] of gold in the two rings [which 
are] on the ends of the breastplate. 

Exodus| 28:25 And [theother] two ends of the two wreathen [chains] thou shalt fasten in 
the two ouches, and put [them] on the shoulder pieces of the ephod before it.

Exodus| 28:33 And [beneath] upon the hem of it thou shalt make pomegranates [of] blue, 
and [of] purple, and [of] scarlet, round about the hem thereof; and bellsof gold between 
them round about: 

Exodus| 28:34 A golden beli and a pomegranate, a golden beli and a pomegranate, upon 
the hem of the robe round about.

And all thesonsof Levi gathered themselves 
together unto him. 

Exodus| 32:27 And hesaid unto them, Thussaith the LORD God of Israel, Putevery man 
his sword by his side, [and] go in and out from gate to gate throughout the camp, and slay 
every man his brother, and every man hiscompanion, and every man his neighbour. 

Exodus| 32:28 And the children of Levi did according to the word of M oses: and there fell 
of the people that day about three thousand men.

Exodus| 35:33 And in thecutting of stones, to set [them], and in carving of wood, to make 
any manner of cunning work. 

Exodus| 35:34 And he hath put in his heart that he may teach, [bot h] he, and Aholiab, the 
son of Ahisamach, of the tribe of Dan. 

Exodus| 35:35 Them hath he filled with wisdom of heart, to work all manner of work, of 
the engraver, and of the cunning workman, and of the embroiderer, in blue, and in purple, 
in scarlet, and in fine linen, and of the weaver, [even] of them that do any work, and of 
those that devise cunning work. 

Exodus| 36:1 Then wrought Bezaleel and Aholiab, and every wise hearted man, in whom 
the LO RD put wisdom and understanding to know how to work all manner of work for 
the service of the sanctuary, according to all that the LO RD had commanded. 

Exodus| 36:2 And M osescalled Bezaleel and Aholiab, and every wise hearted man, in 
whose heart the LO RD had put wisdom, [even] every one whose heart stirred him up to 
come unto the work to do it: 

Exodus| 36:3 And theyreceived of Mosesall theoffering, which thechildren of Israel had 
brought for the work of the service of the sanctuary, to make it [withal]. And they brought 
yet unto him free offerings every morning. 
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Exodus| 36:4 And all the wise men, that wrought all the work of the sanctuary, came every 
man from his work which they made; 

Exodus| 36:5 And they spake unto M oses, saying, The people bring much more than 
enoughfor the serviceof the work, which theLORD commanded to make. 

Exodus| 36:6 And Mosesgavecommandment, and theycaused itto be proclaimed 
throughout the camp, saying, Let neither man nor woman make any more work for the 
offering of the sanctuary. So the people were restrained from bringing. 

Exodus| 36:7 For the stuff they had was sufficient for all the work to make it, and too 
much. 

Exodus| 36:8 And every wise hearted man among them that wrought the work of the 
tabernacle madeten curtains [of] fine twined linen, and blue, and purple, and scarlet: 
[with] cherubims of cunning work made he them. 

Exodus| 36:9 The length of one curtain [was] twenty and eight cubits, and the breadth of 
one curtain four cubits: the curtains [were] all of one size. 

Exodus| 36: 10 And he coupled the five curtains one unto another: and [the other] five 
curtains he coupled one unto another. 

Exodus| 36: 11 And he made loops of blue on the edge of one curtain from the selvedge in 
the coupling: likewise he made in the uttermost side of [another] curtain, in the coupling of 
the second. 

Exodus| 36: 12 Fifty loops made he in one curtain, and fifty loops made he in the edge of 
the curtain which [was] in the coupling of the second: the loops held one [curtain] to 
another. 

Exodus| 36:13 And he made fifty tachesof gold, and coupled the curtains one unto another 
with the taches: so it became one tabernacle. 
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Exodus| 36:14 And he madecurtains[of] goats' [hair] for thetent over thetabernacle: 
eleven curtains he made them. 

Exodus| 36:15 The length of onecurtain [was] thirty cubits, and four cubits [was] the 
breadth of one curtain: the eleven curtains [were] of one size. 

Exodus| 36:16 And he coupled five curtains by themselves, and six curtains by themselves. 

Exodus| 36:17 And he madefifty loopsupon the uttermost edge of the curtain inthe 
coupling, and fifty loops made he upon the edge of the curtain which coupleth the second. 

Exodus| 36:18 And he made fifty taches [of] brassto couple the tent together, that it might 
be one. 

Exodus| 36:19 And he made a covering for thetent [of] rams' skinsdyed red, and a 
covering [of] badgers' skinsabove [that]. 

Exodus| 36:20 And he made boards for the tabernacle [of] shitti m wood, standingup. 

Exodus| 36:21 The length of a board [was] ten cubits, and the breadth of a board one cubit 
and a half. 

Exodus| 36:22 One board had two tenons, equally distant onefrom another: thusdid he 
make for all the boards of the tabernacle. 

Exodus| 36:23 And he made boards for thetabernacle; twenty boards for thesouth side 
southward: 

Exodus| 36:24 And forty sockets of silver he made under the twenty boards; two sockets 
under one board for histwo tenons, and two sockets under another board for histwo 
tenons. 

Exodus| 36:25 And for the other side of the tabernacle, [which i s] toward the north corner, 
he made twenty boards, 
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Exodus| 36:26 And their forty socketsof silver; two socketsunder one board, and two 
sockets under another board. 

Exodus| 36:27 And for the sides of the tabernacle westward hemadesix boards. 

Exodus| 36:28 And two boards made he for the corners of the tabernacle in the two sides. 

Exodus| 36:29 And they were coupled beneath, and coupled together at the head thereof, 
to one ring: thus he did to both of them in both the corners. 

Exodus| 36:30 And there were eight boards; and their sockets [were] sixteen socketsof 
silver, under every board two sockets. 

Exodus| 36:31 And he made barsof shittim wood; fivefor the boards of theonesideof the 
tabernacle,

placesfor the bars, and overlaid the bars with gold. 

Exodus| 36:35 And he madeaveil [of] blue, and purple, and scarlet, and finetwined linen: 
[with] cherubims made he it of cunning work. 

Exodus| 36:36 And he made thereunto four pillars [of] shittim [wood], and overlaid them 
with gold: their hooks [were of] gold; and he cast for them four sockets of silver. 

Exodus| 36:37 And he made an hanging for the tabernacle door [of] blue, and purple, and 
scarlet, and finetwined linen, of needlework; 
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Exodus| 36:38 And the five pillars of it with their hooks: and he overlaid their chapiters and 
their fillets with gold: but their five sockets [were of] brass. 

Exodus| 37:1 And Bezaleel madetheark [of] shittim wood: two cubits and a half [was] the 
length of it, and a cubit and a half the breadth of it, and a cubit and a half the height of it: 

Exodus| 37:2 And he overlaid it with puregold within and without, and madeacrown of 
gold to it round about. 

Exodus| 37:3 And hecastfor itfour ringsofgold, [to beset] bythefour cornersof it; even 
two rings upon the one side of it, and two rings upon the other side of it. 

Exodus| 37:4 And he made staves [of] shittim wood, and overlaid them with gold. 

Exodus| 37:5 And he put the staves into the rings by the sides of the ark, to bear theark. 

Exodus| 37:6 And he made the mercy seat [of] pure gold: two cubits and a half [was] the 
length thereof, and one cubit and a half the breadth thereof. 

Exodus| 37:7 And he made two cherubims [of] gold, beaten out of one piece made he 
them, on the two ends of the mercy seat; 

Exodus| 37:8 O ne cherub on the end on this side, and another cherub on the [other] end on 
that side: out of the mercy seat made he the cherubims on the two ends thereof.

Exodus| 37:20 And in the candlestick [were] four bowls made like almonds, his knops, and 
hisflowers: 

Exodus| 37:21 And a knop under two branches of the same, and a knop under two 
branches of the same, and a knop under two branches of the same, according to the six 
branches going out of it. 

Exodus| 37:22 Their knops and thei r branches were of the same: all of i t [w as] one beaten 
work[of] pure gold. 
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Exodus| 37:23 And he made hisseven lamps, and hissnuffers, and his snuffdishes, [of] pure 
gold. 



Exodus| 37:24 [Of] a talent of pure gold madeheit, and all thevesselsthereof. 

Exodus| 37:25 And he made the incense altar [of] shittim wood: the length of it [w as] a 
cubit, and the breadth of it a cubit; [it was] foursquare; and two cubits [w as] the height of 
it; the horns thereof were of the same. 

Exodus| 37:26 And heoverlaid itwith pure gold, [both] the top of it, and the si des thereof 
round about, and the horns of it: also he made unto it a crown of gold round about.

Leviticus| 6:27 W hatsoever shall touch theflesh thereof shall be holy: and when there is 
sprinkled of the blood thereof upon any garment, thou shalt wash that whereon it was 
sprinkled in the holy place. 
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Leviticus| 6:28 But the earthen vessel wherein it issodden shall be broken: and if it be 
sodden in a brazen pot, it shall be both scoured, and rinsed in water. 

Leviticus| 6:29 Ali the malesamong the priests shall eat thereof: it [is] most holy. 

Leviticus| 6:30 And no sin offering, whereof [any] of the blood is brought into the 
tabernacle of the congregation to reconcile [withal] in the holy [place], shall be eaten: it 
shall be burnt i n the f i re. 

Leviticus| 7:1 Likewise this [is] the law of the trespass offering: it [is] most holy. 

Leviticus| 7:2 In the place wherethey kill the burnt offering shall they kill the trespass 
offering: and the blood thereof shall he sprinkle round about upon the altar. 

Leviticus| 7:3 And he shall offer of itall the fat thereof; therump, and the fat that covereth 
the inwards, 

Leviticus| 7:4 And the two kidneys, and the fat that [is] on them, which [is] by the flanks, 
and the caul [that is] above the liver, with the kidneys, it shall he take away: 

Leviticus| 7:5 And the priest shall burn them upon the altar [for] an offering made by fire 
unto the LO R D : it [is] a trespass offering. 

Leviticus| 7:6 Every male among the priests shall eat thereof: it shall be eaten i n the holy 
place: it [is] most holy. 

Leviticus| 7:7 As the sin offering [is], so [is] the trespass offering: [there is] one law for 
them: the priest that maketh atonement therewith shall have [it]. 

Leviticus| 7:8 And the priest that offereth any man's burnt offering, [even] the priest shall 
have to himself the skin of the burnt offering which he hath offered. 

Leviticus| 7:9 And all the meat offering that is baken in the oven, and all that is dressed in 
the fryingpan, and i n the pan, shall be the priest's that offereth it. 
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Leviticus| 7:10 And every meat offering, mingled with oil, anddry, shall all thesonsof 
Aaron have, one [as much] as another. 

Leviticus| 7:11 And this [is] the law of the sacrifice of peace offerings, which he shall offer 
unto theLORD. 

Leviticus| 7:12 If he offer itfor athanksgiving, then he shall offer w ith the sacrifice of 
thanksgiving unleavened cakes mingled with oil, and unleavened wafersanointed with oil, 
and cakes mingled with oil, of fine flour, fried. 

Leviticus| 7:13 Besidesthe cakes, he shall offer [for] his offering leavened bread with the 
sacrifice of thanksgiving of his peace offerings. 

Leviticus| 7:14 And of it he shall offer one out of the whole oblation [for] an heave offering 
unto theLORD, [and] it shall bethe priest's that sprinkleth the blood of the peace 
offerings. 

Leviticus| 7:15 And the flesh of the sacrifice of his peace offerings for thanksgiving shall be 
eaten the same day that it is offered; he shall not leave any of it unti I the morning. 

Leviticus| 7:16 But if the sacrifice of his offering [be]avow, or avoluntary offering, it shall 
be eaten the same day that he offereth his sacrifice: and on the morrow also the remainder 
of i t shall be eaten: 

Leviticus| 7:17 But the remainder of the flesh of the sacrifice on thethird day shall be burnt 
with fire. 

Leviticus| 7:18 And if [any] of the flesh of the sacrifice of his peace offerings be eaten at all 
on thethird day, it shall not be accepted, neither shall it be imputed unto him that offereth 
it: it shall be an abomination, and the soul that eateth of it shall bear his iniguity. 
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Leviticus| 7:19 And theflesh that toucheth any unclean [thing] shall not be eaten; it shall be 
burnt with fire: and asfor theflesh, all that be clean shall eat thereof. 

Leviticus| 7:20 But the soul that eateth [of] the flesh of the sacrifice of peace offerings, that 
[pertain] unto theLORD, having hisuncleannessupon him, even that soul shall becutoff 
from hispeople. 

Leviticus| 7:21 Moreover the soul that shall touch any unclean [thing, as] theuncleannessof 
man, or [any] unclean beast, or any abominable unclean [thing], and eat of the flesh of the 
sacrifice of peace offerings, which [pertain] unto the LO RD, even that soul shall be cut off 
from hispeople. 

Leviticus| 7:22 And the LO RD spake unto M oses, saying, 

Leviticus| 7:23 Speak unto the children of Israel, saying, Ye shall eat no manner of fat, of 
ox, o r of sheep, o r of goat. 

Leviticus| 7: 24 And the fat of the beast that dieth of itself, and the fat of that which is torn 
with beasts, may be used in any other use: but ye shall in no wise eat of it. 

Leviticus| 7:25 For whosoever eateth the fat of the beast, of which men offer an offering 
made by fire unto the LO RD, even the soul that eateth [it] shall be cut off from his people. 

Leviticus| 7:26 Moreover ye shall eat no manner of blood, [whether it be] of fowl or of 
beast, i n any of your dwellings. 

Leviticus| 7:27 W hatsoever soul [it be] that eateth any manner of blood, even that soul 
shall be cut off from his people. 

Leviticus| 7:28 And the LO RD spake unto M oses, saying, 
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Leviticus| 7:29 Speak unto the children of Israel, saying, H e that offereth the sacrifice of his 
peaceofferingsunto theLORD shall bring hisoblation unto theLORD of the sacrifice of 
hispeace offerings. 

Leviticus 7:30 His own hands shall bring the offerings of the LO R D madebyfire, thefat 
with the breast, it shall he bring, that the breast may be waved [for] a wave offering before 
theLORD. 



Leviticus| 7:31 And the priest shall burn the fat upon the altar: but the breast shall be 
Aaron'sand hissons'. 



Leviticus| 7:32 And the right shoulder shall ye give unto the priest [for] an heave offering of 
the sacrifices of your peace offerings. 

Leviticus| 7:33 H e among the sons of Aaron, that offereth the blood ofthe peace offerings, 
and thefat, shall havethe right shoulder for [his] part.

Leviticus| 7:36 W hich the LO RD commanded to be given them of the children of Israel, in 
the day that he anointed them, [by] a statute for ever throughout their generations. 

Leviticus| 7:37 T his [is] the law ofthe burnt offering, ofthe meat offering, and ofthesin 
offering, and of the trespass offering, and of the consecrations, and of the sacrifice of the 
peace offerings; 
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Leviticus| 7:38 W hich the LO RD commanded M oses in mount Sinai, in the day that he 
commanded the children of Israel to offer their oblations unto the LO RD, in the wilderness 
of Sinai. 

Leviticus| 8:1 And theLORD spake unto M oses, saying, 

Leviticus| 8:2TakeAaron and hissonswith him, and the garments, and theanointingoil, 
and a bullock for the sin offering, and two rams, and a basket of unleavened bread;

Leviticus| 8:10 And M oses took theanointingoil, and anointed the tabernacle and all that 
[was] therein, and sanctified them. 

Leviticus| 8:11 And he sprinkled thereof upon the altar seven times, and anointed the altar 
and all his vessels, both the laver and hisfoot, to sanctify them. 
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Leviticus| 8:12 And he poured of theanointingoil upon Aaron's head, and anointed him, to 
sanctify him.

Leviticus| 8:15 And heslew [it]; and Mosestook the blood, and put [it] upon the hornsof 
the altar round about with his finger, and purified the altar, and poured the blood at the 
bottom of the altar, and sanctified it, to make reconciliation upon it. 

Leviticus| 8:16 And hetookall thefatthat [was] upontheinwards, and thecaul [above] the 
liver, and the two kidneys, and their fat, and M oses burned [it] upon the altar. 

Leviticus| 8:17 Butthe bullock, and hishide, hisflesh, and hisdung, he burntwithfire 
withoutthecamp; astheLORD commanded M oses. 

Leviticus| 8:18 And he brought the ram for the burnt offering: and Aaron and hissonslaid 
their hands upon the head of the ram. 

Leviticus| 8:19 And he killed [it]; and Mosessprinkled the blood upon the altar round 
about. 

Leviticus| 8:20 And he cut the ram into pieces; and M oses burnt the head, and the pieces, 
and the fat. 

Leviticus| 8:21 And hewashed the inwardsand the legs in water; and M oses burnt the 
whole ram upon the altar: it [was] a burnt sacrificefor a sweet savour, [and] an offering 
made by fire unto the LO RD; astheLORD commanded M oses. 
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Leviticus| 8:22 And he brought the other ram, the ram of consecration: and Aaron and his 
sons laid their hands upon the head of the ram. 

Leviticus| 8:23 And heslew [it]; and Mosestook of the blood of it, and put [it] upon the tip 
of Aaron's right ear, and upon the thumb of his right hand, and upon the great toe of his 
right foot. 

Leviticus| 8:24 And he brought Aaron's sons, and Mosesput of the blood upon the tip of 
their right ear, and upon the thumbs of their right hands, and upon the great toes of their 
right feet: and M oses sprinkled the blood upon the altar round about. 

Leviticus| 8:25 And hetookthefat, and the rump, and all thefatthat [w as] upon the 
inwards, and the caul [above] the liver, and the two kidneys, and their fat, and the right 
shoulder: 



Leviticus| 8:26 And out of the basket of unleavened bread, that [w as] before the LO RD, he 
took one unleavened cake, and a cake of oiled bread, and one wafer, and put [them] on the 
fat, and upon the right shoulder: 

Leviticus| 8:27 And he put all upon Aaron's hands, and upon his sons' hands, and waved 
them [for] a wave offering before the LO RD . 

Leviticus| 8:28 And Mosestook them from off their hands, and burnt [them] on the altar 
upon the burnt offering: they [were] consecrationsfor a sweet savour: it [is] an offering 
made by fire unto the LO RD .

Leviticus| 10:13 And ye shall eat it in the holy place, because it [is] thy due, and thy sons' 
due, of the sacrifices of the LORD made by fire: for sol am commanded.

Leviticus| 11:2 Speak unto thechildren of Israel, saying, These [are] the beastswhich ye 
shall eat among all the beaststhat [are] on the earth. 

Leviticus| 11:3 W hatsoever parteth the hoof, and isclovenfooted, [and] cheweth the cud, 
among the beasts, that shall ye eat. 

Leviticus 11:4 Neverthelessthese shall ye not eat of them that chew the cud, or of them 
that divide the hoof: [as] the camel, because he cheweth the cud, but divideth not the hoof; 
he [is] unclean unto you. 

Leviticus| 11:5 And the coney, because he cheweth the cud, but divideth not the hoof; he 
[is] unclean unto you. 

Leviticus| 11:6 And the hare, because he cheweth the cud, but divideth not the hoof; he [is] 
unclean unto you.

Leviticus| 11:8 Of their flesh shall ye not eat, and their carcase shall ye not touch; they [are] 
unclean to you. 

Leviticus| 11:9 These shall ye eat of all that [are] in the waters: whatsoever hath finsand 
seal es i n the waters, i n the seas, and i n the rivers, them shall ye eat. 
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Leviticus| 11:10 And all that havenot finsand seal es i n the seas, and in therivers, of all that 
move in the waters, and of any living thing which [is] in the waters, they [shall be] an 
abomination unto you: 

Leviticus| 11:11 They shall beeven an abomination unto you; ye shall not eatof their flesh, 
but ye shall have their carcases in abomination. 

Leviticus| 11:12 W hatsoever hath no fins nor scales in the waters, that [shall be] an 
abomination unto you. 

Leviticus| 11:13 And these [are they which] ye shall havein abomination amongthefowls; 
they shall not be eaten, they [are] an abomination: the eagle, and the ossifrage, and the 
osprey, 

Leviticus| 11:14 And the vulture, and the kiteafter hiskind; 
Leviticus| 11:15 Every raven after hiskind; 

Leviticus| 11:16 And theowl, and thenight hawk, and thecuckoo, and the hawk after his 
kind, 

Leviticus| 11:17 And the littleowl, and the cormorant, and thegreatowl, 

Leviticus| 11:18 And theswan, and the pelican, and the gier eagle, 

Leviticus| 11:19 And the stork, the heron after her kind, and the lapwing, and the bat. 

Leviticus| 11:20 All fowlsthat creep, going upon [alljfour, [shall be] an abomination unto 
you. 

Leviticus| 11:21 Yet these may ye eat of every flying creeping thing that goeth upon [all] 
four, which have legs above their feet, to leap withal upon the earth; 

Leviticus| 11:22 [Even] these of them ye may eat; the locust after his kind, and the bald 
locust after his kind, and the beetle after his kind, and the grasshopper after his kind.

Leviticus| 11:27 And whatsoever goeth upon his paws, among all manner of beaststhat go 
on [all] four, those [are] unclean unto you: whoso toucheth their carcase shall be unclean 
until the even. 

Leviticus| 11:28 And he that beareth the carcase of them shall wash his clothes, and be 
unclean until the even: they [are] unclean unto you. 

Leviticus| 11:29 These also [shall be] unclean unto you among the creeping things that 
creep upon the earth; the weasel, and the mouse, and the tortoise after his kind, 

Leviticus| 11:30 And the ferret, and the chameleon, and the lizard, and the snail, and the 
mole. 

Leviticus| 11:31 These [are] unclean to you among all that creep: whosoever doth touch 
them, when they be dead, shall be unclean until the even. 

Leviticus| 11:32 And upon whatsoever [any] ofthem, when they are dead, doth fail, it shall 
be unclean; whether [it be] any vessel of wood, or raiment, or skin, or sack, whatsoever 
vessel [it be], wherein [any] work isdone, it must be put into water, and it shall be unclean 
until the even; so it shall be cleansed. 
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Leviticus| 11:33 And every earthen vessel, whereinto [any] of them falleth, whatsoever [is] 
in it shall be unclean; and ye shall break it. 

Leviticus| 11:34 Of all meat which may be eaten, [that] on which [such] water cometh shall 
be unclean: and all drink that may be drunk in every [such] vessel shall be unclean.

11:35 And every [thing] whereupon [any part] of their carcase falleth shall be 
[whether it be] oven, or rangesfor pots, they shall be broken down: [for] they 



[are] unclean, and shall be unclean unto you. 

Leviticus| 11:36 Neverthelessafountain or pit, [wherein there is] plentyof water, shall be 
clean: but that which toucheth their carcase shall be unclean. 

Leviticus| 11:37 And if [any part] of their carcase fail upon any sowingseed which isto be 
sown, it [shall be] clean. 

Leviticus| 11:38 But if [any] water be put upon the seed, and [any part] of their carcase fail 
thereon, it [shall be] unclean unto you.

Leviticus| 11:40 And hethateateth of the carcase ofit shall wash hisclothes, and be 
unclean until the even: he also that beareth the carcase of it shall wash his clothes, and be 
unclean until the even. 

Leviticus| 11:41 And every creeping thing that creepeth upon the earth [shall be] an 
abomination; it shall not be eaten. 

Leviticus| 11:42 W hatsoever goeth upon the belly, and whatsoever goeth upon [all] four, 
or whatsoever hath more feet among all creeping things that creep upon the earth, them ye 
shall not eat; for they [are] an abomination. 
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Leviticus| 11:43 Ye shall not make yourselves abominable with any creeping thing that 
creepeth, neither shall ye make yourselves unclean with them, that ye should be defiled 
thereby. 



Leviticus| 11:44 For I [am] the LO RD your God: ye shall therefore sanctify yourselves, and 
ye shall be holy; for I [am] holy: neither shall ye defile yourselves with any manner of 
creeping thing that creepeth upon the earth.

Leviticus| 11:46 This [is] the law of the beasts, and of thefowl, and of every living creature 
that moveth i n the waters, and of every creature that creepeth upon the earth: 

Leviticus| 11:47 To make a difference between the unclean and the clean, and between the 
beast that may be eaten and the beast that may not be eaten. 

Leviticus| 12:1 And theLORD spake unto M oses, saying, 

Leviticus| 12:2 Speak unto the children of Israel, saying, If a woman have conceived seed, 
and born a man child: then she shall be unclean seven days; according to the days of the 
separation for her infirmity shall she be unclean. 

Leviticus| 12:3 And i n the eighth day the flesh of his foreskin shall be circumcised. 

Leviticus| 12:4 And she shall then continue in the blood of her purifying three and thirty 
days; she shall touch no hallowed thing, nor come into the sanctuary, until the days of her 
purifying be f u I f i 1 1 ed . 

Leviticus| 12:5 But if she bear a maid child, then she shall be unclean two weeks, as in her 
separation: and she shall continue in the blood of her purifying threescore and six days. 
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Leviticus| 12:6 And when thedaysof her purifyingarefulfilled, forason, orfor a 
daughter, she shall bring a lamb of the first year for a burnt offering, and a young pigeon, 
or a turtledove, for a sin offering, unto the door of the tabernacle of the congregation, unto 
the priest: 

Leviticus 12:7 W ho shall offer it before the LO RD, and make an atonement for her; and 
she shall be cleansed from the issue of her blood. This [is] the law for her that hath born a 
maleor afemale. 



Leviticus| 12:8 And if shebe notableto bring a lamb, then she shall bring two turtles, or 
two young pigeons; the one for the burnt offering, and the other for a sin offering: and the 
priest shall make an atonement for her, and she shall be clean. 

Leviticus| 13:1 And theLORD spakeunto Mosesand Aaron, saying, 

Leviticus| 13:2 When aman shall haveintheskinof hisflesharising, ascab, or bright spot, 
and it be i n the ski n of hisflesh [I i ke] the plague of leprosy; then he shall be brought unto 
Aaron the priest, or unto one of his sons the priests: 

Leviticus| 13:3 And the priest shall lookonthe plague i n the ski n of the f lesh: and [when] 
the hair in the plague isturned white, and the plague in sight [be] deeper than theskin of 
hisflesh, it [is] a plague of leprosy: and the priest shall look on him, and pronouncehim 
unclean. 



Leviticus| 13:4 If the bright spot [be] white in theskin of hisflesh, and in sight [be] not 
deeper than the skin, and the hair thereof be not turned white; then the priest shall shut up 
[him that hath] the plague seven days: 
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Leviticus| 13:5 And the priest shall look on him the seventh day: and, behold, [if] the 
plague in his sight be at a stay, [and] the plague spread not in the skin; then the priest shall 
shut him u p seven days more: 

Leviticus| 13:6 And the priest shall look on him again the seventh day: and, behold, [if] the 
plague [be] somewhat dark, [and] the plague spread not in the skin, the priest shall 
pronounce him clean: it [is but] a scab: and he shall wash his clothes, and be clean. 

Leviticus| 13:7 But if the scab spread much abroad in the skin, after that he hath been seen 
ofthe priest for hiscleansing, he shall beseen of the priest again: 

Leviticus| 13:8 And [if] the priest see that, behold, the scab spreadeth in the skin, then the 
priest shall pronounce him unclean: it [is] a leprosy. 

Leviticus| 13:9 W hen the plague of leprosy is in a man, then he shall be brought unto the 
priest; 

Leviticus| 13:10 And the priest shall see [him]: and, behold, [if] the rising [be] white in the 
skin, and it haveturned the hair white, and [there be] quick raw flesh in the rising; 

Leviticus| 13:11 It [is] an old leprosy in the skin of hisflesh, and the priest shall pronounce 
him unclean, and shall not shut him up: for he [is] unclean. 

Leviticus| 13:12 And if a leprosy break out abroad i n the skin, and the leprosy cover all the 
skin of [him that hath] the plague from his head even to hisfoot, wheresoever the priest 
looketh; 

Leviticus| 13:13 Then the priest shall consider: and, behold, [if] the leprosy have covered 
all hisflesh, he shall pronounce [him] clean [that hath] the plague: it is all turned white: he 
[is] clean. 
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Leviticus| 13:14 But when raw flesh appeareth in him, he shall be unclean. 

Leviticus| 13:15 And the priest shall seethe raw flesh, and pronounce him to be unclean: 
[for] the raw flesh [is] unclean: it [is] a leprosy. 

Leviticus| 13:16 O r if the raw flesh turnagain, and bechanged unto white, he shall come 
unto the priest; 

Leviticus| 13:17 And the priest shall see him: and, behold, [if] the plague beturned into 
white; then the priest shall pronounce [him] clean [that hath] the plague: he [is] clean.

Leviticus| 13:22 And if it spread much abroad in the skin, then the priest shall pronounce 
him unclean: it [is] a plague. 

Leviticus| 13:23 But ifthe brightspot stay in hisplace, [and] spread not, it [is] a burning 
boil; and the priest shall pronounce him clean. 

Leviticus| 13:24 O r if there be [any] flesh, in the skin whereof [there is] a hot burning, and 
the guick [flesh] that burneth have a white bright spot, somewhat reddish, or white; 
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Leviticus| 13:25 Then the priest shall look upon it: and, behold, [if] the hair in the bright 
spot be turned white, and it [be in] sight deeper than the skin; it [isj a leprosy broken out of 
the burning: wherefore the priest shall pronounce him unclean: it [is] the plague of leprosy. 

Leviticus| 13:26 Butifthe priest look on it, and, behold, [therebe] no white hair in the 
bright spot, and it [be] no lower than the [other] skin, but [be] somewhat dark; then the 
priest shall shut him up seven days: 

Leviticus| 13:27 And the priest shall look upon him the seventh day: [and] if it be spread 
much abroad in the skin, then the priest shall pronounce him unclean: it [is] the plague of 
leprosy. 

Leviticus| 13:28 And ifthe bright spot stay in hisplace, [and] spread not i n the skin, butit 
[be] somewhat dark; it [is] a rising of the burning, and the priest shall pronounce him clean: 
for it [is] an inflammation of the burning. 

Leviticus| 13:29 If a man or woman have a plague upon the head or the beard; 

Leviticus| 13:30 Then the priest shall seethe plague: and, behold, if it [be] in sight deeper 
than the skin; [and there be] in it a yellow thin hair; then the priest shall pronounce him 
unclean: it [is] a dry seal I , [even] a leprosy upon the head or beard. 

Leviticus| 13:31 And ifthe priest look on the plague of the scall, and, behold, it [be] notin 
sight deeper than the skin, and [that there is] no black hair in it; then the priest shall shut up 
[him that hath] the plague of the scall seven days: 
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Leviticus| 13:32 And in the seventh day the priest shall look on the plague: and, behold, [if] 
the seal I spread not, and there be in it no yellow hair, and the scall [be] not in sight deeper 
than the skin; 

Leviticus| 13:33 H e shall be shaven, but the scall shall he not shave; and the priest shall shut 
up [him that hath] the scall seven days more: 

Leviticus| 13:34 And in the seventh day the priest shall look on the scall: and, behold, [if] 
the scall be not spread in the skin, nor [be] in sight deeper than the skin; then the priest 
shall pronouncehim elean: and he shall wash hisclothes, and beelean. 

Leviticus| 13:35 But if the scall spread much in the skin after hiseleansing; 

Leviticus| 13:36 Then the priest shall lookon him: and, behold, if the scall be spread inthe 
skin, the priest shall not seek for yellow hair; he [is] unelean. 

Leviticus| 13:37 But if the scall bein hissightatastay, and [that] there is black hairgrown 
up therein; the scall is healed, he [is] elean: and the priest shall pronounce him elean. 

Leviticus| 13:38 If a man also or a woman have in the skin of their flesh bright spots, [even] 
white bright spots; 

Leviticus| 13:39 Then the priest shall look: and, behold, [if] the bright spots in the skin of 
their flesh [be] darkish white; it [is] a freekled spot [that] groweth in the skin; he [is] elean. 

Leviticus| 13:40 And the man whosehair isfallen off hishead, he [is] bald; [yetis] he elean. 

Leviticus| 13:41 And he that hath his hair fallen off from the part of his head toward his 
face, he [is] forehead bald: [yet i s] he elean. 
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Leviticus| 13:42 And if there be in the bald head, or bald forehead, a white reddish sore; it 
[is] a leprosy sprung up i n his bald head, or his bald forehead. 

Leviticus| 13:43 T hen thepriestshall lookupon it: and, behold, [if] the risingof the sore 
[be] white reddish in his bald head, or in his bald forehead, as the leprosy appeareth in the 
ski n of the flesh; 

Leviticus| 13:44 H e is a leprous man, he [is] unclean: thepriestshall pronouncehim utterly 
unclean; his plague [is] in his head. 

Leviticus| 13:45 And the leper in whom the plague [is], hisclothesshall be rent, and his 
head bare, and heshall put acovering upon hisupper lip, and shall cry, Unclean, unclean. 

Leviticus| 13:46 Ali the days w herei n the plague [shall be] in him heshall bedefiled; he [is] 
unclean: he shall dwell alone; without the camp [shall] his habitation [be]. 

Leviticus| 13:47 The garment also that the plague of leprosy is in, [whether it be] a woollen 
garment, or a linen garment; 

Leviticus| 13:48 W hether [it be] in the warp, or woof; of linen, or of woollen; whether in 
a skin, or in any thing made of skin; 

Leviticus| 13:49 And if the plague be greenish or reddish in the garment, or in the skin, 
either in the warp, or in the woof, or in any thing of skin; it [is] a plague of leprosy, and 
shall be showed unto the priest: 

Leviticus| 13:50 And the priest shall look upon the plague, and shut up [it that hath] the 
plague seven days: 
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Leviticus| 13:51 And he shall look on the plague on the seventh day: if the plague be spread 
in the garment, either in the warp, or in the woof, or in a skin, [or] in any work that is 
made of skin; the plague [is] afretting leprosy; it [is] unclean. 

Leviticus| 13:52 H e shall therefore burn that garment, whether warp or woof, in woollen 
or in linen, or any thingof skin, wherein the plague is: for it [is] afretting leprosy; it shall 
be burntinthe fire. 

Leviticus| 13:53 And if the priest shall look, and, behold, the plague be not spread in the 
garment, either in the warp, or in the woof, or in any thing of skin; 

Leviticus| 13:54 Then the priest shall command that they wash [the thing] wherein the 
plague [is], and he shall shut it up seven days more: 

Leviticus| 13:55 And the priest shall look on the plague, after that it is washed: and, 
behold, [if] the plague have not changed hiscolour, and the plague be not spread; it [is] 
unclean; thou shalt burn it in the fire; it [is] fret inward, [whether] it [be] bare within or 
without.

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Leviticus| 13:59 T his [is] the law of theplagueof leprosy in agarment of woollen or linen, 
either in the warp, or woof, or any thing of skins, to pronounce it clean, or to pronounce it 
unclean.

Leviticus| 14: 2 T his shall be the law of the leper in the dayof his cleansing: Heshall be 
brought unto the priest: 

Leviticus| 14:3 And the priest shall go forth out of thecamp; and the priest shall look, and, 
behold, [if] the plague of leprosy be healed in the leper; 

Leviticus| 14:4 T hen shall the priest command to takefor him that isto be cleansed two 
birdsalive [and] clean, and cedar wood, and scarlet, and hyssop: 

Leviticus| 14:5 And the priest shall command that oneof the birdsbekilled in an earthen 
vessel over running water: 

Leviticus| 14:6 Asfor theliving bird, heshall take it, and the cedar wood, and the scarlet, 
and the hyssop, and shall dip them and the living bird in the blood of the bird [that was] 
killed over the running water: 

Leviticus| 14:7 And heshall sprinkleupon him that isto be cleansed f rom the leprosy seven 
times, and shall pronounce him clean, and shall let the living bird loose into the open field. 

Leviticus| 14:8 And hethat isto be cleansed shall wash hisclothes, and shaveoff all hishair, 
and wash himself in water, that he may be clean: and after that he shall come into the camp, 
and shall tarry abroad out of histent seven days. 

Leviticus| 14:9 But it shall be on the seventh day, that he shall shave all his hai r off his head 
and hisbeard and hiseyebrows, even all hishair heshall shaveoff: and heshall wash his 
clothes, also heshall wash hisflesh in water, and heshall be clean. 
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Leviticus 14:10 And on theeighth day heshall taketwo he lambs without blemish, and 
oneewe ambof thefirstyear without blemish, and threetenth dealsof fineflour [for] a 
meat offering, mingled with oil, and one log of oil.

Leviticus| 14:15 And the priest shall take [some] of the log of oil, and pour [it] into the 
palm of hisown left hand:

Leviticus| 15:6 And hethat sitteth on [any] thing whereon he sat that hath the issue shall 
wash hisclothes, and bathe [himself] in water, and be unclean until the even. 

Leviticus| 15:7 And he that toucheth the flesh of him that hath the issue shall wash his 
clothes, and bathe [himself] in water, and be unclean until the even. 

Leviticus| 15:8 And if hethat hath the issue spit upon him that is clean; then he shall wash 
hisclothes, and bathe [himself] in water, and be unclean until the even. 

Leviticus| 15:9 And what saddle soever he rideth upon that hath the issue shall be unclean. 
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Leviticus| 15:10 And whosoever toucheth any thingthat wasunder him shall beunclean 
until the even: and hethat beareth [any of] those things shall wash hisclothes, and bathe 
[himself] in water, and be unclean until the even. 

Leviticus| 15:11 And whomsoever he toucheth that hath the issue, and hath not rinsed his 
hands in water, he shall wash hisclothes, and bathe [himself] in water, and be unclean until 
the even. 

Leviticus| 15:12 And the vessel of earth, that he toucheth which hath the issue, shall be 
broken: and every vessel of wood shall be rinsed in water. 

Leviticus| 15:13 And when hethat hath an issue iscleansed of his issue; then he shall 
number to himself seven daysfor hiscleansing, and wash hisclothes, and bathe hisflesh in 
running water, and shall be clean. 

Leviticus| 15:14 And on the eighth day he shall take to him two turtledoves, or two young 
pigeons, and come before the LO R D unto the door of the tabernacle of the congregation, 
and give them unto the priest: 

Leviticus| 15:15 And the priest shall offer them, the one [for] a sin offering, and the other 
[for] a burnt offering; and the priest shall make an atonement for him before the LO RD for 
his issue. 

Leviticus| 15:16 And if any man'sseed of copulation go outfrom him, then he shall wash all 
hisflesh in water, and beunclean until the even. 

Leviticus| 15:17 And every garment, and every skin, whereon isthe seed of copulation, 
shall be washed with water, and be unclean until the even. 

Leviticus| 15:18 The woman alsowithwhom man shall lie [with] seed of copulation, they 
shall [both] bathe [themselves] in water, and be unclean until the even. 

Leviticus| 15:19 And if a woman have an issue, [and] her issue in her flesh be blood, she 
shall be put apart seven days: and whosoever toucheth her shall be unclean until the even. 
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Leviticus| 15:20 And every thing that she lieth upon in her separation shall be unclean: 
every thing also that she sitteth upon shall be unclean. 

Leviticus| 15:21 And whosoever toucheth her bed shall wash his clothes, and bathe 
[himself] in water, and be unclean until the even. 

Leviticus| 15:22 And whosoever toucheth any thing that she sat upon shall wash his clothes, 
and bathe [himself] in water, and be unclean until the even. 

Leviticus| 15:23 And if it [be] on [her] bed, or on any thing whereon she sitteth, when he 
toucheth it, he shall be unclean until the even. 

Leviticus| 15:24 And if any man lie with her at all, and her flowers be upon him, he shall be 
unclean seven days; and all the bed whereon he lieth shall be unclean. 

Leviticus| 15:25 And if awoman havean issueof her blood manydaysout of thetimeof 
her separation, or if it run beyond the time of her separation; all the days of the issue of her 
uncleanness shall be as the days of her separation: she [shall be] unclean. 

Leviticus| 15:26 Every bed whereon she lieth all the days of her issue shall be unto her as 
the bed of her separation: and whatsoever she sitteth upon shall be unclean, as the 
uncleanness of her separation. 

Leviticus| 15:27 And whosoever toucheth thosethings shall be unclean, and shall wash his 
clothes, and bathe [himself] in water, and be unclean until the even. 

Leviticus| 15:28 But if she be cleansed of her issue, then she shall number to herself seven 
days, and after that she shall be clean. 
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Leviticus| 15:29 And on the eighth day she shall take unto her two turtles, or two young 
pigeons, and bring them unto the priest, to the door of the tabernacle of the congregation. 



Leviticus| 15:30 And the priest shall offer the one [for] a si n offering, and the other [for] a 
burnt offering; and the priest shall make an atonement for her before the LO RD for the 
issueof her uncleanness. 

Leviticus| 15:31 Thus shall yeseparatethechildren of Israel from their uncleanness; that 
they die not in their uncleanness, when they defile my tabernacle that [is] among them. 

Leviticus| 15:32 This [is] the law of him that hath an issue, and [of him] whose seed goeth 
from him, and isdefiled therewith; 

Leviticus| 15:33 And of her that issick of her flowers, and of him that hath an issue, of the 
man, and of the woman, and of him that lieth with her that is unclean. 

Leviticus| 16: 1 And the LO R D spake unto M oses after the death of the two sons of Aaron, 
when they offered before the LORD, and died; 

Leviticus| 16:2 And the LO RD said unto M oses, Speak unto Aaron thy brother, that he 
come not at all times into the holy [place] within the veil before the mercy seat, which [is] 
upon the ark; that he die not: for I will appear in the cloud upon the mercy seat. 

Leviticus| 16:3 Thus shall Aaron come into the holy [place]: with a young bullock for asin 
offering, and a ram for a burnt offering. 

Leviticus 16:4 H e shall put on the holy linen coat, and he shall havethe linen breeches 
upon hisflesh, and shall be girded with a linen girdle, and with the linen mitre shall he be 
attired: these [are] holy garments; therefore shall he wash hisflesh in water, and [so] put 
them on. 
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Leviticus| 16:5 And heshall take of the congregation of thechildren of Israel two kidsof 
the goatsfor a si n offering, and one ram for a burnt offering. 

Leviticus| 16:6 And Aaron shall offer hisbullock of thesin offering, which [is]for himself, 
and make an atonement for himself, and for his house. 

Leviticus| 16:7 And he shall take the two goats, and present them before the LO R D [at] the 
door of the tabernacle of the congregation. 

Leviticus| 16:8 And Aaron shall cast I ots u pon the two goats; one lot for theLORD, and 
the other lot for the scapegoat. 

Leviticus| 16:9 And Aaron shall bringthegoat upon which the LO RD 'S lot fell, and offer 
him [for] asin offering. 

Leviticus| 16:10 But the goat, on which the lot fell to be the scapegoat, shall be presented 
alive before the LO RD, to make an atonement with him, [and] to let him go for a scapegoat 
into the wilderness. 

Leviticus| 16:11 And Aaron shall bringthe bullock of thesin offering, which [is]for 
himself, and shall makean atonement for himself, and for his house, and shall kill the 
bullock of the sin offering which [is] for himself: 

Leviticus| 16:12 And heshall takeacenser full of burningcoalsof firefrom off the altar 
beforetheLORD, and hishandsfull of sweet incense beaten small, and bring [it] within the 
veil: 

Leviticus| 16:13 And heshall put the incense upon thefire beforetheLORD, thatthe 
cloud of the incense may cover the mercy seat that [is] upon the testimony, that he die not: 
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Leviticus| 16:14 And heshall takeofthe blood ofthe bullock, and sprinkle [it] with his 
finger upon the mercy seat eastward; and before the mercy seat shall he sprinkle of the 
blood with his finger seven times. 

Leviticus| 16:15 Then shall he kill thegoatof thesin offering, that [is] for the people, and 
bring his blood within the veil, and do with that blood as he did with the blood of the 
bullock, and sprinkle it upon the mercy seat, and before the mercy seat: 

Leviticus| 16:16 And he shall make an atonement for the holy [place], because of the 
uncleanness of the children of Israel, and because of their transgressions in all their sins: and 
so shall he do for the tabernacle of the congregation, that remaineth among them in the 
midst of their uncleanness. 

Leviticus| 16:17 And there shall be no man in the tabernacle of the congregation when he 
goeth in to make an atonement in the holy [place], until he come out, and have made an 
atonement for himself, and for his household, and for all the congregation of Israel. 

Leviticus| 16:18 And heshall go outunto the altar that [is] before the LORD, and makean 
atonement for it; and shall take of the blood of the bullock, and of the blood of the goat, 
and put [it] upon the horns of the altar round about. 

Leviticus| 16:19 And heshall sprinkle ofthe blood upon itwith his finger seven times, and 
cleanse it, and hallow it from the uncleanness of the children of Israel. 

Leviticus| 16:20 And when he hath made an end of reconciling the holy [place], and the 
tabernacle of the congregation, and the altar, he shall bring the live goat: 
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Leviticus| 16:21 And Aaron shall layboth hishandsupon the head of the I i ve goat, and 
confess over him all the iniquities of the children of Israel, and all their transgressions in all 
their sins, putting them upon the head of the goat, and shall send [him] away by the hand of 
a fit man into the wilderness: 

Leviticus| 16:22 And the goat shall bear upon him all their iniquities unto a land not 
inhabited: and he shall let go the goat i n the wilderness. 

Leviticus| 16:23 And Aaron shall come into the tabernacleof the congregation, and shall 
put off the linen garments, which he put on when he went into the holy [place], and shall 
leavethem there: 

Leviticus| 16:24 And he shall wash hisflesh with water i n the holy place, and puton his 
garments, and come forth, and offer his burnt offering, and the burnt offering of the 
people, and make an atonement for himself, and for the people. 

Leviticus| 16:25 And the fat of the sin offering shall he burn upon the altar. 

Leviticus| 16:26 And he that let go the goat for the scapegoat shall wash his clothes, and 
bathe hisflesh in water, and afterward come into the camp. 

Leviticus| 16:27 And the bullock [for] the sin offering, and the goat [for] the sin offering, 
whose blood was brought in to make atonement in the holy [place], shall [one] carry forth 
without the camp; and they shall burn in the fire their skins, and their flesh, and their dung. 

Leviticus| 16:28 And hethat burneththem shall wash his clothes, and bathe hisflesh in 
water, and afterward he shall come into the camp. 

Leviticus| 16:29 And [this] shall be a statute for ever untoyou: [that] in theseventh month, 
on the tenth [day] of the month, ye shall afflict your souls, and do no work at all, [whether 
it be] one of your own country, or a stranger that sojourneth among you:

Leviticus| 17:2 Speak unto Aaron, and unto hissons, and unto all the children of Israel, and 
say unto them; This [is] the thingwhich theLORD hath commanded, saying, 

Leviticus| 17:3 W hat man soever [there be] of the house of Israel, that killeth an ox, or 
lamb, or goat, in the camp, or that killeth [it] out of the camp, 

Leviticus| 17:4 And bringeth it not unto the door of the tabernacle of the congregation, to 
offer an offeringunto theLORD before the tabernacle of theLORD; blood shall be 
imputed unto that man; he hath shed blood; and that man shall be cut off from among his 
people:

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Leviticus| 17:13 And whatsoever man [there be] of the children of Israel, or of the 
strangers that sojourn among you, which hunteth and catcheth any beast or fowl that may 
be eaten; he shall even pour out the blood thereof, and cover it with dust.

Leviticus| 18: 17 T hou shalt not uncover the nakedness of a woman and her daughter, 
neither shalt thou take her son's daughter, or her daughter's daughter, to uncover her 
nakedness; [for] they [are] her near kinswomen: it [is] wickedness. 
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Leviticus| 18:18 N either shalt thou take a wife to her sister, to vex [her], to uncover her 
nakedness, beside the other in her life [time]. 

Leviticus| 18:19 A Iso thou shalt not approach unto a woman to uncover her nakedness, as 
long as she is put apart for her uncleanness. 

Leviticus| 18:20 Moreover thou shalt not liecarnally with thy neighbour'swife, to defile 
thyself with her. 

Leviticus| 18:21 And thou shalt not letany of thy seed passthrough [the fire] to M olech, 
neither shalt thou profane the name of thyGod: I [am]theLORD. 

Leviticus| 18:22 Thou shalt not lie with mankind, as with womankind: it [is] abomination. 

Leviticus| 18:23 Neither shalt thou lie with any beastto defile thyself therewith: neither 
shall any woman stand before a beast to lie down thereto: it [is] confusion. 

Leviticus| 18:24 Defile not yeyourselvesin any of thesethings: for in all thesethe nations 
are defiled which I cast out before you: 

Leviticus| 18:25 And theland is defiled: thereforel do visit the iniquity thereof upon it, 
and the land itself vomiteth out her inhabitants. 

Leviticus| 18:26 Ye shall therefore keep my statutes and myjudgments, and shall not 
commit [any] of these abom i nations; [neither] any of your own nation, nor any stranger 
that sojourneth among you: 

Leviticus| 18:27 (For all these abominationshave the men of theland done, which [were] 
before you, and the land is defiled;) 

Leviticus| 18:28 That the land spue not you outalso, when ye defile it, as it spued out the 
nations that [were] before you. 
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Leviticus| 18:29 Forwhosoever shall commitany of these abominations, even thesoulsthat 
commit [them] shall be cut off from among their people. 

Leviticus| 18:30 Therefore shall ye keep mine ordinance, that [ye] commit not [any one] of 
these abominable customs, which were committed before you, and that ye defile not 
yourselvestherein: I [am]theLORD yourGod. 

Leviticus| 19:1 And theLORD spake unto M oses, saying, 

Leviticus| 19:2 Speak unto all the congregation of thechildren of Israel, and say unto them, 
Ye shall be holy: for I the LO RD your God [am] holy. 

Leviticus| 19:3 Ye shall fear every man his mother, and hisfather, and keep my sabbaths: I 
[am] theLORD yourGod. 

Leviticus| 19:4 T urn ye not unto idols, nor make to yourselves molten gods: I [am] the 
LORD yourGod.

Leviticus| 19:30 Y e shall keep my sabbaths, and reverence my sanctuary: I [am] the LO RD.

Leviticus| 20:4 And if the people of the land do any ways hide their eyesfrom the man, 
when he giveth of his seed unto M olech, and kill him not: 
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Leviticus| 20:5 Then I will set my face against that man, and against hisfamily, and will cut 
him off, and all that go a whoring after him, to commit whoredom with M olech, from 
amongtheir people. 

Leviticus| 20:6 And the soul that turneth after such as have familiar spirits, and after 
wizards, to go a whoring after them, I will even set my face against that soul, and will cut 
him off from among his people. 

Leviticus| 20:7 Sanctify yourselves therefore, and beye holy: for I [am] the LORD your 
God. 

Leviticus| 20:8 And ye shall keep my statutes, and do them: I [am] the LO RD which 
sanctify you. 

Leviticus| 20:9 For every one that curseth hisfather or his mother shall be surely put to 
death: he hath cursed hisfather or his mother; hisblood [shall be] upon him. 

Leviticus| 20:10 And the man that committeth adultery with [another] man's wife, [even 
he] that committeth adultery with his neighbour's wife, the adulterer and the adulteress 
shall surely be put to death. 

Leviticus| 20:11 And the man that lieth with his father's wife hath uncovered hisfather's 
nakedness: both of them shall surely be put to death; their blood [shall be] upon them. 

Leviticus| 20:12 And if aman liewith hisdaughter in law, both of them shall surely be put 
to death: they have wrought confusion; their blood [shall be] upon them. 

Leviticus| 20:13 If a man also lie with mankind, as he lieth with a woman, both of them 
have committed an abomination: they shall surely be put to death; their blood [shall be] 
upon them. 
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Leviticus| 20:14 And if aman takeawifeand her mother, it [is] wickedness: theyshall be 
burnt with fire, both he and they; that there be no wickedness among you. 

Leviticus| 20:15 And if a man lie with a beast, he shall surely be put to death: and ye shall 
slay the beast. 

Leviticus| 20:16 And if a woman approach unto any beast, and lie down thereto, thou shalt 
kill the woman, and the beast: they shall surely be put to death; their blood [shall be] upon 
them. 

Leviticus| 20:17 And if aman shall takehissister, hisfather'sdaughter, or hismother's 
daughter, and see her nakedness, and she see his nakedness; it [is] a wicked thing; and they 
shall be cut off in the sight of their people: he hath uncovered his sister's nakedness; he shall 
bear his iniquity. 

Leviticus| 20:18 And if a man shall lie with a woman having her sickness, and shall uncover 
her nakedness; he hath discovered her fountain, and she hath uncovered thefountain of her 
blood: and both of them shall be cut off from among their people. 

Leviticus| 20: 19 A nd thou shalt not uncover the nakedness of thy mother's sister, nor of thy 
father'ssister: for he uncovereth his near kin: they shall bear their iniquity. 

Leviticus| 20:20 And if a man shall lie with hisuncle'swife, he hath uncovered hisuncle's 
nakedness: they shall bear their sin; they shall die childless. 

Leviticus| 20:21 And if aman shall take his brother's w ife, it [is] an unclean thing: he hath 
uncovered his brother's nakedness; theyshall be childless. 

Leviticus| 20:22 Ye shall therefore keep all my statutes, and all my judgments, and do 
them: that the land, whither I bring you to dwell therein, spue you not out. 
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Leviticus| 20:23 And yeshall not walk in the mannersof thenation, whichl castout before 
you: for they committed all thesethings, and therefore I abhorred them. 

Leviticus| 20:24 But I have said unto you, Ye shall inherit their land, and I will give it unto 
you to possess it, a land that floweth with milk and honey: I [am] the LO RD your God, 
which have separated you from [other] people. 

Leviticus| 20:25 Yeshall therefore put difference between clean beasts and unclean, and 
between unclean fowls and clean: and ye shall not make your souls abominable by beast, or 
by fowl, or by any manner of living thing that creepeth on the ground, which I have 
separated from you as unclean. 

Leviticus| 20:26 And ye shall be holy unto me: for I the LO RD [am] holy, and have severed 
you from [other] people, that ye should be mine. 

Leviticus| 20:27 A man also or woman that hath afamiliar spirit, or that isawizard, shall 
surely be put to death: they shall stonethem with stones: their blood [shall be] upon them. 

Leviticus| 21:1 And theLORD said unto Moses, Speakunto the priests the sons of Aaron, 
and say unto them, There shall none be defiled for the dead among his people: 

Leviticus| 21:2 But for his kin, that is near unto him, [that is], for his mother, and for his 
father, and for hisson, and for hisdaughter, and for hisbrother, 

Leviticus| 21:3 And for hissister avirgin, that isnigh unto him, which hath had no 
husband; for her may he be defiled. 

Leviticus| 21:4 [But] he shall not defile himself, [being] a chief man among his people, to 
profane himself. 
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Leviticus| 21:5 They shall not make baldness upon their head, neither shall they shave off 
the corner of their beard, nor make any cuttings in their flesh. 

Leviticus| 21:6 They shall be holy unto their God, and not profane the name of their God: 
for the offerings of the LO RD made by fire, [and] the bread of their God, they do offer: 
therefore they shall be holy. 

Leviticus| 21:7 They shall not take a wife [that i s] a whore, or profane; neither shall they 
takeawoman put away from her husband: for he[is] holy unto hisGod. 

Leviticus| 21:8 T hou shalt sanctify him therefore; for he offereth the bread of thy God: he 
shall be holy unto thee: for I the LO RD, which sanctify you, [am] holy. 

Leviticus| 21:9 And the daughter of any priest, if she profane herself by playing the whore, 
she profaneth her father: she shall be burnt with fire. 

Leviticus| 21: 10 And [he that i s] the high priest among his brethren, upon whose head the 
anointing oil was poured, and that is consecrated to put on the garments, shall not uncover 
his head, nor rend hisclothes; 

Leviticus| 21:11 Neither shall hegointo anydeadbody, nor defilehimself for his father, 
or for his mother; 

Leviticus| 21: 12 N either shall he go out of the sanctuary, nor profane the sanctuary of his 
God; for thecrown of the anointing oil of his God [is] upon him: I [am] the LORD. 

Leviticus| 21:13 And he shall take a wife in her virginity. 

Leviticus| 21:14 A widow, or adivorced woman, or profane, [or] an harlot, these shall he 
not take: but he shall take a virgin of his own people to wife. 
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Leviticus| 21:15 Neither shall heprofane hisseed among hispeople: for I theLORD do 
sanctify him. 

Leviticus| 21:16 And theLORD spakeunto Moses, saying, 

Leviticus| 21:17 Speak unto Aaron, saying, W hosoever [he be] of thy seed in their 
generationsthat hath [any] blemish, let him not approach to offer the bread of hisGod. 

Leviticus| 21:18 For whatsoever man [he be] that hath a blemish, he shall not approach: a 
blind man, or a lame, or he that hath a flat nose, or any thing superfluous, 

Leviticus| 21:19 O r a man that is brokenfooted, or brokenhanded, 

Leviticus| 21:20 O r crookbacked, oradwarf, or that hath a blemish in hiseye, or be 
scurvy, or scabbed, or hath hisstones broken; 

Leviticus| 21:21 N o man that hath a blemish of the seed of Aaron the priest shall comenigh 
to offer the offeringsof theLORD madebyfire: he hath a blemish; he shall not comenigh 
to offer the bread of hisGod. 

Leviticus| 21:22 H e shall eat the bread of hisGod, [bothjofthe mostholy, and ofthe holy. 

Leviticus| 21:23 O nly he shall not go in unto the veil, nor come nigh unto the altar, 
because he hath a blemish; that he profane not my sanctuaries: for I the LO R D do sanctify 
them. 

Leviticus| 21:24 And Mosestold [it] unto Aaron, and to hissons, and unto all thechildren 
of Israel. 

Leviticus| 22:1 And theLORD spake unto M oses, saying, 

Leviticus| 22:2 Speak unto Aaron and to hissons, that they separatethemselvesfrom the 
holy things of the children of Israel, and that they profane not my holy name [in those 
things] which they hallow unto me: I [am] theLORD. 
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Leviticus| 22:3 Say unto them, W hosoever [he be] of all your seed among your 
generations, that goeth unto the holy things, which the children of Israel hallow unto the 
LORD, having hisundeannessupon him, thatsoul shall becutofffrom my presence: I 
[am]theLORD. 

Leviticus| 22:4 W hat man soever of the seed of Aaron [is] a leper, or hath a running issue; 
he shall noteatofthe holy things, until he beclean. And whoso toucheth anything [that is] 
unclean [by] the dead, or a man whose seed goeth from him; 

Leviticus| 22:5 O r whosoever toucheth any creeping thing, whereby he may be made 
unclean, or a man of whom he may take uncleanness, whatsoever uncleanness he hath; 

Leviticus| 22:6 The soul which hath touched any such shall be unclean until even, and shall 
not eat of the holy things, unless he wash hisflesh with water. 

Leviticus| 22:7 And when thesun isdown, he shall beclean, and shall afterward eat of the 
holy things; because it [is] hisfood. 

Leviticus| 22:8 That which dieth of itself, or istorn [with beasts], he shall not eatto defile 
himself therewith: I [am] the LORD. 

Leviticus| 22:9 They shall therefore keep mine ordinance, lest they bear sin for it, and die 
therefore, if they profane it: I the LO R D do sanctify them. 

Leviticus| 22:10 T here shall no stranger eat [of] the holy thing: asojourner ofthe priest, or 
an hired servant, shall not eat [of] the holy thing. 

Leviticus| 22:11 But if the priest buy [any] soul with hismoney, he shall eat of it, and he 
that is born i n his house: they shall eat of his meat.

Leviticus| 22:17 And theLORD spake unto Moses, saying, 

Leviticus| 22:18 Speak unto Aaron, and to hissons, and unto all the children of Israel, and 
say unto them, W hatsoever [he be] of the house of Israel, or of the strangers in Israel, that 
will offer hisoblation for all hisvows, and for all hisfreewill offerings, which they will 
offer unto the LO R D for a burnt offering; 

Leviticus| 22:19 [Ye shall offer] at your own will a male without blemish, of the beeves, of 
the sheep, o r of the goats. 

Leviticus| 22:20 [But] whatsoever hath a blemish, [that] shall ye not offer: for it shall not be 
acceptablefor you. 

Leviticus| 22:21 And whosoever offereth a sacrifice of peace offerings unto the LO R D to 
accomplish [his] vow, or afreewill offering in beeves or sheep, it shall be perfect to be 
accepted; there shall be no blemish therein. 
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Leviticus| 22:22 Blind, or broken, or maimed, or having a wen, or scurvy, or scabbed, ye 
shall not offer these unto the LO RD, nor make an offering by fire of them upon the altar 
unto theLORD. 

Leviticus| 22:23 Either a bullock or a lamb that hath any thing superfluous or lacking in his 
parts, that mayest thou offer [for] afreewill offering; but for a vow it shall not be accepted. 

Leviticus| 22:24 Ye shall not offer unto the LO RD that which is bruised, or crushed, or 
broken, or cut; neither shall ye make [any offering thereof] in your land. 

Leviticus| 22:25 N either from a stranger's hand shall ye offer the bread of your God of any 
of these; because their corruption [is] in them, [and] blemishes [be] in them: they shall not 
be accepted for you. 

Leviticus| 22:26 And the LO RD spake unto M oses, saying, 

Leviticus| 22:27 W hen a bullock, or a sheep, or a goat, is brought forth, then it shall be 
seven days under the dam; and from the eighth day and thenceforth it shall be accepted for 
an offering made by fire unto the LO R D . 

Leviticus| 22:28 And [whether it be] cow or ewe, ye shall not kill it and her young both in 
one day. 

Leviticus| 22:29 And when yewill offer a sacrificeof thanksgiving unto theLORD, offer

Leviticus| 22:30 O n the same day it shall be eaten up; ye shall leave none of it until the 
morrow: I [am] the LORD. 

Leviticus| 22:31 Therefore shall ye keep my commandments, and do them: I [am] the 
LORD. 

Leviticus| 22:32 Neither shall ye profane my holy name; but I will be hallowed amongthe 
children of Israel: I [am] the LO RD which hallow you, 
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Leviticus| 22:33 T hat brought you out of the land of Egypt, to beyour God: I [am] the

Leviticus| 23:13 And the meat offering thereof [shall be] two tenth dealsof fineflour 
mingled withoil, an offering madebyfireunto the LORD [for]asweetsavour: and the 
drink offering thereof [shall be] ofwine, thefourth [part] of an hin. 

Leviticus| 23:14 And ye shall eat neither bread, nor parched corn, nor green ears, until the 
selfsame day that ye have brought an offering unto your God: [it shall be] a statute for ever 
throughout your generations in all your dwellings. 

Leviticus| 23:15 And ye shall count unto you from the morrow after the sabbath, from the 
day that ye brought the sheaf of the wave offering; seven sabbaths shall be complete: 

Leviticus| 23:16 Even unto the morrow after the seventh sabbath shall ye number fifty 
days; and ye shall offer a new meat offering unto the LORD. 

Leviticus| 23:17 Y e shall bring out of your habitationstwo wave loavesof two tenth deals: 
they shall beof fineflour; they shall be baken with leaven; [theyare] the firstfruits unto the 
LORD. 

Leviticus| 23:18 And ye shall offer with the bread seven lambs without blemish of the first 
year, and one young bullock, and two rams: they shall be [for] a burnt offering unto the 
LO RD, with their meat offering, and their drink offerings, [even] an offering made by fire, 
of sweet savour unto the LORD. 

Leviticus| 23:19 Then ye shall sacrifice one kid of the goats for asin offering, and two 
lambs of the first year for a sacrifice of peace offerings. 
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Leviticus| 23:20 And the priest shall wavethem with the bread of the firstfruits [for] a wave 
offering before theLORD with the two lambs: they shall be holyto theLORD for the 
priest. 

Leviticus| 23:21 And ye shall proclaim on the selfsame day, [that] it may be an holy 
convocation unto you: ye shall do no servile work [therein: it shall be] a statutefor ever in 
all your dwellingsthroughout your generations. 

Leviticus| 23:22 And when ye reap the harvest of your I and, thou shalt not makeclean 
riddance of the corners of thy field when thou reapest, neither shalt thou gather any 
gleaning of thy harvest: thou shalt leave them unto the poor, and to the stranger: I [am] the 
LORD yourGod. 

Leviticus| 23:23 And the LO R D spake unto M oses, saying, 

Leviticus| 23:24 Speak unto thechildren of Israel, saying, In theseventh month, in thefirst 
[day] of the month, shall ye have a sabbath, a memorial of blowing of trumpets, an holy 
convocation. 

Leviticus| 23:25 Ye shall do no servile work [therein]: but ye shall offer an offering made 
byfireunto theLORD. 

Leviticus| 23:26 And the LO R D spake unto M oses, saying, 

Leviticus| 23:27 Also on thetenth [day] of this seventh month [there shall be] a day of 
atonement: it shall be an holy convocation unto you; and ye shall afflict your souls, and 
offer an offering made by fire unto the LO RD. 

Leviticus| 23:28 And ye shall do no work in that same day: for it [is] a day of atonement, to 
make an atonement for you before the LO RD your God.

Leviticus| 24:1 And theLORD spake unto M oses, saying, 

Leviticus| 24:2 Command the children of Israel, that they bring unto thee pure oil olive 
beaten for the light, to causethe lampsto burn continually. 

Leviticus| 24:3 Withouttheveil of thetestimony, in thetabernacleof the congregation, 
shall Aaron order it from the evening unto the morning before the LO RD continually: [it 
shall be] a statute for ever i n your generations.

Leviticus| 24:6 And thou shalt set them i n two rows, six on a row, upon the puretable 
beforetheLORD. 
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Leviticus| 24:7 And thou shalt put purefrankincense upon [each] row, that it may beon the 
bread for a memorial, [even] an offering made by fire unto the LO R D . 

Leviticus| 24:8 Every sabbath heshall set it in order beforetheLORD continually, [being 
taken] from the children of Israel by an everlasting covenant. 

Leviticus| 24:9 And itshall beAaron'sand hissons'; and they shall eat it i n the holyplace: 
for it[is] most holy unto him of theofferingsof theLORD madebyfireby aperpetual 
statute. 

Leviticus| 24:10 And the son of an Israelitish woman, whosefather [w as] an Egyptian, went 
out among the children of Israel: and this son of the Israelitish [woman] and a man of Israel 
strove together i n the cam p; 

Leviticus| 24:11 And the Israelitish woman's son blasphemed the name[of theLORD], and 
cursed. And they brought him unto M oses: (and his mother's name [w as] Shelomith, the 
daughter of D ibri, of the tribe of Dan:) 

Leviticus| 24:12 And they put him inward, that the mind of theLORD might beshowed 
them. 

Leviticus| 24:13 And theLORD spakeunto M oses, saying, 

Leviticus| 24:14 Bring forth him that hath cursed without the camp; and let all that heard 
[him] lay their hands upon his head, and let all the congregation stone him. 

Leviticus| 24:15 And thou shalt speak unto the children of Israel, saying, W hosoever 
curseth hisGod shall bear hissin. 

Leviticus| 24:16 And he that blasphemeth the name of theLORD, heshall surely be put to 
death, [and] all the congregation shall certainly stone him: as well the stranger, as he that is 
born in the land, when he blasphemeth the name [of the LO RD], shall be put to death.

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Leviticus| 25:15 According to the number of yearsafter thejubileethou shalt buy of thy 
neighbour, [and] according unto the number of years of the fruits he shall sell unto thee: 

Leviticus| 25:16 According to the multitude of years thou shalt increase the price thereof, 
and according to the fewnessof years thou shalt diminish the price of it: for [according] to 
the number [of the years] of the fruits doth he sell unto thee. 

Leviticus| 25:17 Y e shall not therefore oppress one another; butthou shalt fear thy God: 
for I [am]theLORD yourGod. 

Leviticus| 25:18 W hereforeye shall do my statutes, and keep my judgments, and do them 
and ye shall dwell i n the I and i n safety. 

Leviticus| 25:19 And theland shall yield her fruit, and ye shall eatyour fiil, and dwell 
therein i n safety. 

Leviticus| 25:20 And if ye shall say, W hat shall we eat the seventh year? behold, we shall 
not sow, nor gather in our increase: 

Leviticus| 25:21 Then I will command my blessing upon you in the sixth year, and it shall 
bring forth fruit for three years. 

Leviticus| 25:22 And ye shall sow the eighth year, and eat [yet] of old fruit until the ninth 
year; until her fruits come in ye shall eat [of] the old [store]. 

Leviticus| 25:23 The land shall not besold for ever: for the land [is] mine; for ye [are] 
strangers and sojournerswith me. 

Leviticus| 25:24 And in all the land of your possession ye shall grant a redemption for the 
land.

Leviticus| 25:28 But if he be not able to restore [it] to him, then that which is sold shall 
remain in the hand of him that hath bought it until theyear of jubilee: and in thejubileeit 
shall go out, and he shall return unto his possession. 

Leviticus| 25:29 And if a man sell a dwelling house in a walled city, then he may redeem it 
within a wholeyear after it is sold; [within] afull year may he redeem it. 

Leviticus| 25:30 And if itbe not redeemed within the spaceof afull year, then the house 
that [is] in the walled city shall be established for ever to him that bought it throughout his 
generations: it shall not go out in the jubilee. 

Leviticus| 25:31 But the housesof the villages which haveno wali round about them shall 
be counted as the fields of the country: they may be redeemed, and they shall go out in the 
jubilee. 

Leviticus| 25:32 Notwithstanding thecitiesof the Levites, [and] the houses of the cities of 
their possession, may the Levites redeem at any time. 

Leviticus| 25:33 And if aman purchaseof the Levites, then the house that was sold, and the 
city of his possession, shall go out in [the year of] jubilee: for the houses of the cities of the 
Levites [are] their possession among the children of Israel. 

Leviticus| 25:34 But the field of the suburbs of their cities may not be sold; for it [is] their 
perpetual possession. 
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Leviticus| 25:35 And ifthy brother bewaxen poor, andfallen in decay withthee; then thou 
shalt relieve him: [yea, though he be] a stranger, or a sojourner; that he may live with thee. 

Leviticus| 25:36 T ake thou no usuryof him, or increase: butfear thyGod; thatthy brother 
may live with thee. 

Leviticus| 25:37 Thou shalt not give him thy money upon usury, nor lend him thy victuals 
for increase. 

Leviticus| 25:38 1 [am] the LO RD your God, which brought you forth out of the land of 
Egypt, to give you the land of Canaan, [and] to be your God. 

Leviticus| 25:39 And ifthy brother [that dwelleth] by theebewaxen poor, and besold 
unto thee; thou shalt not compel him to serve as a bondservant: 

Leviticus| 25:40 [But] asan hired servant, [and] as a sojourner, heshall be with thee, [and] 
shall serve thee unto theyear of jubilee: 

Leviticus| 25:41 And [then] shall hedepartfrom thee, [both] heand hischildren with him, 
and shall return unto hisown family, and unto the possession of hisfathers shall he return. 

Leviticus| 25:42 For they [are] my servants, which I brought forth out of the land of Egypt: 
they shall not be sold as bondmen. 

Leviticus| 25:43 Thou shalt not ruleover him with rigour; but shalt fear thy God. 

Leviticus| 25:44 Both thy bondmen, and thy bondmaids, which thou shalt have, [shall be] of 
the heathen that are round about you; of them shall ye buy bondmen and bondmaids. 

Leviticus| 25:45 M oreover of the children of the strangers that do sojourn among you, of 
them shall ye buy, and of their familiesthat [are] with you, which they begat in your land: 
and they shall be your possession. 
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Leviticus| 25:46 And yeshall takethem asan inheritancefor your children after you, to 
inherit [them for] a possession; they shall be your bondmen for ever: but over your 
brethren the children of Israel, ye shall not rule one over another with rigour. 

Leviticus| 25:47 And if a sojourner or stranger wax rich by thee, and thy brother [that 
dwelleth] by him wax poor, and sell himself unto the stranger [or] sojourner by thee, or to 
the stock of thestranger'sfamily: 

Leviticus| 25:48 After that he issold he may be redeemed again; one of his brethren may 
redeem him: 

Leviticus| 25:49 Either hisuncle, or his uncle's son, may redeem him, or [any] that isnigh 
of kin unto him of hisfamily may redeem him; or if he be able, he may redeem himself. 

Leviticus| 25:50 And he shall reckon with him that bought him from theyear that he was 
soldto him unto theyear of jubilee: and the priceof his sale shall beaccordingunto the 
number of years, according to the time of an hired servant shall it be with him. 

Leviticus| 25:51 If [there be] yet many years [behind], according unto them he shall give 
again the price of his redemption out of the money that he was bought for.

Leviticus| 26:161 alsowill do thisunto you; I will even appointover youterror, 
consumption, and the burning ague, that shall consume the eyes, and cause sorrow of 
heart: and ye shall sow your seed in vain, for your enemies shall eat it. 

Leviticus| 26:17 And I will set my face against you, and ye shall be slain before your 
enemies: they that hate you shall reign over you; and ye shall flee when none pursueth you.

Leviticus| 27:18 But if he sanctify hisfield after the jubilee, then the priest shall reckon 
unto him the money according to the years that remain, even unto theyear of the jubilee, 
and it shall be abated from thy estimation. 

Leviticus| 27:19 And if he that sanctified thefieldwill in any wise redeem it, then heshall 
add the fifth [part] of the money of thy estimation unto it, and it shall be assured to him.

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N umbers| 8:22 And after that went the Levites in to do their service in the tabernacle of 
the congregation beforeAaron, and before his sons: astheLORD had commanded Moses 
concerning the Levites, so did they unto them. 

Numbers| 8:23 And theLORD spake unto M oses, saying, 

Numbers| 8: 24 T his [is it] that [belongeth] unto the Levites: from twenty and fiveyearsold 
and upward they shall go in to wait upon the service of the tabernacle of the congregation: 

Numbers| 8:25 And from the age of fifty years they shall cease waiting upon the service 
[thereof], and shall serve no more: 

Numbers| 8:26 But shall ministerwith their brethren in the tabernacle of the congregation, 
to keep the charge, and shall do no service. Thusshalt thou do unto the Levites touching 
their charge. 

Numbers| 9:1 And the LORD spake unto M oses i n the wildernessof Sinai, in thefirst 
month of the second year after they were come out of the land of Egypt, saying, 

N umbers| 9:2 Let the children of Israel also keep the passover at his appointed season. 

Numbers| 9:3 In thefourteenth dayofthis month, at even, ye shall keep it in his appointed 
season: according to all the ritesof it, and according to all the ceremoni es thereof, shall ye 
keep it. 

N umbers| 9:4 And M oses spake unto the children of Israel, that they should keep the 
passover. 

N umbers| 9:5 And they kept the passover on the fourteenth day of the first month at even 
in the wildernessof Sinai: according to all that the LORD commanded Moses, so did the 
children of Israel. 
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N umbers| 9:6 And therewerecertain men, who weredefiled bythedead bodyof aman, 
that they could not keep the passover on that day: and they came before M oses and before 
Aaron on that day: 



Numbers| 9:7 And those men said unto him, We[are] defiled bythedead body of aman 
wherefore are we kept back, that we may not offer an offering of the LO R D in his 
appointed season among the children of Israel? 



Numbers 9:8 And M oses said untothem, Stand sti II, and I will hear whattheLORD wi 
command concerning you. 



Numbers| 9:9 And theLORD spakeunto M oses, saying, 



N umbers| 9: 10 Speak unto the children of Israel, saying, If any man of you or of your 
posterity shall be unclean by reason of a dead body, or [be] in a journey afar off, yet he shall 
keep the passover unto the LO R D . 

N umbers| 9:11 The fourteenth day of the second month at even they shall keep it, [and] eat 
it with unleavened bread and bitter [herbs]. 

Numbers| 9:12 They shall leavenoneof it unto the morning, nor breakany boneof it: 
according to all the ordinances of the passover they shall keep it. 

Numbers| 9:13 Butthe man that [is] clean, and isnot in a journey, and forbeareth to keep 
the passover, even the same soul shall be cut off from among his people: because he 
brought not the offering of the LO R D i n his appointed season, that man shall bear his si n. 

Numbers| 9:14 And if astranger shall sojourn among you, and will keep the passover unto 
the LO RD; according to the ordinance of the passover, and according to the manner 
thereof, so shall he do: ye shall have one ordinance, both for the stranger, and for him that 
wasborn in the land. 
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N umbers| 9: 15 And on the day that the tabernacle was reared up the cloud covered the 
tabernacle, [namely], the tent of the testimony: and at even there was upon the tabernacle 
as it were the appearance of fire, until the morning. 

N umbers| 9: 16 So it was alway: the cloud covered it [by day], and the appearance of fire by 
night. 

Numbers| 9:17 And when the cloud wastaken upfrom the tabernacle, then after that the 
children of Israel journeyed: and in the place where the cloud abode, there the children of 
Israel pitched their tents. 

Numbers| 9:18 At the commandment of the LO RD the children of Israel journeyed, andat 
the commandment of the LO R D they pitched: as long as the cloud abode upon the 
tabernacle they rested i n their tents. 

Numbers| 9:19 And when the cloud tarried long upon the tabernacle manydays, then the 
children of Israel kept the charge of theLORD, and journeyed not. 

Numbers| 9:20 And [so] itwas, when the cloud wasafew daysupon the tabernacle; 
according to the commandment of the LO RD they abode in their tents, and according to 
the commandment of the LORD they journeyed. 

N umbers| 9:21 And [so] it was, when the cloud abode from even unto the morning, and 
[that] the cloud wastaken up in the morning, then they journeyed: whether [itwas] by day 
or by night that the cloud wastaken up, they journeyed. 

Numbers| 9:22 O r [whether it were] twodays, oramonth, orayear, that the cloud 
tarried upon the tabernacle, remaining thereon, the children of Israel abode in their tents, 
and journeyed not: but when it wastaken up, they journeyed. 
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N umbers| 9:23 Atthecommandment oftheLORD theyrested inthetents, andatthe 
commandment oftheLORD theyjourneyed: they kept thecharge oftheLORD, atthe 
commandment of the LO R D by the hand of M oses. 

Numbers| 10:1 And theLORD spake unto M oses, saying, 

Numbers| 10:2 Maketheetwo trumpetsof silver; of awholepieceshaltthou makethem: 
that thou mayest use them for the calling of the assembly, and for the journeying of the 
camps. 

Numbers| 10:3 And when theyshall blow with them, al I the assembly shal I assemble 
themselves to thee at the door of the tabernacle of the congregation. 

N umbers| 10:4 And if they blow [but] with one [trumpet], then the princes, [which are] 
heads of the thousands of Israel, shal I gather themselves unto thee. 

Numbers| 10:5 W hen ye blow an alarm, then the camps that lieon the east partsshall go 
forward. 

N umbers| 10:6 W hen ye blow an alarm the second time, then the camps that lie on the 
south side shall take their journey: they shall blow an alarm for their journeys. 

N umbers| 10:7 But when the congregation isto be gathered together, ye shall blow, but ye 
shall not sound an alarm. 

Numbers| 10:8 And thesonsof Aaron, the priests, shall blow with the trumpets; and they 
shall be to you for an ordinance for ever throughout your generations. 

N umbers| 10:9 And if ye go to war in your land against the enemy that oppresseth you, 
then ye shall blow an alarm with the trumpets; and ye shall be remembered before the 
LO R D your God, and ye shall be saved from your enemies. 
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N umbers| 10:10 Also in theday of your gladness, and in your solemn days, and in the 
beginningsof your months, yeshall blow withthetrumpetsover your burnt offerings, and 
over the sacrifices of your peace offerings; that they may be to you for a memorial before 
your God: I [am] the LO R D your God. 

Numbers| 10:11 And itcameto passonthetwentieth [day] ofthesecond month, i n the 
second year, that the cloud was taken up from off the tabernacle of the testimony. 

N umbers| 10:12 And the children of Israel took their journeys out of the wilderness of 
Sinai; and the cloud rested in the wilderness of Paran. 

N umbers| 10: 13 And they first took their journey according to the commandment of the 
LORD by the hand of Moses. 

N umbers| 10: 14 1 n the first [place] went the Standard of the camp of the children of J udah 
according to their armies: and over his host [was] Nahshon the son of Amminadab. 

N umbers| 10:15 And over the host of the tribe of the children of Issachar [was] N ethaneel 
the son of Zuar. 

Numbers| 10:16 And over the host of the tribe of the children of Zebulun [was] Eliabthe 
son of Helon. 

N umbers| 10: 17 And the tabernacle was taken down; and the sons of G ershon and the sons 
of M erari set forward, bearing the tabernacle. 

N umbers| 10:18 And the Standard of the camp of Reuben set forward according to their 
armies: and over his host [was] Elizur the son of Shedeur. 

Numbers| 10:19 And over the host of the tribe of the children of Simeon [was] Shelumiel 
the son of Zurishaddai. 

Numbers| 10:20 And over the host of the tribe of the children of Gad [was] Eliasaphthe 
son of Deuel. 
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N umbers| 10:21 And the Kohathitesset forward, bearingthesanctuary: and [the other] did 
set u p the tabernacle against they came. 

N umbers| 10:22 And the Standard of the camp of the children of Ephraim set forward 
according to their armies: and over hishost [w as] Elishamathe son of Ammihud. 

N umbers| 10:23 And over the host of the tribe of the children of M anasseh [w as] Gamaliel 
the son of Pedahzur. 

Numbers| 10:24 And over the host of the tribe of the children of Benjamin [was]Abidan 
the son of G ideoni. 

Numbers| 10:25 And the Standard of the camp of the children of Dan set forward, [which 
was] the rereward of all the campsthroughout their hosts: and over his host [was] Ahiezer 
the son of Ammishaddai. 

Numbers| 10:26 And over the host of the tribe of the children of Asher [was] Pagiel the son 
of Ocran. 

Numbers| 10:27 And over the host of the tribe of the children of Naphtali [was] Ahirathe 
son of Enan. 

Numbers| 10:28 Thus[were] the journeyingsof the children of Israel according to their 
armies, when they set forward. 

Numbers| 10:29 And Mosessaid unto Hobab, the son of Raguel the M idianite, Moses' 
father in law, Wearejourneyingunto the placeof which theLORD said, I will give ityou: 
come thou with us, and we will do thee good: for the LO RD hath spoken good concerning 
Israel. 

Numbers| 10:30 And hesaid unto him, I will notgo; but I will departto mineown land, 
and to my kindred. 

Numbers| 10:31 And hesaid, Leaveusnot, I praythee; forasmuch as thou knowesthow 
we are to encamp in the wilderness, and thou mayest be to us instead of eyes. 
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N umbers| 10:32 And it shall be, if thou go with us, yea, it shall be, that what goodnessthe 
LO RD shall do unto us, the same will we do unto thee. 

Numbers| 10:33 And they departed from the mount of the LO RD three days' journey: and 
the ark of the covenant of the LO RD went before them in the three days' journey, to 
search out a resting place for them. 

Numbers| 10:34 And thecloud of the LO RD [w as] u pon them byday, when they went out 
of the cam p. 

Numbers| 10:35 And it cameto pass, when the ark set forward, that Mosessaid, Riseup, 
LO RD, and let thine enemies be scattered; and let them that hate thee flee before thee. 

Numbers| 10:36 And when itrested, hesaid, Return, O LORD, unto the many thousands 
of Israel. 

Numbers| 11:1 And [when] the people complained, itdispleased the LORD: and the 
LORD heard [it]; and hisanger waskindled; and the fi re of the LORD burnt among them, 
and consumed [them that were] in the uttermost parts of the camp. 

Numbers| 11:2 And the people cried unto Moses; and when Mosesprayed unto the 
LORD, thefirewasquenched. 

N umbers| 11:3 And he called the name of the place Taberah: because the f i re of the LO RD 
burnt among them. 

N umbers| 11:4 And the mixed multitude that [was] among them fell a lusting: and the 
children of Israel also wept again, and said, W ho shall give usflesh to eat? 

Numbers| 11:5 Weremember thefish, which we did eat in Egypt freely; thecucumbers, 
and the melons, and the leeks, and the onions, and the garlic: 

Numbers| 11:6 But now oursoul [is] dried away: [thereis] nothingatall, besidethis 
manna, [before] our eyes. 
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N umbers| 11:7 And the manna [w as] as coriander seed, and the colour thereof as the 
colour of bdellium. 

Numbers| 11:8 [And] the peoplewent about, and gathered [it] ( and ground [it] in m i 1 1 s, or 
beat [it] i n a mortar, and baked [it] i n pans, and made cakes of it: and the taste of it was as 
the taste of fresh oil. 

Numbers| 11:9 And when thedewfell upon the camp in the night, the manna fell upon it. 

Numbers| 11:10 Then Mosesheard the people weepthroughouttheirfamilies, every man 
inthedoor of histent: and theanger of the LO RD waskindled greatly; Mosesalsowas 
displeased. 

Numbers| 11:11 And Mosessaid unto theLORD, Wherefore hastthou afflicted thy 
servant? and wherefore have I not found favour in thy sight, that thou layest the burden of 
all thispeopleupon me? 

N umbers| 11:12 H ave I conceived all this people? have I begotten them, that thou 
shouldest say unto me, Carry them in thy bosom, as a nursing father beareth the sucking 
child, unto the land which thou swarest unto their fathers? 

Numbers| 11:13 W hence should I havefleshto giveunto all this people? forthey weep 
unto me, saying, Give usflesh, that we may eat. 

Numbers| 11:14 1 am not ableto bear all this people alone, because [it i s] too heavy for me. 

Numbers| 11:15 And ifthou deal thuswith me, kill me, I praythee, outof hand, if I have 
found favour in thy sight; and let me not see my wretchedness. 

Numbers| 11:16 And the LORD said unto Moses, Gather unto meseventy men of the 
eldersof Israel, whomthou knowestto betheeldersof the people, and officersover them; 
and bring them unto the tabernacle of the congregation, that they may stand there with 
thee. 
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N umbers| 11:17 And I will comedown and talk withtheethere: and I will takeof the 
spirit which [is] upon thee, and will put [it] upon them; and they shall bear the burden of 
the people with thee, that thou bear [it] not thyself alone. 

Numbers| 11:18 And say thou unto the people, Sanctify yourselves against to morrow, and 
ye shall eatflesh: for ye havewept in theearsof theLORD, saying, Who shall giveusflesh 
to eat? for [it was] well with usin Egypt: therefore theLORD will giveyou flesh, and ye 
shall eat. 

Numbers| 11:19 Ye shall not eat one day, nortwodays, norfivedays, neitherten days, nor 
twenty days; 

Numbers| 11:20 [But] even awholemonth, until it comeoutatyour nostrils, and itbe 
loathsome unto you: because that yehavedespised theLORD which [is] amongyou, and 
have wept before him, saying, W hy came we forth out of Egypt? 

Numbers| 11:21 And Mosessaid, The people, amongwhom I [am], [are]six hundred 
thousand footmen; and thou hast said, I will give them flesh, that they may eat a whole 
month. 

Numbers| 11:22 Shall the f I ocks and the herdsbeslain for them, to suffice them? or shall all 
the fish of the sea be gathered together for them, to suffice them? 

N umbers| 11:23 And the LO RD said unto M oses, Is the LO RD'S hand waxed short? thou 
shalt see now whether my word shall come to pass unto thee or not. 

Numbers| 11:24 And Moseswentout, and toldthe people the wordsof theLORD, and 
gathered the seventy men of the elders of the people, and set them round about the 
tabernacle. 
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N umbers| 11:25 And theLORD camedown in acloud, and spake unto him, and took of 
the spirit that [w as] upon him, and gave [it] unto the seventy elders: and it came to pass, 
[that], when the spirit rested upon them, they prophesied, and did not cease. 

Numbers| 11:26 Butthere remained two [of the] men in thecamp, the name of the one 
[w as] Eldad, and the name of the other M edad: and the spirit rested upon them; and they 
[were] of them that were written, but went not out unto the tabernacle: and they 
prophesied in the camp. 

Numbers| 11:27 And there ran ayoung man, and told Moses, and said, Eldad and M edad 
do prophesy in the camp. 

N umbers| 11:28 And J oshua the son of N un, the servant of M oses, [one] of his young men, 
answered and said, M y lord M oses, forbid them. 

Numbers| 11:29 And M oses said unto him, Enviest thou for my sake?would God that all 
the LO R D 'S people were prophets, [and] that the LO R D would put his spirit upon them! 

Numbers| 11:30 And M oses gat him into thecamp, heand the elders of Israel. 

Numbers| 11:31 And there went forth a wind from theLORD, and brought quailsfrom 
the sea, and let [them] fail by the camp, as it were a day's journey on this side, and as it 
were a day's journey on the other side, round about the camp, and as it were two cubits 
[high] upon the face of the earth. 

Numbers| 11:32 And the people stood up all that day, and all [that] night, and all the next 
day, and they gathered the quails: he that gathered least gathered ten homers: and they 
spread [them] all abroad for themselves round about the camp. 
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N umbers| 11:33 And whiletheflesh [w as] yetbetween theirteeth, ereit waschewed, the 
wrath of the LO RD waskindled againstthe people, and theLORD smotethe peoplewitha 
very great plague. 

Numbers| 11:34 And hecalled the nameof that placeKibrothhattaavah: because there they 
buried the people that lusted. 

Numbers| 11:35 [And] the people journeyed from Kibrothhattaavah unto H azeroth; and 
abode at H azeroth. 

N umbers| 12:1 And M iriam and Aaron spake against M oses because of the Ethiopian 
woman whom he had married: for he had married an Ethiopian woman. 

Numbers| 12:2 And theysaid, H ath theLORD indeedspoken only by M oses? hath henot 
spoken also by us?And the LORD heard [it]. 

Numbers| 12:3 (Now theman Moses[was] very meek, aboveall themen which [were] 
upon the face of theearth.) 

Numbers| 12:4 And theLORD spake suddenly unto M oses, and unto Aaron, and unto 
M iriam, Come out ye three unto the tabernacle of the congregation. And they three came 
out. 

Numbers| 12:5 And theLORD camedown inthe pillar ofthecloud, and stood [in]the 
door of the tabernacle, and called Aaron and M iriam: and they both came forth. 

Numbers| 12:6 And hesaid, Hear now mywords: If there bea prophet among you, [1] the 
LORD will make myself known unto him in avision, [and] will speak unto him in adream. 

Numbers| 12:7 M y servant M oses [is] not so, who [isjfaithful inall minehouse. 

Numbers| 12:8 W ith him will I speak mouth to mouth, even apparently, and not in dark 
speeches; and the similitudeof theLORD shall he behold: whereforethen wereye not 
afraid to speak against my servant M oses? 
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N umbers| 12:9 And theanger oftheLORD was kindled against them; and hedeparted. 

Numbers| 12:10 And thecloud departed from off thetabernacle; and, behold, M iriam 
[became] leprous, [white] assnow: and Aaron looked upon M iriam, and, behold, [she was] 
leprous. 

Numbers| 12:11 And Aaron said unto Moses, Alas, my lord, I beseech thee, lay notthesin 
upon us, wherein wehavedonefoolishly, and wherein wehavesinned. 

Numbers| 12:12 Let her not beasonedead, of whom theflesh ishalf consumed when he 
cometh out of his mother's womb. 

Numbers| 12:13 And Mosescried unto the LORD, saying, Heal her now, O God, I 
beseech thee. 

Numbers| 12:14 And the LORD said unto Moses, If her father had but spit in her face, 
should she not be ashamed seven days? let her be shut out from the camp seven days, and 
after that let her be received i n [again]. 



Numbers 



12:15 And M iriam was shut out from the camp seven days: and the people 



journeyed not till M iriam was brought in [again]. 

Numbers| 12:16 And afterward the people removed from Hazeroth, and pitched in the 
wildernessof Paran. 

Numbers| 13:1 And the LORD spake unto M oses, saying, 

Numbers| 13:2 Send thou men, that they may search theland of Canaan, which I giveunto 
thechildren of Israel: of every tribe of their fathers shall ye send aman, every one a ruler 
among them. 

Numbers| 13:3 And Mosesby the commandment oftheLORD sentthem from the 
wildernessof Paran: all those men [were] headsof thechildren of Israel. 

N umbers| 13:4 And these [were] their names: of the tribe of Reuben, Shammua the son of 
Zaccur. 
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N umbers| 13:5 Of thetribeof Simeon, Shaphat the son of Hori. 

Numbers| 13:6 Of thetribeof J udah, Caleb the son ofjephunneh. 

Numbers| 13:7 Of thetribeof Issachar, Igal the son of Joseph. 

Numbers| 13:8 O f thetribeof E phrai m, Osheatheson of Nun. 

Numbers| 13:9 Of thetribeof Benjamin, Palti the son of Raphu. 

Numbers| 13:10 Of thetribeof Zebulun, Gaddiel the son of Sodi. 

Numbers| 13:11 f thetribeof Joseph, [namely], of thetribeof M anasseh, Gaddi the son 
of Susi. 

Numbers| 13:12 Of thetribeof Dan, Ammiel the son of Gemalli. 

Numbers| 13:13 O f thetribeof Asher, Sethur the son of Michael. 

Numbers| 13:14 O f thetribeof N aphtali, Nahbi the son ofVophsi. 

Numbers| 13:15 O f thetribeof G ad, Geuel the son of Machi. 

N umbers| 13: 16 These [are] the names of the men which M oses sent to spy out the land. 
And M oses called Osheatheson of Nunjehoshua. 

Numbers| 13:17 And M oses sent them to spy out the land of Canaan, and said unto them, 
Get you up this [way] southward, and go up into the mountain: 

Numbers| 13:18 And see the land, what it [is]; and the people that dwelleth therein, 
whether they [be] strong or weak, few or many; 

Numbers| 13:19 And what the land [is] that they dwell in, whether it [be] good or bad; and 
what cities [they be] that they dwell in, whether in tents, or in strong holds; 
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N umbers| 13:20 And whattheland [is], whether it [be] fat or lean, whether there bewood 
therein, or not. And be ye of good courage, and bring of the fruit of the land. N ow the 
time [w as] the time of the firstripe grapes. 

Numbers| 13:21 So they went up, and searched the land from thewildernessof Zin unto 
Rehob, asmen come to H amath. 

Numbers| 13:22 And theyascended bythesouth, and cameunto Hebron; whereAhiman, 
Sheshai, and Talmai, thechildren of Anak, [werej. (Now Hebron wasbuiltseven years 
beforeZoan i n Egypt.) 

N umbers| 13:23 And they came unto the brook of Eshcol, and cut down from thence a 
branch with one cluster of grapes, and they bare it between two upon a staff; and [they 
brought] of the pomegranates, and of the figs. 

Numbers| 13:24 The place wascalled the brook Eshcol, becauseof the cluster of grapes 
which the children of Israel cut down from thence. 

N umbers| 13:25 And they returned from searching of the land after forty days. 

Numbers| 13:26 And they went and cameto Moses, and to Aaron, and to all the 
congregation of the children of Israel, unto the wildernessof Paran, to Kadesh; and brought 
back word unto them, and unto all the congregation, and showed them the fruit of the 
land. 

Numbers| 13:27 And theytold him, and said, W e came unto the land whitherthou sentest 
us, and surely it floweth with mi I k and honey; and this [is] the fruit of it. 

Numbers| 13:28 Neverthelessthe people [be] strong that dwell in the land, and thecities 
[are] walled, [and] very great: and moreover we saw the children of Anak there. 

Numbers| 13:29 The A malekites dwell in the land ofthesouth: and the H ittites, and the 
Jebusites, and theAmorites, dwell inthemountains: and theCanaanitesdwell bythesea, 
and by the coast of Jordan. 
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N umbers| 13:30 And Caleb stilled the people before M oses, and said, Letusgo upatonce, 
and possess it; for we are well able to overcome it. 

N umbers| 13:31 But the men that went up with him said, W e be not able to go up against 
the people; for they [are] stronger than we. 

Numbers| 13:32 And they brought up an evil report of the land which they had searched 
unto thechildren of Israel, saying, The land, through which we havegoneto search it, [is] a 
land that eateth up the inhabitantsthereof; and all the people that we saw i n it [are] men of 
a great stature. 

Numbers| 13:33 And there we saw the giants, the sonsof Anak, [which come] ofthe 
giants: and we were in our own sight as grasshoppers, and so we were in their sight. 

Numbers| 14:1 And all thecongregation lifted up their voice, and cried; and the people 
wept that night. 

Numbers| 14:2 And all thechildren of Israel murmured against M oses and against Aaron: 
and the whole congregation said unto them, W ould God that we had died in the land of 
Egypt! or would God wehad died in thiswilderness! 

Numbers| 14:3 And whereforehaththeLORD brought us unto this land, tofall bythe 
sword, that our wives and our children should be a prey? were it not better for us to return 
into Egypt? 

N umbers| 14:4 And they said one to another, Let us make a captain, and let us return into 
Egypt. 

Numbers| 14:5 T hen M oses and Aaron fel I on their faces before all the assembly ofthe 
congregation of the children of Israel. 

Numbers| 14:6 And Joshuathe son of Nun, and Caleb the son ofjephunneh, [which were] 
of them that searched the land, rent their clothes: 
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N umbers| 14:7 And they spake unto all the company of the children of Israel, saying, The 
land, which we passed through to search it, [is] an exceeding good land. 

Numbers| 14:8 If the LORD delightinus, then hewill bring usinto thisland, and give it 
us; a land which floweth with milk and honey. 

Numbers| 14:9 Only rebel not yeagainst the LORD, neitherfear ye the peopleof the land; 
for they [are] bread for us: their defence isdeparted from them, and the LO R D [is] with us: 
fear them not. 

Numbers| 14:10 But all thecongregation bade stone them with stones. And theglory of the 
LORD appeared i n the tabernacleof thecongregation beforeall the children of Israel. 

Numbers| 14:11 And the LORD said unto Moses, How longwill this people provoke me? 
and how longwill it beerethey believeme, for all the signs which I haveshowed among 
them? 

Numbers| 14:12 1 will smitethem with the pestilence, and disinheritthem, and will make 
of thee a greater nation and mightier than they. 

Numbers| 14:13 And Moses said unto the LORD, Then the Egyptians shall hear [it], (for 
thou broughtest up this people in thy might from among them;) 

Numbers| 14: 14 And they will tell [it] to the inhabitantsof thisland: [for] they have heard 
that thou LORD [art] among this people, that thou LO R D art seen face to face, and [that] 
thy cloud standeth over them, and [that] thou goest before them, by day time in a pillar of a 
cloud, and in a pillar of fire by night. 

Numbers| 14:15 N ow [if] thou shaltkill [all] this people as oneman, then the nations which 
have heard the fame of thee will speak, saying,

Numbers| 14:18 The LORD [is] longsuffering, and of great mercy, forgiving iniquity and 
transgression, and by no meansclearing [the guilty], visiting the iniquity of the fathers upon 
the children unto the third and fourth [generation]. 

Numbers| 14:19 Pardon, I beseech thee, the iniquity of this people according unto the 
greatness of thy mercy, and asthou hast forgiven this people, from Egypt even until now. 

Numbers| 14:20 And the LORD said, I havepardoned according to thyword: 

Numbers| 14:21 But [as] truly [as] I live, alltheearth shall befilledwith theglory of the 
LORD. 

Numbers| 14:22 Becauseall thosemen which haveseen my glory, and my miracles, which 
I did in Egypt and in the wilderness, and have tempted me now these ten times, and have 
not hearkened to my voice; 

Numbers| 14:23 Surelythey shall notseetheland which I sware unto thei r fathers, neither 
shall any of them that provoked me see it: 

Numbers| 14:24 But my servant Caleb, because he had another spirit with him, and hath 
followed mefully, himwill I bringintotheland whereinto hewent; and hisseed shall 
possess it. 

Numbers| 14:25 (Now the Amalekites and theCanaanitesdwelt in thevalley.) To morrow 
turn you, and get you into the wilderness by the way of the Red sea. 

Numbers| 14:26 And the LORD spakeunto Mosesand unto Aaron, saying, 
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N umbers| 14:27 H ow long [shall I bear with] thisevil congregation, which murmur against 
me? I have heard the murmuringsof the children of Israel, which they murmur against me. 

Numbers| 14:28 Sayuntothem, [As truly as] I live, saith theLORD, asye havespoken in 
mineears, so will I do to you: 

Numbers| 14:29 Your carcases shall fail in thiswilderness; and all that were numbered of 
you, according to your whole number, from twenty years old and upward, which have 
murmured against me, 

Numbers| 14:30 D oubtlessye shall not comeinto theland, [concerning] which I swareto 
makeyou dwell therein, saveCalebtheson of Jephunneh, and J oshua the son of Nun. 

Numbers| 14:31 Butyour littleones, which yesaidshould beaprey, them will I bringin, 
and they shall know the land which ye have despised. 

Numbers| 14:32 But [asfor] you, your carcases, they shall fail in thiswilderness. 

Numbers| 14:33 And your children shall wander in the wildernessforty years, and bear 
your whoredoms, until your carcases be wasted in the wilderness. 

N umbers| 14:34 After the number of the days in which ye searched the land, [even] forty 
days, each day for a year, shall ye bear your iniquities, [even] forty years, and ye shall know 
my breach of promise. 

Numbers| 14:35 1 theLORD havesaid, I will surelydo ituntoall thisevil congregation, 
that are gathered together against me: in thiswilderness they shall be consumed, and there 
they shall d i e. 

Numbers| 14:36 And the men, which Mosessentto search theland, who returned, and 
made all the congregation to murmur against him, by bringing up a slander upon the land, 
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N umbers| 14:37 Even those men thatdid bringuptheevil reportupon theland, died by 
the plague before the LO R D . 

Numbers| 14:38 But Joshuathe son of Nun, and Caleb the son ofjephunneh, [which were] 
of the men that went to search the land, lived [still]. 

Numbers| 14:39 And Mosestold thesesayingsunto all thechildren of Israel: and the 
people mourned greatly. 

N umbers| 14:40 And they rose up early in the morning, and gat them up into the top of the 
mountain, saying, Lo, we [be here], and will go up unto the place which the LO RD hath 
promised: for we have sinned. 

Numbers| 14:41 And Mosessaid, W herefore now do yetransgressthecommandmentof 
the LO RD? but it shall not prosper. 

Numbers| 14:42 G o notup, for the LO R D [is] notamongyou; thatyebe notsmitten 
before your enemies. 

Numbers| 14:43 For the Amalekites and the Canaanites [are] there before you, and ye shall 
fail bythesword: because ye are turned awayfrom theLORD, thereforethe LO RD will 
not bewith you. 

Numbers| 14:44 But they presumed to go up unto the hill top: neverthelesstheark of the 
covenant of the LO RD, and M oses, departed not out of the cam p. 

Numbers| 14:45 Then the Amalekites camedown, and the Canaanites which dwelt in that 
hill, and smotethem, and discomfited them, [even] unto Hormah. 

Numbers| 15:1 And theLORD spake unto M oses, saying, 

N umbers| 15:2 Speak unto the children of Israel, and say unto them, W hen ye be come 
into the land of your habitations, which I give unto you, 
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N umbers| 15:3 And will makean offering byfireunto theLORD, aburnt offering, ora 
sacrifice in performing a vow, or in afreewill offering, or in your solemn feasts, to makea 
sweet savour unto theLORD, ofthe herd, or oftheflock: 

Numbers| 15:4 Then shall he that offereth his offering unto theLORD bringameat 
offering of a tenth deal of flour mingled withthefourth [part] of an hin of oil. 

Numbers| 15:5 And thefourth [part] of an hin of winefor a drink offering shaltthou 
prepare with the burnt offering or sacrifice, for one lamb. 

N umbers| 15:6 O r for a ram, thou shalt prepare [for] a meat offering two tenth deals of 
flour mingled with the third [part] of an hin of oil. 

N umbers| 15:7 And for a drink offering thou shalt offer the third [part] of an hin of wine, 
[for] a sweet savour unto the LO RD. 

Numbers| 15:8 And when thou preparest a bullock [for] a burnt offering, or [for] a sacrifice 
in performing a vow, or peaceofferingsunto theLORD: 

N umbers| 15:9 Then shall he bring with a bullock a meat offering of three tenth deals of 
flour mingled with half an hin of oil. 

Numbers| 15:10 And thou shalt bring for a drink offering half an hin of wine, [for] an 
offering made by fire, of a sweet savour unto the LO RD . 

Numbers| 15:11 Thus shall it bedonefor one bullock, or for one ram, or for a lamb, ora 
kid. 

Numbers| 15:12 Accordingto the number that ye shall prepare, so shall ye do toeveryone 
according totheir number. 

Numbers| 15:13 Ali thatareborn of the country shall do thesethingsafter thismanner, in 
offering an offering made by fire, of a sweet savour unto the LO RD. 
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N umbers| 15:14 And if astranger sojourn with you, or whosoever [be] amongyou in your 
generations, andwill offer an offering made byfire, of asweetsavour untotheLORD; as 
yedo, so heshall do. 



Numbers| 15:15 One ordinance [shall be both] for you of the congregation, and alsoforthe 
stranger that sojourneth [with you], an ordinance for ever in your generations: asye [are], 
so shal I the stranger be bef ore the L O R D .

15:16 One law and onemanner shall befor you, and for the stranger that 



sojourneth with you. 

Numbers| 15:17 And theLORD spake unto M oses, saying, 

Numbers| 15:18 Speak unto the children of Israel, and say unto them, W hen ye come into 
the land whither I bringyou, 

N umbers| 15: 19 Then it shall be, that, when ye eat of the bread of the land, ye shall offer 
up an heave offering unto the LO RD. 

N umbers| 15:20 Ye shall offer up a cake of the first of your dough [for] an heave offering: 
as [ye do] the heave offering of the threshingfloor, so shall ye heave it. 

Numbers| 15:21 Of the first of your dough ye shall giveunto theLORD an heave offering 
in your generations. 

Numbers| 15:22 And if ye haveerred, and notobserved all thesecommandments, which 
the LO RD hath spoken unto M oses, 

Numbers| 15:23 [Even] all that theLORD hath commanded you by thehand of M oses, 
from the day that the LO RD commanded [M oses], and henceforward among your 
generations; 

Numbers| 15:24 Then it shall be, if [ought] becommitted by ignorancewithoutthe 
knowledge of the congregation, that all the congregation shall offer one young bullock for a 
burnt offering, for asweet savour unto theLORD, with hismeat offering, and hisdrink 
offering, accordingto the manner, and one kid of the goats for asin offering. 
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N umbers| 15:25 And the priest shall make an atonement for all the congregation of the 
children of Israel, and it shall beforgiven them; for it [is] ignorance: and they shall bring 
their offering, a sacrifice made by fire unto the LO RD, and their sin offering before the 
LORD, for their ignorance: 

Numbers| 15:26 And it shall beforgiven all the congregation of the children of Israel, and 
the stranger that sojourneth among them; seeing all the people [were] in ignorance. 

Numbers| 15:27 And ifanysoul sin through ignorance, then he shall bringashegoatof the 
first year for asin offering. 

N umbers| 15:28 And the priest shall make an atonement for the soul that sinneth 
ignorantly, when he sinneth by ignorance before the LORD, to make an atonement for 
him; and it shall beforgiven him. 

Numbers| 15:29 Ye shall haveonelaw for him that sinneth through ignorance, [bothfor] 
him that is born among the children of Israel, and for the stranger that sojourneth among 
them. 



Numbers| 15:30 But the soul that doeth [ought] presumptuously, [whether he be] born i n 
the land, or a stranger, the same reproacheth the LO RD; and that soul shall be cut off from 
among his people. 



Numbers 



15:31 Becausehe hath despised the word of the LORD, and hath broken his 



commandment, that soul shall utterly be cut off; his iniquity [shall be] upon him. 

Numbers| 15:32 And while the children of Israel werein thewilderness, they found aman 
that gathered sticks upon the sabbath day. 

Numbers| 15:33 And they that found him gathering sticks brought him unto Mosesand 
Aaron, and unto all the congregation. 
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N umbers| 15:34 And theyputhim in ward, because it was not declared whatshould be 
doneto him. 

Numbers| 15:35 And the LORD said unto Moses, The man shall besurely putto death: all 
the congregation shall stone him with stones without the camp. 

Numbers| 15:36 And all the congregation brought him without the camp, and stoned him 
with stones, and hedied; astheLORD commanded Moses. 

Numbers| 15:37 And the LORD spake unto M oses, saying, 

Numbers| 15:38 Speak unto the children of Israel, and bid them that they makethem 
fringesin the bordersof their garmentsthroughouttheir generations, and that they put 
upon the fringe of the borders a ribband of blue: 

Numbers| 15:39 And it shall beunto you for a fringe, that ye may look upon it, and 
remember all the commandments of the LO RD, and do them; and that ye seek not after 
your own heart and your own eyes, after which ye use to go a whoring: 

Numbers| 15:40 That ye may remember, and do all my commandments, and be holyunto 
your God. 

Numbers| 15:41 1 [am] the LORD your God, which brought you out of theland of Egypt, 
to beyour God: I [am] the LORD your God. 

Numbers| 16:1 N ow Korah, theson of Izhar, theson of Kohath, theson of Levi, and 
Dathan andAbiram, the sonsof Eliab, and O n, theson of Peleth, sonsof Reuben, took 
[men]: 

Numbers| 16:2 And they roseup before Moses, with certain of the children of Israel, two 
hundred and fifty princes of the assembly, famous in the congregation, men of renown: 

Numbers| 16:3 And they gathered themselvestogether against M oses and against Aaron, 
and said unto them, [Ye take] too much upon you, seeing all the congregation [are] holy, 
every one of them, and the LORD [is] among them: whereforethen liftyeupyourselves 
above the congregation of the LO RD? 
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N umbers| 16:4 And w hen M oses heard [it] ( hefell upon hisface: 



Numbers| 16:5 And hespakeunto Korah and unto all hiscompany, saying, Even to 
morrow the LO RD will show who [are] his, and [who i s] holy; and will cause [him] to 
come near unto him: even [him] whom he hath chosen will he cause to come near unto 
him. 

Numbers| 16:6 This do; Takeyou censers, Korah, and all hiscompany; 

Numbers| 16:7 And putfiretherein, and put incensein them beforetheLORD to 
morrow: and it shall be [that] the man whom the LO RD doth choose, he [shall be] holy: [ye 
take] too much upon you, ye sons of Levi. 

Numbers| 16:8 And Mosessaid unto Korah, Hear, I prayyou, ye sons of Levi: 

Numbers| 16:9[Seemeth it but] asmall thing unto you, that the G od of Israel hath 
separated you from the congregation of Israel, to bring you near to himself to do the 
service of the tabernacle of theLORD, and to stand before the congregation to minister 
unto them? 

Numbers| 16:10 And he hath brought thee near [to him], and all thy brethren the sons of 
Levi with thee: and seek ye the priesthood also? 

Numbers| 16:11 For which cause [both] thou and all thy company [are] gathered together 
against the LO RD : and what [is] Aaron, that ye murmur against him? 

Numbers| 16:12 And Mosessentto call Dathan and Abiram, the sons of Eliab: which said, 
W e will not comeup: 

Numbers| 16:13 [Isit] asmall thing that thou hast brought usup out of aland thatfloweth 
with milk and honey, to kill us in the wilderness, except thou make thyself altogether a 
prince over us? 
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N umbers| 16:14 Moreover thou hast not brought usinto aland that floweth with milk and 
honey, orgiven usinheritanceof fieldsand vineyards: wiltthou putout the eyes of these 
men?wewill not comeup. 

Numbers| 16:15 And Moseswasvery wroth, and said unto theLORD, Respect not thou 
their offering: I have not taken one assfrom them, neither have I hurt one of them. 

Numbers| 16:16 And Moses said unto Koran, Bethou and all thy company beforethe 
LO RD, thou, and they, and Aaron, to morrow: 

Numbers| 16:17 And takeevery man hiscenser, and put incense in them, and bringye 
before the LO RD every man his censer, two hundred and fifty censers; thou also, and 
Aaron, each [of you] hiscenser. 

Numbers| 16:18 And they took every man hiscenser, and put firein them, and laid incense 
thereon, and stood in the door of the tabernacle of the congregation with M oses and 
Aaron. 

Numbers| 16:19 And Korah gathered all the congregation against them unto the door of 
the tabernacle of the congregation: and theglory of theLORD appeared unto all the 
congregation. 

Numbers| 16:20 And theLORD spake unto M oses and unto Aaron, saying, 

Numbers| 16:21 Separateyourselvesfrom amongthis congregation, that I may consume 
them in amoment. 

Numbers| 16:22 And theyfell upon their faces, and said, O God, the God of thespiritsof 
all flesh, shall one man sin, and wilt thou be wroth with all the congregation? 

Numbers| 16:23 And theLORD spake unto M oses, saying, 
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N umbers| 16:24 Speakunto the congregation, saying, Getyouupfrom aboutthe 
tabernacle of Korah, Dathan, and Abiram. 

Numbers| 16:25 And Mosesroseup and went unto Dathan and Abiram; and theeldersof 
Israel followed him. 

Numbers| 16:26 And he spake unto the congregation, saying, Depart, I prayyou, fromthe 
tents of these wicked men, and touch nothing of theirs, lest ye be consumed in all their 
sins. 

Numbers| 16:27 Sotheygatup fromthe tabernacle of Korah, Dathan, and Abiram, on 
every side: and Dathan and Abiram came out, and stood in the door of their tents, and their 
wives, and their sons, and their littlechildren. 

Numbers| 16:28 And Mosessaid, H ereby ye shal I know thattheLORD hath sent meto do 
all these works; for [I have] not [done them] of mine own mind. 

Numbers| 16:29 If these men diethecommon death of all men, or if they bevisited after 
the visitation of all men; [then] the LO R D hath not sent me. 

N umbers| 16:30 But if the LO R D make a new thi ng, and the earth open her mouth, and 
swallow them up, with all that [appertain] unto them, and they go down quick into the pit; 
then ye shal I understand that these men have provoked the LO RD. 

N umbers| 16:31 And it came to pass, as he had made an end of speaking all these words, 
that the ground clave asunder that [was] under them: 

Numbers| 16:32 And the earth opened her mouth, and swallowed them up, and their 
houses, and all the men that [appertained] unto Korah, and all [their] goods. 

Numbers| 16:33 They, and all that [appertained] to them, went down alive into the pit, 
and the earth closed upon them: and they perished from among the congregation. 
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N umbers| 16:34 And all Israel that[were] round aboutthem fled atthecry of them: for 
they said, Lest the earth swallow us up [also]. 

Numbers| 16:35 And therecameoutafirefrom theLORD, and consumed thetwo 
hundred and fifty men that offered incense. 

Numbers| 16:36 And theLORD spake unto M oses, saying, 

Numbers| 16:37 Speak unto Eleazar theson of Aaron the priest, that hetakeupthecensers 
out of the burning, and scatter thou thefireyonder; for they are hallowed. 

Numbers| 16:38 The censers of these sinners against their own souls, letthem makethem 
broad plates [for] a covering of the altar: for they offered them before the LO RD, therefore 
they are hallowed: and they shall be a sign unto the children of Israel. 

Numbers| 16:39 And Eleazar the priest took the brazen censers, wherewith they that were 
burnt had offered; and they were made broad [plates for] a covering of the altar: 

N umbers| 16:40 [To be] a memorial unto the children of Israel, that no stranger, which [is] 
not of the seed of Aaron, come near to offer incense before the LO RD; that he be not as 
Korah, and ashiscompany: astheLORD saidto him bythe hand of M oses. 

N umbers| 16:41 But on the morrow all the congregation of the children of Israel 
murmured against M oses and against Aaron, saying, Ye have killed the people of the 
LORD. 

N umbers| 16:42 And it came to pass, when the congregation was gathered against M oses 
and against Aaron, that they looked toward the tabernacle of the congregation: and, 
behold, thecloud covered it, and theglory of theLORD appeared. 
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N umbers| 16:43 And M oses and Aaron came before the tabernacle of the congregation. 
Numbers| 16:44 And theLORD spake unto M oses, saying, 

Numbers| 16:45 Getyou upfrom amongthis congregation, that I may consume them asin 
a moment. And they fell upon their faces. 

N umbers| 16:46 And M oses said unto Aaron, Take a censer, and put fire therein from off 
the altar, and put on incense, and go quickly unto the congregation, and make an 
atonement for them: for there is wrath gone out from the LO RD; the plague is begun. 

Numbers| 16:47 And Aaron took as M oses commanded, and ran into themidstof the 
congregation; and, behold, the plague was begun among the people: and he put on incense, 
and made an atonement for the people. 

Numbers| 16:48 And hestood between thedead and the living; and the plague was stayed. 

N umbers| 16:49 N ow they that died i n the plague were fourteen thousand and seven 
hundred, beside them that died about the matter of Korah. 

Numbers| 16:50 And Aaron returned unto M oses unto thedoor of the tabernacle of the 
congregation: and the plague was stayed. 

Numbers| 17:1 And theLORD spake unto M oses, saying, 

N umbers| 17:2 Speak unto the children of Israel, and take of every one of them a rod 
according to the house of [their] fathers, of all their princes according to the house of their 
fatherstwelve rods: write thou every man's name upon his rod. 

N umbers| 17:3 And thou shalt write Aaron's name upon the rod of Levi: for one rod [shall 
be] for the head of the house of their fathers. 
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N umbers| 17:4 And thou shalt lay them up in the tabernacle of the congregation before the 
testimony, where I will meet with you. 

N umbers| 17:5 And it shall come to pass, [that] the man's rod, whom I shall choose, shall 
blossom: and I will maketo ceasefrom methemurmuringsof thechildren of Israel, 
whereby they murmur against you. 

Numbers| 17:6 And M osesspake u nto thechildren of Israel, and every oneof their princes 
gave him a rod apiece, for each prince one, according to their fathers' houses, [even] twelve 
rods: and the rod of Aaron [w as] among their rods. 

N umbers| 17:7 And M oses laid up the rods before the LO RD in the tabernacle of witness. 

Numbers| 17:8 And it cameto pass, thaton the morrow Moseswent into the tabernacle of 
witness; and, behold, the rod of Aaron for the house of Levi was budded, and brought forth 
buds, and bloomed blossoms, and yielded almonds. 

Numbers| 17:9 And M oses brought out all the rods from before the LORD unto all the 
children of Israel: and they looked, and took every man his rod. 

Numbers| 17:10 And the LORD said unto M oses, Bring Aaron'srod again before the 
testimony, to be kept for a token against the rebels; and thou shalt quite take away their 
murmuringsfrom me, that they die not. 

Numbers| 17:11 And Mosesdid [so]: as the LORD commanded him, so did he. 

Numbers| 17:12 And thechildren of Israel spakeunto M oses, saying, Behold, wedie, we 
perish, w e all perish. 
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N umbers| 17:13 W hosoever cometh any thing near unto the tabernacle of the LO R D shall 
die: shall we be consumed with dying? 18:1 And theLORD said unto Aaron, Thou and thy 
sonsand thy father's house with thee shall bear the iniquity of the sanctuary: and thou and 
thy sons with thee shall bear the iniquity of your priesthood. 

Numbers| 18:2 And thy brethren also of thetribeof Levi, the tribe of thy father, bring 
thou with thee, that they may be joined unto thee, and minister unto thee: but thou and thy 
sons with thee [shall minister] before the tabernacle of witness. 

Numbers| 18:3 And they shall keep thy charge, and thechargeof all the tabernacle: only 
they shall not come nigh the vessels of the sanctuary and the altar, that neither they, nor ye 
also, die. 

Numbers| 18:4 And they shall be joined unto thee, and keep the charge of the tabernacle of 
the congregation, for all the service of the tabernacle: and a stranger shall not come nigh 
unto you. 

N umbers| 18:5 And ye shall keep the charge of the sanctuary, and the charge of the altar: 
that there be no wrath any more upon the children of Israel. 

Numbers| 18:6 And I, behold, I havetaken your brethren the L evites f rom amongthe 
children of Israel: to you [they are] given [as] a gift for the LO RD, to do the service of the 
tabernacle of the congregation. 

N umbers| 18:7 Therefore thou and thy sons with thee shall keep your priest's office for 
every thing of the altar, and within the veil; and ye shall serve: I have given your priest's 
office [unto you] as a service of gift: and the stranger that cometh nigh shall be put to death. 
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N umbers| 18:8 And theLORD spake unto Aaron, Behold, I also havegiven thee the charge 
of mine heave offerings of all the hallowed things of the children of Israel; unto thee have I 
given them by reason of the anointing, and to thy sons, by an ordinance for ever. 

Numbers| 18:9 T his shall bethineof themost holy things, [reserved] from the fire: every 
oblation of theirs, every meat offering of theirs and every sin offering of theirs, and every 
trespassoffering of theirs, which shall render unto me, [shall be] most holy for thee and for 
thy sons. 

Numbers| 18:10 1 n the most holy [place] shaltthou eatit; every male shall eat it: it shall be 
holy unto thee. 

Numbers| 18:11 And this [is] thine; the heave offering ofthei r gift, with allthewave 
offerings of the children of Israel: I havegiven them unto thee, and to thy sons and to thy 
daughters with thee, by a statute for ever: every one that is clean i n thy house shall eat of it. 

Numbers| 18:12 All the best of theoil, and all thebestof thewine, and of thewheat, the 
firstfruitsof them which they shall offer unto theLORD, them havel given thee. 

Numbers| 18:13[And]whatsoever isfirst ripeintheland, which they shall bringunto the 
LORD, shall be thine; every one that is clean i n thine house shall eat [of ] it. 

Numbers| 18:14 Everythingdevoted in Israel shall be thine. 

Numbers| 18:15 Every thing that openeth the matrix in all flesh, which they bring unto the 
LO RD, [whether it be] of men or beasts, shall be thine: neverthelessthefirstborn of man 
shalt thou surely redeem, and the firstling of unclean beasts shalt thou redeem. 

Numbers| 18:16 And thosethat areto be redeemed from a month old shalt thou redeem, 
according to thine estimation, for themoney of fiveshekels, after theshekel of the 
sanctuary, which [is] twenty gerahs. 
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N umbers| 18:17 But the firstling of a cow, or the firstling of a sheep, or thefirstling of a 
goat, thou shalt not redeem; they [are] holy: thou shalt sprinkletheir blood upon the altar, 
and shalt burn their fat [for] an offering made by fire, for a sweet savour unto the LO RD. 

Numbers| 18:18 And theflesh ofthem shall bethine, asthewavebreastand as the right 
shoulder arethine. 

Numbers| 18:19 Ali the heaveofferingsof the holy things, which thechildren of Israel offer 
unto theLORD, havel given thee, and thysonsand thy daughters with thee, byastatute 
for ever: it [is] a covenant of salt for ever before the LO RD unto thee and to thy seed with 
thee. 

N umbers| 18:20 And the LO RD spake unto A aron, Thou shalt have no inheritance in their 
land, neither shalt thou have any part among them: I [am] thy part and thine inheritance 
among the children of Israel. 

Numbers| 18:21 And, behold, I have given thechildren ofLevi al I the tenth in Israel for an 
inheritance, for their service which they serve, [even] the service of the tabernacle of the 
congregation. 

Numbers| 18:22 Neither must the children of Israel henceforth comenigh the tabernacle of 
the congregation, lest they bear sin, and die. 

Numbers| 18:23 But the Levites shall do the service of the tabernacle of the congregation, 
and they shall bear their iniquity: [it shall be] a statute for ever throughout your 
generations, that among the children of Israel they have no inheritance. 
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N umbers| 18:24 Butthetithesof thechildren of Israel, which theyoffer [as] an heave 
offering unto the LO RD, I have given to the Levitesto inherit: therefore I have said unto 
them, Among the children of Israel they shall have no inheritance. 

Numbers| 18:25 And theLORD spake unto M oses, saying, 

N umbers| 18:26 T hus speak unto the Levites, and say unto them, W hen ye take of the 
children of Israel the tithes which I have given you from them for your inheritance, then ye 
shall offer up an heave offering of itfor the LORD, [even] atenth [part] of thetithe. 

Numbers| 18:27 And [this] your heave offering shall be reckoned unto you, asthough [it 
were] thecorn of thethreshingfloor, and asthefulnessof thewinepress. 

Numbers| 18:28 T hus yealso shall offer an heave offering unto the LORD of all your 
tithes, which ye receive of the children of Israel; and ye shall give thereof the LO R D 'S 
heave offering to Aaron the priest. 

Numbers| 18:29 O ut of all your giftsye shall offer every heave offering of theLORD, of all 
the best thereof, [even] the hallowed part thereof out of it. 

N umbers| 18:30 Therefore thou shalt say unto them, W hen ye have heaved the best 
thereof from it, then it shall be counted unto the Levites as the increase of the 
threshingfloor, and as the increase of the winepress. 

Numbers| 18:31 And ye shall eat it in every place, yeand your households: for it [is] your 
reward for your service in the tabernacle of the congregation. 

N umbers| 18:32 And ye shall bear no sin by reason of it, when ye have heaved from it the 
best of it: neither shall ye pollute the holy things of the children of Israel, lest ye die. 

Numbers| 19:1 And theLORD spake unto M oses and unto Aaron, saying, 
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N umbers| 19:2 T his [is] theordinanceof the law which the LORD hath commanded, 
saying, Speak unto the children of Israel, that they bring thee a red heifer without spot, 
wherein [is] no blemish, [and] upon which never cameyoke: 

Numbers| 19:3 And ye shall give her unto Eleazar the priest, that he may bring her forth 
without the camp, and [one] shall slay her before hisface: 

Numbers| 19:4 And Eleazar the priest shall takeof her blood with his finger, and sprinkle 
of her blood directly before the tabernacle of the congregation seven times: 

Numbers| 19:5 And [one] shall burn the heifer in hissight; herskin, and her flesh, and her 
blood, with her dung, shall he burn: 

Numbers| 19:6 And the priest shall take cedar wood, and hyssop, and scarlet, and cast [it] 
into the midst of the burning of the heifer. 

Numbers| 19:7 Then the priest shall wash hisclothes, and he shall bathe his flesh in water, 
and afterward he shall come into the camp, and the priest shall be unclean unti I the even. 

Numbers| 19:8 And he that burneth her shall wash his clothesin water, and bathe hisflesh 
i n water, and shall be unclean unti I the even. 

N umbers| 19:9 And a man [that is] clean shall gather up the ashes of the heifer, and lay 
[them] up without the camp in a clean place, and it shall be kept for the congregation of the 
children of Israel for a water of separation: it [is] a purification for sin. 

Numbers| 19:10 And he that gathereth the ashes of the heifer shall wash hisclothes, and be 
unclean until the even: and it shall be unto the children of Israel, and unto the stranger that 
sojourneth among them, for a statute for ever.

Numbers| 19:17 And foran unclean [person] they shall takeof theashesof theburnt heifer 
of purification for sin, and running water shall be put thereto in a vessel: 

Numbers| 19:18 And a clean person shall take hyssop, and di p [it] in the water, and 
sprinkle [it] upon thetent, and upon all the vessels, and upon the personsthat werethere, 
and upon him that touched a bone, or one slain, or one dead, or a grave: 

Numbers| 19:19 And the clean [person] shall sprinkle upon the unclean on the third day, 
and on the seventh day: and on the seventh day he shall purify himself, and wash his 
clothes, and bathe himself in water, and shall be clean at even. 
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N umbers| 19:20 But the man that shall be unclean, and shall not purify himself, that soul 
shall be cut off from among the congregation, because he hath defiled the sanctuary of the 
LORD: the water of separation hath not been sprinkled upon him; he[is] unclean. 

Numbers| 19:21 And it shall beaperpetual statuteunto them, that he that sprinkleth the 
water of separation shall wash his clothes; and he that toucheth the water of separation shall 
be unclean unti I even. 

N umbers| 19:22 And whatsoever the unclean [person] toucheth shall be unclean; and the 
soul that toucheth [it] shall be unclean unti I even. 

Numbers| 20:1 Then camethechildren of Israel, [even] the w hole congregation, intothe 
desert ofZin inthefirst month: and the peopleabodein Kadesh; and Miriam died there, 
and was buried there. 

N umbers| 20:2 And there was no water for the congregation: and they gathered themselves 
together against M oses and against A aron. 

Numbers| 20:3 And the peoplechided with M oses, andspake, saying, WouldGod thatwe 
had died when our brethren died before the LO R D ! 

N umbers| 20:4 And why have ye brought up the congregation of the LORD into this 
wilderness, that we and our cattle should die there? 

Numbers| 20:5 And wherefore have ye made us to comeupout of Egypt, to bring usin 
unto this evil place? it [is] no place of seed, or of figs, or of vines, or of pomegranates; 
neither [is] there any water to drink. 

N umbers| 20:6 And M oses and Aaron went from the presence of the assembly unto the 
door of the tabernacle of the congregation, and they fell upon their faces: and the glory of 
the LO R D appeared unto them. 
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N umbers| 20:7 And theLORD spake unto M oses, saying, 



Numbers| 20:8 Take the rod, and gather thou the assembly together, thou, andAaronthy 
brother, and speak ye unto the rock beforetheir eyes; and it shall giveforth his water, and 
thou shalt bring forth to them water out of the rock: so thou shalt give the congregation 
and their beasts drink. 

Numbers| 20:9 And Mosestookthe rod from beforethe LORD, ashecommanded him. 

Numbers| 20:10 And M oses and Aaron gathered the congregation together beforethe 
rock, and he said unto them, Hear now, ye rebels; must wefetch you water out of this 
rock?

Numbers| 20:15 H ow ourfatherswentdown into Egypt, and wehavedwelt in Egypta 
long time; and the Egyptians vexed us, and our fathers: 

Numbers| 20:16 And when wecried unto theLORD, he heard ourvoice, and sentan 
angel, and hath brought us forth out of Egypt: and, behold, we [are] in Kadesh, a city in the 
uttermost of thy border: 
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N umbers| 20:17 Letuspass, I praythee, through thy country: wewill not passthroughthe 
fields, or through the vineyards, neither will we drink [of] the water of the wells: wewill 
go by the king's [high] way, we will not turn to the right hand nor to the left, until we have 
passed thy borders. 

Numbers| 20:18 And Edom said unto him, Thou shalt not passby me, lest I comeout 
against thee with the sword. 

Numbers| 20:19 And thechildren of Israel said unto him, Wewill go by the high way: and 
if I and my cattle drink of thy water, then I will pay for it: I will only, without [doing] any 
thing [else], go through on my feet. 

Numbers| 20:20 And hesaid, Thou shalt not go through. And Edom cameout against him 
with much people, and with a strong hand. 

Numbers| 20:21 T hus Edom refused to give Israel passage through his border: wherefore 
Israel turned away from him. 

N umbers| 20:22 And the children of Israel, [even] the whole congregation, journeyed from 
Kadesh, and came unto mount Hor. 

Numbers| 20:23 And the LORD spakeunto Mosesand Aaron in mount Hor, by thecoast 
of theland of Edom, saying, 

Numbers| 20:24 Aaron shall begathered unto his people: for heshall not enter into the 
land which I have given unto the children of Israel, because ye rebelled against my word at 
the water of Meribah. 

Numbers| 20:25 Take Aaron and Eleazar hisson, and bringthem up unto mount Hor: 

Numbers| 20:26 And strip Aaron of his garments, and putthem upon Eleazar hisson: and 
Aaron shall be gathered [unto his people], and shall diethere. 
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N umbers| 20:27 And Mosesdid astheLORD commanded: and they went up into mount 
Hor in thesight of all the congregation. 

Numbers| 20:28 And Mosesstripped Aaron of hisgarments, and putthem upon Eleazar his 
son; and Aaron died there in the top of the mount: and Mosesand Eleazar camedownfrom 
the mount. 

Numbers| 20:29 And when all the congregation saw that Aaron wasdead, they mourned 
for Aaron thirty days, [even] all the house of Israel. 

Numbers| 21:1 And [when] king Arad the Canaanite, which dwelt in thesouth, heard tell 
that Israel came by the way of the spies; then he fought against Israel, and took [some] of 
them prisoners. 

Numbers| 21:2 And Israel vowed avow unto the LORD, and said, If thou wilt indeed 
deliver this people into my hand, then I will utterly destroy their cities. 

Numbers| 21:3 And the LORD hearkened to the voiceof Israel, and delivered upthe 
Canaanites; and they utterly destroyed them and their cities: and he called the name of the 
place Hormah. 

Numbers| 21:4 And theyjourneyed from mount Hor by the way of the Red sea, to 
compass the land of Edom: and the soul of the people was much discouraged because of the 
way. 

N umbers| 21:5 And the people spake against God, and against M oses, W herefore have ye 
brought us up out of Egypt to die in the wilderness?for [there i s] no bread, neither [is there 
any] water; and our soul loatheth this light bread. 

Numbers| 21:6 And the LORD sent fiery serpentsamongthe people, and they bit the 
people; and much people of Israel died. 
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N umbers| 2 1 : 7 T heref ore t he people cameto M oses, and said, Wehavesinned, forwe 
have spoken against the LO RD, and against thee; pray unto the LO RD, that he take away 
the serpents from us. And M oses prayed for the people. 

Numbers| 21:8 And the LO R D said unto M oses, Maketheeafiery serpent, and set itu pon 
a pole: and it shall come to pass, that every one that is bitten, when he looketh upon it, 
shall live. 

N umbers| 21:9 And M oses made a serpent of brass, and put it upon a pole, and it came to 
pass, that if a serpent had bitten any man, when he beheld the serpent of brass, he lived. 

Numbers| 21:10 And thechildren of Israel setforward, and pitched inOboth. 

Numbers| 21:11 And theyjourneyed from Oboth, and pitched at Ijeabarim, inthe 
wildernesswhich [is] beforeMoab, toward thesunrising. 

Numbers| 21:12 From thencethey removed, and pitched in thevalley of Zared. 

Numbers| 21:13 From thencethey removed, and pitched on theother sideof Arnon, 
which [is] in the wilderness that cometh out of the coasts of the Amorites: for Arnon [is] the 
border of M oab, between M oab and the Amorites. 

Numbers| 21:14 W herefore it issaid inthe book of thewarsof theLORD, Whathedid in 
the Red sea, and inthe brooksof Arnon, 

N umbers| 21:15 And at the stream of the brooksthat goeth down to the dwelling of Ar, 
and lieth upon the border of M oab. 

Numbers| 21:16 And from thence [they went] to Beer: that [is] the well whereofthe 
LORD spake unto M oses, Gatherthe people together, and I will givethem water. 

Numbers| 21:17 T hen Israel sangthissong, Springup, O well; singyeunto it: 
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N umbers| 21:18 The princesdigged thewell, thenoblesof thepeopledigged it, by [the 
direction of] the lawgiver, with their staves. And from the wilderness [they went] to 
M attanah: 

Numbers| 21:19 And from M attanah to Nahaliel: and from Nahaliel to Bamoth: 

N umbers| 21:20 And from Bamoth [in] the valley that [is] in the country of M oab, to the 
topof Pisgah, which looketh towardjeshimon. 

Numbers| 21:21 And Israel sent messengersunto Sihon king of the Amorites, saying, 

Numbers| 21:22 Letme passthrough thy land: wewill notturn into thefields, or intothe 
vineyards; wewill not drink [of] the watersof thewell: [but] wewill go along bytheking's 
[high] way, unti I w e be past thy borders. 

Numbers| 21:23 And Sihon would notsuffer Israel to passthrough his border: but Sihon 
gathered all his people together, and went out against Israel into the wilderness: and he 
came to J ahaz, and fought against Israel. 

Numbers| 21:24 And Israel smotehim with the edgeof the sword, and possessed his land 
from Arnon unto Jabbok, even unto thechildren of Ammon: for the border of thechildren 
of Ammon [w as] strong. 

Numbers| 21:25 And Israel tookall thesecities: and Israel dwelt in all the cities of the 
Amorites, in Heshbon, and in all the villagesthereof.

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N umbers| 21:28 For thereisafiregoneout of Heshbon, aflamefrom thecity of Sihon: it 
hath consumed Ar of M oab, [and] the lords of the high places of A rnon. 



Numbers| 21:29Woetothee, M oab! thou artundone, O peopleof Chemosh: hehath 
given hissonsthat escaped, and his daughters, into captivity unto Sihon king of the 
Amorites. 

N umbers| 21:30 W e have shot at them; H eshbon is perished even unto Dibon, and we have 
laid them wasteeven unto Nophah, which [reachethj unto Medeba. 

Numbers| 21:31 T hus Israel dwelt in the land of the Amorites. 

Numbers| 21:32 And M oses sent to spy out J aazer, and theytook the villages thereof, and 
droveout the Amorites that [were] there. 

N umbers| 21:33 And they turned and went up by the way of Bashan: and O g the king of 
Bashan went out against them, he, and all his people, to the battle at Edrei. 

Numbers| 21:34 And theLORD said unto M oses, Fear him not: for I havedelivered him 
into thy hand, and all his people, and his land; and thou shalt do to him as thou didst unto 
Sihon king of the Amorites, which dwelt at Heshbon.

Numbers| 22:17 Forl will promote thee unto very great honour, and I will do whatsoever 
thou sayest unto me: come therefore, I pray thee, curse me this people. 

Numbers| 22:18 And Balaam answered and said unto the servantsof Balak, If Balak would 
give mehishousefull of silver and gold, I cannot go beyond theword of the LORD my 
God, to do lessor more. 

Numbers| 22:19 N ow therefore, I pray you, tarry yealso herethisnight, that I may know 
what the LO RD will say unto me more. 

Numbers| 22:20 And God cameunto Balaam at night, and said unto him, If themen come 
to call thee, rise up, [and] go with them; but yet the word which I shall say unto thee, that 
shalt thou do. 

Numbers| 22:21 And Balaam roseup in the morning, and saddled hisass, and went with 
the princesof Moab. 

Numbers| 22:22 And God'sanger waskindled because hewent: and the angel of the 
LORD stood i n thewayfor an adversary again st him. Now he wasriding upon hisass, and 
histwo servants [were] with him. 
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N umbers| 22:23 And theasssaw the angel of the LORD standing in the way, and hissword 
drawn in hishand: and theassturned asideout of the way, and wentinto thefield: and 
Balaam smote the ass, to turn her into the way.

Numbers| 22:35 And the angel of the LORD said unto Balaam, Gowith themen: butonly 
the word that I shall speak unto thee, that thou shalt speak. So Balaam went with the 
princesof Balak. 

Numbers| 22:36 And when Balak heard that Balaam wascome, hewentoutto meet him 
untoacity of Moab, which [is] inthe border of Arnon, which [is] inthe utmost coast. 

Numbers| 22:37 And Balak said unto Balaam, Didl not earnestly send unto thee to call 
thee? wherefore camest thou not unto me? am I not able indeed to promote thee to 
honour?

Deuteronomyl 1:38 [But] Joshua the son of Nun, which standeth before thee, heshall go in 
thither: encourage him: for he shall cause Israel to inherit it. 

Deuteronomyl 1:39 M oreover your little ones, which ye said should be a prey, and your 
children, which in that day had no knowledge between good and evil, they shall go in 
thither, and unto them will I give it, and they shall possess it. 

Deuteronomyl 1:40 But [as for] you, turnyou, and takeyour journey into thewilderness 
by the way of the Red sea. 
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Deuteronomyl 1:41 Then ye answered and said unto me, W e have sinned against the 
LO RD, we will go up and fight, according to all that the LO RD our God commanded us. 
And when ye had girded on every man his weapons of war, ye were ready to go up into the 
hill. 

Deuteronomyl 1:42 And the LO RD said unto me, Say unto them, Go not up, neither fight; 
for I [am] not among you; lest ye be smitten before your enemies. 

Deuteronomyl 1:43 So I spake unto you; and ye would not hear, but rebelled against the 
commandment of the LO RD, and went presumptuously up into the hill. 

Deuteronomyl 1:44 And theAmorites, which dweltinthatmountain, cameout against 
you, and chased you, asbeesdo, and destroyed you in Seir, [even] unto Hormah. 

Deuteronomyl 1:45 And ye returned and wept before the LORD; but the LO RD would 
not hearken to your voice, nor give ear unto you. 

Deuteronomyl 1:46 So ye abode in Kadesh many days, according unto the daysthat ye 
abode [there]. 

Deuteronomyl 2:1 Then we turned, and took our journey into the wilderness by the way 
of the Red sea, as the LO RD spake unto me: and we compassed mount Seir many days. 

Deuteronomyl 2:2 And the LO RD spake unto me, saying, 

Deuteronomyl 2:3 Ye have compassed this mountain long enough: turn you northward. 

Deuteronomyl 2:4 And command thou the people, saying, Ye [are] to passthrough the 
coast of your brethren the children of Esau, which dwell in Seir; and they shall be afraid of 
you: takeye good heed unto yourselvestherefore: 
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Deuteronomyl 2:5 M eddle not with them; forl will notgiveyou of their land, no, notso 
much as a foot breadth; because I have given mount Seir unto Esau [for] a possession. 

Deuteronomyl 2:6 Y e shall buy meat of them for money, that ye may eat; and ye shall also 
buy water of them for money, that ye may drink. 

Deuteronomyl 2:7 For the LORD thy God hath blessed thee in all theworksof thy hand: 
he knoweth thy walking through this great wilderness: these forty years the LORD thy God 
[hath been] with thee; thou hast lacked nothing. 

Deuteronomyl 2:8 And when we passed by from our brethren the children of Esau, which 
dwelt in Seir, through the way of the plain from Elath, and from Eziongaber, we turned 
and passed by the way of the wilderness of M oab. 

Deuteronomyl 2:9 And the LORD said unto me, D istress not the M oabites, neither 
contend with them in battle: for I will not give thee of their land [for] a possession; because 
I have given Ar unto the children of Lot [for] a possession. 

Deuteronomyl 2:10 The Emims dwelt therein intimespast, a people great, and many, and 
tali, astheAnakims; 

Deuteronomyl 2:11 W hich also wereaccounted giants, astheAnakims; but the M oabites 
call them Emims. 

Deuteronomyl 2:12 The Horimsalso dwelt in Seir beforetime; but the children of Esau 
succeeded them, when they had destroyed them from before them, and dwelt i n their 
stead; as Israel did unto the land of his possession, which the LO R D gave unto them. 

Deuteronomyl 2:13 Now riseup, [said I], and getyou overthe brookZered. And wewent 
over the brook Zered. 
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Deuteronomyl 2:14 And thespace in which wecamefrom Kadeshbarnea, until wewere 
come over the brook Zered, [w as] thirty and eight years; until all the generation of the men 
of war were wasted out from among the host, as the LO R D sware unto them. 

Deuteronomyl 2:15 For indeed the hand of the LO RD wasagainstthem, to destroy them 
from among the host, until they were consumed. 

Deuteronomyl 2:16 So it cameto pass, when all the men of war were consumed and dead 
from among the people, 

Deuteronomyl 2:17 That the LORD spakeunto me, saying, 

Deuteronomyl 2:18 T hou artto pass over through A r, the coast of M oab, thisday: 

Deuteronomyl 2:19 And [when] thou comest nigh over against the children of Amnion, 
distressthem not, nor meddlewith them: for I will not give thee of the land of the children 
of Ammon [any] possession; because I have given it unto the children of Lot [for] a 
possession. 

Deuteronomyl 2:20 (Thatalso wasaccounted a land of giants: giantsdwelttherein in old 
time; and theAmmonitescall them Zamzummims; 

Deuteronomyl 2:21 A people great, and many, and tali, astheAnakims; but the LORD 
destroyed them beforethem; and they succeeded them, and dwelt in their stead: 

Deuteronomyl 2:22 As he did to the children of Esau, which dwelt in Seir, when he 
destroyed the Horimsfrom beforethem; and they succeeded them, and dwelt in their 
stead even unto thisday: 

Deuteronomyl 2:23 And the Avims which dwelt in Hazerim, [even] unto Azzah, the 
Caphtorims, which cameforth out of Caphtor, destroyed them, and dwelt in their stead.) 
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Deuteronomyl 2:24 Riseyeup, take your journey, and passover theriver Arnon: behold, I 
havegiven intothinehand Sihon the Amorite, kingof Heshbon, and hisland: beginto 
possess [it], and contend with him in battle. 

Deuteronomyl 2:25 This day will I beginto putthedread oftheeand thefear oftheeupon 
the nations [that are] under the whole heaven, who shall hear report of thee, and shall 
tremble, and be in anguish because of thee. 

Deuteronomyl 2:26 And I sent messengers out of the wildernessof Kedemoth unto Sihon 
king of Heshbon with wordsof peace, saying, 

Deuteronomyl 2:27 Let me pass through thy land: I will go along by thehigh way, I will 
neither turn unto the right hand nor to the left. 

Deuteronomyl 2:28 Thou shalt sell me meat for money, that I may eat; and give me water 
for money, that I may drink: only I will pass through on myfeet; 

Deuteronomyl 2:29 (Asthechildren of Esauwhich dwell inSeir, and the M oabites which 
dwell in Ar, did unto me;) until I shall passover J o rdan into the land which theLORD our 
God giveth us. 

Deuteronomyl 2:30 But Sihon kingof Heshbon would not let us pass by him: for the 
LORD thy God hardened his spirit, and madehisheart obstinate, that he might deliver him 
into thy hand, as [appeareth] this day. 

Deuteronomyl 2:31 And the LO RD said unto me, Behold, I have begun to give Sihon and 
his land before thee: begin to possess, that thou mayest inherit his land. 

Deuteronomyl 2:32 Then Sihon came out against us, heand all hispeople, tofightatjahaz. 

Deuteronomyl 2:33 And the LO RD our God delivered him before us; and we smote him, 
and hissons, and all hispeople. 
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Deuteronomyl 2:34 And wetookall his cities at that time, and utterly destroyed the men, 
and the women, and the little ones, of every city, we left none to remain: 

Deuteronomyl 2:35 Only thecattlewetookfor aprey unto ourselves, and thespoil ofthe 
cities which wetook. 

Deuteronomyl 2:36 From Aroer, which [is] bythe brinkof theriver ofArnon, and [from] 
the city that [is] by the river, even unto G ilead, there was not one city too strong for us: 
the LO R D our God delivered all unto us: 

Deuteronomyl 2:37 O nly unto the land of the children of Ammon thou camest not, [nor] 
unto any place of the river J abbok, nor unto the cities in the mountains, nor unto 
whatsoever the LO R D our God forbad us. 

Deuteronomyl 3:lThen weturned, and wentupthewayto Bashan: and Ogthekingof 
Bashan came out against us, he and all his people, to battle at Edrei. 

Deuteronomyl 3:2 And the LO RD said unto me, Fear him not: for I will deliver him, and 
all his people, and his land, intothy hand; and thou shaltdo unto him as thou didstunto 
Sihon king of the Amorites, which dweltat Heshbon. 

Deuteronomyl 3:3 So the LORD our God delivered into our handsOgalso, the kingof 
Bashan, and all his people: and we smote him until none was left to him remaining. 

Deuteronomyl 3:4 And we took all his cities at that time, there was not a city which we 
took not from them, threescore cities, all the region of Argob, thekingdom of O g in 
Bashan. 

Deuteronomyl 3:5 All these cities [were] fenced with high w alis, gates, and bars; beside 
unwalled townsagreat many. 
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Deuteronomyl 3:6 And we utterly destroyed them, aswedid unto Sihon kingof H eshbon, 
utterly destroying the men, women, and children, of every city. 

Deuteronomyl 3:7 But all the cattle, and thespoil ofthecities, wetookfor apreyto 
ourselves. 

Deuteronomyl 3:8 And we took at that time out of the hand of the two kings of the 
Amoritesthe land that [was] on this side J ordan, from the river of Arnon unto mount 
Hermon; 

Deuteronomyl 3:9 ([Which] Hermon theSidonianscall Sirion; and the Amorites call it 
Shenir;) 

Deuteronomyl 3:10 All the cities of the plain, and all Gilead, and all Bashan, unto Salchah 
and Edrei, cities of the kingdom of O g in Bashan. 

Deuteronomyl 3:11 For onlyOg kingof Bashan remained of the remnant of giants; behold, 
hisbedstead [was] a bedstead of iron; [is] it not in Rabbath of the children of Amnion? nine 
cubits [was] the length thereof, and four cubitsthe breadth of it, after the cubit of a man. 

Deuteronomyl 3:12 And this land, [which] we possessed at that time, fromAroer, which 
[is] by the river Arnon, and half mount Gilead, and the cities thereof, gavel unto the 
Reubenites and to the Gadites. 

Deuteronomyl 3:13 And the restof Gilead, and all Bashan, [being] the kingdom ofOg, 
gave I unto the half tribe of M anasseh; all the region of Argob, with all Bashan, which was 
called the land of giants. 

Deuteronomyl 3: 14 J air the son of M anasseh took all the country of Argob unto the coasts 
of Geshuri and Maachathi; and called them after hisown name, Bashan havothj air, unto this 
day. 

Deuteronomyl 3:15 And I gave Gilead unto Machir. 
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Deuteronomyl 3:16 And unto the Reubenites and unto the Gadites I gavefrom Gilead even 
unto the river Arnon half the valley, and the border even unto the river J abbok, [which i s] 
the border of the children of Amnion; 



Deuteronomyl 3:17 The plainalso, and Jordan, and the coast [thereof], from Chinnereth 
even unto the sea of the plain, [even] the salt sea, under Ashdothpisgah eastward. 

Deuteronomyl 3:18 And I commanded you atthattime, saying, TheLORD your God hath 
given you this land to possess it: ye shall pass over armed before your brethren the children 
of Israel, all [that are] meet for the war. 

Deuteronomyl 3:19 But your wives, and your little ones, and your cattle, ([for] I know that 
ye have much cattle,) shall abide in your cities which I have given you; 

Deuteronomy 3:20 Unti I the LO R D have given rest unto your brethren, as wel I as unto 
you, and [unti ] they also possess the land which the LO R D your God hath given them 
beyond Jordan: and [then] shall ye return every man unto his possession, which I have given 
you. 

Deuteronomyl 3:21 And I commanded J oshua atthattime, saying, Thineeyeshaveseen all 
that the LORD your God hath doneunto thesetwo kings: so shall the LORD do unto all 
the kingdomswhither thou passest. 

Deuteronomyl 3:22 Ye shall not fear them: for the LORD your God he shall fight for you. 

Deuteronomyl 3:23 And I besought the LORD atthattime, saying, 

Deuteronomyl 3:24 O Lord GO D, thou hast begun to show thy servant thy greatness, and 
thy mighty hand: for what God [isthere] in heaven or in earth, that can do according to thy 
works, and according to thy might? 
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Deuteronomyl 3:25 I pray thee, let me go over, and see the good land that [is] beyond 
Jordan, that goodly mountain, and Lebanon. 



Deuteronomyl 3:26 ButtheLORD waswrothwith me for your sakes, andwouldnot hear 
me: and the L O R D said unto me, Let it suffice thee; speak no more unto me of this matter. 

Deuteronomy 3:27 Get thee up into the top of Pisgah, and lift up thine eyes westward, 
and northward, and southward, and eastward, and behold [it] with thine eyes: for thou 
shalt not go over thisj ordan. 

Deuteronomyl 3:28 But chargejoshua, and encourage him, and strengthen him: for he 
shall go over before this people, and he shall cause them to inherit the land which thou shalt 
see. 



Deuteronomyl 3:29 So we abode in the valley over against Bethpeor. 

Deuteronomyl 4:1 N ow therefore hearken, O Israel, unto the statutes and unto the 
judgments, which I teach you, for to do [them], that ye may live, and go in and possessthe 
land which theLORD God of your fathers giveth you. 

Deuteronomyl 4:2 Ye shall not add unto the word which I command you, neither shall ye 
di minish [ought] f rom it, that ye may keep the commandments of the LO R D your G od 
which I command you. 

Deuteronomyl 4:3 Your eyes have seen what the LO RD did because of Baalpeor: for all the 
men that followed Baalpeor, the LO RD thy God hath destroyed them f rom among you. 

Deuteronomyl 4:4 But ye that did cleaveunto theLORD your God [are] aliveevery one of 
you this day. 

Deuteronomyl 4:5 Behold, I havetaught you statutes and judgments, even as the LORD 
my God commanded me, that ye should do so in the land whither ye go to possess it. 
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Deuteronomyl 4:6 Keep therefore and do [them]; for this [is] your wisdom and your 
understanding i n the sight of the nations, which shall hear all these statutes, and say, Surely 
thisgreat nation [is] a wise and understanding people. 

Deuteronomyl 4:7 For what nation [isthereso] great, who [hath] God [so] nigh unto them, 
astheLORD our God [is] in all [thingsthat] wecall upon him [for]? 

Deuteronomyl 4:8 And what nation [isthereso] great, that hath statutes and j udgments 
[so] righteousasall thislaw, which I set beforeyou thisday? 

Deuteronomyl 4:9 O nly take heed to thyself, and keep thy soul diligently, lest thou forget 
the things which thine eyes have seen, and lest they depart from thy heart all the days of thy 
life: but teach them thy sons, and thy sons' sons; 

Deuteronomyl 4:10 [Specially] the day that thou stoodest beforetheLORD thy God in 
Horeb, when theLORD said unto me, Gather methe people together, and I will make 
them hear my words, that they may learn to fear me all the days that they shall live upon 
the earth, and [that] they may teach their children. 

Deuteronomyl 4:11 And ye came near and stood under the mountain; and the mountain 
burned with fire unto the midst of heaven, with darkness, clouds, and thick darkness. 

Deuteronomyl 4:12 And the LO R D spake unto you out of the midst of the fire: ye heard 
the voice of the words, but saw no similitude; only [ye heard] a voice. 

Deuteronomyl 4:13 And he declared unto you hiscovenant, which he commanded you to 
perform, [even] ten commandments; and he wrote them upon two tables of stone. 
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Deuteronomyl 4:14 And theLORD commanded meatthattimeto teach you statutes and 
judgments, that ye might do them in the land whither ye go over to possess it. 

Deuteronomyl 4:15 Take ye therefore good heed unto yourselves; for ye saw no manner of 
similitude on the day [that] the LO RD spake unto you in H oreb out of the midst of the fire: 

Deuteronomyl 4:16 Lest ye corrupt [yourselves], and make you a graven image, the 
similitude of any figure, the likeness of mal e or female, 

Deuteronomyl 4:17 The likeness of any beast that [is] on the earth, the likeness of any 
winged fowl that flieth i n the air, 

Deuteronomyl 4:18 The likeness of any thing that creepeth on the ground, the likeness of 
any fish that [is] in the waters beneath the earth: 

Deuteronomyl 4:19 And lest thou lift up thine eyes unto heaven, and when thou seest the 
sun, and the moon, and the stars, [evenj all the host of heaven, shouldest be driven to 
worship them, and serve them, which the LO RD thy God hath divided unto all nations 
under thewhole heaven. 

Deuteronomyl 4:20 But the LO RD hath taken you, and brought you forth out of the iron 
furnace, [even] out of Egypt, to be unto him a people of inheritance, as [ye are] this day. 

Deuteronomyl 4:21 Furthermore theLORD wasangrywith mefor yoursakes, andsware 
that I should not go over Jordan, and that I should not go in unto that good land, which the 
LO RD thy God giveth thee [for] an inheritance: 

Deuteronomyl 4:22 But I mustdiein this land, I must notgo over Jordan: butyeshall go 
over, and possess that good land. 
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Deuteronomyl 4:23Takeheed unto yourselves, lest ye forget the covenant of theLORD 
yourGod, which he madewith you, and makeyou agraven image, [or] the likeness of any 
[thing], which the LO RD thy God hath forbidden thee. 

Deuteronomyl 4:24 For the LO RD thy God [is] a consuming f i re, [even] a jealous God. 

Deuteronomyl 4:25 W hen thou shalt beget children, and children's children, and yeshall 
have remained long in the land, and shall corrupt [yourselves], and make a graven image, 
[or] the likeness of any [thing], and shall doevil inthesight of theLORD thy God, to 
provokehim to anger: 

Deuteronomyl 4:26 1 call heaven and earthto witnessagainstyou thisday, that yeshall 
soon utterly perish from off the land whereunto ye go over J ordan to possess it; ye shall not 
prolong [your] days upon it, but shall utterly be destroyed. 

Deuteronomyl 4:27 And the LO RD shall scatter you among the nations, and ye shall be left 
few in number among the heathen, whither the LO RD shall lead you. 

Deuteronomyl 4:28 And there yeshall servegods, thework of men's hands, wood and 
stone, which neither see, nor hear, nor eat, nor smell. 

Deuteronomyl 4:29 But iffrom thence thou shalt seek theLORD thy God, thou shalt find 
[him], if thou seek him with all thy heart and with all thy soul. 

Deuteronomyl 4:30 W hen thou art in tribulation, and all these things are come upon thee, 
[even] in the latter days, if thou turn to the LO RD thy God, and shalt be obedient unto his 
voice; 

Deuteronomyl 4:31 (For theLORD thy God [is] a merciful God;) hewill not forsake thee, 
neither destroy thee, nor forget the covenant of thy fathers which he sware unto them. 
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Deuteronomyl 4:32 For ask now of the days that are past, which were before thee, since 
the day that God created man upon the earth, and [ask] from the one side of heaven unto 
the other, whether there hath been [any such thing] asthis great thing [is] ( or hath been 
heard I i ke it? 

Deuteronomyl 4:33 Did [ever] peoplehear thevoice of God speakingout of themidstof 
the fire, asthou hast heard, and live? 

Deuteronomyl 4:34 O r hath God assayed to go [and] take him a nation from the midst of 
[another] nation, by temptations, by signs, and by wonders, and by war, and by a mighty 
hand, and by a stretched out arm, and by great terrors, according to all that the LO RD 
your God did for you i n Egypt before your eyes? 

Deuteronomyl 4:35 Unto theeit wasshowed, thatthou mightest know that the LO R D he 
[is] God; [there is] none else beside him. 

Deuteronomyl 4:36 Out of heaven he madetheeto hear hisvoice, that he might instruct 
thee: and upon earth he showed thee his great fire; and thou heardest his words out of the 
midst of the fire. 

Deuteronomyl 4:37 And because he loved thy fathers, therefore he chose their seed after 
them, and brought thee out in his sight with his mighty power out of Egypt; 

Deuteronomyl 4:38 To drive out nationsfrom before thee greater and mightier than thou 
[art], to bring thee in, to give thee their land [for] an inheritance, as [it is] this day. 

Deuteronomyl 4:39 Know therefore this day, and consider [it] in thine heart, that the 
LO RD he [is] God in heaven above, and upon the earth beneath: [there is] none else. 
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Deuteronomyl 4:40 Thou shalt keep therefore his statutes, and hiscommandments, which 
I command thee this day, that it may go well with thee, and with thy children after thee, 
and that thou mayest prolong [thy] days upon the earth, which the LO R D thy God giveth 
thee, for ever. 

Deuteronomyl 4:41 T hen Mosessevered threecitieson thissidejordan toward thesun 
rising; 

Deuteronomyl 4:42 That the slayer might flee thither, which should kill his neighbour 
unawares, and hated him not in times past; and that fleeing unto one of these cities he 
might live: 

Deuteronomyl 4:43 [N amely], Bezer in the wilderness, in the plain country, of the 
Reubenites; and Ramoth in Gilead, of the Gadites; and Golan in Bashan, of the M anassites. 

Deuteronomyl 4:44 And this [is] thelaw which Mosesset before the children of Israel: 

Deuteronomyl 4:45 These [are] the testimonies, and the statutes, and the judgments, 
which M oses spake unto the children of Israel, after they came forth out of Egypt, 

Deuteronomyl 4:46 O n thissidejordan, in the valley over against Bethpeor, intheland of 
Sihon king of theAmorites, who dwelt at H eshbon, whom M oses and the children of Israel 
smote, after they were come forth out of Egypt: 

Deuteronomyl 4:47 And they possessed his land, and the land of O g king of Bashan, two 
kingsof theAmorites, which [were] on thissidejordan toward thesun rising; 

Deuteronomyl 4:48 From Aroer, which [is] bythe bankof theriver Arnon, even unto 
mount Sion, which [is] Hermon, 

Deuteronomyl 4:49 And all the plain on thissidejordan eastward, even unto the seaof the 
plain, under the springs of Pisgah. 
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Deuteronomyl 5:1 And M oses called all Israel, and said unto them, Hear, O Israel, the 
statutes and judgments which I speak in your earsthis day, that ye may learn them, and 
keep, and do them. 

Deuteronomyl 5:2TheLORD our God made a covenant with usin Horeb. 

Deuteronomyl 5:3 The LO RD made not this covenant with our fathers, but with us, [even] 
us, who [are] all of usherealive this day. 

Deuteronomyl 5:4 The LO RD talked with you face to face in the mount out of the midst of 
the f i re, 

Deuteronomyl 5:5 (I stood between the LO RD and you at that time, to show you the word 
of the LO R D : for ye were afraid by reason of the fire, and went not up into the mount; ) 
sayi ng, 

Deuteronomyl 5:6 1 [am]theLORD thyGod, which brought thee out oftheland of Egypt, 
from the house of bondage. 

Deuteronomyl 5:7 Thou shalt have none other gods before me. 

Deuteronomyl 5:8 Thou shalt not makethee [any] graven image, [or] any likeness [of any 
thing] that [is] in heaven above, or that [is] in the earth beneath, or that [is] in the waters 
beneath the earth: 

Deuteronomyl 5:9 Thou shalt not bow down thyself unto them, nor serve them: for I the 
LO RD thy God [am] a jealous God, visiting the iniquity of the fathers upon the children 
unto the third and fourth [generation] of them that hate me, 

Deuteronomyl 5:10 And showing mercy unto thousands of them that love me and keep my 
commandments. 

Deuteronomyl 5:11 Thou shalt not take the name of theLORD thyGod in vain: for the 
LO RD will not hold [him] guiltless that taketh his name in vain. 
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Deuteronomyl 5:12 Keep thesabbath dayto sanctify it, astheLORD thyGod hath 
commanded thee. 

Deuteronomyl 5:13 Six daysthou shalt labour, and do all thy work: 

Deuteronomyl 5:14 But the seventh day [is] thesabbath of theLORD thyGod: [in it]thou 
shalt not do any work, thou, nor thy son, nor thy daughter, nor thy manservant, nor thy 
maidservant, nor thine ox, nor thine ass, nor any of thy cattle, nor thy stranger that [is] 
within thy gates; that thy manservant and thy maidservant may rest as well as thou. 

Deuteronomyl 5:15 And remember that thou wast a servant in the land of Egypt, and [that] 
the LO R D thy G od brought thee out thence through a mighty hand and by a stretched out 
arm: therefore the LO R D thy God commanded thee to keep the sabbath day. 

Deuteronomyl 5:16 Honour thyfather and thy mother, astheLORD thyGod hath 
commanded thee; that thy days may be prolonged, and that it may go well with thee, in the 
land which the LO R D thy God giveth thee. 

Deuteronomyl 5:17 Thou shalt not kill. 

Deuteronomyl 5:18 Neither shalt thou commit adultery. 

Deuteronomyl 5:19 Neither shalt thou steal. 

Deuteronomyl 5:20 Neither shalt thou bear false witness against thy neighbour. 

Deuteronomyl 5:21 Neither shalt thou desirethy neighbour's wife, neither shalt thou covet 
thy neighbour's house, hisfield, or his manservant, or his maidservant, hisox, or hisass, or 
any [thing] that [is] thy neighbour's. 

Deuteronomyl 5:22 These words the LO RD spake unto all your assembly in the mount out 
of the midst of the fire, of the cloud, and of the thick darkness, with a great voice: and he 
added no more.

Deuteronomyl 9:13 Furthermore theLORD spake unto me, saying, I haveseen this 
people, and, behold, it [is] astiffnecked people: 

Deuteronomyl 9:14 Let mealone, that I may destroy them, and blotouttheir namefrom 
under heaven: and I will make of thee a nation mightier and greater than they. 

Deuteronomyl 9:15 So I turned and camedown from the mount, and the mount burned 
with fire: and the two tables of the covenant [were] in my two hands. 

Deuteronomyl 9:16 And I looked, and, behold, ye had sinned against the LO RD your God, 
[and] had made you a molten calf: ye had turned aside quickly out of the way which the 
LO RD had commanded you. 

Deuteronomyl 9:17 And I tookthetwo tables, and castthem out of my two hands, and 
brake them before your eyes. 
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Deuteronomyl 9:18 And I fell down beforetheLORD, asatthefirst, forty days and forty 
nights: I did neither eat bread, nor drink water, because of all your sins which ye sinned, in 
doing wickedly in the sight of the LO RD, to provoke him to anger. 

Deuteronomyl 9:19 For I wasafraid of the anger and hot displeasure, wherewith the 
LORD waswrothagainstyou to destroyyou. But the LO RD hearkened unto meatthat 
timealso. 

Deuteronomyl 9:20 And the LORD wasvery angry with Aaron to have destroyed him: and 
I prayed for Aaron also the same time. 

Deuteronomyl 9:21 And I took your sin, the calf which ye had made, and burnt it with 
fire, and stamped it, [and] ground [it] very small, [even] until it wasassmall asdust: and I 
cast the dust thereof into the brook that descended out of the mount. 

Deuteronomyl 9:22 And at T aberah, and at Massah, and at Kibrothhattaavah, ye provoked 
the LORD towrath. 

Deuteronomyl 9:23 Likewise when the LO RD sent you from Kadeshbarnea, saying, Go up 
and possessthe land which I have given you; then ye rebelled against the commandment of 
the LO RD your God, and ye believed him not, nor hearkened to his voice. 

Deuteronomyl 9:24 Ye have been rebellious against the LORD from thedaythatl knew 
you. 

Deuteronomyl 9:25 Thus I fell down beforetheLORD forty days and forty nights, asi fell 
down [atthefirst]; because the LORD had said hewould destroyyou. 

Deuteronomyl 9:26 1 prayed therefore unto the LO RD, and said, O Lord GOD, destroy 
not thy people and thine inheritance, which thou hast redeemed through thy greatness, 
which thou hast brought forth out of Egypt with a mighty hand. 
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Deuteronomyl 9:27 Remember thy servants, Abraham, Isaac, andjacob; look notuntothe 
stubbornnessof thispeople, nortotheir w ickedness, nortotheir sin: 

Deuteronomyl 9:28 Lesttheland whencethou broughtest usoutsay, BecausetheLORD 
was not able to bring them into the land which he promised them, and because he hated 
them, he hath brought them out to slay them in the wilderness. 

Deuteronomyl 9:29 Yet they [are] thy people and thine inheritance, which thou broughtest 
out by thy mighty power and by thy stretched out arm. 

Deuteronomyl 10:1 Atthattime the LORD saidunto me, Hew theetwo tablesof stone 
like unto the first, and come up unto me into the mount, and make thee an ark of wood. 

Deuteronomyl 10:2 And I will writeon the tables the wordsthat were in the first tables 
which thou brakest, and thou shalt put them in the ark.

Deuteronomyl 10:8 At that time the LO RD separated the tribe of Levi, to bear the ark of 
thecovenant of the LO RD, to stand beforetheLORD to minister unto him, and to blessin 
hisname, untothisday. 

Deuteronomyl 10:9 W herefore Levi hath no part nor inheritance with his brethren; the 
LORD [is] his inheritance, according asthe LO RD thyGod promised him. 

Deuteronomyl 10:10 And I stayed in the mount, according to thefirst time, forty daysand 
forty nights; and the LO RD hearkened unto me at that time also, [and] the LO RD would 
not destroy thee. 

Deuteronomyl 10:11 And the LORD said unto me, Arise, take [thy] journey before the 
people, that they may go in and possessthe land, which I sware unto their fathersto give 
unto them. 

Deuteronomyl 10:12 And now, Israel, whatdoth the LORD thyGod requireof thee, but 
tofear the LORD thyGod, towalkinall hisways, and tolovehim, and to servethe 
LO RD thy God with all thy heart and with all thy soul, 

Deuteronomyl 10:13 To keep the commandmentsof the LORD, and hisstatutes, which I 
command thee this day for thy good?

Deuteronomyl 10:19 Loveyetherefore the stranger: for ye were strangers in theland of 
Egypt. 

Deuteronomyl 10:20 Thou shalt fear the LORD thy God; him shalt thou serve, and to him 
shalt thou cleave, and swear by his name. 

Deuteronomyl 10:21 H e [is] thy praise, and he [is] thy God, thathath done for thee these 
great and terrible things, which thine eyes have seen. 

Deuteronomyl 10:22Thyfatherswentdown into Egypt withthreescore and ten persons; 
and now the LORD thy G od hath made thee as the stars of heaven for multitude.

Deuteronomyl 11:4 And what he did unto the army of Egypt, unto their horses, and to 
their chariots; how he made the water of the Red sea to overflow them asthey pursued 
after you, and [how] the LO R D hath destroyed them unto thisday; 
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Deuteronomyl 11:5 And what he did unto you in the wilderness, until ye came into this 
place; 

Deuteronomyl 11:6 And what he did unto Dathan and Abiram, the sonsof Eliab, the son of 
Reuben: how theearth opened her mouth, and swallowed them up, and their households, 
and their tents, and all the substance that [was] in their possession, in the midst of all Israel: 

Deuteronomyl 11:7 Butyour eyeshaveseen all the great acts of the LO R D which hedid. 

Deuteronomyl 11:8 Therefore shall ye keep all the commandments which I command you 
this day, that ye may be strong, and go in and possessthe land, whither ye go to possess it; 

Deuteronomyl 11:9 And that ye may prolong [your] days in the land, which the LO RD 
sware unto your fathersto give unto them and to their seed, a land that floweth with milk 
and honey. 

Deuteronomyl 11:10 For the land, whither thou goest in to possess it, [is] not as the land of 
Egypt, from whence ye came out, where thou sowedst thy seed, and wateredst [it] with thy 
foot, as a garden of herbs: 

Deuteronomyl 11:11 But the land, whither yego to possess it, [is] a land ofhillsand 
valleys, [and] drinketh water of the rain of heaven: 

Deuteronomyl 11:12 A land which the LORD thy God carethfor: theeyesof the LORD 
thy God [are] always upon it, from the beginning of the year even unto the end of the year. 

Deuteronomyl 11:13 And it shall cometo pass, ifye shall hearken diligently unto my 
commandments which I command you this day, to love the LORD your God, and to serve 
him with all your heart and with all your soul, 
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Deuteronomyl 11:14 That I will give [you] the rain of your land in his due season, thefirst 
rain and the latter rain, that thou mayest gather in thy corn, and thy wine, and thine oil. 

Deuteronomyl 11:15 And I will send grassin thyfieldsfor thy cattle, that thou mayest eat 
and befull. 

Deuteronomyl 11:16 Take heed to yourselves, that your heart be not deceived, and ye turn 
aside, and serve other gods, and worship them; 

Deuteronomyl 11:17 And [then]theLORD'Swrath bekindled againstyou, and heshutup 
the heaven, that there be no rain, and that the land yield not her fruit; and [lest] ye perish 
quickly from off thegood land which theLORD givethyou. 

Deuteronomyl 11:18 Therefore shall ye lay up these my words in your heart and in your 
soul, and bina 1 them for a sign upon your hand, that they may be asfrontlets between your 
eyes. 

Deuteronomyl 11:19 And ye shall teachthem your children, speakingof them when thou 
sittest in thine house, and when thou walkest by the way, when thou liest down, and when 
thou risest up. 

Deuteronomyl 11:20 And thou shalt writethem upon thedoor postsof thine house, and 
upon thy gates: 

Deuteronomyl 11:21 That your days may bemultiplied, and thedaysof your children, in 
the land which the LO R D sware unto your fathers to give them, as the days of heaven upon 
the earth. 

Deuteronomyl 11:22 For if ye shall diligently keep all these commandments which I 
command you, to do them, to love theLORD yourGod, to walk in all hisways, and to 
cleaveunto him; 

Deuteronomyl 11:23 Then will theLORD drive out all these nations from beforeyou, and 
ye shall possess greater nations and mightier than yourselves. 
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Deuteronomyl 11:24 Every place whereon the soles of your feet shall tread shall be yours: 
from the wildernessand Lebanon, from the river, the river Euphrates, even unto the 
uttermost sea shall your coast be. 

Deuteronomyl 11:25 T here shall no man beableto stand beforeyou: [for] the LO RD your 
God shall lay the fear of you and the dread of you upon all the land that ye shall tread upon, 
ashe hath said unto you. 

Deuteronomyl 11:26 Behold, I set beforeyou thisday ablessingand acurse; 

Deuteronomyl 11:27 A blessing, if yeobey thecommandmentsof theLORD your God, 
which I command you thisday: 

Deuteronomyl 11:28 And acurse, ifyewill not obey thecommandmentsof theLORD 
your God, butturn asideout of the way which I command you thisday, to go after other 
gods, which ye have not known. 

Deuteronomyl 11:29 And it shall cometo pass, when theLORD thyGod hath brought 
thee in unto the land whither thou goest to possess it, that thou shalt put the blessing upon 
mount Gerizim, and the curse upon mount Ebal. 

Deuteronomyl 11:30 [A re] they not on the other sidej ordan, by the way where the sun 
goeth down, in the land of the Canaanites, which dwell in the champaign over against 
G i Igal, beside the plains of M oreh? 

Deuteronomyl 11:31 For ye shall pass over J ordan to go in to possess the land which the 
LO RD your God giveth you, and ye shall possess it, and dwell therein. 

Deuteronomyl 11:32 And ye shall observeto do all the statutes and judgments which I set 
before you this day. 
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Deuteronomyl 12:1 These [are] the statutes and judgments, which ye shall observeto do in 
the land, which the LO R D God of thy fathers giveth theeto possess it, all the daysthat ye 
liveupon the earth. 

Deuteronomyl 12:2 Ye shall utterly destroy all theplaces, whereinthenationswhichye 
shall possess served their gods, upon the high mountains, and upon the hills, and under 
every green tree: 

Deuteronomyl 12:3 And ye shall overthrow their altars, and break their pil lars, and burn 
their groves with f i re; and ye shall hew down the graven images of their gods, and destroy 
the names of them out of that place. 

Deuteronomyl 12:4 Ye shall not do so unto the LO RD your God. 

Deuteronomyl 12:5 But unto the place which the LORD your God shall chooseout of all 
your tribesto put his namethere, [even] unto his habitation shall ye seek, and thither thou 
shalt come: 

Deuteronomyl 12:6 And thither ye shall bring your burnt offerings, and your sacrifices, 
and your tithes, and heave offerings of your hand, and your vows, and your freewill 
offerings, and thefirstlingsof your herdsand of your flocks: 

Deuteronomyl 12:7 And thereye shall eat before the LORD your God, and ye shall rejoice 
in all that ye put your hand unto, ye and your households, wherein the LO RD thy God hath 
blessed thee. 

Deuteronomyl 12:8 Ye shall not doafter all [thethings] that we do herethisday, every 
man whatsoever [is] right in hisown eyes. 

Deuteronomyl 12:9 For yeare not asyet cometo the rest and to the inheritance, which the 
LO RD your God giveth you. 

Deuteronomyl 12:10 But [when] ye go over Jordan, and dwell in the land which the LORD 
your God giveth you to inherit, and [when] he giveth you rest from all your enemies round 
about, so that ye dwell i n safety; 
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Deuteronomyl 12:11 Then thereshall beaplacewhich theLORD your God shall choose 
to cause his nameto dwell there; thither shall ye bring all that I command you; your burnt 
offerings, and your sacrifices, your tithes, and the heaveoffering of your hand, and all your 
choice vowswhich yevow unto the LORD: 

Deuteronomyl 12:12 And ye shall rejoice before the LORD your God, ye, and yoursons, 
and your daughters, and your menservants, and your maidservants, and the Levite that [is] 
within your gates; forasmuch as he hath no part nor inheritance with you. 

Deuteronomyl 12:13 Take heed to thyself that thou offer not thy burnt offerings i n every 
place that thou seest: 

Deuteronomyl 12:14 But in the place which the LORD shall choose in oneof thy tribes, 
there thou shalt offer thy burnt offerings, and there thou shalt do all that I command thee. 

Deuteronomyl 12:15 Notwithstanding thou mayest kill and eat flesh in all thy gates, 
whatsoever thy soul lusteth after, accordingto the blessing of the LORD thy God which he 
hath given thee: the unclean and the clean may eat thereof, as of the roebuck, and as of the 
hart. 

Deuteronomyl 12: 16 O nly ye shall not eat the blood; ye shall pour itupon theearthas 
water. 

Deuteronomyl 12:17 Thou mayest not eat within thy gates the titheof thy corn, orofthy 
wine, orofthyoil, orthefirstlingsof thy herds orofthy flock, nor anyof thy vowswhich 
thou vowest, nor thy freewill offerings, or heave offering of thine hand: 
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Deuteronomyl 12:18 Butthou musteatthem beforetheLORD thy God in the place which 
the LO R D thy God shall choose, thou, and thy son, and thy daughter, and thy manservant, 
and thy maidservant, and the Levite that [is] within thy gates: and thou shalt rejoice before 
theLORD thy God in all that thou puttest thine hands unto. 

Deuteronomyl 12:19 Take heed to thyself that thou forsake not the Levite as long as thou 
livest upon theearth. 

Deuteronomyl 12:20 W hen theLORD thy God shall enlargethy border, ashe hath 
promised thee, and thou shalt say, I will eat flesh, because thy soul longeth to eat flesh; 
thou mayest eat flesh, whatsoever thy soul lusteth after. 

Deuteronomyl 12:21 If the place which the LORD thy God hath chosen to put hisname 
there be too far from thee, then thou shalt kill of thy herd and of thy flock, which the 
LO R D hath given thee, as I have commanded thee, and thou shalt eat in thy gates 
whatsoever thy soul lusteth after. 

Deuteronomyl 12:22 Even as the roebuck and the hart iseaten, so thou shalt eat them: the 
unclean and the clean shall eat [of] them alike. 

Deuteronomyl 12:23 O nly be sure that thou eat nottheblood: for the blood [is] thelife; 
and thou mayest not eat the life with the flesh. 

Deuteronomyl 12:24 Thou shalt not eat it; thou shalt pour it upon the earth as water. 

Deuteronomyl 12:25 Thou shalt not eat it; that it may go well with thee, and with thy 
children after thee, when thou shalt do [that which is] right in the sight of the LORD. 

Deuteronomyl 12:26 O nly thy holythings which thou hast, and thyvows, thou shalt take, 
and go unto the place which the LO RD shall choose. 
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Deuteronomyl 12:27 And thou shalt offer thy burnt offerings, theflesh and the blood, 
upon the altar of the LO R D thy God: and the blood of thy sacrifices shall be poured out 
upon the altar of the LO R D thy God, and thou shalt eat the flesh. 

Deuteronomyl 12:28 O bserve and hear all these words which I command thee, that it may 
go well with thee, and with thy children after theefor ever, when thou doest [that which i s] 
good and right inthesight of theLORD thy God. 

Deuteronomyl 12:29 When theLORD thy God shall cut offthe nationsfrom beforethee, 
whither thou goest to possessthem, and thou succeedest them, and dwellest in their land; 

Deuteronomyl 12:30 Take heed to thyself that thou be not snared by following them, after 
that they be destroyed from before thee; and that thou inquire not after their gods, saying, 
How did these nationsserve their gods? even sowill I dolikewise. 

Deuteronomyl 12:31 Thou shalt not do so unto the LORD thy God: for every abomination 
to theLORD, which hehateth, have they done unto their gods; for even their sons and 
their daughters they have burnt in the fire to their gods. 

Deuteronomyl 12:32 W hat thing soever I command you, observe to do it: thou shalt not 
add thereto, nor diminish from it. 

Deuteronomyl 13:1 If thereariseamongyou aprophet, or adreamer of dreams, and giveth 
thee a sign or a wonder, 

Deuteronomyl 13:2 And the sign or the wonder come to pass, whereof he spake unto thee, 
saying, Let us go after other gods, which thou hast not known, and let us serve them; 

Deuteronomyl 13:3 Thou shalt not hearken unto the words of that prophet, or that 
dreamer of dreams: for the LO R D your God proveth you, to know whether ye love the 
LO RD your God with all your heart and with all your soul. 
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Deuteronomyl 13:4 Ye shall walk after the LO RD your God, and fear him, and keep his 
commandments, and obey his voice, and ye shall serve him, and cleave unto him. 

Deuteronomyl 13:5 And that prophet, or that dreamer of dreams, shall be put to death; 
because he hath spoken to turn [you] away from the LO RD your God, which brought you 
out of the land of Egypt, and redeemed you out of the house of bondage, to thrust thee out 
of theway which the LORD thy God commanded theeto walk in. So shaltthou put the 
evil away from the midst of thee. 

Deuteronomyl 13:6 If thy brother, the son of thy mother, or thy son, or thy daughter, or 
thewifeofthy bosom, orthyfriend, which [is] as thine own soul, entice thee secretly, 
saying, Let us go and serve other gods, which thou hast not known, thou, nor thy fathers; 

Deuteronomyl 13:7 [Namely], of the gods of the people which [are] round aboutyou, nigh 
unto thee, or far off from thee, from the [one] end of the earth even unto the [other] end of 
the earth; 

Deuteronomyl 13:8 Thou shalt not consent unto him, nor hearken unto him; neither shall 
thine eye pity him, neither shalt thou spare, neither shalt thou conceal him: 

Deuteronomyl 13:9 Butthou shalt surely kill him; thine hand shall befirst upon him to put 
him to death, and afterwardsthe hand of all the people. 

Deuteronomyl 13:10 And thou shalt stone him with stones, thathedie; because he hath 
sought to thrust thee away from the LO RD thy God, which brought thee out of the land of 
Egypt, from the house of bondage. 
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Deuteronomyl 13:11 And all Israel shall hear, and fear, and shall do no more any such 
wickedness as this is among you. 

Deuteronomyl 13:12 Ifthou shalt hear [say] in oneof thy cities, whichtheLORD thyGod 
hath given thee to dwell there, saying, 

Deuteronomyl 13:13 [Certain] men, thechildren of Belial, are gone out from among you, 
and have withdrawn the inhabitantsof their city, saying, Let usgo and serveother gods, 
which ye have not known; 

Deuteronomyl 13:14 Then shalt thou inquire, and makesearch, and ask diligently; and, 
behold, [if it be] truth, [and] thething certain, [that] such abomination iswrought among 
you; 

Deuteronomyl 13:15 Thou shalt surely smite the inhabitants of that city with the edge of 
the sword, destroying it utterly, and all that [is] therein, and the cattle thereof, with the 
edge of the sword. 

Deuteronomyl 13:16 And thou shalt gather all thespoil of it into the midst of thestreet 
thereof, and shalt burn with fire the city, and all the spoil thereof every whit, for the 
LO RD thy God: and it shall be an heap for ever; it shall not be built again. 

Deuteronomyl 13:17 And there shall cleavenought of thecursed thingtothinehand: that 
the LO R D may turn from the fierceness of his anger, and show thee mercy, and have 
compassion upon thee, and multiply thee, as he hath sworn unto thy fathers; 

Deuteronomyl 13:18 W hen thou shalt hearken to the voice of the LO RD thy God, to keep 
all his commandments which I command thee this day, to do [that which is] right in the 
eyesoftheLORD thyGod. 

Deuteronomyl 14:1 Ye [are] thechildren oftheLORD yourGod: ye shall not cut 
yourselves, nor make any baldness between your eyesfor the dead. 
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Deuteronomyl 14:2 For thou [art] an holy people unto the LO RD thy God, and the LO RD 
hath chosen thee to be a peculiar people unto himself, above all the nationsthat [are] upon 
the earth. 

Deuteronomyl 14:3 Thou shalt not eat any abominable thing. 

Deuteronomyl 14:4 These [are] the beasts which ye shall eat: the ox, the sheep, and the 
goat, 

Deuteronomyl 14:5 The hart, and the roebuck, and the fallow deer, and the wild goat, and 
the pygarg, and the wild ox, and the chamois. 

Deuteronomyl 14:6 And every beast that parteth the hoof, and cleaveth the cleft into two 
claws, [and] cheweth the cud among the beasts, that ye shall eat. 

Deuteronomyl 14:7 N evertheless these ye shall not eat of them thatchew the cud, or of 
them that divide the cloven hoof; [as] the camel, and the hare, and the coney: for they chew 
the cud, but divide not the hoof; [therefore] they [are] unclean unto you. 

Deuteronomyl 14:8 And the swine, because it divideth the hoof, yet cheweth not the cud, 
it [is] unclean unto you: ye shall not eat of their flesh, nor touch their dead carcase. 

Deuteronomyl 14:9 These ye shall eat of all that [are] in the waters: all that have fins and 
seal es shall yeeat: 

Deuteronomyl 14:10 And whatsoever hath not fins and seal es ye may not eat; it [is] unclean 
unto you. 

Deuteronomyl 14:11 [Of] all elean birdsye shall eat. 

Deuteronomyl 14:12 But these [are they] of which ye shall not eat: theeagle, and the 
ossifrage, and the osprey, 

Deuteronomyl 14:13 And theglede, and the kite, and the vultureafter hiskind, 
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Deuteronomyl 14:14 And every raven after hiskind, 

Deuteronomyl 14:15 And theowl, and thenight hawk, and thecuckoo, and the hawk after 
hiskind, 

Deuteronomyl 14:16 The littleowl, and thegreatowl, and theswan, 

Deuteronomyl 14:17 And the pelican, and thegier eagle, and the cormorant, 

Deuteronomyl 14:18 And the stork, and the heron after her kind, and the lapwing, and the 
bat. 

Deuteronomyl 14:19 And every creeping thing that flieth [is] unclean unto you: they shall 
not be eaten. 

Deuteronomyl 14:20 [But of] all clean fowlsye may eat. 

Deuteronomyl 14:21 Ye shall not eat [of] any thing that dieth of itself: thou shalt give it 
unto the stranger that [is] i n thy gates, that he may eat it; or thou mayest sel I it unto an 
alien: for thou [art] an holy people unto the LO RD thy God. Thou shalt not seethe a kid in 
hismother'smilk. 

Deuteronomyl 14:22 Thou shalt truly tithe all the increase of thy seed, that the field 
bringeth forth year by year. 

Deuteronomyl 14:23 And thou shalt eat before the LO RD thy God, i n the placewhich he 
shall choose to place his name there, the tithe of thy corn, of thy wine, and of thine oil, and 
the firstlings of thy herds and of thy flocks; that thou mayest learn to fear the LO R D thy 
God always. 

Deuteronomyl 14:24 And if theway betoo longfor thee, so that thou art not ableto carry 
it; [or] if the place betoo farfrom thee, which theLORD thy God shall choose to set his 
name there, when the LO RD thy God hath blessed thee: 

Deuteronomyl 14:25 Then shalt thou turn [it] into money, and bind up the money in thine 
hand, and shalt go unto the placewhich the LORD thy God shall choose: 
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Deuteronomyl 14:26 And thou shalt bestow that money for whatsoever thy soul lusteth 
after, for oxen, or for sheep, or for wine, or for strong drink, or for whatsoever thy soul 
desireth: and thou shalt eat there before the LO RD thy God, and thou shalt rejoice, thou, 
and thine household, 

Deuteronomyl 14:27 And the Levitethat [is] within thy gates; thou shalt not forsake him; 
for he hath no part nor inheritance with thee. 

D euteronomy| 14: 28 At the end of three years thou shalt bri ng forth al I the tithe of thi ne 
increase the same year, and shalt lay [it] up within thy gates: 

Deuteronomyl 14:29 And the Levite, (because he hath no part nor inheritance with thee,) 
and the stranger, and thefatherless, and the widow, which [are] within thy gates, shall 
come, and shall eat and be satisfied; that the LO RD thy God may blessthee in all the work 
of thine hand which thou doest. 

Deuteronomyl 15:1 At the end of [every] seven years thou shalt make a release. 

Deuteronomyl 15:2 And this [is] the manner of the release: Every creditor that lendeth 
[ought] unto his neighbour shall release [it]; he shall not exact [it] of his neighbour, or of his 
brother; because it i seal I ed the LO R D 'S release. 

Deuteronomyl 15:3 Of aforeigner thou mayest exact [it again]: but [that] which is thine 
with thy brother thine hand shall release; 

Deuteronomyl 15:4 Save when there shall be no poor among you; for the LO RD shall 
greatly blessthee in the land which the LO RD thy God giveth thee [for] an inheritance to 
possess it: 
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Deuteronomyl 15:5 O nly if thou carefully hearken unto the voice of the LORD thy God, 
to observe to do all these commandments which I command thee this day. 

Deuteronomyl 15:6 For the LO RD thy God blesseth thee, as he promised thee: and thou 
shalt lend unto many nations, but thou shalt not borrow; and thou shalt reign over many 
nations, but they shall not reign over thee. 

Deuteronomyl 15:7 If there be among you a poor man of one of thy brethren within any of 
thy gates in thy land which the LORD thy God giveth thee, thou shalt not harden thine 
heart, nor shut thine hand from thy poor brother: 

Deuteronomyl 15:8 But thou shalt open thine hand wide unto him, and shalt surely lend 
him sufficient for his need, [in that] which he wanteth. 

Deuteronomyl 15:9 Bewarethat there be not athought in thy wicked heart, saying, The 
seventh year, the year of release, is at hand; and thine eye be evil against thy poor brother, 
and thou givest him nought; and he cry unto the LO RD against thee, and it be sin unto 
thee. 

Deuteronomyl 15: 10 Thou shalt surely give him, and thine heart shall not begrieved when 
thou givest unto him: because that for this thing the LORD thy God shall blesstheein all 
thy works, and i n all that thou puttest thine hand unto. 

Deuteronomyl 15:11 For the poor shall never cease out of the land: therefore I command 
thee, saying, Thou shalt open thine hand wide unto thy brother, to thy poor, and to thy 
needy, i n thy land. 

Deuteronomyl 15:12 [And] if thy brother, an Hebrew man, or an Hebrew woman, besold 
unto thee, and serve thee six years; then in the seventh year thou shalt let him go freefrom 
thee. 
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Deuteronomyl 15:13 And when thou sendest him outfreefrom thee, thou shalt not let 
him go away empty: 



Deuteronomyl 15:14 Thou shalt furnish him I i berai ly out of thy flock, and out of thy floor, 
and out of thy winepress: [of that] wherewith the LORD thy God hath blessed thee thou 
shalt give unto him. 

Deuteronomyl 15:15 And thou shalt remember that thou wast a bondman in the land of 
Egypt, and the LO R D thy God redeemed thee: therefore I command theethisthing to day. 

Deuteronomyl 15:16 And itshall be, if he say unto thee, I will not go away from thee; 
because he loveth thee and thine house, because he i s well with thee; 

Deuteronomy 15:17 Then thou shalt take an awl, and thrust [it] through hisear unto the 
door, and he shall be thy servant for ever. And also unto thy maidservant thou shalt do 
likewise. 



Deuteronomyl 15:18 It shall not seem hard unto thee, when thou sendest him away free 
from thee; for he hath been worth a double hired servant [to thee], in serving thee six 
years: and the LORD thy God shall blesstheein all that thou doest. 

Deuteronomyl 15: 19 All the firstling males that come of thy herd and of thy flock thou 
shalt sanctify unto the LO RD thy God: thou shalt do no work with the firstling of thy 
bullock, nor shear the firstling of thy sheep. 

Deuteronomyl 15:20 Thou shalt eat [it] before the LO RD thy God year by year in the place 
which the LO RD shall choose, thou and thy household. 

Deuteronomyl 15:21 And if there be [any] blemishtherein, [asifit be]lame, or blind, [or 
have] any ill blemish, thou shalt not sacrifice it unto the LORD thy God. 
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Deuteronomyl 15:22 Thou shalt eat it within thy gates: the unclean and the clean [person 
shall eat it] al i ke, as the roebuck, and as the hart. 

Deuteronomyl 15:23 O nly thou shalt not eat the blood thereof; thou shalt pour it upon the 
ground aswater. 

Deuteronomyl 16:1 bserve the month of Abib, and keepthe passover unto theLORD 
thyGod: for inthe month of Abib theLORD thy God brought thee forth out of Egypt by 
night. 

Deuteronomyl 16:2 Thou shalt therefore sacrifice the passover unto the LO R D thy God, of 
the flock and the herd, in the place which the LO RD shall choose to place his name there. 

Deuteronomyl 16:3 Thou shalt eat no leavened bread with it; seven days shalt thou eat 
unleavened bread therewith, [even] the bread of affliction: for thou camest forth out of the 
land of Egypt in haste: that thou mayest remember the day when thou camest forth out of 
the land of Egypt all the days of thy life. 

Deuteronomyl 16:4 And there shall be no leavened bread seen with thee i n all thy coast 
seven days; neither shall there [any thing] of the flesh, which thou sacrificedst the first day 
at even, remain all night unti I the morning. 

Deuteronomyl 16:5 Thou mayest not sacrifice the passover within any of thy gates, which 
theLORD thyGod giveththee: 

Deuteronomyl 16:6 But at the place which the LO RD thy God shall choose to place his 
name in, there thou shalt sacrifice the passover at even, at the going down of the sun, at the 
season that thou camest forth out of Egypt. 

Deuteronomyl 16:7 And thou shalt roast and eat [it] in the place which the LO RD thy God 
shall choose: and thou shalt turn i n the morning, and go unto thy tents. 
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Deuteronomyl 16:8 Six daysthou shalt eat unleavened bread: and on the seventh day [shall 
be] a solemn assembly to the LO R D thy God: thou shalt do no work [therein]. 

Deuteronomyl 16:9 Seven weeks shalt thou number unto thee: begin to number theseven 
weeksfrom [such timeas] thou beginnest [to put] the sickleto the corn. 

Deuteronomyl 16:10 And thou shalt keep the feast of weeks unto the LO R D thy God with 
atributeof afreewill offering of thine hand, which thou shalt give [unto the LORD thy 
God], according asthe LO RD thy God hath blessedthee: 

Deuteronomyl 16:11 And thou shalt rejoice before the LORD thy God, thou, and thyson, 
and thy daughter, and thy manservant, and thy maidservant, and the Levitethat [is] within 
thy gates, and the stranger, and thefatherless, and the widow, that [are] among you, in the 
place which the LORD thy God hath chosen to place hisnamethere. 

Deuteronomyl 16:12 And thou shalt remember that thou wast a bondman in Egypt: and 
thou shalt observe and do these statutes. 



Deuteronomyl 16: 13 Thou shalt observe the feast of tabernacles seven days, after that thou 
hast gathered i n thy corn and thy wine: 

Deuteronomyl 16: 14 And thou shalt rejoice in thy feast, thou, and thyson, and thy 
daughter, and thy manservant, and thy maidservant, and the Levite, the stranger, and the 
fatherless, and the widow, that [are] within thy gates. 

Deuteronomy 16:15 Seven days shalt thou keep a solemn feast unto the LORD thy God in 
the place which the LORD shall choose: because the LORD thy God shall blesstheein all 
thine increase, and in all the works of thine hands, therefore thou shalt surely rejoice. 
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Deuteronomyl 16:16 Threetimesin ayear shall all thy malesappear beforethe LORD thy 
God in theplacewhich he shall choose; in thefeast of unleavened bread, and in thefeast of 
weeks, and in the feast of tabernacles: and they shall not appear before the LORD empty: 

Deuteronomyl 16:17 Every man [shall give] as he is able, according to the blessing of the 
LO R D thy God which he hath given thee. 

Deuteronomyl 16:18 J udges and officers shalt thou maketheein all thy gates, which the 
LORD thy God giveth thee, throughout thy tribes: and they shall j udge the peoplewith just 
judgment. 

Deuteronomyl 16:19 Thou shalt not w rest judgment; thou shalt not respect persons, 
neither takeagift: for agiftdoth blind theeyesof thewise, and pervertthewordsof the 
righteous. 

Deuteronomyl 16:20 That which isaltogether just shalt thou follow, thatthou mayest live, 
and inherit the land which the LO RD thy God giveth thee. 

Deuteronomyl 16:21 Thou shalt not planttheeagroveof any treesnear unto the altar of 
the LORD thy God, which thou shalt makethee. 

Deuteronomyl 16:22 N either shalt thou set thee up [any] image; which the LO RD thy God 
hateth. 

Deuteronomyl 17:1 Thou shalt not sacrifice unto the LO RD thy God [any] bullock, or 
sheep, wherein is blemish, [or] any evilfavouredness: for that [is] an abomination unto the 
LORD thy God. 

Deuteronomyl 17:2 If therebefound amongyou, within any of thy gates which the LORD 
thy God giveth thee, man or woman, that hath wrought wickedness in the sight of the 
LO RD thy God, in transgressing hiscovenant, 
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Deuteronomyl 17:3 And hath gone and served other gods, and worshipped them, either 
the sun, or moon, or any of the host of heaven, which I have not commanded; 

Deuteronomyl 17:4 And it betold thee, and thou hast heard [of it] ( and inquired diligently, 
and, behold, [it be] true, [and] thething certain, [that] such abomination iswrought in 
Israel: 

Deuteronomyl 17:5 Then shalt thou bring forth that man or that woman, which have 
committed that wicked thing, unto thy gates, [even] that man or that woman, and shalt 
stone them with stones, till they die. 

Deuteronomyl 17:6 At the mouth of two witnesses, or threewitnesses, shall hethatis 
worthy of death be put to death; [but] at the mouth of one witness he shall not be put to 
death. 

Deuteronomyl 17:7 The handsof the witnesses shall befirst upon him to put him to death, 
and afterward the hands of all the people. So thou shalt put the evil away from among you. 

Deuteronomyl 17:8 If thereariseamatter too hard for thee in judgment, between blood 
and blood, between pleaand plea, and between strokeand stroke, [being] mattersof 
controversy within thy gates: then shalt thou arise, and get thee up into the place which the 
LORD thy G od shall choose; 

Deuteronomyl 17:9 And thou shalt come unto the prieststhe Levites, and unto the judge 
that shall be in thosedays, and inquire; and they shall show thee the sentenceof judgment: 

Deuteronomyl 17:10 And thou shalt do according to the sentence, which they of that place 
which the LO R D shall choose shall show thee; and thou shalt observeto do according to all 
that they i nfor m thee: 
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Deuteronomyl 17: 11 According to the sentence of the law which theyshall teachthee, and 
according to the judgment which they shall tell thee, thou shalt do: thou shalt not decline 
from the sentence which they shall show thee, [to] the right hand, nor [to] the left. 



Deuteronomyl 17:12 And the man that will do presumptuously, and will not hearken unto 
the priest that standeth to minister there before the LO R D thy God, or unto the judge, 
even that man shall die: and thou shalt put away the evil from Israel. 
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17:13 And all the people shall hear, and fear, and do no more 
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Deuteronomyl 17:14 W hen thou art come unto the land which the LO RD thy God giveth 
thee, and shalt possess it, and shalt dwell therein, and shalt say, I will set a king over me, 
I i ke asali the nationsthat [are] about me; 

Deuteronomyl 17:15 Thou shalt in any wise set [him] king over thee, whom the LO RD thy 
God shall choose: [one] from among thy brethren shalt thou set king over thee: thou 
mayest not set a stranger over thee, which [is] not thy brother. 

Deuteronomyl 17:16 But he shall not multiply horsesto himself, norcausethe people to 
return to Egypt, to the end that he should multiply horses: forasmuch as the LO RD hath 
said unto you, Ye shall henceforth return no more that way. 

Deuteronomyl 17:17 Neither shall he multiply wivesto himself, that hisheartturn not 
away: neither shall he greatly multiply to himself silver and gold. 

Deuteronomy 17:18 And it shall be, when hesitteth upon thethroneof hiskingdom, that 
he shall write him acopy of thislaw in abookout of [that which is] before the priests the 
Levites: 
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Deuteronomyl 17:19 And itshall bewith him, and heshall readtherein all thedaysof his 
life: that he may learn tofear the LORD hisGod, to keep all thewordsof thislaw and 
these statutes, to do them: 

Deuteronomyl 17:20 That hisheart be not lifted up above hisbrethren, and that heturn 
not asidefrom the commandment, [to] the right hand, or [to] the left: to the end that he 
may prolong [his] daysin hiskingdom, he, and hischildren, in the midstof Israel. 

Deuteronomyl 18:1 The prieststhe Levites, [and] all thetribe of Levi, shall have no part 
nor inheritancewith Israel: they shall eat the offeringsof the LORD madebyfire, and his 
inheritance. 

Deuteronomyl 18:2 Therefore shall they have no inheritance among their brethren: the 
LO R D [is] their inheritance, as he hath said unto them. 

Deuteronomyl 18:3 And this shall bethe priest'sduefrom the people, from them that offer 
a sacrifice, whether [it be] ox or sheep; and they shall give unto the priest the shoulder, and 
the two cheeks, and the maw. 

Deuteronomyl 18:4 The firstfruit [also] of thy corn, ofthywine, and ofthineoil, and the 
first of the fleece of thy sheep, shalt thou give him. 

Deuteronomyl 18:5 For the LO R D thy God hath chosen him out of all thy tribes, to stand 
to minister in the nameof the LORD, him and his sons for ever. 

Deuteronomyl 18:6 And if aLevitecomefrom any of thy gates out of all Israel, where he 
sojourned, and come with all the desire of his mind unto the place which the LO RD shall 
choose; 
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Deuteronomyl 18:7 Then heshall minister inthe nameof theLORD his God, asali his 
brethren the Levites [do], which stand there beforethe LO RD. 

Deuteronomyl 18:8 They shall havelikeportionsto eat, besidethat which cometh ofthe 
saleof hispatrimony. 

Deuteronomyl 18:9 W hen thou art come into the land which the LO RD thy God giveth 
thee, thou shalt not learn to do after the abominations of those nations. 

Deuteronomyl 18: 10 There shall not befound amongyou [any one] that maketh his son or 
hisdaughter to passthrough the f i re, [or] that useth divination, [or] an observer of times, or 
an enchanter, or awitch, 

Deuteronomyl 18:11 r acharmer, or aconsulter with familiar spirits, orawizard, ora 
necromancer. 

Deuteronomyl 18:12 For all that do these things [are] an abomination unto the LORD: and 
because of these abominations theLORD thy God doth drivethem outfrom beforethee. 

Deuteronomyl 18:13 Thou shalt be perfectwith theLORD thy God. 

Deuteronomyl 18:14 For these nations, which thou shalt possess, hearkened unto 
observersof times, and untodiviners: butasfor thee, theLORD thy God hath notsuffered 
thee so [to do]. 

Deuteronomyl 18:15 The LORD thy God will raiseup untotheeaProphetfrom themidst 
of thee, of thy brethren, like unto me; unto him ye shall hearken; 

Deuteronomyl 18:16 Accordingto all that thou desiredst of theLORD thy God in Horeb 
in the day of the assembly, saying, Letmenot hearagain the voice ofthe LORD myGod, 
neither let me see this great fire any more, that I die not. 
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Deuteronomyl 18:17 And theLORD said unto me, They havewell [spoken that] which 
they have spoken. 

Deuteronomyl 18:181 will raisethem up aProphetfrom amongtheir brethren, likeunto 
thee, and will put my wordsin his mouth; and he shall speak unto them all that I shall 
command him. 

Deuteronomyl 18:19 And it shall cometo pass, [that] whosoever will not hearken unto my 
words which he shall speak in my name, I will require [it] of him. 

Deuteronomyl 18:20 But the prophet, which shall presume to speak a word in my name, 
which I have not commanded him to speak, or that shall speak in the name of other gods, 
even that prophet shall die. 

Deuteronomyl 18:21 And if thou say in thine heart, How shall weknow the word which 
theLORD hath not spoken? 

Deuteronomyl 18:22 W hen a prophet speaketh in the name of theLORD, if thething 
follow not, nor come to pass, that [is] the thing which the LO RD hath not spoken, [but] the 
prophet hath spoken it presumptuously: thou shalt not be afraid of him. 

Deuteronomyl 19:1 W hen theLORD thyGod hath cut off the nations, whoseland the 
LO RD thy God giveth thee, and thou succeedest them, and dwellest in their cities, and in 
their houses; 

Deuteronomyl 19:2 Thou shalt separate three cities for thee in the midst of thy land, which 
the LO RD thy God giveth thee to possess it. 

Deuteronomyl 19:3 Thou shalt prepare thee a way, and divide the coasts of thy land, which 
the LO RD thy God giveth thee to inherit, into three parts, that every slayer may flee 
thither. 

Deuteronomyl 19:4 And this [is] the case of the slayer, which shall flee thither, that he may 
live: W hoso killeth his neighbour ignorantly, whom he hated not in time past; 
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Deuteronomyl 19:5 As w hen aman goeth intothewood with hisneighbour to hew wood, 
and his hand fetcheth a stroke with the ax to cut down the tree, and the head slippeth from 
the helve, and lighteth upon his neighbour, that he die; he shall flee unto one of those 
cities, and live: 

Deuteronomyl 19:6 Lesttheavenger of the blood pursue the slayer, whilehisheart ishot, 
and overtake him, because the way is long, and slay him; whereas he [was] not worthy of 
death, inasmuch as he hated him not i n time past. 

Deuteronomyl 19:7 W herefore I command thee, saying, Thou shalt separate three cities 
for thee. 

Deuteronomyl 19:8 And if the LORD thy God enlargethy coast, ashe hath sworn unto thy 
fathers, and give thee all the land which he promised to give unto thy fathers; 

Deuteronomyl 19:9 If thou shalt keep all thesecommandmentsto do them, which I 
command theethisday, to love the LORD thy God, and to walkever in hisways; then 
shalt thou add three cities more for thee, beside these three: 

Deuteronomyl 19:10 That innocent blood be not shed inthy land, which the LORD thy 
God giveth thee [for] an inheritance, and [so] blood be upon thee. 

Deuteronomyl 19:11 But if any man hate his neighbour, and lie in wait for him, and rise up 
against him, and smite him mortally that he die, and fleeth into one of these cities: 

Deuteronomyl 19:12 Then theeldersof his city shall send and fetch him thence, and 
deliver him into the hand of the avenger of blood, that he may die. 

Deuteronomyl 19:13 Thineeye shall notpityhim, but thou shalt putaway [theguiltof] 
innocent blood from Israel, that it may go well with thee. 
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Deuteronomyl 19:14 Thou shalt not removethy neighbour's landmark, which they of old 
time have set in thine inheritance, which thou shalt inherit in the land that the LO RD thy 
God giveth thee to possess it. 



Deuteronomyl 19:15 One witnessshall not rise up against a man for any iniquity, orfor 
any si n, i n any si n that he sinneth: at the mouth of two witnesses, or at the mouth of three 
witnesses, shall the matter be established. 

Deuteronomyl 19: 16 If a false witness rise up against any man to testify against him [that 
which i s] wrong; 

Deuteronomyl 19:17 T hen boththemen, between whom the controversy [is], shall stand 
beforetheLORD, before the priests and the judges, which shall beinthosedays; 
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Deuteronomyl 19:19 Then shall yedo unto him, ashe had thoughtto havedoneunto his 
brother: so shalt thou put the evil away from among you. 

Deuteronomyl 19:20 And those which remain shall hear, and fear, and shall henceforth 
commit no more any such evil among you. 

Deuteronomyl 19:21 And thine eye shall not pity; [but] life [shall go] for life, eyefor eye, 
tooth for tooth, hand for hand, foot for foot. 

Deuteronomyl 20:1 W hen thou goest out to battle against thine enemies, and seest horses, 
and chariots, [and] a people morethan thou, be not afraid of them: for the LO RD thy God 
[is] with thee, which brought thee up out of the land of Egypt. 

Deuteronomyl 20:2 And it shall be, w hen ye are come nigh unto the battle, that the priest 
shall approach and speak unto the people, 
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Deuteronomyl 20:3 And shall say unto them, Hear, O Israel, yeapproach thisday unto 
battle against your enemies: let not your heartsfaint, fear not, and do not tremble, neither 
be ye terrified because of them; 

Deuteronomyl 20:4 For the LO R D your God [is] he that goeth with you, to fight for you 
against your enemies, to save you. 

Deuteronomyl 20:5 And the officers shall speak unto the people, saying, W hat man [is 
there] that hath built a new house, and hath not dedicated it? let him go and return to his 
house, lest he die in the battle, and another man dedicate it. 

Deuteronomyl 20:6 And what man [is he] that hath planted a vineyard, and hath not [yet] 
eaten of it? let him [also] go and return unto his house, lest he die in the battle, and another 
man eat of it. 

Deuteronomyl 20:7 And what man [is there] that hath betrothed a wife, and hath not taken 
her? let him go and return unto his house, lest he die in the battle, and another man take 
her. 

Deuteronomyl 20:8 And the officers shall speak further unto the people, and they shall say, 
W hat man [is there that is] fearful and fainthearted? let him go and return unto his house, 
lest his brethren's heart faint as well as his heart. 

Deuteronomyl 20:9 And it shall be, when the officers have made an end of speaking unto 
the people, that they shall make captains of the armies to lead the people. 

Deuteronomyl 20:10 W hen thou comest nigh unto acity to fight against it, then proclaim 
peace unto i t. 
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Deuteronomyl 20:11 And it shall be, if it make thee answer of peace, and open unto thee, 
then it shall be, [that] all the people [that is] found therein shall be tributaries unto thee, 
and they shal I serve thee. 

Deuteronomyl 20:12 And ifitwill makeno peace w ith thee, butwill makewar against 
thee, then thou shalt besiege it: 

Deuteronomyl 20:13 And when the LO RD thy God hath delivered it into thine hands, 
thou shalt smite every male thereof with the edge of the sword: 

Deuteronomyl 20:14 Butthewomen, and the littleones, and thecattle, and all that isin 
the city, [even] all the spoil thereof, shalt thou take unto thyself; and thou shalt eat the spoil 
of thine enemies, which the LO RD thy God hath given thee. 

Deuteronomyl 20: 15 T hus shalt thou do unto all the cities [which are] veryfar off from 
thee, which [are] not of the cities of these nations. 

Deuteronomyl 20:16 But of the cities of these people, which the LO RD thy God doth give 
thee [for] an inheritance, thou shalt save alive nothing that breatheth: 

Deuteronomyl 20:17 But thou shalt utterly destroy them; [namely], the H ittites, and the 
Amorites, the Canaanites, and the Perizzites, the H ivites, and thejebusites; as the LO RD 
thy God hath commanded thee: 

Deuteronomyl 20:18 That they teach you not to do after all their abominations, which they 
have done unto their gods; so should ye sin against the LO RD your God. 
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Deuteronomyl 20:19 W hen thou shalt besiege a city a long time, i n making war against it 
to take it, thou shalt not destroy the treesthereof by forcing an ax against them: for thou 
mayest eat of them, and thou shalt not cut them down (for the tree of the field [is] man's 
[life]) to employ [them] in the siege: 

Deuteronomyl 20:20 O nly the trees which thou knowest that they [be] not treesfor meat, 
thou shalt destroy and cut them down; and thou shalt build bulwarks against the city that 
maketh war with thee, until it be subdued. 

Deuteronomyl 21:1 If [one] befound slain in theland which theLORD thy God giveth 
theeto possessit, lying in the field, [and] it be not known who hath slain him: 

Deuteronomyl 21:2 Then thyeldersand thyjudgesshall comeforth, and theyshall 
measureunto the cities which [are] round about him that is slain: 

Deuteronomyl 21:3 And it shall be, [that] the city [which is] next unto the slain man, even 
theeldersof that city shall takean heifer, which hath not been wrought with, [and] which 
hath notdrawn i n the yoke; 

Deuteronomyl 21:4 And the elders of that city shall bring down the heifer unto a rough 
valley, which is neither eared nor sown, and shall strike off the heifer's neck there in the 
valley: 

Deuteronomyl 21:5 And the priests the sons of Levi shall come near; for them theLORD 
thy God hath chosen to minister unto him, and to blessin the nameof theLORD; and by 
their word shall every controversy and every stroke be [tried]: 

Deuteronomyl 21:6 And all theeldersof that city, [that are] next unto the slain [man], shall 
wash their handsover the heifer that is beheaded in the valley: 
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Deuteronomyl 21:7 And theyshall answer andsay, O ur hands have not shed this blood, 
neither have our eyes seen [it]. 

Deuteronomyl 21:8 Be merciful, O LO RD, unto thy people Israel, whom thou hast 
redeemed, and lay not innocent blood unto thy people of Israel 's charge. And the blood 
shall beforgiven them. 

Deuteronomyl 21:9 So shalt thou put away the [guilt of] innocent blood from among you, 
when thou shalt do [that which i s] right in the sight of the LO RD. 

Deuteronomyl 21:10 W hen thou goest forth to war against thine enemies, and the LO RD 
thy God hath delivered them into thine hands, and thou hast taken them captive, 

Deuteronomyl 21:11 And seest among the captives a beautiful woman, and hast a desire 
unto her, that thou wouldest have her to thy wife; 

Deuteronomyl 21:12 T hen thou shalt bring her hometo thine house; and she shall shave 
her head, and pare her nails; 

Deuteronomyl 21:13 And she shall put the raiment of her captivity from off her, and shall 
remain in thine house, and bewail her father and her mother afull month: and after that 
thou shalt go i n unto her, and be her husband, and she shall be thy wife. 

Deuteronomyl 21:14 And it shall be, if thou have no delight in her, then thou shalt let her 
go whither she will; but thou shalt not sel I her at all for money, thou shalt not make 
merchandiseof her, becausethou hast humbled her. 

Deuteronomyl 21:15 If a man have two wives, one beloved, and another hated, and they 
have born him children, [both] the beloved and the hated; and [if] thefirstborn son be hers 
that w as hated: 

Deuteronomyl 21:16 Then it shall be, when hemaketh hissonsto inherit [that] which he 
hath, [that] he may not make the son of the beloved firstborn before the son of the hated, 
[which isindeed] the firstborn: 
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Deuteronomyl 21:17 But heshall acknowledgetheson of thehated [for]thefirstborn, by 
giving him a double portion of all that he hath: for he[is] the beginningof hisstrength; the 
right of the firstborn [is] his. 

Deuteronomyl 21:18 If aman have a stubborn and rebelliousson, whichwill notobeythe 
voice of his father, or the voice of his mother, and [that], when they have chastened him, 
will not hearken unto them: 
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Deuteronomyl 21:20 And they shall say unto the eldersof his city, Thisour son [is] 
stubborn and rebellious, he will not obey our voice; [he is] a glutton, and a drunkard. 

Deuteronomyl 21:21 And all the men of his city shall stonehim with stones, that hedie: so 
shalt thou put evil away from among you; and all Israel shall hear, and fear. 

Deuteronomyl 21:22 And if a man have committed a sin worthy of death, and he be to be 
put to death, and thou hang him on a tree: 

Deuteronomyl 21:23 His body shall not remainall nightupon the tree, but thou shalt in 
any wise bury him that day; (for he that is hanged [is] accursed of God;) that thy land be not 
defiled, which the LORD thy God giveth thee [for] an inheritance. 

Deuteronomyl 22:1 Thou shalt not seethy brother'sox or hissheep go astray, and hide 
thyself from them: thou shalt in any case bring them again unto thy brother. 

Deuteronomyl 22:2 And if thy brother [be] not nigh unto thee, or if thou know him not, 
then thou shalt bring it unto thine own house, and it shall be with thee until thy brother 
seek after it, and thou shalt restore it to him again. 
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Deuteronomyl 22:3 In like manner shalt thou do with hisass; and so shalt thou do with his 
raiment; and with all lost thing of thy brother's, which he hath lost, and thou hast found, 
shalt thou do likewise: thou mayest not hide thyself. 

Deuteronomyl 22:4 Thou shalt notseethy brother's ass or his ox fail down bytheway, and 
hide thyself from them: thou shalt surely help him to lift [them] up again. 

Deuteronomyl 22:5 The woman shall not wear that which pertaineth unto a man, neither 
shall aman put on awoman'sgarment: for all that do so [are] abomination unto theLORD 
thy God. 

Deuteronomyl 22:6 If abird'snestchanceto be beforethee in the way in any tree, or on 
the ground, [whether they be] young ones, or eggs, and the dam sitting upon the young, or 
upon the eggs, thou shalt not take the dam with the young: 

Deuteronomyl 22:7 [But] thou shalt in any wise let the dam go, and take the young to thee; 
that it may be well with thee, and [that] thou mayest prolong [thy] days. 

Deuteronomyl 22:8 W hen thou buildest a new house, then thou shalt make a battlement 
for thy roof, that thou bring not blood upon thine house, if any man fail from thence. 

Deuteronomyl 22:9 Thou shalt notsow thy vineyard with diversseeds: lest the fruit of thy 
seed which thou hast sown, and the fruit of thy vineyard, be defiled. 

Deuteronomyl 22:10 Thou shalt not plow with an ox and an asstogether. 

Deuteronomyl 22:11 Thou shalt not wear agarment of diverssorts, [as] of woollen and 
linen together. 

Deuteronomyl 22:12 Thou shalt make thee fringes upon thefour quartersof thy vesture, 
wherewith thou coverest [thyself]. 
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Deuteronomyl 22:13 If any man take a wife, and go in unto her, and hate her, 



Deuteronomy| 22:14 And give occasions of speech against her, and bringupan evil name 
upon her, and say, I took this woman, and when I cameto her, I found her not a maid: 

Deuteronomyl 22:15 T hen shall thefather of thedamsel, and her mother, take and bring 
forth [the tokens of] the damsel 's virginity unto the elders of the city in the gate: 

Deuteronomyl 22:16 And the damsel 's father shall say unto the elders, I gave my daughter 
unto this man to wife, and he hateth her; 

Deuteronomyl 22:17 And, lo, he hath given occasions of speech [against her], saying, I 
found not thy daughter a maid; and yet these [are the tokens of] my daughter's virginity. 
And they shall spread the cloth before the elders of the city. 

Deuteronomyl 22:18 And the elders ofthat city shall takethat man and chastise him; 

Deuteronomyl 22:19 And they shall amerce him in an hundred [shekels] of silver, and give 
[them] unto the father of the damsel, because he hath brought up an evil name upon a virgin 
of Israel: and she shall be his wife; he may not put her away all his days.

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Deuteronomyl 22:22 If aman befound lying with awoman marriedto an husband, then 
they shall both of them d i e, [both] the man that lay with the woman, and the woman: so 
shalt thou put away evil from Israel. 

Deuteronomyl 22:23 If adamsel [that i s] a virgin be betrothed unto an husband, and a man 
find her in the city, and lie with her; 

Deuteronomyl 22:24 Then ye shall bringthem both outunto the gate of that city, and ye 
shall stonethem with stones that they die; thedamsel, because she cried not, [being] in the 
city; and the man, because he hath humbled his neighbour's wife: so thou shalt put away 
evil from amongyou. 

Deuteronomyl 22:25 But if a man find a betrothed damsel in thefield, and the man force 
her, and lie with her: then the man only that lay with her shall die: 

Deuteronomyl 22:26 But unto the damsel thou shalt do nothing; [there i s] in the damsel no 
sin [worthy] of death: for as when a man riseth against his neighbour, and slayeth him, even 
so [is] this matter: 

Deuteronomyl 22:27 For hefound her in thefield, [and] the betrothed damsel cried, and 
[there was] none to save her. 

Deuteronomyl 22:28 If a man find adamsel [that i s] a virgin, whichisnot betrothed, and 
lay hold on her, and lie with her, and they befound; 

Deuteronomyl 22:29 Then the man that lay with her shall give unto the damsel 's father fifty 
[shekels] of silver, and she shall be his wife; because he hath humbled her, he may not put 
her away al I hisdays. 

Deuteronomyl 22:30 A man shall not take his father's wife, nor discover hisfather'sskirt. 

Deuteronomyl 23:1 H e that iswounded in the stones, or hath hisprivy member cut off, 
shall not enter into the congregation of theLORD. 
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Deuteronomyl 23:2 A bastard shall not enter into thecongregation oftheLORD; even to 
histenth generation shall henot enter into thecongregation oftheLORD. 

Deuteronomyl 23:3 An Ammonite or M oabite shall not enter into thecongregation of the 
LO RD; even to their tenth generation shall they not enter into the congregation of the 
LORD for ever: 

Deuteronomyl 23:4 Becausethey met you not with bread and with water in the way, when 
ye came forth out of Egypt; and because they hired against thee Balaam the son of Beor of 
Pethor of M esopotamia, to curse thee. 

Deuteronomyl 23:5 NeverthelesstheLORD thy God would not hearken unto Balaam; but 
the LORD thy God turned the curse into a blessing unto thee, because the LORD thy God 
loved thee. 

Deuteronomyl 23:6 Thou shalt not seek their peace nor their prosperity all thy daysfor 
ever. 

Deuteronomyl 23:7 Thou shalt not abhor an Edomite; for he [is] thy brother: thou shalt not 
abhor an Egyptian; because thou wast a stranger i n his land. 

Deuteronomyl 23:8 The children that are begotten of them shall enter into the 
congregation of the LO RD in their third generation. 

Deuteronomyl 23:9 W hen the host goeth forth against thine enemies, then keep theefrom 
every wicked thing. 

Deuteronomyl 23:10 If there beamongyou any man, that isnot clean by reason of 
uncleannessthat chanceth him by night, then shall he go abroad out of the camp, he shall 
not comewithin the camp: 

Deuteronomyl 23:11 But it shall be, when evening cometh on, he shall wash [himself] with 
water: and when the sun is down, he shall come into the camp [again]. 
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Deuteronomyl 23:12 Thou shalt have a place also without the camp, whither thou shalt go 
forth abroad: 

Deuteronomyl 23:13 And thou shalt haveapaddleupon thyweapon; and itshall be, when 
thou wilt ease thyself abroad, thou shalt dig therewith, and shalt turn back and cover that 
which cometh from thee: 

Deuteronomyl 23:14 For the LO R D thy God walketh in the midst of thy camp, to deliver 
thee, and to give up thine enemies before thee; therefore shall thy camp be holy: that he 
see no unclean thing i n thee, and turn away from thee.

Deuteronomyl 23:17 T here shall beno whoreof the daughtersof Israel, nor asodomiteof 
the sonsof Israel. 

Deuteronomyl 23:18 Thou shalt not bringthehireof awhore, or the price of a dog, into 
the house of the LO R D thy God for any vow: for even both these [arej abomination unto 
theLORD thy God. 

Deuteronomyl 23:19 Thou shalt not lend upon usury to thy brother; usury of money, 
usury of victuals, usury of any thing that is lent upon usury: 

Deuteronomyl 23:20 U nto astranger thou mayest lend upon usury; but unto thy brother 
thou shalt not lend upon usury: that the LO RD thy God may blessthee in all that thou 
settest thine hand to in the land whither thou goest to possess it. 
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Deuteronomyl 23:21 W hen thou shaltvowavow unto theLORD thyGod, thou shaltnot 
slack to pay it: for theLORD thyGod will surely requireitof thee; and itwould besin in 
thee. 

Deuteronomyl 23:22 But if thou shalt forbear to vow, it shall be no sin in thee. 

Deuteronomyl 23:23 Thatwhich isgoneout of thy lipsthou shalt keep and perform; [even] 
afreewill offering, according asthou hast vowed unto theLORD thyGod, whichthou hast 
promised withthy mouth. 

Deuteronomyl 23:24 W hen thou comest into thy neighbour's vineyard, then thou mayest 
eat grapesthy fiil at thine own pleasure; but thou shalt not put [any] in thy vessel. 

Deuteronomyl 23:25 W hen thou comest into the standing corn of thy neighbour, then 
thou mayest pluck the ears with thine hand; but thou shalt not move a sickle unto thy 
neighbour's standing corn. 

Deuteronomyl 24:1 W hen a man hath taken a wife, and married her, and it come to pass 
that she find no favour in hiseyes, because he hath found some uncleanness in her: then let 
him write her a bill of divorcement, and give [it] in her hand, and send her out of his house. 

D euteronomy| 24: 2 A nd w hen she is departed out of his house, she may go and be another 
man's [wife]. 

Deuteronomyl 24:3 And [if] the latter husband hate her, and write her a bill of 
divorcement, and giveth [it] in her hand, and sendeth her out of his house; or if the latter 
husband die, which took her [to be] his wife; 

Deuteronomyl 24:4 Her former husband, which sent her away, may not take her again to 
be his wife, after that she is defiled; for that [is] abomination before the LO R D : and thou 
shalt not cause the land to sin, which the LO RD thy God giveth thee [for] an inheritance. 
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Deuteronomyl 24:5 W hen a man hath taken a new wife, he shall not go out to war, neither 
shall he becharged with any business: [but] he shall befreeat homeoneyear, and shall 
cheer up his wife which he hath taken. 



Deuteronomyl 24:6 N o man shall take the nether or theupper millstoneto pledge: for he 
taketh [a man 's] life to pledge. 

Deuteronomyl 24:7 Ifaman befound stealingany of hisbrethren of thechildren of Israel, 
and maketh merchandise of him, or selleth him; then that thief shall die; and thou shalt put 
evil away from among you. 

Deuteronomyl 24:8 Take heed in the plague of leprosy, that thou observe diligently, and 
do according to all that the prieststhe Levites shall teach you: as I commanded them, [so] 
ye shall observe to do. 

Deuteronomyl 24:9 Remember whattheLORD thyGoddid unto Miriam bytheway, 
after that ye were come forth out of Egypt. 

Deuteronomyl 24:10 W hen thou dost lend thy brother any thing, thou shalt not go into his 
houseto fetch his pledge. 

Deuteronomyl 24:11 Thou shalt stand abroad, and the man to whom thou dost lend shall 
bring out the pledge abroad unto thee.

[it] afterward: it shall be for the stranger, for the fatherless, and for the widow. 

Deuteronomyl 24:22 And thou shalt remember that thou wast a bondman in the land of 
Egypt: therefore I command theeto do thisthing. 

Deuteronomyl 25:1 Ifthere be a controversy between men, and they comeuntojudgment, 
that [thejudges] mayjudgethem; then they shall justify the righteous, and condemn the 
wicked.

Deuteronomyl 25:13 Thou shalt not have in thy bag diversweights, agreat and asmall. 

Deuteronomyl 25: 14 Thou shalt not have in thine house divers measures, a great and a 
small. 

Deuteronomyl 25:15 [But] thou shalt have a perfect and just weight, a perfect and just 
measure shalt thou have: that thy days may be lengthened in the land which the LO RD thy 
God giveth thee. 

Deuteronomyl 25:16 For all that do such things, [and] all that do unrighteously, [are] an 
abomination unto the LO RD thy God. 

Deuteronomyl 25: 17 Remember what Amalek did unto thee by the way, when ye were 
come forth out of Egypt; 

Deuteronomyl 25:18 H ow he met thee by the way, and smotethe hindmost of thee, [even] 
all [that were] feeble behind thee, when thou [wast] faint and weary; and hefeared not 
God.

Deuteronomyl 28:21 The LORD shall make the pestilence cleave unto thee, until hehave 
consumed thee from off the land, whither thou goest to possess it. 
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Deuteronomyl 28:22 The LORD shall smitethee with aconsumption, and with afever, 
and with an inflammation, and with an extreme burning, and with the sword, and with 
blasting, and with mildew; and they shall pursuetheeuntil thou perish. 

Deuteronomyl 28:23 And thy heaven that [is] over thy head shall be brass, and the earth 
that isunder thee [shall be] iron. 

Deuteronomyl 28:24 The LORD shall makethe rain of thy land powder and dust: from 
heaven shall it come down upon thee, unti I thou be destroyed. 

Deuteronomyl 28:25 The LORD shall causetheeto besmitten beforethineenemies: thou 
shalt go out one way against them, and flee seven ways before them: and shalt be removed 
into all the kingdoms of the earth. 

Deuteronomyl 28:26 And thy carcase shal I bemeatunto all fowls of the air, and unto the 
beasts of the earth, and no man shall fray [them] away. 

Deuteronomyl 28:27 The LORD will smite thee with the botch of Egypt, and with the 
emerods, and with the scab, and with the itch, whereof thou canst not be healed. 

Deuteronomyl 28:28 The LORD shall smitethee with madness, and blindness, and 
astonishment of heart: 

Deuteronomyl 28:29 And thou shalt gropeat noonday, as the blind gropeth in darkness, 
and thou shalt not prosper i n thy ways: and thou shalt be only oppressed and spoiled 
evermore, and no man shall save [thee]. 

Deuteronomyl 28:30 Thou shalt betroth awife, and another man shall liewith her: thou 
shalt build an house, and thou shalt not dwell therein: thou shalt plant a vineyard, and shalt 
not gather the grapes thereof . 
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Deuteronomyl 28:31 Thine ox [shall be] slain before thine eyes, and thou shalt not eat 
thereof: thine ass [shall be] violently taken away from before thy face, and shall not be 
restored to thee: thy sheep [shall be] given unto thine enemies, and thou shalt have none to 
rescue [them]. 

Deuteronomyl 28:32 Thy sonsand thy daughters [shall be] given unto another people, and 
thine eyes shall look, and fail [with longing] for them all theday long: and [there shall be] 
no might in thine hand. 

Deuteronomyl 28:33 The fruitof thy land, and all thy labours, shall a nation which thou 
knowest not eat up; and thou shalt be only oppressed and crushed alway: 

Deuteronomyl 28:34 So that thou shalt be mad for the sight of thine eyes which thou shalt 
see. 

Deuteronomyl 28:35 The LORD shall smite thee in the knees, and inthelegs, with a sore 
botch that cannot be healed, from the sole of thy foot unto the top of thy head. 

Deuteronomyl 28:36 The LORD shall bring thee, and thy king which thou shalt set over 
thee, unto a nation which neither thou nor thy fathers have known; and there shalt thou 
serve other gods, wood and stone. 

Deuteronomyl 28:37 And thou shalt become an astonishment, a proverb, and a byword, 
amongall nationswhither the LORD shall lead thee. 

Deuteronomyl 28:38 Thou shalt carry much seed out into the field, and shalt gather [but] 
little in; for the locust shall consume it. 

Deuteronomyl 28:39 Thou shalt plant vineyards, and dress [them], but shalt neither drink 
[of] the wine, nor gather [the grapes]; for the worms shall eat them. 
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Deuteronomyl 28:40 T hou shalt haveolivetreesthroughoutall thy coasts, butthou shalt 
not anoint [thyself] with the oil; for thine olive shall cast [hisfruit]. 

Deuteronomyl 28:41 T hou shalt beget sons and daughters, butthou shalt notenjoy them; 
for they shall go into captivity. 

Deuteronomyl 28:42 Ali thy treesand fruit of thy land shall the locust consume. 

Deuteronomyl 28:43 The stranger that [is] within thee shall get up above thee very high; 
and thou shalt come down very low. 

Deuteronomyl 28:44 H e shall lend to thee, and thou shalt not lend to him: he shall be the 
head, and thou shalt be the tail. 

Deuteronomyl 28:45 Moreover all thesecurses shall comeupon thee, and shall pursue 
thee, and overtake thee, till thou bedestroyed; becausethou hearkenedst not unto the 
voiceof theLORD thy God, to keep hiscommandmentsand his statutes which he 
commanded thee: 

Deuteronomyl 28:46 And they shall be upon thee for a sign and for a wonder, and upon 
thy seed for ever. 

Deuteronomyl 28:47 Becausethou servedst not theLORD thy God withjoyfulness, and 
with gladnessof heart, for theabundanceof all [things]; 

Deuteronomyl 28:48 Therefore shalt thou serve thine enemies which theLORD shall send 
againstthee, in hunger, and in thirst, and in nakedness, and in wantof all [things]: and he 
shall put a yoke of iron upon thy neck, unti I he have destroyed thee. 

Deuteronomyl 28:49 TheLORD shall bringanation against thee from far, fromtheend of 
theearth, [asswift] astheeagleflieth; anation whosetonguethou shalt not understand; 

Deuteronomyl 28:50 A nation of fierce countenance, which shall not regard the person of 
the old, nor show favour to the young: 
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Deuteronomyl 28:51 And heshall eat the fruit of thy cattle, and thefruitof thy land, unti I 
thou bedestroyed: which [also] shall not leave thee [either] corn, wine, or oil, [or] the 
increase of thy kine, or flocks of thy sheep, until he have destroyed thee. 

Deuteronomyl 28:52 And he shall besiegethee in all thy gates, until thy high and fenced 
wallscomedown, wherein thou trustedst, throughout all thy land: and heshall besiege 
thee in all thy gates throughout all thy land, which theLORD thy God hath given thee. 

Deuteronomyl 28:53 And thou shalt eat the fruit of thine own body, the flesh of thy sons 
and of thy daughters, which the LO RD thy God hath given thee, in the siege, and in the 
straitness, wherewith thine enemies shall distressthee: 

Deuteronomyl 28:54 [So that] the man [that is] tender among you, and very delicate, his 
eye shall be evil toward his brother, and toward the wife of his bosom, and toward the 
remnant of hischildren which heshall leave: 

Deuteronomyl 28:55 So that he will not give to any of them of the flesh of his children 
whom he shall eat: because he hath nothing left him in the siege, and in the straitness, 
wherewith thine enemies shall distressthee in all thy gates. 

Deuteronomyl 28:56 The tender and delicate woman among you, which would not 
adventure to set the sole of her foot upon the ground for delicateness and tenderness, her 
eye shall be evil toward the husband of her bosom, and toward her son, and toward her 
daughter, 

Deuteronomyl 28:57 And toward her young onethat cometh out from between her feet, 
and toward her children which she shall bear: for she shall eat them for want of all [things] 
secretly in the siege and straitness, wherewith thine enemy shall distressthee in thy gates. 
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Deuteronomyl 28:58 If thou wilt not observeto do all the wordsof thislaw that are 
written inthisbook, that thou mayestfear thisgloriousandfearful name, THE LORD 
THYGOD; 

Deuteronomyl 28:59 Then the LORD will makethy plagueswonderful, and theplaguesof 
thy seed, [even] great plagues, and of long continuance, and sore sicknesses, and of long 
continuance. 

Deuteronomyl 28:60 Moreover hewill bring upon theeall thediseasesof Egypt, which 
thou wast afraid of; and they shall cleave unto thee. 

Deuteronomyl 28:61 Also every sickness, and every plague, which [is] not written in the 
bookof thislaw, them will the LORD bring upon thee, untilthou be destroyed. 

Deuteronomyl 28:62 And ye shall beleftfew in number, whereasyewereasthestarsof 
heavenfor multitude; becausethou wouldest notobey the voiceof the LORD thy God. 

Deuteronomyl 28:63 And it shall cometo pass, [that] as the LO R D rejoiced over you to do 
you good, and to multiply you; so the LO RD will rejoice over you to destroy you, and to 
bring you to nought; and ye shall be plucked from off the land whither thou goest to 
possess it. 

Deuteronomyl 28:64 And the LO RD shall scatter thee among all people, from the one end 
of the earth even unto the other; and there thou shalt serve other gods, which neither thou 
nor thy fathers have known, [even] wood and stone. 

Deuteronomyl 28:65 And among these nations shalt thou find no ease, neither shall the 
soleof thyfoot haverest: but the LORD shall givetheethereatrembling heart, andfailing 
of eyes, and sorrow of mind: 
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Deuteronomyl 28:66 And thy life shall hang i n doubt before thee; and thou shalt fear day 
and night, and shalt have none assurance of thy life: 

Deuteronomyl 28:67 In the morning thou shalt say, W ould God it were even! and at even 
thou shalt say, W ould God it were morning! for the fear of thine heart wherewith thou 
shalt fear, and for the sight of thine eyes which thou shalt see. 

Deuteronomyl 28:68 And the LO RD shall bring thee into Egypt again with ships, by the 
way whereof I spake unto thee, Thou shalt see it no more again: and there ye shall be sold 
unto your enemiesfor bondmen and bondwomen, and no man shall buy [you]. 

Deuteronomyl 29:lThese [are] the wordsof thecovenant, which theLORD commanded 
M oses to make with the children of Israel in the land of M oab, beside the covenant which 
he made with them in H oreb. 

Deuteronomyl 29:2 And Mosescalled unto all Israel, and said unto them, Ye haveseen all 
that the LORD did before your eyesin the land of Egypt unto Pharaoh, and unto all his 
servants, and unto all his land; 

Deuteronomyl 29:3 The great temptati ons which thine eyes have seen, the signs, and those 
great miracles: 

Deuteronomyl 29:4 Yet the LO RD hath not given you an heart to perceive, and eyesto 
see, and earsto hear, unto thisday. 

Deuteronomyl 29:5 And I haveled you fortyyearsin the wilderness: your clothes are not 
waxen old upon you, and thy shoe is not waxen old upon thy foot. 

Deuteronomyl 29:6 Ye have not eaten bread, neither haveye drunk wine or strong drink: 
that ye might know that I [am] the LO RD your God. 
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Deuteronomyl 29:7 And when yecameunto thisplace, Sihon the king of Heshbon, and O g 
the king of Bashan, came out against us unto battle, and w e smote them: 

Deuteronomyl 29:8 And we took their land, and gave it for an inheritance unto the 
Reubenites, and to the Gadites, and to the half tribe of M anasseh. 

Deuteronomyl 29:9 Keep thereforethewordsof this covenant, and do them, thatye may 
prosper i n all thatye do. 

Deuteronomyl 29:10 Ye stand this day all of you beforetheLORD your God; your 
captainsof your tribes, your elders, and your officers, [with] all the men of Israel, 

Deuteronomyl 29:11 Your little ones, your wives, and thy stranger that [is] in thy camp, 
from the hewer of thy wood unto the drawer of thy water: 

Deuteronomyl 29:12 That thou shouldest enter into covenant with the LO R D thy God, 
and into hisoath, which the LO RD thy God maketh with thee this day: 

Deuteronomyl 29: 13 That he may establish thee to day for a people unto himself, and [that] 
he may be unto thee a God, as he hath said unto thee, and as he hath sworn unto thy 
fathers, to Abraham, to Isaac, and to Jacob. 

Deuteronomyl 29:14 Neither with you only do I make this covenant and thisoath; 

Deuteronomyl 29:15 But with [him] that standeth herewith us this day beforethe LORD 
our God, and also with [him] that [is] not here with us this day: 

Deuteronomyl 29:16 (For ye know how we havedwelt in the land of Egypt; and how we 
came through the nations which ye passed by; 

Deuteronomyl 29:17 And ye have seen their abominations, and their idols, wood and 
stone, silver and gold, which [were] among them:) 
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Deuteronomyl 29:18 Lest there should beamongyou man, orwoman, orfamily, ortribe, 
whose heart turneth away this day f rom the LO R D our G od, to go [and] serve the gods of 
these nations; lest there should be among you a root that beareth gali and wormwood; 

Deuteronomyl 29:19 And itcometo pass, when he heareth the wordsof this curse, that he 
bless himself in his heart, saying, I shall have peace, though I walk in the imagination of 
mine heart, to add drunkennessto thirst: 

Deuteronomyl 29:20 The LORD will notspare him, butthen theanger of the LO RD and 
his jealousy shall smoke against that man, and all the curses that are written in thisbook 
shall lieupon him, and the LORD shall blotout hisnamefrom under heaven.

Israel, according to all the curses of the covenant that are written in this book of the law: 

Deuteronomyl 29:22 So that the generation to come of your children that shall rise up after 
you, and the stranger that shall comefrom afar land, shall say, when they seethe plagues 
ofthatland, and the sicknesseswhich the LORD hathlaid upon it; 

Deuteronomyl 29:23 [And that] the whole land thereof [is] brimstone, and salt, [and] 
burning, [that] it is not sown, nor beareth, nor any grass groweth therein, like the 
overthrow of Sodom, and Gomorrah, Admah, and Zeboim, which the LO RD overthrew i n 
hisanger, and in hiswrath: 

Deuteronomyl 29:24 Even all nations shall say, Wherefore hath the LORD donethusunto 
this land? what [meaneth] the heat of this great anger? 
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Deuteronomyl 29:25 T hen men shall say, Becausethey haveforsaken thecovenant of the 
LO RD God of their fathers, which he made with them when he brought them forth out of 
the I and of Egypt: 

Deuteronomyl 29:26 For they went and served other gods, and worshipped them, gods 
whom they knew not, and [whom] he had not given unto them: 

Deuteronomyl 29:27 And the anger of the LO RD was kindled against this land, to bring 
upon itall the cursesthatarewritten inthisbook: 

Deuteronomyl 29:28 And theLORD rooted them outof their land i n anger, andinwrath, 
and in great indignation, and cast them into another land, as [it i s] thisday. 

Deuteronomyl 29:29 The secret [things belong] unto the LO RD our God: but those [things 
which are] revealed [belong] unto usand to our children for ever, that [w e] may do all the 
wordsof thislaw. 

Deuteronomyl 30:1 And it shall cometo pass, when all these things are come upon thee, 
the blessing and the curse, which I have set before thee, and thou shalt call [them] to mind 
among all the nations, whither the LO RD thy God hath driven thee, 

Deuteronomyl 30:2 And shalt return unto theLORD thy God, and shalt obey hisvoice 
according to all that I command thee this day, thou and thy children, with all thine heart, 
and with all thy soul;

Deuteronomyl 31:4 And theLORD shall do untothem ashedid to Sihon and to O g, kings 
of the Amorites, and unto the land of them, whom he destroyed.

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Deuteronomyl 31:12 Gather the people together, men, and women, and children, and thy 
stranger that [is] within thy gates, that they may hear, and that they may learn, and fear the 
LORD your God, and observeto do all the wordsof thislaw: 

Deuteronomyl 31:13 And [that] their children, which have not known [anything], may 
hear, and learn to fear the LORD your God, as long as ye live i n the land whither ye go 
over J ordan to possess it. 

Deuteronomyl 31: 14 And the LORD said unto Moses, Behold, thy days approach that thou 
mustdie: call Joshua, and present yourselvesin thetabernacleof the congregation, that I 
may give him a charge. And M oses and J oshua went, and presented themselves i n the 
tabernacle of the congregation.

Deuteronomyl 31:18 And I will surely hide myface inthatday for all the evils which they 
shall have wrought, in that they are turned unto other gods. 
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Deuteronomyl 31:19 N ow therefore write ye thissong for you, and teach itthechildren of 
Israel: put it in their mouths, that thissong may be a witnessfor meagainst the children of 
Israel. 

Deuteronomyl 31:20 For when I shall have brought them into the land which I sware unto 
their fathers, that floweth with milk and honey; and they shall have eaten and filled 
themselves, and waxen fat; then will they turn unto other gods, and servethem, and 
provoke me, and break my covenant. 

Deuteronomyl 31:21 And it shall cometo pass, when manyevilsand troublesare befallen 
them, that thissong shall testify against them asa witness; for it shall not be forgotten out 
of the mouths of their seed: for I know their imagination which they go about, even now, 
before I have brought them into the land which I sware. 

Deuteronomyl 31:22 M oses therefore wrote thissong the sameday, and taught itthe 
children of Israel. 

Deuteronomyl 31:23 And hegavejoshuatheson of N un a charge, and said, Bestrongand 
of a good courage: for thou shalt bring the children of Israel into the land which I sware 
unto them: and I will be with thee. 

Deuteronomyl 31:24 And it came to pass, when M oses had made an end of writing the 
words of this law in a book, until they were finished, 

Deuteronomyl 31:25 That M oses commanded the Levites, which bare the ark of the 
covenant of the L O R D , sayi ng, 

Deuteronomyl 31:26 Take this book of the law, and put it in the side of the ark of the 
covenant of the LO R D your God, that it may be there for a witness against thee. 
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Deuteronomyl 31:27 For I know thy rebellion, and thy stiff neck: behold, while I am yet 
alivewithyou thisday, ye have been rebellious against the LO RD; and how much more 
after my death? 

Deuteronomyl 31:28 Gather unto meall theeldersof your tribes, and your officers, that I 
may speak these words in their ears, and call heaven and earth to record against them. 

Deuteronomyl 31:29 For I know that after my death ye will utterly corrupt [yourselves], 
and turn aside from the way which I have commanded you; and evil will befall you in the 
latter days; because ye will do evil in the m to anger through the work of your hands. 

Deuteronomyl 31:30 And Mosesspake in the ears of all the congregation of Israel the 
words of this song, until they were ended. 

Deuteronomyl 32:1 Giveear, O ye heavens, and I will speak; and hear, O earth, the words 
of my mouth. 

Deuteronomyl 32:2 M y doctrineshall drop as the rai n, my speech shal I distil asthedew, as 
the small rain upon the tender herb, and as the showers upon the grass: 

Deuteronomyl 32:3 Because I will publish the name of the LO RD : ascribeyegreatness 
unto our God. 

Deuteronomyl 32:4 [H e is] the Rock, his work [is] perfect: for all hisways[are] judgment: 
a God of truth and without iniquity, just and right [is] he. 

Deuteronomyl 32:5 They have corrupted themselves, their spot [is] not [the spot] of his 
children: [they are] a perverse and crooked generation. 

Deuteronomyl 32:6 Do ye thus requite the LO RD, O foolish people and unwise? [is] not 
he thy father [that] hath bought thee? hath he not made thee, and established thee? 
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Deuteronomyl 32:7 Remember thedaysof old, consider theyearsof many generations: 
ask thy father, and he will show thee; thy elders, and they will tell thee.

Deuteronomyl 32:10 Hefound him in adesert land, and in thewaste howling wilderness; 
he led him about, heinstructed him, he kept him astheappleof hiseye. 

Deuteronomyl 32:11 Asan eaglestirreth up her nest, fluttereth over her young, spreadeth 
abroad her wings, taketh them, beareth them on her wings: 

Deuteronomyl 32:12 [So] theLORD alonedid lead him, and [therewas] no strangegod 
with him. 

Deuteronomyl 32:13 Hemadehim rideon thehigh placesof theearth, that hemighteat 
the increase of the fields; and he made him to suck honey out of the rock, and oil out of the 
flinty rock; 

Deuteronomyl 32:14 Butter of kine, and milkof sheep, withfat of lambs, and ramsofthe 
breed of Bashan, and goats, with the fat of kidneys of wheat; and thou didst drink the pure 
blood of the grape. 

Deuteronomyl 32:15 But Jeshurun waxed fat, and kicked: thou art waxen fat, thou art 
grown thick, thou art covered [with fatness]; then heforsook God [which] made him, and 
lightly esteemed the Rock of hissalvation. 

Deuteronomyl 32:16 They provoked him tojealousy with strange [gods], with 
abominations provoked they him to anger. 
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Deuteronomyl 32:17 They sacrificed unto devils, notto God; to godswhom they knew 
not, to new [godsthat] came newly up, whom your fathers feared not. 

Deuteronomyl 32:18 O f theRock [that] begat thee thou artunmindful, and hast forgotten 
God thatformed thee. 

Deuteronomyl 32:19 And when theLORD saw [it] ( heabhorred [them], becauseofthe 
provoking of his sons, and of his daughters. 

Deuteronomyl 32:20 And hesaid, I will hide my face from them, I will seewhattheir end 
[shall be]: for they [are] a very froward generation, children in whom [is] no faith. 

Deuteronomy 32:21 They havemoved me to jealousy with [that which is] not God; they 
have provoked me to anger with their vanities: and I will move them to jealousy with 
[those which are] not a people; I will provoke them to anger with a foolish nation. 

Deuteronomyl 32:22 For afireiskindled in mine anger, and shall burn unto the lowest 
hell, and shall consume the earth with her increase, and setonfirethefoundationsof the 
mountains. 

Deuteronomyl 32:23 1 will heap mischiefsupon them; I will spend minearrowsupon 
them. 

Deuteronomyl 32:24 [They shall be] burnt with hunger, and devoured with burning heat, 
and with bitter destruction: I will also send theteeth of beastsupon them, with the poison 
of serpents of the dust. 

Deuteronomyl 32:25 The sword without, and terror within, shall destroy both the young 
man and the virgin, the suckling [also] with the man of gray hairs.

Deuteronomyl 32:30 H ow should one chase a thousand, and two putten thousand to 
flight, except their Rock had sold them, and the LO RD had shut them up? 

Deuteronomyl 32:31 For their rock [is] not as our Rock, even our enemiesthemselves 
[being] judges. 

Deuteronomyl 32:32 For their vine [is] of the vineof Sodom, and of thefieldsof 
Gomorrah: their grapes[are] grapesof gali, their clusters [are] bitter: 

Deuteronomyl 32:33 Their wine [is] the poison of dragons, and the cruel venom of asps. 

Deuteronomyl 32:34 [Is] not this laid up in store with me, [and] sealed up among my 
treasures? 

Deuteronomyl 32:35 To me [belongeth] vengeance, and recompense; their foot shall slide 
in [due] time: for the dayof their calamity [is] at hand, and the things that shall comeupon 
them make haste. 

Deuteronomyl 32:36 For the LO RD shall judge hispeople, and repent himselffor his 
servants, when he seeth that [their] power isgone, and [there is] none shut up, or left.

Deuteronomyl 32:47 For it [is] not a vain thing for you; because it [is] your life: and 
through this thing ye shall prolong [your] days in the land, whither ye go over Jordan to 
possess it. 

Deuteronomyl 32:48 And the LO RD spake unto M osesthat selfsame day, saying, 
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Deuteronomyl 32:49 Get thee up into this mountain Abarim, [unto] mountNebo, which 
[is] in the land of M oab, that [is] over against Jericho; and behold the land of Canaan, which 
I give unto the children of Israel for a possession:

Deuteronomyl 33:8 And of Levi hesaid, [Let]thyThummim and thy U rim [be] withthy 
holy one, whom thou didst prove at M assah, [and with] whom thou didst strive at the 
waters of Meribah; 

Deuteronomyl 33:9 W ho said unto hisfather and to his mother, I have not seen him; 
neither did he acknowledge his brethren, nor knew his own children: for they have 
observed thy word, and kept thy covenant. 

Deuteronomyl 33:10 They shal I teach J acob thy judgments, and Israel thy law: they shall 
put incense before thee, and whole burnt sacrifice upon thine altar. 

Deuteronomyl 33:11 Bless, LORD, hissubstance, and accept the workof his hands: smite 
through the loins of them that rise against him, and of them that hate him, that they rise not 
again. 

Deuteronomyl 33:12 [And]of Benjamin hesaid, The beloved of the LORD shall dwell in 
safety by him; [and the LO RD] shall cover him all the day long, and he shall dwell between 
hisshoulders. 

Deuteronomyl 33:13 And ofjoseph hesaid, Blessed of the LORD [be] hisland, for the 
precious things of heaven, for the dew, and for the deep that coucheth beneath, 

Deuteronomyl 33: 14 A nd for the precious fruits [brought forth] bythesun, and for the 
precious things put forth by the moon, 

Deuteronomyl 33:15 And for the chief things of the ancient mountains, and for the 
precious things of the lasting hills, 
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Deuteronomyl 33:16 And for thepreciousthingsof theearth and fulness thereof, and [for] 
the good will of him that dwelt in the bush: let [the blessing] come upon the head of 
J oseph, and upon the top of the head of him [that was] separated from his brethren. 

Deuteronomyl 33:17 His glory [islike] the firstling of his bullock, and his horns [are like] 
the horns of unicorns: withthem heshall pushthe peopletogether to the endsof theearth: 
and they [are] the ten thousands of Ephraim, and they [are] the thousands of M anasseh. 

Deuteronomyl 33:18 And of Zebulun hesaid, Rejoice, Zebulun, in thy goingout; and, 
Issachar, i n thy tents. 

Deuteronomyl 33: 19 They shall call the peopleunto themountain; therethey shall offer 
sacrifices of righteousness: for they shall suck [of] the abundance of the seas, and [of] 
treasureshid in the sand. 

Deuteronomyl 33:20 And of Gad he said, Blessed [be] he that enlargeth Gad; he dwelleth 
as a I ion, and teareth the arm with the crown of the head. 

Deuteronomyl 33:21 And he provided thefirst part for himself, because there, [in] a 
portion of the lawgiver, [was he] seated; and he came with the heads of the people, he 
executed the justice of the LORD, and hisjudgments with Israel. 

Deuteronomyl 33:22 And of Dan hesaid, Dan [is] a lion's whelp: heshall leapfrom Bashan. 

Deuteronomyl 33:23 And of Naphtali hesaid, O Naphtali, satisfied withfavour, andfull 
with the blessing of the LORD: possess thou the west and the south. 

Deuteronomyl 33:24 And of Asher hesaid, [Let] Asher [be] blessed with children; let him 
beacceptableto his brethren, and let him dip hisfoot in oil. 
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Deuteronomyl 33:25 T hy shoes [shall be] iron and brass; and asthy days, [so shall] thy 
strength [be]. 



Deuteronomyl 33:26 [There i s] none like unto the God of Jeshurun, [who] rideth upon the 
heaven in thy help, and in his exceltency on thesky.

Joshua| 1:5 There shall not any man beableto stand beforetheeall thedaysof thy life: asi 
waswith M oses, [so] I will bewiththee: I will not fail thee, nor forsake thee. 

Joshua| 1:6 Bestrong and of agood courage: for unto this people shalt thou dividefor an 
inheritance the land, which I swareuntotheirfathersto give them. 

Joshua| 1:7 Only bethou strong and very courageous, that thou mayest observe to do 
according to all the law, which M oses my servant commanded thee: turn not from it [to] 
the right hand or [to] the left, that thou mayest prosper whithersoever thou goest. 

Joshua| 1:8 This book of the law shall not depart out of thy mouth; butthou shalt meditate 
therein day and night, that thou mayest observe to do according to all that is written 
therein: for then thou shalt make thy way prosperous, and then thou shalt have good 
success. 
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Joshua| 1:9 Have not I commanded thee? Be strong and of a good courage; be not afraid, 
neither bethou dismayed: fortheLORD thy God [is] withtheewhithersoever thou goest. 

Joshua| 1: 10 T hen J oshua commanded the officers of the people, saying, 

Joshua| 1:11 Passthrough the host, and command the people, saying, Prepareyou victuals; 
for within threedaysyeshall passover thisjordan, to gointo possesstheland, which the 
LO R D your God giveth you to possess it. 

Joshua| 1:12 And to the Reubenites, and to the Gadites, and to hal f thetribeof Manasseh, 
spakejoshua, saying, 

Joshua| 1:13 Remember the word which M osesthe servant of the LO RD commanded you, 
saying, The LO RD your God hath given you rest, and hath given you this land. 

Joshua| 1:14 Your wives, your littleones, and your cattle, shall remain in the land which 
Mosesgaveyou on thissidejordan; butye shall passbeforeyour brethren armed, all the 
mighty men of valour, and help them; 

Joshua| 1:15 U ntil the LO RD have given your brethren rest, as[he hath given] you, and 
they also have possessed the land which the LO RD your God giveth them: then ye shall 
return unto the land of your possession, and enjoy it, which M osesthe LO R D 'S servant 
gave you on thissidejordan toward thesunrising. 

Joshua| 1:16 And they answered J oshua, saying, All thatthou commandestuswewill do, 
and whithersoever thou sendest us, we will go. 

Joshua| 1:17 Accordingaswehearkened unto Mosesin all things, so will wehearken unto 
thee: only the LORD thy God bewith thee, ashe waswith Moses. 

Joshua| 1:18 W hosoever [he be] that doth rebel against thy commandment, and will not 
hearken unto thy words i n all that thou commandest him, he shall be put to death: only be 
strong and of a good courage. 
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J oshua| 2: 1 And J oshua the son of N un sent out of Shittim two men to spy secretly, saying, 
Go view the land, even Jericho. And they went, and came into an harlot's house, named 
Rahab, and lodged there. 

Joshua| 2:2 And it wastold the kingof Jericho, saying, Behold, there came men in hither to 
night of the children of Israel to search out the country. 

Joshua| 2:3 And the king of Jericho sent unto Rahab, saying, Bring forth the men that are 
cometo thee, which areentered into thine house: for they becometo search out all the 
country.

J oshua| 2: 7 And the men pursued after them the way to J ordan unto the fords: and as soon 
as they which pursued after them were gone out, they shut the gate. 

Joshua| 2:8 And before they were laid down, she came up unto them upon the roof; 

Joshua| 2:9 And she said unto the men, I know that the LORD hath given you the land, and 
that your terror isfallen upon us, and that all the inhabitantsof the land faint becauseof 
you. 
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Joshua| 2:10 For wehave heard how theLORD dried up the water of the Red seafor you, 
when ye came out of Egypt; and what ye did unto the two kings of the Amor ites, that 
[were] on the other sidejordan, Sihon and O g, whom ye utterly destroyed. 

Joshua| 2:11 And as soon as we had heard [these thingsL ourheartsdid melt, neitherdid 
there remain any more courage in any man, because of you: for the LO RD your God, he 
[is] God i n heaven above, and i n earth beneath. 

Joshua| 2:12 Now therefore, I pray you, swear unto me by the LORD, since I haveshowed 
you kindness, that ye will also show kindness unto my father's house, and give me a true 
token: 



Joshua| 2:13 And [that] ye will savealive my father, and my mother, and my brethren, and 
my sisters, and all that they have, and deliver our livesfrom death. 

Joshua| 2:14 And themen answered her, Our lifefor yours, ifyeutter notthisour 
business. And itshall be, when the LORD hathgiven ustheland, that we will deal kindly 
and truly withthee. 

Joshua| 2:15 Then sheletthem down by acord through thewindow: for her house[was] 
upon the town wali, and she dwelt upon the wali. 

Joshua 2:16 And shesaid untothem, Getyoutothemountain, lest the pursuers meet you; 
and hide you rselves there three days, unti I the pursuers be returned: and afterward may ye 
go your way. 

Joshua| 2:17 And the men said unto her, W e [will be] blamelessof thisthine oath which 
thou hast made us swear. 



Joshua| 2:18 Behold, [when] wecomeinto theland, thou shaltbind thislineof scarlet 
thread in the window which thou didst let us down by: and thou shalt bring thy father, and 
thy mother, and thy brethren, and all thy father's household, home unto thee.

Joshua| 3:3 And they commanded the people, saying, When ye see the ark of the covenant 
of theLORD yourGod, and the prieststhe Levites bearing it, then ye shall removefrom 
your place, and go after it. 
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Joshua| 3:4 Yetthereshall beaspace between you and it, about two thousand cubitsby 
measure: come not near unto it, that ye may know the way by which ye must go: for ye 
have not passed [this] way heretofore. 

Joshua| 3:5 And Joshuasaid unto the people, Sanctify yourselves: for tomorrow the LORD 
will do wondersamong you. 

Joshua| 3:6 Andjoshuaspakeunto the priests, saying, Take up the ark of the covenant, and 
pass over before the people. And they took up the ark of the covenant, and went before the 
people. 

Joshua| 3:7 And the LORD said untojoshua, This day will I begin to magnify theein the 
sight of all Israel, that they may know that, as I was with M oses, [so] I will be with thee. 

Joshua| 3:8 And thou shalt command the priests that bear the ark of the covenant, saying, 
W hen ye are come to the brink of the water of J ordan, ye shall stand still in J ordan. 

Joshua| 3:9 And Joshuasaid unto thechildren of Israel, Comehither, and hear thewordsof 
the LORD yourGod. 

Joshua| 3:10 And Joshuasaid, H ereby ye shal I know that the living God [is] amongyou, and 
[that] he will without fail drive out from before you the Canaanites, and the H ittites, and 
the Hivites, and the Perizzites, and the G irgashites, and theAmorites, and thejebusites. 

Joshua| 3:11 Behold, the ark of the covenant of the LORD of all theearth passeth over 
before you intojordan. 

Joshua| 3:12 Now therefore take you twelvemen out of thetribesof Israel, out of every 
tribeaman. 
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Joshua| 3:13 And itshall cometo pass, assoon asthe soles of thefeetof the priests that 
bear the ark of the LO RD, theLord of all theearth, shall rest t n the waters of J ordan, [that] 
the waters of J ordan shall be cut off [from] the waters that come down from above; and 
they shall stand upon an heap. 

Joshua| 3:14 And it cameto pass, when the people removed from their tents, to passover 
J ordan, and the priests bearing the ark of the covenant before the people; 

J oshua| 3: 15 And as they that bare the ark were come unto J ordan, and the feet of the 
priests that bare the ark were dipped in the brim of the water, (for J ordan overfloweth all 
hisbanksall thetimeof harvest,) 

J oshua| 3: 16 That the waters w hich came down from above stood [and] rose up upon an 
heap very far from the city Adam, that [is] beside Zaretan: and those that came down 
toward the sea of the plain, [even] the salt sea, failed, [and] were cut off: and the people 
passed over right against Jericho. 

J oshua| 3: 17 And the priests that bare the ark of the covenant of the LO RD stood firm on 
dry ground in themidst of J ordan, and all the I sraelites passed over on dry ground, until all 
the people were passed clean over J ordan. 

Joshua| 4:1 And it cameto pass, when all the people were clean passed over J ordan, that 
theLORD spakeuntojoshua, saying, 

Joshua| 4:2Takeyou twelve men out ofthe people, out of every tribeaman, 

Joshua| 4:3 And command yethem, saying, Takeyou henceout ofthe midst of J ordan, out 
of the place where the priests' feet stood firm, twelve stones, and ye shall carry them over 
with you, and leave them in the lodging place, where ye shall lodge this night. 
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Joshua| 4:4 Then Joshua called the twelve men, whom he had prepared of thechildren of 
Israel, out of every tribe a man: 

Joshua| 4:5 Andjoshuasaid unto them, Passover before the ark of the LORD your God 
into the midst of J ordan, and takeyou up every man of you astoneupon hisshoulder, 
according unto the number of the tribes of the children of Israel: 

Joshua| 4:6 That this may be a sign among you, [that] when your children ask [their fathers] 
in time to come, saying, W hat [mean] ye by these stones? 

Joshua| 4:7 Then yeshall answer them, Thatthewatersof J ordan were cut off before the 
ark of the covenant of the LO R D ; when it passed over J ordan, the waters of J ordan were 
cut off: and these stones shal I befor a memorial unto thechildren of Israel for ever. 

Joshua| 4:8 And thechildren of Israel did so asjoshuacommanded, and took up twelve 
stones out of the midst ofjordan, astheLORD spake unto Joshua, according to the 
number of the tribes of the children of Israel, and carried them over with them unto the 
place wherethey lodged, and laid them down there. 

J oshua| 4:9 And J oshua set up twelve stones in the midst of J ordan, i n the place where the 
feet of the priests which bare the ark of the covenant stood: and they are there unto this 
day. 

Joshua| 4:10 For the priests which bare the ark stood in the midst ofjordan, until every 
thing was finished that the LORD commanded J oshua to speak unto the people, according 
to all that M oses commanded J oshua: and the people hasted and passed over. 

Joshua| 4:11 And it cameto pass, when all the people were clean passed over, that the ark 
of the LO R D passed over, and the priests, in the presence of the people. 
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Joshua| 4:12 And thechildren of Reuben, and thechildren of Gad, and half thetribeof 
M anasseh, passed over armed before the children of Israel, as M oses spake unto them: 

Joshua| 4:13 About forty thousand prepared for war passed over before the LO R D unto 
battle, to the plainsof Jericho. 

Joshua| 4:14 O n that day the LO RD magnifiedjoshuainthesight of all Israel; and they 
feared him, as they feared M oses, all the days of his life. 

Joshua| 4:15 And theLORD spake unto J oshua, saying, 

J oshua| 4: 16 C ommand the priests that bear the ark of the testimony, that they come up 
out ofjordan. 

Joshua| 4:17 

Joshua| therefore commanded the priests, saying, Comeye up out ofjordan. 

J oshua| 4: 18 A nd it came to pass, w hen the priests that bare the ark of the covenant of the 
LO RD were come up out of the midst of J ordan, [and] the soles of the priests' feet were 
lifted up unto the dry land, that the waters ofjordan returned unto their place, and flowed 
over all his banks, as [they did] before. 

J oshua| 4: 19 And the people came up out of J ordan on the tenth [day] of the first month, 
and encamped in Gilgal, in theeast border of Jericho. 

Joshua| 4:20 And thosetwelvestones, which theytook out ofjordan, didjoshuapitch in 
Gilgal. 

Joshua| 4:21 And he spake unto the children of Israel, saying, W hen your children shall ask 
their fathers i n time to come, saying, W hat [mean] these stones? 

Joshua| 4:22 Then ye shall letyour children know, saying, Israel came over thisj ordan on 
dry land. 
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Joshua| 4:23 For theLORD your God dried up the watersof Jordanfrom beforeyou, until 
yewere passedover, astheLORD your God did to theRedsea, which he dried up from 
beforeus, until weweregoneover: 

Joshua| 4:24 T hat all the people of the earth might know the hand of the LO RD, that it [is] 
mighty: that ye might fear the LO RD your God for ever. 

Joshua| 5:1 And it cameto pass, when all the kingsof the Amor i tes» which [were] on the 
sideof Jordan westward, and all the kingsof the C anaanites, which [were] by thesea, heard 
that the LORD had dried up the watersof Jordan from before the children of Israel, until 
we were passed over, that their heart melted, neither wasthere spirit in them any more, 
because of the children of Israel. 

Joshua| 5:2 At that time the LORD said unto Joshua, M ake thee sharp knives, and 
circumcise again the children of Israel the second time. 

Joshua| 5:3 And Joshua made him sharp knives, and circumcised the children of Israel at the 
hill of theforeskins. 

Joshua| 5:4 And this [is] the causewhy Joshua did circumcise: All the people that cameout 
of Egypt, [that were] males, [even] all the men of war, died in the wilderness by the way, 
after they came out of Egypt. 

Joshua| 5:5 Now all the people that came out were circumcised: butall the people [that 
were] bom in the wilderness by the way as they cameforth out of Egypt, [them] they had 
not circumcised. 

Joshua| 5:6 For the children of Israel walkedfortyyearsin the wilderness, till all the people 
[that were] men of war, which came out of Egypt, were consumed, because they obeyed 
not the voice of the LORD: unto whom the LORD swarethat hewould not show them the 
land, which the LO RD sware unto their fathersthat he would give us, a land that floweth 
with milkand honey. 
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Joshua| 5:7 And their children, [whom]he raised up in their stead, themjoshua 
circumcised: for they were uncircumcised, because they had not circumcised them by the 
way. 

Joshua| 5:8 And it came to pass, when they had done circumcising all the people, that they 
abode in their places in the camp, till they were whole. 

Joshua| 5:9 And theLORD said unto Joshua, Thisday have I rolled away the reproach of 
Egypt from off you. W herefore the name of the place iscalled G i Igal unto thisday. 

Joshua| 5:10 And the children of Israel encamped in G i Igal , and keptthe passover on the 
fourteenth day of the month at even i n the plainsof Jericho. 

J oshua| 5:11 And they did eat of the old corn of the land on the morrow after the passover, 
unleavened cakes, and parched [corn] in the selfsame day. 

Joshua| 5:12 And the mannaceased on the morrow after they had eaten of the old corn of 
the land; neither had the children of Israel manna any more; but they did eat of the fruit of 
the land of Canaan that year. 

Joshua| 5:13 And itcameto pass, when J oshuawasby Jericho, that helifted up hiseyesand 
looked, and, behold, there stood a man over against him with hissword drawn in hishand: 
andjoshuawent unto him, and said unto him, [Art] thou for us, orfor our adversaries? 

Joshua| 5:14 And hesaid, Nay; but [as] captai n of the hostof theLORD am I now come. 
And Joshuafell on hisfaceto theearth, and did worship, and said unto him, W hat saith my 
lord unto hisservant? 
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J oshua| 5: 15 And the captain of the LO R D 'S host said unto J oshua, Loose thy shoe from off 
thy foot; for the place whereon thou standest [is] holy. And J oshua did so. 

J oshua| 6: 1 N ow J ericho was straitly shut up because of the children of Israel: none went 
out, and nonecamein. 

Joshua| 6:2 And theLORD said unto J oshua, See, I havegiven intothinehand J ericho, and 
the king thereof, [and] the mighty men of valour. 

Joshua| 6:3 And yeshall compassthecity, all [ye] men of war, [and] go round about the 
city once. Thusshalt thou do six days. 

Joshua| 6:4 And seven priestsshall bear before the ark seven trumpetsof rams' horns: and 
the seventh day ye shall compass the city seven times, and the priests shall blow with the 
trumpets. 

Joshua| 6:5 And it shall cometo pass, thatwhen they make a long [blast] with the ram's 
horn, [and] when ye hear the sound of the trumpet, all the people shall shout with a great 
shout; and the wali of the city shall fail down flat, and the people shall ascend up every man 
straight before him. 

Joshua| 6:6 And J oshua the son of Nun called the priests, and said untothem, Takeupthe 
ark of the covenant, and let seven priests bear seven trumpets of rams' horns before the ark 
of theLORD. 

Joshua| 6:7 And hesaid unto the people, Passon, and compassthecity, and lethimthatis 
armed passon before the ark of theLORD. 

J oshua| 6:8 And it came to pass, when J oshua had spoken unto the people, that the seven 
priests bearing the seven trumpets of rams' horns passed on before the LO RD, and blew 
with the trumpets: and the ark of the covenant of theLORD followed them. 
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Joshua| 6:9 And thearmed men went beforethe prieststhat blew with thetrumpets, and 
the rereward came after the ark, [the priests] going on, and blowing with the trumpets. 

Joshua| 6:10 Andjoshuahad commanded the people, saying, Yeshall not shout, nor make 
any noise with your voice, neither shall [any] word proceed out of your mouth, until the 
day I bid you shout; then shall ye shout. 

Joshua| 6:11 So the ark of the LO RD compassed the city, going about [it] once: and they 
came into the camp, and lodged in the camp. 

J oshua| 6: 12 And J oshua rose early in the morning, and the priests took up the ark of the 
LORD. 

Joshua| 6:13 And seven priests bearingseven trumpets of rams' horns before the ark of the 
LO RD went on continually, and blew with thetrumpets: and the armed men went before 
them; but the rereward came after the ark of the LO RD, [the priests] going on, and 
blowing with the trumpets. 

Joshua| 6:14 And the second day they compassed the city once, and returned into the 
camp: so they did six days. 

Joshua| 6:15 And itcameto pass on the seventh day, that they rose early about the dawning 
of the day, and compassed the city after the same manner seven times: only on that day 
they compassed the city seven times. 

Joshua| 6:16 And itcameto pass at the seventh time, when the priests blew with the 
trumpets, J oshua said unto the people, Shout; for the LORD hath gi ven you the city. 

Joshua| 6:17 And the city shall be accursed, [even] it, and all that [are] therein, to the 
LORD: only Rahab the harlot shall live, sheand all that [are] with her inthehouse, because 
she hid the messengers that we sent. 
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Joshua| 6:18 And ye, in any wise keep [yourselves] from the accursed thing, lest ye make 
[yourselves] accursed, when ye take of the accursed thing, and make the camp of Israel a 
curse, and trouble it. 

Joshua| 6:19 But all the silver, and gold, and vesselsof brassand iron, [are] consecrated 
unto the LO R D : they shall come into the treasury of the LO R D . 

Joshua| 6:20 So the people shouted when [the priests] blew with thetrumpets: and it came 
to pass, when the people heard the sound of the trumpet, and the people shouted with a 
great shout, that the wali fell down flat, so that the people went up into the city, every man 
straight before him, and they took the city. 

Joshua| 6:21 And they utterly destroyed all that [was] in the city, both man and woman, 
young and old, and ox, and sheep, and ass, with the edge of the sword. 

Joshua| 6:22 Butjoshua had said unto thetwo men that had spied out the country, G o into 
the harlot's house, and bring out thence the woman, and all that she hath, asye sware unto 
her. 

Joshua| 6:23 And the young men that werespies went in, and brought out Rahab, and her 
father, and her mother, and her brethren, and all that she had; and they brought out all her 
kindred, and left them without the camp of Israel. 

Joshua| 6:24 And theyburnt the city with f i re, and all that [was] therein: only the silver, 
and the gold, and the vessels of brass and of iron, they put into the treasury of the house of 
theLORD. 
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Joshua| 6:25 Andjoshuasaved Rahab the harlot alive, and her father's household, and all 
that she had; and she dwelleth in Israel [even] unto this day; because she hid the 
messengers, w hich J oshua sent to spy out J er icho. 



Joshua| 6:26 And J oshua adjured [them] atthattime, saying, Cursed [be] theman before 
theLORD, that riseth up and buildeththiscityjericho: heshall lay the foundation thereof 
in hisfirstborn, and in hisyoungest [son] shall hesetupthegatesof it. 

Joshua| 6:27 So theLORD waswithjoshua; and hisfame was[noised] throughout all the 
country. 

Joshua| 7:1 Butthechildren of Israel committed atrespassin theaccursed thing: for Achan, 
the son of Carmi, the son of Zabdi, the son of Zerah, of the tribe of J udah, took of the 
accursed thing: and the anger of the LO RD was kindled against the children of Israel. 

J oshua 7:2 And J oshua sent men from J ericho to Ai, which [is] beside Bethaven, onthe 
east side of Bethel, and spake unto them, saying, Go up and view the country. And the men 
went up and viewed Ai. 

Joshua| 7:3 And they returned to J oshua, and said unto him, Let not all the peoplego up; 
but let about two or three thousand men go up and smite Ai; [and] make not all the people 
to labour thither; for they [are but] few. 

Joshua| 7:4 Sothere went up thither ofthe people about three thousand men: and theyfled 
before the men of Ai. 

Joshua| 7:5 And the men of Ai smoteof them about thirty and six men: for they chased 
them [from] before the gate [even] unto Shebarim, and smote them in the going down: 
wherefore the hearts of the people melted, and became as water. 
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Joshua| 7:6 Andjoshua rent his clothes, andfell to theearthupon hisface before the ark of 
the LO RD until the eventide, he and the eldersof Israel, and put dust upon their heads. 

Joshua| 7:7 Andjoshua said, Alas, O LordGOD, whereforehastthou atall broughtthis 
people over Jordan, to deliver us into the hand of the Amorites, to destroy us? would to 
God we had been content, and dwelt on theother side Jordan! 

Joshua| 7:8 O Lord, what shall I say, when Israel turneth their backs before their enemies! 

Joshua| 7:9 For theCanaanitesand all the inhabitantsof the land shall hear [of it], and shall 
environ us round, and cut off our name from the earth: and what wilt thou do unto thy 
great name? 

Joshua| 7:10 And theLORD said untojoshua, Gettheeup; wherefore liest thou thusupon 
thy face? 

Joshua| 7:11 Israel hath sinned, and they have also transgressed my covenant which I 
commanded them: for they have even taken of the accursed thing, and have also stolen, and 
dissembled also, and they have put [it] even among their own stuff. 

Joshua| 7:12 Therefore the children of Israel could not stand before their enemies, [but] 
turned [their] backs before their enemies, because they w ere accursed: neither will I be 
with you any more, except ye destroy the accursed from among you. 

Joshua| 7:13 Up, sanctifythe people, and say, Sanctify yourselves against tomorrow: for 
thussaith the LO RD God of Israel, [There is] an accursed thing in the midst of thee, O 
Israel: thou canst not stand before thine enemies, until ye take away the accursed thing 
from among you. 
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Joshua| 7:14 In themorningthereforeyeshall be broughtaccording to yourtribes: and it 
shall be, [that] the tribe which the LO RD taketh shall come according to the families 
[thereof]; and the family which the LO RD shall take shall come by households; and the 
household which the LO RD shall take shall come man by man. 

Joshua| 7:15 And it shall be, [that] hethat istaken with theaccursed thing shall beburnt 
with fire, he and all that he hath: because he hath transgressed the covenant of the LO RD, 
and because he hath wrought folly in Israel. 

Joshua| 7:16 So Joshua roseupearly inthemorning, and brought Israel by their tribes; and 
the tribe of Judah wastaken: 

Joshua| 7:17 And he brought the family of Judah; and hetook the family of theZarhites: 
and he brought the familyof theZarhites man by man; and Zabdi wastaken: 

Joshua| 7:18 And he brought his household man by man; and Achan, theson of Carmi, the 
son of Zabdi, theson of Zerah, of the tribe of Judah, wastaken. 

Joshua| 7:19 And Joshua said unto Achan, M y son, give, I praythee, glory to the LO RD 
God of Israel, and make confession unto him; and tell me now what thou hast done; hide 
[it] not from me. 

Joshua| 7:20 And Achan answered Joshua, and said, Indeed I havesinned against the LO RD 
God of Israel, and thusand thus have I done: 

Joshua| 7:21 W hen I saw amongthespoilsagoodly Babylonish garment, and two hundred 
shekels of silver, and a wedge of gold of fifty shekels weight, then I coveted them, and took 
them; and, behold, they [are] hid i n the earth in the midst of my tent, and the silver under 
it. 

Joshua| 7:22 Sojoshuasent messengers, and they ran unto the tent; and, behold, [it was] 
hid in his tent, and the silver under it. 
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Joshua| 7:23 And they took them out of themidstof thetent, and broughtthem unto 
Joshua, and unto all thechildren of Israel, and laid them out beforetheLORD. 

Joshua| 7:24 And Joshua, and all Israel with him, took Achan theson of Zerah, and the 
silver, and thegarment, and thewedgeof gold, and hissons, and hisdaughters, and his 
oxen, and hisasses, and hissheep, and histent, and all that he had: and they brought them 
unto thevalley of Achor. 

Joshua| 7:25 And Joshua said, Why hastthou troubled us?theLORD shall troubletheethis 
day. And all Israel stoned him with stones, and burned them with fire, after they had 
stoned them with stones. 



Joshua| 7:26 And they raised over him a great heap of stones unto thisday. So the LO R D 
turned from thefiercenessof hisanger. W hereforethe name of that place wascalled, The 
valleyof Achor, unto thisday. 

Joshua| 8:1 And theLORD said unto Joshua, Fear not, neither bethou dismayed: takeall 
the people of war with thee, and arise, go up to Ai: see, I have given into thy hand the king 
of Ai, and his people, and hiscity, and hisland: 

Joshua| 8:2 And thou shalt do to Ai and her king asthou didst unto Jericho and her king: 
only the spoil thereof, and the cattle thereof, shall ye take for a prey unto yourselves: lay 
thee an ambush for the city behind it. 

Joshua| 8:3 So Joshua arose, and all the people of war, to go up against Ai: and Joshua 
chose out thirty thousand mighty men of valour, and sent them away by night. 

Joshua 8:4 And he commanded them, saying, Behold, ye shall lie i n wait against the city, 



[even] 



behind the city: go not very far from the city, but be ye all ready: 
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Joshua| 8:5 And I, and all the peoplethat [are] with me, will approach untothecity: and it 
shall cometo pass, when they comeout against us, as at the f i rst, that wewill flee before 
them, 

Joshua| 8:6 (For they will comeout after us) till we havedrawn them from thecity; for 
they will say, They flee before us, asatthefirst: therefore wewill flee before them. 

Joshua| 8:7Then ye shall riseupfrom the ambush, and seizeupon thecity: for the LO RD 
your God will deliver it into your hand. 

Joshua| 8:8 And it shall be, when ye havetaken thecity, [that] ye shall setthecityon f i re: 
accordingtothecommandmentof theLORD shall yedo. See, I havecommanded you. 

Joshua| 8:9 

Joshua| therefore sent them forth: and they went to lie in ambush, and abode between 
Bethel and A i, on the west sideof Ai: butjoshua lodged that night among the people. 

Joshua| 8:10 And Joshua rose up early in the morning, and numbered the people, and went 
up, he and the eldersof Israel, before the people to A i. 

Joshua| 8:11 And all the people, [even the people] of war that [were] with him, went up, 
and drew nigh, and came before the city, and pitched on the north sideof Ai: now [there 
was] a valley between them and Ai. 

Joshua| 8:12 And he took about five thousand men, and set them to lie in ambush between 
Bethel and Ai, on the west side of the city. 

Joshua| 8:13 And when they had set the people, [even] all the host that [was] on the north 
of the city, and their liers in wait on the west of the city, J oshua went that night into the 
midst of the valley. 
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Joshua| 8:14 And it cameto pass, when the king of Ai saw [it], that they hasted and rose up 
early, and the men of the city went out against Israel to battle, he and all his people, at a 
time appointed, before the plain; but he wist not that [there were] liers in ambush against 
him behind the city. 

Joshua| 8:15 Andjoshuaand all Israel madeasif they were beaten before them, andfled by 
the way of thewilderness. 

Joshua| 8:16 And all the people that [were] in Ai were called together to pursueafter them: 
and they pursued after J oshua, and were drawn away from the city. 

Joshua| 8:17 And there was not a man left in Ai or Bethel, that went not out after Israel: 
and they left the city open, and pursued after Israel. 

J oshua 8:18 And the LO R D said untojoshua, Stretch out the spear that [is] in thy hand 
toward Ai; for I will give it into thine hand. And J oshua stretched out the spear that [he 
had] in his hand toward the city. 

J oshua| 8: 19 And the ambush arose quickly out of their place, and they ran as soon as he 
had stretched out his hand: and they entered into the city, and took it, and hasted and set 
the city on f i re. 

Joshua| 8:20 And when the men of Ai looked behind them, they saw, and, behold, the 
smoke of the city ascended up to heaven, and they had no power to flee this way or that 
way: and the people that fled to the wildernessturned back upon the pursuers. 

Joshua| 8:21 And when J oshua and all Israel saw that the ambush had taken the city, and 
that the smoke of the city ascended, then they turned again, and slew the men of Ai. 

Joshua| 8:22 And the other issued out of the city against them; so they were in the midst of 
Israel, some on this side, and some on that side: and they smote them, so that they let none 
of them remain or escape. 
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Joshua| 8:23 And the kingof Ai theytook alive, and brought him tojoshua. 



Joshua| 8:24 And it cameto pass, when Israel had made an end of slaying all the inhabitants 
of Ai inthefield, inthewildernesswhereintheychased them, and when theywereall 
fallen on the edge of the sword, until they were consumed, that all the Israelites returned 
unto A i, and smote it with the edge of the sword. 

Joshua| 8:25 And [so] it was, [that] all that fell that day, both of men and women, [were] 
twelvethousand, [even] all the men of Ai. 

Joshua| 8:26 For Joshuadrew not hishand back, wherewith hestretched out the spear, 
until he had utterly destroyed all the inhabitants of A i. 

Joshua| 8:27 O nly the cattle and the spoil of that city Israel took for a prey unto 
themselves, according unto the word of the LO RD which he commanded J oshua. 

Joshua| 8:28 And J oshua burnt A i, and made it an heap for ever, [even] adesolation unto 
thisday. 

Joshua| 8:29 And the kingof Ai he hanged on atreeuntil eventide: and assoon asthesun 
was down, J oshua commanded that they should take his carcase down from the tree, and 
cast it at the entering of the gate of the city, and raise thereon a great heap of stones, [that 
remaineth] unto thisday. 

Joshua| 8: 30 T hen J oshua builtan altar unto the LORD God of Israel in mount E bal, 

Joshua| 8:31 AsMosestheservant of the LORD commanded the children of Israel, asit is 
written in the book of the law of M oses, an altar of whole stones, over which no man hath 
lift up [any] iron: and they offered thereon burnt offerings unto the LO RD, and sacrificed 
peace offerings. 
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Joshua| 8:32 And hewrotethereuponthestonesacopyof thelaw of Moses, which he 
wrote in the presence of the children of Israel. 



Joshua| 8:33 And all Israel, and their elders, and officers, and their judges, stood on this 
side the ark and on that side before the prieststhe Levites, which bare the ark of the 
covenantof theLORD, aswell the stranger, as he that wasborn amongthem; halfofthem 
overagainst mountGerizim, and halfofthem overagainst mountEbal; as Moses the 
servant of the LO RD had commanded before, that they should blessthe people of Israel. 

Joshua| 8:34 And afterward he read all the wordsof the law, the blessingsand cursings, 
according to all that is written in the book of the law. 

Joshua| 8:35Therewasnotaword of all that Moses commanded, whichjoshua read not 
before all the congregation of Israel, with the women, and the little ones, and the strangers 
that were conversant among them. 

Joshua| 9:1 And it cameto pass, when all the kings which [were] on thissidejordan, in the 
hills, and in the valleys, and in all the coasts of the great sea over against Lebanon, the 
Hittite, and theAmorite, theCanaanite, the Perizzite, theHivite, andthejebusite, heard 
[thereof]; 

Joshua| 9:2 That they gathered themselvestogether, to fight withjoshuaand with Israel, 
with oneaccord. 

Joshua| 9:3 And when theinhabitantsof Gibeon heard whatjoshua had doneuntojericho 
and to A i, 

Joshua 9:4 They did work wilily, andwentandmadeasiftheyhadbeenambassadors, and 



tooko 



d sacksupon their asses, and wine bottles, old, and rent, and bound up; 
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J oshua 
allthe 



9:5 And old shoesand clouted upon their feet, and old garmentsupon them; and 
bread of their provision wasdry [and] mouldy. 



J oshua| 9:6 And they went to J oshua unto the camp at G i Igal , and said unto him, and to the 
men of Israel, W e be come from a far country: now therefore make ye a league with us. 

Joshua| 9:7 And the men of Israel said unto the H ivites, Peradventureyedwell among us; 
and how shall w e make a league with you? 

Joshua| 9:8 And they said unto J oshua, We[are] thy servants. And J oshua said unto them, 
W ho [are] ye? and from whence come ye? 

Joshua| 9:9 And they said unto him, From averyfar country thy servants are come because 
of the name of the LO R D thy God: for we have heard the fame of him, and all that he did 
i n Egypt, 

Joshua| 9:10 And all that hedid to thetwo kingsof theAmorites, that [were] beyond 
Jordan, to Sihon king of Heshbon, and to O g king of Bashan, which [w as] at Ashtaroth. 

Joshua| 9:11 Whereforeour eldersand all theinhabitantsof our country spake to us, 
saying, Take victuals with you for the journey, and go to meet them, and say unto them, 
W e [are] your servants: therefore now make ye a league with us. 

Joshua| 9:12 Thisour bread wetook hot [for] our provision out of our houseson theday 
we came forth to go unto you; but now, behold, it is dry, and it is mouldy: 

Joshua| 9:13 And these bottlesof wine, which wefilled, [were] new; and, behold, theybe 
rent: and these our garments and our shoes are become old by reason of the very long 
journey. 

Joshua| 9:14 And the men took of their victuals, and asked not [counsel] at the mouth of 
theLORD. 
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Joshua| 9:15 Andjoshuamade peacewith them, and madealeaguewith them, to letthem 
live: and theprincesof the congregation sware unto them. 

Joshua| 9:16 And itcameto passattheend of three days after theyhad madealeaguewith 
them, that they heard that they [were] their neighbours, and [that] they dwelt among them. 

Joshua| 9:17 And thechildren of Israel journeyed, and came unto their citieson thethird 
day. Now their cities [were] Gibeon, and Chephirah, and Beeroth, and Kirjathjearim. 

Joshua| 9:18 And thechildren of Israel smotethem not, becausethe princesof the 
congregation had sworn unto them by the LO RD God of Israel. And all the congregation 
murmured against the princes. 

Joshua| 9:19 But all the princes said unto all the congregation, W e have sworn unto them 
by the LO RD God of Israel: now therefore w e may not touch them. 

Joshua| 9:20 This we will do to them; wewill even letthem live, lestwrath beupon us, 
because of the oath which we sware unto them. 

Joshua| 9:21 And the princes said unto them, Letthem live; but letthem be hewersof 
wood and drawersof water unto all the congregation; as the princes had promised them. 

Joshua| 9:22 And Joshua called for them, and he spake unto them, saying, W herefore have 
ye beguiled us, saying, W e [are] very far from you; when ye dwell among us? 

J oshua| 9:23 N ow therefore ye [are] cursed, and there shall none of you be freed from 
being bondmen, and hewers of wood and drawers of water for the house of my G od. 
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Joshua| 9:24 And they answered J oshua, and said, Becauseit wascertainly told thy 
servants, how that the LO RD thy God commanded his servant M osesto give you all the 
land, and to destroy all theinhabitantsof thelandfrom beforeyou, thereforeweweresore 
afraid of our lives because of you, and havedonethisthing. 

Joshua| 9:25 And now, behold, we [are] in thine hand: as it seemeth good and right unto 
theeto do unto us, do. 

J oshua| 9:26 And so did he unto them, and delivered them out of the hand of the children 
of Israel, that they slew them not. 

J oshua| 9: 27 And J oshua made them that day hewers of wood and drawers of water for the 
congregation, and for the altar of the LO RD, even unto thisday, in theplacewhich he 
should choose. 

Joshua| 10:1 Now it cameto pass, when Adonizedek king of Jerusalem had heard how 
J oshua had taken A i, and had utterly destroyed it; ashe had donetojericho and her king, 
so he had doneto A i and her king; and how the inhabitantsof Gibeon had made peace with 
Israel, and were among them; 

J oshua| 10:2 That they feared greatly, because G ibeon [w as] a great city, as one of the royal 
cities, and because it [w as] greater than A i, and all the men thereof [were] mighty. 

Joshua| 10:3 W herefore Adonizedek king of Jerusalem sent unto Hoham kingof Hebron, 
and unto Piram king ofjarmuth, and untojaphiaking of Lachish, and unto Debir kingof 
Eglon, saying, 

Joshua| 10:4 Comeup unto me, and help me, that we may smite Gibeon: for it hath made 
peace with J oshua and with the children of Israel. 
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Joshua| 10: 5 T herefore the five kings of the Amorites, the king ofjerusalem, the king of 
Hebron, the king of Jarmuth, the king of Lachish, the king of Eglon, gathered themselves 
together, and went up, they and all their hosts, and encamped before Gibeon, and made 
war against it. 

Joshua| 10:6 And the men of Gibeon sent untojoshuato thecampto Gilgal, saying, Slack 
not thy hand from thy servants; come up to usquickly, and save us, and help us: for all the 
kings of the Amorites that dwell in the mountainsare gathered together against us. 

Joshua| 10:7 So J oshua ascended from Gilgal, he, and all thepeopleof war with him, and 
all the mighty men of valour. 

Joshua| 10:8 And theLORD said unto J oshua, Fear them not: for I havedelivered them 
into thine hand; there shall not a man of them stand before thee. 

Joshua| 10:9 

Joshua| therefore came unto them suddenly, [and] went up from Gilgal all night. 

Joshua| 10:10 And the LORD discomfited them before Israel, and slew them with agreat 
slaughter at Gibeon, and chased them along the way that goeth up to Bethhoron, and smote 
them to Azekah, and unto M akkedah. 

Joshua| 10:11 And itcameto pass, as they f I ed from before Israel, [and] wereinthegoing 
down to Bethhoron, that the LO RD cast down great stonesfrom heaven upon them unto 
Azekah, and they died: [they were] more which died with hailstonesthan [they] whom the 
children of Israel slew with the sword. 

Joshua| 10:12 Then spakej oshua to the LORD inthedaywhen theLORD delivered upthe 
Amorites before the children of Israel, and he said in the sight of Israel, Sun, stand thou still 
upon Gibeon; and thou, Moon, in thevalley of Ajalon. 
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Joshua| 10:13 And thesun stood still, and the moon stayed, until the people had avenged 
themselves upon their enemies. [I s] not this written in the book of Jasher? So the sun stood 
still in the midst of heaven, and hasted not to go down about a whole day. 

Joshua| 10:14 And therewasno day likethat beforeitor after it, thattheLORD hearkened 
unto the voiceof aman: fortheLORD foughtfor Israel. 

Joshua| 10:15 Andjoshuareturned, and all Israel with him, unto thecampto Gilgal. 

J oshua| 10: 16 But these five kings fled, and hid themselves in a cave at M akkedah. 

Joshua| 10:17 And it wastold Joshua, saying, The five kings arefound hid in acaveat 
M akkedah. 

Joshua| 10:18 And Joshua said, Roli great stones upon the mouth of the cave, andsetmen 
by itfor to keep them: 

Joshua| 10:19 And stay ye not, [but] pursue after your enemies, and smite the hindmost of 
them; suffer them not to enter into their cities: for the LO R D your God hath delivered 
them into your hand. 

Joshua| 10:20 And itcameto pass, when Joshua and thechildren of Israel hadmadean end 
of slaying them with a very great slaughter, till they were consumed, that the rest [which] 
remained of them entered into fenced cities. 

Joshua| 10:21 And all the people returned to thecampto J oshuaat M akkedah in peace: 
none moved his tongue against any of the children of Israel. 

Joshua| 10:22 T hen said Joshua, Open the mouth of the cave, and bringoutthosefive kings 
unto me out of the cave. 

Joshua| 10:23 And theydid so, and brought forth those five kings unto him out of the cave, 
the king ofjerusalem, the king of Hebron, the kingofjarmuth, the king of Lachish, [and] 
the king of Eglon. 
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Joshua| 10:24 And itcameto pass, when they brought outthosekingsuntojoshua, that 
J oshua called for all the men of Israel, and said unto the captains of the men of war which 
went with him, Come near, put your feet upon the necks of these kings. And they came 
near, and put their feet upon the necks of them. 

Joshua| 10:25 And J oshua said unto them, Fear not, nor bedismayed, bestrongand of 
good courage: for thusshall theLORD do to all your enemiesagainst whom yefight. 

Joshua| 10:26 And afterward J oshua smote them, and slew them, and hanged them on five 
trees: and they were hanging upon the trees until the evening. 

Joshua| 10:27 And itcameto pass at the timeof the going down of thesun, [that] J oshua 
commanded, and they took them down off the trees, and cast them into the cave wherein 
they had been hid, and laid great stones in the cave's mouth, [which remain] until this very 
day. 

Joshua| 10:28 And that day J oshua took M akkedah, and smote it with the edgeof the 
sword, and the king thereof he utterly destroyed, them, and all the soulsthat [were] 
therein; he let none remain: and he did to the king of M akkedah as he did unto the king of 
Jericho. 

Joshua| 10: 29 T hen J oshua passed from M akkedah, and all Israel with him, unto Libnah, 
and fought against Libnah: 

Joshua| 10:30 And theLORD delivered italso, and the king thereof, into the hand of 
Israel; and he smote it with the edge of the sword, and all the soulsthat [were] therein; he 
let none remain in it; but did unto the king thereof as he did unto the king of Jericho. 

Joshua| 10:31 And J oshua passed from Libnah, and all Israel with him, unto Lachish, and 
encamped against it, and fought against it: 
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Joshua| 10:32 And theLORD delivered Lachish into the hand of Israel, which took it on 
thesecond day, and smote itwith theedgeof thesword, and all the soulsthat [were] 
therein, according to all that he had done to Libnah. 

Joshua| 10:33 T hen Horam kingof Gezer cameupto hel p Lachish; and J oshua smote him 
and hispeople, until he had left him none remaining. 

Joshua| 10:34 And from Lachish J oshua passed unto Eglon, and all Israel with him; and they 
encamped against it, and fought against it: 

Joshua| 10:35 And they took iton that day, and smote itwith theedgeof thesword, and all 
the soulsthat [were] therein he utterly destroyed that day, according to all that he had done 
to Lachish. 

Joshua| 10:36 And J oshua wentup from Eglon, and all Israel with him, untoHebron; and 
they fought against it: 

Joshua| 10:37 And they took it, and smote it with theedgeof thesword, and theking 
thereof, and all the citiesthereof, and all the soulsthat [were] therein; he left none 
remaining, according to all that he had doneto Eglon; but destroyed it utterly, and all the 
soulsthat [were] therein. 

Joshua| 10:38 And J oshua retur ned, and all Israel with him, to D ebi r; and fought against it: 

Joshua| 10:39 And hetook it, and the king thereof, and all the citiesthereof; and they 
smote them with the edge of the sword, and utterly destroyed all the soulsthat [were] 
therein; he left none remaining: as he had done to H ebron, so hedid to Debir, and tothe 
king thereof; as he had done also to Libnah, and to her king. 
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Joshua| 10:40 So Joshua smote all thecountry of thehills, and ofthesouth, and ofthevale, 
and of the springs, and all their kings: he left none remaining, but utterly destroyed all that 
breathed, as the LO R D God of Israel commanded. 

Joshua| 10:41 And Joshua smote them from Kadeshbarneaeven unto Gaza, and all the 
country of Goshen, even unto Gibeon. 

J oshua| 10:42 And all these kings and their land did J oshua take at one time, because the 
LO R D God of Israel fought for Israel. 

Joshua| 10:43 And J oshua retur ned, and all Israel with him, unto thecampto Gilgal. 

Joshua| 11:1 And itcameto pass, whenjabin kingof Hazor had heard [those things], that 
he sent to J obab king of M adon, and to the king of Shimron, and to the king of Achshaph, 

Joshua| 11:2 And to the kings that [were] on the north of the mountains, and of the plains 
south of Chinneroth, and inthevalley, and inthe bordersof Dor onthewest, 

Joshua| 11:3 [And to] the Canaanite on the east and on thewest, and [to]theAmorite, and 
the H ittite, and the Perizzite, and thejebusite in the mountains, and [to] the H ivite under 
Hermon in the land of M izpeh. 

Joshua| 11:4 And they went out, they and all their hosts with them, much people, even as 
thesand that [is] upon theseashore in multitude, with horsesand chariotsvery many. 

Joshua| 11:5 And when all these kings were met together, they came and pitched together 
at the watersof M erom, to fight against Israel. 

Joshua| 11:6 And theLORD said untojoshua, Be notafraid because of them: forto 
morrow aboutthistime will I deliver them up all slain before Israel: thou shalt hock their 
horses, and burn their chariotswithfire. 
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Joshua| 11:7 Sojoshuacame, and allthe peopleof war with him, againstthem bythe 
waters of M erom suddenly; and they fell upon them. 

Joshua| 11:8 And the LORD delivered them into the hand of Israel, who smote them, and 
chased them unto great Zidon, and unto M isrephothmaim, and unto the valley of M izpeh 
eastward; and they smote them, until they left them none remaining. 

Joshua| 11:9 And J oshuadid unto them as the LORD badehim: hehocked their horses, 
and burnt their chariotswith fire. 

Joshua| 11:10 Andjoshuaatthattimeturned back, and tookHazor, and smote the king 
thereof with the sword: for Hazor beforetime wasthe head of all thosekingdoms. 

Joshua| 11:11 And they smote all the souls that [were] therein with the edgeof the sword, 
utterly destroying [them]: there was not any left to breathe: and he burnt Hazor with fire. 

Joshua| 11:12 And all thecitiesof thosekings, and allthe kingsofthem, didjoshuatake, 
and smote them with the edge of the sword, [and] he utterly destroyed them, as M oses the 
servant of the LORD commanded. 

Joshua| 11:13 But [as for] the cities that stood still in their strength, Israel burned noneof 
them, save H azor only; [that] did J oshua burn. 

Joshua| 11:14 And all the spoi I ofthese cities, and thecattle, thechildren of Israel tookfor 
a prey unto themselves; but every man they smote with the edge of the sword, until they 
had destroyed them, neither left they any to breathe. 
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J oshua| 11:15 As the LO R D commanded M oses his servant, so did M oses command 

J oshua, and so didjoshua; heleft nothingundoneof all thattheLORD commanded M oses. 

Joshua| 11:16 So J oshua took all that land, the hills, and all thesouth country, and all the 
land ofGoshen, and thevalley, and the plain, and the mou ntai n of Israel, and thevalleyof 
the same; 

Joshua| 11:17 [Even] from the mount Halak, that goeth up to Seir, even unto Baalgad in the 
valleyof Lebanon under mount Hermon: and all their kings he took, and smotethem, and 
slew t hem. 

Joshua| 11:18 

Joshua| madewar alongtimewith all those kings. 

Joshua| 11:19 Therewas not a city that made peacewith thechildren of Israel, savethe 
Hivitestheinhabitantsof Gibeon: all [other] they took in battle. 

Joshua| 11:20 For itwasof theLORD to harden their hearts, that they should comeagainst 
Israel in battle, that he might destroy them utterly, [and] that they might have no favour, 
but that he might destroy them, as the LO R D commanded M oses. 

Joshua| 11:21 And at that timecame J oshua, and cut off theAnakimsfrom themountains, 
from Hebron, from Debir, from Anab, and from all the mountainsof Judah, and from all 
the mountainsof Israel: J oshua destroyed them utterly with their cities. 

Joshua| 11:22 Therewas noneof the Anakimsleft in the land of thechildren of Israel: only 
i n Gaza, i n Gath, and i n Ashdod, there remained. 

Joshua| 11:23 So J oshua took the whole land, accordingto all thattheLORD said unto 
M oses; and J oshua gave it for an inheritance unto Israel according to their divisions by their 
tribes. And the land rested from war. 
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Joshua| 12:1 N ow these [are] the kingsof theland, which thechildren of Israel smote, and 
possessed their land on the other sidej ordan toward the rising of the sun, from the river 
Arnon unto mount Hermon, and all the plain on theeast: 



Joshua 12:2 Sihon king of the Amorites, who dwelt in Heshbon, [and] ruled from Aroer, 
which [is] upon the bank of the river Arnon, and from the middle of the river, and from 
half Gilead, even unto the river J abbok, [which is] the border of thechildren of Ammon; 

J oshua| 12:3 And from the plain to the sea of C hinneroth on the east, and unto the sea of 
the plain, [even] the salt sea on the east, the way to Bethjeshimoth; and from the south, 
under Ashdothpisgah: 

J oshua| 12:4 And the coast of O g king of Bashan, [which was] of the remnant of the giants, 
that dwelt at Ashtaroth and at Edrei, 

Joshua| 12:5 And reigned in mount Hermon, and in Salcah, and in all Bashan, unto the 
border of the G eshurites and the M aachathites, and half Gilead, the border of Sihon king of 
Heshbon. 



Joshua| 12:6 Them did M oses the servant of the LO RD and thechildren of Israel smite: 
and M oses the servant of the LO RD gave it [for] a possession unto the Reubenites, and the 
Gadites, and the half tribe of M anasseh. 

J oshua| 12:7 And these [are] the kings of the country which J oshua and the children of 
Israel smote on thissidejordan on the west, from Baalgad in thevalley of Lebanon even 
unto the mount Halak, that goeth up to Seir; which J oshua gave unto thetribesof Israel 
[for] a possession according to their divisions;

Joshua| 13:8 W ith whom the Reubenitesand the Gadites have received their inheritance, 
which M oses gave them, beyond J ordan eastward, [even] as M oses the servant of the 
LORD gave them; 

Joshua| 13:9 From Aroer, that [is] upon the bank of the river Arnon, and the city that [is] in 
themidst of the river, and all the plain of Medebaunto Dibon; 

Joshua| 13:10 And all thecitiesof Sihon king of the Amorites, which reigned in Heshbon, 
unto the border of the children of Ammon; 

Joshua| 13:11 And Gilead, and the border of the Geshurites and M aachathites, and all 
mount Hermon, and all Bashan unto Salcah; 
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Joshua| 13:12 Ali the kingdom of O g in Bashan, which reigned in Ashtaroth and in Edrei, 
who remained of the remnant of the giants: for these did M oses smite, and cast them out.

Joshua| 13:16 And their coast wasfrom Aroer, that [is] on the bank of the river Arnon, and 
the city that [is] in the midst of the river, and all the plain by M edeba; 

Joshua| 13:17 Heshbon, and all her citiesthat [are] in the plain; Dibon, and Bamothbaal, 
and Bethbaalmeon, 

Joshua| 13:18 Andjahaza, and Kedemoth, and Mephaath, 

Joshua| 13:19 And Kirjathaim, and Sibmah, and Zarethshahar in the mount of the valley, 

Joshua| 13:20 And Bethpeor, and Ashdothpisgah, and Bethjeshimoth, 

J oshua| 13:21 And all the cities of the plain, and all the kingdom of Sihon king of the 
Amorites, which reigned in Heshbon, whom Mosessmotewith the princesof Midian, Evi, 
and Rekem, andZur, andHur, and Reba, [which were] dukesof Sihon, dwelling in the 
country. 

Joshua| 13:22 Balaam also the son of Beor, the soothsayer, did the children of Israel slay 
with the sword among them that were slain by them.

This [w as] the inheritance of the children of Reuben after their families, the cities 
and thevillagesthereof. 
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Joshua| 13:24 And M oses gave [inheritance] unto the tribe of Gad, [even] unto the children 
of Gad according to their families. 

Joshua| 13:25 And their coast wasjazer, and all the cities of G ilead, and halftheland ofthe 
children of Ammon, untoAroer that [is] before Rabbah; 

Joshua| 13:26 And from Heshbon unto Ramathmizpeh, and Betonim; and from Mahanaim 
unto the border of Debir; 

Joshua| 13:27 And in the valley, Betharam, and Bethnimrah, and Succoth, and Zaphon, the 
rest ofthe kingdom of Sihon king of Heshbon, J ordan and [his] border, [even] unto the 
edge of theseaof Chinnereth on the other sidejordan eastward. 

Joshua| 13: 28 T his [is] the inheritance ofthe children of Gad after their families, the cities, 
and their villages. 

Joshua| 13:29 And M oses gave [inheritance] unto the half tribe of Manasseh: and [this] was 
[the possession] of the half tribe of the children of M anasseh by their families. 

Joshua| 13:30 And their coast was from Mahanaim, all Bashan, all the kingdom of O g king 
of Bashan, and all thetownsof Jair, which [are] in Bashan, threescore cities: 

Joshua| 13:31 And half G ilead, and Ashtaroth, and Edrei, cities ofthe kingdom ofOgin 
Bashan, [were pertaining] unto the children of M achir the son of M anasseh, [even] to the 
one half of the children of M achir by their families. 

Joshua| 13:32 These [are the countries] which M oses did distributefor inheritance in the 
plainsof Moab, on the other sidejordan, byjericho, eastward. 

Joshua| 13:33 Butunto the tribe of Levi M oses gave not [any] inheritance: theLORD God 
of Israel [was] their inheritance, as he said unto them. 
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Joshua| 14:1 And these [are the countries] which the children of Israel inherited in the land 
of Canaan, which Eleazar the priest, and J oshua the son of N un, and the heads of the fathers 
of the tribes of the children of Israel, distributed for inheritance to them. 

Joshua| 14:2 By lot [was] their inheritance, astheLORD commanded bythe hand of 
M oses, for the nine tribes, and [for] the half tribe. 

Joshua| 14:3 For M oses had given the inheritance of two tribes and an half tribe on the 
other sidejordan: but unto the Levites he gave none inheritance among them. 

Joshua| 14:4 For the children ofjoseph were two tribes, Manassehand Ephraim: therefore 
theygaveno partunto the Levites in the land, savecitiesto dwell [in], with their suburbs 
for their cattle and for their substance. 

Joshua| 14:5 AstheLORD commanded M oses, so the children of Israel did, and they 
divided the land. 

Joshua| 14:6 Then the children of Judah came unto J oshua i n Gilgal: and Caleb the son of 
Jephunneh the Kenezite said unto him, Thou knowest the thi ng that the LO R D said unto

Joshua| 19:42 And Shaalabbin, and Ajalon, andjethlah, 

Joshua| 19:43 And Elon, and Thimnathah, and Ekron, 

Joshua| 19:44 And Eltekeh, and Gibbethon, and Baalath, 

Joshua| 19:45 And Jehud, and Beneberak, and Gathrimmon, 

Joshua| 19:46 And M ejarkon, and Rakkon, with the border beforejapho. 

Joshua| 19:47 And thecoast of the children of Dan went out [too little] for them: therefore 
the children of Dan went up to fight against Leshem, and took it, and smote it with the 
edgeof thesword, and possessed it, and dwelt therein, and called Leshem, Dan, after the 
nameof Dan their father. 

Joshua| 19:48 This [is] the inheritance of the tribe of the children of Dan according to their 
families, these cities with their villages. 

J oshua| 19:49 W hen they had made an end of dividing the land for inheritance by their 
coasts, the children of Israel gave an inheritance to J oshua the son of Nun amongthem: 
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Joshua| 19:50 According to the word of the LO R D they gave him the city which he asked, 
[even] Timnathserah in mount Ephraim: and he built the city, and dwelt therein. 

Joshua| 19:51 These [are] the inheritances, which Eleazar the priest, and J oshua the son of 
N un, and the heads of the fathers of the tribes of the children of Israel, divided for an 
inheritance by lot in Shiloh before the LO R D, at the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation. So they made an end of dividing the country. 

Joshua| 20:1 The LO R D also spake unto J oshua, saying, 

Joshua| 20:2 Speakto the children of Israel, saying, Appointoutfor you citiesof refuge, 
whereof I spake unto you by the hand of M oses: 

Joshua| 20:3 T hat the slayer that killeth [any] person unawares [and] unwittingly may flee 
thither: and they shall be your refuge from the avenger of blood. 

Joshua| 20:4 And when hethatdoth flee unto one of those cities shall stand attheentering 
of the gate of the city, and shall declare his cause in the ears of the elders of that city, they 
shall take him into the city unto them, and give him a place, that he may dwell among 
them. 

Joshua| 20:5 And if the avenger of blood pursueafter him, then they shall not deliver the 
slayer up into his hand; because he smote his neighbour unwittingly, and hated him not 
beforetime. 

Joshua| 20:6 And he shall dwell in that city, unti I he stand before the congregation for 
judgment, [and] until thedeath of thehigh priest that shall beinthosedays: then shall the 
slayer return, and come unto his own city, and unto his own house, unto the city from 
whence hefled. 

Joshua| 20:7 And they appointed Kedesh in Galileein mount Naphtali, and Shechem in 
mount Ephraim, and Kirjatharba, which [is] Hebron, inthemountain of Judah. 

Joshua| 20:8 And on theother sidejordan byjericho eastward, they assigned Bezer i n the 
wilderness upon the plain out of the tribe of Reuben, and Ramoth in G ilead out of the tribe 
of Gad, and Golan i n Bashan out of the tribe of Manasseh. 
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J oshua| 20:9 These were the cities appointed for all the children of Israel, and for the 
stranger that sojourneth among them, that whosoever killeth [any] person at unawares 
might flee thither, and not die by the hand of the avenger of blood, until he stood before 
the congregation. 

Joshua| 21:1 Then came near the heads of the fathers of the Levitesunto Eleazar the priest, 
and unto J oshua the son of N un, and unto the heads of the fathers of the tribes of the 
children of Israel; 

Joshua| 21:2 And they spake unto them at Shiloh in the land of Canaan, saying, The LO RD 
commanded by the hand of Mosesto giveus cities to dwell in, withthesuburbsthereof for 
our cattle. 

Joshua| 21:3 And the children of Israel gave unto the Levitesout of their inheritance, at the 
commandment of the LORD, these cities and their suburbs. 

Joshua| 21:4 And the lot came out for thefamiliesof the Kohathites: and the children of 
Aaron the priest, [which were] of the Levites, had by lot out of the tribe of J udah, and out 
of the tribe of Simeon, and out of the tribe of Benjamin, thirteen cities. 

J oshua| 21:5 And the rest of the children of Kohath [had] by lot out of the families of the 
tribe of Ephraim, and out of the tribe of Dan, and out ofthe half tribe of Manasseh, ten 
cities. 

J oshua| 21:6 And the children of Gershon [had] by lot out of the families of the tribe of 
Issachar, and out of the tribe of Asher, and out of the tribe of Naphtali, and out ofthe half 
tribe of M anasseh i n Bashan, thirteen cities. 
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Joshua| 21:7 The children of Merari by their families [had] out of thetribeof Reuben, and 
out of thetribeof G ad, and out of thetribeof Zebulun, twelve cities. 

Joshua| 21:8 And the children of Israel gave by lot unto the Levites these cities w ith their 
suburbs, as the LO R D commanded by the hand of M oses. 

J oshua| 21:9 And they gave out of the tribe of the children of J udah, and out of the tribe of 
the children of Simeon, these cities which are [here] mentioned by name, 

Joshua| 21:10 Which the children of Aaron, [being] of the families of the Kohathites, [who 
were] of the children of Levi, had: for theirs was the first lot. 

Joshua| 21:11 And they gave them the city of Arbathefather of Anak, which [city is] 
H ebron, in the hill [country] of J udah, with the suburbs thereof round about it. 

Joshua| 21:12 But the fieldsof the city, and thevillagesthereof, gave they to Calebtheson 
of Jephunneh for his possession. 

Joshua| 21:13 T hus they gave to the children of Aaron the priest H ebron with her suburbs, 
[to be] a city of refugefor the slayer; and Libnah with her suburbs, 

Joshua| 21:14 Andjattir with her suburbs, and Eshtemoawith her suburbs, 

Joshua| 21:15 And Holon with her suburbs, and D ebi r with her suburbs, 

Joshua| 21:16 And Ain with her suburbs, and Juttah with her suburbs, [and] Bethshemesh 
with her suburbs; nine cities out of those two tribes. 

Joshua| 21:17 And out of thetribeof Benjamin, Gibeonwith her suburbs, Gebawith her 
suburbs, 

Joshua| 21:18 Anathoth with her suburbs, and Almon with her suburbs; four cities. 

Joshua| 21:19 Ali the cities of the children of Aaron, the priests, [were] thirteen cities with 
their suburbs. 
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Joshua| 21:20 And thefamiliesof thechildren of Kohath, the Levites which remained of 
the children of Kohath, even they had the cities of their lot out of the tribe of Ephraim. 

Joshua| 21:21 For they gavethem Shechem with her suburbs in mount Ephraim, [to be] a 
city of refuge for the slayer; and Gezer with her suburbs, 

Joshua| 21:22 And Kibzaim with her suburbs, and Bethhoron with her suburbs; four cities. 

Joshua| 21:23 And outof the tribe of Dan, Eltekehwith her suburbs, Gibbethon with her 
suburbs, 

Joshua| 21:24 Aijalon with her suburbs, Gathrimmon with her suburbs; four cities. 

J oshua| 21:25 And out of the half tribe of M anasseh, Tanach with her suburbs, and 
Gathrimmon with her suburbs; two cities. 

J oshua| 21:26 Ali the cities [were] ten with their suburbs for the families of the children of 
Kohath that remained. 

Joshua| 21:27 And unto the children ofGershon, of thefamiliesof the Levites, out ofthe 
[other] half tribe of M anasseh [they gave] Golan in Bashan with her suburbs, [to be] a city of 
refuge for the slayer; and Beeshterah with her suburbs; two cities. 

Joshua| 21:28 And outof the tribe of I ssachar, Kishonwith her suburbs, Dabarehwith her 
suburbs, 

Joshua| 21:29 Jarmuth with her suburbs, Engannim with her suburbs; four cities. 

Joshua| 21:30 And out ofthe tribe of Asher, M ishal with her suburbs, Abdon with her 
suburbs, 

Joshua| 21:31 Helkath with her suburbs, and Rehob with her suburbs; four cities. 

Joshua| 21:32 And out of the tribe of N aphtali, Kedesh in Galilee with her suburbs, [to be] 
a city of refuge for the slayer; and H ammothdor with her suburbs, and Kartan with her 
suburbs; three cities. 
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J oshua| 21:33 Ali the cities of the Gershonites according to their families [were] thirteen 
citieswiththeir suburbs. 

Joshua| 21:34 And unto the families of the children of Merari, the restof the Levites, out 
of thetribeof Zebulun, J okneam with her suburbs, and Kartah with her suburbs, 

Joshua| 21:35 Dimnah with her suburbs, Nahalal with her suburbs; four cities. 

Joshua| 21:36 And outof thetribeof R euben, Bezerwith her suburbs, andjahazah with 
her suburbs, 

Joshua| 21:37 Kedemoth with her suburbs, and Mephaath with her suburbs; four cities. 

Joshua| 21:38 And out of thetribeof G ad, Ramoth in Gilead with her suburbs, [to be] a 
city of refuge for the slayer; and M ahanaim with her suburbs, 

Joshua| 21:39 Heshbon with her suburbs, J azer with her suburbs; four cities in all. 

Joshua| 21:40 So all the cities for the children of Merari by their families, whichwere 
remaining of the families of the Levites, were [by] their lot twelve cities. 

J oshua| 21:41 All the cities of the Levites w ithin the possession of the children of Israel 
[were] forty and eight cities with their suburbs. 

Joshua| 21:42 These cities were every one with their suburbs round about them: thus 
[were] all these cities. 

Joshua| 21:43 And theLORD gaveunto Israel all theland which heswareto giveunto 
their fathers; and they possessed it, and dwelt therein. 

Joshua| 21:44 And theLORD gavethem rest round about, according to all that hesware 
unto their fathers: and there stood not a man of all their enemies before them; the LO R D 
delivered all their enemies into their hand. 
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Joshua| 21:45 There failed not ought of anygood thingwhich theLORD hadspoken unto 
the house of Israel; all came to pass. 

Joshua| 22:1 Then Joshua called the Reubenites, and the Gadites, and the halftribeof 
M anasseh, 

Joshua| 22:2 And said unto them, Yehave kept all that M oses the servant of the LORD 
commanded you, and have obeyed my voice in all that I commanded you: 

J oshua| 22:3 Ye have not left your brethren these many days unto this day, but have kept 
the charge of the commandment of the LO R D your G od. 

Joshua| 22:4 And now the LORD your God hath given rest unto your brethren, ashe 
promised them: therefore now return ye, and get you unto your tents, [and] unto the land 
of your possession, which M oses the servant of the LORD gave you on the other side 
Jordan. 

Joshua| 22:5 But take diligent heed to do the commandment and the law, which M oses the 
servant of theLORD charged you, to love the LORD your God, and to walk in all his 
ways, and to keep hiscommandments, and to cleave unto him, and to serve him with all 
your heart and with all your soul. 

Joshua| 22:6 So Joshua blessed them, and sent them away: and they went unto their tents. 

Joshua| 22:7 Now to the[one] half of thetribeof M anasseh M oses had given [possession] in 
Bashan: but unto the [other] half thereof gave Joshua among their brethren on this side 
Jordan westward. And w hen Joshua sent them away also unto their tents, then he blessed 
them, 

Joshua| 22:8 And hespake unto them, saying, Return with much richesunto your tents, 
and with very much cattle, with silver, and with gold, and with brass, and with iron, and 
with very much raiment: divide the spoil of your enemies with your brethren. 
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Joshua| 22:9 And the children of Reuben and the children of Gad and the half tribe of 
M anasseh returned, and departed from the children of Israel out of Shiloh, which [is] in the 
land of Canaan, to go unto the country of G ilead, totheland of their possession, whereof 
they were possessed, according to the word of the LO R D by the hand of M oses. 

Joshua| 22:10 And when they came unto the bordersof Jordan, that [are] in the land of 
Canaan, the children of Reuben and the children of Gad and the half tribe of M anasseh built 
there an altar byjordan, a great altar to see to. 

Joshua| 22:11 And the children of Israel heardsay, Behold, the children of Reuben and the 
children of Gad and the half tribe of M anasseh have built an altar over against the land of 
Canaan, in the borders of J ordan, at the passage of the children of Israel. 

Joshua| 22:12 And when the children of Israel heard [of it], thewholecongregation ofthe 
children of Israel gathered themselvestogether at Shiloh, to go up to war against them. 

Joshua| 22:13 And the children of Israel sent unto the children of Reuben, and to the 
children ofGad, and to the half tribe of M anasseh, into the land of G ilead, Phinehastheson 
of Eleazar thepriest, 

Joshua| 22:14 And with himten princes, of each chief houseaprincethroughout all the 
tribes of Israel; and each one [w as] an head of the house of their fathers among the 
thousandsof Israel. 

Joshua| 22:15 And they came unto the children of Reuben, and to the children ofGad, and 
to the half tribe of M anasseh, unto the land of G ilead, and they spake with them, saying, 
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J oshua| 22:16 T hus saith the whole congregation of the LO R D , W hat trespass [is] this that 
ye have committed against the God of Israel, to turn away this day from following the 
LO RD, in that ye have builded you an altar, that ye might rebel this day against the LO RD? 

Joshua| 22:17 [Is] the iniquity of Peor too littlefor us, from which wearenot cleansed 
unti I this day, although there w as a plague in the congregation of the LO R D , 

J oshua| 22: 18 But that ye must turn away this day from following the LO R D? and it will 
be, [seeing] ye rebel to day against the LORD, thatto morrow hewill bewroth withthe 
whole congregation of Israel. 

Joshua| 22:19 Notwithstanding, if the land of your possession [be] unclean, [then] passye 
over unto the land of the possession of the LO RD, wherein the LO R D 'S tabernacle 
dwelleth, and take possession among us: but rebel not against the LORD, nor rebel against 
us, in buildingyou an altar beside the altar of the LORD our God. 

J oshua| 22:20 Did not Achan the son of Zerah commit a trespass in the accursed thing, and 
wrath fell on all the congregation of Israel? and that man perished not alone in his iniquity. 

Joshua| 22:21 Then the children of Reuben and the children of Gad and the half tribe of 
M anasseh answered, and said unto the heads of the thousands of Israel, 

Joshua| 22:22 The LORD God of gods, the LORD God of gods, he knoweth, and Israel he 
shall know; if[it be] i n rebel I ion, or if intransgression against the LORD, (save us not this 
day,) 
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Joshua| 22:23 T hat we have built usan altar to turn from following the LO RD, or if to 
offer thereon burnt offering or meat offering, or if to offer peace offerings thereon, let the 
LORD himself require[it]; 

Joshua| 22:24 And if we have not [rather] done it for fear of [this] thing, saying, Intimeto 
come your children might speak unto our children, saying, W hat have ye to do with the 
LORD God of Israel? 



Joshua 22:25 For the LORD hath madejordan a border between usand you, ye children 
of Reuben and children of Gad; ye have no part in the LO RD : so shall your children make 
our children cease from fearing the LO RD . 

Joshua| 22: 26 T herefore we said, Letusnow prepareto build usan altar, not for burnt 
offering, nor for sacrifice: 

Joshua| 22:27 But [that] it [may be] a witness between us, and you, and our generations 
after us, that we might do the service of the LO RD before him with our burnt offerings, 
and with our sacrifices, and with our peace offerings; that your children may not say to our 
children in timeto come, Ye haveno part in the LORD. 

Joshua| 22:28 T herefore said we, that it shall be, when they should [so] say to usor to our 
generations in time to come, that we may say [again], Behold the pattern of the altar of the 
LO RD, which our fathers made, not for burnt offerings, nor for sacrifices; but it [is] a 
witness between us and you. 

Joshua| 22:29 God forbid that we should rebel against the LORD, and turn this day from 
following the LO RD, to build an altar for burnt offerings, for meat offerings, or for 
sacrifices, beside the altar of the LO RD our God that [is] before histabernacle. 
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Joshua| 22:30 And when Phinehasthe priest, and theprincesof the congregation and heads 
of the thousands of Israel which [were] with him, heard thewordsthatthechildren of 
Reuben and the children of Gad and the children of M anasseh spake, it pleased them. 



Joshua| 22:31 And Phinehasthe son of Eleazar the priest said unto the children of Reuben, 
and to the children of Gad, and to the children of M anasseh, This day we perceive that the 
LO R D [is] among us, becauseye have not committed thistrespassagainst the LO RD: now 
ye have delivered the children of Israel out of the hand of the LO RD. 

Joshua| 22:32 And Phinehasthe son of Eleazar the priest, and the princes, returned from 
the children of Reuben, and from the children of Gad, out of the land of G ilead, unto the 
land of Canaan, to the children of Israel, and brought them word again. 

Joshua| 22:33 And thething pleased the children of Israel; and the children of Israel blessed 
God, and did not intend to go up against them in battle, to destroy the land wherein the 
children of Reuben and Gad dwelt. 

Joshua| 22:34 And the children of Reuben and the children of Gad called the altar [Ed]: for 
it [shall be] awitnessbetween usthat the LO RD [i s] God. 

Joshua 23:1 And itcameto pass a long time after that the LO RD had given restunto Israel 
from a I their enemiesround about, that Joshua w axed old [and] stricken in age. 

Joshua| 23:2 And Joshua called for all Israel, [and] for their elders, and for their heads, and 
for their judges, and for their officers, and said unto them, I am old [and] stricken in age: 
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Joshua| 23:3 And ye have seen all that the L O R D your God hath done unto all these nations 
because of you; for the LO R D your God [is] he that hath fought for you. 

Joshua| 23:4 Behold, I havedivided unto you by lot these nations that remain, to bean 
inheritancefor your tribes, from Jordan, with all the nations that I have cut off, even unto 
the great sea westward. 

Joshua| 23:5 And the LORD your God, heshall expel them from beforeyou, and drive 
them from out of your sight; and yeshall possesstheir land, as the LORD your God hath 
promised unto you. 

Joshua| 23:6 Be ye therefore very courageousto keep and to do all that iswritten inthe 
book of the law of M oses, that ye turn not aside therefrom [to] the right hand or [to] the 
left; 

Joshua| 23:7 That yecome not among these nations, these that remain among you; neither 
make mention of the name of their gods, nor cause to swear [by them], neither serve them, 
nor bow yourselves unto them: 

Joshua| 23:8 But cleaveunto the LORD your God, asye have done unto thisday. 

Joshua| 23:9 For the LO R D hath driven out from beforeyou great nations and strong: but 
[as for] you, no man hath been ableto stand beforeyou unto thisday. 

Joshua| 23:10 One man of you shall chaseathousand: for the LO RD your God, he[it is] 
that fighteth for you, as he hath promised you. 

Joshua| 23:11 Take good heed therefore unto yourselves, that ye love the LO RD your 
God. 

Joshua| 23:12 Elseif yedo in any wisego back, and cleaveunto the remnant of these 
nations, [even] these that remain among you, and shall make marriages with them, and go 
in unto them, and they to you: 
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Joshua| 23:13 Know for acertainty that the LORD your God will no moredriveout [any 
of] these nations from before you; but they shall be snares and traps unto you, and scourges 
in your sides, and thorns in your eyes, until ye perish from off thisgood land which the 
LO R D your God hath given you. 

Joshua| 23:14 And, behold, thisday I [am] going the way of all theearth: and yeknow i nal I 
your heartsand in all your souls, that not onething hathfailed of all thegood things which 
the LORD your God spakeconcerning you; allarecometo passunto you, [and] notone 
thing hath failed thereof. 

Joshua| 23:15 Thereforeit shall cometo pass, [that] asali good things arecomeupon you, 
which the LO RD your God promised you; so shall the LO RD bring upon you all evil 
things, until he have destroyed you from off thisgood land which the LORD your God hath 
given you. 

Joshua| 23:16 W hen ye have transgressed the covenant of the LORD your God, which he 
commanded you, and have gone and served other gods, and bowed yourselvesto them; 
then shall the anger of the LORD be kindled against you, and ye shall perish quickly from 
off the good land which he hath given unto you. 

Joshua| 24:1 And J oshua gathered all thetribesof Israel to Shechem, and called for the 
eldersof Israel, and for their heads, and for their judges, and for their officers; and they 
presented themselves before God. 

Joshua| 24:2 And J oshua said unto all the people, Thussaith the LORD God of Israel, Your 
fathers dwelt on the other side of the flood in old time, [even] Terah, the father of 
Abraham, and the father of N achor: and they served other gods. 
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Joshua| 24:3 And I took your father Abraham from theother sideof theflood, and led him 
throughout all the land of Canaan, and multiplied hisseed, and gave him Isaac. 

Joshua| 24:4 And I gave unto Isaacjacob and Esau: and I gave unto Esau mount Seir, to 
possess it; but J acob and his children went down into Egypt. 

Joshua| 24:5 I sent M osesalso and A aron, and I plagued Egypt, according to that which I 
did among them: and afterward I brought you out. 

Joshua| 24:6 And I brought your fathers out of Egypt: and yecameunto thesea; and the 
Egyptians pursued after your fathers w ith chariots and horsemen unto the Red sea. 

Joshua| 24:7 And when they cried unto the LO RD, he put darkness between you and the 
Egyptians, and brought the sea upon them, and covered them; and your eyes have seen 
what I have done in Egypt: and ye dwelt in the wilderness a long season. 

Joshua| 24:8 And I brought you into the land of the Amorites, which dwelt on theother 
sidejordan; and they fought with you: and I gave them into your hand, that ye might 
possess their land; and I destroyed them from beforeyou. 

Joshua| 24:9 Then Balak the son ofZippor, kingofMoab, arose and w arred against Israel, 
and sent and called Balaam the son of Beor to curse you: 

Joshua| 24:10 But I would not hearken unto Balaam; therefore he blessed you still: so I 
delivered you out of his hand. 

Joshua| 24:11 And yewent overjordan, and cameuntojericho: and the men ofjericho 
fought against you, the Amorites, and the Perizzites, and the Canaan ites, and the H ittites, 
and the Girgashites, the H ivites, and thejebusites; and I delivered them into your hand. 
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Joshua| 24:12 And I sentthe hornet before you, whichdravethem outfrom beforeyou, 
[even] the two kingsof the Amorites; [but] not with thy sword, nor with thy bow. 

Joshua| 24:13 And I havegiven you aland for whichyedid not labour, and citieswhich ye 
builtnot, and yedwell inthem; of thevineyardsand oliveyardswhich yeplanted notdoye 
eat. 

Joshua| 24:14 Now therefore fear the LORD, and serve him in sincerity and in truth: and 
put away the gods which your fathers served on the other side of the flood, and in Egypt; 
and serve ye the LORD. 

J oshua| 24: 15 A nd if it seem evi I unto you to serve the LO R D , choose you this day w hom 
ye will serve; whether the gods which your fathers served that [were] on the other side of 
the flood, or the gods of the Amorites, inwhoseland yedwell: but as for meand my 
house, we will serve the LORD. 

Joshua| 24:16 And the peopleanswered and said, God forbid that we should forsakethe 
LO RD, to serve other gods; 

J oshua| 24: 17 For the LO R D our G od, he [it is] that brought us up and our fathers out of 
the land of Egypt, from the house of bondage, and which did those great signs in our sight, 
and preserved us in all the way wherein we went, and among all the people through whom 
we passed: 

Joshua| 24:18 And the LORD drave out from before us all the people, even theAmorites 
which dwelt in the land: [therefore] will wealso serve the LORD; for he [is] our God. 

Joshua| 24:19 And J oshua said unto the people, Yecannot serve theLORD: for he [is] an 
holyGod; he [is] a jealous God; hewill not forgive your transgressions nor your si ns. 
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Joshua| 24:20 If ye forsake the LO RD, and serve strange gods, then hewill turn and do you 
hurt, and consume you, after that he hath done you good. 

Joshua| 24:21 And thepeoplesaid unto Joshua, Nay; butwewill servetheLORD. 

Joshua| 24:22 And Joshua said unto the people, Ye[are] witnessesagainst yourselvesthat 
ye have chosen you the LO RD, to serve him. And they said, [W e are] witnesses. 

Joshua| 24:23 Now therefore putaw ay, [said he], the strange gods w hich [are] amongyou, 
and inclineyour heart unto the LORD God of Israel. 

Joshua| 24:24 And the people said unto Joshua, The LORD our God will we serve, and his 
voicewill weobey. 

J oshua| 24:25 So J oshua made a covenant with the people that day, and set them a statute 
and an ordinance in Shechem. 

J oshua| 24: 26 A nd J oshua w rote these words in the book of the law of G od, and took a 
great stone, and set it up there under an oak, that [w as] by the sanctuary of the LO RD . 

Joshua| 24:27 And J oshua said unto al I the people, Behold, thisstoneshall beawitness 
unto us; for it hath heard all the words of the LORD w hich hespakeunto us: itshall be 
therefore a witness unto you, lest ye deny your God. 

Joshua| 24:28 Sojoshualetthe people depart, every man unto hisinheritance. 

Joshua| 24:29 And itcameto pass after these things, that J oshua the son of Nun, the 
servant of the LORD, died, [being] an hundred and ten yearsold. 

Joshua| 24:30 And they buried him inthe border of hisinheritance in Timnathserah, which 
[is] i n mount Ephraim, on the north side of the hill of Gaash. 
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Joshua| 24:31 And Israel served theLORD all thedaysof Joshua, and all thedaysof the 
eldersthat overl i ved Joshua, and which had known all the worksof the LORD, that he had 
donefor Israel. 

Joshua| 24:32 And the bonesof Joseph, which the children of Israel broughtupout of 
Egypt, buried they in Shechem, in aparcel of ground whichjacob bought of the sons of 
H amor thefather of Shechem for an hundred piecesof silver: and it becamethe inheritance 
of the children of Joseph. 

Joshua| 24:33 And Eleazar theson of Aaron died; and they buried him in ahill [that 
pertained to] Phinehas his son, which was given him in mount Ephraim. 
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Judges| 1:1 N ow after thedeath of Joshua it came to pass, thatthechildren of Israel asked 
theLORD, saying, Whoshall go upfor us against the Canaanites first, to fightagainst 
them? 

Judges| 1:2 And theLORD said, Judah shall go up: behold, I havedelivered theland into 
hishand. 

J udges| 1:3 And J udah said unto Simeon his brother, Come up with me into my lot, that 
we may fight against the Canaanites; and I likewise will go with thee into thy lot. So 
Simeon went with him. 

Judges| 1:4 And J udah went up; and theLORD del i vered the Canaanites and the Perizzites 
into their hand: and they slew of them in Bezek ten thousand men. 

Judges| 1:5 And they found Adonibezek in Bezek: and they fought against him, and they 
slew the Canaanites and the Perizzites. 

Judges| 1:6 But Adonibezek fled; and they pursued after him, and caught him, and cut off 
his thumbs and his great toes. 

Judges| 1:7 And Adonibezek said, Threescoreand ten kings, having their thumbs and their 
great toes cut off, gathered [their meat] under my table: as I have done, so God hath 
requited me. And they brought him to Jerusalem, and there he died. 

Judges| 1:8 Now thechildren of Judah had fought against Jerusalem, and hadtaken it, and 
smitten it with the edge of the sword, and set the city on fire. 

J udges| 1:9 And afterward the children of J udah went down to fight against the Canaanites, 
that dwelt in the mountain, and in the south, and in the valley. 
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Judges| 1:10 Andjudah went agai nst the C anaanites that dwelt in Hebron: (now thename 
of Hebron before [w as] Kirjatharba:) and they slew Sheshai, and Ahiman, and Talmai. 

J udges| 1: 11 And from thence he went against the inhabitants of Debir: and the name of 
Debir before [w as] Kirjathsepher: 

Judges| 1:12 And Caleb said, Hethatsmiteth Kirjathsepher, and taketh it, to him will I give 
Achsah my daughter to wife. 

Judges| 1:13 And Othniel theson of Kenaz, Caleb'syounger brother, took it: and hegave 
him Achsah his daughter to wife. 

J udges| 1:14 And it came to pass, when she came [to him], that she moved him to ask of 
her father a field: and she lighted from off [her] ass; and Caleb said unto her, W hat wilt 
thou? 

Judges| 1:15 And she said unto him, Give meablessing: for thou hastgiven measouth 
land; give me also springs of water. And Caleb gave her the upper springs and the nether 
springs. 

Judges| 1:16 And thechildren of the Kenite, M oses' father in law, went upoutof the city 
of palm trees w ith thechildren ofjudah intothewildernessofjudah, which [lieth] in the 
south of Arad; and they went and dwelt among the people. 

Judges| 1:17 Andjudah went with Simeon his brother, and they slew the C anaanites that 
inhabited Zephath, and utterly destroyed it. And the name of the city wascalled Hormah. 

J udges| 1:18 Also J udah took Gaza with the coast thereof, and Askelon with the coast 
thereof, and Ekron with the coast thereof. 

Judges| 1:19 And theLORD was with J udah; and hedraveout [the inhabitants of] the 
mountain; but could not drive out the inhabitants of the valley, because they had chariots of 
iron. 

Judges| 1:20 And they gave Hebron unto Caleb, as M oses said: and he ex pel I ed thence the 
threesonsof Anak. 
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J udges| 1:21 And the children of Benjamin did not drive out thej ebusites that inhabited 
Jerusalem; but the J ebusites dwel I with the children of Benjamin injerusalem unto this 
day. 

Judges| 1:22 And the house of Joseph, they also went up against Bethel: and the L O R D 
[w as] withthem. 

Judges| 1:23 And the house of Joseph sentto descry Bethel. (Now the name of the city 
before [w as] Luz.) 

Judges| 1:24 And thespiessaw aman comeforth out of the city, and they said unto him, 
Show us, we pray thee, the entrance into the city, and we will show thee mercy. 

J udges| 1:25 And when he showed them the entrance into the city, they smote the city 
with the edgeof the sword; but they letgo the man and all hisfamily. 

Judges| 1:26 And the man went into the land of the H ittites, and builtacity, and called the 
name thereof Luz: which [is] the name thereof unto this day. 

Judges| 1:27 Neither did Manasseh drive out [the inhabitantsof] Bethshean and her towns, 
nor Taanach and her towns, nor the inhabitantsof Dor and her towns, nor the inhabitants 
of Ibleam and her towns, nor the inhabitantsof M egiddo and her towns: but the Canaanites 
would dwell in that land. 

Judges| 1:28 And itcameto pass, when Israel wasstrong, that they put the Canaanites to 
tribute, and did not utterly drive them out. 

Judges| 1:29 Neither did Ephraim drive out the Canaanites that dwelt in Gezer; but the 
Canaanites dwelt i n Gezer amongthem. 

J udges| 1:30 N either did Zebulun drive out the inhabitants of K itron, nor the inhabitants of 
Nahalol; but the Canaanites dwelt amongthem, and becametributaries. 
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Judges| 1:31 Neither did Asher driveoutthe inhabitantsof Accho, nor the inhabitantsof 
Zidon, nor of Ahlab, norof Achzib, norof Helbah, nor of Aphik, norof Rehob: 

Judges| 1:32 But the Asherites dwelt among the Canaanites, the inhabitantsof the I and: for 
they did not drive them out. 

Judges| 1:33 Neither did Naphtali drive out the inhabitantsof Bethshemesh, nor the 
inhabitants of Bethanath; but he dwelt among the Canaanites, the inhabitants of the land: 
neverthelessthe inhabitantsof Bethshemesh and of Bethanath becametributariesunto 
them. 

Judges| 1:34 And the Amoritesforced thechildren of Dan into the mountain: for they 
would not suffer them to come down to the valley: 

Judges| 1:35 But the Amorites would dwell in mount Heresin Aijalon, and in Shaalbim: 
yet the hand of the house of J oseph prevailed, so that they became tributaries. 

J udges| 1:36 And the coast of the Amorites [w as] from the going up to Akrabbim, from the 
rock, and upward. 

Judges| 2:1 And an angel of the LO RD cameupfrom Gilgal to Bochim, and said, I made 
you to go up out of Egypt, and have brought you unto the land which I sware unto your 
fathers; and I said, I will never break my covenant with you. 

Judges| 2:2 And yeshall makeno league with the inhabitants ofthis land; yeshallthrow 
down their altars: but ye have not obeyed my voice: why have ye done this? 

Judges| 2:3 Whereforel alsosaid, I will not drive them out from beforeyou; but they shall 
be [asthorns] in your sides, and their gods shall beasnareunto you. 
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Judges| 2:4 And itcameto pass, when the angel oftheLORD spake these words unto all 
the children of Israel, that the people lifted up their voice, and wept. 

J udges| 2:5 And they called the name of that place Bochim: and they sacrificed there unto 
theLORD. 

Judges| 2:6 And whenjoshuahad letthe people go, the children of Israel went every man 
unto hisinheritanceto possesstheland. 

Judges| 2:7 And the peopleserved theLORD all thedaysof Joshua, and all thedaysof the 
eldersthat outlived Joshua, who had seen all the greatworks oftheLORD, that hedidfor 
Israel. 

Judges| 2:8 And Joshua, theson of Nun, theservant oftheLORD, died, [being] an 
hundred and ten yearsold. 

Judges| 2:9 And they buried him inthe border of his tnheritance in Timnathheres, inthe 
mount of Ephraim, on thenorth sideof thehill Gaash. 

J udges| 2:10 And also all that generation were gathered unto their fathers: and there arose 
another generation after them, which knew not the LO RD, nor yet the works which he had 
donefor Israel. 

Judges| 2:11 And the children of Israel didevil inthesight oftheLORD, and served 
Baalim: 

Judges| 2:12 And they forsook theLORD God of their fathers, which broughtthem out of 
the land of Egypt, and followed other gods, of the gods of the people that [were] round 
about them, and bowed themselves unto them, and provoked the LO RD to anger. 

Judges| 2:13 And they forsook theLORD, and served Baal and Ashtaroth. 
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Judges| 2:14 And theanger oftheLORD was hot against Israel, and hedelivered them into 
the handsof spoilersthatspoiled them, and hesoldthem intothe handsof their enemies 
round about, so that they could not any longer stand before their enemies. 

Judges| 2:15 W hithersoever they went out, the hand of the LO RD was against them for 
evil, astheLORD hadsaid, andastheLORD hadsworn untothem: and they weregreatly 
distressed. 

Judges| 2:16 NeverthelesstheLORD raised upjudges, whichdeliveredthem out of the 
hand of those that spoiled them. 

J udges| 2: 17 And yet they would not hearken unto their judges, but they went a whoring 
after other gods, and bowed themselves unto them: they turned quickly out of the way 
which their fatherswalked in, obeying the commandments oftheLORD; [but] they did not 
so. 

Judges| 2:18Andwhen theLORD raised them upjudges, then theLORD waswiththe 
judge, and delivered them out of the hand of their enemies all thedaysof thejudge: for it 
repented the LO RD because of their groanings by reason of them that oppressed them and 
vexed them. 

J udges| 2: 19 And it came to pass, when the judge was dead, [that] they returned, and 
corrupted [themselves] morethan their fathers, in following other gods to servethem, and 
to bow down unto them; they ceased not from their own doings, nor from their stubborn 
way. 

Judges| 2:20 And theanger oftheLORD was hot against Israel; and hesaid, Because that 
this people hath transgressed my covenant which I commanded their fathers, and have not 
hearkened unto my voice; 

Judges| 2:21 1 also will not henceforth driveout any from before them of the nations which 
Joshualeft when hedied: 
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Judges| 2:22 That through them I mayprove Israel, whether they will keeptheway of the 
LORD to walk therein, astheir fathersdid keep [it], or not. 

Judges| 2:23 Therefore the LORD left those nations, withoutdrivingthem out hastily; 
neither delivered he them into the hand of Joshua. 

Judges| 3:1 N ow thesefare] the nations which the LORD left, to prove Israel bythem, 
[even] as many [of Israel] as had not known all the warsof Canaan; 

Judges| 3:2 Only that the generations of thechildren of Israel might know, to teach them 
war, at the least such as before knew nothing thereof; 

Judges| 3:3 [Namely], five lordsof the Philistines, and all theCanaanites, and the 
Sidonians, and the H ivitesthat dwelt in mount Lebanon, from mount Baalhermon unto the 
entering i n of Hamath. 

J udges| 3:4 And they were to prove Israel by them, to know whether they would hearken 
unto the commandments of the LORD, which he commanded their fathers by the hand of 
Moses. 

Judges| 3:5 And thechildren of Israel dwelt among theCanaanites, Hittites, and Amorites, 
and Perizzites, and Hivites, and J ebusites: 

Judges| 3:6 And they took their daughtersto be their wives, and gave their daughtersto 
their sons, and served their gods. 

Judges| 3:7 And thechildren of Israel didevil inthesight of the LORD, andforgatthe 
LO R D their God, and served Baalim and the groves. 

Judges| 3:8 Therefore the anger of the LORD washotagainst Israel, and he sol d them into 
the hand of Chushanrishathaim king of M esopotamia: and the children of Israel served 
Chushanrishathaim eight years. 

Judges| 3:9 And when the children of Israel cried unto the LORD, the LORD raised upa 
deliverer to thechildren of Israel, who delivered them, [even] O thniel theson of Kenaz, 
Caleb'syounger brother. 
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Judges| 3:10 And the spirit of the LORD cameupon him, and hejudged Israel, and went 
out to war: and the LO R D delivered Chushanrishathaim king of M esopotamia into his 
hand; and his hand prevailed against Chushanrishathaim. 

Judges| 3:11 And the land had rest forty years. And Othniel theson of Kenazdied. 

Judges| 3:12 And thechildren of Israel did evil again in thesight of the LORD: and the 
LORD strengthened Eglonthe kingof M oab against Israel, because they had doneevil in 
thesight of the LORD. 

Judges| 3:13 And hegathered unto him thechildren of Ammon and Amalek, and went and 
smote Israel, and possessed the city of pai m trees. 

J udges| 3: 14 So the children of Israel served Eglon the king of M oab eighteen years. 

Judges| 3:15 Butwhen the children of Israel cried unto the LORD, the LORD raisedthem 
up a deliverer, Ehud the son of Gera, a Benjamite, a man lefthanded: and by him the 
children of Israel sent a present unto Eglon the king of M oab. 

Judges| 3:16 But Ehud made him adagger which had two edges, of a cubit length; and he 
did gird it under his raiment upon his right thigh. 

Judges| 3:17 And he brought the present unto Eglon king of M oab: and Eglon [was]avery 
fat man. 

J udges| 3: 18 And when he had made an end to offer the present, he sent away the people 
that bare the present. 

Judges| 3:19 But hehimself turned again from the quarries that [were] by Gilgal, and said, I 
have a secret errand unto thee, O king: who said, Keep silence. And all that stood by him 
went out from him. 
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Judges| 3:20 And Ehud cameunto him; and hewassitting i n asummer parlour, which he 
hadfor himself alone. And Ehud said, I have a message from God unto thee. And hearose 
out of [his] seat. 

Judges| 3:21 And Ehud putforth hislefthand, and took the dagger from hisrightthigh, and 
thrust it into his bel ly: 

Judges| 3:22 And the haft also went in after the blade; and thefat closed upon the blade, so 
that he could not draw the dagger out of his bel ly; and the dirt came out. 

J udges| 3:23 T hen Ehud went forth through the porch, and shut the doors of the parlour 
upon him, and locked them. 

J udges| 3:24 W hen he was gone out, his servants came; and w hen they saw that, behold, 
the doors of the parlour [were] locked, they said, Surely he covereth his feet in his summer 
chamber. 

Judges| 3:25 And they tarried till they were ashamed: and, behold, heopened not the 
doors of the parlour; therefore they took a key, and opened [them]: and, behold, their lord 
[was] fallen down dead on the earth. 

Judges| 3:26 And Ehud escaped while they tarried, and passed beyond thequarries, and 
escaped unto Seirath. 

Judges| 3:27 And itcameto pass, when hewascome, that he blew atrumpet in the 
mountain of Ephraim, and the children of Israel went down with him from the mount, and 
he before them. 

Judges| 3:28 And hesaid unto them, Follow after me: for the LORD hath delivered your 
enemiesthe M oabites into your hand. And they went down after him, and took the fordsof 
J ordan toward M oab, and suffered not a man to pass over. 
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Judges| 3:29 And they slew of M oab at that time about ten thousand men, all lusty, and all 
men of valour; and there escaped not a man. 

J udges| 3:30 So M oab was subdued that day under the hand of Israel. And the land had rest 
fourscore years. 

Judges| 3:31 And after him wasShamgar the son of Anath, which slew of the Philistines six 
hundred men with an ox goad: and healso delivered Israel. 

Judges| 4:lAnd thechildren of Israel againdidevil inthesight oftheLORD, when Ehud 
was dead. 

Judges| 4:2 And theLORD sold them into the hand of Jabin kingof Canaan, that reigned in 
Hazor; thecaptain of whose host [was] Sisera, which dwelt in Harosheth of the Gentiles. 

Judges| 4:3 And thechildren of Israel cried unto the LORD: for he had nine hundred 
chariots of iron; and twenty years he mightily oppressed the children of Israel. 

Judges| 4:4 And Deborah, a prophetess, the wife of Lapidoth, shejudged Israel at that 
time. 

Judges| 4:5 And she dwelt under the palm treeof Deborah between Ramah and Bethel in 
mount Ephraim: and the children of Israel came up to her for judgment. 

Judges| 4:6 And shesent and called Barak the son of Abinoam out of Kedeshnaphtali, and 
said unto him, Hath not the LORD God of Israel commanded, [saying], Goand draw 
toward mountTabor, and take with theeten thousand men of thechildren of Naphtali and 
of the children of Zebulun? 

Judges| 4:7 And I will draw untotheeto the river Kishon Sisera, thecaptain of J abin's 
army, with his chariots and hismultitude; and I will deliver him into thinehand. 
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Judges| 4:8 And Barak said unto her, If thou wilt go with me, then I will go: but if thou 
wilt not go with me, [then] I will not go. 

Judges| 4:9 And shesaid, I will surely go withthee: notwithstanding the journey thatthou 
takest shall not befor thine honour; for theLORD shall sell Siserainto the hand ofa 
woman. And Deborah arose, and went with Barak to Kedesh. 

Judges| 4:10 And Barak called Zebulun and Naphtali to Kedesh; and he went up with ten 
thousand men at hisfeet: and Deborah went up with him. 

J udges| 4:11 N ow H eber the Kenite, [which was] of the children of H obab the father in law 
of Moses, had severed himself from the Kenites, and pitched histent unto the plain of 
Zaanaim, which [is] by Kedesh. 

Judges| 4:12 And they showed Siserathat Barak theson of Abinoam wasgoneupto mount 
Tabor. 

Judges| 4:13 And Sisera gathered together all his chariots, [even] nine hundred chariotsof 
iron, and all the people that [were] with him, from Harosheth of the Gentiles unto the river 
of Kishon. 

Judges| 4: 14 And Deborah said unto Barak, U p; for this [is] the day in which theLORD 
hath delivered Siserainto thine hand: is not theLORD goneout before thee? So Barak 
went down from mount Tabor, and ten thousand men after him. 

Judges| 4:15 And the LO R D discomfited Sisera, and all [his] chariots, and all [his] host, 
with the edge of the sword before Barak; so that Sisera lighted down off [his] chariot, and 
fled away on hisfeet. 

Judges| 4:16 But Barak pursued after the chariots, and after the host, unto Harosheth of the 
Gentiles: and all the host of Sisera fell upon the edge of the sword; [and] there was not a 
man left. 
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Judges| 4:17 Howbeit Sisera fled away on hisfeetto thetent ofjael thewifeof Heber the 
Kenite: for [there was] peace between Jabin the king of Hazor and the house of Heber the 
Kenite. 

Judges| 4: 18 And J ael wentoutto meet Sisera, and said unto him, Turn in, my lord, turn 
in to me; fear not. And when he had turned in unto her into the tent, she covered him with 
a mantle. 

Judges| 4:19 And hesaid unto her, Give me, I pray thee, alittlewater to drink; for I am 
thirsty. And she opened a bottle of milk, and gave him drink, and covered him. 

Judges| 4:20 Again hesaid unto her, Stand i n thedoor of thetent, and itshall be, when any 
man doth come and inquireof thee, andsay, Is there any man here? that thou shaltsay, N o. 

Judges| 4:21 Then J ael Heber'swifetookanail of thetent, and tookan hammer in her 
hand, and went softly unto him, and smote the nail into histemples, and fastened it into the 
ground: for he wasfast asleep and weary. So he died. 

Judges| 4:22 And, behold, as Barak pursued Sisera, J ael came out to meet him, and said 
unto him, Come, and I w i 1 1 show thee the man whom thou seekest. And when he came 
into her [tent], behold, Sisera lay dead, and the nail [was] in histemples. 

Judges| 4:23 So God subdued on that day Jabin the king of Canaan beforethechildren of 
Israel. 

Judges| 4:24 And the hand of thechildren of Israel prospered, and prevailed against Jabin 
the king of Canaan, until they had destroyed J abi n king of Canaan. 

Judges| 5:1 Then sangDeborah and Barak theson of Abinoam on that day, saying, 
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Judges| 5:2 Praise ye the LO RD for theavenging of Israel, when the people willingly 
offered themselves. 

Judges| 5:3 Hear, O yekings; giveear, O yeprinces; I, [even] I, will sing unto the LO RD; 
I will sing [praise] to the LO RD God of Israel. 

Judges| 5:4 LORD, when thou wentestout of Seir, when thou marchedst out ofthefieldof 
Edom, the earth trembled, and the heavens dropped, the clouds also dropped water. 

Judges| 5:5 The mountainsmelted from beforethe LORD, [even] that Sinai from before 
theLORD God of Israel. 

Judges| 5:6 In thedaysof Shamgar theson of Anath, in the days of J ael, the highwayswere 
unoccupied, and the travel I ers w al ked through byways. 

Judges| 5:7 [The inhabitants of] the villages ceased, they ceased in Israel, until that I 
Deborah arose, that I arose a mother i n Israel. 

J udges| 5:8 They chose new gods; then [was] war in the gates: was there a shield or spear 
seen among forty thousand i n Israel? 

J udges| 5:9 M y heart [is] toward the governors of Israel, that offered themselves willingly 
among the people. Blessye the LORD. 

Judges| 5:10 Speak, yethat rideon whiteasses, yethatsit in judgment, and walk by the 
way. 

Judges| 5:11 [They that aredel i vered] from thenoiseof archersin the places of drawing 
water, thereshall they rehearse the righteousactsof theLORD, [even] the righteous acts 
[toward the inhabitants] of his villages i n Israel: then shall the people of the LO RD go down 
to the gates. 

Judges| 5:12 Awake, awake, Deborah: awake, awake, utter asong: arise, Barak, and lead 
thy captivity captive, thou son of Abinoam. 
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Judges| 5:13 T hen he made him that remaineth have dominion over the noblesamongthe 
people: the LO R D made me have dominion over the mighty. 

Judges| 5:14 Out of Ephraim [wasthere] a root of them against Amalek; after thee, 
Benjamin, among thy people; out of M achir came down governors, and out of Zebulun 
they that handle the pen of the writer. 

Judges| 5:15 And the princesof Issachar [were] with Deborah; even Issachar, and also 
Barak: hewassenton foot intothevalley. For thedivisionsof Reuben [therewere] great 
thoughts of heart. 

J udges| 5: 16 W hy abodest thou among the sheepfolds, to hear the bleatings of the flocks? 
For the divisions of Reuben [there were] great searchings of heart. 

Judges| 5:17 Gilead abodebeyondjordan: and why did Dan remain in ships? Asher 
continued on the sea shore, and abode i n his breaches. 

Judges| 5:18 Zebulun and Naphtali [were] a people [that] jeoparded their livesunto the 
death inthehigh placesof thefield. 

Judges| 5: 19 T he kings came [and] fought, then fought the kingsof Canaan in Taanach by 
the waters of M egiddo; they took no gain of money. 

Judges| 5:20 They fought from heaven; the stars i n their courses fought against Sisera. 

Judges| 5:21 The river of Kishon swept them away, that ancient river, the river Kishon. O 
my soul, thou hast trodden down strength. 

Judges| 5:22 Then were the horsehoofs broken bythe meansof theprancings, the 
prancings of their mighty ones. 

Judges| 5:23CurseyeMeroz, said the angel of the LO RD, curseye bitterly theinhabitants 
thereof; because they came not to the help of the LO RD, to the help of the LO RD against 
the mighty. 
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J udges| 5:24 Blessed above women shall J ael the wife of H eber the Kenite be, blessed shall 
she be above women i n the tent. 



Judges| 5:25 Heasked water, [and] she gave [him] milk; she broughtforth butter in alordly 
dish. 

J udges| 5:26 She put her hand to the nail, and her right hand to the workmen's hammer; 
and with the hammer she smote Sisera, she smote off his head, when she had pierced and 
stricken through histemples. 

Judges| 5:27 At her feet he bowed, hefell, he lay down: at her feet he bowed, hefell: 
where he bowed, there hefell down dead. 

J udges| 5:28 T he mother of Sisera looked out at a window, and cried through the lattice, 
W hy is his chariot [so] long in coming? why tarry the wheels of his chariots? 

Judges| 5:29 Her wise ladiesanswered her, yea, she returned answer to herself, 

J udges| 5:30 H ave they not sped? have they [not] divided the prey; to every man a damsel 
[or] two; to Sisera a prey of divers colours, a prey of divers colours of needlework, of 
divers colours of needlework on both sides, [meet] for the necks of [them that take] the 
spoil? 

Judges| 5:31 So letall thineenemiesperish, O LORD: but [let] them that love him [be]as 
the sun when he goeth forth in his might. And the land had rest forty years. 

Judges| 6:1 And thechildren of Israel didevil inthesight of the LO RD: and theLORD 
delivered them into the hand of M idian seven years. 

Judges 6:2 And the hand of M idian prevailed against Israel: [and] becauseof the M idianites 



the chi 



dren of Israel madethem thedenswhich [are] in the mountains, and caves, and 



strong holds. 
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Judges| 6:3 And [so] it was, when Israel had sown, that the M idianitescame up, and the 
Amalekites, and the children of the east, even they came up against them; 



udges| 6:4 And they encamped against them, and destroyed the increase of the earth, till 
thou come unto Gaza, and left no sustenance for Israel, neither sheep, nor ox, nor ass. 

udges| 6:5 For they came up with their cattle and their tents, and they came as 
grasshoppersfor multitude; [for] both they and their camels were without number: and 
they entered into the I and to destroy it. 

udges| 6:6 And Israel wasgreatly impoverished because of the M idianites; and the children 
of Israel cried unto the LORD. 

udges| 6:7 And itcameto pass, when the children of Israel cried unto the LORD because 
of the M idianites, 

udges| 6:8 That the LO RD sent a prophet unto the children of Israel, which said unto 
them, Thussaith the LORD God of Israel, I brought you up from Egypt, and broughtyou 
forth out of the house of bondage; 

udges| 6:9 And I delivered you out of the hand of the Egyptians, and out of the hand of all 
that oppressed you, and drave them out from before you, and gave you their land; 

udges| 6: 10 A nd I said unto you, I [am] the LO R D your G od; fear not the gods of the 
Amorites, in whose land ye dwell: but ye have not obeyed my voice. 

udges 6:11 And therecamean angel of the LORD, and sat under an oak which [was] in 
Ophrah, that [pertained] untojoash the Abiezrite: and hisson Gideon threshed wheat by 
the winepress, to hide [it] from the M idianites. 
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Judges| 6:12 And the angel of the LORD appeared unto him, and said unto him, The 
LO R D [is] with thee, thou mighty man of valour. 

Judges| 6:13 And Gideon said unto him, OhmyLord, if the LO RD bewith us, whythenis 
all this befallen us?and where[be] all hismiracleswhich our fatherstold usof, saying, Did 
not the LO RD bring us up from Egypt? but now the LO RD hath forsaken us, and delivered 
us into the hands of the M idianites. 

Judges| 6:14 And the LORD looked upon him, and said, Go in thisthy might, and thou 
shalt save Israel from the hand of the M idianites: have not I sent thee? 

Judges| 6:15 And he said unto him, OhmyLord, wherewith shall I save Israel? behol d, my 
family [is] poor in M anasseh, and I [am] the least in my father's house. 

Judges| 6:16 And the LORD said unto him, Surelyl will bewith thee, and thou shalt smite 
the M idianites as one man. 

Judges| 6:17 And hesaid unto him, If now I havefound graceinthysight, then show mea 
sign that thou talkest with me. 

Judges| 6:18 Depart not hence, I praythee, until I comeunto thee, and bring forth my 
present, and set [it] beforethee. And hesaid, I will tarry until thou comeagain. 

Judges| 6:19 And Gideon went i n, and made readyakid, and unleavened cakesofan ephah 
of flour: theflesh he put in a basket, and he put the broth in a pot, and brought [it] out unto 
him under theoak, and presented [it]. 

Judges| 6:20 And the angel of God said unto him, Take theflesh and the unleavened cakes, 
and lay [them] upon this rock, and pour out the broth. And he did so. 
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Judges| 6:21 T hen the angel of theLORD put forth the end of the staff that [w as] in his 
hand, and touched the flesh and the unleavened cakes; and there rose up fire out of the 
rock, and consumed the flesh and the unleavened cakes. T hen the angel of the LO R D 
departed out of hissight. 

Judges| 6:22 And w hen Gideon perceived that he [was] an angel of theLORD, Gideon 
said, Alas, O Lord GO D ! for because I have seen an angel of the LO R D face to face. 

Judges| 6:23 And the LO R D said unto him, Peace [be] unto thee; fear not: thou shalt not 
die. 



J udges 



6: 24 T hen Gideon builtan altar there unto theLORD, and called it 



Jehovahshalom: unto thisday it [is] yet in Ophrah of the Abiezrites. 

Judges| 6:25 And itcameto passthesamenight, that the LORD said unto him, Takethy 
father'syoung bullock, even thesecond bullock of seven yearsold, and throw down the 
altar of Baal that thy father hath, and cut down the grove that [i s] by it: 

Judges| 6:26 And build an altar unto the LORD thy God upon the top of thisrock, in the 
ordered place, and take the second bullock, and offer a burnt sacrifice with the wood of the 
grove which thou shalt cut down. 

Judges| 6:27 T hen Gideon tookten men of hisservants, and did astheLORD had said unto 
him: and [so] it was, because hefeared hisfather's household, and the men of the city, that 
he could not do [it] by day, that he did [it] by night. 

J udges| 6:28 And w hen the men of the city arose early in the morning, behold, the altar of 
Baal was cast down, and the grove was cut down that [was] by it, and thesecond bullock 
was offered upon the altar [that was] built. 
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J udges| 6:29 And they said one to another, W ho hath done this thing? And when they 
inquired andasked, they said, Gideon the son ofjoash hath done this thing. 

J udges| 6:30 T hen the men of the city said unto J oash, Bring out thy son, that he may die: 
because he hath cast down the altar of Baal, and because he hath cut down the grove that 
[w as] by it. 

Judges| 6:31 And J oash said unto all that stood against him, Will yepleadfor Baal? will ye 
save him? he that will pleadfor him, lethim beputto death whilst [it isyet] morning: if he 
[be] a god, let him plead for himself, because [one] hath cast down his altar. 

Judges| 6:32Thereforeon thatday hecalled himjerubbaal, saying, Let Baal plead against 
him, because he hath thrown down his altar. 

Judges| 6:33 T hen all the M idianites and the Amalekites and thechildren of theeast were 
gathered together, and went over, and pitched in the valley of Jezreel. 

Judges| 6:34 But the spirit of the LO RD cameupon Gideon, and he blew atrumpet; and 
Abiezer w as gathered after him. 

Judges| 6:35 And hesent messengers throughout all Manasseh; who also w as gathered after 
him: and he sent messengers unto Asher, and unto Zebulun, and unto N aphtali; and they 
came u p to meet them. 

Judges| 6:36 And Gideon said unto God, If thou wilt save Israel byminehand, asthou hast 
said, 

Judges| 6:37 Behold, I will put afleeceof wool in thefloor; [and] if thedew beon the 
fleece only, and [it be] dry upon all the earth [beside], then shall I know that thou wilt save 
Israel by mine hand, asthou hast said. 
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Judges| 6:38 And itwasso: for he rose up early on themorrow, and thrust the fleece 
together, and wringed the dew out of the fleece, a bowl full of water. 

Judges| 6:39 And Gideon said unto God, Let notthineanger behotagainst me, and I will 
speak but thisonce: let me prove, I pray thee, but thisonce with the fleece; let it now be 
dry only upon the fleece, and upon all theground letthere bedew. 

Judges| 6:40 And God did so that night: for it wasdry upon the fleece only, and there was 
dew on all the ground. 

Judges| 7:1 Then J erubbaal, who [is] Gideon, and all the people that [were] with him, rose 
up early, and pitched besidethewell of Harod: so that the host of the M idianites were on 
the north side of them, by the hill of M oreh, in the valley. 

Judges| 7:2 And the LORD said unto Gideon, The people that [are] with thee [are] too 
many for meto givethe M idianites into their hands, lest Israel vaunt themselves against 
me, saying, M ine own hand hath saved me. 

Judges| 7:3 Now therefore go to, proclaim in theearsof the people, saying, W hosoever [is] 
fearful and afraid, let him return and depart early from mount Gilead. And there returned 
of the people twenty and two thousand; and there remained ten thousand. 

Judges| 7:4And theLORD said unto Gideon, The people [are] yet [too] many; bringthem 
down unto the water, and I will try them for thee there: and it shall be, [that] of whom I 
say unto thee, This shall go with thee, the same shall go with thee; and of whomsoever I say 
unto thee, This shall not go with thee, the same shall not go. 
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Judges| 7:5 So he brought downthe peopleuntothewater: and theLORD said unto 
Gideon, Everyonethatlappethofthewater with histongue, asadog lappeth, himshalt 
thou set by himself; likewise every onethat boweth down upon hiskneesto drink. 

Judges| 7:6 And the number of them that lapped, [putting] their hand to their mouth, were 
three hundred men: but all the rest of the people bowed down upon their kneesto drink 
water. 

Judges| 7:7 And theLORD said unto Gideon, By the three hundred men that lapped w il 1 1 
save you, and deliver the M idianites into thine hand: and let all the [other] people go every 
man unto his place. 

Judges| 7:8 So the people took victuals in their hand, and their trumpets: and hesent all 
[the rest of] Israel every man unto histent, and retained those three hundred men: and the 
host of M idian was beneath him in the valley. 

Judges| 7:9 And itcameto passthesamenight, that theLORD said unto him, Arise, get 
thee down unto the host; for I have delivered it into thine hand. 

J udges| 7:10 But if thou fear to go down, go thou with Phurah thy servant down to the 
host: 

J udges| 7:11 And thou shalt hear what they say; and afterward shall thine hands be 
strengthened to go down unto the host. Then went hedown with Phurah his servant unto 
the outside of the armed men that [were] i n the host. 

J udges| 7:12 And the M idianites and the Amalekites and all the children of the east lay 
along in the valley likegrasshoppersfor multitude; and their camels[were] without 
number, as the sand by the sea side for multitude. 
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Judges| 7:13 And when Gideon wascome, behold, [there was] a man thattold adream 
unto hisfellow, and said, Behold, I dreamed adream, and, lo, acakeof barley bread 
tumbled into the host of M idian, and came unto a tent, and smote it that it fell, and 
overturned it, that the tent lay along. 

Judges| 7:14 And hisfellow answered and said, T his [is] nothing elsesavethesword of 
Gideon theson of Joash, a man of Israel: [for] into hishand hath God delivered M idian, and 
all the host. 

Judges| 7:15 And itwas[so], when Gideon heard the telling of thedream, and the 
interpretation thereof, that he worshipped, and returned into the host of Israel, and said, 
Arise; for the LO R D hath delivered into your hand the host of M idian. 

Judges| 7:16 And hedivided thethree hundred men [into] three companies, and he put a 
trumpet in every man's hand, with empty pitchers, and lamps within the pitchers. 

Judges| 7:17 And hesaid untothem, Lookon me, and do likewise: and, behold, when I 
come to the outside of the camp, it shall be [that], as I do, so shall ye do. 

Judges| 7:18 W hen I blow with a trumpet, I and all that [are] with me, then blow yethe 
trumpetsalso on every sideof all the camp, andsay, [Thesword]of theLORD, and of 
Gideon. 

Judges| 7:19 So Gideon, and the hundred men that [w ere] with him, came unto the outside 
of the camp in the beginning of the middle watch; and they had but newly set the watch: 
and they blew thetrumpets, and brakethe pitchers that [w ere] i n their hands. 

Judges| 7:20 And the three companies blew thetrumpets, and brakethe pitchers, and held 
the lamps in their left hands, and thetrumpetsin their right hands to blow [withal]: and 
they cried, Thesword of theLORD, and of Gideon. 
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Judges| 7:21 And they stood every man in hisplace round aboutthecamp: and all the host 
ran, and cried, and fled. 

Judges| 7:22 And thethree hundred blew thetrumpets, and the LORD set every man's 
sword against hisfellow, even throughout all the host: and the host fled to Bethshittah in 
Zererath, [and] to the border of Abelmeholah, unto Tabbath. 

Judges| 7:23 And the men of Israel gathered themselvestogether out of Naphtali, and out 
of Asher, and out of all M anasseh, and pursued after the M idianites. 

Judges| 7:24 And Gideon sent messengers throughout all mount Ephraim, saying, Come 
down against the M idianites, and take before them the waters unto Bethbarah and J ordan. 
Then all the men of Ephraim gathered themselvestogether, and took the waters unto 
Bethbarah and J ordan. 

Judges| 7:25 And they took two princesof the M idianites, Oreb andZeeb; and theyslew 
O reb upon the rock O reb, and Zeeb they slew at the winepress of Zeeb, and pursued 
M idian, and brought the heads of O reb and Zeeb to G ideon on the other side J ordan. 

J udges| 8:1 And the men of Ephraim said unto him, W hy hast thou served us thus, that 
thou calledst us not, when thou wentest to fight with the M idianites? And they did chide 
with him sharply. 

Judges| 8:2 And hesaid unto them, What havel donenow in comparison of you? [Is] not 
the gleaning of the grapes of Ephraim better than the vintage of Abiezer? 

Judges| 8:3 G od hath delivered into your handsthe princesof M idian, Oreb and Zeeb: and 
what wasl ableto do in comparison of you?Then their anger wasabated toward him, when 
he had said that. 
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Judges| 8:4 And Gideon cametojordan, [and] passed over, he, and thethreehundred men 
that [were] with him, faint, yet pursuing [themj. 

Judges| 8:5 And hesaid unto the men of Succoth, Give, I pray you, loavesof bread unto 
the people that follow me; for they [be] faint, and I am pursuing after Zebah and Zalmunna, 
kings of Midian. 

J udges| 8:6 And the princes of Succoth said, [A re] the hands of Zebah and Zalmunna now 
in thine hand, that we should give bread unto thine army? 

J udges| 8:7 And Gideon said, Therefore when the LO R D hath delivered Zebah and 
Zalmunna into mine hand, then I will tear yourflesh with thethornsof thewildernessand 
with briers. 

Judges| 8:8 And hewent upthenceto Penuel, and spakeunto them likewise: and the men 
of Penuel answered him as the men of Succoth had answered [him]. 

J udges| 8:9 And he spake also unto the men of Penuel, saying, W hen I come again in peace, 
I will breakdown thistower. 

Judges| 8:10 Now Zebah and Zalmunna [were] in Karkor, and their hosts with them, about 
fifteen thousand [men], all that were left of all the hosts of the children oftheeast: forthere 
fell an hundred and twenty thousand men that drew sword. 

J udges| 8:11 A nd G ideon went up by the way of them that dwelt i n tents on the east of 
N obah and J ogbehah, and smote the host: for the host was secure. 

Judges| 8:12 And when Zebah and Zalmunna fled, he pursued after them, and took thetwo 
kings of M idian, Zebah and Zalmunna, and discomfited all the host. 
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udges| 8:13 And Gideon theson of Joash returned from battlebeforethesun [wasup], 



Judges| 8:14 And caughtayoung man of themen of Succoth, and inquired of him: and he 
described unto him the princesof Succoth, and the eldersthereof, [even] threescore and 
seventeen men. 

Judges| 8:15 And hecameunto themen of Succoth, and said, BeholdZebah and Zalmunna 
with whom yedid upbraid me, saying, [A re] the handsof Zebah and Zalmunna now in 
thine hand, that we should give bread unto thy men [that are] weary? 

Judges| 8:16 And hetook theeldersof thecity, and thornsof thewildernessand briers, 
and with them he taught the men of Succoth. 

Judges| 8:17 And he beat down thetower of Penuel, and slew the men of thecity. 

Judges| 8:18 Then said heunto Zebah and Zalmunna, W hat manner of men [werethey] 
whom ye slew at Tabor? And they answered, Asthou [art], so [were] they; each one 
resembled the children of a king. 

J udges| 8: 19 A nd he said, T hey [were] my brethren, [even] the sons of my mother : [as] the 
LO R D liveth, if ye had saved them alive, I would not slay you. 

Judges| 8:20 And hesaid untojether hisfirstborn, U p, [and] slay them. Buttheyouthdrew 
not his sword: for he feared, because he [w as] yet a youth. 

Judges| 8:21 Then Zebah and Zalmunna said, Risethou, and fail upon us: for as the man 
[is, so i s] hisstrength. And Gideon arose, and slew Zebah and Zalmunna, and took away 
the ornamentsthat [were] on their camels' necks. 

Judges| 8:22 Then themen of Israel said unto Gideon, Rulethou over us, both thou, and 
thy son, and thy son'sson also: for thou hast delivered usfrom the hand of M idian. 
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Judges| 8:23 And Gideon said unto them, I will not ruleoveryou, neithershall myson rule 
over you: the L O R D shall rule over you. 

Judges| 8: 24 And Gideon said unto them, I would desire a request ofyou, thatyewould 
give me every man the earrings of his prey. (For they had golden earrings, because they 
[were] Ishmaelites. ) 

Judges| 8:25 And they answered, W e will willingly give [them]. And they spread a 
garment, and did cast therein every man the earrings of his prey. 

J udges| 8:26 And the weight of the golden earrings that he requested was a thousand and 
seven hundred [shekels] of gold; beside ornaments, and collars, and purple raiment that 
[was] on the kingsof M idian, and beside the chains that [were] abouttheir camels' necks. 

Judges| 8:27 And Gideon madean ephod thereof, and put it in hiscity, [even] in Ophrah: 
and all Israel wentthither awhoringafter it: whichthing became a snare unto Gideon, and 
to his house. 

Judges| 8:28 Thus was M idian subdued beforethechildren of Israel, so that they lifted up 
their headsno more. And thecountry wasin quietness forty years in the days of Gideon. 

Judges| 8:29 Andjerubbaal theson of Joash went and dwelt in hisown house. 

Judges| 8:30 And Gideon had threescore and ten sonsof his body begotten: for he had 
many wives. 

Judges| 8:31 And his concubine that [was] in Shechem, shealso barehim ason, whose 
name he called Abimelech. 

Judges| 8:32 And Gideon theson of Joash died in agood old age, and wasburied in the 
sepulchreof Joash hisfather, in Ophrah of the Abiezrites. 
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Judges| 8:33 And itcameto pass, assoon asGideon wasdead, thatthechildren of Israel 
turned again, and went a whoring after Baalim, and made Baalberith their god. 

J udges| 8:34 And the children of Israel remembered not the LO RD their God, who had 
delivered them out of the hands of all their enemies on every side: 

Judges| 8:35 Neither showed they kindnessto the houseof Jerubbaal, [namely], Gideon, 
according to all the goodness which he had showed unto Israel. 

Judges| 9:1 And Abimelech theson of Jerubbaal went to Shechem unto hismother's 
brethren, and communed with them, and with all the family of the house of his mother's 
father, saying, 

J udges| 9:2 Speak, I pray you, in the ears of all the men of Shechem, W hether [is] better 
for you, either that all the sonsof Jerubbaal, [which are] threescore and ten persons, reign 
over you, or that one reign over you? remember also that I [am] your bone and your flesh. 

Judges| 9:3 And his mother's brethren spakeof him in the ears of all the men of Shechem 
all these words: and their hearts inclined to follow Abimelech; for they said, H e [is] our 
brother. 

J udges| 9:4 And they gave him threescore and ten [pieces] of silver out of the house of 
Baalberith, wherewith Abimelech hired vain and light persons, which followed him. 

Judges| 9:5 And he went unto hisfather'shouseatOphrah, and slew his brethren thesons 
of Jerubbaal, [being] threescore and ten persons, upon onestone: notwithstandingyet 
Jotham theyoungest son of Jerubbaal was left; for he hid himself. 

Judges| 9:6 And all the men of Shechem gathered together, and all the houseof M illo, and 
went, and made Abimelech king, by the plain of the pillar that [was] in Shechem. 
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J udges| 9:7 And when they told [it] to J otham, he went and stood i n the top of mount 
Gerizim, and lifted up his voice, and cried, and said unto them, Hearken unto me, ye men 
of Shechem, that God may hearken unto you. 

Judges| 9:8 The trees went forth [on atime] to anoint a king over them; and they said unto 
the olive tree, Reign thou over us. 

J udges| 9:9 But the olive tree said unto them, Should I leave my fatness, wherewith by me 
they honour God and man, and go to be promoted over the trees? 

Judges| 9:10 And the trees said to the f ig tree, Comethou, [and] reign over us. 

J udges| 9:11 But the fig tree said unto them, Should I forsake my sweetness, and my good 
fruit, and go to be promoted over the trees? 

Judges| 9:12 T hen said the trees unto thevine, Comethou, [and] reign over us. 

Judges| 9:13 And thevine said unto them, Should I leave my wine, which cheerethGod 
and man, and go to be promoted over the trees? 

Judges| 9: 14 T hen said all the trees unto the bramble, Comethou, [and] reign over us. 

J udges| 9: 15 And the bramble said unto the trees, If in truth ye anoint me king over you, 
[then] come [and] put your trust in my shadow: and if not, let fire come out of the 
bramble, and devour the cedars of Lebanon. 

J udges 9:16 N ow therefore, if ye have done truly and sincerely, in that ye have made

ech king, and if ye havedealt well withjerubbaal and hishouse, and have done unto 



him according to the deserving of his hands; 

Judges| 9:17 (For my father fought for you, and adventured hislifefar, and delivered you 
out of the hand of Midian: 
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Judges| 9:18 And yearerisen upagainst my father's house this day, and haveslain hissons, 
threescore and ten persons, upon one stone, and have made Abimelech, the son of his 
maidservant, king over the men of Shechem, because he [is] your brother;) 



J udges| 9: 19 If ye then have dealt truly and sincerely with J erubbaal and with his house this 
day, [then] rejoiceye in Abimelech, and let him also rejoice in you: 

Judges| 9:20 But if not, let firecomeoutfrom Abimelech, and devourthemen of 
Shechem, and the house of M i lio; and let fire come out from the men of Shechem, and 
from the house of M i 1 1 o, and devour Abimelech. 

Judges 9:21 Andjotham ran away, and fled, and went to Beer, and dweltthere, for fear of

ech his brother. 



Judges| 9:22 W hen Abimelech had reigned three years over Israel, 

Judges| 9:23 Then God sent an evil spirit between Abimelech and the men of Shechem; and 
the men of Shechem dealt treacherously with Abimelech: 

J udges| 9: 24 T hat the cruelty [done] to the threescore and ten sons of J erubbaal might 
come, and their blood be laid upon Abimelech their brother, which slew them; and upon 
the men of Shechem, which aided him in the killing of his brethren. 

Judges| 9:25 And the men of Shechem set liers in wait for him in the top of the mountains, 
and they robbed all that came along that way by them: and it wastold Abimelech. 

Judges| 9:26 And Gaal the son of Ebed came with his brethren, and went over to Shechem: 
and the men of Shechem put their confidence in him. 

Judges 9:27 And they went out into the fields, and gathered their vineyards, and trode [the 
grapes], and made merry, and went into the house of their god, and did eat and drink, and 
cursed Abimelech. 
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Judges| 9:28 And Gaal theson of Ebed said, Who [is] Abimelech, and who [is] Shechem, 
that we should serve him? [is] not [he] the son of J erubbaal? and Zebul his officer? serve the 
men of H amor thefather of Shechem: for why should we serve him? 

Judges| 9:29 And would to God thispeoplewereunder my hand! then would I remove 
Abimelech. And he said to Abimelech, Increase thine army, and come out. 

J udges| 9:30 And when Zebul the ruler of the city heard the words of Gaal the son of Ebed, 
hisanger waskindled. 

Judges| 9:31 And hesent messengers unto Abimelech privily, saying, Behold, Gaal theson 
of Ebed and his brethren be come to Shechem; and, behold, they fortify the city against 
thee. 

Judges| 9:32 N ow thereforeup by night, thou and the peoplethat [is] with thee, and lie in 
wait in thefield: 

Judges| 9:33 And itshall be, [that] in the morning, assoon asthesun isup, thou shaltrise 
early, and set upon the city: and, behold, [when] he and the people that [is] with him come 
out against thee, then mayest thou do to them as thou shalt find occasion. 

Judges| 9:34 And Abimelech roseup, and al I the people that [w ere] with him, by night, and 
they laid wait against Shechem in four companies. 

Judges| 9:35 And Gaal theson of Ebed wentout, and stood in theentering of thegateof 
the city: and Abimelech rose up, and the people that [were] with him, from lying in wait. 

Judges| 9:36 And when Gaal saw the people, he said to Zebul, Behold, there come people 
down from the topof themountains. And Zebul said unto him, Thou seestthe shadow of 
the mountains as [if they were] men. 
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Judges| 9:37 And Gaal spakeagain and said, Seetherecome peopledown by the middle of 
the land, and another company come along by the plain of M eonenim. 

Judges| 9:38 T hen saidZebul unto him, W here [is] now thy mouth, wherewiththou saidst, 
Who [i s] Abimelech, that weshould serve him? [is] notthisthe peoplethatthou hast 
despised? go out, I pray now, and fight with them. 

Judges| 9:39 And Gaal went out beforethemen ofShechem, and fought with Abimelech. 

Judges| 9:40 And Abimelech chased him, and hefled before him, and many were 
overthrown [and] wounded, [even] unto the entering of the gate. 

Judges| 9:41 And Abimelech dweltat Arumah: andZebul thrust out Gaal and hisbrethren, 
that they should not dwell in Shechem. 

Judges| 9:42 And itcameto passonthe morrow, that the people went out into thefield; 
and they told Abimelech. 

Judges| 9:43 And hetookthe people, and dividedthem into three companies, and laid wait 
in the field, and looked, and, behold, the people [were] come forth out of the city; and he 
rose up against them, and smote them. 

Judges| 9:44 And Abimelech, and the company that [was] with him, rushed forward, and 
stood in the entering of the gate of the city: and the two [other] companies ran upon all [the 
people] that [were] in thefields, and slew them. 

Judges| 9:45 And Abimelech fought against the city all thatday; and he took the city, and 
slew the people that [was] therein, and beat down the city, and sowed it with salt. 
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J udges 9:46 And when all the men of the tower of Shechem heard [that], they entered into 
an hold of the house of the god Berith. 



Judges| 9:47 And it was told Abimelech, that all the men of the tower of Shechem were 
gathered together. 

Judges| 9:48 And Abimelech gat him upto mountZalmon, heand all the people that 
[were] with him; and Abimelech took an ax in his hand, and cut down a bough from the 
trees, and took it, and laid [it] on hisshoulder, and said unto the people that [were] with 
him, W hat ye have seen me do, make haste, [and] do as I [have donej. 

J udges| 9:49 And all the people likewise cut down every man his bough, and followed 
Abimelech, and put [them] to the hold, and set the hold on fire upon them; so that all the 
men of the tower of Shechem died also, about a thousand men and women. 

Judges| 9:50 Then went Abimelech toThebez, and encamped agai nst T hebez, and took it. 

J udges| 9:51 But there was a strong tower within the city, and thither fled all the men and 
women, and all they of the city, and shut [it] to them, and gat them up to the top of the 
tower. 

Judges| 9:52 And Abimelech came unto the tower, and fought against it, and went hard 
unto the door of the tower to burn it with fire. 

J udges| 9:53 And a certain woman cast a piece of a millstone upon Abimelech's head, and 
all to brake hisskull. 

Judges| 9:54Then hecalled hastily unto the young man hisarmourbearer, and said unto 
him, Draw thy sword, and slay me, that men say not of me, A woman slew him. And his 
young man thrust him through, and he died. 

Judges| 9:55 And when the men of Israel saw that Abimelech was dead, theydeparted 
every man unto hisplace. 
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Judges| 9:56ThusGod rendered the wickednessof Abimelech, which hedid unto his 
father, in slaying hisseventy brethren: 

Judges| 9:57 And all theevil of the men of Shechem did God render upon their heads: and 
upon them camethe curse of Jotham theson of Jerubbaal. 

J udges| 10: 1 And after Abimelech there arose to defend Israel Tola the son of Puah the son 
of Dodo, a man of Issachar, and he dwelt in Shamir in mount Ephraim. 

Judges| 10:2 And he judged Israel twenty and three years, and died, and was buried in 
Shamir. 

Judges| 10:3 And after him arose J air, a G ileadite, and judged Israel twenty and two years. 

Judges| 10:4 And he had thirty sonsthat rodeon thirty asscolts, and they hadthirty cities, 
which arecalled Havothjair unto thisday, which [are] in the land of Gilead. 

Judges| 10:5 And Jair died, and was buried in Camon. 

Judges| 10:6 And thechildren of Israel did evil again in thesight of the LO RD, and served 
Baalim, and Ashtaroth, and thegodsof Syria, and thegodsof Zidon, and thegodsof M oab, 
and the gods of the children of Ammon, and the gods of the Philistines, and forsook the 
LORD, and served not him. 

Judges| 10:7 And theanger of the LORD was hotagainst Israel, and hesold them into the 
handsof the Philistines, and into the handsof thechildren of Ammon. 

J udges| 10:8 And that year they vexed and oppressed the children of Israel: eighteen years, 
all the children of Israel that [were] on the other sidejordan in the land of the Amor ites, 
which [is] in Gilead. 
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Judges| 10:9 M oreover the children of Ammon passed over Jordan to fight also against 
Judah, and against Benjamin, and against the house of Ephraim; so that Israel wassore 
distressed. 

Judges| 10: 10 And the children of Israel cried unto theLORD, saying, Wehavesinned 
against thee, both because we have forsaken our God, and also served Baalim. 

Judges| 10:11 And theLORD said unto the children of Israel, [Did] not [I deliver you]from 
the Egyptians, and from the Amorites, from the children of Ammon, and from the 
Philistines? 

Judges| 10: 12 The Zidonians also, and theAmalekites, and the M aonites, did oppressyou; 
and ye cried to me, and I delivered you out of their hand. 

Judges| 10:13 Yet ye have forsaken me, and served other gods: wherefore I will deliver you 
no more. 

Judges| 10:14 Go and cry unto the gods which ye have chosen; let them deliver you in the 
timeof your tribulation. 

Judges| 10:15 And the children of Israel said unto theLORD, Wehavesinned: do thou 
unto us whatsoever seemeth good unto thee; deliver us only, we pray thee, this day. 

Judges| 10:16 And they put away the strange gods from among them, and served the 
LORD: and hissoul wasgrieved for the miseryof Israel. 

Judges| 10:17 Then the children of Ammon were gathered together, and encamped in 
Gilead. And the children of Israel assembled themselves together, and encamped in 
M izpeh. 

J udges| 10: 18 And the people [and] princes of G ilead said one to another, W hat man [is he] 
that will begin to fight against the children of Ammon? he shall be head over all the 
inhabitants of Gilead. 

J udges| 11: 1 N ow J ephthah the G ileadite was a mighty man of valour, and he [was] the son 
of an harlot: and Gilead begat J ephthah. 
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Judges| 11:2 And Gilead's wife bare him sons; and hiswife'ssonsgrew up, and they thrust 
outjephthah, and said unto him, Thou shalt not inherit in our father's house; for thou [art] 
the son of a strange woman. 

J udges| 11: 3 T hen J ephthah fled from his brethren, and dwelt in the land of Tob: and there 
were gathered vain men to J ephthah, and went out with him. 

Judges| 11:4 And itcameto passin processof time, thatthechildren of Ammon madewar 
agai nst I srael . 

Judges| 11:5 And it wasso, that when thechildren of Ammon madewar against Israel, the 
elders of G ilead went to fetch J ephthah out of the land of Tob: 

Judges| 11:6 And they said unto J ephthah, Come, and beour captain, that wemayfight 
with the children of Ammon. 

Judges| 11:7 And J ephthah said unto the elders of G ilead, Did notyehateme, and expel 
me out of my father's house? and why are ye come unto me now when ye are in distress? 

Judges| 11:8 And the elders of G ilead said unto J ephthah, Thereforeweturn agai n to thee 
now, that thou mayest go with us, and fight against the children of Ammon, and be our 
head over all the inhabitantsof G ilead. 

Judges| 11:9 And J ephthah said unto the elders of G ilead, If ye bring me homeagain to 
fight against the children of Ammon, and theLORD deliverthem beforeme, shall I be 
your head? 

Judges| 11:10 And the elders of G ilead said untojephthah, TheLORD bewitnessbetween 
us, if we do not so according to thy words. 

Judges| 11:11 T hen J ephthah went with the elders of G ilead, and the people made him 
head and captain over them: and J ephthah uttered all his words before the LO RD in 
M izpeh. 
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J udges| 11: 12 And J ephthah sent messengers unto the king of the children of Ammon, 
saying, W hat hast thou to do with me, that thou art come against me to fight in my land? 

Judges| 11:13 And the king of the children of Ammon answered unto the messengers of 
J ephthah, Because Israel took away my land, when they came up out of Egypt, from Arnon 
even untojabbok, and untojordan: now therefore restore those [lands] again peaceably. 

J udges| 11: 14 And J ephthah sent messengers again unto the king of the children of 
Ammon: 

Judges| 11:15 And said unto him, Thussaithjephthah, Israel took not away the land of 
M oab, nor the land of the children of Ammon: 

J udges| 11: 16 But when Israel came up from Egypt, and walked through the wilderness 
unto the Red sea, and came to Kadesh; 

Judges| 11:17 Then Israel sent messengers unto the king of Edom, saying, Let me, I pray 
thee, pass through thy land: but the king of Edom would not hearken [thereto]. And in like 
manner they sent unto the king of M oab: but he would not [consent]: and Israel abode i n 
Kadesh. 

J udges| 11: 18 Then they went along through the wilderness, and compassed the land of 
Edom, and the land of M oab, and came by the east side of the land of M oab, and pitched on 
the other side of Arnon, but came not within the border of M oab: for Arnon [w as] the 
border of M oab. 

Judges| 11:19 And Israel sent messengers unto Sihon king of the Amor ites, the kingof 
Heshbon; and Israel said unto him, Let us pass, we pray thee, through thy land into my 
place. 
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Judges| 11:20 But Sihon trusted not Israel to passthrough hiscoast: but Sihon gathered all 
his people together, and pitched in Jahaz, and fought against Israel. 

Judges| 11:21 And theLORD God of Israel delivered Sihon and all his people i ntothe hand 
of Israel, and they smote them: so Israel possessed all the land of the Amorites, the 
inhabitants of that country. 

Judges| 11:22 And they possessed all the coastsof the Amorites, from Arnon even unto 
Jabbok, and from the wildernesseven untojordan. 

Judges| 11:23 So now the LO RD God of Israel hath dispossessed the Amorites from before 
his people Israel, and shouldest thou possess it? 

Judges| 11:24 W ilt not thou possess that which Chemosh thy god giveth theeto possess? So 
whomsoever the LO RD our God shall drive out from before us, them will we possess. 

Judges| 11:25 And now [art] thou any thing better than Balak the son of Zippor, kingof 
M oab? did he ever strive against Israel, or did he ever fight against them, 

Judges| 11:26 W hile Israel dwelt in Heshbon and her towns, and in Aroer and her towns, 
and in all the cities that [be] along by the coastsof Arnon, threehundred years?why 
therefore did ye not recover [them] within that time? 

J udges| 11:27 W herefore I have not sinned against thee, but thou doest me wrong to war 
against me: theLORD thejudge bejudgethisday between thechildren of Israel and the 
children of Ammon. 

Judges| 11:28 Howbeitthe king of thechildren of Ammon hearkened not unto thewords 
of Jephthah which he sent him. 

Judges| 11:29 T hen the spirit of theLORD cameupon Jephthah, and hepassedover 
Gilead, and M anasseh, and passed over M izpeh of Gilead, and from M izpeh of Gilead he 
passed over [unto] the children of Ammon. 
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Judges| 11:30 Andjephthah vowedavow unto the LORD, and said, Ifthou shaltwithout 
fail deliver the children of Ammon into minehands, 

J udges| 11:31 Then it shall be, that whatsoever cometh forth of the doors of my house to 
meet me, when I return in peacefrom the children of Ammon, shall surely bethe 
LORD'S, and I will offer it up for a burnt offering. 

Judges| 11:32 So Jephthah passed over unto the children of Ammon to fight against them; 
and the LO RD delivered them into his hands. 

Judges| 11:33 And hesmotethem fromAroer, even tillthou cometo Minnith, [even] 
twenty cities, and unto the plain of the vineyards, with a very great slaughter. Thusthe 
children of Ammon were subdued before the children of Israel. 

Judges| 11:34 Andjephthah cameto Mizpeh unto his house, and, behold, hisdaughter 
came out to meet him with timbrels and with dances: and she [was his] only child; beside 
her he had neither son nor daughter. 

Judges| 11:35 And it cameto pass, when hesaw her, that he rent hisclothes, and said, 
Alas, my daughter! thou hast brought me very low, and thou art one of them that trouble 
me: for I have opened my mouth unto the LO R D, and I cannot go back. 

Judges| 11:36 And she said unto him, Myfather, [if] thou hast opened thy mouth unto the 
LORD, doto meaccordingto that which hath proceeded out of thy mouth; forasmuchas 
the LORD hath taken vengeance for thee of thine enemies, [even] of the children of 
Ammon. 
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Judges| 11:37 And shesaidunto herfather, Letthisthing bedonefor me: let mealonetwo 
months, that I may go up and down upon the mountains, and bewail my virginity, I and my 
fellows. 

Judges| 11:38 And hesaid, G o. And hesent her away [for] two months: and shewent with 
her companions, and bewailed her virginity upon the mountains. 

J udges| 11:39 And it came to pass at the end of two months, that she returned unto her 
father, who did with her [according] to his vow which he had vowed: and she knew no 
man. And itwasacustom in Israel, 

Judges| 11:40 [T hat] the daughtersof Israel wentyearly to lamentthedaughter of Jephthah 
the G ileadite four days in a year. 

Judges| 12:1 And the men of Ephraim gathered themselvestogether, and went northward, 
and said unto J ephthah, W herefore passedst thou over to fight against the children of 
Ammon, and didst not call us to go with thee? we will burn thine house upon thee with 
f i re. 

Judges| 12:2 And J ephthah said unto them, I and my people were at great strife with the 
children of Ammon; and when I called you, ye delivered me not out of their hands. 

Judges| 12:3 And when I saw that ye delivered [me] not, I put my life in my hands, and 
passed over against the children of Ammon, and the LO RD delivered them into my hand: 
wherefore then are ye come up unto me this t against me? 

Judges| 12: 4 Then Jephthah gathered together all the men of Gilead, and fought with 
Ephraim: and the men of Gilead smote Ephraim, because they said, Ye G ileadites [are] 
fugitives of Ephraim among the Ephraimites, [and] among the M anassites. 
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Judges| 12:5 And the G ileadites took the passagesofjordan before the Ephraimites: and it 
was [so] that when those Ephraimites which were escaped said, Let me go over; that the 
men of Gilead said unto him, [Artjthou an Ephraimite? If he said, Nay; 

Judges| 12:6 Then said they unto him, Say now Shibboleth: and hesaid Sibboleth: for he 
could notframeto pronounce [it] right. Then they took him, and slew him atthe passages 
of Jordan: and therefell atthattimeof the Ephraimites forty and twothousand. 

Judges| 12:7 Andjephthah judged Israel six years. Then diedjephthah the G ileadite, and 
wasburied i n [oneof] the citiesof Gilead. 

Judges| 12:8 And after him Ibzan of Bethlehem judged Israel. 

Judges| 12:9 And he had thirty sons, and thirty daughters, [whom] he sent abroad, and took 
in thirty daughters from abroad for his sons. And he judged Israel seven years. 

Judges| 12: 10 Then died Ibzan, and wasburied at Bethlehem. 

Judges| 12:11 And after him Elon, aZebulonite, judged Israel; and he judged Israel ten 
years. 

Judges| 12:12 And Elon the Zebulonite died, and wasburied in Aijalon in thecountry of 
Zebulun. 

Judges| 12:13 And after him Abdon theson of Hillel, aPirathonite, judged Israel. 

Judges| 12:14 And he had forty sons and thirty nephews, that rode on threescore and ten 
asscolts: and he judged Israel eight years. 

Judges| 12:15 And Abdon theson of Hillel the Pirathonitedied, and wasburied in Pirathon 
in the land of Ephraim, in the mount of the Amalekites. 

Judges| 13:1 And thechildren of Israel did evil again in thesight of theLORD; and the 
LORD delivered them into the hand of the Philistinesforty years. 
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Judges| 13:2 And there wasacertain man of Zorah, of the family of the Danites, whose 
name [w as] M anoah; and his wife [w as] barren, and bare not. 

J udges| 13: 3 A nd the angel of the LO R D appeared unto the woman, and said unto her, 
Behold now, thou [art] barren, and bearest not: but thou shalt conceive, and bear a son. 

Judges| 13:4 Now therefore beware, I pray thee, and drink not wine nor strong drink, and 
eat not any unclean [thing]: 

Judges| 13:5 For, lo, thou shalt conceive, and bear a son; and no razor shall comeon his 
head: for the child shall be a N azarite unto God from the womb: and he shall beginto 
deliver Israel out of the hand of the Philistines. 

Judges| 13:6 Then the woman cameand told her husband, saying, A man of God came 
unto me, and hiscountenance[was] likethecountenanceof an angel of God, very terrible: 
but I asked him not whence he [was], neither told he me his name: 

Judges| 13:7 But hesaid unto me, Behold, thou shalt conceive, and bear a son; and now 
drink no wine nor strong drink, neither eat any unclean [thing]: for the child shall be a 
N azarite to G od from the womb to the day of his death. 

Judges| 13:8 Then M anoah entreated the LORD, and said, O myLord, lettheman ofGod 
which thou didst send come again unto us, and teach us what we shall do unto the child that 
shall be born. 

Judges| 13:9 And God hearkenedto thevoiceof M anoah; and the angel ofGod came again 
unto the woman asshesat in thefield: but M anoah her husband [was] not with her. 

Judges| 13:10 And the woman made haste, and ran, and showed her husband, and said unto 
him, Behold, the man hath appeared unto me, that came unto methe [other] day. 
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Judges| 13:11 And M anoah arose, and went after his wife, and cameto the man, and said 
unto him, [Art] thou the man that spakest unto the woman?And he said, I [am]. 

Judges| 13:12 And M anoah said, Now letthy wordscometo pass. How shall we order the 
child, and [how] shall we do unto him? 

Judges| 13: 13 And the angel of the LO RD said unto M anoah, O fail that I said unto the 
woman let her beware. 

Judges| 13:14 She may not eat of any [thing] that cometh of the vine, neither let her drink 
wine or strong drink, nor eat any unclean [thing]: all that I commanded her let her observe. 

Judges| 13:15 And M anoah said unto the angel of the LO RD, I praythee, letusdetain 
thee, unti I w e shall have made ready a kid for thee. 

Judges| 13:16 And the angel of the LO RD said unto M anoah, Though thou detain me, I 
will not eat of thy bread: and if thou wilt offer a burnt offering, thou must offer it unto the 
LORD. For M anoah knew not that he[was] an angel of the LORD. 

Judges| 13:17 And M anoah said unto the angel of the LORD, W hat [is] thy name, that 
when thy sayings come to pass we may do thee honour? 

Judges| 13:18 And the angel of the LORD said unto him, W hy askest thou thus after my 
name, seeing it [is] secret? 

Judges| 13:19 So M anoah took a kid with a meat offering, and offered [it] upon a rock unto 
the LORD: and [the angel] did wonderously; and M anoah and his wife looked on. 

J udges| 13:20 For it came to pass, when the flame went up toward heaven from off the 
altar, that the angel of the LORD ascended in the flame of the altar. And M anoah and his 
wife looked on [it], and fell on their facesto theground. 
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Judges| 13:21 Butthe angel of the LORD did no moreappear to Manoah and to hiswife. 
Then M anoah knew that he [w as] an angel of the LO RD. 

Judges| 13:22 And Manoah saidunto hiswife, Weshall surely die, becausewehaveseen 
God. 

Judges| 13:23 But hiswife said unto him, If the LORD were pleasedto kill us, hewould 
not have received a burnt offering and a meat offering at our hands, neither would he have 
showed usall these [things], nor would as atthistime havetold us[such things] asthese. 

Judges| 13:24 And thewoman bareason, and called hisnameSamson: and thechild grew, 
and the LORD blessed him. 

J udges| 13:25 And the spirit of the LORD began to move him at times in the camp of Dan 
between Zorah and Eshtaol. 

Judges| 14:1 And Samson went down toTimnath, and saw awoman in Timnath of the 
daughters of the Phil istines. 

Judges| 14:2 And he came up, and told hisfather and his mother, and said, I have seen a 
woman in Timnath of the daughters of the Philistines: now therefore get her for meto 
wife. 

Judges| 14: 3 Then hisfather and his mother said unto him, [Isthere] never a woman among 
the daughters of thy brethren, or among all my people, that thou goest to take a wife of the 
uncircumcised Philistines? And Samson said unto hisfather, Get her for me; for she 
pleaseth me well. 

Judges| 14:4 But hisfather and his mother knew not that it [was]of the LORD, thathe 
sought an occasion against the Philistines: for at that time the Philistines had dominion over 
Israel. 

Judges| 14: 5 Then went Samson down, and hisfather and his mother, toTimnath, and 
cameto the vineyardsof Timnath: and, behold, ayoung lion roared against him. 
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Judges| 14:6 And the spirit oftheLORD camemightily upon him, and he rent himashe 
would have rent a kid, and [he had] nothing in hishand: but hetold not hisfather or his 
mother what he had done. 

Judges| 14:7 And he went down, and talked with the woman; and she pleased Samson 
well. 

J udges| 14:8 And after a time he returned to take her, and he turned aside to see the 
carcase of the I ion: and, behold, [there was] a swarm of bees and honey i n the carcase of the 
lion. 

Judges| 14:9 And he took thereof in hishands, and went on eating, and cameto hisfather 
and mother, and he gave them, and they did eat: but he told not them that he had taken the 
honey out of the carcase of the lion. 

Judges| 14:10 So hisfather went down unto the woman: and Samson made there a feast; 
for so used the young men to do. 

J udges| 14: 11 And it came to pass, when they saw him, that they brought thirty 
companionsto bewith him. 

J udges| 14: 12 And Samson said unto them, I will now put forth a riddle unto you: if ye can 
certainly declare it me within the seven days of the feast, and find [it] out, then I will give 
you thirty sheets and thirty change of garments: 

J udges| 14: 13 But if ye cannot declare [it] me, then shall ye give me thirty sheets and thirty 
change of garments. And they said unto him, Put forth thy riddle, that we may hear it. 

J udges| 14: 14 And he said unto them, O ut of the eater came forth meat, and out of the 
strong came forth sweetness. And they could not in three days expound the riddle. 
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J udges| 14: 15 And it came to pass on the seventh day, that they said unto Samson's wife, 
Entice thy husband, that he may declare unto us the riddle, lest we burn thee and thy 
father's house with fire: have ye called us to take that we have? [is it] not [so]? 

Judges| 14: 16 And Samson's wife wept before him, and said, Thou dost but hateme, and 
lovest me not: thou hast put forth a riddle unto the children of my people, and hast not told 
[it] me. And he said unto her, Behold, I have not told [it] my father nor my mother, and 
shall I tell [it] thee? 

J udges| 14: 17 And she wept before him the seven days, while their feast lasted: and it came 
to pass on the seventh day, that he told her, because she lay sore upon him: and she told the 
riddle to the children of her people. 

J udges| 14: 18 And the men of the city said unto him on the seventh day before the sun 
went down, W hat [is] sweeter than honey? and what [is] stronger than a I ion? And he said 
unto them, If ye had not plowed with my heifer, ye had not found out my riddle. 

Judges| 14:19 And the spirit of the LO RD came upon him, and hewent down to Ashkelon, 
and slew thirty men of them, and took their spoil, and gave change of garments unto them 
which expounded the riddle. And hisanger waskindled, and hewent upto his father's 
house. 

Judges| 14:20 But Samson's wife was[given]to hiscompanion, whom he had used as his 
friend. 

J udges| 15: 1 But it came to pass within a while after, in the time of wheat harvest, that 
Samson visited his wife with a kid; and hesaid, I will go into my wife into the chamber. 
But her father would not suffer him to go in. 
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J udges| 15:2 And her father said, I verily thought that thou hadst utterly hated her; 
therefore I gave her to thy companion: [is] not her younger sister fairer than she? take her, I 
pray thee, instead of her. 

Judges| 15:3 And Samson said concerningthem, Now shall I be moreblamelessthan the 
Philistines, though I do them adispleasure. 

J udges| 15:4 And Samson went and caught three hundred foxes, and took firebrands, and 
turned tail to tail, and put afirebrand in the midst between two tails. 

Judges| 15:5 And when he had set the brands on fire, helet [them] go into the standing 
corn of the Philistines, and burnt up both the shocks, and also the standing corn, with the 
vineyards [and] olives. 

Judges| 15:6 Then the Philistines said, Who hath done this? And they answered, Samson, 
theson in law of theTimnite, becausehehad taken hiswife, and given her to his 
companion. And the Philistines came up, and burnt her and her father with fire. 

Judges| 15:7 And Samson said unto them, Though ye have done this, yet will I be avenged 
of you, and after that I will cease. 

Judges| 15:8 And hesmotethem hipand thigh withagreatslaughter: and hewentdown 
and dwelt in the top of the rock Etam. 

Judges| 15:9 Then the Philistines went up, and pitched injudah, andspread themselvesin 
Lehi. 

Judges| 15:10 And the men of Judah said, W hy areye come up against us? And they 
answered, T o bind Samson are we come up, to do to him as he hath done to us. 
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J udges| 15: 11 T hen three thousand men of J udah went to the top of the rock Etam, and 
said to Samson, K nowest thou not that the Phil istines [are] rulers over us? what [is] this 
[that] thou hast done unto us? And he said unto them, Asthey did unto me, so have I done 
unto them. 

Judges| 15:12 And they said unto him, Wearecomedownto bind thee, thatwemay 
deliver thee into the hand of the Phil istines. And Samson said unto them, Swear unto me, 
that ye will not fail upon me yourselves. 

J udges| 15: 13 And they spake unto him, saying, N o; but we will bind thee fast, and deliver 
thee into their hand: but surely we will not kill thee. And they bound him with two new 
cords, and brought him up from the rock. 

Judges| 15:14 [And]when hecameunto Lehi, the Philistines shouted against him: and the 
spirit of the LO RD camemightily upon him, and the cords that [w ere] upon hisarms 
became as flax that was burnt with fire, and his bands loosed from off his hands. 

Judges| 15:15 And hefound a new jawboneof an ass, and put forth his hand, and took it, 
and slew a thousand men therewith. 

Judges| 15:16 And Samson said, With the jawboneof an ass, heapsupon heaps, with the 
jaw of an ass have I slain a thousand men. 

J udges| 15: 17 And it came to pass, when he had made an end of speaking, that he cast away 
the jawbone out of his hand, and called that place Ramathlehi. 

Judges| 15:18 And he was sore athirst, and called on theLORD, and said, Thou hast given 
thisgreat deliverance into the hand of thy servant: and now shall I diefor thirst, and fail 
into the hand of the uncircumcised? 
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Judges| 15:19 But God clavean hollow placethat [w as] in thejaw, and therecamewater 
thereout; and when he had drunk, his spirit came again, and he revived: wherefore he 
called the namethereof Enhakkore, which [is] in Lehi unto thisday. 

Judges| 15:20 And hejudged Israel in thedaysof the Philistines twenty years. 

Judges| 16:1 T hen went Samson to Gaza, and saw there an harlot, and went in unto her. 

Judges| 16:2 [And it wastold] the Gazites, saying, Samson iscome hither. And they 
compassed [him] in, and laid wait for him all night in the gate of the city, and were quiet all 
the night, saying, In the morning, when itisday, weshall kill him. 

Judges| 16:3 And Samson laytill midnight, and aroseat midnight, and tookthedoorsof the 
gate of the city, and the two posts, and went away with them, bar and all, and put [them] 
upon his shoulders, and carried them up to the top of an hill that [is] before H ebron. 

Judges| 16:4 And it cameto passafterward, that heloved awoman i n thevalley of Sorek, 
whosename[was] Delilah. 

Judges| 16:5 And the lords of the Philistines came up unto her, and saidunto her, Entice 
him, and see wherein his great strength [lieth], and by what [means] we may prevail against 
him, that we may bind himtoafflict him: andwewill give thee every oneof useleven 
hundred [pieces] of silver. 

Judges| 16:6 And Delilah sai d to Samson, Tell me, I praythee, wherein thy great strength 
[lieth], and wherewith thou mightest be bound to afflict thee. 

Judges| 16:7 And Samson said unto her, If they bind me with seven green withsthat were 
never dried, then shall I be weak, and be asanother man. 

Judges| 16: 8 T hen the lords of the Philistines brought upto her seven green withs which 
had not been dried, and she bound him with them. 
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Judges| 16:9 N ow [there were] men lying in wait, abiding with her in thechamber. And 
shesaid unto him, The Philistines [be] upon thee, Samson. And he brakethewiths, asa 
thread of tow isbroken when it toucheth thefire. So hisstrength wasnot known. 

Judges| 16:10 And Delilah said unto Samson, Behold, thou hast mocked me, and told me 
lies: now tell me, I pray thee, wherewith thou mightest be bound. 

Judges| 16:11 And hesaid unto her, Ifthey bind mefastwith new ropesthat never were 
occupied, then shall I beweak, and beasanother man. 

Judges| 16:12 Delilah therefore took new ropes, and bound him therewith, and said unto 
him, The Philistines [be] upon thee, Samson. And [there were] liers in wait abiding in the 
chamber. And he brake them from off hisarmslike a thread.

16:13 And Delilah said unto Samson, Hitherto thou hast mocked me, and told me 
me wherewith thou mightest be bound. And he said unto her, If thou weavest the 



seven locks of my head with the web. 

Judges| 16:14 And shefastened [it] with the pin, and said unto him, The Philistines [be] 
upon thee, Samson. And he awaked out of his sleep, and went away with the pin of the 
beam, and with the web. 

Judges| 16:15 And shesaid unto him, How canst thou say, I lovethee, when thine heart [is] 
not with me? thou hast mocked me these three times, and hast not told me wherein thy 
great strength [lieth]. 

Judges| 16:16 And it cameto pass, when she pressed him daily with her words, and urged 
him, [so] that hissoul was vexed unto death; 
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Judges| 16: 17 T hat he told her all his heart, and said unto her, There hath not comearazor 
upon mine head; for I [have been] a Nazarite unto God from my mother's womb: if I be 
shaven, then my strength will go from me, and I shall become weak, and be like any [other] 
man. 

Judges| 16:18 And when Delilah saw that he had told her all his heart, she sent and called 
for the lords of the Philistines, saying, Come up this once, for he hath showed me all his 
heart. Then the lords of the Philistines cameup unto her, and brought money in their hand. 

J udges| 16: 19 And she made him sleep upon her knees; and she called for a man, and she 
caused him to shave off the seven locks of his head; and she began to afflict him, and his 
strength went from him. 

Judges| 16:20 And she said, The Philistines [be] upon thee, Samson. And heawokeoutof 
his sleep, and said, I will go out asat other times before, and shake myself. And he wist not 
that the LO R D wasdeparted from him. 

Judges| 16:21 But the Philistines took him, and putout hiseyes, and brought himdownto 
Gaza, and bound him with fettersof brass; and he did grind in the prison house. 

Judges| 16:22 Howbeitthehair of his head began to grow again after hewas shaven. 

J udges| 16:23 Then the lords of the Philistines gathered them together for to offer a great 
sacrifice unto Dagon their god, and to rejoice: for they said, Our god hath delivered 
Samson our enemy into our hand. 

Judges| 16:24 And when the peoplesaw him, they praised their god: for they said, Our god 
hath delivered into our hands our enemy, and the destroyer of our country, which slew 
m any of u s. 
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Judges| 16:25 And it cameto pass, when their hearts were merry, that they said, Call for 
Samson, that he may make us sport. And they called for Samson out of the prison house; 
and he made them sport: and they set him between the pil lars. 

J udges| 16:26 And Samson said unto the lad that held him by the hand, Suffer me that I may 
feel the pillars whereupon the house standeth, that I may lean upon them. 

Judges| 16:27 Now the housewasfull of men and women; and all thelordsof the 
Philistines [were] there; and [there were] upon the roof about three thousand men and 
women, that beheld while Samson made sport. 

Judges| 16:28 And Samson called unto the LORD, and said, O Lord GO D, remember me, 
I pray thee, and strengthen me, I pray thee, only thisonce, O God, that I may beat once 
avenged of the Philistines for my two eyes. 

J udges| 16:29 And Samson took hold of the two middle pillars upon which the house 
stood, and on which it was borne up, of the one with his right hand, and of the other with 
hisleft. 

Judges| 16:30 And Samson said, Let medie with the Philistines. And hebowed himself 
with [all his] might; and the house fell upon the lords, and upon all the peoplethat [were] 
therein. So the dead which he slew at his death were more than [they] which he slew in his 
life. 

Judges| 16:31 T hen hisbrethren and all the house of hisfather camedown, and took him, 
and brought [him] up, and buried him between Zorah and Eshtaol i n the buryingplace of 
Manoah hisfather. And hejudged Israel twenty years. 

J udges| 17: 1 And there was a man of mount Ephraim, whose name [was] M icah. 
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Judges| 17:2 And he said unto his mother, The eleven hundred [shekels] of silver that were 
taken from thee, about which thou cursedst, and spakest of also in mine ears, behold, the 
silver [is] with me; I took it. And his mother said, Blessed [be thou] of the LO R D , myson. 

Judges| 17:3 And when he had restored the eleven hundred [shekels] of silver to his 
mother, his mother said, I had wholly dedicated the silver unto the LO RD from my hand 
for my son, to make a graven image and a molten image: now therefore I will restore it 
unto thee. 

Judges| 17:4 Y et he restored the money unto his mother; and his mother took two hundred 
[shekels] of silver, and gave them to the founder, who made thereof a graven image and a 
molten image: and they were i n the house of M icah. 

Judges| 17:5 And the man M icah had an house ofgods, and madean ephod, and teraphim, 
and consecrated one of his sons, who became his priest. 

J udges| 17:6 1 n those days [there was] no king in Israel, [but] every man did [that which 
was] right i n hisown eyes. 

J udges| 17: 7 And there was a young man out of Bethlehemjudah of the family of J udah, 
who [was] a Levite, and he sojourned there. 

J udges| 17: 8 And the man departed out of the city from Bethlehemjudah to sojourn where 
he could find [a place]: and he came to mount Ephraim to the house of M icah, as he 
journeyed. 

Judges| 17:9 And M icah said unto him, Whencecomestthou?And hesaid unto him, I [am] 
a Levite of Bethlehemjudah, and I go to sojourn where I may find [a place]. 

Judges| 17:10 And M icah said unto him, Dwell with me, and beunto meafather and a 
priest, and I will give thee ten [shekels] of silver by the year, and a suit of apparel, and thy 
victuals. So the Levite went i n. 
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Judges| 17:11 And the Levitewascontentto dwell with the man; and theyoung man was 
unto him asone of hissons. 

Judges| 17:12 And M icah consecrated the Levite; and theyoung man became his priest, 
and was in the house of M icah. 

Judges| 17:13 Then said M icah, Now know I that the LORD will do megood, seeing I have 
a Levite to [my] priest. 

Judges| 18: 1 1 n those days [there was] no king in Israel: and in thosedaysthetribeof the 
Danitessought them an inheritanceto dwell in; for unto that day [all their] inheritance had 
not fallen unto them among the tribes of Israel. 

J udges| 18:2 And the children of Dan sent of their family five men from their coasts, men 
of valour, from Zorah, and from Eshtaol, to spy out the land, and to search it; and they said 
unto them, Go, search the land: who when they came to mount Ephraim, to the house of 
M icah, they lodged there. 

J udges| 18: 3 W hen they [were] by the house of M icah, they knew the voice of the young 
man the Levite: and they turned in thither, and said unto him, W ho brought thee hither? 
and what makest thou in this [place]? and what hast thou here? 

Judges| 18:4 And hesaid unto them, Thusand thusdealeth Micah with me, and hath hired 
me, and I am his priest. 

Judges| 18:5 And they said unto him, Ask counsel, wepraythee, ofGod, thatwemay 
know whether our way which we go shall be prosperous. 

Judges| 18:6 And the priest said unto them, Goinpeace: before the LORD [is]yourway 
wherein ye go. 
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J udges| 18: 7 T hen the five men departed, and came to Laish, and saw the people that 
[were] therein, how they dwelt careless, after the manner of the Zidonians, quiet and 
secure; and [there was] no magistrate in the land, that might put [them] to shame in [any] 
thing; and they [were] far from the Zidonians, and had no business with [any] man. 

Judges| 18:8 And they came unto their brethren to Zorah and Eshtaol: and their brethren 
said unto them, W hat [say] ye? 

Judges| 18:9 And they said, Arise, that we may go up against them: for we have seen the 
land, and, behold, it [is] very good: and [are] ye still? be not slothful to go, [and] to enter to 
possess the land. 

Judges| 18:10 W hen yego, yeshall come unto a people secure, and toalargeland: for 
God hath given it into your hands; a place where [there is] no want of any thing that [is] in 
the earth. 

J udges| 18: 11 And there went from thence of the family of the Danites, out of Zorah and 
out of Eshtaol, six hundred men appointed with weaponsof war. 

Judges| 18:12 And they went up, and pitched in Kirjathjearim, injudah: whereforethey 
called that place M ahanehdan unto thisday: behold, [it is] behind Kirjathjearim. 

Judges| 18:13 And they passed thence unto mount Ephraim, and came unto the house of 
M icah. 

J udges| 18: 14 T hen answered the five men that went to spy out the country of Laish, and 
said unto their brethren, Do ye know that there is in these houses an ephod, and teraphim, 
and a graven image, and a molten image? now therefore consider w hat ye have to do. 

J udges| 18: 15 And they turned thitherward, and came to the house of the young man the 
Levite, [even] unto the house of M icah, and saluted him. 
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Judges| 18:16 And the six hundred men appointed with their weaponsof war, which 
[were] of the children of Dan, stood by the entering of the gate. 

J udges| 18: 17 And the five men that went to spy out the land went up, [and] came in 
thither, [and] took the graven image, and the ephod, and the teraphim, and the molten 
image: and the priest stood in the entering of the gate with the six hundred men [that were] 
appointed with weapons of war. 

J udges| 18: 18 And these went into M icah's house, and fetched the carved image, the 
ephod, and the teraphim, and the molten image. Then said the priest unto them, W hat do 
ye? 

Judges| 18:19 And they said unto him, Holdthy peace, laythinehand uponthy mouth, and 
go with us, and be to us a father and a priest: [is it] better for thee to be a priest unto the 
house of one man, or that thou be a priest unto a tribe and a family in Israel? 

Judges| 18:20 And the priest's heart wasglad, and he took the ephod, and the teraphim, 
and the graven image, and went in the midst of the people. 

J udges| 18:21 So they turned and departed, and put the little ones and the cattle and the 
carriage beforethem. 

J udges| 18:22 [And] when they were a good way from the house of M icah, the men that 
[were] i n the houses near to M icah's house were gathered together, and overtook the 
children of Dan. 

Judges| 18:23 And they cried unto the children of Dan. And they turned their faces, and 
said unto M icah, W hat aileth thee, that thou comest with such a company? 

Judges| 18:24 And hesaid, Ye havetaken away mygods which I made, and the priest, and 
ye are gone away: and what have I more? and what [is] this [that] ye say unto me, W hat 
aileth thee? 
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J udges| 18:25 And the children of Dan said unto him, Let not thy voice be heard among us, 
lest angry fellows run upon thee, and thou lose thy life, with the lives of thy household. 

Judges| 18:26 And the children of Dan went their way: and when M icah saw that they 
[were] too strong for him, he turned and went back unto his house. 

Judges| 18:27 And they took [thethings] which M icah had made, and thepriest which he 
had, and came unto Laish, unto a people [that were] at quiet and secure: and they smote 
them with the edge of the sword, and burnt the city with fire. 

J udges| 18:28 And [there was] no deliverer, because it [was] far from Zidon, and they had 
no business with [any] man; and it was in the valley that [lieth] by Bethrehob. And they 
built a city, and dwelt therein. 

J udges| 18:29 And they called the name of the city Dan, after the name of Dan their father, 
who wasborn unto Israel: howbeit the name of the city [was] Laish atthefirst. 

Judges| 18:30 And the children of Dan set up the graven image: andjonathan, the son of 
Gershom, the son of M anasseh, heand his sons were prieststo thetribeof Dan until the 
day of the captivity of the land. 

Judges| 18:31 And they set them up M icah's graven image, which he made, all the time that 
the house of God was in Shiloh. 

Judges| 19:1 And itcameto passinthosedays, when [there was] no kingin Israel, that 
there was a certain Levite sojourning on the side of mount Ephraim, who took to him a 
concubine out of Bethlehemjudah. 
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Judges| 19:2 And hisconcubine played the whore against him, and wentawayfrom him 
unto her father's houseto Bethlehemjudah, and wastherefour whole months. 

Judges| 19:3 And her husband arose, and went after her, to speak friendly unto her, [and] 
to bring her again, having hisservant with him, and acoupleof asses: and shebrought him 
into her father's house: and when the father of the damsel saw him, he rejoiced to meet 
him. 

Judges| 19:4 And hisfather in law, the damsel 's father, retained him; and heabodewith 
him three days: so they did eat and drink, and lodged there. 

Judges| 19:5 And itcameto passon thefourth day, when they arose earlyin the morning, 
that he roseup to depart: and the damsel 's father said unto hisson in law, Comfortthine 
heart with a morsel of bread, and afterward go your way. 

J udges| 19:6 And they sat down, and did eat and drink both of them together: for the 
damsel 's father had said unto the man, Be content, I pray thee, and tarry all night, and let 
thine heart be merry. 

Judges| 19:7 And when the man rose up to depart, hisfather in law urged him: therefore 
he lodged there again. 

J udges| 19:8 And he arose early i n the morning on the fifth day to depart: and the damsel 's 
father said, Comfort thine heart, I pray thee. And they tarried until afternoon, and they did 
eat both of them. 

Judges| 19:9 And when the man roseupto depart, he, and hisconcubine, and hisservant, 
hisfather in law, the damsel 's father, said unto him, Behold, now the day draweth toward 
evening, I pray you tarry all night: behold, the day groweth to an end, lodge here, that 
thine heart may be merry; and to morrow get you early on your way, that thou mayest go 
home. 
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J udges| 19: 10 But the man would not tarry that night, but he rose up and departed, and 
cameover agai nst J ebus, which [is] J erusalem; and [there were] with him two asses 
saddled, his concubine also [was] with him. 

Judges| 19:11 [And] when they [were] byjebus, theday wasfar spent; and theservant said 
unto his master, Come, I pray thee, and let usturn in into thiscity of thejebusites, and 
lodge in it. 

J udges| 19: 12 And his master said unto him, W e will not turn aside hither into the city of a 
stranger, that [is] not of thechildren of Israel; wewill passover toGibeah. 

Judges| 19:13 And hesaid unto hisservant, Come, and letusdraw near to one of these 
placesto lodge all night, in Gibeah, or in Ramah. 

Judges| 19:14 And they passed on and went their way; and the sun went down upon them 
[when they were] by Gibeah, which [belongeth] to Benjamin. 

Judges| 19:15 And they turned aside thither, to go in [and] to lodge in Gibeah: and when he 
went in, he sat him down in a street of the city: for [there was] no man that took them into 
hishouseto lodging. 

Judges| 19:16 And, behold, there camean old manfrom hisworkoutof thefield ateven, 
which [was] also of mount Ephraim; and hesojourned in Gibeah: butthemen of theplace 
[were] Benjamites. 

J udges| 19: 17 And when he had lifted up his eyes, he saw a wayfaring man in the street of 
the city: and the old man said, W hither goest thou? and whence comest thou?

Judges| 19:18 And hesaid unto him, We[are] passingfrom Bethlehemjudah toward the 
side of mount Ephraim; from thence [am] I: and I went to Bethlehemjudah, but I [am now] 
going tothe houseof theLORD; and there [is] no man that receiveth meto house. 

J udges| 19: 19 Yet there is both straw and provender for our asses; and there is bread and 
wine also for me, and for thy handmaid, and for the young man [which is] with thy 
servants: [there is] no want of any thing. 

Judges| 19:20 And the old man said, Peace [be] with thee; howsoever [let] all thy wants 
[lie] upon me; only lodge not in the street. 

J udges| 19:21 So he brought him into his house, and gave provender unto the asses: and 
they washed their feet, and did eat and drink. 

Judges| 19:22 [Now] as they weremaking their heartsmerry, behold, themen ofthecity, 
certain sonsof Belial, beset the house round about, [and] beat at the door, and spake to the 
master of the house, the old man, saying, Bring forth the man that came into thine house, 
that we may know him. 

Judges| 19:23 And the man, the master of the house, went out unto them, and said unto 
them, N ay, my brethren, [nay], I pray you, do not [so] wickedly; seeing that this man is 
come into mine house, do not thisfolly. 

Judges| 19:24 Behold, [hereis] my daughter a maiden, and hisconcubine; them I will bring 
out now, and humble ye them, and do with them what seemeth good unto you: but unto 
this man do not so vile a thing. 

Judges| 19:25 But the men would not hearken to him: so the man took hisconcubine, and 
brought her forth unto them; and they knew her, and abused her all the night until the 
morning: and when the day began to spring, they let her go. 
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Judges| 19:26 Then camethewoman in thedawning of the day, and fell down atthedoor 
of the man's house where her lord [w as], till it w as light. 

Judges| 19:27 And her lord roseup in the morning, and opened the doors of the house, and 
wentouttogo hisway: and, behold, thewoman his concubine was fallen down [at]the 
door of the house, and her hands [were] upon the threshold. 

Judges| 19:28 And hesaid unto her, U p, and letus begoi ng. But none answered. Then the 
man took her [up] upon an ass, and the man rose up, and gat him unto his place. 

Judges| 19:29 And when hewascome into his house, he took a knife, and laid hold on his 
concubine, and divided her, [together] with her bones, into twelve pieces, and sent her into 
all the coastsof Israel. 

Judges| 19:30 And it wasso, that all that saw it said, There wasno such deed done nor seen 
from the day that the children of Israel came up out of the land of Egypt unto this day: 
consider of it, take advice, and speak [your minds]. 

Judges| 20:1 Then all the children of Israel wentout, and the congregation wasgathered 
together as o ne man, from Dan even to Beersheba, with the land of Gilead, unto the 
LORD in M izpeh. 

Judges| 20:2 And thechief of all thepeople, [even] of all the tribesof Israel, presented 
themselves in the assembly of the people of God, four hundred thousand footmen that 
drew sword. 

Judges| 20:3 (Now the children of Benjamin heard that the children of Israel weregoneup 
to M izpeh.) Then said the children of Israel, Tell [us], how was this wickedness? 
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Judges| 20:4 And the Levite, the husband ofthewoman that wasslain, answered and said, I 
came into Gibeah that [belongeth] to Benjamin, I and my concubine, to lodge. 

Judges| 20:5 And the men of Gibeah roseagainst me, and beset the house round about 
upon me by night, [and] thought to have slain me: and my concubine have they forced, that 
sheisdead. 

Judges| 20:6 And I took my concubine, and cut her i n pieces, and sent her throughout all 
the country of the inheritance of Israel: for they have committed lewdness and folly in 
Israel. 

Judges| 20:7 Behold, ye[are] all children of Israel; give hereyour adviceand counsel. 

Judges| 20:8 And all the peoplearoseasone man, saying, Wewill not any [ofus]go to his 
tent, neither will we any [of us] turn into his house. 

Judges| 20:9 But now this [shall be] thething which wewill do to Gibeah; [wewill go up] 
by lot against it; 

Judges| 20:10 And wewill taketen men of an hundred throughout all the tribesof Israel, 
and an hundred of a thousand, and a thousand out of ten thousand, to fetch victual for the 
people, that they may do, when they cometo Gibeah of Benjamin, according to all the folly 
that they have wrought i n Israel. 

Judges| 20:11 So all the men of Israel weregathered against the city, knittogether asone 
man. 

Judges| 20:12 And the tribesof Israel sent men through all the tribeof Benjamin, saying, 
W hat wickedness [is] this that isdoneamong you? 

J udges| 20: 13 N ow therefore deliver [us] the men, the children of Belial, which [are] in 
Gibeah, that we may put them to death, and put away evil from Israel. But the children of 
Benjamin would not hearken to the voice of their brethren the children of Israel: 
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Judges| 20:14 But the children of Benjamin gathered themselvestogether out of the cities 
unto Gibeah, to go out to battle against the children of Israel. 

J udges| 20: 15 And the children of Benjamin were numbered at that time out of the cities 
twentyand six thousand menthatdrew sword, beside the inhabitantsof Gibeah, which 
were numbered seven hundred chosen men. 

Judges| 20:16 Among all this people [there were] seven hundred chosen men lefthanded; 
every one could sling stones at an hai r [breadth], and not miss. 

Judges| 20:17 And the men of Israel, beside Benjamin, were numbered four hundred 
thousand men that drew sword: all these [were] men of war. 

Judges| 20: 18 And the children of Israel arose, andwentupto the houseofGod, andasked 
counsel of God, and said, Which of usshall go up first to the battle against the children of 
Benjamin? And the LORD said, Judah [shall go up] first. 

Judges| 20:19 And the children of Israel roseupinthemorning, and encamped against 
Gibeah. 

Judges| 20:20 And the men of Israel went out to battle against Benjamin; and the men of 
Israel put themselves i n array to fight against them at G ibeah. 

J udges| 20:21 And the children of Benjamin came forth out of G ibeah, and destroyed down 
to the ground of the Israelites that day twenty and two thousand men. 

J udges| 20:22 And the people the men of Israel encouraged themselves, and set their battle 
again i n array i n the place where they put themselves i n array the first day. 
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Judges| 20:23 (And thechildren of Israel went up and wept beforetheLORD until even, 
and asked counsel of the LO RD, saying, Shall I go up again to battle against the children of 
Benjamin my brother? And the LORD said, Go up against him.) 

J udges| 20:24 And the children of Israel came near against the children of Benjamin the 
second day. 

J udges| 20:25 And Benjamin went forth against them out of G ibeah the second day, and 
destroyed down to the ground of the children of Israel again eighteen thousand men; all 
thesedrew thesword. 

Judges| 20:26 Then all thechildren of Israel, and all the people, wentup, and cameunto 
the house of God, and wept, and sat there before the LORD, and fasted that day until even, 
and offered burnt offerings and peace offerings before the LORD. 

Judges| 20:27 And thechildren of Israel inquired of the LORD, (for the ark of the covenant 
of God [w as] there i n those days, 

Judges| 20:28 And Phinehas, theson of Eleazar, theson of Aaron, stood before itin those 
days,) saying, Shall I yet again go out to battle against the children of Benjamin my brother, 
or shall I cease?And the LORD said, Goup; forto morrow I will deliver them into thine 
hand. 

Judges| 20:29 And Israel set liersin wait round about Gibeah. 

J udges| 20:30 And the children of Israel went up against the children of Benjamin on the 
third day, and put themselves in array against Gibeah, asat other times. 

J udges| 20:31 And the children of Benjamin went out against the people, [and] were drawn 
away from the city; and theybegan to smiteof the people, [andjkill, asat other times, in 
the highways, of whichonegoeth upto the house of God, and the other to Gibeah i n the 
field, about thirty men of Israel. 
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J udges| 20:32 And the children of Benjamin said, They [are] smitten down before u s, asat 
thefirst. But the children of Israel said, Let usflee, and draw them from the city unto the 
highways. 

Judges| 20:33 And allthemen of Israel roseupout of their place, and put themselvesin 
array at Baaltamar: and the liers in wait of Israel came forth out of their places, [even] out 
of the meadows of G ibeah. 

Judges| 20:34 And there came against G ibeah ten thousand chosen men out ofall Israel, 
and the battle was sore: but they knew not that evil [was] near them. 

Judges| 20:35 And theLORD smote Benjamin before Israel: and the children of Israel 
destroyed of the B en jam i tes that day twenty and five thousand and an hundred men: all 
thesedrew thesword. 

J udges| 20:36 So the children of Benjamin saw that they were smitten: for the men of Israel 
gave place to the Benjamites, because they trusted unto the liers in wait which they had set 
beside G ibeah. 

Judges| 20:37 And the liers in wait hasted, and rushed upon G ibeah; and the liers in wait 
drew [themselves] along, and smote all the city with the edge of the sword. 

Judges| 20:38 N ow there was an appointed sign between the men of Israel and the liers in 
wait, that they should make a great flame with smoke rise up out of the city. 

Judges| 20:39 And when the men of Israel retired in the battle, Benjamin began to smite 
[and] kill of the men of Israel about thirty persons: for they said, Surely they are smitten 
down before us, as [in] thefirst battle. 
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J udges| 20:40 But when the flame began to arise up out of the city with a pillar of smoke, 
the Benjamites looked behind them, and, behold, the flame of the city ascended up to 
heaven. 

Judges| 20:41 And when the men of Israel turned again, the men of Benjamin were 
amazed: for they saw that evil was come upon them. 

J udges| 20:42 Therefore they turned [their backs] before the men of Israel unto the way of 
the wilderness; but the battle overtook them; and them which [came] out of the citiesthey 
destroyed in the midst of them. 

J udges| 20:43 [Thus] they enclosed the Benjamites round about, [and] chased them, [and] 
trode them down with ease over against Gibeah toward the sunrising. 

Judges| 20:44 And therefell of Benjamin eighteen thousand men; all these [were] men of 
valour. 

Judges| 20:45 And they turned and fled toward the wilderness unto the rock of Rimmon: 
and they gleaned of them in the highways f i ve thousand men; and pursued hard after them 
unto Gidom, and slew two thousand men of them. 

Judges| 20:46 So that all which fell that dayof Benjamin were twenty and five thousand 
men that drew the sword; all these [were] men of valour. 

Judges| 20:47 But six hundred men turned and fledto the wilderness unto the rock 
Rimmon, and abode in the rock Rimmon four months. 

Judges| 20:48 And the men of Israel turned again upon thechildren of Benjamin, and 
smote them with the edge of the sword, as well the men of [every] city, as the beast, and all 
that came to hand: also they set on fire all the citiesthat they came to. 
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Judges| 21:1 N ow the men of Israel had sworn in M izpeh, saying, There shall not any of us 
give hisdaughter unto Benjamin to wife. 

Judges| 21:2 And the peoplecameto the houseofGod, and abodetheretill even before 
God, and lifted up their voices, and wept sore; 

Judges| 21:3 And said, O LORD God of Israel, why isthiscometo passin Israel, that there 
should be to day one tribe lacking i n Israel? 

Judges| 21:4 And itcameto passonthe morrow, that the peopleroseearly, and built there 
an altar, and offered burnt offeringsand peaceofferings. 

Judges| 21:5 And thechildren of Israel said, Who [is there] amongall thetribesof Israel 
that came not up with the congregation unto the LO R D? For they had made a great oath 
concerning him that came not upto the LORD to M izpeh, saying, H e shall surely be put to 
death. 

Judges| 21:6 And the children of Israel repented them for Benjamin their brother, and said, 
There is one tribe cut offfrom Israel thisday. 

Judges| 21:7 H ow shall wedo for wivesfor them that remain, seeing we have sworn by the 
LORD thatwewill not give them of our daughtersto wives? 

J udges| 21:8 And they said, W hat one [i s there] of the tribes of Israel that came not up to 
M izpeh to the LO R D ? And, behold, there came none to the camp from J abeshgilead to the 
assembly. 

Judges| 21:9 For thepeoplewerenumbered, and, behold, [there were] none of the 
inhabitants of J abeshgilead there. 

J udges| 21: 10 And the congregation sent thither twelve thousand men of the valiantest, and 
commanded them, saying, G o and smite the inhabitants of J abeshgilead with the edge of the 
sword, with the women and the children. 
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Judges| 21:11 And this [is] the thing that ye shall do, Yeshall utterly destroy every mal e, 
and every woman that hath lain by man. 

Judges| 21:12 And they found among the inhabitantsof Jabeshgilead four hundred young 
virgins, that had known no man by lying with any male: and they brought them unto the 
camp to Shiloh, which [is] in the land of Canaan. 

J udges| 21: 13 And the whole congregation sent [some] to speak to the children of Benjamin 
that [were] in the rock Rimmon, and to call peaceably unto them. 

Judges| 21:14 And Benjamin cameagain atthattime; and they gave them wives which they 
had saved alive of the women of Jabeshgilead: and yet so they sufficed them not. 

Judges| 21:15 And the people repented them for Benjamin, becausethattheLORD had 
made a breach i n the tribes of Israel. 

Judges| 21:16 Then the eldersof the congregation said, How shall we do for wives for 
them that remain, seeing the women are destroyed out of Benjamin? 

Judges| 21:17 And they said, [There must be] an inheritancefor them that beescaped of 
Benjamin, that a tribe be not destroyed out of Israel. 

Judges| 21:18 Howbeitwemay not givethem wives of our daughters: for the children of 
Israel havesworn, saying, Cursed [be] hethat giveth a wifeto Benjamin. 

Judges| 21: 19 Then they said, Behold, [there is] a feast of the LO R D in Shiloh yearly [in a 
place] which [is] on the north side of Bethel, on the east side of the highway that goeth up 
from Bethel to Shechem, and on the south of Lebonah. 

Judges| 21:20 T herefore they commanded the children of Benjamin, saying, Goand liein 
wait i n thevineyards; 
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Judges| 21:21 And see, and, behold, if the daughters of Shilohcomeoutto dance in dances, 
then come ye out of the vineyards, and catch you every man his wife of the daughters of 
Shiloh, and go to the land of Benjamin. 

Judges| 21:22 And itshall be, when their fathersor their brethren comeunto usto 
complain, thatwewill say unto them, Befavourableunto themfor our sakes: becausewe 
reserved not to each man his wife in the war: for ye did not give unto them at thistime, 
[that] ye should be guilty. 

Judges| 21:23 And thechildren of Benjamin did so, and took [them] wives, accordingto 
their number, of them that danced, whom they caught: and they went and returned unto 
their inheritance, and repaired thecities, and dwelt in them. 

Judges| 21:24 And thechildren of Israel departed thence at that time, every man to his 
tribe and to his family, and they went out from thence every man to his inheritance. 

Judges| 21:25 In those days [there was] no king in Israel: every man did [that which was] 
right i n hisown eyes.

Samuel l| 1:13 Now Hannah, shespake in her heart; only her lipsmoved, but her voicewas 
not heard: therefore Eli thought she had been drunken. 

Samuel l| 1:14 And Eli said unto her, How long wilt thou be drunken? putaway thy wine 
from thee. 

Samuel 1 1 1:15 And Hannah answered and said, N o, my lord, I [am] awoman of a 
sorrowful spirit: I have drunk neither wine nor strong drink, but have poured out my soul 
beforethe LORD. 

Samuel 1 1 1:16 Count not thine handmaid for a daughter of Belial: for out of the abundance 
of my complaint and grief have I spoken hitherto. 

Samuel l| 1:17 Then Eli answered and said, Go in peace: and the God of Israel grant [thee] 
thy petition that thou hast asked of him. 

Samuel l| 1:18 And she said, Let thine handmaid find graceinthysight. Sothewoman 
went her way, and did eat, and her countenance was no more [sad]. 

Samuel 1 1 1:19 And they rose up in the morning early, and worshipped before the LO RD, 
and returned, and cameto their houseto Ramah: and Elkanah knew Hannah hiswife; and 
the LO RD remembered her. 

Samuel 1 1 1:20 W herefore it came to pass, when the time was come about after H annah had 
conceived, that she bare a son, and called his name Samuel, [saying], Because I have asked 
him of theLORD. 
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Samuel l| 1:21 And the man Elkanah, and all his house, went up to offer unto the LO RD 
theyearly sacrifice, and hisvow. 



Samuel l| 1:22 But Hannah went not up; for shesaid unto her husband, [I will not go up] 
until the child be weaned, and [then] I will bring him, that he may appear beforethe 
LO R D , and there abide for ever. 

Samuel l| 1:23 And Elkanah her husband said unto her, Do what seemeth thee good; tarry 
until thou have weaned him; onlytheLORD establish hisword. Sothewoman abode, and 
gave her son suck until she weaned him. 

Samuel l| 1:24 And when she had weaned him, shetook him upwith her, with three 
bullocks, and one ephah of flour, and a bottle of wine, and brought him unto the house of 
the LO RD in Shiloh: and the child [w as] young. 

Samuel l| 1:25 And they slew a bullock, and brought the child to Eli. 

Samuel l| 1:26 And shesaid, Ohmylord, [as] thy soul liveth, mylord, I [am]thewoman 
that stood by thee here, praying unto the LO RD. 

1:27 For this child I prayed; and the LORD hath given memy petition which I 
him:

Samuel l| 1:28 Therefore also I have lent him to the LORD; aslong ashe liveth heshall be 
lent to the LORD. And heworshipped the LORD there. 

Samuel 1 1 2:1 And Hannah prayed, and said, M y heart rejoiceth in the LORD, minehorn is 
exalted in the LORD: my mouth isenlarged over mineenemies; becausel rejoiceinthy 
salvation. 

Samuel l| 2:2 [There is] noneholy as the LORD: for [there is] none beside thee: neither [is 
there] any rock like our God. 

Samuel l| 2 : 3 T al k no moreso exceeding proudly; let [not] arrogancy comeoutof your 
mouth: for the LORD [is] a God of knowledge, and by him actions are weighed. 
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Samuel l| 2:4 The bowsof themighty men [are] broken, and they that stumbled aregirded 
with strength. 

Samuel 1 1 2:5 [They that were] full have hired out themselvesfor bread; and [they that 
were] hungry ceased: so that the barren hath born seven; and she that hath many children is 
waxed feeble. 

Samuel l| 2:6TheLORD killeth, and makethalive: hebringeth downtothegrave, and 
bringeth up. 

Samuel l| 2:7TheLORD maketh poor, and maketh rich: hebringeth low, and lifteth up. 

Samuel l| 2:8 H e raiseth up the poor out of the dust, [and] lifteth up the beggar f rom the 
dunghill, to set [them] among princes, and to make them inherit the throne of glory: for 
the pillarsof theearth [are] the LO R D 's, and he hath set the world uponthem. 

Samuel l| 2:9 H e will keep the feet of hissaints, and thewicked shall besilent in darkness; 
for by strength shall no man prevail. 

Samuel l| 2:10 The adversaries of the LO RD shall be broken to pieces; out of heaven shall 
hethunder upon them: theLORD shall judge the endsof theearth; and he shall give 
strength unto his king, and exalt the horn of his anointed. 

Samuel 1 1 2:11 And Elkanah wentto Ramah to hishouse. And thechild did minister unto 
theLORD before Eli the priest. 

Samuel l| 2:12 Now the sons of Eli [were]sonsof Belial; they knew not theLORD. 

Samuel 1 1 2:13 And the priests' custom with the people [was, that], when any man offered 
sacrifice, the priest's servant came, while the flesh was in seething, with a fleshhook of 
threeteeth i n hishand; 
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Samuel l| 2:14 And hestruck [itjinto the pan, or kettle, orcaldron, or pot; allthatthe 
fleshhook brought up the priest took for himself. So they did in Shiloh, unto all the 
Israel i tes that came thither. 



Samuel l| 2:15 Also before they burnt the fat, the priest's servant came, and said to the man 
that sacrificed, G ive flesh to roast for the priest; for he will not have sodden flesh of thee, 
but raw . 

Samuel 1 1 2:16 And [if] any man said unto him, Let them not fail to burn the fat presently, 
and [then]take[asmuch]asthysoul desireth; then hewould answer him, [Nay]; butthou 
shalt give [it me] now: and if not, I will take [it] by force. 

Samuel l| 2:17 Whereforethesin of theyoung men wasverygreat before the LORD: for 
men abhorred the offering of the LO RD. 

Samuel l| 2:18 But Samuel ministered before the LORD, [being] achild, girded with a 
linen ephod. 

Samuel l| 2:19 Moreover hismother made him alittlecoat, and brought [it] to him from 
year to year, when she came up with her husband to offer the yearly sacrifice. 

Samuel l| 2:20 And Eli blessed Elkanah and hiswife, and said, The LORD give thee seed of 
thiswoman for the loan which islent to the LORD. And they went unto their own home. 

Samuel l| 2:21 And the LORD visited Hannah, so that she conceived, and bare three sons 
and two daughters. And the child Samuel grew before the LO RD. 

Samuel l| 2:22 Now Eli wasvery old, and heard all that his sons did unto all Israel; and how 
they lay with the women that assembled [at] the door of the tabernacle of the congregation.

2:23 And hesaid unto them, W hy do ye such things?for I hear ofyour evi 



dealings by all thispeople. 
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Samuel l| 2:24 N ay, my sons; for [it i s] no good reportthat I hear: yemaketheLORD's 
peopletotransgress. 

Samuel l| 2:25 If one man sin against another, the judge shall judge him: but ifamansin 
against the LO RD, who shall entreatfor him? Notwithstanding they hearkened notunto 
thevoiceof their father, becausetheLORD would slay them. 

Samuel l| 2:26 And thechild Samuel grew on, and wasin favour both with the LORD, and 
also with men. 

Samuel l| 2:27 And there came a man of God unto Eli, and said unto him, Thussaith the 
LORD, Did I plainly appear unto the houseof thy father, when they were in Egypt in 
Pharaoh's house? 

Samuel 1 1 2:28 And did I choose him out of all thetribesof Israel [to be] my priest, to offer 
upon mine altar, to burn incense, to wear an ephod before me? and did I give unto the 
house of thy father all the offerings made by fire of the children of Israel? 

Samuel l| 2:29 W herefore kick ye at my sacrifice and at mine offering, which I have 
commanded [in my] habitation; and honourest thy sons above me, to makeyourselvesfat 
with the chiefest of all the offerings of Israel my people? 

Samuel 1 1 2:30 W herefore the LO RD God of Israel saith, I said indeed [that] thy house, and 
the house of thy father, should walk before me for ever: but now the LORD saith, Be it far 
from me; for them that honour me I will honour, and they that despise me shall be lightly 
esteemed. 

Samuel l| 2:31 Behold, thedayscome, that I will cut offthinearm, and thearm ofthy 
father's house, that there shall not be an old man in thine house. 
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Samuel l| 2:32 And thou shaltseean enemypn my] habitation, inall [thewealth] which 
[God] shall give Israel: and thereshall not bean old man in thine house for ever. 

Samuel l| 2:33 And the man of thine, [whom]l shall notcutoff from mine altar, [shall be] 
to consume thine eyes, and to grieve thine heart: and all the increase of thine house shall 
die in the flower of their age. 

Samuel l| 2:34 And this [shall be] a sign unto thee, that shall comeuponthytwosons, on 
Hophni and Phinehas; in oneday they shall dieboth ofthem. 

Samuel l| 2:35 And I will raisemeupafaithful priest, [that] shall doaccordingto [that] 
which [is] in mine heart and in my mind: and I will build him a sure house; and he shall 
walk before mine anointed for ever.

Samuel l| 3:1 And the child Samuel ministered unto the LORD before Eli. Andtheword of 
the LO R D was precious i n those days; [there was] no open vision. 

Samuel l| 3:2 And it cameto pass at that time, when Eli [was] laid down in hisplace, and 
his eyes began to wax di m, [that] he could not see; 

Samuel 1 1 3:3 And erethelampof God wentout in the templeof the LORD, wherethe 
ark of God [was], and Samuel was laid down [to sleep]; 

Samuel II 3:4 That the LORD called Samuel: and heanswered, Here[am]l. 
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Samuel l| 3:5 And he ran unto Eli, and said, Here[am] I; for thou calledst me. And hesaid, 
I called not; lie down again. And he went and lay down. 

Samuel l| 3:6 And theLORD called yet again, Samuel. And Samuel aroseand went to Eli, 
and said, Herefam] I; for thou didstcall me. And heanswered, I called not, myson; lie 
down again. 

Samuel l| 3:7 Now Samuel did notyetknow theLORD, neither wastheword ofthe 
LO R D yet revealed unto him. 

Samuel l| 3:8 And theLORD called Samuel again thethird time. And he aroseand wentto 
Eli, and said, Here[am]l; for thou didstcall me. And Eli perceived that theLORD had 
called the child. 

Samuel l| 3:9 Therefore Eli said unto Samuel, Go, lie down: and itshall be, if hecall thee, 
that thou shalt say, Speak, LO RD; for thy servant heareth. So Samuel went and lay down in 
his place. 

Samuel 1 1 3:10 And the LORD came, and stood, and called asat other times, Samuel, 
Samuel. Then Samuel answered, Speak; for thy servant heareth. 

Samuel 1 1 3:11 And the LORD said to Samuel, Behold, I will do athing in Israel, at which 
both the ears of every one that heareth it shall tingle. 

Samuel l| 3:12 In that day I will perform against Eli all [things] which I havespoken 
concerning hishouse: when I begin, I will also makean end. 

Samuel 1 1 3:13 For I havetold him that I will judge hishouse for ever for the iniquity which 
he knoweth; because hissons made themselves vile, and he restrained them not. 

Samuel l| 3:14 And therefore I havesworn unto the houseof Eli, that the iniquity of Eli's 
house shall not be purged with sacrifice nor offering for ever. 
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Samuel l| 3:15 And Samuel lay until themorning, and opened the doors of the houseofthe 
LORD. And Samuel feared to show Eli the vision. 

Samuel l| 3:16 Then Eli called Samuel, and said, Samuel, my son. And heanswered, Here 
[am]l. 

Samuel l| 3:17 And hesaid, What [is] the thing that [theLORD] hath said unto thee? I pray 
thee hide [it] not from me: God do so to thee, and more also, if thou hide [any] thing from 
meof all the things that he said unto thee. 

Samuel 1 1 3:18 And Samuel told him every w hit, and hid nothingfrom him. And hesaid, It 
[is] the LORD: let him do what seemeth him good. 

Samuel l| 3:19 And Samuel grew, and the LORD waswith him, and did let noneof his 
wordsfall to the ground. 

Samuel 1 1 3:20 And all Israel from Dan even to Beersheba knew that Samuel [w as] 
established [to be] a prophet of the LORD. 

Samuel l| 3:21 And the LORD appeared again in Shiloh: for theLORD revealed himself to 
Samuel i n Shiloh by theword of theLORD. 

Samuel l| 4:1 And theword of Samuel cameto all Israel. Now Israel went outagainstthe 
Philistinesto battle, and pitched beside Ebenezer: and the Philistines pitched in Aphek. 

Samuel 1 1 4:2 And the Philistines put themselvesin array against Israel: and when they 
joined battle, Israel wassmitten beforethe Philistines: and they slew of thearmy in the 
field about four thousand men. 

Samuel l| 4:3 And when the people werecome into thecamp, the eldersof Israel said, 
W herefore hath the LO R D smitten usto day beforethe Philistines? Let usfetch the ark of 
the covenantof theLORD out of Shiloh unto us, that, when it cometh among us, it may 
save us out of the hand of our enemies.

Samuel 1 1 4:4 So the people sent to Shiloh, that they might bring from thence the ark of the 
covenant of the LO RD of hosts, which dwelleth [between]thecherubims: and thetwosons 
of Eli, Hophni and Phinehas, [were]therewith the ark of the covenant of G od. 

Samuel l| 4:5Andwhen the ark of the covenant of the LO RD cameinto thecamp, all Israel 
shouted with a great shout, so that the earth rang again. 

Samuel l| 4:6 And when the Philistines heard the noise of the shout, theysaid, What 
[meaneth] the noise of this great shout in the camp of the H ebrews? And they understood 
that the ark of the LO R D was come into the camp. 

Samuel l| 4:7 And the Philistines wereafraid, for theysaid, God is come into thecamp. 
And they said, W oe unto us! for there hath not been such a thing heretofore. 

Samuel l| 4:8 W oe unto us! who shall deliver usout ofthe hand of these mighty Gods? 
these [are] the Gods that smote the Egyptians with all the plagues in the wilderness. 

Samuel l| 4:9 Be strong, and quit yourselves like men, O ye Philistines, that ye be not 
servants unto the H ebrews, as they have been to you: quit yourselves like men, and fight. 

Samuel 1 1 4:10 And the Philistines fought, and Israel wassmitten, and they fled every man 
into histent: and there was a very great slaughter; for there fell of Israel thirty thousand 
footmen. 

Samuel 1 1 4:11 And the ark of God wastaken; and thetwo sonsof Eli, Hophni and 
Phinehas, wereslain. 

Samuel 1 1 4:12 And there ran a man of Benjamin out of thearmy, and cameto Shiloh the 
same day with his clothes rent, and with earth upon his head. 
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Samuel l| 4:13 And when hecame, lo, Eli sat upon aseat by the waysidewatching: for his 
heart trembled for the ark of God. And when the man came into the city, and told [it] ( all 
the city cried out. 

Samuel l| 4:14 And when Eli heard the noiseof thecrying, hesaid, W hat [meaneth] the 
noise of thistumult? And the man came in hastily, and told Eli. 

Samuel l| 4:15 Now Eli wasninety and eightyearsold; and hiseyesweredim, that he 
could not see. 



Samuel l| 4:16 And the man said unto Eli, I [am] he that came out of the army, and I fled to 
day out of the army. And hesaid, Whatistheredone, myson? 

Samuel 1 1 4:17 And the messenger answered and said, Israel isfled beforethe Philistines, 
and there hath been also a great slaughter among the people, and thy two sons also, H ophni 
and Phinehas, aredead, and the ark of God istaken. 

Samuel 1 1 4: 18 And it came to pass, w hen he made mention of the ark of G od, that he fel I 
from off the seat backward by the side of the gate, and his neck brake, and he died: for he 
wasan old man, and heavy. And he had judged Israel forty years. 

Samuel I 4:19 And hisdaughter in law, Phinehas' w if e, waswithchild, [near]to be 
delivered: and when she heard the tidingsthat the ark of God wastaken, and that her father 
in law and her husband weredead, she bowed herself and travailed; for her painscame 
upon her. 

Samuel 1 1 4:20 And about thetime of her death the women that stood by her said unto her, 
Fear not; for thou hast borne a son. But she answered not, neither did she regard [it]. 
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Samuel l| 4:21 And she named thechild Ichabod, saying, Theglory isdeparted from Israel: 
because the ark of God wastaken, and because of her father in law and her husband. 

Samuel l| 4:22 And she said, Theglory isdeparted from Israel: for the ark of God istaken. 

Samuel l| 5:1 And the Philistines took the ark ofGod, and brought itfrom Ebenezer unto 
Ashdod. 

Samuel l| 5:2 When the Philistines took the ark of God, they brought it into the houseof 
D agon, and set it by D agon. 

Samuel l| 5:3 And when they of Ashdod aroseearlyonthemorrow, behold, Dagon [was] 
fallen upon hisface to the earth before the ark of the LO RD. And they took Dagon, and set 
him i n his place again. 

Samuel l| 5:4 And when they arose early on the morrow morning, behold, Dagon [was] 
fallen upon hisface to the ground before the ark of the LO RD; and the head of Dagon and 
both the palms of his hands [were] cut off upon the threshold; only [the stump of] Dagon 
wasleftto him. 

Samuel l| 5:5 Therefore neither the priestsof Dagon, nor anythatcomeinto Dagon's 
house, tread on the threshold of Dagon i n Ashdod unto thisday. 

Samuel l| 5:6 But the hand of the LO RD was heavy upon them of Ashdod, and he 
destroyed them, and smote them with emerods, [even] Ashdod and the coasts thereof . 

Samuel 1 1 5:7 And when the men of Ashdod saw that [it was] so, they said, The ark of the 
God of Israel shall not abidewith us: for his hand is sore upon us, and upon Dagon our god. 
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Samuel l| 5:8 They sent therefore and gatheredall the lords of the Philistines unto them, 
and said, W hat shall we do with the ark of the God of Israel? And they answered, Let the 
ark of the God of Israel be carried about unto Gath. And they carried the ark of the God of 
Israel about [thither]. 

Samuel l| 5:9 And itwas[so] ( that, after they had carried it about, the hand of the LO RD 
was against the city with a very great destruction: and he smote the men of the city, both 
small and great, and they had emerods i n their secret parts. 

Samuel l| 5:10 Therefore they sent the ark ofGod toEkron. And itcameto pass, as the ark 
of God cameto Ekron, that the Ekronitescried out, saying, They have brought about the 
ark of the God of Israel to us, to slay usand our people. 

Samuel 1 1 5:11 So they sent and gathered together all the lords of the Philistines, and said, 
Send away the ark of the God of Israel, and let it go again to his own place, that it slay us 
not, and our people: for there was a deadly destruction throughout all the city; the hand of 
God was very heavy there. 

Samuel l| 5:12 And the men thatdied not weresmitten with the emerods: and thecryof 
the city went up to heaven. 

Samuel l| 6:1 And the ark of the LO RD was in the country of the Philistines seven months. 

Samuel l| 6:2 And the Philistines called for the priests and thediviners, saying, W hat shall 
wedoto the ark of the LO RD ? tell uswherewith we shall send itto his place. 

Samuel l| 6:3 And they said, If ye send away the ark of the God of Israel, send it notempty; 
but in any wise return him a trespass offering: then ye shall be healed, and it shall be known 
to you why his hand is not removed from you. 
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Samuel l| 6:4Then said they, W hat [shall be] thetrespassoffering which we shall return to 
him?They answered, Fivegolden emerods, andfivegolden mice, [according to] the 
number of the lordsof the Philistines: for one plague[was] on you all, and on your lords. 

Samuel l| 6:5 W hereforeyeshall makeimagesof your emerods, and imagesof your mice 
that mar the I and; and ye shall give glory unto the God of Israel: peradventure he will 
lighten his hand from off you, and from off your gods, and from off your land. 

Samuel I 6:6 W herefore then do ye harden your hearts, as the Egyptians and Pharaoh 
hardened their hearts? when he had wrought wonderfully among them, did they not let the 
people go, and they departed? 

Samuel l| 6:7 N ow therefore make a new cart, and taketwo milch kine, on which there 
hath come no yoke, and tie the kine to the cart, and bring their calves home from them: 

Samuel 1 1 6:8 And taketheark of the LORD, and lay it upon the cart; and putthejewelsof 
gold, which ye return him [for] a trespass offering, in a coffer by the side thereof; and send 
it away, that it may go. 

Samuel l| 6:9 And see, if itgoeth up bythewayof hisown coastto Bethshemesh, [then] he 
hath done usthis great evil: but if not, then we shall know that [it is] not his hand [that] 
smote us: it [w as] a chance [that] happened to us. 

Samuel l| 6:10 And the men did so; and tooktwo milch kine, and tiedthem to the cart, 
and shut up their calves at home: 

Samuel l| 6:11 And they laid the arkof the LORD upon the cart, and the coffer with the 
mice of gold and the images of their emerods. 
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Samuel l| 6:12 And the kine took the straight way to thewayof Bethshemesh, [and]went 
along the highway, lowing asthey went, and turned not aside [to] the right hand or [to] the 
left; and the lords of the Phii istines went after them unto the border of Bethshemesh. 

Samuel l| 6:13 And [they of] Bethshemesh [were] reaping their wheat harvest in the valley: 
and they lifted up their eyes, and saw the ark, and rejoiced to see [it]. 

Samuel 1 1 6:14 And the cart came into thefield of Joshua, a Bethshemite, and stood there, 
where [there was] a great stone: and they clave the wood of the cart, and offered the kine a 
burnt offering unto the LO R D . 

Samuel 1 1 6:15 And the Levites took down the ark of the LORD, and the coffer that [was] 
with it, wherein thejewelsof gold [were], and put [them] on the great stone: and the men 
of Bethshemesh offered burnt offerings and sacrificed sacrifices the same day unto the 
LORD. 

Samuel 1 1 6:16 And when thefive lords of the Philisti nes had seen [it], they returned to 
Ekron the same day. 

Samuel 1 1 6:17 And these [are] the golden emerods which the Philisti nes returned [for] a 
trespass offering unto the LORD; for Ashdod one, for Gazaone, for Askelon one, for Gath 
one, for Ekron one; 

Samuel l| 6:18 And the golden mice, [accordingto]thenumber of all thecitiesof the 
Philistines [belonging] to thefive lords, [both] of fenced cities, and of country villages, even 
unto the great [stone of] A bel, whereon they set down the ark of the LO R D : [which stone 
remaineth] unto thisday in thefield of Joshua, the Bethshemite. 

Samuel 1 1 6:19 And hesmotethe men of Bethshemesh, becausethey had looked into the 
ark of the LORD, even hesmoteof the peoplefifty thousand and threescore and ten men: 
and the people lamented, because the LO R D had smitten [many] of the people with a great 
slaughter. 
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Samuel 1 1 6:20 And the men of Bethshemesh said, Who isableto stand beforethisholy 
LORD God?and towhom shall hegoupfrom us? 

Samuel l| 6:21 And theysent messengers to the inhabitants of Kirjathjearim, saying, The 
Philistines have brought again the ark of the LORD; come ye down, [and] fetch it up to 
you. 

Samuel l| 7:1 And the men of Kirjathjearim came, andfetched up the ark of the LORD, 
and brought it into the house of Abinadab in the hill, and sanctified Eleazar his son to keep 
the ark of the LORD. 

Samuel l| 7:2 And it cameto pass, whilethearkabodein Kirjathjearim, thatthetimewas 
long; for it wastwenty years: and all the house of Israel lamented after the L O RD. 

Samuel l| 7:3 And Samuel spake u nto all the house of Israel, saying, Ifyedo return unto the 
LO RD with all your hearts, [then] put away the strange gods and Ashtaroth from among 
you, and prepareyour hearts unto the LORD, and servehim only: and hewill deliver you 
out of the hand of the Philistines. 

Samuel l| 7:4 Then thechildren of Israel did put away Baalim and Ashtaroth, and served the 
LORD only. 

Samuel l| 7:5 And Samuel said, Gather all Israel to M izpeh, and I will pray for you unto the 
LORD. 

Samuel 1 1 7:6 And they gathered together to M izpeh, and drew water, and poured [it] out 
before the LO RD, and fasted on that day, and said there, W e have sinned against the 
LO RD. And Samuel judged the children of Israel in M izpeh. 

Samuel l| 7:7 And when the Philistines heard that the children of Israel were gathered 
together to M izpeh, the lords of the Philistines went up against Israel. And when the 
children of Israel heard [it], they were afraid of the Philistines. 
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Samuel l| 7:8 And thechildren of Israel said to Samuel, Ceasenotto cryunto theLORD 
our God for us, that he will save us out of the hand of the Philistines. 

Samuel l| 7:9 And Samuel took a sucking lamb, and offered [it for] a burnt offering wholly 
unto theLORD: and Samuel cried unto theLORD for Israel; and theLORD heard him. 

Samuel l| 7:10 And as Samuel was offering up the burnt offering, the Philistines drew near 
to battle against Israel: but the LO R D thundered with agreat thunder on that day upon the 
Philistines, and discomfited them; and they were smitten before Israel. 

Samuel 1 1 7:11 And the men of Israel went out of M izpeh, and pursued the Philistines, and 
smotethem, unti I [they came] under Bethcar. 

Samuel l| 7:12 Then Samuel took astone, and set [it] between M izpeh and Shen, and called 
the name of it Ebenezer, saying, H itherto hath the LO RD helped us. 

Samuel l| 7:13 So the Philistines were subdued, and they came no moreinto thecoast of 
I srael : and the hand of the L O R D w as against the Philistines all the days of Samuel . 

Samuel l| 7:14 And the citieswhich the Philistines had taken from Israel were restoredto 
Israel, from Ekron even unto Gath; and the coasts thereof did Israel deliver out of the hands 
of the Philistines. And there was peace between Israel and the Amorites. 

Samuel 1 1 7:15 And Samuel judged Israel all the daysof his life. 

Samuel l| 7:16 And he went from year to year in circuitto Bethel, andGilgal, and M izpeh, 
and judged Israel i n all those places. 
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Samuel 1 1 7:17 And his return [w as] to Ramah; for there [w as] his house; and there he 
judged Israel; and there he built an altar unto the LORD. 

Samuel l| 8:1 And it cameto pass, when Samuel wasold, that he made his sonsjudges over 
Israel. 

Samuel l| 8:2 Now the nameof hisfirstborn wasjoel; and thenameof hissecond, Abiah: 
[they were] judges i n Beersheba. 

Samuel l| 8:3 And hissons walked not in hisways, butturned asideafter lucre, and took 
bribes, and perverted judgment. 

Samuel l| 8:4Then all theeldersof Israel gathered themselvestogether, and cameto 
Samuel unto Ramah, 

Samuel l| 8:5 And saidunto him, Behold, thou artold, and thy sonswalk not inthyways: 
now make us a king to judge us like all the nations. 

Samuel l| 8:6 But the thingdispleased Samuel, when theysaid, Give us a king to judge us. 
And Samuel prayed unto the LORD. 

Samuel l| 8:7 And the LORD sai d unto Samuel, Hearken unto the voiceof the peopleinall 
that they say unto thee: for they have not rejected thee, but they have rejected me, that I 
should not reign over them. 

Samuel l| 8:8 According to all theworkswhich they havedonesincetheday that I brought 
them up out of Egypt even unto this day, wherewith they have forsaken me, and served 
other gods, so do they also unto thee. 

Samuel l| 8:9 Now therefore hearken unto their voice: howbeit yet protest solemnly unto 
them, and show them the manner of the king that shall reign over them. 

Samuel 1 1 8:10 And Samuel told all the wordsof the LORD unto the peoplethatasked of 
him a king. 
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Samuel 1 1 8:11 And hesaid, Thiswill bethemanner of thekingthat shall reign over you: 
H e will takeyour sons, and appoint [themjfor himself, for hischariots, and [to be] his 
horsemen; and [some] shall run before hischariots. 

Samuel 1 1 8:12 And he will appoint him captainsover thousands, and captainsover fifties; 
and [will set them] to ear his ground, and to reap his harvest, and to make his instruments 
of war, and instruments of his chariots. 

Samuel 1 1 8:13 And he will takeyour daughters [to be] confectionaries, and [to be] cooks, 
and [to be] bakers. 

Samuel l| 8:14 And hewill takeyour f ields, and your vineyards, and your oliveyards, [even] 
the best [of them], and give [them] to his servants. 

Samuel l| 8:15 And hewill take the tenth ofyourseed, and of your vineyards, and giveto 
hisofficers, and to his servants. 

Samuel 1 1 8:16 And hewill takeyour menservants, and your maidservants, and your 
goodliest young men, and your asses, and put [them] to his work. 

Samuel 1 1 8:17 Hewill take the tenth ofyour sheep: and ye shall be his servants. 

Samuel l| 8:18 And ye shall cry outinthatdaybecause ofyour kingwhich ye shall have 
chosen you; and the L O R D will not hear you i n that day. 

Samuel l| 8:19 Neverthelessthe people refused to obey the voiceof Samuel; and they said, 
Nay; butwewill haveakingover us; 

Samuel l| 8:20 That wealso may belikeall thenations; and thatourking mayjudge us, and 
go out before us, and fight our battles. 

Samuel 1 1 8:21 And Samuel heard all the wordsof the people, and he rehearsed them in the 
earsoftheLORD. 
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Samuel l| 8:22 And the LORD said to Samuel, Hearken unto their voice, and makethem a 
king. And Samuel said unto the men of Israel, Go yeevery man unto hiscity. 

Samuel l| 9:1 Now therewasaman of Benjamin, whose name[was] K ish, theson of Abiel, 
the son of Z eror, the son of Bechorath, the son of A phiah, a Benjamite, a mighty man of 
power. 

Samuel l| 9:2 And he had a son, whose name [was] Saul, achoiceyoung man, andagoodly: 
and [there was] not among the children of Israel a goodlier person than he: from his 
shoulders and upward [he was] higher than any of the people. 

Samuel 1 1 9:3 And theassesof K ish Saul'sfather werelost. And K ish said to Saul his son, 
Take now one of the servants with thee, and arise, go seek the asses. 

Samuel l| 9:4 And he passed through mount Ephraim, and passed through the land of 
Shalisha, but they found [them] not: then they passed through the land of Shalim, and [there 
they were] not: and he passed through the land of the Benjamites, but they found [them] 
not. 

Samuel l| 9:5 [And] when they were come to the land of Zuph, Saul said to his servant that 
[was] with him, Come, and let us return; lest my father leave [caring] for the asses, and 
take thought for us. 

Samuel 1 1 9:6 And hesaid unto him, Behold now, [there is] in thiscity aman of God, and 
[he is] an honourable man; all that he saith cometh surely to pass: now let usgo thither; 
peradventure he can show us our way that we should go. 

Samuel l| 9:7 Then said Saul to hisservant, But, behold, [if] wego, what shall we bringthe 
man? for the bread is spent in our vessels, and [there is] not a present to bring to the man of 
God: what havewe? 
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Samuel 1 1 9:8 And the servant answered Saul again, and said, Behold, I have here at hand 
thefourth part of ashekel of silver: [that] will I give to the man of God, to tell usour way. 

Samuel l| 9:9 (Beforetimein Israel, when aman wentto inquire of God, thus he spake, 
Come, and let us go to the seer: for [he that is] now [called] a Prophet was beforetime 
called aSeer.) 

Samuel l| 9:10 T hen said Saul to his servant, W ell said; come, let usgo. So they went unto 
the city wheretheman of God [was]. 

Samuel 1 1 9:11 [And] asthey went up the hill to the city, theyfound young maidensgoing 
out to draw water, and said unto them, Isthe seer here? 

Samuel 1 1 9:12 And they answered them, and said, He is; behold, [he is] beforeyou: make 
haste now, for he came to day to the city; for [there is] a sacrifice of the people to day in 
the high place: 

Samuel l| 9:13Assoonasyebecomeintothecity, yeshall straightwayfind him, beforehe 
go up to the high place to eat: for the people will not eat until he come, because he doth 
blessthe sacrifice; [and] afterwardsthey eat that be bidden. Now therefore get you up; for 
about thistimeye shall find him. 

Samuel 1 1 9:14 And they went up into the city: [and] when they were come into the city, 
behold, Samuel came out against them, for to go up to the high place. 

Samuel 1 1 9:15 Now theLORD had told Samuel i n hisear a day beforeSaul came, saying, 
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Samuel l| 9:16 To morrow aboutthistime I will send theeaman out of theland of 
Benjamin, and thou shalt anoint him [to be] captain over my people Israel, that he may save 
my people out of the hand of the Phi I istines: for I have looked upon my people, because 
their cry iscomeunto me. 

Samuel l| 9:17 And when Samuel saw Saul, the LORD said unto him, Behold the man 
whom I spake to thee of! this same shall reign over my people. 

Samuel l| 9:18 T hen Saul drew near to Samuel in the gate, and said, Tell me, I pray thee, 
wheretheseer's house [is]. 

Samuel 1 1 9:19 And Samuel answered Saul, and said, I [am] the seer: go up before me unto 
the high place; for ye shall eat with me to day, and to morrow I will let thee go, and will 
tell thee all that [is] in thine heart. 

Samuel l| 9:20 And as for thine asses that werelost three days ago, set notthy mind on 
them; for they arefound. And on whom [is] all the desire of Israel? [Is it] not on thee, and 
on all thy father's house? 

Samuel 1 1 9:21 And Saul answered and said, [A m] not I a Benjamite, of the smallest of the 
tribesof Israel? and my family the least of all the families of the tribe of Benjamin? 
wherefore then speakest thou so to me? 

Samuel 1 1 9:22 And Samuel took Saul and hisservant, and brought them into the parlour, 
and made them sit in the chiefest place among them that were bidden, which [were] about 
thirty persons. 

Samuel l| 9:23 And Samuel said unto thecook, Bringthe portion which I gavethee, of 
which I said unto thee, Set it by thee. 
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Samuel 1 1 9:24 And the cook took up the shoulder, and [that] which [w as] upon it, and set 
[it] before Saul. And [Samuel] said, Behold that which is left! set [it] before thee, [and] eat: 
for unto thistime hath it been kept for thee since I said, I have invited the people. So Saul 
did eat with Samuel that day. 

Samuel l| 9:25 And when they were come down from the high place into the city, [Samuel] 
communed with Saul upon the top of the house. 

Samuel 1 1 9:26 And they arose early: and itcameto passabout thespring of the day, that 
Samuel called Saul to the top of the house, saying, U p, that I may send thee away. And Saul 
arose, and they went out both of them, he and Samuel, abroad. 

Samuel l| 9:27 [And] as they were going down to theend of the city, Samuel said to Saul, 
Bid theservant passon before us, (and hepassed on,) but stand thou still awhile, that I 
may show thee the word of God. 

Samuel l| 10:1 Then Samuel tookavial of oil, and poured [it] upon hishead, and kissed 
him, and said, [Is it] not because the LO R D hath anointed thee [to be] captain over his 
inheritance? 

Samuel 1 1 10:2 W hen thou art departed from me to day, then thou shalt find two men by 
Rachel'ssepulchre in the border of Benjamin at Zelzah; and they will say unto thee, The 
asses which thou wentest to seek are found: and, lo, thy father hath left the care of the 
asses, and sorroweth for you, saying, W hat shall I do for my son? 

Samuel l| 10:3 Then shalt thou go on forward from thence, and thou shalt come to the 
plain of Tabor, and there shall meet thee three men going up to God to Bethel, one 
carrying three kids, and another carrying three loaves of bread, and another carrying a 
bottleof wine: 

Samuel l| 10:4 And they will salutethee, and give thee two [loaves] of bread; which thou 
shalt receive of their hands. 
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Samuel l| 10:5 After thatthou shalt come to the hill of God, where [is] the garrison ofthe 
Philistines: and itshall cometo pass, when thou art comethither to thecity, thatthou shalt 
meet a company of prophets coming down from the high place with a psaltery, and a 
tabret, and a pipe, and a harp, beforethem; and they shall prophesy: 

Samuel l| 10:6 And the spirit ofthe LO R D will come upon thee, and thou shalt prophesy 
with them, and shalt beturned into another man. 

Samuel l| 10:7 And let it be, when these signsare come unto thee, [that] thou do as 
occasion servethee; for God [is] with thee. 

Samuel l| 10:8 And thou shalt go down before me to G ilgal; and, behold, I will come down 
unto thee, to offer burnt offerings, [and] to sacrifice sacrificesof peace offerings: seven days 
shalt thou tarry, till I come to thee, and show thee what thou shalt do. 

Samuel l| 10:9 And itwas[so], that when he hadturned hisback to go from Samuel, God 
gave him another heart: and all those signs came to pass that day. 

Samuel l| 10:10 And when they came thitherto thehill, behold, a company of prophets 
met him; and the spirit of God came upon him, and he prophesied among them. 

Samuel l| 10:11 And it cameto pass, when all that knew him beforetimesaw that, behold, 
he prophesied among the prophets, then the people said one to another, W hat [is] this 
[that] is come unto the son of K ish? [Is] Saul also among the prophets? 

Samuel l| 10:12 And oneofthesame place answered and said, But who [is] their father? 
Therefore it became a proverb, [Is] Saul also among the prophets? 
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Samuel l| 10:13 And when he had made an end of prophesying, he cameto the high place. 

Samuel l| 10:14 And Saul's uncle said unto him and to hisservant, Whither wentye?And 
he said, To seek the asses: and when we saw that [they were] no where, we came to 
Samuel. 

Samuel l| 10:15 And Saul's uncle said, Tell me, I pray thee, what Samuel said unto you. 

Samuel l| 10:16 And Saul said unto his uncle, Hetold usplainly that the asses were found. 
But of the matter of the kingdom, whereof Samuel spake, he told him not. 

Samuel l| 10:17 And Samuel called the peopletogether unto theLORD toMizpeh; 

Samuel l| 10:18 And said unto thechildren of Israel, Thussaith theLORD God of Israel, I 
brought up Israel out of Egypt, and delivered you out of the hand of the Egyptians, and out 
of the hand of all kingdoms, [and] of them that oppressed you: 

Samuel l| 10:19 And ye havethisday rejected yourGod, who himself saved you out ofall 
your adversitiesand your tribulations; and ye have said unto him, [Nay], but set a king over 
us. N ow therefore present yourselves before the LO R D by your tribes, and by your 
thousands. 

Samuel l| 10:20 And when Samuel had caused all the tribes of Israel to come near, thetribe 
of Benjamin wastaken. 

Samuel l| 10:21 W hen he had caused the tribe of Benjamin to come near by their families, 
the family of M atri wastaken, and Saul the son of Kish wastaken: and when they sought 
him, hecould not be found. 

Samuel l| 10:22 Therefore they inquired of theLORD further, if the manshouldyet come 
thither. And the LO RD answered, Behold, he hath hid himself among the stuff. 
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Samuel l| 10:23 And they ran and fetched him thence: and when he stood among the 
people, he was higher than any of the people from his shoulders and upward. 

Samuel l| 10:24 And Samuel said to all the people, Seeye him whom theLORD hath 
chosen, that [there is] none like him among all the people? And all the people shouted, and 
said, God savethe king. 

Samuel l| 10:25 T hen Samuel toldthe people the manner ofthe kingdom, and wrote [it] in 
abook, and laid [it] up beforetheLORD. And Samuel sent all the people away, every man 
to his house. 



Samuel l| 10:26 And Saul also went hometo Gibeah; and there went with him aband of 
men, whose heartsGod had touched. 

Samuel l| 10:27 Butthechildren of Belial said, How shall thisman saveus?And they 
despised him, and brought him no presents. But he held his peace. 

Samuel l| 11:1 T hen NahashtheAmmonitecameup, and encamped against J abeshgilead: 
and all the men of Jabesh said unto Nahash, M ake a covenant with us, and wewill serve 
thee. 



Samuel l| 11:2 And Nahash theAmmoniteanswered them, O n this [condition] wilt I make 
[a covenant] with you, that I may thrust out all your right eyes, and lay it [for] a reproach 
upon all Israel. 

Samuel I 11:3 And the eldersof Jabesh said unto him, Give usseven days' respite, that we 
may send messengers unto all the coasts of Israel: and then, if [there be] no man to save us, 
wewill comeout to thee. 



Samuel l| 11:4 Then came the messengers to Gibeah ofSaul, and toldthetidingsintheears 
of the people: and all the people lifted up their voices, and wept. 
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Samuel 1 1 11:5 And, behold, Saul came after the herd out of the field; and Saul said, W hat 
[aileth] the peoplethatthey weep?And they told him the tidingsof themen of Jabesh. 



Samuel l| 11:6 And the spirit of G od came upon Saul when he heard those tidings, and his 
anger waskindled greatly. 

Samuel l| 11:7 And he took a yoke of oxen, and hewed them in pieces, and sent [them] 
throughout all the coasts of Israel by the hands of messengers, saying, W hosoever cometh 
not forth after Saul and after Samuel, so shall it be done unto his oxen. And the fear of the 
LO RD fell on the people, and they came out with one consent. 

Samuel l| 11:8 And when he numbered them in Bezek, thechildren of Israel werethree 
hundred thousand, and the men of Judah thirty thousand. 

Samuel 1 1 11:9 And they said unto the messengers that came, Thusshall ye say unto the 
men of Jabeshgilead, To morrow, by [that time] the sun be hot, ye shall have help. And the 
messengers came and showed [it] to the men of J abesh; and they were glad. 

Samuel l| lLIOThereforethemen of Jabesh said, To morrow wewill comeout unto you, 
and ye shall do with usall that seemeth good unto you. 

Samuel l| 11:11 And itwas[so] on the morrow, that Saul put the people in three 
companies; and they came into the midst of the host in the morning watch, and slew the 
Ammonites until the heat of the day: and it came to pass, that they which remained were 
scattered, so that two of them were not left together. 

11:12 And the people said unto Samuel, Who [i s] he that said, Shall Saul reign 
bring the men, that we may put them to death.

therewith? and I will restore it you. 

Samuel 1 1 12:4 And they said, Thou hast not defrauded us, nor oppressed us, neither hast 
thou taken ought of any man's hand. 

Samuel 1 1 12:5 And hesaid unto them, The LORD [is] witnessagainst you, and his anointed 
[is] witness this day, that ye have not found ought in my hand. And they answered, [H e is] 
witness. 

Samuel 1 1 12:6 And Samuel said unto the people, [It is] the LORD thatadvanced Mosesand 
Aaron, and that brought your fathers up out of the land of Egypt. 
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Samuel l| 12:7 Now therefore stand still, that I may reason with you beforetheLORD of 
all the righteousactsof the LO RD, which he did to you and to your fathers. 



Samuel l| 12:8 When J acobwascome into Egypt, and your fathers cried unto theLORD, 
then theLORD sent Mosesand Aaron, which brought forth your fathers out of Egypt, and 
made them dwell in this place. 

Samuel l| 12:9 And when theyforgat theLORD theirGod, hesoldthem intothehand of 
Sisera, captain of the host of H azor, and into the hand of the Philistines, and into the hand 
of the king of M oab, and they fought against them. 

Samuel l| 12:10 And they cried unto theLORD, and said, Wehavesinned, becausewe 
have forsaken the LO RD, and have served Baalim and Ashtaroth: but now deliver us out of 
the hand of our enemies, and w e will serve thee.

Samuel l| 12:13 Now therefore behold the king whom ye have chosen, [and] whom ye have 
desired! and, behold, the LO RD hath set a king over you. 

Samuel l| 12:14 If ye will fear the LORD, and serve him, and obey hisvoice, and not rebel 
against the commandment of the LORD, then shall both ye and also the king that reigneth 
over you continuefollowing theLORD your God:

Samuel l| 12:20 And Samuel said unto the people, Fear not: ye have done all this 
wickedness: yetturn not asidefromfollowing theLORD, but serve theLORD with all 
your heart; 

Samuel l| 12:21 And turn ye not aside: for [then should yego] after vain [things], which 
cannot profit nor deliver; for they [are] vain. 

Samuel l| 12:22 For theLORD will not forsakehis people for his great name's sake: 
because it hath pleased the LO R D to make you his people. 

Samuel l| 12:23 Moreover as for me, God forbid that I should sin against theLORD in 
ceasing to pray for you: but I will teach you the good and the right way: 

Samuel l| 12:24 O nly fear theLORD, and serve him in truth with all your heart; for 
consider how great [things] he hath done for you. 
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Samuel l| 12:25 But ifyeshall still do wickedly, yeshall beconsumed, both yeand your 
king. 



Samuel 1 1 13:1 Saul reigned oneyear; and when he had reigned two yearsover Israel, 

Samuel I 13:2 Saul chose him three thousand [men] of Israel; [whereof] two thousand were 
with Sau in Michmash and in mount Bethel, and a thousand werewithjonathan in Gibeah 
of Benjamin: and the rest of the people he sent every man to histent. 

Samuel l| 13:3 Andjonathan smote the garrison of the Philistinesthat [w as] in Geba, and 
the Philistines heard [of it]. And Saul blew the trumpet throughout all the land, saying, Let 
the H ebrews hear. 



Samuel l| 13:4 And all Israel heard say [that] Saul had smitten a garrison of the Philistines, 
and [that] Israel also was had in abomination with the Philistines. And the people were 
called together after Saul to Gilgal. 

Samuel 1 1 13:5 And the Philistines gathered themselves together to fight with Israel, thirty 
thousand chariots, and six thousand horsemen, and people as the sand which [is] on the sea 
shore i n multitude: and they came up, and pitched i n M ichmash, eastward from Bethaven. 

Samuel 1 1 13:6 W hen the men of Israel saw that they were in a strait, (for the people were 
distressed,) then the people did hide themselves in caves, and inthickets, andinrocks, and 
in high places, and in pits. 

Samuel 1 1 13: 7 And [some of] the H ebrews went over J ordan to the land of G ad and G ilead. 
As for Saul, he[was]yet in Gilgal, and all the people followed him trembling. 

Samuel l| 13:8 And he tarried seven days, according to the set time that Samuel [had 
appointed]: but Samuel came not to Gilgal; and the people were scattered from him. 
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Samuel l| 13:9 And Saul said, Bringhitheraburntofferingto me, and peaceofferings. And 
he offered the burnt offering. 

Samuel l| 13:10 And it came to pass, that as soon as he had made an end of offering the 
burnt offering, behold, Samuel came; and Saul went out to meet him, that he might salute 
him. 

Samuel l| 13:11 And Samuel said, W hat hast thou done? And Saul said, Because I saw that 
the people were scattered from me, and [that] thou camest not within the daysappointed, 
and [that] the Philistines gathered themselvestogether at M ichmash; 

Samuel l| 13: 12 T herefore said I, The Philistines will comedown now upon meto Gilgal, 
and I have not made supplication unto the LO R D : I forced myself therefore, and offered a 
burnt offering. 

Samuel l| 13:13 And Samuel said to Saul, Thou hast donefoolishly: thou hast not kept the 
commandment of the LORD thy God, which hecommanded thee: for now would the 
LO R D have established thy kingdom upon Israel for ever. 

Samuel l| 13:14 But now thy kingdom shall not continue: the LO RD hath sought him a 
man after hisown heart, and the LORD hath commanded him [to be] captain over his 
people, because thou hast not kept [that] which the LO RD commanded thee. 

Samuel l| 13:15 And Samuel arose, and gat him up from Gilgal unto Gibeah of Benjamin. 
And Saul numbered the people [that were] present with him, about six hundred men. 

Samuel l| 13:16 And Saul, andjonathan hisson, and the people [that were] present with 
them, abode in Gibeah of Benjamin: but the Philistines encamped in M ichmash. 
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Samuel l| 13:17 And the spoilers came out of thecamp of thePhilistinesin three 
companies: one company turned unto the way [that leadeth to] O phrah, unto the land of 
Shual: 



Samuel l| 13:18 And another company turned the way [to] Bethhoron: and another 
company turned [to] the way of the border that looketh to the valley of Zeboim toward the 
wilderness. 

Samuel l| 13:19 Now there was no smith found throughout all the land of Israel: for the 
Philistines said, Lest the Hebrewsmake [them] swordsor spears: 

Samuel l| 13:20 But all the Israeliteswent down to the Philistines, to sharpen every man his 
share, and his coulter, and his ax, and hismattock. 



Samuel 



13:21 Yet they had afilefor the mattocks, and for the coulters, and for the forks, 



and for the axes, and to sharpen the goads. 

Samuel l| 13:22 So it came to passin theday of battle, that there was neithersword nor 
spear found inthehand ofanyof the people that [were] with Saul andjonathan: butwith 
Saul and withjonathan his son was there found. 

Samuel l| 13:23 And the garrison of the Philistines w ent out to the passage of M ichmash. 

Samuel l| 14:1 N ow it came to pass upon a day, that J onathan the son of Saul said unto the 
young man that bare hisarmour, Come, and let usgo over to the Philistines' garrison, that 
[is] on the other side. But he told not hisfather. 

Samuel l| 14:2 And Saul tarried in the uttermost part of Gibeah under a pomegranate tree 
which [is] in M igron: and the people that [were] with him [were] about six hundred men; 
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Samuel l| 14:3 And Ahiah, theson of Ahitub, Ichabod's brother, theson of Phinehas, the 
son of Eli, the LO RD 'S priest in Shiloh, wearing an ephod. And the peopleknew not that 
Jonathan wasgone. 

Samuel 1 1 14:4 And between the passages, by w hich Jonathan sought to go over unto the 
Philistines' garrison, [there was] a sharp rock on the one side, and a sharp rock on the other 
side: and the name of the one [was] Bozez, and the name of the other Seneh. 

Samuel 1 1 14:5 Theforefront of the one [was] situate northward over against M ichmash, 
and the other southward over against Gibeah. 

Samuel l| 14:6 And Jonathan saidto theyoung man that barehisarmour, Come, andletus 
go over unto the garrison of these uncircumcised: it may be that the LO RD will work for 
us: for [there is] no restraint to the LO RD to save by many or by few. 

Samuel l| 14:7 And hisarmourbearer said unto him, Doall that [is] inthineheart: turn 
thee; behold, I [am] with thee according to thy heart. 

Samuel l| 14:8Then said J onathan, Behold, wewill passover unto [these] men, and we 
will discover ourselves unto them. 

Samuel l| 14:9 If they say thusunto us, Tarryuntil wecometo you; then wewill stand still 
in our place, and will not go up unto them. 

Samuel l| 14:10 But if they say thus, Comeup unto us; then wewill go up: for theLORD 
hath delivered them into our hand: and this [shall be] a sign unto us. 

Samuel l| 14:11 And both of them discovered themselves unto the garrison of the 
Philistines: and the Philistines said, Behold, theHebrewscomeforth outof theholeswhere 
they had hid themselves. 
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Samuel l| 14:12 And themen of the garrison answered J onathan and hisarmourbearer, and 
said, Comeupto us, and wewill show you athing. And J onathan said unto his 
armourbearer, Come up after me: for the LO RD hath delivered them into the hand of 
Israel. 

Samuel l| 14:13 And J onathan climbed upupon hishandsand upon hisfeet, and his 
armourbearer after him: and they fell befo re J onathan; and hisarmourbearer slew after 
him. 

Samuel l| 14:14 And that first slaughter, which J onathan and hisarmourbearer made, was 
about twenty men, within as it were an half acre of land, [which] a yoke [of oxen might 
plow]. 

Samuel l| 14:15 And there wastrembling in the host, inthefield, and amongallthe 
people: the garrison, and the spoilers, they also trembled, and the earth quaked: so it was a 
very greattrembling. 

Samuel l| 14:16 And thewatchmen of Saul in Gibeah of Benjamin looked; and, behold, the 
multitude melted away, and they went on beating down [one another]. 

Samuel l| 14:17 Then said Saul unto the people that [were] w ith him, Number now, and 
seewho isgonefrom us. And when they had numbered, behold, J onathan and his 
armourbearer [were] not [there]. 

Samuel l| 14:18 And Saul said untoAhiah, Bring hither thearkof God. Forthearkof God 
was at that time with the children of Israel. 

Samuel l| 14:19 And it cameto pass, whileSaul talked unto thepriest, that the noisethat 
[was] in the host of the Philistines went on and increased: and Saul said unto the priest, 
Withdraw thine hand. 

Samuel l| 14:20 And Saul and all the people that [were] with him assembled themselves, 
and they cameto the battle: and, behold, every man'ssword wasagainst hisfellow, [and 
there was] a very great discomfiture. 
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Samuel l| 14:21 Moreover the H ebrews [that] were with the Philistines before that time, 
which went up with them into the camp [from the country] round about, even they also 
[turned] to be with the Israelitesthat [were] with Saul and Jonathan. 

Samuel l| 14:22 Likewiseall themen of Israel which had hid themselvesin mount Ephraim, 
[when] they heard that the Philistines fled, even they also followed hard after them in the 
battle. 

Samuel l| 14:23 So the LO R D saved Israel that day: and the battle passed over unto 
Bethaven. 

Samuel l| 14:24 And the men of Israel were distressed that day: for Saul had adjured the 
people, saying, Cursed [be] the man that eateth [any] food until evening, that I may be 
avenged on mine enemies. So none of the people tasted [any] food. 

Samuel l| 14:25 And all [they of] theland cametoawood; and there was honey upon the 
ground. 

Samuel l| 14:26 And when the people were come into thewood, behold, the honey 
dropped; but no man put his hand to his mouth: for the people feared the oath. 

Samuel l| 14:27 But Jonathan heard not when hisfather charged the people with the oath: 
wherefore he put forth the end of the rod that [was] in his hand, and dipped it in an 
honeycomb, and put his hand to his mouth; and his eyes were enlightened. 

Samuel l| 14:28 T hen answered oneof the people, and said, Thyfather straitly charged the 
people with an oath, saying, Cursed [be] the man that eateth [any] food thisday. And the 
people were faint. 

Samuel l| 14:29 Then said Jonathan, Myfather hathtroubled theland: see, I prayyou, how 
mine eyes have been enlightened, because I tasted a little of this honey. 
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Samuel l| 14:30 H ow much more, if haplythepeoplehad eaten freely to day of thespoil of 
their enemies which they found?for had there not been now a much greater slaughter 
among the Philistines? 

Samuel l| 14:31 And they smotethe Philistines that day from M ichmash to Aijalon: and the 
peoplewere very faint. 

Samuel l| 14:32 And the peopleflew upon the spoil, and took sheep, and oxen, and calves, 
and slew [them] on the ground: and the people did eat [them] with the blood. 

Samuel l| 14:33 T hen they told Saul, saying, Behold, the people sin against the LO RD, in 
that they eat with the blood. And he said, Ye have transgressed: roli a great stone unto me 
thisday. 

Samuel l| 14:34 And Saul said, Disperseyourselvesamong the people, and say unto them, 
Bring me hither every man hisox, and every man his sheep, and slay [them] here, and eat; 
and sin not against the LORD in eating with the blood. And all the people brought every 
man his ox with him that night, and slew [them] there. 

Samuel l| 14:35 And Saul builtan altar unto the LORD: thesame wasthefirst altar that he 
builtunto theLORD. 

Samuel l| 14:36 And Saul said, Letusgo down after the Philistines by night, and spoil them 
unti I the morning light, and let usnot leaveaman ofthem. And they said, Do whatsoever 
seemeth good unto thee. T hen said the priest, Let usdraw near hither unto God. 

Samuel l| 14:37 And Saul asked counsel of God, Shall I go down after the Philistines? wilt 
thou deliver them into the hand of Israel? But he answered him not that day. 
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Samuel l| 14:38 And Saul said, Draw ye near hither, all the chief of the people: and know 
and seewherein thissin hath been thisday. 

Samuel l| 14:39 For, [as] the LORD liveth, which saveth Israel, though it be injonathan my 
son, he shall surely die. But [there was] not a man among all the people [that] answered 
him. 

Samuel l| 14:40 T hen said heunto all Israel, Beyeon oneside, and I andjonathan my son 
will be on the other side. And the people said unto Saul, Do what seemeth good unto thee. 

Samuel l| 14:41 T herefore Saul said unto the LORD God of Israel, Give a perfect [lot]. 
And Saul andjonathan w er e taken: but the people escaped. 

Samuel l| 14:42 And Saul said, Cast [lots] between me andjonathan my son. Andjonathan 
was taken. 

Samuel l| 14:43 Then Saul said tojonathan, Tell mewhatthou hastdone. Andjonathan 
told him, and said, I did but taste a little honey with the end of the rod that [was] in mine 
hand, [and], lo, I must die. 

Samuel l| 14:44 And Saul answered, God dosoand morealso: for thou shal t surely die, 
Jonathan. 

Samuel l| 14:45 And the people said unto Saul, Shall Jonathan die, who hath wroughtthis 
great salvation in Israel? God forbid: [as] the LO RD liveth, there shall not one hair of his 
head fail to the ground; for he hath wrought with God thisday. So the people rescued 
Jonathan, that hedied not. 

Samuel l| 14:46 Then Saul wentupfrom following the Phil istines: and the Philistines went 
to their own place. 
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Samuel l| 14:47 So Saul tookthekingdom over Israel, and fought against all hisenemieson 
every side, against M oab, and against the children of Ammon, and against Edom, and 
against the kings of Zobah, and against the Philistines: and whithersoever heturned himself, 
he vexed [them]. 

Samuel l| 14:48 And hegathered an host, and smotetheAmalekites, and delivered Israel 
out of the hands of them that spoiled them. 

Samuel l| 14:49 Now the sonsof Saul werejonathan, and Ishui, and Melchishua: and the 
names of his two daughters [were these]; the name of the firstborn M erab, and the name of 
the younger Michal: 

Samuel l| 14:50 And the name of Saul'swife[was] Ahinoam, thedaughter of Ahimaaz: and 
the name of the captain of his host [was] Abner, the son of N er, Saul 's uncle. 

Samuel l| 14:51 And Kish [was] thefather of Saul; and Ner thefather of Abner [was] the 
son of Abiel. 

Samuel l| 14:52 And there was sore war against the Philistines all the days of Saul: and 
when Saul saw any strong man, or any valiant man, he took him unto him. 

Samuel 1 1 15:1 Samuel also said unto Saul, TheLORD sent meto anoint thee[to be] king 
over his people, over Israel: now therefore hearken thou unto the voice of the words of the 
LORD. 

Samuel l| 15:2 Thussaith the LORD of hosts, I remember [that] which Amalek did to 
Israel, how he laid [wait] for him in the way, when he came up from Egypt. 

Samuel l| 15:3 Now go and smite Amalek, and utterly destroy all that they have, and spare 
them not; but slay both man and woman, infant and suckling, ox and sheep, camel and ass. 

Samuel l| 15:4 And Saul gathered the people together, and numbered them in Telaim, two 
hundred thousand footmen, and ten thousand men of Judah. 
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Samuel l| 15:5 And Saul cameto acity of Amalek, and laid wait in the valley. 

Samuel l| 15:6 And Saul said unto the Kenites, Go, depart, get you down from among the 
Amalekites, lest I destroy you with them: for yeshowed kindnessto all thechildren of 
Israel, when they came up out of Egypt. So the Kenites departed from among the 
Amalekites. 

Samuel l| 15:7 And Saul smote the Amalekites from Havilah [until] thou comestto Shur, 
that [is] over against Egypt. 

Samuel l| 15:8 And he tookAgag the kingof the Amalekites alive, and utterly destroyed all 
the people with the edge of the sword. 

Samuel 1 1 15:9 But Saul and the people spared Agag, and the best of the sheep, and of the 
oxen, and of the fatlings, and the lambs, and all [that was] good, and would not utterly 
destroy them: but every thing [that was] vile and refuse, that they destroyed utterly. 

Samuel l| 15:10 T hen came the word of the LO RD unto Samuel, saying, 

Samuel l| 15:11 It repenteth methat I haveset up Saul [to be] king: for he isturned back 
from following me, and hath not performed my commandments. And it grieved Samuel; 
and he cried unto the LO RD all night. 

Samuel l| 15:12 And when Samuel roseearlyto meetSaul in the morning, itwastold 
Samuel, saying, Saul cameto Carmel, and, behold, heset him up aplace, and isgone 
about, and passed on, and gone down to Gilgal. 

Samuel l| 15:13 And Samuel cameto Saul: and Saul said unto him, Blessed [be] thou of the 
LORD: I have performed the commandment of the LORD. 

Samuel l| 15:14 And Samuel said, W hat [meaneth] then this bleating of the sheep in mine 
ears, and the lowing of the oxen which I hear? 
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Samuel l| 15:15 And Saul said, They have brought them from the Amalekites: for the 
people spared the best of the sheep and of the oxen, to sacrifice unto the LO R D thy God; 
and the rest w e have utterly destroyed. 

Samuel l| 15:16 Then Samuel said unto Saul, Stay, and I will tell thee what the LO RD hath 
said to me this night. And he said unto him, Say on. 

Samuel l| 15:17 And Samuel said, When thou [wast] little in thine own sight, [wast] thou 
not [made] the head of thetribesof Israel, and the LO RD anointed thee king over Israel? 

Samuel l| 15:18 And theLORD sent theeon ajourney, and said, Goand utterly destroy 
the si nners the Amalekites, and fight against them until they beconsumed. 

Samuel l| 15:19 W herefore then didst thou not obey the voiceof theLORD, butdidstfly 
upon thespoil, and didst evil in the sight of theLORD? 

Samuel l| 15:20 And Saul said unto Samuel, Yea, I haveobeyed the voiceof theLORD, 
and havegonetheway which theLORD sent me, and have brought Agag the kingof 
Amalek, and have utterly destroyed the Amalekites. 

Samuel l| 15:21 But the people tookof thespoil, sheep and oxen, thechief of thethings 
which should have been utterly destroyed, to sacrifice unto theLORD thy God i n G i Igal . 

Samuel l| 15:22 And Samuel said, Hath the LORD [asgreat] delight in burnt offeringsand 
sacrifices, as i n obeying the voice of the LO RD? Behold, to obey [is] better than sacrifice, 
[and] to hearken than the fat of rams. 

Samuel l| 15:23 For rebellion [is as] the sin of witchcraft, and stubbornness [isas] iniquity 
and idolatry. Because thou hast rejected the word of the LO RD, he hath also rejected thee 
from [being] king. 
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Samuel l| 15:24 And Saul said unto Samuel, I havesinned: for I have transgressed the 
commandment of the LO R D, and thy words: because I feared the people, and obeyed their 
voice. 

Samuel l| 15:25 Now therefore, I pray thee, pardon my sin, and turn again with me, that I 
may worship the LO RD. 

Samuel l| 15:26 And Samuel said unto Saul, I will not return with thee: for thou hast 
rejected the word of the LO RD, and the LO RD hath rejected theefrom being king over 
Israel. 

Samuel l| 15:27 And as Samuel turned aboutto go away, helaid hold upon theskirt of his 
mantle, and it rent. 

Samuel l| 15:28 And Samuel said unto him, TheLORD hath rent the kingdom of Israel 
from thee this day, and hath given it to a neighbour of thine, [that is] better than thou. 

Samuel l| 15:29 And also the Strength of Israel will not lie nor repent: for he [is] not a man, 
that he should repent. 

Samuel l| 15:30 Then hesaid, I havesinned: [yet] honour menow, I pray thee, beforethe 
eldersof my people, and before Israel, and turn again with me, that I may worship the 
LORDthyGod. 

Samuel l| 15:31 So Samuel turned again after Saul; and Saul worshipped the LORD. 

Samuel l| 15:32 Then said Samuel, Bringye hitherto meAgagthe king of the Amalekites. 
And Agag came unto him delicately. And Agag said, Surely the bitternessof death is past. 

Samuel l| 15:33 And Samuel said, Asthy sword hath made women childless, so shall thy 
mother be childless among women. And Samuel hewed Agag in pieces before the LORD in 
Gilgal. 

Samuel l| 15:34 Then Samuel wentto Ramah; and Saul wentupto hishouseto Gibeah of 
Saul. 
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Samuel l| 15:35 And Samuel cameno moreto seeSaul unti I the day of his death: 
neverthelessSamuel mourned for Saul: and the LO RD repented that he had made Saul king 
over I srael . 

Samuel l| 16:1 And the LORD said unto Samuel, How long wilt thou mourn for Saul, 
seeing I have rejected him from reigning over Israel? fiil thine horn with oil, and go, I will 
send thee to J esse the Bethlehemite: for I have provided me a king among his sons. 

Samuel l| 16:2 And Samuel said, How can I go? if Saul hear [it], hewill kill me. And the 
LORD said, Takean heifer with thee, and say, I am cometo sacrificeto the LORD. 

Samuel l| 16:3 And calljesseto the sacrifice, and I willshow thee what thou shaltdo: and 
thou shalt anoint unto me [him] whom I name unto thee. 

Samuel l| 16:4 And Samuel did that which the LORD spake, and cameto Bethlehem. And 
theeldersof thetown trembled at hiscoming, and said, Comestthou peaceably? 

Samuel l| 16:5 And hesaid, Peaceably: I am cometo sacrifice unto the LORD: sanctify 
yourselves, and comewith meto the sacrifice. And hesanctifiedjesseand his sons, and 
called them to the sacrifice. 

Samuel 1 1 16:6 And it cameto pass, when they werecome, that helooked on Eliab, and 
said, Surely the LO RD's anointed [is] before him. 

Samuel 1 1 16:7 But the LORD said unto Samuel, Looknoton hiscountenance, or onthe 
height of his stature; because I have refused him: for [the LORD seeth] not as man seeth; 
for man looketh on the outward appearance, but the LO RD looketh on the heart. 

Samuel l| 16:8 Then J esse called Abinadab, and made him pass before Samuel. And hesaid, 
Neither hath the LORD chosen this. 
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Samuel l| 16:9ThenJessemadeShammahto passby. And hesaid, Neither hath theLORD 
chosen this. 

Samuel l| 16:10 Again, J esse made seven of hissonsto passbefore Samuel. And Samuel 
said unto J esse, T he LO R D hath not chosen these. 

Samuel l| 16:11 And Samuel said unto J esse, Arehereall [thy] children? And hesaid, There 
remaineth yet the youngest, and, behold, he keepeth the sheep. And Samuel said unto 
J esse, Send and fetch him: for we will not sit down till hecome hither. 

Samuel l| 16:12 And hesent, and brought him in. Now he[was] ruddy, [and] withal ofa 
beautiful countenance, and goodly to look to. And the LO RD said, Arise, anoint him: for 
this [is] he. 

Samuel l| 16:13 Then Samuel took the horn of oil, and anointed him in themidst of his 
brethren: and the spirit of theLORD cameupon David from thatdayforward. So Samuel 
rose up, and went to Ramah. 

Samuel l| 16:14 But the spirit of theLORD departed from Saul, and an evi I spirit from the 
LORD troubled him. 

Samuel l| 16:15 And Saul'sservantssaid unto him, Behold now, an evil spirit from God 
troubleth thee. 

Samuel l| 16:16 Let our lord now command thy servants, [which are] beforethee, to seek 
out a man, [who is] a cunning player on an harp: and it shall come to pass, when the evil 
spirit from God is upon thee, that he shall play with his hand, and thou shalt be well. 

Samuel l| 16:17 And Saul said unto his servants, Provideme now aman that can play well, 
and bring [him] to me. 
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Samuel l| 16:18 T hen answered one of the servants, and said, Behold, I have seen a son of 
Jessethe Bethlehemite, [that is] cunning in playing, and a mighty valiant man, and a man of 
war, and prudent in matters, and a comely person, and the LO RD [is] with him. 

Samuel l| 16:19 W herefore Saul sent messengersuntojesse, and said, Send meDavidthy 
son, which [is] with the sheep. 

Samuel l| 16:20 And J essetookan ass [laden] with bread, and abottleof wine, andakid, 
and sent [them] by David his son unto Saul. 

Samuel l| 16:21 And David cameto Saul, and stood before him: and he loved him greatly; 
and he became his armourbearer. 

Samuel l| 16:22 And Saul sent tojesse, saying, Let David, I pray thee, stand before me; for 
he hath found favour i n my sight. 

Samuel l| 16:23 And it cameto pass, when the [evil] spirit from God wasupon Saul, that 
David took an harp, and played with his hand: so Saul was refreshed, and was well, and the 
evil spirit departed from him. 

Samuel 1 1 17:1 N ow the Philistines gathered together their armiesto battle, and were 
gathered together at Shochoh, which [belongeth] to Judah, and pitched between Shochoh 
and Azekah, in Ephesdammim. 

Samuel l| 17:2 And Saul and the men of Israel were gathered together, and pitched by the 
valley of Elah, and set the battle in array against the Philistines. 

Samuel l| 17:3 And the Philistines stood on a mountainon the one side, and Israel stood on 
a mountain on the other side: and [there was] a valley between them. 

Samuel l| 17:4 And there wentout a champion outof the campof the Philistines, named 
Goliath, of Gath, whose height [was] six cubitsand aspan. 
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Samuel 1 1 17:5 And [he had] an helmet of brassupon hishead, and he[was] armed with a 
coat of mail; and the weight of the coat [w as] five thousand shekels of brass. 

Samuel 1 1 17:6 And [he had] greaves of brass upon his legs, and a target of brass between his 
shoulders. 
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17:7 And thestaff of hisspear [was] likeaweaver'sbeam; and hisspear'shead 



[weighed] six hundred shekels of iron: and one bearing ashield went before him. 

Samuel l| 17:8 And hestood and cried unto thearmiesof Israel, and said unto them, W hy 
are ye come out to set [your] battle in array? [am] not I a Philistine, and ye servantsto Saul? 
choose you a man for you, and let him come down to me. 

Samuel l| 17:9 Ifhebeable tofight with me, and to kill me, then will webeyour servants: 
but if I prevail against him, and kill him, then shall ye be our servants, and serve us. 

Samuel l| 17:10 And the Philistine said, I defy thearmiesof Israel thisday; givemeaman, 
that we may fight together. 
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17:11 W hen Saul and all Israel heard thosewordsof the Philistine, theywere 



dismayed, and greatly afraid. 

Samuel l| 17:12 Now David [was] theson of that Ephrathiteof Bethlehemjudah, whose 
name [was]Jesse; and he had eight sons: and the man went among men [for] an old man in 
the days of Saul. 

Samuel l| 17:13 And the three eldest sons of J esse went [and] followed Saul tothe battle: 
and the namesof his three sons that went to the battle [werej Eliab thefirstborn, and next 
unto him Abinadab, and thethird Shammah. 
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Samuel l| 17:14 And David [was]theyoungest: and the three eldest followed Saul. 

Samuel l| 17:15 But David went and returned from Saul to feed hisfather'ssheep at 
Bethlehem. 

Samuel l| 17:16 And the Philistine drew near morning and evening, and presented himself 
forty days. 

Samuel l| 17:17 And Jessesaid unto David hisson, Take now for thy brethren an ephah of 
this parched [corn], and these ten loaves, and run to the camp to thy brethren; 
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17:18 And carry these ten cheesesuntothecaptain of [their] thousand, and look 



how thy brethren fare, and take their pledge. 

Samuel l| 17:19 Now Saul, and they, and allthemen of Israel, [were] inthevalleyof Elah, 
fightingwith thePhilistines. 

Samuel l| 17:20 And David roseupearlyin the morning, and leftthesheep withakeeper, 
and took, and went, asjesse had commanded him; and he came to the trench, as the host 
was going forth to the fight, and shouted for the battle. 

Samuel l| 17:21 For Israel and thePhilistines had putthe battle in array, army againstarmy. 

Samuel l| 17:22 And David left hiscarriageinthe hand ofthe keeper of the carriage, and 
ran into the army, and came and saluted his brethren. 

Samuel l| 17:23 And ashetalked with them, behold, there came up the champion, the 
Philistine of G ath, Goliath by name, out of the ar m i es of thePhilistines, and spake 
according to the same words: and David heard [them]. 

Samuel l| 17:24 And all the men of Israel, when they saw the man, fled from him, and 
were sore afraid. 
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Samuel l| 17:25 And themen of Israel said, Haveyeseen thisman that is come up? surely 
to defy Israel is he come up: and it shall be, [that] the man who killeth him, the king will 
enrich him with great riches, and will give him hisdaughter, and make hisfather'shouse 
f ree i n I srael . 

Samuel l| 17:26 And David spake to the men that stood by him, saying, W hat shall be done 
to the man that killeth this Philistine, and taketh away the reproach from Israel? for who [is] 
thisuncircumcised Philistine, that heshould defy the armiesof the living God? 

Samuel l| 17:27 And the people answered him after this manner, saying, So shall it be done 
to the man that killeth him. 

Samuel l| 17:28 And El iab hiseldest brother heardwhen he spake unto themen; and Eliab's 
anger waskindled against David, and hesaid, W hy camest thou down hither? and with 
whom hast thou left those few sheep in the wilderness? I know thy pride, and the 
naughtiness of thine heart; for thou art come down that thou mightest see the battle. 

Samuel l| 17:29 And David said, Whathavel now done? [Is there] notacause? 

Samuel l| 17:30 And heturnedfrom himtoward another, and spake after thesame 
manner: and the people answered him again after theformer manner. 

Samuel l| 17:31 And when the wordswere heard which David spake, they rehearsed 
[them] before Saul: and he sent for him. 

Samuel l| 17:32 And David said to Saul, Let no man's heart fail because of him; thy servant 
will go and fight with this Philistine. 

Samuel l| 17:33 And Saul said to David, Thou art not ableto go against this Philistine to 
fight with him: for thou [art but] ayouth, and heaman of war from hisyouth. 
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Samuel l| 17:34 And David said unto Saul, Thy servant kept hisfather'ssheep, and there 
came a I ion, and a bear, and took a lamb out of the flock: 

Samuel l| 17:35 And I went out after him, and smote him, and delivered [it] out of his 
mouth: and when he arose against me, I caught [him] by his beard, and smote him, and 
slew him. 

Samuel l| 17:36 Thy servant slew both the lion and the bear: and thisuncircumcised 
Philistine shall be as one of them, seeing he hath defied the armies of the living God. 

Samuel l| 17:37 David said moreover, TheLORD that delivered meout of the paw of the 
lion, and out of the paw of the bear, he will deliver me out of the hand of this Philistine. 
And Saul said unto David, Go, and the LO RD be with thee. 

Samuel l| 17:38 And Saul armed David with hisarmour, and he put an helmet of brass 
upon his head; also he armed him with a coat of mail. 

Samuel l| 17:39 And David girded hissword upon hisarmour, and heassayed to go; for he 
had not proved [it]. And David said unto Saul, I cannot go with these; for I have not proved 
[them]. And David put them off him. 

Samuel I 17:40 And he took his staff i n his hand, andchosehimfivesmoothstonesoutof 
the brook, and put them in ashepherd'sbag which he had, even in ascrip; and hissling 
[was] in his hand: and he drew near to the Philistine. 

Samuel l| 17:41 And the Philistine came on and drew near unto David; and the man that 
bare the shield [went] before him. 

Samuel l| 17:42 And when the Philistine looked about, andsaw David, hedisdained him: 
for he was [but] a youth, and ruddy, and of a fair countenance. 
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Samuel l| 17:43 And the Philistine said unto David, [Am] I adog, thatthou comestto me 
with staves?And the Philistine cursed David by hisgods. 

Samuel l| 17:44 And the Philistine said to David, Cometo me, and I will givethyflesh 
unto the fowls of the air, and to the beasts of the field. 

Samuel l| 17:45 Then said David to the Philistine, Thou comestto mewith asword, and 
withaspear, and withashield: but I cometotheeinthenameof theLORD of hosts, the 
God of the ar mi es of Israel, whomthou hastdefied. 

Samuel l| 17:46 Thisday will theLORD deliver theeinto mine hand; and I will smitethee, 
and takethine head from thee; and I will give the carcases of the hostof the Philistines this 
dayunto the fowls of the air, and tothewild beasts of the earth; thatall theearth may 
know thatthere isaGod in Israel. 

Samuel l| 17:47 And all thisassembly shall know that theLORD saveth not with sword and 
spear: forthe battle [is] the LORD's, and hewill giveyou into our hands. 

Samuel l| 17:48 And it cameto pass, when the Philistine arose, and cameand drew nigh to 
meet David, that David hasted, and ran toward the army to meet the Philistine. 

Samuel l| 17:49 And David puthishand in hisbag, and took thence a stone, and slang [it], 
and smote the Philistine i n hisforehead, that the stone sunk into hisforehead; and hefell 
upon hisfaceto the earth. 

Samuel l| 17:50 So David prevailed over the Philistine with a sling and with a stone, and 
smote the Philistine, and slew him; but [there was] no sword in the hand of David. 
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Samuel l| 17:51 Therefore David ran, and stood upon the Philistine, and took hissword, 
and drew it out of the sheath thereof, and slew him, and cut off his head therewith. And 
when the Phil istines saw their champion was dead, they fled. 

Samuel l| 17:52 And the men of Israel and of Judah arose, and shouted, and pursued the 
Philistines, until thou come to the valley, and to the gates of Ekron. And the wounded of 
the Philistines fel I down by the way to Shaaraim, even unto Gath, and unto Ekron. 

Samuel l| 17:53 And thechildren of Israel returned from chasing after the Philistines, and 
they spoiled their tents. 

Samuel l| 17:54 And D avid took the head of the Philistine, and brought ittojerusalem; but 
he put hisarmour in histent. 

Samuel I 17:55 And when Saul saw David go forth against the Philistine, he said unto 
Abner, thecaptain of the host, Abner, whoseson [is] this youth? And Abner said, [As]thy 
soul liveth, O king, I cannottell. 

Samuel l| 17:56 And the king said, lnquire thou whoseson the stripling [is]. 

Samuel l| 17:57 And as David returned from theslaughter of the Philistine, Abner took 
him, and brought him before Saul with the head of the Philistine in his hand. 

Samuel l| 17:58 And Saul said to him, Whoseson [art] thou, [thou]young man?And David 
answered, I [am] the son of thy servant J esse the Bethlehemite. 

Samuel 1 1 18:1 And itcameto pass, when he had madean end ofspeaking unto Saul, that 
the soul ofjonathan was knit with the soul of David, andjonathan loved him ashisown 
soul. 

Samuel l| 18:2 And Saul took him that day, and would let him go no morehometo his 
father's house. 
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Samuel l| 18:3 Then Jonathan and David made a covenant, because he loved him ashisown 
soul. 

Samuel l| 18:4 And Jonathan stripped himself of the robethat [was] upon him, and gave it 
to David, and hisgarments, even to hissword, and to hisbow, and to hisgirdle. 

Samuel l| 18:5 And David went out whithersoever Saul sent him, [and] behaved himself 
wisely: and Saul set him over the men of war, and he was accepted in the sight of all the 
people, and also in the sight of Saul 's servants. 

Samuel 1 1 18:6 And it cameto passasthey came, when David was returned from the 
slaughter of the Philistine, that the women came out of all cities of Israel, singing and 
dancing, to meet king Saul, with tabrets, with joy, and with instrumentsof music. 

Samuel 1 1 18:7 And the women answered [one another] asthey played, and said, Saul hath 
slain histhousands, and David histen thousands. 

Samuel l| 18:8 And Saul wasvery wroth, and thesayingdispleased him; and hesaid, They 
have ascribed unto David ten thousands, and to me they have ascribed [but] thousands: and 
[what] can he have more but the kingdom? 

Samuel 1 1 18:9 And Saul eyed David from that day and forward. 

Samuel l| 18:10 And it cameto passon themorrow, that the evil spirit from God came 
upon Saul, and he prophesied in the midst of the house: and David played with his hand, as 
at other times: and [there was] a javelin i n Saul 's hand. 

Samuel l| 18:11 And Saul cast the javelin; for hesaid, I will smite David even to the wali 
[with it]. And David avoided out of his presence twice. 
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Samuel l| 18:12 And Saul was afraidof David, becausethe LORD waswith him, andwas 
departed from Saul. 

Samuel l| 18:13 Therefore Saul removed him from him, and made him hiscaptain over a 
thousand; and he went out and came i n before the people. 

Samuel l| 18:14 And David behaved himself wisely in all hisways; and theLORD [was] 
with him. 

Samuel l| 18:15 W herefore when Saul saw that he behaved himself very wisely, he was 
afraid of him. 

Samuel l| 18:16 But all Israel andjudah loved David, becausehe went out and camein 
before them. 

Samuel l| 18:17 And Saul said to David, Behold my elder daughter M erab, her will I give 
theetowife: onlybethou valiantfor me, and fight the LO RD 'S battles. ForSaul said, Let 
not mine hand be upon him, but let the hand of the Philistines be upon him. 

Samuel l| 18:18 And David said unto Saul, Who [am] I? and what [is] my life, [or] my 
father'sfamily in Israel, that I should be son in law to the king? 

Samuel l| 18:19 But itcameto pass at the time when M erab Saul 's daughter should have 
been given to David, that she was given unto Adriel the M eholathite to wife. 

Samuel l| 18:20 And M ichal Saul 's daughter loved David: and they told Saul, and thething 
pleased him. 

Samuel l| 18:21 And Saul said, I will give him her, that she may be a snare to him, and that 
the hand of the Philistines may be against him. W herefore Saul saidto David, Thou shalt 
thisday be myson in law in [theoneof] the tw ain. 

Samuel l| 18:22 And Saul commanded hisservants, [saying], Commune with David 
secretly, and say, Behold, the king hath delight in thee, and all his servants love thee: now 
therefore be the king's son in law. 
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Samuel l| 18:23 And Saul's servants spake those words in theearsof David. And David 
said, Seemeth itto you [a] light [thing] to beaking'sson in law, seeingthat I [am] apoor 
man, and lightly esteemed? 

Samuel l| 18:24 And the servants of Sau I told him, saying, O n thismanner spake David. 

Samuel l| 18:25 And Saul said, Thusshall yesayto David, The kingdesireth notany 
dowry, but an hundred foreskins of the Philistines, to be avenged of the king's enemies. But 
Saul thought to make David fail by the hand of the Philistines. 

Samuel l| 18:26 And when his servants told David these words, it pleased David well to be 
the king's son in law: and the days were not expired. 

Samuel l| 18:27 W herefore David arose and went, he and his men, and slew of the 
Philistines two hundred men; and David brought their foreskins, and they gavethem in full 
taleto theking, thathemight bethe king's son in law. And Saul gavehim Michal his 
daughter to wife. 

Samuel l| 18:28 And Saul saw and knew that the LO R D [w as] with David, and [that] M ichal 
Saul's daughter loved him. 

Samuel l| 18:29 And Saul wasyet the more afraid of David; and Saul became David's 
enemy continually. 

Samuel l| 18:30 Then the princesof the Philistines went forth: and it cameto pass, after 
they went forth, [that] David behaved himself more wisely than all the servants of Saul; so 
that his name was much set by. 

Samuel 1 1 19:1 And Saul spaketojonathan his son, and to all his servants, that they should 
kill David. 
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Samuel l| 19:2 Butjonathan Saul'sson delighted much in David: andjonathan told David, 
saying, Saul my father seeketh to kill thee: now therefore, I pray thee, take heed to thyself 
until the morning, and abide in a secret [place], and hide thyself: 
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and I wi 



19:3 And I will go out and stand beside my father in thefield wherethou [art], 
commune with my father of thee; and what I see, that I will tell thee. 



Samuel l| 19:4 Andjonathan spakegood of David unto Saul his father, and said unto him, 
Let not the king sin against hisservant, against David; because he hath not sinned against 
thee, and because his works [have been] to thee-ward very good: 

Samuel l| 19:5 For hedid put hislifein hishand, and slew thePhilistine, and theLORD 
wrought agreat salvation for all Israel: thou sawest [it], and didst rejoice: whereforethen 
wilt thou sin against innocent blood, to slay David without a cause? 

Samuel l| 19:6 And Saul hearkened unto the voiceof Jonathan: and Saul sware, [As] the 
LORD liveth, heshall not beslain. 



Samuel l| 19:7 Andjonathan called David, andjonathan showed him all thosethings. And 
Jonathan brought David to Saul, and he was in his presence, as in times past. 

Samuel 1 1 19:8 And therewaswar again: and David w ent out, and fought with the 
Philistines, and slew them with agreat slaughter; and they fled from him. 

Samuel l| 19:9 And theevil spirit from theLORD wasupon Saul, ashesat in hishouse 
with his javelin in his hand: and David played with [his] hand. 
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Samuel l| 19:10 And Saul soughtto smiteDavideven to thewall withthejavelin; but he 
slipped awayout of Saul's presence, and hesmotethejavelin into thewall: and Davidfled, 
and escaped that night. 

Samuel l| 19:11 Saul also sent messengersunto David's house, to watch him, and to slay 
him i n the morning: and Michal David's w ifetold him, saying, If thou savenotthy lifeto 
night, to morrow thou shalt beslain. 

Samuel l| 19:12 So M ichal let David down through awindow: and he went, and fled, and 
escaped. 

Samuel l| 19:13 And M ichal took an image, and laid [it] in the bed, and put a pillow of 
goats' [hair] for his bolster, and covered [it] with a cloth. 

Samuel l| 19:14 And when Saul sent messengersto take David, she said, H e [is] sick. 

Samuel l| 19:15 And Saul sent the messengers[again] to see David, saying, Bring him up to 
me i n the bed, that I may slay him. 

Samuel l| 19:16 And whenthemessengerswerecomein, behold, [therewas]an image in 
the bed, with a pillow of goats' [hair] for his bolster. 

Samuel l| 19:17 And Saul said unto M ichal, W hy hast thou deceived me so, and sent away 
mineenemy, that he i s escaped? And Michal answered Saul, H e said unto me, Letmego; 
why should I kill thee? 

Samuel l| 19:18 So David fled, and escaped, and cameto Samuel to Ramah, and told him 
all that Saul had done to him. And he and Samuel went and dwelt i n N aioth. 

Samuel l| 19:19 And it was told Saul, saying, Behold, David [is] at Naioth in Ramah. 
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Samuel l| 19:20 And Saul sent messengers to take David: and when they saw the company 
of the prophets prophesying, and Samuel standing [as] appointed over them, the spirit of 
God was upon the messengers of Saul, and they also prophesied. 

Samuel l| 19:21 And when it was told Saul, hesentother messengers, and they prophesied 
likewise. And Saul sent messengers agai n thethird time, and they prophesied also. 

Samuel l| 19:22 Then went he also to Ramah, and cameto agreat well that [is] in Sechu: 
and he asked and said, W here [are] Samuel and David? And [one] said, Behold, [they be] at 
Naioth in Ramah. 

Samuel l| 19:23 And hewentthither to Naioth in Ramah: and the spirit of God was upon 
him also, and he went on, and prophesied, until he cameto Naioth in Ramah. 

Samuel l| 19:24 And hestripped off hi sel othes also, and prophesied before Samuel i n I i ke 
manner, and lay down naked all that day and all that night. W herefore they say, [I s] Saul 
also among the prophets? 

Samuel l| 20:1 And David fled from Naioth in Ramah, and cameand said before J onathan, 
W hat have I done? what [is] mine iniquity? and what [is] my sin before thy father, that he 
seeketh my I ife? 

Samuel l| 20:2 And hesaid unto him, Godforbid; thoushalt notdie: behold, my father will 
do nothing either great or small, but that he will show it me: and why should my father 
hide this thing from me? it [is] not [so]. 

Samuel 1 1 20:3 And David sware moreover, and said, Thy father certainly knoweth that I 
havefound grace in thine eyes; and he saith, Let not J onathan know this, lest he be grieved: 
but truly [as] the LO R D liveth, and [as] thy soul liveth, [there is] but a step between me and 
death. 
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Samuel l| 20:4 Then said Jonathan unto David, W hatsoever thy soul desireth, I will even do 
[it] for thee. 



Samuel 1 1 20:5 And David said unto Jonathan, Behold, to morrow [is] the new moon, and I 
should not fail to sit with the king at meat: but let me go, that I may hide myself in the field 
unto thethird [day]ateven. 

Samuel 1 1 20:6 If thy father at all miss me, then say, David earnestly asked [leave] of me that 
he might run to Bethlehem his city: for [there is] a yearly sacrifice there for all the family. 

Samuel l| 20:7 If he say thus, [It is] well; thy servant shall have peace: but if he be very 
wroth, [then] besurethatevil isdetermined by him. 

Samuel l| 20:8 Therefore thou shalt deal kindly with thy servant; for thou hast brought thy 
servant into acovenantof theLORD with thee: notwithstanding, if there bein meiniquity, 
slay me thyself; for why shouldest thou bring me to thy father? 

Samuel l| 20:9 And Jonathan said, Far beitfrom thee: for if I knew certainly that evil were 
determined by my father to come upon thee, then would not I tell it thee? 

20: 10 Then said David to Jonathan, Who shall tell me?or what [if] thy father

answer thee roughly? 

Samuel l| 20:11 And Jonathan said unto David, Come, and let usgo out into the field. And 
they went out both of them into the field. 

Samuel l| 20:12 And Jonathan said unto David, O LORD God of Israel, when I have 
sounded my father aboutto morrow any time, [or] thethird [day], and, behold, [if there 
be] good toward David, and I then send not unto thee, and show it thee; 
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Samuel l| 20:13 The LO R D dosoand much moretojonathan: but if it pleasemyfather [to 
do] thee evil, then I will show it thee, and send thee away, that thou mayest go in peace: 
and the L O R D be with thee, as he hath been with my father. 

Samuel l| 20:14 And thou shaltnot only whileyet I liveshow methe kindnessof the 
LORD, that I dienot: 

Samuel l| 20:15 But [also] thou shalt not cut off thy kindnessfrom my housefor ever: no, 
not when the LORD hath cut off the enemies of David every one from the face of the 
earth. 

Samuel l| 20:16 Sojonathan made [a covenant] with the houseof David, [saying], Letthe 
LO R D even require [it] at the hand of D avid's enemies. 

Samuel l| 20:17 And Jonathan caused David to swear again, because he loved him: for he 
loved him as he loved his own soul. 

Samuel l| 20: 18 Then Jonathan said to David, To morrow [is] thenew moon: and thou 
shalt be missed, because thy seat will be empty. 

Samuel l| 20:19 And [when] thou hast stayed three days, [then] thou shalt go down quickly, 
and cometo the place wherethou didst hidethyself when the businesswas[in hand], and 
shalt remain by the stone Ezel. 

Samuel l| 20:20 And I will shoot three arrowson the side [thereof], asthoughl shotata 
mark. 

Samuel l| 20:21 And, behold, I will send a lad, [saying], Go, find out the arrows. If I 
expressly say unto the lad, Behold, the arrows [are] on this side of thee, take them; then 
come thou: for [there is] peace to thee, and no hurt; [as] the LO RD liveth. 

Samuel 1 1 20: 22 But if I say thus unto the young man, Behold, the arrows [are] beyond 
thee; go thy way: for the LORD hath sent thee away. 
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Samuel l| 20:23 And [as touching] the matter which thou and I havespoken of, behold, the 
LO R D [be] between thee and me for ever. 



Samuel l| 20:24 So David hid himself in thefield: and when the new moon wascome, the 
king sat him down to eat meat. 
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20:25 And the king sat upon hisseat, asat other times, [even] upon aseat by the 



wali: andjonathan arose, and Abner sat by Saul's side, and David'splacewasempty. 

Samuel l| 20:26 NeverthelessSaul spake not any thingthatday: for hethought, Something 
hath befallen him, he [is] not clean; surely he [is] not clean. 

Samuel l| 20:27 And it cameto passon themorrow, [which was] thesecond [day] ofthe 
month, that David'splacewasempty: and Saul said untojonathan hisson, Wherefore 
cometh not the son of J esse to meat, neither yesterday, nor to day? 

Samuel l| 20:28 And Jonathan answered Saul, David earnestly asked [leave] of me [to go] to 
Bethlehem: 



Samuel l| 20:29 And hesaid, Letmego, I praythee; forourfamily hathasacrificeinthe 
city; and my brother, he hath commanded me [to bethere]: and now, if I havefound favour 
in thine eyes, let me get away, I pray thee, and see my brethren. Therefore he cometh not 
unto the king'stable. 

Samuel l| 20:30 Then Saul's anger was kindled against Jonathan, and hesaid unto him, 
Thou son ofthe perverse rebellious[woman], do not I know that thou hast chosen the son 
of Jesseto thine ow n confusion, and unto theconfusion of thy mother's nakedness? 

Samuel l| 20:31 For as long as the son of J esse liveth upon theground, thou shaltnot be 
established, nor thy kingdom. W herefore now send and fetch him unto me, for he shall 
surely die. 
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Samuel l| 20:32 And Jonathan answered Saul hisfather, and said unto him, W hereforeshall 
he be slain? what hath he done? 

Samuel l| 20:33 And Saul cast ajavelin at him to smite him: w hereby Jonathan knew that it 
wasdetermined of hisfather to slay David. 

Samuel l| 20:34 So Jonathan arosefrom thetable in fierceanger, and did eat no meatthe 
second day of the month: for he was grieved for David, because hisfather had done him 
shame. 

Samuel l| 20:35 And it cameto passin the morning, that Jonathan went out into thefield at 
the time appointed with David, and a little lad with him. 

Samuel l| 20:36 And hesaid unto hislad, Run, find out now thearrowswhich I shoot. 
[And] as the lad ran, he shot an arrow beyond him. 

Samuel l| 20:37 And when the lad wascometo the placeof the arrow w hich Jonathan had 
shot, Jonathan cried after the lad, and said, [I s] not the arrow beyond thee? 

Samuel l| 20:38 And Jonathan cried after the lad, M ake speed, haste, stay not. And 
J onathan's lad gathered up the arrows, and came to his master. 

Samuel l| 20:39 But the lad knew not any thing: only Jonathan and David knew the matter. 

Samuel l| 20:40 And Jonathan gave his artillery unto hislad, and said unto him, Go, carry 
[themjto the city. 

Samuel l| 20:41 [And] assoon as the lad wasgone, David aroseout of [a place] toward the 
south, andfell on hisface to the ground, and bowed himself threetimes: and they kissed 
oneanother, and wept one with another, until David exceeded. 

Samuel l| 20:42 And Jonathan said to David, Go in peace, forasmuch aswe havesworn 
bothof usinthenameof theLORD, saying, TheLORD bebetween me and thee, and 
between my seed and thy seed for ever. And he arose and departed: and J onathan went into 
the city. 
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Samuel l| 21:1 T hen cameDavid to Nobto Ahimelech the priest: and Ahimelech wasafraid 
at the meeting of David, and said unto him, W hy [art] thou alone, and no man with thee? 

Samuel l| 21:2 And David said unto Ahimelech the priest, The king hath commanded mea 
business, and hath said unto me, Let no man know any thing of the business whereabout I 
send thee, and what I have commanded thee: and I have appointed [my] servantsto such 
and such a place. 

Samuel l| 21:3 Now therefore what isunder thine hand? give [me] five [loaves of] bread in 
mine hand, or what there is present. 

Samuel 1 1 21:4 And the priest answered David, and said, [There is] no common bread 
under mine hand, but there is hallowed bread; if the young men have kept themselves at 
least from women. 

Samuel l| 21:5 And David answered the priest, and said unto him, Of atruth women [have 
been] kept from us about these three days, since I came out, and the vessels of the young 
men are holy, and [the bread is] in a manner common, yea, though it were sanctified this 
day i n the vessel. 

Samuel l| 21:6 So the priest gave him hallowed [bread]: for there was no bread there but 
the show bread, that wastaken from before the LO RD, to put hot bread i n the day w hen it 
wastaken away. 

Samuel 1 1 21:7 Now acertain man of the servants of Saul [was] there that day, detained 
beforetheLORD; and hisnamefwas] Doeg, an Edomite, thechiefest of the herdmen that 
[belonged] to Saul. 

Samuel l| 21:8 And David said unto Ahimelech, And isthere not here under thine hand 
spear or sword?for I have neither brought my sword nor my weapons with me, because 
the king's business reguired haste. 
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Samuel l| 21:9 And the priest said, The sword of Goliath the Philistine, whom thou slewest 
in the valley of Elah, behold, it [is here] wrapped in a cloth behind the ephod: if thou wilt 
take that, take [it]: for [there is] [T here is] none I i ke that; give it me. 

Samuel l| 21:10 And David arose, and fled that day for fear of Saul, and went to Achish the 
kingof Gath. 

Samuel l| 21:11 And the servantsof Achish said unto him, [Is] not this David the kingof the 
land? did they not sing oneto another of him in dances, saying, Saul hath slain his 
thousands, and David histen thousands? 

Samuel l| 21:12 And David laid upthesewordsin hisheart, and wassoreafraid of Achish 
the king of Gath. 

Samuel l| 21:13 And hechanged hisbehaviour beforethem, and feigned himself mad in 
their hands, and scrabbled on the doors of the gate, and let his spittle fal I down upon his 
beard. 

Samuel l| 21:14 Then said Achish unto his servants, Lo, yeseetheman ismad: wherefore 
[then] have ye brought him to me? 

Samuel l| 21:15 Have I need of mad men, that ye have brought this [fellow] to play the mad 
man i n my presence? shall this [fellow] come into my house? 

Samuel l| 22:1 David therefore departed thence, and escaped to thecaveAdullam: and 
when hisbrethren and all his father's house heard [it], they went down thither to him. 

Samuel l| 22:2 And every one [that was] in distress, and every one that [was] in debt, and 
every one [that was] discontented, gathered themselves unto him; and he became a captain 
over them: and there were with him about four hundred men. 
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Samuel l| 22:3 And David wentthenceto Mizpeh of Moab: and hesaid untothekingof 
Moab, Let my father and my mother, I pray thee, comeforth, [and be] with you, till I 
know what God will do for me. 

Samuel l| 22:4 And he broughtthem beforethe king of Moab: and they dwelt with himall 
the while that David was in the hold. 

Samuel l| 22:5 And the prophet Gad said unto David, Abide not in the hold; depart, and 
get thee into the land of J udah. Then David departed, and came into the forest of H areth. 

Samuel 1 1 22:6 W hen Saul heard that David wasdiscovered, and the men that [were] with 
him, (now Saul abode in Gibeah under atree in Ramah, having hisspear in hishand, and all 
hisservants [were] standing about him;) 

Samuel l| 22:7 Then Saul said unto hisservants that stood about him, Hear now, ye 
Benjamites; will the son of J esse give every one of you fields and vineyards, [and] make you 
all captainsof thousands, and captainsof hundreds; 

Samuel l| 22:8 That all of you have conspired against me, and [there is] none that showeth 
methat my son hath madealeaguewiththeson ofjesse, and [there is] none of you that is 
sorry for me, or showeth unto me that my son hath stirred up my servant against me, to lie 
in wait, asatthisday? 

Samuel l| 22:9 Then answered DoegtheEdomite, which was set over the servantsof Saul, 
and said, I saw the son ofjessecomingto Nob, to Ahimelech the son of Ahitub. 

Samuel l| 22:10 And heinquired of the LO RD for him, and gavehim victuals, and gave 
him the sword of Goliath the Philistine. 
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Samuel l| 22:11 Then thekingsent to call Ahimelech the priest, theson of Ahitub, and all 
hisfather's house, the prteststhat [were] in Nob: and theycameall ofthem to the king. 

Samuel l| 22:12 And Saul said, Hear now, thou son of Ahitub. And heanswered, Herel 
[am] ( my lord. 

Samuel l| 22:13 And Saul said unto him, W hy haveyeconspired against me, thou and the 
son of Jesse, in that thou hast given him bread, and a sword, and hast inquired of God for 
him, that heshould rise against me, to lie in wait, asat thisday? 

Samuel l| 22:14 Then Ahimelech answeredthe king, and said, And who [is so] faithful 
amongall thy servantsasDavid, which is the king's son in law, and goethatthy bidding, 
and is honourable in thine house? 

Samuel l| 22:15 Did I then begin to inquire of God for him? be it far from me: let not the 
king impute [any] thing unto his servant, [nor] to all the house of my father: for thy servant 
knew nothing of all this, less or more. 

Samuel l| 22:16 And the king said, Thou shalt surely die, Ahimelech, thou, and all thy 
father's house. 

Samuel l| 22:17 And the king said unto thefootmen that stood about him, Turn, and slay 
the priestsof the LORD; becausetheir hand also [is] with David, and becausethey knew 
when he fled, and did not show it to me. But the servants of the king would not put forth 
their hand tofall uponthe priestsof the LORD. 

Samuel l| 22:18 And the king said to Doeg, Turn thou, and fail upon the priests. And Doeg 
the Edomiteturned, and hefell upon the priests, and slew on that dayfourscore and five 
persons that did wear a linen ephod. 
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Samuel l| 22:19 And Nob, thecity of the priests, smote he with the edgeof thesword, 
both men and women, children and sucklings, and oxen, and asses, and sheep, with the 
edge of thesword. 

Samuel l| 22:20 And oneof thesonsof Ahimelechtheson of Ahitub, named Abiathar, 
escaped, and fled after David. 

Samuel l| 22:21 And Abiathar showed David thatSaul had slain the LO RD 'S priests. 

Samuel l| 22:22 And David said unto Abiathar, I knew [it] that day, when Doeg the 
Edomite [w as] there, that he would surely tell Saul: I have occasioned [the death] of all the 
persons of thy father's house. 

Samuel l| 22:23 Abidethou with me, fear not: for hethat seeketh my lifeseeketh thy life: 
but with me thou [shalt be] i n safeguard. 

Samuel l| 23:1 Then theytold David, saying, Behold, the Philistines fight against Keilah, 
and they rob the threshingfloors. 

Samuel l| 23:2 Therefore David inquired of the LORD, saying, Shall I go and smitethese 
Philistines? And the LORD said unto David, Go, and smite the Philistines, and save Keilah. 

Samuel l| 23:3 And David's men said unto him, Behold, webeafraid hereinjudah: how 
much morethen if wecometo Keilah against the armiesof the Philistines? 

Samuel l| 23:4 Then David inquired of the LORD yet again. And the LORD answered him 
and said, Arise, go down to Keilah: for I will deliver the Philistines into thine hand. 

Samuel l| 23:5 So David and his men went to Keilah, and fought with the Philistines, and 
brought away their cattle, and smote them with a great slaughter. So David saved the 
inhabitants of Keilah. 

Samuel l| 23:6 And it cameto pass, when Abiathar theson of Ahimelech fled to David to 
Keilah, [that] he came down [with] an ephod in his hand. 
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Samuel l| 23:7 And it wastold Saul that David wascometo Keilah. And Saul said, God 
hath delivered him into mine hand; for he isshut in, by entering into atown that hath gates 
and bars. 

Samuel l| 23:8 And Saul called all the peopletogether to war, to go down to Keilah, to 
besiege David and hismen. 

Samuel l| 23:9 And David knew that Saul secretly practiced mischief against him; and he 
said to Abiathar the priest, Bring hither the ephod. 

Samuel l| 23:10 Then said David, O LO RD God of Israel, thy servant hath certainly heard 
that Saul seeketh to come to Keilah, to destroy the city for my sake. 

Samuel l| 23:11 W ill themen of Keilah deliver meup into his hand? will Saul come down, 
as thy servant hath heard? O LO RD God of Israel, I beseech thee, tell thy servant. And the 
LORD said, Hewill come down. 

Samuel l| 23:12 Then said David, Will themen of Keilah deliver meand my men into the 
hand of Saul? And the LORD said, They will deliver [thee] up. 

Samuel l| 23: 13 Then David and hismen, [whichwere] about six hundred, aroseand 
departed out of Keilah, and went whithersoever they could go. And it wastold Saul that 
David wasescaped from Keilah; and heforbareto go forth. 

Samuel l| 23:14 And David abodein thewildernessin strong holds, and remained in a 
mountain in the wildernessof Ziph. And Saul sought him every day, but God delivered him 
not into his hand. 

Samuel l| 23:15 And David saw that Saul w as come out to seek hislife: and David [w as] i n 
the wilderness of Ziph in a wood. 
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Samuel l| 23:16 Andjonathan Saul'sson arose, and wentto David intothewood, and 
strengthened hishand in God. 

Samuel l| 23:17 And hesaid unto him, Fear not: for thehand of Saul myfather shall not 
find thee; and thou shalt be king over Israel, and I shall be next unto thee; and that also Saul 
myfather knoweth. 

Samuel l| 23:18 And theytwo made a covenant beforetheLORD: and David abodeinthe 
wood, and J onathan went to his house. 

Samuel l| 23:19 T hen cameuptheZiphitesto Saul toGibeah, saying, Doth not David hide 
himself with us in strong holds in the wood, in the hill of H achilah, which [is] on the south 
of Jeshimon? 

Samuel l| 23:20 Now therefore, O king, comedown accordingtoall thedesireof thy soul 
to come down; and our part [shall be] to deliver him into the king's hand. 

Samuel l| 23:21 And Saul said, Blessed [be] yeof theLORD; for ye have compassion on 
m e. 

Samuel l| 23:22 G o, I pray you, prepare yet, and know and see his place where his haunt is, 
[and] who hath seen him there: for it istold me [that] he dealeth very subtly. 

Samuel l| 23:23 See therefore, and take knowledgeof all the lurking places where he 
hideth himself, and come ye again to me with the certainty, and I will go with you: and it 
shall come to pass, if he be in the land, that I will search him out throughout all the 
thousandsofjudah. 

Samuel l| 23:24 And they arose, and went to Ziph before Saul: but David and his men 
[were] in the wilderness of M aon, in the plain on the south of J eshimon. 

Samuel l| 23:25 Saul also and his men went to seek [him]. And they told David: wherefore 
hecamedown intoarock, and abode in the wilderness of M aon. And when Saul heard 
[that], he pursued after David in the wilderness of M aon. 
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Samuel l| 23:26 And Saul went on this side of the mountain, and David and hismen on that 
side of the mountain: and David made haste to get away for fear of Saul; for Saul and his 
men compassed David and his men round about to take them. 

Samuel l| 23:27 But there came a messenger unto Saul, saying, Haste thee, and come; for 
the Philistines have invaded the land. 

Samuel l| 23:28 W herefore Saul returned from pursuing after David, and went against the 
Philistines: therefore they called that place Selahammahlekoth. 

Samuel l| 23:29 And David went upfrom thence, and dwelt in strong holdsat Engedi. 

Samuel l| 24:1 And itcameto pass, w hen Saul w as returned from following the Philistines, 
that it wastold him, saying, Behold, David [is] in the wildernessof Engedi. 

Samuel l| 24:2 T hen Saul took three thousand chosen men out of all Israel, and wentto 
seek David and hismen upon the rocksof thewild goats. 

Samuel 1 1 24:3 And he came to the sheepcotes by the way, where [was] a cave; and Saul 
went in to cover hisfeet: and David and his men remained in the sides of the cave. 

Samuel l| 24:4 And the men of David said unto him, Behold the day of which the LO RD 
said unto thee, Behold, I will deliver thine enemy into thine hand, that thou mayest do to 
him as it shall seem good unto thee. T hen David arose, and cut off the skirt of Saul 's robe 
privily. 

Samuel l| 24:5 And it came to pass afterward, that David's heart smote him, because he had 
cut off Saul 's skirt. 

Samuel l| 24:6 And hesaid unto hismen, TheLORD forbidthatl shoulddo thisthingunto 
my master, the LO RD'S anointed, to stretchforth mi ne hand against him, seeing he [is] the 
anointed of theLORD. 
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Samuel l| 24:7 So David stayed hisservantswith these words, and suffered them not to rise 
against Saul. But Saul rose up out of the cave, and went on [his] way. 



Samuel 1 1 24:8 David also arose afterward, and went out of the cave, and cried after Saul, 
saying, M y lord the king. And when Saul looked behind him, David stooped with hisfaceto 
theearth, and bowed himself. 

Samuel l| 24:9 And David said to Saul, W herefore hearest thou men's words, saying, 
Behold, David seeketh thy hurt? 

Samuel l| 24:10 Behold, thisday thineeyeshaveseen how that the LORD haddelivered 
theeto day into mine hand in the cave: and [some] bade[me] kill thee: but [mineeye] 
spared thee; and I said, I will not put forth mine hand against my lord; for he [is] the 
LORD'Sanointed. 

Samuel l| 24:11 M oreover, my father, see, yea, see the skirt of thy robe in my hand: for in 
that I cut off the skirt of thy robe, and killed thee not, know thou and see that [there is] 
neither evil nor transgression in mine hand, and I have not sinned against thee; yet thou 
huntest my soul to take it. 

Samuel l| 24:12 The LORD judge between meand thee, and the LORD avenge meof 
thee: but mine hand shall not be upon thee. 



Samuel 



24: 13 As saith the proverb of the ancients, W ickedness proceedeth from the 



wicked: but mine hand shall not be upon thee. 

Samuel 1 1 24: 14 After w hom is the ki ng of I srael come out? after w hom dost thou pursue? 
after a dead dog, after a flea. 

Samuel l| 24:15 The LO R D therefore be judge, and judge between me and thee, and see, 
and plead my cause, and deliver me out of thine hand. 
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Samuel I 24:16 And itcameto pass, when David had madean end of speakingthesewords 
unto Sau , that Saul said, [ls] this thy voice, my son David? And Saul lifted up hisvoice, and 
wept. 



Samuel l| 24:17 And hesaidto David, Thou [art] more righteousthan I: forthou hast 
rewarded me good, whereas I have rewarded thee evil. 

Samuel l| 24:18 And thou hast showed thisday how that thou hast dealt well with me: 
forasmuch as when theLORD had delivered me into thine hand, thou killedst menot. 

Samuel l| 24:19 For if aman find hisenemy, will helet him go well away?whereforethe 
LO R D reward thee good for that thou hast done unto me this day. 

Samuel l| 24:20 And now, behold, I know well that thou shalt surely be king, and that the 
kingdom of Israel shall be established in thine hand. 

Samuel l| 24:21 Swear now therefore unto me by the LO R D, that thou wilt not cut off my 
seed after me, and that thou wilt not destroy my name out of my father's house. 

Samuel l| 24:22 And David sware unto Saul. And Saul went home; but David and hismen 
gat them up unto the hold. 

Samuel l| 25:1 And Samuel died; and all the Israelites were gathered together, and 
lamented him, and buried him in his house at Ramah. And David arose, and went down to 
the wildernessof Paran. 



Samuel I 25:2 And [there was] a man i n M aon, whose possessions [were] i n Carmel; and 
the man [was] very great, and he had three thousand sheep, and a thousand goats: and he 
wasshearing his sheep i n Carmel. 

Samuel 1 1 25:3 Now the name of the man [was] N abai; and the name of hiswife Abigail: 
and [she was] a woman of good understanding, and of a beautiful countenance: but the man 
[was] churlish and evil in his doings; and he [was] of the house of Caleb. 
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Samuel l| 25:4 And David heard in the wildernessthat N abai did shear hissheep. 



Samuel 1 1 25:5 And David sent out ten young men, and David said unto theyoung men, 
Get you up to Carmel, and go to N abai, and greet him i n my name:

25:6 And thusshall ye say to him that liveth [in prosperity], Peace [be] both to 



thee, and peace [be] to thine house, and peace [be] unto all that thou hast. 

Samuel l| 25:7 And now I have heard that thou hast shearers: now thy shepherds which 
werewith us, wehurtthem not, neither wasthereought missing unto them, all thewhile 
they were in Carmel. 

Samuel l| 25:8 Ask thy young men, and they will show thee. Whereforelettheyoung men 
find favour in thine eyes: for we come in a good day: give, I pray thee, whatsoever cometh 
to thine hand unto thy servants, and to thy son David. 

Samuel l| 25:9 And when David's young men came, they spake to N abai according to all 
those words i n the name of David, and ceased. 



Samuel l| 25:10 And N abai answered David's servants, and said, W ho [is] David? and who 
[is] the son of J esse? there bemany servants now a days that break away every man from his 
master. 



Samuel l| 25:11 Shall I then take my bread, and my water, and my flesh that I have killed 
for my shearers, and give [it] unto men, whom I know not whence they [be]? 

Samuel l| 25:12 So David's young men turned their way, and went again, and came and 
told him all those sayings. 
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Samuel l| 25:13 And David said unto his men, Gird yeon every man hissword. And they 
girded on every man hissword; and David also girded on hissword: and there went up 
after David about four hundred men; and two hundred abode by the stuff. 

Samuel l| 25:14 But oneof theyoung men told Abigail, Nabal'swife, saying, Behold, David 
sent messengers out of thewildernessto saluteour master; and he railed on them. 

Samuel 1 1 25:15 But the men [were] very good unto us, and we were not hurt, neither 
missed we any thing, as long as we were conversant with them, when we were in the 
fields: 

Samuel l| 25:16 They were a wali unto usboth by night and day, all the whilewe were 
with them keeping the sheep. 

Samuel l| 25:17 Now therefore know and consider whatthou wilt do; for evil is 
determined against our master, and against all his household: for he [is such] a son of Belial, 
that [a man] cannot speak to him. 

Samuel l| 25:18 Then Abigail made haste, and took two hundred loaves, and two bottlesof 
wine, and five sheep ready dressed, and five measures of parched [corn], and an hundred 
clustersof raisins, and two hundred cakesof figs, and laid [them] on asses. 

Samuel l| 25:19 And she said unto her servants, G o on before me; behold, I come after 
you. But she told not her husband Nabal. 

Samuel l| 25:20 And it was [so, as] she rode on the ass, that she came down by the covert 
on the hill, and, behold, David and his men came down against her; and she met them. 

Samuel l| 25:21 Now David had said, Surely in vain have I kept all that this [fellow] hath in 
the wilderness, so that nothing was missed of all that [pertained] unto him: and he hath 
reguited meevil for good. 
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Samuel l| 25:22 Soand morealso do God unto theenemiesof David, if I leaveof all that 
[pertain] to him by the morning light any that pisseth against the wali. 

Samuel l| 25:23 And when Abigail saw David, she hasted, and lighted off the ass, and fell 
before David on her face, and bowed herself to the ground, 

Samuel l| 25:24 And fell at his feet, and said, U pon me, mylord, [upon] me [let this] 
iniquity [be]: and let thine handmaid, I pray thee, speak in thine audience, and hear the 
wordsof thine handmaid. 



Samuel l| 25:25 Let not mylord, I pray thee, regard thisman of Belial, [even] Nabal: foras 
his name [is], so [is] he; N abai [is] his name, and folly [is] with him: but I thine handmaid 
saw not the young men of my lord, whom thou didst send. 

Samuel l| 25:26 Now therefore, my lord, [as] the LO R D liveth, and [as] thy soul liveth, 
seeing the LO R D hath withholden thee from coming to [shed] blood, and from avenging 
thyself with thine own hand, now let thine enemies, and they that seek evil to my lord, be 
as N abai . 



Samuel l| 25:27 And now this blessing which thine handmaid hath brought unto my lord, 
let it even be given unto the young men that follow my lord. 

Samuel l| 25:28 1 pray thee, forgive the trespassof thine handmaid: for the LORD will 
certainly make my lord a sure house; because my lord fighteth the battles of the LORD, 
and evil hath not been found i n thee [all] thy days. 

25:29 Yet a man is risen to pursue thee, and to seek thy soul: but the soul of my 
be bound inthe bundleof life with the LORD thy God; and the soulsof thine

enemies, themshall heslingout, [asout] of themiddleof asling. 
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Samuel l| 25:30 And itshall cometo pass, when theLORD shall havedoneto my lord 
according to all the good that he hath spoken concerning thee, and shall have appointed 
theeruler over Israel; 

Samuel l| 25:31 That this shall beno grief unto thee, nor offence of heart unto mylord, 
either that thou hast shed blood causeless, or that my lord hath avenged himself: but when 
the LO R D shall have dealt well with my lord, then remember thine handmaid. 

Samuel l| 25:32 And David said to Abigail, Blessed [be] the LORD God of Israel, which 
sent thee this day to meet me: 

Samuel l| 25:33 And blessed [be] thy advice, and blessed [be] thou, which hast kept me this 
day from coming to [shed] blood, and from avenging myself with mine own hand. 

Samuel l| 25:34 For in very deed, [as] the LO RD God of Israel liveth, which hath kept me 
back from hurting thee, except thou hadst hasted and come to meet me, surely there had 
not been left unto N abai by the morning light any that pisseth against the wali. 

Samuel l| 25:35 So David received of her hand [that] which she had brought him, and said 
unto her, Go up in peace to thine house; see, I have hearkened to thy voice, and have 
accepted thy person. 

Samuel l| 25:36 And Abigail cameto N abai; and, behold, heheld afeast in hishouse, like 
the feast of a king; and Nabal's heart [was] merry within him, for he [was] very drunken: 
whereforeshetold him nothing, lessor more, until the morning light. 

Samuel l| 25:37 But it cameto pass in the morning, when thewinewasgoneout of Nabal, 
and hiswife had told him thesethings, that his heart died within him, and he became [as] a 
stone. 
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Samuel l| 25:38 And it cameto passabout ten days [after], that the LO RD smote N abai , 
that hedied. 

Samuel l| 25:39 And when David heard that N abai wasdead, hesaid, Blessed [be] the 
LO RD, that hath pleaded the cause of my reproach from the hand of N abai, and hath kept 
his servant from evil: for the LO RD hath returned thewickednessof N abai upon hisown 
head. And David sent and communed with Abigail, to take her to him to wife. 

Samuel l| 25:40 And when the servantsof David werecometo Abigail toCarmel, they 
spake unto her, saying, David sent us unto thee, to take thee to him to wife. 

Samuel l| 25:41 And she arose, and bowed herself on [her] face to the earth, and said, 
Behold, [let] thine handmaid [be] a servant to wash the feet of the servants of my lord. 

Samuel l| 25:42 And Abigail hasted, and arose, and rode upon an ass, with five damselsof 
hers that went after her; and she went after the messengers of David, and became his wife. 

Samuel l| 25:43 David alsotookAhinoam ofjezreel; and they werealso both of them his 
wives. 

Samuel l| 25:44 But Saul had given M ichal hisdaughter, David's wife, to Phalti the son of 
Laish, which [was] of Gallim. 

Samuel l| 26:1 And the Ziphitescame unto Saul to Gibeah, saying, Doth not David hide 
himself in the hill of Hachilah, [which is] beforejeshimon? 

Samuel l| 26:2 Then Saul arose, and went downto the wildernessof Ziph, havingthree 
thousand chosen men of Israel with him, to seek David in the wildernessof Ziph. 
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Samuel l| 26:3 And Saul pitched inthe hill of Hachilah, which [is] beforejeshimon, bythe 
way. But David abode in the wilderness, and he saw that Saul came after him into the 
wilderness. 

Samuel l| 26:4 David therefore sent out spies, and understood that Saul was come in very 
deed. 

Samuel l| 26:5 And David arose, and came to the place where Saul had pitched: and David 
beheld the place where Saul lay, and Abner the son of N er, the captain of his host: and Saul 
lay in the trench, and the people pitched round about him. 

Samuel l| 26:6 Then answered David and said to Ahimelech the H ittite, and to Abishai the 
son of Zeruiah, brother tojoab, saying, W ho will go down with meto Saul to thecamp? 
And Abishai said, I will go down with thee. 

Samuel 1 1 26:7 So David and Abishai cameto the people by night: and, behold, Saul lay 
sleeping within the trench, and hisspear stuck in the ground at his bolster: but Abner and 
the people lay round about him. 

Samuel l| 26:8 Then said Abishai to David, God hath delivered thine enemy into thine hand 
thisday: now therefore let me smite him, I pray thee, with the spear even to the earth at 
once, and I will not [smite] him the second time. 

Samuel 1 1 26:9 And David said to Abishai, Destroyhim not: forwho can stretchforth his 
hand against the LO RD'S anointed, and beguiltless? 

Samuel l| 26:10 David said furthermore, [As] the LO R D liveth, theLORD shall smite him; 
or hisday shall cometo die; or he shall descend into battle, and perish. 

Samuel l| 26:11 The LO R D forbid that I should stretch forth mine hand against the 

LO RD'S anointed: but, I pray thee, takethou now the spear that [is]at his bolster, and the 

cruseof water, and let usgo. 
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Samuel l| 26:12 So David took the spear and the cruse of water from Saul's bolster; and 
they gat them away, and no man saw [it] ( nor knew [it], neither awaked: for they [were] all 
asleep; because a deep sleep from the LO R D wasfallen upon them. 

Samuel l| 26:13 Then David went over to theother side, and stood on the top of an hill 
afar off; a great space [being] between them: 

Samuel l| 26:14 And David criedto the people, and to Abner theson of Ner, saying, 
Answerest thou not, Abner? Then Abner answered and said, W ho [art] thou [that] criest to 
the king? 

Samuel l| 26:15 And David said to Abner, [Art] not thou a [valiant] man? and who [is] like 
to theein Israel? w herefore then hastthou not keptthylord the king? for there cameoneof 
the people in to destroy the king thy lord. 

Samuel l| 26:16 Thisthing [is] notgood that thou hastdone. [As] the LORD liveth, ye[are] 
worthy to die, because ye have not kept your master, the LO R D 'S anointed. And now see 
where the king's spear [is], and the cruse of water that [was] at his bolster. 

Samuel l| 26:17 And Saul knew David'svoice, and said, [Is] this thy voice, myson David?

Samuel l| 26:18 And hesaid, W herefore doth mylord thus pursue after his servant? for 
what have I done? or what evil [is] in mine hand? 
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Samuel l| 26:19 Now therefore, I pray thee, let my lord the king hear the wordsof his 
servant. If the LO RD have stirred thee up against me, let him accept an offering: but if 
[they be] thechildren of men, cursed [be] they before the LORD; for they have driven me 
out this day from abidingin the inheritanceof the LORD, saying, G o, serveother gods. 

Samuel l| 26:20 Now therefore, let not my blood fail to theearth before the f ace of the 
LO RD : for the king of Israel is come out to seek a flea, as when one doth hunt a partridge 
in the mountains. 

Samuel l| 26:21 Then said Saul, I havesinned: return, my son David: for I will no moredo 
thee harm, because my soul was precious in thine eyes this day: behold, I have played the 
fool, and haveerred exceedingly. 

Samuel l| 26:22 And David answered and said, Behold the king'sspear! and let one of the 
young men come over and fetch it. 

Samuel l| 26:23 The LO RD render to every man his righteousnessand hisfaithfulness: for 
the LO RD delivered thee into [my] hand to day, but I would not stretch forth mine hand 
agai nst the L O R D 'S anoi nted. 

Samuel l| 26:24 And, behold, as thy life was much set by this day in mine eyes, soletmy 
life be much set by in the eyesof the LO RD, and let him deliver me out of all tribulation. 

Samuel l| 26:25 Then Saul said to David, Blessed [be] thou, my son David: thou shalt both 
do great [things], and also shalt still prevail. So David went on his way, and Saul returned to 
his place. 

Samuel 1 1 27:1 And David said i n hisheart, I shall now perish one day by the hand of Saul: 
[there is] nothing better for me than that I should speedily escape into the land of the 
Philistines; and Saul shall despair of me, to seek me any more in any coast of Israel: so shall 
I escape out of his hand. 
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Samuel 1 1 27:2 And David arose, and he passed over with the six hundred men that [were] 
with him unto Achish, the son of M aoch, king of Gath. 

Samuel l| 27:3 And David dwelt with Achish at Gath, heand his men, every man with his 
household, [even] David with histwo wives, Ahinoam thejezreelitess, and Abigail the 
Carmelitess, Nabal'swife. 

Samuel 1 1 27:4 And it wastold Saul that David wasfled to Gath: and hesought no more 
againfor him. 

Samuel l| 27:5 And David said unto Achish, If I have now found grace in thineeyes, let 
them give me a place in some town in the country, that I may dwell there: for why should 
thy servant dwell in the royal city with thee? 

Samuel l| 27:6 Then Achish gave him Ziklag that day: whereforeZiklag pertaineth unto the 
kings of Judah unto thisday. 

Samuel l| 27:7 And the time that David dwelt in the country of the Philistines was a full 
year and four months. 

Samuel 1 1 27:8 And David and his men went up, and invaded the Geshurites, and the 
Gezrites, and the Amalekites: for those [nationswere] of old the inhabitantsof the land, as 
thou goest to Shur, even unto the land of Egypt. 

Samuel 1 1 27:9 And David smotethe land, and left neither man nor woman alive, and took 
away the sheep, and the oxen, and the asses, and the camels, and the apparel, and returned, 
and cameto Achish. 

Samuel l| 27:10 And Achish said, Whither have ye made a road to day? And David said, 
Against the south of Judah, and against the south of thejerahmeelites, and against the south 
of the Kenites. 
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Samuel l| 27:11 And David saved neither man nor woman alive, to bring [tidings] to Gath, 
saying, Lest they should tell on us, saying, So did David, and so [will be] his manner all the 
while he dwelleth in the country of the Philistines. 

Samuel l| 27:12 And Achish believed David, saying, He hath made his people Israel utterly 
to abhor him; therefore he shall be my servant for ever. 

Samuel l| 28:1 And itcameto passin thosedays, that the Philistines gathered their armies 
together for warfare, to fight with Israel. And Achish said unto David, Know thou 
assuredly, that thou shalt go out with me to battle, thou and thy men. 

Samuel l| 28:2 And David said to Achish, Surelythou shalt know what thy servant can do. 
And Achish said to David, Therefore will I make thee keeper of mine head for ever. 

Samuel l| 28:3 Now Samuel wasdead, and all Israel had lamented him, and buried him in 
Ramah, even in hisown city. And Saul had put away thosethat had familiar spirits, and the 
wizards, out of theland. 

Samuel 1 1 28:4 And the Philistines gathered themselves together, and cameand pitched i n 
Shunem: and Saul gathered all Israel together, and they pitched i n Gilboa. 

Samuel l| 28:5 And when Saul saw the hostof the Philistines, hewasafraid, and hisheart 
greatly trembled. 

Samuel l| 28:6 And when Saul inquired of the LO RD, theLORD answered him not, 
neither by dreams, nor by U rim, nor by prophets. 

Samuel l| 28:7 Then said Saul unto hisservants, Seek me a woman that hath a familiar 
spirit, that I may go to her, and inquire of her. And his servants said to him, Behold, [there 
is] a woman that hath a familiar spirit at Endor. 
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Samuel l| 28:8 And Saul disguised himself, and put on other raiment, and he went, and two 
men with him, and they came to the woman by night: and he said, I pray thee, divine unto 
me by the familiar spirit, and bring me [him] up, whom I shall name unto thee. 

Samuel l| 28:9 And the woman said unto him, Behold, thou knowest what Saul hath done, 
how he hath cut off those that have familiar spirits, and the wizards, out of the land: 
wherefore then layest thou a snare for my life, to cause me to die? 

Samuel l| 28:10 And Saul swareto her bytheLORD, saying, [As] theLORD liveth, there 
shall no punishment happen to thee for thisthing. 

Samuel l| 28:11 Then said the woman, W hom shall I bring up unto thee? And he said, 
Bring meup Samuel. 

Samuel l| 28:12 And when the woman saw Samuel, shecried withaloud voice: and the 
woman spaketo Saul, saying, W hy hast thou deceived me?for thou [art] Saul. 

Samuel l| 28:13 And the king said unto her, Benot afraid: for what saw est thou? And the 
woman said unto Saul, I saw godsascending out of theearth. 

Samuel l| 28:14 And hesaid unto her, Whatform [is] heof?And shesaid, A n old man 
cometh up; and he [is] covered with a mantle. And Saul perceived that it [was] Samuel, and 
he stooped with [his] face to the ground, and bowed himself. 

Samuel l| 28:15 And Samuel said to Saul, W hy hast thou disauieted me, to bring me up? 
And Saul answered, I am sore distressed; for the Philistines make war against me, and God 
isdeparted from me, and answereth me no more, neither by prophets, nor by dreams: 
therefore I have called thee, that thou mayest make known unto me what I shall do. 
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Samuel l| 28:16 T hen said Samuel, W herefore then dost thou ask of me, seeing the LO RD 
is departed from thee, and is become thine enemy? 

Samuel l| 28:17 And theLORD hath doneto him, as he spake by me: for the LO RD hath 
rent the kingdom out of thine hand, and given it to thy neighbour, [even] to David: 

Samuel l| 28:18 Because thou obeyedst not the voiceof theLORD, nor executedst his 
fierce wrath upon Amalek, therefore hath the LO RD done this thing unto thee this day. 

Samuel l| 28:19 Moreover theLORD will also deliver Israel with thee into the hand of the 
Philistines: and to morrow [shalt] thou and thy sons [be] with me: the LO RD also shall 
deliver the host of Israel into the hand of the Philistines. 

Samuel l| 28:20 Then Saul fell straightway all along on the earth, and wassore afraid, 
because of the words of Samuel: and there was no strength in him; for he had eaten no 
bread all the day, nor all the night. 

Samuel l| 28:21 And thewoman came unto Saul, and saw that he was sore troubled, and 
said unto him, Behold, thine handmaid hath obeyed thy voice, and I have put my life in my 
hand, and have hearkened unto thy words which thou spakest unto me. 

Samuel l| 28:22 Now therefore, I pray thee, hearken thou also unto the voiceof thine 
handmaid, and let me set a morsel of bread before thee; and eat, that thou mayest have 
strength, w hen thou goest on thy way. 

Samuel l| 28:23 But he refused, and said, I will not eat. But hisservants, together with the 
woman, compelled him; and he hearkened unto their voice. So he arose from the earth, 
and sat upon the bed. 
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Samuel l| 28:24 And thewoman had afatcalf inthe house; and she hasted, and killed it, 
and took flour, and kneaded [it], and did bake unleavened bread thereof: 

Samuel l| 28:25 And she brought [it] before Saul, and before hisservants; and they did eat. 
Then they rose up, and went away that night. 

Samuel l| 29:1 Now the Philistines gathered together all their armiesto Aphek: and the 
Israelitespitched by afountain which [is] injezreel. 

Samuel l| 29:2 And the lordsof the Philistines passed on by hundreds, and bythousands: 
but David and his men passed on in the rereward with Achish. 

Samuel l| 29:3 Then said the princesof the Philistines, What[do]theseHebrews[here]? 
And Achish said unto the princes of the Philistines, [Is] not this David, the servant of Saul 
the king of Israel, which hath been with me these days, or these years, and I have found no 
fault in him since hefell [unto me] unto thisday? 

Samuel l| 29:4 And the princes of the Philistines were wroth with him; and the princesof 
the Philistines said unto him, M ake this fellow return, that he may go again to his place 
which thou hast appointed him, and let him not go down with usto battle, lest in the battle 
he be an adversary to us: for wherewith should he reconcile himself unto his master? 
[should it] not [be] with the heads of these men? 

Samuel 1 1 29:5 [I s] not this David, of whom they sang one to another in dances, saying, Saul 
slew histhousands, and David histen thousands? 
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Samuel l| 29:6 Then Achish called David, and said unto him, Surely, [as]theLORD liveth, 
thou hast been upright, and thy going out and thy coming in with me in the host [is] good in 
my sight: for I have not found evil in thee since the day of thy coming unto me unto this 
day: nevertheless the lords favour thee not. 

Samuel 1 1 29:7 W herefore now return, and go in peace, that thou displease not the lords of 
the Philistines. 

Samuel l| 29:8 And David said unto Achish, Butwhathavel done?and what hast thou 
found in thy servant so long as I have been with thee unto this day, that I may not go fight 
against the enemies of my lord the king? 

Samuel l| 29:9 And Achish answered and said to David, I know that thou [art] good in my 
sight, asan angel ofGod: notwithstanding the princesof the Philistines have said, Heshall 
not go up with usto the battle. 

Samuel l| 29:10 W herefore now riseupearly in the morning with thy master's servants 
that arecome with thee: and assoon asye beupearly in the morning, and havelight, 
depart. 

Samuel l| 29:11 So David and hismen roseup early to depart in the morning, to return 
into the land of the Philistines. And the Philistines went uptojezreel. 

Samuel l| 30:1 And it cameto pass, when David and hismen werecometo Ziklagon the 
third day, that the Amalekites had invaded thesouth, and Ziklag, and smitten Ziklag, and 
burned it with fire; 

Samuel l| 30:2 And had taken the women captives, that [were] therein: they slew not any, 
either great or small, but carried [them] away, and went on their way. 

Samuel 1 1 30:3 So David and hismen cameto thecity, and, behold, [it was] burned with 
fire; and their wives, and their sons, and their daughters, were taken captives. 
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Samuel l| 30:4 Then David and the peoplethat [were] with him lifted up their voiceand 
wept, until they had no more power to weep. 

Samuel l| 30:5 And David'stwo wivesweretaken captives, Ahinoam the J ezreelitess, and 
Abigail the wife of N abai the Carmelite. 

Samuel l| 30:6 And David wasgreatly distressed; for the people spake of stoning him, 
because the soul of all the people wasgrieved, every manfor his sons and for his daughters: 
but David encouraged himself in theLORD hisGod. 

Samuel l| 30:7 And David said to Abiathar the priest, Ahimelech'sson, I pray thee, bring 
me hither the ephod. And Abiathar brought thither the ephod to David. 

Samuel l| 30:8 And David inquired at theLORD, saying, Shall I pursueafter thistroop? 
shall I overtakethem?And heanswered him, Pursue: for thou shalt surely overtake [them], 
and withoutfail recover [all]. 

Samuel 1 1 30:9 So David went, heand the six hundred men that [were] with him, and came 
to the brook Besor, where those that were left behind stayed. 

Samuel l| 30:10 But David pursued, heand four hundred men: for two hundred abode 
behind, which were so faint that they could not go over the brook Besor. 

Samuel l| 30:11 And they found an Egyptian i n thefield, and brought him to David, and 
gave him bread, and he did eat; and they made him drink water; 

Samuel l| 30:12 And they gave him apieceof acakeof figs, and two clustersof raisins: and 
when he had eaten, his spirit came again to him: for he had eaten no bread, nor drunk [any] 
water, three days and three nights. 
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Samuel l| 30:13 And David said unto him, To whom [belongest] thou?and whence[art] 
thou?And he said, I [am] ayoung man of Egypt, servant to an Amalekite; and my master 
left me, becausethreedaysago I fell sick. 

Samuel l| 30:14 Wemadean invasion [upon] the south of theCherethites, and upon [the 
coast] which [belongeth] to J udah, and upon the south of Caleb; and we burned Ziklag with 
f i re. 

Samuel l| 30:15 And David said to him, Canst thou bring medown to thiscompany?And 
he said, Swear unto me by God, that thou wilt neither kill me, nor deliver me into the 
handsof my master, and I will bring thee down to thiscompany. 

Samuel l| 30:16 And when he had brought him down, behold, [they were] spread abroad 
upon all the earth, eating and drinking, and dancing, because of all the great spoil that they 
had taken out of the land of the Philistines, and out of the land of J udah. 

Samuel l| 30:17 And David smotethem from thetwilight even unto theevening of the next 
day: and there escaped not a man of them, savefour hundred young men, which rode upon 
camels, and fled. 

Samuel l| 30:18 And David recovered all that the Amalekites had carried away: and David 
rescued histwo wives. 

Samuel l| 30:19 And there wasnothing lackingtothem, neither small nor great, neither 
sons nor daughters, neither spoil, nor any [thing] that they had taken to them: David 
recovered al I . 

Samuel l| 30:20 And David took all theflocksand the herds, [which] they drave before 
those [other] cattle, and said, T his [is] David's spoil. 
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Samuel l| 30:21 And David cameto thetwo hundred men, which were so faint that they 
could not follow David, whom they had made also to abide at the brook Besor: and they 
went forth to meet David, and to meet the peoplethat [were] with him: and when David 
came near to the people, he saluted them. 

Samuel l| 30:22 Then answered all the wicked men and [men]of Belial, of those that went 
with David, and said, Because they went not with us, wewill not give them [ought] ofthe 
spoil that we have recovered, save to every man his wife and his children, that they may 
lead [them] away, and depart. 

Samuel l| 30:23 Then said David, Yeshall not do so, my brethren, with that which the 
LO RD hath given us, who hath preserved us, and delivered the company that came against 
usinto our hand. 

Samuel l| 30:24 Forwhowill hearken unto you in thismatter? butashispart [is] thatgoeth 
down to the battle, so [shall] his part [be] that tarrieth by the stuff: they shall part alike. 

Samuel l| 30:25 And it was [so] from that day forward, that he made it a statute and an 
ordinancefor Israel unto thisday. 

Samuel l| 30:26 And when David cameto Ziklag, hesent ofthe spoil unto theeldersof 
Judah, [even]to hisfriends, saying, Behold a present for you ofthe spoil of theenemiesof 
theLORD; 

Samuel l| 30:27 To [them] which [were] in Bethel, and to [them] which [were] in south 
Ramoth, and to [them] which [were] in Jattir, 

Samuel l| 30:28 And to [them] which [were] in Aroer, and to [them] which [were] in 
Siphmoth, and to [them] which [were] in Eshtemoa, 

Samuel l| 30:29 And to [them] which [were] in Rachal, and to [them] which [were] in the 
citiesof thejerahmeelites, and to [them] which [were] i n the cities ofthe Kenites, 
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Samuel l| 30:30 And to [them] which [were]in Hormah, and to [them] which [were]in 
Chorashan, and to [them] which [were] in Athach, 

Samuel l| 30:31 And to [them] which [were] in Hebron, and to all the places where David 
himself and his men were wont to haunt. 

Samuel l| 31:1 Now the P hi I isti nes fought against Israel: and the men of Israel fled from 
before the Philistines, andfell downslain in mountGilboa. 

Samuel l| 31:2 And the Philistines followed hard upon Saul and upon hissons; and the 
Philistines slew J onathan, and Abinadab, and Melchishua, Saul'ssons. 

Samuel l| 31:3 And the battlewent sore against Saul, and the archers hit him; and hewas 
sore wounded of the archers. 

Samuel l| 31:4 T hen said Saul unto hisarmourbearer, Draw thy sword, and thrust me 
through therewith; lest these uncircumcised come and thrust me through, and abuse me. 
But hisarmourbearer would not; for he wassoreafraid. Therefore Saul took a sword, and 
fell upon it. 

Samuel l| 31:5 And when hisarmourbearer saw that Saul wasdead, hefell likewiseupon 
his sword, and died with him. 

Samuel 1 1 31:6 So Saul died, and histhreesons, and hisarmourbearer, and all his men, that 
same day together. 

Samuel l| 31:7 And when the men of Israel that [were] on theother sideof thevalley, and 
[they] that [were] on the other sidejordan, saw that the men of Israel fled, and that Saul 
and hissons were dead, they forsook the cities, and fled; and the Philistines came and dwelt 
in them. 
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Samuel l| 31:8 And itcameto passonthemorrow, when the Philistines came to strip the 
slain, thattheyfound Saul and his three sonsfallen in mount Gilboa. 

Samuel l| 31:9 And theycut off hishead, and stripped off hisarmour, and sent into the land 
of the Philistines round about, to publish [it in] the house of their idols, and among the 
people. 

Samuel l| 31:10 And theyput hisarmour i n the house of Ashtaroth: and theyfastened his 
body to the wali of Bethshan. 

Samuel l| 31:11 And when the inhabitantsof Jabeshgilead heard of that which the 
Philistines had doneto Saul; 

Samuel l| 31:12 Ali the valiant men arose, andwent all night, and tookthe body of Saul and 
the bodies of his sons from the wali of Bethshan, and came to J abesh, and burnt them there. 

Samuel l| 31:13 And they took their bones, and buried [them] under a tree at J abesh, and 
fasted seven days.

Samuel II 1 1:1 Now it came to passafter the death of Saul, when David was returned from 
the slaughter of the Amal ekites, and David had abodetwo days in Ziklag; 

Samuel ll| 1:2 Itcameeven to passon thethird day, that, behold, aman came outof the 
campfrom Saul with his clothes rent, and earth upon hishead: and [so] it was, when he 
cameto David, that hefell to the earth, and did obeisance.

Samuel ll| 1:6 And the young man that told him said, Asi happened by chanceupon mount 
Gilboa, behold, Saul leaned upon hisspear; and, lo, the chariots and horsemenfollowed 
hard after him. 

Samuel ll| 1:7 And when he looked behind him, he saw me, and called unto me. And I 
answered, Herefam] I. 

Samuel ll| 1:8 And hesaid unto me, Who [art] thou? And I answered him, I [am]an 
Amalekite. 

Samuel ll| 1:9 Hesaid unto meagain, Stand, I pray thee, upon me, and slay me: for anguish 
is come upon me, because my life [isj yet whole i n me. 
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Samuel II 1 1:10 So I stood upon him, and slew him, because I wassurethat hecould not 
live after that he wasfallen: and I took the crown that [w as] upon his head, and the bracelet 
that [was] on hisarm, and have brought them hither unto my lord.

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Samuel ll| 1:21 Yemountainsof Gilboa, [lettherebe] no dew, neither [lettherebe] rain, 
upon you, nor fields of offerings: for there the shield of the mighty is vilely cast away, the 
shield of Saul, [asthough he had] not [been] anointed with oil. 

Samuel ll| 1:22 From the blood of the slain, from the fat of the mighty, the bow of 
Jonathan turned not back, and the sword of Saul returned not empty. 

Samuel ll| 1:23 Saul and Jonathan [were] lovely and pleasant intheir lives, and in their 
death they were not divided: they were swifter than eagles, they were stronger than lions. 

Samuel ll| 1:24 Yedaughtersof Israel, weep over Saul, who clothed you in scarlet, with 
[other] delights, who put on ornamentsof gold upon your apparel. 

Samuel ll| 1:25 How are the mighty fallen in the midst of the battle! O Jonathan, [thou 
wast] slain in thine high places. 

Samuel 1 1 1 1:26 1 am distressed for thee, my brother Jonathan: very pleasant hast thou been 
unto me: thy love to me was wonderful, passing the love of women. 

Samuel ll| 1:27 How are the mighty fallen, and theweaponsof war perished! 

Samuel ll| 2:1 And itcameto passafter this, that David inquired oftheLORD, saying, 
Shall I go up into any of the cities of J udah? A nd the LORD said unto him, Go up. And 
David said, Whither shall I go up?And hesaid, Unto Hebron. 

Samuel ll| 2:2 So David went upthither, and histwo wivesalso, Ahinoam thejezreelitess, 
and Abigail N abal's wife the Carmelite.

Samuel ll| 2:9 And made him king over Gilead, and over the Ashurites, and over Jezreel, 
and over Ephraim, and over Benjamin, and over all Israel.

And J oab said, Letthem arise. 
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Samuel II | 2:15 T hen there arose and went over by number twelve of Benjamin, which 
[pertained] to Ishbosheth the son of Saul, and twelve of the servants of David. 

Samuel ll| 2:16 And they caught every one hisfellow bythe head, and [thrust] hisswordin 
hisfellow'sside; sotheyfell down together: whereforethat place was called 
Helkathhazzurim, which [is] in Gibeon. 

Samuel ll| 2:17 And there was a very sore battlethatday; and Abner was beaten, and the 
men of Israel, before the servants of David. 

Samuel ll| 2:18 And there were three sons of Zeruiah there, J oab, and Abishai, and Asahel: 
and A sahel [w as as] I i ght of f oot as a w i I d r oe. 

Samuel ll| 2:19 And Asahel pursued after Abner; andingoing heturnednot to the right 
hand nor to the left from following Abner. 

Samuel ll| 2:20 Then Abner looked behind him, and said, [Art] thou Asahel? And he 
answered, I [am]. 

Samuel ll| 2:21 And Abner said to him, Turn theeasideto thy right hand or to thy left, and 
lay thee hold on one of the young men, and take thee his armour. But Asahel would not 
turn aside from following of him. 

Samuel ll| 2:22 And Abner said again to Asahel, Turn thee aside from following me: 
wherefore should I smite thee to the ground? how then should I hold up my face to J oab thy 
brother? 

Samuel II | 2:23 H owbeit he refused to turn aside: wherefore Abner w ith the hinder end of 
the spear smote him under thefifth [rib], that the spear came out behind him; and hefell 
down there, and died in the same place: and it came to pass, [that] as many as came to the 
place w her e Asahel fell down and died stood sti II. 
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Samuel ll| 2:24 J oab also and Abishai pursued after Abner: and thesun went down when 
they were cometo thehill of Amman, that [lieth] before G iah by theway of thewilderness 
of Gibeon. 



Samuel ll| 2:25 And the children of Benjamin gathered themselvestogether after Abner, 
and became one troop, and stood on the top of an hill. 



Samuel ll| 2:26 T hen Abner called tojoab, and said, Shall thesword devour for ever? 
knowest thou not that it will be bitterness in the latter end? how long shall it be then, ere 
thou bid the people return from following their brethren? 



Samuel ll| 2:27 And Joab said, [As]God liveth, unlessthou hadst spoken, surelythen inthe 
morning the people had gone up every one from following his brother. 

Samuel ll| 2:28 Sojoab blew atrumpet, and all the people stood still, and pursued after 
Israel no more, neither fought they any more. 

Samuel ll| 2:29 And Abner and his men walked all that night through the plain, and passed 
overjordan, and went through all Bithron, and they cameto Mahanaim. 

Samuel ll| 2:30 And Joab returned from following Abner: and when he had gathered all the 
people together, there lacked of David'sservants nineteen men and Asahel. 



Samuel ll| 2:31 But the servants of David hadsmitten of Benjamin, and of Abner'smen, [so 
that] three hundred and threescore men died.

Samuel II | 3:4 And the fourth, Adonijah the son of Haggith; and the fifth, Shephatiah the 
son of Abital; 

Samuel ll| 3:5 And the sixth, Ithream, by Eglah David'swife. Thesewereborn to David in 
Hebron. 

Samuel ll| 3:6 And it cameto pass, whiletherewaswar between the houseof Saul and the 
house of David, that Abner made himself strong for the house of Saul. 

Samuel II | 3:7 And Saul had a concubine, whose name[was] Rizpah, the daughter of Aiah: 
and [Ishbosheth] said to Abner, W herefore hast thou gone in unto my father's concubine? 

Samuel ll| 3:8Then wasAbner very wroth for the wordsof Ishbosheth, and said, [Am]l a 
dog'shead, which againstjudah doshow kindnessthisday unto the houseof Saul thyfather, 
to his brethren, and to hisfriends, and have not delivered thee into the hand of David, that 
thou chargest me to day with a fault concerning this woman? 

Samuel II | 3:9 So do God to Abner, and morealso, except, astheLORD hathswornto 
David, even so I do to him; 

Samuel ll| 3:10 To translate the kingdom fromthe houseof Saul, and tosetupthethrone 
of David over Israel and over Judah, from Dan even to Beersheba. 

Samuel ll| 3:11 And hecould notanswer Abner aword again, because he feared him. 
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Samuel ll| 3:12 And Abner sent messengers to David on his behalf, saying, W hose [is] the 
land? saying [also], M ake thy league with me, and, behold, my hand [shall be] with thee, to 
bring about all Israel unto thee. 

Samuel ll| 3:13 And hesaid, Well; I will make a league with thee: butonethingl require 
of thee, that is, Thou shalt not see my face, except thou first bring M ichal Saul's daughter, 
when thou comest to see my face. 

Samuel ll| 3:14 And David sent messengers to Ishbosheth Saul'sson, saying, Deliver [me] 
my wife M ichal, which I espoused to me for an hundred foreskins of the Philistines. 

Samuel ll| 3:15 And Ishbosheth sent, and took her from [her] husband, [even] from Phaltiel 
the son of Laish. 

Samuel ll| 3:16 And her husband went with her along weeping behind her to Bahurim. 
Then said Abner unto him, Go, return. And he returned. 

Samuel ll| 3:17 And Abner had communication with the eldersof Israel, saying, Yesought 
for David in times past [to be] king over you: 

Samuel ll| 3:18 N ow then do [it]: for the LO RD hathspoken of David, saying, By the hand 
of myservant David I will save my people Israel out ofthe hand of the Philistines, and out 
of the hand of all their enemies. 

Samuel II | 3:19 And Abner also spake in theearsof Benjamin: and Abner went also to 
speak in the ears of David in H ebron all that seemed good to Israel, and that seemed good 
to the whole house of Benjamin. 

Samuel ll| 3:20 So Abner cameto David to H ebron, and twenty men with him. And David 
made Abner and the men that [were] with him a feast. 
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Samuel ll| 3:21 And Abner said unto David, I will ariseand go, and will gather all Israel 
unto my lord the king, that they may make a league with thee, and that thou mayest reign 
over all that thine heart desireth. And David sent Abner away; and he went in peace. 



Samuel II | 3:22 And, behold, the servantsof David andjoab camefrom [pursuing] atroop, 
and brought in agreatspoil withthem: but Abner [w as] not with David in Hebron; for he 
had sent him away, and he was gone in peace. 

Samuel II 3:23 W hen Joab and all the host that [was] with him werecome, they toldjoab, 
saying, Abner the son of N er came to the king, and he hath sent him away, and he is gone 
i n peace. 

Samuel II | 3: 24 T hen Joab cameto the king, and said, Whathastthou done? behold, Abner 
came unto thee; why [is] it [that] thou hast sent him away, and he is quite gone? 

Samuel II | 3:25 Thou knowest Abner the son of Ner, that he cameto deceivethee, and to 
know thy going out and thy coming in, and to know all that thou doest. 



Samuel ll| 3:26 And when Joab was come out from David, hesent messengers after Abner, 
which brought him again from the well of Sirah: but David knew [it] not. 



Samuel ll| 3:27 And when Abner was returned to Hebron, Joab took him aside in the gate 
to speak with him quietly, and smote him there under the fifth [rib], that he died, for the 
blood of Asahel hisbrother. 

Samuel ll| 3:28 And afterward when David heard [it], hesaid, I and my kingdom [are] 
guiltless before the LORD for ever from the blood of Abner the son of N er: 
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Samuel II | 3:29 Let it rest on the headofjoab, andon all his father's house; andletthere 
not fail from the house of Joab onethat hath an issue, or that is a leper, or that leaneth on a 
staff, or that falleth on the sword, or that lacketh bread. 

Samuel ll| 3:30 So Joab and Abishai his brother slew Abner, because he had slain their 
brother Asahel at Gibeon in the battle. 



Samuel ll| 3:31 And David said to Joab, and to all the peoplethat[were] with him, Rend 
your clothes, and gird you with sackcloth, and mourn before Abner. And king David 
[himself] followed the bier. 

Samuel ll| 3:32 And they buried Abner in Hebron: and the king lifted up hisvoice, and 
wept at the grave of Abner; and all the people wept. 

Samuel II | 3:33 And the king lamented over Abner, and said, Died Abner asa fool dieth? 

Samuel 1 1 1 3: 34 T hy hands[were] not bound, nor thy feet put intofetters: as aman falleth 
before w icked men, [so] fellest thou. And all the people wept again over him. 

Samuel ll| 3:35 And when all the people came to cause David to eat meat while it wasyet 
day, David sware, saying, So do God to me, and more also, if I taste bread, or ought else, 
till thesun be down.

Samuel ll| 3:39 And I [am] thisday weak, though anointed king; and these men thesonsof 
Zeruiah [be] too hard for me: the LO RD shall reward the doer of evil according to his 
wickedness. 
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Samuel II | 4:1 And when Saul'sson heard that Abner wasdead i n Hebron, hishandswere 
feeble, and all the Israelites were troubled. 

Samuel ll| 4:2 And Saul'sson had two men [that were] captainsof bands: the nameof the 
one [was] Baanah, and the name of the other Rechab, the sonsof Rimmon a Beerothite, of 
the children of Benjamin: (for Beeroth also was reckoned to Benjamin. 

Samuel ll| 4:3 And theBeerothitesfled to G ittaim, and were sojourners there until this 
day.) 

Samuel II | 4:4 And Jonathan, Saul'sson, hadason [that was] lameof [his]feet. Hewasfive 
yearsold when thetidingscameof Saul and Jonathan out ofjezreel, and hisnursetook him 
up, and fled: and it came to pass, as she made haste to flee, that he fell, and became lame. 
And his name [was] M ephibosheth. 

Samuel ll| 4:5 And the sonsof Rimmon the Beerothite, Rechab and Baanah, went, and 
came about the heat of the day to the house of Ishbosheth, who lay on a bed at noon. 

Samuel II | 4:6 And they camethither into themidst ofthe house, [as though] they would 
have fetched wheat; and they smote him under thefifth [rib]: and Rechab and Baanah his 
brother escaped. 

Samuel ll| 4:7 For when they came into the house, helayon his bed in his bedchamber, and 
they smote him, and slew him, and beheaded him, and took his head, and gat them away 
through the plain all night. 

Samuel II | 4:8 And they brought the head of Ishbosheth unto David to Hebron, and said to 
the king, Behold the head of Ishbosheth the son of Saul thine enemy, which sought thy life; 
and the LO R D hath avenged my lord the king this day of Saul, and of hisseed. 
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Samuel ll| 4:9 And David answered Rechab and Baanah his brother, thesonsof Rimmon 
the Beerothite, and said unto them, [As] the LO RD liveth, who hath redeemed my soul out 
of all adversity, 

Samuel ll| 4:10 W hen onetold me, saying, Behold, Saul isdead, thinkingto havebrought 
good tidings, I took hold of him, and slew him in Ziklag, who [thought] that I would have 
given him a reward for his tidings: 

Samuel ll| 4:11 How much more, when wicked men haveslain a righteous person in his 
own house upon his bed? shall I not therefore now require his blood of your hand, and take 
you away from theearth? 

Samuel II | 4:12 And David commanded hisyoung men, and they slew them, and cut off 
their handsand their feet, and hanged [them] up over the pool in Hebron. But they took 
the head of Ishbosheth, and buried [it] in thesepulchreof Abner in Hebron. 

Samuel II | 5:1 T hen came all the tr i besof Israel to David unto Hebron, and spake, saying, 
Behold, we [are] thy bone and thy flesh. 

Samuel ll| 5:2 Also in timepast, when Saul waskingover us, thou wast hethat leddest out 
and broughtest in Israel: and the LO RD said to thee, Thou shalt feed my people Israel, and 
thou shalt be a captain over Israel. 

Samuel ll| 5:3 So all the eldersof Israel cameto the kingto Hebron; and king David madea 
leaguewith them in Hebron beforetheLORD: and theyanointed David king over Israel. 

Samuel ll| 5:4 David [was] thirty yearsold when he began to reign, [and] he reigned forty 
years. 

Samuel II | 5:5 I n Hebron he reigned over Judah seven years and six months: and in 
Jerusalem he reigned thirty and three years over all Israel and Judah. 
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Samuel ll| 5:6 And thekingand hismen wenttojerusalem unto the J ebusites, the 
inhabitantsof the land: whichspakeunto David, saying, Except thou take away the blind 
and the lame, thou shalt not come in hither: thinking, David cannot come in hither.

Samuel 1 1 1 5:3 And David said on that day, W hosoever getteth up to the gutter, and smiteth 
the J ebusites, and the lame and the blind, [that are] hated of David'ssoul, [heshall bechief 
and captain]. W herefore they said, The blind and the lame shall not come into the house. 

Samuel ll| 5:9 So David dwelt in thefort, and called it the city of David. And David built 
round about from M i M o and inward. 

Samuel ll| 5:10 And David wenton, and grew great, and theLORD God of hosts[was] 
with him. 

Samuel ll| 5:11 And Hiram king ofTyresent messengersto David, and cedar trees, and 
carpenters, and masons: and they built David an house. 

Samuel ll| 5:12 And David perceived that theLORD had established him king over Israel, 
and that he had exalted his kingdom for his people Israel's sake. 

Samuel ll| 5:13 And David took [him] moreconcubines and wivesout ofjerusalem, after 
he was come from H ebron: and there were yet sons and daughters bom to David.

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Samuel ll| 5:17 But when the Philistines heard thatthey had anointed David kingover 
Israel, all the Philistines came up to seek David; and David heard [of it] ( and went down to 
the hold. 

Samuel II | 5:18 The Philistines also came and spread themselvesin thevalley of Rephaim. 

Samuel ll| 5:19 And David inquired of theLORD, saying, Shall I go upto the Philistines? 
wiltthou deliver them into mine hand?And theLORD said unto David, Go up: for I will 
doubtlessdeliver the Philistines into thine hand. 

Samuel ll| 5:20 And David cameto Baalperazim, and David smotethem there, and said, 
The LO R D hath broken forth upon mine enemies before me, as the breach of waters. 
Therefore he called the nameof that place Baalperazim. 

Samuel ll| 5:21 And there they left their images, and David and hismen burned them. 

Samuel ll| 5:22 And the Philistines came upyetagain, and spread themselvesin the valley 
of Rephaim.

[but] fetch a compass behind them, and come upon them over against the mulberry trees. 

Samuel ll| 5:24 And let it be, when thou hearest the sound of agoing in thetopsof the 
mulberry trees, that then thou shalt bestir thyself: for then shall the LO RD go out before 
thee, to smite the host of the Philistines.

Samuel 1 1 1 6:4 And they brought it out of the house of Abinadab which [w as] at G ibeah, 
accompanying the ark of God: and Ahio went before the ark. 

Samuel II | 6:5 And David and all the house of Israel played before the LO R D on all manner 
of [instruments made of] fir wood, even on harps, and on psalteries, and on timbrels, and 
on cornets, and on cymbals. 

Samuel ll| 6:6 And when theycameto N achon's threshingffoor, Uzzah putforth [hishand] 
to the ark of God, and took hold of it; for the oxen shook [it].

Samuel ll| 12:8 And I gavetheethy master's house, and thy master'swivesinto thy bosom, 
and gave thee the house of Israel and of J udah; and if [that had been] too little, I would 
moreover have given unto thee such and such things.

Samuel ll| 13:30 And itcameto pass, whilethey werein theway, thattidingscameto 
David, saying, Absalom hath slain all the king's sons, and there is not one of them left. 

Samuel II 1 13:31 Then the king arose, and tare hisgarments, and lay on the earth; and all 
his servants stood by with their clothes rent. 

Samuel ll| 13:32 And Jonadab, theson of Shimeah David's brother, answered and said, Let 
not my lord suppose [that] they have slain all the young men the king's sons; for Amnon 
only is dead: for by the appointment of Absalom this hath been determined from the day 
that he forced his sister Tamar. 

Samuel ll| 13:33 N ow therefore let not my lord the king take the thingto hisheart, to 
think that all the king's sons are dead: for Amnon only is dead. 

Samuel II 1 13:34 But Absalom fled. And the young man that keptthewatch lifted up his 
eyes, and looked, and, behold, there came much peopleby theway of thehill side behind 
him. 

Samuel ll| 13:35 And Jonadab said unto the king, Behold, the king's sons come: asthy 
servant said, so it is. 

Samuel II 1 13:36 And itcameto pass, assoon ashe had madean end of speaking, that, 
behold, the king's sons came, and lifted up their voiceand wept: and the king also and all 
his servants wept very sore. 

Samuel ll| 13:37 But Absalom fled, and wenttoTalmai, theson of Ammihud, kingof 
Geshur. And [David] mourned for his son every day. 

Samuel ll| 13:38 So Absalom fled, and went to Geshur, and wastherethreeyears. 
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Samuel ll| 13:39 And [the soul of] king David longed to go forth unto Absalom: for he was 
comforted concerning Amnon, seeing hewasdead. 

Samuel II 1 14: 1 N ow J oab the son of Zeruiah perceived that the king's heart [was] toward 
Absalom. 

Samuel ll| 14:2 And Joab senttoTekoah, andfetched thenceawise woman, and saidunto 
her, I pray thee, feign thyself to bea mourner, and put on now mourning apparel, and 
anoint not thyself with oil, but be as a woman that had a long time mourned for the dead: 

Samuel II 1 14:3 And cometo the king, and speakon thismanner unto him. Sojoab put the 
wordsin her mouth. 

Samuel ll| 14:4 And when the woman ofTekoah spaketo the king, shefellon herfaceto 
theground, and did obeisance, and said, Help, O king. 

Samuel ll| 14:5 And the king said unto her, W hat aileth thee? And sheanswered, I [am] 
indeed awidow woman, and minehusband isdead. 

Samuel II 1 14:6 And thy handmaid had two sons, and they two strove together i n thefield, 
and [there was] none to part them, but the one smote the other, and slew him. 

Samuel ll| 14:7 And, behold, thewholefamily isrisen against thine handmaid, and they 
said, Deliver him that smote his brother, that we may kill him, for the life of his brother 
whom he slew; and we will destroy the heir also: and so they shall quench my coal which is 
left, and shall not leaveto my husband [neither] name nor remainder upon the earth. 

Samuel ll| 14:8 And the king said unto the woman, Go to thine house, and I will give 
charge concerning thee. 
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Samuel ll| 14:9 And the woman of Tekoah said unto the king, Mylord, O king, theiniquity 
[be] on me, and on my father's house: and the king and histhrone [be] guiltless. 

Samuel ll| 14:10 And the king said, W hosoever saith [ought] unto thee, bring him to me, 
and he shall not touch thee any more. 

Samuel II 1 14:11 T hen said she, I praythee, let the king remember theLORD thy God, 
that thou wouldest not suffer the revengers of blood to destroy any more, lest they destroy 
my son. And he said, [As] the LO RD liveth, there shall not one hair of thy son fail to the 
earth. 

Samuel II 1 14: 12 T hen the woman said, Letthinehandmaid, I praythee, speak [one]word 
unto my lord the king. And he said, Say on. 

Samuel ll| 14:13 And the woman said, W herefore then hastthou thought such athing 
against the people of God? for the king doth speak thisthing as one which isfaulty, in that 
the king doth not fetch home again his banished. 

Samuel II 1 14:14 For we must needsdie, and [are] aswater spilled on theground, which 
cannot be gathered up again; neither doth God respect [any] person: yet doth he devise 
means, that his banished be not expelled from him. 

Samuel II 1 14:15 N ow therefore that I am cometo speak of thisthing unto mylord the 
king, [it i s] becausethe people have made meafraid: and thy handmaid said, I will now 
speak unto the king; it may be that the king will perform the request of his handmaid. 

Samuel ll| 14:16 For the king will hear, to deliver his handmaid out ofthe hand ofthe man 
[that would] destroy me and my son together out of the inheritance of God. 

Samuel ll| 14:17 Then thine handmaid said, The word of mylord the king shall now be 
comfortable: for asan angel of God, so [is] my lord the king to discern good and bad: 
therefore the LORD thy God will bewiththee. 
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Samuel II 1 14:18 Then the kinganswered and said unto the woman, H ide notfrom me, I 
pray thee, the thing that I shall ask thee. And the woman said, Let my lord the king now 
speak. 

Samuel ll| 14:19 And the king said, [Is not] the hand ofjoabwiththeein all this? And the 
woman answered and said, [As] thy soul liveth, my lord the king, none can turn to the right 
hand or to the left from ought that my lord the king hath spoken: for thy servant J oab, he 
bade me, and he put all these words in the mouth of thine handmaid: 

Samuel II 1 14:20 Tofetch aboutthisform of speech hath thy servant J oab done this thing: 
and my lord [is] wise, according to the wisdom of an angel of God, to know all [things] that 
[are] i n theearth. 

Samuel ll| 14:21 And the king said unto J oab, Beholdnow, I have done this thing: go 
therefore, bring theyoung man Absalom again. 

Samuel II 1 14:22 And J oab fell to theground on hisface, and bowed himself, and thanked 
the king: and J oab said, To day thy servant knoweth that I havefound graceinthysight, my 
lord, O king, in that the king hath fulfilled the request of his servant. 

Samuel II 1 14:23 So J oab aroseand wentto Geshur, and brought Absalom to J erusalem. 

Samuel ll| 14:24 And the king said, Let him turn to hisown house, and let him not see my 
face. So Absalom returned to hisown house, and saw not the king'sface. 

Samuel ll| 14:25 But in all Israel therewasnoneto beso much praised as Absalom for his 
beauty: from the sole of hisfoot even to the crown of his head there was no blemish in him. 
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Samuel II 1 14:26 And w hen hepolled hishead, (for it wasateveryyear'send thathe polled 
[it]: because [the hair] was heavy on him, therefore he polled it:) he weighed the hair of his 
head at two hundred shekelsafter the king's weight. 

Samuel II 1 14:27AnduntoAbsalomtherewere born three sons, and one daughter, whose 
name [was] Tamar: she was a woman of a fair countenance. 

Samuel ll| 14:28 So Absalom dwelt two full years in J erusalem, andsaw not the king's face. 

Samuel ll| 14:29 Therefore Absalom sentforjoab, to havesent him to theking; but he 
would not come to him: and when he sent again the second time, he would not come. 

Samuel II 1 14:30 Therefore hesaid unto hisservants, See, J oab's field isnear mine, and he 
hath barley there; go and set it on fire. And Absalom'sservantssetthefield on fire. 

Samuel II 1 14:31 T hen Joab arose, and cameto Absalom unto [his] house, and said unto 
him, W herefore have thy servants set my field on fire? 

Samuel ll| 14:32 And Absalom answeredjoab, Behold, I sent unto thee, saying, Come 
hither, that I may send thee to the king, to say, W herefore am I come from Geshur? [it had 
been] good for me [to have been] there still: now therefore let me see the king's face; and if 
there be [any] iniquity in me, let him kill me. 

Samuel ll| 14:33 Sojoab cameto the king, and told him: and when he had called for 
Absalom, he cameto theking, and bowed himself on his face to the ground beforethe 
king: and the king kissed Absalom. 

Samuel ll| 15:1 And it cameto passafter this, that Absalom prepared him chariotsand 
horses, and fifty men to run before him. 
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Samuel II 1 15:2 And Absalom roseupearly, and stood besidetheway of thegate: and it 
was [so], that when any man that had a controversy came to the king for judgment, then 
Absalom called unto him, and said, Of what city [art] thou?And hesaid, Thy servant [is] of 
oneof the tribesof Israel. 

Samuel ll| 15:3 And Absalom said unto him, See, thy matters[are] good and right; but 
[there is] no man [deputed] of the king to hear thee. 

Samuel ll| 15:4 Absalom said moreover, O h that I weremadejudgein theland, thatevery 
man which hath any suit or cause might come unto me, and I would do him justice! 

Samuel ll| 15:5 And it was [so] f that when any man camenigh [to him] to do him 
obeisance, he put forth his hand, and took him, and kissed him. 

Samuel II 1 15:6 And on this manner did Absalom to all Israel that came to the king for 
judgment: so Absalom stolethe hearts of the men of Israel. 

Samuel ll| 15:7 And it came to passafter forty years, that Absalom said unto the king, I 
praythee, letmegoand pay myvow, which I havevowed unto the LORD, in Hebron. 

Samuel ll| 15:8 For thy servant vowed avow whilel abodeatGeshur in Syria, saying, If the 
LORD shall bring meagain indeed tojerusalem, then I will servethe LORD. 

Samuel ll| 15:9 And the king said unto him, Goinpeace. Sohearose, and wentto Hebron. 

Samuel ll| 15:10 But Absalom sent spiesthroughout all the tribesof Israel, saying, As soon 
asye hear thesound of thetrumpet, then ye shall say, Absalom reigneth in Hebron. 

Samuel II 1 15:llAndwithAbsalomwenttwohundredmen out ofjerusalem, [thatwere] 
called; and they went in their simplicity, and they knew not any thing. 
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Samuel ll| 15:12 And Absalom sentfor Ahithophel the G ilonite, David's counsellor, from 
hiscity, [even]from G Moh, while heoffered sacrifices. And theconspiracy wasstrong; for 
the people increased continually with Absalom. 

Samuel ll| 15:13 And there came a messenger toDavid, saying, Theheartsof themen of 
Israel areafter Absalom. 

Samuel ll| 15:14 And David saidunto all his servants that [were] with him at Jerusalem, 
Arise, and let usflee; for we shall not [else] escapefrom Absalom: make speed to depart, 
lest he overtake us suddenly, and bring evil upon us, and smite the city with the edge of the 
sword. 

Samuel ll| 15:15 And the king's servants said unto theking, Behold, thy servants [are ready 
to do] whatsoever my lord the king shall appoint. 

Samuel ll| 15:16 And theking wentforth, and all hishousehold after him. And theking left 
ten women, [which were] concubines, to keep the house. 

Samuel ll| 15:17 And theking wentforth, and all the people after him, and tarried in a 
place that w as f ar off. 

Samuel ll| 15: 18 And all his servants passed on beside him; and all theCherethites, and all 
the Pelethites, and all the Gittites, six hundred men which came after him from Gath, 
passed o n before the king. 

Samuel II 1 15:19 T hen said the king to Ittai the Gittite, W herefore goest thou also with us? 
return to thy place, and abide with the king: for thou [art] a stranger, and also an exile. 

Samuel II 1 15:20 W hereasthou camest [but] yesterday, should I thisday make thee go up 
and down with us? seeing I go whither I may, return thou, and take back thy brethren: 
mercy and truth [be] with thee. 
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Samuel ll| 15:21 And Ittai answered the king, and said, [As]theLORD liveth, and [as] my 
lord the king liveth, surely in what place my lord the king shall be, whether in death or life, 
even there also will thy servant be. 

Samuel ll| 15:22 And David said to Ittai, Goand passover. And Ittai the G ittite passed 
over, and all hismen, and all the tittle ones that [were] with him. 

Samuel II 1 15:23 And all thecountry wept with aloud voice, and all the people passed 
over: the king also himself passed over the brook Kidron, and all the people passed over, 
toward the way of the wilderness.

Samuel ll| 15:27 The king said also unto Zadok the priest, [Art not] thou a seer? return into 
the city in peace, and your two sons with you, Ahimaaz thy son, and Jonathan the son of 
Abiathar. 

Samuel ll| 15:28 See, I will tarry in the plain of the wilderness, until there comeword 
from you to certify me. 

Samuel II 1 15:29 Zadok therefore and Abiathar carried the ark of God again to Jerusalem: 
and they tarried there. 
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Samuel II 1 15: 30 And David went up by the ascent of [mount] O livet, and wept as he went 
up, and had his head covered, and he went barefoot: and all the peoplethat [was] with him 
covered every man his head, and they went up, weeping asthey went up. 

Samuel II 1 15:31 And [one] told David, saying, Ahithophel [is] among the conspirators with 
Absalom. And David said, O LORD, I praythee, turn the counsel of Ahithophel into 
foolishness. 



Samuel II 1 15:32 And it cameto pass, that [when] David wascometo the top [of the 
mount], where he worshipped God, behold, Hushai the A rchite cameto meet him with his 
coat rent, and earth upon his head: 

Samuel ll| 15:33 Unto whom David said, Ifthou passeston with me, then thoushalt bea 
burden unto me: 



Samuel ll| 15:34 But ifthou returntothecity, and say unto Absalom, I will be thy servant, 
O king; [as] I [have been] thy father's servant hitherto, so [will] I now also [be] thy servant: 
then mayest thou for me defeat the counsel of Ahithophel. 



Samuel II 1 15:35 And [hastthou] not there with theeZadok and Abiathar the priests? 
therefore it shall be, [that] what thing soever thou shalt hear out of the king's house, thou 
shalt tell [it] to Zadok and Abiathar the priests. 

Samuel II 15:36 Behold, [they have] there with them their two sons, Ahimaaz Zadok's 
[son], and Jonathan Abiathar's [son]; and by them ye shall send unto me every thing that ye 
can hear.

Samuel ll| 16:5 And when king David cameto Bahurim, behold, thence came out a man of 
thefamilyof the houseof Saul, whosename[was] Shimei, theson of Gera: hecameforth, 
and cursed still ashe came. 

Samuel ll| 16:6 And hecaststonesat David, and at all the servantsof king David: and all 
the people and all the mighty men [were] on his right hand and on his left. 

Samuel II 1 16:7 And thussaid Shimei when he cursed, Comeout, comeout, thou bloody 
man, and thou man of Belial: 

Samuel ll| 16:8 The LORD hath returned upon thee all theblood of the houseof Saul, in 
whose stead thou hast reigned; and the LO RD hath delivered the kingdom into the hand of 
Absalom thy son: and, behold, thou [art taken] in thy mischief, becausethou [art] a bloody 
man.

Samuel ll| 16:20 Then said Absalom to Ahithophel, Givecounsel amongyou what weshall 
do. 

Samuel ll| 16:21 And Ahithophel said unto Absalom, Goinunto thy father's concubines, 
which he hath left to keep the house; and all Israel shall hear that thou art abhorred of thy 
father: then shall the handsof all that [are] with thee be strong. 

Samuel II 1 16:22 So they spread Absalom atent upon the top ofthe house; and Absalom 
went in unto his father's concubines in thesight of all Israel. 

Samuel ll| 16:23 And thecounsel of Ahithophel, which hecounselled inthosedays, [was] 
as if aman had inquired at the oraele of God: so [was] all thecounsel of Ahithophel both 
with David and with Absalom. 

Samuel II 1 17:1 M oreover Ahithophel said unto Absalom, Letmenow chooseouttwelve 
thousand men, and I will arise and pursue after David this night:

Samuel II 1 17:5 Then said Absalom, C all now Hushai the Archite also, and letus hear 
likewise what he saith. 
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Samuel ll| 17:6 And when Hushai wascometo Absalom, Absalom spakeunto him, saying, 
Ahithophel hath spoken after this manner: shall we do [after] his saying? if not; speak thou. 

Samuel II 1 17:7 And Hushai said unto Absalom, Thecounsel that Ahithophel hath given [is] 
not good atthistime. 

Samuel II 1 17:8 For, said Hushai, thou knowest thy father and hismen, thatthey [be] 
mighty men, and they [be] chafed in their minds, as a bear robbed of her whelps in the 
field: and thy father [is] a man of war, and will not lodge with the people. 

Samuel ll| 17:9 Behold, heishid now in somepit, or in some[other] place: and itwill 
come to pass, when some of them be overthrown at the first, that whosoever heareth it will 
say, Thereisaslaughter amongthe people that follow Absalom. 

Samuel ll| 17:10 And healso [that is] valiant, whose heart [is] as the heart of a lion, shall 
utterly melt: for all Israel knoweth that thy father [is] a mighty man, and [they] which [be] 
with him [are] valiant men. 

Samuel II 1 17: 11 Therefore I counsel that all Israel be general lygathered unto thee, from 
Dan even to Beersheba, as the sand that [is] by the seafor multitude; and that thou go to 
battle i n thineown person. 

Samuel II 1 17:12 So shall wecomeupon him in some place where he shall befound, and we 
will light upon him as the dew falleth on the ground: and of him and of all the men that 
[are] with him there shall not be left so much as one. 

Samuel ll| 17:13 Moreover, if he begotten into acity, then shall all Israel bring ropesto 
that city, and we will draw it into the river, until there be not one small stone found there. 
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Samuel ll| 17:14 And Absalom and all the men of Israel said, Thecounsel of Hushai the 
Archite [is] better than the counsel of Ahithophel. For the LO RD had appointed to defeat 
thegood counsel of Ahithophel, to the intent that the LO RD might bringevil upon 
Absalom. 

Samuel II 1 17:15 T hen said Hushai unto Zadokand to Abiathar the priests, Thusand thus 
did Ahithophel counsel Absalom and the elders of Israel; and thus and thus have I 
counsel I ed. 

Samuel ll| 17:16 N ow therefore send quickly, and tell David, saying, Lodgenotthisnight 
in the plainsof the wilderness, but speedily passover; lestthe king beswallowed up, and 
all the peoplethat [are] with him. 

Samuel ll| 17:17 Now Jonathan and Ahimaaz stayed by Enrogel; for they might not be seen 
to come into the city: and a wench went and told them; and they went and told king David. 

Samuel ll| 17: 18 N evertheless a lad saw them, and told Absalom: but they went both of 
them away quickly, and came to a man's house in Bahurim, which had a well in his court; 
whither they went down. 

Samuel II 1 17: 19 And thewoman tookand spread acovering over thewell'smouth, and 
spread ground corn thereon; and the thing was not known. 

Samuel II 1 17:20 And w hen A bsalom'sservants came to thewoman to the house, they said, 
W here [is] Ahimaaz and Jonathan? And thewoman said unto them, They be gone over the 
brook of water. And when they had sought and could not find [them], they returned to 
Jerusalem. 

Samuel II 1 17:21 And it came to pass, after they were departed, that they came up out of 
the well, and went and told king David, and said unto David, Arise, and pass quickly over 
the water: for thus hath Ahithophel counselled against you. 
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Samuel II 1 17:22 Then David arose, and all the peoplethat [were] with him, and they 
passed over J ordan: by the morning light there lacked not one of them that was not gone 
overjordan. 

Samuel II 1 17:23 And when Ahithophe! saw that hiscounsel was not followed, hesaddled 
[his] ass, and arose, and gat him home to his house, to his city, and put his household in 
order, and hanged himself, and died, and was buried in the sepulchre of hisfather. 

Samuel ll| 17:24 Then David cameto Mahanaim. And Absalom passed overjordan, heand 
all the men of Israel with him. 



Samuel ll| 17:25 And Absalom madeAmasacaptain of thehost instead of Joab: which 
Amasa [was] a man's son, whose name [was] Ithra an Israelite, that went in to Abigail the 
daughter of N ahash, sister to Zeruiah J oab's mother. 

Samuel ll| 17:26 So Israel and Absalom pitched in theland of Gilead. 

Samuel II 17:27 And it cameto pass, when David was cometo Mahanaim, thatShobi the 
son of N ahash of Rabbah of thechildren of Ammon, and Machir the son of Ammiel of 
Lodebar, and Barzillai the G ileadite of Rogelim, 



Samuel ll| 17:28 Brought beds, and basins, and earthen vessels, and wheat, and barley, and 
flour, and parched [corn], and beans, and lentiles, and parched [pulse], 

Samuel ll| 17:29 And honey, and butter, and sheep, and cheeseof kine, for David, and for 
the people that [were] with him, to eat: for they said, The people [is] hungry, and weary, 
and thirsty, in the wilderness. 
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Samuel ll| 18:1 And David numbered the peoplethat [were] with him, and set captainsof 
thousands and captains of hundreds over them. 



Samuel ll| 18:2 And David sentforth a third part ofthe peopleunder the hand ofjoab, and 
a third part under the hand of Abishai the son of Zeruiah, J oab's brother, and a third part 
under the hand of Ittai the G ittite. And the king said unto the people, I will surely go forth 
with you myself also. 

Samuel II 1 18:3 But the people answered, Thou shalt not go forth: for if wefleeaway, they 
will notcarefor us; neither if halfofusdie, will they care for us: but now [thou art] worth 
ten thousand of us: therefore now [it i s] better that thou succour us out of the city. 

Samuel ll| 18:4 And the king said unto them, W hat seemeth you bestl will do. And the 
king stood by the gate side, and all the people came out by hundreds and by thousands. 

Samuel II 18:5 And the king commanded Joab and Abishai and Ittai, saying, [Deal] gently 
for my sake with the young man, [even] with Absalom. And all the people heard when the 
king gave all the captains charge concerning Absalom. 

Samuel ll| 18:6 So the people went out into the field against Israel: and the battlewasinthe 
wood of Ephraim; 

Samuel II 1 18:7 Wherethe people of Israel wereslain before the servantsof David, and 
there was there a great slaughter that day of twenty thousand [men]. 

Samuel II 1 18:8 For the battle was there scattered over the face of all the country: and the 
wood devoured more people that day than the sword devoured. 
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Samuel ll| 18:9 And Absalom met the servants of David. And Absalom rodeupon amule, 
and the mule went under the thick boughs of a great oak, and his head caught hold of the 
oak, and he was taken up between the heaven and the earth; and the mule that [w as] under 
him wentaway. 

Samuel II 1 18:10 And acertain man saw [it] ( and told J oab, and said, Behold, I saw Absalom 
hanged i n an oak. 

Samuel ll| 18:11 And J oab said unto the man that told him, And, behold, thou sawest 
[him], and why didstthou not smitehim thereto the ground? And I would havegiven thee 
ten [shekels] of silver, and a girdle. 

Samuel II 1 18:12 And the man said unto J oab, Though I should receive a thousand [shekels] 
of silver in mine hand, [yet] would I not put forth mine hand against the king's son: for in 
our hearing the king charged thee and Abishai and Ittai, saying, Bewarethat none [touch] 
the young man Absalom. 

Samuel ll| 18:13 Otherwisel should havewroughtfalsehood against mineown life: for 
there is no matter hid from the king, and thou thyself wouldest have set thyself against 
[me]. 

Samuel ll| 18: 14 Then saidjoab, I may not tarrythuswith thee. And hetookthreedartsin 
his hand, and thrust them through the heart of Absalom, while he [was] yet alive in the 
midst of the oak. 

Samuel II 1 18:15 And ten young men that barejoab'sarmour compassed about and smote 
Absalom, and slew him. 

Samuel ll| 18:16 And J oab blew thetrumpet, and the people returned from pursuing after 
Israel: for J oab held back the people. 

Samuel ll| 18:17 And theytook Absalom, and cast him into a great pit in the wood, and 
laid a very great heap of stones upon him: and all Israel fled every one to histent. 
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Samuel ll| 18:18 Now Absalom in hislifetimehadtaken and reared upfor himself api liar, 
which [is] in the king'sdale: for he said, I have no son to keep my name in remembrance: 
and he called the pillarafter hisown name: and itiscalled untothisday, Absalom'splace. 

Samuel ll| 18: 19 Then said Ahimaaztheson ofZadok, Letmenow run, and beartheking 
tidings, how thattheLORD hathavenged him of hisenemies. 

Samuel ll| 18:20 And J oab said unto him, Thou shalt not bear tidings thisday, butthou 
shalt bear tidings another day: but thisday thou shalt bear no tidings, because the king's son 
i s dead. 

Samuel ll| 18:21 Then saidjoabto Cushi, Gotellthe kingwhatthou hastseen. AndCushi 
bowed himself unto J oab, and ran. 

Samuel ll| 18:22 Then said Ahimaaztheson of Zadokyetagaintojoab, But howsoever, let 
me, I praythee, also run after Cushi. And J oab said, Whereforewiltthou run, myson, 
seeing that thou hast no tidings ready? 

Samuel ll| 18:23 But howsoever, [said he], let me run. And he said unto him, Run. Then 
Ahimaaz ran by theway of the plain, and overran Cushi. 

Samuel II 1 18:24 And David sat between thetwo gates: and the watchman went up to the 
roof over the gate unto the wali, and lifted up his eyes, and looked, and behold a man 
runningalone. 

Samuel ll| 18:25 And the watchman cried, and toldtheking. And the king said, If he [be] 
alone, [there is] tidings in his mouth. And he came apace, and drew near. 

Samuel ll| 18:26 And the watchman saw another man running: and the watchman called 
unto the porter, and said, Behold [another] man running alone. And the king said, H e also 
bringeth tidings. 
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Samuel ll| 18:27 And thewatchman said, M e thinketh the running of the foremost is like 
the running of Ahimaaz the son ofZadok. And the king said, He [is] a good man, and 
cometh with good tidings. 

Samuel ll| 18:28 And Ahimaaz called, and said unto the king, Ali iswell. And hefell down 
to theearth upon hisface beforethe king, and said, Blessed [be] the LORD thy God, which 
hath delivered up the men that lifted up their hand against my lord the king. 

Samuel ll| 18:29 And the king said, Istheyoung man Absalom safe? And Ahimaaz 
answered, W hen J oab sent the king's servant, and [me] thy servant, I saw a great tumult, 
but I knew not what [it w as]. 



Samuel II 



18:30 And the king said [unto him], Turn aside, [and] stand here. And heturned 



aside, and stood sti II. 

Samuel ll| 18:31 And, behold, Cushi came; and Cushi said, Tidings, my lord the king: for 
the LORD hath avenged thee this day of all them that rose up against thee. 

Samuel ll| 18:32 And the king said unto Cushi, Istheyoung man Absalom safe? And Cushi 
answered, Theenemiesof my lord the king, and all that rise against thee to do [thee] hurt, 
be as [that] young man [is]. 



Samuel II 1 18:33 And the king was much moved, and went up to the chamber over the 
gate, and wept: and as he went, thus he said, O my son Absalom, my son, my son 
Absalom! would God I had died for thee, O Absalom, my son, my son! 

Samuel ll| 19:1 And it was tol d J oab, Behold, the king weepeth and mourneth for Absalom 

Samuel II 1 19:2 And the victory that day was [tur ned] into mourning unto all the people: 
for the people heard say that day how the king was grieved for his son. 
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Samuel ll| 19:3 And the people gat them by stealth that day into the city, as people being 
ashamed steal away when they flee i n battle. 

Samuel ll| 19:4 But the king covered hisface, and the king cried with a loud voice, O my 
son Absalom, O Absalom, myson, myson! 

Samuel ll| 19:5 Andjoabcameinto the houseto the king, and said, Thou hastshamed this 
day the faces of all thy servants, which this day have saved thy life, and the lives of thy sons 
and of thy daughters, and the lives of thy wives, and the lives of thy concubines; 

Samuel II 1 19:6 1 n that thou lovest thine enemies, and hatest thy friends. For thou hast 
declared this day, that thou regardest neither princes nor servants: for this day I perceive, 
that if Absalom had lived, and all we had died this day, then it had pleased thee well. 

Samuel II 1 19:7 N ow therefore arise, go forth, and speak comfortably unto thy servants: for 
I swear by the LO RD, if thou go not forth, therewill not tarryone with thee this night: 
and that will be worse unto thee than all the evil that befell thee from thy youth until now. 

Samuel II 1 19: 8 Then the king arose, and sat i n thegate. And they told unto all the people, 
saying, Behold, the king doth sit in the gate. And all the people came before the king: for 
Israel had fled every man to histent. 

Samuel ll| 19:9 And all the people were at strife throughout all the tr i besof Israel, saying, 
The king saved usout of the hand of our enemies, and hedelivered usout of the hand of 
the Philistines; and now heisfled out of the land for Absalom. 
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Samuel ll| 19:10 And Absalom, whom weanointed over us, isdead in battle. Now 
therefore why speak ye not a word of bringing the king back? 



Samuel ll| 19:11 And king David sent to Zadok and to Abiathar the priests, saying, Speak 
unto the elders of J udah, saying, W hy are ye the last to bring the king back to his house? 
seeing the speech of all Israel is come to the king, [even] to his house. 

Samuel ll| 19:12 Ye [are] my brethren, ye [are] my bonesand my flesh: whereforethen are 
ye the last to bring back the king? 

Samuel II 1 19:13 And sayyeto A masa, [Art] thou not of my bone, and of myflesh?God do 
so to me, and more also, if thou be not captain of the host before me continually in the 
room ofjoab. 



Samuel II 



19: 14 And he bowed the heart of all the men of J udah, even as [the heart of] one 



man; so that they sent [this word] unto the king, Return thou, and all thy servants. 

Samuel II 1 19:15 So the king returned, and cametojordan. And J udah cameto Gilgal, to 
go to meet the king, to conduct the king over J ordan. 

Samuel ll| 19:16 And Shimei theson of Gera, aBenjamite, which [was] of Bahurim, hasted 
and came down with the men of J udah to meet king David. 

Samuel II 1 19:17 And [there were] a thousand men of Benjamin with him, and Zibathe 
servant of the house of Saul, and hisfifteen sonsand histwenty servants with him; and they 
went over J ordan before the ki ng. 

Samuel II 1 19:18 And there went overaferry boatto carryover theking'shousehold, and 
to do what hethought good. And Shimei theson of Gerafell down before the king, ashe 
was come over J ordan; 
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Samuel ll| 19:19 And said unto the king, Let not my lord impute iniquity unto me, neither 
do thou remember that which thy servant did perversely the day that my lord the king went 
out of Jerusalem, that the king should take it to his heart. 

Samuel ll| 19:20 For thy servant doth know that I have sinned: therefore, behold, I am 
come the first this day of all the house of J oseph to go down to meet my lord the king. 

Samuel ll| 19:21 But Abishai theson of Zeruiah answered and said, Shall not Shimei be put 
to death for this, because he cursed the LO R D 'S anointed? 

Samuel ll| 19:22 And David said, What have I to do with you, yesonsof Zeruiah, thatye 
should this day be adversaries unto me? shall there any man be put to death this day i n 
Israel? for do not I know that I [am] this day king over Israel? 

Samuel ll| 19: 23 Therefore the king said unto Shimei, Thou shalt not die. And the king 
swareunto him. 

Samuel II 1 19:24 And Mephibosheth theson ofSaul camedownto meet the king, and had 
neither dressed hisfeet, nor trimmed hisbeard, nor washed hisclothes, from the day the 
king departed unti I the day he came [again] i n peace. 

Samuel II 1 19:25 And it cameto pass, when he was come to Jerusalem to meet the king, 
that the king said unto him, W herefore wentest not thou with me, M ephibosheth? 

Samuel II 1 19:26 And he answered, M y lord, O king, my servant deceived me: for thy 
servant said, I will saddle me an ass, that I may ride thereon, and go to the king; because 
thy servant [is] lame. 

Samuel ll| 19:27 And he hath slandered thy servant unto my lord the king; but my lord the 
king [is] as an angel of God: do therefore [what is] good in thine eyes. 
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Samuel ll| 19:28 For all [of] my father'shousewere but dead men before my lord the king: 
yet didst thou set thy servant among them that did eat at thine own table. W hat right 
therefore have I yet to cry any more unto the king? 

Samuel ll| 19:29 And the king said unto him, W hy speakest thou any more of thy matters? I 
have said, Thou and Zibadivide the land. 

Samuel ll| 19:30 And Mephibosheth said unto the king, Yea, lethimtakeall, forasmuchas 
my lord the king is come again in peace unto his own house. 

Samuel ll| 19:31 And Barzillai theGileaditecamedown from Rogelim, andwent over 
Jordan with the king, to conduct him over Jordan. 

Samuel ll| 19:32 Now Barzillai wasavery aged man, [even]fourscoreyearsold: and hehad 
provided the king of sustenance while he lay at M ahanaim; for he [was] a very great man. 

Samuel ll| 19:33 And the king said unto Barzillai, Come thou over with me, and I will feed 
theewith meinjerusalem. 

Samuel ll| 19:34 And Barzillai said unto the king, How long have I tolive, that I shouldgo 
up with the king untojerusalem? 

Samuel II 1 19:35 I [am] thisday fourscore yearsold: [and] can I discern between good and 
evil? can thy servant taste what I eat or what I drink? can I hear any more the voice of 
singing men and singing women? wherefore then should thy servant be yet a burden unto 
my lord the king? 

Samuel ll| 19:36 Thy servant will go alittleway over Jordan with the king: and why should 
the king recompense it me with such a reward? 
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Samuel ll| 19:37 Let thy servant, I pray thee, turn back again, thatl maydiein mineown 
city, [and be buried] by the grave of my father and of my mother. But behold thy servant 
Chimham; let him go over with my lord the king; and do to him what shall seem good unto 
thee. 

Samuel ll| 19:38 And the king answered, Chimham shall go over with me, and I will do to 
him that which shall seem good unto thee: and whatsoever thou shalt require of me, [that] 
will I dofor thee. 

Samuel ll| 19:39 And all thepeoplewentoverjordan. And when the king wascome over, 
the king kissed Barzillai, and blessed him; and he returned unto hisown place. 

Samuel ll| 19:40 Then the king went on to Gilgal, and Chimham wenton with him: and all 
the people of J udah conducted the king, and also half the people of Israel. 

Samuel ll| 19:41 And, behold, all the men of Israel cameto the king, and said unto the 
king, W hy have our brethren the men of J udah stolen thee away, and have brought the 
king, and his household, and all David'smen with him, overjordan? 

Samuel ll| 19:42 And all the men of J udah answered the men of Israel, Becausethe king [is] 
near of kin to us: wherefore then be ye angry for this matter? have we eaten at all of the 
king's [cost]? or hath he given us any gift? 

Samuel II 1 19:43 And the men of Israel answered the men ofjudah, and said, Wehaveten 
parts in the king, and we have also more [right] in David than ye: why then did ye despise 
us, that our adviceshould not befirst had in bringing back our king? And thewordsof the 
men of J udah were fiercer than the words of the men of Israel. 
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Samuel ll| 20:1 And there happened to be there a man of Belial, whose name [w as] Sheba, 
theson of Bichri, aBenjamite: and he blew atrumpet, and said, W e haveno part in David, 
neither have we inheritance in the son of Jesse: every man to histents, O Israel. 

Samuel ll| 20:2 So every man of Israel went up from after David, [and] followed Sheba the 
son of Bichri: but the men of J udah clave unto their king, from J ordan even to J erusalem. 

Samuel ll| 20:3 And David cameto hishouseat J erusalem; and the king took the ten 
women [his] concubines, whom he had left to keep the house, and put them in ward, and 
fed them, but went not in unto them. So they were shut up unto the day of their death, 
living in widowhood. 

Samuel ll| 20:4 Then said the king to A masa, Assemblemethe men ofjudah within three 
days, and be thou here present. 

Samuel II | 20:5 SoAmasa went toassemble [the men of] J udah: but hetarried longer than 
the set time which he had appointed him. 

Samuel II | 20:6 And David said to Abishai, Now shall Sheba the son of Bichri do usmore 
harm than [di d] Absalom: takethou thy lord'sservants, and pursue after him, lestheget 
him fenced cities, and escape us. 

Samuel 1 1 1 20: 7 A nd there went out after hi m J oab's men, and the C herethites, and the 
Pelethites, and all the mighty men: and they went out of J erusalem, to pursue after Sheba 
theson of Bichri. 

Samuel ll| 20:8 W hen they [were] at the great stone which [is] in Gibeon, Amasawent 
beforethem. And J oab's gar ment that he had put on wasgirded unto him, and upon it a 
girdle [with] a sword fastened upon his loins in the sheath thereof; and as he went forth it 
fellout. 

Samuel II | 20:9 And J oab said to A masa, [Art] thou i n health, my brother? And J oab took 
Amasa by the beard with the right hand to kiss him. 
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Samuel ll| 20:10 But Amasatook no heed to thesword that [w as] injoab'shand: so he 
smote him therewith in the fifth [rib], and shed out his bowelsto the ground, and struck 
him notagain; and hedied. Sojoab and Abishai hisbrother pursuedafter Shebatheson of 
Bichri. 

Samuel ll| 20:11 And oneof Joab'smen stood by him, and said, H e that favoureth J oab, 
and hethat [is]for David, [let him go] after J oab. 

Samuel ll| 20:12 And A masa wallowed in blood inthemidst of thehighway. And when the 
man saw that all the people stood sti II, he removed Amasa out of the highway into the field, 
and cast a cloth upon him, when he saw that every one that came by him stood sti II. 

Samuel II | 20:13 W hen he was removed out of the highway, all the people went on after 
J oab, to pursue after Sheba the son of Bichri. 

Samuel ll| 20:14 And hewentthrough all the tribesof Israel untoAbel, and to 
Bethmaachah, and all the Berites: and they were gathered together, and went also after 
him. 

Samuel ll| 20:15 And they came and besieged him in Abel of Bethmaachah, and they cast up 
a bank against the city, and it stood inthetrench: and all the people that [were] with J oab 
battered the wali, to throw it down. 

Samuel II | 20: 16 T hen cried awisewoman out of the city, Hear, hear; say, I prayyou, unto 
J oab, Come near hither, that I may speak with thee. 

Samuel II | 20:17 And when he was come near unto her, thewoman said, [Art] thoujoab? 
And heanswered, I [am he]. Then shesaid unto him, Hear thewordsof thine handmaid. 
And heanswered, I do hear. 
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Samuel ll| 20:18 Then shespake, saying, They were wontto speak in old time, saying, 
They shall surely ask [counsel] at A bel: and so they ended [the matter]. 

Samuel II | 20:19 1 [am oneof them that are] peaceable [and] faithful in Israel: thou seekest 
to destroy acity and amother in Israel: why wiltthou swallow up the inheritanceof the 
LORD? 

Samuel II | 20:20 Andjoab answered and said, Far be it, far be itfrom me, that I should 
swallow up or destroy. 

Samuel ll| 20:21 The matter [is] not so: butaman of mount Ephraim, Shebathe son of 
Bichri by name, hath lifted up his hand against the king, [even] against David: deliver him 
only, and I will departfrom thecity. And thewoman said untojoab, Behold, hishead shall 
be thrown to thee over the wali. 

Samuel ll| 20:22 Then the woman went unto all the people in her wisdom. And they cut 
off the head of Sheba the son of Bichri, and cast [it] outtojoab. And he blew atrumpet, 
and they retired from thecity, every man to histent. Andjoab returned tojerusalem unto 
the king. 

Samuel ll| 20:23 Nowjoab [was] over all the host of Israel: and Benaiah the son of Jehoiada 
[was] over the C herethites and over the Pelethites: 

Samuel ll| 20:24 And Adoram [was] over thetribute: and J ehoshaphat the son of Ahilud 
[was] recorder: 

Samuel ll| 20:25 And Sheva [was] scribe: and Zadok and Abiathar [were] the priests: 

Samuel ll| 20:26 And I ra also the J airite was a chief ruler about David. 

Samuel ll| 21: 1 Then therewasafamineinthedaysof David threeyears, yearafter year; 
and David inquired of the LORD. And the LORD answered, [It is] for Saul, andfor [his] 
bloody house, because he slew the G ibeonites. 
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Samuel II | 21:2 And the king called the G i beo n i tes, and said unto them; (now the 
G ibeonites [were] not of the children of Israel, but of the remnant of the Amorites; and the 
children of Israel had sworn unto them: and Saul sought to slay them in hiszeal to the 
children of Israel andjudah.) 

Samuel II | 21:3 W herefore David said unto the G ibeonites, Whatshall I dofor you?and 
wherewith shall I make the atonement, thatyemay blesstheinheritanceof theLORD? 

Samuel ll| 21:4 And the G ibeonites said unto him, Wewill havenosilver nor gold of Saul, 
nor of hishouse; neither for usshaltthou kill any man in Israel. And hesaid, W hat ye shal I 
say, [that] will I dofor you. 

Samuel ll| 21:5 And they answered the king, The man that consumed us, and that devised 
against us [that] we should be destroyed from remaining in any of the coasts of Israel, 

Samuel ll| 21:6 Letseven men of his sons be delivered unto us, and wewill hangthem up 
unto theLORD inGibeah of Saul, [whom] the LORD did choose. And the king said, I will 
give [them]. 

Samuel ll| 21:7 But the king spared Mephibosheth, theson ofjonathan theson of Saul, 
because of the LO R D 'S oath that [was] between them, between David and Jonathan the son 
of Saul. 

Samuel II | 21:8 But the king took the two sonsof Rizpah the daughter of Aiah, whom she 
bareunto Saul, Armoni and Mephibosheth; and the five sonsof M ichal the daughter of 
Saul, whom she brought up for Adriel the son of Barzillai the M eholathite: 
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Samuel ll| 21:9 And hedelivered them into the handsof the G ibeonites, and they hanged 
them in the hill beforetheLORD: and theyfell [al I ] seven together, andwere putto death 
in the days of harvest, in the first [days], in the beginning of barley harvest. 

Samuel II | 21:10 And Rizpah the daughter of Aiah took sackcloth, and spread it for her 
upon the rock, from the beginning of harvest until water dropped upon them out of 
heaven, and suffered neither the birds of the air to rest on them by day, nor the beasts of 
the field by night. 

Samuel II | 21:11 And itwastold David what Rizpah the daughter of Aiah, theconcubineof 
Saul, had done. 

Samuel II | 21:12 And David went and took the bonesof Saul and the bonesof Jonathan his 
son from the men of Jabeshgilead, which had stolen them from the street of Bethshan, 
where the Philistines had hanged them, when the Philistines had slain Saul in G ilboa: 

Samuel ll| 21:13 And he brought up from thencethe bonesof Saul and the bonesof 
J onathan his son; and they gathered the bones of them that were hanged. 

Samuel ll| 21:14 And the bonesof Saul and Jonathan his son buried they in thecountry of 
Benjamin in Zelah, in thesepulchreof Kish hisfather: and they performed all that the king 
commanded. And after that God was entreated for the land. 

Samuel ll| 21:15 M oreover the Philistines had yet war again with Israel; and David went 
down, and his servants with him, and fought against the Philistines: and David waxed faint. 

Samuel II | 21:16 And Ishbibenob, which [was] of the sons of the giant, theweight of whose 
spear [weighed] three hundred [shekels] of brass in weight, he being girded with a new 
[sword], thoughtto have slain David. 
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Samuel II 21:17 But Abishai theson of Zeruiah succoured him, and smotethe Philistine, 
and killed him. Then the men of David sware unto him, saying, Thou shalt go no more out 
with usto battle, that thou guench not the light of Israel. 



Samuel II | 21: 18 And itcameto passafter this, that there was agai n a battle with the 
Philistinesat Gob: then Sibbechai the H ushathite slew Saph, which [was] of the sons of the 
giant. 

Samuel ll| 21:19 And there was agai n a battle i n Gob with the Philistines, whereElhanan 
the son of Jaareoregim, a Bethlehemite, slew [the brother of] Goliath the Gittite, the staff 
of whose spear [was] I i ke a weaver's beam. 

Samuel ll| 21:20 And there wasyet a battle in G ath, where was aman of [great] stature, 
that had on every hand six fingers, and on every foot six toes, four and twenty in number; 
and he also was bom to the giant. 

Samuel ll| 21:21 And when hedefied Israel, Jonathan theson of Shimeahthe brother of 
David slew him. 

Samuel II | 21:22 T hese four were born to the giant in G ath, andfell bythe hand of David, 
and by the hand of his servants. 

Samuel ll| 22:1 And David spakeuntotheLORD the wordsof this song in the day [that] 
theLORD haddelivered him out of the hand ofall hisenemies, and out of the hand of Saul: 

Samuel II | 22:2 And hesaid, TheLORD [is] my rock, and myfortress, and my deliverer; 

Samuel ll| 22:3 The God of myrock; in him will I trust: [he is] myshield, and thehornof 
my salvation, my high tower, and my refuge, my saviour; thou savest mefrom violence. 

Samuel ll| 22:41 will call on theLORD, [who is] worthy to bepraised: soshall I besaved 
from mineenemies. 

Samuel II | 22:5 When thewavesof death compassed me, thefloodsof ungodly men made 
me afraid;

K i ngs 1 1 2:3 And keep the charge of the LO R D thy God, to walk in hisways, to keep his 
statutes, and hiscommandments, and hisjudgments, and histestimonies, asit iswritten in 
the law of M oses, that thou mayest prosper i n all that thou doest, and whithersoever thou 
turnest thyself: 

Kings I 2:4 That the LORD may continue hisword which hespakeconcerning me, saying, 
If thy children take heed to their way, to walk before me in truth with all their heart and 
with all their soul, there shall not fail thee (said he) a man on the throne of Israel. 

K i ngs 1 1 2:5 Moreover thou knowestalso whatjoabtheson of Zeruiah did to me, [and] 
what he did to the two captains of the hosts of Israel, unto Abner the son of N er, and unto 
Amasatheson ofjether, whom heslew, and shed the blood of war in peace, and putthe 
blood of war upon his girdle that [was] about hisloins, and in his shoes that [werej on his 
feet. 
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Kings l| 2:6 Do therefore according to thy wisdom, and let not his hoar head go down to 
the gravein peace. 

K ings 1 1 2:7 But show kindnessunto thesonsof Barzillai the G ileadite, andletthem beof 
those that eat at thy table: for so they came to me when I fled because of Absalom thy 
brother. 

Kings l| 2:8 And, behold, [thou hast]with theeShimei theson ofGera, a Benjamite of 
Bahurim, which cursed me with a grievouscurse in the day when I wentto Mahanaim: but 
he came down to meet meatjordan, and I swareto him by the LORD, saying, I will not 
put thee to death with the sword. 

K ings 1 1 2:9 Now therefore hold him not guiltless: for thou [art]awiseman, and knowest 
what thou oughtest to do unto him; but his hoar head bring thou down to the grave with 
blood. 

K ings 1 1 2:10 So David slept with hisfathers, and wasburied in thecity of David. 
Kings I 2:11 And the days that David reigned over Israel [were] forty years: seven years 



reignec 



hein Hebron, and thirty and three years reigned heinjerusalem. 



K ings 1 1 2:12 Then sat Solomon upon thethroneof David hisfather; and hiskingdom was 
established greatly. 

K ings 1 1 2: 13 And Adonijah the son of H aggith came to Bathsheba the mother of Solomon. 
And shesaid, Comestthou peaceably?And hesaid, Peaceably. 

Kings II 2:14 Hesaid moreover, I havesomewhatto sayu nto thee. And shesaid, Sayon. 
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Kingsl| 2:15 And hesaid, Thou knowest that the kingdom wasmine, and [that] all Israel 
set their faceson me, that I should reign: howbeit the kingdom isturned about, and is 
become my brother's: for it was his from the LO R D . 

K ings 1 1 2:16 And now I ask one petition of thee, deny me not. And shesaid unto him, Say 
on. 

K ings 1 1 2:17 And hesaid, Speak, I praythee, unto Solomon the king, (for hewill not say 
thee nay,) that he give me Abishag the Shunammite to wife. 

K ings 1 1 2:18 And Bathsheba said, Well; I will speak for thee unto the king. 

K i ngs 1 1 2:19 Bathsheba thereforewent unto king Solomon, to speak unto him for 
Adonijah. And the king rose up to meet her, and bowed himself unto her, and sat down on 
his throne, and caused a seat to be set for the king's mother; and she sat on his right hand. 

K i ngs 1 1 2:20 T hen shesaid, I desireonesmall petition ofthee; [I praythee], sayme not 
nay. And the king said unto her, Ask on, my mother: for I will not say thee nay. 

K ings 1 1 2:21 And she said, Let Abishag the Shunammite be given to Adonijah thy brother 
to wife. 

K i ngs 1 1 2:22 And king Solomon answered and said unto his mother, And why dostthou 
ask Abishag the Shunammite for Adonijah? ask for him the kingdom also; for he [is] mine 
elder brother; evenfor him, and for Abiathar the priest, and for Joab the son ofZeruiah. 

K i ngs 1 1 2:23 Then king Solomon sware bytheLORD, saying, God dosoto me, and more 
also, if Adonijah have not spoken this word against his own life. 

K i ngs 1 1 2:24 Now therefore, [asjtheLORD liveth, which hath established me, and set me 
on the throne of D avid myfather, and who hath mademean house, ashepromised, 
Adonijah shall be put to death thisday. 
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Kingsl| 2:25 And king Solomon sent bythe hand of Benaiah the son of J ehoiada; and hefell 
upon him that hedied. 

K ings 1 1 2:26 And unto Abiathar the priest said the king, Gettheeto Anathoth, unto thine 
ownfields; forthou [art] worthy of death: butl will notatthistimeputtheeto death, 
because thou barest the ark of the Lord GO D before David my father, and because thou 
hast been afflicted i n all wherein my father wasafflicted. 

Kings l| 2:27 So Solomon thrust out Abiathar from being priest unto the LO RD; that he 
might fulfil the word of the LO RD, which he spake concerning the house of Eli in Shiloh. 

K i ngs 1 1 2:28 Then tidingscametojoab: forjoab had turned after Adonijah, though he 
turned not after Absalom. And J oab fled unto the tabernacle of the LO RD, and caught hold 
on the hornsof the altar. 

K i ngs 1 1 2:29 And itwastold king Solomon that J oab w as fled unto the tabernacle of the 
LORD; and, behold, [he is] bythe altar. Then Solomon sent Benaiah the son of J ehoiada, 
saying, Go, fail upon him. 

Kings l| 2:30 And Benaiah cameto the tabernacle of the LORD, and said unto him, Thus 
saith the king, Comeforth. And hesaid, Nay; butl will diehere. And Benaiah broughtthe 
king word again, saying, Thus said J oab, and thusheanswered me. 

Kings l| 2:31 And the king said unto him, Do as he hath said, and fail upon him, and bury 
him; that thou mayest take away the innocent blood, which J oab shed, from me, and from 
the house of my father. 
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Kingsl| 2:32 And the LORD shall return hisblood upon hisown head, who fell upon two 
men more righteousand better than he, and slew them with the sword, my father David 
not knowing [thereof, to wit], Abner the son of N er, captain of the host of Israel, and 
A masa the son of J ether, captai n of the host of J udah. 

Kings l| 2:33 Their blood shall therefore return upon the head of Joab, and upon the head 
of hisseed for ever: but upon David, and upon hisseed, and upon his house, and upon his 
throne, shall there be peace for ever from the LO RD. 

Kings l| 2:34 So Benaiah the son of Jehoiada went up, and fell upon him, and slew him: and 
he was buried in his own house in the wilderness. 

Kings l| 2:35 And the king put Benaiah the son of Jehoiada in his room over the host: and 
Zadok the priest did the king put in the room of Abiathar. 

Kings l| 2:36 And the king sent and called for Shimei, and said unto him, Build thee an 
house in J erusalem, and dwell there, and go not forth thence any whither. 

Kings 1 1 2:37 For it shall be, [that] on the day thou goest out, and passest over the brook 
Kidron, thou shalt know for certain that thou shalt surely die: thy blood shall be upon thine 
own head. 

Kings l| 2:38 And Shimei said unto the king, Thesaying [is]good: asmy lord the king hath 
said, sowill thyservant do. And Shimei dwelt in J erusalem manydays. 

Kings 1 1 2:39 And itcameto passattheend of three years, that two of the servants of 
Shimei ran away unto Achish son of M aachah king of Gath. And they told Shimei, saying, 
Behold, thy servants [be] i n Gath. 

Kings l| 2:40 And Shimei arose, and saddled hisass, and wentto Gath to Achish to seek his 
servants: and Shimei went, and brought his servants from Gath. 
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Kingsl| 2:41 And it wastold Solomon that Shimei had gonefromjerusalem to Gath, and 
wascomeagain. 

K i ngs 1 1 2:42 And the kingsent and called for Shimei, and said unto him, Did I not make 
theeto swear by the LORD, and protested unto thee, saying, Know for a certain, on the 
day thou goest out, and walkest abroad any whither, that thou shalt surely die? and thou 
saidst unto me, The word [that] I have heard [is] good. 

K ings 1 1 2:43Whythen hastthou not kepttheoath of the LORD, and thecommandment 
that I have charged thee with? 

K i ngs 1 1 2:44 The king said moreover to Shimei, Thou knowestall thewickednesswhich 
thine heart is privy to, that thou didsttoDavid myfather: therefore the LORD shall return 
thy wickedness upon thine own head; 

K i ngs 1 1 2:45 And king Solomon [shall be] blessed, and thethroneof David shall be 
established before the LORD for ever. 

K ings 1 1 2:46 So the king commanded Benaiah the son ofjehoiada; whichwent out, andfell 
upon him, that hedied. And the kingdom w as established in the hand of Solomon. 

K i ngs 1 1 3:1 And Solomon madeaffinity with Pharaoh king of Egypt, and took Pharaoh's 
daughter, and brought her into the city of David, until he had made an end of building his 
own house, and the houseof the LORD, and thewall ofjerusalem round about. 

K i ngs 1 1 3:2 Only the people sacrificed in high places, becausetherewasno house built 
unto the name of the LO RD, until those days. 

K i ngs 1 1 3:3 And Solomon loved the LORD, walking in thestatutesof David hisfather: 
only he sacrificed and burnt incense in high places. 
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Kings l| 3:4 And the king went to Gibeon to sacrifice there; for that [w as] the great high 
place: athousand burnt offeringsdid Solomon offer upon that altar. 

Kings l| 3:5 In Gibeon the LORD appeared to Solomon in adream by night: and God said, 
Ask what I shall givethee. 

Kings l| 3:6 And Solomon said, Thou hast showed unto thy servant David my father great 
mercy, according ashe walked beforethee in truth, and in righteousness, and in 
uprightness of heart with thee; and thou hast kept for him this great kindness, that thou hast 
given him ason to siton histhrone, as[it i s] thisday. 

Kings l| 3:7 And now, O LORD my God, thou hast made thy servant king instead of David 
my father: and I [am but] a little child: I know not [how] to go out or come in. 

Kings l| 3:8 And thy servant [is] inthemidst ofthy peoplewhich thou hastchosen, a great 
people, that cannot be numbered nor counted for multitude. 

Kings 1 1 3:9 G ive therefore thy servant an understanding heart to judge thy people, that I 
may discern between good and bad: for who is able to judge this thy so great a people? 

Kings 1 1 3:10 And thespeech pleased the Lord, that Solomon had asked thisthing. 

Kings l| 3:11 And God said unto him, Becausethou hast asked thisthing, and hast not asked 
for thyself long life; neither hast asked richesfor thyself, nor hast asked the lifeof thine 
enemies; but hast asked for thyself understanding to discern judgment; 

Kings l| 3:12 Behold, I have done according to thy words: lo, I have given theeawiseand 
an understanding heart; so that there was none like thee before thee, neither after thee shall 
any arise like unto thee. 
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Kingsl| 3:13 And I have also given theethat whichthou hast notasked, both riches, and 
honour: so that there shall not be any among the kings like unto thee all thy days. 

K ings 1 1 3:14 And if thou wiltwalk in my ways, to keep my statutes and my 
commandments, as thy father David did w alk, then I will lengthen thy days. 

K ings 1 1 3:15 And Solomon awoke; and, behold, [it was] adream. And hecameto 
J erusalem, and stood before the ark of the covenant of the LO R D , and offered up burnt 
offerings, and offered peaceofferings, and madeafeastto all hisservants. 

Kings l| 3:16 Then came there two women, [thatwere] harlots, unto theking, and stood 
before hi m. 

Kings 1 1 3:17 And the onewoman said, O my lord, I and thiswoman dwell inonehouse; 
and I wasdelivered of achild with her in the house. 

K ings 1 1 3:18 And itcameto passthethird day after that I wasdelivered, that thiswoman 
was delivered also: and we [were] together; [there was] no stranger with us in the house, 
savewetwo i n the house. 

Kings 1 1 3:19 And thiswoman'schild died inthenight; becausesheoverlaid it. 

Kings l| 3:20 And shearoseat midnight, and took my son from beside me, whilethine 
handmaid slept, and laid it in her bosom, and laid her dead child in my bosom. 

Kings l| 3:21 And when I roseinthemorningto give my child suck, behold, it was dead: 
but when I had considered it in the morning, behold, it was not my son, which I did bear. 

Kings l| 3:22 And the other woman said, Nay; buttheliving [is] myson, and the dead [is] 
thy son. And thissaid, N o; but the dead [is] thy son, and the living [is] myson. Thusthey 
spake before the king. 
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K i ngs 1 1 3: 23 T hen said the king, T he one saith, T his [is] my son that I iveth, and thy son [is] 
the dead: and the other saith, Nay; but thy son [is] the dead, and my son [is] the living. 

K i ngs 1 1 3:24 And the king said, Bring measword. And they broughtasword beforethe 
king. 

K i ngs 1 1 3:25 And the king said, Divide the living child intwo, and givehalf to the one, and 
half to the other. 

Kings l| 3:26 Then spake the woman whose the living child [w as] unto the king, for her 
bowelsyearned upon her son, and shesaid, O my lord, give her the living child, and in no 
wise slay it. But the other said, Let it be neither mine nor thine, [but] divide [it].

Kings 1 1 4:5 And Azariah the son of Nathan [was] over theofficers; and Zabud the son of 
Nathan [was] principal officer, [and] the king'sfriend: 
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Kings l| 4:6 And Ahishar [w as] over the household: and Adoniram the son of Abda [was] 
over thetribute. 

Kings l| 4:7 And Solomon had twelveofficersover all Israel, which provided victualsfor 
the king and his household: each man hismonth in ayear made provision. 

Kings l| 4:8 And these [are] their names: The son of Hur, in mount Ephraim: 

Kings 1 1 4:9 The son of Dekar, i n Makaz, and i n Shaalbim, and Bethshemesh, and 
Elonbethhanan: 

K i ngs 1 1 4:10Theson of Hesed, in Aruboth; to him [pertained] Sochoh, and all theland of 
Hepher: 

Kings l| 4:11 The son of Abinadab, in all the region of Dor; which had Taphath the 
daughter of Solomon to wife: 

Kings 1 1 4:12 Baanatheson of Ahilud; [to him pertained] Taanach and Megiddo, and all 
Bethshean, which [is] by Zartanah beneathjezreel, from Bethshean to Abelmeholah, [even] 
unto [the place that is] beyond J okneam: 

K ings 1 1 4:13Theson of Geber, in Ramothgilead; to him [pertained] the townsofj air the 
son of Manasseh, which [are] in Gilead; to him [also pertained] the region of Argob, which 
[is] in Bashan, threescore great cities with wallsand brazen bars: 

Kings 1 1 4: 14 Ahinadab the son of Iddo [had] Mahanaim: 

Kings 1 1 4:15 Ahimaaz [was] in Naphtali; he also took Basmath the daughter of Solomon to 
wife: 

K ings 1 1 4:16 Baanah the son of Hushai [was] in Asher and in Aloth: 
K i ngs 1 1 4: 17 J ehoshaphat the son of Paruah, i n I ssachar : 
Kings 1 1 4:18 Shimei the son of Elah, in Benjamin: 
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Kingsl| 4:19 Geber theson of Uri [w as] in thecountry of Gilead, [in] thecountry of Sihon 
king of the Amorites, and of Ogking of Bashan; and [he was] the only officer which [w as] in 
the land. 



K i ngs 1 1 4:20 J udah and Israel [were] many, asthesand which [is] by theseain multitude, 
eating and drinking, and making merry. 

K i ngs 1 1 4:21 And Solomon reigned over all kingdomsfrom theriver unto the land of the 
Philistines, and unto the border of Egypt: they brought presents, and served Solomon all 
the days of hislife. 

K i ngs 1 1 4:22 And Solomon's provision for one day was thirty measures of fine flour, and 
threescore measures of meal, 

Kings I 4:23 Ten fat oxen, and twenty oxen out of the pastures, and an hundred sheep, 
beside harts, and roebucks, and fallowdeer, and fatted fowl. 

Kings l| 4:24 For he had dominion over all [the region] onthisside theriver, from Tiphsah 
even to Azzah, over all the kings on this side the river: and he had peace on all sides round 
about him. 

Kings l| 4:25 And J udah and Israel dweltsafely, every man under hisvineand under hisfig 
tree, from Dan even to Beersheba, all the days of Solomon. 

K ings 1 1 4:26 And Solomon had forty thousand stallsof horsesfor hischariots, and twelve 
thousand horsemen. 

Kings 1 1 4:27 And those officers provided victual for king Solomon, and for all that came 
unto king Solomon's table, every man in his month: they lacked nothing. 

Kings 1 1 4:28 Barley also and straw for the horsesand dromedaries brought they unto the 
place where [the officers] were, every man according to his charge. 

Kings l| 4:29 And God gave Solomon wisdom and understanding exceeding much, and 
largeness of heart, even as the sand that [is] on the sea shore. 
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Kingsl| 4:30 And Solomon'swisdom excelled thewisdom of all thechildren of theeast 
country, and all the wisdom of Egypt.

Kings l| 5:4 But now the LORD myGod hathgiven me rest on every side, [so that there i s] 
neither adversary nor evil occurrent. 

Kings l| 5:5 And, behold, I purposeto build an house unto the name of the LORD my 
God, as the LORD spake unto David myfather, saying, Thyson, whom I will setuponthy 
throne in thy room, he shall build an house unto my name. 
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Kingsl| 5:6 Now thereforecommand thou thatthey hew mecedar treesout of Lebanon; 
and my servants shall be with thy servants: and unto thee will I give hire for thy servants 
according to all that thou shalt appoint: for thou knowest that [there i s] not among usany 
that can skill to hew timber like unto the Sidonians.

K ings 1 1 5:11 And Solomon gave H iram twenty thousand measures of wheat [for] food to 
his household, and twenty measures of pure oil: thus gave Solomon to H iram year by year. 

K i ngs 1 1 5:12 And theLORD gave Solomon w isdom, ashe promised him: and there was 
peace between H iram and Solomon; and they two made a league together. 

K ings 1 1 5:13 And king Solomon raised a levy out ofall Israel; and thelevy wasthirty 
thousand men. 

K ings 1 1 5:14 And hesentthem to Lebanon, ten thousand a month by courses: amonth 
they were in Lebanon, [and] two monthsat home: and Adoniram [was] over the levy. 
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K i ngs 1 1 5:15 And Solomon had threescore and ten thousand that bare burdens, and 
fourscore thousand hewers i n the mountains; 

K i ngs 1 1 5:16 Beside the chief of Solomon'sofficerswhich [were] over the work, three 
thousand and three hundred, which ruled over the people that wrought in the work. 

K i ngs 1 1 5:17 And the king commanded, and they brought great stones, costly stones, [and] 
hewed stones, to lay the foundation of the house. 

K i ngs 1 1 5:18 And Solomon's builders and H iram's builders did hew [them], and the 
stonesquarers: so they prepared timber and stones to build the house. 

K i ngs 1 1 6:1 And it cameto passin thefour hundred and eightieth year after thechildren of 
Israel were come out of the land of Egypt, in the fourth year of Solomon's reign over Israel, 
in the month Zif, which [is] the second month, that he began to build the house of the 
LORD. 

K ings 1 1 6:2 And the house which king Solomon builtfor the LORD, thelengththereof 
[w as] threescore cubits, and the breadth thereof twenty [cubits], and the height thereof 
thirty cubits. 

K ings 1 1 6:3 And the porch beforethetempleof the house, twenty cubits [was] thelength 
thereof, according to the breadth of the house; [and] ten cubits [was] the breadth thereof 
before the house. 

K ings 1 1 6:4 And for the house he made windowsof narrow lights. 

K i ngs 1 1 6:5 And against the wali of the house he builtchambersround about, [against] the 
walls of the house round about, [both] of the temple and of the oraele: and he made 
chambers round about: 
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Kingsl| 6:6 The nethermost chamber [was] five cubits broad, and the middle [was] six 
cubits broad, and the third [was] seven cubits broad: for without [in the wali] of the house 
he made narrowed rests round about, that [the beams] should not be fastened in the walls 
of the house. 

K ings 1 1 6:7 And the house, when itwasin building, wasbuiltof stone madeready beforeit 
was brought thither: so that there was neither hammer nor ax [nor] any tool of iron heard 
in the house, while it was in building. 

K ings 1 1 6:8 The door for the middle chamber [was] i n the right side of the house: and they 
went up with winding stairs into the middle [chamber], and out of the middle into the 
third. 

K ings 1 1 6:9Sohe builtthe house, and finishedit; and coveredthe house with beams and 
boards of cedar. 

K ings 1 1 6:10 And [then] he built chambers against all the house, five cubits high: and they 
rested on the house [with] timber of cedar. 

K i ngs 1 1 6:11 And theword of theLORD cameto Solomon, saying, 

K ings 1 1 6:12 [Concerning] this house whichthou art in building, if thou wiltwalk in my 
statutes, and execute my judgments, and keep all my commandmentsto walk in them; 
then will I perform my word with thee, which I spake unto David thy father: 

K ings 1 1 6:13 And I will dwell amongthechildren of Israel, and will notforsake my people 
Israel. 

K ings 1 1 6:14 So Solomon built the house, and finished it. 

K ings 1 1 6:15 And he built the walls of the house within with boards of cedar, boththefloor 
of the house, and the walls of the ceiling: [and] he covered [them] on the inside with wood, 
and covered the floor of the house with planks of fir. 
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Kings l| 6:16 And he built twenty cubitson the sidesof the house, both thefloor and the 
wallswith boards of cedar: heeven built [them] for it within, [even]for theoracle, [even] 
for the most holy [place]. 

K ings 1 1 6:17 And the house, that [is], the temple before it, was forty cubits [long]. 

Kings 1 1 6:18 And the cedar of the house within [was] carved with knopsand open flowers: 
all [was] cedar; there was no stone seen. 

K ings 1 1 6:19 And the orade he prepared in the house within, to set there the ark of the 
covenant of the LORD. 

Kings 1 1 6:20 And the oraele i n theforepart [was] twenty cubits in length, and twenty 
cubits in breadth, and twenty cubits in the height thereof: and he overlaid it with pure 
gold; and [so] covered the altar [which was of] cedar. 

K ings 1 1 6:21 So Solomon overlaid the house within with pure gold: and he madea 
partition by the chainsof gold before the oraele; and he overlaid itwith gold. 

K ings 1 1 6:22 And the whole house he overlaid with gold, until he had finished all the 
house: also the whole altar that [was] by the oraele he overlaid with gold. 

K ings 1 1 6:23 And within theoracle he madetwo cherubims [of] olivetree, [each] ten 
cubits high. 

Kings 1 1 6:24 And five cubits [was] the one wing of the cherub, and five cubits the other 
wing of the cherub: from the uttermost part of the one wing unto the uttermost part of the 
other [were] ten cubits. 

Kings 1 1 6:25 And the other cherub [was] ten cubits: both the cherubims [were] of one 
measure and onesize. 

K i ngs 1 1 6: 26 T he height of the one cherub [was] ten cubits, and so [was it] of the other 
cherub. 
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Kingsl| 6:27 And he set the cherubims within the inner house: and they stretched forththe 
wings of the cherubims, so that the wing of the one touched the [one] wali, and the wing of 
theother cherub touched theother wali; and their wings touched oneanother in the midst 
of the house. 

K ings 1 1 6:28 And heoverlaid the cherubims with gold. 

K i ngs 1 1 6:29 And hecarved all thewallsof the house round about with carved figuresof 
cherubims and palm treesand open flowers, within and without. 

K ings 1 1 6:30 And the floor of the house he overlaid with gold, within and without. 

K i ngs 1 1 6:31 And for the entering of the oraele he made doors [of] olive tree: the I intel 
[and] side posts [were] afifth part [of the wali]. 

K i ngs 1 1 6:32 The two doors also [wereof] olive tree; and hecarved upon them carvingsof 
cherubims and palm treesand open flowers, and overlaid [them] with gold, and spread gold 
upon the cherubims, and upon the palm trees. 

K ings 1 1 6:33 So also made he for the door of the temple posts [of] olive tree, a fourth part 
[of the wali]. 

K i ngs 1 1 6:34 And the two doors [were of] fir tree: the two leavesof the one door [were] 
folding, and the two leaves of the other door [were] folding. 

K i ngs 1 1 6:35 And hecarved [thereon] cherubims and palm treesand open flowers: and 
covered [them] with gold fitted upon the carved work. 

K i ngs 1 1 6:36 And he built the inner courtwiththree rowsof hewed stone, and arow of 
cedar beams. 

K i ngs 1 1 6: 37 1 n the fourth year was the foundation of the house of the LO R D laid, in the 
month Zif: 
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Kingsl| 6:38 And in the eleventh year, inthemonth Bui, which [is] the eighth month, was 
the house finished throughout all the parts thereof, and according to all the fashion of it. So 
was he seven years in building it. 

K i ngs 1 1 7:1 But Solomon was building hisown house thirteen years, and he finished all his 
house. 

K i ngs 1 1 7:2 H e built also the house of the forest of Lebanon; the length thereof [was] an 
hundred cubits, and the breadth thereof fifty cubits, and the height thereof thirty cubits, 
upon four rows of cedar pillars, with cedar beams upon the pillars. 

K i ngs 1 1 7:3 And [it was] covered with cedar above upon the beams, that [lay] on forty five 
pillars, fifteen [injarow. 

K ings 1 1 7:4 And [therewere] windows[in]three rows, and light [was] against light [in] 
three ranks. 

K i ngs 1 1 7:5 And all thedoorsand posts[were] square, with thewindows: and light [was] 
against light [in] three ranks. 

K ings 1 1 7:6 And he made a porch of pillars; the length thereof [was] fifty cubits, and the 
breadth thereof thirty cubits: and the porch [was] before them: and the [other] pillars and 
the thick beam [were] before them. 

K ings 1 1 7:7 Then he made a porch for the throne where he might judge, [even] the porch 
of judgment: and [it was] covered with cedar from one side of the floor to the other. 

Kings l| 7:8 And his house where he dwelt [had] another court within the porch, [which] 
was of the likework. Solomon made also an house for Pharaoh'sdaughter, whom he had 
taken [to wife], I i ke unto this porch. 
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Kingsl| 7:9 Ali these [wereof] costly stones, accordingto the measures of hewed stones, 
sawed with saws, within and without, even from the foundation unto the coping, and [so] 
on the outside toward the great court. 

K ings 1 1 7:10 And the foundation [wasof] costly stones, even great stones, stones of ten 
cubits, and stones of eight cubits. 

K ings 1 1 7:11 And above [were] costly stones, after the measuresof hewed stones, and 
cedars. 

K ings 1 1 7:12 And the great court round about [was] with three rowsof hewed stones, and 
arow of cedar beams, bothfor theinner court of thehouseof theLORD, andforthe 
porch of the house. 

K ings 1 1 7:13 And king Solomon sent andfetched Hiram out ofTyre. 

K i ngs 1 1 7 : 14 H e [was] a w idow 's son of the tri be of N aphtal i, and his father [was] a man of 
Tyre, aworker in brass: and he was filled with wisdom, and understanding, and cunning to 
workall worksin brass. And hecameto king Solomon, and wrought all hiswork. 

K ings 1 1 7:15 For hecasttwo pillarsof brass, of eighteen cubits high apiece: and alineof 
twelve cubits did compass either of them about. 

K ings 1 1 7:16 And he madetwo chapiters [of] molten brass, to set upon thetopsof the 
pil lars: the height of the one chapiter [was] five cubits, and the height of the other chapiter 
[was]five cubits: 

K ings 1 1 7:17 [And] nets of checker work, and wreathsof chain work, for the chapiters 
which [were] upon the top of the pillars; seven for the one chapiter, and seven for the other 
chapiter. 

K ings 1 1 7:18 And he made the pillars, and tworows round about upon the one network, to 
cover the chapiters that [were] upon the top, with pomegranates: and so did he for the 
other chapiter. 
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Kingsl| 7:19 And the chapiters that [were] upon thetop of the pillars [were] of lily work in 
the porch, four cubits. 



K i ngs 1 1 7:20 And the chapiters upon the two pillars [had pomegranates] alsoabove, over 
against the bel ly which [w as] by the network: and the pomegranates [were] two hundred in 
rows round about upon the other chapiter. 

K i ngs 1 1 7:21 And he set up the pillars in the porch ofthetemple: and he setup the right 
pillar, and called thenamethereofjachin: and he set up the left pillar, and called thename 
thereof Boaz. 

Kingsl 7:22 And upon thetop of the pillars [w as] lily work: so was the work of the pillars 
finished. 

K i ngs 1 1 7:23 And he made a molten sea, ten cubits f rom the onebri m to the other: [it was] 
round all about, and hisheight [was] five cubits: and alineof thirty cubits did compassit 
round about. 

Kings l| 7:24 And under the brim of it round about [there were] knops compassing it, ten 
in a cubit, compassing the sea round about: the knops [were] cast in two rows, when it was 
cast. 

Kings l| 7:25 It stood upon twelveoxen, threelookingtoward the north, and threelooking 
toward the west, and three looking toward the south, and three looking toward the east: 
and the sea [was set] above upon them, and all their hinder parts [were] inward. 

Kings l| 7:26 And it [was] an hand breadth thick, and the brim thereof was w rought likethe 
brim of a cup, with flowers of lilies: it contained two thousand baths. 

Kingsl 7:27 And he made ten bases of brass; four cubits [was] the lengthof onebase, and 
four cubits the breadth thereof, and three cubits the height of it. 
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Kingsl| 7:28 And theworkof the bases[was]onthis[manner]: they had borders, and the 
borders [were] between the ledges: 

K i ngs 1 1 7:29 And on the borders that [were] between the ledges [were] I ions, oxen, and 
cherubims: and upon the ledges [there was] a base above: and beneath the lionsand oxen 
[were] certain additions made of thin work. 

K i ngs 1 1 7:30 And every base had four brazen wheels, and plates of brass: and the four 
cornersthereof had undersetters: under the laver [were] undersetters molten, at the side of 
every addition. 

K i ngs 1 1 7:31 And the mouth of it within the chapiter and above [was] a cubit: but the 
mouth thereof [was] round [after] the work of the base, a cubit and an half: and also upon 
the mouth of it [were] gravingswith their borders, foursauare, not round. 

K i ngs 1 1 7:32 And under the borders [were] four wheels; and the axletreesof the wheels 
[were joined] to the base: and the height of a wheel [was] a cubit and half a cubit. 

K i ngs 1 1 7:33 And the work of the wheels [was] I i ke the work of a chariot wheel: their 
axletrees, and their naves, and their felloes, and their spokes, [were] all molten. 

K i ngs 1 1 7:34 And [there were] four undersetters to the four cornersof one base: [and] the 
undersetters [were] of the very base itself. 

K i ngs 1 1 7:35 And in the top of the base [was there] a round compassof half acubit high: 
and on the top of the base the ledges thereof and the borders thereof [were] of the same. 

K i ngs 1 1 7:36 For on the platesof the ledges thereof, and on the borders thereof, he graved 
cherubims, lions, and palm trees, according to the proportion of every one, and additions 
round about. 
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Kingsl| 7:37 After this [marmer] he madetheten bases: all of them had one casting, one 
measure, [and] one size. 

Kings l| 7:38 Then made he ten laversof brass: one laver contained forty baths: [and] every 
laver was four cubits: [and] upon every one of the ten bases one laver. 

Kings l| 7:39 And he put five bases on the right side of the house, and five on the left side of 
the house: and he set the sea on the right side of the house eastward over against the south. 

Kings 1 1 7:40 And H i ram made the lavers, and the shovels, and the basins. So H i ram made 
an end of doing all the work that he made king Solomon for the house of the LO RD : 

Kings 1 1 7:41 The two pil lars, and the[two] bowlsof the chapiters that [were] on the top of 
the two pillars; and the two networks, to cover the two bowls of the chapiters w hich 
[were] upon the top of the pillars; 

Kings 1 1 7:42 And four hundred pomegranatesfor the two networks, [even] two rowsof 
pomegranatesfor one network, to cover the two bowlsof the chapiters that [were] upon 
the pillars; 

Kings 1 1 7:43 And the ten bases, and ten lavers on the bases; 

Kings 1 1 7:44 And one sea, and twelveoxen under the sea; 

Kings 1 1 7:45 And the pots, and the shovels, and the basins: and all these vessels, w hich 
H i ram madeto king Solomon for the house of the LO RD, [wereof] bright brass. 

Kings 1 1 7:46 1 n the plain of Jordan did the king cast them, in the clay ground between 
Succoth and Zarthan. 

Kings 1 1 7:47 And Solomon left all the vessels [unweighed], becausethey wereexceeding 
many: neither was the weight of the brass found out. 
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Kingsl| 7:48 And Solomon madeall thevesselsthat [pertained] unto the houseof the 
LORD: the altar ofgold, and thetableof gold, whereupon theshowbread [w as], 

Kings l| 7:49 And the candlesticksof pure gold, five on the right [side], and five on the left, 
before the oraele, with the flowers, and the lamps, and the tongs [of] gold, 

Kings 1 1 7:50 And the bowls, and the snuffers, and the basins, and the spoons, and the 
censers [of] pure gold; and the hinges [of] gold, [both] for the doors of the inner house, the 
most holy [place, and] for the doors of the house, [to wit], of the temple. 

Kings 1 1 7:51 So wasended all the work that king Solomon madefor the houseof the 
LORD. And Solomon brought in thethingswhich David hisfather had dedicated; [even] 
the silver, and the gold, and the vessels, did he put among the treasures of the house of the 
LORD. 

Kings 1 1 8:1 Then Solomon assembled theeldersof Israel, and all the headsof thetribes, 
the chief of the fathers of the children of Israel, unto king Solomon in J erusalem, that they 
might bringuptheark of the covenant of the LORD out of the cityof David, which [is] 
Zion. 

Kings l| 8:2 And all the men of Israel assembled themselves unto king Solomon at thefeast 
in the month Ethanim, which [is] the seventh month. 

Kings 1 1 8:3 And all theeldersof Israel came, and the prieststook uptheark. 

Kings 1 1 8:4 And they brought uptheark of the LORD, and thetabernacleof the 
congregation, and all the holy vessels that [were] in thetabernacle, even thosedid the 
priests and the Levites bring up. 
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Kingsl| 8:5 And king Solomon, and all the congregation of Israel, that were assembled 
unto him, [were] with him before the ark, sacrificing sheep and oxen, that could not be 
told nor numbered for multitude. 



K ings 1 1 8:6 And the priests brought in the ark of the covenant of the LO RD unto his place, 
into the oraele of the house, to the most holy [place, even] under the wings of the 
cherubims. 



K ings 1 1 8:7 For the cherubims spread forth [their] two wings over the place of the ark, and 
the cherubims covered the ark and the staves thereof above. 



K ings I 8:8 And they drew out the staves, that the ends of the staves were seen out i n the 
holy [p ace] before the oraele, and they were not seen without: and there they are unto this 
day. 

K i ngs 1 1 8:9 [There was] nothing in the ark savethetwo tablesof stone, which Mosesput 
there at H oreb, when the LORD m ad e [a covenant] with thechildren of Israel, when they 
came out of the I and of Egypt. 

K ings 1 1 8:10 And iteameto pass, when the priests were come out ofthe holy [place], that 
the cloud filled the house of the LORD, 

K i ngs 1 1 8:11 So that the priests could not stand to minister because ofthe cloud: for the 
glory of the LORD had filled the house of the LORD. 

K i ngs 1 1 8:12 T hen spake Solomon, The LORD said that hewould dwell inthethick 
darkness. 

K ings 1 1 8:131 havesurely builttheean house to dwell in, asettled place for theeto abide 
i n for ever. 



K ings 1 1 8:14 And the kingturned hisfaceabout, and blessed all the congregation of Israel: 
(and all the congregation of Israel stood;) 

K i ngs 1 1 8:15 And hesaid, Blessed [be] the LORD God of Israel, which spake with his 
mouth unto David my father, and hath with hishand fulfilled [it], saying,

K i ngs 1 1 8:22 And Solomon stood before the altar of theLORD inthepresenceof all the 
congregation of Israel, and spread forth his handstoward heaven: 

K i ngs 1 1 8:23 And hesaid, LORD God of Israel, [thereis] no God likethee, in heaven 
above, or on earth beneath, who keepest covenant and mercy with thy servantsthat walk 
before thee with all their heart: 

K i ngs 1 1 8:24 W ho hast kept with thy servant David my father that thou promisedst him: 
thou spakest also with thy mouth, and hast fulfilled [it] with thine hand, as [it is] thisday. 
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Kingsl| 8:25 Therefore now, LORD God of Israel, keep with thy servant David myfather 
that thou promisedst him, saying, There shall not fail thee a man in my sight to sit on the 
throne of Israel; so that thy children take heed to their way, that they walk before me as 
thou hast walked before me.

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K i ngs 1 1 8:33 W hen thy people Israel be smitten down before the enemy, because they have 
sinned against thee, and shall turn again to thee, and confessthy name, and pray, and make 
supplication unto thee in this house: 

K ings 1 1 8:34 Then hear thou i n heaven, and forgivethesin of thy people Israel, and bring 
them again unto the land which thou gavest unto their fathers. 

K ings 1 1 8:35 W hen heaven isshutup, and thereisno rain, because they have sinned 
against thee; if they pray toward this place, and confessthy name, and turn from their si n, 
w hen thou afflictest them: 

K i ngs 1 1 8:36 Then hear thou in heaven, and forgivethesin of thy servants, and ofthy 
people Israel, that thou teach them the good way wherein they should walk, and give rain 
upon thy land, which thou hast given to thy people for an inheritance. 

K i ngs 1 1 8:37 If there beinthelandfamine, ifthere bepestilence, blasting, mildew, locust, 
[or] if there be Caterpillar; if their enemy besiege them in the land of their cities; 
whatsoever plague, whatsoever sickness [there be]; 

K i ngs 1 1 8:38 W hat prayer and supplication soever be [made] by any man, [or] by all thy 
people Israel, which shall know every man the plague of hisown heart, and spread forth his 
hands toward this house: 

Kings l| 8:39 Then hear thou i n heaven thydwelling place, andforgive, and do, and giveto 
every man according to his ways, whose heart thou knowest; (for thou, [even] thou only, 
knowestthe heartsof all the children of men;) 

K i ngs 1 1 8: 40 T hat they may fear thee al I the days that they I i ve i n the land w hich thou 
gavest unto our fathers. 
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Kingsl| 8:41 Moreover concerning astranger, that [is] notofthy peopl e Israel, butcometh 
out of a far country for thy name's sake; 

K i ngs 1 1 8:42 (For theyshall hear of thy great name, and ofthystrong hand, and ofthy 
stretched out arm;) when he shall come and pray toward this house; 

K ings 1 1 8:43 Hear thou in heaven thy dwelling place, and do accordingto all that the 
stranger calleth to thee for: that all people of the earth may know thy name, to fear thee, as 
[do] thy people Israel; and that they may know that this house, which I have builded, is 
called by thy name. 

K ings 1 1 8:44 If thy people go out to battle against their enemy, whithersoever thou shalt 
send them, and shall pray unto the LO RD toward the city which thou hast chosen, and 
[toward] the house that I have built for thy name: 

K i ngs 1 1 8:45 Then hear thou in heaven their prayer and their supplication, and maintain 
their cause. 

K ings 1 1 8:46 If they sin against thee, (for [there is] no man that sinneth not,) and thou be 
angry with them, and deliver them to the enemy, so that they carry them away captives 
unto the land of the enemy, far or near; 

K ings 1 1 8:47 [Yet] if they shall bethink themselves in the land whither they were carried 
captives, and repent, and make supplication unto thee in the land of them that carried them 
captives, saying, W e have sinned, and have done perversely, we have committed 
wickedness; 

K ings 1 1 8:48 And [so] return unto thee with all their heart, and with all their soul, in the 
land of their enemies, which led them away captive, and pray unto thee toward their land, 
which thou gavest unto their fathers, the city which thou hast chosen, and the house which I 
have built for thy name: 
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Kingsl| 8:49 Then hear thou their prayer and their supplication in heaven thy dwelling 
place, and maintain their cause, 

Kings l| 8:50 And forgivethy peoplethat have sinned against thee, and all their 
transgressions wherein they have transgressed against thee, and give them compassion 
before them who carried them captive, that they may have compassion on them: 

Kings l| 8:51 For they [be] thy people, and thine inheritance, which thou broughtest forth 
out of Egypt, from the midst of the furnace of iron: 

Kings l| 8:52 That thine eyes may beopen unto the supplication of thy servant, and unto 
the supplication of thy people Israel, to hearken unto them in all that they call for unto 
thee. 

Kings l| 8:53 For thou didst separate them from amongall the people of the earth, [to be] 
thine inheritance, as thou spakest by the hand of M osesthy servant, when thou broughtest 
our fathersoutof Egypt, O LordGOD. 

Kings l| 8:54 And itwas[so], that when Solomon had madean end of prayingall this prayer 
and supplication unto the LORD, hearosefrom before the altar of theLORD, from 
kneeling on his knees with his hands spread up to heaven. 

Kings l| 8:55 And hestood, and blessed all the congregation of Israel with aloud voice, 
sayi ng, 

Kings l| 8:56 Blessed [be] theLORD, thathath given restunto his people Israel, according 
to all that hepromised: there hath notfailed oneword of all hisgood promise, which he 
promised by the hand of M oses his servant. 
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Kingsl| 8:57 The LORD ourGod bewith us, ashewaswith ourfathers: lethim notleave 
us, nor forsake us: 

K i ngs 1 1 8:58 That he may inclineour heartsunto him, to walk in all hisways, and to keep 
hiscommandments, and hisstatutes, and his judgments, which hecommanded ourfathers. 

K ings 1 1 8:59 And let these my words, wherewith I have madesupplication beforethe 
LO RD, be nigh unto the LO R D our God day and night, that he maintain the cause of his 
servant, and the cause of his people Israel at all times, as the matter shall require: 

K i ngs 1 1 8:60 That all the people of the earth may know that the LO RD [is] God, [and that 
there is] noneelse. 

K i ngs 1 1 8:61 Letyour heart therefore be perfect with the LORD our God, to walk in his 
statutes, and to keep hiscommandments, asatthisday. 

K i ngs 1 1 8:62 And the king, and all Israel with him, offered sacrifice beforethe LORD. 

K i ngs 1 1 8:63 And Solomon offered a sacrifice of peace offerings, which he offered unto the 
LO RD, two and twenty thousand oxen, and an hundred and twenty thousand sheep. So the 
king and all the children of Israel dedicated the house of the LORD. 

K ings 1 1 8:64 The same day did the king hallow the middle of the court that [w as] before 
the house of the LORD for there he offered burnt offerings, and meat offerings, and the fat 
of the peace offerings: because the brazen altar that [was] before the LORD [was] too little 
to receive the burnt offerings, and meat offerings, and the fat of the peace offerings. 
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Kingsl| 8:65 And atthattime Solomon held afeast, and all Israel with him, agreat 
congregation, from the entering in of Hamath unto the river of Egypt, before the LO R D 
our God, seven daysand seven days, [even] fourteen days. 

Kings l| 8:66 O n the eighth day he sent the people away: and they blessed the king, and 
went unto their tents joyful and glad of heart for all the goodnessthat the LO RD had done 
for David hisservant, and for Israel his people. 

Kings 1 1 9:1 And it cameto pass, when Solomon hadfinished the building ofthe houseof 
the LO RD, and the king's house, and all Solomon'sdesire which he was pleased to do, 

Kings 1 1 9:2 That the LO RD appeared to Solomon the second time, as he had appeared 
unto him at Gibeon. 

Kings l| 9:3 And the LO RD said unto him, I have heard thy prayer and thy supplication, 
that thou hast made before me: I have hallowed this house, which thou hast built, to put my 
nametherefor ever; and mineeyesand mine heart shall bethere perpetually. 

Kings l| 9:4 And if thou wilt walk before me, as David thyfather walked, in integrity of 
heart, and in uprightness, to do according to all that I have commanded thee, [and] wilt 
keep my statutes and my judgments: 

Kings l| 9:5Then I will establish thethroneof thy kingdom upon Israel for ever, asi 
promised to David thy father, saying, There shall not fail thee a man upon the throne of 
Israel.

K ings 1 1 9:12 And Hiram came out from Tyre tosee the cities which Solomon had given 
him; and they pleased him not. 

K i ngs 1 1 9:13 And hesaid, W hat cities [are]these which thou hast given me, my brother? 
And hecalled them theland of Cabul unto thisday. 

K i ngs 1 1 9:14 And Hiram sent to the king sixscore talents of gold. 

K ings 1 1 9:15 And this [is] the reason of the levy which king Solomon raised; for to buildthe 
house of the LORD, and hisown house, and Millo, and the wali ofjerusalem, and Hazor, 
and Megiddo, and Gezer. 

K ings 1 1 9:16 [For] Pharaoh kingof Egypt had goneup, and taken Gezer, and burnt it with 
fire, and slain the Canaanitesthat dwelt in the city, and given it [for] a present unto his 
daughter, Solomon'swife. 
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Kings l| 9:17 And Solomon built Gezer, and Bethhoron the nether, 



K i ngs 1 1 9:18 And Baalath, andTadmor in the wilderness, in the land, 

K i ngs 1 1 9:19 And all thecitiesof storethat Solomon had, and citiesfor hischariots, and 
citiesfor hishorsemen, and that which Solomon desired to build injerusalem, and in 
Lebanon, and in all the land of his dominion. 

Kings 1 1 9:20 [And] all the people [that were] left of the Amorites, H ittites, Perizzites, 
Hivites, and J ebu si tes, which [were] not of the children of Israel, 

9:21 Their children that were left after them in the land, whom the children of 
so were not able utterly to destroy, upon those did Solomon levy a tribute of

bondservice unto thisday. 

Kings l| 9:22 Butof the children of Israel did Solomon makeno bondmen: but they [were] 
men of war, and hisservants, and hisprinces, and hiscaptains, and rulersof hischariots, 
and hishorsemen. 



K i ngs 1 1 9:23These[were] the chief of theofficersthat [were] over Solomon'swork, five 
hundred and fifty, which bare rule over the people that wrought in the work. 

K i ngs 1 1 9: 24 But P haraoh's daughter came up out of the city of D avid unto her house w hich 
[Solomon] had built for her: then did he build M i 1 1 o . 

Kings l| 9:25 And threetimesin ayear did Solomon offer burnt offeringsand peace 
offerings upon the altar which he built unto the LO RD, and he burnt incense upon the altar 
that [was] before the LORD. So hefinished the house. 
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Kingsl| 9:26 And king Solomon madeanavy of shipsin Eziongeber, which [is] beside 
Eloth, on the shore of the Red sea, in the land of Edom. 

K ings 1 1 9:27 And Hiram sent in thenavy hisservants, shipmen that had knowledgeof the 
sea, with the servantsof Solomon. 

K ings 1 1 9:28 And they came to O phir, and fetched from thence gold, four hundred and 
twenty talents, and brought [it] to king Solomon. 

K i ngs 1 1 10:1 And when thequeen of Sheba heard of the fameof Solomon concerningthe 
nameof the LORD, shecameto provehim with hard questions. 

K ings 1 1 10:2 And shecameto J erusalem with avery greattrain, with camelsthat bare 
spices, and very much gold, and preciousstones: and when she wascometo Solomon, she 
communed with him of all that was in her heart. 

K ings 1 1 10:3 And Solomon told her all her questions: there was not [any] thing hid from 
the king, which hetold her not. 

K i ngs 1 1 10:4 And when thequeen of Sheba had seen all Solomon'swisdom, and the house 
that he had bu i 1 1, 

K ings 1 1 10:5 And the meatof histable, and thesittingof hisservants, and the attendance of 
hisministers, and their apparel, and hiscupbearers, and hisascent by which hewent up 
unto the house of the LORD; there was no more spirit in her. 

K ings 1 1 10:6 And shesaid to the king, It wasatrue reportthat I heard in mineown land of 
thy acts and of thy wisdom. 

K ings 1 1 10:7 Howbeit I believed notthewords, until I came, and mineeyeshad seen [it]: 
and, behold, the half was not told me: thy wisdom and prosperity exceedeth the fame 
which I heard. 
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K i ngs 1 1 10: 8 H appy [are] thy men, happy [are] these thy servants, w hich stand conti nual ly 
before thee, [and] that hear thy wisdom. 

K i ngs 1 1 10:9 Blessed betheLORD thy God, which delighted in thee, to set thee on the 
throne of Israel: because the LO RD loved Israel for ever, therefore made he thee king, to 
do judgment and justice. 

Kings l| 10:10 And she gave the king an hundred and twenty talentsof gold, and of spices 
very great store, and precious stones: there came no more such abundance of spices as 
these which the queen of Sheba gave to king Solomon. 

Kings l| 10:11 And the navy also of H iram, that brought gold from O phir, brought in from 
O phir great plenty of almug trees, and precious stones. 

Kings 1 1 10:12 And the king made of the almug trees pillarsfor the house of the LO RD, 
and for the king's house, harpsalso and psalteriesfor singers: there came no such almug 
trees, nor were seen unto this day. 

Kings l| 10: 13 And king Solomon gave unto thequeen of Sheba all her desire, whatsoever 
she asked, beside [that] which Solomon gave her of his royal bounty. So she turned and 
went to her own country, she and her servants. 

Kings 1 1 10:14 N ow theweight of gold that came to Solomon in oneyear wassix hundred 
threescore and six talents of gold, 

Kings 1 1 10:15 Beside [that he had] of the merchantmen, and of thetrafficof thespice 
merchants, and of all the kings of Arabia, and of the governors of the country. 

Kings l| 10:16 And king Solomon madetwo hundred targets [of ] beaten gold: six hundred 
[shekels] of gold went to one target. 
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Kings l| 10:17 And [he made] three hundred shields [of] beaten gold; three pound of gold 
went to one shield: and the king put them in the house of the forest of Lebanon. 

Kings I 10: 18 M oreover the king made a great throne of ivory, andoverlaid itwiththe 
best go d. 

Kings l| 10: 19 The throne had six steps, and the top of the throne [was] round behind: and 
[there were] stays on either side on the place of the seat, and two lions stood beside the 
stays. 

Kings 1 1 10:20 And twelve lions stood there on the one side and on the other upon the six 
steps: there was not the like made in any kingdom. 

Kings 1 1 10:21 And all king Solomon's drinking vessels [were of] gold, and all thevesselsof 
the house of the forest of Lebanon [were of] pure gold; none [were of] silver: it was 
nothing accounted of in the days of Solomon. 

Kings 1 1 10:22 For the king had at sea a navy of Tharshish with the navy of H i ram: once i n 
three years came the navy ofTharshish, bringing gold, and silver, ivory, and apes, and 
peacocks. 

Kings 1 1 10:23 So king Solomon exceeded all the kings of theearth for richesand for 
wisdom. 

Kings 1 1 10:24 And all theearth soughtto Solomon, to hear his wisdom, which God had 
put i n hisheart. 

Kings 1 1 10:25 And they brought every man hispresent, vessels of silver, and vessels of 
gold, and garments, and armour, and spices, horses, and mules, arateyear by year. 

Kings l| 10:26 And Solomon gathered together chariotsand horsemen: and he had a 
thousand and four hundred chariots, and twelve thousand horsemen, whom he bestowed in 
the citiesfor chariots, and with the king at Jerusalem. 
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Kings l| 10:27 And the king made silver [to be] i n Jerusalem asstones, and cedars made he 
[to be] as the sycamore trees that [are] i n the vale, for abundance. 

Kings 1 1 10:28 And Solomon had horses brought out of Egypt, and linen yarn: the king's 
merchants received the linen yarn at a price. 

Kings 1 1 10:29 And a chariot came up and went out of Egypt for six hundred [shekels] of 
silver, and an horse for an hundred and fifty: and so for all the kings of the H ittites, and for 
the kings of Syria, did they bring [them] out by their means. 

Kings 1 1 11:1 But king Solomon loved many strange women, together with thedaughter of 
Pharaoh, women of the M oabites, Ammonites, Edomites, Zidonians, [and] H ittites; 

K i ngs 1 1 11: 2 O f the nations [concerning] which the LO R D said unto the children of Israel, 
Ye shall not go in to them, neither shall they come in unto you: [for] surely they will turn 
away your heart after their gods: Solomon clave unto these in love. 

Kings 1 1 11:3 And he had seven hundred wives, princesses, and three hundred concubines: 
and his wives turned away his heart. 

Kings 1 1 11:4 For it cameto pass, when Solomon wasold, [that] his wives turned away his 
heart after other gods: and his heart was not perfect with the LO R D his God, as [was] the 
heart of David hisfather. 

Kings 1 1 11:5 For Solomon went after Ashtoreth the goddessof the Zidonians, and after 
Milcom the abomination of the Ammonites. 

Kings l| 11:6 And Solomon did evil in thesight of the LO RD, and went notfully after the 
LORD, as [did] David hisfather. 
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Kingsl| 11:7 Then did Solomon build an high placefor Chemosh, the abomination of 
Moab, in the hill that [is] beforejerusalem, and for Molech, the abomination of the 
children of Ammon. 

K i ngs 1 1 11:8 And likewisedid hefor all hisstrangewives, which burnt incenseand 
sacrificed unto their gods. 

K ings 1 1 11:9 And theLORD wasangrywith Solomon, becausehisheart wasturned from 
the LO RD God of Israel, which had appeared unto him twice, 

K ings 1 1 11:10 And had commanded him concerning thisthing, that heshould not go after 
other gods: but he kept not that which the LO RD commanded. 

K ings 1 1 11: 11 W herefore the LO R D said unto Solomon, Forasmuch as this is done of thee, 
and thou hast not kept my covenant and my statutes, which I have commanded thee, I will 
surely rend the kingdom from thee, and will give it to thy servant. 

K i ngs 1 1 11:12 Notwithstanding in thy daysl will not do itfor David thy father's sake: [but] 
I will rend itout of the hand of thy son. 

K ings 1 1 11:13 Howbeit I will not rend away all the kingdom; [but] will giveonetribeto 
thy son for David my servant's sake, and for J erusalem's sake which I havechosen. 

K i ngs 1 1 11: 14 And theLORD stirred upan adversary unto Solomon, Hadad the Edomite: 
he [was] of theking'sseed in Edom. 

K ings 1 1 11:15 For itcameto pass, when David wasin Edom, andjoabthecaptain of the 
host was gone up to bury the slain, after he had smitten every male in Edom; 

K ings 1 1 11:16 (For six monthsdidjoab remain therewith all Israel, until hehad cutoff 
every male i n Edom:) 

K i ngs 1 1 11:17 That Hadad fled, heand certain Edomitesof his father's servants w ith him, 
to go into Egypt; Hadad [being] yet a little child. 
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Kingsl| 11:18 And they aroseout of Midian, and cameto Paran: and they took men with 
them out of Paran, and they came to Egypt, unto Pharaoh king of Egypt; which gave him an 
house, and appointed him victuals, and gave him I and. 

Kings l| 11: 19 And H adad found great favour in the sight of Pharaoh, so that he gave him to 
wife the sister of hisown wife, the sister of Tahpenesthe queen. 

Kings 1 1 11:20 And the sister of Tahpenes bare him Genubath hisson, whom Tahpenes 
weaned in Pharaoh'shouse: and Genubath was i n Pharaoh'shousehold among the sons of 
Pharaoh. 

Kings l| 11:21 And when Hadad heard in Egypt that David slept with hisfathers, and that 
J oab the captain of the host was dead, H adad said to Pharaoh, Let me depart, that I may go 
to mineown country. 

Kings l| 11:22 Then Pharaoh said unto him, But what hastthou lacked with me, that, 
behold, thou seekestto go to thineown country? And heanswered, Nothing: howbeit let 
mego in any wise. 

Kings l| 11:23 And God stirred him up [another] adversary, Rezon theson of Eliadah, 
which fled from his lord H adadezer king of Zobah: 

Kings 1 1 11:24 And hegathered men unto him, and became captain over aband, when 
David slew them [of Zobah]: and they wentto Damascus, and dwelttherein, and reigned in 
Damascus. 

K i ngs 1 1 11:25 And hewasan adversary to Israel all the daysof Solomon, besidethe 
mischief that Hadad [did]: and heabhorred Israel, and reigned over Syria. 

K i ngs 1 1 11:26 Andjeroboam theson ofNebat, an Ephrathiteof Zereda, Solomon's 
servant, whose mother's name [was] Zeruah, a widow woman, even he lifted up [his] hand 
against the king. 
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Kings l| 11:27 And this [w as] the cause that he lifted up [his] hand against the king: 
Solomon built M i 1 1 o, [and] repaired the breaches of the city of David hisfather. 

Kings 1 1 11:28 And the man Jeroboam [w as] a mighty man of valour: and Solomon seeing 
the young man that he was industrious, he made him ruler over all the charge of the house 
of Joseph. 

Kings 1 1 11:29 And itcameto passat that time w hen Jeroboam went out of Jerusalem, that 
the prophet Ahijah the Shilonite found him in the way; and he had clad himself with a new 
garment; and they two [were] alone i n the field: 

Kings 1 1 11:30 And Ahijah caught the new garment that [was] on him, and rent it [in] 
twelve pieces: 

K ings 1 1 11:31 And hesaid to Jeroboam, Taketheeten pieces: forthussaith theLORD, the 
God of Israel, Behold, I will rend the kingdom out of the hand of Solomon, and will give 
ten tribesto thee: 

Kings 1 1 11:32 (But heshall haveonetribefor myservant David 's sake, and f or Jerusalem 's 
sake, the city which I havechosen out of all the tribesof Israel:) 

Kings 1 1 11:33 Because that they have forsaken me, and have worshipped Ashtoreth the 
goddessof theZidonians, Chemosh the god of the M oabites, and Milcom the god ofthe 
children of Ammon, and have not walked in my ways, to do [that which i s] right in mine 
eyes, and [to keep] my statutes and myjudgments, as [did] David hisfather. 

Kings 1 1 11:34 Howbeit I will nottakethe whole kingdom out of his hand: but I will make 
him princeall thedaysof hislifefor David my servant's sake, whom I chose, because he 
kept my commandments and my statutes: 
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Kingsl| 11:35 But I will takethe kingdom out of hisson's hand, and will giveit unto thee, 
[even] ten tribes. 

K i ngs 1 1 11:36 And unto hisson will I giveonetribe, that David my servant may havea 
light alway before me in Jerusalem, thecity which I havechosen meto put my namethere. 

K i ngs 1 1 11:37 And I will take thee, and thou shalt reign accordingto all thatthysoul 
desireth, and shalt be king over Israel. 

K ings 1 1 11:38 And itshall be, if thou wilt hearken unto all that I command thee, and wilt 
walk in my ways, and do [that i s] right in my sight, to keep my statutes and my 
commandments, as David my servant did; that I will be with thee, and build thee a sure 
house, as I built for David, and will give Israel unto thee. 

K i ngs 1 1 11:39 And I will for thisafflictthe seed of David, but notforever. 

K i ngs 1 1 11:40 Solomon sought therefore to kill Jeroboam. Andjeroboam arose, and fled 
into Egypt, unto Shishak king of Egypt, and was in Egypt until the death of Solomon. 

K i ngs 1 1 11:41 And the restof the actsof Solomon, and all that he did, and hiswisdom, 
[are] they not written in the book of the acts of Solomon? 

K i ngs 1 1 11:42 And the time that Solomon reigned injerusalem over all Israel [was]forty 
years. 

K ings 1 1 11:43 And Solomon slept with hisfathers, and wasburied in thecity of David his 
father: and Rehoboam hisson reigned in hisstead. 

K ings 1 1 12:1 And Rehoboam wentto Shechem: for all Israel werecometo Shechem to 
makehim king. 

K ings 1 1 12:2 And it cameto pass, when Jeroboam theson of Nebat, who wasyet in Egypt, 
heard [of it], (for he was fled from the presenceof king Solomon, andjeroboam dwelt i n 
Egypt;)

K i ngs 1 1 12:10 And the young men that were grown up with him spake unto him, saying, 
Thus shalt thou speak unto this people that spake unto thee, saying, Thy father made our

[finger] shall be thicker than my father's loins. 
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Kingsl| 12:11 And now w hereas my father did ladeyou with aheavy yoke, I will add to 
your yoke: my father hath chastised you with whips, but I will chastise you with scorpions. 

K i ngs 1 1 12:12 Sojeroboam and all the peoplecameto Rehoboam thethird day, astheking 
had appointed, saying, Cometo meagain thethird day. 

Kings l| 12: 13 And the king answered the people roughly, and forsook the old men's 
counsel that they gave him; 

Kings l| 12: 14 And spaketo them after the counsel oftheyoung men, saying, M y father 
made your yoke heavy, and I will add to your yoke: my father [also] chastised you with 
whips, but I will chastise you with scorpions. 

Kings 1 1 12:15 W herefore the king hearkened notuntothe people; for thecausewasfrom 
theLORD, thathemight perform his saying, which theLORD spake by Ahijah the 
Shiloniteuntojeroboam theson of Nebat. 

Kings 1 1 12:16 So when all Israel saw that the king hearkened not unto them, the people 
answered the king, saying, W hat portion have we in David? neither [have w e] inheritance 
in theson of Jesse: to your tents, O Israel: now seeto thineown house, David. So Israel 
departed unto their tents. 

Kings l| 12:17 But [as for] thechildren of Israel which dwelt in thecitiesof Judah, 
Rehoboam reigned over them. 

Kings l| 12: 18 Then king Rehoboam sentAdoram, who [was] over thetribute; and all 
Israel stoned him with stones, that he died. Therefore king Rehoboam made speed to get 
him up to his chariot, to flee to J erusalem. 

Kings 1 1 12:19 So Israel rebelled againstthe house of David unto this day.

K i ngs 1 1 12:25ThenJeroboam built Shechem in mount Ephraim, and dwelttherein; and 
went out from thence, and built Penuel. 

K ings 1 1 12:26 Andjeroboam said in hisheart, Now shall the kingdom return to the house 
of David: 

K ings 1 1 12:27 Ifthis people go upto do sacrifice in the house ofthe LORD atjerusalem, 
then shall the heart of this people turn again unto their lord, [even] unto Rehoboam king of 
J udah, and they shall kill me, and go again to Rehoboam king of J udah. 

K ings 1 1 12:28 W hereupon the king took counsel, and madetwo calves [of] gold, and said 
untothem, Itistoo much for you to go uptojerusalem: behold thy gods, O Israel, which 
brought thee up out of the land of Egypt. 
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Kingsl| 12:29 And hesettheonein Bethel, and theother put hein Dan. 

K ings 1 1 12:30 And thisthing becameasin: forthe peoplewent [to worship] beforethe 
one, [even] unto Dan. 

K ings 1 1 12:31 And hemadean houseof high places, and made priestsof thelowest of the 
people, which were not of the sons of Levi. 

K ings 1 1 12:32 Andjeroboam ordained afeast in theeighth month, on thefifteenth day of 
the month, like unto the feast that [is] in J udah, and he offered upon the altar. Sodidhein 
Bethel, sacrificing unto the calvesthat he had made: and he placed in Bethel the priestsof 
the high places which he had made. 

Kings l| 12:33 So he offered upon the altar which he had made in Bethel thefifteenth day of 
the eighth month, [even] in the month which he had devised of hisown heart; and ordained 
a feast unto the children of Israel: and he offered upon the altar, and burnt incense. 

K ings 1 1 13:1 And, behold, there came a man of God out ofjudah bytheword of the 
LORD unto Bethel: andjeroboam stood by the altar to burn incense. 

Kings l| 13:2 And hecried against the altar in theword of the LORD, and said, O altar, 
altar, thussaith the LORD; Behold, achildshall beborn unto the houseof David, Josiah by 
name; and upon theeshall he offer the priestsof the high places that burn incense upon 
thee, and men'sbonesshall be burnt upon thee.

K i ngs 1 1 13:5 The altar alsowasrent, and theashespoured outfrom the altar, accordingto 
thesign which theman of God had given by theword of the LO RD. 

K i ngs 1 1 13:6 And the king answered and said unto the man of God, Entreat now theface of 
the LORD thy God, and prayfor me, that my hand may be restored me again. And the 
man of God besought the LORD, and the king'shand was restored him again, and became 
as [i t w as] before. 

K i ngs 1 1 13:7 And the king said unto the man of God, Comehome with me, and refresh 
thyself, and I will give thee a reward. 

K i ngs 1 1 13:8 And the man of God said unto the king, If thou wilt give me half thine house, 
I will not go in with thee, neither will I eat bread nor drink water in this place: 

K ings 1 1 13:9 For so wasitcharged meby theword of the LORD, saying, Eat no bread, 
nor drink water, nor turn again by the same way that thou camest.

K ings 1 1 17:17 And itcameto pass after thesethings, [that] the son ofthewoman, the 
mistressof the house, fell sick; and his sickness wasso sore, that therewasno breath left i n 
him. 

K ings 1 1 17:18 And shesaid unto Elijah, W hat have I to do with thee, O thou man of God? 
art thou come unto me to call my sin to remembrance, and to slay my son? 

K ings 1 1 17:19 And hesaid unto her, Givemethy son. And hetook him out of her bosom, 
and carried him up into a loft, where he abode, and laid him upon his own bed. 

K i ngs 1 1 17:20 And hecried unto theLORD, and said, O LORD my God, hastthou also 
brought evil upon the widow with whom I sojourn, by slaying her son? 

K ings 1 1 17:21 And hestretched himself upon thechild threetimes, and cried unto the 
LORD, and said, O LORD my God, I pray thee, let this child's soul come into him again. 

K i ngs 1 1 17:22 And the LORD heard the voiceof Elijah; and the soul of thechild came into 
him again, and he revived. 
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Kingsl| 17:23 And Elijah took the child, and brought him down out of the chamber into 
the house, and delivered him unto hismother: and Elijah said, See, thy son liveth. 

K i ngs 1 1 17:24 And thewoman said to Elijah, Now bythisl know thatthou [artjaman of 
God, [and] that the word oftheLORD in thy mouth [isjtruth. 

K ings 1 1 18:1 And itcameto pass [after] manydays, that the word oftheLORD cameto 
Elijah in thethird year, saying, Go, show thyself unto Ahab; and I will send rain upon the 
earth. 

K i ngs 1 1 18:2 And Elijah wentto show himself unto Ahab. And [therewas] asorefamine in 
Samar i a. 

K i ngs 1 1 18:3 And Ahab called O badiah, which [w as] the governor of [his] house. (Now 
O badiah feared the LO R D greatly: 

K i ngs 1 1 18:4 For itwas[so] ( whenjezebel cutoff the prophets oftheLORD, thatObadiah 
took an hundred prophets, and hid them by fifty i n a cave, and fed them with bread and 
water.) 

K ings 1 1 18:5 And Ahab said unto O badiah, Go into theland, unto all fountainsof water, 
and unto all brooks: peradventure we may find grassto savethe horsesand mulesalive, 
that we lose not all the beasts. 

K ings 1 1 18:6 So they divided the land between them to pass throughout it: Ahab went one 
way by himself, and O badiah went another way by himself. 

K ings 1 1 18:7 And as O badiah wasin the way, behold, Elijah met him: and heknew him, 
and fell on hisface, and said, [Art] thou that my lord Elijah? 

K i ngs 1 1 18:8 And he answered him, I [am]: go, tell thy lord, Behold, Elijah [is here]. 

K ings 1 1 18:9 And he said, W hat have I sinned, that thou wouldest deliver thy servant into 
the hand of Ahab, to slay me? 
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K i ngs 1 1 18:10 [As] theLORD thyGod liveth, thereisno nation or kingdom, whither my 
lord hath not sent to seek thee: and when they said, [H e i s] not [there]; he took an oath of 
the kingdom and nation, that they found thee not. 

K ings 1 1 18:11 And now thou sayest, G o, tell thy lord, Behold, Elijah [ishere]. 

K i ngs 1 1 18:12 And it shall cometo pass, [assoon as] I am gonefrom thee, that the spirit of 
the LO RD shall carry thee whither I know not; and [so] when I come and tell Ahab, and he 
cannot find thee, he shall slay me: but I thy servant fear the LORD from my youth. 

K i ngs 1 1 18:13 Wasit nottold my lord what I did whenjezebel slew theprophetsof the 
LORD, how I hid an hundred men of the LO RD 's prophets by fifty in a cave, andfedthem 
with bread and water? 

K ings 1 1 18:14 And now thou sayest, Go, tell thy lord, Behold, Elijah [ishere]: and he shall 
slay m e. 

K ings 1 1 18:15 And Elijah said, [As] the LORD of hosts liveth, beforewhom I stand, I will 
surely show myself unto him to day. 

K ings 1 1 18: 16 So O badiah went to meet Ahab, and told him: and Ahab went to meet 
Elijah. 

K i ngs 1 1 18:17 And itcameto pass, when Ahab saw Elijah, that Ahab said unto him, [Art] 
thou he that troubleth Israel? 

K ings 1 1 18:18 And heanswered, I have not troubled Israel; but thou, and thyfather's 
house, in that ye have forsaken the commandments of the LORD, and thou hast followed 
Baalim. 

K i ngs 1 1 18:19 Now therefore send, [and] gather to meall Israel unto mountCarmel, and 
the prophets of Baal four hundred and fifty, and the prophets of the grovesfour hundred, 
which eat at J ezebel 's table.

Kings 1 1 18:24 And call yeon the name of your gods, and I will cal I onthe nameof the 
LORD: and theGod that answereth byfire, lethim beGod. And all the people answered 
and said, It iswell spoken. 

Kings 1 1 18:25 And Elijah said unto the prophets of Baal, Chooseyou one bullock for 
yourselves, and dress [it] first; for ye [are] many; and call on the name of your gods, but put 
no fire [under]. 

Kings 1 1 18:26 And theytookthe bullock w hichwasgiven them, and they dressed [it], and 
cal I ed on the name of Baal from morning even until noon, saying, O Baal, hear us. But 
[there was] no voice, nor any that answered. And they leaped upon the altar which was 
made. 

Kings 1 1 18:27 And itcameto passatnoon, that Elijah mocked them, and said, Cryaloud: 
for he[is]agod; either heistalking, or heispursuing, or heisin ajourney, [or] 
peradventure he sleepeth, and must be awaked. 
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Kings l| 18:28 And they cried aloud, and cut themselvesafter their manner with knivesand 
lancets, till the blood gushed out upon them. 

Kings 1 1 18:29 And itcameto pass, when midday was past, and they prophesied until the 
[time] of the offering of the [evening] sacrifice, that [there was] neither voice, nor any to 
answer, nor any that regarded. 

Kings 1 1 18:30 And Elijah said unto all the people, Come near unto me. And all the people 
came near unto him. And he repaired the altar of the LORD [that was] broken down. 

K i ngs 1 1 18: 31 And Elijah took twelve stones, according to the number of the tribes of the 
sonsofjacob, unto whom the word of the LORD came, saying, Israel shall bethyname: 

Kings 1 1 18:32 And with the stones he built an altar i n the name of the LO R D : and he made 
a trench about the altar, as great as would contain two measures of seed. 

Kings 1 1 18:33 And he put the wood in order, and cut the bullock in pieces, and laid [him] 
on the wood, and said, Fiil four barrelswith water, and pour [it] on the burnt sacrifice, and 
on the wood. 

Kings l| 18:34 And hesaid, Do [it] the second time. And they did [it] thesecond time. And 
he said, Do [it] the third time. And they did [it] the third time. 

K i ngs 1 1 18:35 And the water ran round about the altar; and hefilled the trench also with 
water. 

K i ngs 1 1 18: 36 A nd it came to pass at [the ti me of ] the offeri ng of the [eveni ng] sacrifice, 
that Elijah the prophet came near, and said, LORD God of Abraham, Isaac, and of Israel, 
let it be known this day that thou [art] God in Israel, and [that] I [am] thy servant, and [that] 
I havedoneall thesethingsat thy word. 
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Kingsl| 18:37 Hear me, O LORD, hear me, that this people may know thatthou [artjthe 
LO RD God, and [that] thou hast turned their heart back again. 

K i ngs 1 1 18:38 Then thefireof theLORD fell, and consumed the burnt sacrifice, and the 
wood, and the stones, and the dust, and licked up the water that [was] in the trench. 

K i ngs 1 1 18:39 And when all the people saw [it], theyfell on their faces: and theysaid, The 
LORD, he[is]theGod; theLORD, he [is] the God. 

K ings 1 1 18:40 And Elijah said unto them, Takethe prophetsof Baal; let not oneof them 
escape. And they tookthem: and Elijah broughtthem down to the brook Kishon, and slew 
them there. 

K i ngs 1 1 18:41 And Elijah said unto Ahab, Gettheeup, eatand drink; for [there is] a sound 
of abundance of rain. 

K ings 1 1 18:42 So Ahabwentupto eatand to drink. And Elijah went upto the top of 
Carmel; and he cast himself down upon the earth, and put hisface between his knees, 

K i ngs 1 1 18:43 And said to his servant, G o up now, look toward thesea. And hewent up, 
and looked, and said, [There is] nothing. And hesaid, Go again seven times. 

K i ngs 1 1 18:44 And itcameto pass at the seventh time, that hesaid, Behold, therearisetha 
little cloud out of the sea, like a man's hand. And he said, Go up, say unto Ahab, Prepare 
[thy chariot], and get thee down, that the rain stop thee not. 

K ings 1 1 18:45 And it came to pass in the mean while, that the heaven was black with 
cloudsand wind, and there was a great rain. And Ahab rode, and wenttojezreel. 
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Kingsl| 18:46 And the hand of theLORD wason Elijah; and hegirded up hisloins, and ran 
before A hab to the entrance of J ezreel . 

K i ngs 1 1 19:1 And Ahab told J ezebel all that Elijah had done, and withal how he had slain all 
the prophets with the sword. 

K i ngs 1 1 19: 2 T hen J ezebel sent a messenger unto Elijah, saying, So letthegodsdo [to me], 
and more also, if I make not thy life as the life of one of them by to morrow about this 
time. 

K i ngs 1 1 19:3 And when hesaw [that], hearose, and wentfor hislife, and cameto 
Beersheba, which [belongeth] to J udah, and left his servant there. 

K ings 1 1 19:4 But he himself went aday'sjourney into thewilderness, and cameand sat 
down under ajuniper tree: and he requested for himself that he might die; and said, It is 
enough; now, O LO RD, take away my life; for I [am] not better than my fathers. 

K i ngs 1 1 19:5 And as he lay and slept under ajuniper tree, behold, then an angel touched 
him, and said unto h i m, Arise [and] eat. 

K i ngs 1 1 19:6 And helooked, and, behold, [there was] acakebaken on thecoals, anda 
cruse of water at his head. And he did eat and drink, and laid him down again. 

K i ngs 1 1 19:7 And the angel of theLORD came again thesecond time, and touched him, 
and said, Arise [and] eat; because the journey [is] too great for thee. 

K i ngs 1 1 19:8 And hearose, and did eat and drink, and went in the strength ofthatmeat 
forty days and forty nights unto H oreb the mount of God. 
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Kingsl| 19:9 And he came thither unto acave, and lodged there; and, behold, theword of 
the LO RD [came] to him, and he said unto him, W hat doest thou here, Elijah? 

K i ngs 1 1 19:10 And he said, I havebeen veryjealousfor theLORD God of hosts: for the 
children of Israel have forsaken thy covenant, thrown down thine altars, and slain thy 
prophets with the sword; and I, [even] I only, am left; and they seek my life, to take it 
away. 

K i ngs 1 1 19:11 And he said, Goforth, and stand upon the mount beforethe LORD. And, 
behold, the LO RD passed by, and a great and strong wind rent the mountains, and brake in 
piecestherocks beforethe LORD; [but] the LORD [was] not in the wind: andafter the 
wind an earthquake; [but] the LO RD [was] not in the earthquake: 

K i ngs 1 1 19:12 And after the earthquake a fire; [but] the LORD [was] not i n the f i re: and 
after the fire a still small voice. 

K i ngs 1 1 19:13 And it was[so], when Elijah heard [it] that hewrapped hisface in hismantle, 
and wentout, and stood in theentering in of thecave. And, behold, [there came] a voice 
unto him, and said, W hat doest thou here, Elijah? 

K i ngs 1 1 19: 14 And hesaid, I havebeen veryjealousfor the LORD God of hosts: because 
the children of Israel have forsaken thy covenant, thrown down thine altars, and slain thy 
prophets with the sword; and I, [even] I only, am left; and they seek my life, to take it 
away. 

K i ngs 1 1 19:15 And the LORD said unto him, Go, return on thy way to thewildernessof 
Damascus: and when thou comest, anoint Hazael [to be] king over Syria: 

K i ngs 1 1 19:16 And J ehu theson of Nimshi shaltthou anoint [to be] king over Israel: and 
Elishathe son of Shaphat of Abelmeholah shalt thou anoint [to be] prophet in thy room. 
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Kingsl| 19:17 And it shall cometo pass, [that] him that escapeth thesword of Hazael shall 
Jehu slay: and him that escapeth from the sword of Jehu shall Elisha slay. 

Kings l| 19:18 Yet I have left [me] seven thousand in Israel, all the knees which have not 
bowed unto Baal, and every mouth which hath not kissed him. 

Kings 1 1 19:19 So hedeparted thence, andfound Elisha the son of Shaphat, who [was] 
plowing [with] twelve yoke [of oxen] before him, and he with the twelfth: and Elijah passed 
by him, and cast his mantle upon him. 

Kings 1 1 19:20 And he left the oxen, and ran after Elijah, and said, Let me, I pray thee, kiss 
my father and my mother, and [then] I will follow thee. And he said unto him, Go back 
again: for what have I done to thee? 

Kings l| 19:21 And he returned back from him, and took a yoke of oxen, and si ew t hem, 
and boiled their flesh with the instruments of the oxen, and gave unto the people, and they 
did eat. Then he arose, and went after Elijah, and ministered unto him. 

Kings 1 1 20:1 And Benhadadthe king of Syriagathered all hishost together: and [there 
were] thirty and two kings with him, and horses, and chariots: and he went up and besieged 
Samaria, and warred against it. 

Kings 1 1 20:2 And he sent messengersto Ahab king of Israel into the city, and said unto 
him, Thussaith Benhadad, 

Kings l| 20:3 Thy silver and thy gold [is] mine; thy wivesalso and thy children, [evenjthe 
goodliest, [are] mine. 

Kings l| 20:4 And the king of Israel answered and said, Mylord, O king, accordingtothy 
saying, I [am] thine, and all that I have. 
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Kingsl| 20:5 And the messengerscameagain, and said, Thusspeaketh Benhadad, saying, 
Although I have sent unto thee, saying, Thou shaltdeliver methysilver, and thygold, and 
thy wives, and thy children; 

K ings 1 1 20:6 Yet I will send my servants unto theeto morrow about thistime, and they 
shall search thine house, and the houses of thy servants; and it shall be, [that] whatsoever is 
pleasant in thine eyes, they shall put [it] in their hand, and take [it] away. 

K ings 1 1 20:7 Then the kingof Israel called all theeldersof theland, and said, Mark, I pray 
you, and see how this [man] seeketh mischief: for he sent unto mefor my wives, and for 
my children, and for my silver, and for my gold; and I denied him not. 

K ings 1 1 20:8 And all theeldersand all the people said unto him, Hearken not [unto him], 
nor consent. 

K ings 1 1 20:9 W herefore he said unto the messengersof Benhadad, Tell my lord the king, 
All that thou didst send for to thy servant atthefirst I will do: but thisthing I may not do. 
And the messengers departed, and brought him word again. 

K ings 1 1 20:10 And Benhadad sent unto him, and said, Thegodsdo so unto me, and more 
also, if the dust of Samaria shall sufficefor handfulsfor all the people that follow me. 

K ings 1 1 20:11 And the kingof Israel answeredand said, Tell [him], Let not him that 
girdeth on [his harness] boast himself as he that putteth it off. 

K ings 1 1 20:12 And itcameto pass, when [Benhadad] heard thismessage, ashe[was] 
drinking, he and the kings in the pavilions, that he said unto his servants, Set [yourselves in 
array]. And they set [themselves i n array] against the city. 
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Kingsl| 20:13 And, behold, therecameaprophetunto Ahab kingof Israel, saying, Thus 
saiththeLORD, Hastthouseen all thisgreat multitude? behold, I will deliver itinto thine 
hand thisday; and thou shalt know that I [am] the LORD. 

K i ngs 1 1 20:14 And Ahab said, By whom?And hesaid, Thussaith theLORD, [Even] bythe 
young men of the princesof the provinces. Then hesaid, W ho shall order the battle? And 
he answered, Thou. 

K ings 1 1 20: 15 T hen he numbered the young men of the princes of the provinces, and they 
were two hundred and thirty two: and after them he numbered all the people, [even] all 
the children of Israel, [being] seven thousand. 

K ings 1 1 20:16 And they went out at noon. But Benhadad [w as] drinking himself drunk in 
the pavilions, heand thekings, the thirty and two kingsthat helped him. 

Kings 1 1 20: 17 And the young men of the princes of the provinces went out first; and 
Benhadad sent out, and they told him, saying, There are men come out of Samaria. 

Kings 1 1 20: 18 And hesaid, W hether they be come out for peace, takethem alive; or 
whether they be come out for war, take them alive. 

Kings 1 1 20: 19 So these young men of the princes of the provinces came out of the city, and 
the army which followed them. 

Kings l| 20:20 And they slew every one his man: and the Syriansfled; and Israel pursued 
them: and Benhadad the king of Syria escaped on an horse with the horsemen. 

Kings 1 1 20:21 And the kingof Israel went out, and smotethe horsesand chariots, and slew 
the Syrians with a great slaughter. 
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Kingsl| 20:22 And the prophet came to theking of Israel, and said unto him, Go, 
strengthen thyself, and mark, and see what thou doest: for at the return of the year the king 
of Syria will come up against thee. 

K i ngs 1 1 20:23 And the servants of the king of Syria said unto him, Their gods[are] godsof 
the hills; therefore they werestronger than w e; but let usfight against them intheplain, 
and surely we shall be stronger than they. 

K i ngs 1 1 20:24 And do thisthing, Takethe kingsaway, every man out ofhisplace, and put 
captainsin their rooms: 

K i ngs 1 1 20:25 And number thee an army, like the armythat thou hastlost, horsefor horse, 
and chariot for chariot: and we will fight against them in the plain, [and] surely we shall be 
stronger than they. And he hearkened unto their voice, and did so. 

K i ngs 1 1 20:26 And itcameto passatthe return of the year, that Benhadad numbered the 
Syrians, and went up to Aphek, to fight against Israel. 

K ings 1 1 20:27 And thechildren of Israel were numbered, andwereall present, and went 
against them: and thechildren of Israel pitched beforethem liketwo little flocks of kids; 
but the Syrians filled the country. 

K ings 1 1 20:28 And there came a man of God, and spake unto the king of Israel, and said, 
ThussaiththeLORD, Because the Syrians have said, The LO R D [is] God ofthe hills, but 
he[is] not God of thevalleys, therefore will I deliver all thisgreat multitudeinto thine 
hand, and ye shall know that I [am] the LORD. 

K ings 1 1 20:29 And they pitched one over against the other seven days. And [so] it was, that 
intheseventh daythe battle was joined: and thechildren of Israel slew of the Syrians an 
hundred thousand footmen in one day. 
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Kingsl| 20:30 Butthe restfled to Aphek, into thecity; and [there] a wali fell upon twenty 
and seven thousand of the men [that were] left. And Benhadad fled, and came into the city, 
into an inner chamber. 

K i ngs 1 1 20:31 And his servants said unto him, Behold now, wehaveheard that the kingsof 
the house of Israel [are] merciful kings: let us, I pray thee, put sackcloth on our loins, and 
ropesupon our heads, and go outto thekingof Israel: peradventurehewill savethy life. 

Kings l| 20:32 So they girded sackcloth on their loins, and [put] ropeson their heads, and 
came to the king of Israel, and said, Thy servant Benhadad saith, I pray thee, let me live. 
And he said, [ls] he yet alive? he [is] my brother. 

Kings l| 20:33 Now the men did diligently observe whether [any thing would come]from 
him, and did hastily catch [it]: and they said, Thy brother Benhadad. Then he said, G o ye, 
bring him. Then Benhadad cameforth to him; and hecaused him to comeup into the 
chariot. 

Kings l| 20:34 And [Benhadad] said unto him, Thecities, which myfather tookfrom thy 
father, I will restore; and thou shalt make streetsfor thee i n Damascus, as my father made 
in Samaria. Then [said Ahab], I will send theeaway with thiscovenant. So he made a 
covenant with him, and sent him away. 

Kings 1 1 20:35 And acertain man of the sonsof the prophets said unto hisneighbour in the 
word oftheLORD, Smiteme, I pray thee. And the man refused to smite him. 
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K i ngs 1 1 20: 36 T hen said he unto hi m, Because thou hast not obeyed the voice of the 
LORD, behold, assoon as thou art departed from me, a I ion shall slay thee. And assoon as 
he was departed from him, a lion found him, and slew him. 

K ings 1 1 20:37 Then he found another man, and said, Smiteme, I pray thee. And theman 
smote him, so that in smiting he wounded [him]. 

K ings 1 1 20:38 So the prophet departed, and waited for the king by the way, and disguised 
himself with ashesupon hisface. 

K ings 1 1 20:39 And as the king passed by, hecried unto the king: and hesaid, Thyservant 
went out into the midst of the battle; and, behold, a man turned aside, and brought a man 
unto me, and said, Keepthisman: ifbyany meanshebemissing, then shall thy I ifebe for 
his life, or else thou shalt pay a talent of silver. 

K i ngs 1 1 20:40 And as thy servant was busy here and there, he wasgone. And the king of 
Israel said unto him, So [shall] thy judgment [be]; thyself hast decided [it]. 

K ings 1 1 20:41 And he hasted, and took the ashesaway from hisface; and the king of Israel 
discerned him that he [was] of the prophets. 

K i ngs 1 1 20:42 And hesaid unto him, Thussaith the LORD, Because thou hast let go out of 
[thy] hand a man whom I appointed to utter destruction, therefore thy life shall go for his 
life, and thy peoplefor hispeople. 

K ings 1 1 20:43 And the king of Israel went to his house heavy and displeased, and came to 
Samar i a. 

K i ngs 1 1 21:1 And itcameto passafter thesethings, [that] Naboththejezreelite had a 
vineyard, which [was] in Jezreel, hard by the palace of Ahab king of Samaria. 
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Kingsl| 21:2 And Ahab spake unto N aboth, saying, Give methy vineyard, thatl mayhave 
it for a garden of herbs, because it [is] near unto my house: and I will give thee for it a 
better vineyard than it; [or], if it seem good to thee, I will give thee the worth of it in 
money. 

K i ngs 1 1 21:3 And N aboth said to Ahab, TheLORD forbid it me, that I should give the 
inheritance of my fathers unto thee. 

K i ngs 1 1 21:4 And Ahab cameinto his house heavyand displeased because of the word 
which N aboth thejezreelitehad spoken to him: for he had said, I will not give thee the 
inheritance of my fathers. And he laid him down upon hisbed, and turned away hisface, 
and would eat no bread. 

K i ngs 1 1 21:5 Butjezebel hiswifecameto him, and said unto him, Why isthy spirit sosad, 
that thou eatest no bread? 

K i ngs 1 1 21:6 And hesaid unto her, Because I spake unto N aboth thejezreelite, and said 
unto him, Give methy vineyard for money; or else, ifit pleasethee, I will give thee 
[another] vineyard for it: and he answered, I will not give thee my vineyard. 

K i ngs 1 1 21:7 Andjezebel his w ife said unto him, Dostthou now govern the kingdom of 
Israel? arise, [and] eat bread, and let thine heart be merry: I will give thee the vineyard of 
N aboth thejezreelite. 

K i ngs 1 1 21:8 So she wrote letters in Ahab's name, and sealed [themjwith his seal, and sent 
the letters unto the elders and to the nobles that [were] in hiscity, dwelling with N aboth. 

K ings 1 1 21: 9 And she wrote i n the letters, saying, Proclaim afast, and set N aboth on high 
among the people: 

K ings 1 1 21:10 And set two men, sonsof Belial, beforehim, to bear witnessagainst him, 
saying, Thou didst blaspheme God and the king. And [thenj carry him out, and stone him, 
that he may die. 
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K i ngs 1 1 21: 11 And the men of his city, [even] the elders and the nobles who were the 
inhabitants in his city, did asjezebel had sent unto them, [and] as it [w as] written in the 
letterswhich she had sent unto them.

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Kingsll| 3:19 And yeshall smiteeveryfenced city, and every choice city, and shall fell 
every good tree, and stop all wells of water, and mar every good piece of land with stones. 

Kingsll| 3:20 And it cameto pass in the morning, when the meat offering wasoffered, 
that, behold, there came water by the way of Edom, and the country wasfilled with water. 

Kings ll| 3:21 And when all the M oabites heard that the kings were come up to fight against 
them, they gathered all that were able to put on armour, and upward, and stood in the 
border. 

Kings ll| 3:22 And they rose up early in the morning, and the sun shone upon the water, 
and the M oabites saw the water on the other side [as] red as blood:

And therewasgreat indignation against Israel: and 
they departed from him, and returned to [their own] land. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 4:1 Now there cried acertain woman of thewivesof thesonsof theprophets 
unto Elisha, saying, Thy servant my husband isdead; and thou knowest that thy servant did 
fear the LORD: and thecreditor iscometo takeunto him my two sonsto be bondmen. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 4:2 And Elisha said unto her, Whatshall I do for thee? tell me, what hastthou in 
the house?And shesaid, Thinehandmaid hath not any thing in the house, saveapot of oil. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 4:3 Then he said, Go, borrow theevesselsabroad of all thy neighbours, [even] 
empty vessels; borrow notafew. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 4:4 And when thou art come in, thou shalt shut the door upon thee and upon thy 
sons, and shalt pour out into all those vessels, and thou shalt set aside that which isfull. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 4:5 So shewentfrom him, and shut the door upon her and upon her sons, who 
brought [the vessels] to her; and she poured out. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 4:6 And itcameto pass, when the vessels were f uli, that shesaid unto her son, 
Bring meyet avessel. And hesaid unto her, [There i s] not avessel more. And the oil 
stayed. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 4:7 Then shecameand told the man of God. And hesaid, Go, sell the oil, and pay 
thy debt, and live thou and thy children of the rest. 

Kings ll| 4:8 And itfell on aday, that Elisha passed to Shunem, where [w as] agreat 
woman; and she constrained him to eat bread. And [so] it was, [that] asoft as he passed by, 
he turned in thither to eat bread. 
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K ings II | 4:9 And shesaidunto her husband, Beholdnow, I perceive that this [is] an holy 
man of God, which passeth by uscontinually. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 4:10 Let us make a little chamber, I praythee, on the wali; and letussetfor him 
there a bed, and a table, and a stool, and a candlestick: and it shall be, when he cometh to 
us, that he shall turn in thither. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 4:11 And itfell on aday, that he came thither, and heturned into the chamber, 
and I ay there. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 4:12 And hesaid to Gehazi hisservant, Call this Shunammite. And when he had 
called her, she stood before him. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 4:13 And he said unto him, Say now unto her, Behold, thou hast been careful for 
uswith all thiscare; what [is] to bedonefor thee?wouldestthou bespoken for to the king, 
or to thecaptain of the host? And sheanswered, I dwell among mineown people. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 4:14 And he said, Whatthen [is] to be donefor her? And Gehazi answered, Verily 
she hath no child, and her husband isold. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 4:15 And hesaid, Call her. And when he had called her, she stood in thedoor. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 4:16 And hesaid, About this season, accordingto thetimeof life, thou shalt 
embraceason. And she said, Nay, my lord, [thou] man of God, do not lieunto thine 
handmaid. 

K i ngs II | 4:17 And thewoman conceived, and bareason atthat season that Elisha had said 
unto her, according to the time of life. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 4:18 And when the child wasgrown, itfell on aday, that hewentoutto hisfather 
to the reapers. 

K i ngs II | 4:19 And hesaid unto hisfather, M y head, my head. And hesaid to alad, Carry 
him to hismother.

And it came 
to pass, when the man of God saw her afar off, that he said to Gehazi his servant, Behold, 
[yonder is] that Shunammite: 

K i ngs 1 1 1 4:26 Run now, I praythee, to meet her, and say unto her, [I s i t] well with thee? 
[is it] well with thy husband? [is it] well with the child? And sheanswered, [It is] well. 

K i ngs II | 4:27 And when she came to the man of God tothehill, shecaught him bythe 
feet: but Gehazi came near to thrust her away. And the man of God said, Let her alone; for 
her soul [is] vexed within her: and the LO R D hath hid [it] from me, and hath not told me. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 4:28 Then she said, Did I desire a son of my lord? did I not say, Do notdeceive 
m e? 

K i ngs 1 1 1 4:29 Then he said to Gehazi, Gird upthy loins, and take mystaff inthine hand, 
and go thy way: if thou meet any man, salute him not; and if any salute thee, answer him 
not again: and lay my staff upon the face of the child. 
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Kingsll| 4:30 And themother of thechild said, [As]theLORD liveth, and [as] thy soul 
liveth, I will not leavethee. And hearose, and followed her. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 4:31 And Gehazi passed on before them, and laid thestaff upon thefaceof the 
child; but [there was] neither voice, nor hearing. W herefore he went again to meet him, 
and told him, saying, The child is not awaked. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 4:32 And when Elishawascomeinto thehouse, behold, thechild wasdead, [and] 
laid upon hisbed.

K i ngs 1 1 1 4:34 And hewent up, and lay upon thechild, and put hismouth upon hismouth, 
and his eyes upon his eyes, and his hands upon his hands: and he stretched himself upon the 
child; and the flesh of the child waxed warm. 

K i ngs II | 4:35 T hen he returned, and walked i n the houseto and fro; and went up, and 
stretched himself upon him: and the child sneezed seven times, and the child opened his 
eyes. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 4:36 And hecalled Gehazi, and said, Call thisShunammite. So hecalled her. And 
when she was come in unto him, he said, Take up thy son. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 4:37 Then she went in, andfell at hisfeet, and bowed herself to theground, and 
took up her son, and went out. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 4:38 And Elishacameagain to Gilgal: and [there was] a dearth in theland; and the 
sons of the prophets [were] sitting before him: and he said unto his servant, Set on the great 
pot, and seethe pottage for the sons of the prophets. 
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Kings ll| 4:39 And one went out into thefield to gather herbs, and found a wild vine, and 
gathered thereof wild gourds his lap full, and came and shred [them] into the pot of 
pottage: for they knew [them] not. 

Kings ll| 4:40 So they poured out for the men to eat. And it came to pass, as they were 
eating of the pottage, that they cried out, and said, O [thou] man of God, [there is] death in 
the pot. And they could not eat [thereof]. 

Kings ll| 4:41 But hesaid, Then bring meal. And he cast [it] into the pot; and hesaid, Pour 
out for the people, that they may eat. And there was no harm in the pot. 

Kings II | 4:42 And there came a man from Baalshalisha, and brought the man of God bread 
of the firstfruits, twenty loaves of barley, and full ears of corn in the husk thereof. And he 
said, G ive unto the people, that they may eat. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 4:43 And his servitor said, What, should I setthisbeforean hundred men?Hesaid 
again, G ive the people, that they may eat: for thussaith the LO R D, They shall eat, and 
shall I eave [thereof]. 

Kings ll| 4:44 So he set [it] before them, and they did eat, and left [thereof], according to 
theword oftheLORD. 

Kings ll| 5:1 Now Naaman, captainofthe host of thekingof Syria, wasagreat man with 
his master, and honourable, because by him the LO R D had given deliverance unto Syria: he 
was also a mighty man i n valour, [but he was] a leper. 

Kings ll| 5:2 And the Syrians had gone out bycompanies, and had brought awaycaptive out 
of the land of Israel a little maid; and she waited on N aaman's wife. 

Kings ll| 5:3 And she said unto her mistress, Would God my lord [were] with the prophet 
that [is] in Samaria! for he would recover him of his leprosy. 
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Kingsll| 5:4 And [one] went in, and told hislord, saying, Thusand thussaid the maid that 
[is] oftheland of Israel. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 5:5 And the king ofSyria said, Goto, go, and I will send aletter unto the kingof 
Israel. And he departed, and took with him ten talents of silver, and six thousand [pieces] of 
gold, and ten changesof raiment. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 5:6 And he brought the letter to the kingof Israel, saying, Now when thisletter is 
come unto thee, behold, I have [therewith] sent N aaman my servant to thee, that thou 
mayest recover him of his leprosy. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 5:7 And it cameto pass, when the king of Israel had read the letter, that he rent 
his clothes, and said, [Am] I God, to kill and to makealive, thatthisman doth send unto 
me to recover a man of his leprosy? wherefore consider, I pray you, and see how he 
seeketh a quarrel against me. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 5:8 And it was[so], when Elishatheman of God had heard that the kingof Israel 
had rent his clothes, that he sent to the king, saying, W herefore hast thou rent thy clothes? 
let him come now to me, and he shall know that there is a prophet in Israel. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 5:9 So Naaman came with hishorsesand with hischariot, and stood atthedoor of 
the house of Elisha. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 5:10 And Elisha sent a messenger unto him, saying, Go and wash injordan seven 
times, and thy flesh shall come again to thee, and thou shalt be clean. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 5:11 But Naaman waswroth, and wentaway, and said, Behold, I thought, Hewill 
surely comeoutto me, and stand, and call on the nameof theLORD his God, and strike 
his hand over the place, and recover the leper. 
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Kingsll| 5:12 [A re] not Abanaand Pharpar, riversof Damascus, better than all thewaters 
of Israel? may I not wash in them, and be clean? So he turned and went away in a rage. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 5:13 And hisservantscamenear, and spakeunto him, and said, Myfather, [if]the 
prophet had bid thee [do some] great thing, wouldest thou not have done [it]? how much 
rather then, when he saith to thee, W ash, and be clean? 

K i ngs 1 1 1 5:14 Then went hedown, and dipped himself seven times in J ordan, accordingto 
thesaying of theman of God: and hisflesh cameagain likeunto theflesh of alittlechild, 
and he w as clean. 



K i ngs 1 1 1 5:15 And he returned to the man of God, heand all hiscompany, and came, and 
stood before him: and he said, Behold, now I know that [there is] no God in all the earth, 
but i n Israel: now therefore, I pray thee, take a blessing of thy servant. 



K i ngs 1 1 1 5:16 But hesaid, [As]theLORD liveth, before whom I stand, I will receivenone. 
And he urged him to take [it]; but he refused. 



K i ngs 1 1 5:17 And Naaman said, Shal I there not then, I pray thee, be given to thy servant 
two mu es' burden of earth? for thy servant will henceforth offer neither burnt offering nor 
sacrifice unto other gods, but unto the LO RD. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 5:18 In thisthingthe LORD pardon thy servant, [that] when my master goeth into 
the house of Rimmon to worship there, and he leaneth on my hand, and I bow myself in 
the house of Rimmon: when I bow down myself in the house of Rimmon, the LORD 
pardon thy servant in this thing. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 5:19 And hesaid unto him, Go in peace. So he departed from him alittleway. 
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Kingsll| 5:20 ButGehazi, theservant of Elishathe man ofGod, said, Behold, my master 
hath spared Naaman this Syrian, i n not receiving at his handsthat which he brought: but, 
[as] the LO RD liveth, I will run after him, and take somewhat of him. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 5:21 So Gehazi followed after Naaman. And when Naaman saw [him] running 
after him, he lighted down from the chariot to meet him, and said, [ls] all well? 

K i ngs 1 1 1 5:22 And hesaid, All [is] well. M y master hath sent me, saying, Behold, even now 
there be come to me from mount Ephraim two young men of the sons of the prophets: give 
them, I pray thee, a talent of silver, and two changes of garments. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 5:23 And Naaman said, Becontent, take two talents. And heurged him, and 
bound two talents of silver in two bags, with two changes of garments, and laid [them] 
upon two of hisservants; and they bare [them] before him. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 5:24 And when hecameto thetower, hetook [them] from their hand, and 
bestowed [them] in the house: and he let the men go, and they departed. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 5:25 But hewent in, and stood before his master. And Elishasaid unto him, 
W hence [comest thou], Gehazi? And hesaid, Thyservant went nowhither. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 5:26 And he said unto him, W ent not mine heart [with thee], when the man 
turned again from his chariot to meet thee? [I s it] atimeto receive money, and to receive 
garments, and oliveyards, and vineyards, and sheep, and oxen, and menservants, and 
maidservants? 
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Kingsll| 5:27 The leprosy therefore of N aaman shall cleave unto thee, and unto thy seed 
for ever. And hewent out from his presence a leper [aswhite] assnow. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 6:1 And thesonsof the prophetssaid unto Elisha, Behold now, the place where 
wedwell withtheeistoo straitfor us. 

K i ngs II | 6:2 Letusgo, wepraythee, unto Jordan, and take thence every manabeam, and 
let usmakeusaplacethere, where wemay dwell. And heanswered, Goye. 

K i ngs II | 6:3 And one said, Becontent, I praythee, and go withthyservants. And he 
answered, I will go. 

K i ngs II | 6:4 So hewent w iththem. And when they cameto Jordan, they cutdown wood. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 6:5 Butasonewasfellingabeam, theax headfell intothewater: and hecried, 
and said, Alas, master! for it wasborrowed. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 6:6 And theman of God said, Wherefell it? And heshowed him the place. And 
he cut down a stick, and cast [it] in thither; and the iron did swim. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 6:7 Therefore said he, Take [it] up to thee. And he put out his hand, and took it. 

Kings II | 6:8 Then the king of Syria warred against Israel, and took counsel with his 
servants, saying, I n such and such a place [shall be] my camp. 

Kings II | 6:9 And theman of God sentunto the king of Israel, saying, Bewarethatthou pass 
not such a place; for thither the Syrians are come down. 

Kings II | 6:10 And the king of Israel sent to the place which the man of God told him and 
warned him of, and saved himself there, not once nor twice. 

Kings II | 6:11 Therefore the heart of the king of Syria was sore troubled for thisthing; and 
he called his servants, and said unto them, W ill ye not show me which of us [is] for the king 
of Israel? 
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Kingsll| 6:12 And oneof his servants said, None, mylord, O king: but Elisha, theprophet 
that [is] in Israel, telleth the king of Israel the wordsthat thou speakest in thy bedchamber.

Ki ngs II | 6:15 And when theservant of theman of God wasrisen early, and goneforth, 
behold, an host compassed the city both with horses and chariots. And hisservant said unto 
him, Alas, my master! how shall wedo?

And the LORD opened theeyesof theyoung man; and hesaw: and, behold, the 
mountain [was] full of horses and chariots of f i re round about Elisha. 



K i ngs 1 1 1 6:18 And when they came down to him, Elisha prayed unto the LORD, and said, 
Smite this people, I praythee, with blindness. And hesmotethem with blindness according 
to theword of Elisha. 



Kingsll | 6:19 And Elisha said unto them, T his [is] nottheway, neither [is] this the city: 
follow me, and I will bring you to the man whom ye seek. But he led them to Samaria. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 6:20 And it cameto pass, when they werecomeinto Samaria, that Elisha said, 
LO RD, open the eyes of these [men], that they may see. And the LORD opened their eyes, 
and they saw; and, behold, [they were] in the midst of Samaria. 
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Kingsll| 6:21 And thekingof Israel said unto Elisha, when hesaw them, M y father, shall I 
smite [them]? shall I smite [them]? 

Kings ll| 6:22 And heanswered, Thou shalt not smite [them]: wouldestthou smite those 
whom thou hast taken captive with thy sword and with thy bow? set bread and water 
before them, that they may eat and drink, and go to their master. 

Kings ll| 6:23 And he prepared great provision for them: and when they had eaten and 
drunk, he sent them away, and they went to their master. So the bands of Syria came no 
moreinto theland of Israel. 



Kings II | 6:24 And it cameto passafter this, that Benhadad kingof Syria gathered all his 
host, and went up, and besieged Samaria. 

Kings II 6:25 And therewas a great faminein Samaria: and, behold, they besieged i t, until 
an ass's head was [sold] for fourscore [pieces] of silver, and the fourth part of a cab of dove's 
dung for five [pieces] of silver. 

Kings ll| 6:26 And as the kingof Israel waspassing by upon the wali, therecried awoman 
unto him, saying, Help, my lord, O king. 

Kings ll| 6:27 And hesaid, If the LORD do not helpthee, whence shall I help thee? out of 
the barnfloor, or out of the winepress? 



Kings II | 6:28 And the king said unto her, W hat aileth thee? And she answered, This 
woman said unto me, Give thy son, that we may eat him to day, and we will eat my son to 
morrow.

K i ngs 1 1 1 6:31 Then hesaid, God dosoand morealsoto me, if thehead of Elisha the son of 
Shaphat shall stand on him thisday. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 6:32 But Elisha sat in hishouse, and theelderssat with him; and [the king] senta 
man from before him: but ere the messenger came to him, he said to the elders, See ye 
how this son of a murderer hath sent to take away mine head? look, when the messenger 
cometh, shut the door, and hold him fast at the door: [is] not the sound of his master'sfeet 
behind him? 



K i ngs 1 1 1 6:33 And while he yet talked with them, behold, the messenger came down unto 
him: and hesaid, Behold, thisevil [is] of the LORD; whatshould I waitfor theLORD any 
longer? 



K i ngs 1 1 1 7:lThen Elisha said, Hear yetheword of theLORD; Thussaith theLORD, To 
morrow about this time [shall] a measureof fineflour [besold]for ashekel, and two 
measures of barley for a shekel, in the gate of Samaria. 

Kings II 7:2 Then a lord on whose hand the king leaned answered the man of God, and 
said, Behold, [if] the LORD would make windowsin heaven, mightthisthing be?And he 
said, Behold, thou shalt see [it] with thine eyes, but shalt not eat thereof. 

Kings II | 7:3 And there werefour leprous men at the entering in of the gate: and they said 
one to another, W hy sit we here until we die? 
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Kingsll| 7:4 If wesay, Wewill enter into thecity, then the famine [is] in thecity, and we 
shall diethere: and if wesitstill here, wediealso. Now therefore come, and letusfall unto 
the host of the Syrians: if they save us alive, we shall live; and if they kill us, we shall but 
die. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 7:5 And they roseupin the twilight, to go unto the campof the Syrians: andwhen 
they were come to the uttermost part of the camp of Syria, behold, [there was] no man 
there. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 7:6 For the Lord had madethe host of the Syrians to hear a noise of chariots, and a 
noise of horses, [even] the noise of a great host: and they said one to another, L o, the king 
of Israel hath hired against usthekingsof the H ittites, and the kings of the Egyptians, to 
come upon us. 

Kings ll| 7:7 W herefore they aroseand fled in the twilight, and left their tents, and their 
horses, and their asses, even the camp as it [was], and fled for their life. 

Kings ll| 7:8 And when these leperscameto the uttermost part of the camp, they went into 
onetent, and did eat and drink, and carried thence silver, and gold, and raiment, and went 
and hid [it]; and came again, and entered into another tent, and carried thence [also], and 
went and hid [it].

Kings II | 7:10 So they came and called unto the porter of the city: and they told them, 
saying, W e came to the camp of the Syrians, and, behold, [there was] no man there, 
neither voice of man, but horses tied, and asses tied, and the tents as they [were]. 
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Kings II | 7:11 And he called the porters; and they told [it] to the king's house within. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 7:12 And the king arose in the night, and said unto hisservants, I will now show 
you what the Syrians have done to us. They know that we [be] hungry; therefore are they 
gone out of the camp to hide t hem sel ves i n the field, saying, W hen they come out of the 
city, we shall catch them alive, and get into the city. 

Kings II | 7:13 And one of his servants answered and said, Let [some] take, I pray thee, five 
of the horsesthat remain, which are left in the city, (behold, they [are] asali the multitude 
of Israel that are left in it: behold, [I say], they [are] even as all the multitude of the 
Israel i tes that are consumed:) and let ussend and see. 

Kings II | 7:14 They took therefore two chariot horses; and the king sent after the host of 
the Syrians, saying, G o and see. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 7:15 And they w ent after them untojordan: and, lo, all theway [was] full of 
garments and vessels, which the Syrians had cast away in their haste. And the messengers 
returned, and told the king. 

Kings ll| 7:16 And the peoplewent out, and spoiled the tentsof the Syrians. Soameasure 
of fine flour was [sold] for a shekel, and two measures of barley for a shekel, according to 
theword oftheLORD. 

Kings II | 7:17 And the king appointed the lord on whose hand he leaned to have the charge 
ofthegate: and the peopletrodeupon him in thegate, and hedied, as the man ofGod had 
said, who spake w hen the king came down to him. 
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Kingsll| 7:18 And it cameto passasthe man of God hadspoken to the king, saying, Two 
measures of barley for a shekel, and a measure of fine flour for a shekel, shall be to morrow 
about this time in the gate of Samaria: 

K ings II | 7: 19 And thatlord answered the man ofGod, and said, Now, behold, [if] the 
LORD should make windowsin heaven, mightsuch athing be?And hesaid, Behold, thou 
shalt see it with thine eyes, but shalt not eat thereof. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 7:20 And so itfell outunto him: for the peopletrodeupon him in the gate, and he 
died. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 8:1 Then spake Elisha unto thewoman, whoseson he had restored to life, saying, 
Arise, and go thou and thine household, and sojourn wheresoever thou canst sojourn: for 
the LO RD hath called for afamine; and it shall also come upon the land seven years. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 8:2 And the woman arose, and did after the saying of the man of God: and she 
went with her household, and sojourned in the land of the Philistinesseven years. 

Kings ll| 8:3 And it cameto pass at the seven years' end, that the woman returned out of 
the land of the Phll istines: and she went forth to cry unto the king for her house and for her 
land. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 8:4 And the king talked with Gehazi theservant of the man of God, saying, Tell 
me, I pray thee, all the great thingsthat Elisha hath done. 

Kings II | 8:5 And it cameto pass, as he w as tell i ng the king how he had restored a dead 
body to life, that, behold, the woman, whose son he had restored to life, cried to the king 
for her house and for her land. And Gehazi said, M y lord, O king, this [is] the woman, and 
this [is] her son, whom Elisha restored to life. 
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Kingsll| 8:6 And when the king asked the woman, shetold him. Sothe kingappointed 
unto her acertain officer, saying, Restoreall that [w as] hers, and all the fruits of thefield 
since the day that she left the land, even until now. 



Kingsll 8:7 And Elishacameto Damascus; and Benhadadthekingof Syriawassick; andit 
wastold him, saying, Theman of God iscome hither. 

Kings ll| 8:8 And the king said unto Hazael, Take a present in thine hand, and go, meet the 
man of God, and inguireof theLORD by him, saying, Shall I recover of thisdisease? 



Kings ll| 8:9 So Hazael wentto meet him, and took a present with him, even of every good 
thing of Damascus, forty camels' burden, and came and stood before him, and said, Thy 
son Benhadad king of Syria hath sent me to thee, saying, Shall I recover of this disease? 

Kings ll| 8:10 And Elishasaid unto him, Go, say unto him, Thou mayest certainly recover: 
howbeit the LO RD hath showed me that he shall surely die. 



K i ngs 1 1 1 8:11 And hesettled his countenance stedfastly, until hewasashamed: and the man 
of God wept. 

Kings ll| 8:12 And Hazael said, Whyweepeth mylord?And heanswered, Becausel know 
the evil that thou wilt do unto the children of Israel: their strong holds wilt thou set on fire, 
and their young men wilt thou slay with the sword, and wilt dash their children, and rip up 
their women with child. 

Kings II | 8:13 And Hazael said, Butwhat, [is] thy servant a dog, that he should do thisgreat 
thing? And Elishaanswered, TheLORD hath showed me that thou [shalt be] kingover 
Syria. 



K i ngs 1 1 1 8:14 So hedeparted from Elisha, and cameto his master; who said to him, W hat 
said Elisha to thee? And heanswered, Hetold me[that] thou shouldest surely recover. 
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Kingsll| 8:15 And it cameto passon the morrow, that he took a thick cioth, and dipped 
[it] in water, and spread [it] on hisface, so that he died: and Hazael reigned in hisstead. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 8:16 And i n thefifth year ofjoram theson of Ahab kingof Israel, J ehoshaphat 
[being] then king of J udah, Jehoram the son of J ehoshaphat king of Judah began to reign. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 8:17 Thirty and two yearsold washe when he began to reign; and he reigned 
eight yearsinjerusalem. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 8:18 And hewalked in the wayof the ki ngs of Israel, asdidthe houseof Ahab: for 
thedaughter of Ahab washiswife: and hedid evil in thesight of the LORD. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 8:19 Yet the LORD would not destroyj udah for David hisservant'ssake, ashe 
promised him to give him alway a light, [and] to his children. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 8:20 In hisdays Edom revolted from under the hand of Judah, and madeaking 
over themselves. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 8:21 Sojoram went over to Zair, and all thechariots with him: and he rose by 
night, and smotethe Edomiteswhich compassed him about, and thecaptainsof the 
chariots: and the peoplefled into their tents. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 8:22 Yet Edom revolted from under the hand of Judah unto thisday. Then Libnah 
revolted atthe sametime. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 8:23 And the rest of the acts ofjoram, and all that hedid, [are] they notwritten in 
the book of the chronicles of the kings of J udah? 

K i ngs 1 1 1 8:24 And Joram slept with hisfathers, and wasburied with hisfathersin thecity 
of David: and Ahaziah his son reigned in hisstead. 
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Kings II | 8:25 I n the twelfth year of Joram the son of Ahab king of Israel did Ahaziah the 
son of Jehoram kingofjudah begin to reign. 



Kings ll| 8:26 Two and twenty yearsold [w as] Ahaziah when he began to reign; and he 
reigned oneyear injerusalem. And hismother's name[was] Athaliah, thedaughter of Omri 
king of Israel. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 8:27 And hewalked in the way of the houseof Ahab, and didevil inthesight of 
theLORD, as [did] the houseof Ahab: for he [was]theson i n law of the houseof Ahab. 



Kings II | 8:28 And he went with J oram the son of Ahab to the war against H azael king of 
Syriain Ramothgilead; and theSyrianswoundedJoram. 



Kingsll 8:29 And kingjoram went backto behealed injezreel of thewoundswhichthe 
Syrians had given him at Ramah, when hefought against H azael king of Syria. And Ahaziah 
the son of Jehoram kingofjudah went down to seejoram the son of Ahab injezreel, 
because hewassick. 



Kings II | 9: 1 And Elisha the prophet called one of the children of the prophets, and said 
unto him, Gird upthy loins, and take this box ofoil inthine hand, and go to Ramothgilead: 

Kings II | 9:2 And when thou comest thither, look outtherejehu the son of J ehoshaphat the 
son of N imshi, and go in, and make him arise up from among his brethren, and carry him 
to an inner chamber; 

K i ngs 1 1 1 9:3Then take the box ofoil, and pour [it] on hishead, andsay, Thussaith the 
LO RD, I have anointed thee king over Israel. Then open the door, and flee, and tarry not. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 9:4 So theyoung man, [even]theyoung man the prophet, went to Ramothgilead. 
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Kingsll| 9:5 And when hecame, behold, the captainsof the host [were] sitting; and he 
said, I havean errand to thee, O captain. Andjehu said, Unto whichof all us?And hesaid, 
T o thee, O captain. 

Kings II | 9:6 And hearose, and went intothe house; and he poured theoil on hishead, and 
said unto him, Thus saith the LO RD God of Israel, I haveanointed thee kingover the 
peopleof theLORD, [even]over Israel. 

Kings II | 9:7 And thou shalt smite the house of Ahab thy master, that I may avenge the 
blood of my servants the prophets, and the blood of all the servants of the LO R D, at the 
hand of J ezebel . 

Kings ll| 9:8 For the whole house of Ahabshall perish: and I will cut offfrom Ahab him 
that pisseth against the wali, and him that isshut u p and left i n Israel: 

K i ngs 1 1 1 9:9 And I will makethe house of Ahab likethe houseofjeroboam theson of 
Nebat, and likethe house of Baasha theson of A hijah: 

Kings II | 9:10 And thedogsshall eat J ezebel in the portion of Jezreel, and [thereshall be] 
none to bury [her]. And he opened the door, and fled. 

Kings ll| 9:11 Then Jehu cameforthto the servants of hislord: and [one] said unto him, [ls] 
all well?wherefore camethismad [f el I ow ] to thee? And he said unto them, Yeknow the 
man, and hiscommunication. 

Kings II | 9:12 And they said, [It is] false; tell usnow. And hesaid, Thus and thusspake he 
to me, saying, Thus saith theLORD, I haveanointed thee kingover Israel. 

Kings ll| 9:13 Then theyhasted, and tookeveryman hisgarment, and put [it] under himon 
the top of thestairs, and blew with trumpets, saying, Jehu isking. 
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Kingsll| 9:14 Sojehu theson of J ehoshaphat the son of Nimshi conspired against Joram. 
(N ow J oram had kept Ramothgilead, he and all Israel, because of H azael king of Syria. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 9:15 But kingjoram wasreturned to be healed injezreel of thewoundswhichthe 
Syrianshad given him, when hefoughtwith H azael king of Syria.) Andjehu said, If it be 
your minds, [then] let none go forth [nor] escape out of the city to go to tell [it] in Jezreel. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 9:16 Sojehu rodein achariot, and wentto Jezreel; forjoram lay there. And 
Ahaziah king of J udah was come down to see J oram. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 9:17 And there stood a watchman on thetower injezreel, and hespied the 
company of Jehu ashecame, and said, I seeacompany. And J oram said, Takean 
horseman, and send to meet them, and let him say, [Is it] peace? 

K i ngs 1 1 1 9:18 So there wentoneon horsebackto meet him, and said, Thussaith the king, 
[I s it] peace? A nd J ehu said, W hat hast thou to do with peace? turn theebehind me. And 
the watchman told, saying, The messenger came to them, but he cometh not again. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 9:19 Then hesent outasecondon horseback, which cameto them, and said, Thus 
saith the king, [Is it] peace? And J ehu answered, W hat hast thou to do with peace? turn thee 
behind me. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 9:20 And the watchman told, saying, Hecameeven untothem, and cometh not 
again: and the driving [is] like the driving of J ehu the son of N imshi; for he driveth 
furiously. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 9:21 Andjoram said, Makeready. And hischariotwasmadeready. Andjoram 
king of Israel and Ahaziah king of J udah went out, each in hischariot, and they went out 
against J ehu, and methim i n the portion of N aboth the Jezreel ite. 
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Kingsll| 9:22 And it cameto pass, whenjoram sawjehu, that hesaid, [I s i t] peace, Jehu? 
And heanswered, W hat peace, so long asthe whoredomsof thy mother J ezebel and her 
witchcrafts [are so] many? 

K i ngs 1 1 1 9:23 And Joram turned hishands, and fled, and said to Ahaziah, [Thereis] 
treachery, O Ahaziah. 

K i ngs II | 9:24 And Jehu drew abow with hisfull strength, and smotejehoram between his 
arms, and the arrow went out at his heart, and he sunk down in his chariot. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 9:25 Then said [Jehu] to Bidkar his captain, Takeup, [and] cast him in the portion 
of thefield of Naboth thejezreelite: for remember how that, when I and thou rode 
together after Ahab hisfather, theLORD laid thisburden upon him; 

K i ngs 1 1 1 9:26 Surely I have seen yesterday the blood of N aboth, and the blood of hissons, 
saith theLORD; and I will requitethee in thisplat, saith theLORD. Now therefore take 
[and] cast him into the plat [of ground], accordingto theword of the LORD. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 9:27 Butwhen Ahaziah the kingof J udahsaw [this], hefled by theway of the 
garden house. And Jehu followed after him, and said, Smitehim also in the chariot. [And 
they did so] atthegoing upto Gur, which [is] by Ibleam. And hefled to Megiddo, and died 
there. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 9:28 And hisservantscarried him in achariottojerusalem, and buried him in his 
sepulchre with hisfathers in the city of David. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 9:29 And in theeleventh year of Joram theson of Ahab began Ahaziah to reign 
over J udah. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 9:30 And whenjehu wascometojezreel, Jezebel heard [of it]; and she painted 
her face, and tired her head, and looked out at a window. 
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Kingsll| 9:31 And as J ehu entered in atthegate, shesaid, [H ad] Zimri peace, whoslew his 
master? 

K i ngs 1 1 1 9:32 And he lifted up hisfaceto the window, and said, W ho [is] on my side?who? 
And there looked out to him two [or] three eunuchs. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 9:33 And hesaid, Throw her down. So they threw her down: and [some] of her 
blood was sprinkled on the wali, and on the horses: and he trode her under foot. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 9:34 And when hewascomein, hedid eatand drink, and said, Go, seenow this 
cursed [woman], and bury her: for she [is] a king'sdaughter. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 9:35 And they wentto bury her: buttheyfound no moreof her than theskull, 
and the feet, and the palms of [her] hands. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 9:36 W herefore they cameagain, and told him. And hesaid, T his [is] theword of 
theLORD, which hespakeby hisservant Elijah the Tishbite, saying, Intheportion of 
J ezreel shal I dogs eat the flesh of J ezebel : 

K i ngs 1 1 1 9:37 And the carcase of J ezebel shall beasdung upon thefaceof thefield in the 
portion of J ezreel; [so] that they shall notsay, T his [is] J ezebel. 

K i ngs II 1 10:1 And Ahab had seventy sons in Samaria. And J ehu wrote letters, and sent to 
Samaria, unto the rulersof J ezreel, to the elders, and to them that brought up Ahab's 
[children], saying, 

K i ngs 1 1 1 10:2 Now assoon asthisletter comethto you, seeingyour master's sons [are] 
with you, and [there are] w ith you chariotsand horses, afenced city also, and armour; 

K i ngs 1 1 1 10:3 Lookeven out the best and meetest of your master's sons, and set [him] on 
his father's throne, and fight for your master's house. 
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Kingsll| 10:4 Butthey wereexceedingly afraid, and said, Behold, two kings stood not 
before him: how then shall we stand? 

Kings II 1 10:5 And he that [was] over the house, and he that [was] over the city, the elders 
also, and the bringers up [of the children], senttojehu, saying, Wefare] thyservants, and 
will do all that thou shalt bid us; we will not make any king: do thou [that which i s] good in 
thineeyes. 

Kings ll| 10:6 Then hewrotealetter thesecond timeto them, saying, If ye [be] mine, and 
[if] yewill hearken unto my voice, takeyethe heads of the men your master'ssons, and 
cometo metojezreel by to morrow thistime. Now the king's sons, [being] seventy 
persons, [were] with the great men of the city, which brought them up. 

Kings ll| 10:7 And it cameto pass, when theletter cameto them, that they took the king's 
sons, and slew seventy persons, and put their heads in baskets, and sent him [them] to 
J ezreel . 

Kings ll| 10:8 And there came a messenger, and toldhim, saying, They have brought the 
heads of the king's sons. And he said, Lay ye them in two heaps at the entering in of the 
gateuntil themorning. 

Kings ll| 10:9 And it cameto passin themorning, that hewent out, and stood, and said to 
all the people, Ye [be] righteous: behold, I conspired against my master, and slew him: but 
who slew all these? 

K t ngs 1 1 1 10:10 Know now that there shall fail unto the earth nothingof theword of the 
LORD, which the LORD spake concerning the house ofAhab: for theLORD hathdone 
[that] which he spake by his servant Elijah. 
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Kingsll| 10:11 Sojehu slew all that remained of the houseof Ahab injezreel, and all his 
great men, and his kinsfolks, and his priests, until he left him none remaining. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 10:12 And hearoseand departed, and cameto Samaria. [And] ashe[was] atthe 
shearing houseintheway, 

K i ngs II 1 10: 13 J ehu met withthebrethren of Ahaziah kingofjudah, and said, Who [are] 
ye? And they answered, W e [are] the brethren of Ahaziah; and we go down to salute the 
children of the king and the children of the queen. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 10:14 And hesaid, Takethem alive. And they tookthem alive, and slew them at 
the pit of the shearing house, [even] two and forty men; neither left he any of them. 

Kings ll| 10: 15 And when he w as departed thence, helighted on J ehonadab the son of 
Rechab [coming] to meet him: and he saluted him, and said to him, Isthine heart right, as 
my heart [is] with thy heart? And J ehonadab answered, It is. If it be, give [me] thine hand. 
And he gave [him] his hand; and he took him up to him into the chariot. 

Kings II 1 10:16 And hesaid, Comewith me, and seemyzeal for theLORD. Sothey made 
him ridein his chariot. 

Kings ll| 10:17 And when he cameto Samaria, heslew all that remained unto Ahab in 
Samaria, till he had destroyed him, according to the sayingof theLORD, which hespaketo 
Elijah. 

Kings II 1 10:18 And J ehu gathered all the peopletogether, and said unto them, Ahabserved 
Baal alittle; [but] J ehu shall serve him much. 
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Kingsll| 10:19 Now thereforecall unto meall theprophetsof Baal, all hisservants, and all 
his priests; let none be wanting: for I have a great sacrifice [to do] to Baal; whosoever shall 
bewanting, he shall not live. Butjehu did [it] in subtlety, to the intentthat he might 
destroy the worshippers of Baal. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 10:20 And Jehu said, Proclaim asolemn assembly for Baal. And they proclaimed 
[it]. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 10:21 And Jehu sentthrough all Israel: and all the worshippers of Baal came, so 
that there w as not a man left that came not. And they came into the house of Baal; and the 
house of Baal wasfull from oneend to another. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 10:22 And hesaid unto himthat[was] over the vestry, Bring forth vestments for 
all the worshippers of Baal. And he brought them forth vestments. 

K i ngs II 1 10:23 And J ehu went, and J ehonadab the son of Rechab, into the house of Baal, 
and said unto the worshippers of Baal, Search, and look that there be here with you none of 
the servants of the LORD, but the worshippers of Baal only. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 10:24 And when they went in to offer sacrifices and burnt offerings, Jehu 
appointed fourscore men without, and said, [lf] any of the men whom I have brought into 
your hands escape, [he that letteth him go], his life [shall be] for the life of him. 

K i ngs II 1 10:25 And it cameto pass, assoon ashe had madean end of offeringthe burnt 
offering, that Jehu said to the guard and to the captains, Go in, [and] slay them; let none 
come forth. And they smote them with the edge of the sword; and the guard and the 
captains cast [them] out, and went to the city of the house of Baal. 

K i ngs II 1 10:26 And they brought forth the imagesout of the house of Baal, and burned 
them. 
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Kings II 10:27 And they brake down the image of Baal, and brake down the house of Baal, 
and made it a draught house unto this day. 



Kings ll| 10:28 Thusjehu destroyed Baal out of Israel. 

Kings II 1 10:29 Howbeit [from]thesinsofJeroboam the son of N ebat, who made Israel to 
sin, Jehu departed not from after them, [to wit], the golden calvesthat [were] in Bethel, 
and that [were] in Dan. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 10:30 And theLORD said unto Jehu, Becausethou hast donewell inexecuting 
[that which i s] right in mine eyes, [and] hast done unto the house of Ahab according to all 
that [was] in mine heart, thy children of the fourth [generation] shall sit on the throne of 
Israel. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 10:31 Butjehu took no heed to walk in the law of theLORD God of Israel with 
all his heart: for he departed not from the sins of J eroboam, which made Israel to sin. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 10:32 In thosedaysthe LORD began to cut Israel short: and Hazael smotethem in 
all the coastsof Israel; 

K i ngs 1 1 1 10:33 From J ordan eastward, all the land ofGilead, the Gadites, and the 
Reubenites, and the M anassites, from Aroer, which [is] by the river Arnon, even Gilead 
and Bashan. 

Kings II 1 10:34 N ow therestof the actsof Jehu, and all that hedid, and all hismight, [are] 
they not written in the book of the chronicles of the kings of Israel? 

K i ngs 1 1 1 10:35 And Jehu sleptwith hisfathers: and they buried him in Samaria. And 
Jehoahaz his son reigned i n hisstead. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 10:36 And the time that Jehu reigned over Israel in Samaria [was] twenty and 
eight years. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 11:1 And when Athaliah the mother of Ahaziah saw that her son wasdead, she 
arose and destroyed all the seed royal. 
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Kingsll| 11:2 But J ehosheba, thedaughter of kingjoram, sister of Ahaziah, tookjoashthe 
son of Ahaziah, and stole him from among the king's sons [which were] slain; and they hid 
him, [even] him and his nurse, in the bedchamber from Athaliah, so that he was not slain. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 11:3 And hewaswith her hid inthe houseof theLORD six years. And Athaliah 
did reign over the land. 

K i ngs II 1 11:4 And the seventh year Jehoiada sent and fetched the rulers over hundreds, 
withthecaptainsand theguard, and broughtthem to him into the houseof theLORD, and 
made a covenant with them, and tookan oath of them inthe houseof theLORD, and 
showed them the king's son. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 11:5 And hecommanded them, saying, T his [is] the thing that yeshall do; A third 
part of you that enter i n on the sabbath shall even be keepers of the watch of the king's 
house; 

K i ngs II 1 11:6 And a third part [shall be] at the gate of Sur; and a third part at thegate 
behind the guard: so shall ye keep the watch of the house, that it be not broken down. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 11:7 And two partsof all you that go forth on the sabbath, even they shall keep 
the watch of the house of the LO R D about the king. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 11:8 And ye shall compassthe king round about, every man with his weapons in 
his hand: and he that cometh within the ranges, let him be slain: and be ye with the king as 
he goeth out and as he cometh in. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 11:9 And the captains over the hundredsdid according to all [things] that Jehoiada 
the priest commanded: and they took every man his men that were to come in on the 
sabbath, with them that should go out on the sabbath, and cameto Jehoiada the priest. 
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Kings II 1 11:10 And to the captainsover hundredsdid the priest give king David'sspears 
and shields, that [were] i n thetempleof theLORD. 

Kings ll| 11:11 And theguard stood, every man with hisweaponsin hishand, round about 
the ki ng, from the right corner of the temple to the left corner of the temple, [along] by the 
altar and the temple. 

Kings ll| 11:12 And he brought forth the king'sson, and putthecrown upon him, and 
[gave him] thetestimony; and they made him king, and anointed him; and they clapped 
their hands, and said, God save the king. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 11:13 And when Athaliah heard the noise of the guard [and] of the people, she 
came to the people into the temple of the LO R D . 

K i ngs 1 1 1 11:14 And when shelooked, behold, the king stood byapillar, as the manner 
[w as], and the princes and the trumpeters by the king, and all the people of the land 
rejoiced, and blew with trumpets: and Athaliah rent her clothes, and cried, Treason, 
Treason. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 11:15 Butjehoiadathe priest commanded the captainsof the hundreds, the 
officers of the host, and said unto them, H ave her forth without the ranges: and him that 
followeth her kill with the sword. For the priest had said, Let her not be slain in the house 
of theLORD. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 11:16 And theylaid hands on her; andshewent bytheway bythewhich the 
horses came into the king's house: and there was she slain. 

Kings II 1 11:17 And Jehoiada made a covenant between the LO R D and the king and the 
people, that they should be the LO R D 'S people; between the king also and the people. 
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Kingsll| 11:18 And all the peopleof theland went into the house of Baal, and brake it 
down; hisaltarsand hisimagesbrakethey in pieces thoroughly, and slew Mattan the priest 
of Baal before the altars. And the priest appointed officers over the house of the LO RD . 

K i ngs 1 1 1 11:19 And hetook the rulers over hundreds, and the captains, and theguard, and 
all the people of the land; and they brought down the king from the house of the LO RD, 
and came by the way of the gate of the guard to the king's house. And he sat on the throne 
of the kings. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 11:20 And all the people of the land rejoiced, and the city was in quiet: and they 
slew Athaliah with the sword [beside] the king's house.

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Kingsll| 14:3 And hedid [that which was] right in thesight of the LORD, yet not like 
David hisfather: hedid accordingto all thingsasjoash hisfather did. 

K i ngs II 1 14:4 Howbeit the high places were not taken away: as yet the people did sacrifice 
and burnt incense on the high places.

Kings ll| 14:16 And J ehoash sleptwith hisfathers, and wasburied in Samaria with the kings 
of Israel; and Jeroboam his son reigned in hisstead.

K i ngs 1 1 1 15: 23 1 n thefiftieth year of Azariah king of Judah Pekahiah theson of Menahem 
began to reign over Israel in Samaria, [and reigned] two years. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 15:24 And hedid [thatwhich was] evil in thesight of the LORD: hedeparted not 
from thesinsof Jeroboam theson of Nebat, who made Israel to si n. 

K t ngs 1 1 1 15:25 ButPekah theson of Remaliah, acaptainof his, conspired against him, and 
smote him in Samaria, in the palace of the king's house, with Argob and Arieh, and with 
him fifty men of the G ileadites: and he killed him, and reigned in hisroom.

K i ngs 1 1 1 15:36 Now the restof theactsof J otham, and all that hedid, [are] they not 
written in the book of the chronicles of the kings of J udah? 

K i ngs 1 1 1 15: 37 I n thosedaysthe LORD began to send against J udah Rezin the kingof 
Syria, and Pekah the son of Remaliah. 

Kings ll| 15:38 And J otham slept with hisfathers, and wasburied with hisfathersin thecity 
of David hisfather: and Ahaz his son reigned in hisstead. 

Kings II 1 16:1 In the seventeenth year of Pekah the son of Remaliah Ahaz the son of J otham 
king of J udah began to reign. 

Kings ll| 16:2 Twenty yearsold [was] Ahaz when he began to reign, and reigned sixteen 
years in J erusalem, and did not [that which was] right in the sight of the LORD his God, 
like David hisfather. 
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Kingsll| 16:3 But hewalked in theway of the kingsof Israel, yea, and madehissonto pass 
through thefire, accordingto theabominationsof the heathen, whomtheLORD castout 
from before the children of Israel. 

Kings ll| 16:4 And he sacrificed and burnt incense in the high places, and on the hills, and 
under every green tree. 

Kings ll| 16:5 Then Rezin kingof Syriaand Pekah son of Remaliah kingof Israel cameupto 
Jerusalem to war: and they besieged Ahaz, but could not overcome [him]. 

Kings ll| 16:6 Atthattime Rezin king of Syria recovered Elathto Syria, and dravethejews 
from Elath: and the Syrians came to Elath, and dwelt there unto this day. 

Kings ll| 16:7 So Ahaz sent messengers to Tiglathpileser king ofAssyria, saying, I [am]thy 
servant and thy son: come up, and save me out of the hand of the king of Syria, and out of 
the hand of the king of Israel, which rise up against me. 

Kings ll| 16:8 And Ahaz took the silver and gold that wasfound in the house of the LO RD, 
and in the treasures of the king's house, and sent [it for] a present to the king of Assyria. 

Kings ll| 16:9 And the king ofAssyria hearkened unto him: for the kingof Assyria wentup 
against Damascus, and took it, and carried [the peopleof] it captiveto Kir, and slew Rezin. 

Kingsll| 16:10 And king Ahaz wentto Damascus to meet Tiglathpileser kingof Assyria, 
and saw an altar that [w as] at Damascus: and king Ahaz sent to U rijah the priest the fashion 
of the altar, and the pattern of it, according to all the workmanship thereof. 

Kings ll| 16:11 And U rijah the priest built an altar accordingto all that king Ahaz had sent 
from Damascus: so U rijah the priest made [it] against king Ahaz came from Damascus. 
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Kingsll| 16:12 And when the king wascomefrom Damascus, thekingsaw the altar: and 
the king approached to the altar, and offered thereon. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 16:13 And he burnt hisburnt offeringand hismeatoffering, and poured hisdrink 
offering, and sprinkled the blood of his peace offerings, upon the altar. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 16:14 And he brought alsothe brazen altar, which [was] beforethe LORD, from 
the forefront of the house, from between the altar and the house of the LO RD, and put it 
on the north side of the altar. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 16:15 And king Ahaz commanded U rijah the priest, saying, U pon the great altar 
burn the morning burnt offering, and the evening meat offering, and the king's burnt 
sacrifice, and his meat offering, with the burnt offering of all the people of the land, and 
their meat offering, and their drink offerings; and sprinkle upon it all the blood of the burnt 
offering, and all the blood of the sacrifice: and the brazen altar shall be for me to inquire 
[by]. 

K i ngs II 1 16:16 Thus did U rijah the priest, accordingto all that king Ahaz commanded. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 16:17 And king Ahaz cut off the borders of the bases, and removed the laver from 
off them; and took down the sea from off the brazen oxen that [were] under it, and put it 
upon a pavement of stones. 

K i ngs II 1 16:18 And the covert for the sabbath that they had built i n the house, and the 
king's entry without, turned he from the house of the LO RD for the king of Assyria. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 16:19 N ow the restof the actsof Ahaz which hedid, [are] they notwritten inthe 
book of the chronicles of the kings of J udah? 
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Kingsll| 16:20 And Ahazslept with hisfathers, and wasburied with hisfathersin thecity 
of David: and Hezekiah hisson reigned in hisstead. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 17:1 In thetwelfth year of Ahaz kingof Judah began Hosheatheson of Elah to 
reign in Samaria over Israel nineyears. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 17:2 And he did [that which was] evil inthesightof theLORD, but notasthe 
kings of Israel that were before him. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 17:3 Against him came up Shalmaneser king of Assyria; and Hoshea became his 
servant, and gave him presents. 

Kings ll| 17:4 And theking of Assyria found conspiracy in Hoshea: for he hadsent 
messengers to So king of Egypt, and brought no present to the king of Assyria, as [he had 
done] year by year: therefore the king of Assyria shut him up, and bound him in prison. 

Kings II 1 17:5 Then the king of Assyria came up throughout all the land, and went up to 
Samaria, and besieged it three years. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 17:6 In the ninth year of Hoshea the king of Assyriatook Samaria, and carried 
Israel away into Assyria, and placed them in H alah and in Habor [by] the river of Gozan, 
and i n the cities of the M edes. 



Kings II 17:7 For [so] it was, that the children of Israel had si nned against theLORD their 
God, which had brought them up out of the land of Egypt, from under the hand of Pharaoh 
king of Egypt, and had feared other gods, 



K i ngs 1 1 1 17:8 And walked in the statutes of the heathen, whom theLORD cast out from 
before the children of Israel, and of the kingsof Israel, which they had made. 
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Kingsll| 17:9 And thechildren of Israel did secretly [those] thingsthat [were] not right 
against the LO RD their God, and they built them high places in all their cities, from the 
tower of the watchmen to the fenced city. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 17:10 And they set them up imagesand grovesin every high hill, and under every 
green tree: 

K i ngs 1 1 1 17:11 And there they burnt incense in all the high places, as [did] the heathen 
whom the LORD carried away beforethem; and wrought wicked thingsto provokethe 
LORD to anger: 

K t ngs 1 1 1 17:12 For they served idols, whereof the LORD had said untothem, Yeshall not 
do thisthing. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 17:13 Yet the LORD testified against Israel, and against J udah, by all the 
prophets, [and by] all the seers, saying, Turn yefrom your evil ways, and keep my 
commandments[and] my statutes, according to all the law which I commanded your 
fathers, and which I sent to you by my servantsthe prophets. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 17:14 N otwithstanding they would not hear, but hardened their necks, liketo the 
neck of their fathers, that did not believe in the LO RD their God. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 17:15 And theyrejected his statutes, and his covenant that hemadewith their 
fathers, and his testimonies which he testified against them; and theyfollowed vanity, and 
became vain, and went after the heathen that [were] round about them, [concerning] whom 
the LO RD had charged them, that they should not do likethem. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 17:16 And they left all the commandmentsof the LORD their God, and made 
them molten images, [even] two calves, and made a grove, and worshipped all the host of 
heaven, and served Baal. 

K i ngs II 1 17:17 And they caused their sonsand their daughtersto passthrough the f i re, and 
used divination and enchantments, and sold themselvesto do evil in thesight of the LORD, 
to provokehim to anger. 
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Kingsll| 17:18 Therefore the LORD wasvery angry with Israel, and removedthem out of 
his sight: there was none left but the tribe of J udah only. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 17:19 Also J udah kept not the commandmentsof the LORD their God, but 
walked i n the statutes of Israel which they made. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 17:20 And the LORD rejected alltheseed of Israel, and afflicted them, and 
delivered them into the hand of spoilers, until he had cast them out of his sight. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 17:21 For he rent Israel from the houseof David; and they madejeroboam the 
son of Nebat king: and Jeroboam drave Israel from following the LORD, and made them 
si n agreatsin. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 17:22 For thechildren of Israel walked in all the si nsof Jeroboam which hedid; 
they departed not from them; 

K i ngs 1 1 1 17:23 Until the LORD removed Israel out of his sight, ashehad said byall his 
servantsthe prophets. So was Israel carried away out of their own land to Assyria unto this 
day. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 17:24 And the king of Assyria brought [men]from Babylon, and fromCuthah, and 
from Ava, and from Hamath, and from Sepharvaim, and placed [them] in thecitiesof 
Samaria instead of the children of Israel: and they possessed Samaria, and dwelt in the cities 
thereof. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 17:25 And [so] itwasatthe beginning of their dwelling there, [that] they feared 
not the LORD: therefore the LORD sent lionsamongthem, which slew [some] of them. 
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K i ngs II 1 17:26 W herefore they spake to the king of Assyria, saying, The nations which 
thou hast removed, and placed i n the citiesof Samaria, know not the manner of the God of 
the land: therefore he hath sent lions among them, and, behold, they slay them, because 
they know not the manner of the God of the land. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 17:27 Then the king of Assyria commanded, saying, Carrythither oneofthe 
priests whom ye brought from thence; and let them go and dwell there, and let him teach 
them the manner of the God of the land. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 17:28 Then oneofthe priests whom they had carried awayfrom Samaria came 
and dwelt in Bethel, and taught them how they should fear the LO RD. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 17:29 How beit every nation madegodsof their own, and put [them] in the houses 
of the high places which the Samaritans had made, every nation in their citieswherein they 
dwelt. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 17:30 And the men of Babylon made Succothbenoth, and the men of Cuth made 
Nergal, and the men of Hamath made Ashima, 

K i ngs II 1 17:31 And the Avites made N ibhaz and Tartak, and the Sepharvites burnt their 
children infireto Adrammelech and Anammelech, thegodsof Sepharvaim. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 17:32 So they feared the LO R D , and madeunto themselvesof thelowest of them 
priests of the high places, which sacrificed for them i n the houses of the high places. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 17: 33 They feared theLORD, and served their own gods, after the manner ofthe 
nations whom they carried away from thence. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 17:34 Untothisday they do after theformer manners: they fear not theLORD, 
neither do they after their statutes, or after their ordinances, or after the law and 
commandment which the LORD commanded the children of Jacob, whom henamed 
Israel; 
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Kingsll| 17:35 Withwhom theLORD had made a covenant, and charged them, saying, Ye 
shall not fear other gods, nor bow yourselves to them, nor serve them, nor sacrifice to 
them: 

K i ngs 1 1 1 17:36 But theLORD, who broughtyou upout of theland of Egyptwith great 
power and a stretched out arm, him shall ye fear, and him shall ye worship, and to him 
shall yedo sacrifice. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 17:37 And thestatutes, and theordinances, and thelaw, and thecommandment, 
which he wrote for you, ye shall observe to do for evermore; and ye shall not fear other 
gods. 

K i ngs II 1 17:38 And the covenant that I have made with you ye shall not forget; neither 
shall yefear other gods. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 17:39 But theLORD your God ye shall fear; and he shall deliver you out of the 
hand of all your enemies. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 17:40 Howbeitthey did not hearken, butthey did after their former manner. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 17:41 So these nationsfeared the LO RD, and served their graven images, both 
their children, and their children'schildren: as did their fathers, sodo theyunto thisday. 

K i ngs II 1 18: 1 N ow it came to pass i n the third year of H oshea son of Elah king of Israel, 
[that] H ezekiah the son of Ahaz king of Judah began to reign. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 18:2Twenty and fiveyearsold washewhen he began to reign; and he reigned 
twenty and nineyearsinjerusalem. Hismother'snamealso [was] Abi, thedaughter of 
Zachariah. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 18:3 And hedid [that which was] right in thesight of the LORD, according to all 
that David hisfather did. 
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Kings ll| 18:4 He removed the high places, and brakethe images, and cut down the groves, 
and brake in piecesthe brazen serpent that M oses had made: for unto those daysthe 
children of Israel did burn incenseto it: and hecalled it Nehushtan. 

Kings ll| 18:5 Hetrusted in theLORD God of Israel; so that after him wasnonelikehim 
among all the kings of Judah, nor [any] that were before him. 

Kings ll| 18:6 For heclaveto the LORD, [and] departed notfrom following him, but kept 
hiscommandments, which theLORD commanded M oses. 

Kings ll| 18:7 And theLORD waswith him; [and]he prospered whithersoever hewent 
forth: and he rebelled against the king of Assyria, and served him not. 

Kings ll| 18:8 Hesmotethe Philistines, [even] unto Gaza, and the bordersthereof, from 
the tower of the watchmen to the fenced city. 

Kings II 1 18:9 And it cameto passin thefourthyear of king H ezekiah, which [was] the 
seventh year of Hosheason of Elah king of Israel, [that] Shalmaneser king of Assyria came 
up against Samaria, and besieged it. 

Kings II 1 18:10 And at the end of three years they took it: [even] in the sixth year of 
H ezekiah, that [i s] the ninth year of Hoshea king of Israel, Samaria was taken. 

Kings ll| 18:11 And the king of Assyria did carry away Israel unto Assyria, and put them in 
H alah and in Habor [by] theriver of Gozan, and in the cities of the M edes: 

Kings II 1 18:12 Because they obeyed not the voiceof theLORD theirGod, but 
transgressed his covenant, [and] all that M oses the servant of the LO R D commanded, and 
would not hear [them], nor do [them]. 

Kings ll| 18:13 Now in thefourteenth year of king H ezekiah did Sennacherib kingof 
Assyria come up against all the fenced cities of J udah, and took them. 
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Kingsll| 18:14 And Hezekiah kingofjudah sentto the kingof Assyriato Lachish, saying, I 
have offended; return from me: that which thou puttest on me will I bear. And the king of 
Assyria appointed unto H ezekiah king of J udah three hundred talents of silver and thirty 
talents of gol d. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 18:15 And Hezekiah gave [him] all the silver thatwasfound inthe houseofthe 
LORD, and i n thetreasuresof the king's house. 

K ings II 1 18: 16 At that time did H ezekiah cut off [the gold from] the doors of the temple of 
the LORD, and [from] the pillars which Hezekiah king of J udah had overlaid, and gave itto 
the king of Assyria. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 18:17 And the king of Assyria sent Tartan and Rabsarisand Rabshakehfrom 
Lachish to king Hezekiah with agreat host against Jerusalem. And they went up and came 
tojerusalem. And when they werecomeup, they came and stood by theconduitof the 
upper pool, which [is] in thehighway of thefuller'sfield. 

K ings II 1 18:18 And when they had called to the king, there came out to them Eliakim the 
son of Hilkiah, which [was] over the household, and Shebnathescribe, and Joah the son of 
Asaph the recorder. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 18:19 And Rabshakeh said unto them, Speakyenow to Hezekiah, Thussaith the 
great king, the king of Assyria, W hat confidence [is] this wherein thou trustest? 

K i ngs 1 1 1 18:20 Thou sayest, (but [they are but] vain words), [I have] counsel and strength 
for thewar. Now on whom dostthou trust, that thou rebellest against me? 
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Kingsll| 18:21 Now, behold, thou trustest upon thestaff of thisbruised reed, [even] upon 
Egypt, on which if a man lean, it will go into his hand, and pierce it: so [is] Pharaoh king of 
Egypt unto all that trust on him. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 18:22 But if yesay unto me, W e trust i n theLORD our God: [is] not that he, 
whose high places and whose altars H ezekiah hath taken away, and hath said to J udah and 
Jerusalem, Yeshall worship before this altar injerusalem? 

K i ngs 1 1 1 18:23 Now therefore, I praythee, givepledgesto my lord the king of Assyria, and 
I will deliver thee two thousand horses, if thou be able on thy part to set riders upon them. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 18:24 H ow then wiltthou turn away thefaceof onecaptain of the least of my 
master's servants, and put thy trust on Egypt for chariots and for horsemen? 

K i ngs 1 1 1 18:25 Am I now comeup without the LORD against this place to destroy it? The 
LO R D said to me, Go up against this land, and destroy it. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 18:26 Then said Eliakim theson of Hilkiah, and Shebna, andjoah, unto 
Rabshakeh, Speak, I pray thee, to thy servants in the Syrian language; for we understand 
[it]: and talk not with us in the J ew s' language in the ears of the people that [are] on the 
wali. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 18:27 But Rabshakeh said unto them, Hath my master sent m e to thy master, and 
to thee, to speak these words? [hath he] not [sent me] to the men which sit on the wali, that 
they may eat their own dung, and drink their own piss with you? 

K i ngs 1 1 1 18:28 Then Rabshakeh stood and cried with a loud voice in thejews' language, 
and spake, saying, Hear the word of the great king, the king of Assyria: 

K i ngs 1 1 1 18:29 Thussaith the king, Let not Hezekiah deceiveyou: for heshall not beable 
to deliver you out of his hand: 
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Kingsll| 18:30 Neither let Hezekiah makeyou trust in the LORD, saying, The LORD will 
surely deliver us, and thiscity shall not bedelivered into the hand of the kingof Assyria. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 18:31 Hearken not to Hezekiah: forthussaith the kingof Assyria, Make[an 
agreement] with me by a present, and come out to me, and [then] eat ye every man of his 
own vine, and every one of hisfig tree, and drink ye every one the waters of his cistern: 

K i ngs 1 1 1 18:32 U ntil I come and takeyou awaytoaland likeyour own land, aland ofcorn 
and wine, a land of bread and vineyards, a land of oil olive and of honey, that ye may live, 
and not die: and hearken not unto Hezekiah, when he persuadeth you, saying, The LORD 
will deliver us. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 18:33 H ath any of the gods of the nations delivered at all his land out of the hand 
of the kingof Assyria? 

K i ngs 1 1 1 18: 34 W here [are] the gods of H amath, and of A rpad? w here [are] the gods of 
Sepharvaim, H ena, and Ivah? have they delivered Samaria out of mine hand? 

K i ngs II 1 18:35 W ho [are] they among all the gods of the countries, that have delivered 
their country out of mine hand, that the LORD should deliver J erusalem out of mine hand? 

K i ngs 1 1 1 18:36 Butthepeople held their peace, and answered him not aword: for the 
king'scommandment was, saying, Answer him not. 

K i ngs II 1 18:37 Then came Eliakim the son of H i I kiah, which [was] over the household, and 
Shebna the scribe, and J oah the son of Asaph the recorder, to H ezekiah with [their] clothes 
rent, and told him the wordsof Rabshakeh. 
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Kingsll| 19:1 And it cameto pass, when king Hezekiah heard [it] ( thathe rent his clothes, 
and covered himself with sackcloth, and went into the house of the LORD. 

Kingsll| 19:2 And hesent Eliakim, which [was] over the household, and Shebna the scribe, 
and theeldersof the priests, covered with sackcloth, to Isaiah the prophet the son of Amoz. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 19:3 And they said unto him, Thussaith Hezekiah, Thisday [is] aday of trouble, 
and of rebuke, and blasphemy: for the children are come to the birth, and [there is] not 
strength to bring forth. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 19:4 Itmaybe the LORD thyGodwill hear all thewordsof Rabshakeh, whom 
the king of Assyria his master hath sent to reproach the living God; and will reprovethe 
words which the LO RD thy God hath heard: wherefore lift up [thy] prayer for the remnant 
that are left. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 19:5 So the servants of king Hezekiah cameto Isaiah. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 19:6 And Isaiah said unto them, Thusshall yesay to your master, Thussaith the 
LO RD, Be not afraid of the words which thou hast heard, with which the servants of the 
king of Assyria have blasphemed me. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 19:7 Behold, I will send a blast upon him, and heshall heararumour, and shall 
return to his own land; and I will cause him to fail by the sword in his own land. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 19:8 So Rabshakeh returned, andfound the king of Assyria warring against 
Libnah: for he had heard that he was departed from Lachish. 

K i ngs II 1 19:9 And when he heard say of Tirhakah kingof Ethiopia, Behold, heiscomeout 
to fight against thee: he sent messengers again unto H ezekiah, saying, 
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Kingsll| 19: 10 Thus shall yespeakto Hezekiah kingof Judah, saying, Let notthy God in 
whom thou trustest deceivethee, saying, Jerusalem shall not be delivered into the hand of 
the king of Assyria. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 19:11 Behold, thou hast heard what the kingsof Assyria havedoneto all lands, by 
destroying them utterly: and shalt thou be delivered? 

K i ngs 1 1 1 19:12 H ave the godsof the nations delivered them which my fathers have 
destroyed; [as] Gozan, and Haran, and Rezeph, and thechildren of Eden which [were] in 
Thelasar? 

K i ngs 1 1 1 19: 13 W here [is] the king of H amath, and the king of Arpad, and the king of the 
city of Sepharvaim, of Hena, and Ivah? 

K i ngs II 1 19:14 And Hezekiah received the letter of the hand of the messengers, and read it: 
and Hezekiahwentupintothe houseof the LORD, and spread it beforetheLORD. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 19:15 And Hezekiah prayed beforetheLORD, and said, O LORD God of Israel, 
which dwellest [between] the cherubims, thou art the God, [even] thou alone, of all the 
kingdoms of the earth; thou hast made heaven and earth. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 19:16 LORD, bow down thineear, and hear: open, LORD, thineeyes, and see: 
and hear thewordsof Sennacherib, which hath sent him to reproach the living God. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 19:17 O f atruth, LORD, the kingsof Assyria have destroyed the nations and their 
lands, 

K i ngs 1 1 1 19:18 And have cast their gods into thefire: for they[were] no gods, butthework 
of men's hands, wood and stone: therefore they have destroyed them. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 19:19 Now therefore, O LORD ourGod, I beseechthee, savethou usoutof his 
hand, thatall the kingdoms of the earth may know thatthou [art] the LORD God, [even] 
thou only. 
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Kingsll| 19:20 Then Isaiah theson of Amozsentto Hezekiah, saying, Thussaith theLORD 
God of Israel, [That] which thou hast prayed to me against Sennacherib king of Assyria 
have heard. 



Kings ll| 19:21 This [is] the word that the LO RD hath spoken concerning him; The virgin 
the daughter of Zion hath despised thee, [and] laughed thee to scorn; the daughter of 
Jerusalem hath shaken her head at thee. 

19:22 W hom hast thou reproached and blasphemed? and against whom hast thou 
[thy] voice, and lifted up thine eyes on high? [even] against the H oly [O ne] of Israel 

Kings II 1 19:23 Bythy messengers thou hast reproached the L o rd, and hastsaid, Withthe 
multitude of my chariots I am come up to the height of the mountains, to the sides of 
Lebanon, and will cut down the tali cedar trees thereof , [and] the choicefir trees thereof : 
and I will enter intothelodgingsof hisborders, [and into] the forest of hisCarmel.

Kings II 1 19:241 havedigged and drunkstrangewaters, andwith thesoleof myfeet have 
dried up all the riversof besieged places. 



Kings ll| 19:25 Hast thou not heard longago [how]l havedoneit, [and] of ancient times 
that I have formed it? now have I brought it to pass, that thou shouldest be to lay waste 
fenced cities [into] ruinous heaps. 



Kings ll| 19:26 Therefore their inhabitantswereof small power, they weredismayed and 
confounded; they were [as] the grass of the field, and [as] the green herb, [as] the grass on 
the house tops, and [as corn] blasted before it be grown up.

[all] the houseof hisarmour, and all that wasfound in histreasures: therewasnothing i n 
his house, nor in all his dominion, that Hezekiah showed them not. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 20:14 Then came Isaiah the prophet unto king Hezekiah, and said unto him, W hat 
said these men? and from whence came they unto thee? And H ezekiah said, They are come 
from afar country, [even] from Babylon. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 20:15 And hesaid, W hat have they seen inthine house? And Hezekiah answered, 
All [the things] that [are] in mine house have they seen: there is nothing among my 
treasuresthat I have not showed them. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 20:16 And Isaiah said unto Hezekiah, Hear theword of the LORD. 
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Kingsll| 20:17 Behold, the days come, thatall that [is] inthine house, and that whichthy 
fathers have laid up in store unto this day, shall be carried into Babylon: nothing shall be 
left, saith theLORD. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 20:18 And ofthysons that shall issuefrom thee, which thoushalt beget, shall they 
take away; and they shall be eunuchs in the palace of the king of Babylon. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 20:19 T hen said Hezekiah unto Isaiah, Good [is] theword of the LORD which 
thou hast spoken. And he said, [Is it] not [good], if peace and truth be in my days? 

K i ngs 1 1 1 20:20 And the rest of the actsof Hezekiah, and all hismight, and how he madea 
pool, and a conduit, and brought water into the city, [are] they not written in the book of 
the chronicles of the kings of J udah? 

K i ngs 1 1 1 20:21 And Hezekiah slept with hisfathers: and Manasseh hisson reigned in his 
stead. 

Kings ll| 21:1 Manasseh [was] twelveyearsold when he began to reign, and reigned fifty 
and five years in J erusalem. And his mother's name [was] H ephzibah. 

Kings ll| 21:2 And hedid [that which was] evil inthesight of the LORD, afterthe 
abominations of the heathen, whom the LORD cast out before the children of Israel. 

Kings ll| 21:3 For he builtupagainthehigh places which Hezekiah hisfather had 
destroyed; and he reared up altarsfor Baal, and made a grove, as did Ahab king of Israel; 
and worshipped all the host of heaven, and served them. 

Kings ll| 21:4 And he built altarsin the house of theLORD, of which the LORD said, In 
J erusalem will I put my name. 

Kings ll| 21:5 And he built altarsfor all the host of heaven in thetwo courtsof the house of 
theLORD. 
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Kingsll| 21:6 And he made hisson pass through the fire, andobserved t i mes, and used 
enchantments, and dealt with familiar spirits and wizards: he wrought much wickedness in 
the sight of the LO RD, to provoke [htm] to anger. 

Kings II | 21:7 And hesetagraven imageof thegrovethat he had made i n the house, of 
which the LORD said to David, and to Solomon hisson, In this house, and injerusalem, 
which I have chosen out of all tribes of Israel, will I put my name for ever: 

K i ngs 1 1 1 21:8 Neitherwill I make the f eet of Israel moveany moreout of theland which I 
gave their fathers; only if they will observe to do according to all that I have commanded 
them, and according to all the law that my servant M oses commanded them. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 21:9 But they hearkened not: and M anasseh seduced them to do more evil than 
did the nationswhom the LORD destroyed beforethechildren of Israel. 

Kings ll| 21:10 And the LORD spake by hisservantstheprophets, saying, 

K i ngs 1 1 1 21:11 Because M anasseh kingofjudah hath donetheseabominations, [and] hath 
donewickedly aboveall that the Amorites did, which [were] beforehim, and hath made 
J udah also to sin with his idols: 

K i ngs 1 1 1 21:12 Thereforethussaith the LORD God of Israel, Behold, I [am] bringing [such] 
evil upon Jerusalem and J udah, that whosoever heareth of it, both his ears shall tingle. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 21:13 And I will stretch over Jerusalem the lineof Samar ia, and the plummetof 
the house ofAhab: and I will wipe Jerusalem as [aman] wipethadish, wiping [it], and 
turning [it] upsidedown. 
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Kingsll| 21:14 And I will forsakethe remnant of mine inheritance, and deliver them into 
the hand of their enemies; and they shall become a prey and a spoil to all their enemies; 



K i ngs 1 1 1 21:15 Becausethey havedone[that which w as] evi I in my sight, and have 
provoked me to anger, since the day their fathers came forth out of Egypt, even unto this 
day. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 21:16 Moreover Manasseh shed innocent blood very much, till he had filled 
Jerusalem from oneend to another; beside hissin wherewith he madejudah to sin, in 
doing [that which was] evil in the sight of the LO RD. 

Kingsll 21:17 Now the rest of the acts of M anasseh, and all that hedid, and hissin that he 
sinned, [are] they not written in the book of the chronicles of the kings of J udah? 

K i ngs 1 1 1 21:18 And Manasseh slept with hisfathers, and wasburied in thegarden of his 
own house, in thegarden of Uzza: and Amon his son reigned in hisstead. 



Kings ll| 21:19 Amon [was] twenty and twoyearsold when he began to reign, and he 
reigned two years in Jerusalem. And his mother's name [was] M eshullemeth, the daughter 
of Haruz ofjotbah. 

Kings ll| 21:20 And hedid [that which was] evil in the sight of the LO RD, ashisfather 
Manasseh did. 



Kings ll| 21:21 And hewalked in all the way that hisfather walked in, and served the idols 
that hisfather served, and worshipped them: 



Kings ll| 21:22 And heforsooktheLORD God of hisfathers, and walked not in the way of 
theLORD. 

Kings ll| 21:23 And the servantsof Amon conspired against him, and slew theking in his 
own house. 
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Kings ll| 21:24 And the peopleof theland slew all them that had conspired against king 
Amon; and the peopleof the I and madejosiah hisson king in hisstead. 

Kings ll| 21:25 Now therestof the actsof Amon which hedid, [are] they not written in the 
book of the chronicles of the kings of J udah? 

K i ngs 1 1 1 21:26 And hewasburied in hissepulchre in thegarden of Uzza: andjosiah hisson 
reigned in hisstead. 

Kings II | 22:1 Josiah [was] eight yearsold when he began to reign, and he reigned thirty and 
oneyearsinjerusalem. And hismother'sname[was]Jedidah, thedaughter of Adaiah of 
Boscath. 

Kings ll| 22:2 And hedid [that which was] right in thesight of the LORD, and walked in all 
the way of David hisfather, and turned not aside to the right hand or to the left. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 22:3 And it cameto passin the eighteenth year of king J osiah, [that] the kingsent 
Shaphan the son of Azaliah, the son of M eshullam, the scribe, to the house of the LO RD, 
sayi ng, 

Kings ll| 22:4 Go up to H ilkiah the high priest, that he may sum the silver which is brought 
into the house of the LORD, which the keepers of the door have gathered of the people: 

Kings ll| 22:5 And letthem deliver it into the hand of thedoersof thework, that have the 
oversight of the house of the LORD: and let them give it to the doers of the work which 
[is] i n the house of the LORD, to repair the breaches of the house, 

K i ngs 1 1 1 22:6 U nto carpenters, and builders, and masons, and to buy timber and hewn 
stoneto repair the house. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 22:7 Howbeittherewasno reckoning madewiththem of the money that was 
delivered into their hand, becausethey dealt faithfully. 
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Kingsll| 22:8 And Hilkiah thehigh priest said unto Shaphan the scribe, I havefound the 
bookof thelaw inthe houseof theLORD. And Hilkiah gavethe bookto Shaphan, and he 
read it. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 22:9 And Shaphan thescribecameto the king, and brought the king word again, 
and said, Thy servants have gathered the money that wasfound in the house, and have 
delivered it into the hand of them that do the work, that have the oversight of the house of 
theLORD. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 22:10 And Shaphan the scribe showed the king, saying, H il kiah the priest hath 
delivered me a book. And Shaphan read it before the king. 

K i ngs II | 22:11 And itcameto pass, when the king had heard thewordsof the bookof the 
law, that he rent hisclothes. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 22:12 And the king commanded H ilkiah the priest, and Ahikam the son of 
Shaphan, and Achbor the son of M ichaiah, and Shaphan the scribe, and Asahiah a servant of 
the king's, saying, 

K i ngs 1 1 1 22:13 Goye, inquireof theLORD for me, and for the people, andfor alljudah, 
concerning the words of this book that is found: for great [is] the wrath of the LO R D that is 
kindled against us, because our fathers have not hearkened unto the words of this book, to 
do according unto all that which iswritten concerning us. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 22:14 So H ilkiah the priest, and Ahikam, and Achbor, and Shaphan, and Asahiah, 
went unto Huldah the prophetess, thewifeof Shallum the son ofTikvah, the son of Harhas, 
keeper of thewardrobe; (now shedwelt injerusalem in the college;) and theycommuned 
with her. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 22:15 And shesaid unto them, Thussaith theLORD God of Israel, Tell theman 
that sent you to me, 
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Kingsll| 22:16 ThussaiththeLORD, Behold, I will bringevil upon this place, and upon 
the inhabitantsthereof, [evenjall thewordsof the book which the kingofjudah hath read: 

K i ngs 1 1 1 22:17 Because they have forsaken me, and have burned incenseunto other gods, 
that they might provoke me to anger with all the works of their hands; therefore my wrath 
shall be kindled against this place, and shall not be quenched. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 22:18 Butto theking ofjudahwhich sent you to inquireof theLORD, thus shall 
yesayto him, Thussaith theLORD God of Israel, [Astouching] the words which thou hast 
heard; 

K i ngs 1 1 1 22:19 Because thine heart was tender, and thou hast humbled thyself beforethe 
LO RD, when thou heardest what I spake against this place, and against the inhabitants 
thereof, that they should become a desolation and a curse, and hast rent thy clothes, and 
wept before me; I also have heard [thee], saith the LO RD. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 22:20 Behold therefore, I will gather thee unto thy fathers, and thou shalt be 
gathered into thy grave i n peace; and thine eyes shall not see all the evil which I will bring 
upon this place. And they brought the king word again. 

K i ngs II | 23:1 And the king sent, and they gathered unto him all the eldersof Judah and of 
Jerusalem. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 23:2 And the king went up into the house of the LO RD, and all the men of Judah 
and all the inhabitants of Jerusalem with him, and the priests, and the prophets, and all the 
people, both small and great: and he read in their earsall the words of the book of the 
covenant which wasfound in the house of the LO RD. 
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Kingsll| 23:3 And theking stood by apillar, and made a covenant before theLORD, to 
walk after theLORD, and to keep hiscommandmentsand his testimonies and hisstatutes 
with all [their] heart and all [their] soul, to perform the words of this covenant that were 
written in this book. And all the people stood to the covenant. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 23:4 And the king commanded H ilkiah the high priest, and the priestsof the 
second order, and the keepers of the door, to bring forth out of the temple of the LO R D 
all the vesselsthat were made for Baal, and for the grove, and for all the host of heaven: 
and he burned them without J erusalem in the fields of K idron, and carried the ashes of 
them unto Bethel. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 23:5 And he put down the idolatrous priests, whom thekingsofjudah had 
ordained to burn incense in the high places in the citiesof Judah, and in the places round 
about J erusalem; them also that burned incense unto Baal, to thesun, and to the moon, and 
to the planets, and to all the host of heaven. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 23:6 And he brought out the grove from the houseof theLORD, without 
J erusalem, unto the brook K idron, and burned it at the brook K idron, and stamped [it] 
small to powder, and cast the powder thereof upon the gravesof the children of the 
people. 

K i ngs II | 23:7 And he brake down the houses of the sodomites, that [were] by the house of 
theLORD, wherethewomen wove hangings for the grove. 

Kings ll| 23:8 And he brought all the priests out of the citiesof Judah, and defiled the high 
places w here the priests had burned incense, from Gebato Beersheba, and brake down the 
high places of the gatesthat [were] in the entering in of the gate of Joshuathe governor of 
the city, which [were] on a man's left hand at the gate of the city. 
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K i ngs 1 1 1 23:9 N evertheless the priests of the high places came not up to the altar of the 
LO R D i n Jerusalem, but they did eat of the unleavened bread among their brethren. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 23:10 And he defiled Topheth, which [is] in the valley of thechildren of Hinnom, 
that no man might make his son or his daughter to pass through the fire to M olech. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 23:11 And hetook away the horsesthat the kingsof Judah had given to thesun, at 
the entering in of the house of the LO R D, by the chamber of N athanmelech the 
cham beri ain, which [w as] i n the subur bs, and burned the chariotsof thesun w ith fire. 

K i ngs II | 23:12 And the altars that [were] on the top of theupper chamber of Ahaz, which 
the kingsof Judah had made, and the altars which M anasseh had made in thetwo courtsof 
the house of the LO RD, did the king beatdown, and brake[them]downfromthence, and 
cast the dust of them into the brook K idron. 

K i ngs II | 23:13 And the high places that [were] before Jerusalem, which [were] on theright 
hand of the mount of corruption, which Solomon the king of Israel had builded for 
Ashtoreth theabomination of theZidonians, and for Chemosh theabomination of the 
M oabites, and for M ilcom the abomination of the children of Ammon, did the king defile. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 23:14 And he brakein piecestheimages, and cutdown thegroves, and filled their 
places w ith the bones of men. 
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Kingsll| 23:15 M oreover the altar that [w as] at Bethel, [and] the high placewhich 
Jeroboam the son of Nebat, who made Israel to sin, had made, both that altar and the high 
place he brake down, and burned the high place, [and] stamped [it] small to powder, and 
burned the grove. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 23:16 And asjosiah turned himself, hespied thesepulchresthat [were] there in 
the mount, and sent, and took the bones out of the sepulchres, and burned [them] upon the 
altar, and polluted it, according to the word of the LO RD whichthe man of God 
proclaimed, who proclaimed these words. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 23:17 T hen hesaid, W hat title [is] that that I see?And themen of thecity told 
him, [It is] the sepulchre of the man of God, which came from J udah, and proclaimed these 
thi ngs that thou hast done against the altar of Bethel. 

K i ngs II | 23:18 And hesaid, Let him alone; let no man move his bones. So they let his 
bones alone, with the bones of the prophet that came out of Samaria. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 23:19 And all the housesalso of the high places that [were] in the citiesof Samaria, 
which the kingsof Israel had madeto provoke[theLORD]to anger, Josiah tookaway, and 
did to them according to all the acts that he had done i n Bethel. 

K i ngs II | 23:20 And heslew all the priestsof the high places that [were] there upon the 
altars, and burned men's bones upon them, and returned tojerusalem. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 23:21 And the king commanded all the people, saying, Keep the passover unto the 
LORD yourGod, as [it is] written i n the book of this covenant. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 23:22 Surely there was not holden such a passover from thedaysof the judges that 
judged Israel, nor in all thedaysof the kingsof Israel, nor of the kingsof J udah; 
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Kingsll| 23:23 But in theeighteenth year of king J osiah, [wherein] thispassover washolden 
to the LORD injerusalem. 

Kingsll| 23:24 Moreover the [workers with] familiar spirits, and the wizards, and the 
images, and theidols, and all theabominationsthat werespied in the land of Judah and in 
Jerusalem, didjosiah put away, that he might perform the wordsof the law which were 
written in the book that H ilkiah the priest found in the house of the LORD. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 23:25 And likeunto him wasthere no king before him, thatturned to the LORD 
with all hisheart, and with all hissoul, and with all his might, accordingto all the law of 
M oses; neither after him arose there [any] like him. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 23:26 N otwithstanding the LORD turned not from thefiercenessof hisgreat 
wrath, wherewith hisanger waskindled against Judah, becauseof all the provocati ons that 
Manasseh had provoked him withal. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 23:27 And the LORD said, I will removejudah alsoout of mysight, asi have 
removed Israel, and will cast off this city Jerusalem which I havechosen, and the house of 
which I said, M y nameshall be there. 

K i ngs II | 23:28 N ow the restof theactsof J osiah, and all that hedid, [are] they not written 
in the book of the chronicles of the kings of J udah? 

K i ngs 1 1 1 23:29 In hisdaysPharaohnechoh king of Egypt went up against the king of Assyria 
to the river Euphrates: and king J osiah went against him; and heslew him at Megiddo, 
when he had seen him. 

Kings ll| 23:30 And his servants carried him inachariot dead from Megiddo, and brought 
him to Jerusalem, and buried him in hisown sepulchre. And the peopleof the land took 
J ehoahaz the son of J osiah, and anointed him, and made him kingin his father's stead. 
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Kingsll| 23:31 Jehoahaz [w as] twenty and threeyearsold when he began to reign; and he 
reigned three months in J erusalem. And his mother's name [was] H amutal, the daughter of 
Jeremiah of Libnah. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 23:32 And hedid [thatwhich w as] evi I inthesight of the LO RD, accordingto all 
that hisfathers had done. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 23:33 And Pharaohnechoh put him in bandsat Riblah in the land of Hamath, that 
he might not reign in J erusalem; and put the land to a tribute of an hundred talents of 
silver, and atalent of gold. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 23:34 And Pharaohnechoh made Eliakim theson of Josiah king in the room of 
Josiah his father, and turned his name to Jehoiakim, and tookjehoahazaway: and hecame 
to Egypt, and died there. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 23:35 Andjehoiakim gave the silver and the gold to Pharaoh; but hetaxed the 
land to give the money according to the commandment of Pharaoh: he exacted the silver 
and the gold of the peopleof the land, ofeveryone accordingto his taxation, to give [it] 
unto Pharaohnechoh. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 23:36 Jehoiakim [was] twenty and fiveyearsold when he began to reign; and he 
reigned eleven years in J erusalem. And his mother's name [was] Zebudah, the daughter of 
Pedaiah of Rumah. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 23:37 And hedid [thatwhich was] evil inthesight of the LO RD, accordingto all 
that hisfathers had done. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 24:1 In his days N ebuchadnezzar kingof Babylon cameup, andjehoiakim became 
his servant three years: then he turned and rebelled against him. 

Kings ll| 24:2 And theLORD sent against him bandsof theChaldees, and bandsofthe 
Syrians, and bands of the M oabites, and bandsof the children of Ammon, and sent them 
against J udah to destroy it, according to the word of the LO RD, which he spake by his 
servants the prophets. 
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Kingsll| 24:3 Surely atthecommandment oftheLORD came [this] upon J udah, to 
remove [them] out of his sight, for the sins of M anasseh, according to all that he did; 

K i ngs 1 1 1 24:4 And alsofor theinnocent blood that heshed: for he filled J erusalem with 
innocent blood; which the LO RD would not pardon. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 24:5 Now the rest of theactsof J ehoiakim, and all that hedid, [are] they not 
written in the book of the chronicles of the kings of J udah? 

K i ngs 1 1 1 24:6 So J ehoiakim slept with hisfathers: andjehoiachin his son reigned in his 
stead. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 24:7 And the king of Egypt came not again any more out of his land: for the king 
of Babylon had taken from the river of Egypt unto the river Euphratesall that pertained to 
the king of Egypt. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 24:8 J ehoiachin [w as] eighteen yearsold when he began to reign, and he reigned 
in J erusalem three months. And his mother's name [was] N ehushta, the daughter of 
Elnathan of J erusalem. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 24:9 And hedid [that which was] evil in the sight oftheLORD, according to all 
that hisfather had done. 

Kings 1 1 1 24: 10 At that time the servants of N ebuchadnezzar king of Babylon came up 
against J erusalem, and the city was besieged. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 24:11 And N ebuchadnezzar king of Babylon came against the city, and his servants 
did besiege it. 

Kings II | 24:12 And J ehoiachin the king of J udah went out to the king of Babylon, he, and 
his mother, and his servants, and his princes, and his officers: and the king of Babylon took 
him in the eighth year of his reign.

K i ngs 1 1 1 24:17 And the kingof Babylon made Mattaniah hisfather'sbrother king in his 
stead, and changed hisnameto Zedekiah. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 24:18 Zedekiah [w as] twenty and oneyearsold when he began to reign, and he 
reigned eleven years in Jerusalem. And his mother's name [was] Hamutal, the daughter of 
Jeremiah of Libnah. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 24:19 And hedid [that which was] evil inthesight of theLORD, accordingto all 
thatjehoiakim had done. 

K i ngs 1 1 1 24:20 For through the angerof theLORD itcameto passin Jerusalem andjudah, 
until he had cast them out from his presence, that Zedekiah rebelled against the king of 
Babylon. 
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Kingsll| 25:1 And it cameto passin theninth year of hisreign, in thetenth month, in the 
tenth [day] of the month, [that] N ebuchadnezzar king of Babylon came, he, and all his host, 
against Jerusalem, and pitched against it: and they built forts against it round about. 

Kings ll| 25:2 And the city was besieged unto the eleventh year of king Zedekiah. 

Kings ll| 25:3 And on the ninth [day] of the [fourth] month the famine prevailed in the city, 
and there was no bread for the people of the land. 

Kings II | 25:4 And the city was broken up, and all the men of war [f I ed ] by night by the way 
of the gate between two walls, which [is] by the king's garden: (now the Chaldees [were] 
against the city round about:) and [the king] wentthe way toward the plain. 

Kings II | 25:5 And thearmy of the Chaldees pursued after the king, and overtook him i n 
the plainsof Jericho: and all his army were scattered from him.

Kings ll| 25:8 And in thefifth month, on theseventh [day] of the month, which [is] the 
nineteenth year of king N ebuchadnezzar king of Babylon, came N ebuzaradan, captain of the 
guard, a servant of the king of Babylon, unto J erusalem: 

Kings ll| 25:9 And he burntthe houseof the LORD, and the king's house, and all the 
housesof Jerusalem, and every great [man's] house burnt hewithfire. 
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Kings II | 25:10 And all the army of the Chaldees, that [were with] the captain of the guard, 
brakedown the wallsof Jerusalem round about. 

Kings II | 25:11 Now the rest of the people [that were] left in thecity, and the fugitives that 
fell away to the king of Babylon, with the remnant of the multitude, did N ebuzaradan the 
captain of the guard carry away. 

Kings II | 25:12 But the captain of the guard left of the poor of the land [to be] vinedressers 
and husbandmen. 

Kings II | 25:13 And the pillarsof brassthat [were] i n the house of the LO RD, and the 
bases, and the brazen sea that [was] in the house of the LO RD, did the C haldees break in 
pieces, and carried the brass ofthem to Babylon.

C hronicles-l 1 12:31 And of the half tribeof Manasseh eighteen thousand, which were 
expressed by name, to come and make David king. 

C hronicles-l 1 12:32 And of the children of Issachar, [which were men] that had 
understanding of the times, to know what Israel ought to do; the heads of them [were] two 
hundred; and all their brethren [were] at their commandment. 

C hronicles-l 1 12:33 OfZebulun, such aswentforthto battle, expertinwar, with all 
instruments of war, fifty thousand, which could keep rank: [they were] not of double heart. 

C hronicles-l 1 12:34 And of Naphtali a thousand captains, and with them with shield and 
spear thirty and seven thousand. 

C hronicles-l 1 12:35 And of the Danites expert in war twenty and eight thousand and six 
hundred. 

C hronicles-l 1 12:36 And of Asher, such aswentforthto battle, expert in war, forty 
thousand. 

C hronicles-l 1 12:37 And on theother sideofjordan, of the Reubenites, and the Gadites, 
and of the half tribe of M anasseh, with all manner of instruments of war for the battle, an 
hundred and twenty thousand. 

C hronicles-l 1 12:38 All thesemen of war, that could keep rank, camewith aperfect heart 
to Hebron, to make David king over all Israel: and all the rest also of Israel [were] of one 
heart to make David king. 

C hronicles-l 1 12:39 And therethey were with David threedays, eatingand drinking: for 
their brethren had prepared for them. 
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C hronicles-l 1 12:40 Moreover they that were nigh them, [even] unto Issachar and Zebulun 
and Naphtali, brought bread on asses, and on camels, and on mules, and on oxen, [and] 
meat, meal, cakesof figs, and bunchesof raisins, and wine, and oil, and oxen, and sheep 
abundantly: for [there was] joy in Israel. 

C hronicles-l 1 13:1 And David consulted withthecaptainsof thousandsand hundreds, [and] 
with every leader. 

C hronicles-l 1 13:2 And David said unto all the congregation of Israel, If [it seem] good unto 
you, and [that it be] of the LO R D our God, let us send abroad unto our brethren every 
where, [that are] left in all the land of Israel, and with them [also] to the priests and Levites 
[which are] in their cities [and] suburbs, that they may gather themselves unto us: 

C hronicles-l 1 13:3 And letusbring againthearkof our God to us: for weinquired notatit 
i n the days of Saul. 

C hronicles-l 1 13:4 And all the congregation said that they would doso: for thething was 
right i n the eyes of all the people. 

C hronicles-l 1 13:5 So David gathered all Israel together, from Shihor of Egypt even unto 
theenteringof Hemath, to bringthearkof God from Kirjathjearim. 

C hronicles-l 1 13:6 And David went up, and all Israel, to Baalah, [that is], to Kirjathjearim, 
which [belonged] to Judah, to bring up thence the ark of God the LO RD, that dwelleth 
[between] the cherubims, whose name is called [on it]. 

C hronicles-l 1 13:7 And they carried the ark of God in a new cart out of the house of 
Abinadab: and Uzza and A hio drave the cart. 

C hronicles-l 1 13:8 And David and all Israel played before God with all [their] might, and 
with singing, and with harps, and with psalteries, and with timbrels, and with cymbals, and 
withtrumpets. 
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C hronicles-l 1 13:9 And when they came unto the threshingfloor of C hidon, Uzza put forth 
his hand to hold the ark; for the oxen stumbled. 

C hronicles-l 1 13:10 And theanger of the LO RD waskindled against Uzza, and hesmote 
him, because he put his hand to the ark: and there he died before God.

C hronicles-l 1 14:6 And Nogah, and Nepheg, andjaphia, 

Chronicles-I 14:7 And Elishama, and Beeliada, and Eliphalet. 
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C hronicles-l 1 14:8 And when the Philistines heard that David wasanointed king over all 
Israel, all the Philistines went up to seek David. And David heard [of it], and went out 
againstthem. 

C hronicles-l 1 14:9 And the Philistines came and spread themselvesin thevalley of 
Rephaim. 

C hronicles-l 1 14:10 And David inquired of God, saying, Shall I go u p against the Philistines? 
andwiltthou deliverthem intomine hand?And theLORD saidunto him, Goup; for I will 
deliver them into thine hand. 

C hronicles-l 1 14:11 So they came up to Baalperazim; and David smotethem there. Then 
David said, God hath broken in upon mineenemiesby mine hand likethe breakingforth of 
waters: therefore they called the name of that place Baalperazim. 

C hronicles-l 1 14:12 And when they had lefttheir gods there, David gaveacommandment, 
and they were burned with fire. 

C hronicles-l 1 14:13 And the Philistines yet again spread themselves abroad in thevalley. 

C hronicles-l 1 14: 14 Therefore David inquired again of God; and God said unto him, Go 
not up after them; turn away from them, and come upon them over against the mulberry 
trees. 

C hronicles-l 1 14:15 And it shall be, when thou shalt hear asound of going in thetopsof the 
mulberry trees, [that] then thou shalt go out to battle: for God is gone forth before thee to 
smite the host of the Philistines. 

C hronicles-l 1 14:16 David therefore did as God commanded him: and they smote the host 
of the Philistines from Gibeon even to Gazer. 

C hronicles-l 1 14:17 And the fameof David went out into all lands; and theLORD brought 
the fear of him upon all nations. 

C hronicles-l 1 15:1 And [David] madehim housesin thecity of David, and prepared a place 
for the ark of G od, and pitched for it a tent. 
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C hronicles-l 1 15:2 T hen David said, Noneoughtto carry theark of God but the Levites: 
for them hath the LO RD chosen to carry the ark of God, and to minister unto him for 
ever. 

C hronicles-l 1 15:3 And David gathered all Israel together tojerusalem, to bring up the ark 
of the LO RD unto his place, which he had prepared for it. 

C hronicles-l 1 15:4 And David assembled thechildren of Aaron, and the Levites: 

C hronicles-l 1 15:5 Of thesonsof Kohath; Uriel thechief, and hisbrethren an hundredand 
twenty: 

C hronicles-l 1 15:6 Of thesonsof M erari; Asaiah thechief, and hisbrethren two hundred 
and twenty: 

C hronicles-l 1 15:7 O f thesonsof G ershom; Joel thechief, and hisbrethren an hundred and 
thirty: 

C hronicles-l 1 15:8 Of thesonsof El izaphan; Shemaiah thechief, and hisbrethren two 
hundred: 

C hronicles-l 1 15:9 Of thesonsof H ebron; Eliel thechief, and his brethren fourscore: 

C hronicles-l 1 15:10 O f thesonsof U zziel; Amminadab thechief, and hisbrethren an 
hundred and twelve. 

C hronicles-l 1 15:11 And David called for Zadok and Abiathar the priests, and for the 
Levites, for Uriel, Asaiah, and Joel, Shemaiah, and Eliel, and Amminadab, 

C hronicles-l 1 15:12 And said unto them, Ye [are] the chief of the fathers of the Levites: 
sanctify yourselves, [both] ye and your brethren, that ye may bring up the ark of the LO RD 
God of Israel unto [the place that] I have prepared for it. 

C hronicles-l 1 15:13 For because ye [did it] not atthefirst, theLORD our God madea 
breach upon us, for that we sought him not after the due order. 
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C hronicles-l 1 15:14 So the priests and the Levitessanctified themselvesto bring up the ark 
oftheLORD God of Israel. 



C hronicles-l 1 15:15 And thechildren of the Levitesbaretheark of God upon their 
shoulderswith thestavesthereon, asMosescommanded accordingto theword of the 
LORD. 

C hronicles-l 1 15:16 And Davidspaketo thechief of the Levitesto appoint their brethren 
[to be] thesingerswith instrumentsof music, psalteriesand harpsand cymbals, sounding, 
by lifting up the voice with joy. 

C hronicles-l 1 15:17 So the Levites appointed Heman theson of Joel; and of his brethren, 
Asaph the son of Berechiah; and of the sons of M erari their brethren, Ethan the son of 
Kushaiah; 

C hronicles-l 1 15:18 And withthem their brethren of thesecond [degree], Zechariah, Ben, 
andjaaziel, and Shemiramoth, andjehiel, and Unni, Eliab, and Benaiah, and Maaseiah, and 
Mattithiah, and Elipheleh, and Mikneiah, and Obededom, andjeiel, the porters. 

C hronicles-l 1 15:19 So thesingers, Heman, Asaph, and Ethan, [were appointed] to sound 
with cymbals of brass; 

C hronicles-l 1 15:20 And Zechariah, and Aziel, and Shemiramoth, andjehiel, and Unni, and 
Eliab, and Maaseiah, and Benaiah, with psalterieson Alamoth; 

C hronicles-l 1 15:21 And Mattithiah, and Elipheleh, and Mikneiah, and Obededom, and 
Jeiel, and Azaziah, with harpson the Sheminith to excel. 

C hronicles-l 1 15:22 And Chenaniah, chiefof the Levites, [was] for song: heinstructed 
about the song, because he [was] skilful. 

Chronicles-I 15:23 And Berechiah and Elkanah [were] doorkeepersfor the ark. 
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C hronicles-l 1 15:24 And Shebaniah, and J ehoshaphat, and Nethaneel, and Amasai, and 
Zechariah, and Benaiah, and Eliezer, thepriests, did blow withthetrumpetsbeforetheark 
of God: and Obededom andjehiah [were] doorkeepersfor theark. 

C hronicles-l 1 15:25 So David, and theeldersof Israel, and thecaptainsover thousands, 
went to bring up the ark of the covenant of the LO R D out of the house of O bededom with 
joy. 

C hronicles-l 1 15:26 And it cameto pass, when God helped the Levites that baretheark of 
the covenant of the L O RD, that they offered seven bullocks and seven rams. 

C hronicles-l 1 15:27 And David [was] clothed with a robeof fine linen, and all the Levites 
that bare the ark, and the singers, and Chenaniah the master of the song with the singers:

C hronicles-l 1 16:5 Asaph the chief, and nextto him Zechariah, Jeiel, and Shemiramoth, 
and J ehiel, and Mattithiah, and Eliab, and Benaiah, and Obededom: and Jeiel with 
psalteriesand with harps; but Asaph madeasound with cymbals; 

C hronicles-l 1 16:6 Benaiah also and Jahaziel the priests with trumpets continually before 
the ark of the covenant of God. 

C hronicles-l 1 16:7 Then on that day David delivered first [this psalm] to thank the LO RD 
into the hand of Asaph and his brethren. 

C hronicles-l 1 16:8 Give thanks unto the LO RD, call upon hisname, makeknown hisdeeds 
among the people. 

C hronicles-l 1 16:9 Sing unto him, sing psalmsunto him, talk yeof all hiswondrousworks. 

C hronicles-l 1 16: 10 G lory ye in hisholy name: let the heart of them rejoice that seek the 
LORD. 

C hronicles-l 1 16:11 Seek the LORD and hisstrength, seek his face continually. 

C hronicles-l 1 16:12 Remember his marvellous worksthat he hath done, hiswonders, and 
the judgments of his mouth;

C hronicles-l 1 16:40 To offer burnt offerings unto the LORD upon the altar of the burnt 
offering continually morning and evening, and [to do] according to all that is written in the 
law of the LORD, which hecommanded Israel; 

C hronicles-l 1 16:41 And with them H eman and Jeduthun, and the rest that were chosen, 
who were expressed by name, to give thanks to the LORD, because hismercy [endureth] 
for ever; 
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C hronicles-l 1 16:42 And withthem Heman andjeduthun withtrumpetsand cymbalsfor 
thosethat should makeasound, and with musical instrumentsof God. And thesonsof 
Jeduthun [were] porters. 

C hronicles-l 1 16:43 And all the peopledeparted every man to hishouse: and David 
returned to bless hishouse. 



C hronicles-l 1 17:1 Now itcameto pass, as David sat in hishouse, that David said to Nathan 
the prophet, Lo, I dwell i nan house of cedars, but the ark of the covenant of the L O R D 
[remaineth] under curtains. 

C hronicles-l 1 17:2 T hen Nathan said unto David, Do all that [is] in thine heart; for God [is] 
withthee.

Nathan, saying,

C hronicles-l 1 17:5 For I havenotdwelt in an house si nce the day that I brought up Israel 
unto this day; but have gone from tent to tent, and from [one] tabernacle [to another]. 

C hronicles-l 1 17:6 Wheresoever I havewalked with all Israel, spakel a word to anyofthe 
judgesof Israel, whom I commanded to feed my people, saying, W hy have ye not bui It me 
an house of cedars? 



C hronicles-l 1 17:7 Now therefore thus shalt thou say unto myservant David, Thus saith the 
LO RD of hosts, I took thee from the sheepcote, [even] from following the sheep, that thou 
shouldest be ruler over my people Israel: 
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C hronicles-l 1 17:8 And I have been with thee whithersoever thou hast walked, and havecut 
off all thine enemiesfrom before thee, and have made thee a name I i ke the name of the 
great men that [are] i n the earth. 



C hronicles-l 1 17:9 Also I will ordain aplacefor my people Israel, and will plantthem, and 
they shall dwell in their place, and shall be moved no more; neither shall the children of 
wickedness waste them any more, as at the beginning, 

C hronicles-l 1 17:10 And since the time that I commanded judges [to be] over my people 
Israel. Moreover I will subdueall thine enemies. Furthermorel tell thee that the LO R D 
will build theean house. 



C hronicles-l 1 17:11 And it shall cometo pass, when thy days be expired that thou must go

C hronicles-l 1 17:19 LORD, for thy servant's sake, and according tothine own heart, 
hast thou done all this greatness, i n making known all [these] great things. 

C hronicles-l 1 17:20 LORD, [thereis] none likethee, neither [isthere any] God beside 
thee, according to all that we have heard with our ears. 

C hronicles-l 1 17:21 And what one nation in theearth [is] likethy people Israel, whom God 
went to redeem [to be] his own people, to make thee a name of greatness and terribleness, 
by driving out nationsfrom beforethy people, whom thou hast redeemed out of Egypt? 

C hronicles-l 1 17:22 For thy people Israel didst thou make thine own people for ever; and 
thou, LORD, becamesttheir God. 

C hronicles-l 1 17:23 Therefore now, LORD, let the thing that thou hast spoken concerning 
thy servant and concerning his house be established for ever, and do as thou hast said. 

C hronicles-l 1 17:24 Let it even be established, that thy name may be magnified for ever, 
saying, The LO RD of hosts [is] the God of Israel, [even] a God to Israel: and [let] the house 
of David thy servant [be] established before thee. 

C hronicles-l 1 17:25 For thou, O my God, hast told thy servant that thou wilt build him an 
house: therefore thy servant hath found [i n his heart] to pray before thee.

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C hronicles-l 1 17:27 N ow thereforelet it pleasetheeto bless the house of thy servant, that 
it may be before theefor ever: for thou blessest, O LO RD, and [it shall be] blessed for 
ever. 

C hronicles-l 1 18:1 Now after this it came to pass, that David smote the Philistines, and 
subdued them, and took Gath and her townsout of the hand of the Philistines. 

C hronicles-l 1 18:2 And he smote M oab; and the M oabites became David'sservants, [and] 
brought gifts. 

C hronicles-l 1 18:3 And David smote H adarezer king of Zobah unto Hamath, ashewentto 
stablish his dominion by theriver Euphrates. 

C hronicles-l 1 18:4 And David tookfrom him athousand chariots, and seven thousand 
horsemen, and twenty thousand footmen: David also hocked all the chariot [horses], but 
reserved of them an hundred chariots. 

C hronicles-l 1 18:5 And when theSyriansof Damascuscameto help Hadarezer kingof 
Zobah, David slew of theSyrianstwo and twenty thousand men. 

C hronicles-l 1 18:6 T hen David put [garrisons] in Syriadamascus; and the Syrians became 
David'sservants, [and] brought gifts. Thusthe LO RD preserved David whithersoever he 
went. 

C hronicles-l 1 18:7 And David took the shieldsof gold that wereon the servants of 
Hadarezer, and brought them tojerusalem. 

C hronicles-l 1 18:8 Likewisefrom Tibhath, and fromChun, citiesof Hadarezer, brought 
David very much brass, wherewith Solomon made the brazen sea, and the pillars, and the 
vesselsof brass. 

C hronicles-l 1 18:9 Now when Tou king of Hamath heard how David had smitten all the 
host of H adarezer king of Zobah; 
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C hronicles-l 1 18:10 Hesent Hadoram hisson to king David, to inquireof hiswelfare, and 
to congratulate him, because he had fought against Hadarezer, and smitten him; (for 
Hadarezer had war withTou;) and [with him] all manner of vesselsof gold and silver and 
brass. 

C hronicles-l 1 18:11 Them also king David dedicated unto the LORD, with the silver and 
the gold that he brought from all [these] nations; from Edom, and from M oab, and from 
the children of Amnion, and from the Philistines, and from Amalek. 

C hronicles-l 1 18:12 Moreover Abishai theson of Zeruiah slew of the Edomites in the valley 
of salt eighteen thousand. 

C hronicles-l 1 18:13 And he put garrisons in Edom; and all the Edomites became David's 
servants. Thusthe LO R D preserved David whithersoever he went. 

C hronicles-l 1 18:14 So David reigned over all Israel, and executed judgment and justice 
amongall hispeople. 

C hronicles-l 1 18:15 And J oab the son of Zeruiah [was] over the host; and J ehoshaphat the 
son of Ahilud, recorder. 

C hronicles-l 1 18:16 And Zadoktheson of Ahitub, and Abimelech the son of Abiathar, 
[were] the priests; and Shavsha wasscribe; 

C hronicles-l 1 18:17 And Benaiah theson of Jehoiada [was] over the C heret h i tes and the 
Pelethites; and the sons of David [were] chief about the king.

19: 1 N ow it came to pass after this, that N ahash the king of the children of 



Ammon died, and hisson reigned in hisstead. 

C hronicles-l 1 19:2 And David said, I will show kindnessunto Hanun theson of Nahash, 
because hisfather showed kindnessto me. And David sent messengersto comfort him 
concerning hisfather. So the servants of David came into the land of the children of 
Ammon to Hanun, to comfort him. 
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C hronicles-l 1 19:3 Butthe princesof thechildren of Ammon said to Hanun, Thinkestthou 
that David doth honour thy father, that he hath sent comforters unto thee? are not his 
servants come unto thee for to search, and to overthrow, and to spy out the land? 



C hronicles-l 1 19:4 W herefore H anun took D avid's servants, and shaved them, and cut off 
their garments in the midst hard by their buttocks, and sent them away. 

C hronicles-l 1 19:5 Then therewent [certain], and told David how themen wereserved. 
And he sent to meet them: for the men were greatly ashamed. And the king said, Tarry at 
Jericho until your beardsbegrown, and [then] return. 

C hronicles-l 1 19:6 And when thechildren of Ammon saw that they had made themselves 
odiousto David, Hanun and thechildren of Ammon sent a thousand talentsof silver to hire 
them chariotsand horsemen out of M esopotamia, and out of Syriamaachah, and out of 
Zobah. 



C hronicles-l 1 19:7 So they hired thirty and two thousand chariots, and the king of Maachah 
and his people; who cameand pitched before M edeba. And thechildren of Ammon 
gathered themselves together from their cities, and came to battle. 

C hronicles-l 1 19:8 And when David heard [of it], hesentjoab, and all the hostof the 
mighty men. 

C hronicles-l 1 19:9 And the children of Ammon came out, and put the battle in array before 
the gate of the city: and the kings that were come [were] by themselves in the field. 

C hronicles-l 1 19:10 N ow whenjoabsaw that the battle was set against him before and 
behind, he chose out of all the choice of Israel, and put [them] in array against the Syrians. 
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C hronicles-l 1 19:11 And the rest of the people he delivered unto the hand of Abishai his 
brother, and they set [themselves] in array against the children of Ammon. 

C hronicles-l 1 19:12 And hesaid, If theSyriansbetoo strongfor me, then thou shalthelp 
me: but if the children of Ammon betoo strong for thee, then I will help thee. 

C hronicles-l 1 19:13 Beof good courage, and let usbehaveourselvesvaliantlyfor our 
people, and for the cities of our G od: and let the LO RD do [thatwhich i s] good in his sight. 

C hronicles-l 1 19:14 So Joab and the people that [were] with him drew nigh beforethe 
Syrians unto the battle; and they fled before him. 

C hronicles-l 1 19:15 And when the children of Ammon saw that the Syrians were fled, they 
likewisefled before Abishai his brother, and entered intothecity. Then Joab cameto 
Jerusalem. 

C hronicles-l 1 19:16 And when the Syrians saw that they were put to the worse before 
Israel, they sent messengers, and drew forth the Syrians that [were] beyond the river: and 
Shophach the captain of the host of H adarezer [went] before them. 

C hronicles-l 1 19:17 And it wastold David; and hegathered all Israel, and passed over 
Jordan, and came upon them, and set [the battle] in array against them. So when David had 
put the battle in array against the Syrians, they fought with him. 

C hronicles-l 1 19:18 But the Syrians fled before Israel; and David slew of the Syrians seven 
thousand [men which fought in] chariots, and forty thousand footmen, and killed Shophach 
the captain of the host. 

C hronicles-l 1 19:19 And when the servants of H adarezer saw that they were put to the 
worse before Israel, they made peace with David, and became his servants: neither would 
the Syrians help the children of Ammon any more. 
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C hronicles-l | 20:1 And it cameto pass, that after theyear wasexpired, at thetimethat 
kings go out [to battle], J oab led forth the power of the army, and wasted the country of 
the children of Ammon, and came and besieged Rabbah. But David tarried at Jerusalem. 
And J oab smote Rabbah, and destroyed it. 

C hronicles-l | 20:2 And David took thecrown of their kingfrom off hishead, and found it 
to weigh atalent of gold, and [therewere] precious stones in it; and itwasset upon David's 
head: and he brought also exceeding much spoil out of the city. 

C hronicles-l | 20:3 And he brought out the peoplethat [were] in it, and cut [them] with 
saws, and with harrowsof iron, and with axes. Even so dealt David with all thecitiesof the 
children of Ammon. And David and all the people returned to Jerusalem. 

C hronicles-l | 20:4 And it cameto pass after this, thattherearosewar atGezer with the 
Philistines; atwhich timeSibbechai the H ushathite slew Sippai, [thatwas] of the children of 
the giant: and they were subdued. 

C hronicles-l | 20:5 And therewaswar again with the Philistines; and Elhanan theson of Jair 
slew Lahmi the brother of Goliath the Gittite, whose spear staff [was] like a weaver's beam. 

C hronicles-l | 20:6 And yet again therewaswar at Gath, where w as a man of [great] 
stature, whosefingersand toes[were]four and twenty, six [on each hand], and six [on each 
foot]: and he also was the son of the giant. 

C hronicles-l | 20:7 Butwhen hedefied Israel, Jonathan theson of Shimea David's brother 
slew him. 
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C hronicles-l | 20:8Thesewere bornunto thegiant in Gath; and theyfell bythe hand of 
David, and by the hand of his servants. 



C hronicles-l | 21:1 And Satan stood up against Israel, and provoked David to number Israel. 

C hronicles-l | 21:2 And David said tojoaband to the rulersof the people, Go, number 
Israel from Beersheba even to Dan; and bring the number of them to me, that I may know 
[it]. 

C hronicles-l | 21:3 Andjoabanswered, TheLORD make hispeoplean hundred timesso 
many more asthey [be]: but, my lord the king, [are] they not all my lord's servants? w hy 
then doth my lord require this thing? why will he be a cause of trespass to Israel? 

C hronicles-l | 21:4 Neverthelesstheking'sword prevailed against J oab. Whereforejoab 
departed, and went throughout all Israel, and cametojerusalem. 

C hronicles-l | 21:5 And J oab gavethesum of the number of the people unto David. And all 
[they of] Israel w ere a thousand thousand and an hundred thousand men that drew sword: 
and J udah [w as] four hundred threescore and ten thousand men that drew sword. 

C hronicles-l | 21:6 But Levi and Benjamin counted he not amongthem: for the king'sword 
wasabominabletojoab. 

C hronicles-l | 21:7 And God wasdispleased with this thing; therefore he smote Israel. 

C hronicles-l | 21:8 And David said unto God, I havesinned greatly, becausel havedonethis 
thing: but now, I beseech thee, do away the iniquity of thy servant; for I have done very 
foolishly. 

Chronicles-I 21:9 And the LORD spakeunto Gad, David'sseer, saying, 
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C hronicles-l | 21:10 Go and tell David, saying, Thussaith the LORD, I offer thee three 
[things]: choose thee one of them, that I may do [it] unto thee. 

C hronicles-l | 21:11 So Gad cameto David, and said unto him, Thussaith the LORD, 
Choose thee 

C hronicles-l | 21:12 Either three years' famine; or three monthsto bedestroyed beforethy 
foes, while that the sword of thine enemies overtaketh [thee]; or else three days the sword 
of the L O RD, even the pestilence, i n the I and, and the angel of the L O R D destroying 
throughoutall the coastsof Israel. Now therefore advise thyself what word I shall bring 
againto him that sent me. 

C hronicles-l | 21:13 And David said unto Gad, I am in agreat strait: let mefall now into the 
hand of the L O RD; for very great [are] his mercies: but let me not fail into the hand of 
man. 

C hronicles-l | 21:14 So the LORD sent pestilence u pon Israel: and therefell of Israel 
seventy thousand men. 

C hronicles-l | 21:15 And God sent an angel untojerusalem to destroy it: and ashe was 
destroying, the LORD beheld, and he repented him of theevil, and said to the angel that 
destroyed, Itisenough, staynow thine hand. And the angel of the LORD stood bythe 
threshingfloor of O man the J ebusite.

C hronicles-l | 21:22 T hen David said to O rnan, Grant methe placeof [this] threshingfloor, 
that I may build an altar therein unto the LORD: thou shalt grant it me for the full price: 
that the plague may be stayed from the people. 

C hronicles-l | 21:23 And O rnan said unto David, Take [it] to thee, and let my lord the king 
do [that which is] good in hiseyes: lo, I give [thee] the oxen [also] for burnt offerings, and 
the threshing instrumentsfor wood, and the wheat for the meat offering; I give it all. 

C hronicles-l | 21:24 And king David said to O rnan, Nay; but I will verily buy itfor the full 
price: for I will not take [that] w hich [is] thine for the LORD, nor offer burnt offerings 
without cost. 

C hronicles-l | 21:25 So David gaveto O rnan for the place six hundred shekelsof gold by 
weight. 

Chronicles-I 21:26 And David built therean altar unto the LORD, and offered burnt 
offerings and peace offerings, and called upon the LO RD; and he answered him from 
heaven by fire upon the altar of burnt offering. 
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C hronicles-l | 21:27 And theLORD commandedthe angel; and he put up hissword again 
into thesheath thereof. 



C hronicles-l | 21:28 Atthattimewhen David saw that theLORD had answered him in the 
threshingfloor of O rnan thej ebusite, then he sacrificed there. 

C hronicles-l | 21:29 For the tabernacleof theLORD, which Mosesmadein thewilderness, 
and the altar of the burnt offering, [were] at that season in the high place at G ibeon. 

C hronicles-l | 21:30 But David could not go beforeitto inquireof God: for hewasafraid 
because of the sword of the angel of the LO R D . 

C hronicles-l | 22:1 Then David said, T his [is] the houseof theLORD God, and this [is] the 
altar of the burnt offering for Israel. 

C hronicles-l | 22:2 And David commanded to gather together the strangers that [were] in 
the land of Israel; and heset masonsto hew wrought stonesto build the houseof God. 

C hronicles-l | 22:3 And David prepared iron in abundancefor thenailsfor thedoorsof the 
gates, and for the joinings; and brass in abundance without weight; 

C hronicles-l | 22:4 Also cedar trees in abundance: for the Zidoniansand they of Tyre 
brought much cedar wood to David. 

C hronicles-l | 22:5 And David said, Solomon my son [is] young and tender, and the house 
[that is] to be builded for the LO R D [must be] exceeding magnifical, of fame and of glory 
throughout all countries: I will [therefore] now make preparation for it. So David prepared 
abundantly before his death. 

C hronicles-l | 22:6 Then hecalled for Solomon his son, and charged him to build an house 
for theLORD God of Israel. 
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C hronicles-l | 22:7 And David said to Solomon, M y son, asfor me, it wasin my mind to 
buildan houseunto the nameof theLORD myGod: 

C hronicles-l | 22:8 Buttheword of theLORD cameto me, saying, Thou hast shed blood 
abundantly, and hast made great wars: thou shalt not build an house unto my name, 
because thou hast shed much blood upon the earth in my sight. 

C hronicles-l | 22:9 Behold, a son shall be born to thee, who shall beaman of rest; and I will 
give him rest from all his enemies round about: for his name shall be Solomon, and I will 
give peace and quietness unto Israel in his days. 

C hronicles-l | 22:10 H e shall build an house for my name; and he shall be my son, and I 
[will be] hisfather; and I will establish thethroneof hiskingdom over Israel for ever. 

C hronicles-l | 22:11 N ow, myson, theLORD bewiththee; and prosperthou, and build 
the house of the LO R D thy G od, as he hath said of thee. 

C hronicles-l | 22:12 O nly theLORD give thee wisdom and understanding, and give thee 
chargeconcerning Israel, thatthou mayest keepthelaw of theLORD thy God. 

C hronicles-l | 22:13 T hen shalt thou prosper, if thou takest heed tofulfil the statutes and 
judgmentswhich theLORD charged Moseswith concern i ng Israel: bestrong, and ofgood 
courage; dread not, nor bedismayed. 

C hronicles-l | 22:14 N ow, behold, inmytroublel have prepared for the house of the 
LORD an hundred thousand talentsof gold, and athousand thousand talentsof silver; and 
of brassand iron without weight; for it isin abundance: timber also and stone have I 
prepared; and thou mayest add thereto. 
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C hronicles-l I 22:15 Moreover [thereare] workmen with thee in abundance, hewersand 
workersof stoneand timber, and all manner of cunning men for every manner of work. 



C hronicles-l | 22:16 O f thegold, thesilver, and thebrass, and theiron, [thereis] no 
number. Arise [therefore], and bedoing, and theLORD be with thee. 

C hronicles-l | 22:17 David also commanded all the princesof Israel to help Solomon his 
son, [saying], 

C hronicles-l | 22:18 [ls] not theLORD your God with you?and hath he[not] given you rest 
on every side? for he hath given the inhabitants of the land into mine hand; and the land is 
subdued beforethe LORD, and before hispeople. 

C hronicles-l | 22:19 N ow set your heart and your soul to seek the LORD your God; arise 
therefore, and build ye the sanctuaryof theLORD God, to bringthearkof thecovenant of 
the LO RD, and the holy vessels of God, into the house that isto be built to the name of the 
LORD. 

C hronicles-l | 23:1 So when David wasold and full of days, he made Solomon his son king 
over I srael . 

C hronicles-l | 23:2 And hegathered together all the princesof Israel, with the priests and 
the Levites. 

C hronicles-l | 23:3 Now the Levites w erenumbered from theageof thirty yearsand 
upward: and their number by their polis, man by man, was thirty and eight thousand. 

C hronicles-l | 23:4 Of which, twenty and four thousand [were] to set forward the work of 
the house of the LO R D ; and six thousand [were] officers and judges: 

C hronicles-l | 23:5 Moreover four thousand [were] porters; and four thousand praised the 
LORD with the instruments which I made, [said David], to praise [therewith]. 
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C hronicles-l | 23:6 And David dividedthem into coursesamongthesonsof Levi, [namely], 
Gershon, Kohath, and Merari. 

C hronicles-l | 23: 7 O f the G ershonites [were], Laadan, and Shimei. 

C hronicles-l | 23:8 The sonsof Laadan; the chief [was] J ehiel, andZetham, andjoel, three. 

C hronicles-l | 23:9 The sonsof Shimei; Shelomith, and H aziel, and Haran, three. These 
[were] the chief of the fathers of Laadan. 

C hronicles-l | 23:10 And the sonsof Shimei [were], Jahath, Zina, andjeush, and Beriah. 
These four [were] the sonsof Shimei. 

C hronicles-l | 23:11 And Jahath was the chief, and Zizahthesecond: butjeushand Beriah 
had not many sons; therefore they were in one reckoning, according to [their] father's 
house. 

C hronicles-l | 23:12 The sonsof Kohath; Amram, Izhar, Hebron, and Uzziel, four. 

C hronicles-l | 23:13 The sonsof Amram; Aaron and Moses: and Aaron was separated, that 
heshould sanctify the most holy things, heand hissonsfor ever, to burn incensebeforethe 
LORD, to minister unto him, and to blessin hisnamefor ever. 

C hronicles-l | 23:14 N ow [concerning] Moses the man of God, his sons were named of the 
tribe of Levi. 

C hronicles-l | 23: 15 The sonsof Moses [were], Gershom, and Eliezer. 

C hronicles-l | 23:16 O f the sonsof Gershom, Shebuel [was] the chief. 

C hronicles-l | 23:17 And the sonsof Eliezer [were], Rehabiah the chief. And Eliezer had 
none other sons; but the sons of Rehabiah were very many. 

C hronicles-l 23: 18 O f the sons of Izhar; Shelomith the chief. 
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C hronicles-l | 23: 19 O f the sons of H ebron; J eriah the first, Amariah thesecond, Jahaziel 
the third, and J ekameam the fourth. 



C hronicles-l | 23:20 Of the sons ofUzziel; Micah the first, andjesiah thesecond. 

C hronicles-l | 23:21 The sons of M erari; M ahli, and Mushi. The sons of M ahli; Eleazar, and 
Kish. 

C hronicles-l | 23:22 And Eleazar died, and had no sons, but daughters: and their brethren 
the sons of Kish tookthem. 

C hronicles-l | 23:23 The sons of Mushi; Mahli, and Eder, andjeremoth, three. 

C hronicles-l | 23:24These[were] the sons of Levi afterthe houseof their fathers; [even]the 
chief of thefathers, asthey werecounted by number of namesby their polis, thatdidthe 
work for the service of the house of the LO R D , f rom the age of twenty years and upward. 

C hronicles-l | 23:25 For David said, TheLORD God of Israel hath given rest unto his 
people, that they may dwell i n Jerusalem for ever:

C hronicles-l | 23:27 For by the last wordsof David the Levites [w ere] numbered from 
twenty years old and above: 

C hronicles-l | 23:28 Because their office [w as] to wait on the sonsof Aaron for the service 
of the houseof the LORD, inthecourts, and in the chambers, and inthe purifyingof all 
holy things, and the work of the service of the house of God; 

C hronicles-l | 23:29 Bothfor theshowbread, andforthefineflourfor meatoffering, and 
for the unleavened cakes, and for [that which is baked in] the pan, and for that which is 
fried, and for all manner of measure and size; 
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C hronicles-l | 23:30 And to stand every morningto thankand praisethe LORD, and 
likewise at even; 



C hronicles-l | 23:31 And to offer all burnt sacrifices unto theLORD in the sabbaths, inthe 
new moons, and on the set feasts, by number, according to the order commanded unto 
them, continually before the LORD: 

C hronicles-l | 23:32 And that they should keep the charge of the tabernacle of the 
congregation, and the charge of the holy [place], and the charge of the sons of Aaron their 
brethren, in the service of the house of the LORD. 

C hronicles-l | 24:1 Now [theseare] thedivisionsof the sons of Aaron. T he sons of Aaron; 
Nadab, and Abihu, Eleazar, and Ithamar. 

C hronicles-l | 24:2 But Nadab and Abihu died before their father, and had no children: 
therefore Eleazar and Ithamar executed the priest's office. 

C hronicles-l | 24:3 And David distributed them, bothZadokof the sons of Eleazar, and 
Ahimelech of the sons of Ithamar, according to their offices i n their service. 

C hronicles-l | 24:4 And thereweremorechief men found of the sons of Eleazar than of the 
sons of Ithamar; and [thus] werethey divided. Among the sons of Eleazar [therewere] 
sixteen chief men of the house of [their] fathers, and eight among the sons of Ithamar 
according to the house of their fathers. 

C hronicles-l | 24: 5 Thus werethey divided by lot, onesortwith another; for the governors 
of the sanctuary, and governors [of the house] of God, were of the sons of Eleazar, and of 
the sons of Ithamar. 
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C hronicles-l | 24:6 And Shemaiah theson of Nethaneel thescribe, [one] of the Levites, 
wrote them before the king, and the princes, and Zadok the priest, and Ahimelech the son 
of Abiathar, and [before] the chief of the fathers of the priests and Levites: one principal 
household being taken for Eleazar, and [one] taken for Ithamar.

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C hronicles-l 1 1 1:1 And Solomon theson of David was strengthened in hiskingdom, and the 
LORD hisGod [was] with him, and magnified him exceedingly. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 1:2 T hen Solomon spakeunto all Israel, to thecaptainsof thousandsand of 
hundreds, and tothejudges, and to every governor inall Israel, the chief of the fathers. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 1:3 So Solomon, and all the congregation with him, went to the high place 
that [was] at Gibeon; for there was the tabernacleof the congregation of God, which Moses 
the servantof the LORD had madeinthewilderness. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 1:4 Buttheark of God had David brought upfrom Kirjathjearim to [the 
place which] David had prepared for it: for he had pitched atent for it at Jerusalem. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 l:5Moreover the brazen altar, that Bezaleel theson ofUri, theson of Hur, 
had made, he put before the tabernacle of the LORD: and Solomon and the congregation 
sought unto it. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 1:6 And Solomon went up thither to the brazen altar before the LO RD, 
which [was] at the tabernacle of the congregation, and offered a thousand burnt offerings 
upon it.

C hronicles-l 1 1 1:12 Wisdom and knowledge [is] granted untothee; and I will give thee 
riches, and wealth, and honour, such as none of the kings have had that [have been] before 
thee, neither shall there any after thee have the I i ke. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 1:13 Then Solomon came[from hisjourney] to the high placethat [was] at 
Gibeon tojerusalem, from before the tabernacleof the congregation, and reigned over 
Israel. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 1:14 And Solomon gathered chariotsand horsemen: and he had athousand 
and four hundred chariots, and twelvethousand horsemen, which he placed in thechariot 
cities, and with the king at Jerusalem. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 1:15 And the king madesilver and gold at Jerusalem [as plenteous] asstones, 
and cedar trees made he as the sycamore trees that [are] in the vale for abundance. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 1:16 And Solomon had horses brought out of Egypt, and linen yarn: the 
king's merchants received the linen yarn at a price. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 1:17 And theyfetched up, and brought forth out of Egypt a chariot for six 
hundred [shekels] of silver, and an horsefor an hundred and fifty: and so brought they out 
[horses] for all the kings of the H ittites, and for the kings of Syria, by their means. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 2:1 And Solomon determined to build an housefor the nameof the LORD, 
and an housefor hiskingdom. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 2:2 And Solomon told out threescore and ten thousand men to bear burdens, 
and fourscore thousand to hew in the mountain, and three thousand and six hundred to 
overseethem. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 2:3 And Solomon sentto Huram the kingof Tyre, saying, Asthou didst deal 
with David my father, and didst send him cedarsto build him an houseto dwell therein,

[it] to him, [and] to burn before him sweet incense, and for the continual showbread, and 
for the burnt offerings morning and evening, on the sabbaths, and on the new moons, and 
on the solemnfeastsof the LORD our God.

C hronicles-l 1 1 2:5 And the house which I build [is] great: for great [is] our God aboveall 
god s. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 2:6 But who isableto build him an house, seeingthe heaven and heaven of 
heavenscannot contain him? who [am] I then, that I should build him an house, saveonlyto 
burn sacrifice before him? 



C hronicles-l 1 1 2:7 Send menow therefore a man cunningto work in gold, and in silver, 
and in brass, and in iron, and in purple, and crimson, and blue, and that can skill to grave 
with the cunning men that [are] with me in J udah and in J erusalem, whom David my father 
did provide. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 2:8 Send me also cedar trees, fir trees, and algum trees, out of Lebanon: for 
I know that thy servantscan skill to cut timber in Lebanon; and, behold, my servants [shal I 
be] withthy servants, 

C hronicles-l 1 1 2:9 Even to prepareme timber in abundance: forthe housewhich I am about 
to build [shal I be] wonderful great. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 2:10 And, behold, I will give to thy servants, thehewersthat cut timber, 
twenty thousand measuresof beaten wheat, and twenty thousand measuresof barley, and 
twenty thousand baths of wine, and twenty thousand baths of oil. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 2: 11 Then Huram thekingof Tyreanswered in writing, which hesentto 
Solomon, BecausetheLORD hath loved hispeople, hehath madetheekingover them. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 2:12 Huram said moreover, Blessed [be] the LORD God of Israel, that made 
heaven and earth, who hath given to David the king a wise son, endued with prudence and 
understanding, that might build an housefor the LORD, and an housefor hiskingdom. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 2:13 And now I havesentacunning man, endued with understanding, of 
Huram myfather's, 

C hronicles-l 1 1 2: 14 The son of awoman of the daughters of Dan, and hisfather [w as] aman 
of Tyre, skilful to work in gold, and in silver, in brass, in iron, in stone, and in timber, in 
purple, in blue, and in fine linen, and in crimson; also to grave any manner of graving, and 
to find out every device which shall be put to him, with thy cunning men, and with the 
cunning men of my lord David thy father. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 2:15 Now therefore the wheat, and the barley, the oil, and thewine, which 
my lord hath spoken of, let him send unto his servants: 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 2:16 And wewill cutwood out of Lebanon, asmuchasthou shaltneed: and 
we will bring itto thee in floatsby seatojoppa; and thou shalt carry it uptojerusalem. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 2:17 And Solomon numbered all the strangers that [were] in the land of 
Israel, after the numbering wherewith David hisfather had numbered them; and they were 
found an hundred and fifty thousand and three thousand and six hundred. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 2:18 And he set threescore and ten thousand of them [to be] bearersof 
burdens, and fourscore thousand [to be] hewers in the mountain, and three thousand and 
six hundred overseersto set the people a work. 

C hronicles-l I 3:lThen Solomon began to build the house of the LORD atjerusalem in 
mount M oriah, where [the Lord] appeared unto David hisfather, in the place that David 
had prepared in thethreshingfloor of Ornan thejebusite. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 3:2 And he began to build in thesecond [day] of thesecond month, in the 
fourth year of his reign. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 3:3 N ow these [are the things wherein] Solomon wasinstructed for the 
building of the house of God. The length by cubits after the first measure [w as] threescore 
cubits, and the breadth twenty cubits. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 3:4 And the porch that [w as] i n the front [of the house], the length [of it was] 
according to the breadth of the house, twenty cubits, and the height [was] an hundred and 
twenty: and he overlaid it within with pure gold. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 3:5 And thegreater house heceiled with fir tree, which he overlaid withfine 
gold, and set thereon palm treesand chains. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 3:6 And he garnished the house with precious stonesfor beauty: and the gold 
[was] gold of Parvaim. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 3:7 Heoverlaid also the house, the beams, the posts, and the wallsthereof, 
and thedoorsthereof, with gold; and graved cherubimson thewalls. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 3:8 And he made the most holy house, the length whereof [w as] according to 
the breadth of the house, twenty cubits, and the breadth thereof twenty cubits: and he 
overlaid it with fine gold, [amounting] to six hundred talents. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 3:9 And theweight ofthe nails [was] fifty shekelsof gold. And heoverlaid 
the upper chamberswith gold. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 3: 10 And in the most holy house he made two cherubims of image work, 
and overlaid them with gold. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 3: 11 And the wings of the cherubims [were] twenty cubits long: one wing 
[of the one cherub was] five cubits, reaching to the wali of the house: and the other wing 
[was likewise] five cubits, reaching to the wing of the other cherub. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 3:12 And [one] wing ofthe other cherub [was] five cubits, reaching to the 
wali of the house: and the other wing [was] five cubits [also], joining to the wing of the 
other cherub. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 3: 13 The wings of these cherubims spread themselves forth twenty cubits: 
and they stood on their feet, and their faces [were] inward. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 3:14 And he made the veil [of] blue, and purple, and crimson, and fine linen, 
and wrought cherubims thereon. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 3: 15 Also he made before the house two pillars of thirty and five cubits high, 
and the chapiter that [was] on the top of each of them [was] five cubits. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 3:16 And hemadechains, [as] in theorade, and put [them]onthe headsof 
the pillars; and made an hundred pomegranates, and put [them] on the chains. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 3: 17 And he reared up the pillars before the temple, one on the right hand, 
and the other on the left; and called the name of that on the right hand Jachin, and the 
name of that on the left Boaz. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 4:1 Moreover hemadean altar of brass, twenty cubitsthelength thereof, 
and twenty cubitsthe breadth thereof, and ten cubitsthe height thereof. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 4:2 Also he made a molten seaof ten cubitsfrom brim to brim, round in 
compass, and five cubitsthe height thereof; and alineof thirty cubitsdid compassit round 
about. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 4:3 And under it [was] the similitude of oxen, which did compassit round 
about: ten in a cubit, compassing the sea round about. Two rows of oxen [were] cast, when 
it was cast. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 4:4 It stood upon twelveoxen, threelookingtoward the north, and three 
looking toward the west, and three looking toward the south, and three looking toward the 
east: and the sea [was set] above upon them, and all their hinder parts[were] inward. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 4:5 And the thicknessof it [was] an handbreadth, and the brim of it I i ke the 
work of the brim of a cup, with flowers of lilies; [and] it received and held three thousand 
baths. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 4:6 H e made also ten lavers, and put five on the right hand, and fiveon the 
left, to wash in them: such thingsasthey offered for the burnt offering they washed in 
them; but the sea [was] for the prieststo wash in. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 4:7 And he madeten candlesticksof gold according to their form, and set 
[them] i n the temple, five on the right hand, and five on the left. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 4:8 Hemadealso ten tables, and placed [them] in the temple, fiveon the 
right side, and five on the left. And he made an hundred basins of gold. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 4:9 Furthermore he made the court ofthe priests, and the great court, and 
doors for the court, and overlaid the doorsof them with brass. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 4: 10 And he set the sea on the right side of the east end, over against the 
south. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 4:11 And Huram made the pots, and the shovels, and the basins. And Huram 
finished the work that he w as to make for king Solomon for the house of God; 



C hronicles-l 1 1 4:12 [To wit], thetwo pil lars» and the pommels, and the chapiters [which 
were] on the top of thetwo pil lars, and thetwo wreathsto cover thetwo pommels ofthe 
chapiters which [were] on the top of the pillars; 

C hronicles-l 1 1 4:13 And four hundred pomegranates on thetwo wreaths; two rowsof 
pomegranateson each wreath, to cover thetwo pommels ofthe chapiters which [were] 
upon the pillars. 

C hronicles-l I 4:14 H e made also bases, and lavers made he upon the bases; 



C hronicles-l 1 1 4:15 One sea, and twelveoxen under it. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 4:16 The pots also, and the shovels, and thefleshhooks, and all their 
instruments, did Huram hisfather maketo king Solomon for the house ofthe LORD of 
bright brass. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 4:17 I n the plain of Jordan did the king cast them, in the clay ground 
between Succoth and Zeredathah. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 4: 18 T hus Solomon madeall these vessels in great abundance: for theweight 
of the brass could not be found out. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 4:19 And Solomon made all the vessels that [were for] the houseof God, the 
golden altar also, and thetableswhereon the showbread [wasset]; 

C hronicles-l 1 1 4:20 Moreover the candlesticks with their lamps, that they should burnafter 
the manner before the orade, of pure gold; 

C hronicles-l 1 1 4:21 And the flowers, and the lamps, and thetongs, [made he of] gold, [and] 
that perfect gold; 

C hronicles-l 1 1 4:22 And thesnuffers, and the basins, and thespoons, and thecensers, [of] 
pure gold: and the entry of the house, the inner doors thereof for the most holy [place], 
and the doors of the house of the temple, [were of] gold. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 5: 1 Thus all theworkthat Solomon made for the houseof the LORD was 
finished: and Solomon brought in [all] the things that David hisfather had dedicated; and 
the silver, and the gold, and all the instruments, put he among the treasures of the house of 
God. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 5:2Then Solomon assembled the eldersof Israel, and all the headsof the 
tribes, thechief of thefathersof thechildren of Israel, untojerusalem, to bringuptheark 
of the covenant of the LORD out of the cityof David, which [is] Zion. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 5:3 W hereforeall themen of Israel assembled themselves unto the king in 
the feast which [was] in the seventh month. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 5:4 And all the eldersof Israel came; and the Levitestook up theark. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 5:5 And they brought up the ark, and thetabernacleof the congregation, and 
all the holy vessels that [were] in the tabernacle, these did the priests [and] the Levites bring 
up. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 5:6 Also king Solomon, and all the congregation of Israel that were 
assembled unto him before the ark, sacrificed sheep and oxen, which could not betold nor 
numbered for multitude. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 5:7 And the priests brought in the ark of the covenant of the LO RD unto his 
place, to theoracleof thehouse, into themost holy [place, even]under thewingsof the 
cherubims: 



C hronicles-l 1 1 5:8 For the cherubims spread forth [their] wingsover the place of the ark, 
and the cherubims covered the ark and the staves thereof above. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 5:9 And theydrew out the staves [of the ark], that the ends of the staves 
were seen from the ark before the oraele; but they were not seen without. And there it is 
unto thisday. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 5:10 [Therewas] nothing in the ark savethetwo tableswhich Mosesput 
[therein] at Horeb, when theLORD made [a covenant] with the children of Israel, when 
they came out of Egypt. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 5:11 And itcameto pass, when the priests were come out ofthe holy 
[place]: (for all the priests [that were] present were sanctified, [and] did not [then] wait by 
course: 



C hronicles-l 1 1 5:12 Also the Levites [which were] thesingers, all ofthem of Asaph, of 
Heman, ofjeduthun, with their sons and their brethren, [being] arrayed inwhite linen, 
having cymbals and psalteries and harps, stood at the east end of the altar, and with them an 
hundred and twenty priests sounding with trumpets:) 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 5:13 Itcameeven to pass, asthetrumpetersand singers[were]asone, to 
make one sound to be heard in praising and thanking the LO RD; and when they lifted up 
[their] voice with the trumpets and cymbalsand instrumentsof music, and praised the 
LO RD, [saying], For [he i s] good; for his mercy [endureth] for ever: that [then] the house 
wasfilled with a cloud, [even]the house oftheLORD; 

C hronicles-l 1 1 5:14 So that the priestscould not stand to minister by reason of the cloud: 
for the glory of the LO RD had filled the house of God. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 6:1 Then said Solomon, TheLORD hath said that hewould dwell in the 
thick darkness. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 6: 2 But I have builtan house of habitation for thee, and aplacefor thy 
dwellingfor ever. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 6:3 And the kingturned hisface, and blessed thewholecongregation of 
Israel: and all the congregation of Israel stood. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 6:4 And hesaid, Blessed [be] theLORD God of Israel, who hath with his 
hands fulfilled [that] which hespakewith hismouthto myfather David, saying,

C hronicles-l 1 1 6:30 Then hear thou from heaven thy dwelling place, and forgive, and 
render unto every man according unto all his ways, whose heart thou knowest; (for thou 
only knowest the hearts of the children of men:) 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 6: 31 T hat they may fear thee, towalkinthy ways, so longasthey liveinthe 
land which thou gavest unto our fathers. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 6:32 Moreover concerning the stranger, which isnot ofthy people Israel, 
but is come from a far country for thy great name's sake, and thy mighty hand, and thy 
stretched out arm; if they come and pray i n this house; 

C hronicles-l 1 1 6:33 T hen hear thou from the heavens, [even] from thy dwelling place, and 
do according to all that the stranger calleth to thee for; that all people of the earth may 
know thy name, and fear thee, as [doth] thy people Israel, and may know that this house 
which I have built is called by thy name. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 6:34 If thy people go out to war against their enemies by the way that thou 
shalt send them, and they pray unto thee toward this city which thou hast chosen, and the 
house which I have built for thy name;

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C hronicles-l 1 1 6:38 If they return to thee with all their heart and with all their soul in the 
land of their captivity, whither they have carried them captives, and pray toward their I and, 
which thou gavest unto their fathers, and [toward] the city which thou hast chosen, and 
toward the house which I have built for thy name: 



C hronicles-l 1 1 6:39 Then hear thou from the heavens, [even] from thy dwelling place, their 
prayer and their supplications, and maintain their cause, and forgive thy people which have 
sinned against thee. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 6:40 N ow, myGod, let, I beseechthee, thine eyesbeopen, and [let] thine 
ears [be] attent unto the prayer [that is made] in this place. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 6:41 Now therefore arise, O LORD God, into thy resting place, thou, and 
the ark of thy strength: let thy priests, O LO R D God, be clothed with salvation, and let thy 
saints rejoice i n goodness. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 6:42 LORD God, turn notaway the faceof thine anointed: remember the 
mercies of David thy servant. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 7:1 Now when Solomon had madean end of praying, thefirecamedown 
from heaven, and consumed the burnt offering and the sacrifices; and the glory of the 
LORD filled the house. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 7:2 And the priests could not enter into the house of the LORD, becausethe 
glory of the LORD had filled the LO RD 'S house. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 7:3 And when all thechildren of Israel saw how thefirecamedown, and the 
glory of the LORD upon the house, they bowed themselves with their faces to the ground 
upon the pavement, and worshipped, and praised the LO RD, [saying], For [he is] good; for 
his mercy [endureth] for ever. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 7:4Then the king and all the peopleoffered sacrifices before the LORD. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 7:5 And king Solomon offered asacrificeof twenty and twothousand oxen, 
and an hundred and twenty thousand sheep: so the king and all the people dedicated the 
house of God. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 7:6 And the priests waited on their offices: the Levites also with instruments 
of musicof theLORD, which David the king had madeto praisetheLORD, because his 
mercy [endureth] for ever, when David praised by their ministry; and the priests sounded 
trumpetsbeforethem, and all Israel stood. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 7:7 Moreover Solomon hallowed the middleof thecourtthat [w as] before 
the house of the LO R D : for there he offered burnt offerings, and the fat of the peace 
offerings, because the brazen altar which Solomon had made was not able to receive the 
burnt offerings, and the meat offerings, and the fat. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 7:8 Also at the sametime Solomon kept the feast seven days, and all Israel 
with him, a very great congregation, from the entering in of H amath unto the river of 
Egypt. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 7:9 And in the eighth day they made a solemn assembly: for they kept the 
dedication of the altar seven days, and the feast seven days. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 7: 10 And on the three and twentieth day of the seventh month he sent the 
people away into their tents, glad and merry in heart for the goodnessthat the LO R D had 
showed unto David, and to Solomon, and to Israel his people. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 7: 11 Thus Solomon finished the house of the LO RD, and the king's house: 
and all thatcameinto Solomon's heart to makeinthe house of theLORD, and in hisown 
house, he prosperously effected. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 7:12 And theLORD appeared to Solomon bynight, and saidunto him, I 
have heard thy prayer, and have chosen this place to myself for an house of sacrifice. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 7:13 If I shutup heaven thatthere be no rain, or if I command thelocuststo 
devour the land, or if I send pestilence among my people; 

C hronicles-l I 7:14 If my people, which arecalled bymyname, shall humblethemselves, 
and pray, and seek my face, and turn from their wicked ways; then will I hear from heaven, 
and will forgive their sin, and will heal their land. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 7:15 Now mineeyes shall beopen, and mineearsattentunto the prayer 
[that ismade] in this place. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 7:16 For now have I chosen and sanctified this house, that my name may be 
there for ever: and mine eyes and mine heart shall be there perpetually. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 7:17 And as for thee, if thou wilt walk before me, asDavid thy father 
walked, and do according to all that I have commanded thee, and shalt observe my statutes 
and myjudgments; 



C hronicles-l 1 1 7: 18 Then will I stablish thethroneof thy kingdom, according asi have 
covenanted with David thy father, saying, There shall not fail thee a man [to be] ruler in 
Israel. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 7:19 But if yeturn away, and forsake my statutes and my commandments, 
which I have set before you, and shall go and serve other gods, and worship them; 

C hronicles-l 1 1 7: 20 Then will I pluckthem up by the rootsoutof my land which I have 
given them; and this house, which I have sanctified for my name, will I cast out of my sight, 
and will make it [to be] a proverb and a byword among all nations. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 7:21 And this house, which ishigh, shall bean astonishment to every one 
that passeth by it; so that he shall say, W hy hath the LO RD done thus unto this land, and 
unto this house? 



C hronicles-l 1 1 7:22 And it shall beanswered, BecausetheyforsooktheLORD God oftheir 
fathers, which brought them forth out of the land of Egypt, and laid hold on other gods, 
and worshipped them, and served them: therefore hath he brought all thisevil upon them. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 8:1 And itcameto passattheend of twentyyears, wherein Solomon had 
builtthe house of the LORD, and hisown house, 



C hronicles-l 1 1 8:2 That the cities which Huram had restored to Solomon, Solomon built 
them, and caused the children of Israel to dwell there. 

C hronicles-l I 8:3 And Solomon wentto Hamathzobah, and prevailed against it. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 8:4 And he built Tadmor in the wilderness, and all the store cities, which he 
built in Hamath. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 8:5 Also he built Bethhoron the upper, and Bethhoron the nether, fenced 
cities, with walls, gates, and bars; 

C hronicles-l 1 1 8:6 And Baalath, and all the store cities that Solomon had, and all thechariot 
cities, and the cities of the horsemen, and all that Solomon desired to build injerusalem, 
and in Lebanon, and throughout all the land of his dominion. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 8:7 [Asfor] all the people [that were] leftof the H ittites, and theAmorites, 
and the Perizzites, and the H ivites, and thejebusites, which [were] not of Israel, 



C hronicles-l 1 1 8:8 [But] oftheir children, who were left after them in the land, whomthe 
children of Israel consumed not, them did Solomon maketo pay tributeuntil thisday. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 8:9 But of thechildren of Israel did Solomon makeno servantsfor hiswork; 
but they [were] men of war, and chief of hiscaptains, and captainsof hischariotsand 
horsemen. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 8: 10 And these [were] the chief of king Solomon's officers, [even] two 
hundred and fifty, that bare rule over the people. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 8:11 And Solomon brought up the daughter of Pharaoh out of the city of 
David unto the house that he had built for her: for he said, M y wife shall not dwell in the 
houseof David king of Israel, because[theplacesare] holy, whereunto thearkof the 
LORD hath come. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 8:12 Then Solomon offered burnt offeringsunto the LORD on the altar of 
the LO RD, which he had built before the porch, 



C hronicles-l 1 1 8:13 Even after a certain rate every day, offering according to the 
commandment of M oses, on the sabbaths, and on the new moons, and on the solemn 
feasts, three times in the year, [even] in the feast of unleavened bread, and in the feast of 
weeks, and in the feast of tabernacles. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 8:14 And heappointed, according to the order of David hisfather, the 
coursesof the prieststo their service, and the Levitesto their charges, to praiseand 
minister before the priests, as the duty of every day required: the porters also by their 
coursesat every gate: for so had David the man of God commanded. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 8: 15 And they departed not from the commandment of the king unto the 
priests and Levitesconcerning any matter, or concerningthetreasures. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 8:16 Now all the work of Solomon wasprepared untotheday of the 
foundation of the houseof theLORD, anduntil it wasfinished. [So] the houseofthe 
LORD w as perfected. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 8:17 Then went Solomon to Eziongeber, and toEloth, attheseasideinthe 
land of Edom. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 8:18 And Huram sent him by the handsof his servants ships, and servants 
that had knowledge of the sea; and they went with the servants of Solomon to O phir, and 
took thence four hundred and fifty talents of gold, and brought [them] to king Solomon. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 9:1 And when thequeen of Sheba heard of the fameof Solomon, shecameto 
prove Solomon with hard questions at J erusalem, withavery great company, and camels 
that barespices, and gold in abundance, and preciousstones: and when shewascometo 
Solomon, she communed with him of all that was in her heart. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 9:2 And Solomon told her all her questions: and there wasnothing hidfrom 
Solomon which hetold her not. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 9:3 And when the queen of Sheba had seen the wisdom of Solomon, and the 
housethat he had built, 

C hronicles-l 1 1 9:4 And the meatof histable, and thesittingof his servants, and the 
attendance of his ministers, and their apparel; hiscupbearersalso, and their apparel; and his 
ascent by which hewentup into the houseof theLORD; there was no more spirit in her. 



C hronicles-l I 



9:5 And she saidto the king, [It was] a true report which I heard in mine 



own land of thine acts, and of thy wisdom: 

C hronicles-l 1 1 9:6 Howbeit I believed not their words, until I came, and mine eyes had seen 
[it]: and, behold, the one halfof the greatnessof thy wisdom was not told me: [for] thou 
exceedest the fame that I heard. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 9:7 Happy [are] thy men, and happy [are] thesethy servants, which stand 
continually beforethee, and hear thy wisdom. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 9:8 Blessed betheLORD thy God, which delighted in theeto settheeon his 
throne, [to be] king for the LO RD thy God: because thy God loved Israel, to establish them 
for ever, therefore made he thee king over them, to do judgment and justice. 

C hronicles-l I 9:9 And shegavethe kingan hundred and twenty talentsof gold, and of 
spices great abundance, and precious stones: neither was there any such spice as the queen 
of Sheba gave king Solomon. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 9:10 And the servants alsoof H u ram, and the servants of Solomon, which 
brought gold from O phir, brought algum trees and precious stones. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 9:11 And the king made [of] the algum trees terracesto the house of the 
LO RD, and to the king's palace, and harpsand psalteriesfor singers: and there were none 
such seen before in the land of Judah. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 9:12 And king Solomon gaveto thequeen of Sheba all her desire, 
whatsoever she asked, beside [that] which she had brought unto the king. So she turned, 
and went away to her own land, she and her servants. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 9:13 N ow theweight of gold that cameto Solomon in oneyear wassix 
hundred and threescore and six talentsof gold; 

C hronicles-l 1 1 9:14 Beside [that which] chapmen and merchants brought. And all the kings 
of Arabia and governors of the country brought gold and silver to Solomon. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 9:15 And king Solomon madetwo hundred targets [of ] beaten gold: six 
hundred [shekels] of beaten gold went to one target. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 9:16 And three hundred shields [made he of] beaten gold: three hundred 
[shekels] of gold went to one shield. And the king put them in the house of the forest of 
Lebanon. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 9:17 Moreover the king made a great throne of ivory, and overlaid it with 
pure gold. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 9:18 And [there were] six stepsto the throne, with afootstool of gold, 
[which were] fastened to the throne, and stays on each side of the sitting place, and two 
lions standing by the stays: 

C hronicles-l 1 1 9: 19 And twelve lions stood there on the one side and on the other upon the 
six steps. There was not the like made in any kingdom. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 9:20 And all thedrinking vesselsof king Solomon [wereof] gold, and all the 
vesselsof the house of the forest of Lebanon [wereof] pure gold: none[wereof]silver; it 
was [not] any thing accounted of in the days of Solomon. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 9:21 For the king'sshipswent toTarshish with the servants of Huram: every 
three years once came the ships of T arshish bringinggold, and silver, ivory, and apes, and 
peacocks. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 9:22 And king Solomon passed all the kingsof theearth in richesand 
wisdom. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 9:23 And all the kingsof theearth sought the presence of Solomon, to hear 
his wisdom, thatGod had put in hisheart. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 9:24 And they brought every man hispresent, vesselsof silver, and vesselsof 
gold, and raiment, harness, and spices, horses, and mules, arateyear byyear. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 9:25 And Solomon had four thousand stallsfor horsesand chariots, and 
twelve thousand horsemen; whom he bestowed in the chariot cities, and with the king at 
Jerusalem. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 9:26 And he reigned over all the kingsfrom the river even unto the land of 
the Philistines, and to the border of Egypt. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 9:27 And the king madesilver in Jerusalem asstones, and cedar treesmade 
he as the sycamore trees that [are] inthelow plainsin abundance. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 9:28 And they brought unto Solomon horsesout of Egypt, and out of all 
lands. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 9:29 N ow the rest of the actsof Solomon, first and last, [are] they not 
written in the book of Nathan the prophet, and in the prophecy of Ahijah the Shilonite, and 
i n the visions of Iddo the seer against J eroboam the son of N ebat? 

C hronicles-l 1 1 9:30 And Solomon reigned in Jerusalem over all Israel fortyyears. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 9:31 And Solomon slept with hisfathers, and hewasburied in thecity of 
David hisfather: and Rehoboam his son reigned in hisstead. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 10:1 And Rehoboam wentto Shechem: for to Shechem wereall Israel come 
to makehim king. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 10:2 And itcameto pass, whenjeroboam the son of N ebat, who [wasjin 
Egypt, whither he had fled from the presence of Solomon the king, heard [it], that 
J eroboam returned out of Egypt. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 10:3 And they sent and called him. Sojeroboam and all Israel cameand 
spaketo Rehoboam, saying, 



C hronicles-l 1 1 10:4 Thy father madeour yoke grievous: now therefore ease thou somewhat 
the grievous servitude of thy father, and his heavy yoke that he put upon us, and we will 
serve thee. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 10:5 And hesaid unto them, Comeagain unto meafter threedays. And the 
peopledeparted. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 10:6 And king Rehoboam took counsel withtheold men that had stood 
before Solomon hisfatherwhileheyetlived, saying, W hat counsel giveye[me] to return 
answer to this people? 

C hronicles-l 1 1 10:7 And they spake unto him, saying, Ifthou bekind to this people, and 
please them, and speak good wordsto them, they will be thy servantsfor ever. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 10:8 But heforsook the counsel which theold men gave him, and took 
counsel with the young men that were brought up with him, that stood before him. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 10:9 And hesaid unto them, Whatadvicegiveyethatwemay return answer 
to this people, which have spoken to me, saying, Ease somewhat the yoke that thy father 
did put upon us? 

C hronicles-l 1 1 10:10 And the young men that were brought up with him spake unto him, 
saying, Thusshalt thou answer the people that spake unto thee, saying, Thy father made 
our yoke heavy, but make thou [it] somewhat lighter for us; thus shalt thou say unto them, 
M y I ittle [finger] shal I bethicker than myfather'sloins. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 10:11 For w hereas my father put a heavy yoke upon you, I will put moreto 
your yoke: my father chastised you with whips, but I [will chastiseyou] with scorpions. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 10:12 Sojeroboam and all the people cameto Rehoboam on thethird day, 
as the king bade, saying, Comeagainto meon thethird day. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 10:13 And the king answered them roughly; and king Rehoboam forsook the 
counsel of theold men, 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 10:14 And answered them after theadviceof theyoung men, saying, My 
father made your yoke heavy, but I will add thereto: my father chastised you with whips, 
but I [will chastise you] with scorpions. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 10:15 Sotheking hearkened notunto thepeople: for thecausewasof God, 
that the LO R D might perform his word, which he spake by the hand of Ahijah the Shilonite 
to J eroboam the son of N ebat. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 10:16 And when all Israel [saw] that the king would not hearken unto them, 
the people answered the king, saying, W hat portion have we in David? and [we have] none 
inheritance in the son of Jesse: every man to your tents, O Israel: [and] now, David, seeto 
thine own house. So all Israel went to their tents. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 10:17 But [as for] thechildren of Israel that dwelt in thecitiesof Judah, 
Rehoboam reigned over them. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 10:18 Then kingRehoboam sentHadoram that[was] over the tribute; and 
the children of Israel stoned him with stones, that he died. But king Rehoboam made speed 
to get him up to [his] chariot, to flee to J erusalem. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 10:19 And Israel rebelled againstthe house of David unto thisday. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 11:1 And when Rehoboam was come to J erusalem, he gathered of the house 
of Judah and Benjamin an hundred and fourscore thousand chosen [men], which were 
warriors, to fight against Israel, that he might bring the kingdom again to Rehoboam. 

C hronicles-l I 11:2 But the word of the LO RD cameto Shemaiah the man of God, saying, 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 11:3 Speakunto Rehoboam theson of Solomon, king of Judah, and to all 
Israel injudah and Benjamin, saying, 



C hronicles-l 1 1 11:4 Thus saith the LO RD, Yeshall notgo up, norfight againstyour 
brethren: return every man to hishouse: for thisthing isdoneof me. And they obeyed the 
wordsof the LORD, and returnedfrom going against J eroboam. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 11:5 And Rehoboam dwelt in Jerusalem, and built citiesfor defencein 
Judah. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 11:6 Hebuilteven Bethlehem, and E tam, andTekoa, 
C hronicles-l 1 1 11:7 And Bethzur, and Shoco, and Adullam, 
C hronicles-l 1 1 11:8 And Gath, andMareshah, andZiph, 
C hronicles-l 1 1 11:9 And Adoraim, and Lachish, and Azekah, 



C hronicles-l 1 1 11:10 And Zorah, and Aijalon, and Hebron, which [are] injudah and in 
Benjamin fenced cities. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 11:11 And hefortified thestrong holds, and putcaptainsinthem, and store 
of victual, and of oil and wine. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 11:12 And in every several city[he put] shieldsand spears, and madethem 
exceeding strong, having Judah and Benjamin on hisside. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 11:13 And the priests and the Levitesthat [were] in all Israel resorted to him 
out of all their coasts. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 11:14 For the Levites left their suburbsand their possession, and came to 
Judah and Jerusalem: for J eroboam and hissonshad castthem off from executing the 
priest's office unto the LORD: 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 11:15 And heordained him priestsfor the high places, and for the devils, 
and for the calves which he had made. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 11:16 And after them out of all thetribesof Israel such as set their heartsto 
seek theLORD God of Israel cametojerusalem, to sacrifice unto the LO RD God of their 
fathers. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 11:17 So they strengthened the kingdom of Judah, and madeRehoboam the 
son of Solomon strong, three years: for three yearsthey walked i n the way of David and 
Solomon. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 11:18 And Rehoboam took him Mahalaththedaughter ofjerimoth the son 
of David to wife, [and] Abihail the daughter of Eliab the son of J esse; 

C hronicles-l I 11:19 W hich bare him children; Jeush, and Shamariah, and Zaham. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 11:20 And after her he took M aachah the daughter of Absalom; which bare 
him A bijah, and Attai, and Ziza, and Shelomith. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 11:21 And Rehoboam loved M aachah the daughter of Absalom aboveall his 
wivesand hisconcubines: (for hetook eighteen wives, and threescore concubines; and 
begat twenty and eight sons, and threescore daughters. ) 

C hronicles-l 1 1 11:22 And Rehoboam made Abijah the son of M aachah the chief, [to be] 
ruler among his brethren: for [he thought] to make him king. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 11:23 And hedealt wisely, and dispersed of all his children throughout all 
the countriesof Judah and Benjamin, unto everyfenced city: and hegavethem victual in 
abundance. And hedesired many wives. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 12:1 And it cameto pass, when Rehoboam had established the kingdom, and 
had strengthened himself, heforsookthelaw of theLORD, and all Israel with him. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 12:2 And it cameto pass, [that] in thefifth year of king Rehoboam Shishak 
king of Egypt came u p against Jerusalem, because they had transgressed against the L O RD, 



C hronicles-l 1 1 12:3 W ith twelve hundred chariots, and threescore thousand horsemen: and 
the people [were] without number that came with him out of Egypt; the Lubims, the 
Sukkiims, and the Ethiopians. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 12:4 And he took the fenced citieswhich [pertained] to J udah, and cameto 
Jerusalem. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 12:5 Then cameShemaiah theprophetto Rehoboam, and [to] the princes of 
J udah, that were gathered together to J erusalem because of Shishak, and said unto them, 
Thussaith the LO RD, Ye haveforsaken me, and therefore have I also left you in the hand 
of Shishak. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 12:6 W hereupon the princes of Israel and the king humbled themselves; and 
they said, The LO RD [is] righteous. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 12:7 And when the LORD saw that they humbled themselves, theword of 
the LO RD came to Shemaiah, saying, They have humbled themselves; [therefore] I will not 
destroy them, but I will grant them some deliverance; and my wrath shall not be poured 
out upon J erusalem by the hand of Shishak. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 12:8 Neverthelessthey shall be hisservants; that they may know my service, 
and the service of the kingdoms of the countries. 

C hronicles-l I 12:9 So Shishak king of Egypt came up against J erusalem, and took away the 
treasuresof the houseof the LORD, and the treasures of theking'shouse; hetookall: he 
carried away also the shields of gold which Solomon had made. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 12:10 Instead of which king Rehoboam made shields of brass, and committed 
[them] to the hands of the chief of the guard, that kept the entrance of the king's house. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 12:11 And when the king entered into the houseof the LORD, theguard 
came and fetched them, and brought them again into the guard chamber. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 12:12 And when he humbled himself, thewrath of the LORD turned from 
him, that he would not destroy [him] altogether: and also in J udah things went well. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 12:13 So king Rehoboam strengthened himself in Jerusalem, and reigned: 
for Rehoboam [was] one and forty years old when he began to reign, and he reigned 
seventeen yearsin Jerusalem, the citywhich the LORD had chosen outof all thetribesof 
Israel, to put hisnamethere. And hisnamewasNaamah an Ammonitess. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 12:14 And hedidevil, because he prepared not his heart to seek the LORD. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 12:15 Now the actsof Rehoboam, firstand last, [are] they notwritten inthe 
book of Shemaiah the prophet, and of Iddo the seer concerning genealogi es? And [there 
were] wars between Rehoboam and Jeroboam continually. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 12:16 And Rehoboam slept with hisfathers, andwasburied inthecityof 
David: and Abijah his son reigned in hisstead. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 13:1 Now in theeighteenthyear of king Jeroboam began Abijah to reign 
over J udah. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 13:2 H e reigned three yearsin Jerusalem. Hismother'snamealso [was] 
M ichaiah the daughter of U riel of Gibeah. And there was war between Abijah and 
Jeroboam. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 13:3 And Abijah set the battle i n array with an army of valiant men of war, 
[even] four hundred thousand chosen men: Jeroboam also set the battle in array against him 
with eight hundred thousand chosen men, [being] mighty men of valour. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 13:4 And Abijah stood upupon mountZemaraim, which [is] in mount 
Ephraim, and said, Hear me, thoujeroboam, and all Israel; 

C hronicles-l 1 1 13:5 Oughtyenotto know thattheLORD God of Israel gavethe kingdom 
over Israel to David for ever, [even] to him and to his sons by a covenant of salt? 

C hronicles-l 1 1 13:6 Yet Jeroboam theson of Nebat, theservant of Solomon theson of 
David, is risen up, and hath rebelled against his lord. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 13:7 And there are gathered unto him vain men, thechildren of Belial, and 
have strengthened themselves against Rehoboam the son of Solomon, when Rehoboam was 
young and tenderhearted, and could not withstand them. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 13:8 And now ye think to withstand the kingdom of the LO RD in the hand 
of the sons of David; and ye [be] a great multitude, and [there are] with you golden calves, 
which J eroboam made you for gods. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 13:9 Have ye not cast out the priestsof the LORD, the sons of A aron, and 
the Levites, and have made you priests after the manner of the nations of [other] lands? so 
that whosoever cometh to consecrate himself with a young bullock and seven rams, [the 
same] may be a priest of [them that are] no gods. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 13:10 Butasfor us, the LORD [is] our God, and we have not forsaken him; 
and the priests, which minister unto the LORD, [are] the sons ofAaron, and the Levites 
[wait] upon [their] business: 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 13:11 And they burn unto the LO R D every morning and every evening 
burnt sacrifices and sweet incense: the showbread also [set they in order] upon the pure 
table; and the candlestick of gold with the lampsthereof, to burn every evening: for we 
keep the charge of the LO R D our God; but ye have forsaken him. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 13:12 And, behold, God himself [is] with usfor [our] captain, and hispriests 
with sounding trumpetsto cry alarm against you. O children of Israel, fight ye not against 
the LO R D God of your fathers; for ye shall not prosper. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 13:13 Butjeroboam caused an ambushment to comeabout behind them: so 
they were beforej udah, and the ambushment [w as] behind them. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 13:14 And whenjudah looked back, behold, the battle [w as] beforeand 
behind: and they cried unto the LO RD, and the priestssounded with the trumpets. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 13:15 Then the men of J udah gaveashout: and as the men of J udah shouted, 
it came to pass, that God smotej eroboam and all Israel before Abijah and J udah. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 13:16 And the children of Israel fled beforejudah: and God delivered them 
into their hand. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 13:17 And Abijah and his people slew them withagreatslaughter: sothere 
fell down slain of Israel five hundred thousand chosen men. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 13:18 Thus the children of Israel were brought under at that time, and the 
children of J udah prevailed, becausethey relied upon the LO RD God of their fathers. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 13:19 And Abijah pursued after J eroboam, and took citiesfrom him, Bethel 
with the townsthereof, andjeshanah with the townsthereof, and Ephrain with the towns 
thereof. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 13:20 Neither didjeroboam recover strength again in the daysof Abijah: and 
the LO RD struck him, and he died. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 13:21 But Abijah waxed mighty, and married fourteen wives, and begat 
twenty and two sons, and sixteen daughters. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 13:22 And the rest oftheactsof Abijah, and hisways, and his sayings, [are] 
written in the story of the prophet Iddo. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 14:1 So Abijah slept with hisfathers, and they buried him in thecity of 
David: and Asa his son reigned i n hisstead. I n his days the land was quiet ten years. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 14:2 And Asadid [that which was] good and right in theeyesof theLORD 
hisGod: 

C hronicles-l 1 1 14:3 For he took away the altars of the strange [gods], and thehigh places, 
and brake down the images, and cut down the groves: 



C hronicles-l 1 1 14:4And commandedjudah to seek theLORD God of their fathers, and to 
do the law and the commandment. 



Chronicles- 



14:5 A Iso he took away out of all the citiesof Judahthe high places and the 



images: and the kingdom wasquiet before him. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 14:6 And he builtfenced citiesinjudah: for the land had rest, and he had no 
war in those years; because the LO R D had given him rest. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 14:7 Therefore hesaid untojudah, Let usbuild thesecities, and makeabout 
[them] walls, and towers, gates, and bars, [whilej the land [is] yet before us; because we 
have sought the LO R D our God, we have sought [him], and he hath given us rest on every 
side. So they built and prospered. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 14:8 And Asa had an army [of men] that bare targets and spears, out of Judah 
three hundred thousand; and out of Benjamin, that bare shieldsand drew bows, two 
hundred and fourscore thousand: all these [were] mighty men of valour. 
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Chronicles-ll 1 14:9 And there came out against them Zerah the Ethiopian with an host of a 
thousand thousand, and three hundred chariots; and came unto M areshah. 



Chronicles-ll 1 14:10 T hen Asa went out against him, and they set the battle in array in the 
valley of Zephathah at M areshah. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 14:11 And Asacried unto the LORD hisGod, and said, LORD, [it i s] 
nothing with thee to help, whether with many, or with them that have no power: help us, 
O LO R D our God; for we rest on thee, and in thy name we go against this multitude. O 
LO RD, thou [art] our God; let not man prevail against thee. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 14:12 So the LORD smote the Ethiopians before Asa, and beforejudah; and 
the Ethiopiansfled. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 14:13 And Asa and the peoplethat [were] with him pursued them unto 
Gerar: and the Ethiopians were overthrown, that they could not recover themselves; for 
they were destroyed before the LO RD, and before his host; and they carried away very 
much spoil. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 14:14 And they smote all the cities round about Gerar; for thefear of the 
LORD came upon them: and they spoiled all the cities; for there wasexceeding much spoil 
in them. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 14: 15 They smote also the tentsof cattle, and carried awaysheep and camels 
in abundance, and returned tojerusalem. 

Chronicles-ll 15:1 And the Spirit of God came upon Azariah the son of Oded: 



C hronicles-l 1 1 15:2 And hewentoutto meet Asa, and said unto him, Hear yeme, Asa, and 
alljudah and Benjamin; The LORD [is] with you, whileye bewith him; and if yeseek him, 
he will be found of you; but if ye forsake him, he will forsake you. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 15:3 N ow for a long season Israel [hath been] without the true God, and 
without ateaching priest, and without law. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 15:4 But when they in their trouble did turn unto the LO RD God of Israel, 
and sought him, hewasfound of them. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 15:5 And in those times [there was] no peace to him that went out, nor to 
him that came in, but great vexations [were] upon all the inhabitants of the countries. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 15:6 And nation wasdestroyed of nation, and city of city: for God did vex 
them with all adversity. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 15:7 Be ye strong therefore, and letnot your handsbeweak: foryour work 
shall be rewarded. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 15:8 And when Asa heard thesewords, and theprophecy of Oded the 
prophet, he took courage, and put away the abominable idols out of all the land of J udah 
and Benjamin, and out of the cities which he had taken from mount Ephraim, and renewed 
the altar of the LO RD, that [was] before the porch of the LO RD . 

C hronicles-l 1 1 15:9 And he gathered all J udah and Benjamin, and the strangers with them 
out of Ephraim and M anasseh, and out of Simeon: for they fell to him out of Israel i n 
abundance, when theysaw that the LO R D hisGod [was] with him. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 15:10 So they gathered themselvestogether at J erusalem inthethird month, 
in the fifteenth year of the reign of Asa. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 15:11 And they offered untotheLORD thesametime, ofthespoil [which] 
they had brought, seven hundred oxen and seven thousand sheep. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 15:12 And they entered into acovenant to seek the LORD God of their 
fatherswith all their heart and with all their soul; 



C hronicles-l 1 1 15:13 Thatwhosoever would not seek the LORD God of Israel should be 
put to death, whether small or great, whether man or woman. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 15:14 And they swareunto the LORD withaloud voice, and with shouting, 
and with trumpets, and with cornets. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 15:15 And all Judah rejoiced at theoath: for they had sworn with all their 
heart, and sought him with their wholedesire; and hewasfound ofthem: and the LORD 
gavethem rest round about. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 15:16 And also [concerning] M aachah the mother of Asa the king, he 
removed her from [being] queen, because she had made an idol in a grove: and Asa cut 
down her idol, and stamped [it], and burnt [it] at the brook Kidron. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 15:17 Butthehigh placeswerenottaken away outof Israel: neverthelessthe 
heart of Asa w as perfect all his days. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 15:18 And he brought into thehouseof God thethingsthat hisfather had 
dedicated, and that he himself had dedicated, silver, and gold, and vessels. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 15:19 And there was no [more] war unto thefive and thirtieth year of the 
reign of Asa. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 16:1 In the six and thirtieth year of the reign of Asa Baasha king of Israel 
came up against Judah, and built Ramah, to the intent that he might let none go out or 
come in to Asa king of J udah. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 16:2 Then Asa brought out silver and gold out of the treasures of the house 
of the LO RD and of the king's house, and sent to Benhadad king of Syria, that dwelt at 
Damascus, saying, 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 16:3 [There i s] a league between me and thee, as [there was] between my 
father and thy father: behold, I have sent thee silver and gold; go, break thy league with 
Baasha king of Israel, that he may depart from me. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 16:4 And Benhadad hearkened unto king Asa, and sentthecaptainsof his 
armiesagainst the citiesof Israel; and they smote Ijon, and Dan, and Abelmaim, and all the 
store citiesof N aphtal i. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 16:5 And itcameto pass, when Baasha heard [it], that heleftoff bui Idingof 
Ramah, and let hiswork cease. 

C hronicles-l I 16:6 T hen Asa the king took all J udah; and they carried away the stonesof 
Ramah, and the timber thereof, wherewith Baasha was building; and he built therewith 
Geba and Mizpah. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 16:7 And at that time H anani theseer cameto Asa king of J udah, and said 
unto him, Because thou hast relied on the king of Syria, and not relied on the LO RD thy 
G od, therefore is the host of the king of Syria escaped out of thine hand. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 16:8 W ere not the Ethiopians and the Lubims a huge host, with very many 
chariotsand horsemen?yet, because thou didst rely on theLORD, hedelivered them into 
thine hand. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 16:9 For the eyes of the LO RD run to and fro throughout the whole earth, 
to show himself strong in the behalf of [them] whose heart [is] perfect toward him. H erein 
thou hast done foolishly: therefore from henceforth thou shalt have wars. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 16:10 Then Asawaswroth with theseer, and put him in aprison house; for 
[he was] in a rage with him because of this [thing]. And Asa oppressed [some] of the people 
the sametime. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 16:11 And, behold, theactsof Asa, firstand last, lo, they [are] written inthe 
bookof thekingsofjudah and Israel. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 16:12 And Asain thethirty and ninth year of hisreign wasdiseased in his 
feet, until hisdisease [w as] exceeding [great]: yet in hisdisease he sought not to the LO RD, 
but to the physicians. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 16:13 And Asaslept with hisfathers, and died in theoneand fortieth year of 
hisreign. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 16:14 And they buried him in hisown sepulchres, which he had madefor 
himself inthecityof David, and laid him inthe bed which wasfilled with sweetodours and 
divers kinds [of spices] prepared by the apothecaries' art: and they made a very great 
burningfor him. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 17:1 Andjehoshaphat his son reigned in hisstead, and strengthened himself 
agai nst I srael . 

C hronicles-l 1 1 17:2 And he placed forcesin all thefenced citiesof Judah, and set garrisons 
in the land of Judah, and in the citiesof Ephraim, which Asa his father had taken. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 17:3 And the LORD waswithjehoshaphat, becausehewalked inthefirst 
waysof hisfather David, and sought not unto Baalim; 

C hronicles-l 1 1 17:4 But sought to the[LORD]God of hisfather, and walked in his 
commandments, and not after the doingsof Israel. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 17:5 Therefore the LORD stablished thekingdom in hishand; and all Judah 
brought to J ehoshaphat presents; and he had richesand honour in abundance. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 17:6 And hisheart waslifted up i n the waysof the LORD: moreover hetook 
away the high placesand grovesout of Judah. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 17:7 Also inthethird year of hisreign hesentto hisprinces, [even]to 
Benhail, and to O badiah, and to Zechariah, and to Nethaneel, and to M ichaiah, to teach in 
the citiesof Judah. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 17:8 And with them [hesent] Levites, [even] Shemaiah, and Net nan i ah, and 
Zebadiah, and Asahel, and Shemiramoth, and J ehonathan, and Adonijah, and Tobijah, and 
Tobadonijah, Levites; and with them Elishamaandjehoram, priests. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 17:9 And they taught in Judah, and [had] the book of the law of the LO RD 
with them, and went about throughout all the cities of J udah, and taught the people. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 17:10 And the fear of the LO RD fell upon all the kingdoms of the lands that 
[were] round about Judah, so that they made no war against J ehoshaphat. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 17:11 Also [some] of the Philistines brought J ehoshaphat presents, and 
tributesilver; and the A rabians brought him flocks, seven thousand and seven hundred 
rams, and seven thousand and seven hundred hegoats. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 17:12 And J ehoshaphat waxed great exceedingly; and he built in Judah 
castles, and citiesof store. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 17:13 And he had much business i n the citiesof Judah: and themen of war, 
mighty men of valour, [were] injerusalem. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 17: 14 And these [are] the numbers of them according to the house of their 
fathers: Ofjudah, thecaptainsof thousands; Adnah thechief, and with him mighty men of 
valour three hundred thousand. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 17:15 And nextto him [was]Jehohanan thecaptain, and with him two 
hundred and fourscore thousand. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 17:16 And next him [w as] Amasiah theson of Zichri, who willingly offered 
himself unto theLORD; and with himtwo hundred thousand mighty men ofvalour. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 17:17 And of Benjamin; Eliada a mighty man ofvalour, and with him armed 
men with bow and shield two hundred thousand. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 17:18 And next him [was]Jehozabad, and with him an hundred and 
fourscore thousand ready prepared for the war. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 17:19 These waited on the king, beside [those] whom the king put in the 
fenced citiesthroughout all Judah. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 18:1 N ow J ehoshaphat had richesand honour in abundance, and joined 
affinity with Ahab. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 18:2 And after [certain] years he went down to Ahab to Samaria. And Ahab 
killed sheep and oxen for him in abundance, and for the people that [he had] with him, and 
persuaded him to go u p [with him] to Ramothgilead. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 18:3 And Ahab king of Israel said unto J ehoshaphat king of Judah, Wiltthou 
go with meto Ramothgilead? And heanswered him, I [am] asthou [art], and my people as 
thy people; and [we will be] with thee in the war. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 18:4 And J ehoshaphat said unto the king of Israel, lnquire, I praythee, atthe 
word of theLORD to day. 

C hronicles-l I 18:5 Therefore the king of Israel gathered together of prophetsfour hundred 
men, and said unto them, Shall wego to Ramothgilead to battle, or shall I forbear? And 
they said, Go up; for God will deliver [it] into the king's hand. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 18:6 But J ehoshaphat said, [Isthere] not here a prophetof theLORD 
besides, that we might inguire of him? 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 18:7 And the king of Israel said unto Jehoshaphat, [There i s] yet one man, by 
whom we may inquire of the LO RD : but I hate him; for he never prophesied good unto 
me, but always evil: the same [is] M icaiah theson of Imla. And Jehoshaphat said, Letnot 
the kingsayso. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 18:8 And the king of Israel called for one [of his] officers, and said, Fetch 
quickly M icaiah the son of Imla. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 18:9 And the king of Israel and J ehoshaphat king of Judah sat either of them 
on histhrone, clothed in [their] robes, and they sat in avoid placeattheentering in of the 
gate of Samaria; and all the prophets prophesied before them. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 18:10 And Zedekiah the son of Chenaanah had madehim hornsof iron, and 
said, T hus saith the LO R D , W ith these thou shalt push Syria unti I they be consumed. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 18:11 And all the prophets prophesied so, saying, Go upto Ramothgilead, 
and prosper: for the LORD shall deliver [it] into the hand of the king. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 18:12 And the messenger that went to call M icaiah spaketo him, saying, 
Behold, the words of the prophets [declare] good to the king with one assent; let thy word 
therefore, I pray thee, be I i ke one of theirs, and speak thou good. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 18:13 And M icaiah said, [As] the LORD liveth, even what my God saith, 
that will I speak. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 18:14 And when hewascometo the king, the king said unto him, M icaiah, 
shall we go to Ramothgilead to battle, or shall I forbear? And he said, Go ye up, and 
prosper, and they shall be delivered into your hand. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 18:15 And thekingsaid to him, How many timesshall I adjuretheethat 
thou say nothing but the truth to me in the name of the LO R D ? 

C hronicles-l 1 1 18:16 Then hesaid, I didseeall Israel scattered upon the mountains, as 
sheep that have no shepherd: and the LO R D said, These have no master; let them return 
[therefore] every man to his house i n peace. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 18:17 And the kingof Israel said to J ehoshaphat, Didl not tell thee [that] he 
would not prophesy good unto me, but evil? 

C hronicles-l 1 1 18:18 Again hesaid, Therefore hear theword of the LORD; I saw the 
LO R D sitting upon histhrone, and all the host of heaven standing on his right hand and 
[on] his left. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 18:19 And the LORD said, Whoshall enttce Ahab king of Israel, thathe may 
go up and fail at Ramothgilead? And one spake saying after this manner, and another saying 
after that manner. 



C hronicles-l I 18:20 Then therecameout a spirit, and stood before the LORD, and said, 
will entice him. And the LORD said unto him, W herewith? 

C hronicles-l 1 1 18:21 And hesaid, I will go out, and be a lying spirit in the mouth of all his 
prophets. And [the LO RD] said, Thou shalt entice [him], and thou shalt also prevail: go 
out, and do [even] so. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 18:22 Now therefore, behold, the LORD hath put a lying spirit in the mouth 
of these thy prophets, and the LO RD hath spoken evil against thee. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 18:23 Then Zedekiah the son of Chenaanah came near, and smote M icaiah 
upon the cheek, and said, Which waywent the Spirit of the LORD from me to speak unto 
thee? 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 18:24 And Micaiah said, Behold, thou shalt see on that day when thoushalt 
go into an inner chamber to hide thyself. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 18:25 Then thekingof Israel said, Takeye Micaiah, and carry him back to 
Amon the governor of the city, and to J oash the king's son; 

C hronicles-l 1 1 18:26 And say, Thussaiththeking, Put this [fellow] in the prison, andfeed 
him with bread of affliction and with water of affliction, until I return in peace. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 18:27 And Micaiah said, Ifthou certainly return in peace, [then] hath not the 
LO R D spoken by me. And he said, Hearken, all ye people.

18:28 So the king of Israel and J ehoshaphat the king of J udah went up to

Chronicles-ll 1 18:30 Now the kingof Syriahad commanded thecaptainsof thechariotsthat 
[were] with him, saying, Fight ye not with small or great, save only with the king of Israel. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 18:31 And it cameto pass, when thecaptainsof the char i otssaw 
J ehoshaphat, that they said, It [is] the king of Israel. Therefore they compassed about him to 
fight: but J ehoshaphat cried out, and the LORD helped him; and God moved them [to 
depart] from him. 



Chronicles-ll 1 18:32 For it cameto pass, that, when thecaptainsof the chariots perceived 
that it was not the king of Israel, they turned back again from pursuing him.

C hronicles-l 1 1 19:1 Andjehoshaphatthe king ofjudah returnedto hishousein peaceto 
Jerusalem. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 19:2 Andjehu theson of Hanani theseer went outto meet him, and said to 
king Jehoshaphat, Shouldest thou help the ungodly, and lovethem that hate the LORD? 
therefore [is] wrath upon thee from before the LORD. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 19:3 Neverthelesstherearegood thingsfound i n thee, in that thou hast 
taken away the groves out of the land, and hast prepared thine heart to seek God. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 19:4 And J ehoshaphat dwelt at Jerusalem: and hewent outagain through the 
peoplefrom Beershebato mount Ephraim, and brought them back unto the LORD God of 
their fathers. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 19:5 And heset judgesin the land throughout all thefenced cities ofjudah, 
city by city, 

C hronicles-l 1 1 19:6 And said to the judges, Take heed what ye do: for ye judge not for man, 
but for the LO RD, who [is] with you in the judgment. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 19:7 W herefore now letthefearof the LORD beupon you; take heed and 
do [it]: for [there is] no iniquity with the LO RD our God, nor respect of persons, nor 
taking of gifts. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 19:8 Moreover injerusalem did J ehoshaphat set of the Levites, and [of] the 
priests, and of the chiefof the fathersof Israel, for the judgment of the LO RD, andfor 
controversies, when they returned tojerusalem. 



Chronicles- 



19:9 And he charged them, saying, Thusshall yedo i n thefear of the LO RD, 



faithfully, and with a perfect heart. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 19:10 And what cause soever shall cometo you of your brethren that dwell 
in their cities, between blood and blood, between law and commandment, statutesand 
judgments, ye shall even warn them that they trespass not against the LO RD, and [so] 
wrath come upon you, and upon your brethren: thisdo, and ye shall not trespass. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 19:11 And, behold, Amariah the chief priest [is] over you inall mattersof 
the LO RD; and Zebadiah the son of Ishmael, the ruler of the house of Judah, for all the 
king's matters: also the Levites [shall be] officersbeforeyou. Deal courageously, and the 
LORD shall be with the good. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 20:1 It came to passafter thisalso, [that] thechildren of Moab, and the 
children of Ammon, and with them [other] besidetheAmmonites, came against 
J ehoshaphat to battle. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 20:2 T hen there came some that told J ehoshaphat, saying, Therecometha 
great multitude against thee from beyond the sea on this side Syria; and, behold, they [be] 
in H azazontamar, which [is] Engedi. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 20:3 And J ehoshaphat feared, and set himself to seek the LORD, and 
proclaimed afast throughout all Judah. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 20:4 Andjudah gathered themselvestogether, to ask [help] of theLORD: 
even out of all the citiesof Judahthey cameto seek theLORD. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 20:5 And J ehoshaphat stood in the congregation ofjudah andjerusalem, in 
the house of the LO RD, before the new court, 

C hronicles-l 1 1 20:6 And said, O LORD God of our fathers, [art] notthou God in heaven? 
and rulest [not] thou over all the kingdoms of the heathen? and in thine hand [is there not] 
power and might, so that none isable to withstand thee? 

C hronicles-l 1 1 20:7 [Art] notthou our God, [who] didst drive out the inhabitants of this 
I and before thy people Israel, and gavest it to the seed of Abraham thy friend for ever? 

C hronicles-l 1 1 20:8 And they dwelttherein, and have builttheeasanctuary thereinfor thy 
name, saying, 

C hronicles-l 1 1 20:9 If, [when]evil cometh upon us, [as] the sword, judgment, or 
pestilence, or famine, we stand before this house, and in thy presence, (for thy name [is] in 
this house,) and cry unto thee in our affliction, then thou wilt hear and help. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 20:10 And now, behold, thechildren of Amnion and Moaband mountSeir, 
whom thou wouldest not let Israel invade, when they came out of the land of Egypt, but 
they turned from them, and destroyed them not; 

C hronicles-l 1 1 20:11 Behold, [I say, how]they reward us, to cometo castusout of thy 
possession, which thou hast given usto inherit. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 20:12 O our God, wilt thou not judge them? for we haveno might against 
thisgreat company that cometh against us; neither know we what to do: but our eyes [are] 
upon thee. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 20:13 And alljudah stood before theLORD, withtheir little ones, their 
wives, and their children. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 20: 14 T hen upon J ahaziel theson of Zechariah, the son of Benaiah, theson 
of Jeiel, theson of Mattaniah, a Levite of thesonsof Asaph, came the Spirit of theLORD in 
the midst of the congregation; 

C hronicles-l 1 1 20:15 And hesaid, Hearken ye, alljudah, and ye inhabitants of J erusalem, 
and thou kingjehoshaphat, Thussaith the LO R D unto you, Be not afraid nor dismayed by 
reason of thisgreat multitude; for the battle [is] not yours, but God's. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 20: 16 To morrow go ye down against them: behold, they come up by the 
cliff of Ziz; and ye shall find them at the end of the brook, before the wilderness of J eruel. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 20:17 Ye shall not [need] to fight in this [battle]: set yourselves, stand ye 
[still], and see the sal vation of theLORD with you, O Judah and J erusalem: fear not, nor 
be dismayed; to morrow go out against them: for the LO RD [will be] with you. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 20:18 Andjehoshaphat bowed hishead with [his] face to the ground: and all 
Judah and the inhabitants of J erusalem fell before the LO RD, worshipping the LO RD. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 20:19 And the Levites, of the children of the Kohathites, and of the children 
of the Korhites, stood up to praise the LO RD God of Israel with a loud voice on high. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 20:20 And they rose early in the morning, and went forth into the 
wilderness of T ekoa: and as they went forth, Jehoshaphat stood and said, Hear me, O 
Judah, and ye i nhabitantsof J erusalem; Believein theLORD yourGod, so shall yebe 
established; believe hisprophets, so shall ye prosper. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 20:21 And when he had consulted withthepeople, heappointed singers 
unto the LO RD, and that should praisethe beauty of holiness, asthey went out beforethe 
army, and to say, Praisethe LO RD; for his mercy [endureth] for ever. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 20:22 And when theybegan to singand to praise, theLORD set 
ambushments against the children of Amnion, Moab, and mountSeir, which werecome 
againstjudah; and they weresmitten. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 20:23 For the children of Ammon and Moab stood up against the inhabitants 
of mount Seir, utterly to slay and destroy [them]: and when they had made an end of the 
inhabitants of Seir, every one helped to destroy another. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 20:24 And whenjudah cametoward the watch tower in thewilderness, they 
looked unto the multitude, and, behold, they [were] dead bodies fallen to the earth, and 
noneescaped. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 20:25 And when J ehoshaphat and hispeoplecameto takeaway thespoil of 
them, theyfound amongthem in abundance both richeswith the dead bodies, and precious 
jewels, which they stripped off for themselves, more than they could carry away: and they 
werethreedaysin gatheringof thespoil, it wasso much. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 20:26 And on thefourth day they assembled themselves in the valley of 
Berachah; for there they blessed the LO RD : therefore the name of the same place was 
called, The valley of Berachah, unto thisday. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 20:27 Then they returned, every man ofjudah andjerusalem, and 

J ehoshaphat i n the forefront of them, to go again to J erusalem with joy; for the LO RD had 

made them to rejoice over their enemies. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 20:28 And they cametojerusalem with psalteries and harpsand trumpets 
unto the house of the LO R D . 



C hronicles-l 1 1 20:29 And thefear of God wason all the kingdomsof [those] countries, 
when they had heard that the LO RD fought against the enemies of Israel. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 20:30 So the realm of Jehoshaphat wasquiet: for hisGod gave him rest 
round about. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 20:31 And J ehoshaphat reigned over J udah: [he was] thirty and five years old 
when he began to reign, and he reigned twenty and five years in J erusalem. And his 
mother's name [was] Azubah the daughter of Shilhi. 



Chronicles- 



20:32 And he walked in the way of Asa his father, and departed not from it, 



doing [that which was] right in the sight of the LO R D . 



C hronicles-l 1 1 20:33 Howbeitthe high placeswerenottaken away: forasyetthe people 
had not prepared their hearts unto the God of their fathers. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 20:34 Now the rest of the actsof J ehoshaphat, firstand last, behold, they 
[are] written inthe book ofjehu theson of Hanani, who [is] mentioned inthe bookofthe 
kings of Israel. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 20:35 And after this did J ehoshaphat king of J udah join himself with Ahaziah 
king of Israel, who did very wickedly: 

C hronicles-l 1 1 20:36 And hejoined himself with him to makeshipsto go toTarshish: and 
they made the ships i n Eziongaber. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 20:37 Then Eliezer the son of Dodavah of M areshah prophesied against 
Jehoshaphat, saying, Becausethou hast joined thyself with Ahaziah, the LORD hath broken 
thy works. And the ships were broken, that they were not able to go to Tarshish. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 21:1 N ow J ehoshaphat slept with hisfathers, and wasburied with hisfathers 
inthe city of David. And Jehoram hisson reigned in hisstead. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 21:2 And he had brethren thesonsof J ehoshaphat, Azariah, and J ehiel, and 
Zechariah, and Azariah, and M ichael, and Shephatiah: all these [were] the sonsof 
J ehoshaphat kingof Israel. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 21:3 And theirfather gavethem greatgiftsof silver, and ofgold, and of 
preciousthings, with fenced citiesinjudah: but the kingdom gavehetojehoram; because 
he [w as] thefirstborn. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 21:4 N ow whenjehoram wasrisen up to the kingdom of hisfather, he 
strengthened himself, and slew all his brethren with the sword, and [divers] also of the 
princesof Israel. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 21:5 Jehoram [w as] thirty and two yearsold when he began to reign, and he 
reigned eight years in J erusalem. 

C hronicles-l I 21:6 And hewalked in theway of the kingsof Israel, likeasdidthehouseof 
Ahab: for he had the daughter of Ahab to wife: and he wrought [that which was] evil in the 
eyesoftheLORD. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 21:7 Howbeit the LORD would not destroy the houseof David, because of 
the covenant that he had made with David, and as he promised to give a light to him and to 
his sonsfor ever. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 21:8 In his days the Edomites revolted from under the dominion ofjudah, 
and made themselves a king. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 21:9 Then Jehoram wentforth with hisprinces, and all his chariots with 
him: and he rose up by night, and smote the Edomites which compassed him in, and the 
captainsof the chariots. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 21:10 So the Edomites revolted from under the hand of Judah unto thisday. 
The same time [also] did Libnah revolt from under his hand; because he had forsaken the 
LORD Godof hisfathers. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 21:11 Moreover he madehigh placesin the mountainsof Judah, and caused 
the inhabitantsof Jerusalem to commit fornication, and compelled J udah [thereto]. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 21:12 And therecameawritingto him from Elijah the prophet, saying, Thus 
saith the LO RD God of David thy father, Because thou hast not walked in the waysof 
J ehoshaphat thy father, nor in the waysof Asa kingof Judah, 



C hronicles-l 1 1 21:13 But hast walked in theway of the kingsof Israel, and hast madejudah 
and the inhabitants of J erusalem to go a whoring, like to the whoredoms of the house of 
Ahab, and also hast slain thy brethren of thy father's house, [which were] better than 
thyself: 



C hronicles-l 1 1 21:14 Behold, with a great plague will the LO RD smitethy people, and thy 
children, and thy wives, and all thy goods: 

C hronicles-l 1 1 21:15 And thou [shalthave] great sickness by diseaseof thy bowels, until thy 
bowelsfall out by reason of the sickness day by day. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 21:16 Moreover theLORD stirred up against Jehoram the spirit of the 
Philistines, and of the Arabians, that [were] near the Ethiopians: 



C hronicles-l 1 1 21:17 And they cameup into Judah, and brakeinto it, and carried away all 
the substance that wasfound in the king's house, and his sons also, and his wives; so that 
there was never a son left him, save J ehoahaz, the youngest of his sons. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 21:18 And after all thistheLORD smotehim in hisbowelswith an incurable 
disease. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 21:19 And it cameto pass, that in processof time, after theend oftwo 
years, his bowelsfell out by reason of hissickness: so he died of sore diseases. And his 
peoplemadeno burningfor him, liketheburningof hisfathers. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 21:20 Thirty and two years old washe when he began to reign, and he 
reigned injerusalem eight years, and departed without beingdesired. Howbeitthey buried 
him in the city of David, but not in the sepulchres of the kings. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 22:1 And theinhabitantsof Jerusalem madeAhaziah his youngest son king in 
hisstead: for the band of men that came with the Arabiansto the camp had slain all the 
eldest. So Ahaziah the son ofjehoram kingofjudah reigned. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 22:2 Forty and two yearsold [was] Ahaziah when he began to reign, and he 
reigned oneyear injerusalem. Hismother'snamealso [was] Athaliahthedaughter of 
Omri. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 22:3 Healso walked in thewaysof the houseof Ahab: for hismother was his 
counsellor to do wickedly. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 22:4 W herefore he did evil in the sight of the LO RD like the house of Ahab: 
for they were his counsellors after the death of hisfather to hisdestruction. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 22:5 H e walked also after their counsel, and went withjehoram the son of 
Ahab king of Israel to war against Hazael king of Syria at Ramothgilead: and the Syrians 
smotejoram. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 22:6 And he returnedto be healed injezreel becauseof thewoundswhich 
were given him at Ramah, when he fought with H azael king of Syria. And Azariah the son 
of Jehoram king of Judah went down to seejehoram the son of Ahab at J ezreel, because he 
wassick. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 22:7 And the destruction of Ahaziah wasof God by comingtojoram: for 
when he was come, he went out with J ehoram against J ehu the son of N imshi, whom the 
L O R D had anointed to cut off the house of Ahab. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 22:8 And itcameto pass, that, whenjehu wasexecutingjudgment upon the 
house of Ahab, andfound the princesof Judah, and the sons of the brethren of Ahaziah, that 
ministered to Ahaziah, he slew them. 



C hronicles-l I 
Samaria,) and 



22:9 And he sought Ahaziah: and they caught him, (for he was hid in 
brought him tojehu: and when they had slain him, they buried him: Because, 
saidthey, he [is] the son of Jehoshaphat, who sought the LO R D withall hisheart. Sothe 
house of Ahaziah had no power to keep still the kingdom. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 22:10 But when Athaliah the mother of Ahaziah saw that her son wasdead, 
she arose and destroyed all the seed royal of the house of J udah. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 22:11 But J ehoshabeath, thedaughter ofthe king, tookjoash the son of 
Ahaziah, and stole him from among the king's sons that were slain, and put him and his 
nurse in a bedchamber. So J ehoshabeath, thedaughter of king J ehoram, thewifeof 
J ehoiada the priest, (for she wasthe sister of Ahaziah,) hid him from Athaliah, so that she 
slew him not. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 22:12 And he was with them hid inthe house of God six years: and Athaliah 
reigned over the land. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 23:1 And in the seventh year J ehoiada strengthened himself, and tookthe 
captainsof hundreds, Azariah the son ofjeroham, and Ishmael theson of Jehohanan, and 
Azariah the son of O bed, and M aaseiah the son of Adaiah, and Elishaphat the son of Zichri, 
into covenant with him. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 23:2 And they went about in J udah, and gathered the Levitesout of all the 
cities of J udah, and the chief of the fathers of Israel, and they came to J erusalem. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 23:3 And all the congregation made a covenant with the king in the house of 
God. And hesaid unto them, Behold, the king'sson shall reign, astheLORD hath said of 
the sonsof David. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 23:4 T his [is] thething thatye shall do; A third part of you enteringon the 
sabbath, of the priests and of the Levites, [shall be] porters of the doors; 



C hronicles-l 1 1 23:5 And athird part [shall be] at the king's house; andathird part at the 
gate of the foundation: and all the people [shall be] in the courts of the house of the LO RD 



C hronicles-l 1 1 23:6 But let none come into the house of the LO RD, save the priests, and 
they that minister of the Levites; they shall go in, for they [are] holy: but all the people shall 
keep the watch of the LO R D . 

C hronicles-l 1 1 23:7 And the Levites shall compassthe king round about, every man with his 
weapons in his hand; and whosoever [else] cometh into the house, he shall be put to death: 
but be ye with the king when he cometh i n, and when he goeth out. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 23:8 So the Levites and all Judah did according to all things that J ehoiada the 
priest had commanded, and took every man his men that were to come i n on the sabbath, 
with them that were to go [out] on the sabbath: for J ehoiada the priest dismissed not the 
courses. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 23:9 Moreover Jehoiadathe priest delivered to thecaptainsof hundreds 
spears, and bucklers, and shields, that [had been] king David's, which [were] in the houseof 
God. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 23:10 And heset all the people, every man having hisweapon in hishand, 
from the right side of the temple to the left side of the temple, along by the altar and the 
temple, by the king round about. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 23:11 Then they brought out the king's son, and putupon him thecrown, 
and [gave him] the testimony, and made him king. Andjehoiadaand his sons anointed him, 
and said, God savethe king. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 23:12 Now when Athaliah heard the noiseofthe people running and praising 
the king, she came to the people into the house of the L O R D : 

C hronicles-l 1 1 23:13 And shelooked, and, behold, the king stood at hispillar atthe 
entering in, and the princes and the trumpets by the king: and all the people of the land 
rejoiced, and sounded with trumpets, also the singers with instruments of music, and such 
astaught to sing praise.

C hronicles-l 1 1 23:16 Andjehoiadamadeacovenant between him, and between all the 
people, and between the king, that they should be the LO R D 'S people. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 23:17 Then all the people went to the houseof Baal, and brake it down, and 
brake his altars and his images in pieces, and slew M attan the priest of Baal before the 
altar s. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 23: 18 Also J ehoiada appointed the offices of the house of the LO RD by the 
hand of the priests the Levites, whom David had distributed inthe houseof the LORD, to 
offer the burnt offeringsof the LORD, as [it is] written inthelaw of Moses, with rejoicing 
and with singing, [asit wasordained] by David. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 23: 19 And he set the porters at the gates of the house of the LORD, that 
none [which was] unclean in any thing should enter in. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 23:20 And hetookthecaptainsof hundreds, and the nobles, and the 
governors of the people, and all the people of the land, and brought down the king from 
the house of the LORD: and they came through the high gate into the king's house, and set 
the king upon the throne of the kingdom. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 23:21 And all the people of the land rejoiced: and thecity wasquiet, after 
that they had slain Athaliah with the sword. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 24:1 Joash [was] seven yearsold when he began to reign, and he reigned 
forty years in J erusalem. H is mother's name also [was] Zibiah of Beersheba. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 24:2 And Joash did [that which was] right in thesight of the LORD all the 
days ofj ehoiada the priest. 

C hronicles-l I 24:3 And J ehoiada tookfor him two wives; and he begat sons and daughters. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 24:4 And it cameto passafter this, [that] J oash was minded to repair the 
house oftheLORD. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 24:5 And hegathered together the priests and the Levites, and said to them, 
Gooutunto the citiesof Judah, and gather ofall Israel moneyto repair the house ofyour 
God from year to year, and see that ye hasten the matter. H owbeit the Levites hastened [it] 
not. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 24:6 And the king called for J ehoiada the chief, and said unto him, Why hast 
thou not required of the Levites to bring i n out of Judah and out of Jerusalem the 
collection, [according to the commandment] of M osesthe servant of the LO RD, and of the 
congregation of Israel, for the tabernacle of witness? 

C hronicles-l 1 1 24:7 For thesonsof Athaliah, that wicked woman, had broken up the house 
of God; and alsoall thededicated thingsof the house oftheLORD did they bestow upon 
Baalim. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 24:8 And at the king's commandment they made a chest, and set itwithout 
at the gate of the house of the LO R D . 



C hronicles-l 1 1 24:9 And they made a proclamation through Judah and Jerusalem, to bring 
into theLORD the collection [that] M oses the servant of God [laid] upon Israel inthe 
wilderness. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 24:10 And allthe princesand allthe people rejoiced, and broughtin, and 
cast into the chest, until they had made an end. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 24:11 Now it cameto pass, thatat whattime the chest was brought unto the 
king's office by the hand of the Levites, and when they saw that [there was] much money, 
the king's scribe and the high priest's officer came and emptied the chest, and took it, and 
carried it to his place again. Thusthey did day by day, and gathered money in abundance. 
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C hronicles-ll I 24: 12 And the king and J ehoiada gave it to such as did the work of the 
serviceofthe houseof theLORD, and hired masonsand carpentersto repairthe houseof 
the LORD, and also such aswrought iron and brassto mend the houseof theLORD. 

C hronicles-ll | 24:13 So the workmen wrought, and the work wasperfected bythem, and 
they set the house of God i n hisstate, and strengthened it. 

C hronicles-ll | 24:14 And when they had finished [it], they brought the rest of the money 
before the king and J ehoiada, whereof were made vessels for the house of the LORD, 
[even] vesselsto minister, and to offer [withal], and spoons, and vessels of gold and silver. 
And they offered burnt offerings in the house of the LORD continually all the days of 
J ehoiada. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 24:15 But J ehoiada waxed old, andwasfull ofdayswhen hedied; an 
hundred and thirty years old [was he] when he died. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 24:16 And theyburied him inthecity of David amongthe kings, because he 
had donegood in Israel, both toward God, and toward his house. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 24:17 Now after thedeath ofj ehoiada came the princesofjudah, and made 
obeisance to the king. Then the king hearkened unto them. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 24:18 And they left the houseof the LORD God of their fathers, and served 
grovesand idols: and wrath came uponjudah and Jerusalem for this their trespass. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 24:19 Yet hesent prophetsto them, to bringthem again unto the LORD; 
and they testified against them: but they would not give ear. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 24:20 And the Spirit of God came upon Zechariah the son of Jehoiada the 
priest, which stood abovethe people, and said unto them, Thussaith God, W hy transgress 
ye the commandments of the LORD, that ye cannot prosper? because ye have forsaken the 
L O RD, he hath also forsaken you. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 24:21 And they conspired against him, and stoned him with stonesat the 
commandment of the king in the court of the house of the LO RD . 

C hronicles-l 1 1 24:22 Thusjoash the king remembered not the kindness which Jehoiada his 
father had doneto him, but slew his son. And when hedied, hesaid, The LORD look upon 
[it], and require[it]. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 24:23 And it cameto passattheend oftheyear, [that] the host of Syriacame 
up against him: and they came to J udah andjerusalem, and destroyed all the princesof the 
people from among the people, and sent all the spoil of them unto the king of Damascus. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 24:24 For the army of the Syrians came with a small company of men, and 
the LORD delivered a very great host into their hand, because they had forsaken the 
LO RD God of their fathers. So they executed judgment against J oash. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 24:25 And when they weredeparted from him, (for they left him in great 
diseases,) hisown servants conspired against him for the blood of the sonsof Jehoiada the 
priest, and slew him on his bed, and he died: and they buried him in the city of David, but 
they buried him not in the sepulchres of the kings. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 24:26 And these are they that conspired against him; Zabad the son of 
Shimeath an Ammonitess, and Jehozabad the son of Shimrith a M oabitess. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 24:27 Now [concerning] hissons, and the greatness of the burdens [laid] 
upon him, and the repairing of the house of God, behold, they [are] written in the story of 
the book of the kings. And Amaziah his son reigned in his stead. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 25:1 Amaziah [w as] twenty and fiveyearsold [when] he began to reign, and 
he reigned twenty and nineyearsinjerusalem.

C hronicles-l 1 1 25:3 Now it cameto pass, when the kingdom wasestablished to him, that he 
slew his servants that had killed the king hisfather.

could handle spear and shield.

C hronicles-l 1 1 25:7 ButtherecameamanofGodtohim, saying, O king, let not the army 
of Israel go with thee; for the LO RD [is] not with Israel, [to wit, with] all the children of 
Ephraim. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 25:8 But if thou wiltgo, do [it] ( bestrongfor the battle: God shall makethee 
fail before the enemy: for God hath power to help, and to cast down. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 25:9 And Amaziah said to the man of God, But what shall we do for the 
hundred talents which I have given to the army of Israel? And the man of God answered, 
T he LO R D is able to give thee much more than this. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 25:10 Then Amaziah separated them, [towit], the army that wascometo 
him out of Ephraim, to go home again: wherefore their anger wasgreatly kindled against 
J udah, and they returned home i n great anger. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 25:11 And Amaziah strengthened himself, and led forth hispeople, and went 
to the valley of salt, and smote of the children of Seir ten thousand. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 25:12 And [other] ten thousand [left] alivedid the children of Judah carry 
away captive, and brought them unto the top of the rock, and cast them down from the top 
of the rock, that they all were broken in pieces.

C hronicles-l 1 1 25:14 Now itcameto pass, after that Amaziah wascome from the slaughter 
of the Edomites, that he brought the gods of the children of Seir, and set them up [to be] 
hisgods, and bowed down himself before them, and burned incense unto them. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 25:15 W herefore the anger oftheLORD was kindled against Amaziah, and 
he sent unto him a prophet, which said unto him, W hy hast thou sought after the gods of 
the people, which could not deliver their own people out of thine hand? 



C hronicles-l 1 1 25:16 And it cameto pass, ashetalked with him, that [the king] said unto 
him, Art thou made of the king's counsel? forbear; why shouldest thou besmitten?Then 
the prophet forbare, and said, I know that God hath determined to destroy thee, because 
thou hast donethis, and hast not hearkened unto my counsel. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 25:17 Then Amaziah kingofjudah tookadvice, and senttojoash, theson of 
Jehoahaz, theson of J ehu, king of Israel, saying, Come, let usseeoneanother intheface. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 25:18 Andjoash king of Israel sent to Amaziah kingofjudah, saying, The 
thistle that [was] in Lebanon sent to the cedar that [was] in Lebanon, saying, Give thy 
daughter to my son to wife: and there passed by a wild beast that [was] in Lebanon, and 
trodedown the thistle. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 25:19 Thou sayest, Lo, thou hast smitten the Edomites; and thine heart 
lifteth thee up to boast: abide now at home; why shouldest thou meddle to [thine] hurt, 
that thou shouldest fail, [even] thou, and J udah with thee? 

C hronicles-l 1 1 25:20 But Amaziah would not hear; for it [came] of God, that he might 
deliver them into the hand [of their enemies], because they sought after the gods of Edom. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 25:21 Sojoashthe king of Israel wentup; and theysaw oneanother in the 
face, [both] heand Amaziah king of J udah, at Bethshemesh, which [belongeth] tojudah. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 25:22 And J udah was put to the worse before Israel, and they fled every man 
to histent. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 25:23 And J oash the kingof Israel took Amaziah king of J udah, theson of 
Joash, theson of Jehoahaz, at Bethshemesh, and brought him to J erusalem, and brakedown 
the wali of J erusalem from the gate of Ephraim to the corner gate, four hundred cubits.

C hronicles-l 1 1 25:27 Now after the timethat Amaziah did turn away from following the 
LORD they madeaconspiracy against him in J erusalem; and he fled to Lachish: butthey 
sent to Lachish after him, and slew him there. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 25:28 And they brought him upon horses, and buried him with hisfathersin 
the city of J udah. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 26:1 T hen all the peopleof J udah took Uzziah, who [was] sixteen years old, 
and made him king in the room of hisfather Amaziah. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 26:2 Hebuilt Eloth, and restored ittojudah, after that the king slept with 
hisfathers. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 26:3 Sixteen yearsold [was] Uzziah when he began to reign, and he reigned 
fifty and two years in Jerusalem. Hismother'snamealso [was] Jecoliah of Jerusalem. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 26:4 And hedid [that which was] right in thesight of theLORD, according 
to all that hisfather Amaziah did. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 26:5 And hesought God in thedaysof Zechariah, who had understanding in 
the visionsof God: and as long as hesought theLORD, God madehim to prosper. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 26:6 And hewentforth and warred against the Philistines, and brakedown 
the wali of Gath, and the wali ofjabneh, and the wali of Ashdod, and builtcitiesabout 
Ashdod, and among the Philistines. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 26:7 And God helped hi m against the Philistines, and against the A rabians 
that dwelt in Gurbaal, and the Mehunims. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 26:8 And theAmmonitesgavegiftsto Uzziah: and hisnamespread abroad 
[even] to the entering in of Egypt; for he strengthened [himself] exceedingly. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 26:9 M oreover Uzziah builttowersin Jerusalem atthecorner gate, and at 
the valley gate, and at the turning [of the wali], and fortified them. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 26:10 Also he built towers in the desert, and digged many wells: for he had 
much cattle, both in the low country, and in the plains: husbandmen [also], and vine 
dressers in the mountains, and in Carmel: for he loved husbandry. 

C hronicles-l I 26:11 M oreover Uzziah had an host of fighting men, that went out to war by 
bands, according to the number of their account by the hand of Jeiel the scribe and 
M aaseiah the ruler, under the hand of H ananiah, [one] of the king's captains. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 26: 12 T he whole number of the chief of the fathers of the mighty men of 
valour [were] two thousand and six hundred. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 26:13 And under their hand [w as] an army, three hundred thousand and 
seven thousand and five hundred, that made war with mighty power, to help the king 
againstthe enemy. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 26:14 And Uzziah prepared for them throughout all the host shields, and 
spears, and helmets, and habergeons, and bows, and slings [to cast] stones. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 26:15 And he made injerusalem engines, invented by cunning men, to be 
on thetowersand upon the bulwarks, to shoot arrowsand great stones w ithal. And his 
name spread far abroad; for he was marvellously helped, till he was strong. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 26:16 Butwhen he was strong, hisheart waslifted up to [his] destruction: 
for he transgressed against the LO RD hisGod, and went intothetempleof theLORD to 
burn incense upon the altar of incense. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 26:17 And Azariah the priest went in after him, and with him fourscore 
priestsof theLORD, [that were] valiant men: 

C hronicles-l 1 1 26:18 And they withstood Uzziah the king, and said unto him, [It 
appertaineth] not unto thee, Uzziah, to burn incense unto theLORD, but to the priests the 
sonsof Aaron, that are consecrated to burn incense: go out of the sanctuary; for thou hast 
trespassed; neither [shall it be] for thine honour from the LO RD God. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 26:19 Then Uzziah waswroth, and [had] acenser in his hand to burn 
incense: and whilehe waswroth with the priests, the leprosy even roseup in hisforehead 
before the priests in the house of the LO RD , from beside the incense altar. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 26:20 And Azariah the chief priest, and all the priests, lookedupon him, 
and, behold, hefwas] leprousin hisforehead, and they thrust him outfrom thence; yea, 
himself hasted also to go out, becausethe LO R D had smitten him. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 26:21 And Uzziah the king w as a leper unto the day of hisdeath, and dwelt 
inaseveral house, [being] a leper; for hewascut offfrom the houseof theLORD: and 
Jotham hisson [was] overthe king's house, judgingthe peopleof theland. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 26:22 Now the rest of the actsof Uzziah, first and last, did Isaiah the 
prophet, theson of Amoz, write. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 26:23 So Uzziah slept with hisfathers, and they buried him with hisfathers 
in the field of the burial which [belonged] to the kings; for they said, H e [is] a leper: and 
Jotham hisson reigned in hisstead. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 27:1 Jotham [was] twenty andfiveyearsold when he began to reign, and he 
reigned sixteen years in J erusalem. H is mother's name also [was] J erushah, the daughter of 
Zadok. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 27:2 And hedid [that which was] right in thesight of theLORD, according 
to all that hisfather Uzziah did: howbeit heentered not into thetempleof the LORD. And 
the people did yet corruptly. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 27:3 Hebuiltthehigh gateof the houseof the LORD, and on the wali of 
Ophel he built much. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 27:4 M oreover he built cities in the mountains of J udah, and in the forests he 
built castles and towers. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 27:5 Hefought alsowiththe king of theAmmonites, and prevailed against 
them. And thechildren of Ammon gavehim thesameyear an hundred talentsof silver, and 
ten thousand measuresof wheat, and ten thousand of barley. So much did the children of 
Ammon pay unto him, both the second year, and the third. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 27:6 Sojotham became mighty, because he prepared hiswaysbeforethe 
LORD hisGod. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 27:7 Now therestof theactsof Jotham, and all hiswars, and hisways, lo, 
they [are] written i n the book of the kings of Israel and J udah. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 27:8 Hewasfiveand twenty yearsold when he began to reign, and reigned 
sixteen yearsinjerusalem. 



C hronicles-l I 



27:9 And Jotham slept w ith hisfathers, and theyburied him inthecityof 



David: and Ahaz hisson reigned in hisstead. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 28:1 Ahaz [w as] twenty yearsold when he began to reign, and he reigned 
si xteen years in J erusalem: but he did not [that which was] right in the sight of the LORD, 
like David hisfather: 



C hronicles-l 1 1 28:2 For he walked in the waysof the kings of Israel, and madealso molten 
imagesfor Baalim. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 28:3 Moreover he burnt incensein thevalley of theson of Hinnom, and 
burnt his children in thefire, after theabominationsof the heathen whom the LORD had 
cast out before the children of Israel. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 28:4 H e sacrificed also and burnt incense in the high places, and on the hills, 
and under every green tree. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 28:5 W herefore the LORD hisGod delivered him into thehand of the king 
of Syria; and they smote him, and carried away a great multitude of them captives, and 
brought [them] to Damascus. And he was also delivered into the hand of the king of Israel, 
who smote him with a great slaughter. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 28:6 For Pekah theson of Remaliah slew injudah an hundred and twenty 
thousand i n oneday, [which were] all valiant men; becausethey had forsaken the LORD 
God of their fathers. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 28:7 And Zichri, amighty man of Ephraim, slew Maaseiahthe king'sson, 
and Azrikam the governor of the house, and Elkanah [that was] next to the king. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 28:8 And thechildren of Israel carried away captiveof their brethren two 
hundred thousand, women, sons, and daughters, and took also away much spoil from 
them, and brought the spoil to Samar ia. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 28:9 But a prophet of the LORD wasthere, whose name[was]Oded: and he 
went out before the host that came to Samaria, and said unto them, Behold, because the 
LORD God of your fatherswaswroth withjudah, he hath delivered them into your hand, 
and ye have slain them i n a rage [that] reacheth up unto heaven. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 28:10 And now ye purposeto keep under thechildren of Judah and 
Jerusalem for bondmen and bondwomen unto you: [but arethere] not with you, even with 
you, sinsagainst the LORD your God?

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C hronicles-l 1 1 28:13 And saidunto them, Yeshall not bringinthecaptiveshither: for 
whereas we have offended against the LO RD [already], ye intend to add [more] to our sins 
and to our trespass: for our trespass is great, and [there i s] fierce wrath against Israel. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 28:14 Sothearmed men leftthecaptivesand thespoil beforetheprincesand 
all the congregation. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 28:15 And the men which were expressed by name rose up, and took the 
captives, and with the spoil clothed all that were naked among them, and arrayed them, 
and shod them, and gave them to eat and to drink, and anointed them, and carried all the 
feeble of them upon asses, and brought them to J ericho, the city of palm trees, to their 
brethren: then they returned to Samaria.

C hronicles-l 1 1 28:18 The Philistines also had invaded thecitiesof thelow country, and of 
the south of J udah, and had taken Bethshemesh, and Ajalon, and Gederoth, and Shocho 
with the villagesthereof, and Timnah with the villagesthereof, Gimzo also and the villages 
thereof: and they dwelt there. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 28:19 For the LO RD broughtjudah low becauseof Ahaz king of Israel; for 
he madejudah naked, and transgressed sore against the LORD. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 28:20 And Tilgathpilneser kingof Assyriacameunto him, and distressed 
him, but strengthened him not. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 28:21 For Ahaz took away a portion [out] of the houseof the LORD, and

that they may help me. But they were the ruin of him, and of all Israel. 

C hronicles-ll | 28:24 And Ahaz gathered together the vesselsof the house of God, and cut 
in pieces the vessels of the house of G od, and shut up the doors of the house of the LORD, 
and he made him altars in every corner of J erusalem. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 28:25 And in every several cityofjudah hemadehigh placesto burn incense 
unto other gods, and provoked to anger the LO R D God of hisfathers. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 28:26 Now the restof hisactsand of all hisways, firstand last, behold, they 
[are] written i n the book of the kingsofjudah and Israel. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 28:27 And Ahaz slept w ith hisfathers, and they buried him inthecity, [even] 
in J erusalem: but they brought him notinto thesepulchresof thekingsof Israel: and 
Hezekiah his son reigned in hisstead. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 29:1 Hezekiah began to reign [when hewas]fiveand twenty yearsold, and 
he reigned nine and twenty years in J erusalem. And his mother's name [was] Abijah, the 
daughter of Zechariah. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 29:2 And hedid [that which was] right in thesight of the LORD, according 
to all that David hisfather had done. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 29:3 Hein thefirstyear of his reign, inthefirst month, opened the doors of 
the house of the LORD, and repaired them. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 29:4 And he brought in the priests and the Levites, and gathered them 
together into the east street, 



C hronicles-l 1 1 29:5 And said unto them, Hear me, ye Levites, sanctify now yourselves, and 
sanctify the house of the L O R D God of your fathers, and carry forth the filthiness out of 
the holy [place]. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 29:6 For our fathers have trespassed, and done [that which was] evil in the 
eyesof theLORD our God, and have forsaken him, and haveturned away their faces from 
the habitation of the LORD, and turned [their] backs. 

C hronicles-l I 29:7 Also they have shut up the doorsof the porch, and put out the lamps, 
and have not burned incense nor offered burnt offerings in the holy [place] unto the God of 
Israel. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 29:8 Whereforethewrath of the LORD wasuponjudah andjerusalem, and 
he hath delivered them to trouble, to astonishment, and to hissing, asye see with your 
eyes.

C hronicles-l 1 1 29:11 Mysons, benot now negligent: for the LORD hath chosenyou to 
stand before him, to serve him, and that yeshould minister unto him, and burn incense. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 29:12 T hen the Levites arose, Mahath theson of A masai, andjoel theson of 
Azariah, of the sons of the K ohathites: and of the sons of M erari, K ish theson of Abdi, and 
Azariah theson of Jehalelel: and of the Gershonites; Joah theson of Zimmah, and Eden the 
son of Joah: 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 29:13 And of the sonsof Elizaphan; Shimri, andjeiel: and ofthesonsof 
Asaph; Zechariah, and Mattaniah: 

C hronicles-l 1 1 29:14 And ofthesonsof H eman; J ehiel, and Shimei: and ofthesonsof 
Jeduthun; Shemaiah, and Uzziel. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 29:15 And they gathered their brethren, and sanctified themselves, and 
came, according to the commandmentof the king, by the wordsof theLORD, to cleanse 
the house of theLORD. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 29:16 And the priests went into the inner part of the house of the LO R D, to 
cleanse [it], and brought out all the uncleannessthat they found in the templeof theLORD 
into the court of the house of the LO RD. And the Levitestook [it] ( to carry [it] out abroad 
into the brook Kidron. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 29:17 Now they began on thefirst [day] of thefirst month to sanctify, and on 
the eighth day of the month came they to the porch of the LO R D : so they sanctified the 
house of the LO RD i n eight days; and i n the sixteenth day of the first month they made an 
end.

C hronicles-l 1 1 29:19 Moreover all the vessels, which king Ahaz in hisreign did cast away in 
histransgression, have we prepared and sanctified, and, behold, they [are] before the altar 
of theLORD. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 29:20 Then H ezekiah the king roseearly, and gathered the rulersof thecity, 
and went up to the house of the LO R D . 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 29:21 And they brought seven bullocks, and seven rams, and seven lambs, 
and seven he goats, for a si n offering for the kingdom, and for the sanctuary, and for J udah. 
And he commanded the priests the sons of Aaron to offer [them] on the altar of the LORD. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 29:22 So they killed the bullocks, and the priests received the blood, and 
sprinkled [it] on the altar: likewise, when they had killed the rams, they sprinkled the blood 
upon the altar: they killed also the lambs, and they sprinkled the blood upon the altar. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 29:23 And they brought forth the he goats [for] the si n offering before the 
king and the congregation; and they laid their hands upon them: 

C hronicles-l 1 1 29:24 And the priests killed them, and they made reconciliation with their 
blood upon the altar, to make an atonement for all Israel: for the king commanded [that] 
the burnt offering and the sin offering [should be made] for all Israel. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 29:25 And he set the Levites in the houseof the LORD with cymbals, with 
psalteries, and with harps, according to the commandment of David, and of Gad the king's 
seer, and N athan the prophet: for [so was] the commandment of the LO R D by his 
prophets. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 29:26 And the Levites stood with the instruments of David, and the priests 
with the trumpets. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 29:27 And Hezekiah commanded to offer the burnt offering upon the altar. 
And when the burnt offering began, the song of the LO R D began [also] with the trumpets, 
and with the instruments [ordained] by David king of Israel. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 29:28 And all the congregation worshipped, and the singers sang, and the 
trumpeterssounded: [and] all [thiscontinued] until the burnt offering wasfinished. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 29:29 And when they had madean end of offering, thekingand all that were 
present with him bowed themselves, and worshipped. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 29:30 Moreover Hezekiah the king and the princescommanded the Levites 
to sing praise unto the LO RD with the words of David, and of Asaph the seer. And they 
sang praiseswith gladness, and they bowed their headsand worshipped. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 29:31 Then Hezekiah answered and said, Now ye have consecrated 
yourselves unto the LO RD, come near and bring sacrifices and thank offerings into the 
houseof theLORD. And the congregation brought i n sacrifices and thank offerings; and as 
many as were of a free heart burnt offerings. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 29:32 And the number of the burnt offerings, which the congregation 
brought, wasthreescoreand ten bullocks, an hundred rams, [and] two hundred lambs: all 
these [were] for a burnt offering to the LO RD. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 29:33 And the consecrated things [were] six hundred oxen and three 
thousand sheep. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 29:34 But the priests were toofew, so that they could notflayall the burnt 
offerings: whereforetheir brethren the Levites did help them, till the work wasended, and 
until the [other] priests had sanctified themselves: for the Levites [were] more upright in 
heart to sanctify themselves than the priests. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 29:35 And also the burnt offerings [were] in abundance, with thefat of the 
peace offerings, and the drink offerings for [everyj burnt offering. So the service of the 
houseof theLORD wasset in order. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 29:36 And Hezekiah rejoiced, and all the people, that God had prepared the 
people: for the thing was [done] suddenly. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 30:1 And Hezekiah sentto all Israel andjudah, and wrote letters also to 
Ephraim and Manasseh, thatthey should cometo the houseof theLORD atjerusalem, to 
keep the passover unto the L O R D God of Israel. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 30:2 For the king had taken counsel, and his princes, and all the 
congregation in Jerusalem, to keep the passover in the second month. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 30:3 For theycould not keep itat that time, becausethe priests had not 
sanctified themselves sufficiently, neither had the people gathered themselvestogether to 
Jerusalem. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 30:4 And the thing pleased the king and all the congregation. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 30:5 So they established a decree to make proclamation throughout all Israel, 
from Beersheba even to Dan, that they should come to keep the passover unto the LO R D 
God of Israel atjerusalem: for they had not done [it] of a long [time in such sort] as it was 
written. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 30:6 So the postswent with the letters from the king and his princes 
throughout all Israel and J udah, and according to the commandment of the king, saying, Ye 
children of Israel, turn again unto theLORD God of Abraham, Isaac, and Israel, and hewill 
retur n to the remnant of you, that are escaped out of the hand of the kings of Assyria. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 30:7 And be notyelikeyourfathers, and likeyour brethren, which 
trespassed against the LO RD God of their fathers, [who] therefore gave them up to 
desolation, asyesee. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 30:8 N ow beye not stiffnecked, as your fathers [were, but] yield yourselves 
unto the LO RD, and enter into hissanctuary, which he hath sanctified for ever: and serve 
theLORD yourGod, that the fierceness of hiswrath may turn awayfrom you. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 30:9 For if yeturn again unto the LORD, your brethren and your children 
[shall find] compassion before them that lead them captive, so that they shall come again 
into thisland: for theLORD yourGod [is] graciousand merciful, andwill not turn away 
[his] face from you, if ye return unto him. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 30: 10 So the posts passed from city to city through the country of Ephraim 
and M anasseh even unto Zebulun: but they laughed them to scorn, and mocked them. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 30:11 Neverthelessdiversof Asher and M anasseh and of Zebulun humbled 
themselves, and cametojerusalem. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 30: 12 A Iso in J udah the hand of G od was to give them one heart to do the 
commandment of the king and of the princes, by the word of the LO RD . 

C hronicles-l 1 1 30:13 And there assembled atjerusalem much peopleto keepthefeast of 
unleavened bread in the second month, a very great congregation. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 30: 14 And they arose and took away the altars that [were] in J erusalem, and 
all the altars for incensetook they away, and cast [them] into the brook Kidron. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 30:15 Then they killed the passover on the fourteenth [day] of the second 
month: and the priests and the Levites were ashamed, and sanctified themselves, and 
brought in the burnt offerings into the house of the LORD. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 30:16 And theystood intheir placeafter their marmer, accordingto thelaw 
of Mosesthe man of God: the priests sprinkled the blood, [which they received] of the hand 
of the Levites. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 30:17 For [there were] many inthecongregationthatwerenot sanctified: 
therefore the Levites had the charge of the killing of the passoversfor every one [that was] 
not clean, to sanctify [them] unto the LO RD. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 30:18 For amultitudeof the people, [even] manyof Ephraim, andManasseh, 
Issachar, and Zebulun, had not cleansed themselves, yet did they eat the passover otherwise 
than it waswritten. But Hezekiah prayed for them, saying, Thegood LORD pardon every 
one 

C hronicles-l 1 1 30:19 [That] prepareth hisheartto seekGod, the LORD God of hisfathers, 
though [he be] not [cleansed] according to the purification of the sanctuary. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 30:20 And the LORD hearkened to H ezekiah, and healed the people. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 30:21 And thechildren of Israel that were present atjerusalem keptthefeast 
of unleavened bread seven days with great gladness: and the Levites and the priests praised 
the LORD daybyday, [singing] with loud instruments unto the LORD. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 30:22 And Hezekiah spakecomfortably unto all the Levites that taught the 
good knowledgeof the LORD: and they did eat throughout the feast seven days, offering 
peace offerings, and making confession to the LO RD God of their fathers. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 30:23 And the w hol e assembly took counsel to keep other seven days: and 
they kept [other] seven days with gladness. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 30:24 For Hezekiah king of Judah did giveto thecongregation athousand 
bullocks and seven thousand sheep; and the princes gave to the congregation a thousand 
bullocks and ten thousand sheep: and a great number of priests sanctified themselves. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 30:25 And all the congregation of Judah, with the priests and the Levites, 
and all the congregation that came out of Israel, and the strangers that came out of the I and 
of Israel, and that dwelt in J udah, rejoiced. 



C hronicles-l I 



30:26 So there was great joy in J erusalem: for since the time of Solomon the 



son of David king of Israel [there was] not the like in J erusalem. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 30:27 Then the priests the Levites arose and blessed the people: and their 
voice was heard, and their prayer came [up] to his holy dwelling place, [even] unto heaven. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 31:1 Now when all thiswasfinished, all Israel thatwere present went out to 
the cities of J udah, and brake the images in pieces, and cut down the groves, and threw 
downthehigh places and the altars out of all J udah and Benjamin, in Ephraim alsoand 
M anasseh, until they had utterly destroyed them all. Then all the children of Israel 
returned, every man to his possession, into their own cities. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 31:2 And Hezekiah appointed thecoursesof the priests and the Levites after 
their courses, every man according to hisservice, the priests and Levites for burnt offerings 
and for peace offerings, to minister, and to give thanks, and to praise in the gates of the 
tents of the LORD. 
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C hronicles-ll I 31:3 [H e appointed] also the king's portion of his substance for the burnt 
offerings, [to wit], for the morning and evening burnt offerings, and the burnt offeringsfor 
the sabbaths, and for the new moons, and for the set feasts, as [it is] written in the law of 
theLORD. 

C hronicles-ll | 31:4 Moreover hecommanded the peoplethat dwelt injerusalem to give 
the portion of the priests and the Levites, that they might be encouraged i n the law of the 
LORD. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 31:5 And assoon asthecommandment cameabroad, thechildren of Israel 
brought in abundance the firstfruits of corn, wine, and oil, and honey, and of all the 
increaseof thefield; and thetitheof all [things] brought they i n abundantly. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 31:6 And [concerning] the children of Israel and J udah, that dwelt in the 
cities of J udah, they also brought i n the tithe of oxen and sheep, and the tithe of holy things 
which were consecrated unto the LO R D their God, and laid [them] by heaps. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 31:7 Inthethird month they began to lay the foundation of the heaps, and 
finished [them] in the seventh month. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 31:8 And when Hezekiah and the princescameand saw the heaps, they 
blessed theLORD, and his people Israel. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 31:9 T hen Hezekiah questioned with the priests and the Levites concerning 
the heaps. 

C hronicles-ll | 31:10 And Azariah the chief priest of the house of Zadok answered him, and 
said, Since [the people] began to bring the offerings into the house of the LO RD, we have 
had enough to eat, and have left plenty: for the LO RD hath blessed his people; and that 
which is left [is] this great store. 
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Chronicles-ll 31:11 T hen Hezekiah commanded to preparecham bersin the houseof the 
LO RD; and they prepared [them], 



C hronicles-l 1 1 31:12 And brought in theofferingsand thetithesand thededicated [things] 
faithfully: over which Cononiah the Levite [w as] ruler, and Shimei his brother [was] the 
next. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 31:13 And Jehiel, and Azaziah, and Nahath, and Asahel, and Jerimoth, and 
Jozabad, and Eliel, and Ismachiah, and Mahath, and Benaiah, [were] overseersunder the 
hand of Cononiah and Shimei his brother, at the commandment of Hezekiah the king, and 
Azariah the ruler of the house of God. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 31:14 And Koretheson of Imnah the Levite, the porter toward theeast, 
[was] over thefreewill offeringsof God, to distribute the oblations of the LO RD, and the 
most holy things. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 31:15 And next him [were] Eden, and M iniamin, andjeshua, and Shemaiah, 
Amariah, and Shecaniah, in thecitiesof the priests, in [their] set office, to giveto their 
brethren by courses, as well to the great as to the small: 

C hronicles-l 1 1 31:16 Beside their genealogy of males, from threeyearsold and upward, 
[even] unto every one that entereth into the house of the LO RD, his daily portion for their 
service in their charges according to their courses; 

C hronicles-l 1 1 31:17 Both to the genealogy of the priests by the houseof their fathers, and 
the Levitesfrom twenty yearsold and upward, in their charges by their courses; 

C hronicles-l 1 1 31:18 And to thegenealogy of all their littleones, their wives, and their 
sons, and their daughters, through all the congregation: for i n their set office they sanctified 
themselvesin holiness: 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 31:19 Also of thesonsof Aaron thepriests, [which were] in thefieldsof the 
suburbs of their cities, in every several city, the men that were expressed by name, to give 
portionsto all the malesamong the priests, and to all that were reckoned by genealogies 
among the Levites. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 31:20 And thus did H ezekiah throughout all J udah, and wrought [that which 
was] good and right and truth before the LO R D hisGod. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 31:21 And in every work that he began in the service of the house of God, 
and inthelaw, and in thecommandments, to seekhisGod, hedid [it] with all hisheart, 
and prospered. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 32:1 After these things, and theestablishment thereof, Sennacherib king of 
Assyriacame, and entered into J udah, and encamped against thefenced cities, and thought 
to win them for himself. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 32:2 And w hen H ezekiah saw that Sennacherib was come, and that he was 
purposed to fight against J erusalem, 

C hronicles-l 1 1 32:3 H e took counsel with hisprincesand hismighty men to stop the waters 
of the fountains which [were] without the city: and they did help him. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 32:4 So there was gathered much people together, who stopped all the 
fountains, and the brook that ran through the midst of the land, saying, W hy should the 
kings of Assyria come, and find much water?

32:5 Also he strengthened himself, and built up all the wali that was broken,

God's Solomon as King 



C hronicles-l 1 1 32:6 And heset captainsof war over the people, and gathered them together 
to him in the street of the gate of the city, and spake comfortably to them, saying, 

C hronicles-l 1 1 32:7 Bestrong and courageous, be not afraid nor dismayed for the king of 
Assyria, nor for all the multitude that [is] with him: for [there be] morewith usthan with 
him: 

C hronicles-l 1 1 32:8 W ith him [is] an arm of flesh; but with us [is] the LO RD our God to 
help us, and to fight our battles. And the people rested themselves upon the words of 
Hezekiah king ofjudah. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 32:9 After thisdid Sennacherib king of Assyria send hisservantsto 
Jerusalem, (but he [himself laid siege] against Lachish, and all hispowerwith him,) unto 
Hezekiah king ofjudah, and unto all Judah that [were] at Jerusalem, saying, 

C hronicles-l 1 1 32:10 Thussaith Sennacherib king of Assyria, Whereon do yetrust, thatye 
abide in the siege in J erusalem? 

C hronicles-l 1 1 32:11 Doth not Hezekiah persuadeyou to giveover yourselvesto die by 
famineand bythirst, saying, TheLORD our God shall deliver usout of the hand of the 
king of Assyria? 

C hronicles-l 1 1 32:12 Hath not the same H ezekiah taken away hishigh placesand hisaltars, 
and commanded Judah and J erusalem, saying, Ye shall worship before one altar, and burn 
incenseupon it? 

C hronicles-l 1 1 32:13 Know yenot what I and myfathershavedoneunto all the people of 
[other] lands?were the godsof the nationsof those landsany waysableto deliver their 
landsout of minehand? 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 32:14 W ho [wasthere] among all the godsof those nationsthat my fathers 
utterly destroyed, that could deliver his people out of mine hand, that your God should be 
able to deliver you out of mine hand? 

C hronicles-l 1 1 32:15 Now therefore let not Hezekiah deceiveyou, nor persuadeyou on this 
manner, neither yet believe him: for no god of any nation or kingdom was able to deliver 
his people out of mine hand, and out of the hand of my fathers: how much lessshall your 
God deliver you out of mine hand? 

C hronicles-l 1 1 32:16 And hisservantsspakeyet [more] against the LO RD God, and against 
his servant H ezekiah. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 32:17 H e wrotealso lettersto rail on the LORD God of Israel, and to speak 
against him, saying, As the gods of the nations of [other] lands have not delivered their 
people out of mine hand, soshall not the God of Hezekiah deliver his people out of mine 
hand. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 32:18 Then they cried with a loud voice in thejews' speech unto the people 
of Jerusalem that [were] on the wali, to affright them, and to troublethem; that they might 
take the city. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 32:19 And they spake against the God of Jerusalem, as against the godsof the 
people of the earth, [which were] the work of the hands of man. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 32:20 And for this [cause] H ezekiah the king, and the prophet Isaiah the son 
of Amoz, prayed and cried to heaven. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 32:21 And the LO RD sent an angel, which cut off all the mighty men of 
valour, and the leadersand captainsin the cam p of the king of Assyria. So he returned with 
shame offaceto hisown land. Andwhen hewascomeintothe houseof his god, they that 
cameforth of hisown bowelsslew him there with thesword. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 32:22 ThustheLORD saved Hezekiah and theinhabitantsofjerusalem from 
the hand of Sennacherib the king of Assyria, and from the hand of all [other], and guided 
them on every side. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 32:23 And many brought giftsunto theLORD tojerusalem, and presentsto 
Hezekiah king ofjudah: so that he was magnified inthesight ofall nationsfrom 
thenceforth. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 32:24 In those days H ezekiah was sick to the death, and prayed unto the 
LORD: and hespakeunto him, and hegave him asign. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 32:25 But Hezekiah rendered not again according to the benefit [done] unto 
him; for hisheart waslifted up: thereforetherewaswrath upon him, and uponjudah and 
Jerusalem. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 32:26 N otwithstand i ng Hezekiah humbled himself for theprideof hisheart, 
[both] he and the inhabitants of J erusalem, so that the wrath of the LO R D came not upon 
them i n the days of H ezekiah. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 32:27 And Hezekiah had exceeding much richesand honour: and he made 
himself treasuriesfor silver, and for gold, and for preciousstones, and for spices, and for 
shields, and for all manner of pleasant jewels; 



C hronicles-l 1 1 32:28 Storehouses also for theincreaseof corn, andwine, andoil; and stalls 
for all manner of beasts, and cotesfor flocks. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 32:29 Moreover he provided him cities, and possessionsof flocks and herds 
in abundance: for God had given him substance very much. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 32:30 Thissame Hezekiah also stopped the upper watercourseof Gihon, and 
brought it straight down to the west side of the city of David. And Hezekiah prospered in 
all hisworks. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 32:31 Howbeit in [the businessof] theambassadorsof the princesof 
Babylon, who sent unto him to inquireof thewonder that was[done] in the land, God left 
him, to try him, that he might know all [that was] in his heart. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 32:32 Now the restof the actsof Hezekiah, and hisgoodness, behold, they 
[are] written in the vision of Isaiah the prophet, the son of Amoz, [and] in the book of the 
kingsof Judah and Israel. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 32:33 And Hezekiah sleptwith his fathers, and they buried him inthe 
chiefest of the sepulchres of the sons of David: and all J udah and the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem did him honour at hisdeath. And Manasseh his son reigned in hisstead. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 33:1 Manasseh [was] twelveyearsold when he began to reign, and he 
reigned fifty and five years in J erusalem: 

C hronicles-l 1 1 33:2 But did [that which was] evil inthe sightof theLORD, likeuntothe 
abominations of the heathen, whom the LO R D had cast out before the children of Israel. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 33:3 For he built again the high places which Hezekiah hisfather had broken 
down, and he reared up altarsfor Baalim, and made groves, and worshipped all the host of 
heaven, and served them. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 33:4 Also he built altarsin the houseof theLORD, w hereof theLORD had 
said, I n J erusalem shal I my name be for ever. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 33:5 And he built altarsfor all the host of heaven inthetwo courtsof the 
house of theLORD. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 33:6 And hecaused hischildren to passthrough thefire in the valley of the 
son of H innom: also he observed times, and used enchantments, and used witchcraft, and 
dealtwith a fami liar spirit, and withwizards: hewrought muchevil inthesightof the 
LO RD, to provoke him to anger. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 33:7 And heset acarved image, the idol which hehad made, in thehouseof 
God, of which God had said to David and to Solomon his son, I n this house, and in 
Jerusalem, which I havechosen beforeall the tribesof Israel, will I put my namefor ever: 

C hronicles-l 1 1 33:8 Neither will I any more remove the foot of Israel from out of theland 
which I have appointed for your fathers; so that they will take heed to do all that I have 
commanded them, according to the whole law and the statutes and the ordinances by the 
hand of M oses. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 33:9 So Manasseh madejudah and the inhabitantsof Jerusalem to err, [and] 
to do worsethan the heathen, whom the LORD had destroyed beforethechildren of 
Israel. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 33:10 And the LORD spake to M anasseh, and to hispeople: buttheywould 
not hearken. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 33:11 W herefore the LORD brought upon them thecaptainsof thehostof 
the king of Assyria, which took M anasseh among the thorns, and bound him with fetters, 
and carried him to Babylon. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 33:12 And when hewasin affliction, he besought the LORD hisGod, and 
humbled himself greatly beforethe God of his fathers, 

C hronicles-l 1 1 33:13 And prayed unto him: and hewasentreated of him, and heard his 
supplication, and brought him again to Jerusalem into hiskingdom. Then Manasseh knew 
that the LORD he [w as] God. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 33:14 Now after thishe builtawall withoutthecity of David, on thewest 
side of G ihon, in the valley, even to the entering in at the fish gate, and compassed about 
Ophel, and raised it upavery great height, and put captainsof war in all thefenced citiesof 
Judah. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 33:15 And he took away the strange gods, and theidol out ofthe houseof 
the LO RD, and all the altars that he had built in the mount of the house of the LO RD, and 
in J erusalem, and cast [them] out of the city. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 33:16 And he repaired the altar ofthe LORD, and sacrificed thereon peace 
offeringsand thank offerings, and commanded Judah to servethe LORD God of Israel. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 33:17 Neverthelessthe peopledid sacrificestill in thehigh places, [yet] unto 
the LORD theirGod only. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 33:18 Now the rest of the acts of M anasseh, and hisprayer unto his God, and 
the wordsof the seers that spaketo him inthe name ofthe LORD God of Israel, behold, 
they [are written] in the book of the kings of Israel. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 33:19 Hisprayer also, and [how God] wasentreated of him, and all hissins, 
and histrespass, and the places wherein he built high places, and set up grovesand graven 
images, before he was humbled: behold, they [are] written among the sayings of the seers. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 33:20 So Manasseh slept with hisfathers, and they buried him in hisown 
house: and Amon his son reigned i n hisstead. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 33:21 Amon [was]twoand twenty yearsold when he began to reign, and 
reigned two years in J erusalem. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 33:22 But hedid [that which was] evil in thesight of the LORD, asdid 
M anasseh hisfather: for Amon sacrificed unto all the carved images which M anasseh his 
father had made, and served them; 



C hronicles-l 1 1 33:23 And humbled not himself before the LORD, as M anasseh hisfather 
had humbled himself; but Amon trespassed more and more. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 33:24 And his servants conspired against him, and slew himinhisown 
house. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 33:25 But the peopleof theland slew all them that had conspired against 
kingAmon; and the peopleof the land madejosiah his son kingin hisstead. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 34: 1 J osiah [was] eightyearsold when he began to reign, and he reigned in 
J erusalem one and thirty years. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 34:2 And hedid [that which was] right in the sight of the LORD, and walked 
in the waysof David hisfather, and declined [neither] to the right hand, nor to the left. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 34:3 For in the eighthyearof his reign, whilehewasyetyoung, he began to 
seek after the God of David his father: and in the twelfth year he began to purgej udah and 
J erusalem from the high places, and the groves, and the carved images, and the molten 
images. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 34:4 And they brakedown thealtarsof Baalim in hispresence; and the 
images, that [were] on high above them, he cut down; and the groves, and the carved 
images, and the molten images, he brake in pieces, and madedust [of them], and strowed 
[it] upon the graves of them that had sacrificed unto them. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 34:5 And he burntthe bonesof the priests upon their altars, and cleansed 
J udah and J erusalem. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 34:6 And [so did he] in the citiesof M anasseh, and Ephraim, and Simeon, 
even unto Naphtali, with their mattocksround about. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 34:7 And when he had broken down thealtarsand thegroves, and had 
beaten the graven images into powder, and cut down all the idolsthroughout all the land of 
Israel, hereturnedtojerusalem. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 34:8 N ow in theeighteenth year ofhisreign, when he had purged the land, 
and the house, he sent Shaphan the son of Azaliah, and M aaseiah the governor of the city, 
and J oah the son ofjoahaztherecorder, to repair the house of the LO RD hisGod. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 34:9 And when they came to H i I kiah the high priest, they delivered the 
money that was brought into the house of God, which the Levitesthat kept the doors had 
gathered of the hand of M anasseh and Ephraim, and of all the remnant of Israel, and of all 
Judah and Benjamin; and they returned tojerusalem. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 34:10 And they put [it] in the hand of the workmen that had theoversight of 
the house of the LO RD , and they gave it to the workmen that wrought in the house of the 
LO RD, to repair and amend the house: 

C hronicles-l 1 1 34:11 Even to the artificers and builders gave they [it], to buy hewnstone, 
and timber for couplings, and to floor the houses which the kingsof Judah had destroyed. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 34:12 And themen did the workfaithfully: and the overseers of them [were] 
Jahath and Obadiah, the Levites, of thesonsof Merari; and Zechariah and Meshullam, of 
the sonsof the Kohathites, to set [it] forward; and [other of] the Levites, all that could skill 
of instruments of music. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 34:13 Also [they were] over the bearersof burdens, and [were] overseers of 
all that wrought the work in any manner of service: and of the Levites [there were] scribes, 
and officers, and porters. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 34:14 And when they brought out the money that was brought into the 
houseof theLORD, Hilkiahthepriestfound abookof thelaw of the LO RD [given] by 
Moses. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 34:15 And Hilkiah answered and said to Shaphan thescribe, I havefound the 
book of the law in the house of the LO RD. And H ilkiah delivered the book to Shaphan. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 34:16 And Shaphan carried the book to the king, and brought the king word 
back again, saying, Ali that was committed to thy servants, they do [it]. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 34:17 And they have gathered together the money that wasfound in the 
house of the LO RD, and have delivered it into the hand of the overseers, and to the hand of 
the workmen. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 34:18 Then Shaphan the scribe told the king, saying, Hilkiah the priest hath 
given me a book. And Shaphan read it before the king. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 34:19 And it cameto pass, when the king had heard the wordsof thelaw, 
that he rent hisclothes. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 34:20 And the king commanded Hilkiah, and Ahikam theson of Shaphan, 
and Abdon the son of M icah, and Shaphan the scribe, and Asaiah a servant of the king's, 
sayi ng, 

C hronicles-l 1 1 34:21 Go, inquireof theLORD for me, andforthem thatareleft in Israel 
and in J udah, concerning the words of the book that is found: for great [is] the wrath of the 
LO RD that is poured out upon us, because our fathers have not kept the word of the 
LORD, to do after all that iswritten in thisbook. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 34:22 And Hilkiah, and [they] thatthe king [had appointed], went toHuldah 
the prophetess, the wife of Shallum the son of Tikvath, the son of H asrah, keeper of the 
wardrobe; (now shedwelt injerusalem in the college:) and theyspaketo hertothat 
[effect]. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 34:23 And sheanswered them, Thus saith the LO RD God of Israel, Tell ye 
the man that sent you to me, 



C hronicles-l 1 1 34:24 Thus saith the LORD, Behold, I will bringevil upon this place, and 
upontheinhabitantsthereof, [evenjall the curses that arewritten inthe book whichthey 
have read before the king of J udah: 

C hronicles-l 1 1 34:25 Becausethey haveforsaken me, and have burned incense unto other 
gods, that they might provoke meto anger with all the worksof their hands; therefore my 
wrath shall be poured out upon this place, and shall not be quenched. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 34:26 And as for the king ofjudah, who sent you to inquireof the LORD, so 
shall yesay unto him, Thus saith the LORD God of Israel [concerning] thewordswhich 
thou hast heard; 



C hronicles-l 1 1 34:27 Becausethineheart was tender, and thou didst humble thyself before 
God, when thou heardest his wordsagainst this place, and against the inhabitantsthereof, 
and humbledst thyself before me, and didst rend thy clothes, and weep before me; I have 
even heard [thee] also, saith the LO RD. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 34:28 Behold, I will gather theeto thy fathers, and thou shalt begathered to 
thy grave in peace, neither shall thine eyes see all the evil that I will bring upon this place, 
and upon the inhabitants of the same. So they brought the king word again.

[pertained] to the children of Israel, and made all that were present in Israel to serve, [even] 
to serve the LORD their God. [And] all hisdaysthey departed notfrom followingthe 
LORD, the God of their fathers. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 35:1 M oreover Josiah kept a passover unto the LORD in Jerusalem: and they 
killed the passover on the fourteenth [day] of the first month. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 35:2 And he set the priests in their charges, and encouraged them to the 
service of the house of the LO R D , 

C hronicles-l 1 1 35:3 And said unto the Levites that taught all Israel, which were holyunto 
the LO RD, Put the holy ark in the house which Solomon the son of David king of Israel did 
build; [it shall] not [be] a burden upon [your] shoulders: serve now the LORD your God, 
and his people Israel, 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 35:4 And prepare [yourselves] bythe houses of your fathers, after your 
courses, according to the writing of David king of Israel, and according to the writing of 
Solomon hisson. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 35:5 And stand in the holy [place] according to the divisionsof thefamiliesof 
the fathers of your brethren the people, and [after] the division of the families of the 
Levites. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 35:6 So kill the passover, and sanctify yourselves, and prepare your 
brethren, that [they] may do according to the word of the LO R D by the hand of M oses. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 35:7 Andjosiah gaveto the people, oftheflock, lambsand kids, allforthe 
passover offerings, for all that were present, to the number of thirty thousand, and three 
thousand bullocks: these [were] of the king's substance. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 35:8 And his princes gave willingly unto the people, to the priests, and to 
the Levites: Hilkiah andZechariah andjehiel, rulersof thehouseof God, gave unto the 
priests for the passover offerings two thousand and six hundred [small cattle], and three 
hundred oxen. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 35:9 Conaniah also, and Shemaiah and Nethaneel, his brethren, and 
H ashabiah and J eiel and J ozabad, chief of the Levites, gave unto the Levites for passover 
offerings f i ve thousand [small cattle], and five hundred oxen. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 35:10 So the service was prepared, and the priests stood in their place, and 
the Levites in their courses, according to the king's commandment. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 35:11 And they killed the passover, and the priests sprinkled [the blood] 
from their hands, and the Levitesflayed [them]. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 35:12 And they removed the burnt offerings, thatthey might giveaccording 
to the divisions of the families of the people, to offer unto the LO RD, as [it i s] written in 
the book of M oses. And so [did they] with the oxen. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 35:13 And they roasted the passover with fireaccording to theordinance: 
but the [other] holy [offerings] sod they in pots, and in caldrons, and in pans, and divided 
[them] speedily among all the people. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 35:14 And afterward they made ready for themselves, and for the priests: 
becausethe priests the sonsof A aron [were busied] in offering of burnt offerings and thefat 
until night; thereforethe Levites prepared for themselves, and for the priests the sonsof 
Aaron. 



C hronicles-l I 35:15 And the singers the sonsof A saph [were] in their place, accordingto 
the commandment of David, and Asaph, and Heman, andjeduthun theking'sseer; and the 
porters [waited] at every gate; they might not depart from their service; for their brethren 
the Levites prepared for them. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 35:16 Soal I the service of the LO R D was prepared the sameday, to keep 
the passover, and to offer burnt offerings upon the altar of the LO RD, according to the 
commandment of kingjosiah. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 35:17 And thechildren of Israel that were present kept the passover at that 
time, and thefeast of unleavened bread seven days. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 35:18 And there wasno passover liketo that kept in Israel from thedaysof 
Samuel the prophet; neither did all the kings of Israel keep such a passover asj osiah kept, 
and the priests, and the Levites, and all J udah and Israel that were present, and the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 35:19 1 n the eighteenth year of the reign of J osiah wasthis passover kept. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 35:20 After all this, whenjosiah had prepared thetemple, Necho kingof 
Egypt came up to fight against Charchemish by Euphrates: and J osiah went out against him. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 35:21 But hesent ambassadorsto him, saying, W hat have I to dowiththee, 
thou king of J udah? [I come] not against thee this day, but against the housewherewith I 
have war: for God commanded meto make haste: forbear thee from [meddling with] God, 
who [is] with me, that he destroy thee not. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 35:22 N evertheless J osiah would notturn hisfacefrom him, butdisguised 
himself, that he might fight with him, and hearkened not unto the words of N echo from the 
mouth of God, and came to fight in the valley of M egiddo.

C hronicles-l 1 1 36:8 Now the rest of theactsof J ehoiakim, and his abominations which he 
did, and that which wasfound in him, behold, they [are] written in the book of the kings of 
Israel and J udah: andjehoiachin his son reigned in hisstead. 
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C hronicles-l 1 1 36:9 J ehoiachin [w as] eightyearsold when he began to reign, and he reigned 
three monthsand ten days in Jerusalem: and hedid [that which was] evil in thesight of the 
LORD. 



C hronicles-l 1 1 36:10 And when theyear wasexpired, king Nebuchadnezzar sent, and 
brought him to Babylon, with thegoodly vesselsof the houseof the LORD, and made 
Zedekiah his brother king over J udah and J erusalem. 

C hronicles-l 1 1 36:11 Zedekiah [was]oneand twenty yearsold when he began to reign, and 
reigned eleven years in Jerusalem.

Ezra| 3:3 And they set the altar upon his bases; for fear [was] upon them because of the 
people of those countries: and they offered burnt offeringsthereon unto the LORD, [even] 
burnt offerings morning and evening. 
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Ezra| 3:4 They kept also the feast of tabernacles, as [it i s] written, and [offered] the daily 
burnt offerings by number, according to the custom, as the duty of every day required; 

Ezra| 3:5 And afterward [offered] thecontinual burnt offering, both of the new moons, and 
of all the set feasts of the LO RD that were consecrated, and of every one that willingly 
offered afreewill offering unto the LORD. 

Ezra| 3:6 From thefirst day of the seventh month began they to offer burnt offerings unto 
the LORD. Butthefoundation of the templeof the LORD wasnot[yet] laid. 

Ezra| 3:7 They gave money also unto the masons, and to the carpenters; and meat, and 
drink, and oil, unto them of Zidon, and to them of Tyre, to bring cedar treesfrom 
Lebanon to the sea of Joppa, according to the grant that they had of Cyrus king of Persia. 

Ezra| 3: 8 N ow in the second year of their coming unto the house of G od at J erusalem, in 
thesecond month, began Zerubbabel theson of Shealtiel, and J eshua the son of Jozadak, 
and the remnant of their brethren the priests and the Levites, and all they that were come 
out of the captivity unto J erusalem; and appointed the Levites, from twenty years old and 
upward, to set forward the work of the house of the LO R D . 

Ezra| 3:9Then stood Jeshua [with] hissonsand his brethren, Kadmiel and hissons, thesons 
ofjudah, together, to set forward theworkmen inthe houseofGod: the sons of H enadad, 
[with] their sons and their brethren the Levites. 

Ezra| 3: 10 And when the builders laid the foundation of the temple of the LORD, they set 
the priests in their apparel with trumpets, and the Levites the sons of Asaph with cymbals, 
to praise the LORD, after theordinanceof David king of Israel. 
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Ezra| 3:11 And they sang together by course i n praising and giving thanks unto the LO RD; 
because [he i s] good, for his mercy [endureth] for ever toward Israel. And all the people 
shouted with a great shout, when they praised the LO RD, because the foundation of the 
houseof theLORD waslaid. 

Ezra| 3:12 But many of the priests and Levitesand chief of the fathers, [whowere] ancient 
men, that had seen the first house, when the foundation of this house was laid before their 
eyes, wept with a loud voice; and many shouted aloud for joy: 

Ezra| 3: 13 So that the people could not discern the noise of the shout of joy from the noise 
of the weeping of the people: for the people shouted with a loud shout, and the noise was 
heard afar off. 

Ezra| 4:1 N ow when the adversariesof Judah and Benjamin heard that the children of the 
captivity builded the temple unto the LO RD God of Israel; 

Ezra| 4:2 Then they came to Zerubbabel, and to the chief of the fathers, and said unto 
them, Let usbuild with you: for weseekyour God, asye[do]; and wedosacrificeunto 
him sincethedaysof Esarhaddon king of Assur, which brought usup hither. 

Ezra| 4:3 But Zerubbabel, andjeshua, and the rest of the chief of the fathers of Israel, said 
unto them, Ye have nothingto do with usto build an house unto our God; but we 
ourselves together w il I build unto theLORD God of Israel, as king Cyrus the king ofPersia 
hath commanded us. 



Ezra 



4:4 T hen the people of the land weakened the hands of the people of J udah, and 



troubled them in building, 
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Ezra| 4:5 And hired counsellors against them, tofrustratetheir purpose, all thedaysof 
Cyrus king of Persia, even until the reign of Darius king of Persia. 

Ezra| 4:6 And in the reign of Ahasuerus, in the beginningof his reign, wrotethey [unto 
him] an accusation against the inhabitants of J udah and J erusalem. 

Ezra| 4:7 And in the daysof Artaxerxes wrote Bishlam, M ithredath, Tabeel, and the rest of 
their companions, unto Artaxerxes king of Persia; and the writing of the letter [w as] 
written i n the Syrian tongue, and interpreted i n the Syrian tongue. 

Ezra| 4:8 Rehum the chancellor and Shimshai the scribe wrote a letter against J erusalem to 
Artaxerxesthe king in thissort: 

Ezra| 4:9Then [wrote] Rehum the chancellor, and Shimshai the scribe, and the rest of their 
companions; the D inaites, theApharsathchites, theTarpelites, theApharsites, the 
Archevites, the Babylonians, the Susanchites, the Dehavites, [and] the Elamites, 

Ezra| 4: 10 And the rest of the nations whom the great and noble Asnapper brought over, 
and set in the cities of Samaria, and the rest [that are] on this side the river, and at such a 
time. 

Ezra| 4: 11 This [is] the copy of the letter that they sent unto him, [even] unto Artaxerxes 
the king; Thy servants the men on this side the river, and at such a time. 

Ezra| 4:12 Beit known unto the king, that thejewswhich cameupfrom theeto usare 
come unto J erusalem, buildingtherebelliousand thebadcity, and have set u p the w all s 
[thereof], and joined thefoundations. 
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Ezra| 4:13 Beitknown now unto the king, that, ifthiscity bebuilded, and thewallsset up 
[again, then] will they not pay tol I , tribute, and custom, and [so] thou shalt endamage the 
revenue of the kings. 

Ezra| 4: 14 N ow because we have maintenance from [the king's] palace, and it was not meet 
for usto see the king's dishonour, therefore have we sent and certified the king; 

Ezra| 4: 15 T hat search may be made in the book of the records of thy fathers: so shalt thou 
find in the book of the records, and know that thiscity [is] a rebelliouscity, and hurtful 
unto kings and provinces, and that they have moved sedition within thesameof old time: 
for which cause was thiscity destroyed. 

Ezra| 4: 16 W e certify the king that, ifthiscity bebuilded [again], and thewallsthereof set 
up, by this means thou shalt have no portion on this side the river. 

Ezra| 4:17 [Then] sent the king an answer unto Rehum the chancellor, and [to] Shimshai 
the scribe, and [to] the rest of their co m pan i ons that dwell in Samaria, and [unto] the rest 
beyond the river, Peace, and at such a time. 

Ezra| 4:18 The letter which ye sent unto us hath been plainly read before me. 

Ezra| 4:19 And I commanded, and search hath been made, and it isfound that thiscity of 
old time hath made insurrection against kings, and [that] rebellion and sedition have been 
made therein. 

Ezra| 4:20There have been mighty kings also over Jerusalem, which have ruledover all 
[countries] beyond the river; and tol I , tribute, and custom, waspaid unto them. 

Ezra| 4:21 Give ye now commandment to cause these men to cease, and that thiscity be 
not builded, until [another] commandment shall begiven from me. 
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Ezra| 4:22 Take heed now that yefail not to do this: why should damage grow to the hurt 
of the kings? 

Ezra| 4:23 N ow when the copy of king Artaxerxes' letter [w as] read before Rehum, and 
Shimshai thescribe, and their companions, they wentupin hastetojerusalem untothe 
J ews, and made them to cease by force and power. 

Ezra| 4:24Then ceased thework of the houseof God which [is] at J erusalem. So itceased 
unto the second year of the reign of Darius king of Persia. 

Ezra| 5:1 Then the prophets, Haggai the prophet, and Zechariah the son of Iddo, 
prophesied unto thej ews that [were] injudah and J erusalem in the nameof the God of 
Israel, [even] unto them. 

Ezra| 5:2Then rose up Zerubbabel the son of Shealtiel, and J eshua the son of Jozadak, and 
began to build the houseof God which [is] at J erusalem: and with them [were] the prophets 
of God helpingthem. 

Ezra| 5:3 Atthesametimecameto themTatnai, governoron this side the river, and 
Shetharboznai, and their companions, and said thus unto them, W ho hath commanded you 
to build this house, and to makeup this wali? 

Ezra| 5:4 T hen said we unto them after this manner, W hat are the names of the men that 
makethisbuilding? 

Ezra| 5:5 But the eyeof their God wasupon theeldersof thejews, that they cou I d not 
cause them to cease, till the matter came to Darius: and then they returned answer by 
letter concerning this [matter]. 

Ezra| 5: 6 The copy of the letter that Tatnai, governoron this side the river, and 
Shetharboznai, and his companions the A pharsachites, which [were] on thissidethe river, 
sent unto Darius the king: 
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Ezra| 5: 7 T hey sent a letter unto him, wherein waswritten thus; Unto Dariusthe king, all 
peace. 

Ezra| 5:8 Be it known unto the king, that we went into the province of J udea, to the house 
of the great God, which is builded with great stones, and timber is laid in the walls, and this 
work goeth fast on, and prospereth i n their hands. 

Ezra| 5:9 Then asked we those elders, [and] said unto them thus, W ho commanded you to 
build this house, and to make up these walls? 

Ezra| 5: 10 W e asked their namesalso, to certifythee, that wemightwrite the namesofthe 
men that [were] the chief of them. 

Ezra| 5:11 And thusthey returned usanswer, saying, W e are the servants of the G od of 
heaven and earth, and build the house that was builded these many years ago, which a great 
king of Israel builded and set up. 

Ezra| 5:12 But after that our fathers had provoked the God of heaven unto wrath, he gave 
them into the hand of N ebuchadnezzar the king of Babylon, the Chaldean, who destroyed 
this house, and carried the people away into Babylon. 

Ezra| 5: 13 But in the first year of Cyrus the king of Babylon [the same] king Cyrus made a 
decreeto build this house of God. 

Ezra| 5: 14 And the vessels also of gold and silver of the house of God, which 
N ebuchadnezzar tookout of the temple that [was] injerusalem, and broughtthem into the 
temple of Babylon, those did Cyrus the king take out of the temple of Babylon, and they 
were delivered unto [one], whose name [was] Sheshbazzar, whom he had made governor; 

Ezra| 5:15 And said unto him, Take these vessels, go, carry them into the temple that [is] i n 
Jerusalem, and letthe house of God be builded i n hisplace. 
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Ezra| 5: 16 T hen came the same Sheshbazzar, [and] laid the foundation of the house of G od 
which [is] injerusalem: and sincethattimeeven until now hath it been in building, and 
[yet] it isnot finished. 

Ezra| 5: 17 N ow therefore, if [it seem] good to the king, let there be search made i n the 
king's treasure house, which [is] there at Babylon, whether it be [so] ( that a decree was 
madeof Cyrusthe kingto build this house of God atjerusalem, and let the king send his 
pleasure to us concerning this matter. 

Ezra| 6: 1 T hen Darius the king made a decree, and search was made i n the house of the 
rol Is, wherethetreasureswere laid up in Babylon. 

Ezra| 6:2 And there wasfound at Achmetha, i n the palace that [is] i n the province of the 
M edes, a roli, and therein [was] a record thus written: 

Ezra| 6: 3 1 n the first year of Cyrus the king [the same] Cyrus the king made a decree 
[concerning] the house of God at J erusalem, Let the house be builded, the place where they 
offered sacrifices, and let thefoundationsthereof bestrongly laid; the height thereof 
threescore cubits, [and] the breadth thereof threescore cubits; 

Ezra| 6:4 [W ith] three rows of great stones, and a row of new timber: and let the expenses 
be given out of the king's house: 

Ezra| 6:5 And also letthegolden and silver vesselsof the house of God, which 
Nebuchadnezzar took forth out of the temple which [is] atjerusalem, and brought unto 
Babylon, be restored, and brought again unto the temple which [is] atjerusalem, [every 
onej to his place, and place [them] in the house of God. 
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Ezra| 6:6 N ow [therefore], Tatnai, governor beyond the river, Shetharboznai, and your 
companionsthe Apharsachites, which [are] beyond the river, beyefar from thence: 



Ezra| 6:7 Letthework of thishouseof God alone; let the governor of thejewsand the 
eldersof thejewsbuild thishouseof God in hisplace. 

Ezra 6:8 Moreover I makeadecree whatyeshall do to the eldersof thesejewsfor the 
building of this house of God: that of the king's goods, [even] of the tribute beyond the 
river, forthwith expenses be given unto these men, that they be not hindered. 

Ezra| 6:9 And that which they have need of, both young bullocks, and rams, and lambs, for 
the burnt offeringsof the God of heaven, wheat, salt, wine, and oil, according to the 
appointment of the priests which [are] at Jerusalem, let it be given them day by day without 
fail: 



Ezra| 6: 10 That they may offer sacrifices of sweet savours unto the God of heaven, and pray 
for thelifeof theking, and of hissons. 

Ezra| 6: 11 Also I have made a decree, that whosoever shall alter this word, let timber be 
pulled down from his house, and being set up, let him be hanged thereon; and let his house 
bemadeadunghill for this. 

Ezra| 6:12 And the God that hath caused hisnameto dwell theredestroy all kingsand 
people, that shall put to their hand to alter [and] to destroy this house of God which [is] at 
Jerusalem. I Darius have made a decree; let it be done with speed. 

Ezra| 6:13 T hen Tatnai, governor on this side the river, Shetharboznai, and their 
companions, according to that which Darius the king had sent, so they did speedily. 
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Ezra| 6:14 And theeldersof thej ews builded, and they prospered through the prophesying 
of Haggai the prophet and Zechariah theson of Iddo. And they builded, and finished [it] ( 
according to the commandment of the God of Israel, and according to the commandment 
of Cyrus, and Darius, and Artaxerxes king of Persia. 

Ezra| 6: 15 And this house was finished on the third day of the month Adar, which was in 
the sixth year of the reign of Darius the king. 



Ezra 



6: 16 And the children of Israel, the priests, and the Levites, and the rest of the 



children of the captivity, kept the dedication of this house of God with joy, 

Ezra 6:17 And offered at the dedication of this house of God an hundred bullocks, two 
hundred rams, four hundred lambs; and for a sin offering for all Israel, twelve he goats, 
according to the number of the tribes of Israel. 

Ezra| 6:18 And they set the priests in their divisions, and the Levites in their courses, for 
theserviceof God, which [is] atjerusalem; asit iswritten in the book of Moses. 

Ezra| 6: 19 And the children of the captivity kept the passover upon the fourteenth [day] of 
the first month. 



Ezra| 6:20 For the priests and the Levites were purified together, all of them [were] pure, 
and killed the passover for all the children of the captivity, and for their brethren the 
priests, and for themselves. 

Ezra| 6:21 And the children of Israel, which were comeagain out of captivity, and all such 
as had separated themselves unto them from the filthiness of the heathen of the land, to 
seek the LORD God of Israel, did eat, 
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Ezra| 6:22 And kept the feast of unleavened bread seven days with joy: for the LO RD had 
made them joyful, and turned the heart of the king of Assyria unto them, to strengthen 
their hands in the work of the house of God, the God of Israel. 

Ezra| 7:1 Now after thesethings, inthereign of Artaxerxes king of Persia, Ezrathesonof 
Seraiah, theson of Azariah, theson of H ilkiah, 

Ezra| 7: 2 Theson of Shallum, theson of Zadok, theson of Ahitub, 

Ezra| 7: 3 Theson of Amariah, theson of Azariah, theson of Meraioth, 

Ezra| 7: 4 Theson of Zerahiah, theson of Uzzi, theson of Bukki, 

Ezra| 7: 5 Theson of Abishua, theson of Phinehas, theson of Eleazar, theson of Aaron the 
chief priest: 

Ezra| 7:6 This Ezra went upfrom Babylon; and he [was] a ready scribe in the law of Moses, 
which the LO RD God of Israel had given: and the king granted him all his request, 
accordingtothehand of theLORD his God upon him. 

Ezra| 7:7 And there went up [some] of thechildren of Israel, and ofthe priests, and the 
Levites, and thesingers, and the porters, and the Nethinims, untojerusalem, in the 
seventh year of Artaxerxes the king. 

Ezra| 7:8 And hecametojerusalem inthefifth month, which [was] in the seventh year of 
the king. 

Ezra| 7:9 For upon thefirst [day] of thefirst month began heto go upfrom Babylon, and 
on the first [day] of the fifth month came he to J erusalem, according to the good hand of his 
God upon him. 

Ezra| 7:10 For Ezra had prepared his heart to seek the law ofthe LO RD, and to do [it], and 
to teach in Israel statutes and judgments. 
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Ezra| 7:11 Now this [is] thecopy of the letter that the king Artaxerxes gave unto Ezrathe 
priest, the scribe, [even] a scribe of thewordsof thecommandmentsof theLORD, and of 
hisstatutesto Israel. 

Ezra| 7:12 Artaxerxes, king of kings, unto Ezrathe priest, a scribe of the law of the God of 
heaven, perfect [peace], and at such atime. 

Ezra| 7:13 1 make a decree, thatall theyof the peopleof Israel, and [of] his priests and 
Levites, in my realm, which are minded of their own freewill to go up to Jerusalem, go 
withthee. 

Ezra| 7:14 Forasmuch asthou art sent of the king, and of hisseven counsellors, to inquire 
concerning J udah and J erusalem, according to the law of thy God which [is] in thine hand; 

Ezra| 7: 15 And to carry the silver and gold, which the king and his counsellors have freely 
offered unto the God of Israel, whose habitation [is] in Jerusalem, 

Ezra| 7:16 And all the silver and gold thatthou canstfind in all the provinceof Babylon, 
with the freewill offering of the people, and of the priests, offering willingly for the house 
of their God which [is] in J erusalem: 

Ezra| 7:17 That thou mayest buy speedily with this money bullocks, rams, lambs, with 
their meat offerings and their drink offerings, and offer them upon the altar of the house of 
your God which [is] in J erusalem. 

Ezra| 7:18 And whatsoever shall seem good to thee, and to thy brethren, to do with the 
rest of the silver and the gold, that do after the will of your God. 

Ezra| 7: 19 T he vessels also that are given thee for the service of the house of thy G od, 
[those] deliver thou beforethe God of Jerusalem. 
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Ezra| 7:20 And whatsoever more shall be needful for the house of thy God, which thou 
shalt have occasion to bestow, bestow [it] out of the king'streasure house. 

Ezra| 7:21 And I, [even] I Artaxerxestheking, do make a decree to all the treasurers which 
[are] beyond the river, that whatsoever Ezra the priest, the scribe of the law of the God of 
heaven, shall requireof you, it be done speedily, 

Ezra| 7:22 U nto an hundred talentsof silver, and to an hundred measuresof wheat, and to 
an hundred bathsof wine, and to an hundred bathsof oil, and salt without prescribing [how 
much]. 

Ezra| 7:23 Whatsoever iscommanded by the God of heaven, letit bediligently done for 
the house of the God of heaven: for why should there be wrath against the realm of the king 
and hissons? 

Ezra| 7:24 Also wecertify you, that touching any of the priests and Levites, singers, 
porters, Nethinims, or ministersof this house of God, it shall not belawful to imposetoll, 
tribute, or custom, upon them. 

Ezra| 7:25 And thou, Ezra, after thewisdom of thy God, that [is] in thine hand, set 
magistratesand judges, which may judge all the people that [are] beyond the river, all such 
as know the law s of thy God; and teach ye them that know [them] not. 

Ezra| 7:26 And whosoever will not do the law of thy God, and the law of the king, let 
judgment be executed speedily upon him, whether [it be] unto death, or to banishment, or 
to confiscation of goods, or to imprisonment. 

Ezra| 7:27 Blessed [be]theLORD God of our fathers, which hath put [such a thing] as this 
inthe king'sheart, to beautify the house of theLORD which [is] injerusalem: 

Ezra| 7:28 And hath extended mercy unto me beforethe king, and hiscounsellors, and 
beforeall theking'smighty princes. And I wasstrengthened as the hand of theLORD my 
God [was] upon me, and I gathered together out of Israel chief men to go up with me. 
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Ezra| 8:lThese[are] now thechief of their fathers, and [this is] the genealogy of them that 
went up with mefrom Babylon, in the reign of Artaxerxesthe king. 

Ezra| 8:2 Of the sonsof Phinehas; Gershom: of the sonsof Ithamar; Daniel: of thesonsof 
David; Hattush. 

Ezra| 8:3 Of thesonsof Shechaniah, of thesonsof P harosh; Zechariah: and with himwere 
reckoned by genealogy of the malesan hundred and fifty. 

Ezra| 8:4 O f thesonsof Pahathmoab; Elihoenai theson ofZerahiah, and with himtwo 
hundred mal es. 

Ezra| 8:5 O f thesonsof Shechaniah; theson of J ahaziel, and with hi m three hundred males. 

Ezra| 8:6 Of the sonsalso of Adi n; Ebed theson of Jonathan, and with him fifty males. 

Ezra| 8:7 And of thesonsof E lam; J eshaiah theson of Athaliah, and with him seventy 
males. 

Ezra| 8:8 And of thesonsof Shephatiah; Zebadiah theson of Michael, and with him 
fourscore males. 

Ezra| 8:9 O f thesonsof J oab; Obadiah theson of J ehiel, and with him two hundred and 
eighteen males. 

Ezra| 8:10 And of thesonsof Shelomith; theson of J osiphiah, and with him an hundred and 
threescore males. 

Ezra| 8: 11 And of the sons of Bebai; Zechariah the son of Bebai, and with him twenty and 
eight males. 



Ezra 



8:12 And of the sons of Azgad; Johanan theson of H akkatan, and with him an 



hundred and ten males. 
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Ezra| 8:13 And of the last sonsof Adonikam, whose names[are] these, Eliphelet, Jeiel, and 
Shemaiah, and with them threescore males. 

Ezra| 8:14 Of the sonsalso of Bigvai; Uthai, and Zabbud, and with them seventy males. 

Ezra| 8:15 And I gathered them together to the river that runneth to Ahava; and there 
abode we i n tentsthree days: and I viewed the people, and the priests, and found there 
noneof the sonsof L evi. 

Ezra| 8:16 Then sent I for Eliezer, for Ariel, for Shemaiah, and for Elnathan, and for J ari b, 
and for Elnathan, and for Nathan, and for Zechariah, and for M eshullam, chief men; also 
forjoiarib, and for Elnathan, men of understanding. 

Ezra| 8:17 And I sent them with commandment unto Iddo the chief attheplaceCasiphia, 
and I told them what they should say unto Iddo, [and] to his brethren the N ethinims, at the 
place Casiphia, that they should bring unto us ministersfor the house of our God. 

Ezra| 8:18 And by thegood hand of our God upon usthey brought usaman of 
understanding, of the sonsof M ahli, theson of Levi, the son of Israel; and Sherebiah, with 
his sons and his brethren, eighteen; 

Ezra| 8:19 And Hashabiah, and with himjeshaiah of the sonsof M erari, his brethren and 
their sons, twenty; 

Ezra| 8:20 Also of the N ethinims, whom David and the princes had appointed for the 
service of the Levites, two hundred and twenty N ethinims: all of them were expressed by 
name. 

Ezra| 8:21 Then I proclaimed afast there, at the river of Ahava, that we might afflict 
ourselves before our God, to seek of him a right way for us, and for our little ones, and for 
all our substance. 
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Ezra| 8:22 For I wasashamed to requireof thekingaband of soldiers and horsemen to help 
us against the enemy in the way: because we had spoken unto the king, saying, The hand of 
our God [is] upon all them for good that seek him; but his power and his wrath [is] against 
all them thatforsakehim. 

Ezra| 8:23 So we fasted and besought our God for this: and he wasentreated of us. 

Ezra| 8:24 Then I separated twelveof the chief of the priests, Sherebiah, Hashabiah, and 
ten of their brethren with them, 

Ezra| 8:25 And weighed unto them the silver, and the gold, and the vessels, [even] the 
offeringof the houseof our God, which the king, and hiscounsellors, and hislords, and all 
Israel [there] present, had offered: 

Ezra| 8:26 1 even weighed unto their hand six hundred and fifty talentsof silver, and silver 
vessels an hundred talents, [and] of gold an hundred talents; 

Ezra| 8:27 Also twenty basinsof gold, ofathousand drams; and two vessels of finecopper, 
preciousasgold. 

Ezra| 8:28 And I said unto them, Ye[are] holy unto theLORD; the vessels [ar e] holyalso; 
and the silver and the gold [are] afreewill offering unto the LO RD God of your fathers. 

Ezra| 8:29 W atch ye, and keep [them], until ye weigh [them] before the chief of the priests 
and the Levites, and chief of the fathers of Israel, atjerusalem, inthechambersofthehouse 
of theLORD. 

Ezra| 8: 30 So took the priests and the Levites the weight of the silver, and the gold, and the 
vessels, to bring [them] tojerusalem unto the houseof our God. 
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Ezra| 8:31 Then we departed from the river of Ahavaon the twelfth [day] of thefirst 
month, to go untojerusalem: and the hand of our God wasupon us, and hedelivered us 
from the hand of the enemy, and of such as lay in wait by the way. 

Ezra| 8:32 And wecametojerusalem, and abode there three days. 

Ezra| 8:33 N ow on thefourth day wasthesilver and thegold and thevesselsweighed in the 
house of our God by the hand of M eremoth the son of U riah the priest; and with him [w as] 
Eleazar the son of Phinehas; and with them [was]Jozabad the son of Jeshua, and Noadiah 
the son of Binnui, Levites; 

Ezra| 8: 34 By number [and] by weight of every one: and all the weight was written at that 
time. 

Ezra| 8:35 [Also] the children of thosethat had been carried away, which werecomeout of 
the captivity, offered burnt offerings unto the God of Israel, twelve bullocksfor all Israel, 
ninety and six rams, seventy and seven lambs, twelve he goats [for] a sin offering: all [this 
was] a burnt offering unto the LO R D . 

Ezra| 8:36 And they delivered the king'scommissions unto the king's lieutenants, and to 
the governors on this side the river: and they furthered the people, and the house of G od. 

Ezra| 9:1 N ow when thesethingsweredone, theprincescameto me, saying, The people 
of Israel, and the priests, and the Levites, have not separated themselvesfrom the people of 
the lands, [doing] according to their abominations, [even] of the Canaanites, the H ittites, 
the Perizzites, thejebusites, theAmmonites, the Moabites, the Egyptians, and the 
Amorites. 
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Ezra| 9:2 For they havetaken of their daughters for themselves, and for their sons: so that 
the holy seed have mingled themselves with the people of [those] lands: yea, the hand of the 
princesand rulers hath been chief in thistrespass. 

Ezra| 9:3 And when I heard thisthing, I rent my garment and my mantle, and plucked off 
the hair of my head and of my beard, and sat down astonied. 

Ezra| 9:4Then wereassembled unto meevery onethattrembled atthewordsof theGod 
of Israel, because of the transgression of those that had been carried away; and I sat astonied 
unti I theeveningsacrifice. 

Ezra| 9:5 And at the evening sacrifice I arose up from my heaviness; and having rent my 
garment and my mantle, I fell upon my knees, and spread out my hands unto the LO R D 
my God, 

Ezra| 9:6 And said, O myGod, I amashamedand blushto liftupmyfacetothee, myGod: 
for our iniquities are increased over [our] head, and our trespass isgrown up unto the 
heavens. 

Ezra| 9: 7 Since the days of our fathers [have] we [been] in a great trespass unto this day; and 
for our iniquities have we, our kings, [and] our priests, been delivered into the hand of the 
kings of the lands, to the sword, to captivity, and to a spoil, and to confusion of face, as [it 
i s] this day. 

Ezra| 9:8 And now for a little space grace hath been [showed]from theLORD our God, to 
leave us a remnant to escape, and to give us a nail in his holy place, that our God may 
lighten our eyes, and give us a little reviving in our bondage. 
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Ezra| 9:9 For we [were] bondmen; yet our God hath not forsaken us in our bondage, but 
hath extended mercy unto us in the sight of the kings of Persia, to give us a reviving, to set 
upthe houseof our God, and to repair the desolations thereof, and to give usawall in 
Judah and injerusalem. 

Ezra| 9:10 And now, O our God, whatshall we say after this? for wehave forsaken thy 
commandments, 

Ezra| 9:11 Whichthou hast commanded by thy servants the prophets, saying, Theland, 
unto which ye go to possess it, is an unclean land with the filthiness of the people of the 
lands, with their abominations, which have filled it from one end to another with their 
uncleanness. 

Ezra| 9: 12 N ow therefore give not your daughters unto their sons, neither take their 
daughters unto your sons, nor seek their peace or their wealth for ever: that ye may be 
strong, and eat the good of the land, and leave [it] for an inheritance to your children for 
ever. 

Ezra| 9:13 And after all that iscome upon usfor our evil deeds, and for our great trespass, 
seeing that thou our God hast punished us lessthan our iniquities [deserve], and hast given 
us [such] deliveranceasthis; 

Ezra| 9: 14 Should we again break thy commandments, and join in affinity with the people 
ofthese abominations? wouldest not thou beangry with ustill thou hadst consumed [us], so 
that [there should be] no remnant nor escaping? 

Ezra| 9:15 O LO R D God of Israel, thou [art] righteous: for we remain yet escaped, as [it is] 
this day: behold, we [are] before thee i n our trespasses: for we cannot stand before thee 
becauseof this. 
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Ezra| 10:1 Now when Ezra had prayed, and when he had confessed, weeping and casting 
himself down beforethe houseof God, there assembled unto him out of Israel averygreat 
congregation of men and women and children: for the people wept very sore. 



Ezra| 10:2 And Shechaniah theson ofjehiel, [one] of thesonsof Elam, answeredand said 
unto Ezra, W e have trespassed against our God, and have taken strange wives of the people 
of theland: yetnow there ishopein Israel concerningthisthing. 

Ezra| 10:3 Now therefore let us make a covenant with our God to putawayall the wives, 
and such as are born of them, according to the counsel of my lord, and of those that 
tremble at the commandment of our God; and let it be done according to the law. 

Ezra| 10:4 Arise; for [this] matter [belongeth] unto thee: we also [will be] with thee: be of 
good courage, and do [it]. 

Ezra| 10:5 Then arose Ezra, and made the chief priests, the Levites, and all Israel, to swear 
that they should do according to this word. And they sware. 

Ezra| 10:6 Then Ezra rose up from before the house of God, and went into the chamber of 
Johanan theson of Eliashib: and [when] hecamethither, hedid eat no bread, nor drink 
water: for he mourned because of the transgression of them that had been carried away.

Ezra| 10:10 And Ezrathe priest stood up, and said unto them, Ye have transgressed, and 
have taken strange wives, to increase the trespass of Israel. 

Ezra 10:11 Now therefore make confession unto the LO R D God of your fathers, and do 
his p easure: and separate yourselves from the people of the land, and from the strange 
wives. 



Ezra| 10:12 T hen all the congregation answered and said with a loud voice, Asthou hast 
said, so must wedo. 

Ezra| 10:13 But the people [are] many, and [it is] a time of much rain, and we are not able 
to stand without, neither [is this] a work of one day or two: for we are many that have 
transgressed in thisthing. 

Ezra| 10:14 Let now our rulersof all the congregation stand, and letall them which have 
taken strange wives in our cities come at appointed times, and with them the elders of 
every city, and the judgesthereof, until thefierce wrath of our God for this matter be 
turned from us. 



Ezra| 10: 15 O nly J onathan the son of Asahel and J ahaziah the son of Ti kvah were employed 
about this [matter]: and M eshullam and Shabbethai the Levite helped them. 

Ezra| 10:16 And thechildren of thecaptivity did so. And Ezrathe priest, [with] certain 
chief of the fathers, after the house of their fathers, and all of them by [their] names, were 
separated, and sat down in the first day of the tenth month to examine the matter. 

Ezra| 10:17 And they made an end with all the men that had taken strange wives by the 
first day of the first month.

Ezra| 10:22 And of thesonsof Pashur; Elioenai, Maaseiah, Ishmael, Nethaneel, Jozabad, 
and E I asah. 

Ezra| 10:23 A Iso of the L evi tes; Jozabad, and Shimei, and Kelaiah, (the same [is] Kelita,) 
Pethahiah, Judah, and Eliezer. 

Ezra| 10:24 Of the singers also; Eliashib: and ofthe porters; Shallum, andTelem, andUri. 

Ezra| 10:25 Moreover of Israel: of the sons of Parosh; Ramiah, andjeziah, and Malchiah, 
and Miamin, and Eleazar, and Malchijah, and Benaiah. 

Ezra| 10:26 And of thesonsof E lam; Mattaniah, Zechariah, and J ehiel, and Abdi, and 
Jeremoth, and Eliah.

Nehemiah| 1:2 That H anani, oneof my brethren, came, heand [certain] men ofjudah; and 
I askedthem concerning thejewsthat had escaped, which wereleftof the captivity, and 
concerning Jerusalem. 

Nehemiah| 1:3 And theysaid unto me, The remnant that areleftofthe captivity there i n 
the province [are] in great affliction and reproach: the wali of Jerusalem also [is] broken 
down, and the gatesthereof are burned with f i re. 

Nehemiah| 1:4 And it came to pass, when I heard these words, that I sat down and wept, 
and mourned [certain] days, and fasted, and prayed before the God of heaven, 

Nehemiah| 1:5 And said, I beseech thee, O LORD God of heaven, the great and terrible 
God, that keepeth covenant and mercy for them that love him and observe his 
commandments:

Nehemiah| 3:4 And nextunto them repaired M eremoth theson of Urijah, theson of Koz. 
And next unto them repaired M eshullam the son of Berechiah, the son of M eshezabeel. 
And next unto them repaired Zadok the son of Baana. 

Nehemiah| 3:5 And next unto them the T ekoites repaired; buttheir noblesput nottheir 
necks to the work of their Lord. 



Nehemiah| 3:6 Moreover theold gate repaired J ehoiada the son of Paseah, and M eshullam 
the son of Besodeiah; they laid the beams thereof, and set up the doors thereof, and the 
locksthereof, and the barsthereof. 

Nehemiah| 3:7 And next unto them repaired Melati ah the G ibeonite, and J adon the 
M eronothite, the men of G ibeon, and of M izpah, unto the throne of the governor on this 
side the river.

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N ehemiah| 3:20 After him Baruch the son of Zabbai earnestly repaired the other piece, 
from the turning [of the wali] unto the door of the house of Eliashib the high priest.

Nehemiah| 4:21 So welaboured in the work: and half ofthem held the spears from the 
rising of the morning till the starsappeared. 

Nehemiah| 4:22 Likewiseat the sametime said I unto the people, Let every one with his 
servant lodge within J erusalem, that in the night they may be a guard to us, and labour on 
the day. 

Nehemiah| 4:23 So neither I, nor mybrethren, nor myservants, northemen of the guard 
which followed me, none of us put off our clothes, [saving that] every one put them off for 
washing. 

N ehemiah| 5:1 And there was a great cry of the people and of their wives against their 
brethren thejews. 

Nehemiah| 5:2 For there were that said, W e, our sons, and our daughters, [are] many: 
therefore we take up corn [for them], that we may eat, and live. 

Nehemiah| 5:3 [Some] also there were that said, W e have mortgaged our lands, vineyards, 
and houses, that we might buy corn, because of the dearth. 
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N ehemiah| 5:4 There were also that said, W e have borrowed money for the king's tribute, 
[and that upon] our landsand vineyards. 



Nehemiah| 5:5 Yet now our flesh [is] astheflesh of our brethren, our children astheir 
children: and, lo, webringinto bondageour sonsand our daughtersto beservants, and 
[some] of our daughters are brought unto bondage [already]: neither [is it] i n our power [to 
redeem them]; for other men have our landsand vineyards. 

Nehemiah| 5:6 And I w as very angry when I heard their cry and these words. 

Nehemiah| 5:7 Then I consulted with myself, and I rebuked the nobles, and the rulers, and 
said unto them, Ye exact usury, every one of his brother. And I set a great assembly against 
them. 

Nehemiah| 5:8 And I said unto them, W e after our ability have redeemed our brethren the 
Jews, which weresold unto the heathen; and will yeeven sell your brethren? or shall they 
be sold unto us?Then held they their peace, and found nothing [to answer]. 

Nehemiah| 5:9 Also I said, It [is] notgood that ye do: oughtyenottowalkinthefear of 
our God because of the reproach of the heathen our enemies? 

Nehemiah| 5:10 1 likewise, [and] my brethren, and my servants, might exact of them 
money and corn: I pray you, let us leave off this usury. 

Nehemiah| 5:11 Restore, I pray you, tothem, even thisday, their lands, their vineyards, 
their oliveyards, and their houses, also the hundredth [partj of the money, and of the corn, 
the wine, and the oil, that ye exact of them. 

Nehemiah| 5:12 Then said they, Wewill restore [them], and will require nothing ofthem; 
so will wedo asthou sayest. Then I called the priests, and tookan oath ofthem, that they 
should do according to this promise. 
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N ehemiah| 5:13 Also I shook my lap, and said, So God shake out every man from his 
house, and from his labour, that performeth not this promise, even thus be he shaken out, 
and emptied. And all thecongregation said, Amen, and praised theLORD. And the people 
did according to this promise. 

Nehemiah| 5:14 Moreover from the time that I wasappointed to betheir governor in the 
land of Judah, from thetwentieth year even unto thetwo and thirtieth year of Artaxerxes 
the king, [that is], twelve years, I and my brethren have not eaten the bread of the 
governor. 

Nehemiah| 5:15 Buttheformer governors that [had been] beforemewerechargeableunto 
the people, and had taken of them bread and wine, besideforty shekelsof silver; yea, even 
their servants bare rule over the people: but so did not I, because of the fear of God. 

Nehemiah| 5:16 Yea, also I continued inthework of this wali, neither boughtweany land: 
and all my servants [were] gathered thither unto the work. 

Nehemiah| 5:17 Moreover [there were] at my tablean hundred and fifty of thejewsand 
rulers, beside those that came unto us from among the heathen that [are] about us. 

Nehemiah| 5:18 N ow [that] which was prepared [for me] daily [w as] one ox [and] six choice 
sheep; also fowls were prepared for me, and once inten daysstoreof all sorts of wine: yet 
for all this required not I the bread of the governor, because the bondage was heavy upon 
this people. 

Nehemiah| 5:19 Think upon me, my God, for good, [according] to all that I have done for 
this people. 
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N ehemiah| 6:1 N ow itcameto pass, when San bal I at, and Tobiah, and Geshem the Arabian, 
and the rest of our enemies, heard that I had builded the wali, and [that] there was no 
breach left therein; (though at that time I had not set up the doors upon the gates; ) 

Nehemiah| 6:2 That San bal I at and Geshem sent unto me, saying, Come, let us meet 
together in [some one of] the villages in the plain of O no. But they thought to do me 
mischief. 

Nehemiah| 6:3 And I sent messengersunto them, saying, I [am] doing agreat work, so that 
I cannot come down: why should the work cease, whilst I leave it, and come down to you? 

Nehemiah| 6:4 Yet they sent unto mefour timesafter thissort; and I answered them after 
the same manner. 

Nehemiah| 6:5 Then sent San bal I at hisservant unto me in like manner thefifth time with 
an open letter i n hishand; 

Nehemiah| 6:6 W herein [was] written, It is reported among the heathen, and Gashmu saith 
[it, that] thou and thejewsthinkto rebel: for which causethou buildest the wali, thatthou 
mayest be their king, according to these words. 

Nehemiah| 6:7 And thou hast also appointed prophetsto preach of theeatjerusalem, 
saying, [There is] a king in J udah: and now shall it be reported to the king according to 
these words. Come now therefore, and let ustake counsel together. 

Nehemiah| 6: 8 Then I sent unto him, saying, There are nosuch things done as thou sayest, 
but thou feignest them out of thine own heart. 

Nehemiah| 6:9 For they all madeusafraid, saying, Their hands shall beweakened from the 
work, that it be not done. Now therefore, [O God], strengthen my hands. 
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N ehemiah| 6:10 Afterward I cameunto the houseof Shemaiah theson of Delaiah theson of 
M ehetabeel, who [w as] shut up; and he said, Let us meet together in the house of God, 
within the temple, and let us shut the doorsof the temple: for they will cometo slay thee; 
yea, in the night will they come to slay thee.

Nehemiah| 6:14 My God, thinkthou upon Tobiah and Sanballat according to thesetheir 
works, and on the prophetess N oadiah, and the rest of the prophets, that would have put 
mein fear.

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N ehemiah| 7:66 The whole congregation together [w as] forty and two thousand three 
hundred and threescore, 

Nehemiah| 7:67 Besidetheir manservants and their maidservants, of whom [therewere] 
seven thousand three hundred thirty and seven: and they had two hundred forty and five 
singing men and singing women. 

Nehemiah| 7:68 Their horses, seven hundred thirty and six: their mules, two hundred forty 
and five: 

Nehemiah| 7:69 [Their] camels, four hundred thirty and five: six thousand seven hundred 
and twenty asses. 

Nehemiah| 7:70 And some of the chief of the fathers gave unto the work. TheTirshatha 
gave to the treasure a thousand drams of gold, fifty basins, five hundred and thirty priests' 
garments. 

N ehemiah| 7:71 And [some] of the chief of the fathers gave to the treasure of the work 
twenty thousand drams of gold, and two thousand and two hundred pound of silver.

And all the people answered, 
Amen, Amen, with lifting up their hands: and they bowed their heads, and worshipped the 
LORD with [their] facesto theground. 
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N ehemiah| 8:7 Alsojeshua, and Bani, and Sherebiah, Jamin, Akkub, Shabbethai, H odijah, 
Maaseiah, Kelita, Azariah, Jozabad, Hanan, Pelaiah, and the Levites, caused the peopleto 
understand the law: and the people [stood] in their place. 

Nehemiah| 8:8 So they read in the book in the law of God distinctly, and gave the sense, 
and caused [them] to understand the reading. 

Nehemiah| 8:9 And Nehemiah, which [is] theTirshatha, and Ezrathe priest the scribe, and 
the Levites that taught the people, said unto all the people, Thisday [is] holy unto the 
LO R D your God; mourn not, nor weep. For all the people wept, when they heard the 
wordsof the law. 

Nehemiah| 8:10 T hen he said unto them, Goyourway, eatthefat, and drinkthesweet, 
and send portionsunto them for whom nothing is prepared: for [this] day [is] holy unto our 
Lord: neither beyesorry; for the joy of the LO R D isyour strength. 

Nehemiah| 8:11 So the Levites stilled all the people, saying, Hold your peace, for the day 
[is] holy; neither beyegrieved. 

Nehemiah| 8:12 And all the people w ent their w ayto eat, and todrink, and to send 
portions, and to make great mirth, because they had understood the words that were 
declared unto them. 

N ehemiah| 8: 13 And on the second day were gathered together the chief of the fathers of 
all the people, the priests, and the Levites, unto Ezrathe scribe, even to understand the 
wordsof the law. 

Nehemiah| 8:14 And they found written in the law which the LORD had commanded by 
M oses, that the children of Israel should dwell in booths in the feast of the seventh month: 
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N ehemiah| 8:15 And that they should publish and proclaim in all their cities, and in 
Jerusalem, saying, Go forth unto the mount, and fetch olive branches, and pine branches, 
and myrtle branches, and palm branches, and branches ofthick trees, to make booths, as [it 
is] written. 

Nehemiah| 8:16 So the people went forth, and brought [them], and made themselves 
booths, every one upon the roof of his house, and in their courts, and in the courts of the 
house of God, and in the street of the water gate, and in the street of the gate of Ephraim. 

Nehemiah| 8:17 And all the congregation of them that were come again out of the captivity 
made booths, and sat under the booths: for since the days of J eshua the son of Nun unto 
that day had not the children of Israel done so. And there w as very great gladness. 

Nehemiah| 8:18 Also day by day, from the first day unto the last day, he read in the book of 
the law of God. And they kept the feast seven days; and on the eighth day [w as] a solemn 
assembly, according unto the manner. 

Nehemiah| 9:1 N ow in thetwenty and fourth day of thismonth the children of Israel were 
assembled with fasting, and with sackclothes, and earth upon them. 

Nehemiah| 9:2 And theseed of Israel separated themselves from all strangers, and stood 
and confessed their sins, and the iniquitiesof their fathers. 

Nehemiah| 9:3 And they stood up in their place, and read in the book of the law of the 
LO R D their God [one] fourth part of the day; and [another] fourth part they confessed, and 
worshipped the LO RD their God. 

Nehemiah| 9:4Then stood up upon thestairs, of the Levites, J eshua, and Bani, Kadmiel, 
Shebaniah, Bunni, Sherebiah, Bani, [and] Chenani, and cried with aloud voice unto the 
LORD their God. 
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N ehemiah| 9:5Then the Levites, Jeshua, and Kadmiel, Bani, Hashabniah, Sherebiah, 
Hodijah, Shebaniah, [and] Pethahiah, said, Stand up [and] blessthe LORD your God for 
ever and ever: and blessed be thy glorious name, which is exalted above all blessing and 
praise. 

Nehemiah| 9:6 Thou, [even] thou, [art] LO R D alone; thou hast made heaven, the heaven of 
heavens, with all their host, the earth, and all [things] that [are] therein, the seas, and all 
that [is] therein, and thou preservest them all; and the host of heaven worshippeth thee. 

Nehemiah| 9:7 Thou [art] the LORD the God, whodidst chooseAbram, and broughtest 
him forth out of U r of the C haldees, and gavest him the name of Abraham; 

Nehemiah| 9:8 And foundest his heart faithful before thee, and madest a covenant with him 
to give the land of the Canaanites, the H ittites, the Amorites, and the Perizzites, and the 
Jebusites, and the Girgashites, to give [it, I say], to hisseed, and hast performed thy words; 
for thou [art] righteous: 

Nehemiah| 9:9 And didst see the affliction of our fathers in Egypt, and heardest their cry by 
the Red sea; 

Nehemiah| 9:10 And showedst signs and wondersupon Pharaoh, and onall hisservants, 
and on all the people of his land: for thou knewest that they dealt proudly against them. So 
didst thou get thee a name, as [it is] this day. 

N ehemiah| 9:11 And thou didst divide the sea before them, so that they went through the 
midst of the sea on thedry land; and their persecutorsthou threwest into thedeeps, asa 
stone into the mighty waters. 
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N ehemiah| 9:12 Moreover thou leddest them in theday by acloudy pillar; and in the night 
by a pillar of f i re, to give them light i n the way wherein they should go. 

Nehemiah| 9:13 Thou camest down also upon mount Sinai, and spakest with them from 
heaven, and gavest them right judgments, and true laws, good statutesand 
commandments: 

Nehemiah| 9:14 And madest known untothem thy holy sabbath, and commandedst them 
precepts, statutes, and laws, by the hand of M osesthy servant: 

Nehemiah| 9:15 And gavest them bread from heaven for their hunger, and broughtest forth 
water for them out of the rock for their thirst, and promisedst them that they should go in 
to possessthe land which thou hadst sworn to give them. 

Nehemiah| 9:16 But they and our fathersdealt proudly, and hardened their necks, and 
hearkened not to thy commandments, 

Nehemiah| 9:17 And refused to obey, neither weremindful of thy wonders that thou didst 
among them; but hardened their necks, and in their rebellion appointed a captain to return 
to their bondage: but thou [art] aGod ready to pardon, graciousand merciful, slow to 
anger, and of great kindness, and forsookest them not. 

Nehemiah| 9:18Yea, when they had made them a molten calf, and said, This [is] thy God 
that brought thee u p out of Egypt, and had wrought great provocations; 

Nehemiah| 9:19 Yet thou inthy manifold mercies forsookest them not in the wilderness: 
the pillar of the cloud departed not from them by day, to lead them in the way; neither the 
pillar of fire by night, to show them light, and the way wherein they should go. 
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N ehemiah| 9:20 Thou gavest also thy good spirit to instructthem, and withheldest notthy 
mannafrom their mouth, and gavest them water for their thirst. 



Nehemiah| 9:21 Yea, forty years didst thou sustain them inthewilderness, [so that] they 
lacked nothing; their clotheswaxed not old, and their feet swelled not. 

Nehemiah| 9:22 Moreover thou gavest them kingdomsand nations, and didst divide them 
into corners: so they possessed the land of Sihon, and the land of the king of H eshbon, and 
the land of O g king of Bashan.

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N ehemiah| 12:27 And atthededication of thewall of Jerusalem they sought the Levitesout 
of all their places, to bringthem to Jerusalem, to keep the dedication with gladness, both 
with thanksgivings, and with singing, [with] cymbals, psalteries, and with harps. 



Nehemiah| 12:28 And the sons of the singers gathered themselvestogether, both out of the 
plain country round about J erusalem, and from the villages of N etophathi;

Nehemiah| 12:35 And [certain] of the priests' sons with trumpets; [namely], Zechariah the 
son of Jonathan, the son of Shemaiah, the son of M attaniah, the son of M ichaiah, the son of 
Zaccur, the son of Asaph: 

Nehemiah| 12:36 And hisbrethren, Shemaiah, and Azarael, Milalai, Gilalai, Maai, 
Nethaneel, and Judah, Hanani, with themusical instrumentsof David the man ofGod, and 
Ezra the scribe before them. 
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N ehemiah| 12:37 And atthefountain gate, which wasover againstthem, theywentupby 
thestairsof the cityof David, at the goingupof the wali, abovethe houseof David, even 
unto the water gate eastward. 

Nehemiah| 12:38 And theother [company of them that gave] thankswent over against 
[them], and I after them, and the half of the people upon the wali, from beyond the tower 
of the furnaces even unto the broad wali; 

Nehemiah| 12:39 And from above the gate of Ephraim, and abovetheold gate, and above 
the fish gate, and the tower of H ananeel, and the tower of M eah, even unto the sheep gate: 
and they stood still in the prison gate. 

Nehemiah| 12:40 So stood thetwo [companiesof them that gave] thanksin the houseof 
God, and I, and the half of the rulerswith me: 

Nehemiah| 12:41 And the priests; Eliakim, Maaseiah, Miniamin, Michaiah, Elioenai, 
Zechariah, [and] Hananiah, with trumpets; 

Nehemiah| 12:42 And Maaseiah, and Shemaiah, and Eleazar, and Uzzi, and Jehohanan, and 
Malchijah, and Elam, and Ezer. And thesingerssang loud, withjezrahiah [their] overseer. 

Nehemiah| 12:43 Also that day they offered great sacrifices, and rejoiced: for God had 
madethem rejoicewith great joy: the wives also and thechildren rejoiced: so that the joy 
of Jerusalem w as heard even afar off. 

N ehemiah| 12:44 And at that time were some appointed over the chambers for the 
treasures, for the offerings, for the firstfruits, and for the tithes, to gather into them out of 
the fields of the cities the portions of the law for the priests and Levites: for J udah rejoiced 
for the priests and for the Levites that waited.

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N ehemiah| 13:15 In those days saw I injudah [some]treading winepresseson the sabbath, 
and bringing in sheaves, and lading asses; asalso wine, grapes, and figs, and all [manner ofj 
burdens, which they brought into Jerusalem on the sabbath day: and I testified [against 
them] in the day wherein they sold victuals. 

Nehemiah| 13:16 There dwelt men of Tyre also therein, which brought fish, and all 
manner of ware, and sold on the sabbath unto thechildren of Judah, and in Jerusalem. 

Nehemiah| 13: 17 Then I contended with the noblesof Judah, and saidunto them, What 
evil thing [is] thisthatyedo, and profane the sabbath day? 

Nehemiah| 13:18 Did notyour fathersthus, anddid not ourGod bringall thisevil upon us, 
and upon this city? yet ye bring more wrath upon Israel by profaning the sabbath. 

Nehemiah| 13:19 And it cameto pass, that when the gatesof Jerusalem began to be dark 
before the sabbath, I commanded that the gates should be shut, and charged that they 
should not be opened till after the sabbath: and [some] of my servants set I at the gates, 
[that] there should no burden be brought in on the sabbath day. 

Nehemiah| 13:20 So the merchantsand sellersof all kind of warelodged w ithout Jerusalem 
onceor twice. 

Nehemiah| 13:21 Then I testified against them, and said unto them, W hy lodgeye about 
the wali? if ye do [sojagain, I will lay handsonyou. From thattimeforth cametheyno 
[more] on the sabbath. 
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N ehemiah| 13:22 And I commanded the Levitesthat they should cleansethemselves, and 
[that] they should come [and] keep the gates, to sanctify the sabbath day. Remember me, O 
myGod, [concerning] this also, and spare meaccordingto the greatness of thy mercy. 

Nehemiah| 13:23 1 n those days also saw I Jews [that] had married wivesof Ashdod, of 
Amnion, [and]of Moab: 

Nehemiah| 13:24 And their children spake half i n thespeech of Ashdod, and could not 
speak in the Jews' language, but according to the language of each people. 

Nehemiah| 13:25 And I contended with them, and cursed them, and smote certain of 
them, and plucked off their hai r, and madethem swear by God, [saying], Y e shall not give 
your daughters unto their sons, nor take their daughters unto your sons, or for yourselves. 

Nehemiah| 13:26 Did not Solomon kingof Israel sin by these things? yet among many 
nationswasthere no king like him, who wasbeloved of hisGod, and God made him king 
over all Israel: neverthelesseven him did outlandish women causeto sin. 



Nehemiah| 13:27 Shall wethen hearken unto you to do all thisgreat evil, to transgress 
against our God in marrying strange wives? 



Nehemiah| 13:28 And [one] of the sons of J oiada, theson of Eliashibthe high priest, [was] 
son in law to San bal I at the Horonite: therefore I chased him from me. 



Nehemiah| 13:29 Remember them, O myGod, because they havedefiled the priesthood, 
and the covenant of the priesthood, and of the Levites. 

Nehemiah| 13:30 Thus cleansed I them from all strangers, and appointed thewardsof the 
priests and the Levites, every one in his business; 

Nehemiah| 13:31 And for thewood offering, atti mes appointed, and for the firstfruits. 
Remember me, O my God, for good.

Esther| 1:1 N ow itcameto passin thedaysof Ahasuerus, (this [is] Ahasuerus which 
reigned, from Indiaeven unto Ethiopia, [over] an hundred and seven and twenty 
provinces:)

1:2 [That] in those days, when the king Ahasuerus sat on the throne of his kingdom, 
[w as] i n Shushan the palace, 



Esther| 1: 3 1 n the third year of his reign, hemadeafeastunto all hisprincesand his 
servants; the power of Persia and M edia, the nobles and princes of the provinces, [being] 
beforehim: 

Esther| 1:4 W hen he showed the riches of his glorious kingdom and the honour of his 
excellent majesty many days, [even] and hundred and fourscore days. 

Esther| 1:5 And when these days were expired, the king made a feast unto all the people 
that were present in Shushan the palace, both unto great and small, seven days, in the court 
of the garden of the king's palace; 

Esther| 1:6 [W here were] white, green, and blue, [hangings], fastened with cordsof fine 
linen and purpleto silver ringsand pillarsof marble: the beds[wereof] gold and silver, 
upon a pavement of red, and blue, and white, and black, marble. 

Esther| 1:7 And they gave [them] drink in vessels of gold, (the vessels being diverse one 
from another,) and royal wine i n abundance, according to the state of the king. 

Esther| 1:8 And the drinking [was] according to the law; none did compel: for so the king 
had appointed to all the officersof his house, that they should do according to every man's 
pleasure. 

Esther 1 1:9 Also Vashti thequeen made a feast for thewomen [i n] the royal house which 
[belonged] to king Ahasuerus. 
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Esther| 1:10 O n theseventh day, when the heartof theking wasmerry with wine, he 
commanded M ehuman, Biztha, Harbona, Bigtha, and Abagtha, Zethar, and Carcas, the 
seven chamberlainsthat served in the presence of Ahasuerusthe king, 

Esther| 1:11 To bringVashti thequeen before the king with the crown royal, to show the 
people and the princes her beauty: for she [was] fair to look on. 

Esther| 1:12 But the queen Vashti refused to come at the king'scommandment by [his] 
chamberlains: therefore was the king very wroth, and hisanger burned in him. 

Esther| 1: 13 Then the king said to the wise men, which knew the times, (for so [was] the 
king's manner toward all that knew law and judgment: 

Esther| 1: 14 And the next unto him [was] Carshena, Shethar, Admatha, Tarshish, M eres, 
M arsena, [and] M emucan, the seven princes of Persia and M edia, which saw the king's face, 
[and] which sat thefirst in the kingdom;) 

Esther| 1:15 W hat shall we do unto the queen Vashti according to law, because she hath 
not performed the commandment of the king Ahasuerus by the chamberlains? 

Esther| 1:16 And M emucan answered before the king and the princes, Vashti the queen 
hath not done wrong to the king only, but also to all the princes, and to all the people that 
[are] i n all the provinces of the king Ahasuerus. 

Esther| 1:17 For [this] deed of the queen shall come abroad unto all women, so that they 
shall despisetheir husbandsin their eyes, when it shall be reported, The king Ahasuerus 
commanded Vashti the queen to be brought in before him, but she came not. 
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Esther| 1:18 [Likewise] shall the ladiesof Persia and Media say thisday unto all theking's 
princes, which have heard of the deed of the queen. Thus [shall there arise] too much 
contempt and wrath. 

Esther| 1: 19 If it please the king, let there go a royal commandment from h i m, and let it be 
written among the lawsof the Persiansand the M edes, that it be not altered, That Vashti 
come no more before king Ahasuerus; and let the king give her royal estate unto another 
that is better than she. 

Esther| 1:20 And when the king'sdecree which he shall make shall be published throughout 
all hisempire, (for it isgreat,) all the wives shall givetotheir husbands honour, bothto 
great and smal I . 

Esther| 1:21 And the saying pleased the king and the princes; and the king did according to 
theword of Memucan: 

Esther| 1:22 For he sent letters into all the king's provinces, into every province according 
to the writing thereof, and to every people after their language, that every man should bear 
rule in his own house, and that [it] should be published according to the language of every 
people. 

Esther| 2:1 After these things, when the wrath of king Ahasuerus w as appeased, he 
remembered Vashti, and what she had done, and what wasdecreed against her. 

Esther| 2:2 Then said the king's servants that m i n i stered unto him, Let there be fair young 
virgins sought for the king: 
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Esther| 2:3 And letthekingappoint officersin all the provincesof hiskingdom, thatthey 
may gather together all the fair young virgins unto Shushan the palace, to the house of the 
women, unto the custody of H ege the king'schamberlain, keeper of thewomen; and let 
their thingsfor purification be given [them]: 

Esther| 2:4 And let the mai den which pleaseth the king bequeen instead ofVashti. And the 
thing pleased the king; and he did so. 

Esther| 2:5 [Now] i n Shushan the palacetherewasacertainjew, whosename[was] 
ordecai, theson ofjair, theson of Shimei, theson of K ish, aBenjamite; 



Esther 2:6 W ho had been carried away from Jerusalem with the captivity which had been 
carried away withjeconiah kingofjudah, whom Nebuchadnezzar the king of Babylon had 
carried away. 

Esther | 2:7 And he brought up Hadassah, that [is] ( Esther, hisuncle'sdaughter: for she had 
neither father nor mother, and the maid [was] fair and beautiful; whom M ordecai, when 
her father and mother were dead, took for hisown daughter. 

Esther| 2:8 So it cameto pass, when the king'scommandment and hisdecreewasheard, 
and when many maidens were gathered together unto Shushan the palace, to the custody of 
Hegai, that Esther was brought also unto the king's house, to the custody of H egai, keeper 
of thewomen. 



Esther| 2:9 And the maiden pleased hi m, and sheobtained kindnessof him; and hespeedily 
gave her her thingsfor purification, with such thingsasbelonged to her, and seven 
maidens, [which were] meet to be given her, out of the king's house: and he preferred her 
and her maids unto the best [place] of the house of the women. 

Esther| 2:10 Esther had not showed her people nor her kindred: for M ordecai had charged 
her that she should not show [it]. 
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Esther| 2:11 And Mordecai walked every day before the court of the women's house, to 
know now Esther did, and what should become of her. 

Esther| 2:12 Now when every maid'sturn wascometo go in to king Ahasuerus, after that 
she had been twelve months, according to the manner of the women, (for so were the days 
of their purifications accomplished, [towit], six months with oil of myrrh, and six months 
with sweet odours, and with [other] thingsfor the purifying of the women;) 

Esther | 2: 13 Then thuscame [every] maiden unto the king; whatsoever she desired was 
given her to go with her out of the house of the women unto the king's house. 

Esther| 2:14 In the evening she went, and on the morrow she returned into the second 
house of the women, to the custody of Shaashgaz, the king's chamberlain, which kept the 
concubines: she came in unto the king no more, except the king delighted in her, and that 
she were called by name. 

Esther| 2:15 Now when the turn of Esther, thedaughter of Abihail the uncleof Mordecai, 
who had taken her for his daughter, was come to go in unto the king, she required nothing 
but what Hegai the king's chamberlain, the keeper of the women, appointed. And Esther 
obtained favour i n the sight of all them that looked upon her. 

Esther| 2:16 So Esther was taken unto king Ahasuerus into his house royal in thetenth 
month, which [is] the month Tebeth, in the seventh year of his reign. 

Esther| 2:17 And the king loved Esther aboveall the women, and she obtained graceand 
favour i n his sight more than all the virgins; so that he set the royal crown upon her head, 
and made her queen instead of Vashti. 
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Esther| 2:18 Then the king made a great feast unto all hisprincesand hisservants, [even] 
Esther's feast; and he made a release to the provinces, and gave gifts, according to the state 
of the king. 

Esther| 2: 19 And when the virgins were gathered together the second time, then M ordecai 
sat i n the king'sgate. 

Esther| 2:20 

Esther| had not [yet] showed her kindred nor her people; as M ordecai had charged her: for 
Esther did the commandment of M ordecai, like as when she was brought up with him. 

Esther| 2:21 In thosedays, while M ordecai sat in the king'sgate, twoof theking's 
chamberlains, Bigthan andTeresh, of thosewhich keptthedoor, werewroth, and sought 
to lay hand on the king Ahasuerus. 

Esther| 2:22 And the thing was known to M ordecai, who told [it] unto Esther the queen; 
and Esther certified the king [thereof] in M ordecai's name. 

Esther | 2:23 And when i nquisition was made of the matter, itwasfound out; therefore 
they were both hanged on atree: and it waswritten in the book of thechroniclesbefore 
the king. 

Esther| 3: 1 After these thi ngs did king Ahasuerus promote H aman the son of H ammedatha 
the Agagite, and advanced him, and set hisseat aboveall the princesthat [were] with him. 

Esther| 3:2 And all the king'sservants, that [were] in the king'sgate, bowed, and 
reverenced H aman: for the king had so commanded concerning him. But M ordecai bowed 
not, nor did [him] reverence. 

Esther| 3:3Then the king'sservants, which [were] in the king'sgate, said unto M ordecai, 
W hy transgressest thou the king's commandment? 
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Esther| 3:4 N ow itcameto pass, when they spakedaily unto him, and he hearkened not 
unto them, that they told H aman, to see whether M ordecai's matters would stand: for he 
had told them that he [w as] ajew. 

Esther| 3:5 And when H aman saw that Mordecai bowed not, nor did him reverence, then 
wasHaman full of wrath. 

Esther| 3:6 And he thought scorn to lay handson Mordecai alone; for they had showed him 
the people of M ordecai: wherefore H aman sought to destroy all thejewsthat [were] 
throughout the whole kingdom of Ahasuerus, [even] the people of M ordecai. 

Esther| 3:7 Inthefirst month, thatfis], the month Nisan, in thetwelfthyear of king 
Ahasuerus, they cast Pur, that [is], the lot, before H aman from day to day, and from month 
to month, [to] thetwelfth [month], that [is], the month Adar. 

Esther| 3:8 And Haman said unto king Ahasuerus, Thereisacertain people scattered 
abroad and dispersed among the people in all the provinces of thy kingdom; and their laws 
[are] diverse from all people; neither keep they the king's laws: therefore it [is] not for the 
king's profit to suffer them. 

Esther| 3:9 1 f it please the king, letit bewritten that they may bedestroyed: and I will pay 
ten thousand talents of silver to the hands of those that have the charge of the business, to 
bring [it] into the king's treasuries. 

Esther| 3:10 And the king took his ring from hishand, and gave it unto Haman theson of 
Hammedathathe Agagite, the J ew s' enemy. 

Esther| 3: 11 And the king said unto H aman, The silver [is] given to thee, the people also, 
to do with them as it seemeth good to thee. 
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Esther| 3: 12 Then were the king's scribes called on the thirteenth day of the first month, 
and there w as written according to all that H aman had commanded unto the king's 
lieutenants, and to the governors that [were] over every province, and to the rulers of 
every people of every province according to the writing thereof, and [to] every people after 
their language; i n the name of king Ahasuerus was it written, and sealed with the king's 
ring. 

Esther| 3:13 And the letters were sent by postsinto all the king's provinces, to destroy, to 
kill, and to causeto perish, alljews, both youngand old, littlechildren andwomen, inone 
day, [even] upon the thirteenth [day] ofthetwelfth month, which is the month Adar, and 
[to take] the spoil of them for a prey. 

Esther| 3:14 The copyof the writing for a commandment to begiven in every province was 
published unto all people, that they should be ready against that day. 

Esther| 3:15 The postswent out, being hastened by the king's commandment, and the 
decree wasgiven in Shushan the palace. And the king and H aman sat down to drink; but 
the city Shushan was perplexed. 

Esther| 4:1 W hen Mordecai perceived all that wasdone, Mordecai rent hisclothes, and put 
on sackcloth with ashes, and went out into the midst of the city, and cried with a loud and a 
bitter cry; 

Esther| 4:2 And cameeven beforethe king's gate: for none [might] enter into the king's 
gate clothed with sackcloth. 



4:3 And in every province, whithersoever the king's commandment and his decree 
[there was] great mourning among thej ews, and fasting, and weeping, and wailing; 



Esther 
cam e, 

and many lay i n sackcloth and ashes. 
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Esther| 4:4 So Esther's maidsand her chamberlainscameand told [it] her. Then wasthe 
queen exceedingly grieved; and she sent raiment to clothe M ordecai, and to take away his 
sackcloth from him: but he received [it] not. 

Esther| 4:5 Then called Esther for Hatach, [one] ofthe king's chamberlains, whom hehad 
appointed to attend upon her, and gave him a commandment to M ordecai, to know what it 
[w as], and why it [w as]. 

Esther| 4:6 So H atach went forth to M ordecai unto the street of the city, which [w as] 
beforethe king's gate. 

Esther| 4:7 And M ordecai told him of all that had happened unto him, and of thesum of 
the money that H aman had promisedto payto the king's treasuries for thejews, to destroy 
them. 

Esther | 4:8 Also he gave him the copy of the writing of the decree that was given at 
Shushan to destroy them, to show [it] unto Esther, and to declare [it] unto her, and to 
charge her that she should go in unto the king, to make supplication unto him, and to make 
request before him for her people. 

Esther| 4:9 And Hatach cameand told Esther the wordsof M ordecai. 

Esther| 4:10 Again Esther spake unto Hatach, and gave him commandment unto M ordecai; 

Esther| 4:11 All the king's servants, and the people ofthe king's provinces, do know, that 
whosoever, whether man or woman, shall come unto the king into the inner court, who is 
not called, [there is] one law of histo put [him] to death, except such to whom the king 
shall hold out the golden sceptre, that he may live: but I have not been called to come in 
unto the king these thirty days. 

Esther | 4:12 And they told to M ordecai Esther's words. 

Esther| 4:13 Then M ordecai commanded to answer Esther, Think not with thyself that 
thou shalt escape in the king's house, more than all thej ews. 
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Esther| 4:14 For if thou altogether holdest thy peace at thistime, [then] shall there 
enlargement and deliverance arise to thejewsfrom another place; but thou and thy father's 
house shall be destroyed: and who knoweth whether thou art come to the kingdom for 
[such] atimeasthis? 

Esther| 4: 15 Then Esther bade[them] return Mordecai [thisanswer], 

Esther| 4:16 Go, gather together all thejewsthat are present in Shushan, and fast yefor 
me, and neither eat nor drink three days, night or day: I also and my maidens will fast 
likewise; and so will I go in unto the king, which [is] not according to the law: and if I 
perish, I perish. 

Esther| 4:17 So Mordecai went hisway, and did according to all that Esther had 
commanded him. 

Esther| 5:1 N ow it cameto passon thethird day, that Esther put on [her] royal [apparel], 
and stood in the inner court of the king's house, over against the king's house: and the king 
sat upon his royal throne in the royal house, over against the gate of the house. 

Esther| 5:2 And itwasso, when the king saw Esther thequeen standing in the court, [that] 
she obtained favour in his sight: and the king held out to Esther the golden sceptre that 
[w as] i n his hand. So Esther drew near, and touched the top of the sceptre. 

Esther| 5:3 Then said the king unto her, What wilt thou, queen Esther? and what [is] thy 
request? it shall be even given thee to the half of the kingdom. 

Esther| 5:4 And Esther answered, If [it seem] good unto the king, let the king and H aman 
come thisday unto the banguet that I have prepared for him. 
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Esther| 5:5 Then the king said, Cause H aman to make haste, that he may do as Esther hath 
said. So the king and H aman came to the banquet that Esther had prepared. 

Esther| 5:6 And the king said unto Esther at the banquetof wine, W hat [is] thy petition? 
and it shall be granted thee: and what [is] thy request? even to the half of the kingdom it 
shall be performed. 

Esther | 5:7 Then answered Esther, and said, M y petition and my request [is]; 

Esther| 5:8 If I havefound favour in thesight of the king, and if it please the king to grant 
my petition, and to perform my request, let the king and H aman come to the banquet that I 
shall preparefor them, and I will do to morrow as the king hath said. 

Esther | 5:9 Then went H aman forth that dayjoyful and with aglad heart: but when H aman 
saw Mordecai in the king'sgate, that hestood not up, nor moved for him, he wasfull of 
indignation against Mordecai. 

Esther | 5: 10 N evertheless H aman refrained himself: and when he came home, he sent and 
called for hisfriends, and Zeresh hiswife. 

Esther| 5: 11 And H aman told them of the glory of his riches, and the multitude of his 
children, and all [thethings] wherein the king had promoted him, and how he had advanced 
him above the princes and servants of the king. 

Esther| 5:12 H aman said moreover, Yea, Esther the queen did let no man comein with the 
king unto the banquet that she had prepared but myself; and to morrow am I invited unto 
her also with the king. 

Esther| 5:13 Yet all thisavaileth me nothing, so longasl see Mordecai thejew sittingatthe 
king'sgate. 
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Esther| 5:14 Then saidZeresh hiswifeand all hisfriendsunto him, Letagallowsbemade 
of fifty cubits high, and to morrow speak thou unto the king that M ordecai may be hanged 
thereon: then go thou in merrily with the king unto the banquet. And the thing pleased 
H aman; and he caused the gallows to be made. 

Esther| 6:1 n that night could not the king sleep, and hecommanded to bringthe bookof 
records of the chronicles; and they were read before the king. 

Esther 6:2 And it wasfound written, that M ordecai had told of Bigthanaand Teresh, two 
of the king's enam beri ains, the keepers of the door, who sought to lay hand on the king 
Ahasuerus. 



Esther| 6:3 And the king said, W hat honour and dignity hath been done to M ordecai for 
this?Then said the king'sservantsthat ministered unto him, There is nothing done for him. 

Esther| 6:4 And the king said, Who [is] in the court? Now H aman wascomeintothe 
outward court of the king's house, to speak unto the king to hang M ordecai on the gallows 
that he had prepared for him. 

Esther| 6:5 And the king's servants said unto him, Behold, H aman standeth in the court. 
And the king said, Let him come in. 

Esther | 6:6 So H aman camein. And the king said unto him, W hat shall be done unto the 
man whom the king delighteth to honour? N ow H aman thought in his heart, To whom 
would the king delight to do honour more than to myself? 

Esther| 6:7 And H aman answered the king, For the man whom the king delighteth to 
honour, 

Esther| 6:8 Let the royal apparel be brought which the king [useth] to wear, and the horse 
that the king rideth upon, and the crown royal which is set upon his head: 
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Esther| 6:9 And letthisapparel and horse bedelivered to the hand of oneof the king's most 
noble princes, that they may array the man [withal] whom the king delighteth to honour, 
and bring him on horseback through the street of thecity, and proclaim before him, Thus 
shall it be done to the man whom the king delighteth to honour. 

Esther| 6:10 Then the king said to H aman, Makehaste, [and] take the apparel and the 
horse, as thou hast said, and do even so to M ordecai the J ew, that sitteth at the king's gate: 
let nothing fail of all that thou hast spoken. 

Esther| 6: 11 Then took H aman the apparel and the horse, and arrayed M ordecai, and 
brought him on horseback through the street of thecity, and proclaimed before him, Thus 
shall it be done unto the man whom the king delighteth to honour. 

Esther| 6:12 And M ordecai cameagain to the king's gate. But H aman hasted to hishouse 
mourning, and having hishead covered. 

Esther| 6: 13 And H aman told Zeresh his wife and all hisfriends every [thing] that had 
befallen him. Then said hiswise men and Zeresh his wife unto him, If M ordecai [be] of the 
seed of thejews, before whom thou hast begun to fail, thou shalt not prevail against him, 
but shalt surely fail before him. 

Esther| 6:14 And whilethey [were] yettalking with him, camethe king's chamberlains, and 
hasted to bring H aman unto the banquet that Esther had prepared. 

Esther| 7:1 So the king and H aman cameto banquet with Esther thequeen. 

Esther| 7:2 And the king said again unto Esther on the second day at the banquet of wine, 
W hat [is] thy petition, queen Esther? and it shall be granted thee: and what [is] thy request? 
and it shall be performed, [even] to the half of the kingdom. 
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Esther| 7:3 Then Esther the queen answered and said, If I havefound favour in thy sight, O 
king, and if it please the king, let my life be given me at my petition, and my people at my 
request: 

Esther| 7:4 For we are sold, I and my people, to be destroyed, to be slain, and to perish. 
But if we had been sold for bondmen and bondwomen, I had held my tongue, although the 
enemy could not countervail the king'sdamage. 

Esther | 7:5 Then the king A hasuerus answered and said unto Esther the queen, Who ishe, 
and where is he, that durst presume in his heart to do so? 

Esther | 7:6 And Esther said, T he adversary and enemy [is] thiswicked H aman. Then 
H aman was afraid before the king and the queen. 

Esther| 7:7 And the king arising from the banquet of wine in his wrath [went] into the 
palace garden: and H aman stood up to make request for his life to Esther the queen; for he 
saw that there was evil determined against him by the king. 

Esther| 7: 8 Then the king returned out of the palace garden into the place of the banquet of 
wine; and H aman wasfallen upon the bed whereon Esther [was]. Then said the king, W ill 
he force the queen also before me in the house? As the word went out of the king's mouth, 
they covered H aman's face. 

Esther| 7:9 And Harbonah, oneof thechamberlains, said before the king, Behold also, the 
gallowsfifty cubitshigh, which H aman had madefor Mordecai, who had spoken good for 
the king, standeth i n the house of H aman. Then the king said, H ang him thereon. 

Esther | 7:10 So they hanged H aman on the gallowsthat he had prepared for M ordecai. 
Then was the king's wrath pacified. 
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Esther| 8: 1 n that day did the king Ahasuerus give the house of H aman the J ews' enemy 
unto Esther the queen. And M ordecai came before the king; for Esther had told what he 
[w as] unto her. 

Esther| 8:2 And the king tookoff his ring, which he had taken from H aman, and gave it 
unto M ordecai. And Esther set M ordecai over the house of H aman.

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Esther| 8:9Then were the king'sscribes called at that time in the third month, that [is], the 
month Sivan, on the three and twentieth [day] thereof; and it was written according to all 
that M ordecai commanded unto thejews, and to the lieutenants, and the deputiesand 
rulersof theprovinceswhich [are]from India unto Ethiopia, an hundred twenty and seven 
provinces, unto every province according to the writing thereof, and unto every people 
after their language, and to thejews according to their writing, and according to their 
language. 

Esther| 8: 10 And he wrote in the king Ahasuerus' name, and sealed [it] with the king's ring, 
and sent lettersby postson horseback, [and] riderson mules, camels, [and] young 
dromedaries: 

Esther| 8:11 W herein the king granted thejews which [were] in every city to gather 
themselvestogether, and to stand for their life, to destroy, to slay, and to cause to perish, 
all the power of the people and province that would assault them, [both] little ones and 
women, and [to take] the spoil of them for a prey, 

Esther| 8:12 U pon one day i n all the provinces of king Ahasuerus, [namely], upon the 
thirteenth [day] of the twelfth month, which [is] the month Adar. 

Esther| 8:13 The copy of the writing for a commandment to begiven in every province 
[was] published unto all people, and thatthejewsshould be ready againstthat day to 
avenge themselves on their enemies. 

Esther| 8:14 [So] the poststhat rode upon mules [and] camels went out, being hastened and 
pressed on by the king's commandment. And the decree wasgiven at Shushan the palace. 
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Esther| 8:15 And Mordecai went out from the presenceof theking in royal apparel of blue 
andwhite, and with a great crown of gold, andwithagarment offine linen and purple: and 
the city of Shushan rejoiced and was glad. 

Esther| 8: 16 The J ews had light, and gladness, and joy, and honour. 

Esther| 8:17 And in every province, and in every city, whithersoever the king's 
commandment and his decree came, the J ews had joy and gladness, a feast and a good day. 
And many of the peopleof theland becamejews; for thefear of the J ewsfell upon them. 

Esther| 9: 1 N ow in the twelfth month, that [is], the month Adar, on the thirteenth day of 
the same, when the king's commandment and his decree drew near to be put in execution, 
in the day that the enemies of the J ews hoped to have power over them, (though it was 
turned to the contrary, that the J ews had rule over them that hated them;) 

Esther| 9:2TheJewsgathered themselvestogether in their citiesthroughout all the 
provinces of the king Ahasuerus, to lay hand on such as sought their hurt: and no man could 
withstand them; for thefear of them fell upon all people. 

Esther| 9:3 And all the rulersof the provinces, and the lieutenants, and the deputies, and 
officers of the king, helped the J ews; because the fear of M ordecai fell upon them. 

Esther| 9:4 For Mordecai [was] great in the king's house, and his fame went out throughout 
all the provinces: for this man M ordecai waxed greater and greater. 

Esther| 9: 5 T hus the J ews smote al I their enemieswith the stroke of thesword, and 
slaughter, and destruction, and did what they would unto thosethat hated them. 
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Esther| 9:6 And in Shushan the palacethejewsslew and destroyed five hundred men. 

Esther| 9:7 And Parshandatha, and Dalphon, and Aspatha, 

Esther| 9:8 And Poratha, and Adalia, and Aridatha, 

Esther| 9:9 And Parmashta, and Arisai, and A ridai, and Vajezatha, 

Esther| 9: 10 The ten sonsof H aman theson of Hammedatha, theenemyof thejews, slew 
they; but on the spoil laid they not their hand. 

Esther| 9: 11 n that day the number of those that were slain in Shushan the palace was 
brought beforethe king. 

Esther| 9:12 And the king said unto Esther the queen, Thejews have slain and destroyed 
five hundred men in Shushan the palace, and the ten sonsof H aman; what have they done 
in the rest of the king's provinces? now what [is] thy petition? and it shall be granted thee: 
or what [is] thy request further? and it shall be done. 

Esther| 9:13 Then said Esther, If it please the king, letit be granted to thejews which [are] 
in Shushan to do to morrow also according unto thisday'sdecree, and let Haman'sten sons 
be hanged upon the gallows. 

Esther| 9: 14 And the king commanded it so to be done: and the decree was given at 
Shushan; and they hanged Haman'sten sons. 

Esther| 9:15 For thejews that [were] in Shushan gathered themselvestogether on the 
fourteenth day also of the month Adar, and slew three hundred men at Shushan; but on the 
prey they laid not their hand. 
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Esther| 9:16 But the other Jewsthat [were] in theking'sprovincesgathered themselves 
together, and stood for their lives, and had rest from their enemies, and slew of their foes 
seventy and five thousand, but they laid not their hands on the prey, 

Esther| 9: 17 O n the thirteenth day of the month Adar; and on the fourteenth day of the 
same rested they, and made it a day of feasting and gladness. 

Esther| 9:18 But the Jewsthat [were] at Shushan assembled together on the thirteenth [day] 
thereof, and on the fourteenth thereof; and on the fifteenth [day] of the same they rested, 
and made it a day of feasting and gladness. 

Esther| 9: 19 T herefore the J ews of thevillages, that dwelt in the unwalled towns, made the 
fourteenth day of the month Adar [a day of] gladness and feasting, and a good day, and of 
sending portionsone to another. 

Esther| 9:20 And Mordecai wrotethesethings, and sent lettersunto all the J ews that 
[were] in all the provincesof the king Ahasuerus, [both] nigh and far, 

Esther| 9:21 To stablish [this] amongthem, that they should keep the fourteenth day of the 
month Adar, and the fifteenth day of the same, yearly, 

Esther| 9:22 Asthedayswherein the J ews rested from their enemies, and the month which 
wasturned unto them from sorrow to joy, and from mourning into a good day: that they 
should makethem daysof feasting and joy, and of sending portionsone to another, and 
giftsto the poor. 

Esther| 9:23 And thejewsundertook to do as they had begun, and as Mordecai had written 
unto them; 

Esther| 9:24 BecauseHaman theson of Hammedatha, the Agagite, theenemy of all the 
J ews, had devised against thej ewsto destroy them, and had cast Pur, that [is], the lot, to 
consume them, and to destroy them; 
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Esther 9:25 But when [Esther] came before the king, he commanded by lettersthat his 
wicked device, which hedevised against thejews, should return upon hisown head, and 
that he and his sons should be hanged on the gallows. 



Esther | 9:26 W herefore they called these days Puri m after the name of Pur. Therefore for 
all the words of this letter, and [of that] which they had seen concerning this matter, and 
which had come unto them, 

Esther| 9:27 Thejewsordained, and took upon them, and upon their seed, and upon all 
such as joined themselves unto them, so as it should not fail, that they would keep these 
two days according to their writing, and according to their [appointed] time every year; 

Esther | 9:28 And [that] these days [should be] remembered and kept throughout every 
generation, every family, every province, and every city; and [that] these daysof Purim 
should not fail from among thejews, nor the memorial ofthem perish from their seed. 

Esther| 9:29 Then Esther thequeen, thedaughter of Abihail, and Mordecai thejew, wrote 
with all authority, to confirm thissecond letter of Purim. 

Esther | 9:30 And hesent the letter s unto all thejews, to the hundred twenty and seven 
provinces of the kingdom of Ahasuerus, [with] words of peace and truth, 

Esther| 9:31 To confirm these daysof Purim i n their ti mes [appointed], according as 
M ordecai the J ew and Esther the queen had enjoined them, and as they had decreed for 
themselves and for their seed, the matters of the fastings and their cry. 

Esther| 9:32 And the decreeof Esther confirmed these matters of Purim; and itwas 
written in the book. 
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Esther| 10:1 And the king Ahasuerus laid a tribute upon the land, and [upon] the isles of the 
sea. 



Esther| 10:2 And all the acts of his power and of his might, and the declaration of the 
greatness of M ordecai, whereunto the king advanced him, [are] they not written in the 
book of the chronicles of the kings of M edia and Persia? 

Esther| 10:3 For M ordecai thejew [w as] nextunto king Ahasuerus, and great among the 
J ews, and accepted of the multitude of his brethren, seeking the wealth of his people, and 
speaking peace to all his seed.

Ecclesiastes| 1:12 I the Preacher was king over Israel in J erusalem. 
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Ecclesiastes| 1:13 And I gave my heart to seek and search out by wisdom concerning all 
[things] that are done under heaven: this sore travail hath God given to the sons of man to 
be exercised therewith. 

Ecclesiastes| 1:14 1 haveseen all the works that are done under the sun; and, behold, all [is] 
vanity and vexation of spirit. 

Ecclesiastes| 1:15 [That which is] crooked cannot be made straight: and that which is 
wanting cannot be numbered. 

Ecclesiastes| 1:16 1 communed with mineown heart, saying, Lo, I am cometo great estate, 
and have gotten more wisdom than all [they] that have been before me in J erusalem: yea, 
my heart had great experience of wisdom and knowledge. 

Ecclesiastes| 1:17 And I gave my heart to know wisdom, and to know madnessand folly: I 
perceived that this also is vexation of spirit. 

Ecclesiastes| 1:18 For in much wisdom [is] much grief: and hethat increaseth knowledge 
increaseth sorrow. 

Ecclesiastes| 2:1 1 said in mine heart, Goto now, I will provetheewith mirth, therefore 
enjoy pleasure: and, behold, this also [is] vanity. 

Ecclesiastes| 2:2 I said of laughter, [It is] mad: and of mirth, W hat doeth it? 

Ecclesiastes| 2:3 1 sought in mine heart to give myself unto wine, yet acquainting mine 
heart with wisdom; and to lay hold on folly, till I might see w hat [w as] that good for the 
sonsof men, which they should do under the heaven all thedaysof their life. 

Ecclesiastes| 2:4 1 made me great works; I builded me houses; I planted me vineyards: 

Ecclesiastes| 2:5 I made me gardensand orchards, and I planted trees in them of all [kind 
of] fruits: 
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Ecclesiastes| 2:6 1 made me poolsof water, to water therewith the wood that bringeth 
forth trees: 

Ecclesiastes| 2:7 I got [me] servantsand maidens, and had servants born in my house; also I 
had great possessions of great and small cattle above all that were in J erusalem before me: 

Ecclesiastes| 2:8 1 gathered me also silver and gold, and the peculiar treasure of kings and of 
the provinces: I gat me men singersand women singers, and the delights of the sons of 
men, [as] musical instruments, and that of all sorts. 

Ecclesiastes| 2:9 So I was great, and increased more than all that were before me in 
J erusalem: also my wisdom remained with me. 

Ecclesiastes| 2:10 And whatsoever mineeyesdesired I kept not from them, I withheld not 
my heartfrom anyjoy; for my heart rejoiced in all my labour: and thiswasmy portion of 
all my labour. 

Ecclesiastes| 2:11 Then I lookedon all the works that my handshad wrought, and on the 
labour that I had laboured to do: and, behold, all [was] vanity and vexation of spirit, and 
[there was] no profit under the sun. 

Ecclesiastes| 2:12 And I turned myself to behold wisdom, and madness, and folly: for what 
[can] the man [do] that cometh after the king? [even] that which hath been already done. 

Ecclesiastes| 2:13 Then I saw that wisdom excelleth folly, asfar as light excelleth darkness. 

Ecclesiastes| 2:14 The wise man's eyes [are] in hishead; butthefool walketh in darkness: 
and I myself perceived also that one event happeneth to them all.

Ecclesiastes| 2:19 And who knoweth whether he shall be a wise [man] or afool?yet shall he 
have rule over all my labour wherein I have laboured, and wherein I have showed myself 
wise under the sun. This [is] also vanity.

Ecclesiastes| 4:12 And if one prevail against him, two shall withstand him; and athreefold 
cord is not quickly broken. 

Ecclesiastes| 4:13 Better [is] a poor and a wise child than an old and foolish king, who will 
no more beadmonished. 

Ecclesiastes| 4:14 For out of prison hecometh to reign; whereasalso [hethat is] born in his 
kingdom becometh poor. 

Ecclesiastes| 4:15 I considered all the living which walk under the sun, with the second 
child that shall stand up in hisstead. 

Ecclesiastes| 4:16 [There is] no end of all the people, [even] of all that have been before 
them: they also that come after shall not rejoice in him. Surely thisalso [is] vanity and 
vexation of spirit. 

Ecclesiastes| 5:1 Keep thy foot when thou goest to the house of God, and be more ready to 
hear, than to give the sacrifice of fools: for they consider not that they do evil. 

Ecclesiastes| 5:2 Be not rash with thy mouth, and let not thine heart be hasty to utter [any] 
thing before God: for God [is] in heaven, and thou upon earth: therefore let thy words be 
few. 

Ecclesiastes| 5:3 For adream cometh through the multitudeof business; and afool'svoice 
[is known] by multitude of words. 

Ecclesiastes| 5:4 W hen thou vowest a vow unto God, defer not to pay it; for [he hath] no 
pleasure i n fools: pay that which thou hast vowed. 

Ecclesiastes| 5:5 Better [is it] that thou shouldest not vow, than that thou shouldest vow 
and not pay. 
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Ecclesiastes| 5:6 Suffer not thy mouth to cause thy flesh to sin; neither say thou before the 
angel, that it [was] an error: wherefore should God be angry at thy voice, and destroy the 
workof thinehands? 

Ecclesiastes| 5:7 For in themultitudeof dreamsand many words [there are] also [divers] 
vanities: butfear thou God. 

Ecclesiastes| 5:8 If thou seest the oppression of the poor, and violent perverting of 
judgment and justice in a province, marvel not at the matter: for [he that i s] higher than the 
highest regardeth; and [there be] higher than they. 

Ecclesiastes| 5:9 Moreover the profit of theearth isfor all: the king [himself] isserved by 
thefield. 

Ecclesiastes| 5:10 H e that loveth silver shall not be satisfied with silver; nor he that loveth 
abundance with increase: this [is] also vanity. 

Ecclesiastes| 5:11 W hen goods increase, they are increased that eat them: and what good [is 
there] to the ownersthereof, saving the beholding [of them] with their eyes? 

Ecclesiastes| 5:12 The sleep of a labouring man [is] sweet, whether he eat little or much: 
but the abundance of the rich will not suffer him to sleep. 

Ecclesiastes| 5:13 There is a sore evil [which] I have seen under the sun, [namely], riches 
kept for the owners thereof to their hurt. 

Ecclesiastes| 5:14 But those riches perish by evil travail: and he begetteth a son, and [there 
is] nothing in hishand. 

Ecclesiastes| 5:15 Ashecameforth of hismother'swomb, naked shall he return to go ashe 
came, and shall take nothing of his labour, which he may carry away in his hand. 
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Ecclesiastes| 5:16 And thisalso [is] a sore evil, [that] in all pointsashecame, soshall hego:

Ecclesiastes| 6:4 For he cometh in with vanity, and departeth in darkness, and his name 
shall be covered with darkness. 
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Ecclesiastes| 6:5 M oreover he hath not seen the sun, nor known [any thing]: this hath more 
rest than the other. 

Ecclesiastes| 6:6 Yea, though heliveathousand years twice [told], yethath heseen no 
good: do not all go to one place? 

Ecclesiastes| 6:7 Ali the labour of man [is] for his mouth, and yet the appetite is not filled. 

Ecclesiastes| 6:8 For what hath thewise more than the fool? what hath the poor, that 
knoweth to walk before the living? 

Ecclesiastes| 6:9 Better [is] the sight of the eyes than thewandering of thedesire: this [is] 
also vanity and vexation of spirit. 

Ecclesiastes| 6:10 That which hath been is named already, and it is known that it [is] man: 
neither may he contend with him that is mightier than he. 

Ecclesiastes| 6:11 Seeing there be many thingsthat i ncrease vanity, what [is] man the 
better?

Ecclesiastes| 7:13 Consider theworkof God: forwho can make [that] straight, which he 
hath made crooked? 

Ecclesiastes| 7:14 In the day of prosperity be joyful, but in the day of adversity consider: 
God also hath set the one over against the other, to the end that man should find nothing 
after him. 

Ecclesiastes| 7:15 Ali [things] have I seen in the days of my vanity: thereisajust [man] that 
perisheth in his righteousness, and there is a wicked [man] that prolongeth [his life] in his 
wickedness. 
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Ecclesiastes| 7:16 Be not righteousover much; neither make thyself over wise: why 
shouldest thou destroy thyself? 

Ecclesiastes| 7:17 Be not over much wicked, neither bethou foolish: why shouldest thou 
diebeforethy time? 

Ecclesiastes| 7:18 [It i s] good that thou shouldest take hold of this; yea, also from this 
withdraw not thine hand: for he that feareth God shall come forth of them all. 

Ecclesiastes| 7:19 W isdom strengtheneth the wise morethan ten mighty [men] which are i n 
the city. 

Ecclesiastes| 7:20 For [there i s] not ajust man upon earth, that doeth good, and sinneth 
not. 

Ecclesiastes| 7:21 Also take no heed unto all wordsthat are spoken; lest thou hear thy 
servant cursethee: 

Ecclesiastes| 7:22 For oftenti mes also thine own heart knoweth that thou thyself likewise 
hast cursed others. 

Ecclesiastes| 7:23 All thishavel proved by wisdom: I said, I will bewise; but it[was]far 
from me. 

Ecclesiastes| 7:24 That which isfar off, and exceeding deep, who can find it out? 

Ecclesiastes| 7:25 I applied mine heart to know, and to search, and to seek out wisdom, 
and the reason [of things], and to know the wickednessof folly, even of foolishness [and] 
madness: 

Ecclesiastes| 7:26 And I find more bitter than death the woman, whose heart [is] snaresand 
nets, [and] her hands[as] bands: whoso pleaseth God shall escapefrom her; butthesinner 
shall betaken by her. 
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Ecclesiastes| 7:27 Behold, this have I found, saith the preacher, [counting] one by one, to 
find out theaccount: 

Ecclesiastes| 7:28 W hich yet my soul seeketh, but I find not: one man among a thousand 
have I found; but a woman among all those have I not found. 

Ecclesiastes| 7:29 Lo, thisonly have I found, that God hath made man upright; but they 
have sought out many inventions. 

Ecclesiastes| 8: 1 W ho [is] as the wise [man]? and who knoweth the interpretation of a 
thing?aman'swisdom maketh hisfaceto shine, and the boldnessof hisfaceshall be 
changed. 

Ecclesiastes| 8:2 I [counsel thee] to keep the king'scommandment, and [that] in regard of 
the oath of God. 

Ecclesiastes| 8:3 Be not hasty to go out of his sight: stand not in an evil thing; for he doeth 
whatsoever pleaseth him. 

Ecclesiastes| 8:4 W here the word of a king [is, there is] power: and who may say unto him, 
W hat doest thou? 

Ecclesiastes| 8:5 W hoso keepeth the commandment shall feel no evil thing: and a wise 
man's heart discerneth both time and judgment. 

Ecclesiastes| 8:6 Because to every purpose there is time and judgment, thereforethemisery 
of man [is] great upon him. 

Ecclesiastes| 8:7 For he knoweth not that which shall be: for who can tell him when it shall 
be? 

Ecclesiastes| 8:8 [There is] no man that hath power over the spirit to retain the spirit; 
neither [hath he] power in the day of death: and [there is] no discharge in [that] war; neither 
shall wickednessdeliver those that are given to it. 
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Ecclesiastes| 8:9 Ali this have I seen, and applied my heart unto every work that is done 
under the sun: [there is] a time wherein one man ruleth over another to his own hurt. 



Ecclesiastes| 8:10 And so I saw thewicked buried, who had comeand gonefrom theplace 
of the holy, and they wereforgotten in thecity wherethey had so done: this [is] also vanity. 

Ecclesiastes| 8:11 Because sentence against an evil work is not executed speedily, therefore 
the heart of the sons of men isfully set i n them to do evil.

Ecclesiastes| 8:16 W hen I applied mine heart to know wisdom, and toseethe businessthat 
isdone upon the earth: (for also [there is that] neither day nor night seeth sleep with his 
eyes: ) 

Ecclesiastes| 8:17 Then I beheld all the work of God, that a man cannot find out the work 
that isdone under the sun: because though a man labour to seek [it] out, yet he shall not 
find [it]; yea farther; though a wise [man] think to know [it], yet shall he not be able to find 
[it]. 
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Ecclesiastes| 9:1 For all this I considered i n my heart even to declare all this, that the 
righteous, and the wise, and their works, [are] in the hand of God: no man knoweth either 
love or hatred [by] all [that i s] beforethem. 

Ecclesiastes| 9:2 All [thingscome] aliketo all: [thereis] oneeventto the righteous, and to 
the wicked; to the good and to the clean, and to the unclean; to him that sacrificeth, and to 
him that sacrificeth not: as [is] the good, so [is] the sinner; [and] he that sweareth, as [he] 
that feareth an oath. 

Ecclesiastes| 9:3 This [is] an evil among all [things] that are done under the sun, that [there 
is] one event unto all: yea, also the heart of the sonsof men isfull of evil, and madness [is] 
i n their heart while they live, and after that [they go] to the dead. 

Ecclesiastes| 9:4 For to him that is joined to all the living there is hope: for a living dog is 
better than a dead I ion. 

Ecclesiastes| 9:5 For the living know that they shall die: but the dead know not any thing, 
neither have they any more a reward; for the memory of them is forgotten. 

Ecclesiastes| 9:6 Also their love, and their hatred, and their envy, isnow perished; neither 
have they any more a portion for ever in any [thing] that isdone under the sun. 

Ecclesiastes| 9:7 Go thy way, eat thy bread with joy, and drink thy wine with a merry 
heart; for God now accepteth thy works. 

Ecclesiastes| 9:8 Let thy garments be always white; and let thy head lack no ointment. 

Ecclesiastes| 9:9 Live joyfully with thewifewhom thou lovestall thedaysof thelifeof thy 
vanity, which he hath given thee under the sun, all the days of thy vanity: for that [is] thy 
portion in [this] life, and in thy labour which thou takest under the sun. 
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Ecclesiastes| 9:10 W hatsoever thy hand findeth to do, do [it] with thy might; for [there i s] 
no work, nor device, nor knowledge, nor wisdom, in thegrave, whither thou goest. 

Ecclesiastes| 9:11 1 returned, and saw under the sun, that the race [is] not to the swift, nor 
the battle to the strong, neither yet bread to the wise, nor yet riches to men of 
understanding, nor yet favour to men of skill; but time and chance happeneth to them all.

Isaiah| 53:3 H e isdespised and rejected of men; a man of sorrows, and acquainted with 
grief: and we hid as it were [our] facesfrom him; he wasdespised, and we esteemed him 
not. 

Isaiah| 53:4 Surely he hath borne our griefs, and carried our sorrows: yet we did esteem 
him stricken, smitten of God, and afflicted.

Isaiah| 54:2 Enlarge the place of thy tent, and letthem stretch forth thecurtainsof thine 
habitations: spare not, lengthen thy cords, and strengthen thy stakes; 
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Isaiah| 54:3 For thou shalt break forth on the right hand and on the left; and thy seed shall 
inherit the Gentiles, and make the desolate cities to beinhabited. 

Isaiah| 54:4 Fear not; for thou shalt not be ashamed: neither be thou confounded; for thou 
shalt not be put to shame: for thou shalt forget the shame of thy youth, and shalt not 
remember the reproach of thy widowhood any more. 

Isaiah| 54:5 For thy Maker [is] thine husband; theLORD of hosts [is] hisname; and thy 
Redeemer the Holy Oneof Israel; TheGod of thewholeearth shall he becalled. 

Isaiah| 54:6 For theLORD hath called theeasawoman forsaken and grieved in spirit, anda 
wifeof youth, when thou wast refused, saiththy God. 

Isaiah| 54:7 For asmall moment have I forsaken thee; but with great mercieswill I gather 
thee. 

Isaiah| 54:8 In alittlewrath I hid myfacefrom thee for a moment; but with everlasting 
kindnesswill I have mercy on thee, saith theLORD thy Redeemer. 

Isaiah| 54:9 For this [is as] the waters of N oah unto me: for [as] I havesworn thatthewaters 
of Noah should no morego over theearth; so have I sworn that I would not be wroth with 
thee, nor rebukethee. 

Isaiah| 54:10 For the mountains shall depart, and the hillsberemoved; but my kindness 
shall not depart from thee, neither shall the covenant of my peace be removed, saith the 
LO R D that hath mercy on thee. 

Isaiah| 54:11 thou afflicted, tossed with tempest, [and] not comforted, behold, I will lay 
thy stones with fair colours, and lay thy foundations with sapphires. 

Isaiah| 54:12 And I will make thy windowsof agates, and thy gatesof carbuncles, and all 
thy borders of pleasant stones.

Isaiah| 55:9 For [as] the heavensare higher than the earth, so are my ways higher than your 
ways, and my thoughts than your thoughts. 

Isaiah| 55:10 For as the rain cometh down, and thesnow from heaven, and returneth not 
thither, but watereth the earth, and maketh it bring forth and bud, that it may give seed to 
the sower, and bread to the eater:

Isaiah| 56:11 Yea, [they are] greedy dogs [which] can never have enough, and they [are] 
shepherds [that] cannot understand: they all look to their own way, every onefor hisgain, 
from hisquarter. 

Isaiah| 56:12 Comeye, [say they], I will fetch wine, and we will fiil ourselveswith strong 
drink; and to morrow shall beasthisday, [and] much more abundant. 

Isaiah| 57:1 The righteous perisheth, and no man layeth [it] to heart: and merciful men [are] 
taken away, none considering that the righteous is taken away from the evil [to come]. 

Isaiah| 57:2 H e shall enter into peace: they shall rest in their beds, [each one] walking [in] 
hisuprightness. 

Isaiah| 57:3 Butdraw near hither, yesonsof the sorceress, theseed of theadulterer and the 
whore. 

Isaiah| 57:4 Against whom do ye sport yourselves? against whom make ye a wide mouth, 
[and] draw out the tongue? [are] ye not children of transgression, a seed of falsehood, 

lsaiah| 57:5 Enflaming yourselves with idolsunder every green tree, slaying the children in 
the valleys under the clifts of the rocks? 
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Isaiah| 57:6 Among the smooth [stones] of the stream [is] thy portion; they, they [are] thy 
lot: even to them hast thou poured a drink offering, thou hast offered a meat offering. 
Should I receive comfort in these? 



Isaiah| 57:7 U pon a lofty and high mountain hast thou set thy bed: even thither wentest 
thou up to offer sacrifice. 

Isaiah| 57:8 Behind the doors also and the posts hast thou set up thy remembrance: for thou 
hast discovered [thyself to another] than me, and art gone up; thou hast enlarged thy bed, 
and made thee [a covenant] with them; thou lovedst their bed where thou sawest [it]. 

Isaiah| 57:9 And thou wentest to the king with ointment, and didst increasethy perfumes, 
and didst send thy messengersfar off, and didst debase [thyself even] unto hell. 

Isaiah| 57:10 Thou art wearied in the greatness of thy way; [yet] saidstthou not, There is 
no hope: thou hast found the life of thine hand; therefore thou wast not grieved. 

Isaiah| 57:11 And of whom hast thou been afraid or feared, that thou hast lied, and hast not 
remembered me, nor laid [it] to thy heart? have not I held my peace even of old, and thou 
fearest me not? 



Isaiah| 57:12 I will declare thy righteousness, and thy works; for they shall not profit thee. 

Isaiah| 57:13 W hen thou criest, letthy companiesdeliver thee; butthewind shall carry 
them all away; vanity shall take [them]: but he that putteth histrust in me shall possessthe 
land, and shall inherit my holy mountain; 

lsaiah| 57:14 And shall say, Castyeup, castyeup, prepare the way, take up the stumbling 
block out of the way of my people. 
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Isaiah| 57:15 For thussaith the high and lofty O nethat inhabiteth eternity, whose name [is] 
Holy; I dwell in the high and holy [place], with him also [that is] of a contrite and humble 
spirit, to revive the spirit of the humble, and to revive the heart of the contrite ones. 

Isaiah| 57:16 For I will not contend for ever, neither will I bealwayswroth: for the spirit 
should fail before me, and the souls [which] I have made. 

Isaiah| 57:17 For the iniquity of his covetousness was I wroth, and smote him: I hid me, and 
waswroth, and he went on frowardly in theway of his heart. 

Isaiah| 57:18 1 haveseen hisways, and will heal him: I will lead him also, and restore 
comforts unto him and to his mourners. 

Isaiah| 57:19 1 createthefruit of the lips; Peace, peaceto [him that is] far off, and to [him 
that is] near, saith the LORD; and I will heal him. 

Isaiah| 57:20 But thewicked [are] likethetroubled sea, when it cannot rest, whose waters 
cast up mire and dirt. 

Isaiah| 57:21 [There is] no peace, saith my God, to the wicked. 

Isaiah| 58:1 Cry aloud, sparenot, lift upthy voicelikeatrumpet, and show my people 
their transgression, and the houseof Jacobtheir sins. 



Isaiah| 58:2 Yettheyseek medaily, and delight to know myways, asanation that di 
righteousness, and forsook not the ordinanceof their God: they ask of metheordinancesof 
justice; they take delight in approaching to God. 

Isaiah| 58:3 W herefore have we fasted, [say they], and thou seest not? [wherefore] have we 
afflicted our soul, and thou takest no knowledge? Behold, intheday of your fastyefind 
pleasure, and exact all your labours. 
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Isaiah| 58:4 Behold, ye fast for strife and debate, and to smite with the fist of wickedness: 
ye shall not fast as [ye do this] day, to make your voice to be heard on high. 



Isaiah 58:5 Is it such a fast that I have chosen? a day for a man to afflict his soul? [is it] to 
bow down his head as a bulrush, and to spread sackcloth and ashes [under him]? wilt thou 
call this a fast, and an acceptable day to the LO R D ? 

Isaiah| 58:6 [I s] not this the fast that I have chosen? to I oose the bandsof wickedness, to 
undo the heavy burdens, and to let the oppressed go free, and that ye break every yoke? 

Isaiah| 58:7 [Is it] not to deal thy bread to the hungry, and that thou bring the poor that are 
cast out to thy house? when thou seest the naked, that thou cover him; and that thou hide 
not thyself from thine own flesh? 

Isaiah| 58:8 Then shall thylight break forth as the morning, and thine health shall spring 
forth speedily: and thy righteousness shall go before thee; the glory of the LO R D shall be 
thy rereward. 

Isaiah| 58:9 Then shalt thou call, and the LO RD shall answer; thou shalt cry, and he shall 
say, Herel [am]. Ifthou takeaway from the midstof thee the yoke, the putting forth ofthe 
finger, and speaking vanity; 

lsaiah| 58:10 And [if] thou draw out thy soul to the hungry, and satisfy theafflicted soul; 
then shall thy light rise i n obscurity, and thy darkness [be] as the noon day: 
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Isaiah| 58:11 And theLORD shall guide thee continually, and satisfy thy soul indrought, 
and makefat thy bones: and thou shalt be like a watered garden, and like a spring of water, 
whose watersfail not.

Isaiah| 59:3 For your handsaredefiled with blood, and your fingerswith iniquity; your lips 
have spoken lies, your tongue hath muttered perverseness. 

Isaiah| 59:4 N one calleth for justice, nor [any] pleadeth for truth: they trust in vanity, and 
speak lies; they conceive mischief, and bringforth iniquity. 

Isaiah| 59:5 They hatch cockatrice' eggs, and weave the spider's web: he that eateth of their 
eggsdieth, and that which iscrushed breaketh out into a viper. 
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Isaiah| 59:6 Their webs shall not become garments, neither shall they cover themselves 
with their works: their works [are] works of iniquity, and the act of violence [is] in their 
hands. 

Isaiah| 59:7 Their feet run to evil, and they make hasteto shed innocent blood: their 
thoughts [are] thoughtsof iniquity; wasting and destruction [are] in their paths. 

Isaiah| 59:8 The wayof peace they know not; and [there is] nojudgment in their goings: 
they have madethem crooked paths: whosoever goeth therein shall not know peace. 

I sai ah | 59:9 Therefore is judgment far from us, neither doth justice overtake us: we wait 
for light, but behold obscurity; for brightness, [but] we walk in darkness. 

Isaiah| 59:10 W e grope for the wali likethe blind, and wegropeasif [wehad] noeyes: we 
stumble at noon day as in the night; [we are] in desolate places as dead [men]. 

I sai ah | 59:11 Weroar all likebears, and mourn sore like doves: welook for judgment, but 
[there is] none; for salvation, [but] it isfar off from us. 

Isaiah| 59:12 For our transgressionsaremultiplied beforethee, and our sinstestify against 
us: for our transgressions [are] with us; and [as for] our iniquities, we know them; 

lsaiah| 59:13 In transgressing and lying against the LORD, and departingaway from our 
God, speaking oppression and revolt, conceiving and uttering from the heart wordsof 
falsehood. 

I sai ah | 59:14 And judgment isturned away backward, and justice standeth afar off: for 
truth isfallen in the street, and eguity cannot enter.

and the LO R D saw [it] ( and it displeased him that [there was] no judgment. 

Isaiah| 59:16 And he saw that [there was] no man, and wondered that [there was] no 
intercessor: therefore hisarm brought salvation unto him; and hisrighteousness, it 
sustained him. 

Isaiah| 59:17 For he puton righteousness as a breastplate, and an helmetof salvation upon 
his head; and he put on the garments of vengeance [for] clothing, and was clad with zeal as a 
cloak. 

Isaiah| 59:18 Accordingto [their] deeds, accordingly he will repay, furyto hisadversaries, 
recompense to hisenemies; to the islands he will repay recompense.

eremiah 6:9 Thus saith the LO RD of hosts, They shall thoroughly glean theremnantof 
Israel as a vine: tur n back thine hand as a grapegatherer into the baskets. 

eremiah| 6:10 To whom shall I speak, and give warning, that they may hear? behold, their 
ear [is] uncircumcised, and they cannot hearken: behold, theword of the LORD isunto 
them a reproach; they have no delight i n it. 

eremiah| 6: 11 Therefore I am full of the furyof the LORD; I am weary with holdingin: I 
will pour it out upon the children abroad, and upon the assembly of young men together: 
for even the husband with the wife shall be taken, the aged with [him that is] full of days. 

eremiah| 6:12 And their houses shall beturned unto others, [with their] fields and wives 
together: for I will stretch out my hand upon the inhabitantsof the land, saith the LORD. 

eremiah 6: 13 For from the least of them even unto the greatest of them every one [is] 
given to covetousness; and from the prophet even unto the priest every one dealeth falsely. 
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J eremiah| 6: 14 T hey have healed also the hurt [of the daughter] of my people slightly, 
saying, Peace, peace; when [there i s] no peace. 



Jeremiah| 6:15 W ere they ashamed when they had committed abomination? nay, they were 
not at all ashamed, neither could they blush: therefore they shall fail among them that fail: 
atthetime [that] I visi t them they shall becastdown, saiththeLORD. 

Jeremiah| 6:16 Thus saiththeLORD, Stand yeintheways, and see, andaskfortheold 
paths, where [is] the good way, and walk therein, and ye shall find rest for your souls. But 
they said, W e will not walk [therein]. 

Jeremiah| 6:17 Also I set watchmen over you, [saying], Hearken to thesound of the 
trumpet. But they said, W e will not hearken. 

Jeremiah| 6:18 Therefore hear, ye nations, and know, O congregation, what [is] among 
them. 



Jeremiah| 6:19 Hear, O earth: behold, I will bringevil uponthis people, [even] thefruit of 
their thoughts, becausethey have not hearkened unto my words, nor to my law, but 
rejected it. 

J eremiah| 6:20 To what purpose cometh there to me incensefrom Sheba, and thesweet 
cane from a far country? your burnt offerings [are] not acceptable, nor your sacrifices sweet 
unto me. 



Jeremiah| 6:21 Therefore thus saiththeLORD, Behold, I will lay stumblingblocks before 
this people, and the fathers and thesonstogether shall fail uponthem; the neighbour and 
hisfriend shall perish. 

J eremiah| 6: 22 T hus saith the LO R D , Behold, a people cometh from the north country, 
and a great nation shall be raised from the sides of the earth. 
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eremiah| 6:23 They shall lay hold on bow and spear; they [are] cruel, and have no mercy; 
their voice roareth like the sea; and they ride upon horses, set in array as men for war 
againstthee, O daughter of Zion. 

eremiah| 6:24 W e have heard thefame thereof: our hands wax feeble: anguish hath taken 
hold of us, [and] pain, as of a woman in travail. 

eremiah| 6: 25 Go not forth into the field, nor walk by the way; for the sword of the 
enemy [and] fear [is] on every side. 

eremiah| 6:26 O daughter of my people, gird [thee] with sackdoth, and wallow thyself in 
ashes: makethee mourning, [as for] anonlyson, most bitter lamentation: for thespoiler 
shall suddenly come upon us. 

eremiah| 6: 27 I have set thee [for] a tower [and] a fortress among my people, that thou 
mayest know and try their way. 

eremiah| 6:28 They [are] all grievous revolters, walkingwith slanders: [they are] brassand 
ron; they [are] all corrupters. 

eremiah| 6:29 The bellowsare burned, thelead isconsumed ofthefire; thefounder 
melteth in vain: for the wicked are not plucked away. 

eremiah 6:30 Reprobate silver shall [men] call them, because the LO RD hath rejected 
them. 

eremiah| 7:lTheword that cameto J eremiah from theLORD, saying, 

eremiah| 7:2 Stand i n the gate of the L O R D 's house, and proclaim therethisword, and 
say, Heartheword of the LO RD, all [ye of] J udah, thatenter in at these gates to worship 
theLORD. 

Jeremiah| 7:3 Thussaith theLORD of hosts, theGod of Israel, A mend yourwaysand your 
doings, and I will cause you to dwell in this place. 
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eremiah| 7:4 Trust ye notin lying words, saying, Thetempleof theLORD, Thetempleof 
theLORD, Thetempleof theLORD, [are] these. 

eremiah| 7:5 For if yethoroughly amend yourwaysand yourdoings; if yethoroughly 
execute judgment between a man and his neighbour; 

eremiah| 7:6 [If] ye oppress not the stranger, thefatherless, and the widow, and shed not 
nnocent blood i n this place, neither walk after other godsto your hurt: 

eremiah| 7:7Then will I causeyou to dwell in this place, in the land that I gaveto your 
fathers, for ever and ever. 

eremiah| 7:8 Behold, ye trust in lying words, that cannot profit. 

eremiah| 7:9 W ill yesteal, murder, and commit adultery, and swear falsely, and burn 
ncense unto Baal, and walk after other godswhom ye know not; 

eremiah| 7:10 And comeand stand before mein thishouse, which iscalled by my name, 
and say, W e are delivered to do all these abominations? 

eremiah| 7:11 Is thishouse, which iscalled by my name, becomeaden of robbersinyour 
eyes? Behold, even I have seen [it], saith the LO RD. 

eremiah| 7:12 But go ye now unto my place which [w as] in Shiloh, where I set my nameat 
thefirst, and see what I did to it for the wickednessof my people Israel. 

eremiah| 7:13 And now, becauseye have done all these works, saith theLORD, and I 
spake unto you, rising up early and speaking, but ye heard not; and I called you, but ye 
answered not; 

eremiah| 7:14 Therefore will I do unto [this] house, which iscalled by my name, wherein 
ye trust, and unto the place which I gave to you and to your fathers, as I have done to 
Shiloh. 
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Jeremiah| 7:15 And I will cast you out of my sight, as I have cast out all your brethren, 
[even] the whole seed of Ephraim. 

J eremiah| 7:16 Therefore pray not thou for this people, neither lift up cry nor prayer for 
them, neither make intercession to me: for I will not hear thee. 

Jeremiah| 7:17 Seest thou not whatthey do in thecitiesof Judah and inthestreetsof 
Jerusalem? 

Jeremiah| 7: 18 The children gatherwood, and thefatherskindlethefire, and thewomen 
knead [their] dough, to make cakesto the queen of heaven, and to pour out drink offerings 
unto other gods, that they may provoke me to anger. 

J eremiah| 7: 19 Do they provoke me to anger? saith the LO R D : [do they] not [provoke] 
themselves to the confusion of their own faces? 



Jeremiah| 7: 20 T herefore thus saith the Lord G O D ; Behold, mine anger and myfuryshall 
be poured out upon this place, upon man, and upon beast, and upon the trees of the field, 
and upon the fruit of the ground; and it shall burn, and shall not be quenched. 

J eremiah| 7: 21 Thus saith the LORD of hosts, theGod of Israel; Put your burnt offerings 
unto your sacrifices, and eat flesh. 

Jeremiah| 7:22 For I spake not unto your fathers, nor commanded them in the day that I 
brought them out of the land of Egypt, concerning burnt offerings or sacrifices: 

Jeremiah 7:23 But this thing commanded I them, saying, Obey my voice, and I will be 
your God, and ye shall be my people: and walk ye in all the waysthat I have commanded 
you, that it may be well unto you. 
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Jeremiah| 7:24 But they hearkened not, nor inclined their ear, butwalked in the counsels 
[and] in the imagination of their evil heart, and went backward, and notforward. 

J eremiah| 7: 25 Since the day that your fathers came forth out of the land of Egypt unto this 
day I have even sent unto you all my servantsthe prophets, daily rising up early and sending 
[them]: 

J eremiah| 7:26 Yet they hearkened not unto me, nor inclined their ear, but hardened their 
neck: they did worse than their fathers. 

Jeremiah| 7:27 Therefore thou shalt speak all thesewords unto them; but they will not 
hearken to thee: thou shalt also call unto them; but they will not answer thee. 

J eremiah| 7:28 But thou shalt say unto them, This [is] a nation that obeyeth not the voice of 
the LO RD their God, nor receiveth correction: truth is perished, and iscut off from their 
mouth. 



J eremiah| 7:29 Cut off thinehair, [O Jerusalem], and cast [it] away, and takeupa 
lamentation on high places; for the LO RD hath rejected and forsaken the generation of his 
wrath. 



J eremiah| 7:30 For thechildren ofjudah have done evil in mysight, saiththeLORD: they 
have set their abominations in the house which is called by my name, to pollute it. 

J eremiah| 7:31 And they have built the high places of Tophet, which [is] inthevalley of the 
son of Hinnom, to burn their sonsand their daughtersin thefire; which I commanded 
[them] not, neither came it into my heart. 

J eremiah| 7: 32 Therefore, behold, thedayscome, saiththeLORD, thatitshall no morebe 
called Tophet, nor the valley of the son of H innom, but the valley of slaughter: for they 
shall bury in Tophet, till there be no place. 
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J eremiah| 7:33 And the carcases of this people shall be meat for the fowls of the heaven, 
and for the beasts of the earth; and none shall fray [them] away. 

J eremiah| 7: 34 Then will I causeto ceasefrom the cities of J udah, and from the streets of 
J erusalem, the voice of mirth, and the voice of gladness, the voice of the bridegroom, and 
the voice of the bride: for the land shall be desolate. 

J eremiah| 8:1 Atthattime, saith the LO RD, they shall bringoutthe bonesof thekingsof 
J udah, and the bones of his princes, and the bones of the priests, and the bones of the 
prophets, and the bonesof the inhabitantsof J erusalem, out of their graves: 

J eremiah| 8:2 And they shall spread them beforethesun, and the moon, and allthe host of 
heaven, whom they have loved, and whom they have served, and after whom they have 
walked, and whom they have sought, and whom they have worshipped: they shall not be 
gathered, nor be buried; they shall be for dung upon the face of the earth.

Jeremiah| 8:5 W hy [then] isthis people of J erusalem slidden back by a perpetual 
backsliding? they hold fast deceit, they refuseto return. 
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Jeremiah| 8:6 1 hearkened and heard, [but] they spake not aright: no man repented him of 
his wickedness, saying, W hat have I done? every one turned to his course, asthe horse 
rusheth into the battle. 



Jeremiah| 8:7 Yea, the stork in the heaven knoweth her appointed times; and the turtle and 
the crane and the swallow observe the time of their coming; but my people know not the 
judgment of the LORD. 

J eremiah| 8:8 H ow do yesay, We[are] wise, and thelaw of the LORD [is] with us?Lo, 
certainly in vain made he [it]; the pen of the scribes [is] in vain. 

J eremiah| 8:9 The wise [men] are ashamed, they are dismayed and taken: lo, they have 
rejected the word of the LORD; and whatwisdom [is] inthem? 

J eremiah| 8: 10 Therefore will I give their wivesunto others, [and] their fieldsto them that 
shall inherit [them]: for every one from the least even unto the greatest isgiven to 
covetousness, from the prophet even unto the priest every one dealeth falsely. 

J eremiah| 8:11 For they have healed the hurt of the daughter of my people slightly, saying, 
Peace, peace; when [there is] no peace. 

J eremiah| 8: 12 W ere they ashamed when they had committed abomination? nay, they were 
not at all ashamed, neither could they blush: therefore shall they fail among them that fail: 
in the time of their visitation they shall becastdown, saith the LORD. 

J eremiah| 8:13 1 will surely consumethem, saith the LORD: [there shall be] no grapeson 
the vine, nor figson thefigtree, and the leaf shall fade; and [the things that] I havegiven 
them shall passaway from them. 
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Jeremiah| 8:14 W hy do we sit still? assemble yourselves, and letusenter into thedefenced 
cities, and let us be silent there: for the LO RD our God hath put usto silence, and given us 
water of gali todrink, becausewehavesinned against the LO RD . 

J eremiah| 8:15 W e looked for peace, but no good [came; and] for atimeof health, and 
behold trouble! 

Jeremiah 8:16 The snorting of his horses was heard from Dan: the whole land trembled at 
the sound of the neighing of his strong ones; for they are come, and have devoured the 
land, and all that is in it; the city, and thosethat dwell therein. 

Jeremiah| 8:17 For, behold, I will send serpents, cockatrices, amongyou, which [w i 1 1 ] not 
[be] charmed, and they shall bite you, saith the LO RD. 

Jeremiah| 8:18 [When]l would comfort myself against sorrow, my heart [is] faint in me. 

J eremiah| 8: 19 Behold the voice of the cry of the daughter of my people because of them 
that dwell inafar country: [Is] nottheLORD in Zion? [is] not her kingin her? W hy have 
they provoked me to anger with their graven images, [and] with strange vanities? 

Jeremiah| 8:20 The harvest is past, thesummer isended, and we are not saved. 

J eremiah| 8: 21 For the hurt of the daughter of my people am I hurt; I am black; 
astonishment hath taken hold on me. 

J eremiah| 8:22 [Is there] no balm in Gilead; [is there] no physician there? whythen isnot 
the health of the daughter of my people recovered? 
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J eremiah| 9: 1 h that my head were waters, and mine eyes a fountain of tears, that I might 
weep day and night for the slain of the daughter of my people! 

J eremiah| 9:2 O h that I had in thewildernessalodging placeof wayfaring men; that I might 
leave my people, and go from them! for they [be] all adulterers, an assembly of treacherous 
men. 

Jeremiah| 9:3 And they bend their tongues [like] their bow [for] lies: butthey are not 
valiant for the truth upon the earth; for they proceed from evil to evil, and they know not 
me, saith theLORD. 

J eremiah| 9:4Takeye heed every oneof hisneighbour, and trustyenot in any brother: for 
every brother will utterly supplant, and every neighbour will walk with slanders. 

Jeremiah| 9:5 And they will deceive every one hisneighbour, and will not speak the truth: 
they have taught their tongue to speak lies, [and] weary themselvesto commit iniquity. 

J eremiah| 9:6 Thine habitation [is] in the midst of deceit; through deceit they refuse to 
know me, saith theLORD. 

Jeremiah| 9: 7 T herefore thus saith the LO R D of hosts, Behold, I will meltthem, and try 
them; for how shall I do for the daughter of my people? 

J eremiah| 9:8 Their tongue [is as] an arrow shot out; it speaketh deceit: [one] speaketh 
peaceably to his neighbour with his mouth, but in heart he layeth his wait. 

J eremiah| 9:9 Shall I not visit them for these [things]? saith theLORD: shall not mysoul be 
avenged on such a nation asthis? 

J eremiah| 9:10 For the mountainswill I takeupaweepingand wailing, and for the 
habitationsof thewildernessalamentation, becausethey areburned up, so that none can 
pass through [them]; neither can [men] hear thevoiceof thecattle; boththefowl of the 
heavens and the beast are fled; they are gone. 
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Jeremiah| 9:11 And I will makejerusalem heaps, [and] a den of dragons; and I will make 
thecitiesof Judah desolate, without an inhabitant. 

J eremiah| 9:12 W ho [is] the wise man, that may understand this? and [who ishe] to whom 
the mouth of the LO RD hath spoken, that he may declare it, for what the land perisheth 
[and] is burned up like a wilderness, that none passeth through? 

J eremiah| 9:13 And the LORD saith, Becausethey haveforsaken my law which I set before 
them, and have not obeyed my voice, neither walked therein; 

J eremiah| 9:14 But have walked after the imagination of their own heart, and after Baalim, 
which their fathers taught them: 

J eremiah| 9: 15 T herefore thus saith the LORD of hosts, theGod of Israel; Behold, I will 
feed them, [even] this people, with wormwood, and give them water of gali to drink. 

J eremiah| 9:16 1 will scatter them also among the heathen, whom neither they nor their 
fathers have known: and I will send a sword after them, till I have consumed them. 

J eremiah| 9: 17 Thus saith the LORD of hosts, Consider ye, and callfor the mourning 
women, that they may come; and send for cunning [women], that they may come: 

J eremiah| 9:18 And letthem make haste, and takeup awailingfor us, that our eyesmay 
run down with tears, and our eyelidsgush out with waters. 

J eremiah| 9:19 For a voice of wailing isheard out of Zion, How arewespoiled! weare 
greatly confounded, because we have forsaken the land, because our dwellings have cast 
[us] out. 
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Jeremiah| 9:20 Yet hear theword of the LORD, O yewomen, and letyourear receivethe 
word of his mouth, and teach your daughters wailing, and every one her neighbour 
lamentation. 



J eremiah| 9:21 For death iscomeup into our windows, [and] isentered into our palaces, to 
cut off the children from without, [and] the young men from the streets. 

J eremiah| 9:22 Speak, Thussaith the LORD, Even the carcases of men shall fail asdung 
upon the open field, and as the handful after the harvestman, and none shall gather [them]. 

J eremiah| 9:23 Thussaith the LORD, Let not the wise [man] glory in hiswisdom, neither 
let the mighty [man] glory in his might, let not the rich [man] glory in his riches: 

J eremiah| 9:24 But let him that glorieth glory in this, that he understandeth and knoweth 
me, that I [am] the LO RD which exercise lovingkindness, judgment, and righteousness, in 
the earth: for i n these [things] I delight, saith the LO RD. 

Jeremiah| 9:25 Behold, thedayscome, saith the LORD, that I will punish all [them which 
are] circumcised with the uncircumcised; 

J eremiah| 9:26 Egypt, andjudah, andEdom, and the children of Ammon, andMoab, and 
all [that are] in the utmost corners, that dwell in the wilderness: for all [these] nations [are] 
uncircumcised, and all the house of Israel [are] uncircumcised in the heart. 

Jeremiah 10:1 Hear ye the word which the LORD speaketh unto you, O house of Israel: 
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Jeremiah| 10:2 Thus saith the LO RD, Learn nottheway of the heathen, and benot 
dismayed at the signs of heaven; for the heathen are dismayed at them. 

J eremiah| 10:3 For thecustomsof the people [are] vain: for [one] cutteth a tree out of the 
forest, the work of the hands of the workman, with the ax. 

Jeremiah| 10:4 They deck it with silver and with gold; they fasten it with nailsand with 
hammers, that it move not. 

Jeremiah| 10:5 They [are] upright as the pai m tree, but speak not: they must needs be 
borne, because they cannot go. Be not afraid of them; for they cannot do evil, neither also 
[is it] in them to do good. 

J eremiah| 10:6 Forasmuch as [there is] none like unto thee, O LORD; thou [art] great, and 
thy name[is] great in might. 

Jeremiah| 10:7 W ho would notfear thee, O King of nations? for to theedoth it appertain: 
forasmuch as among all the wise [men] of the nations, and in all their kingdoms, [there is] 
none like unto thee. 

J eremiah| 10:8 But they are altogether brutish and foolish: the stock [is] a doctrine of 
vanities. 

J eremiah| 10:9 Silver spread into plates is brought from Tarshish, and gold from U phaz, 
the work of the workman, and of the hands of the founder: blue and purple [is] their 
clothing: they [are] all the work of cunning [men]. 

J eremiah| 10:10 But the LORD [is] the true God, he [is] the living God, and an everlasting 
king: at his wrath the earth shall tremble, and the nations shall not be able to abide his 
indignation. 

J eremiah| 10: 11 T hus shall ye say unto them, T he gods that have not made the heavens and 
the earth, [even] they shall perish from the earth, and from under these heavens. 
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Jeremiah| 10:12 Hehath made the earth by hispower, hehathestablished theworld by his 
wisdom, and hath stretched out the heavens by his discretion. 

Jeremiah| 10:13 W hen he uttereth his voice, [there i s] a multitude of waters in the heavens, 
and he causeth the vapours to ascend from the ends of the earth; he maketh lightnings with 
rain, and bringeth forth the wind out of histreasures. 

J eremiah| 10:14 Every man isbrutish i n [his] knowledge: everyfounder isconfounded by 
the graven image: for his molten image [is] falsehood, and [there i s] no breath in them. 

Jeremiah| 10:15 T hey [are] vanity, [and] the work of errors: inthetimeof their visitation 
they shall perish. 

Jeremiah| 10:16 The portion of Jacob [is] not likethem: for he [is] the former of all 
[things]; and Israel [is] the rod of his inheritance: The LO R D of hosts [is] his name. 

J eremiah| 10:17 Gather upthy waresoutof theland, O inhabitantof thefortress. 

J eremiah| 10:18 For thussaith the LO RD, Behold, I will slingouttheinhabitantsof the 
land atthisonce, and will distressthem, thatthey mayfind [itso]. 

J eremiah| 10: 19 W oe isme for my hurt! my wound isgrievous: butl said, Truly this [is] a 
grief, and I must bear it. 

J eremiah| 10:20 M y tabernacle is spoiled, and all my cordsarebroken: mychildren are 
gone forth of me, and they [are] not: [there is] none to stretch forth my tent any more, and 
to set u p my curtains. 

J eremiah| 10:21 For the pastors are become brutish, and havenotsoughttheLORD: 
therefore they shall not prosper, and all their flocks shall bescattered. 
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J eremiah| 10:22 Behold, the noise of the bruit is come, and a great commotion out of the 
north country, to makethecitiesof Judah desolate, [and] a den of dragons. 



eremiah| 10:23 O LORD, I know that the way of man [is] not in himself: [it is] not in man 
that walketh to direct his steps. 

eremiah 10:24 LORD, correctme, but with judgment; not in thineanger, lestthou 
bring meto nothing. 

eremiah| 10:25 Pour out thy fury upon the heathen that know thee not, and upon the 
families that call not on thy name: for they have eaten up Jacob, and devoured him, and 
consumed him, and have made his habitation desolate. 

eremiah| 11:1 The word that cameto J eremiah from the LORD, saying, 

eremiah| 11:2 Hear yethewordsof thiscovenant, and speak unto the men of Judah, and 
to the inhabitants of Jerusalem; 

eremiah| 11:3 And say thou unto them, Thus saith the LO RD God of Israel; Cursed [be] 
the man that obeyeth not the words of this covenant, 

eremiah| 11:4 W hich I commanded your fathers in the day [that] I brought them forth out 
of the land of Egypt, from the iron furnace, saying, O bey my voice, and do them, 
according to all which I command you: so shall ye be my people, and I will be your God: 

eremiah| 11:5 That I may perform the oath which I have sworn unto your fathers, to give 
them a land flowing with milk and honey, as [it is] this day. Then answered I, and said, So 
beit, O LORD. 

eremiah| 11:6 Then the LORD said unto me, Proclaim all these words in the citiesof 
udah, and in the streetsof Jerusalem, saying, Hear yethewordsof thiscovenant, and do 
them. 
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Jeremiah| 11:7 For I earnestly protested unto your fathers in the day [that] I brought them 
up out of the land of Egypt, [even] unto this day, rising early and protesting, saying, O bey 
my voice. 

J eremiah| 11:8 Yet they obeyed not, nor inclined their ear, but walked every one in the 
imagination of their evil heart: therefore I will bring upon them all the words of this 
covenant, which I commanded [them] to do; but they did [them] not. 

J eremiah| 11:9 And theLORD said unto me, A conspiracy isfound among the men of 
J udah, and among the inhabitants of J erusalem. 

Jeremiah| 11: 10 They areturned back to the iniquitiesof their forefathers, which refused 
to hear my words; and they went after other gods to serve them: the house of Israel and the 
house of J udah have broken my covenant which I made with their fathers. 

Jeremiah| 11:11 Therefore thussaith theLORD, Behold, I will bring evil upon them, 
which they shall not be able to escape; and though they shall cry unto me, I will not 
hearken unto them. 

Jeremiah| 11:12 Then shall thecitiesofjudah and inhabitants of J erusalem go, and cry unto 
the gods unto whom they offer incense: but they shall not save them at all in the time of 
their trouble. 

Jeremiah| 11:13 For [according to] the number of thy citieswerethy gods, O J udah; and 
[according to] the number of the streets of J erusalem have ye set up altars to [that] shameful 
thing, [even] altars to burn incense unto Baal. 
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Jeremiah| 11:14 Therefore pray not thou for this people, neither liftupacryor prayerfor 
them: for I will not hear [themj in the time that they cry unto me for their trouble. 

Jeremiah| 11:15 W hat hath my beloved to do in mine house, [seeing] she hath wrought 
lewdness with many, and the holy flesh is passed from thee? when thou doest evil, then 
thou rejoicest.

Jeremiah| 11:17 For the LORD of hosts, that planted thee, hath pronounced evil against 
thee, for the evil of the house of Israel and of the house of J udah, which they have done 
against themselvesto provoke me to anger in offering incense unto Baal. 

Jeremiah| 11:18 And the LORD hath given meknowledge[of it], and I know [it]: then 
thou showedst me their doings. 

Jeremiah| 11:19 But I [w as] likealamb [or] an ox [that] isbroughtto theslaughter; and I 
knew not that they had devised devices against me, [saying], Let us destroy the tree with 
the fruit thereof, and let us cut him off from the land of the living, that his name may be no 
more remembered. 

Jeremiah| 11:20 But, O LORD of hosts, that judgest righteously, that triest the reins and 
the heart, let me see thy vengeance on them: for unto thee have I revealed my cause. 

Jeremiah| 11:21 Therefore thussaith the LORD ofthemen ofAnathoth, that seek thy life, 
saying, Prophesy not in the name of the LORD, that thou die not by our hand: 
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Jeremiah| 11:22 Therefore thus saith the LO RD of hosts, Behold, I will punishthem: the 
young men shall die by the sword; their sons and their daughters shall die by famine: 

J eremiah| 11:23 And there shall beno remnant ofthem: for I will bringevil uponthe men 
of Anathoth, [even] the year of their visitation. 

J eremiah| 12:1 Righteous [art] thou, O LORD, when I plead with thee: yet let metalk 
with thee of [thy] judgments: W herefore doth the way of the wicked prosper? [wherefore] 
are all they happy that deal very treacherously? 

J eremiah| 12:2 Thou hast planted them, yea, they have taken root: they grow, yea, they 
bring forth fruit: thou [art] near in their mouth, and far from their reins. 

Jeremiah| 12:3 But thou, O LORD, knowestme: thou hastseen me, andtried mineheart 
toward thee: puli them out like sheep for the slaughter, and prepare them for the day of 
slaughter.

J eremiah| 12:5 If thou hast run with thefootmen, and they have wearied thee, then how 
canst thou contend with horses? and [if] in the land of peace, [wherein] thou trustedst, [they 
wearied thee], then how wiltthou do in the swelling of J ordan? 

J eremiah| 12:6 For even thy brethren, and the house of thy father, even they have dealt 
treacherously with thee; yea, they have called a multitude after thee: believe them not, 
though they speak fair words unto thee. 
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Jeremiah| 12:7 I have forsaken mine house, I have left mine heritage; I have given the 
dearly beloved of my soul into the hand of her enemies. 

J eremiah| 12:8 Mine heritage isunto measalion in theforest; it crieth out against me: 
therefore have I hated it. 

Jeremiah| 12:9 M ine heritage [is] unto me [as] aspeckled bird, the birdsround about [are] 
against her; come ye, assemble all the beasts of the field, come to devour. 

J eremiah| 12: 10 M any pastors have destroyed my vineyard, they have trodden my portion 
under foot, they have made my pleasant portion a desolate wilderness. 

J eremiah| 12:11 They have made it desolate, [and being] desolate it mourneth unto me; the 
whole land is made desolate, because no man layeth [it] to heart. 

J eremiah| 12:12 The spoilers are come upon all high placesthrough the wilderness: forthe 
sword of the LO R D shall devour from the [one] end of the land even to the [other] end of 
the land: no flesh shall have peace.

J eremiah| 17:26 And they shall comefrom the citiesof Judah, andfromthe placesabout 
Jerusalem, and from the land of Benjamin, and from the plain, and from the mountains, 
and from thesouth, bringing burnt offerings, and sacrifices, and meat offerings, and 
incense, and bringing sacrifices of praise, unto the houseof the LORD.

[were] i n the high gate of Benjamin, which [was] by the house of the LO R D . 

Jeremiah| 20:3 And itcameto passon themorrow, that Pashur broughtforthjeremiah out 
of the stocks. Then saidjeremiah unto him, The LORD hath not called thy name Pashur, 
but Magormissabib. 

Jeremiah| 20:4 For thussaith theLORD, Behold, I will make thee a terror to thyself, and 
to all thy friends: and they shall fail by the sword of their enemies, and thine eyes shall 
behold [it]: and I will give all J udah into the hand of the king of Babylon, and he shall carry 
them captive into Babylon, and shall slay them with the sword.

J eremiah| 22:30 Thussaith theLORD, W riteye thisman childless, aman [that] shall not 
prosper in his days: for no man of his seed shall prosper, sitting upon the throne of David, 
and ruling any more in J udah. 

J eremiah| 23: 1 W oe be unto the pastors that destroy and scatter the sheep of my pasture! 
saith theLORD. 

Jeremiah| 23:2 T herefore thussaith the LO R D God of Israel against the pastors that feed 
my people; Ye have scattered my flock, and driven them away, and have not visited them: 
behold, I will visituponyou theevil of your doings, saith theLORD.

J eremiah| 23: 16 T hus saith the LO R D of hosts, H earken not unto the words of the 
prophets that prophesy unto you: they make you vain: they speak a vision of their own 
heart, [and] not out of the mouth of the LO R D .

The Book of the Prophet Jeremiah 



Jeremiah| 23:33 And when this people, or the prophet, or a priest, shall ask thee, saying, 
W hat [is] the burden of the LO RD? thou shalt then say unto them, W hat burden? I will 
even forsake you, saith the LO R D . 

J eremiah| 23:34 And [asfor] the prophet, and the priest, and the people, that shall say, The 
burden of the LORD, I will even punish that man and hishouse. 

Jeremiah| 23:35 T hus shall ye say every one to hisneighbour, and every oneto hisbrother, 
W hat hath the LORD answered? and, W hat hath the LORD spoken? 

Jeremiah| 23:36 And the burden of the LORD shall ye mention no more: for every man's 
word shall be his burden; for ye have perverted the wordsof the living God, of the LORD 
of hostsour God. 



Jeremiah| 23:37 T hus shalt thou say to the prophet, W hat hath the LORD answered thee? 
and, W hat hath the LO RD spoken? 

J eremiah| 23:38 But since ye say, The burden of the LO RD; therefore thus saith the 
LORD; Becauseye say this word, The burden of the LORD, and I havesent unto you, 
saying, Y e shall not say, The burden of the LORD; 

Jeremiah| 23: 39 Therefore, behold, I, even I, will utterly forget you, and I will forsake 
you, and the city that I gave you and your fathers, [and cast you] out of my presence: 

Jeremiah| 23:40 And I will bringan everlasting reproach upon you, and a perpetual shame, 
which shall not beforgotten. 
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Jeremiah| 24:1 The LO R D showed me, and, behold, two baskets of figs [were] set before 
the temple of the LO RD, after that N ebuchadrezzar king of Babylon had carried away 
captivejeconiah theson ofjehoiakim king ofjudah, and the princes of J udah, with the 
carpenters and smiths, from Jerusalem, and had brought them to Babylon. 

Jeremiah| 24:2 One basket [had] verygood figs, [even] like the figs [that are] first ripe: and 
the other basket [had] very naughty figs, which could not be eaten, they were so bad. 

J eremiah| 24:3 Then said the LO RD unto me, W hat seest thou, Jeremiah?And I said, Figs; 
the good figs, very good; and the evil, very evil, that cannot be eaten, they are so evil. 

J eremiah| 24:4 Again the word oftheLORD cameunto me, saying, 

J eremiah| 24:5 Thussaith the LORD, theGod of Israel; L i ke these good figs, sowill I 
acknowledge them that are carried away captive of J udah, whom I have sent out of this 
place into the land of theChaldeansfor [their] good. 

J eremiah| 24:6 For I will set mineeyesupon them for good, and I will bringthem again to 
this land: and I will build them, and not puli [them] down; and I will plantthem, and not 
pluck [them] up. 

J eremiah| 24:7 And I will givethem an heartto know me, that I [am] the LORD: and they 
shall be my people, and I will be their God: for they shall return unto me with their whole 
heart. 

J eremiah| 24:8 And as the evil figs, which cannot be eaten, they are so evil; surelythus 
saith the LORD, Sowill I giveZedekiah the king ofjudah, and his princes, and the residue 
of Jerusalem, that remain in this land, and them that dwell in the land of Egypt: 
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Jeremiah| 24:9 And I will deliver them to be removed into all the kingdoms of theearth for 
[their] hurt, [to be] a reproach and a proverb, ataunt and acurse, in all placeswhither I 
shall drive them. 

J eremiah| 24:10 And I will send thesword, thefamine, and the pestilence, amongthem, 
till they be consumed from off the land that I gave unto them and to their fathers. 

Jeremiah| 25:1 The word that cametojeremiah concerning all the people of Judah in the 
fourth year of J ehoiakim the son of J osiah king of J udah, that [was] the first year of 
Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon; 

Jeremiah| 25:2 The which Jeremiah the prophet spake unto all the people of J udah, and to 
all the inhabitantsof Jerusalem, saying, 

J eremiah| 25:3 From the thirteenth year of J osiah the son of Amon king of J udah, even 
unto this day, that [is] the three and twentieth year, the word of the LO R D hath come unto 
me, and I have spoken unto you, rising early and speaking; but ye have not hearkened. 

Jeremiah| 25:4 And the LO RD hath sent unto you all hisservantstheprophets, rising early 
and sending [them]; but ye have not hearkened, nor inclined your ear to hear. 

Jeremiah| 25:5 They said, Turnyeagain now everyonefrom hisevil way, and from the 
evil of your doings, and dwell in the land that the LO RD hath given unto you and to your 
fathers for ever and ever: 

Jeremiah| 25:6 And go not after other godsto servethem, and to worship them, and 
provoke me not to anger with the works of your hands; and I will do you no hurt. 

Jeremiah| 25:7 Yet ye have not hearkened unto me, saith the LO RD; that ye might 
provoke me to anger with the works of your hands to your own hurt. 
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Jeremiah| 25:8 Therefore thus saith theLORD of hosts; Because ye have not heard my 
words, 



J eremiah| 25:9 Behold, I will send and takeall thefamiliesof thenorth, saith theLORD, 
and N ebuchadrezzar the king of Babylon, my servant, and will bring them against this land, 
and against the i nhabitants thereof, and against all these nations round about, and will 
utterly destroy them, and makethem an astonishment, and an hissing, and perpetual 
desolations. 

Jeremiah| 25:10 Moreover I will takefrom them thevoiceof mirth, and thevoiceof 
gladness, the voice of the bridegroom, and the voice of the bride, the sound of the 
millstones, and the light of the candle. 

J eremiah| 25:11 And this whole land shall beadesolation, [and] an astonishment; and these 
nations shall serve the king of Babylon seventy years. 

Jeremiah| 25:12 And it shall cometo pass, w hen seventy years areaccompl i shed, [that]l 
will punish the king of Babylon, and thatnation, saith theLORD, for their iniquity, and the 
land of the Chaldeans, and will make it perpetual desolations. 

J eremiah| 25:13 And I will bring upon that land all my words which I have pronounced 
against it, [even] all that iswritten in thisbook, whichjeremiah hath prophesied against all 
the nations. 

Jeremiah| 25:14 For many nations and great kings shall serve themselves of them also: and I 
will recompense them according to their deeds, and according to the works of their own 
hands. 

J eremiah| 25:15 For thus saith theLORD God of Israel unto me; Take the wine cup of this 
fury at my hand, and cause all the nations, to whom I send thee, to drink it. 
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Jeremiah| 25:16 And theyshall drink, and bemoved, and be mad, because of the sword 
that I will send amongthem. 

J eremiah| 25:17 Then tookl the cup at the LO R D 'S hand, and madeall the nationsto 
drink, unto whom the LO RD had sent me: 

J eremiah| 25:18 [To wit], Jerusalem, and thecitiesof Judah, and the kings thereof, and the 
princes thereof, to makethem adesolation, an astonishment, an hissing, and acurse; as [it 
i s] this day; 

J eremiah| 25:19 Pharaoh kingof Egypt, and hisservants, and his princes, and all hispeople; 

Jeremiah| 25:20 And all the mingled people, and all the kings of the land of U z, and all the 
kings of the land of the Philistines, and Ashkelon, and Azzah, and Ekron, and the remnant 
of Ashdod, 

J eremiah| 25:21 Edom, andMoab, and thechildren ofAmmon, 

J eremiah| 25:22 And all the kings ofTyrus, and all the kings ofZidon, and the kings of the 
i si es which [are] beyond the sea, 

Jeremiah| 25:23 Dedan, and Tema, and Buz, and all [that are] in the utmost corners, 

J eremiah| 25:24 And all the kings of A rabi a, and all the kings of the mingled people that 
dwell i n thedesert, 

J eremiah| 25:25 And all the kings ofZimri, and all the kings of Elam, and all the kings of 
the M edes, 

J eremiah| 25:26 And all the kings of the north, far and near, onewith another, and all the 
kingdoms of the world, which [are] upon the face of the earth: and the king of Sheshach 
shall drink afterthem. 

J eremiah| 25:27 Therefore thou shaltsayunto them, Thussaith theLORD of hosts, the 
God of Israel; Drink ye, and be drunken, and spue, and fail, and rise no more, because of 
the sword which I will send among you. 
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Jeremiah| 25:28 And itshall be, if they refuse to take the cup at thine hand todrink, then 
shaltthou say unto them, Thussaith theLORD of hosts; Yeshall certainly drink. 

J eremiah| 25:29 For, lo, I beginto bringevil on thecitywhich iscalled by my name, and 
should ye be utterly unpunished? Yeshall not beunpunished: for I will call for asword 
upon all the i nhabitantsof theearth, saith theLORD of hosts. 

Jeremiah| 25:30 Therefore prophesy thou against them all these words, and say unto them, 
TheLORD shall roar from on high, and utter hisvoicefrom his holy habitation; heshall 
mightily roar upon his habitation; he shall give a shout, as they that tread [the grapes], 
agai nst al I the i nhabitants of the earth. 

Jeremiah| 25:31 A noise shall come [even] to the endsof theearth; for theLORD hatha 
controversy with the nations, he will plead with all flesh; he will give them [that are] 
wicked to thesword, saith theLORD. 

Jeremiah| 25:32 Thussaith theLORD of hosts, Behold, evil shall goforthfrom nationto 
nation, and a great whirlwind shall be raised up from the coasts of the earth. 

J eremiah| 25:33 And the slain of theLORD shall be at that day from [one] end of the earth 
even unto the [other] end of the earth: they shall not be lamented, neither gathered, nor 
buried; they shall be dung upon the ground. 
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eremiah| 25:34 H owl, ye shepherds, and cry; and wallow yourselves [in theashes], ye 
principal of the flock: for the days of your slaughter and of your dispersions are 
accomplished; and ye shall fail like a pleasant vessel. 

eremiah| 25:35 And the shepherds shall have nowaytoflee, nor the principal of the flock 
to escape. 

eremiah| 25:36 A voiceof the cry of the shepherds, and an howlingofthe principal ofthe 
flock, [shall be heard]: for the LO R D hath spoiled their pasture. 

eremiah 25:37 And the peaceable habitationsare cut down because of the fierce anger of 
theLORD. 

eremiah| 25:38 H e hath forsaken hiscovert, as the lion: for their land isdesolate because 
of the fierceness of the oppressor, and because of his fierce anger. 

eremiah| 26: 1 In the beginning of the reign of J ehoiakim the son of J osiah king of J udah 
camethisword from the LORD, saying, 

eremiah| 26:2 Thussaith the LORD; Stand inthecourt of theLORD'Shouse, and speak 
unto all thecitiesof Judah, which cometoworshipintheLORD'S house, all thewordsthat 
I command thee to speak unto them; diminish not a word: 

eremiah| 26:3 If so bethey will hearken, and turn every man from hisevil way, that I may 
repent me of the evil, which I purpose to do unto them because of the evil of their doings. 

eremiah| 26:4 And thou shaltsayunto them, Thussaith the LORD; Ifyewill not hearken 
to me, to walk in my law, which I have set beforeyou, 

eremiah| 26:5 To hearken to thewordsof my servantstheprophets, whom I sentunto 
you, both rising up early, and sending [them], but ye have not hearkened; 
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Jeremiah| 26:6 Then will I make this house like Shiloh, and will make this city a curse to all 
the nations of the earth. 



J eremiah| 26:7 So the priests and the prophetsand all the people heard Jeremiah speaking 
thesewordsin the house of the LORD. 

J eremiah| 26:8 N ow it cameto pass, when Jeremiah had madean end of speaking all that 
the LO RD had commanded [him] to speak unto all the people, that the priests and the 
prophetsand all the people took him, saying, Thou shalt surely die. 

J eremiah| 26:9 W hy hastthou prophesied inthe nameof the LORD, saying, This house 
shall be like Shiloh, and this city shall be desolate without an inhabitant? And all the people 
were gathered against J eremiah i n the house of the LO RD . 

J eremiah| 26: 10 W hen the princes of J udah heard these things, then they came up from the 
king's house unto the house of the LORD, and sat down in the entry of the new gate of the 
LORD 'S [house]. 

Jeremiah| 26:11 Then spake the priests and the prophetsunto the princes and to all the 
people, saying, Thisman [is] worthytodie; for he hath prophesied against this city, asye 
have heard with your ears. 

Jeremiah| 26:12 Then spakejeremiah unto all the princes and to all the people, saying, The 
LORD sent meto prophesy against this house and against this city all the words that ye 
have heard. 

Jeremiah| 26:13Thereforenow amend your ways and yourdoings, and obey the voice of 
the LORD yourGod; and the LORD will repent him of theevil that he hath pronounced 
against you. 

Jeremiah| 26: 14 As for me, behold, I [am] in your hand: do with me as seemeth good and 
meet unto you. 
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Jeremiah| 26:15 But know yefor certain, that if ye put meto death, yeshall surely bring 
innocent blood upon yourselves, and upon thiscity, and upon the inhabitantsthereof: for 
of a truth the LO R D hath sent me unto you to speak all these words in your ears. 

J eremiah| 26:16 Then said the princesand all the peopleunto the priestsand to the 
prophets; This man [is] not worthy to die: for he hath spoken to us in the name of the 
LORD ourGod. 

J eremiah| 26: 17 Then roseup certain of theeldersof theland, and spaketo all the 
assembly of the people, saying, 

Jeremiah| 26:18 M icah the M orasthite prophesied in the daysof Hezekiah king of Judah, 
and spaketo all the people of Judah, saying, Thussaith the LORD of hosts; Zionshall be 
plowed [I i ke] afield, andjerusalem shall become heaps, and themountain of the houseas 
the high placesof aforest. 

Jeremiah| 26:19 Did Hezekiah king of Judah and all Judah put him atall to death? did he 
not fear the LORD, and besought the LORD, and the LORD repented him of theevil 
which he had pronounced against them?Thusmightweprocure greatevil againstour souls. 

J eremiah| 26: 20 A nd there w as also a man that prophesied in the name of the LO R D , 
U rijah the son of Shemaiah of Kirjathjearim, who prophesied against thiscity and against 
thisland accordingto all the words of Jeremiah: 

Jeremiah| 26:21 And when J ehoiakim the king, with all hismighty men, and all theprinces, 
heard his words, the king sought to put him to death: but when U rijah heard it, he was 
afraid, and fled, and went into Egypt; 
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Jeremiah| 26:22 And J ehoiakim the king sent men into Egypt, [namely], Elnathan theson 
of Achbor, and [certain] men with him into Egypt. 

J eremiah| 26:23 And they fetched forth U rijah out of Egypt, and brought him unto 

J ehoiakim the king; whoslew him with thesword, and casthisdead bodyinto thegravesof 

the common people. 

Jeremiah| 26:24 Neverthelessthe hand of Ahikam theson of Shaphan waswithjeremiah, 
that they should not give him into the hand of the people to put him to death. 

Jeremiah| 27:1 In the beginningof the reign of Jehoiakim theson of Josiah king of Judah 
camethisword untojeremiah fromtheLORD, saying, 

J eremiah| 27:2 Thus saith the LO RD to me; M ake thee bonds and yokes, and putthem 
upon thy neck, 

Jeremiah| 27:3 And send them to the king of Edom, and to the king of M oab, and to the 
king of the Ammonites, and to the king of Tyrus, and to the king ofZidon, by the hand of 
the messengerswhich cometojerusalem untoZedekiah king of Judah; 

J eremiah| 27:4 And command them to say unto their masters, Thus saith the LO RD of 
hosts, the God of Israel; Thusshall ye say unto your masters; 

J eremiah| 27:5 I have made the earth, the man and the beast that [are] upon the ground, by 
my great power and by my outstretched arm, and have given it unto whom it seemed meet 
unto me. 

Jeremiah| 27:6 And now have I given all these landsinto the hand of Nebuchadnezzar the 
king of Babylon, my servant; and the beasts of the field have I given him also to serve him. 
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Jeremiah| 27:7 And all nations shall serve him, and hisson, and hisson'sson, untilthevery 
timeof hisland come: and then many nations and great kings shall serve themselvesof him. 

Jeremiah| 27:8 And it shall come to pass, [that] the nationand kingdom which will not 
serve the same Nebuchadnezzar the king of Babylon, and that will not put their neck under 
theyokeof thekingof Babylon, that nation will I punish, saiththeLORD, with the sword, 
and with thefamine, and with the pestilence, until I have consumed them by his hand. 

Jeremiah| 27:9 Therefore hearken not yeto your prophets, nor to your diviners, nor to 
your dreamers, nor to your enchanters, nor to your sorcerers, which speak unto you, 
saying, Y e shall not serve the king of Babylon: 

Jeremiah| 27:10 For they prophesy a lie unto you, to removeyoufar from your land; and 
that I should drive you out, and ye should perish. 

J eremiah| 27: 11 But the nations that bring their neck under the yoke of the king of 
Babylon, and serve him, thosewill I let remain still in their own land, saith theLORD; and 
they shall till it, and dwell therein. 

Jeremiah| 27:12 1 spakealso to Zedekiah king of Judah accordingto all these words, saying, 
Bring your necks under the yoke of the king of Babylon, and serve him and his people, and 
live. 

Jeremiah| 27:13 W hy will yedie, thou and thy people, by the sword, by thefamine, and by 
the pestilence, as the LO RD hath spoken against the nation that will not serve the king of 
Babylon? 
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Jeremiah| 27:14 Therefore hearken not unto the wordsof the prophetsthat speak unto 
you, saying, Ye shall not serve the king of Babylon: for they prophesy a lie unto you. 

J eremiah| 27:15 For I have not sent them, saith the LORD, yet they prophesy a lie i n my 
name; that I might drive you out, and that ye might perish, ye, and the prophetsthat 
prophesy unto you. 

J eremiah| 27:16 Also I spaketo the priests and to all thispeople, saying, Thussaith the 
LORD; Hearken not to the wordsof your prophetsthat prophesy unto you, saying, 
Behold, thevesselsof the LORD 'S house shall now shortly be broughtagainfrom Babylon: 
for they prophesy a lie unto you. 

Jeremiah| 27:17 Hearken not unto them; serve the king of Babylon, and live: wherefore 
should thiscity be laid waste? 

Jeremiah| 27:18 But if they [be] prophets, and iftheword of the LORD bewiththem, let 
them now make intercession to the LO R D of hosts, that the vessels which are left in the 
house of the LORD, and [in] the house of the kingofjudah, and atjerusalem, go notto 
Babylon. 

J eremiah| 27:19 For thussaith the LORD of hosts concerning the pillars, and concerning 
thesea, and concerning the bases, and concerning the residueof the vessels that remain in 
thiscity, 

J eremiah| 27:20 W hich Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon took not, when he carried away 
captivejeconiah theson of Jehoiakim king of Judahfromjerusalem to Babylon, and all the 
nobles of J udah andjerusalem; 

J eremiah| 27:21 Yea, thussaith the LORD of hosts, theGod of Israel, concerning the 
vessels that remain [in] the house of the LORD, and [in] the house of the king of J udah and 
of Jerusalem; 
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Jeremiah| 27:22 T hey shall be carried to Babylon, and there shall they be unti I the day that 
I visitthem, saiththeLORD; then will I bringthem up, and restore them to thisplace. 



J eremiah| 28: 1 And it came to pass the same year, in the beginning of the reign of Zedekiah 
kingofjudah, inthefourth year, [and] in thefifth month, [that] Hananiah theson ofAzur 
the prophet, which [was] of G ibeon, spake unto me in the house of the LO RD, in the 
presence of the priests and of all the people, saying, 

J eremiah| 28: 2 T hus speaketh the LO R D of hosts, theGod of Israel, saying, I havebroken 
the yoke of the king of Babylon. 

Jeremiah 28:3 W ithin two full yearswill I bringagain into thisplace all the vesselsof the 
LO R D 'S house, that Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon tookawayfrom thisplace, and 
carried them to Babylon: 

J eremiah| 28:4 And I will bringagain to thisplace J econiah theson of Jehoiakim king of 
Judah, with all thecaptivesofjudah, that went into Babylon, saith theLORD: forl will 
break the yoke of the king of Babylon. 

Jeremiah| 28:5 Then the prophet Jeremiah said unto the prophet Hananiah in the presence 
of the priests, and in the presence of all the people that stood in the house of the LO RD, 

J eremiah| 28:6 Even the prophet Jeremiah said, Amen: theLORD doso: theLORD 
perform thywords which thou hast prophesied, to bringagain the vesselsof theLORD 'S 
house, and all that is carried away captive, from Babylon into this place. 
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Jeremiah| 28:7 Neverthelesshear thou now thisword that I speak in thineears, and in the 
earsof all the people; 



J eremiah| 28:8 The prophetsthat have been before me and before thee of old prophesied 
both against many countries, and against great kingdoms, of war, and of evil, and of 
pestilence. 

J eremiah| 28:9 The prophet which prophesieth of peace, when the word of the prophet 
shall come to pass, [then] shall the prophet be known, that the LO RD hath truly sent him. 

J eremiah| 28: 10 T hen H ananiah the prophet took the yoke from off the prophet J eremiah's 
neck, and brake it. 

Jeremiah| 28:11 And H ananiah spake in the presenceof all the people, saying, Thussaith 
theLORD; Evensowill I break the yoke of Nebuchadnezzar kingof Babylon from the neck 
of all nationswithin thespaceof twofull years. And the prophet J eremiah went hisway. 

J eremiah| 28: 12 T hen the word of the LO R D came unto J eremiah [the prophet], after that 
H ananiah the prophet had broken the yoke from off the neck of the prophet J eremiah, 
sayi ng, 

Jeremiah| 28:13 Go and tell H ananiah, saying, Thussaith theLORD; Thou hast broken the 
yokes of wood; but thou shalt make for them yokes of iron. 

J eremiah| 28:14 For thussaith theLORD of hosts, theGod of Israel; I have put a yoke of 
iron upon the neck of all these nations, that they may serve Nebuchadnezzar king of 
Babylon; and they shall serve him: and I have given him the beasts of the field also. 

J eremiah| 28: 15 T hen said the prophet J eremiah unto H ananiah the prophet, H ear now, 
H ananiah; TheLORD hath not sent thee; but thou makestthis people totrust in alie. 
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Jeremiah| 28:16 Therefore thus saith the LO RD; Behold, I will cast thee from offtheface 
of theearth: thisyear thou shaltdie, becausethou hasttaught rebellion against the LO RD. 



J eremiah| 28:17 So H ananiah the prophet died the same year i n the seventh month. 

J eremiah| 29: 1 N ow these [are] the words of the letter that J eremiah the prophet sent from 
Jerusalem untothe residueof theelderswhich werecarried away captives, and tothe 
priests, and to the prophets, and to all the people whom N ebuchadnezzar had carried away 
captive from J erusalem to Babylon; 

Jeremiah| 29:2 (After thatjeconiah the king, and thequeen, and theeunuchs, theprinces 
of J udah and J erusalem, and the carpenters, and the smiths, were departed from 
Jerusalem;) 

Jeremiah| 29:3 By the hand of Elasah the son of Shaphan, and Gemariah the son of H ilkiah, 
(whom Zedekiah king of J udah sent unto Babylon to N ebuchadnezzar king of Babylon) 
sayi ng, 

Jeremiah| 29:4 Thus saith the LORD of hosts, theGod of Israel, unto all that are carried 
away captives, whom I have caused to be carried away from J erusalem unto Babylon; 

J eremiah| 29:5 Buildye houses, and dwell [inthem]; and plant gardens, and eatthefruitof 
them; 

Jeremiah| 29:6 Take ye wives, and beget sonsand daughters; and take wivesfor your sons, 
and give your daughters to husbands, that they may bear sonsand daughters; that ye may be 
increased there, and not diminished. 

J eremiah| 29:7 And seek the peace of the city whither I have caused you to be carried away 
captives, and pray unto the LO RD for it: for in the peace thereof shall ye have peace. 
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Jeremiah| 29:8 For thussaith theLORD of hosts, theGod of Israel; Letnotyour prophets 
and your diviners, that [be] in the midst of you, deceive you, neither hearken to your 
dreams which ye cause to be dreamed. 

Jeremiah| 29:9 For they prophesy f al sel y unto you in my name: I have not sent them, saith 
theLORD. 

Jeremiah| 29:10 For thussaith theLORD, That after seventy years be accomplished at 
Babylon I will visit you, and perform my good word toward you, in causing you to return 
to thisplace. 

Jeremiah| 29:11 For I know the thoughts that I think toward you, saith the LORD, 
thoughts of peace, and not of evil, to give you an expected end. 

Jeremiah| 29:12 T hen shall yecall upon me, and yeshall go and pray unto me, and I will 
hearken unto you. 

Jeremiah| 29:13 And yeshall seek me, and find [me], when yeshall searchfor me with all 
your heart.

Jeremiah| 33:6 Behold, I will bring it health and cure, and I will curethem, and will reveal 
unto them the abundance of peace and truth. 

Jeremiah| 33:7 And I will cause the captivity of J udah and the captivityof Israel to return, 
and will buildthem, asatthefirst. 

Jeremiah| 33:8 And I will cleansethem from all their iniquity, whereby they have si nned 
against me; and I will pardon all their iniquities, whereby they havesinned, and whereby 
they have transgressed against me. 

Jeremiah| 33:9 And itshall beto meanameof joy, apraiseand an honour beforeall the 
nations of the earth, which shall hear all the good that I do unto them: and they shall fear 
and tremblefor all the goodness and for all the prosperity that I procure unto it. 
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Jeremiah| 33:10 Thussaith theLORD; Again thereshall be heard inthisplace, which ye 
say [shall be] desolate without man and without beast, [even] in the cities of J udah, and in 
the streetsof Jerusalem, that are desolate, without man, and without inhabitant, and 
without beast, 

J eremiah| 33: 11 T he voice of joy, and the voice of gladness, the voice of the bridegroom, 
and the voice of the bride, the voice of them that shall say, Praise the LO RD of hosts: for 
the LO RD [is] good; for his mercy [endureth] for ever: [and] of them that shall bring the 
sacrificeof praise into the houseof theLORD. For I will causeto return the captivity of the 
land, asatthefirst, saith theLORD. 

Jeremiah| 33: 12 Thussaith theLORD of hosts; Again in thisplace, which is desolate 
without man and without beast, and in all the cities thereof, shall bean habitation of 
shepherdscausing [their] flocks to liedown. 

J eremiah| 33:13 1 n the cities of the mountains, in the cities of the vale, and i n the cities of 
thesouth, and in the land of Benjamin, and i n the placesabout Jerusalem, and in the cities 
of J udah, shall the flocks pass again under the handsof him that telleth [them], saith the 
LORD. 

J eremiah| 33:14 Behold, thedayscome, saith theLORD, thatl will perform that good 
thing which I have promised unto the house of Israel and to the house of J udah. 

J eremiah| 33:15 Inthosedays, and atthattime, will I causetheBranch of righteousnessto 
grow up unto David; and he shall executejudgment and righteousnessin the land. 
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Jeremiah| 33:16 1 n those days shal I J udah besaved, andjerusalem shall dwell safely: and 
this [is the name] wherewith she shall becalled, TheLORD our righteousness. 



J eremiah| 33:17 For thussaith the LORD; David shall never want a man to sit upon the 
throne of the house of Israel; 

J eremiah| 33:18 Neither shall the prieststhe Levites want a man before meto offer burnt 
offerings, and to kindle meat offerings, and to do sacrifice continually. 

J eremiah| 33:19 And theword of the LORD cameuntojeremiah, saying, 

J eremiah| 33: 20 T hus saith the LO R D ; If ye can break my covenant of the day, and my 
covenant of the night, and that there should not be day and night in their season; 

J eremiah| 33:21 [Then] may also my covenant be broken with David my servant, that he 
should not haveason to reign upon his throne; and with the Levites the priests, my 
ministers. 

J eremiah 33:22 As the host of heaven cannot be numbered, neither the sand of the sea 
measured: sowill I multiply theseed of David my servant, and the Levites that mi nister 
unto me. 

J eremiah| 33:23 Moreover theword of the LORD cameto J eremiah, saying, 

J eremiah| 33:24 Considerest thou notwhatthispeoplehavespoken, saying, Thetwo 
familieswhich the LORD hath chosen, he hath even cast them off? thus they havedespised 
my people, that they should be no more a nation before them. 

J eremiah| 33:25 Thussaith the LORD; If my covenant [be] not with day and night, [and if] 
I have not appointed the ordinances of heaven and earth; 
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Jeremiah| 33:26 Then will I cast away theseed of Jacob, and David my servant, [so] that I 
will not take [any] of his seed [to be] rulersover theseed of Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob: for 
I will cause their captivity to return, and have mercy on them. 

J eremiah| 34:1 The word which came unto J eremiah from the LO RD, when 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon, and all hisarmy, and all the kingdomsof theearth of his 
dominion, and all the people, fought against Jerusalem, and against all the citiesthereof, 
sayi ng, 

J eremiah| 34:2 Thussaith the LORD, theGod of Israel; Go and speak to Zedekiah kingof 
J udah, and tell him, Thussaith the LORD; Behold, I will givethiscity into thehand of the 
king of Babylon, and he shall burn it with fire: 

J eremiah| 34:3 And thou shalt not escape out of his hand, but shalt surely be taken, and 
delivered into his hand; and thine eyes shall behold the eyes of the king of Babylon, and he 
shall speak with thee mouth to mouth, and thou shalt go to Babylon. 

J eremiah| 34:4 Yet hear the word of the LO RD, O Zedekiah kingofjudah; Thussaith the 
LO RD of thee, Thou shalt not die by the sword: 

Jeremiah| 34:5 [But] thou shalt die in peace: and with the burningsof thyfathers, the 
former kings which were before thee, so shall they burn [odours] for thee; and they will 
lamentthee, [saying], Ah lord! for I have pronounced the word, saith the LORD. 

Jeremiah| 34:6 Then J eremiah the prophet spake all these wordsunto Zedekiah king of 
J udah in Jerusalem, 

J eremiah| 34:7 W hen the king of Babylon'sarmy fought against Jerusalem, and against all 
the cities of J udah that were left, against Lachish, and against Azekah: for these defenced 
cities remained of the cities of J udah. 
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Jeremiah| 34:8 [This i s] the word that came unto Jeremiah from the LO RD, after that the 
kingZedekiah had made a covenant with all the peoplewhich [were]atjerusalem, to 
proclaim liberty untothem; 

J eremiah| 34:9 That every man should let his manservant, and every man his maidservant, 
[being] an H ebrew or an H ebrewess, go free; that none should serve himself of them, [to 
wit], of ajew hisbrother. 

J eremiah| 34:10 N ow when all the princes, and all the people, which had entered into the 
covenant, heard that every one should let his manservant, and every one his maidservant, 
go free, that none should serve themselves of them any more, then they obeyed, and let 
[them] go. 

J eremiah| 34: 11 But afterward they turned, and caused the servants and the handmaids, 
whom they had let go free, to return, and brought them into subjection for servants and for 
handmaids. 



J eremiah| 34: 12 T herefore the word of the LO R D came to J eremiah from the LO R D , 
sayi ng, 

Jeremiah| 34: 13 Thus saith the LO RD, theGod of Israel; I made a covenant with your 
fathers in the day that I brought them forth out of the land of Egypt, out of the house of 
bondmen, saying, 

Jeremiah| 34:14 At the end of seven yearslet yego every man hisbrother an H ebrew, 
which hath been sold unto thee; and when he hath served thee six years, thou shalt let him 
go free from thee: but your fathers hearkened not unto me, neither inclined their ear. 

J eremiah| 34:15 And yewerenow turned, and had doneright in my sight, in proclaiming 
liberty every man to his neighbour; and ye had made a covenant before me in the house 
which iscalled by my name: 
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Jeremiah| 34:16 Butyeturned and polluted my name, and caused every man hisservant, 
and every man his handmaid, whom he had set at liberty at their pleasure, to return, and 
brought them into subjection, to be unto you for servantsand for handmaids. 

J eremiah| 34:17 Therefore thus saith the LORD; Yehavenot hearkened unto me, in 
proclaiming liberty, every one to his brother, and every man to his neighbour: behold, I 
proclaim a liberty for you, saith the LORD, to thesword, to the pestilence, and to the 
famine; and I w i 1 1 make you to be removed into all the kingdoms of the earth. 

Jeremiah| 34:18 And I will givethemen that have transgressed my covenant, which have 
not performed the wordsof the covenant which they had made before me, when they cut 
the calf in twain, and passed between the parts thereof. 

Jeremiah| 34: 19 The princes of Judah, and the princesof Jerusalem, theeunuchs, and the 
priests, and all the people of the land, which passed between the parts of the calf; 

Jeremiah| 34:20 1 will even givethem into the hand of their enemies, and into the hand of 
them that seek their life: and their dead bodiesshall befor meat unto thefowlsof the 
heaven, and to the beasts of the earth. 

Jeremiah| 34:21 And Zedekiah kingof Judah and his princes will I giveinto the hand of 
their enemies, and into the hand of them that seek their life, and into the hand of the king 
of Babylon's army, which are gone up from you. 
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Jeremiah| 34:22 Behold, I will command, saiththeLORD, and causethem to return tothis 
city; and they shall fight against it, and take it, and burn it with fire: and I will makethe 
citiesof Judah a desolation without an inhabitant. 

J eremiah| 35:1 The word which came unto J eremiah from the LO RD in the days of 
Jehoiakim theson ofjosiah king of Judah, saying, 

J eremiah| 35:2 Go unto the house of the Rechabites, and speak unto them, and bring them 
into the house of the LO RD, into one of the chambers, and give them wine to drink. 

J eremiah| 35:3 Then I tookjaazaniah theson of J eremiah, theson of H abaziniah, and his 
brethren, and all hissons, and the whole house of the Rechabites; 

J eremiah| 35:4 And I broughtthem into the house of the LO R D, into the chamber of the 
sons of H anan, the son of Igdaliah, a man of God, which [w as] by the chamber of the 
princes, which [w as] above the chamber of M aaseiah the son of Shallum, the keeper of the 
door: 

J eremiah| 35:5 And I set before the sons of the house of the Rechabites potsful I ofwine, 
and cups, and I said unto them, Drink ye wine. 

J eremiah| 35:6 But they said, W e will drink no wine: forjonadab theson of R echabour 
father commanded us, saying, Ye shall drink no wine, [neither ye], nor your sonsfor ever: 

J eremiah| 35:7 Neither shall ye build house, nor sow seed, nor plant vineyard, nor have 
[any]: but all your daysye shall dwell in tents; that ye may live many days in the land where 
ye [be] strangers. 
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Jeremiah| 35:8Thushaveweobeyed the voiceof Jonadab the son of Rechab our father in 
all that he hath charged us, to drink no wine all our days, w e, our wives, our sons, nor our 
daughters; 



Jeremiah| 35:9 N or to build housesfor usto dwell in: neither have we vineyard, norfield, 
nor seed: 

Jeremiah| 35:10 But wehavedwelt in tents, and haveobeyed, and doneaccordingto all 
that J onadab our father commanded us. 

Jeremiah| 35:11 But itcameto pass, when Nebuchadrezzar kingof Babylon cameup into 
theland, thatwesaid, Come, and letusgo to J erusalem for fear of the army of the 
Chaldeans, and for fear of the army of the Syrians: so we dwell at J erusalem. 

Jeremiah| 35:12 Then cametheword of the LO RD unto Jeremiah, saying, 

Jeremiah| 35:13 Thussaith theLORD of hosts, theGod of Israel; Goand tellthe men of 
Judah and the inhabitantsof J erusalem, W ill ye not receive instruction to hearken to my 
words?saith theLORD. 

Jeremiah| 35:14ThewordsofJonadabtheson of Rechab, that he commanded his sons not 
to drink wine, are performed; for unto thisdaythey drink none, butobey their father's 
commandment: notwithstanding I have spoken unto you, rising early and speaking; but ye 
hearkened not unto me. 

Jeremiah| 35:151 have sentalso unto you all my servants the prophets, rising up early and 
sending [them], saying, Return ye now every man from hisevil way, and amend your 
doings, and go not after other godsto serve them, and ye shall dwell in the land which I 
have given to you and to your fathers: but ye have not inclined your ear, nor hearkened 
unto me. 
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J eremiah| 35: 16 Because the sons of J onadab the son of Rechab have performed the 
commandment of their father, which he commanded them; but this people hath not 
hearkened unto me: 

J eremiah| 35: 17 Therefore thus satth the LO RD God of hosts, theGod of Israel; Behold, I 
will bring uponjudah and upon all the inhabitants of Jerusalem all theevil that I have 
pronounced against them: because I have spoken unto them, but they have not heard; and I 
have called unto them, but they have not answered. 

J eremiah| 35: 18 A nd J eremiah said unto the house of the Rechabites, T hus saith the LO R D 
of hosts, the God of Israel; Because ye have obeyed the commandment of J onadab your 
father, and kept all his precepts, and done according unto all that he hath commanded you: 

J eremiah| 35: 19 Therefore thus saith the LO R D of hosts, theGod of Israel; J onadab the 
son of Rechab shall not want a man to stand before me for ever. 

J eremiah| 36: 1 A nd it came to pass i n the fourth year of J ehoiaki m the son of J osiah ki ng of 
Judah, [that] this word came unto J eremiah f rom the LORD, saying, 

J eremiah| 36:2 Take thee a roli of a book, and writetherein all the words that I have 
spoken unto thee against Israel, and against Judah, and against all the nations, from the day I 
spake unto thee, from the daysof J osiah, even unto this day. 

J eremiah| 36:3 It may be that the house of Judah will hear all theevil which I purposeto do 
unto them; that they may return every man from hisevil way; that I may forgive their 
iniquity and their sin. 

J eremiah| 36:4 Then J eremiah called Baruch the son of Neriah: and Baruch wrotefrom the 
mouth of J eremiah all the words of the LORD, which he had spoken unto him, upon a roli 
of a book. 
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Jeremiah| 36:5 Andjeremiah commanded Baruch, saying, I [am] shut up; I cannot go into 
the house oftheLORD: 



J eremiah| 36:6 Therefore go thou, and readinthe roli, whichthou hast written from my 
mouth, the words of the LO R D in the ears of the people in the LO R D 'S house upon the 
fasting day: and also thou shalt read them i n the ears of all J udah that come out of their 
cities. 

Jeremiah| 36:7 Itmay betheywill present their supplication beforetheLORD, andwill 
return every one from his evil way: for great [is] the anger and the fury that the LO R D hath 
pronounced against this people. 

J eremiah| 36:8 And Baruch the son of N eriah did according to all that J eremiah the prophet 
commanded him, readinginthe book the words oftheLORD in the LO R D 'S house. 

Jeremiah| 36:9 And it cameto pass in thefifth year of Jehoiakim the son of Josiah king of 
J udah, in the ninth month, [that] they proclaimed afast beforethe LORD to all the people 
in Jerusalem, and to all the people that came from the cities of J udah untojerusalem. 

J eremiah| 36:10 Then read Baruch in the book the words of J eremiah in the house of the 
LO RD, in the chamber of Gemariah the son of Shaphan the scribe, in the higher court, at 
the entry of the new gate oftheLORD 'S house, in the ears of all the people. 

J eremiah| 36: 11 W hen M ichaiah the son of G emariah, the son of Shaphan, had heard out of 
the book all the words of the LORD, 
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Jeremiah| 36:12 T hen hewentdown into the king's house, into the scribe's chamber: and, 
lo, all the princes sat there, [even] Elishama the scribe, and Delaiah the son of Shemaiah, 
and Elnathan the son of Achbor, and Gemariah the son of Shaphan, and Zedekiah the son of 
Hananiah, and all the princes. 

J eremiah| 36: 13 T hen Michaiah declared unto them all thewordsthat he had heard, w hen 
Baruch read the book i n the ears of the people. 

Jeremiah 36:14 Therefore all theprincessentjehudi the son of N ethaniah, the son of 
Shelemiah, the son of Cushi, unto Baruch, saying, Take in thine hand the roli wherein thou 
hast read in the ears of the people, and come. So Baruch the son of N eriah took the roli in 
his hand, and came unto them. 

J eremiah| 36:15 And they said unto him, Sitdown now, and read it in our ears. So Baruch 
read [it] i n their ears. 

J eremiah| 36:16 Now itcameto pass, w hen they had heard all thewords, they wereafraid 
both one and other, and said unto Baruch, W e will surely tell the king of all these words. 

J eremiah| 36:17 And they asked Baruch, saying, Tell usnow, How didstthou writeall 
these words at hismouth? 



Jeremiah| 36: 18 T hen Baruch answered them, Hepronounced all these words unto me 
with his mouth, and I wrote [them] with ink in the book. 

J eremiah| 36: 19 T hen said the princes unto Baruch, G o, hidethee, thou and Jeremiah; and 
let no man know where ye be. 

J eremiah| 36:20 And they went into the king into the court, butthey laid up the roli inthe 
chamber of Elishama the scribe, and told all the words in the ears of the king. 
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Jeremiah| 36:21 So the king sent J ehudi tofetchthe roli: and hetook itout of Elishamathe 
scribe'schamber. And J ehudi read it in the earsof the king, and in theearsof all theprinces 
which stood beside the king. 

J eremiah| 36:22 N ow the king sat in the winterhouse in the ninth month: and [there was a 
fire] on the hearth burning before him. 

J eremiah| 36:23 And it came to pass, [that] when J ehudi had read three or four leaves, he 
cut it with the penknife, and cast [it] into the fire that [was] on the hearth, until all the roli 
wasconsumed in the fire that [was] on the hearth. 

Jeremiah| 36:24 Yet they were not afraid, nor renttheir garments, [neither] the king, nor 
any of his servantsthat heard all these words. 

Jeremiah| 36:25 Nevertheless Elnathan and Delaiah and Gemariah had made intercession to 
the king that he would not burn the roli: but he would not hear them. 

Jeremiah| 36:26 Butthekingcommandedjerahmeel theson of Hammelech, and Seraiah 
theson of Azriel, and Shelemiah theson of Abdeel, to take Baruch the scribe and J eremiah 
theprophet: butthe LORD hidthem. 

Jeremiah| 36:27 T hen theword of the LORD came to J eremiah, after that the king had 
burned the roli, and the words which Baruch wroteat the mouth of J eremiah, saying, 

Jeremiah| 36:28 Take theeagai n another roli, and write in it all theformer words that 
were in thefirst roli, whichjehoiakim the king of Judah hath burned. 
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Jeremiah| 36:29 And thou shaltsay tojehoiakim kingofjudah, Thussaith theLORD; 
Thou hast burned this roli, saying, W hy hast thou written therein, saying, The king of 
Babylon shall certainly come and destroy this land, and shall cause to cease from thence 
man and beast? 

J eremiah| 36:30 Therefore thussaith theLORD ofjehoiakim kingofjudah; Heshall have 
none to sit upon the throne of David: and his dead body shall be cast out in the day to the 
heat, and in the night to the frost. 

Jeremiah| 36:31 And I will punish him and hisseed and hisservantsfor their iniquity; and 
will bringupon them, and upon the inhabitants of J erusalem, and upon the men ofjudah, 
all the evil that I have pronounced against them; but they hearkened not. 

J eremiah| 36:32 Then tookjeremiah another roli, and gave itto Baruchthescribe, theson 
of Neriah; who w rote therein from the mouth of Jeremiah all the wordsof the book which 
Jehoiakim king ofjudah had burned in thefire: and there were added besidesunto them 
many likewords. 

J eremiah| 37:1 And kingZedekiah theson ofjosiah reigned instead of Coniah theson of 
Jehoiakim, whom Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon made king in the land ofjudah. 

J eremiah| 37:2 But neither he, nor hisservants, nor the peopleof the land, did hearken 
unto the words of the LO R D , which he spake by the prophet J eremiah. 

J eremiah| 37:3 And Zedekiah the king sent Jehucal the son of Shelemiah and Zephaniah the 
son of Maaseiah thepriestto the prophet J eremiah, saying, Praynow unto theLORD our 
Godfor us. 

J eremiah| 37:4 N ow Jeremiah camein and went out amongthe people: for they had not 
put him into prison. 
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Jeremiah| 37:5 Then Pharaoh'sarmy wascomeforth out of Egypt: and when theChaldeans 
that besieged J erusalem heard tidings of them, they departed from J erusalem. 

J eremiah| 37:6 Then cametheword oftheLORD unto the prophet J eremiah, saying, 

J eremiah| 37:7 Thussaith the LORD, theGod of Israel; Thusshall yesayto the kingof 
J udah, thatsentyou unto meto inquire of me; Behold, Pharaoh'sarmy, which iscome 
forth to help you, shall return to Egypt into their own land. 

J eremiah| 37:8 And theChaldeans shall comeagain, and fightagainstthiscity, and takeit, 
and burn it withfire. 



J eremiah| 37:9 Thussaith the LORD; Deceivenotyourselves, saying, TheChaldeans shall 
surely depart from us: for they shall not depart. 

J eremiah| 37: 10 For though ye had smitten the whole army of the C haldeans that fight 
against you, and there remained [but] wounded men among them, [yet] should they rise up 
every man in histent, and burn thiscity with fire. 

J eremiah| 37:11 And it cameto pass, thatwhen the army of the C haldeans wasbroken up 
from J erusalem for fear of Pharaoh's army, 

J eremiah| 37: 12 Then J eremiah went forth out of J erusalem to go into the land of 
Benjamin, to separate himself thence in the midst of the people. 

J eremiah| 37:13 And when he wasin thegateof Benjamin, acaptain of theward [was] 
there, whose name[was] Irijah, theson of Shelemiah, theson of Hananiah; and hetook 
Jeremiah the prophet, saying, Thou fallest away to the Chaldeans. 
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Jeremiah| 37:14 Then said J eremiah, [Itisjfalse; I fail notaway totheChaldeans. But he 
hearkened notto him: so Irijah took J eremiah, and brought him to the princes. 

Jeremiah| 37:15 W herefore the princes werewroth with J eremiah, andsmote him, and 
puthim in prison inthe houseofjonathan thescribe: for they had madethatthe prison. 

Jeremiah| 37: 16 W hen J eremiah wasentered intothedungeon, and intothecabins, and 
J eremiah had remained there many days; 

Jeremiah| 37: 17 T hen Zedekiah the kingsent, and took him out: and the kingasked him 
secretly in hishouse, and said, Is there [any] word from the LORD? And J eremiah said, 
There is: for, said he, thou shalt bedelivered into the hand of the king of Babylon. 

J eremiah| 37:18 M oreover J eremiah said unto king Zedekiah, W hat have I offended against 
thee, or against thy servants, or against this people, that ye have put me in prison? 

J eremiah| 37:19Where[are] now your prophetswhich prophesied unto you, saying, The 
king of Babylon shall not come against you, nor against this land? 

J eremiah| 37:20 T herefore hear now, I praythee, O mylord the king: let my supplication, 
I pray thee, be accepted before thee; that thou cause me not to return to the house of 
Jonathan thescribe, lest I die there. 

J eremiah| 37:21 T hen Zedekiah the king commanded that they should commit J eremiah 
into the court of the prison, and that they should give him daily a piece of bread out of the 
bakers' street, unti I all the bread i n the city were spent. T hus J eremiah remained i n the 
court of the prison. 
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Jeremiah| 38:1 T hen Shephatiah theson of M attan, and Gedaliah the son of Pashur, and 
J ucal the son of Shelemiah, and Pashur the son of M alchiah, heard the words that J eremiah 
had spoken unto all the people, saying, 

J eremiah| 38:2 Thussaith the LORD, Hethat remaineth in thiscity shall dieby thesword, 
by the famine, and by the pestilence: but he that goeth forth to the C haldeans shall live; for 
he shall have his lifefor a prey, and shall live. 

J eremiah| 38:3 Thussaith the LORD, Thiscity shall surely be given into the hand of the 
king of Babylon's army, which shall take it. 

J eremiah| 38:4 Therefore the princessaid unto the king, W e beseech thee, letthisman be 
put to death: for thus he weakeneth the hands of the men of war that remain in this city, 
and the hands of all the people, in speaking such words unto them: for this man seeketh not 
the welfare of this people, but the hurt. 

Jeremiah| 38:5 Then Zedekiah the king said, Behold, he [is] in your hand: for the king [is] 
not [he that] can do [any] thing against you. 

J eremiah| 38:6 Then tookthey J eremiah, and cast him into thedungeon of M alchiah the 
son of Hammelech, that [was] in the court of the prison: and they let down J eremiah with 
cords. And in thedungeon [there was] no water, but mire: so J eremiah sunk in themire. 

J eremiah| 38:7 Now when Ebedmelech theEthiopian, oneof the eunuchs which was in the 
king'shouse, heard that they had putjeremiah in thedungeon; the king then sitting in the 
gate of Benjamin; 
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Jeremiah| 38:8 Ebedmelech wentforth out of the king'shouse, and spaketo the king, 
sayi ng, 



J eremiah| 38:9 M y lord the king, these men havedoneevil in all thatthey havedoneto 
J eremiah the prophet, whom they have cast into the dungeon; and he is I i ke to die for 
hunger in the place where he is: for [there is] no more bread in the city. 

J eremiah| 38:10 Then the king commanded Ebedmelech the Ethiopian, saying, Takefrom 
hencethirty men with thee, and take up J eremiah the prophet out of the dungeon, before 
hedie. 

J eremiah| 38:11 So Ebedmelech tookthemen with him, and went into the houseof the 
king under the treasury, and took thence old cast clouts and old rotten rags, and let them 
down by cords into the dungeon to J eremiah. 

J eremiah| 38:12 And Ebedmelech the Ethiopian said untojeremiah, Put now [these] old 
cast clouts and rotten rags under thinearmholes under the cords. And J eremiah did so. 

J eremiah| 38:13 So theydrew up J eremiah with cords, and took him upout of the 
dungeon: and J eremiah remained inthecourt of the prison. 

J eremiah| 38: 14 Then Zedekiah the kingsent, and took J eremiah the prophet unto him into 
the third entry that [is] in the house of the LO RD: and the king said untojeremiah, I will 
ask thee a thing; hide nothing from me. 

J eremiah| 38: 15 Then J eremiah said unto Zedekiah, If I declare [it] unto thee, wiltthou not 
surely put me to death? and if I give thee counsel, wilt thou not hearken unto me? 

J eremiah| 38:16 So Zedekiah the king sware secretly untojeremiah, saying, [As] the LORD 
liveth, that made usthis soul, I will not put thee to death, neitherwill I give thee into the 
hand of these men that seek thy life. 
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J eremiah| 38: 17 T hen said J eremiah unto Zedekiah, T hus saith the LO R D , the G od of 
hosts, the God of Israel; If thou wilt assuredly go forth unto the king of Babylon's princes, 
then thy soul shall live, and thiscity shall not be burned with fire; and thou shalt live, and 
thine house: 

J eremiah| 38:18 But if thou wilt not go forth to the king of Babylon's princes, then shall this 
city begiven intothe hand of theChaldeans, and they shall burn it with fire, and thou shalt 
not escape out of their hand. 

Jeremiah| 38:19 And Zedekiah the king said unto J eremiah, I amafraid of thejewsthatare 
fallen to the Chaldeans, lest they deliver me into their hand, and they mock me. 

Jeremiah| 38:20 But J eremiah said, They shall not deliver [thee]. Obey, I beseech thee, the 
voiceof theLORD, which I speak unto thee: so it shall bewell unto thee, and thy soul shall 
live. 

Jeremiah| 38:21 But ifthou refuseto go forth, this [is] the word that theLORD hath 
showed me: 

Jeremiah| 38:22 And, behold, allthewomen that are left in the king of J udah's house [shall 
be] brought forth to the king of Babylon's princes, and thosefwomen] shall say, Thyfriends 
have set thee on, and have prevailed against thee: thy feet are sunk in the mire, [and] they 
are turned away back. 

Jeremiah| 38:23 So they shall bringout all thy wivesand thychildren to theChaldeans: and 
thou shalt not escape out of their hand, but shalt be taken by the hand of the king of 
Babylon: and thou shalt cause this city to be burned with fire. 
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Jeremiah| 38:24 Then said Zedekiah untojeremiah, Let no man know of thesewords, and 
thou shalt not die. 

J eremiah| 38:25 But if the princes hear that I havetalked with thee, and they come unto 
thee, and say unto thee, Declare unto us now what thou hast said unto the king, hide it not 
from us, and we will not put thee to death; also what the king said unto thee: 

J eremiah| 38:26 Then thou shalt say unto them, I presented my supplication beforethe 
king, that he would not cause me to return to J onathan's house, to die there. 

J eremiah| 38:27 Then cameal I the princes untojeremiah, andaskedhim: and hetoldthem 
according to all these wordsthat the king had commanded. So they left off speaking with 
him; for the matter was not perceived. 

J eremiah| 38:28 So J eremiah abode in the court of the prison until the day that J erusalem 
wastaken: and he was [there] when J erusalem wastaken. 

J eremiah| 39:1 In the ninthyear of Zedekiah kingofjudah, inthetenth month, came 
Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon and all hisarmy against J erusalem, and they besieged it. 

Jeremiah| 39:2 [And] in the eleventh year of Zedekiah, inthefourth month, theninth [day] 
of the month, the city was broken up. 

Jeremiah| 39:3 And all the princes of the king of Babylon came in, and sat in the middle 
gate, [even] Nergalsharezer, Samgarnebo, Sarsechim, Rabsaris, Nergalsharezer, Rabmag, 
with all the residue of the princes of the king of Babylon. 
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Jeremiah| 39:4 And itcameto pass, [that] when Zedekiah the king ofjudahsaw them, and 
all the men of war, then they fled, and went forth out of the city by night, by the way of 
the king's garden, by the gate betwixt the two walls: and he went out the way of the plain. 

J eremiah| 39:5 But the Chaldeans' army pursued after them, and overtook Zedekiah in the 
plainsof Jericho: and when they had taken him, they brought him up to Nebuchadnezzar 
kingof Babylon to Riblah in the land of Hamath, where hegavejudgment upon him. 

Jeremiah| 39:6 Then the kingof Babylon slew the sonsof Zedekiah in Riblah beforehis 
eyes: also the king of Babylon slew all the nobles of J udah. 

Jeremiah| 39:7 Moreover he put out Zedekiah 's eyes, and bound him with chains, to carry 
him to Babylon. 

J eremiah| 39:8 And theChaldeansburned the king's house, and the housesof the people, 
with fire, and brakedown the wallsof Jerusalem. 

Jeremiah| 39:9 Then Nebuzaradan thecaptain of theguard carried away captive into 
Babylon the remnant of the people that remained in the city, and those that fell away, that 
fell to him, with the rest of the people that remained. 

J eremiah| 39: 10 But N ebuzaradan the captain of the guard left of the poor of the people, 
which had nothing, in the land of J udah, and gavethem vineyardsand fieldsat thesame 
time. 

J eremiah| 39:11 N ow Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon gavecharge concerning J eremiah to 
N ebuzaradan the captain of the guard, saying, 

Jeremiah| 39:12 Take him, and look well to him, and do him no harm; but do unto him 
even as he shall say unto thee. 

Jeremiah| 39:13 So N ebuzaradan thecaptain of theguard sent, and Nebushasban, Rabsaris, 
and Nergalsharezer, Rabmag, and all the king of Babylon'sprinces; 
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J eremiah| 39: 14 Even they sent, and took J eremiah out of the court of the prison, and 
committed him unto Gedaliah the son of Ahikam theson of Shaphan, that heshould carry 
him home: so he dwelt among the people. 

J eremiah| 39: 15 N ow the word of the LO RD came unto J eremiah, while he was shut up in 
the court of the prison, saying, 

Jeremiah| 39:16 Go and speakto Ebedmelech the Ethiopian, saying, Thussaith theLORD 
of hosts, theGod of Israel; Behold, I will bring my wordsupon thiscity for evil, and not 
for good; and they shall be [accomplished] in that day before thee. 

J eremiah| 39:17 Butl will deliver thee in that day, saith theLORD: and thou shaltnot be 
given into the hand of the men of whom thou [art] afraid. 

Jeremiah| 39:18 For I will surely deliver thee, and thou shalt not fail bythesword, butthy 
life shall befor aprey unto thee: becausethou hast putthy trust in me, saith theLORD. 

Jeremiah| 40:1 The word that came to J eremiah from the LO RD, after that Nebuzaradan 
the captain of the guard had let him go from Ramah, when he had taken him being bound in 
chains among all that werecarried away captiveof Jerusalem andjudah, which were 
carried away captive unto Babylon. 

J eremiah| 40:2 And the captain of the guard took J eremiah, and said unto him, The LORD 
thy God hath pronounced thisevil upon this place. 

J eremiah| 40:3 N ow the LO RD hath brought [it], and done according as he hath said: 
because ye have sinned against the LO RD, and have not obeyed his voice, therefore this 
thing iscomeupon you. 



JEREMIAH | Holy Bible | Old Testament | King James | Book 24 
The Book of the Prophet Jeremiah 



Jeremiah| 40:4 And now, behold, I loose thee this day from thechainswhich [were] upon 
thine hand. If it seem good unto thee to come with me into Babylon, come; and I will look 
well unto thee: but if it seem ill unto thee to come with me into Babylon, forbear: behold, 
all the land [is] beforethee: whither it seemeth good and convenientfor theeto go, thither 
go. 

Jeremiah| 40:5 Now whilehewasnotyetgone back, [hesaid], Go back also to Gedaliah 
the son of Ahikam the son of Shaphan, whom the king of Babylon hath made governor over 
the citiesof Judah, and dwell with him among the people: or go wheresoever it seemeth 
convenient unto thee to go. So the captain of the guard gave him victuals and a reward, and 
let him go. 

J eremiah| 40:6 T hen wentjeremiah unto Gedaliah the son of Ahikam to Mizpah; and dwelt 
with him among the people that were left in the land. 

J eremiah| 40:7 Now when all thecaptainsof theforceswhich [were] in thefields, [even] 
they and their men, heard that the king of Babylon had made Gedaliah the son of Ahikam 
governor in the land, and had committed unto him men, and women, and children, and of 
the poor of the land, of them that were not carried away captive to Babylon; 

J eremiah| 40:8 Then they cameto Gedaliah to Mizpah, even Ishmael the son of N ethaniah, 
andjohanan andjonathan thesonsof Kareah, and Seraiah the son ofTanhumeth, and the 
sonsof Ephai the N etophathite, and Jezaniah the son of a M aachathite, they and their men. 
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Jeremiah| 40:9 And Gedaliah the son of Ahikam the son of Shaphan sware unto them and to 
their men, saying, Fear notto servetheChaldeans: dwell intheland, and serve the king of 
Babylon, and it shall be well with you. 



J eremiah| 40:10 Asfor me, behold, I will dwell at M izpah, to servetheChaldeans, which 
will come unto us: but ye, gather ye wine, and summer fruits, and oil, and put [them] in 
your vessels, and dwell i n your citiesthat ye have taken. 

J eremiah| 40:11 Likewise when all thejewsthat [were] in Moab, and amongthe 
Ammonites, and in Edom, and that [were] in all the countries, heard that the king of 
Babylon had left a remnant of J udah, and that he had set over them Gedaliah the son of 
Ahikam the son of Shaphan; 

J eremiah| 40:12 Even all thejewsreturned out of all placeswhither they weredriven, and 
cameto the land of J udah, to Gedaliah, unto M izpah, and gathered wine and summer fruits 
very much. 

J eremiah| 40:13 Moreover Johanan the son of Kareah, and all the captainsof the forces that 
[were] i n thefields, cameto Gedaliah to M izpah, 

J eremiah| 40:14 And said unto him, Dostthou certainly know that Baalisthe king of the 
Ammonites hath sent Ishmael the son of Nethaniah to slay thee? But Gedaliah the son of 
Ahikam believed them not. 

J eremiah| 40: 15 T hen Johanan the son of Kareah spaketo Gedaliah in M izpah secretly, 
saying, Let me go, I pray thee, and I will slay Ishmael the son of N ethaniah, and no man 
shall know [it]: whereforeshould he slay thee, that all thejews which are gathered unto 
thee should be scattered, and the remnant in J udah perish? 
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Jeremiah| 40:16 But Gedaliah theson of Ahikam said untojohanan theson of Kareah, Thou 
shalt not do thisthing: for thou speakest f al sel y of Ishmael. 

J eremiah| 41:1 Now it cameto passin theseventh month, [that] Ishmael theson of 
N ethaniah theson of Elishama, oftheseed royal, and the princesofthe king, even ten men 
with him, cameunto Gedaliah theson of Ahikam to Mizpah; and therethey did eat bread 
together i n Mizpah. 

J eremiah| 41:2 Then arose Ishmael theson of N ethaniah, and the ten men that were with 
him, and smote Gedaliah theson of Ahikam theson of Shaphan over theland. 

Jeremiah| 41:3 Ishmael also slew all thejewsthat were with him, [even] with Gedaliah, at 
M izpah, and the C haldeans that were found there, [and] the men of war. 

J eremiah| 41:4 And it cameto passthe second day after he had slain Gedaliah, and no man 
knew [it], 

J eremiah| 41:5 That there camecertain from Shechem, from Shiloh, and from Samaria, 
[even] fourscore men, having their beards shaven, and their clothes rent, and having cut 
themselves, with offeringsand incense i n their hand, to bring [them] to the house of the 
LORD. 

J eremiah| 41:6 And Ishmael theson of N ethaniah wentforth from Mizpah to meetthem, 
weeping all along as he went: and it came to pass, as he met them, he said unto them, 
Cometo Gedaliah theson of Ahikam. 

J eremiah| 41:7 And itwas[so], when they came into the midst ofthecity, that Ishmael the 
son of N ethaniah slew them, [and cast them] into the midst of the pit, he, and the men that 
[were] with him. 
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Jeremiah| 41:8 But ten men werefound amongthem that said unto Ishmael, Slay usnot: 
for we have treasures in the field, of wheat, and of barley, and of oil, and of honey. So he 
forbare, and slew them not among their brethren. 

J eremiah| 41:9 N ow thepit wherein Ishmael had castall thedead bodiesof the men, whom 
he had slain because of Gedaliah, [was] it which Asa the king had madefor fear of Baasha 
king of Israel: [and] Ishmael theson of Nethaniah filled it with [them that were] slain. 

J eremiah| 41:10 T hen Ishmael carried away captive all the residueof the peoplethat [were] 
in M izpah, [even] the king's daughters, and all the people that remained in M izpah, whom 
Nebuzaradan thecaptain of theguard had committed to Gedaliah theson of Ahikam: and 
Ishmael the son of N ethaniah carried them away captive, and departed to go over to the 
Ammonites. 

Jeremiah| 41:11 But whenjohanan theson of Kareah, and all the captainsof the forces that 
[were] with him, heard of all the evil that Ishmael the son of N ethaniah had done, 

J eremiah| 41:12 T hen they took all the men, and went to fight with Ishmael the son of 
Nethaniah, and found him by the great watersthat [are] in Gibeon. 

J eremiah| 41:13 N ow it cameto pass, [that] when all the people which [were] with Ishmael 
sawjohanan theson of Kareah, and all the captainsof the forces that [were] with him, then 
they were glad. 

J eremiah| 41:14 So all the people that Ishmael had carried away captive from M izpah cast 
about and returned, and went unto J ohanan the son of Kareah. 
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Jeremiah| 41:15 But Ishmael theson of Nethaniah escaped fromjohanan with eight men, 
and went to the Ammonites. 



J eremiah| 41:16 Then tookjohanan theson of Kareah, and all thecaptainsof theforcesthat 
[were] with him, all the remnant of the people whom he had recovered from Ishmael the 
son of Nethaniah, from M izpah, after [that] he had slain Gedaliah the son of Ahikam, [even] 
mighty men of war, and the women, and the children, and the eunuchs, whom he had 
brought again from Gibeon: 

J eremiah| 41:17 And they departed, and dweltinthe habitation ofChimham, whichisby 
Bethlehem, to go to enter into Egypt, 

J eremiah| 41:18 Becauseof theChaldeans: for they were afraid of them, because Ishmael 
the son of Nethaniah had slain Gedaliah theson of Ahikam, whom the king of Babylon made 
governor intheland. 

J eremiah| 42:1 Then all thecaptainsof the forces, andjohanan theson of Kareah, and 
J ezaniah the son of H oshaiah, and all the people from the least even unto the greatest, came 
near, 

J eremiah| 42:2 And said unto Jeremiah the prophet, Let, we beseech thee, our supplication 
be accepted before thee, and pray for us unto the LO R D thy God, [even] for all this 
remnant; (for we are left [but] afew of many, asthine eyesdo behold us:) 

J eremiah| 42:3 That the LO R D thy God mayshow usthe way wherein wemay walk, and 
the thing that wemay do. 

Jeremiah| 42:4 Then Jeremiah the prophet said unto them, I have heard [you]; behold, I 
will pray unto the LO RD your God according to your words; and it shall come to pass, 
[that] whatsoever thing the LO RD shall answer you, I will declare [it] unto you; I will keep 
nothing back from you. 
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Jeremiah| 42:5 Then they said to Jeremiah, TheLORD beatrueandfaithful witness 
between us, if we do not even according to all thingsfor the which the LO RD thy God 
shall send theeto us. 

J eremiah| 42:6 W hether [it be] good, orwhether [it be]evil, wewill obey the voice of the 
LO RD our God, to whom we send thee; that it may be well with us, when we obey the 
voice of theLORD our God. 

J eremiah| 42:7 And itcameto passafter ten days, that the word of theLORD cameunto 
Jeremiah. 

Jeremiah| 42:8 Then called hejohanan theson of Kareah, and all thecaptainsof theforces 
which [were] with him, and all the people from the least even to the greatest, 

Jeremiah| 42:9 And said unto them, Thus saith the LO RD, the God of Israel, unto whom 
ye sent me to present your supplication before him; 

J eremiah| 42:10 If yewill still abidein thisland, then will I build you, and not puli [you] 
down, and I will plant you, and not pluck [you] up: for I repent meof theevil that I have 
doneunto you. 

J eremiah| 42:11 Be notafraid ofthe kingof Babylon, of whom yeareafraid; benotafraid 
of him, saith theLORD: for I [am]with you tosaveyou, and to deliver you from hishand. 

Jeremiah| 42:12 And I will show merciesunto you, that he may have mercy upon you, and 
cause you to return to your own land. 

J eremiah| 42:13 But if yesay, Wewill not dwell in thisland, neither obey the voice of the 
LORD your God, 
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Jeremiah| 42:14 Saying, N o; butwewill go intotheland of Egypt, whereweshall seeno 
war, nor hear the sound of the trumpet, nor have hunger of bread; and there will we 
dwell: 



Jeremiah 42:15 And now therefore hear the wordof the LORD, yeremnantofjudah; 
Thussaith the LO RD of hosts, theGod of Israel; If ye wholly set your facesto enter into 
Egypt, and go to sojourn there; 

Jeremiah| 42:16 Then it shall cometo pass, [that] thesword, which yefeared, shall 
overtake you there in the land of Egypt, and the famine, whereof ye were afraid, shall 
follow close after you there i n Egypt; and there ye shall die. 

Jeremiah| 42:17 So shall it be with all the men that set their facesto go into Egypt to 
sojourn there; they shall die by thesword, by the famine, and bythepestilence: and none 
of them shall remain or escapefrom theevil that I will bring upon them. 

Jeremiah| 42:18 For thussaith the LORD of hosts, theGod of Israel; Asmineanger and 
my fury hath been poured forth upon the inhabitantsof Jerusalem; so shall my fury be 
poured forth upon you, when ye shall enter into Egypt: and ye shall be an execration, and 
an astonishment, and a curse, and a reproach; and ye shall see this place no more. 

Jeremiah| 42:19 The LORD hath said concerning you, O yeremnantofjudah; Goyenot 
into Egypt: know certainly that I haveadmonished you thisday. 

Jeremiah| 42:20 For ye dissembled inyour hearts, when yesent meunto the LORD your 
God, saying, Pray for usunto the LORD our God; and according unto all that the LORD 
our God shall say, so declare unto us, and we will do [it]. 
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Jeremiah| 42:21 And [now] I havethisday declared [it] to you; but ye have not obeyed the 
voice of the LO R D your God, nor any [thing] for the which he hath sent me unto you. 



J eremiah| 42:22 Now therefore know certainly thatyeshall dieby thesword, bythe 
famine, and by the pestilence, in the place whither ye desire to go [and] to sojourn. 

Jeremiah 43:1 And it cameto pass, [that] whenjeremiah had madean end of speaking 
unto all the peopleall the wordsof theLORD theirGod, for which theLORD their God 
had sent him to them, [even] all these words, 

J eremiah| 43:2 T hen spake Azariah theson of H oshaiah, andjohanan theson of Kareah, 
and all the proud men, saying unto Jeremiah, Thou speakest falsely: theLORD our God 
hath not sent thee to say, G o not into Egypt to sojourn there: 

Jeremiah| 43:3 But Baruch theson of Neriah setteth thee on against us, for to deliver us 
into the hand of the C haldeans, that they might put us to death, and carry us away captives 
into Babylon. 

Jeremiah| 43:4 Sojohanan theson of Kareah, and all thecaptainsof theforces, and all the 
people, obeyed not the voice of theLORD, to dwell intheland ofjudah. 

J eremiah| 43:5 Butjohanan theson of Kareah, and all thecaptainsof theforces, tookall 
the remnant ofjudah, that were returned from all nations, whither they had been driven, 
to dwell i n the land ofjudah; 

Jeremiah| 43:6 [Even] men, and women, and children, and the king'sdaughters, and every 
person that N ebuzaradan the captain of the guard had left with Gedaliah the son of Ahikam 
the son of Shaphan, and Jeremiah the prophet, and Baruch the son of Neriah. 
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Jeremiah 43:7 Sotheycameintotheland of Egypt: for they obeyed notthevoiceof the 
L O R D : thus came they [even] to Tahpanhes. 

J eremiah| 43:8 T hen came the word of the LO RD unto J erem i ah in Tahpanhes, saying, 



Jeremiah 
which [is 



43:9 Take great stones in thine hand, and hide them in the clay in the brickkiln, 
at the entry of Pharaoh's house in Tahpanhes, in the sight of the men of J udah; 



J eremiah| 43:10 And say unto them, Thus saith the LO RD of hosts, theGod of Israel; 
Behold, I will send and take Nebuchadrezzar the king of Babylon, my servant, and will set 
histhrone upon these stones that I have hid; and he shall spread his royal pavilion over 
them. 



J eremiah| 43:11 And when hecometh, he shall smitetheland of Egypt, [and deliver] such 
[as are] for death to death; and such [as are] for captivity to captivity; and such [as are] for 
the sword to the sword. 



J eremiah| 43:12 And I will kindleafirein the housesof the godsof Egypt; and he shall 
burn them, and carry them away captives: and he shall array himself with the land of Egypt, 
asa shepherd putteth on hisgarment; and he shall go forth from thence in peace. 

J eremiah| 43:13 H e shall break also the imagesof Bethshemesh, that [is] in the land of 
Egypt; and the housesof the godsof the Egyptians shall he burn with fire. 

J eremiah| 44: 1 The word that came to J eremiah concerning all the J ews which dwell in the 
land of Egypt, which dwell at M igdol, and at Tahpanhes, and at Noph, and in thecountry 
of Pathros, saying, 
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Jeremiah| 44:2 Thus saith the LO RD of hosts, theGod of Israel; Yehaveseen all theevil 
that I have brought uponjerusalem, and upon all thecitiesof Judah; and, behold, thisday 
they [are] a desolation, and no man dwelleth therein, 



J eremiah| 44:3 Because of their wickedness which they have committed to provoke me to 
anger, in that they went to burn incense, [and] to serve other gods, whom they knew not, 
[neither] they, ye, nor your fathers. 

J eremiah| 44:4 Howbeit I sent unto you all my servantsthe prophets, rising early and 
sending [them], saying, Oh, do not thisabominablething that I hate. 

J eremiah| 44:5 But they hearkened not, nor inclined their ear to turn from their 
wickedness, to burn no incense unto other gods. 

J eremiah| 44:6 W herefore my fury and mine anger was poured forth, and was kindled in 
the cities of J udah and i n the streets of J erusalem; and they are wasted [and] desolate, as at 
thisday. 

Jeremiah| 44:7 T herefore now thus saith theLORD, theGod of hosts, theGod of Israel; 
W herefore commit ye [this] great evil against your souls, to cut off from you man and 
woman, child and suckling, out of Judah, to leaveyou noneto remain; 

Jeremiah| 44:8 1 n that ye provoke me unto wrathwith the worksof your hands, burning 
incense unto other gods in the land of Egypt, whither ye be gone to dwell, that ye might 
cut yourselves off, and that ye might be a curse and a reproach among all the nations of the 
earth? 
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Jeremiah| 44:9 H ave ye forgotten thewickednessof your fathers, and thewickednessof the 
kingsof Judah, and thewickednessof thei r wives, and your own wickedness, and the 
wickednessof your wives, which they havecommitted in the land of Judah, and in the 
streets of Jerusalem? 

J eremiah| 44: 10 They are not humbled [even] unto thisday, neither have they feared, nor 
walked in my law, nor in my statutes, that I set before you and before your fathers. 

Jeremiah| 44:11 Therefore thus saith the LO RD of hosts, theGod of Israel; Behold, I will 
set my face against you for evil, and to cut off all J udah. 

Jeremiah| 44:12 And I will takethe remnant ofjudah, that have set thei r facesto go into 
the land of Egypt to sojourn there, and they shall all be consumed, [and] fail in the land of 
Egypt; they shall [even] be consumed by the sword [and] by the famine: they shall die, from 
the least even unto the greatest, by the sword and by the famine: and they shall be an 
execration, [and] an astonishment, and acurse, and a reproach. 

Jeremiah| 44:13 For I will punishthem thatdwell in the land of Egypt, asi have punished 
Jerusalem, by the sword, by the famine, and by thepestilence: 

J eremiah| 44:14 So that none of the remnant of J udah, which are gone into the land of 
Egypt to sojourn there, shall escape or remain, that they should return into the land of 
J udah, to the which they have a desire to return to dwell there: for none shall return but 
such as shall escape.

J eremiah| 49:36 And upon Elam will I bringthefour windsfrom thefour quartersof 
heaven, and will scatter them toward all those winds; and there shall be no nation whither 
the outcasts of Elam shall not come. 

J eremiah| 49:37 For I will cause Elam to bedismayed before their enemies, and before 
them that seek their life: and I will bring evil upon them, [even] my fierce anger, saith the 
LO RD; and I will send the sword after them, till I have consumed them:

her idolsareconfounded, her imagesare broken in pieces. 

Jeremiah| 50:3 For out ofthenorth there cometh up a nation against her, whichshall make 
her land desolate, and none shall dwell therein: they shall remove, they shall depart, both 
man and beast. 



Jeremiah| 50:4 In thosedays, and in thattime, saith the LORD, thechildren of Israel shall 
come, they and the children of J udah together, going and weeping: they shall go, and seek 
the LORD their God. 



Jeremiah| 50:5 They shall asktheway to Zion with their facesthitherward, [saying], Come, 
and let usjoin ourselvesto the LORD in a perpetual covenant [that] shall not beforgotten. 

Jeremiah| 50:6 M y people hath been lost sheep: their shepherds have caused them to go

J eremiah| 50:8 Remove out of the midst of Babylon, and go forth out of the land of the 
C haldeans, and be as the he goats before the flocks. 

Jeremiah| 50:9 For, lo, I will raiseand causeto comeup against Babylon an assembly of 
great nationsfrom the north country: and they shall set themselves in array against her; 
from thenceshe shall betaken: their arrows [shall be] as of a mighty expert man; none shall 
return i n vain. 
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Jeremiah| 50:10 And Chaldea shall beaspoil: allthatspoil her shall be satisfied, saiththe 
LORD. 



Jeremiah| 50:11 Because yewereglad, because ye rejoiced, O ye destroyers of mine 
heritage, because ye are grown fat as the heifer at grass, and bellow as bu 1 1 s;

behold, the hindermost of the nations [shall be] a wilderness, a dry land, and a desert. 

J eremiah| 50:13 Because of the w rath of the LORD it shall not beinhabited, but it shall be 
wholly desolate: every one that goeth by Babylon shall be astonished, and hiss at all her 
plagues. 

J eremiah| 50:14 Put yourselvesin array against Babylon round about: all yethat bend the 
bow, shoot at her, spare no arrows: for she hath sinned against the LO RD. 

Jeremiah| 50:15 Shout against her round about: she hath given her hand: her foundations 
are fallen, herwallsarethrowndown: for it [is] the vengeanceof the LORD: take 
vengeance upon her; as she hath done, do unto her. 

Jeremiah| 50:16 Cut offthesower from Babylon, and him that handleth thesickleinthe 
time of harvest: for fear of the oppressing sword they shall turn every one to his people, 
and they shall flee every oneto hisown land.

according to all that she hath done, do unto her: for she hath been proud against the 
LORD, against the H oly One of Israel. 

J eremiah| 50:30 Therefore shall her young men fail in thestreets, and all her men of war 
shall be cut off i n that day, saith the L O RD.

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Jeremiah| 50:44 Behold, heshall comeup likealion from theswellingof Jordan unto the 
habitation of thestrong: but I will makethem suddenly run away from her: and who [is] a 
chosen [man, that] I may appoint over her? for who [is] like me? and who will appoint me 
the time? and who [i s] that shepherd that will stand before me? 

J eremiah| 50:45 Therefore hear yethecounsel of the LO RD, thathe hathtaken against 
Babylon; and his purposes, that he hath purposed against the land of the C haldeans: Surely 
the least of the flock shall draw them out: surely he shall make [their] habitation desolate 
withthem. 

J eremiah| 50:46 At the noise of the taking of Babylon the earth is moved, and the cry is 
heard among the nations. 

Jeremiah| 51:1 Thussaith the LORD; Behold, I will raiseup against Babylon, and against 
them that dwell in the midst of them that rise up against me, a destroying wind; 

J eremiah| 51:2 And will send unto Babylon fanners, that shall fan her, and shall empty her 
land: for in the day of trouble they shall be against her round about. 

J eremiah| 51:3 Against [him that] bendeth letthearcher bend hisbow, and against [him 
that] lifteth himself up in his brigandine: and spare ye not her young men; destroy ye 
utterly all her host. 

J eremiah| 51:4 Thus the slain shall fail in the land of the C haldeans, and [they that are] 
thrust through i n her streets.

J eremiah| 51:7 Babylon [hath been] agolden cup in theLORD'Shand, that madeall the 
earth drunken: the nations have drunken of her wine; therefore the nations are mad. 

J eremiah| 51:8 Babylon issuddenly fallen and destroyed: howl for her; take balm for her 
pai n, if so be she may be healed. 

Jeremiah| 51:9 W e would have healed Babylon, but she is not healed: forsake her, and let 
us go every one into his own country: for her judgment reacheth unto heaven, and is lifted 
up[even]to the ski es. 

Jeremiah| 51:10 The LO R D hath broughtforth our righteousness: come, and let usdeclare 
in Zion the work of the LORD our God. 



Jeremiah| 51:11 M ake bright the arrows; gather theshields: the LORD hath raisedupthe

Jeremiah| 51:31 ne post shall run to meet another, and one messenger to meet another 
to show the king of Babylon that hiscity istaken at [one] end, 
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eremiah| 51:32 And that the passagesare stopped, and the reedsthey have burned with 
fire, and the men of war are affrighted. 

eremiah| 51:33 For thussaith the LO R D of hosts, the God of Israel; The daughter of 
Babylon [is] like a threshingfloor, [it i s] time to thresh her: yet a little while, and the time of 
her harvestshall come. 

eremiah| 51:34 Nebuchadrezzar the king of Babylon hath devoured me, he hath crushed 
me, he hath made me an empty vessel, he hath swallowed me up like a dragon, he hath 
filled his bel ly with my delicates, he hath cast me out. 

eremiah| 51:35 The violencedoneto meand to myflesh [be] upon Babylon, shall the 
nhabitant of Zion say; and my blood upon the inhabitantsof Chaldea, shall Jerusalem say.

Jeremiah 51:43 H ercities area desolation, adryland, and awilderness, aland wherein no

leth, neither doth [any] son of man passthereby. 



J eremiah| 51:44 And I will punish Bel in Babylon, and I will bringforth out of hismouth 
that which he hath swallowed up: and the nationsshall not flow together any more unto 
him: yea, the wali of Babylon shall fail. 

J eremiah| 51:45 M y people, go yeout of the midst of her, and deliver yeevery man his 
soul from the fierce anger of the L O R D . 

Jeremiah| 51:46 And lest your heart faint, and ye fear for the rumour that shall be heard in 
the land; a rumour shall both come [one] year, and after that in [another] year [shall come] 
a rumour, and violence in the land, ruler against ruler. 

Jeremiah| 51:47 Therefore, behold, the days come, that I will dojudgmentupon the 
graven imagesof Babylon: and her whole land shall be confounded, and all her slain shall 
fail in the midst of her. 

J eremiah| 51:48 T hen the heaven and the earth, and all that [is] therein, shall sing for 
Babylon: for the spoilers shall come unto her from the north, saiththeLORD. 

J eremiah| 51:49 As Babylon [hath caused] the slain of Israel to fail, so at Babylon shall fail 
the slain of all the earth. 

Jeremiah| 51:50 Yethat haveescaped thesword, goaway, stand notstill: rememberthe 
LORD afar off, and letjerusalem come into your mi nd. 
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Jeremiah| 51:51 W e are confounded, because we have heard reproach: shame hath covered 
our faces: for strangers are come into the sanctuaries of the LO R D 'S house. 

Jeremiah| 51:52 W herefore, behold, the days come, saith theLORD, thatl will do 
judgment upon her graven images: and through all her land the wounded shall groan. 

Jeremiah| 51:53 Though Babylon should mount up to heaven, and though sheshould fortify 
the height of her strength, [yet] from me shall spoilerscomeunto her, saith theLORD. 

Jeremiah| 51:54 A sound of acry [cometh] from Babylon, and great destruction from the 
land of theChaldeans: 



Jeremiah| 51:55 Because the LORD hath spoiled Babylon, and destroyed out of her the 
great voice; when her waves do roar like great waters, a noise of their voice is uttered: 

Jeremiah| 51:56 Because the spoiler is come upon her, [even] upon Babylon, and her 
mighty men aretaken, everyoneof their bowsisbroken: for the LORD God of 
recompensesshall surely requite. 

Jeremiah| 51:57 And I will makedrunk her princes, and her wise[men], her captains, and 
her rulers, and her mighty men: and they shall sleep a perpetual sleep, and not wake, saith 
theKing, whosenameps] the LORD of hosts. 

Jeremiah| 51: 58 T hus saith theLORD of hosts; The broad wallsof Babylon shall beutterly 
broken, and her high gates shall be burned with fire; and the people shall labour in vain, 
and thefolk i n the fire, and they shall be weary. 

J eremiah| 51: 59 T he word which J eremiah the prophet commanded Seraiah the son of 
Neriah, the son of Maaseiah, when hewent with Zedekiah the kingofjudah into Babylon in 
the fourth year of his reign. And [this] Seraiah [w as] a guiet prince. 
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Jeremiah| 51:60 Sojeremiah wrote in a book all theevil that should come upon Babylon, 
[even] all these words that are written against Babylon. 

J eremiah| 51:61 And Jeremiah said to Seraiah, When thou comestto Babylon, andshalt 
see, and shalt read all these words; 

J eremiah| 51:62 Then shalt thou say, O LORD, thou hastspoken against this place, tocut 
it off, that none shall remain i n it, neither man nor beast, but that it shall be desolate for 
ever. 

J eremiah| 51:63 And it shall be, when thou hastmadean end of reading this book, [that] 
thou shalt bind a stone to it, and cast it into the midst of Euphrates: 

J eremiah| 51:64 And thou shalt say, Thus shall Babylon sink, and shall not risefrom theevil 
that I will bring upon her: and they shall beweary. Thusfar [are] the words of Jeremiah. 

Jeremiah| 52:1 Zedekiah [was] one and twenty yearsold when he began to reign, and he 
reigned eleven years in Jerusalem. And his mother's name [was] Hamutal the daughter of 
Jeremiah of Libnah. 

J eremiah| 52:2 And hedid [that which was] evil in the eyesof the LORD, accordingto all 
thatjehoiakim had done. 

J eremiah| 52:3 For through the anger of the LORD it came to pass in J erusalem and J udah, 
till he had cast them out from his presence, that Zedekiah rebelled against the king of 
Babylon. 

J eremiah| 52:4 And it came to pass in the ninth year of his reign, i n the tenth month, i n the 
tenth [day] of the month, [that] N ebuchadrezzar king of Babylon came, he and all his army, 
against Jerusalem, and pitched against it, and built forts against it round about. 
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J eremiah 



52:5 So the city was besieged unto the eleventh year of king Zedekiah. 



J eremiah| 52:6 And in the fourth month, intheninth [day] ofthe month, thefaminewas 
sore in the city, so that there was no bread for the people of the land. 

J eremiah| 52:7 Then the city was broken up, and allthe men ofwar fled, andwentforth 
out of the city by night by the way of the gate between the two w alis, which [was] by the 
king'sgarden; (now theChaldeans[were] by the city round about:) and they went bythe 
way ofthe plain. 

J eremiah| 52:8 But thearmy of theChaldeanspursued after the king, and overtook 
Zedekiah in the plainsof J ericho; and all hisarmy wasscattered from him. 

J eremiah| 52:9 Then they took the king, and carried him upunto the king of Babylonto 
Riblah in the land of Hamath; where hegavejudgmentupon him. 

J eremiah| 52:10 And the king of Babylon slew the sonsof Zedekiah before his eyes: heslew 
also all the princesof Judah in Riblah. 

J eremiah| 52:11 Then he put out the eyes of Zedekiah; and the king of Babylon bound him 
in chains, and carried him to Babylon, and put him in prison till the day of his death. 

J eremiah| 52:12 Now inthefifth month, inthetenth [day] ofthe month, which [was] the 
nineteenth year of N ebuchadrezzar king of Babylon, came N ebuzaradan, captain of the 
guard, [which] served the king of Babylon, intojerusalem, 

J eremiah| 52:13 And burned the house ofthe LORD, and the king'shouse; and all the 
housesof Jerusalem, and all thehousesof the great [men], burned hewithfire: 
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Jeremiah| 52:14 And all thearmy of theChaldeans, that [were] with the captain of the 
guard, brakedown all thewallsof Jerusalem round about. 

J eremiah| 52:15 T hen Nebuzaradan the captain of the guard carried away captive [certain] 
of the poor of the people, and the residue of the people that remained in the city, and those 
that fell away, that fell to the king of Babylon, and the rest of the multitude. 

J eremiah| 52:16 But N ebuzaradan the captain of the guard left [certain] of the poor of the 
land for vinedressers and for husbandmen. 

Jeremiah| 52:17 Also the pillarsof brassthat [were] in the houseof the LO RD, and the 
bases, and the brazen sea that [was] in the house of the LO RD, the Chaldeans brake, and 
carried all the brassof them to Babylon. 

Jeremiah| 52: 18 T he caldrons also, and theshovels, and thesnuffers, and the bowls, and 
thespoons, and all thevesselsof brasswherewith they ministered, took they away. 

Jeremiah| 52:19 And the basins, and thefirepans, and the bowls, and the caldrons, and the 
candlesticks, and the spoons, and the cups; [that] which [was] of gold [in] gold, and [that] 
which [was] of silver [in] silver, took the captain of the guard away. 

Jeremiah| 52:20Thetwo pillars, onesea, and twelve brazen bui Is that [were] underthe 
bases, which king Solomon had madein the houseof the LORD: the brassof all these 
vesselswaswithout weight. 

Jeremiah| 52:21 And [concerning] the pillars, the height of one pillar [was] eighteen cubits;

Ezekiel 1 1:10 Asfor the likenessof their faces, they four had the face of a man, and theface 
of a I ion, on the right side: and they four had the face of an ox on the left side; they four 
also had the face of an eagle. 
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Ezekiel 1 1:11 Thus [were] their faces: and their wings [were] stretched upward; two 
[wings] of every one [were] joined one to another, and two covered their bodies. 

Ezekiel 1 1:12 And they went every one straight forward: whither the spirit wasto go, they 
went; [and] they turned not when they went. 

Ezekiel 1 1:13 Asfor thelikenessof thelivingcreatures, their appearance [was] like burning 
coals of fire, [and] like the appearance of lamps: it went up and down among the living 
creatures; and the fire was bright, and out of the fire went forth lightning. 

Ezekiel 1 1:14 And the living creatures ran and returned as the appearance of aflash of 
lightning. 

Ezekiel 1 1:15 Now asi beheld the living creatures, behold onewheel upontheearth bythe 
living creatures, with hisfour faces. 

Ezekiel 1 1: 16 The appearance of the wheels and their work [was] like unto the colour of a 
beryl: and they four had one likeness: and their appearance and their work [was] as it were 
a wheel in the middle of a wheel. 

Ezekiel 1 1:17 W hen they went, they went upon their four sides: [and] they turned not 
when they went. 

Ezekiel 1 1:18 Asfor their rings, they were so highthat they were dreadful; and their rings 
[were] full of eyes round about them four. 

Ezekiel 1 1:19 And when the living creatures went, thewheelswent bythem: and when the 
living creatu res were I ifted upfrom theearth, the wheels were I ifted up. 
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Ezekiel 1 1:20 W hithersoever the spirit wasto go, theywent, thither [wastheir] spirit to go; 
and thewheelswerelifted up over against them: for the spirit of theliving creature [was] in 
the wheel s. 

Ezekiel 1 1:21 W hen those went, [these] went; and when those stood, [these] stood; and 
when those were lifted up from the earth, the wheels were lifted up over against them: for 
the spirit of the living creature [was] in the wheels. 

Ezekiel 1 1:22 And the likenessof thefirmament upon the headsof the living creature [was] 
as the colour of the terrible crystal, stretched forth over their heads above. 

Ezekiel 1 1:23 And under the firmament [were] their wings straight, the onetoward the 
other: every one had two, which covered on this side, and every one had two, which 
covered on that side, their bodies. 

Ezekiel 1 1:24 And when theywent, I heard thenoiseof their wings, likethenoiseof great 
waters, asthevoiceof the Almighty, thevoiceof speech, as thenoiseof an host: when they 
stood, they let down their wings. 

Ezekiel 1 1:25 And there wasavoicefrom thefirmament that [was] over their heads, when 
they stood, [and] had let down their wings. 

Ezekiel 1 1:26 And above the firmament that [was] over their heads [was] the likenessof a 
throne, as the appearance of a sapphire stone: and upon the likenessof the throne [was] the 
likeness as the appearance of a man above upon it. 
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Ezekiel 1 1:27 And I saw asthecolour of amber, as the appearance of fire round about 
within it, from the appearance of his loins even upward, and from the appearance of his 
loinseven downward, I saw asit w ere the appearance of fire, and it had brightness round 
about. 



Ezekiel 1 1:28 As the appearance of the bow that isin thecloud in theday of rain, so [w as] 
the appearance of the brightness round about. T his [was] the appearance of the likeness of 
the glory of the LO R D . And when I saw [it], I fell upon myface, and I heard a voice of one 
that spake. 

Ezekiel | 2:1 And he said unto me, Son of man, stand upon thy feet, and I will speak unto 
thee. 



Ezekiel | 2:2 And the spirit entered into me when he spake unto me, and set me upon my 
feet, that I heard him that spake unto me. 

Ezekiel | 2:3 And he said unto me, Son of man, I send thee to the children of Israel, to a 
rebellious nation that hath rebelled against me: they and their fathers have transgressed 
against me, [even] unto this very day. 

Ezekiel | 2:4 For [they are] impudent children and stiffhearted. I do send thee unto them; 
and thou shalt say unto them, T hus saith the Lord G O D . 

Ezekiel | 2:5 And they, whether they will hear, or whether they will forbear, (for they [are] 
a rebellious house,) yet shall know that there hath been a prophet among them. 

Ezekiel | 2:6 And thou, son of man, benotafraid ofthem, neither beafraid of their words, 
though briers and thorns [be] with thee, and thou dost dwell among scorpions: be not afraid 
of their words, nor be dismayed at their looks, though they [be] a rebellious house.

Ezekiel 1 10:13 As for thewheels, itwascried untothem in my hearing, O wheel. 

Ezekiel 1 10:14 And every one had four faces: the first face [w as] the face of a cherub, and 
the second face [was] the face of a man, and the third the face of a I ion, and the fourth the 
face of an eagle. 

Ezekiel 1 10:15 And the cherubims were lifted up. This [is] the living creature that I saw by 
the river of Chebar. 

Ezekiel 1 10:16 And when the cherubims went, the wheels went by them: and when the 
cherubims lifted up their wings to mount up from the earth, the same wheels also turned 
not from besidethem. 

Ezekiel 1 10:17 W hen they stood, [these] stood; and when they were lifted up, [these] lifted 
up themselves [also]: for the spirit of the living creature [was] in them. 

Ezekiel 1 10: 18 T hen the glory of the LO R D departed from off the threshold of the house, 
and stood over the cherubims. 

Ezekiel 1 10:19 And the cherubims lifted up their wings, and mounted upfrom the earth in 
my sight: when they went out, the wheels also [were] besidethem, and [every one] stood at 
the door of the east gate of the LO R D 'S house; and the glory of the God of Israel [was] over 
them above. 

Ezekiel 1 10:20 This [is] the living creature that I saw under the God of Israel bythe river of 
Chebar; and I knew that they [were] the cherubims. 
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Ezekiel 1 10:21 Every one had four faces apiece, and every onefour wings; and the likeness 
of the hands of a man [w as] under their wings. 

Ezekiel 1 10:22 And the likeness of their faces [was] thesamefaceswhich I saw bytheriver 
of Chebar, their appearances and themselves: they went every one straight forward.

Ezekiel 1 14:19 O r [if] I send a pesttlence into that land, and pour out myfury upon it in 
blood, to cut off from it man and beast: 

Ezekiel 1 14: 20 Though Noah, Daniel, andjob, [were] in it, [as] I live, saith the Lord GO D, 
they shall deliver neither son nor daughter; they shall [but] deliver their own souls by their 
righteousness. 

Ezekiel 1 14:21 For thus saith the Lord GO D; How much morewhen I send my four sore 
judgments upon J erusalem, the sword, and the famine, and the noisome beast, and the 
pestilence, to cut off from it man and beast? 
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Ezekiel 1 14:22 Yet, behold, therein shall be left a remnant that shall be brought forth, 
[both] sonsand daughters: behold, they shall come forth untoyou, and ye shall seetheir 
way and their doings: and ye shall be comforted concerning the evil that I have brought 
upon Jerusalem, [even] concerning all that I have brought upon it. 

Ezekiel 1 14:23 And they shall comfortyou, when ye seetheir w ays and their doings: and ye 
shall know that I have not done without cause all that I have done in it, saith the Lord 
GOD.

Ezekiel 1 16:5 N one eye pitied thee, to do any of these unto thee, to have compassion upon 
thee; but thou wast cast out in the open field, to the loathing of thy person, in the day that 
thou wast born.

Ezekiel 1 16:8 N ow when I passed by thee, and looked upon thee, behold, thy time[was] 
the time of love; and I spread my skirt over thee, and covered thy nakedness: yea, I sware 
unto thee, and entered into a covenant with thee, saith the Lord GO D, and thou becamest 
mine. 
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Ezekiel 1 16:9 T hen washed I thee with water; yea, I thoroughly washed away thy blood 
from thee, and I anointed thee with oil. 

Ezekiel 1 16:10 1 clothed thee also with broidered work, and shod thee with badgers' skin, 
and I girded thee about with fine linen, and I covered thee with silk. 

Ezekiel 1 16:11 1 decked thee also with ornaments, and I put braceletsupon thy hands, and a 
chain on thy neck. 

Ezekiel 1 16: 12 And I putajewel on thyforehead, and earringsin thineears, and a beautiful 
crown upon thine head. 

Ezekiel 1 16:13Thuswastthou decked with gold and silver; and thy raiment [wasof]fine 
linen, and silk, and broidered work; thou didst eatfineflour, and honey, and oil: and thou 
wast exceeding beautiful, and thou didst prosper into a kingdom. 

Ezekiel 1 16:14 And thy renown went forth among the heathen for thy beauty: for it [w as] 
perfect through my comeliness, which I had put upon thee, saith the Lord GO D. 

Ezekiel 1 16:15 But thou didst trust in thine own beauty, and playedstthe harlot becauseof 
thy renown, and pouredst out thy fornications on every one that passed by; his it was. 

Ezekiel 1 16:16 And of thy garments thou didst take, and deckedst thy high places with 
diverscolours, and playedst the harlot thereu pon: [the like things] shall not come, neither 
shall it be [so]. 

Ezekiel 1 16:17 Thou hast also taken thyfair jewelsof my gold and of my silver, which I had 
given thee, and madest to thyself imagesof men, and didst commit whoredom with them, 

Ezekiel 1 16:18 And tookest thy broidered garments, and coveredst them: and thou hast set 
mine oil and mine incense before them. 
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Ezekiel 1 16:19 M y meat also which I gavethee, fineflour, and oil, and honey, [wherewith] 
I fed thee, thou hast even set it before them for a sweet savour: and [thus] it w as, saith the 
LordGOD. 

Ezekiel 1 16:20 M oreover thou hast taken thy sons and thy daughters, whom thou hast 
borne unto me, and these hast thou sacrificed unto them to be devoured. [Is this] of thy 
whoredomsasmall matter, 

Ezekiel 1 16:21 That thou hast slain my children, and delivered them to cause them to pass 
through [the f i re] for them? 

Ezekiel 16:22 And in all thineabominationsand thy whoredomsthou hast not 
remembered the days of thy youth, when thou wast naked and bare, [and] wast polluted in 
thy blood. 

Ezekiel 1 16:23 And it cameto passafter all thy wickedness, (woe, woeunto thee! saith the 
LordGOD;) 

Ezekiel 1 16:24 [That] thou hast also built unto thee an eminent place, and hast madethee an 
high place in every street. 

Ezekiel 1 16:25 Thou hast built thy high place at every head of theway, and hast madethy 
beauty to be abhorred, and hast opened thy feet to every one that passed by, and multiplied 
thy whoredoms. 

Ezekiel 1 16:26 Thou hast also committed fornication with the Egyptiansthy neighbours, 
great of flesh; and hast increased thy whoredoms, to provoke me to anger. 

Ezekiel 16:27 Behold, therefore I have stretched out my hand over thee, and have 
diminished thine ordinary [food], and delivered thee unto the will of them that hate thee, 
the daughters of the Philistines, which are ashamed of thy lewd way.

Ezekiel 1 16:32 [But as] a wife that committeth adultery, [which] taketh strangers instead of 
her husband! 

Ezekiel 1 16:33 T hey give giftsto all whores: but thou givest thy giftsto all thy lovers, and 
hirest them, that they may come unto thee on every side for thy whoredom. 

Ezekiel 1 16:34 And the contrary isin thee from [other]women inthy whoredoms, whereas 
none followeth thee to commit whoredoms: and in that thou givest a reward, and no 
reward isgiven unto thee, therefore thou art contrary. 

Ezekiel 1 16:35 Wherefore, O harlot, heartheword of the LORD: 

Ezekiel 1 16:36 Thus saith the Lord GO D; Becausethy filthinesswaspoured out, and thy 
nakednessdiscovered through thy whoredoms with thy lovers, and with all the idolsof thy 
abominations, and by the blood of thy children, which thou didst give unto them; 
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Ezekiel 1 16:37 Behold, therefore I will gather all thy lovers, with whom thou hast taken 
pleasure, and all [them] that thou hast loved, with all [them] that thou hast hated; I will 
even gather them round about against thee, and will discover thy nakednessunto them, 
that they may see all thy nakedness.

Ezekiel 1 16:44 Behold, every onethat useth proverbs shall use [this] proverb against thee, 
saying, As [is] the mother, [so i s] her daughter. 
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Ezekiel 1 16:45 Thou [art] thy mother'sdaughter, that loatheth her husband and her 
children; and thou [art] the sister of thy sisters, which loathed their husbands and their 
children: your mother [w as] an H ittite, and your father an Amorite. 

Ezekiel 1 16:46 And thineelder sister [is] Samaria, sheand her daughters that dwell atthy 
left hand: and thy younger sister, that dwelleth at thy right hand, [is] Sodom and her 
daughters. 

Ezekiel 1 16:47 Yet hast thou not walked after their ways, nor done after their 
abominations: but, as [if that were] a very little [thing], thou wast corrupted more than 
they i n all thy ways. 

Ezekiel 1 16:48 [As] I live, saith theLordGOD, Sodom thy sister hath not done, shenor her 
daughters, as thou hast done, thou and thy daughters. 

Ezekiel 1 16:49 Behold, this was the iniquityof thy sister Sodom, pride, fulnessof bread, 
and abundance of idleness was in her and in her daughters, neither did she strengthen the 
hand of the poor and needy. 

Ezekiel 1 16:50 And they were haughty, and committed abomination before me: therefore I 
took them away as I saw [good]. 

Ezekiel 1 16:51 Neither hath Samaria committed half of thy sins; but thou hast multiplied 
thine abominations more than they, and hast justified thy sisters in all thine abominations 
which thou hast done. 

Ezekiel 1 16:52 Thou also, which hastjudged thy sisters, bear thine ownshamefor thy sins 
that thou hast committed more abominable than they: they are more righteous than thou:

Ezekiel 1 16:55 W hen thy sisters, Sodom and her daughters, shall return to their former 
estate, and Samaria and her daughters shall return to their former estate, then thou and thy 
daughters shall return to your former estate. 

Ezekiel 1 16:56 For thy sister Sodom was not mentioned by thy mouth in the day of thy 
pride, 

Ezekiel 1 16:57 Beforethy wickednesswasdiscovered, asatthetimeof [thy] reproach ofthe 
daughters of Syria, and all [that are] round about her, the daughters of the Philistines, 
which despisethee round about. 

Ezekiel 1 16:58 Thou hast borne thy lewdness and thine abominations, saith theLORD. 

Ezekiel 1 16:59 For thus saith the Lord GO D; I will even deal with theeasthou hast done, 
which hast despised the oath in breaking the covenant. 

Ezekiel 1 16:60 Neverthelessl will remember my covenant with theein the daysof thy 
youth, and I will establish unto theean everlasting covenant. 

Ezekiel 1 16:61 Then thou shalt remember thy ways, and be ashamed, w hen thou shalt 
receive thy sisters, thine elder and thy younger: and I will givethem unto theefor 
daughters, but not by thy covenant. 
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Ezekiel 1 16:62 And I will establish my covenant with thee; and thou shalt know that I [am] 
theLORD: 

Ezekiel 1 16:63 That thou mayest remember, and be confounded, and never open thy 
mouth any more because of thy shame, when I am pacified toward thee for all that thou 
hast done, saith the Lord G O D . 

Ezekiel 1 17:1 And theword of the LORD cameunto me, saying, 

Ezekiel 1 17:2 Son of man, put forth a riddle, and speak a parable unto the house of Israel; 

Ezekiel 1 17:3 And say, Thus saith the Lord GO D; A great eaglewith great wings, 
longwinged, full of feathers, which had divers colours, came unto Lebanon, and took the 
highest branch of the cedar: 

Ezekiel 1 17:4 Hecropped off the top of hisyoung twigs, and carried it into a land of traffic; 
he set it i n a city of merchants. 

Ezekiel 1 17:5 Hetook also of theseed of the land, and planted it in afruitful field; he 
placed [it] by great waters, [and] set it [as] awillow tree.

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Ezekiel | 20:9 But I wroughtfor my name's sake, that it should not be polluted beforethe 
heathen, among whom they [were], in whose sight I made myself known unto them, in 
bringing them forth out of the land of Egypt. 

Ezekiel | 20:10 W herefore I caused them to go forth out of the land of Egypt, and brought 
them into the wilderness.

Ezekiel | 20:30 W herefore say unto the house of Israel, Thus saith the Lord GO D; Areye 
polluted after the manner of your fathers? and commit ye whoredom after their 
abominations? 

Ezekiel | 20:31 For when yeoffer your gifts, when ye makeyour sonsto passthrough the 
fire, ye pollute yourselves with all your idols, even unto thisday: and shall I be inquired of 
by you, O house of Israel? [As] I live, saith the Lord GO D, I will not be inquired of by you. 

Ezekiel | 20:32 And that which cometh into your mind shall not be at all, that ye say, W e 
will beasthe heathen, asthefamiliesof thecountries, to servewood and stone.

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Ezekiel | 21:12 Cry and howl, son of man: for it shall be upon my people, it [shall be] upon 
all the princesof Israel: terrorsby reason of thesword shall beupon my people: smite 
therefore upon [thy] thigh. 

Ezekiel | 21:13 Because [it i s] atrial, and what if [the sword] contemn even the rod? it shall 
be no [more], saith the Lord G O D . 

Ezekiel | 21:14 T hou therefore, son of man, prophesy, and smite [thine] handstogether, 
and let the sword be doubled the third time, the sword of the slain: it [is] the sword of the 
great [men that are] slain, which entereth into their privy chambers. 

Ezekiel | 21:15 I have set the point of the sword against all their gates, that [their] heart may 
faint, and [their] ruins be multiplied: ah! [it is] made bright, [it is] wrapped up for the 
slaughter. 

Ezekiel | 21:16 G o thee one way or other, [either] on the right hand, [or] on the left, 
whithersoever thy face [is] set.

Ezekiel | 21:19 Also, thou son of man, appoint theetwoways, that the sword ofthe king of 
Babylon may come: both twain shall comeforth out of one land: and choosethou a place, 
choose [it] at the head of the way to the city.

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Ezekiel | 21:22 Athisright hand was the divination for J erusalem, to appoint captains, to 
open the mouth in the slaughter, to lift up the voice with shouting, to appoint [battering] 
rams against the gates, to cast a mount, [and] to buildafort. 

Ezekiel | 21:23 And it shall beunto them as a false divination in their sight, to them that 
have sworn oaths: but he will call to remembrance the iniquity, that they may be taken. 

Ezekiel | 21:24 Therefore thus saith theLord GO D; Becauseye havemadeyour iniquityto 
be remembered, in that your transgressionsare discovered, so that i n all your doingsyour 
sinsdo appear; because, [I sayL that ye are come to remembrance, ye shall be taken with 
the hand.

Ezekiel | 22:11 And one hath committed abomination with hisneighbour'swife; and 
another hath lewdly defiled hisdaughter in law; and another in thee hath humbled his 
sister, hisfather'sdaughter. 

Ezekiel | 22:12 I n thee have they taken giftsto shed blood; thou hast taken usury and 
increase, and thou hast greedily gained of thy neighbours by extortion, and hast forgotten 
me, saith the Lord GO D. 

Ezekiel | 22:13 Behold, therefore I have smitten mine hand at thy dishonest gain which thou 
hast made, and at thy blood which hath been in the midst of thee.

Ezekiel | 22:21 Yea, I will gather you, and blow upon you in the fire of my wrath, and ye 
shall be melted in the midst thereof. 

Ezekiel | 22:22 As silver is melted in the midst of the furnace, so shall ye be melted in the 
midst thereof; and ye shall know that I the LORD have poured out my fury upon you.

Ezekiel | 22:28 And her prophets have daubed them with untempered [mortar], seeing 
vanity, and divining lies unto them, saying, Thus saith the Lord GO D, when the LO RD 
hath not spoken. 

Ezekiel | 22:29 The peopleof theland have used oppression, and exercised robbery, and 
have vexed the poor and needy: yea, they have oppressed the stranger wrongfully. 

Ezekiel | 22:30 And I sought for a man among them, that should make up the hedge, and 
stand in the gap before me for the land, that I should not destroy it: but I found none. 

Ezekiel | 22:31 Therefore have I poured out mine indignation upon them; I have consumed 
them with the fire of my wrath: their own way have I recompensed upon their heads, saith 
the Lord GOD.

Aholah, andjerusalem Aholibah. 
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Ezekiel | 23:5 And Aholah played the harlot when she was mine; and she doted on her 
lovers, on the Assyrians [her] neighbours, 

Ezekiel | 23:6 [W hich were] clothed with blue, captainsand rulers, all of them desirable 
young men, horsemen riding upon horses. 

Ezekiel | 23:7Thusshecommitted her whoredoms with them, with all them [thatwere] the 
chosen men of Assyria, and with all on whom she doted: with all their idolsshedefiled 
herself. 

Ezekiel | 23:8 Neither leftshe her whoredoms[brought]from Egypt: for in her youththey 
lay with her, and they bruised the breastsof her virginity, and poured their whoredom 
upon her. 

Ezekiel | 23:9 W herefore I have delivered her into the hand of her lovers, into the hand of 
the Assyrians, upon whom she doted. 

Ezekiel | 23:10 T hese discovered her nakedness: they took her sonsand her daughters, and 
slew her with the sword: and she became famous among women; for they had executed 
judgment upon her. 

Ezekiel | 23:11 And when her sister Aholibah saw [this], shewasmorecorrupt in her 
inordinate lovethan she, and in her whoredoms morethan her sister in [her] whoredoms. 

Ezekiel | 23:12 She doted upon the Assyrians [her] neighbours, captainsand rulers clothed 
most gorgeously, horsemen riding upon horses, all of them desirable young men. 

Ezekiel | 23:13 T hen I saw that she wasdefiled, [that] they [took] both one way, 

Ezekiel | 23:14 And [that] she increased her whoredoms: for when she saw men portrayed 
upon the wali, theimagesof theChaldeans portrayed with vermilion, 
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Ezekiel | 23:15 Girded with girdlesupon their loins, exceeding in dyed attireupon their 
heads, all of them princesto look to, after the manner of the Babylonians of Chaldea, the 
land of their nativity: 

Ezekiel | 23:16 And as soon as shesaw them with hereyes, she doted upon them, and sent 
messengers unto them into Chaldea. 

Ezekiel | 23:17 And the Babylonians came to her into the bed of love, and they defiled her 
with their whoredom, and she was polluted with them, and her mind wasalienated from 
them. 

Ezekiel | 23:18 So she discovered her whoredoms, and discovered her nakedness: then my 
mind wasalienated from her, likeasmy mind wasalienated from hersister.

Ezekiel | 23:20 For she doted upon their paramours, whoseflesh [is as] theflesh of asses, 
and whose issue [is I i ke] the issue of horses. 

Ezekiel | 23:21 Thusthou calledstto remembrance the lewdnessof thy youth, in bruising 
thy teats by the Egyptiansfor the paps of thy youth.

Ezekiel | 34:4 The diseased have ye not strengthened, neither have ye healed that which was 
sick, neither have ye bound up [that which was] broken, neither have ye brought again that 
which was driven away, neither have ye sought that which was lost; but with force and with 
cruelty have ye ruled them. 

Ezekiel | 34:5 And they were scattered, because [there is] no shepherd: and they became 
meat to all the beasts of the field, when they were scattered. 

Ezekiel | 34:6 M y sheep wandered through all the mountains, and upon every high hill: yea, 
my flock was scattered upon all the face of the earth, and none did search or seek [after 
them]. 

Ezekiel | 34:7 T herefore, ye shepherds, hear the word of the LO R D ; 
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Ezekiel | 34:8 [As] I live, saith the Lord GO D, surely because my flock became a prey, and 
my flock became meat to every beast of the field, because [there was] no shepherd, neither 
di d my shepherds search for my flock, but the shepherdsfed themselves, and fed not my 
flock; 

Ezekiel | 34:9 Therefore, O ye shepherds, heartheword of the LORD; 

Ezekiel | 34: 10 T hus saith the Lord GO D; Behold, I [am] against the shepherds; and I will 
require my flock at their hand, and cause them to cease from feeding the flock; neither shall 
the shepherdsfeed themselves any more; for I will deliver my flock from their mouth, that 
they may not be meat for them. 

Ezekiel | 34:11 For thus saith the Lord GO D; Behold, I, [even]l, will both search my 
sheep, and seek them out.

Ezekiel | 34:21 Becauseye have thrust with sideand with shoulder, and pushed all the 
diseased with your horns, till ye have scattered them abroad; 

Ezekiel | 34:22 T herefore will I save myflock, and they shall no more beaprey; and I will 
judge between cattle and cattle. 

Ezekiel | 34:23 And I will set up one shepherd over them, and he shall feed them, [even] my 
servant David; he shall feed them, and he shall be their shepherd. 

Ezekiel | 34:24 And I the LO RD will be their God, and my servant David a prince among 
them; I the LORD havespoken [it]. 
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Ezekiel | 34:25 And I will makewith them a covenant of peace, and will causetheevil 
beaststo cease out of the land: and they shall dwell safely in the wilderness, and sleep in the 
woods. 



Ezekiel | 34:26 And I will makethem and the places round about myhill ablessing; and I 
will causetheshower to comedown in his season; there shall beshowersof blessing. 

Ezekiel | 34:27 And thetreeof the field shall yield her fruit, and the earth shall yield her 
increase, and they shall besafeintheir land, and shall know thatl [am]theLORD, whenl 
have broken the bands of their yoke, and delivered them out of the hand of those that 
served themselves of them.

Ezekiel | 35:15 Asthou didst rejoiceat the inheritanceof the houseof Israel, because it was 
desolate, so will I do unto thee: thou shalt be desolate, O mount Seir, and all Idumea, 
[even] all of it: and they shall know that I [am] the LO RD. 

Ezekiel | 36:1 Also, thou son of man, prophesy unto the mountainsof Israel, and say, Ye 
mountainsof Israel, heartheword of the LO RD: 

Ezekiel | 36:2 Thus saith theLord GO D; Because the enemy hath said against you, Aha, 
even the ancient high placesare ours in possession: 

Ezekiel | 36:3 Therefore prophesy and say, Thus saith theLord GO D; Because they have 
made [you] desolate, and swallowed you up on every side, that ye might be a possession 
unto the residue of the heathen, and ye are taken up in the lips of talkers, and [are] an 
infamy of the people: 

Ezekiel | 36:4 Therefore, ye mountainsof Israel, heartheword of theLord GO D; Thus 
saith the Lord GO D to the mountains, and to the hills, to the rivers, and to the valleys, to 
the desolate wastes, and to the citiesthat are forsaken, which became a prey and derision to 
the residue of the heathen that [are] round about; 

Ezekiel | 36:5 T herefore thus saith the Lord G O D ; Surely i n the f ire of my jealousy have I 
spoken against the residue of the heathen, and against all Idumea, which have appointed my 
land into their possession with the joy of all [their] heart, with despiteful minds, to cast it 
out for a prey. 
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Ezekiel | 36:6 Prophesy therefore concerning the land of Israel, and say unto the mountains, 
and to the hills, to the rivers, and to the valleys, Thussaith the Lord GO D; Behold, I have 
spoken in my jealousy and in my fury, because ye have borne the shame of the heathen: 

Ezekiel | 36:7 Therefore thussaith the Lord GO D; I havelifted upminehand, Surelythe 
heathen that [are] about you, they shall bear their shame. 

Ezekiel | 36:8 But ye, O mountains of Israel, ye shall shoot forth your branches, and yield 
your fruit to my people of Israel; for they are at hand to come. 

Ezekiel | 36:9 For, behold, I [am] for you, and I will turn unto you, and ye shall betilled 
and sown: 

Ezekiel | 36:10 And I will multiply men upon you, all the houseof Israel, [even] all of it: 
and the cities shall be inhabited, and the wastes shall be builded: 

Ezekiel | 36:11 And I will multiply upon you man and beast; and they shall increaseand 
bring fruit: and I will settleyou after your old estates, and will do better [unto you] than at 
your beginnings: and ye shall know that I [am] the LORD. 

Ezekiel | 36:12 Yea, I will cause men to walk upon you, [even] my people Israel; and they 
shall possessthee, and thou shalt be their inheritance, and thou shalt no more henceforth 
bereavethem [of men]. 

Ezekiel | 36: 13 Thussaith the Lord GO D; Because they say unto you, Thou [land] 
devourest up men, and hast bereaved thy nations; 
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Ezekiel | 36: 14 T herefore thou shalt devour men no more, neither bereavethy nationsany 
more, saith theLord GO D. 

Ezekiel | 36:15 Neither will I cause[men] to hear in thee the shame of the heathen any 
more, neither shalt thou bear the reproach of the people any more, neither shalt thou cause 
thy nationsto fail any more, saith theLord GO D. 

Ezekiel | 36:16 Moreover theword of the LO RD cameunto me, saying, 

Ezekiel | 36:17 Son of man, when the house of Israel dwelt in their own land, they defiled it 
by their own way and by their doings: their way wasbeforemeastheuncleannessof a 
removed w o man. 

Ezekiel | 36:18 W herefore I poured my fury upon them for the blood that they had shed 
upon the land, and for their idols [wherewith] they had polluted it: 

Ezekiel | 36:19 And I scattered them among the heathen, and they were dispersed through 
the countries: according to their way and according to their doings I judged them. 

Ezekiel | 36:20 And when they entered unto the heathen, whither they went, they profaned 
my holy name, when they said to them, These [are] the people of the LO RD, and are gone 
forth out of his land. 

Ezekiel | 36:21 But I had pity for mine holy name, which the house of Israel had profaned 
among the heathen, whither they went. 

Ezekiel | 36:22 T herefore say unto the house of Israel, Thussaith theLord GO D; I do not 
[this] for your sakes, O house of Israel, but for mine holy name's sake, which ye have 
profaned among the heathen, whither ye went. 
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Ezekiel | 36:23 And I will sanctify my great name, which was profaned among the heathen, 
which ye have profaned in the midst of them; and the heathen shall know that I [am] the 
LORD, saith the Lord GO D, when I shall besanctified inyou beforetheir eyes. 

Ezekiel | 36:24 For I will take you from among the heathen, and gather you out of all 
countries, and will bring you into your own land. 

Ezekiel | 36:25 Then will I sprinkle clean water upon you, and ye shall be clean: from all 
your filthiness, and from all your idols, will I cleanseyou. 

Ezekiel | 36:26 A new heartalso will I giveyou, and anew spirit will I put within you: and I 
will take away the stony heart out of your flesh, and I will give you an heart of flesh. 

Ezekiel | 36:27 And I will put my spirit within you, and cause you to walk in my statutes, 
and ye shall keep myjudgments, and do [them]. 

Ezekiel | 36:28 And ye shall dwell i n the land that I gave to your fathers; and ye shall be my 
people, and I will beyour God. 

Ezekiel | 36:29 1 will also saveyou from all your uncleannesses: and I will call for thecorn, 
and will increase it, and lay no famine upon you.

be ashamed and confounded for your own ways, O house of Israel. 
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Ezekiel | 36:33 Thus saith the Lord GO D; I n the day that I shall have cleansed you from all 
your iniquities I will also cause [you] to dwell in the cities, and the wastes shall be builded. 

Ezekiel | 36:34 And the desolate land shall betilled, whereas it lay desolate in the sight ofall 
that passed by. 

Ezekiel | 36:35 And they shall say, This land that w as desolate is become I i ke the garden of 
Eden; and the waste and desolate and ruined cities [are become] fenced, [and] are 
inhabited. 

Ezekiel | 36:36 T hen the heathen that are left round about you shall know that I the LO R D 
build the ruined [places, and] plant that that w as desolate: I the LORD havespoken [it], and 
I will do [it]. 

Ezekiel | 36:37 Thus saith the Lord GO D; I will yet [for] this be inquired of by the house of 
Israel, to do [it] for them; I will increasethem with men likeaflock. 

Ezekiel | 36:38 Asthe holyflock, astheflock ofjerusalem in her solemn feasts; so shall the 
waste cities befilled with flocksof men: and they shall know that I [am] the LORD. 

Ezekiel | 37:1 The hand of the LORD wasupon me, and carried meout in the spirit ofthe 
LORD, andsetmedown in the midst ofthe valleywhich [w as] f u 1 1 of bones, 

Ezekiel | 37:2 And caused meto passby them round about: and, behold, [therewere] very 
many i n the open valley; and, lo, [they were] very dry. 

Ezekiel | 37:3 And hesaid unto me, Son of man, can these bones I i ve? And I answered, O 
Lord GO D, thou knowest. 
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Ezekiel | 37:4 Again he said unto me, Prophesy upon these bones, and say unto them, O ye 
dry bones, heartheword oftheLORD.

Ezekiel | 37:18 And when the children ofthy people shall speak unto thee, saying, Wilt 
thou not show us what thou [meanest] by these? 

Ezekiel | 37:19 Say unto them, Thussaith the Lord GO D; Behold, I wi 1 1 take the stick of 
Joseph, which [is] in the hand of Ephraim, and the tribesof Israel hisfellows, andwill put 
them with him, [even] with the stick ofjudah, and makethem one stick, and they shall be 
onein mine hand. 

Ezekiel | 37:20 And thestickswhereon thou writest shall be in thine hand beforetheir eyes. 

Ezekiel | 37:21 And say unto them, Thussaith the Lord GO D; Behold, I will take the 
children of Israel from among the heathen, whither they be gone, and will gather them on 
every side, and bring them into their own land: 

Ezekiel | 37:22 And I will makethem one nation in the land upon the mountainsof Israel; 
and one king shall be king to them all: and they shall be no moretwo nations, neither shall 
they bedivided into two kingdomsany more at all: 
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Ezekiel | 37:23 Neither shall they defile themselves any more with their idols, nor with 
their detestable things, nor with any of their transgressions: but I will save them out of all 
their dwellingplaces, wherein they have sinned, and will cleanse them: so shall they be my 
people, and I will be their God.

Ezekiel | 37:28 And the heathen shall know that I the LO RD do sanctify Israel, when my 
sanctuary shall be i n the midst of them for evermore. 

Ezekiel | 38:1 And theword of the LO RD cameunto me, saying, 

Ezekiel | 38:2 Son of man, set thy face against Gog, the land of M agog, the chief prince of 
M eshech and Tubal, and prophesy against him, 

Ezekiel | 38:3 And say, Thussaith the Lord GOD; Behold, I [am] against t hee, O Gog, the 
chief prince of M eshech and Tubal: 
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Ezekiel | 38:4 And I will turn theeback, and put hooksinto thyjaws, and I will bringthee 
forth, and all thinearmy, horsesand horsemen, all of them clothed with all sortsfof 
armour, even] agreat company [with] bucklersand shields, all of them handling swords: 

Ezekiel | 38:5 Persia, Ethiopia, and Libya with them; all of them with shield and helmet: 

Ezekiel | 38:6Gomer, and all hisbands; the houseof Togarmah ofthenorth quarters, and 
all his bands: [and] many people with thee. 

Ezekiel | 38:7 Bethou prepared, and preparefor thyself, thou, and all thy company thatare 
assembled unto thee, and be thou a guard unto them. 

Ezekiel | 38:8 After many daysthou shalt be visited: in the latter yearsthou shalt come into 
the land [that i s] brought back from the sword, [and i s] gathered out of many people, 
against the mountains of Israel, which have been always waste: but it is brought forth out of 
the nations, and they shall dwell safely all of them.

Ezekiel | 40:3 And he brought me thither, and, behold, [there was] a man, whose 
appearance [was] like the appearance of brass, with a line of flax in his hand, and a 
measuring reed; and he stood in the gate. 

Ezekiel | 40:4 And the man said unto me, Son of man, behold with thine eyes, and hear 
with thine ears, and set thine heart upon all that I shall show thee; for to the intent that I 
might show [them] unto thee [art] thou brought hither: declare all that thou seest to the 
house of Israel. 

Ezekiel | 40:5 And behold awali on theoutsideof the house round about, and intheman's 
hand a measuring reed of six cubits [long] by the cubit and an hand breadth: so he measured 
the breadth of the building, one reed; and the height, one reed.

Ezekiel | 40:7 And [every] little chamber [was] one reed long, and one reed broad; and 
between the little chambers [were] five cubits; and the threshold of the gate by the porch of 
the gate within [was] one reed. 
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Ezekiel | 40:8 Hemeasured alsothe porch of the gate within, one reed. 

Ezekiel | 40:9 T hen measured hethe porch of the gate, eight cubits; and the posts thereof , 
two cubits; and the porch of the gate [was] inward. 

Ezekiel | 40:10 And the little chambers of the gate eastward [were] threeon thisside, and 
three on that side; they three [were] of one measure: and the posts had one measure on this 
side and on that side. 

Ezekiel | 40:11 And he measured the breadth of the entry of the gate, ten cubits; [and] the 
length of the gate, thirteen cubits. 

Ezekiel | 40:12 The spacealso beforethe little chambers [was] one cubit [on thisside], and 
the space [was] one cubit on that side: and the little chambers [were] six cubits on thisside, 
and six cubits on that side. 

Ezekiel | 40:13 H e measured then the gatefrom the roof of [one] little chamber to the roof 
of another: the breadth [was] five and twenty cubits, door against door. 

Ezekiel | 40:14 Hemadealso posts of threescore cubits, even unto the post of thecourt 
round about the gate. 

Ezekiel | 40:15 And from the face of the gate of the entrance unto the face of the porch of 
the inner gate [were] fifty cubits. 

Ezekiel | 40:16 And [therewere] narrow windowsto the little chambers, and to their posts 
within the gate round about, and likewise to the arches: and windows [were] round about 
inward: and upon [each] post [were] palm trees. 

Ezekiel | 40:17 Then brought he meinto theoutward court, and, lo, [therewere] 
chambers, and a pavement made for the court round about: thirty chambers [were] upon 
the pavement. 
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Ezekiel | 40:18 And the pavement by the side of the gates over against the length of the 
gates [w as] the lower pavement. 

Ezekiel | 40:19 T hen he measured the breadth from the forefront of the lower gate unto the 
forefront of the inner court without, an hundred cubits eastward and northward. 

Ezekiel | 40:20 And the gate of the outward court that looked toward the north, he 
measured the length thereof, and the breadth thereof. 

Ezekiel | 40:21 And the little chambers thereof [were] three on thisside and three on that 
side; and the posts thereof and the arches thereof were after the measure of the first gate: 
the length thereof [was] fifty cubits, and the breadth five and twenty cubits. 

Ezekiel | 40:22 And their windows, and their arches, and their palm trees, [were] after the 
measure of the gate that looketh toward the east; and they went up unto it by seven steps; 
and the arches thereof [were] before them. 

Ezekiel | 40:23 And the gate of the inner court [was] over against the gate toward the north, 
and toward the east; and he measured from gate to gate an hundred cubits. 

Ezekiel | 40:24 After that he brought me toward the south, and behold a gate toward the 
south: and he measured the posts thereof and the arches thereof according to these 
measures. 

Ezekiel | 40:25 And [there were] windows in itand in the arches thereof round about, like 
those windows: the length [was] fifty cubits, and the breadth five and twenty cubits. 
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Ezekiel | 40:26 And [there were] seven stepsto go up to it, and the arches thereof [were] 
beforethem: and it had palm trees, oneon thisside, and another on that side, upon the 
posts thereof. 

Ezekiel | 40:27 And [there was] a gate in the inner court toward the south: and he measured 
from gate to gate toward the south an hundred cubits. 

Ezekiel | 40:28 And he brought me to the inner court by the south gate: and he measured 
the south gate according to these measures; 

Ezekiel | 40:29 And the little chambers thereof, and the posts thereof, and the arches 
thereof, according to these measures: and [there were] windows in it and in the arches 
thereof round about: [it was] fifty cubits long, and five and twenty cubits broad. 

Ezekiel | 40:30 And the arches round about [were] five and twenty cubits long, and five 
cubits broad. 

Ezekiel | 40:31 And the arches thereof [were] toward the utter court; and palm trees [were] 
upon the posts thereof: and the going up to it [had] eight steps. 

Ezekiel | 40:32 And he brought me into the inner court toward the east: and he measured 
the gate according to these measures. 

Ezekiel | 40:33 And the little chambers thereof, and the posts thereof, and the arches 
thereof, [were] according to these measures: and [there were] windows therein and in the 
arches thereof round about: [it was] fifty cubits long, and five and twenty cubits broad. 

Ezekiel | 40:34 And the arches thereof [were] toward the outward court; and palm trees 
[were] upon the posts thereof, on this side, and on that side: and the going up to it [had] 
eight steps. 
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Ezekiel | 40:35 And he brought me to the north gate, and measured [it] according to these 
measures; 

Ezekiel | 40:36 The little chambers thereof, the posts thereof, and the arches thereof, and 
the windows to it round about: the length [was] fifty cubits, and the breadth five and 
twenty cubits. 

Ezekiel | 40:37 And the posts thereof [were] toward the utter court; and pai m trees [were] 
upon the posts thereof, on thisside, and on that side: and the going up to it [had] eight 
steps. 

Ezekiel | 40:38 And the chambers and the entries thereof [were] by the posts of the gates, 
where they washed the burnt offering. 

Ezekiel | 40:39 And in the porch of the gate [were] two tableson thisside, and two tables 
on that side, to slay thereon the burnt offering and the sin offering and the trespass 
offering. 

Ezekiel | 40:40 And atthesidewithout, asonegoeth upto the entry of the north gate, 
[were] two tables; and on the other side, which [was] at the porch of the gate, [were] two 
tables. 

Ezekiel | 40:41 Four tables [were] on thisside, and four tableson that side, by the side of 
the gate; eight tables, whereupon they slew [their sacrifices]. 

Ezekiel | 40:42 And the four tables [were] of hewn stonefor the burnt offering, of a cubit 
and an naif long, and a cubit and an half broad, and one cubit high: whereupon also they 
laid the instruments wherewith they slew the burnt offering and the sacrifice. 

Ezekiel | 40:43 And within [were] hooks, an hand broad, fastened round about: and upon 
the tables [was] the flesh of the offering. 
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Ezekiel | 40:44 And without the inner gate [were] the chambers of the singers in the inner 
court, which [w as] at the side of the north gate; and their prospect [w as] toward the south: 
one at the side of the east gate [having] the prospect toward the north. 

Ezekiel | 40:45 And hesaid unto me, Thischamber, whose prospect [is] toward the south, 
[is] for the priests, the keepers of the charge of the house. 

Ezekiel | 40:46 And the chamber whose prospect [is] toward the north [is] for the priests, 
the keepers of the charge of the altar: these [are] the sons of Zadok among the sons of Levi, 
which come near to the LO RD to minister unto him. 

Ezekiel | 40:47 So he measured the court, an hundred cubits long, and an hundred cubits 
broad, foursauare; and the altar [that was] before the house. 

Ezekiel | 40:48 And he brought meto the porch of the house, and measured [each] post of 
the porch, five cubits on this side, and five cubits on that side: and the breadth of the gate 
[was] three cubits on this side, and three cubits on that side. 

Ezekiel | 40:49 The length of the porch [was] twenty cubits, and the breadth eleven cubits; 
and [he brought me] by the steps whereby they went up to it: and [there were] pillars by 
the posts, one on this side, and another on that side. 

Ezekiel | 41:1 Afterward he brought meto thetemple, and measured the posts, six cubits 
broad on the one side, and six cubits broad on the other side, [which was] the breadth of 
the tabernacle. 
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Ezekiel | 41:2 And the breadth of thedoor [w as] ten cubits: and the sides of the door [were] 
five cubits on the one side, and five cubits on the other side: and he measured the length 
thereof, forty cubits: and the breadth, twenty cubits. 

Ezekiel | 41:3 T hen went he inward, and measured the post of the door, two cubits; and the 
door, six cubits; and the breadth of the door, seven cubits. 

Ezekiel | 41:4 So he measured the length thereof, twenty cubits; and the breadth, twenty 
cubits, before the temple: and he said unto me, T his [is] the most holy [place]. 

Ezekiel | 41:5 After he measured the wali of the house, six cubits; and the breadth of [every] 
side chamber, four cubits, round about the house on every side. 

Ezekiel | 41:6 And the side chamber s [were] three, one over another, and thirty in order; 
and they entered into the wali which [was] of the house for the side chambers round about, 
that they might have hold, but they had not hold i n the wali of the house. 

Ezekiel | 41:7 And [there was] an enlarging, and a winding about still upward to the side 
chambers: for the winding about of the house went still upward round about the house: 
therefore the breadth of the house [was still] upward, and so increased [from] the lowest 
[chamber] to the highest by the midst. 

Ezekiel | 41:8 1 saw alsothe height of the house round about: the foundationsof the side 
chambers [were] a full reed of six great cubits. 

Ezekiel | 41:9 The thicknessof the wali, which [was] for the side chamber without, [was] 
five cubits: and [that] which [was] left [was] the place of the side chambers that [were] 
within. 
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Ezekiel | 41:10 And between thechambers[was]thewidenessof twenty cubits round about 
the house on every side. 

Ezekiel | 41: 11 And the doors of the side chambers [were] toward [the place that was] left, 
one door toward the north, and another door toward the south: and the breadth of the 
place that was left [was] five cubits round about. 

Ezekiel | 41:12 Now the bui Iding that [was] before the separate place at the end toward the 
west [was] seventy cubits broad; and the wali of the building [was] five cubits thick round 
about, and the length thereof ninety cubits. 

Ezekiel | 41:13 So he measured the house, an hundred cubits long; and the separate place, 
and the building, with the w alis thereof, an hundred cubits long; 

Ezekiel | 41: 14 Al so the breadth of the face of the house, and of the separate place toward 
the east, an hundred cubits. 

Ezekiel | 41:15 And he measured the length of the building over against the separate place 
which [was] behind it, and the galleries thereof on the one side and on theother side, an 
hundred cubits, with the inner temple, and the porchesof thecourt; 

Ezekiel | 41:16 The door posts, and thenarrow windows, and the galleries round about on 
their three stories, over against the door, ceiled with wood round about, and from the 
ground up to the windows, and the windows [were] covered; 

Ezekiel | 41:17 To that above the door, even unto the inner house, and without, and by all 
the wali round about within and without, by measure. 
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Ezekiel | 41:18 And [it was] madewith cherubimsand palm trees, so that apalm tree [was] 
between a cherub and a cherub; and [every] cherub had two faces; 

Ezekiel | 41:19 So that theface of a man [was] toward the palm tree on the one side, and the 
face of a young I ion toward the palm tree on the other side: [it was] made through all the 
house round about. 

Ezekiel | 41:20 From the ground unto above the door [were] cherubimsand palm trees 
made, and [on] the wali of the temple. 

Ezekiel | 41:21 The posts of the temple [were] sauared, [and] the face of the sanctuary; the 
appearance [of the one] as the appearance [of the other]. 

Ezekiel | 41:22 The altar of wood [was] three cubits high, and the length thereof two cubits; 
and the corners thereof, and the length thereof, and the walls thereof, [were] of wood: and 
he said unto me, T his [is] the tablethat [is] before the LORD. 

Ezekiel | 41:23 And the temple and the sanctuary had two doors. 

Ezekiel | 41:24 And the doors had two leaves [apiece], two turning leaves; two [leaves] for 
the one door, and two leaves for the other [door]. 

Ezekiel | 41:25 And [therewere] madeonthem, on the doors of the temple, cherubimsand 
palm trees, like as [were] made upon the walls; and [there were] thick planks upon the face 
of the porch without. 

Ezekiel | 41:26 And [therewere] narrow windowsand palm trees on the one side and on 
the other side, on the sides of the porch, and [upon] the side chambers of the house, and 
thick planks.

Ezekiel | 43:11 And if they be ashamed of all that they have done, show them the form of 
the house, and the fashion thereof, and the goings out thereof, and the comings in thereof, 
and all the forms thereof, and all the ordinances thereof, and all the forms thereof, and all 
the laws thereof: and write [it] i n their sight, that they may keep the wholeform thereof, 
and all the ordinances thereof, and do them. 

Ezekiel | 43: 12 This [is] the law of the house; U pon the top of the mountain the whole limit 
thereof round about [shall be] most holy. Behold, this [is] the law of the house. 

Ezekiel | 43:13 And these [are] the measuresof the altar after the cubits: The cubit [is] a 
cubit and an hand breadth; even the bottom [shall be] a cubit, and the breadth a cubit, and 
the border thereof by the edge thereof round about [shall be] a span: and this [shall be] the 
higher place of the altar. 
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Ezekiel | 43:14 And fromthe bottom [upon]theground [even]to the lower settle [shall be] 
two cubits, and the breadth one cubit; and from the lesser settle [even] to the greater settle 
[shall be] four cubits, and the breadth [one] cubit. 

Ezekiel | 43:15 So the altar [shall be] four cubits; and from the altar and upward [shall be] 
four horns. 

Ezekiel | 43:16 And the altar [shall be] twelve [cubits] long, twelve broad, squarein the four 
squares thereof. 

Ezekiel | 43:17 And the settle [shall be]fourteen [cubits] long andfourteen broad in the four 
sauares thereof; and the border about it [shall be] half a cubit; and the bottom thereof [shall 
be] a cubit about; and his stairs shall look toward the east. 

Ezekiel | 43:18 And hesaid unto me, Son of man, thus saith the Lord GOD; These[are]the 
ordinances of the altar in the day when they shall make it, to offer burnt offerings thereon, 
and to sprinkle blood thereon. 

Ezekiel | 43:19 And thou shalt give to the priests the Levitesthat be of the seed of Zadok, 
which approach unto me, to minister unto me, saith the Lord GOD, ayoung bullockfor a 
si n offer i ng. 

Ezekiel | 43:20 And thou shalt takeof the blood thereof, and put [it] on the four horns of it, 
and on the four corners of the settle, and upon the border round about: thus shalt thou 
cleanse and purge it. 

Ezekiel | 43:21 Thou shalt take the bullock also of thesin offering, and he shall burn it in the 
appointed place of the house, without the sanctuary. 
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Ezekiel | 43:22 And on thesecond day thou shalt offer a kid of thegoatswithout blemish for 
asin offering; and theyshall cleanse the altar, as they did cleanse [it] with the bullock. 

Ezekiel | 43:23 W hen thou hast madean end of cleansing [it] ( thou shalt offer ayoung 
bullock without blemish, and a ram out of the flock without blemish. 

Ezekiel | 43:24 And thou shalt offer them beforetheLORD, and the priests shall castsalt 
upon them, and they shall offer them up [for] a burnt offering unto the LO RD. 

Ezekiel | 43:25 Seven days shalt thou prepare every day a goat [for] a si n offering: they shall 
also prepare a young bullock, and a ram out of the flock, without blemish. 

Ezekiel | 43:26 Seven days shall they purge the altar and purify it; and they shall consecrate 
themselves. 

Ezekiel | 43:27 And when these daysare expired, it shall be, [that] upon the eighth day, and 
[so] forward, the priests shall make your burnt offerings upon the altar, and your peace 
offerings; and I w i 1 1 acceptyou, saith the Lord GO D. 

Ezekiel | 44:1 T hen he brought me back the way of the gate of the outward sanctuary which 
looketh toward the east; and it [was] shut. 

Ezekiel | 44:2 T hen said the LORD unto me; T his gate shall beshut, it shall not beopened, 
and no man shall enter i n by it; because the LO RD, the God of Israel, hath entered i n by it, 
thereforeitshall beshut. 

Ezekiel | 44:3 [It is] for the prince; the prince, he shall sit in it to eat bread before the 
LO RD; he shall enter by the way of the porch of [that] gate, and shall go out by the way of 
the same. 
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Ezekiel | 44:4 T hen brought hemetheway of thenorth gate beforethe house: and I 
looked, and, behold, thegloryof theLORD filled the house oftheLORD: and I fell upon 
my face. 

Ezekiel | 44:5 And the LORD said unto me, Son of man, mark well, and behold with thine 
eyes, and hear with thine ears all that I say unto thee concerning all the ordinances of the 
house oftheLORD, and all thelawsthereof; and mark well theentering in of the house, 
with every going forth of the sanctuary. 

Ezekiel | 44:6 And thou shalt say to the rebellious, [even] to the house of Israel, Thussaith 
the Lord GO D; O ye house of Israel, let it suffice you of all your abominations, 

Ezekiel | 44:7 In that ye have brought [into my sanctuary] strangers, uncircumcised in heart, 
and uncircumcised in flesh, to be in my sanctuary, to pollute it, [even] my house, when ye 
offer my bread, the fat and the blood, and they have broken my covenant because of all 
your abominations. 

Ezekiel | 44:8 And ye have not kept the charge of mine holy things: but ye have set keepers 
of my charge in my sanctuary for yourselves. 

Ezekiel | 44:9 Thussaith the Lord GO D; N o stranger, uncircumcised in heart, nor 
uncircumcised in flesh, shall enter into my sanctuary, of any stranger that [is] among the 
children of Israel. 

Ezekiel | 44:10 And the Levitesthat are gone away far from me, when Israel went astray, 
which went astray away from me after their idols; they shall even bear their iniguity. 
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Ezekiel | 44:11 Yettheyshall beministersin my sanctuary, [having] charge at the gates of 
the house, and ministering to the house: they shall slay the burnt offering and the sacrifice 
for the people, and they shall stand before them to minister unto them. 



Ezekiel 
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44:12 Becausethey ministered unto them before their idols, and caused the house 
to fail into iniguity; therefore have I lifted up mine hand against them, saith the 



LordGOD, and they shall bear their iniguity. 

Ezekiel | 44:13 And they shall not come near unto me, to do the office of a priest unto me, 
nor to come near to any of my holy things, i n the most holy [place]: but they shall bear 
their shame, and their abominationswhich they havecommitted. 

Ezekiel | 44:14 But I will makethem keepers of the charge of the house, for all theservice 
thereof, and for all that shall be done therein. 

Ezekiel | 44: 15 But the priests the Levites, the sons of Zadok, that kept the charge of my 
sanctuary when the children of Israel went astray from me, they shall come near to me to 
minister unto me, and they shall stand before me to offer unto me the fat and the blood, 
saith the LordGOD: 



Ezekiel | 44:16 They shall enter into my sanctuary, and they shall come near to my table, to 
minister unto me, and they shall keep my charge. 

Ezekiel | 44:17 And it shall cometo pass, [that] when they enter in at the gates of theinner 
court, they shall be clothed with linen garments; and no wool shall come upon them, 
whilesthey minister in the gates of the inner court, and within. 
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Ezekiel | 44:18 They shall have linen bonnetsupon their heads, and shall have linen 
breeches upon their loins; they shall not gird [themselves] with any thing that causeth 
sweat. 

Ezekiel | 44:19 And when they go forth into the utter court, [even] into the utter court to 
the people, they shall put off their garments wherein they ministered, and lay them in the 
holy chambers, and they shall put on other garments; and they shall not sanctify the people 
with their garments. 

Ezekiel | 44:20 Neither shall they shave their heads, nor suffer their locksto grow long; 
they shall only poli their heads. 

Ezekiel | 44:21 Neither shall any priest drink wine, when theyenter into theinner court. 

Ezekiel | 44:22 Neither shall theytakefor their wivesawidow, nor her that is put away: 
but they shall take maidens of the seed of the house of Israel, or a widow that had a priest 
before. 

Ezekiel | 44:23 And they shall teach my people [the difference] between the holy and 
profane, and cause them to discern between the unclean and the clean. 

Ezekiel | 44:24 And in controversy they shall stand in judgment; [and] they shall judge it 
according to myjudgments: and they shall keep mylawsand my statutes i n al I mine 
assemblies; and they shall hallow my sabbaths. 

Ezekiel | 44:25 And they shall come at no dead person to defile themselves: but for father, 
or for mother, or for son, or for daughter, for brother, or for sister that hath had no 
husband, they may defile themselves. 
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Ezekiel | 44:26 And after he iscleansed, they shall reckon unto him seven days. 

Ezekiel | 44:27 And in the day that he goeth into the sanctuary, unto the inner court, to 
minister in the sanctuary, he shall offer hissin offering, saith the Lord GO D. 

Ezekiel | 44:28 And it shall be unto them for an inheritance: I [am] their inheritance: and ye 
shall givethem no possession in Israel: I [am] their possession. 

Ezekiel | 44:29 They shall eat the meat offering, and the sin offering, and the trespass 
offering: and every dedicated thing in Israel shall betheirs. 

Ezekiel | 44:30 And thefirstof all thefirstfruitsof all [things], and every oblation ofall, of 
every [sort] of your oblations, shall be the priest's: ye shall also give unto the priest the first 
of your dough, that he may cause the blessing to rest in thine house. 

Ezekiel | 44:31 The priests shall not eatofany thing that isdead ofitself, ortorn, whether it 
befowl or beast. 

Ezekiel | 45:1 M oreover, when ye shall divide by lot the land for inheritance, ye shall offer 
an oblation unto the LO RD, an holy portion of the land: the length [shall be] the length of 
five and twenty thousand [reeds], and the breadth [shall be] ten thousand. This [shall be] 
holy in all the borders thereof round about. 

Ezekiel | 45:2 Of this there shall be for the sanctuary five hundred [in length], with five 
hundred [in breadth], square round about; and fifty cubits round about for the suburbs 
thereof. 
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Ezekiel | 45:3 And of this measure shalt thou measure the length of five and twenty 
thousand, and the breadth of ten thousand: and in it shall be the sanctuary [and] the most 
holy [place]. 

Ezekiel | 45:4 The holy [portion] of the land shall be for the priests the ministers of the 
sanctuary, which shall comenear to minister unto theLORD: and it shall bea place for 
their houses, and an holy place for the sanctuary. 

Ezekiel | 45:5 And the five and twenty thousand of length, and the ten thousand of breadth, 
shall also the Levites, the ministers of the house, have for themselves, for a possession for 
twenty chambers. 

Ezekiel | 45:6 And ye shall appoint the possession of the city five thousand broad, and five 
and twenty thousand long, over against the oblation ofthe holy [portion]: it shall befor the 
whole house of Israel. 

Ezekiel | 45:7 And a [portion shall be] for the prince on the one side and on the other side of 
the oblation of the holy [portion], and of the possession of the city, before the oblation of 
the holy [portion], and before the possession of the city, from the west side westward, and 
from the east side eastward: and the length [shall be] over against one of the portions, from 
the west border unto the east border. 

Ezekiel | 45:8 In the land shall be his possession i n Israel: and my princes shall no more 
oppress my people; and [the rest of] the land shall they give to the house of Israel according 
to their tribes. 

Ezekiel | 45:9 Thussaith the Lord GO D; Let it sufficeyou, O princes of Israel: remove 
violence and spoil, and execute judgment and justice, take away your exactionsfrom my 
people, saith the Lord GO D. 
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Ezekiel | 45:10 Yeshall havejust balances, and ajust ephah, and ajust bath. 

Ezekiel | 45:11 The ephah and the bath shall be of one measure, that the bath may contain 
the tenth part of an homer, and the ephah the tenth part of an homer: the measure thereof 
shall beafter the homer. 



Ezekiel | 45:12 And the shekel [shall be] twenty gerahs: twenty shekels, five and twenty 
shekels, fifteen shekels, shall beyour maneh. 

Ezekiel | 45:13 T his [is] the oblation that yeshall offer; the sixth part of an ephah of an 
homer of wheat, and ye shall give the sixth part of an ephah of an homer of barley: 

Ezekiel | 45:14 Concerning the ordinance of oil, the bath of oil, [yeshall offer] the tenth 
part of a bath out of the cor, [which is] an homer of ten baths; for ten baths [are] an homer 



Ezekiel 
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45: 15 And one lamb out of the flock, out of two hundred, out of the fat pastures 
; for a meat offering, and for a burnt offering, and for peace offerings, to make 



reconciliation for them, saith the Lord GO D. 

Ezekiel | 45:16 Ali the peopleof the land shall give this oblation for the princein Israel. 

Ezekiel | 45:17 And it shall bethe prince'spart [to give] burnt offerings, and meat offerings, 
and drink offerings, in thefeasts, and in the new moons, and in the sabbaths, in all 
solemnities of the house of Israel: he shall prepare the si n offering, and the meat offering, 
and the burnt offering, and the peace offerings, to make reconciliation for the house of 
Israel. 
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Ezekiel | 45:18 Thus saith theLord GO D; In thefirst [month], in thefirst [day] of the 
month, thou shalt take a young bullock without blemish, and cleanse the sanctuary: 

Ezekiel | 45:19 And the priest shall take of the blood of thesin offering, and put [it] upon 
the posts of the house, and upon the four corners of the settle of the altar, and upon the 
posts of the gate of the inner court. 

Ezekiel | 45:20 And so thou shalt do the seventh [day] of the month for every onethat 
erreth, and for [him that i s] simple: so shall ye reconcile the house. 

Ezekiel | 45:21 In thefirst [month], in thefourteenth day of the month, ye shall havethe 
passover, a feast of seven days; unleavened bread shall be eaten. 

Ezekiel | 45:22 And upon that day shall the princepreparefor himself and for all the people 
of the land a bullock [for] a sin offering. 

Ezekiel | 45:23 And seven days of the feast he shall prepare a burnt offering to the LO RD, 
seven bullocksand seven rams without blemish daily the seven days; and a kid of the goats 
daily [for] asin offering. 

Ezekiel | 45:24 And he shall prepare a meat offering of an ephah for a bullock, and an ephah 
for a ram, and an hin of oil for an ephah. 

Ezekiel | 45:25 In the seventh [month], in thefifteenth day of the month, shall hedo the like 
in the feast of the seven days, according to the sin offering, according to the burnt offering, 
and according to the meat offering, and according to the oil. 
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Ezekiel | 46:1 T hus saith the Lord GO D; The gate of the inner court that looketh toward 
the east shall be shut the six working days; but on the sabbath it shall be opened, and i n the 
day of the new moon it shall be opened. 

Ezekiel | 46:2 And the prince shall enter by theway of the porch of [that] gatewithout, and 
shall stand by the post of the gate, and the priests shall prepare his burnt offering and his 
peace offerings, and he shall worship at the threshold of the gate: then he shall go forth; but 
the gate shall not be shut until the evening. 

Ezekiel | 46:3 Likewise the people of the land shall worship at the door of this gate before 
the LO R D in the sabbathsand in the new moons. 

Ezekiel | 46:4 And the burnt offering that the prince shall offer unto the LO RD in the 
sabbath day [shall be] six lambs without blemish, and a ram without blemish. 

Ezekiel | 46:5 And the meat offering [shall be] an ephah for a ram, and the meat offering for 
the lambs as he shall beableto give, and an hin of oil to an ephah. 

Ezekiel | 46:6 And i n the day of the new moon [it shall be]ayoung bullock without 
blemish, and six lambs, and a ram: they shall be without blemish. 

Ezekiel | 46:7 And he shall prepare a meat offering, an ephah for a bullock, and an ephah for 
a ram, and for the lambs according as his hand shall attain unto, and an hin of oil to an 
ephah. 

Ezekiel | 46:8 And when the prince shall enter, he shall go in by the way of the porch of 
[that] gate, and he shall go forth by the way thereof. 
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Ezekiel | 46:9 But when thepeopleof the land shall come beforetheLORD in thesolemn 
feasts, he that entereth in by the way of the north gate to worship shall go out by the way of 
the south gate; and he that entereth by the way of the south gate shall go forth by the way 
of the north gate: he shall not return by the way of the gate whereby he came in, but shall 
go forth over against it. 

Ezekiel | 46:10 And theprince in the midst of them, when they go in, shall go in; and when 
they go forth, shall go forth. 

Ezekiel | 46:11 And in the feasts and in the solemnities the meat offering shall bean ephah 
to a bullock, and an ephah to a ram, and to the lambs as he is able to give, and an hin of oil 
to an ephah. 

Ezekiel | 46:12 Now when theprince shall prepareavoluntary burnt offering or peace 
offeringsvoluntarily unto the LORD, [one] shall then open him the gate that looketh 
toward the east, and he shall prepare his burnt offering and his peace offerings, as he did on 
the sabbath day: then he shall go forth; and after his going forth [one] shall shut the gate. 

Ezekiel | 46:13 T hou shalt daily prepare a burnt offering unto the LO R D [of] a lamb of the 
first year without blemish: thou shalt prepare it every morning. 

Ezekiel | 46:14 And thou shalt prepare a meat offering for it every morning, the sixth part 
of an ephah, and thethird part of an hin of oil, to temper withthefineflour; a meat 
offering continually by a perpetual ordinance unto the LO RD. 

Ezekiel | 46:15 Thus shall they prepare the lamb, and the meat offering, and the oil, every 
morning [for] a continual burnt offering. 
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Ezekiel | 46: 16 T hus saith the Lord G O D ; If the pri nce give a gift unto any of his sons, the 
inheritancethereof shall be his sons'; it [shall be] their possession by inheritance. 

Ezekiel | 46:17 But if he give a gift of his inheritance to one of his servants, then it shall be 
histo theyear of liberty; after it shall return to the prince: but his inheritance shall be his 
sons' for them. 

Ezekiel | 46:18 Moreover the prince shall nottakeof the people's inheritance by 
oppression, to thrust them out of their possession; [but] he shall give his sons inheritance 
out of his own possession: that my people be not scattered every man from his possession. 

Ezekiel | 46: 19 After he brought me through the entry, which [w as] at the side of the gate, 
into the holy chambersof the priests, which looked toward the north: and, behold, there 
[w as] a place on the two sides westward. 

Ezekiel | 46:20 Then said heunto me, This [is] the place where the priests shall boil the 
trespass offering and the si n offering, where they shall bake the meat offering; that they 
bear [them] not out into the utter court, to sanctify the people. 

Ezekiel | 46:21 Then he brought meforth into the utter court, and caused meto passbythe 
four corners of the court; and, behold, in every corner of the court [there was] a court. 

Ezekiel | 46:22 I n the four corners of the court [there were] courtsjoined of forty [cubits] 
long and thirty broad: these four corners [were] of one measure. 

Ezekiel | 46:23 And [there was] a row [of building] round about in them, round about them 
four, and [it was] made with boiling places under the rows round about. 
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Ezekiel | 46:24 Then said heunto me, These[are] the placesof them that boil, wherethe 
ministersof the houseshall boil thesacrificeof the people. 

Ezekiel | 47:1 Afterward hebrought meagain unto the door of the house; and, behold, 
waters issued out from under the threshold of the house eastward: for the forefront of the 
house [stood toward] the east, and the waters came down from under from the right side of 
the house, at the south [side] of the altar. 

Ezekiel | 47:2 Then brought he me out of the way of the gate northward, and led me about 
the way without unto the utter gate by the way that looketh eastward; and, behold, there 
ran out waters on the right side. 

Ezekiel | 47:3 And when the man that had the line in his hand went forth eastward, he 
measured a thousand cubits, and he brought me through the waters; the waters [were] to 
the ankles. 



Ezekiel 47:4 Again he measured a thousand, and brought me through the waters; the 
waters [were] to the knees. Again he measured a thousand, and brought me through; the 
waters [were] totheloins. 

Ezekiel | 47:5 Afterward he measured a thousand; [and it was] a river that I could not pass 
over: for the waters were risen, waters to swim in, a river that could not be passed over. 

Ezekiel | 47:6 And he said unto me, Son of man, hast thou seen [this]?Then he brought me, 
and caused me to return to the brink of the river. 



Ezekiel | 47:7 Now when I had returned, behold, at the bank of the river [were] very many 
trees on the one side and on the other. 
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Ezekiel | 47:8 T hen said he unto me, These waters issue out toward the east country, and 
go down into the desert, and go into the sea: [which being] brought forth into the sea, the 
waters shal I be healed. 

Ezekiel | 47:9 And it shall cometo pass, [that] every thing that liveth, which moveth, 
whithersoever the rivers shall come, shall live: and there shall be a very great multitude of 
fish, because these waters shall come thither: for they shall be healed; and every thing shall 
live whither the river cometh. 

Ezekiel | 47:10 And it shall cometo pass, [that] thefishersshall stand upon itfrom Engedi 
even unto Eneglaim; they shall be a [place] to spread forth nets; their fish shall be according 
to their kinds, as the fish of the great sea, exceeding many. 

Ezekiel | 47:11 But themiry placesthereof and themarishesthereof shall not be healed; 
they shall begiven to sal t. 

Ezekiel | 47:12 And by the river upon the bankthereof, on thissideand on thatside, shall 
grow all treesfor meat, whose leaf shall not fade, neither shall the fruit thereof be 
consumed: it shall bring forth new fruit according to his months, because their waters they 
issued out of the sanctuary: and the fruit thereof shall be for meat, and the leaf thereof for 
medicine. 

Ezekiel | 47:13 Thus saith theLord GO D; T his [shall be] the border, w hereby ye shal I 
inherit the land according to thetwelvetribesof Israel: J oseph [shall havetwoj portions. 

Ezekiel | 47:14 And ye shall inherit it, oneaswell asanother: [concerning] the which I lifted 
up mine hand to give it unto your fathers: and this land shall fail unto you for inheritance. 
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Ezekiel | 47:15 And this [shall be] the border of the land toward the north side, from the 
great sea, the way of H ethlon, as men go to Zedad; 

Ezekiel | 47:16 Hamath, Berothah, Sibraim, which [is] between the border of Damascusand 
the border of Hamath; Hazarhatticon, which [is] by thecoast of Hauran. 

Ezekiel | 47:17 And the border from the sea shall be Hazarenan, the border of Damascus, 
and the north northward, and the border of Hamath. And [this is] the north side. 

Ezekiel | 47:18 And theeast side ye shall measurefrom Hauran, and from Damascus, and 
from G ilead, and from the land of Israel [by] J ordan, from the border unto the east sea. 
And [this is] the east side. 

Ezekiel | 47: 19 And the south side southward, from T amar [even] to the waters of strife [i n] 
Kadesh, the river to the great sea. And [this is] the south side southward. 

Ezekiel | 47:20 The west side also [shall be] the great sea from the border, till aman come 
over against H amath. T his [is] the west side. 

Ezekiel | 47:21 So shall yedivide this land unto you accordingto the tribesof Israel. 

Ezekiel | 47:22 And it shall come to pass, [that] ye shall divide it by lot for an inheritance 
unto you, and to the strangers that sojourn among you, which shall beget children among 
you: and they shall be unto you as born in the country among the children of Israel; they 
shall have inheritance w ith you among the tribesof Israel. 
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Ezekiel | 47:23 And itshall cometo pass, [that] in what tribe the stranger sojourneth, there 
shall ye give [him] hisinheritance, saith the Lord GO D. 

Ezekiel | 48:1 Now these [are] the names of the tribes. From thenorth end to thecoastof 
the way of H ethlon, as one goeth to H amath, H azarenan, the border of Damascus 
northward, to the coast of H amath; for these are his sides east [and] west; a [portion for] 
Dan. 

Ezekiel | 48:2 And by the border of Dan, from the east side unto the west side, a [portion 
for] Asher. 

Ezekiel | 48:3 And by the border of Asher, from the east side even unto the west side, a 
[portion for] Naphtali. 

Ezekiel | 48:4 And bythe border of Naphtali, from the east side unto the west side, a 
[portion for] M anasseh. 

Ezekiel | 48:5 And by the border of M anasseh, from the east side unto the west side, a 
[portion for] Ephraim. 

Ezekiel | 48:6 And by the border of Ephraim, from the east side even unto the west side, a 
[portion for] Reuben. 

Ezekiel | 48:7 And by the border of Reuben, from the east side unto the west side, a 
[portion for] J udah. 

Ezekiel | 48:8 And by the border of J udah, from the east side unto the west side, shall be 
the offering which ye shall offer of five and twenty thousand [reeds in] breadth, and [in] 
length as one of the [other] parts, from the east side unto the west side: and the sanctuary 
shall bein themidstof it. 

Ezekiel | 48:9 The oblation that ye shall offer unto the LORD [shall be] of five and twenty 
thousand in length, and of ten thousand in breadth. 
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Ezekiel | 48:10 And for them, [even] for the priests, shall be [this] holy oblation; toward the 
north five and twenty thousand [in length], and toward the west ten thousand in breadth, 
and toward the east ten thousand i n breadth, and toward the south five and twenty 
thousand in length: and the sanctuary of the LO RD shall be in the midst thereof. 

Ezekiel | 48:11 [It shall be] for the priests that are sanctified of the sons of Zadok; which 
have kept my charge, which went not astray when the children of Israel went astray, as the 
Leviteswentastray. 

Ezekiel | 48:12 And [this] oblation of the land that isoffered shall be unto them athing most 
holy by the border of the Levites.

Daniel 1 1:17 Asfor thesefour children, God gavethem knowledgeand skill inall learning 
and wisdom: and Daniel had understanding in all visionsand dreams. 

Daniel 1 1:18 Now attheend of the days that the king had said he should bring them in, 
then the prince of the eunuchs brought them in before N ebuchadnezzar. 
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D aniel 1 1:19 And thekingcommuned withthem; and amongthem all wasfound nonelike 
Daniel, H ananiah, Mishael, and Azariah: therefore stood they beforetheking. 

Daniel 1:20 And in all mattersof wisdom [and] understanding, thattheking inquired of 
them, he found them ten times better than all the magicians [and] astrologersthat [were] in 
all hisrealm. 



Daniel 1 1:21 And Daniel continued [even] unto the first year of kingCyrus. 

Daniel | 2:1 And in the second year of the reign of Nebuchadnezzar N ebuchadnezzar 
dreamed dreams, wherewith his spirit wastroubled, and hissleep brakefrom him. 

D aniel | 2:2 Then the king commanded to call the magicians, and the astrologers, and the 
sorcerers, and the C haldeans, for to show the king his dreams. So they came and stood 
beforetheking.

Daniel | 2:8 The king answered and said, I know of certainty that ye would gain the time, 
because ye see the thi ng is gone from me. 

Daniel | 2:9 But if ye will not make known unto me the dream, [there is but] one decree for 
you: for ye have prepared lying and corrupt wordsto speak before me, till the time be 
changed: therefore tell me the dream, and I shall know that ye can show me the 
interpretation thereof. 

Daniel | 2:10 The C haldeans answered before the king, and said, There is not aman upon 
the earth that can show the king's matter: therefore [there is] no king, lord, nor ruler, [that] 
asked such thingsat any magician, or astrologer, or Chaldean. 

Daniel | 2:11 And [it is] a rare thing that the king requireth, and there is none other that can 
show it before the king, except the gods, whose dwelling is not with flesh. 

Daniel | 2:12 For thiscausethe king wasangry and veryfurious, and commanded to destroy 
all the wise [men] of Babylon. 

Daniel | 2: 13 And the decree went forth that the wise [men] should be slain; and they 
sought Daniel and hisfellowsto be slain. 

Daniel | 2:14 Then Daniel answered with counsel and wisdom to Ariochthecaptain of the 
king's guard, which was gone forth to slay the wise [men] of Babylon: 

Daniel | 2:15 He answered and said to Arioch theking'scaptain, W hy [i s] the decree [so] 
hasty from the king?Then Arioch made the thing known to Daniel.

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D aniel I 2:17 Then Daniel wentto hishouse, and madethething known to Hananiah, 
Mishael, andAzariah, hiscompanions: 



Daniel | 2:18 That they would desire mercies of theGod of heaven concerning this secret; 
that Daniel and hisfellows should not perish with the rest of thewise[men] of Babylon. 

Daniel | 2:19 Then was the secret revealed unto Daniel in anight vision. Then Daniel 
blessed the God of heaven.

D aniel | 4:17 This matter [is] by thedecreeof thewatchers, and thedemand bytheword of 
the holy ones: to the intent that the living may know that the most H igh ruleth in the 
kingdom of men, and giveth it to whomsoever he will, and setteth up over it the basest of 
men. 

D aniel | 4:18 Thisdream I king Nebuchadnezzar haveseen. Now thou, O Belteshazzar, 
declare the interpretation thereof, forasmuch asali the wise [men] of my kingdom are not 
able to make known unto me the interpretation: but thou [art] able; for the spirit of the 
holy gods [is] i n thee. 

Daniel | 4:19 Then Daniel, whosename[was] Belteshazzar, wasastoniedforonehour, and 
histhoughtstroubled him. The king spake, and said, Belteshazzar, let not the dream, or the 
interpretation thereof, trouble thee. Belteshazzar answered and said, M y lord, the dream 
[be] to them that hate thee, and the interpretation thereof to thine enemies. 
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D aniel I 4:20 The tree that thou sawest, which grew, and wasstrong, whoseheight reached 
unto the heaven, and the sight thereof to all the earth;

Daniel | 4:23 And whereasthekingsaw awatcher and an holy onecomingdown from 
heaven, and saying, H ew the tree down, and destroy it; yet leave the stump of the roots 
thereof in the earth, even with a band of iron and brass, in the tender grass of the field; and 
let it be wet with the dew of heaven, and [let] his portion [be] with the beasts of the field, 
till seven timespassover him; 

Daniel | 4:24 This [is] the interpretation, O king, and this [is] the decree of the most H igh, 
which is come upon my lord the king: 

Daniel | 4:25 That they shall drivetheefrom men, and thy dwelling shall be with the beasts 
of the field, and they shall make thee to eat grass as oxen, and they shall wet thee with the 
dew of heaven, and seven times shall pass over thee, till thou know that the most H igh 
ruleth in the kingdom of men, and giveth it to whomsoever he will. 
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D aniel I 4:26 And whereasthey commanded to leavethestump of thetree roots; thy 
kingdom shall be sure unto thee, after that thou shalt have known that the heavensdo rule. 



Daniel | 4:27 W herefore, O king, let my counsel be acceptable unto thee, and break off thy 
sins by righteousness, and thine iniquities by showing mercy to the poor; if it may be a 
lengthening of thy tranquillity.

Daniel | 4:29 At the end of twelve months he walked in the palace of the kingdom of 
Babylon. 

Daniel | 4:30 The king spake, and said, Is not this great Babylon, that I havebuiltfor the 
house of the kingdom by the might of my power, and for the honour of my majesty? 

Daniel | 4:31 Whiletheword [was] in theking'smouth, therefell avoicefrom heaven, 
[saying], O king N ebuchadnezzar, to thee it isspoken; The kingdom isdeparted from thee. 

Daniel | 4:32 And they shall drive thee from men, and thydwelling [shall be] with the beasts 
of the field: they shall make thee to eat grass as oxen, and seven times shall pass over thee, 
until thou know that the most H igh ruleth in the kingdom of men, and giveth it to 
whomsoever hewill. 

Daniel | 4:33 The same hour was the thing fulfilled upon N ebuchadnezzar: and hewas 
driven from men, and did eat grass as oxen, and hisbody was wet with thedew of heaven, 
till hishairsweregrown likeeagles' [feathers], and hisnailslike birds' [claws]. 
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D aniel I 4:34 And attheend of thedaysl Nebuchadnezzar lifted up mineeyesunto heaven, 
and mine understanding returned unto me, and I blessed the most H igh, and I praised and 
honoured him that liveth for ever, whose dominion [is] an everlasting dominion, and his 
kingdom [is] from generation to generation: 

Daniel | 4:35 And all theinhabitantsof theearth [are] reputed asnothing: and hedoeth 
according to his will in the army of heaven, and [amongj the inhabitants of the earth: and 
none can stay his hand, or say unto him, W hat doest thou? 

D aniel | 4:36 At the sametimemy reason returned unto me; and for thegloryof my 
kingdom, mine honour and brightness returned unto me; and my counsellors and my lords 
sought unto me; and I wasestablished in my kingdom, and excellent majesty wasadded 
unto me. 



Daniel | 4:37 Now I Nebuchadnezzar praiseand extol and honour the King of heaven, all 
whose works [are] truth, and hiswaysjudgment: and thosethat walk in prideheisableto 
abase. 



Daniel | 5:1 Belshazzar the king made a great feast to a thousand of his lords, and drank 
wine before the thousand. 



Daniel | 5:2 Belshazzar, whiles he tasted the wine, commanded to bring the golden and 
silver vesselswhich hi s f ather Nebuchadnezzar had taken out of the temple which [was] in 
Jerusalem; that the king, and hisprinces, hiswives, and hisconcubines, mightdrink 
therein. 



D aniel | 5: 3 T hen they brought the golden vessels that were taken out of the temple of the 
houseof God which [was] at Jerusalem; and the king, and hisprinces, hiswives, and his 
concubines, drank i n them. 



Daniel | 5:4 They drank wine, and praised thegodsof gold, and of silver, of brass, of iron, 
of wood, and of stone. 
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D aniel I 5:5 I n the same hour cameforth fingersof a man's hand, and wrote over against the 
candlestick upon the plaster of the wali of the king's palace: and the king saw the part of the 
hand that wrote. 

Daniel | 5:6Then the king's countenancewaschanged, and histhoughtstroubled h i m, so 
that the joints of his loins were loosed, and his knees smote one against another. 

Daniel | 5:7 The king cried aloud to bring in the astrologers, the Chaldeans, and the 
soothsayers. [And] the king spake, and said to the wise [men] of Babylon, W hosoever shall 
read thiswriting, and show methe interpretation thereof, shall beclothed with scarlet, and 
[have] a chain of gold about his neck, and shall be the third ruler in the kingdom.

Daniel | 5:10 [Now] thequeen by reason of the wordsof the king and his lords came into 
the banquet house: [and] the queen spake and said, O king, live for ever: let not thy 
thoughts trouble thee, nor let thy countenance be changed: 

Daniel | 5:11 There isaman in thy kingdom, in whom [is] the spirit of theholy gods; and in 
the days of thy father lightand understandingand wisdom, likethewisdom of the gods, 
wasfound in him; whom the king N ebuchadnezzar thy father, the king, [I say], thy father, 
made master of the magicians, astrologers, Chaldeans, [and] soothsayers; 
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D aniel I 5:12 Forasmuch asan excellent spirit, and knowledge, and understanding, 
interpreting of dreams, and showing of hard sentences, and dissolving of doubts, were 
found in the same Daniel, whom the king named Belteshazzar: now let Daniel be called, 
and he will show the interpretation. 

Daniel | 5:13 Then was Daniel brought in before the king. [And] the king spakeand said 
unto Daniel, [Art] thou that Daniel, which [art] of the children of thecaptivity of Judah, 
whom the king my father brought out of Jewry? 

Daniel | 5:14 1 haveeven heard of thee, that the spirit of the gods [is] inthee, and [that] light 
and understanding and excellent wisdom isfound in thee. 

Daniel | 5:15 And now thewise[men], theastrologers, havebeen brought in before me, 
that they should read this writing, and make known unto me the interpretation thereof: but 
they could not show the interpretation of the thing: 

D aniel | 5:16 And I have heard of thee, that thou canst make interpretations, and dissolve 
doubts: now if thou canst read the writing, and make known to methe interpretation 
thereof, thou shalt be clothed with scarlet, and [have] a chain of gold about thy neck, and 
shalt bethethird ruler in the kingdom. 

Daniel | 5:17 Then Daniel answered and said before the king, Let thy giftsbeto thyself, and 
givethy rewardsto another; yetl will read the writing unto the king, and make known to 
him the interpretation. 

Daniel | 5:18 O thou king, the most high God gave Nebuchadnezzar thy father a kingdom, 
and majesty, and glory, and honour: 
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D aniel I 5:19 And for the majesty that he gave him, all people, nations, and languages, 
trembled and feared before him: whom he would he slew; and whom he would he kept 
alive; and whom he would he set up; and whom he would he put down. 

Daniel | 5:20 But when his heart was lifted up, and his mind hardened in pride, he was 
deposedfrom his kingly throne, and theytook hisgloryfrom him: 

Daniel | 5:21 And hewasdriven from thesonsof men; and his heart wasmade likethe 
beasts, and hisdwelling [was] with thewild asses: theyfed him with grass like oxen, and his 
body waswet withthedew of heaven; till heknew that the most highGod ruled inthe 
kingdom of men, and [that] he appointeth over it whomsoever he will. 

Daniel | 5:22 And thou hisson, O Belshazzar, hast not humbled thine heart, though thou 
knewestall this; 

D aniel | 5:23 But hast lifted up thyself against the Lord of heaven; and they have brought the 
vesselsof his house before thee, and thou, and thy lords, thy wives, and thy concubines, 
have drunk wine in them; and thou hast praised the gods of silver, and gold, of brass, iron, 
wood, and stone, which see not, nor hear, nor know: and the God in whose hand thy 
breath [is], and whose [are] all thy ways, hast thou not glorified: 

Daniel | 5:24 Then was the part of the hand sentfrom him; and this writing was written. 

Daniel| 5:25 And this [is] the writing that was written, M EN E, M EN E, TEK EL, 
UPHARSIN. 

Daniel | 5:26 This [is] the interpretation of the thing: MEN E; God hath numbered thy 
kingdom, and finished it. 
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D aniel I 5:27 TEKEL; Thou art weighed in the balances, and artfound wanting. 

Daniel | 5:28 PERES; Thy kingdom isdivided, and given to the M edes and Persians. 

D aniel | 5:29 T hen commanded Belshazzar, and they clothed Daniel with scarlet, and [put] a 
chain of gold about his neck, and made a procl amati on concerning him, that he should be 
the third ruler in the kingdom. 

Daniel | 5:30 In that night was Belshazzar the king of the Chaldeans slain. 

D aniel | 5:31 And Darius the M edian took the kingdom, [being] about threescore and two 
yearsold. 

Daniel | 6:1 It pleased Darius to set over the kingdom an hundred and twenty princes, 
which should be over the whole kingdom; 

Daniel | 6:2 And over thesethreepresidents; of whom Daniel [was] first: that the princes 
might give accounts unto them, and the king should have no damage. 

Daniel | 6:3Then this Daniel waspreferred abovethe presidentsand princes, becausean 
excellent spirit [was] in him; and the king thought to set him over the whole realm. 

Daniel | 6:4Then the presidentsand princes sought tofind occasion against Daniel 
concerning the kingdom; but they could find none occasion nor fault; forasmuch as he [was] 
faithful, neither wasthereany error or fault found in him. 

Daniel | 6:5 Then said these men, W e shall not find any occasion against this Daniel, except 
we find [it] against him concerning the law of hisGod. 

D aniel | 6:6 Then these presidentsand princes assembled together to the king, and said thus 
unto him, King Darius, livefor ever. 
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D aniel I 6:7 Ali the presidents of the kingdom, the governors, and the princes, the 
counsellors, and the captains, have consulted together to establish a royal statute, and to 
make afirm decree, that whosoever shall ask a petition of any God or man for thirty days, 
save of thee, O king, he shall be cast into the den of lions. 

Daniel | 6:8 N ow, O king, establish the decree, and sign thewriting, that it be not changed, 
according to the law of the M edes and Persians, which altereth not. 

Daniel | 6:9 W herefore king Darius signed the writing and the decree. 

Daniel | 6:10 Now when Daniel knew that the writing was signed, hewent into hishouse; 
and his windows beingopen in hischamber towardjerusalem, he kneeledupon hisknees 
three times a day, and prayed, and gave thanks before his God, as he did aforetime. 

Daniel | 6:11 Then these men assembled, and found Daniel praying and making supplication 
before his God. 

Daniel | 6:12 Then they came near, and spake before the king concerning the king'sdecree; 
H ast thou not signed a decree, that every man that shall ask [a petition] of any God or man 
w ithi n thirty days, save of thee, O king, shall be cast i nto the den of lions? The king 
answered and said, The thing [is] true, according to the law of the M edes and Persians, 
which altereth not. 

Daniel | 6:13 Then answered they and said before the king, That Daniel, which [is] of the 
children of the captivity of J udah, regardeth not thee, O king, nor the decree that thou hast 
signed, but maketh his petition three times a day. 
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D aniel I 6:14 Then theking, when he heard [these] words, wassore displeased with 
himself, and set [his] heart on Daniel to deliver him: and he laboured till the going down of 
thesun to deliver him. 



Daniel 6:15 Then these men assembled unto the king, and said unto the king, Know, O 
king, thatthelaw of the M edes and Persians [is], That no decreenor statute which theking 
establisheth may be changed. 

Daniel | 6:16 Then the king commanded, and they brought Daniel, and cast [him] into the 
den of lions. [Now]thekingspakeand said unto Daniel, Thy God whom thou servest 
continually, hewill deliver thee. 

Daniel | 6:17 Anda stonewas brought, and laidupon themouth of the den; and theking 
sealed it with hisown signet, and with the signet of his lords; that the purpose might not be 
changed concerning Daniel. 

Daniel | 6:18 Then theking wentto hispalace, and passed the night fasting: neitherwere 
instruments of music brought before him: and his sleep went from him. 

Daniel | 6:19 Then the king arose very early in the morning, and went in haste unto the den 
of lions. 

Daniel | 6:20 And when hecametotheden, hecried with alamentablevoiceunto Daniel: 
[and] the king spake and said to Daniel, O Daniel, servant of the living God, is thy God, 
whom thou servest continually, ableto deliver thee from the lions? 

Daniel | 6:21 Then said Daniel unto the king, O king, liveforever. 

Daniel | 6:22 M y God hath sent his angel, and hath shut the lions' mouths, that they have 
not hurt me: forasmuch as before him innocency wasfound in me; and also before thee, O 
king, have I done no hurt. 
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D aniel I 6:23 Then w as the king exceeding glad for him, and commanded that they should 
take Daniel upout of the den. So D aniel wastaken upout of the den, and no manner of 
hurt wasfound upon him, because he believed in hisGod. 

Daniel | 6:24 And the king commanded, and they brought those men which had accused 
Daniel, and they cast [them] into the den of lions, them, their children, and their wives; 
and the lions had the mastery of them, and brake all their bones i n piecesor ever they came 
at the bottom of the den. 

Daniel | 6:25 Then king Dariuswrote unto all people, nations, and languages, that dwell in 
all the earth; Peace be multiplied unto you. 

Daniel | 6:26 1 make a decree, That in every dominion of my kingdom men tremble and 
fear beforetheGod of Daniel: for he[is] the living God, and stedfast for ever, and his 
kingdom [that] which shall not bedestroyed, and his dominion [shall beeven] unto theend. 

D aniel | 6:27 Hedelivereth and rescueth, and he worketh signsand wondersin heaven and 
in earth, who hath delivered Daniel from the power of the lions. 

Daniel | 6:28 So this Daniel prospered in the reign of Darius, and in the reign of Cyrusthe 
Persian. 

D aniel | 7:1 In thefirstyear of Belshazzar king of Babylon Daniel had adream and visionsof 
his head upon his bed: then he wrote the dream, [and] told the sum of the matters.

Daniel | spakeand said, I saw in my vision by night, and, behold, thefour windsof the 
heaven strove upon the great sea.

M atthew | 7: 18 A good treecannot bring forth evil fruit, neither [can] a corrupt tree bring 
forth good fruit. 

M atthew | 7: 19 Every tree that bringeth not forth good fruit is hewn down, and cast into 
the f i re.

M atthew 1 10:7 And asyego, preach, saying, The kingdom of heaven isat hand. 

M atthew 1 10:8 H eal the sick, cleanse the lepers, raise the dead, cast out devils: freely ye 
have received, freely give. 

M atthew 1 10:9 Provide neither gold, nor silver, nor brassin your purses, 

M atthew 1 10:10 Nor seri p for [your] journey, neither two coats, neither shoes, nor yet 
staves: for the workman is worthy of his meat. 

M atthew 1 10:11 And into whatsoever city or town yeshall enter, inquire who in it is 
worthy; and there abide till ye go thence.

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M atthew 1 12:28 But if I cast out devils by the Spirit of God, then the kingdom of God is 
come unto you. 

M atthew 1 12:29 O r elsehow can oneenter into astrong man'shouse, and spoil hisgoods, 
except hefirst bind thestrong man?and then he will spoil hishouse. 

M atthew 1 12:30 Hethat isnot with me is against me; and hethat gathereth not with me 
scattereth abroad. 

M atthew 1 12:31 W herefore I say unto you, Ali manner of sin and blasphemy shall be 
forgiven unto men: but the blasphemy [against] the [Holy] Ghost shall not beforgiven unto 
men. 

M atthew 1 12:32 And whosoever speaketh a word against the Son of man, it shall be 
forgiven him: but whosoever speaketh against the Holy Ghost, it shall not beforgiven him, 
neither in thisworld, neither in the [world] to come. 

M atthew 1 12:33 Either make the tree good, and hisfruit good; or else make the tree 
corrupt, and hisfruit corrupt: for thetreeisknown by [his] fruit. 

M atthew 1 12:34 O generation of vipers, how can ye, being evil, speak good things? for out 
of the abundance of the heart the mouth speaketh. 

M atthew 1 12:35 A good man out of the good treasure of the heart bringeth forth good 
things: and an evil man out of the evil treasure bringeth forth evil things. 

M atthew 1 12:36 But I say unto you, That every idle word that men shall speak, they shall 
give account thereof in the day of judgment. 

M atthew 1 12:37 For by thy wordsthou shalt bejustified, and by thy wordsthou shalt be 
condemned. 
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M atthew 1 12:38 Then certain of the scribes and of the Pharisees answered, saying, M aster, 
we would see a sign from thee. 

M atthew 1 12:39 But he answered and said unto them, An evil and adulterousgeneration 
seeketh after a sign; and there shall no sign be given to it, but the sign of the prophet Jonas: 

M atthew 1 12:40 For asjonaswasthreedaysand three nightsin the whale's belly; so shall 
the Son of man be three days and three nights i n the heart of the earth. 

M atthew 1 12:41 The men of Nineveh shall risein judgment with this generation, and shall 
condemn it: becausethey repented at the preaching of Jonas; and, behold, agreater than 
J onas [is] here. 

M atthew 1 12:42 The queen of thesouth shall riseup in the judgment with this generation, 
and shall condemn it: for she came from the uttermost parts of the earth to hear the 
wisdom of Solomon; and, behold, agreater than Solomon [is] here. 

M atthew 1 12:43 W hen the unclean spirit is gone out of a man, he walketh through dry 
places, seeking rest, and findeth none. 

M atthew 1 12:44 Then hesaith, I will return into my housefrom whencel came out; and 
when he iscome, he findeth [it] empty, swept, and garnished. 

M atthew 1 12:45 Then goeth he, and taketh with himself seven other spirits more wicked 
than himself, and they enter i n and dwell there: and the last [state] of that man isworse 
than thefirst. Even so shall it bealso unto this wicked generation. 

M atthew 1 12:46 W hile he yet talked to the people, behold, [his] mother and his brethren 
stood without, desiring to speak with him. 
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M atthew 1 12:47 Then one said unto him, Behold, thy mother and thy brethren stand 
without, desiring to speak with thee. 

M atthew 1 12:48 But heanswered and said unto him thattold him, W ho ismy mother? and 
who are my brethren? 

M atthew 1 12:49 And he stretched forth hishand toward hisdisciples, and said, Behold my 
mother and my brethren! 

M atthew 1 12:50 For whosoever shall do the will of my Father which isi n heaven, thesame 
ismy brother, and sister, and mother. 

M atthew 1 13:1 The sameday wentjesusout ofthe house, and sat by theseaside. 

M atthew 1 13:2 And great multitudesweregathered together unto him, so that he went 
into a ship, and sat; and the whole multitude stood on the shore. 

M atthew 1 13:3 And hespakemanythingsuntothem in parables, saying, Behold, asower 
went forth to sow; 

M atthew 1 13:4 And when hesowed, some[seeds]fell by theway side, and thefowlscame 
and devoured them up: 

M atthew 1 13:5 Somefell upon stony places, wherethey had not much earth: and forthwith 
they sprung up, because they had no deepness of earth: 

M atthew 1 13:6 And when the sun was up, they were scorched; and because they had no 
root, they withered away. 

M atthew 1 13:7 And somefell amongthorns; and the thorns sprung up, and choked them: 

M atthew 1 13:8 But other fell into good ground, and brought forth fruit, some an 
hundredfold, some sixtyfold, some thirtyfold. 

M atthew 1 13:9 W ho hath earsto hear, let him hear. 
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M atthew 1 13:10 And the disciples came, and said unto him, W hy speakest thou unto them 
i n parables? 

M atthew 1 13:11 Heanswered and said unto them, Becauseit isgiven untoyou to know the 
mysteries of the kingdom of heaven, but to them it is not given. 

M atthew 1 13:12 For whosoever hath, to him shall be given, and he shall have more 
abundance: but whosoever hath not, from him shall be taken away even that he hath. 

M atthew 1 13: 13 Therefore speak I to them in parables: because they seeing see not; and 
hearing they hear not, neither do they understand. 

M atthew 1 13:14 And inthem isfulfilled the prophecy of Esaias, which saith, By hearing ye 
shall hear, and shall not understand; and seeing ye shall see, and shall not perceive: 

M atthew 1 13:15 For thispeople'sheart iswaxed gross, and [their] ears are duli of hearing, 
and their eyes they have closed; lest at any time they should see with [their] eyes and hear 
with [their] ears, and should understand with [their] heart, and should beconverted, and I 
should heal them. 

M atthew 1 13:16 But blessed [are] your eyes, for they see: and your ears, for they hear. 

M atthew 1 13:17 For verily I say unto you, That many prophetsand righteous[men] have 
desired to see [those things] which ye see, and have not seen [them]; and to hear [those 
things] which ye hear, and have not heard [them]. 

M atthew 1 13:18 Hear ye therefore the parableof the sower. 

M atthew 1 13: 19 W hen any one heareth the word of the kingdom, and understandeth [it] 
not, then cometh the wicked [one], and catcheth away that which was sown i n his heart. 
This is he which received seed by the way side. 

M atthew 1 13:20 But he that received the seed into stony places, the same is he that heareth 
the word, and anon with joy receiveth it; 
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M atthew 1 13:21 Yet hath he not root in himself, but dureth for a while: for when 
tribulation or persecution ariseth because of the word, by and by he is offended. 

M atthew 1 13:22 H e also that received seed among the thorns is he that heareth the word; 
and thecareof thisworld, and thedeceitfulnessof riches, choke the word, and he 
becometh unfruitful. 

M atthew 1 13:23 But he that received seed into the good ground is he that heareth the 
word, and understandeth [it]; which also beareth fruit, and bringeth forth, somean 
hundredfold, somesixty, somethirty. 

M atthew 1 13:24 Another parable put he forth unto them, saying, The kingdom of heaven is 
likened unto a man which sowed good seed in hisfield: 

M atthew 1 13:25 But while men slept, his enemy came and sowed taresamongthewheat, 
and went hisway. 

M atthew 1 13:26 But when the blade wassprung up, and brought forth fruit, then appeared 
the tares also. 

M atthew 1 13:27 So the servants of thehouseholder came and said unto him, Sir, didst not 
thou sow good seed in thy field? from whence then hath it tares? 

M atthew 1 13:28 H e said unto them, A n enemy hath donethis. The servants said unto him, 
W ilt thou then that we go and gather them up? 

M atthew 1 13:29 But hesaid, Nay; lest while ye gather u p the tar es, ye root u p also the 
wheat withthem. 

M atthew 1 13:30 Let both grow together until the harvest: and in thetimeof harvest I will 
say to the reapers, Gather ye together first the tares, and bind them in bundlesto burn 
them: but gather the wheat into my bar n. 
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M atthew 1 13:31 Another parable put heforth unto them, saying, The kingdom of heaven is 
like to a grain of mustard seed, which a man took, and sowed in hisfield: 

M atthew 1 13:32 Which indeed istheleastof all seeds: butwhen itisgrown, it isthe 
greatest among herbs, and becometh a tree, so that the birds of the air come and lodge in 
the branches thereof. 

M atthew 1 13:33 Another parable spake he unto them; The kingdom of heaven is like unto 
leaven, whichawoman took, and hid inthreemeasuresof meal, till thewholewas 
leavened. 

M atthew 1 13:34 All these things spake J esus unto the multitude in parables; and withouta 
parable spake he not unto them: 

M atthew 1 13:35 That it might befulfilled which wasspoken by the prophet, saying, I will 
open my mouth in parables; I will utter things which have been kept secret from the 
foundation of theworld. 

M atthew 1 13: 36 T hen J esus sent the multitude away, and went intothehouse: and his 
disciples came unto him, saying, Declareunto usthe parable of thetaresof thefield. 

M atthew 1 13:37 Heanswered and said unto them, H e that soweth thegood seed istheSon 
of man; 

M atthew 1 13:38 Thefield is theworld; thegood seed arethechildren of the kingdom; but 
the taresarethe children of thewicked [one]; 

M atthew 1 13:39 The enemy that sowed them isthe devil; the harvest isthe end of the 
world; and the reapers are the angels. 

M atthew 1 13:40 Astherefore the tares are gathered and burned in the fire; so shall it be in 
the end of this world. 
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M atthew 1 13:41 The Son of man shall send forth his angels, and they shall gather out of his 
kingdom all thingsthat offend, and them which do iniquity; 

M atthew 1 13:42 And shall castthem into afurnaceof fire: there shall bewailing and 
gnashing of teeth. 

M atthew 1 13:43 Then shall therighteousshine forth as thesun inthe kingdom of their 
Father. W ho hath earsto hear, let him hear. 

M atthew 1 13:44 Again, the kingdom of heaven islikeuntotreasurehid inafield; the which 
when a man hath found, he hideth, and for joy thereof goeth and selleth all that he hath, 
and buyeth that f i el d. 

M atthew 1 13:45 Again, the kingdom of heaven is like unto a merchant man, seeking goodly 
pearls: 

M atthew 1 13:46 W ho, when he had found one pearl of great price, went and sold all that 
he had, and bought it. 

M atthew 1 13:47 Again, the kingdom of heaven is like unto a net, that was cast into the sea, 
and gathered of every kind: 

M atthew 1 13:48 W hich, when it wasfull, they drew to shore, and sat down, and gathered 
the good into vessels, but cast the bad away. 

M atthew 1 13:49 So shall it beattheend of theworld: the angel s shall come forth, and 
sever the wicked from among the just, 

M atthew 1 13:50 And shall castthem into the furnaceof fire: there shall bewailing and 
gnashing of teeth. 

M atthew 1 13:51 J esus saith unto them, Haveyeunderstood all these things?They say unto 
him, Yea, Lord. 
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M atthew 1 13:52 Then said he unto them, Therefore every scribe [which is] instructed unto 
the kingdom of heaven is like unto a man [that is] an householder, which bringeth forth out 
of histreasure [things] new and old. 

M atthew 1 13:53 And it came to pass, [that] when Jesus had finished these parables, he 
departed thence. 

M atthew 1 13:54 And when hewascomeinto hisown country, hetaughtthem in their 
synagogue, insomuch that they were astonished, and said, W hence hath this [man] this 
wisdom, and [these] mighty works? 



atthew 1 13:55 Is not this the carpenter's son? is not hismother called Mary?and his 
brethren, James, andjoses, and Simon, andjudas? 

M atthew 1 13:56 And hissisters, arethey not all with us? W hence then hath this [man] all 
these things? 

M atthew 1 13:57 And they were offended in him. But Jesus said unto them, A prophet is 
not without honour, savein hisown country, and in hisown house. 

M atthew 1 13:58 And he did not many mighty works there because of their unbelief. 

M atthew 1 14: 1 At that ti me H erod the tetrarch heard of the fame of J esus, 



M atthew 



14:2 And said unto hisservants, Thisisjohn the Baptist; heisrisenfrom the 



dead; and therefore mighty works do show forth themselves in him. 

M atthew 1 14:3 For H erod had laid hold onjohn, and bound him, and put [him] in prison 
for Herodias' sake, hisbrother Philip'swife. 

M atthew 1 14:4 For John said unto him, It is not lawful for theeto haveher. 



M atthew 



14:5 And when he would have put him to death, hefeared the multitude, 



because they counted him as a prophet. 
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M atthew 1 14:6 But when H erod's birthday was kept, the daughter of H erodias danced 
beforethem, and pleased Herod. 

M atthew 1 14:7 W hereupon he promised with an oath to give her whatsoever she would 
ask. 

M atthew 1 14:8 And she, being before instructed of her mother, said, Give me herejohn 
Baptist'shead i n acharger. 

M atthew 1 14:9 And the king was sorry: neverthelessfor the oath's sake, and themwhichsat 
with him at meat, he commanded [it] to be given [her]. 

M atthew 1 14:10 And hesent, and beheadedjohn inthe prison. 

M atthew 1 14:11 And his head was brought in a charger, and given to the damsel: and she 
brought [it] to her mother. 

M atthew 1 14:12 And his disciples came, and tookupthe body, and buried it, andwent and 
toldjesus. 

M atthew 1 14: 13 W hen J esus heard [of it], he departed thence by ship into a desert place 
apart: and when the people had heard [thereof], they followed him on foot out of the cities. 

M atthew 1 14:14 And J esus wentforth, and saw agreat multitude, and wasmoved with 
compassion toward them, and he healed their sick. 

M atthew 1 14:15 And when it wasevening, his disciples came to him, saying, Thisisa 
desert place, and the time is now past; send the multitude away, that they may go into the 
villages, and buy themselvesvictuals. 

M atthew 1 14:16 But J esus said unto them, They need not depart; give ye them to eat. 
M atthew 1 14: 17 And they say unto him, W e have here but five loaves, and two fishes. 
M atthew 1 14:18 H e said, Bringthem hither to me. 
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M atthew 1 14:19 And he commanded the multitude to sit down on the grass, and took the 
five loaves, and the two fishes, and looking up to heaven, he blessed, and brake, and gave 
the loaves to [his] disciples, and the disciples to the multitude. 

M atthew 1 14:20 And theydid all eat, and werefilled: and they took up of the fragments 
that remained twelve basketsfull. 

M atthew 1 14:21 And they that had eaten were about five thousand men, beside women and 
children. 

M atthew 1 14:22 And straightway J esus constrained his disciples to get into a ship, and to go 
before him unto the other side, while he sent the multitudesaway. 

M atthew 1 14:23 And when he had sent the multitudesaway, he went up into a mountain 
apartto pray: and when the evening wascome, hewastherealone. 



atthew 1 14:24 But the ship wasnow in the midstof thesea, tossed with waves: forthe 
wind wascontrary. 

M atthew 1 14:25 And in thefourth watch of the night J esus went unto them, walking on the 
sea. 

M atthew 1 14:26 And when the disciples saw him walking on thesea, they were troubled, 
saying, It is a spirit; and they cried out for fear.

And when Peter wascome down out of the ship, he 
walked on the water, to go to J esus. 
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M atthew 1 14:30 But when hesaw thewind boisterous, hewasafraid; and beginningto 
sink, hecried, saying, Lord, saveme. 

M atthew 1 14:31 And immediately J esus stretched forth [his] hand, and caught him, and said 
unto him, O thou of little faith, wherefore didst thou doubt? 

M atthew 1 14:32 And when they werecomeinto theship, thewind ceased. 

M atthew 1 14:33 T hen theythatwereintheshipcameand worshipped him, saying, Ofa 
truth thou art the Son of God. 

M atthew 1 14:34 And when they were gone over, they came into the land of Gennesaret. 

M atthew 1 14:35 And when the men of that place had knowledge of him, they sent out into 
all that country round about, and brought unto him all that were diseased; 

M atthew 1 14:36 And besought him that they might only touch the hem of his garment: and 
as many astouched were made perfectly whole. 

M atthew 1 15:1 Then came to J esus seri bes and Pharisees, which wereofjerusalem, saying, 

M atthew 1 15:2 W hy do thy disciples transgress the tradition of the elders? for they wash 
not their hands when they eat bread. 

M atthew 1 15:3 But he answered and said unto them, W hy do ye also transgress the 
commandment of God by your tradition? 

M atthew 1 15:4 For God commanded, saying, Honour thyfather and mother: and, H e that 
curseth father or mother, let him die the death. 

M atthew 1 15:5 But ye say, W hosoever shall say to [his] father or [his] mother, [It is] a gift, 
by whatsoever thou mightest be profited by me; 

M atthew 1 15:6 And honour not his father or his mother, [he shall befree]. Thushaveye 
made the commandment of God of none effect by your tradition. 
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M atthew 1 15:7 [Y e] hypocrites, well did Esaias prophesy of you, saying, 

M atthew 1 15:8 This people draweth nigh unto me with their mouth, and honoureth me 
with [their] lips; but their heart isfar from me. 

M atthew 1 15:9 But in vain they do worship me, teaching [for] doctrinesthe 
commandments of men. 

M atthew 1 15:10 And hecalled the multitude, and said unto them, Hear, and understand: 

M atthew 1 15:11 Notthatwhich goeth into the mouth defileth aman; butthatwhich 
cometh out of the mouth, this defileth a man. 

M atthew 1 15:12 Then camehisdisciples, and said unto him, Knowestthou thatthe 
Pharisees were offended, after they heard this saying? 

M atthew 1 15:13 But he answered and said, Every plant, which my heavenly Father hath not 
planted, shall be rooted up. 

M atthew 1 15:14 Letthem alone: they be blind leadersof the blind. And if the blind lead the 
blind, both shall fail into the ditch. 

M atthew 1 15:15 Then answered Peter and said unto him, Declareunto usthisparable. 

M atthew 1 15: 16 And J esus said, A re ye also yet w ithout understandi ng? 

M atthew 1 15:17 Do not ye yet understand, that whatsoever entereth i n at the mouth goeth 
into the bel ly, and is cast out into the draught? 

M atthew 1 15:18 But thosethings which proceed out of the mouth comeforth from the 
heart; and they defile the man. 
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M atthew 1 15:19 For out of the heart proceed evil thoughts, murders, adulteries, 
fornications, thefts, false witness, blasphemies: 

M atthew 1 15:20 These are [the things] which defile a man: but to eat with unwashen hands 
defileth not a man. 

M atthew 1 15:21ThenJesuswent thence, and departed into the coasts of Tyreand Sidon. 

M atthew 1 15:22 And, behold, awoman ofCanaan came out of the same coasts, and cried 
unto him, saying, Have mercy on me, O Lord, [thou] son of David; my daughter is 
grievously vexed with a devil. 

M atthew 1 15:23 But heanswered her not aword. And his disciples came and besought 
him, saying, Send her away; for she crieth after us. 

M atthew 1 15:24 But heanswered and said, I am not sent but unto the lost sheep of the 
house of Israel. 

M atthew 1 15:25 Then came she and worshipped him, saying, Lord, help me. 

M atthew 1 15:26 But heanswered and said, Itisnot meettotakethechildren'sbread, and 
cast [it] to dogs. 

M atthew 1 15:27 And she said, Truth, Lord: yet the dogs eat of the crumbs which fail from 
their masters' table. 

M atthew 1 15:28 Then J esusanswered and said unto her, O woman, great [is] thyfaith: be 
it unto theeeven as thou wilt. And her daughter wasmade wholefrom that very hour. 

M atthew 1 15:29 And J esus departed from thence, and came nigh unto the sea of Galilee; 
and went up into a mountain, and sat down there. 
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M atthew 1 15:30 And great multitudescame unto him, having with them [thosethat were] 
lame, blind, dumb, maimed, and many others, and cast them down at Jesus' feet; and he 
healed them: 

M atthew 1 15:31 Insomuch that the multitude wondered, when they saw the dumb to 
speak, the maimed to be whole, the lame to walk, and the blind to see: and they glorified 
theGod of Israel. 

M atthew 1 15:32 Then J esus called his disciples [unto him], and said, I have compassion on 
the multitude, because they continue with me now three days, and have nothing to eat: and 
I will not send them away fasting, lest they faint in the way. 

M atthew 1 15:33 And his disciples say unto him, W henceshould we haveso much bread in 
the wilderness, asto fiil so great a multitude? 

M atthew 1 15:34 And J esus saith unto them, How many loaves have ye? And they said, 
Seven, and afew littlefishes. 

M atthew 1 15:35 And he commanded the multitude to sit down on the ground. 

M atthew 1 15:36 And he took the seven loaves and the fishes, and gave thanks, and brake 
[them], and gaveto his disciples, and the disciples to the multitude. 

M atthew 1 15:37 And they did all eat, and werefilled: and they took up of the broken 
[meat] that was left seven basketsfull. 
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M atthew 1 15:38 And they that did eat werefour thousand men, beside women and 
children. 

M atthew 1 15:39 And he sent away the multitude, and took ship, and came into the coasts 
of Magdala. 

M atthew 1 16:1 The Phariseesalso with the Sadducees came, and tempting desired him that 
he would show them a sign from heaven. 

M atthew 1 16:2 Heanswered and said unto them, When itisevening, yesay, [Itwill be]fair 
weather: for the sky is red. 

M atthew 1 16:3 And in the morning, [It will be] foul weather to day: for the sky is red and 
lowering. O [ye] hypocrites, ye can discern the face of the sky; but can ye not [discern] the 
signsof the ti mes? 

M atthew 1 16:4 A wicked and adulterous generation seeketh after a sign; and there shall no 
sign be given unto it, but the sign of the prophet J onas. And he left them, and departed. 

M atthew 1 16:5 And when his disciples were come to theother side, they had forgotten to 
take bread. 

M atthew 1 16:6 Then Jesus said unto them, Take heed and bewareof theleaven of the 
Pharisees and of the Sadducees. 

M atthew 1 16:7 And they reasoned among themselves, saying, [It is] because we have taken 
no bread. 
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M atthew 1 16:8 [W hich] when Jesus perceived, he said unto them, O yeof littlefaith, why 
reason ye among yourselves, because ye have brought no bread? 

M atthew 1 16:9 Doye not yet understand, neither remember thefiveloavesof thefive 
thousand, and how many basketsyetook up? 

M atthew 1 16:10 N either the seven loavesof thefour thousand, and how many basketsye 
took up? 

M atthew 1 16:11 How is it that ye do not understand that I spake [it] not to you concerning 
bread, that ye should beware of the leaven of the Pharisees and of the Sadducees? 

M atthew 1 16:12 Then understood they how that he bade [them] not beware of the leaven 
of bread, but of the doctrine of the Pharisees and of the Sadducees. 

M atthew 1 16:13 W hen J esus came into the coasts of Caesarea Philippi, he asked his 
disciples, saying, W hom do men say that I the Son of man am? 

M atthew 1 16:14 And they said, Some [say that thou art] J ohn the Baptist: some, Elias; and 
others, J eremias, or one of the prophets. 

M atthew 1 16:15 Hesaith unto them, But w hom say ye that I am? 

M atthew 1 16:16 And Simon Peter answered and said, Thou arttheChrist, the Son of the 
livingGod. 

M atthew 1 16:17 And J esus answered and said unto him, Blessed art thou, Simon Barjona: 
for flesh and blood hath not revealed [it] unto thee, but my Father which is in heaven. 
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M atthew 1 16:18 And I say also unto thee, Thatthou art Peter, and upon thisrock I will 
build my church; and the gates of hell shall not prevail against it. 

M atthew 1 16:19 And I will give unto thee the keysof thekingdom of heaven: and 
whatsoever thou shalt bind on earth shall be bound in heaven: and whatsoever thou shalt 
loose on earth shall be loosed in heaven. 

M atthew 1 16:20 T hen charged he his disciples that they should tell no man that he was 
JesustheChrist. 

M atthew 1 16:21 From that time forth beganjesusto show unto his disciples, how that he 
must go unto J erusalem, and suffer many things of the elders and chief priests and scribes, 
and be killed, and be raised again the third day. 

M atthew 1 16:22 Then Peter took him, and began to rebuke him, saying, Be it far from 
thee, Lord: thisshall not be unto thee. 

M atthew 1 16:23 But heturned, and said unto Peter, Gettheebehind me, Satan: thou art an 
offence unto me: for thou savourest not the things that be of God, but those that be of 
men. 

M atthew 1 16:24 Then saidjesusunto his disciples, Ifany [man] will comeafter me, lethim 
deny himself, and take up hiscross, and follow me. 

M atthew 1 16:25 For whosoever will save his life shall loseit: and whosoever will losehis 
lifefor my sake shall find it. 

M atthew 1 16:26 For what isaman profited, if he shall gain the wholeworld, and losehis 
own soul? or what shall a man give in exchange for his soul?

M atthew 1 17:1 And after six daysjesustaketh Peter, James, and John his brother, and 
bringeth them up into an high mountain apart, 

M atthew 1 17:2 And wastransfigured beforethem: and hisfacedid shine asthe sun, and his 
raiment waswhite asthe light. 

M atthew 1 17:3 And, behold, there appeared unto them Mosesand Eliastalking with him. 

M atthew 1 17:4 Then answered Peter, and said untojesus, Lord, it isgood for usto be 
here: if thou wilt, let usmake here three tabernacles; onefor thee, and onefor Moses, and 
onefor Elias. 

M atthew 1 17:5 W hile heyet spake, behold, a bright cloud overshadowed them: and behold 
avoiceout of the cloud, which said, Thisismy beloved Son, in whom I am well pleased; 
hear yehim. 

M atthew 1 17:6 And when the disciples heard [it], theyfell on their face, and weresore 
afraid. 

M atthew 1 17:7 Andjesuscameand touchedthem, and said, Arise, and be not afraid. 

M atthew 1 17:8 And when they had lifted up their eyes, they saw no man, savej esus only. 

M atthew 1 17:9 And as they camedown from the mountain, J esus charged them, saying, 
Tell the vision to no man, until the Son of man be risen again from the dead. 

M atthew 1 17:10 And his disciples asked him, saying, Whythen say the seri besthat Elias 
must firsteome? 

M atthew 1 17:11 And J esus answered and said unto them, Elias truly shall first come, and 
restore all things. 
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M atthew 1 17:12 Butl say unto you, That Elias iscome already, and theyknew him not, but 
have done unto him whatsoever they listed. Likewise shall also the Son of man suffer of 
them. 

M atthew 1 17:13 T hen the disciples understood that hespakeunto them of John the Baptist. 

M atthew 1 17:14 And when they werecometo the multitude, therecameto him a [certain] 
man, kneeling down to him, and saying, 

M atthew 1 17:15 Lord, have mercy on my son: for heisalunatic, and sorevexed: for 
ofttimes hefalleth into thefire, and oft into the water. 

M atthew 1 17:16 And I brought him to thy disciples, and they could not curehim. 

M atthew 1 17:17ThenJesusanswered and said, O faithlessand perverse generation, how 
long shall I be with you? how long shall I suffer you? bring him hither to me. 

M atthew 1 17:18 Andjesusrebuked thedevil; and hedeparted out of him: and thechild 
was cured from that very hour. 

M atthew 1 17:19 T hen came the disciples to J esusapart, and said, W hy could notwecast 
him out? 

M atthew 1 17:20 And J esus said unto them, Because of your unbelief: for verilyl say unto 
you, If ye have faith as a grain of mustard seed, ye shall say unto this mountain, Remove 
hence to yonder place; and it shall remove; and nothing shall be impossible unto you. 

M atthew 1 17:21 Howbeit this kind goeth not out but by prayer and fasting. 

M atthew 1 17:22 And w hi I e they abode i n Galilee, J esus said unto them, The Son of man 
shall be betrayed into the hands of men: 
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M atthew 1 17:23 And theyshall kill him, and thethird dayheshall be raised again. And they 
wereexceedingsorry. 

M atthew 1 17:24 And when they werecometo Capernaum, they that received tribute 
[money] cameto Peter, and said, Doth not your master pay tribute? 

M atthew 1 17:25 H e saith, Yes. And when hewascomeinto the house, J esus prevented 
him, saying, W hat thinkest thou, Simon? of whom do the kings of the earth take custom or 
tribute? of their own children, or of strangers? 

M atthew 1 17:26 Peter saith unto him, Of strangers. J esus saith unto him, Then arethe 
children free. 

M atthew 1 17:27 Notwithstanding, lest we should offend them, go thou to the sea, and cast 
an hook, and take up thefish that first cometh up; and when thou hast opened his mouth, 
thou shalt find a piece of money: that take, and give unto them for me and thee. 

M atthew 1 18:1 At the sametimecame the disciples unto J esus, saying, Who isthegreatest 
inthe kingdom of heaven? 

M atthew 1 18: 2 And J esus called a little child unto him, and set him in the midstof them, 

M atthew 1 18:3 And said, Verily I say unto you, Except ye be converted, and become as 
little children, ye shall not enter into the kingdom of heaven. 

M atthew 1 18:4 Whosoever therefo re shall humble himself as this little child, thesameis 
greatest i n the kingdom of heaven. 

M atthew 1 18:5 And whoso shall receive one such little child i n my name receiveth me. 

M atthew 1 18:6 But whoso shall offend oneof these little oneswhich believe in me, it were 
better for him that a millstone were hanged about his neck, and [that] he were drowned in 
the depth of the sea. 
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M atthew 1 18:7 W oe unto the world because of offences! for it must needs be that offences 
come; but woe to that man by whom the offence cometh! 

M atthew 1 18:8 W herefore if thy hand or thy foot offend thee, cut them off, and cast [them] 
from thee: it is better for thee to enter into life halt or maimed, rather than having two 
hands or two feet to be cast into everlasting f i re. 

M atthew 1 18:9 And if thine eye offend thee, pluck it out, and cast [it] from thee: it is better 
for thee to enter into life with one eye, rather than having two eyesto be cast into hell fire. 

M atthew 1 18:10 Take heed that ye despise not one of these little ones; for I say unto you, 
That in heaven their angelsdo always behold theface of my Father which isin heaven. 

M atthew 1 18:11 FortheSon of man is come to save that which waslost. 

M atthew 1 18:12 How thinkye? if aman havean hundred sheep, and one of them begone 
astray, doth he not leavethe ninety and nine, and goeth into the mountains, and seeketh 
that which isgone astray? 

M atthew 1 18:13 And if so bethat hefind it, verily I say unto you, herejoiceth moreofthat 
[sheep], than of the ninety and nine which went not astray. 

M atthew 1 18:14 Even so it isnotthewill of your Father which isin heaven, that one of 
these little ones should perish. 

M atthew 1 18:15 Moreover if thy brother shall trespass against thee, go and tell him hisfault 
between thee and him alone: if he shall hear thee, thou hast gained thy brother. 
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M atthew 1 18:16 But if hewill not hear [thee, then] take with thee one or two more, that in 
the mouth of two or three witnesses every word may be established. 

M atthew 1 18:17 And if heshall neglectto hear them, tell [it] unto thechurch: but if he 
neglect to hear the church, let him be unto thee as a heathen man and a publican. 

M atthew 1 18:18 Verily I say unto you, W hatsoever ye shall bind on earth shall be bound in 
heaven: and w hatsoever ye shall loose o n earth shall be loosed i n heaven. 

M atthew 1 18:19 Again I say unto you, That if two of you shall agreeon earth astouching 
any thing that they shall ask, it shall be donefor them of my Father which is in heaven.

M atthew 1 18:23 Therefore isthe kingdom of heaven likened untoacertain king, which 
would take account of his servants. 

M atthew 1 18:24 And when he had begun to reckon, one was brought unto him, which 
owed him ten thousand talents. 

M atthew 1 18:25 But forasmuch as he had not to pay, his lord commanded him to be sold, 
and his wife, and children, and all that he had, and payment to be made. 

M atthew 1 18:26 The servant therefore fel I down, and worshipped him, saying, Lord, have 
patiencewith me, and I will pay thee all. 
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M atthew 1 18:27 T hen thelord of that servant was moved with compassion, and loosed 
him, and forgave him the debt. 

M atthew 1 18:28 But the same servant went out, and found one of hisfellowservants, which 
owed him an hundred pence: and he laid handson him, and took [him] by thethroat, 
saying, Pay me that thou owest. 

M atthew 1 18:29 And hisfellowservantfell down at hisfeet, and besought him, saying, 
Have pati ence with me, and I w i 1 1 paytheeall. 

M atthew 1 18:30 And he would not: but went and cast him into prison, till he should pay 
the debt. 

M atthew 1 18:31 So when hisfellowservantssaw what wasdone, they were very sorry, and 
cameand told unto their lord all that wasdone. 

M atthew 1 18:32 Then hislord, after that he had called him, said unto him, O thou wicked 
servant, I forgave thee all that debt, because thou desiredst me: 

M atthew 1 18:33 Shouldest not thou also have had compassion on thy fel I ow servant, even as 
I had pity on thee? 

M atthew 1 18:34 And hislord was wroth, and delivered himto the tormentors, till he 
should pay all that was due unto him. 

M atthew 1 18:35 So likewiseshall my heavenly Father do also unto you, if yefrom your 
hearts forgive not every one his brother their trespasses. 

M atthew 1 19: 1 And it came to pass, [that] when J esus had finished these sayings, he 
departedfrom Galilee, and came into the coasts of J udaea beyond J ordan; 

M atthew 1 19:2 And great multitudesfollowed him; and he healed them there. 

M atthew 1 19:3 The Pharisees also came unto him, tempting him, and saying unto him, Isit 
lawful for a man to put away his wife for every cause? 
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M atthew 1 19:4 And he answered and said unto them, Have ye not read, that he which 
made [them] at the beginning made them male and female, 

M atthew 1 19:5 And said, For thiscauseshall aman leavefather and mother, andshall 
cleave to his wife: and they twain shall be one flesh? 

M atthew 1 19:6 W herefore they are no more twain, but one flesh. WhatthereforeGod 
hath joined together, let not man put asunder. 

M atthew 1 19:7 They say unto him, Why did Mosesthen command to giveawriting of 
divorcement, and to put her away? 

M atthew 1 19:8 H e saith unto them, M oses because of the hardness of your hearts suffered 
you to put away your wives: but from the beginning it was not so. 

M atthew 1 19:9 And I say unto you, W hosoever shall put away his wife, except [it be] for 
fornication, and shall marry another, committeth adultery: and whoso marrieth her which 
is put away doth commit adultery. 

M atthew 1 19:10 H is disciples say unto him, If the case of the man be so with [his] wife, it is 
not good to marry. 

M atthew 1 19:11 But he said unto them, Ali [men] cannot receive thissaying, save [they] to 
whom it isgiven. 

M atthew 1 19:12 For therearesomeeunuchs, which wereso born from [their] mother's 
womb: and there are some eunuchs, which were made eunuchs of men: and there be 
eunuchs, which have made themselves eunuchs for the kingdom of heaven's sake. H e that is 
able to receive [it], let him receive [it]. 

M atthew 1 19:13 Then were there brought unto him littlechildren, that heshould put [his] 
hands on them, and pray: and the disciples rebuked them. 
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M atthew 1 19:14 But J esus said, Suffer little children, and forbid them not, to comeunto 
me: for of such isthe kingdom of heaven. 

M atthew 1 19:15 And he laid [his] handson them, and departed thence. 

M atthew 1 19:16 And, behold, onecameand saidunto him, Good Master, whatgood thing 
shall I do, that I may have eter nal life? 

M atthew 1 19:17 And hesaid unto him, W hy callest thou me good? [there is] nonegood but 
one, [that is], God: but if thou wilt enter into life, keep the commandments. 



atthew 1 19:18 Hesaith unto him, W hich?Jesus said, Thou shaltdo no murder, Thou 
shalt not commit adultery, Thou shalt not steal, Thou shalt not bear false witness, 

M atthew 1 19:19 Honour thy father and [thy] mother: and, Thou shalt lovethy neighbour as 
thyself. 

M atthew 1 19:20 The young man saith unto him, Ali these things have I kept from my youth 
up: what lack I yet? 

M atthew 1 19:21 J esus said unto him, If thou wilt be perfect, go [and] sel I that thou hast, 
and give to the poor, and thou shalt have treasure in heaven: and come [and] follow me. 

M atthew 1 19:22 But when the young man heard that saying, he went away sorrowful: for 
he had great possessions. 



M atthew 



19:23 T hen said J esus unto hisdisciples, Verily I say unto you, That arich man 



shall hardly enter into the kingdom of heaven. 

M atthew 1 19:24 And again I say unto you, It is easier for a camel to go through the eye of a 
needle, than for a rich man to enter into the kingdom of God. 
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M atthew 1 19:25 W hen his disciples heard [it], they wereexceedingly amazed, saying, Who 
then can be saved? 

M atthew 1 19:26 But J esus beheld [them], and said unto them, With men thisisimpossible; 
but with God all thingsare possible. 

M atthew 1 19:27 Then answered Peter and said unto him, Behold, we have forsaken all, and 
followed thee; what shall we have therefore? 

M atthew 1 19:28 And J esus said unto them, Verily I say unto you, Thatyewhich have 
followed me, in the regeneration when the Son of man shall sit in the throne of hisglory, 
ye also shall sit upon twelve thrones, judging the twelve tribes of Israel. 

M atthew 1 19:29 And every one that hath forsaken houses, or brethren, or sisters, or father, 
or mother, or wife, or children, or lands, for my name'ssake, shall receivean hundredfold, 
and shall inherit everlasting life. 

M atthew 1 19:30 But many [that are] first shall be last; and the last [shall be] first. 

M atthew | 20:1 For the kingdom of heaven is like unto a man [that is] an householder, 
which went out early in the morning to hire labourers into his vineyard.

Hesaith untothem, Go 
ye also into the vineyard; and whatsoever is right, [that] shall ye receive. 

M atthew | 20:8 So when even wascome, the lord of the vineyard saith unto hissteward, 
Call the labourers, and give them [their] hire, beginning from the last unto the first. 

M atthew | 20:9 And when they came that [were hired] about the eleventh hour, they 
received every man a penny. 

M atthew | 20: 10 But when the first came, they supposed that they should have received 
more; and they likewise received every man a penny. 

M atthew | 20:11 And when they had received [it] ( they murmured against the goodman of 
the house, 

M atthew | 20:12 Saying, These last have wrought [but] one hour, and thou hast made them 
equal unto us, which have borne the burden and heat of the day. 

M atthew | 20:13 But heanswered one of them, and said, Friend, I dotheeno wrong: didst 
not thou agree with me for a penny? 

M atthew | 20: 14 Take [that] thine [is], and gothy way: I will give unto this last, even as 
unto thee. 

M atthew | 20:15 Isit not lawful for meto do what I will with mineown?ls thine eyeevil, 
because I am good? 

M atthew | 20:16 So the last shall be first, and the first last: for many be called, but few 
chosen. 

M atthew | 20: 17 And J esus going up to J erusalem took the twelve disciples apart in the 
way, and said unto them, 

M atthew | 20:18 Behold, wego upto J erusalem; and theSon of man shall be betrayedunto 
the chief priests and unto the scribes, and they shall condemn him to death, 
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M atthew | 20:19 And shall deliver himto the Gentiles to mock, and to scourge, and to 
crucify [him]: and the third day he shall rise again. 

M atthew | 20:20 Then cameto him the mother of Zebedee'schildren with her sons, 
worshipping [him], and desiring a certain thing of him. 

M atthew | 20:21 And hesaid unto her, W hat wilt thou? She saith unto him, Grantthat 
these my two sons may sit, the one on thy right hand, and the other on the left, i n thy 
kingdom. 

M atthew | 20:22 Butjesusanswered and said, Yeknow not whatyeask. Areyeableto 
drink of the cup that I shall drink of, and to be baptized with the baptism that I am baptized 
with?They say unto him, Weareable. 

M atthew 20:23 And he saith unto them, Ye shall drink indeed of my cup, and be baptized 
with the baptism that I am baptized with: but to sit on my right hand, and on my left, is not 
mine to give, but [it shall be given to them] for whom it is prepared of my Father. 

M atthew | 20:24 And when theten heard [it], they were moved with indignation againstthe 
two brethren. 

M atthew | 20:25 But J esus called them [unto him], and said, Yeknow that the princesofthe 
Gentiles exercise dominion over them, and they that are great exercise authority upon 
them.

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M atthew | 20:29 And asthey departed fromjericho, agreat multitudefollowed him. 

M atthew | 20:30 And, behold, two blind men sitting by the way side, when they heard that 
Jesus passed by, cried out, saying, Have mercy on us, O Lord, [thou] son of David. 

M atthew | 20:31 And the multitude rebuked them, becausethey should holdtheir peace: 
but they cried the more, saying, Have mercy on us, O Lord, [thou] son of David. 

M atthew | 20:32 And Jesus stood still, and called them, and said, What will yethat I shall 
do unto you? 

M atthew | 20:33 They say unto him, Lord, that our eyes may be opened. 

M atthew | 20:34 So Jesus had compassion [on them], and touched their eyes: and 
immediately their eyesreceived sight, and they followed him. 

M atthew | 21:1 And when theydrew nigh untojerusalem, and werecometo Bethphage, 
unto the mount of O lives, then sent Jesus two disciples, 

M atthew | 21:2 Saying unto them, Go into the village over against you, and straightway ye 
shall find anasstied, andacoltwith her: loose [them], and bring [them] unto me. 

M atthew | 21:3 And if any [man] say ought unto you, ye shall say, The Lord hath need of 
them; and straightway he will send them. 

M atthew | 21:4 Ali thiswasdone, that it might befulfilled which wasspoken by the 
prophet, saying, 

M atthew | 21:5 Tell ye the daughter of Sion, Behold, thy King cometh unto thee, meek, 
and sitting upon an ass, and a colt the foal of an ass. 

M atthew | 21:6 And the disciples went, and did asjesuscommanded them, 
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M atthew | 21:7 And brought the ass, and the colt, and put on them their clothes, and they 
set[him]thereon. 

M atthew | 21:8 And avery great multitudespread their garmentsin theway; otherscut 
down branches from thetrees, and strowed [them] in theway. 

M atthew | 21:9 And the multitudes that went before, and thatfollowed, cried, saying, 
H osanna to the son of D avid: Blessed [is] he that cometh in the name of the Lord; H osanna 
in the highest. 

M atthew | 21:10 And when hewascomeintojerusalem, all thecity wasmoved, saying, 
Who isthis? 

M atthew | 21:11 And the multitude said, Thisisjesusthe prophet of N azareth of Galilee. 

M atthew | 21:12 And J esus went into the temple of God, and castout all them thatsold and 
bought i n the temple, and overthrew the tables of the moneychangers, and the seats of 
them that sold doves, 

M atthew | 21:13 And said u nto them, Itiswritten, Myhouseshall be called the house of 
prayer; but ye have made it a den of thieves. 

M atthew | 21:14 And the blind and the lamecameto him in the temple; and he healed 
them. 

M atthew | 21:15 And when thechief priestsand scribessaw the wonderful thingsthat he 
did, and thechildren cryingin the temple, and saying, H osanna to the son of David; they 
were sore displeased, 

M atthew | 21:16 And said unto him, Hearestthou w hat these say? And J esus saith unto 
them, Yea; have ye never read, O ut of the mouth of babes and sucklings thou hast 
perfected praise? 

M atthew | 21:17 And he left them, and went out of the city into Bethany; and he lodged 
there. 
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M atthew | 21:18 Now in the morning as he returned into the city, hehungered.

21:19 And when hesaw afig treein theway, hecameto it, and found nothing 
but leavesonly, and said unto it, Let no fruit grow on thee henceforward for ever, 



And presently the fig tree withered away.

M atthew | 21:31 Whether of them twain did thewill of [his]father?They say unto him, The 
first. Jesussaith unto them, Verily I say unto you, Thatthe publicans and the harlotsgo into 
the kingdom of God before you. 

M atthew | 21:32 Forjohn cameunto you inthewayof righteousness, and ye believed him 
not: but the publicans and the harlots believed him: and ye, when ye had seen [it], repented 
not afterward, that ye might believe him. 

M atthew | 21:33 Hear another parable: There was a certain householder, which planted a 
vineyard, and hedged it round about, and digged a winepressin it, and built atower, and 
let it out to husbandmen, and went into a far country:

M atthew | 26:20 N ow when theeven wascome, hesatdown with the twelve. 

M atthew | 26:21 And as they did eat, hesaid, Verily I say unto you, thatoneof you shall 
betray me. 

M atthew | 26:22 And they were exceeding sorrowful, and began every one of them to say 
unto him, Lord, isit I? 

M atthew | 26:23 And he answered and said, Hethat dippeth [his] hand with me in the dish, 
the same shall betray me. 

M atthew | 26:24 The Son of man goeth as it is written of him: but woe unto that man by 
whom the Son of man is betrayed! it had been good for that man if he had not been born. 

M atthew | 26:25 Then J udas, which betrayed him, answered and said, Master, isit I? H e 
said unto him, Thou hast said. 

M atthew | 26:26 And as they wereeating, Jesustook bread, and blessed [it], and brake [it], 
and gave [it] to the disciples, and said, Take, eat; this is my body. 

M atthew | 26:27 And he took the cup, and gave thanks, and gave [it] to them, saying, Drink 
ye all of it; 

M atthew | 26:28 For this is my blood of the new testament, which isshed for many for the 
remission of sins. 

M atthew | 26:29 But I say unto you, I will not drink henceforth ofthisfruit ofthevine, 
until that day when I drink it new with you in my Father's kingdom. 
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M atthew | 26:30 And when they had sung an hymn, they went out into the mount of 
Olives. 

M atthew | 26:31 T hen saithjesusunto them, Ali yeshall beoffended because of me this 
night: for it iswritten, I will smite the shepherd, and thesheep of the flock shall be 
scattered abroad. 

M atthew | 26:32 But after I am risen again, I will go beforeyou into Galilee. 

M atthew | 26:33 Peter answered and said unto him, Though all [men] shall be offended 
because of thee, [yet] will I never beoffended. 

M atthew | 26: 34 J esus said unto him, Verilyl say unto thee, That this night, before the cock 
crow, thou shalt deny methrice. 

M atthew | 26:35 Peter said unto him, Though I should die with thee, yet will I not deny 
thee. Likewise also said all the disciples. 

M atthew | 26:36 T hen comethjesuswith them unto a place called Gethsemane, and saith 
unto the disciples, Sit ye here, while I go and pray yonder. 

M atthew | 26:37 And hetook with him Peter and thetwo sonsof Zebedee, and began to be 
sorrowful and very heavy. 

M atthew | 26:38 Then saith he unto them, Mysoul isexceeding sorrowful, even unto 
death: tarry ye here, and watch with me. 

M atthew | 26:39 And hewentalittlefarther, andfell on hisface, and prayed, saying, O my 
Father, if it be possible, let this cup passfrom me: nevertheless not as I will, but as thou 
[wilt]. 

M atthew | 26:40 And he cometh unto the disciples, and findeth them asleep, and saith unto 
Peter, W hat, could ye not watch with me one hour? 
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M atthew | 26:41 W atch and pray, that ye enter not into temptation: the spirit indeed [is] 
willing, buttheflesh [is] weak. 

M atthew | 26:42 H e went away again the second time, and prayed, saying, O my Father, if 
thiscup may not pass away from me, except I drink it, thy will bedone. 

M atthew | 26:43 And he came and found them asleep again: for their eyes were heavy. 

M atthew | 26:44 And he left them, and went away again, and prayed the third time, saying 
the same words. 

M atthew | 26:45 Then cometh heto hisdisciples, and saith unto them, Sleep on now, and 
take [your] rest: behold, the hour is at hand, and the Son of man is betrayed into the hands 
of sinners. 

M atthew | 26:46 Rise, let us begoi ng: behold, heisat hand that doth betray me. 

M atthew | 26:47 And whileheyetspake, lo, Judas, oneof thetwelve, came, andwith him 
a great multitude with swords and staves, from the chief priests and elders of the people. 

M atthew | 26:48 Now hethat betrayed him gave them a sign, saying, W homsoever I shall 
kiss, that same is he: hold him fast. 

M atthew | 26:49 And forthwith he came to J esus, and said, Hail, master; and kissed him. 

M atthew | 26:50 And J esus said unto him, Friend, whereforeartthou come?Then came 
they, and laid hands on J esus, and took him. 

M atthew | 26:51 And, behold, oneof them w hich were with J esus stretched out [his] hand, 
and drew his sword, and struck a servant of the high priest's, and smote off his ear. 

M atthew | 26:52 Then said J esus unto him, Put up again thy sword into hisplace: for all 
they that take the sword shall perish with the sword. 

M atthew | 26:53 Thinkest thou that I cannot now prayto my Father, and he shall presently 
give me more than twelve legions of angels? 
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M atthew | 26:54 But how then shall the scriptures be fulfilled, thatthusit must be? 

M atthew | 26: 55 I n that same hour said J esus to the multitudes, A re ye come out as against 
a thief with swords and stavesfor to take me? I sat daily with you teaching i n the temple, 
and ye laid no hold on me. 

M atthew | 26:56 But all thiswasdone, that the scriptures of the prophets might be fulfilled. 
Then all the disciples forsook him, and fled. 

M atthew | 26:57 And they that had laid hold on J esus led [him] away to Caiaphasthe high 
priest, wherethescribesand theelderswereassembled. 

M atthew | 26:58 But Peter followed him afar off unto the high priest's palace, and went in, 
and sat with the servants, to see the end. 

M atthew | 26:59 Now the chief priests, and elders, and all the council, sought false witness 
against J esus, to put him to death; 

M atthew | 26:60 Butfound none: yea, though manyfalsewitnessescame, [yet] found they 
none. At the last came two false witnesses, 

M atthew | 26:61 And said, This [fellow] said, I am able to destroy the temple of God, and 
to build it in threedays. 

M atthew | 26:62 And the high priest arose, and said unto him, Answerest thou nothing? 
what [is it which] these witness against thee? 

M atthew | 26:63 But J esus held hispeace. And the high priest answered and said unto him, I 
adjure thee by the living God, that thou tell uswhether thou betheChrist, theSon ofGod. 

M atthew | 26:64 J esus saith unto him, Thou hastsaid: neverthelessl say unto you, 
Hereafter shall ye see the Son of man sitting on the right hand of power, and coming in the 
cloudsof heaven. 
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M atthew | 26:65 Then the high priest rent his clothes, saying, H e hath spoken blasphemy; 
what further need have we of witnesses? behold, now ye have heard his blasphemy. 

M atthew | 26:66 W hat think ye?They answered and said, H e is guilty of death. 

M atthew | 26:67 Then did they spit in hisface, and buffeted him; and otherssmote[him] 
with the palms of their hands, 

M atthew | 26:68 Saying, Prophesy unto u s, thou Christ, Who is he that smote thee? 

M atthew | 26:69 Now Petersatwithoutinthe palace: andadamsel cameunto him, saying, 
Thou also wast withjesusof Galilee. 

M atthew | 26:70 But he denied before [them] all, saying, I know not what thou sayest. 

M atthew | 26:71 And when he wasgoneout into the porch, another [maid] saw him, and 
said unto them that werethere, This [fellow] wasalso withjesusof N azareth. 

M atthew | 26:72 And again he denied with an oath, I do not know the man. 

M atthew | 26:73 And after a while came unto [him] they that stood by, and said to Peter, 
Surely thou also art [one] of them; for thy speech bewrayeth thee. 

M atthew | 26:74 Then began he to curse and to swear, [saying], I know not the man. And 
immediately the cock crew. 

M atthew | 26:75 And Peter remembered the word of Jesus, which said unto him, Before 
the cock crow, thou shalt deny me thrice. And he went out, and wept bitterly. 

M atthew | 27:1 W hen the morning was come, all the chief priests and elders of the people 
took counsel against Jesus to put him to death: 
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M atthew | 27:2 And when they had bound him, they led [him] away, and delivered him to 
Pontius Pilate the governor. 

M atthew | 27:3 Then J udas, which had betrayed him, when hesaw that hewascondemned, 
repented himself, and brought again the thirty pieces of silver to the chief priests and 
elders, 

M atthew | 27:4 Saying, I have sinned in that I have betrayed the innocent blood. And they 
said, W hat [is that] to us? see thou [to that]. 

M atthew | 27:5 And hecast down the pieces of silver in thetemple, and departed, and went 
and hanged himself. 

M atthew | 27:6 And the chief priests took the silver pieces, and said, It isnot lawful for to 
put them into thetreasury, because it isthe price of blood. 

M atthew | 27:7 And they took counsel, and bought with them the potter'sfield, to bury 
strangersin. 

M atthew | 27:8 Whereforethatfield wascalled, Thefield of blood, untothisday. 

M atthew | 27:9 Then wasfulfilled that which wasspoken byjeremythe prophet, saying, 
And they took the thirty pieces of silver, the price of him that was valued, whom they of 
the children of Israel dia 1 value; 

M atthew | 27:10 And gavethem for the potter'sfield, as the Lord appointed me. 

M atthew | 27:11 And Jesusstood before the governor: and the governor asked him, saying, 
Art thou the King of thejews? And Jesussaid unto him, Thou sayest. 

M atthew | 27:12 And when he wasaccused of the chief priests and elders, heanswered 
nothing. 

M atthew | 27:13 Then said Pilate unto him, Hearestthou not how many thingsthey witness 
against thee? 
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M atthew | 27:14 And he answered him to never a word; insomuch that the governor 
marvelled greatly. 

M atthew | 27:15 Now at [that] feast the governor waswontto release unto the peoplea 
prisoner, whom they would. 

M atthew | 27:16 And they had then a notable prisoner, called Barabbas. 

M atthew | 27:17 Therefore when they were gathered together, Pilate said unto them, 
W hom will ye that I release unto you? Barabbas, or Jesuswhich is called Christ? 

M atthew | 27:18 For he knew that for envy they had delivered him. 

M atthew | 27: 19 W hen he was set down on the judgment seat, his wife sent unto him, 
saying, Havethou nothing to do with that just man: for I havesuffered many thingsthisday 
in adream becauseof him. 

M atthew | 27:20 But the chief priests and elders persuaded the multitude that they should 
ask Barabbas, and destroyjesus. 

M atthew | 27:21 The governor answered and said unto them, W hether of thetwain will ye 
that I release unto you? They said, Barabbas. 

M atthew | 27:22 Pilate saith unto them, Whatshall I do then with Jesuswhich i s called 
Christ? [They] all sayunto him, Lethim becrucified. 

M atthew | 27:23 And the governor said, W hy, what evil hath he done? But they cried out 
the more, saying, Let him becrucified. 

M atthew | 27:24 W hen Pilate saw that hecould prevail nothing, but [that] rather atumult 
was made, he took water, and washed [his] hands before the multitude, saying, I am 
innocent of the blood of thisjust person: seeye[to it]. 

M atthew | 27:25 Then answered all the people, and said, H is blood [be] on us, and on our 
children. 
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M atthew | 27:26 T hen released he Barabbas unto them: and when he had scourged Jesus, he 
delivered [him] to be crucified. 

M atthew | 27:27 Then the soldiers of the governor took Jesus intothecommon hal I , and 
gathered unto him the whole band [of soldiers]. 

M atthew | 27:28 And they stripped him, and put on him a scarlet robe. 

M atthew | 27:29 And when they had platted acrown of thorns, they put [it] upon hishead, 
and a reed in his right hand: and they bowed the knee before him, and mocked him, saying, 
Hail, Kingof thejews! 

M atthew | 27:30 And they spit upon him, and took the reed, and smote him on the head. 

M atthew | 27:31 And after that they had mocked him, they took the robe off from him, and 
put his own raiment on him, and led him away to crucify [him]. 

M atthew | 27:32 And as they came out, they found a man of Cyrene, Simon by name: him 
they co m pel led to bear his cross. 

M atthew | 27:33 And when they werecomeuntoaplacecalledGolgotha, thatistosay, a 
place of askull, 

M atthew | 27:34 They gave him vinegar to drink mingled with gali: and when he had tasted 
[thereof], hewould not drink. 

M atthew | 27:35 And they crucified him, and parted hisgarments, casting lots: that it might 
be fulfi I led which wasspoken by the prophet, They parted my garmentsamong them, and 
upon my vesture did they cast lots. 

M atthew | 27:36 And sitting down they watched him there; 

M atthew | 27:37 And setupover hishead hisaccusation written, THISISJESUSTHE 
KING O F THEJEWS. 
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M atthew | 27:38 T hen weretheretwo thievescrucified with him, oneon theright hand, 
and another on the left. 

M atthew | 27:39 And they that passed by reviled him, wagging their heads, 

M atthew | 27:40 And saying, Thou that destroyest the temple, and buildest [it] in three 
days, save thyself. If thou be the Son of God, come down from the cross. 

M atthew | 27:41 Likewise also the chief priests mocking [him], with the scribes and elders, 
said, 

M atthew | 27:42 Hesaved others; himselfhecan not save. If he be the King of Israel, lethim 
now come down from the cross, and we will believe him. 

M atthew | 27:43 Hetrusted in God; let him deliver him now, if he will havehim: for he 
said, I am the Son of God. 

M atthew | 27:44 The thieves also, which werecrucified with him, cast the same in his 
teeth. 

M atthew | 27:45 Now from the sixth hour therewasdarknessover all the land unto the 
ninth hour. 

M atthew | 27:46 And about the ninth hour Jesuscried with aloud voice, saying, Eli, Eli, 
lama sabachthani? that isto say, M y God, myGod, why hast thou forsaken me? 

M atthew | 27:47 Some of them that stood there, w hen they heard [that], said, T his [man] 
callethfor Elias. 

M atthew | 27:48 And straightway oneof them ran, and tookasponge, and filled [it] with 
vinegar, and put [it] on a reed, and gave him to drink. 

M atthew | 27:49 The rest said, Letbe, let ussee whether Eliaswill come to save him. 
M atthew | 27:50 J esus, when he had cried agai n with aloud voice, yielded up the ghost. 
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M atthew | 27:51 And, behold, theveil of thetemplewasrent in twain from thetopto the 
bottom; and the earth did quake, and the rocks rent; 

M atthew | 27:52 And thegraveswereopened; and many bodiesof thesaintswhich slept 
arose, 

M atthew | 27:53 And came out of the gravesafter his resurrection, and went into the holy 
city, and appeared unto many. 

M atthew | 27:54 Nowwhen thecenturion, and they that werewith him, watchingjesus, 
saw the earthquake, and thosethingsthat weredone, theyfeared greatly, saying, Truly this 
wastheSon of God. 

M atthew | 27:55 And manywomen werethere beholdingafar off, whichfollowedjesus 
from Galilee, ministering unto him: 

M atthew | 27:56 Among which was M ary M agdalene, and M ary the mother of James and 
Joses, and the mother of Zebedee'schildren. 

M atthew | 27:57 Whentheeven wascome, there came a rich man of Arimathaea, named 
Joseph, who also himself wasjesus' disciple: 

M atthew | 27:58 H e went to Pilate, and beggedthe bodyofjesus. Then Pilatecommanded 
the body to be delivered. 

M atthew | 27:59 And w hen Joseph had taken the body, he wrapped it i n adean linen cloth, 

M atthew | 27:60 And laid it in hisown new tomb, which he had hewn out in the rock: and 
he rolled a great stone to the door of the sepulchre, and departed. 

M atthew | 27:61 And there was M ary M agdalene, and the other M ary, sitting over against 
the sepulchre. 

M atthew | 27:62 Now the next day, thatfollowed the day of the preparation, thechief 
priests and Phariseescametogether unto Pilate, 
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M atthew | 27:63 Saying, Si r, we remember that that deceiver said, while he wasyet alive, 
After three days I will rise again. 

M atthew | 27:64 Command therefore that the sepulchre be made sure until thethird day, 
lest his disciples come by night, and steal him away, and say unto the people, H e is risen 
from the dead: so the last error shall be worse than the first. 

M atthew | 27:65 Pilatesaid untothem, Yehaveawatch: goyour way, make [it] as sure as 
ye can. 

M atthew | 27:66 So they went, and made the sepulchre sure, sealing the stone, and setting a 
watch. 

M atthew | 28:1 1 n theend of the sabbath, asit began to dawn toward the first [day] of the 
week, came M ary M agdalene and the other M ary to see the sepulchre. 

M atthew | 28:2 And, behold, therewasagreatearthquake: for the angel of the Lord 
descended from heaven, and came and rolled back the stone from the door, and sat upon it. 

M atthew | 28:3 His countenance waslike lightning, and hisraiment whiteassnow: 

M atthew | 28:4 And forfear of him the keepersdid shake, and becameasdead [men]. 

M atthew | 28:5 And the angel answered and said unto the women, Fear not ye: for I know 
that ye seek J esus, which w as crucified. 

M atthew | 28:6 H e is not here: for heis risen, as he said. Come, seetheplacewherethe 
Lord lay. 

M atthew | 28:7 And go quickly, and tell his disciples that heis risen from the dead; and, 
behold, he goeth before you into Galilee; there shall ye see him: lo, I have told you. 

M atthew | 28:8 And they departed quickly from the sepulchre w ith fear and great joy; and 
did run to bring his disciples word. 
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M atthew | 28:9 And as they went to tell hisdisciples, behold, Jesus met them, saying, Ali 
hail. And they came and held him by thefeet, and worshipped him. 

M atthew | 28:10 Then said Jesus unto them, Be not afraid: go tell my brethren that they go 
into Galilee, and there shall they see me. 

M atthew | 28:11 Now when they weregoing, behold, some of the watch came into the 
city, and showed unto the chief priests all the things that weredone. 

M atthew | 28:12 And when they wereassembled with theelders, and had taken counsel, 
they gave large money unto the soldiers, 

M atthew | 28:13 Saying, Sayye, H is disciples came by night, and stolehim [away] whilewe 
slept. 

M atthew | 28:14 And if thiscometo thegovernor'sears, wewill persuade him, and secure 
you. 

M atthew | 28:15 So they took the money, and did as they weretaught: and this saying is 
commonly reported amongthejewsuntil thisday. 

M atthew | 28:16 Then theeleven disciples went away into Galilee, into a mountain where 
Jesus had appointed them. 

M atthew | 28:17 And when theysaw him, they worshipped him: butsomedoubted. 

M atthew | 28:18 And Jesus came and spakeunto them, saying, All power isgiven unto me 
i n heaven and i n earth. 

M atthew | 28:19 Go ye therefore, and teach all nations, baptizing them in the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the H oly G host: 

M atthew | 28:20 Teaching them to observeall things w hatsoever I have commanded you: 
and, lo, I am with you alway, [even] unto the end of the world. Amen.

M ark| 2:7 W hy doth this [man] thus speak blasphemies? who can forgive sins but God only? 

Mark| 2:8 And immediately whenjesusperceived in his spirit that they so reasoned within 
themselves, he said unto them, W hy reason ye these things in your hearts? 

M ark| 2:9 W hether is it easier to say to the sick of the palsy, [Thy] sins be forgiven thee; or 
to say, Arise, and take up thy bed, and walk? 

M ark| 2: 10 But that ye may know that the Son of man hath power on earth to forgive sins, 
(he saith to the sick of the palsy, ) 

M ark| 2:11 1 say unto thee, Arise, and take up thy bed, and go thy way into thine house. 

M ark| 2: 12 And immediately he arose, took up the bed, and went forth before them all; 
insomuch that they were all amazed, and glorified God, saying, W e never saw it on this 
fashion. 

Mark| 2:13 And he went forth again by theseaside; and all the multitude resorted unto 
him, and hetaughtthem. 

Mark| 2:14 And ashe passed by, hesaw Levi the [son] of Alphaeus sitting at the receipt of 
custom, and said unto him, Follow me. And he arose and followed him. 
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Mark| 2:15 And it cameto pass, that, asjesussat at meat in hishouse, many publicansand 
sinners sat also together with J esus and hisdisciples: for therewere many, and they 
followed him. 

Mark| 2:16 And when thescribesand Phariseessaw him eat with publicansand sinners, 
they said unto hisdisciples, How isitthat heeateth and drinketh with publicansand 
sinners? 

Mark| 2:17 When J esus heard [it], hesaith unto them, They that arewholehaveno need of 
the physician, but they that are sick: I came not to call the righteous, but sinners to 
repentance. 

Mark| 2:18 And the disciplesof John and of the Phariseesused tofast: and they come and 
say unto him, Whydo the disciplesof John and of the P hari sees f ast, butthy disciplesfast 
not? 

Mark| 2:19 And J esus said unto them, Can thechildren ofthe bridechamber fast, whilethe 
bridegroom is with them? as long as they have the bridegroom with them, they cannot fast. 

Mark| 2:20 But thedayswill come, when the bridegroom shall betaken awayfrom them, 
and then shall they fast i n those days. 

M ark| 2: 21 N o man also seweth a piece of new cloth on an old garment: else the new piece 
that filled it up taketh away from the old, and the rent is made worse. 

Mark| 2:22 And no man putteth new wine into old bottles: else the new winedoth burst 
the bottles, and the wine isspilled, and the bottles wi 1 1 bemarred: but new wine must be 
put into new bottles. 

Mark| 2:23 And it cameto pass, that hewent throughthecornfieldson thesabbath day; 
and hisdisciples began, as they went, to plucktheearsof corn. 

Mark| 2:24 And the P hari sees said unto him, Behold, whydo theyon thesabbath day that 
which isnot lawful? 
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Mark| 2:25 And hesaid unto them, Haveye never read what David did, when he had need, 
and was an hungred, he, and they that were with him? 

Mark| 2:26 H ow he went into the houseof God in thedaysof Abiathar thehigh priest, and 
did eat the showbread, which is not lawful to eat but for the priests, and gave also to them 
which were with him? 

M ark| 2: 27 And he said unto them, The sabbath was made for man, and not man for the 
sabbath: 

M ark| 2: 28 Therefore the Son of man is Lord also of the sabbath. 

Mark| 3:1 And heentered again into the synagogue; and therewasaman there which had a 
withered hand. 

M ark| 3:2 And they watched him, whether he would heal him on the sabbath day; that they 
mightaccusehim. 

Mark| 3:3 And hesaith unto the man which had the withered hand, Standforth. 

M ark| 3:4 And he saith unto them, Is it lawful to do good on the sabbath days, or to do 
evi I ? to save life, or to kill? But they held their peace. 

Mark| 3:5 And when he had looked round about on them with anger, being grieved for the 
hardnessof their hearts, hesaith unto the man, Stretchforththinehand. And hestretched 
[it] out: and his hand was restored whole as the other. 

Mark| 3:6 And the Pharisees went forth, and straightway took counsel with the Herodians 
against him, how they might destroy him. 
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Mark| 3:7 Butjesuswithdrew himself with hisdisciplesto thesea: and agreat multitude 
from Galileefollowed him, and fromjudaea, 

Mark| 3:8 And fromjerusalem, and from Idumaea, and [from] beyondjordan; and they 
about Tyre and Sidon, a great multitude, when they had heard what great things he did, 
cameunto him. 

M ark| 3:9 And hespaketo hisdisciples, thatasmall shipshould waiton him becauseof the 
multitude, lest they should throng him. 

M ark| 3:10 For he had healed many; insomuch that they pressed upon him for to touch 
him, as many as had plagues. 

Mark| 3:11 And unclean spirits, when they saw him, fell down before him, and cried, 
saying, Thou art the Son of God. 

Mark| 3:12 And he straitly charged them that they should not make him known. 

Mark| 3:13 And hegoeth up into amountain, and calleth [unto him] whom hewould: and 
they cameunto him. 

Mark| 3:14 And heordained twelve, that they should be with him, and thathemight send 
them forth to preach, 

M ark| 3: 15 And to have power to heal sicknesses, and to cast out devils: 
Mark| 3:16 And Simon hesurnamed Peter; 

M ark| 3: 17 And J ames the [son] of Zebedee, and J ohn the brother of J ames; and he 
surnamed them Boanerges, which is, Thesonsof thunder: 
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M ark| 3:18 And Andrew, and Philip, and Bartholomew, and Matthew, andThomas, and 
Jamesthe [son] of Alphaeus, and Thaddaeus, and Simon theCanaanite, 

Mark| 3: 19 And J udas Iscariot, which also betrayed him: and they went into an house. 

Mark| 3:20 And the multitude cometh together again, so that they could notso muchaseat 
bread. 

Mark| 3:21 And when hisfriendsheard [of it], they went out to lay holdon him: for they 
said, H e isbeside himself. 

Mark| 3:22 And the seri bes which camedown fromjerusalem said, Hehath Beelzebub, and 
by the prince of the devils casteth he out devils. 

Mark| 3:23 And hecalled them [unto him], and said unto them in parables, How can Satan 
cast out Satan? 

Mark| 3:24 And if akingdom bedivided against itself, that kingdom cannot stand. 

M ark| 3:25 And if a house be divided against itself, that house cannot stand. 

Mark| 3:26 And if Satan riseup against himself, and bedivided, he cannot stand, but hath 
an end. 

Mark| 3:27 N o man can enter into astrong man's house, and spoil hisgoods, except he will 
first bind the strong man; and then he will spoil his house. 
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Mark| 3:28 Verily I say unto you, Ali sinsshall beforgiven unto the sons of men, and 
blasphemies wherewith soever they shall blaspheme: 
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3:29 But hethat shall blaspheme against the Holy Ghost hath never forgiveness, but 



is in danger of eternal damnation: 

Mark| 3:30 Because they said, H e hath an unclean spirit. 

Mark| 3:31Therecamethen hisbrethren and his mother, and, standing without, sentunto 
him, calling him. 

Mark| 3:32 And themultitudesatabout him, and they said unto him, Behold, thy mother 
and thy brethren without seek for thee. 

Mark| 3:33 And heanswered them, saying, Who ismy mother, or my brethren? 

Mark| 3:34 And helooked round about on them which sat about him, and said, Behold my 
mother and my brethren! 

Mark| 3:35 For whosoever shall do thewill of God, the same ismy brother, and mysister, 
and mother. 

M ark| 4:1 And he began again to teach by the sea side: and there wasgathered unto him a 
great multitude, so that he entered into a ship, and sat in the sea; and the whole multitude 
wasby theseaontheland. 

Mark| 4:2 And hetaughtthem manythingsby parables, and said unto them in hisdoctrine, 
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Mark| 4:3Hearken; Behold, therewentoutasower to sow: 

Mark| 4:4 And itcameto pass, ashesowed, somefell by theway side, and thefowlsof the 
air came and devoured it up. 

Mark| 4:5 And somefell on stony ground, whereit had notmuch earth; and immediately it 
sprang up, because it had no depth of earth: 

Mark| 4:6 But when thesun wasup, it wasscorched; and because it had no root, it 
withered away. 

Mark| 4:7 And somefell amongthorns, and thethornsgrew up, and choked it, and it 
yielded no fruit. 

Mark| 4:8 And otherfell on good ground, and did yield fruit that sprang up and increased; 
and brought forth, somethirty, and somesixty, and somean hundred. 

Mark| 4:9 And hesaid untothem, H e that hath ears to hear, lethimhear. 

Mark| 4:10 And when hewasalone, they that wereabout him with thetwelve asked of him 
the parable. 

M ark| 4: 11 And he said unto them, U nto you it is given to know the mystery of the 
kingdom ofGod: but unto them that are without, all [these] things are done in parables: 
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M ark| 4:12 That seeing they may see, and not perceive; and hearing they may hear, and not 
understand; lest at any time they should be converted, and [their] sinsshould be forgiven 
them. 

Mark| 4:13 And hesaid unto them, Know ye not this parable? and how then will ye know 
all parables? 

Mark| 4: 14 The sower soweth the word. 

M ark| 4: 15 And these are they by the way side, where the word is sown; but when they 
have heard, Satan cometh immediately, and taketh away the word that was sown in their 
hearts. 

M ark| 4: 16 And these are they likewise which are sown on stony ground; who, when they 
have heard the word, immediately receive it with gladness; 

M ark| 4: 17 And have no root i n themselves, and so endure but for a time: afterward, when 
affliction or persecution ariseth for the word's sake, immediately they are offended. 

M ark| 4: 18 And these are they which are sown among thorns; such as hear the word, 

Mark| 4: 19 And the caresof this world, and thedeceitfulnessof riches, and thelustsof 
other thingsentering in, choke the word, and it becometh unfruitful. 
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M ark| 4:20 And these are they which are sown on good ground; such as hear the word, and 
receive [it] ( and bring forth fruit, some thirtyfold, some sixty, and some an hundred. 

M ark| 4:21 And he said unto them, Is a candle brought to be put under a bushel, or under a 
bed? and not to be set on a candlestick? 

Mark| 4:22 For there isnothing hid, which shall not be manifested; neither wasany thing 
kept secret, but that it should come abroad. 

M ark| 4:23 If any man have earsto hear, let him hear. 

M ark| 4:24 And he said unto them, Take heed what ye hear: with what measure ye mete, it 
shall be measured to you: and unto you that hear shall more be given. 

Mark| 4:25 For hethat hath, to him shall be given: and hethat hath not, from him shall be 
taken even that which he hath. 

Mark| 4:26 And hesaid, So isthekingdom of God, as if aman should castseed intothe 
ground; 

Mark| 4:27 And should sleep, and rise night and day, and theseed should spring and grow 
up, heknoweth not how. 
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4:28 For the earth bringeth forth fruit of herself; first the blade, then the ear, after 



thatthefull cor n i n the ear. 

M ark| 4:29 But when the fruit is brought forth, immediately he putteth in the sickle, 
because the harvest is come. 
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Mark| 4:30 And hesaid, Whereunto shall we liken the kingdom of God?or with what 
comparison shall we compare it? 

Mark| 4:31 [It i s] likeagrain of mustard seed, which, when it issown in theearth, isless 
than all the seedsthat be i n the earth: 

M ark| 4:32 But when it issown, it groweth up, and becometh greater than all herbs, and 
shooteth out great branches; so that the fowls of the air may lodge under the shadow of it. 

M ark| 4:33 And with many such parables spake he the word unto them, as they were able 
to hear [it]. 

M ark| 4:34 But without a parable spake he not unto them: and when they were alone, he 
expounded all thingsto hisdisciples. 

Mark| 4:35 And the sameday, when theeven wascome, he saith unto them, Letuspass 
over unto the other side. 

M ark| 4:36 And when they had sent away the multitude, they took him even as he was in 
the ship. And there were also with him other little ships. 

Mark| 4:37 And there arose a great storm ofwind, and the wavesbeat into the ship, so that 
it wasnow full. 

Mark| 4:38 And hewasinthehinder part of the ship, asleepon apillow: and theyawake 
him, and say unto him, M aster, carest thou not that we perish? 

Mark| 4:39 And he arose, and rebukedthewind, and said unto the sea, Peace, bestill. And 
the wind ceased, and there was a great calm. 

M ark| 4:40 And he said unto them, W hy are ye so fearful? how is it that ye have no faith? 

Mark| 4:41 And they feared exceedingly, and said oneto another, W hat manner of man is 
this, that even the wind and the sea obey him? 
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M ark| 5: 1 And they came over unto the other side of the sea, into the country of the 
Gadarenes. 

M ark| 5:2 And when he was come out of the ship, immediately there met him out of the 
tombsa man with an unclean spirit, 

Mark| 5:3 W ho had [his] dwellingamongthetombs; and no man could bind him, no, not 
with chains: 

M ark| 5:4 Because that he had been often bound with fetters and chains, and the chains had 
been plucked asunder by him, and the fetters broken in pieces: neither could any [man] 
tamehim. 

Mark| 5:5 And always, nightand day, hewasin the mountains, and inthetombs, crying, 
and cutting himself with stones. 

Mark| 5:6 But when he saw J esus afar off, heran and worshipped him, 

Mark| 5:7 And cried withaloud voice, and said, Whathavel to do withthee, J esus, [thou] 
Son of the most high God? I adjure thee by God, that thou torment me not. 

Mark| 5:8 For hesaid unto him, Come out of the man, [thou] unclean spirit. 

Mark| 5:9 And heasked him, What[is]thy name?And heanswered, saying, M y nameps] 
Legion: for weare many. 

Mark| 5:10 And he besought him much that hewould not send them away out of the 
country. 

Mark| 5:11 Now there was there nigh unto the mountains a great herd of swinefeeding.

And theunclean spiritswent out, and 
entered into the swine: and the herd ran violently down a steep place into the sea, (they 
were about two thousand; ) and were choked in the sea.

Mark| 5:19 Howbeitjesussuffered him not, butsaith unto him, G o hometo thyfriends, 
and tell them how great thingsthe Lord hath donefor thee, and hath had compassion on 
thee. 

Mark| 5:20 And hedeparted, and began to publish in Decapolishow great thingsjesus had 
donefor him: and all [men]did marvel. 

Mark| 5:21 And whenjesuswaspassed over again by ship unto theother side, much people 
gathered unto him: and he was nigh unto the sea. 

Mark| 5:22 And, behold, therecomethoneof therulersof the synagogue, Jairusby name; 
and when he saw him, he fell at hisfeet, 
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Mark| 5:23 And besought him greatly, saying, Mylittledaughter liethatthe pointof death: 
[I pray thee], come and lay thy handson her, that she may be healed; and she shall live. 

Mark| 5:24 And [Jesus] went with him; and much peoplefollowed him, and thronged him. 

Mark| 5:25 Andacertain woman, which hadanissueof blood twelveyears, 

M ark| 5:26 And had suffered many things of many physicians, and had spent all that she 
had, and wasnothing bettered, but rather grew worse, 

M ark| 5:27 W hen she had heard of Jesus, came i n the press behind, and touched his 
garment. 

Mark| 5:28 Forshesaid, If I maytouch but hisclothes, I shall bewhole. 

Mark| 5:29 And straightway thefountain of her blood wasdried up; and shefelt in [her] 
body that she w as healed of that plague. 

M ark| 5:30 And J esus, immediately knowing in himself that virtue had gone out of him, 
turned him about i n the press, and said, W ho touched my clothes? 

Mark| 5:31 And his disciples said unto him, Thou seest the multitudethrongingthee, and 
sayest thou, W ho touched me? 

Mark| 5:32 And helooked round about to see her that had donethisthing. 

Mark| 5:33 But the woman fearing and trembling, knowing what wasdonein her, came 
and fell down before him, and told him all the truth. 

Mark| 5:34 And hesaid unto her, Daughter, thyfaith hath madetheewhole; go in peace, 
and bewholeof thy plague. 

M ark| 5: 35 W hile he yet spake, there came from the ruler of the synagogue's [house 
certain] which said, Thy daughter isdead: why troublest thou the Master anyfurther? 
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M ark| 5: 36 As soon as J esus heard the word that was spoken, he saith unto the ruler of the 
synagogue, Be not afraid, only believe. 

M ark| 5:37 And he suffered no man to follow him, save Peter, and James, and John the 
brother of James. 

Mark| 5:38 And hecometh to the houseof the ruler of the synagogue, and seeth the 
tumult, and them that wept and wailed greatly. 

Mark| 5:39Andwhen hewascomein, he saith unto them, W hy make ye this ado, and 
weep? the damsel is not dead, but sleepeth. 

Mark| 5:40 And they laughed him to scorn. But when hehad putthem all out, hetaketh 
the father and the mother of the damsel, and them that were with him, and entereth in 
where the damsel was lying. 

Mark| 5:41 And he took the damsel by the hand, and said unto her, Talithacumi; which is, 
being interpreted, Damsel, I say unto thee, arise. 

M ark| 5:42 And straightway the damsel arose, and walked; for she was [of the age] of 
twelve years. And they were astonished with a great astonishment. 

M ark| 5:43 And he charged them straitly that no man should know it; and commanded that 
something should be given her to eat. 

Mark| 6:1 And hewentoutfrom thence, and cameinto hisown country; and hisdisciples 
follow him. 

M ark| 6:2 And when the sabbath day wascome, he began to teach in the synagogue: and 
many hearing [him] were astonished, saying, From whence hath this [man] these things? and 
what wisdom [is] this which is given unto him, that even such mighty works are wrought by 
his hands? 
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Mark| 6:3 Is not this the carpenter, theson of Mary, the brother of James, andjoses, and of 
J uda, and Simon?and are not hissistersherewith us?And they wereoffended at him. 

Mark| 6:4 Butjesussaid unto them, A prophet isnot without honour, but in hisown 
country, and among hisown kin, and in hisown house. 

Mark| 6:5 And hecould theredo no mighty work, savethat helaid hishandsupon afew 
sickfolk, and healed [them]. 

Mark| 6:6 And hemarvelled becauseof their unbelief. And hewent round aboutthe 
villages, teaching. 

M ark| 6:7 And he called [unto him] the twelve, and began to send them forth by two and 
two; and gavethem power over unclean spirits; 

M ark| 6:8 And commanded them that they should take nothing for [their] journey, save a 
staff only; no scrip, no bread, no money in [their] purse: 

M ark| 6:9 But [be] shod with sandals; and not put on two coats. 

Mark| 6:10 And hesaid unto them, I n what placesoever yeenter into an house, thereabide 
till ye depart from that place. 

M ark| 6: 11 And whosoever shall not receive you, nor hear you, when ye depart thence, 
shake off the dust under your feet for a testimony against them. Verily I say unto you, It 
shall bemoretolerablefor Sodom and Gomorrhainthedayof judgment, than for thatcity. 

M ark| 6:12 And they went out, and preached that men should repent. 

Mark| 6:13 And they cast out manydevils, and anointedwith oil many that weresick, and 
healed [them]. 

Mark| 6:14 And king Herod heard [of him]; (for hisname wasspread abroad:) and hesaid, 
That John the Baptist wasrisen from thedead, and therefore mighty works do show forth 
themselvesin him. 
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Mark| 6:15 Otherssaid, That it isElias. And otherssaid, That it isaprophet, or asoneof 
the prophets. 

Mark| 6:16 But when Herod heard [thereof], hesaid, It isjohn, whom I beheaded: he is 
risen from the dead. 

M ark| 6: 17 For H erod himself had sent forth and laid hold upon J ohn, and bound him in 
prison for Herodias' sake, hisbrother Philip'swife: for he had married her. 

M ark| 6: 18 For J ohn had said unto H erod, It is not lawful for thee to have thy brother's 
wife. 

Mark| 6 : 19 T heref o re H erod i as had aquarrel against him, and would have killed him; but 
she could not: 

Mark| 6:20 For Herod fearedjohn, knowingthat he wasajust man and an holy, and 
observed him; and when he heard him, he did many things, and heard him gladly. 

M ark| 6:21 And when a convenient day was come, that H erod on his birthday made a 
supper to his lords, high captains, and chief [estates] of Galilee; 

Mark| 6:22 And when thedaughter of the said Herodias came i n, and danced, and pleased 
Herod and them that sat with him, the king said unto the damsel, Ask of me whatsoever 
thou wilt, and I will give [it] thee. 

M ark| 6:23 And he sware unto her, W hatsoever thou shalt ask of me, I will give [it] thee, 
unto the half of my kingdom. 

M ark| 6:24 And she went forth, and said unto her mother, W hat shall I ask? And she said, 
The head of John the Baptist. 

Mark| 6:25 And she came in straightway with haste unto the king, andasked, saying, I will 
that thou give me by and by in a charger the head of John the Baptist. 
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Mark| 6:26 And theking wasexceedingsorry; [yetjfor his oath's sake, andfor theirsakes 
which sat with him, he would not reject her. 

Mark| 6:27 And immediately theking sent an executioner, and commanded hisheadto be 
brought: and he went and beheaded him in the prison, 

M ark| 6:28 And brought his head i n a charger, and gave it to the damsel: and the damsel 
gave it to her mother. 

Mark| 6:29 And when his disciples heard [of it], they cameand took up hiscorpse, and laid 
it in atomb. 

Mark| 6:30 And the apostles gathered themselvestogether untojesus, and told him all 
things, both what they had done, and what they had taught. 

Mark| 6:31 And hesaidunto them, Comeyeyourselvesapart into adesert place, and resta 
while: for thereweremany coming and going, and they had no leisure so much asto eat. 

Mark| 6:32 And theydeparted into adesert place by ship privately. 

M ark| 6:33 And the people saw them departing, and many knew him, and ran afoot thither 
out of all cities, and outwent them, and came together unto him. 

Mark| 6:34 Andjesus, when he came out, saw much people, and wasmoved with 
compassion toward them, because they were as sheep not having a shepherd: and he began 
to teach them many things. 

Mark| 6:35Andwhenthedaywasnowfarspent, his disciples came unto him, and said, 
T his i s adesert place, and now the time [is] far passed:

M ark| 6:45 And straightway he constrained his disciplesto get into the ship, and to go to 
the other side before unto Bethsaida, while he sent away the people. 

M ark| 6:46 And when he had sent them away, he departed into a mountain to pray. 

M ark| 6:47 And when even was come, the ship w as i n the midst of the sea, and he alone on 
the land. 

Mark| 6:48 And hesaw them toilingin rowing; for the wind was contrary unto them: and 
about the fourth watch of the night he cometh unto them, walking upon the sea, and would 
have passed by them. 
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M ark| 6:49 But when they saw him walking upon the sea, they supposed it had been a 
spirit, and cried out:

Mark| 6:51 And hewentupunto them intotheship; and thewind ceased: and they were 
sore amazed in themselves beyond measure, and wondered. 

M ark| 6:52 For they considered not [the miracle] of the loaves: for their heart was 
hardened. 

M ark| 6:53 And when they had passed over, they came into the land of Gennesaret, and 
drew to the shore. 

Mark| 6:54 And when they were come out oftheship, straightway they knew him, 

Mark| 6:55 And ran through that w hole region round about, and began to carryabout in 
bedsthose that were sick, where they heard he was. 

M ark| 6:56 And whithersoever he entered, into villages, or cities, or country, they laid the 
sick in the streets, and besought him that they might touch if it were but the border of his 
garment: and as many astouched him were made whole. 

Mark| 7:lThen cametogether unto him the Pharisees, and certain of thescribes, which 
camefromjerusalem. 

M ark| 7:2 And when they saw some of his disciples eat bread with defiled, that isto say, 
with unwashen, hands, they found fault. 

M ark| 7:3 For the Pharisees, and all thejews, except they wash [their] handsoft, eat not, 
holding the tradition of the elders. 

M ark| 7:4 And [when they come] from the market, except they wash, they eat not. And 
many other thingsthere be, which they have received to hold, [as] the washing of cups, and 
pots, brazen vessels, and of tables. 
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M ark| 7:5 Then the Pharisees and scribes asked him, W hy walk not thy disciples according 
to the tradition of the elders, but eat bread with unwashen hands? 

M ark| 7:6 H e answered and said unto them, W ell hath Esaias prophesied of you hypocrites, 
asit iswritten, Thispeoplehonoureth mewith [their] lips, buttheir heart isfar from me. 

M ark| 7:7 H owbeit in vain do they worship me, teaching [for] doctrines the 
commandments of men. 

Mark| 7:8 For layingasidethecommandment of God, ye hold the tradition of men, [as] the 
washing of potsand cups: and many other such like things ye do. 

M ark| 7:9 And he said unto them, Full well ye reject the commandment of God, that ye 
may keep your own tradition. 

M ark| 7: 10 For M oses said, H onour thy father and thy mother; and, W hoso curseth father 
or mother, let him diethedeath: 

Mark| 7:11 Butyesay, If aman shall say to his father or mother, [It i s] Corban, that isto 
say, a gift, by whatsoever thou mightest be profited by me; [he shall be free]. 

Mark| 7:12 And yesuffer him no moreto do oughtfor his father or his mother; 

Mark| 7:13 Maki ng the word of God of none effect through your tradition, which ye have 
delivered: and many such like things do ye. 

M ark| 7: 14 And when he had called all the people [unto him], he said unto them, H earken 
unto me every one [of you], and understand: 

M ark| 7:15 There is nothing from without a man, that entering into him can defile him: but 
the things which come out of him, those are they that defile the man. 
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M ark| 7:16 If any man have earsto hear, let him hear. 

Mark| 7:17 And when hewasentered into the housefrom the people, his disciples asked 
him concerning the parable. 

Mark| 7:18 And hesaithunto them, Areyeso without understanding also?Doyenot 
perceive, that whatsoever thing from without entereth into the man, [it] cannot defile him; 

M ark| 7: 19 Because it entereth not into his heart, but into the bel ly, and goeth out into the 
draught, purgingall meats? 

Mark| 7:20 And hesaid, Thatwhich cometh out of the man, thatdefileth the man. 

Mark| 7:21 For from within, out of the heart of men, proceed evil thoughts, adulteries, 
fornications, murders, 

Mark| 7:22 Thefts, covetousness, wickedness, deceit, lasciviousness, an evil eye, 
blasphemy, pride, foolishness: 

Mark| 7:23 Ali theseevil thingscomefrom within, and defile the man. 

Mark| 7:24 And fromthence hearose, and went into the bordersof Tyreand Sidon, and 
entered into an house, and would have no man know [it]: but he could not be hid. 

Mark| 7:25 For a [certain] woman, whoseyoungdaughter had an unclean spirit, heard of 
him, and came and fell at hisfeet: 

Mark| 7:26 The woman wasaGreek, aSyrophenician bynation; andshe besought him that 
he would cast forth the devil out of her daughter. 

Mark| 7:27 Butjesussaid unto her, Letthechildren first befilled: for it isnot meetto take 
the children's bread, and to cast [it] unto the dogs. 

Mark| 7:28 And sheanswered and said unto him, Y es, Lord: yet the dogs under the table 
eat of the children's crumbs. 
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Mark| 7:29 And hesaid unto her, For thissayinggo thy way; thedevil isgoneoutof thy 
daughter. 

Mark| 7:30 And when she wascometo her house, shefound thedevil goneout, and her 
daughter laid u pon the bed.

7:31 And again, departingfrom thecoastsof Tyreand Sidon, he came unto the sea 
ilee, through the midst of the coasts of Decapolis.

Mark| 8:6 And hecommanded the peopleto sitdown on theground: and he took the seven 
loaves, and gavethanks, and brake, and gaveto his disciples to set before [them]; and they 
did set [them] before the people. 

M ark| 8:7 And they had a few small fishes: and he blessed, and commanded to set them 
also before [them]. 

Mark| 8:8 So they did eat, and werefilled: and they took upofthe broken [meat] that was 
left seven baskets. 

M ark| 8:9 And they that had eaten were about four thousand: and he sent them away. 

M ark| 8: 10 And straightway he entered into a ship with his disciples, and came into the 
parts of Dalmanutha. 

M ark| 8: 11 And the Pharisees came forth, and began to question with him, seeking of him a 
sign from heaven, tempting him. 

Mark| 8:12 And hesighed deeply in his spirit, and saith, W hy doth this generation seek 
after a sign? verily I say unto you, Thereshall no sign begiven unto this generation. 

M ark| 8:13 And he left them, and entering into the ship again departed to the other side. 

M ark| 8: 14 N ow [the disciples] had forgotten to take bread, neither had they in the ship 
with them more than one loaf. 

Mark| 8:15 And hecharged them, saying, Take heed, bewareof the leaven of the 
Pharisees, and [of] the leaven of H erod. 
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M ark| 8:16 And they reasoned among themselves, saying, [It i s] because we have no bread. 

Mark| 8:17 And whenjesusknew [it] ( hesaithunto them, Whyreason ye, because ye have 
no bread? perceive ye not yet, neither understand? have ye your heart yet hardened? 

M ark| 8: 18 H aving eyes, see ye not? and having ears, hear ye not? and do ye not 
remember? 

Mark| 8:19 W hen I brakethefiveloaves among five thousand, how many basketsfull of 
fragmentstookyeup?They say unto him, Twelve. 

M ark| 8:20 And w hen the seven among four thousand, how many basketsfull of fragments 
took ye up? And they said, Seven. 

Mark| 8:21 And he said unto them, How isitthatyedo not understand? 

Mark| 8:22 And hecometh to Bethsaida; and they bringablind man unto him, and 
besought him to touch him. 

Mark| 8:23 And he took the blind man bythe hand, and led him out of thetown; and when 
he had spit on his eyes, and put his hands upon him, he asked him if he saw ought. 

Mark| 8:24 And helookedup, and said, I see men as trees, walking. 

Mark| 8:25 After that he put [his] hands again upon his eyes, and made him look up: and he 
was restored, and saw every man clearly. 

Mark| 8:26 And hesent himawayto hishouse, saying, Neither gointo thetown, nor tell 
[it] to any inthe town. 

Mark| 8:27 Andjesuswent out, and hisdisciples, into thetownsof CaesareaPhilippi: and 
by the way he asked his disciples, saying unto them, W hom do men say that I am? 

Mark| 8:28 And they answered, John the Baptist: but some [say], Elias; and others, Oneof 
the prophets. 
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M ark| 8:29 And he saith unto them, But whom say ye that I am? And Peter answereth and 
saith unto him, Thou art the Christ. 

Mark| 8:30 And hecharged them that they should tell no man of him. 

M ark| 8:31 And he began to teach them, that the Son of man must suffer many things, and 
be rejected of the elders, and [of] the chief priests, and scribes, and be killed, and after 
threedaysriseagain. 

M ark| 8:32 And he spake that saying openly. And Peter took him, and began to rebuke 
him. 

Mark| 8:33 But when he had turned about and looked on hisdisciples, he rebuked Peter, 
saying, Getthee behind me, Satan: for thou savourest not the things that beof God, but the 
things that be of men. 

M ark| 8:34 And when he had called the people [unto him] with hisdisciples also, he said 
unto them, W hosoever will come after me, let him deny himself, and take up his cross, and 
follow me. 

Mark| 8:35 For whosoever will save hislifeshall lose it; but w hosoever shal I losehislifefor 
my sake and the gospel's, the same shal I save it. 

Mark| 8:36 For whatshall it profit a man, if heshall gain the whole world, and lose his own 
soul? 

Mark| 8:37 O r whatshall aman givein exchangefor his soul? 

M ark| 8:38 W hosoever therefore shall be ashamed of me and of my words in this 
adulterous and sinful generation; of him also shall the Son of man be ashamed, when he 
cometh in the glory of his Father with the holy angels. 

Mark| 9:1 And hesaid unto them, Verily I say unto you, Thatthere be some of them that 
stand here, which shall not taste of death, till they have seen the kingdom of God come 
with power. 
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Mark| 9:2 And after six daysjesustaketh [with him] Peter, and James, and John, and 
leadeth them up into an high mountain apart by themselves: and he wastransfigured before 
them. 

Mark| 9:3 And hisraiment becameshining, exceedingwhiteassnow; soasnofulleron 
earth can white them. 

Mark| 9:4 And there appeared unto them Eliaswith Moses: and they weretalking with 
J esus. 

Mark| 9:5 And Peter answered and said tojesus, Master, it isgood for usto be here: and 
let us make three tabernacles; one for thee, and one for M oses, and one for Elias. 

M ark| 9:6 For he wist not what to say; for they were sore afraid. 

Mark| 9:7 And there wasacloud that overshadowed them: and a voice came out of the 
cloud, saying, This is my beloved Son: hear him. 

M ark| 9:8 And suddenly, when they had looked round about, they saw no man any more, 
save J esus only with themselves. 

Mark| 9:9 And as they came dow n from the mountain, hecharged them that they should 
tell no man what things they had seen, till the Son of man wererisen from thedead. 

M ark| 9: 10 And they kept that saying with themselves, questioning one with another what 
the rising from the dead should mean. 

Mark| 9:11 And theyasked him, saying, Why say the seri bes that Elias mustfirst come? 

Mark| 9:12 And he answered and told them, Elias verily cometh first, and restoreth all 
things; and how it is written of the Son of man, that he must suffer many things, and be set 
at nought. 

M ark| 9: 13 But I say unto you, That Elias is indeed come, and they have done unto him 
whatsoever they listed, asit is written of him. 
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Mark| 9:14 And when hecameto [his] disciples, hesaw agreat multitude about them, and 
the scribes questioning with them. 

M ark| 9:15 And straightway all the people, when they beheld him, were greatly amazed, 
and running to [him] saluted him. 

M ark| 9: 16 And he asked the scribes, W hat question ye with them? 

M ark| 9: 17 And one of the multitude answered and said, M aster, I have brought unto thee 
my son, which hath a dumb spirit; 

Mark| 9:18 And wheresoever hetaketh him, heteareth him: and hefoameth, and gnasheth 
with histeeth, and pineth away: and I spaketo thy disciples that they should cast him out; 
and they could not. 

Mark| 9:19 Heanswereth him, and saith, O faithlessgeneration, how longshall I bewith 
you? how long shall I suffer you? bring him unto me. 

Mark| 9:20 And they brought him unto him: and when hesaw him, straightway the spirit 
tare him; and hefell on theground, and wallowed foaming. 

Mark| 9:21 And he asked hisfather, How long isit ago sincethiscameunto him? And he 
said, Of achild. 

M ark| 9:22 And ofttimes it hath cast him into the fire, and into the waters, to destroy him: 
but if thou canst do any thing, have compassion on us, and help us. 

Mark| 9:23 Jesussaid unto him, If thou canst believe, all things [are] possibleto him that 
believeth. 

Mark| 9:24 And straightway the f ather of thechild cried out, and said withtears, Lord, I 
believe; help thou mine unbelief. 

M ark| 9: 25 W hen J esus saw that the people came running together, he rebuked the foul 
spirit, saying unto him, [Thou] dumb and deaf spirit, I charge thee, come out of him, and 
enter no more into him. 
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Mark| 9:26 And [the spirit] cried, and rent him sore, and cameout of him: and hewasas 
onedead; insomuch that many said, Heisdead. 

Mark| 9:27 Butjesustook him bythe hand, and lifted him up; and hearose. 

Mark| 9:28 And when hewascomeintothehouse, hisdisciplesasked him privately, Why 
could not wecast him out? 

M ark| 9:29 And he said unto them, This kind can come forth by nothing, but by prayer and 
fasting. 

M ark| 9:30 And they departed thence, and passed through Galilee; and he would not that 
any man should know [it]. 

Mark 9:31 For hetaught his disciples, and said unto them, TheSon of man isdelivered 
into the hands of men, and they shall kill him; and after that he is killed, he shall rise the 
third day. 

M ark| 9:32 But they understood not that saying, and were afraid to ask him. 

Mark| 9:33 And hecameto Capernaum: and beinginthe house heasked them, Whatwas 
it that ye disputed among yourselves by the way? 

M ark| 9:34 But they held their peace: for by the way they had disputed among themselves, 
who [should be] the greatest. 

Mark| 9:35 And hesat down, and called thetwelve, and saith unto them, If any man desire 
to befirst, [the same] shall be last of all, and servant of all. 

Mark| 9:36 And hetookachild, and set him in the midst of them: and when he had taken 
him in his arms, he said unto them, 

M ark| 9:37 W hosoever shall receive one of such children in my name, receiveth me: and 
whosoever shall receive me, receiveth not me, but him that sent me. 
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Mark| 9:38 And John answered him, saying, Master, wesaw one casting out devilsinthy 
name, and hefolloweth not us: and weforbad him, because hefolloweth not us. 

Mark| 9:39 Butjesussaid, Forbid him not: for thereisno man which shall do amiracle in 
my name, that can lightly speak evil of me. 

Mark| 9:40 For hethat isnot against usison our part. 

Mark| 9:41 For whosoever shall giveyou acupof water to drink in my name, because ye 
belongtoChrist, verily I sayunto you, he shall not losehisreward. 

M ark| 9:42 And whosoever shall offend one of [these] little onesthat believe in me, it is 
better for him that a millstone were hanged about his neck, and he were cast into the sea. 

M ark| 9:43 And if thy hand offend thee, cut it off: it is better for thee to enter into life 
maimed, than having two handsto go into hell, into the fire that never shall bequenched: 

M ark| 9:44 W here their worm dieth not, and the fire is not quenched. 

M ark| 9:45 And if thy foot offend thee, cut it off: it is better for thee to enter halt into life, 
than having two feet to be cast into hell, into the fire that never shall be quenched: 

M ark| 9:46 W here their worm dieth not, and the fire is not quenched. 

M ark| 9:47 And if thine eye offend thee, pluck it out: it is better for thee to enter into the 
kingdom of God with one eye, than having two eyesto becast into hell fire: 

M ark| 9:48 W here their worm dieth not, and the fire is not guenched. 
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M ark| 9:49 For every one shall be salted with f i re, and every sacrifice shall be salted with 
salt. 

Mark| 9:50 Salt [is] good: but if thesalt have lost his saltness, wherewith will yeseason it? 
H ave salt i n yourselves, and have peace one with another. 

M ark| 10: 1 And he arose from thence, and cometh into the coasts of J udaea by the farther 
sideof Jordan: and the people resort unto himagain; and, ashewaswont, hetaughtthem 
again. 

Mark| 10:2 And the P hari sees cam e to him, and asked him, Isit lawful for aman to put 
away [his] wife? tempting him. 

Mark| 10:3 And heanswered and said untothem, Whatdid Mosescommand you? 

Mark| 10:4 And theysaid, M oses suffered to writeabill of divorcement, and to put [her] 
away. 

M ark| 10: 5 And J esus answered and said unto them, For the hardness of your heart he 
wrote you thisprecept. 

Mark| 10:6 But from thebeginningof thecreation God madethem maleandfemale. 

Mark| 10:7 For thiscause shall aman leave hisfather and mother, and cleaveto his wife; 

Mark| 10:8 And theytwain shall beoneflesh: sothen theyareno moretwain, but one 
flesh. 

M ark| 10:9 W hat therefore God hath joined together, let not man put asunder. 

Mark| 10:10 And in thehouse his disciples asked him again of the same [matter]. 

Mark| 10:11 And he saith unto them, Whosoever shall put away his wife, and marry 
another, committeth adultery against her. 
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Mark| 10:12 And ifawoman shall putawayher husband, and be marriedto another, she 
committeth adultery. 

M ark| 10:13 And they brought young children to him, that he should touch them: and [his] 
disciples rebuked those that brought [them]. 

Mark| 10:14 But whenjesussaw [it] ( hewasmuch displeased, and saidunto them, Suffer 
the little children to come unto me, and forbid them not: for of such is the kingdom of 
God. 

Mark| 10:15 Verily I say unto you, Whosoever shall not receive the kingdom of God asa 
little child, he shall not enter therein. 

Mark| 10:16 And hetookthem upinhisarms, put [his] handsupon them, and blessed 
them. 

Mark| 10:17 And when he wasgoneforth into theway, therecameonerunning, and 
kneeled to him, and asked him, Good M aster, what shall I do that I may inherit eternal life? 

Mark| 10:18 Andjesussaid unto him, Why callest thou me good? [there is] nonegood but 
one, [that is], God. 

Mark| 10:19 Thou knowestthecommandments, Do not commit adultery, Do not kill, Do 
not steal, Do not bear false witness, Defraud not, H onour thy father and mother. 

M ark| 10:20 And he answered and said unto him, M aster, all these have I observed from 
my youth. 

Mark| 10:21 Then Jesus beholding him loved him, and said unto him, Onethingthou 
lackest: go thy way, sel I whatsoever thou hast, and give to the poor, and thou shalt have 
treasure in heaven: and come, take up the cross, and follow me. 

M ark| 10:22 And he was sad at that saying, and went away grieved: for he had great 
possessions. 
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Mark| 10:23 Andjesuslooked round about, and saithunto hisdisciples, How hardlyshall 
they that have richesenter into the kingdom of God! 

Mark| 10:24 And the disciples were astonished at his words. But J esus answereth again, and 
saith unto them, Children, how hard isitfor them thattrust in richesto enter into the 
kingdom of God! 

M ark| 10:25 It is easier for a camel to go through theeyeof aneedle, than for arich man to 
enter into the kingdom of God. 

M ark| 10:26 And they were astonished out of measure, saying among themselves, W ho 
then can be saved? 

M ark| 10:27 And J esus looking upon them saith, W ith men [it is] impossible, but not with 
God: for with God all thingsare possible. 

Mark| 10:28 Then Peter began to say unto him, Lo, we have left all, and havefollowed 
thee. 

Mark| 10:29 And J esus answered and said, Verily I say unto you, There isno man that hath 
left house, or brethren, or sisters, or father, or mother, or wife, or children, or lands, for 
mysake, and thegospel's, 

Mark| 10:30 But heshall receivean hundredfold now in thistime, houses, and brethren, 
and sisters, and mothers, and children, and lands, with persecutions; and in the world to 
comeeternal life. 

M ark| 10:31 But many [that are] first shall be last; and the last first. 

M ark| 10:32 And they were in the way going up to J erusalem; and J esus went before them: 
and they were amazed; and as they followed, they were afraid. And he took again the 
twelve, and began to tell them what things should happen unto him, 

Mark| 10:33 [Saying], Behold, wego upto J erusalem; and theSon of man shall be 
delivered unto the chief priests, and unto the scribes; and they shall condemn him to death, 
and shall deliver him to the Gentiles: 
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M ark| 10:34 And they shall mock him, and shall scourge him, and shall spit upon him, and 
shall kill him: and the third day he shall rise again. 

Mark| 10:35 And James and John, the sons of Zebedee, comeunto him, saying, Master, we 
would that thou shouldest do for us whatsoever we shall desire. 

Mark| 10:36 And hesaid untothem, What would ye that I should do for you? 

Mark| 10:37 They said unto him, Grantunto usthatwemaysit, oneon thy right hand, and 
the other on thy left hand, in thy glory. 

Mark| 10:38 Butjesussaid untothem, Yeknow not what yeask: can yedrinkof the cup 
that I drink of? and be baptized with the baptism that I am baptized with? 

Mark| 10:39 And they said unto him, W e can. Andjesussaid untothem, Ye shall indeed 
drink of the cup that I drink of; and with the baptism that I am baptized withal shall ye be 
baptized: 

M ark| 10:40 But to sit on my right hand and on my left hand is not mine to give; but [it 
shall be given to them] for whom it is prepared. 

Mark| 10:41 And when theten heard [it], they began to be much displeased with James and 
John. 

Mark| 10:42 But Jesus called them [to him], and saith unto them, Ye know that they which 
are accounted to rule over the G enti I es exerci se lordship over them; and their great ones 
exercise authority upon them. 

M ark| 10:43 But so shall it not be among you: but whosoever will be great among you, 
shall beyour minister: 

Mark| 10:44 And whosoever of you will be the chiefest, shall beservant ofall. 

M ark| 10:45 For even the Son of man came not to be ministered unto, but to minister, and 
to give his life a ransom for many. 
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M ark| 10:46 And they came to J ericho: and as he went out of J ericho with his disciples and 
a great number of people, blind Bartimaeus, the son of Timaeus, sat by the highway side 
begging. 

Mark| 10:47 And when he heard that it wasjesusof Nazareth, hebegan to cryout, and say, 
Jesus, [thou] son of David, have mercy on me. 

M ark| 10:48 And many charged him that he should hold his peace: but he cried the more a 
great deal, [Thou] son of David, have mercy on me. 

Mark| 10:49 And Jesus stood still, and commanded him to becalled. And they call the 
blind man, saying unto him, Beof good comfort, rise; he calleth thee. 

Mark| 10:50 And he, castingaway hisgarment, rose, and came to Jesus. 

Mark| 10:51 And Jesus answered and said unto him, What wiltthou that I should do unto 
thee?The blind man said unto him, Lord, that I might receive my sight. 

Mark| 10:52 And Jesus said unto him, Gothy way; thyfaith hath madetheewhole. And 
immediately he received his sight, and followed Jesusin the way. 

Mark| 11:1 And when they camenightojerusalem, unto Bethphageand Bethany, atthe 
mount of O lives, he sendeth forth two of his disciples, 

Mark| 11:2 And saith unto them, Go your way into thevillageover againstyou: and as 
soon asye be entered into it, ye shall find a colt tied, whereon never man sat; loose him, 
and bring [him]. 

M ark| 11:3 And if any man say unto you, W hy do ye this? say ye that the Lord hath need of 
him; and straightway hewill send him hither. 

M ark| 11:4 And they went their way, and found the colt tied by the door without in a place 
where two ways met; and they loose him. 
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Mark| 11:5 And certain of them thatstood theresaid unto them, Whatdo ye, loosingthe 
colt? 

M ark| 11:6 And they said unto them even asjesus had commanded: and they let them go. 

Mark| 11:7 And they brought the colt to J esus, and casttheir garmentson him; and hesat 
upon him. 

Mark| 11:8 And many spread their garmentsin theway: and otherscutdown branchesoff 
the trees, and strowed [them] in the way. 

M ark| 11:9 And they that went before, and they that followed, cried, saying, H osanna; 
Blessed [is] he that cometh in the name of the Lord: 

M ark| 11:10 Blessed [be] the kingdom of our father David, that cometh in the name of the 
Lord: H osanna in the highest. 

Mark| 11:11 And Jesus entered intojerusalem, and into thetemple: andwhen he had 
looked round about upon all things, and now theeventidewascome, he went out unto 
Bethany with thetwelve. 

Mark| 11:12 And onthemorrow, when they were come from Bethany, hewashungry: 

M ark| 11:13 And seeing afig tree afar off having leaves, he came, if haply he might find any 
thing thereon: and when he came to it, he found nothing but leaves; for the time of figs was 
not [yet]. 

M ark| 11: 14 A nd J esus answered and said unto it, N o man eat fruit of thee hereafter for 
ever. And hisdisciplesheard [it]. 

Mark| 11:15 And they cometojerusalem: and J esus went into thetemple, and began to 
cast out them that sold and bought in the temple, and overthrew the tables of the 
moneychangers, and the seats of them that sold doves; 
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M ark| 11:16 And would not suffer that any man should carry [any] vessel through the 
temple. 

Mark| 11:17 And hetaught, saying unto them, Is it not written, M y house shall becalledof 
all nations the house of prayer? but ye have made it a den of thieves. 

M ark| 11: 18 And the scribes and chief priests heard [it] ( and sought how they might destroy 
him: for they feared him, becauseall the people was astonished at hisdoctrine. 

Mark| 11:19 And when even wascome, hewent out of the city. 

Mark| 11:20 And in the morning, as they passed by, they saw thefigtreedried upfrom the 
roots. 

Mark| 11:21 And Peter callingto remembrancesaith unto him, Master, behold, thefigtree 
which thou cursedst iswithered away. 

Mark| 11:22 And J esusansw ering saith unto them, Havefaith in God. 

M ark| 11:23 For verily I say unto you, That whosoever shall say unto this mountain, Be 
thou removed, and bethou cast into the sea; and shall not doubt in his heart, but shall 
believe that those things which he saith shall come to pass; he shall have whatsoever he 
saith. 

M ark| 11:24 Therefore I say unto you, W hat things soever ye desire, when ye pray, believe 
that ye receive [them], and ye shall have [them]. 

Mark| 11:25 And when yestand praying, forgive, if ye have ought against any: thatyour 
Father also which is in heaven may forgive you your trespasses. 

Mark| 11:26 But if yedo not forgive, neither will your Father which isin heaven forgive 
your trespasses. 
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Mark| 11:27 And they comeagain tojerusalem: and as he was walking in the temple, there 
come to him the chief priests, and the scribes, and the elders, 

M ark| 11:28 And say unto him, By what authority doest thou these things? and who gave 
thee this authority to do these things? 

Mark| 11:29 Andjesusanswered and saidunto them, I will also ask of you one question, 
and answer me, and I will tell you by what authority I do these things. 

Mark| 11:30 The baptism ofjohn, was[it]from heaven, or of men?answer me. 

M ark| 11:31 And they reasoned with themselves, saying, If we shall say, From heaven; he 
will say, W hy then did ye not believe him? 

Mark| 11:32 But ifwe shall say, Of men; they feared the people: forall [men]counted 
J ohn, that he was a prophet indeed. 

Mark| 11:33 And they answer ed and said untojesus, Wecannot tell. Andjesusanswering 
saith unto them, Neither do I tell you by what authority I do these things. 

M ark| 12:1 And he began to speak unto them by parables. A [certain] man planted a 
vineyard, and set an hedge about [it], and digged [a placefor] the winefat, and built a 
tower, and let it out to husbandmen, and went into afar country. 

M ark| 12:2 And at the season he sent to the husbandmen a servant, that he might receive 
from the husbandmen of the fruit of the vineyard. 

M ark| 12:3 And they caught [him], and beat him, and sent [him] away empty. 

M ark| 12:4 And again he sent unto them another servant; and at him they cast stones, and 
wounded [him] in the head, and sent [him] away shamefully handled. 
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M ark| 12:5 And again he sent another; and him they killed, and many others; beating 
some, and killing some. 

Mark| 12:6 Having yet therefore one son, hiswellbeloved, he sent him also last unto them, 
saying, They w i 1 1 reverence my son. 

Mark| 12:7 But those husbandmen said among themselves, Thisisthe heir; come, letuskill 
him, and the inheritance shall be ours. 

M ark| 12:8 And they took him, and killed [him], and cast [him] out of the vineyard. 

M ark| 12:9 W hat shall therefore the lord of the vineyard do? he will come and destroy the 
husbandmen, and will give the vineyard unto others. 

Mark| 12:10 And haveyenot read thisscripture; Thestonewhich the buildersrejected is 
become the head of the corner: 

Mark| 12:11 Thiswasthe Lord's doing, and it ismarvellousin our eyes? 

M ark| 12:12 And they sought to lay hold on him, but feared the people: for they knew that 
he had spoken the parable against them: and they left him, and went their way. 

Mark| 12:13 And they send unto him certain of thePhariseesand of the H erodians, to 
catch him in [his] words. 

M ark| 12:14 And when they were come, they say unto him, M aster, we know that thou art 
true, and carest for no man: for thou regardest not the person of men, but teachest the way 
of God in truth: Isit lawful to givetributeto Caesar, or not? 

Mark| 12:15 Shall we give, or shall we not give? But he, knowing their hypocrisy, said unto 
them, W hy tempt ye me? bring me a penny, that I may see [it]. 
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Mark| 12:16 And they brought [it]. And hesaith unto them, Whose[is] this image and 
superscription? And they said unto him, Caesar's. 

M ark| 12:17 And Jesusanswering said unto them, Render to Caesar the thingsthat are 
Caesar's, and to God the thingsthat are G od 's. And they marvelled at him. 

Mark| 12:18 T hen comeunto him the Sadducees, whichsaythereisno resurrection; and 
they asked him, saying, 

Mark| 12:19 Master, Moseswroteunto us, If a man's brother die, and leave [his] wife 
[behind him], and leave no children, that his brother should take his wife, and raise up seed 
unto his brother. 

Mark| 12:20 N ow therewereseven brethren: and the first took a wife, and dyingleftno 
seed. 

Mark| 12:21 And thesecond took her, and died, neither left heany seed: andthethird 
likewise. 

M ark| 12:22 And the seven had her, and left no seed: last of all the woman died also. 

M ark| 12:23 In the resurrection therefore, when they shall rise, whose wife shall she be of 
them?for the seven had her to wife. 

Mark| 12:24 And Jesusanswering said unto them, Do ye not therefore er r, becauseye 
know not the scriptures, neither the power of God? 

M ark| 12:25 Forwhen they shall rise from the dead, they neither marry, nor aregiven in 
marriage; butareastheangelswhich arein heaven. 

M ark| 12:26 And astouching the dead, that they rise: have ye not read i n the book of 
Moses, how in thebush God spakeunto him, saying, I [am] the God of Abraham, and the 
God of Isaac, and the God ofjacob? 
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Mark| 12:27 H e is not the God of thedead, buttheGod of the living: ye therefore do 
greatly err. 

Mark| 12:28 And oneof the seri bescame, and having heard them reasoning together, and 
perceiving that he had answered them well, asked h i m, W hich isthefirst commandment of 
all? 

Mark| 12:29 And J esus answered him, The firstof all the commandments[is], Hear, O 
Israel; TheLord our God isoneLord: 

M ark| 12:30 And thou shalt love the Lord thy God with all thy heart, and with all thy soul, 
and with all thy mind, and with all thy strength: this [is] the first commandment. 

M ark| 12:31 And the second [is] I i ke, [namely] this, Thou shalt love thy neighbour as 
thyself. There is none other commandment greater than these. 

M ark| 12:32 And the seribe said unto him, W ell, M aster, thou hast said the truth: for there 
is one God; and there is none other but he: 

M ark| 12:33 And to love him with all the heart, and with all the understanding, and with 
all the soul, and with all the strength, and to love [his] neighbour as himself, is more than 
all whole burnt offeringsand saerifices. 

Mark| 12:34 And whenjesussaw that he answered discreetly, hesaid unto him, Thou art 
not far from the kingdom of God. And no man after that durst ask him [any question]. 

Mark| 12:35 And J esus answered and said, whilehetaught in thetemple, Howsaythe 
seribes that C hrist istheson of David? 

Mark| 12:36 For David himself said by theHoly Ghost, The LORD saidto my Lord, Sit 
thou on my right hand, till I makethineenemiesthy footstool. 
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Mark| 12:37 David therefore himself calleth him Lord; and whenceishe[then] hisson? 
And the common people heard him gladly. 



ark| 12:38 And hesaid untothem in his doctrine, Beware of the scribes, which loveto go 
in long clothing, and [love] salutations in the marketplaces, 

M ark| 12:39 And the chief seats in the synagogues, and the uppermost rooms at feasts: 

M ark| 12:40 W hich devour widows' houses, and for a pretence make long prayers: these 
shall receive greater damnation. 



Mark 



12:41 Andjesussatover against the treasury, and beheld how the people cast money 



into the treasury: and many that were rich cast in much. 

Mark| 12:42 And therecameacertain poor widow, and shethrew intwo mites, which 
makeafarthing. 

Mark| 12:43 And hecalled [unto him] his disciples, and saith unto them, Verily I say unto 
you, That this poor widow hath cast more i n, than all they which have cast into the 
treasury:

12:44 For all [they] did cast in of their abundance; but she of her want did cast in all 



that she had, [even] all her living. 

M ark| 13:1 And as he went out of the temple, one of his disciples saith unto him, M aster, 
see what manner of stonesand what buildings [are here]! 

Mark| 13:2 Andjesusansweringsaid unto him, Seestthou these great buildings? there shall 
not be left one stone upon another, that shall not be thrown down. 

M ark| 13:3 And as he sat upon the mount of O lives over against the temple, Peter and 
James and John and Andrew asked him privately, 

M ark| 13:4 Tell us, when shall these things be? and what [shall be] the sign when all these 
things shall befulfilled? 
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Mark| 13:5 Andjesusansweringthem began tosay, Take heed lestany [man]deceiveyou: 



Mark| 13:6 For manyshall comein my name, saying, I am [Christ]; and shall deceivemany. 

Mark| 13:7 And w henye shall hear ofwarsand rumoursof wars, beye nottroubled: for 
[such things] must needs be; but the end [shall] not [be] yet. 

Mark| 13:8 For nation shall riseagainst nation, and kingdom against kingdom: and there 
shall be earthquakes i n divers places, and there shall be famines and troubles: these [are] the 
beginnings of sorrows. 

M ark| 13:9 But take heed to yourselves: for they shall deliver you up to councils; and in the 
synagoguesye shall be beaten: and ye shall be brought beforerulersand kingsfor my sake, 
for a testimony against them. 

Mark| 13:10 And thegospel mustfirst be published amongall nations. 

M ark| 13:11 But when they shall lead [you], and deliver you up, take no thought 
beforehand what ye shall speak, neither do ye premeditate: but whatsoever shall be given 
you in that hour, that speak ye: for it is not ye that speak, but the H oly G host. 

M ark| 13: 12 N ow the brother shall betray the brother to death, and the father the son; and 
children shall rise up against [their] parents, and shall causethem to be put to death. 

Mark| 13:13 And ye shall be hatedofall [men]for my name'ssake: but he that shall endure 
unto the end, the same shall be saved. 

Mark| 13:14 But when ye shall seetheabomination of desolation, spoken of by Daniel the 
prophet, standing where it ought not, (let him that readeth understand,) then let them that 
be in J udaea flee to the mountains: 
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Mark| 13:15 And let him that ison the housetop not go down into the house, neither enter 
[therein], to take any thing out of his house: 

Mark| 13:16 And let him that isin thefield notturn back againfor to takeup hisgarment. 

M ark| 13:17 But woe to them that are with child, and to them that give suck i n those days! 

Mark| 13:18 And pray yethatyour flight be not in thewinter. 

Mark| 13:19 For [in] those days shal I beaffliction, such aswasnotfrom thebeginning of 
the creation which God created unto thistime, neither shal I be. 

M ark| 13:20 And except that the Lord had shortened those days, no flesh should be saved: 
but for the elect's sake, whom he hath chosen, he hath shortened the days. 

Mark| 13:21 And then if any man shal I saytoyou, Lo, here [is] C hrist; or, lo, [he is] there; 
believe [him] not: 

Mark| 13:22 For falseChristsand false prophetsshall rise, and shal I show signsand 
wonders, to seduce, if [it were] possible, even the elect. 

Mark| 13:23 But take ye heed: behold, I haveforetold you all things. 

M ark| 13:24 But in those days, after that tribulation, the sun shall be darkened, and the 
moon shall not give her light, 

M ark| 13:25 And the stars of heaven shall fail, and the powersthat are in heaven shall be 
shaken. 

M ark| 13:26 And then shall they see the Son of man coming i n the clouds with great power 
and glory. 

Mark| 13:27 And then shall hesend hisangels, and shall gather together his elect from the 
four winds, from the uttermost part of the earth to the uttermost part of heaven. 
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M ark| 13: 28 N ow learn a parable of the fig tree; W hen her branch is yet tender, and 
putteth forth leaves, ye know that summer is near: 

Mark| 13:29 Soyeinlike manner, w hen ye shall see these things come to pass, know thatit 
is nigh, [even] at the doors. 

Mark| 13:30 Verily I sayunto you, that thisgeneration shall not pass, till all these things be 
done. 

Mark| 13:31 Heaven and earth shall passaway: but mywords shall not passaway. 

Mark| 13:32 But of that day and [that] hourknoweth no man, no, nottheangelswhich are 
in heaven, neither the Son, but the Father. 

Mark| 13:33 Takeye heed, watch and pray: for yeknow notwhen thetimeis. 

Mark| 13:34 [For the Son of man i s] as a man takingafar journey, who left hishouse, and 
gave authority to his servants, and to every man his work, and commanded the porter to 
watch. 

M ark| 13:35 W atch ye therefore: for ye know not when the master of the house cometh, at 
even, or at midnight, or at the cockcrowing, or in the morning: 

M ark| 13:36 Lest coming suddenly hefind you sleeping. 

Mark| 13:37 And what I sayunto you I sayunto all, Watch. 

M ark| 14: 1 After two days was [the feast of] the passover, and of unleavened bread: and the 
chief priests and the scribes sought how they might take him by craft, and put [him] to 
death. 

Mark| 14:2 But they said, N oton the feast [day], lest there be an uproar ofthe people. 

M ark| 14:3 And being in Bethany in the house of Simon the leper, as he sat at meat, there 
came a woman having an alabaster box of ointment of spikenard very precious; and she 
brake the box, and poured [it] on his head. 
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M ark| 14:4 And there were some that had indignation within themselves, and said, W hy 
was this waste of the ointment made? 

M ark| 14:5 For it might have been sold for more than three hundred pence, and have been 
given to the poor. And they murmured against her. 

Mark| 14:6 And J esus said, Lether alone; why trouble ye her? she hath wroughtagood 
work on me. 

M ark| 14:7 For ye have the poor with you always, and whensoever ye will ye may do them 
good: but me ye have not always. 

M ark| 14:8 She hath done what she could: she is come aforehand to anoint my body to the 
burying. 

M ark| 14:9 Verily I say unto you, W heresoever this gospel shall be preached throughout 
the whole world, [this] also that she hath done shall be spoken of for a memorial of her. 

Mark| 14:10 And J udas Iscariot, oneof thetwelve, went unto the chief priests, to betray 
him unto them. 

Mark| 14:11 And when they heard [it], they were glad, and promisedto give him money. 
And he sought how he might conveniently betray him. 

Mark| 14:12 And thefirstday of unleavened bread, when they killed the passover, his 
disciples said unto him, W here wilt thou that we go and prepare that thou mayest eat the 
passover? 

Mark| 14:13 And he sendeth forth two of his disciples, and saith unto them, Goyeinto the 
city, and there shall meet you a man bearing a pitcher of water: follow him. 

Mark| 14:14 And wheresoever he shall go in, say ye to the goodman of the house, The 
M aster saith, W here isthe guestchamber, where I shall eat the passover with my disciples? 
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Mark| 14:15 And hewill show you a large upper room furnished [and] prepared: there 
make ready for us. 

Mark| 14:16 And his disciples went forth, and came into the city, andfoundashe hadsaid 
unto them: and they made ready the passover. 

Mark| 14:17 And intheevening hecometh with thetwelve. 

Mark| 14:18 And as they satand did eat, Jesussaid, Verilyl sayunto you, Oneofyou 
which eateth with me shall betray me. 

M ark| 14: 19 And they began to be sorrowful, and to say unto him one by one, [ls] it I? and 
another [said, ls] it I? 

M ark| 14:20 And heanswered and said unto them, [It i s] one of thetwelve, that dippeth 
with me in thedish. 

Mark| 14:21 The Son of man indeed goeth, asit iswritten of him: but woeto that man by 
whom the Son of man is betrayed! good were it for that man if he had never been born. 

M ark| 14:22 And as they did eat, Jesustook bread, and blessed, and brake [it], and gave to 
them, and said, Take, eat: this is my body. 

M ark| 14:23 And he took the cup, and when he had given thanks, he gave [it] to them: and 
they all drank of it. 

Mark| 14:24 And hesaid unto them, Thisismy blood of thenew testament, which isshed 
for many. 

Mark| 14:25 Verilyl say unto you, I will drinkno moreof thefruitof thevine, until that 
day that I drink it new in the kingdom of God. 

M ark| 14:26 And when they had sung an hymn, they went out into the mount of O lives. 

Mark| 14:27 Andjesussaith unto them, All ye shall beoffended becauseof methisnight: 
for it iswritten, I will smitetheshepherd, and thesheep shall bescattered.

M ark| 14:35 And he went forward a little, and fell on the ground, and prayed that, if it 
were possible, the hour might passfrom him. 

M ark| 14:36 And he said, Abba, Father, all things [are] possible unto thee; take away this 
cup from me: nevertheless not what I will, but what thou wilt. 

M ark| 14:37 And he cometh, and findeth them sleeping, and saith unto Peter, Simon, 
sleepest thou? couldest not thou watch one hour? 

M ark| 14:38 W atch ye and pray, lest ye enter into temptation. The spirit truly [is] ready, 
but the flesh [i s] weak. 

M ark| 14:39 And again he went away, and prayed, and spake the same words. 

Mark| 14:40 And when he returned, hefound them asleep again, (fortheir eyeswere 
heavy,) neither wist they what to answer him. 
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Mark| 14:41 And hecomeththethird time, and saith unto them, Sleepon now, and take 
[your] rest: it is enough, the hour is come; behold, the Son of man is betrayed into the 
handsof sinners. 

Mark| 14:42 Rise up, letusgo; lo, he that betrayeth meisathand. 

Mark| 14:43 And immediately, whileheyetspake, cometh J udas, oneof thetwelve, and 
with him agreat multitudewith swordsand staves, from the chief priests and the scribes 
and the elders. 

Mark| 14:44 And hethat betrayed him had given them atoken, saying, W homsoever I shall 
kiss, that same is he; take him, and lead [him] away safely.

Mark| 14:53 And they ledjesusaway to the high priest: and with him were assembled all 
the chief priests and the elders and the scribes. 
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M ark| 14:54 And Peter followed him afar off, even into the palace of the high priest: and 
he sat with the servants, and warmed himself at the fire. 

Mark| 14:55 And the chief priests and all thecouncil soughtfor w itness agai nst J esus to put 
him to death; and found none. 

Mark| 14:56 For many bare false witness against him, buttheir witnessagreed not 
together.

Mark| 14:58 Weheard him say, I will destroy thistemplethat ismadewith hands, and 
within three days I will build another made without hands. 

Mark| 14:59 But neither so did their w itness agree together. 

Mark| 14:60 And the high priest stood up in the midst, and asked J esus, saying, Answerest 
thou nothing? what [is it which] these witness against thee? 

M ark| 14:61 But he held his peace, and answered nothing. Again the high priest asked him, 
and said unto him, Artthou theChrist, theSon of the Blessed? 

Mark| 14:62 And J esus said, I am: and yeshall seetheSon of man sittingon the right hand 
of power, and coming in the cloudsof heaven. 

Mark| 14:63 Then the high priest rent hisclothes, and saith, W hat need weany further 
witnesses? 

Mark| 14:64 Yehave heard the blasphemy: what thinkye? And theyall condemned himto 
be guilty of death.

And Peter called to mind the word that 
Jesussaid unto him, Before the cock crow twice, thou shaltdeny methrice. And when he 
thought thereon, he wept. 

M ark| 15: 1 And straightway in the morning the chief priests held a consultation with the 
eldersand scribesand thewholecouncil, and boundjesus, and carried [him] away, and 
delivered [him] to Pilate. 

Mark| 15:2 And Pilate asked him, Art thou theKing of theJews?And heansw ering said 
unto him, Thou sayest [it]. 

Mark| 15:3 And the chief priests accused him of many things: but heanswered nothing. 

Mark| 15:4 And Pilate asked him again, saying, Answerest thou nothing? behold how many 
thi ngs they w itness agai nst thee. 

Mark| 15:5 But Jesusyet answered nothing; so that Pilate marvelled. 

M ark| 15:6 N ow at [that] feast he released unto them one prisoner, whomsoever they 
desired.

Mark| 15:14 Then Pilatesaid unto them, Why, what evil hath he done? And they cried out 
the moreexceedingly, Crucify him. 

Mark| 15:15 And [so] Pilate, willingto contentthe people, released Barabbas unto them, 
and delivered J esus, when he had scourged [him], to becrucified. 

Mark| 15:16 And the soldiers led him away into the hal I, called Praetorium; and they call 
together the whole band. 

Mark| 15:17 And they clothed him with purple, and platted acrown of thorns, and put it 
about his [head], 

Mark| 15:18 And began to salutehim, Hail, King of thejews! 

Mark| 15:19 And theysmote himon the head with areed, and did spit upon him, and 
bowing [their] kneesworshipped him. 
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Mark| 15:20 And when theyhad mocked him, they took off the purplefrom him, and put 
hisown clotheson him, and led him outto crucify him. 

Mark| 15:21 And theycompel oneSimon aCyrenian, who passed by, comingout ofthe 
country, thefather of Alexander and Rufus, to bear hiscross. 

M ark| 15:22 And they bring him unto the place Gol gotha, which is, being interpreted, The 
place of askull. 

M ark| 15:23 And they gave him to drink wine mingled with myrrh: but he received [it] 
not. 

Mark| 15:24 And when they had crucified him, they parted hisgarments, casting lotsupon 
them, what every man should take. 

Mark| 15:25 And it wasthethird hour, and they crucified him. 

Mark| 15:26 And thesuperscription of his accusation waswritten over, THEKINGOF 
THEjEWS. 

M ark| 15:27 And with him they crucify two thieves; the one on his right hand, and the 
other on his left. 

Mark| 15:28 And thescripture wasfulfilled, which saith, And hewasnumbered with the 
transgressors. 

M ark| 15:29 And they that passed by railed on him, wagging their heads, and saying, Ah, 
thou that destroyest the temple, and buildest [it] in three days, 

M ark| 15:30 Save thyself, and come down from the cross. 

M ark| 15:31 Likewise also the chief priests mocking said among themselves with the 
scribes, H e saved others; himself he cannot save. 

Mark| 15:32 Let C hrist the K ing of Israel descend now from the cross, that wemay seeand 
believe. And they that were crucified with him reviled him. 
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M ark| 15:33 And when the sixth hour was come, there was darkness over the whole land 
until the ninth hour. 

Mark| 15:34 And at the ninth hour Jesuscried with aloud voice, saying, Eloi, Eloi, lama 
sabachthani? which is, being interpreted, M y God, my God, why hast thou forsaken me? 

Mark| 15:35 And someofthem thatstood by, when they heard [it] ( said, Behold, hecalleth 
Elias. 

Mark| 15:36 And one ran and filled a sponge full of vinegar, and put [it] on areed, and gave 
him to drink, saying, Let alone; let us see whether Elias will come to take him down. 

Mark| 15:37 And Jesuscried with aloud voice, and gave up the ghost. 

M ark| 15:38 And the veil of the temple was rent in twain from the top to the bottom. 

M ark| 15:39 And when the centurion, which stood over against him, saw that he so cried 
out, and gave up the ghost, he said, T ruly this man was the Son of G od. 

Mark| 15:40 There were also women lookingon afar off: among whom wasMary 
M agdalene, and M ary the mother of J ames the less and of J oses, and Salome; 

Mark| 15:41 (Who also, when hewasin Galilee, followed him, and ministered unto him;) 
and many other women which cameup with him untojerusalem. 

Mark| 15:42 And now when theeven was come, because it was the preparation, that is, the 
day before the sabbath, 

Mark| 15:43 J oseph of Arimathaea, an honourable counsellor, which also waited for the 
kingdom of God, came, and went in boldly unto Pilate, and craved the body ofjesus. 
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M ark| 15:44 And Pilate marvelled if he were already dead: and calling [unto him] the 
centurion, he asked him whether he had been any while dead. 

Mark| 15:45 And when he knew [it] of the centurion, hegavethe body tojoseph. 

M ark| 15:46 And he bought fine linen, and took him down, and wrapped him in the linen, 
and laid him in a sepulchre which was hewn out of a rock, and rolled a stone unto the door 
of the sepulchre. 

M ark| 15:47 And M ary M agdalene and M ary [the mother] of J oses beheld where he was 
laid. 

M ark| 16:1 And when the sabbath was past, M ary M agdalene, and M ary the [mother] of 
James, and Salome, had bought sweet spices, that they might come and anoint him. 

M ark| 16:2 And very early in the morning the first [day] of the week, they came unto the 
sepulchre at the rising of the sun. 

Mark| 16:3 And theysaid among themselves, Who shall roli us away the stone from the 
door of the sepulchre? 

M ark| 16:4 And when they looked, they saw that the stone was rolled away: for it was very 
great. 

M ark| 16:5 And entering into the sepulchre, they saw a young man sitting on the right side, 
clothed in a long white garment; and they were affrighted. 

Mark| 16:6 And hesaithunto them, Be not affrighted: Yeseek J esusof N azareth, which 
was crucified: he is risen; he is not here: behold the place where they laid him. 

Mark| 16:7 But goyourway, tell his disciples and Peter thathegoeth beforeyou into 
Galilee: there shall ye see him, as he said unto you. 

M ark| 16:8 And they went out quickly, and fled from the sepulchre; for they trembled and 
were amazed: neither said they any thing to any [man]; for they were afraid. 
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Mark| 16:9 N ow when [Jesus] wasrisen early thefirst [day] of theweek, heappeared first 
to M ary M agdalene, out of whom he had cast seven devils. 

Mark| 16:10 [And] she went and told them that had been with him, asthey mourned and 
wept. 

M ark| 16: 11 And they, when they had heard that he was alive, and had been seen of her, 
believed not. 

Mark| 16: 12 After that heappeared i n another form unto twoofthem, asthey walked, and 
went into the country. 

M ark| 16:13 And they went and told [it] unto the residue: neither believed they them. 

M ark| 16:14 Afterward he appeared unto the eleven asthey sat at meat, and upbraided 
them with their unbelief and hardness of heart, because they believed not them which had 
seen him after he was risen. 

Mark| 16:15 And hesaid unto them, Goye into all the world, and preach the gospel to 
every creature. 

M ark| 16: 16 H e that believeth and is baptized shall be saved; but he that believeth not shall 
bedamned. 

Mark| 16:17 And these si gns shall follow them that believe; I n my name shall they cast out 
devils; they shall speak with new tongues; 

Mark| 16:18 They shall take up serpents; and if they drinkany deadly thing, it shall not 
hurt them; they shall lay hands on the sick, and they shall recover. 

M ark| 16:19 So then after the Lord had spoken unto them, he was received up into heaven, 
and sat on the right hand of God. 

M ark| 16:20 And they went forth, and preached every where, the Lord working with 
[them], and confirming the word with signsfollowing. Amen.

Luke| 1:1 Forasmuch as many have taken in hand to set forth in order a declaration of those 
things which are most surely believed among us, 

Luke| 1:2 Even asthey delivered them unto us, which from the beginning were 
i eyewitnesses, and ministers of the word; 

§| Luke| 1:3 It seemed good to me also, having had perfect understanding of all things from 
the veryfirst, towrite unto theein order, most excellent Theophilus, 

Luke| 1:4 That thou mightest know thecertainty of those things, wherein thou hast been 
instructed. 

Luke| l:5There wasin thedaysof Herod, thekingof Judaea, acertain priest named 
Zacharias, of thecourseof Abia: and his wife [was] of the daughters of Aaron, and her name 
I [was] Elisabeth. 

J§ Luke| 1:6 And they were both righteous before God, walking in all thecommandmentsand 
ordinancesof theLord blameless. 

Luke| 1:7 And they had no child, becausethat Elisabeth was barren, and they both were 
[now] well stricken in years. 

Luke| 1:8 And it cameto pass, that while heexecuted the priest's office before God in the 
order of hiscourse, 

Luke| 1:9 Accordingto thecustom of the priest's office, his lot was to burn incensewhen 
he went into the temple of the Lord. 

§f Luke| 1:10 And the whole multitude of the people were praying without at the time of 
incense. 
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Luke| 1:11 And there appeared unto him an angel of theLord standing on theright sideof 
the altar of incense. 

Luke| 1:12 And when Zachariassaw [him], hewastroubled, andfearfell upon him. 

Luke| 1:13 But the angel said unto him, Fear not, Zacharias: for thy prayer is heard; and 
thy wifeElisabeth shall bear thee a son, and thou shaltcall hisnamejohn. 

Luke| 1:14 And thou shalt havejoy and gladness; and many shall rejoiceat hisbirth. 

Luke| 1:15 For he shall begreat in thesight of theLord, and shall drink neither wine nor 
strong drink; and he shall befilledwith the Holy Ghost, even from hismother'swomb. 

Luke| 1:16 And many of thechildren of Israel shall heturnto theLord their God. 

Luke| 1:17 And he shall go before him in the spirit and power of Elias, to turn the heartsof 
thefathersto thechildren, and thedisobedientto thewisdom of thejust; to make ready a 
people prepared for the Lord. 

Luke| 1:18 And Zacharias said unto the angel, W hereby shal 1 1 know this? for I am an old 
man, and my wifewell stricken in years. 

Luke| 1:19 And the angel answ ering said unto him, I am Gabriel, that stand in the presence 
of God; and am sent to speak unto thee, and to show thee these glad tidings. 

Luke| 1:20 And, behold, thou shalt bedumb, and notableto speak, until the day that these 
things shall be performed, becausethou believest not my words, which shall befulfilled in 
their season. 

Luke| 1:21 And the people waited for Zacharias, and marvelled that he tarried so long in 
the temple. 

Luke| 1:22 And when he came out, he could not speak unto them: and they perceived that 
he had seen a vision in the temple: for he beckoned unto them, and remained speechless. 
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Luke| 1:23 And it cameto pass, that, assoon asthe daysof his ministration were 
accomplished, hedeparted to hisown house. 

Luke| 1:24 And after those days his wife Elisabeth conceived, and hid herself five months, 
sayi ng, 

Luke| 1:25 Thus hath the Lord dealt with me in thedayswherein he looked on [me], to 
take away my reproach among men. 

Luke| 1:26 And in the sixth month the angel Gabriel wassentfrom God unto acity of 
Galilee, named N azareth, 

Luke| 1:27 To a virgin espoused to a man whose name wasjoseph, of the house of David; 
and the virgin's name [was] M ary. 

Luke| 1:28 And the angel came in unto her, and said, Hail, [thou that art] highly favoured, 
the Lord [is] with thee: blessed [art] thou among women. 

Luke| 1:29 And when shesaw [him], shewastroubled at his saying, and cast in her mind 
what manner of salutation thisshould be. 

Luke| 1:30 And the angel said unto her, Fear not, M ary: for thou hast found favour with 
God. 

Luke| 1:31 And, behold, thou shalt conceive in thy womb, and bring forth a son, and shalt 
call hisnameJESUS. 

Luke| 1:32 H e shall begreat, and shall be called the Son of the H ighest: and the Lord God 
shall giveunto him thethroneof hisfather David:

1:33 And he shall reign over the house of Jacob for ever; and of his kingdom there 



shall beno end. 

Luke| 1:34 Then said M ary unto the angel, How shall thisbe, seeing I know not a man? 
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Luke| 1:35 And the angel answered and said unto her, The Holy Ghost shall comeupon 
thee, and the power of the H ighest shall overshadow thee: therefore also that holy thing 
which shall be bom of thee shall be called the Son of God. 
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1:36 And, behold, thy cousin Elisabeth, shehath also conceived a son in her oldage: 



and this is the sixth month with her, who was called barren. 
Luke| 1:37 For with God nothing shall be impossible. 

Luke| 1:38 And M ary said, Behold the handmaid of the Lord; beitunto meaccordingto 
thy word. And the angel departed from her. 

Luke| 1:39 And M ary arose in those days, and went into the hill country with haste, into a 
city ofjuda; 

Luke| 1:40 And entered into the house of Zacharias, and saluted Elisabeth. 

Luke| 1:41 And it came to pass, that, when Elisabeth heard the salutation of M ary, the babe 
leaped in her womb; and Elisabeth was filled with the Holy Ghost: 

Luke| 1:42 And she spake out with a loud voice, and said, Blessed [art] thou among 
women, and blessed [is] the fruit of thy womb. 

Luke| 1:43 And whence [is] this to me, that the mother of my Lord should cometo me? 

Luke| 1:44 For, lo, assoon as the voice of thy salutation sounded in mineears, the babe 
leaped in my womb for joy. 

Luke| 1:45 And blessed [is] she that believed: for there shall be a performance of those 
things which were told her from the Lord. 

Luke| 1:46 And M ary said, M y soul doth magnify the Lord, 

Luke| 1:47 And my spirit hath rejoiced in God my Saviour. 
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Luke| 1:48 For he hath regarded the low estate of his handmaiden: for, behold, from 
henceforth all generationsshall call me blessed. 

Luke| 1:49 For he that is mighty hath done to me great things; and holy [is] his name. 

Luke| 1:50 And his mercy [is] on them that fear him from generation to generation. 

Luke| 1:51 H e hath showed strength with hisarm; he hath scattered the proud in the 
imagination of their hearts. 

Luke| 1:52 H e hath put down the mighty from [their] seats, and exalted them of low 
degree. 

Luke| 1:53 H e hath filled the hungry with good things; and the rich he hath sent empty 
away. 

Luke| 1:54 H e hath holpen hisservant Israel, in remembranceof [his] mercy; 

Luke| 1:55 Ashespaketo our fathers, to Abraham, and to hisseed for ever. 

Luke| 1:56 And M ary abode with her about three months, and returned to her own house. 

Luke| 1:57 Now Elisabeth'sfull timecamethatsheshould bedelivered; and she brought 
forth ason. 

Luke| 1:58 And her neighboursand her cousinsheard how the Lord had showed great 
mercy upon her; and they rejoiced with her. 
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1:59 And it came to pass, that on the eighth day they came to circumcise the child; 



and they called him Zacharias, after the name of hisfather. 

Luke| 1:60 And hismother answeredand said, Not [so]; but heshall be called John. 

Luke| 1:61 And they said unto her, Thereisnoneof thy kindred that is called bythisname. 
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Luke| 1:62 And they madesignsto hisfather, how hewould havehim called. 

Luke| 1:63 And heasked for a writing table, and wrote, saying, Hisnameisjohn. And they 
marvelled all. 

Luke| 1:64 And hismouth wasopened immediately, and his tongue [loosed], and hespake, 
and praised God. 

Luke| 1:65 And fear came on all that dwelt round about them: and all these sayings were 
noised abroad throughout all the hill country of J udaea. 

Luke| 1:66 And all they that heard [them] laid [them] up in their hearts, saying, W hat 
manner of child shall this be! And the hand of the Lord w as with him. 

Luke| 1:67 And hisfather Zacharias was filled with the Holy Ghost, and prophesied, 
sayi ng,

1:68 Blessed [be] the Lord God of Israel; for he hath visited and redeemed his 
e, 



Luke| 1:69 And hath raised upan horn of salvation for usin thehouseof hisservant David; 

Luke| 1:70 As he spake by the mouth of his holy prophets, which have been since the world 
began: 

Luke| 1:71 That we should be saved from our enemies, and from the hand of all that hate 
us; 

Luke| 1:72 To perform the mercy [promised] to our fathers, and to remember his holy 
covenant; 

Luke| 1:73 The oath which heswareto ourfather Abraham, 
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Luke| 1:74 That he would grant unto us, that w e being delivered out of the hand of our 
enemies might serve him without fear, 

Luke| 1:75 In holinessand righteousness before him, all thedaysof our life. 

Luke| 1:76 And thou, child, shalt be called the prophet of the H ighest: for thou shalt go 
before the face of the Lord to prepare his ways; 

Luke| 1:77 To give knowledge of salvation unto his people by the remission of their sins, 

Luke| 1:78 Through the tender mercy of our God; whereby thedayspringfrom on high 
hath visited us, 

Luke| 1:79 To give lighttothem thatsit in darknessand [in] the shadow of death, to guide 
our feet into the way of peace. 

Luke| 1:80 And the child grew, and waxed strong in spirit, and wasin thedesertstill the 
day of his showing unto Israel. 

L u ke| 2:1 And i t came to pass i n those days, that there went out a decree from Caesar 
Augustus, that all the world should betaxed. 

Luke| 2:2 ([And] this taxing wasfirst madewhen Cyreniuswasgovernor of Syria.) 

Luke| 2:3 And all wentto betaxed, every one into hisown city. 

Luke| 2:4 And J oseph also went up from Galilee, out of the city of N azareth, intojudaea, 
unto the city of David, which is called Bethlehem; (becausehewasof the houseand lineage 
of David:) 
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Luke| 2:5 To betaxed with Mary his espoused wife, beinggreat with child. 

Luke| 2:6 And so it was, that, whilethey werethere, thedayswereaccomplished thatshe 
should bedelivered. 

Luke| 2:7 And she brought forth her firstborn son, and wrapped him in swaddling clothes, 
and laid him in a manger; because there was no room for them in the inn. 

Luke| 2:8 And there were in the same country shepherds abiding in the field, keeping 
watch over their flock by night. 

Luke| 2:9 And, lo, the angel of the Lord came upon them, and the glory of the Lord shone 
round about them: and they were sore afraid. 

Luke| 2:10 And the angel said unto them, Fear not: for, behold, I bringyou goodtidingsof 
great joy, which shall beto all people. 

Luke| 2:11 For unto you isborn thisday inthecityof David aSaviour, which isChristthe 
Lord. 

Luke| 2:12 And this [shall be] asign unto you; Ye shall find the babe wrapped in swaddling 
clothes, lying in a manger. 

Luke| 2: 13 And suddenly there was with the angel a multitude of the heavenly host praising 
God, and saying, 

Luke| 2:14 Glory to God in thehighest, and on earth peace, good will toward men. 

Luke| 2:15 And it cameto pass, astheangelsweregoneaway from them into heaven, the 
shepherds said oneto another, Let usnow go even unto Bethlehem, and seethisthing 
which is come to pass, which the Lord hath made known unto us. 
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Luke| 2:16 And theycamewith haste, and found M ary, andjoseph, and the babelyingina 
manger. 

Luke| 2:17 And when they had seen [it] ( they made known abroad thesaying which was 
told them concerning this child. 

Luke| 2:18 And all they that heard [it] wondered at those things which weretold them by 
the shepherds. 

Luke| 2:19 But M ary kept all these things, and pondered [them] i n her heart. 
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2:20 And the shepherds returned, glorifying and praising God for all the things that 



they had heard and seen, as it was told unto them. 

Luke| 2:21 And when eight dayswereaccomplished for the circumcisingof the child, his 
name was called J ESU S, which was so named of the angel before he was conceived in the 
womb. 

Luke| 2:22 And when the days of her purification according to the law of M oses were 
accomplished, they brought him to Jerusalem, to present [him] to the Lord; 

Luke| 2:23 (Asit iswritten in the law of the Lord, Every malethatopeneth the womb shall 
be called holy to the Lord;) 

Luke| 2:24 And to offer a sacrifice according to that which issaid in the law of the Lord, A 
pair of turtledoves, or two young pigeons. 

Luke| 2:25 And, behold, there was aman in Jerusalem, whose name [was] Simeon; and the 
same man [was] just and devout, waiting for the consolation of Israel: and the H oly G host 
wasupon him. 

Luke| 2:26 And it was revealed unto him by the H oly G host, thatheshould not seedeath, 
before he had seen the Lord'sChrist. 
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Luke| 2:27 And he came by the Spirit into the temple: and when the parents brought in the 
child Jesus, to do for him after the custom of the law, 

Luke| 2:28 Then took he him up in hisarms, and blessed God, and said, 

Luke| 2:29 Lord, now lettest thou thy servant depart in peace, according to thy word: 

Luke| 2:30 For mine eyes have seen thy salvation, 

Luke| 2:31 W hich thou hast prepared before the face of all people; 

Luke| 2:32 A lightto lighten the Gentiles, and theglory of thy people Israel. 

Luke| 2:33 Andjoseph and hismother marvelled atthosethingswhich werespoken of 
him. 

Luke| 2:34 And Simeon blessed them, and said unto M ary his mother, Behold, this [child] 
is set for the fail and risingagain of many in Israel; and for asign which shall bespoken 
agai nst; 

Luke| 2:35 (Yea, asword shall piercethrough thy own soul also, ) that the thoughtsof many 
hearts may be revealed. 

Luke| 2:36 And therewasoneAnna, aprophetess, thedaughter of Phanuel, ofthetribeof 
Aser: she wasof a great age, and had lived with an husband seven yearsfrom her virginity; 
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Luke| 2:37 And she [was] a widow of about fourscore and four years, which departed not 
from the temple, but served [God] with fastings and prayers night and day. 

Luke| 2:38 And she coming in that instant gave thanks likewise unto the Lord, and spake of 
him to all them that looked for redemption injerusalem. 

Luke| 2:39 And when they had performed all thingsaccordingto the law of the Lord, they 
returned into Galilee, to their own city N azareth. 

Luke| 2:40 And the child grew, and waxed strong in spirit, filled with wisdom: and the 
grace of God was upon him. 

Luke| 2:41 N ow his parents went to J erusalem every year at the feast of the passover. 

Luke| 2:42 And when he was twelve years old, they went upto J erusalem after thecustom 
of the feast. 

Luke| 2:43 And when they had f u I f i 1 1 ed thedays, as they returned, thechildjesustarried 
behind in J erusalem; and J oseph and his mother knew not [of it]. 
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2:44 But they, supposing him to have been in the company, went a day's journey; 



and they sought him among [their] kinsfolk and acquaintance. 

Luke| 2:45 And when they found him not, they turned back again to J erusalem, seeking 
him. 

Luke| 2:46 And it cameto pass, that after threedays they found him in the temple, sitting 
in the midst of the doctors, both hearing them, and asking them questions. 

Luke| 2:47 And all that heard him were astonished at his understanding and answers. 
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Luke| 2:48 And when they saw him, they were amazed: and his mother said unto him, Son, 
why hast thou thus dealt with us? behold, thy father and I have sought thee sorrowing. 

Luke| 2:49 And hesaid untothem, How is it that ye sought me?wistyenotthat I must be 
about my Father's business? 

Luke| 2:50 And they understood not the saying which he spake unto them. 

Luke| 2:51 And hewent dow n with them, and came to N azareth, and wassubject unto 
them: but his mother kept all these sayings i n her heart. 

Luke| 2:52 Andjesusincreased in wisdom and stature, and infavour with God and man. 

Luke| 3:1 Now in the fifteenth year ofthereign of Tiberius Caesar, PontiusPilatebeing 
governor of Judaea, and Herod beingtetrarch of Galilee, and hisbrother Philip tetrarch of 
Ituraeaand of the region of Trachonitis, and Lysanias the tetrarch of Abilene, 

Luke| 3:2 Annasand Caiaphasbeingthehigh priests, theword of God came unto John the 
son of Zacharias in the wilderness. 

Luke| 3:3 And hecameinto all thecountry aboutjordan, preaching the baptism of 
repentance for the remission of sins; 

Luke| 3:4 Asit iswritten inthe book of the words of Esaias the prophet, saying, Thevoice 
of one crying in the wilderness, Prepare ye the way of the Lord, make his paths straight. 

Luke| 3:5 Every valley shall befilled, andevery mountainand hill shall be broughtlow; and 
the crooked shall be made straight, and the rough ways [shall be] made smooth; 

Luke| 3:6 And all flesh shall see the salvation of God. 

Luke| 3:7 Then said heto the multitudethat cameforth to be baptized of him, O 
generation of vipers, who hath warned you to flee from the wrath to come? 
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Luke| 3:8 Bringforththereforefruitsworthy of repentance, and begin nottosay within 
yourselves, W e have A braham to [our] father: for I say unto you, That God isableof these 
stonesto raise up children unto Abraham. 

Luke| 3:9 And now also the ax is laid unto the root of the trees: every tree therefore which 
bringeth not forth good fruit is hewn down, and cast into the f i re. 

Luke| 3:10 And the peopleasked him, saying, Whatshall wedothen? 

Luke| 3:11 H e answereth and saith unto them, H e that hath two coats, let him impart to 
him that hath none; and he that hath meat, let him do likewise. 

Luke| 3:12 Then camealso publicansto be baptized, and saidunto him, Master, whatshall 
wedo? 

Luke| 3:13 And hesaid unto them, Exact no morethan that which isappointed you. 

Luke| 3:14 And the soldiers likewise demanded of him, saying, And whatshall wedo? And 
he said unto them, Do violenceto no man, neither accuse [any] falsely; and be content with 
you r wages. 

Luke| 3:15 And as the people were in expectation, and all men mused in their heartsof 
John, whether he were the Christ, or not; 

Luke| 3:16 John answered, saying unto [them] all, I indeed baptizeyou with water; but one 
mightier than I cometh, the latchet of whose shoes I am not worthy to unloose: he shall 
baptize you with the H oly G host and with fire: 

Luke| 3:17 Whose fan [is] in hishand, and hewill thoroughly purgehisfloor, and will 
gather the wheat into his garner; but the chaff he will burn with fire unguenchable. 
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Luke| 3:18 And many other things in hisexhortation preached he unto the people. 

Luke| 3:19 But Herod thetetrarch, being reproved by him for Herodiashisbrother Philip's 
wife, and for all the evils which Herod had done, 

Luke| 3:20 Added yetthisabove all, thatheshutupjohn in prison. 

Luke| 3:21 Now when all the people w erebaptized, itcameto pass, thatjesusalso being 
baptized, and praying, the heaven wasopened, 

Luke| 3:22 And theHoly Ghost descended in abodily shapelikeadoveupon him, and a 
voicecamefrom heaven, which said, Thou art my beloved Son; in thee I am well pleased. 

Luke| 3:23 And Jesus himself beganto beaboutthirty yearsof age, being (as wassupposed) 
the son of J oseph, which was [the son] of H eli, 

Luke| 3:24 Which was [the son] of M atthat, which was [the son] of Levi, which was [the 
son] of Melchi, which was [the son] of Janna, which was [the son] of J oseph, 

Luke| 3:25 Which was [the son] of M attathias, which was [the son] of Amos, which was 
[the son] of N aum, which was [the son] of Esli, which was [the son] of N agge, 

Luke| 3:26 Which was [the son] of M aath, which was [the son] of M attathias, which was 
[the son] of Semei, which was [the son] of J oseph, which was [the son] of Juda, 

Luke| 3:27 W hich was [the son] of Joanna, which was [the son] of Rhesa, which was [the 
son] of Zorobabel, which was [the son] of Salathiel, which was [the son] of N eri, 
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Luke| 3:28 W hich was [the son] of M elchi, which was [the son] of Addi, which was [the 
son] of Cosam, which was [the son] of Elmodam, which was [the son] of Er, 

Luke| 3:29 W hich was [the son] of J ose, which was [the son] of Eliezer, which was [the son] 
ofjorim, which was [the son] of Matthat, which was [the son] of Levi, 

Luke| 3:30 W hich was [the son] of Simeon, which was [the son] of J uda, which was [the 
son] of Joseph, which was [the son] of Jonan, which was [the son] of Eliakim, 

Luke| 3:31 W hich was [the son] of M elea, which was [the son] of M enan, which was [the 
son] of M attatha, which was [the son] of N athan, which was [the son] of David, 

Luke| 3:32 W hich was [the son] of J esse, which was [the son] of O bed, which was [the son] 
of Booz, which was [the son] of Salmon, which was [the son] of N aasson, 

Luke| 3:33 W hich was [the son] of Aminadab, which was [the son] of Aram, which was [the 
son]of Esrom, which was [the son] ofPhares, which was [the son] of J uda, 

Luke| 3:34 W hich was [the son] of Jacob, which was [the son] of Isaac, which was [the son] 
of Abraham, which was [the son] of T hara, which was [the son] of Nachor, 

Luke| 3:35 W hich was [the son] of Saruch, which was [the son] of Ragau, which was [the 
son] of Phalec, which was [the son] of H eber, which was [the son] of Sala, 

Luke| 3:36 W hich was [the son] of Cainan, which was [the son] of Arphaxad, which was 
[the son] of Sem, which was [the son] of N oe, which was [the son] of Lamech, 

Luke| 3:37 W hich was [the son] of M athusala, which was [the son] of Enoch, which was 
[the son] of J ared, which was [the son] of M aleleel, which was [the son] of Cainan, 
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3:38 W hich was [the son] of Enos, which was [the son] of Seth, which was [the son] 



of Adam, which was [the son] of G od. 

Luke| 4:1 Andjesusbeingfull of theHoly Ghost returned fromjordan, and wasled bythe 
Spirit into the wilderness, 

Luke| 4:2 Beingforty daystempted of thedevil. And in thosedayshedid eat nothing: and 
when they were ended, he afterward hungered. 

Luke| 4:3 And thedevil saidunto him, Ifthou be the Son of God, command this stone that 
it be made bread. 

Luke| 4:4 Andjesusanswered him, saying, It iswritten, That man shall notliveby bread 
alone, but by every word of God. 
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4:5 And the devil, taking him up into an high mountain, showed unto him all the 



kingdoms of the world in a moment of time. 

Luke| 4:6 And thedevil said unto him, All thispower will I givethee, and theglory of 
them: for that isdelivered unto me; and to whomsoever I will I give it. 

Luke| 4:7 Ifthou thereforewiltworshipme, all shall bethine. 

Luke| 4:8 Andjesusanswered and said unto him, Get thee behind me, Satan: for it is 
written, Thou shalt worship the Lord thy God, and him only shalt thou serve. 

Luke| 4:9 And he brought him tojerusalem, and set him on apinnacleof thetemple, and 
said unto him, Ifthou be the Son of God, castthyself downfrom hence: 

Luke| 4:10 For it iswritten, H e shall givehisangelschargeover thee, to keepthee: 

Luke| 4:11 And in [their] handsthey shall bear thee up, lest at any time thou dash thy foot 
against a stone. 
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Luke| 4:12 Andjesusansweringsaid unto him, It issaid, Thou shalt not tempt the Lord thy 
God. 

Luke| 4:13 And when thedevil had ended all the temptation, hedeparted from him for a 
season. 

Luke| 4:14 And Jesus returned i n the power of the Spirit into Galilee: and there went out a 
fame of him through all the region round about. 

Luke| 4:15 And hetaught i n their synagogues, beingglorified of all. 



Luke 
w as, 



4:16 And he came to N azareth, where he had been broughtup: and, ashiscustom 
he went into the synagogue on the sabbath day, and stood up for to read. 



Luke| 4:17 And there wasdelivered unto him the book of the prophet Esaias. And when he 
had opened the book, he found the place where it was written, 

Luke| 4:18 The Spirit of the Lord [is] upon me, because he hath anointed me to preach the 
gospel to the poor; he hath sent me to heal the brokenhearted, to preach deliverance to the 
captives, and recovering of sight to the blind, to set at liberty them that are bruised, 

Luke| 4: 19 To preach the acceptable year of the Lord. 

Luke| 4:20 And he closed the book, and he gave [it] again to the minister, and sat down. 
And theeyesof all them that werein the synagogue w erefastened on him. 

Luke| 4:21 And he began to say unto them, Thisday is this seri pture fulfi I led inyourears. 

Luke| 4:22 And all bare him witness, and wondered atthegraciouswordswhich proceeded 
out of his mouth. And they said, Is not thisj oseph's son? 

Luke| 4:23 And he said unto them, Ye will surely say unto me this proverb, Physician, heal 
thyself: whatsoever we have heard done in Capernaum, do also here in thy country. 
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Luke| 4:24 And hesaid, Verily, I say untoyou, N o prophet isaccepted in hisown country. 

Luke| 4:25 But I tell you of atruth, many widowswerein Israel in thedaysof E I i as, when 
the heaven wasshut up three years and six months, when great famine wasthroughout all 
the land; 

Luke| 4:26 Butunto noneof them wasEliassent, save unto Sarepta, [acity] of Sidon, unto 
a woman [that was] a widow. 

Luke| 4:27 And many leperswerein Israel in the time of Eliseus the prophet; and noneof 
them was cleansed, saving N aaman the Syrian. 

Luke| 4:28 And all they in the synagogue, when they heard thesethings, werefilled with 
wrath, 

Luke| 4:29 And rose up, and thrust him out of the city, and led him unto the brow of the 
hill whereon their city was bui It, that they might cast him down headlong. 

Luke| 4:30 But he passing through the midst of them went hisway, 

Luke| 4:31 And came down to Capernaum, a city of Galilee, and taught them on the 
sabbath days. 

Luke| 4:32 And they wereastonished at hisdoctrine: for hisword was with power. 

Luke| 4:33 And in the synagogue there was aman, which had a spirit of an unclean devil, 
and cried out with a loud voice, 

Luke| 4:34 Saying, Let [us] alone; what have weto do with thee, [thou] J esus of N azareth? 
art thou come to destroy us? I know thee w ho thou art; the H oly O ne of G od. 

Luke| 4:35 And Jesus rebuked him, saying, Holdthy peace, and come out of him. And 
when the devil had thrown him in the midst, he came out of him, and hurt him not. 
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Luke| 4:36 And they were all amazed, and spake among themselves, saying, W hat a word 
[is] this! for with authority and power he commandeth the unclean spirits, and they come 
out. 

Luke| 4:37 And the fame of him went out into every place of the country round about. 

Luke| 4:38 And hearoseout of the synagogue, and entered into Simon'shouse. And 
Simon's wife's mother wastaken with a great fever; and they besought him for her. 

Luke| 4:39 And he stood over her, and rebuked the fever; and it left her: and immediately 
she arose and ministered unto them. 

Luke| 4:40 Now when the sun wassetting, all they that had any sick with diversdiseases 
brought them unto him; and he laid his hands on every one of them, and healed them. 

Luke| 4:41 And devils also came out of many, crying out, and saying, Thou art Christ the 
Son of God. And he rebuking [them] suffered them not to speak: for they knew that he was 
Christ. 

Luke| 4:42 And when it was day, he departed and went into a desert place: and the people 
sought him, and came unto him, and stayed him, that he should not depart from them. 

Luke| 4:43 And he said unto them, I must preachthekingdom ofGod to other cities also: 
for therefore am I sent. 

Luke| 4:44 And he preached inthe synagoguesof Galilee. 

Luke| 5:1 And it cameto pass, that, as the people pressed upon him to hear the word of 
God, he stood by the lake of Gennesaret, 

Luke| 5:2 And saw two ships standing by the lake: but the fishermen were gone out of 
them, and were washing [their] nets. 
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Luke| 5:3 And heentered intooneof the ships, which was Simon's, and prayed himthathe 
would thrust out a little from the land. And he sat down, and taught the people out of the 
ship. 

Luke| 5:4 N ow when he had left speaking, he said unto Simon, Launch out into the deep, 
and let down your netsfor a draught. 

Luke| 5:5 And Simon answering said unto him, Master, wehavetoiled all the night, and 
havetaken nothing: neverthelessat thy word I will let down the net. 

Luke| 5:6 And when they had this done, they enclosed agreat multitudeof fishes: and their 
net brake. 

Luke| 5:7 And they beckoned unto [their] partners, which were in the other ship, that they 
should come and help them. And they came, and filled both the ships, so that they began to 
sink. 

Luke| 5:8 W hen Simon Peter saw [it], hefell down at Jesus' knees, saying, Depart from 
me; for I am asinful man, O Lord. 

Luke| 5:9 For he wasastonished, and all that were with him, at the draught of the fishes 
which they had taken: 

Luke| 5:10 And so [was] also James, and John, the sons of Zebedee, which were partners 
with Simon. And Jesus said unto Simon, Fear not; from henceforth thou shalt catch men. 

Luke| 5:11 And when they had brought their ships to land, they forsook all, and followed 
him. 

Luke| 5:12 And it came to pass, when he was in a certain city, behold a man full of leprosy: 
who seeing J esusfell on [hisjface, and besought him, saying, Lord, if thou wilt, thou canst 
make me clean. 
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Luke| 5:13 And he put forth [his] hand, and touched him, saying, I will: bethou clean. And 
immediately the leprosy departed from him. 

Luke| 5:14 And he charged him to tell no man: but go, and show thyself to the priest, and 
offer for thy cleansing, according as M osescommanded, for a testimony unto them. 

Luke| 5:15 But so much the morewentthereafameabroad of him: and great multitudes 
cametogether to hear, and to be healed by him of their infirmities. 

Luke| 5:16 And hewithdrew himself into the wilderness, and prayed. 

Luke| 5:17 And it came to passon a certain day, as he wasteaching, that there were 
Phariseesand doctorsof thelaw sitting by, which werecomeout of every town of Galilee, 
and J udaea, and J erusalem: and the power of the Lord was [present] to heal them. 

Luke| 5:18 And, behold, men brought in a bed a man which wastaken with a palsy: and 
they sought [means] to bring him in, and to lay [him] before him. 

Luke| 5:19 And when they could notfind by what [way] they might bring him in becauseof 
the multitude, they went upon the housetop, and let him down through the tiling with [his] 
couch into the midst beforej esus. 

Luke| 5:20 And when hesaw their faith, hesaidunto him, Man, thy sinsareforgiven thee. 

Luke| 5:21 And the scribes and the Phariseesbegan to reason, saying, W ho isthis which 
speaketh blasphemies? W ho can forgive sins, but God alone? 

Luke| 5:22 But when J esus perceived their thoughts, he answ ering said unto them, W hat 
reason ye i n your hearts? 

Luke| 5:23 W hether iseasier, to say, Thy sins beforgiven thee; or to say, Rise up and 
walk? 
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Luke| 5:24 But that ye may know that the Son of man hath power upon earth to forgive 
sins, (hesaid unto thesick of the palsy,) I say untothee, Arise, and take up thy couch, and 
go into thine house. 

Luke| 5:25 And immediately he rose up before them, and took up that whereon he lay, and 
departed to hisown house, glorifying God. 

Luke| 5:26 And they were all amazed, and they glorified God, and were filled with fear, 
saying, W e have seen strange things to day. 

Luke| 5:27 And after these things hewentforth, and saw apublican, named Levi, sittingat 
the receipt of custom: and he said unto him, Follow me. 

Luke| 5:28 And he left all, rose up, and followed him. 

Luke| 5:29 And Levi made him a great feast in hisown house: and therewasagreat 
company of publicansand of othersthat sat down with them. 

Luke| 5:30 Buttheir scribesand Phariseesmurmured against hisdisciples, saying, Whydo 
ye eat and drink with publicans and sinners? 

Luke| 5:31 Andjesusansweringsaid unto them, They that arewhole need not a physician; 
but they that are sick. 

Luke| 5:32 I came not to call the righteous, but sinners to repentance. 

Luke| 5:33 And they said unto him, Whydo the disciplesof John fastoften, and make 
prayers, and likewise [the disciples] of the Pharisees; but thine eat and drink? 

Luke| 5:34 And he said unto them, Can ye make the children of the bridechamber fast, 
whilethe bridegroom iswith them? 
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5:35 Butthedayswill come, when the bridegroom shall betaken awayfrom them, 



and then shall they fast i n those days. 
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Luke| 5:36 And he spake also a parable unto them; N o man putteth apieceof anew 
garment upon an old; if otherwise, then both the new maketh a rent, and the piece that was 
[taken] out of the new agreeth not with the old. 

Luke| 5:37 And no man putteth new wineintoold bottles; elsethenew winewill burstthe 
bottles, and bespilled, and the bottles shall perish. 

Luke| 5:38 But new wine must be put into new bottles; and both are preserved. 

Luke| 5:39 N o man also having drunk old [wine] straightway desireth new: for he saith, 
The old isbetter. 

Luke| 6: 1 And it came to pass on the second sabbath after the first, that he went through 
the corn fields; and his disciples plucked the ears of corn, anddideat, rubbing [them] in 
[their] hands. 

Luke| 6:2 And certain of the P hari sees sai d unto them, Whydo yethatwhich isnotlawful 
to do on the sabbath days? 

Luke| 6:3 Andjesusansweringthem said, Haveye not read so much asthis, whatDavid 
did, when himself was an hungered, and they which were with him; 

Luke| 6:4 H ow he went into the houseofGod, and did takeand eattheshowbread, and 
gave also to them that were with him; which it is not lawful to eat but for the priests alone? 

Luke| 6:5 And he said unto them, That the Son of man is Lord also of the sabbath. 

Luke| 6:6 And it came to pass also on another sabbath, that he entered into the synagogue 
and taught: and there was a man whose right hand was withered. 

Luke| 6:7 And the scribes and Phariseeswatched him, whether he would heal on the 
sabbath day; that they might find an accusation against him. 
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Luke| 6:8 But he knew their thoughts, and said to the man which had the withered hand, 
Rise up, and stand forth in the midst. And he arose and stood forth. 

Luke| 6:9Then saidjesusunto them, I will askyou onething; Isit lawful on thesabbath 
daysto do good, or to do evi I ? to save life, or to destroy [it]? 

Luke| 6:10 And looking round about upon them all, he said unto the man, Stretch forth thy 
hand. And hedid so: and hishand wasrestored wholeastheother. 

Luke| 6:11 And they werefilled with madness; and communed onewith another whatthey 
might do tojesus. 

Luke| 6:12 And it came to pass in those days, that he went out into a mountain to pray, and 
continued all night in prayer to God. 

Luke| 6:13 And when it wasday, hecalled [unto him] hisdisciples: and of them hechose 
twelve, whom also he named apostles; 

Luke| 6:14 Simon, (whom he also named Peter,) and Andrew his brother, James and John, 
Philip and Bartholomew, 

Luke| 6:15 Matthew and Thomas, James the [son] of Alphaeus, and Simon called Zelotes, 

Luke| 6:16 And J udas [the brother] of James, andjudaslscariot, which also was the traitor. 

Luke| 6:17 And he came down with them, and stood inthe plain, and thecompany of his 
disciples, and a great multitude of people out of all J udaea and J erusalem, and from the sea 
coast of Tyreand Sidon, which cameto hear him, and to be healed of their diseases; 

Luke| 6:18 And they that were vexed with unclean spirits: and they were healed. 
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Luke| 6:19 And the whole multitude sought to touch him: for there went virtue out of 
him, and healed [them] all. 

Luke| 6:20 And he lifted up hiseyeson hisdisciples, and said, Blessed [beye] poor: for 
yoursisthekingdom of God. 

Luke| 6:21 Blessed [areye] that hunger now: for yeshall befilled. Blessed [areye] that 
weep now: for yeshall laugh. 

Luke| 6:22 Blessed areye, when men shall hateyou, and when they shall separateyou 
[from their company], and shall reproach [you], and cast out your name asevil, for the Son 
of man'ssake. 

Luke| 6:23 Rejoice ye in that day, and leap for joy: for, behold, your reward [is] great in 
heaven: for in the I i ke manner did their fathers unto the prophets. 

Luke| 6:24 But woe unto you that are rich! for ye have received your consolation. 

Luke| 6:25 W oe unto you that arefull! for ye shall hunger. W oe unto you that laugh now! 
for ye shall mourn and weep. 

Luke| 6:26 Woe unto you, when all men shall speakwell of you! for so di d their fathers to 
the false prophets. 

Luke| 6:27 But I say unto you which hear, Loveyour enemies, do good to them which hate 
you, 

Luke| 6:28 Blessthem that curseyou, and pray for them which despitefully useyou. 

Luke| 6:29 And unto him that smiteth thee on the [one] cheek offer also the other; and him 
that taketh away thy cloak forbid not [to take thy] coat also. 

Luke| 6:30 G ive to every man that asketh of thee; and of him that taketh away thy goods 
ask [them] not again. 
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Luke| 6:31 And asyewould that men shoulddo to you, doyealsoto them likewise. 

Luke| 6:32 For if ye lovethem which love you, whatthank haveye?for sinners also love 
thosethat love them. 

Luke| 6:33 And if yedo good to them which do good to you, whatthank haveye?for 
sinners also do even the same. 

Luke| 6:34 And if yelend [to them] of whom ye hopeto receive, whatthank haveye?for 
sinners also lend to sinners, to receive as much again. 

Luke| 6:35 But loveyeyour enemies, and do good, and lend, hopingfor nothing again; and 
your reward shall be great, and ye shall be the children of the H ighest: for he is kind unto 
the unthankful and [to] the evil. 

Luke| 6:36 Beyethereforemerciful, as your Father also ismerciful. 

Luke| 6:37 Judge not, and ye shall not bejudged: condemn not, and ye shall not be 
condemned: forgive, and ye shall beforgiven: 

Luke 6:38 G ive, and it shall be given unto you; good measure, pressed down, and shaken 
together, and running over, shall men give into your bosom. For with the same measure 
that ye mete withal it shall be measured to you again. 

Luke| 6:39 And he spake a parable unto them, Can the blind lead the blind? shall they not 
bothfall into theditch? 

Luke| 6:40 The disciple is not above his master: but every one that is perfect shall be as his 
master. 

Luke| 6:41 And why beholdest thou the mote that is in thy brother's eye, but perceivest 
not the beam that i s i n thine own eye? 
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Luke| 6:42 Either how canst thou say to thy brother, Brother, let me puli out the mote that 
is in thine eye, when thou thyself beholdest not the beam that is in thine own eye?Thou 
hypocrite, cast out first the beam out of thine own eye, and then shalt thou see clearly to 
puli out the mote that is in thy brother's eye. 

Luke| 6:43 For a good tree bringeth not forth corrupt fruit; neither doth a corrupt tree 
bring forth good fruit. 

Luke| 6:44 For every tree is known by his own fruit. For of thorns men do not gather figs, 
nor of a bramble bush gather they grapes. 

Luke| 6:45 A good man out of the good treasure of his heart bringeth forth that which is 
good; and an evil man out of the evil treasure of his heart bringeth forth that which is evil: 
for of the abundance of the heart his mouth speaketh. 

Luke| 6:46 And whycall yeme, Lord, Lord, and do not the things which I say? 

Luke| 6:47 W hosoever cometh to me, and heareth my sayings, and doeth them, I will show 
you to whom he isi i ke: 

Luke| 6:48 H e islikeaman which built an house, and digged deep, and laid thefoundation 
on a rock: and when the flood arose, the stream beat vehemently upon that house, and 
could not shake it: for it wasfounded upon a rock. 

Luke| 6:49 But he that heareth, and doeth not, islikeaman that withoutafoundation built 
an house upon the earth; against which the stream did beat vehemently, and immediately it 
fell; and the ruin of that house wasgreat. 

Luke| 7:1 N ow when hehadended all his sayings in the audienceof the people, heentered 
into Capernaum. 

Luke| 7:2 And acertain centurion'sservant, who wasdear unto him, wassick, and ready to 
die. 
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Luke| 7:3 And when heheard ofjesus, hesentunto him theeldersof thejews, beseeching 
him that he would come and heal his servant. 

Luke| 7:4 And when they came to J esus, they besought him instantly, saying, That hewas 
worthy for whom he should do this: 

Luke| 7:5 For he loveth our nation, and he hath built us a synagogue. 

Luke| 7:6ThenJesuswent with them. And when hewas now notfar fromthe house, the 
centurion sentfriendsto him, saying unto him, Lord, trouble not thyself: for I am not 
worthy that thou shouldest enter under my roof: 

Luke| 7:7 W herefore neither thought I myself worthy to come unto thee: but say in a 
word, and my servant shall be healed. 

Luke| 7:8 For I also am a man set under authority, having under me soldiers, and I say unto 
one, G o, and he goeth; and to another, Come, and he cometh; and to my servant, Do this, 
and he doeth [it]. 

Luke| 7:9 W hen J esus heard these things, he marvelled at him, and turned him about, and 
said unto the people that followed him, I say unto you, I have not found so great faith, no, 
not i n Israel. 

Luke| 7:10 And they that weresent, returningto the house, found the servant w ho I e that 
had been sick. 

Luke| 7:11 And it cameto pass the day after, that hewent into acity called N ain; and many 
of his disciples went with him, and much people. 

Luke| 7:12 Now when he came nighto the gateof the city, behold, therewasadead man 
carried out, theonly son of hismother, and shewasawidow: and much people of the city 
waswith her. 
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Luke| 7:13 And when the Lord saw her, he had compassion on her, and said unto her, 
W eep not. 

Luke| 7:14 And hecameand touched the bier: and they that bare[him] stood sti II. And he 
said, Young man, I say unto thee, Arise. 

Luke| 7:15 And hethat wasdead sat up, and began to speak. And hedelivered him to his 
mother. 

Luke| 7:16 And therecameafear onall: and they glorified God, saying, Thatagreat 
prophet is risen up among us; and, That God hath visited his people. 

Luke| 7:17 And this rumour of him went forth throughout all J udaea, and throughout all 
the region round about. 

Luke| 7:18 And the disciplesof John showed him of all thesethings. 

Luke| 7:19 And J ohn calling [unto him] two of his disciples sent [them] to J esus, saying, Art 
thou he that should come? or look we for another? 

Luke| 7:20 When the men were come unto him, they said, J ohn Baptisthath sent usunto 
thee, saying, Art thou he that should come? or look we for another? 

Luke| 7:21 And in that same hour hecured many of [their] infirmitiesand plagues, and of 
evil spirits; and unto many [that were] blind he gave sight. 

Luke| 7:22 Then J esus answering said unto them, Goyourway, and tell John whatthings 
ye have seen and heard; how that the blind see, the lame walk, the lepers are cleansed, the 
deaf hear, the dead are raised, to the poor the gospel is preached. 

Luke| 7:23 And blessed is [he], whosoever shall not beoffended in me. 
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7:24 And when the messengersof John weredeparted, he began to speak unto the 
e concerningjohn, W hat went ye out into the wildernessfor to see? A reed shaken 



withthewind? 
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Luke| 7:25 But what went ye out for to see? A man clothed in soft raiment? Behold, they 
which are gorgeously apparelled, and livedelicately, are in kings' courts. 

Luke| 7:26 But what went ye out for to see? A prophet? Yea, I sayunto you, and much 
more than a prophet. 

Luke| 7:27 This is [he], of whom itiswritten, Behold, I send my messenger beforethy 
face, which shall prepare thy way before thee. 

Luke| 7:28 For I say unto you, Among those that are born of women there is not a greater 
prophet than J ohn the Baptist: but he that is least in the kingdom of G od is greater than he. 

Luke| 7:29 And all the people that heard [him], and the publicans, justified God, being 
baptized with the baptism of John. 

Luke| 7:30 But the Pharisees and lawyers rejected the counsel of God against themselves, 
being not baptized of him. 

Luke| 7:31 And theLord said, Whereunto then shall I liken the men of this generation? and 
to what are they I i ke? 

Luke| 7:32 They are I i ke unto children sitting in the marketplace, and callingoneto 
another, and saying, W e have piped unto you, and ye have not danced; we have mourned 
to you, and ye have not wept. 

Luke| 7:33 For J ohn the Baptist cameneither eating bread nor drinking wine; and yesay, 
H e hath adevil. 

Luke| 7:34 The Son of man iscome eating and drinking; and yesay, Behold a gluttonous 
man, and awinebibber, afriend of publicans and sinners! 
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Luke| 7:35 But wisdom isjustified of all her children. 



Luke| 7:36 And oneof the Pharisees desired him that he would eat with him. And he went 
into the Pharisee's house, and sat down to meat. 

Luke| 7:37 And, behold, awoman in thecity, which wasasinner, when sheknew that 
U esus] sat at meat in the Pharisee's house, brought an alabaster box of ointment, 

Luke| 7:38 And stood at hisfeet behind [him] weeping, and began to wash hisfeet with 
tears, and did wipe [them] with the hairsof her head, and kissed hisfeet, and anointed 
[them] with the ointment. 

Luke| 7:39 Now when the Pharisee which had bidden him saw [it], hespake within himself, 
saying, This man, if he were a prophet, would have known who and what manner of 
woman [this i s] that toucheth him: for she is a sinner. 

Luke| 7:40 And Jesusanswering said unto him, Simon, I havesomewhatto say unto thee. 
And hesaith, Master, say on. 

Luke| 7:41 There was a certain creditor which had two debtors: the one owed five hundred 
pence, and the other fifty. 

Luke| 7:42 And when they had nothingto pay, hefrankly forgavethem both. Tell me 
therefore, which of them will love him most? 

Luke| 7:43 Simon answered and said, I supposethat [he], to whom heforgave most. And 
he said unto him, Thou hast rightly judged. 

Luke| 7:44 And he turned to the woman, and said unto Simon, Seest thou this woman? I 
entered into thine house, thou gavest me no water for my feet: but she hath washed my 
feet with tears, and wiped [them] with the hairsof her head. 

Luke| 7:45 Thou gavest me no kiss: but this woman since the time I came in hath not 
ceased to kiss my feet. 
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Luke| 7:46 M y head with oil thou didst not anoint: but this woman hath anointed my feet 
with ointment.

7:47 W herefore I say unto thee, Her sins, which are many, areforgiven; for she 
much: but to whom little isforgiven, [thesame] loveth little. 



Luke| 7:48 And hesaid unto her, T hy sins areforgiven. 

Luke| 7:49 And they that sat at meat with him began to say within themselves, W ho isthis 
that forgiveth sinsalso? 

Luke| 7:50 And he said to the woman, Thy faith hath saved thee; go in peace. 

Luke| 8:1 And it cameto passafterward, that he went throughout every city and village, 
preaching and showing the glad tidings of the kingdom of God: and the twelve [were] with 
him, 

Luke| 8:2 And certain women, which had been healed of evil spiritsand infirmities, Mary 
called M agdalene, out of whom went seven devils, 

Luke| 8:3 Andjoannathewifeof ChuzaHerod'ssteward, and Susanna, and manyothers, 
which ministered unto him of their substance. 

Luke| 8:4 And when much people were gathered together, and were come to him out of 
every city, he spake by a parable: 

Luke| 8:5 A sower went out to sow hisseed: and as he sowed, somefell by theway side; 
and itwastrodden down, and thefowlsof the air devoured it. 

Luke| 8:6 And somefell uponarock; and assoon asitwassprungup, it withered away, 
because it lacked moisture. 

Luke| 8:7 And somefell amongthorns; and the thorns sprang up with it, and choked it. 
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Luke| 8:8 And other fell on good ground, and sprang up, and barefruit an hundredfold. 
Andwhen hehad said these things, hecried, H e that hath ears to hear, lethimhear. 



Luke| 8:9 And his disciples asked him, saying, Whatmight this parable be? 

Luke| 8:10 And hesaid, Unto you it isgiven to know the mysteriesof the kingdom of God 
but to others in parables; that seeing they might not see, and hearing they might not 
understand. 

Luke| 8:11 Now the parable isthis: Theseed isthe word of God. 

Luke| 8:12 Those by the waysideare they that hear; then cometh thedevil, and taketh 
away the word out of their hearts, lest they should believe and be saved.

8:13 They on therock [are they], which, when they hear, receive the word withjoy; 



and these have no root, which for a while believe, and in time of temptation fail away. 

Luke| 8:14 And that which fell amongthorns are they, which, when they have heard, go 
forth, and are choked with cares and riches and pleasures of [this] life, and bring no fruit to 
perfection. 

Luke| 8:15 But that on the good ground are they, which in an honest and good heart, 
having heard the word, keep [it], and bring forth fruit with patience. 

Luke| 8:16 N o man, when he hath lighted acandle, covereth it with a vessel, or putteth [it] 
under a bed; but setteth [it] on a candlestick, that they which enter in may see the light. 

Luke| 8:17 For nothing issecret, that shall not be made manifest; neither [any thing] hid, 
that shall not be know n and come abroad. 

Luke| 8:18 Take heed therefore how ye hear: for whosoever hath, to him shall be given; 
and whosoever hath not, from him shall betaken even that which he seemeth to have. 
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Luke| 8:19 T hen cameto him [his] mother and his brethren, and could not comeat him for 
the press. 

Luke| 8:20 And it wastold him [by certain] which said, Thy mother and thy brethren stand 
without, desiringto seethee. 

Luke| 8:21 And he answered and said unto them, M y mother and my brethren are these 
which hear the word of God, and do it. 

Luke| 8:22 Now it cameto passon a certain day, that hewent into aship with hisdisciples: 
and he said unto them, Let us go over unto the other side of the lake. And they launched 
forth. 

Luke| 8:23 But as they sailed hefell asleep: and therecamedown astorm of wind on the 
lake; and they werefilled [with water], and were in jeopardy. 

Luke| 8:24 And they cameto him, andawokehim, saying, Master, master, weperish. 
T hen he arose, and rebuked the wind and the raging of the water: and they ceased, and 
there wasacalm. 

Luke| 8:25 And he said unto them, W here isyour faith? And they being afraid wondered, 
saying oneto another, W hat manner of man isthis! for he commandeth even the windsand 
water, and they obey him. 

Luke| 8:26 And they arrived at the country of the Gadarenes, which isover against Galilee. 

Luke| 8:27 And when he went forth to land, there met him out of the city a certain man, 
which had devils long time, and ware no clothes, neither abode in [any] house, but in the 
tombs. 

Luke| 8:28 When hesaw Jesus, hecried out, and fell down beforehim, and with aloud 
voice said, W hat have I to do with thee, J esus, [thou] Son of God most high? I beseech thee, 
torment me not. 
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Luke| 8:29 (For he had commanded the unclean spirit to come out of the man. For 
oftentimes it had caught him: and he was kept bound with chains and in fetters; and he 
brakethe bands, and wasdriven of thedevil into thewilderness.) 

Luke| 8:30 Andjesusasked him, saying, What isthy name?And hesaid, Legion: because 
many devilswere entered into him. 

Luke| 8:31 And they besought him that he would not command them to go out into the 
deep. 

Luke| 8:32 And there was there an herd of many swine feeding on the mountain: and they 
besought him that he would suffer them to enter into them. And he suffered them. 

Luke| 8:33 Then went the devils out ofthe man, and entered into the swine: and the herd 
ran violently down a steep place into the lake, and were choked. 

Luke| 8:34 W hen they that fed [them] saw what wasdone, they fled, and went and told [it] 
in the city and in the country. 

Luke| 8:35 Then they went out to see what wasdone; and cametojesus, andfound the 
man, out of whom the devilswere departed, sitting at the feet of Jesus, clothed, and in his 
right mind: and they were afraid. 

Luke| 8:36 They also which saw [it] told them by what means he that was possessed of the 
devils was healed. 

Luke| 8: 37 T hen the w hole multitude of the country of the G adarenes round about 
besought him to depart from them; for they were taken with great fear: and he went up 
into the ship, and returned back again. 

Luke| 8:38 Now the man out of whom the devils were departed besought him that he 
might bewith him: butjesussent him away, saying, 
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Luke| 8:39 Return to thineown house, and show how greatthingsGod hath doneunto 
thee. And hewent hisway, and published throughoutthewholecity how great thingsj esus 
had doneunto him. 

Luke| 8:40 And it came to pass, that, when J esus was returned, the people [gladly] received 
him: for they were all waiting for him. 

Luke| 8:41 And, behold, there came a man named Jairus, and hewasaruler of the 
synagogue: and he fell down at J esus 1 feet, and besought him that he would come into his 
house: 

Luke| 8:42 For he had one only daughter, about twelve years of age, and she lay a dying. 
But as he went the people thronged him. 

Luke| 8:43 And a woman having an issue of blood twelve years, which had spent all her 
living upon physicians, neither could be healed of any, 

Luke| 8:44 Came behind [him], and touched the border of hisgarment: and immediately 
her issue of blood stanched.

8:45 And Jesussaid, W ho touched me?W hen all denied, Peter and they that were 
him said, M aster, the multitude throng thee and press [thee], and sayest thou, W ho 



touched me? 

Luke| 8:46 And J esus said, Somebody hath touched me: for I perceivethat virtueisgone 
out of me. 

Luke| 8:47 And when the woman saw that she was not hid, she came trembling, and falling 
down before him, she declared unto him before all the people for what cause she had 
touched him, and how she was healed immediately. 

Luke| 8:48 And hesaid unto her, Daughter, beof good comfort: thyfaith hath madethee 
whole; go i n peace. 
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Luke| 8:49 W hile he yet spake, there cometh one from the ruler of the synagogue's 
[house], sayingto him, Thydaughter isdead; troublenot the Master. 

Luke| 8:50 But w hen J esus heard [it], heanswered him, saying, Fear not: believe only, and 
sheshall bemadewhole. 

Luke| 8:51 And w hen he came into the house, he suffered no man to go in, save Peter, and 
J ames, and J ohn, and the father and the mother of the maiden. 

Luke| 8:52 And all wept, and bewailed her: but he said, W eep not; she is not dead, but 
sleepeth. 

Luke| 8:53 And they laughed him to scorn, knowingthat she was dead. 

Luke| 8:54 And he put them all out, and took her by the hand, and called, saying, M aid, 
arise. 

Luke| 8:55 And her spirit came again, and she arose straightway: and he commanded to 
give her meat. 

Luke| 8:56 And her parents were astonished: but he charged them that they should tell no 
man what wasdone. 

Luke| 9:1 Then he called histwelvedisciplestogether, and gavethem power and authority 
over all devils, and to cure diseases. 

Luke| 9:2 And he sent them to preach the kingdom of God, and to heal the sick. 

Luke| 9:3 And he said unto them, Take nothing for [your] journey, neither staves, nor 
scrip, neither bread, neither money; neither havetwo coatsapiece. 

Luke| 9:4 And whatsoever house ye enter into, there abide, and thence depart. 
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Luke| 9:5 And whosoever will not receiveyou, when yego out ofthatcity, shakeoffthe 
very dust from your feet for a testimony against them. 

Luke| 9:6 And they departed, and wentthroughthetowns, preaching the gospel, and 
heal i ng every w here. 

Luke| 9:7 Now Herod thetetrarch heard of all that wasdone by him: and he was 
perplexed, because that it was said of some, that J ohn was risen from the dead; 

Luke| 9:8 And of some, that Eliashad appeared; and of others, that oneof the old prophets 
was risen again. 

Luke| 9:9 And Herod said, John havel beheaded: but who isthis, of whom I hear such 
things? And he desired to see him. 

Luke| 9:10 And theapostles, when theywere returned, tol d him all that they had done. 
And he took them, and went aside privately into a desert place belonging to the city called 
Bethsaida. 

Luke| 9:11 And the people, when they knew [it], followed him: and he received them, and 
spake unto them of the kingdom of God, and healed them that had need of healing. 

Luke| 9:12 And when the day began to wear away, then came the twelve, and said unto 
him, Send the multitude away, that they may go into the towns and country round about, 
and lodge, and get victuals: for we are here in a desert place. 

Luke| 9:13 But hesaid unto them, Giveyethem to eat. And they said, Wehave no more 
but five loavesand two fishes; except we should go and buy meat for all this people. 

Luke| 9:14 For they were about five thousand men. And hesaidto hisdisciples, Makethem 
sit down by fifties in a company. 

Luke| 9:15 And they did so, and madethem all sit down. 

Luke| 9:16 Then he took the five loavesand the two fishes, and lookingupto heaven, he 
blessed them, and brake, and gave to the disciples to set before the multitude. 
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Luke| 9:17 And they did eat, and wereall filled: and therewastaken upof f ragments that 
remained to them twelve baskets. 

Luke| 9:18 And it cameto pass, ashewasalone praying, his disciples were with him: and 
he asked them, saying, W hom say the people that I am? 

Luke| 9:19 They answering said, John the Baptist; but some [say], E I i as; and others [say], 
that one of the old prophets is risen again. 

Luke| 9:20 H e said untothem, Butwhom say ye that I am?Peter answering said, The 
Christof God. 

Luke| 9:21 And he straitly charged them, and commanded [them] to tell no man that thing; 

Luke| 9:22 Saying, The Son of man must suffer many things, and be rejected of the elders 
and chief priests and scribes, and be slain, and be raised the third day. 

Luke| 9:23 And he said to [them] all, If any [man] will come after me, let him deny himself, 
and takeup hiscrossdaily, and follow me. 

Luke| 9:24 For whosoever will save hislifeshall loseit: butwhosoever will losehislifefor 
my sake, the same shall save it. 

Luke| 9:25 For what isaman advantaged, if hegain the whole world, and lose himself, or 
be cast away? 

Luke 9:26 For whosoever shall be ashamed of me and of my words, of him shall the Son of 
man be ashamed, when he shall come in his own glory, and [in his] Father's, and of the holy 
angel s. 

Luke| 9:27 But I tell you of atruth, there besomestanding here, which shall not taste of 
death, till they see the kingdom of God. 
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Luke| 9:28 And it came to pass about an eight days after these sayings, he took Peter and 
John and James, and went up into a mountain to pray. 

Luke| 9:29 And asheprayed, thefashion of hiscountenancewasaltered, and his raiment 
[wasjwhite [and] glistering. 

Luke| 9:30 And, behold, theretalked with him two men, which wereMosesand Elias: 

Luke| 9:31 W ho appeared in glory, and spakeof his decease which heshould accomplish at 
Jerusalem. 

Luke| 9:32 But Peter and they that were with him were heavy with sleep: and when they 
were awake, they saw his glory, and the two men that stood with him. 

Luke| 9:33 And it came to pass, as they departed from him, Peter said unto Jesus, M aster, 
it is good for us to be here: and let us make three tabernacles; one for thee, and one for 
Moses, and one for Elias: not knowing what hesaid. 

Luke| 9:34 Whilehethusspake, therecameadoud, and overshadowed them: and they 
feared as they entered into the cloud. 

Luke| 9:35 And there came a voiceoutof the cloud, saying, Thisismy beloved Son: hear 
him. 

Luke| 9:36 And when the voice was past, Jesus wasfound alone. And they kept [it] close, 
and told no man in those days any of those things which they had seen. 

Luke| 9:37 And it came to pass, that on the next day, when they were come down from the 
hill, much people met him. 

Luke| 9:38 And, behold, aman of thecompany cried out, saying, Master, I beseech thee, 
look upon my son: for he is mine only child. 

Luke| 9:39 And, lo, a spirit taketh him, and he suddenly crieth out; and it teareth him that 
hefoameth again, and bruising him hardly departeth from him. 
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Luke| 9:40 And I besought thy disciplesto casthimout; and theycould not. 

Luke| 9:41 And Jesusanswering said, O faithlessand perversegeneration, how longshall 
be with you, and suffer you? Bring thy son hither. 

Luke| 9:42 And ashewasyetacoming, thedevil threw him down, and tare [him]. And 
Jesus rebuked the unclean spirit, and healed the child, and delivered him again to hisfather.

9:43 And they were all amazed at the mighty power of God. But while they 



wondered every oneat all things which J esus did, hesaid unto hisdisciples, 

Luke| 9:44 Let these sayings sink down into your ears: for the Son of man shall be delivered 
into the handsof men. 

Luke| 9:45 But they understood not this saying, and it was hid from them, that they 
perceived it not: and they feared to ask him of that saying. 

Luke| 9:46 T hen there arose a reasoning among them, which of them should be greatest. 

Luke| 9:47 And J esus, perceivingthethought of their heart, tookachild, and set him by 
him, 

Luke| 9:48 And said unto them, W hosoever shall receive this child in my name receiveth 
me: and whosoever shall receive me receiveth him that sent me: for he that is least among 
you all, the same shall begreat. 

Luke| 9:49 And John answered and said, Master, wesaw onecastingout devilsinthy 
name; and weforbad him, because hefolloweth not with us. 

Luke| 9:50 And J esus said unto him, Forbid [him] not: for hethat is not against usisfor us. 

Luke| 9:51 And it cameto pass, when the time was come that he should be received up, he 
stedfastly set hisface to go to J erusalem, 
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Luke| 9:52 And sent messengers before hisface: and they went, and entered into a village 
of the Samaritans, to make ready for him. 

Luke| 9:53 And they did not receivehim, becausehisfacewasasthough hewould goto 
Jerusalem. 

Luke| 9:54 And when hisdisciplesjames and John saw [this], they said, Lord, wiltthou 
that we command fire to come down from heaven, and consume them, even as Elias did? 

Luke| 9:55 But heturned, and rebuked them, and said, Ye know not what manner of spirit 
ye are of. 

Luke| 9:56 For the Son of man is not come to destroy men's lives, but to save [them]. And 
they went to another village. 

Luke| 9:57 And it came to pass, that, as they went in the way, a certain [man] said unto 
him, Lord, I will follow thee whithersoever thou goest. 

Luke| 9:58 And J esus said unto him, Foxes have holes, and birdsof the air [have] nests; but 
the Son of man hath not whereto lay [his] head. 

Luke| 9:59 And he said unto another, Follow me. But hesaid, Lord, suffer mefirstto go 
and bury my father. 
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9:60 J esus said unto him, Letthedead bury their dead: but go thou and preach the 



kingdom of God. 

Luke| 9:61 And another also said, Lord, I will follow thee; but let mefirst go bid them 
farewell, which are at home at my house. 

Luke| 9:62 And J esus said unto him, N o man, having put hishand to the plow, and looking 
back, isfit for the kingdom of God. 

Luke| 10:1 After thesethingsthe Lord appointed other seventy also, and sent them two 
and two before hisface into every city and place, whither he himself would come. 
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Luke| 10:2 Therefore said heunto them, The harvest truly [is] great, but the labourers [are] 
few: pray ye therefore the Lord of the harvest, that he would send forth labourers into his 
harvest. 

Luke| 10:3 G o your ways: behold, I send you forth aslambsamong wolves. 

Luke| 10:4 Carry neither purse, nor scrip, nor shoes: and salute no man by the way. 

Luke| 10:5 And into whatsoever house ye enter, first say, Peace [be] to this house. 

Luke| 10:6 And iftheson of peace be there, your peace shal I restupon it: if not, itshall 
tur n to you again. 

Luke| 10:7 And inthesame house remain, eatingand drinkingsuch thingsasthey give: for 
the labourer isworthy of hishire. G o notfrom house to house. 

Luke| 10:8 And into whatsoever cityye enter, and they receive you, eatsuchthingsasare 
set beforeyou: 

Luke| 10:9 And heal the sick that are therein, and say unto them, The kingdom of God is 
come nigh unto you. 

Luke| 10: 10 But into whatsoever city ye enter, and they receive you not, go your ways out 
into the streets of the same, and say, 

Luke| 10:11 Even the very dust of your city, which cleaveth on us, wedo wipeoff against 
you: notwithstanding be ye sure of this, that the kingdom of God is come nigh unto you. 

Luke| 10:12 But I say unto you, that it shall be moretolerable in that day for Sodom, than 
for that city. 

Luke| 10: 13 W oe unto thee, Chorazin! woeuntothee, Bethsaida! for if themighty works 
had been done in Tyre and Sidon, which have been done in you, they had a great while ago 
repented, sitting i n sackcloth and ashes. 
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Luke| 10:14 But itshall be moretolerablefor Tyreand Sidon at the judgment, thanfor 
you. 

Luke| 10:15 And thou, Capernaum, which art exalted to heaven, shalt bethrust down to 
hell. 

Luke| 10:16 Hethat heareth you heareth me; and hethat despiseth you despiseth me; and 
he that despiseth me despiseth him that sent me. 

Luke| 10:17 And theseventy returned again with joy, saying, Lord, even thedevilsare 
subject unto usthrough thy name. 

Luke| 10:18 And hesaid unto them, I beheld Satan aslightningfall from heaven. 

Luke| 10:19 Behold, I give unto you power to tread on serpentsand scorpions, and over all 
the power of the enemy: and nothing shall by any means hurt you. 

Luke| 10:20 Notwithstanding in thisrejoice not, that the spiritsare subject unto you; but 
rather rejoice, becauseyour namesarewritten in heaven. 

Luke| 10:21 1 n that hour Jesus rejoiced in spirit, and said, I thankthee, O Father, Lord of 
heaven and earth, that thou hast hid thesethings from thewiseand prudent, and hast 
revealed them unto babes: even so, Father; for so it seemed good in thy sight. 

Luke| 10:22 All thingsaredelivered to meof my Father: and no man knoweth who theSon 
is, but the Father; and who the Father is, but the Son, and [he] to whom the Son will reveal 
[him]. 

Luke| 10:23 And heturned him unto [his] disciples, and said privately, Blessed [are]the 
eyes which see the things that ye see: 

Luke| 10:24 For I tell you, that many prophetsand kingshavedesired to see those things 
which ye see, and have not seen [them]; and to hear those things which ye hear, and have 
not heard [them]. 
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Luke| 10:25 And, behold, acertain lawyer stood up, and tempted hinri, saying, Master, 
what shall I do to inherit eter nal life? 

Luke| 10:26 Hesaid unto him, What iswritten in the law?how readest thou? 

Luke| 10:27 And he answering said, Thou shalt love the Lord thy God with all thy heart, 
and with all thy soul, and with all thy strength, and with all thy mind; and thy neighbour as 
thyself. 

Luke| 10:28 And hesaid unto him, Thou hastanswered right: thisdo, and thou shalt live. 

Luke| 10:29 But he, willingto justify himself, said untojesus, And who ismy neighbour? 

Luke| 10:30 And J esus answering said, A certain [man] went down from J erusalem to 
Jericho, and fell among thieves, which stripped him of hisraiment, and wounded [him], 
and departed, leaving [him] half dead. 

Luke| 10:31 And by chance there came down acertain priest that way: and when hesaw 
him, he passed by on the other side. 

Luke| 10:32 And likewise a Levite, when hewasatthe place, came and looked [on him], 
and passed by on the other side. 

Luke| 10:33 But a certain Samaritan, ashejourneyed, camewhere hewas: and when he 
saw him, he had compassion [on him], 

Luke| 10:34 And wentto [him], and bound up hiswounds, pouring in oil and wine, and set 
him on his own beast, and brought him to an inn, and took care of him. 

Luke| 10:35 And on the morrow when he departed, hetook out two pence, and gave 
[them] to the host, and said unto him, Take care of him; and whatsoever thou spendest 
more, when I comeagain, I will repay thee. 
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Luke| 10:36 W hich now of these three, thinkestthou, wasneighbour unto him thatfell 
among the thieves?

10:37 And hesaid, Hethatshowed mercy on him. Then saidjesusunto him, Go, 



and dothou likewise. 

Luke| 10:38 Now it cameto pass, asthey went, that heentered into acertain village: and a 
certain woman named Martha received him into her house. 

Luke| 10:39 And she had a sister called M ary, w hich also sat at Jesus' feet, and heard his 
word. 

Luke| 10:40 But Martha wascumbered about much serving, and cameto him, and said, 
Lord, dost thou not care that my sister hath left me to serve alone? bid her therefore that 
she help me. 

Luke| 10:41 And Jesus answered and said unto her, Martha, Martha, thou art careful and 
troubled about many things: 

Luke| 10:42 But one thing is needful: and M ary hath chosen that good part, w hich shall not 
be taken away from her. 

Luke| 11:1 And it came to pass, that, as he was praying in a certain place, when he ceased, 
oneof his disciples said unto him, Lord, teach usto pray, asjohn also taught hisdisciples. 

Luke| 11:2 And he said unto them, W hen ye pray, say, O ur Father which art in heaven, 
Hallowed bethy name. Thy kingdom come. Thy will bedone, asin heaven, so in earth. 

Luke| 11:3 G ive us day by day our daily bread. 

Luke| 11:4 And forgive us our sins; for we also forgive every one that is indebted to us. 
And lead us not into temptation; but deliver usfrom evil. 

Luke| 11:5 And hesaid unto them, Which of you shall haveafriend, and shall go unto him 
at midnight, and say unto him, Friend, lend me three loaves; 
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Luke| 11:6 For afriend of minein hisjourney iscometo me, and I havenothingtoset 
beforehim? 

Luke| 11:7 And hefrom within shall answer and say, Trouble me not: thedoor isnow 
shut, and my children are with me in bed; I cannot rise and give thee. 

Luke| 11:81 say unto you, Though hewill not rise and give him, because he is hisfriend, 
yet because of his importunity he will rise and give him as many as he needeth. 

Luke| 11:9 And I say unto you, Ask, and it shall be given you; seek, and ye shall find; 
knock, and it shall be opened unto you. 

Luke| 11:10 For every one that asketh receiveth; and he that seeketh findeth; and to him 
that knocketh it shall be opened. 

Luke| 11:11 If ason shall ask bread of any of you that isafather, will hegive him astone? 
or if [he ask] a fish, will heforafish give him aserpent? 

Luke| 11:12 O r if he shall askan egg, will heoffer him ascorpion? 

Luke| 11:13 Ifyethen, beingevil, know how to givegood gifts unto your children: how 
much more shall [your] heavenly Father give the H oly Spirit to them that ask him? 

Luke| 11: 14 And he was casting out a devil, and it wasdumb. And itcameto pass, when 
the devil was gone out, the dumb spake; and the people wondered. 

Luke| 11:15 But some of them said, Hecasteth out devilsthrough Beelzebubthechief of 
the devil s. 

Luke| 11:16 And others, tempting [him], sought of himasign from heaven. 

Luke| 11:17 But he, knowing their thoughts, said unto them, Every kingdom divided 
against itself is brought to desolation; and a house [divided] against a house falleth. 
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Luke| 11:18 If Satan also bedivided against himself, how shall hiskingdom stand? because 
ye say that I cast out devilsthrough Beelzebub. 

Luke| 11:19 And if I by Beelzebub cast out devils, by whom do your sonscast [them] out? 
therefore shall they be your judges. 

Luke| 11:20 But if I with the finger of God cast out devils, no doubt the kingdom of God is 
come upon you. 

Luke| 11:21 W hen astrong man armed keepeth hispalace, hisgoodsare in peace: 

Luke| 11:22 But when a stronger than he shall come upon him, and overcome him, he 
takethfrom him all hisarmour wherein hetrusted, and divideth hisspoils. 

Luke| 11:23 H e that isnot with me is against me: and he that gathereth not with me 
scattereth. 

Luke| 11:24 W hen the unclean spirit is gone out of a man, he walketh through dry places, 
seeking rest; and finding none, he saith, I will return unto my house whence I came out. 

Luke| 11:25 And when hecometh, hefindeth [it] swept and garnished. 

Luke| 11:26 Then goeth he, and taketh [to him] seven other spirits more wicked than 
himself; and they enter i n, and dwell there: and the last [state] of that man isworsethan the 
first. 

Luke| 11:27 And itcameto pass, ashespakethesethings, acertain woman of thecompany 
lifted up her voice, and said unto him, Blessed [is] the womb that bare thee, and the paps 
which thou hast sucked. 

Luke| 11:28 But he said, Yea rather, blessed [are] they that hear the word of God, and keep 
it. 
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Luke| 11:29 And when the people were gathered thick together, he began to say, This isan 
evil generation: they seek a sign; and there shall no sign be given it, but the sign of Jonas 
the prophet. 

Luke| 11:30 For asjonaswasasign unto the N inevites, so shall also theSon of man beto 
this generation. 

Luke| 11:31 The queen of the south shall rise up in the judgment with the men of this 
generation, and condemn them: for she came from the utmost parts of the earth to hear the 
wisdom of Solomon; and, behold, agreater than Solomon [is] here. 

Luke| 11:32 The men of Nineveshall rise upin the judgment with this generation, and 
shall condemn it: for they repented at the preaching of Jonas; and, behold, agreater than 
Jonas [is] here. 

Luke| 11:33 N o man, when he hath lighted acandle, putteth [it] in asecret place, neither 
under a bushel, but on a candlestick, that they which come in may see the light. 

Luke| 11:34 The light of the bodyis the eye: thereforewhen thineeyeissingle, thywhole 
body also isfull of light; but when [thineeye] isevil, thy body also [ i s] f u 1 1 of darkness. 

Luke| 11:35 Take heed therefore that the light which is in thee be not darkness. 
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11:36 If thy whole body therefore [be] full of light, having no part dark, the whole 



shall be full of light, as when the bright shining of a candle doth give thee light. 

Luke| 11:37 And as he spake, a certain Pharisee besought him to dine with him: and he 
went i n, and sat down to meat. 

Luke| 11:38 And when the Pharisee saw [it], he marvelled that he had not first washed 
beforedinner. 
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Luke| 11:39 And the Lord said unto him, N ow do ye Pharisees make clean the outside of 
the cup and the platter; but your inward part isfull of ravening and wickedness. 

Luke| 11:40 [Ye] fools, did not hethat madethat which iswithout makethat which is 
within also? 

Luke| 11:41 But rather givealmsof such thingsasyehave; and, behold, all thingsare clean 
unto you. 

Luke| 11:42 But woe unto you, Pharisees! for ye tithe mint and rue and all manner of 
herbs, and pass over judgment and the love of God: these ought ye to have done, and not to 
leavethe other undone. 

Luke| 11:43 W oe unto you, Pharisees! for ye love the uppermost seats in the synagogues, 
and greetings i n the markets. 

Luke| 11:44 W oe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye are as graves which 
appear not, and the men that walk over [them] are not aware [of them]. 

Luke| 11:45 Then answered oneof thelawyers, and said unto him, Master, thussaying 
thou reproachestusalso. 

Luke| 11:46 And he said, W oe unto you also, [ye] lawyers! for ye lade men with burdens 
grievousto be borne, and yeyourselvestouch not the burdens with one of your fingers. 

Luke| 11:47 W oe unto you! for ye build the sepulchresof the prophets, and your fathers 
killed them. 

Luke| 11:48 Truly ye bear witnessthatyeallow thedeedsof your fathers: forthey indeed 
killed them, and ye build their sepulchres. 

Luke| 11:49 T herefore also said thewisdom of God, I will send them prophets and 
apostles, and [some] of them they shall slay and persecute: 
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Luke| 11:50 That the blood of all the prophets, which wasshed from thefoundation of the 
worid, may be required of thisgeneration; 

Luke| 11:51 From the blood of Abel unto the blood of Zacharias, which perished between 
the altar and the temple: verily I say unto you, It shall be required of this generation. 

Luke| 11:52 W oe unto you, lawyers! for ye have taken away the key of knowledge: ye 
entered not in yourselves, and them that were entering in ye hindered. 

Luke| 11:53 And as hesaid thesethingsunto them, thescribesand the Phariseesbegan to 
urge [him] vehemently, and to provoke him to speak of many things: 

Luke| 11:54 Laying wait for him, and seeking to catch something out of his mouth, that 
they mightaccusehim. 

Luke| 12:1 In the mean time, when there were gathered together an innumerable 
multitude of people, insomuch that they trode one upon another, he began to say unto his 
disciples first of all, Bewareyeof theleaven of the P hari sees, which ishypocrisy. 

Luke| 12:2 For there is nothing covered, that shall not be revealed; neither hid, that shall 
not be known. 

Luke| 12:3Thereforewhatsoever ye havespoken in darkness shall be heard inthelight; 
and that which ye have spoken in the ear in closets shall be proclaimed upon the housetops. 

Luke| 12:4 And I say unto you my friends, Be not afraid of them that kill the body, and 
after that have no more that they can do. 

Luke| 12:5 But I will forewarn you whom ye shall fear: Fear him, which after he hath killed 
hath power to cast into hell; yea, I say unto you, Fear him. 
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Luke| 12:6 Are not five sparrowssold for two farthings, and notoneof them isforgotten 
beforeGod? 

Luke| 12:7 But even the very hairs of your head are all numbered. Fear not therefore: ye 
are of more value than many sparrows. 

Luke| 12:8 Also I say unto you, W hosoever shall confess me before men, him shall the Son 
of man also confess before the angels of God: 

Luke| 12:9 But hethat denieth me before men shall bedenied before the angels of God. 

Luke| 12:10 And whosoever shall speak a word against the Son of man, it shall beforgiven 
him: but unto him that blasphemeth against the Holy Ghost it shall not beforgiven. 

Luke| 12:11 And when they bring you unto the synagogues, and [unto] magistrates, and 
powers, take ye no thought how or what thing ye shall answer, or what ye shall say: 

Luke| 12:12 For the Holy Ghost shall teach you in thesamehour whatyeoughtto say. 

Luke| 12:13 And oneof thecompany said unto him, Master, speak to mybrother, thathe 
divide the inheritance with me. 

Luke| 12:14 And hesaid unto him, Man, who mademeajudgeor adivider over you? 

Luke| 12:15 And he said unto them, Take heed, and beware of covetousness: for a man's 
life consisteth not i n the abundance of the things which he possesseth. 

Luke| 12:16 And hespakeaparableunto them, saying, Theground of acertain rich man 
brought forth plentifully: 

Luke| 12:17 And he thought within himself, saying, W hat shall I do, because I have no 
room where to bestow my fruits? 
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Luke| 12:18 And hesaid, Thiswill I do: I will puli down my barns, and build greater; and 
therewill I bestow all myfruitsand my goods. 

Luke| 12:19 And I will say to my soul, Soul, thou hast much goods laid upfor many years; 
takethineease, eat, drink, [and] be merry. 

Luke| 12:20 But God said unto him, [Thou] fool, this night thy soul shall be required of 
thee: then whose shall those things be, which thou hast provided? 

Luke| 12:21 So [is] hethat layeth uptreasurefor himself, and isnot rich toward God. 

Luke| 12:22 And hesaid unto hisdisciples, Thereforel say unto you, Takenothoughtfor 
your life, what ye shall eat; neither for the body, what ye shall put on. 

Luke| 12:23 The life is more than meat, and the body [is more] than raiment. 

Luke| 12:24 Consider the ravens: for they neither sow nor reap; which neither have 
storehouse nor barn; and God feedeth them: how much more are ye better than the fowls? 

Luke| 12:25 And which of you with taking thought can add to his stature one cubit? 

Luke| 12:26 If yethen benotableto do thatthing which isleast, whytakeye thought for 
the rest? 

Luke| 12:27 Consider the lilies how they grow: they toil not, they spin not; and yet I say 
unto you, that Solomon in all his glory was not arrayed like one of these. 

Luke| 12:28 If then God so clothethegrass, which isto day in thefield, and to morrow is 
cast into the oven; how much more [will he clothe] you, O ye of little faith? 

Luke| 12:29 And seek not ye what ye shall eat, or what ye shall drink, neither beyeof 
doubtful mind. 

Luke| 12:30 For all these things do the nationsof the world seek after: and your Father 
knoweth that ye have need of these things. 
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Luke| 12:31 But rather seek yethe kingdom ofGod; and all these things shall beadded 
unto you. 
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12:32 Fear not, little flock; for it isyour Father'sgood pleasureto giveyou the 



kingdom. 

Luke| 12:33 Sel I that ye have, and givealms; provide yourselves bags which wax not old, a 
treasure in the heavensthat faileth not, where no thief approacheth, neither moth 
corrupteth. 

Luke| 12:34 For where your treasure is, therewill your heart bealso. 

Luke| 12:35 Let your loins be girded about, and [your] lights burning; 

Luke| 12:36 And ye yourselves like unto men thatwaitfor their lord, when hewill return 
from the wedding; that when he cometh and knocketh, they may open unto him 
immediately. 

Luke| 12:37 Blessed [are] those servants, whom the lord when he cometh shall find 
watching: verily I say unto you, that he shall gird himself, and makethem to sit down to 
meat, and will come forth and serve them. 

Luke| 12:38 And if he shall come in the second watch, or come in the third watch, and find 
[them] so, blessed are those servants. 

Luke| 12:39 And this know, that if the goodman of the house had known what hour the 
thief would come, he would have watched, and not have suffered his house to be broken 
through. 

Luke| 12:40 Be ye therefore ready also: for the Son of man cometh at an hour when ye 
think not. 

Luke| 12:41 Then Peter said unto him, Lord, speakest thou this parable unto us, or even to 
all? 
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Luke| 12:42 And the Lord said, W ho then isthatfaithful and wisesteward, whom [his] 
lord shall make ruler over his household, to give [them their] portion of meat in due 
season? 

Luke| 12:43 Blessed [is] that servant, whom his lord when he cometh shall find so doing. 

Luke| 12:44 Of a truth I say unto you, that hewill make him ruler over all that he hath. 

Luke| 12:45 Butand if that servant say i n his heart, M y lord delayeth hiscoming; and shall 
begin to beat the menservants and maidens, and to eat and drink, and to be drunken; 

Luke| 12:46 The lord of that servant w il I comein aday when helooketh not for [him], and 
at an hour when he is not aware, and will cut him in sunder, and will appoint him his 
portion with the unbelievers. 

Luke| 12:47 And that servant, which knew his lord's will, and prepared not [himself], 
neither did accordingto his will, shall be beaten with many [stripes]. 

Luke| 12:48 But he that knew not, and did commit things worthy of stripes, shall be beaten 
with few [stripes]. For unto whomsoever much isgiven, of him shall be much required: and 
to whom men have committed much, of him they will ask the more. 

Luke| 12:49 1 am cometo send fireon theearth; and what will I, if it bealready kindled? 

Luke| 12:50 But I have a baptism to be baptized with; and how am I straitened till it be 
accomplished! 

Luke| 12:51 Suppose ye that I am come to give peace on earth? I tell you, N ay; but rather 
division: 
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Luke| 12:52 Forfrom henceforththereshall befivein one house divided, three against 
two, and two against three. 

Luke| 12:53 The father shall be divided against theson, and theson against thefather; the 
mother against the daughter, and the daughter against the mother; the mother in law 
against her daughter i n law, and the daughter i n law against her mother i n law. 

Luke| 12:54 And he said also to the people, W hen ye see a cloud rise out of the west, 
straightway ye say, There cometh a shower; and so it is. 

Luke| 12:55 And when [ye see] the south wind blow, ye say, There will be heat; and it 
cometh to pass. 

Luke| 12:56 [Y e] hypocrites, ye can discern the face of the sky and of the earth; but how is 
it that ye do not discern thistime? 

Luke| 12:57 Yea, and why even of yourselvesjudge ye not what is right? 

Luke| 12:58 W hen thou goest with thine adversary to the magistrate, [as thou art] in the 
way, givediligence that thou mayest bedelivered from him; lest he hal e thee to the j udge, 
and the judge deliver thee to the officer, and the officer cast thee into prison. 

Luke| 12:59 1 tell thee, thou shalt not depart thence, till thou hast paid the very last mite. 
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13:1 There were present at that season some that told him of the Galilaeans, whose 



blood Pilate had mingled with their sacrifices. 

Luke| 13:2 And Jesusanswering said unto them , Su ppose ye that these G al i I aeans w er e 
sinnersabove all the Galilaeans, because they suffered such things? 

Luke| 13:3 1 tell you, Nay: but, except ye repent, ye shall all likewiseperish. 
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Luke| 13:4 O r those eighteen, upon whom thetower in Siloam fell, and slew them, think 
ye that they were sinners above all men that dwelt in J erusalem? 

Luke| 13:5 I tell you, Nay: but, except ye repent, yeshall all likewise perish. 

Luke| 13:6 Hespakealso thisparable; A certain [man] had afigtree planted in hisvineyard; 
and he came and sought fruit thereon, and found none. 

Luke| 13:7 Then said heunto thedresser of hisvineyard, Behold, these three years I come 
seeking fruit on thisfig tree, and find none: cut it down; why cumbereth it the ground? 

Luke| 13:8 And heansw ering said unto him, Lord, letit alonethisyear also, till I shall dig 
about it, and dung [it]: 

Luke| 13:9 And if it bear fruit, [well]: and if not, [then] after that thou shalt cut it down. 

Luke| 13:10 And hewasteaching in oneof the synagogues on thesabbath. 

Luke| 13:11 And, behold, therewasawoman which had a spirit of infirmity eighteen 
years, and was bowed together, and could in no wise lift up [herself]. 

Luke| 13:12 And whenjesussaw her, hecalled [her to him], and said unto her, Woman, 
thou art loosed from thine infirmity. 

Luke| 13:13 And helaid [his] handson her: and immediately she was made straight, and 
glorified God. 

Luke| 13:14 And the ruler of the synagogue answered with indignation, because that J esus 
had healed on the sabbath day, and said unto the people, There are six days in which men 
ought to work: i n them therefore come and be healed, and not on the sabbath day. 
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Luke| 13:15 The Lord then answered him, and said, [Thou] hypocrite, doth noteachoneof 
you on thesabbath loose his ox or [his] assfrom thestall, and lead [him] away to watering? 

Luke| 13:16 And ought notthiswoman, beingadaughter of Abraham, whom Satan hath 
bound, lo, these eighteen years, be loosed from this bond on the sabbath day? 

Luke| 13:17 And when he had said these things, all hisadversarieswereashamed: and all 
the people rejoiced for all the glorious things that were done by him. 

Luke| 13:18 Then said he, Unto what isthe kingdom of God like? and whereunto shall I 
resemble it? 

Luke| 13:19 It islikeagrain of mustard seed, which aman took, and cast into hisgarden; 
and it grew, and waxed a great tree; and the fowls of the air lodged in the branches of it. 

Luke| 13:20 And again he said, W hereunto shall I liken the kingdom of God? 

Luke| 13:21 It islike leaven, which awoman took and hid in threemeasuresof meal, till 
the wholewasleavened. 

Luke| 13:22 And hewentthroughthecitiesand villages, teaching, and journeyingtoward 
Jerusalem. 

Luke| 13:23 Then said one unto him, Lord, aretherefew that besaved? And he said unto 
them, 

Luke| 13:24 Strive to enter in at the strait gate: for many, I say unto you, will seek to enter 
in, and shall not beable. 

Luke| 13: 25 W hen once the master of the house is risen up, and hath shut to the door, and 
ye begin to stand without, and to knock at the door, saying, Lord, Lord, open unto us; and 
he shall answer and say unto you, I know you not whence ye are: 
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Luke| 13:26 Then shall ye begin to say, W e have eaten and drunk in thy presence, and thou 
hasttaught i n our streets. 

Luke| 13:27 But he shall say, I tell you, I know you not whenceyeare; departfrom me, all 
yeworkers of iniquity. 

Luke| 13:28 T here shall beweepingand gnashingof teeth, when ye shall seeAbraham, and 
Isaac, and Jacob, and all the prophets, i n the kingdom of God, and you [yourselves] thrust 
out. 

Luke| 13:29 And they shall come from the east, and [from] the west, and from the north, 
and [from] the south, and shall sit down in the kingdom of God. 

Luke| 13:30 And, behold, thereare last which shall befirst, and therearefirst which shall 
be last. 

Luke| 13:31 The same day there came certain of the Pharisees, saying unto him, Get thee 
out, and depart hence: for Herod will kill thee. 

Luke| 13:32 And he said unto them, Go ye, and tell that fox, Behold, I cast out devils, and 
I do curesto day and to morrow, and the third [day] I shall be perfected. 

Luke| 13:33 Neverthelessl mustwalkto day, and to morrow, and the [day] following: for 
it cannot be that a prophet perish out of Jerusalem. 

Luke| 13:34 Jerusalem, Jerusalem, which killest the prophets, and stonestthem thatare 
sent unto thee; how often would I have gathered thy children together, as a hen [doth 
gather] her brood under [her] wings, and ye would not! 

Luke| 13:35 Behold, your house is left unto you desolate: and verily I say unto you, Ye 
shall not see me, until [the time] come when ye shall say, Blessed [is] he that cometh in the 
nameof the Lord. 
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Luke| 14:1 And it cameto pass, ashewent into the house of one of the chief Phariseesto 
eat bread on the sabbath day, that they watched him. 

Luke| 14:2 And, behold, there wasacertain man before him which had the dropsy. 

Luke| 14:3 Andjesusansweringspakeunto thelawyersand Pharisees, saying, Isitlawful 
to heal o n the sabbath day? 

Luke| 14:4 And they held their peace. And hetook [him], and healed him, and let him go; 

Luke| 14:5 And answered them, saying, W hich of you shall havean assor an ox fallen into 
a pit, and will not straightway puli him out on the sabbath day? 

Luke| 14:6 And they could not answer him again to these things. 

Luke| 14:7 And he put forth a parable to those which were bidden, when he marked how 
they chose out the chief rooms; saying unto them, 

Luke| 14:8 W hen thou art bidden of any [man] to a wedding, sit not down in the highest 
room; lest a more honourable man than thou be bidden of him; 

Luke| 14:9 And hethat badetheeand him comeand say tothee, Givethisman place; and 
thou begin with shame to take the lowest room. 

Luke| 14:10 But when thou art bidden, go and sit down in the lowest room; that when he 
that bade thee cometh, he may say unto thee, Friend, go up higher: then shalt thou have 
worship i n the presence of them that sit at meat with thee. 
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14:11 For whosoever exalteth himself shall beabased; and hethat humbleth himself 



shall beexalted. 

Luke| 14:12 Then said healso to him that bade him, W hen thou makest adinner or a 
supper, call not thy friends, nor thy brethren, neither thy kinsmen, nor [thy] rich 
neighbours; lest they also bid thee again, and a recompense be made thee. 
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Luke| 14:13 But when thou makest a feast, call the poor, the maimed, the lame, the blind: 

Luke| 14:14 And thou shalt be blessed; for they cannot recompense thee: for thou shalt be 
recompensed at the resurrection of thejust. 

Luke| 14:15 And when oneof them thatsatat meat with him heard these things, hesaid 
unto him, Blessed [is] he that shall eat bread in the kingdom of God. 

Luke| 14:16 Then said heunto him, A certain man made a great supper, and bademany: 

Luke| 14:17 And sent hisservant at supper timeto say to them that were bidden, Come; 
for all thingsarenow ready. 

Luke| 14:18 And they all with one[consent] began to makeexcuse. The first said unto him, 
I have bought a piece of ground, and I must needs go and see it: I pray thee have me 
excused. 

Luke| 14:19 And another said, I have bought five yoke of oxen, and I go to provethem: I 
pray thee have me excused. 

Luke| 14:20 And another said, I have married a wife, and therefore I cannot come. 

Luke| 14:21 So that servant came, and showed hislord these things. Then the master of the 
house being angry said to his servant, G o out quickly into the streets and lanes of the city, 
and bring in hither the poor, and the maimed, and the halt, and the blind. 

Luke| 14:22 And the servant said, Lord, it isdoneasthou hast commanded, andyetthere 
isroom. 

Luke| 14:23 And the lord said unto the servant, Go out into the highwaysand hedges, and 
compel [them] to come in, that my house may be filled. 
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Luke| 14:24 For I say unto you, That none of those men which were bidden shall taste of 
my supper. 

Luke| 14:25 And therewent great multitudes with him: and heturned, and said unto 
them, 

Luke| 14:26 If any [man] cometo me, and hate not hisfather, and mother, and wife, and 
children, and brethren, and sisters, yea, and hisown lifealso, hecannot be my disciple. 

Luke| 14:27 And whosoever doth not bear hiscross, and come after me, cannot be my 
disciple. 

Luke| 14:28 For which ofyou, intendingto buildatower, sitteth not downfirst, and 
counteth the cost, whether he have [sufficient] to finish [it]? 

Luke| 14:29 Lest haply, after he hath laid the foundation, and isnot ableto finish [it] ( all 
that behold [it] begin to mock him, 

Luke| 14:30 Saying, Thisman began to build, and was not ableto finish. 

Luke| 14:31 r what king, going to make war against another king, sitteth not down first, 
and consulteth whether he be able with ten thousand to meet him that cometh against him 
with twenty thousand? 

Luke| 14:32 O r else, while the other isyet a great way off, he sendeth an ambassage, and 
desireth conditions of peace. 

Luke| 14:33 So likewise, whosoever he be of you that forsaketh not all that he hath, he 
cannot be my disciple. 

Luke| 14:34 Salt [is] good: but if thesalt havelost hissavour, wherewith shall itbe 
seasoned? 

Luke| 14:35 It isneither fit for the land, nor yetfor thedunghill; [but] men castitout. H e 
that hath earsto hear, let him hear. 
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Luke| 15:1 Then drew near unto him all the publicansand sinnersfor to hear him. 

Luke| 15:2 And the Phariseesand scribes murmured, saying, This man receiveth sinners, 
and eateth withthem. 

Luke| 15:3 And he spake this parable unto them, saying, 

Luke| 15:4 W hat man of you, having an hundred sheep, if he lose one of them, doth not 
leavethe ninety and ninein thewilderness, and goafter thatwhich islost, until hefind it? 

Luke| 15:5 And when he hath found [it], he layeth [it] on hisshoulders, rejoicing. 

Luke| 15:6 And when hecometh home, hecalleth together [his] friendsand neighbours, 
saying unto them, Rejoice with me; for I have found my sheep which was lost. 

Luke| 15:71 sayunto you, that likewisejoy shall beinheaven over onesinner that 
repenteth, morethan over ninety and nine just persons, which need no repentance. 

Luke| 15:8 Either what woman having ten piecesof silver, if she lose one piece, doth not 
light a candle, and sweep the house, and seek diligently till she find [it]? 

Luke| 15:9 And when she hath found [it], she calleth [her] friends and [her] neighbours 
together, saying, Rejoice with me; for I have found the piece which I had lost. 

Luke| 15:10 Likewise, I sayunto you, thereisjoy inthepresenceof theangelsof God over 
onesinner that repenteth. 

Luke| 15:11 And hesaid, A certain man hadtwosons: 

Luke| 15:12 And theyounger of them said to [his] father, Father, give methe portion of 
goods that falleth [to me]. And hedivided unto them [his] living. 

Luke| 15:13 And not many daysafter theyounger son gathered all together, and took his 
journey into afar country, and there wasted his substance with riotous living. 
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Luke| 15:14 And when he hadspent all, there arose a mighty famine in that land; and he 
began to bein want. 

Luke| 15:15 And hewent and joined himself toacitizen of thatcountry; and hesent him 
into hisfieldsto feed swine. 

Luke| 15:16 And hewouldfain havefilled hisbelly withthe husks that the swine did eat: 
and no man gaveunto him. 

Luke| 15:17 And when hecameto himself, hesaid, How many hired servantsof my 
father's have bread enough and to spare, and I perish with hunger! 

Luke| 15:18 1 will ariseand goto my father, and will say unto him, Father, I havesinned 
against heaven, and beforethee, 

Luke| 15:19 And am no moreworthy to becalled thy son: make measoneof thy hired 
servants. 

Luke| 15:20 And he arose, and cameto hisfather. Butwhen he wasyet agreat way off, his 
father saw him, and had compassion, and ran, and fell on hisneck, and kissed him. 

Luke| 15:21 And the son said unto him, Father, I have sinned against heaven, and in thy 
sight, and am no more worthy to be called thy son. 

Luke| 15:22 But the father saidto his servants, Bringforth thebestrobe, and put [it] on 
him; and put a ring on his hand, and shoes on [his] feet: 

Luke| 15:23 And bring hither the fatted calf, and kill [it]; and let useat, and bemerry: 

Luke| 15:24 For thismy son wasdead, and isaliveagain; he waslost, and isfound. And 
they began to be merry. 

Luke| 15:25 N ow hiselder son wasin thefield: and as he came and drew nigh to the house, 
he heard music and dancing. 
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Luke| 15:26 And hecalled one of the servants, and asked whatthesethingsmeant. 
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15:27 And hesaid unto him, Thy brother iscome; and thyfather hath killed the 



fatted calf, because he hath received him safe and sound. 

Luke| 15:28 And hewasangry, and would not go in: thereforecamehisfather out, and 
entreated him. 

Luke| 15:29 And he answering said to [his] father, Lo, these many years do I servethee, 
neither transgressed I at any time thy commandment: and yet thou never gavest me a kid, 
that I might make merry with my friends: 

Luke| 15:30 But assoon asthisthy son wascome, which hath devoured thy living with 
harlots, thou hast killed for him the fatted calf. 

Luke| 15:31 And hesaid unto him, Son, thou art ever with me, and all that I have isthine. 

Luke| 15:32 It was meet that we should make merry, and beglad: for thisthy brother was 
dead, and isaliveagain; and waslost, and isfound. 

Luke| 16:1 And hesaid also unto hisdisciples, Therewasacertain rich man, which had a 
steward; and the same was accused unto him that he had wasted his goods. 

Luke| 16:2 And hecalled him, and said unto him, How isitthat I hear this of thee? give an 
account of thy stewardship; for thou mayest be no longer steward. 

Luke| 16:3 Then the steward said within himself, W hat shall I do? for my lord taketh away 
from me the stewardship: I cannot dig; to beg I am ashamed. 

Luke| 16:4 1 am resolved what to do, that, when I am put out of the stewardship, they may 
receive me into their houses.

Luke| 16:10 H e that isfaithful in that which isleast isfaithful also in much: and hethat is 
unjust in the least is unjust also in much. 

Luke| 16:11 Ifthereforeyehave not beenfaithful in theunrighteousmammon, whowill 
commit to your trust the true [riches]? 

Luke| 16:12 And ifye havenot beenfaithful in that which is another man's, whoshallgive 
you that which isyour own? 

Luke| 16:13 N o servant can servetwo masters: for either hewill hatetheone, and lovethe 
other; or else he will hold to the one, and despise the other. Ye cannot serve God and 
mammon. 

Luke| 16:14 And the P hari sees also, who werecovetous, heard all thesethings: and they 
derided him. 

Luke 16:15 And hesaid untothem, Ye are they which justify yourselves before men; but 
God knoweth your hearts: for that which is highly esteemed among men isabomination in 
thesight of God. 
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Luke| 16:16 The law and theprophets[were] until John: since that time the kingdom of 
God is preached, and every man presseth into it. 

Luke| 16:17 And it iseasier for heaven and earth to pass, than onetittleof the law to fail. 

Luke| 16:18 W hosoever putteth away his wife, and marrieth another, committeth 
adultery: and w hosoever marrieth her that is put away from [her] husband committeth 
adultery. 

Luke| 16:19Therewasacertain rich man, which wasclothed in purple and fine linen, and 
fared sumptuously every day: 

Luke| 16:20 And there wasacertain beggar named Lazarus, which waslaid at hisgate, full 
of sores, 

Luke| 16:21 And desiringto befed with the crumbs which fell from the rich man'stable: 
moreover the dogs came and licked his sores. 

Luke| 16:22 And itcameto pass, that the beggar died, and wascarried by the angel s into 
Abraham's bosom: the rich man also died, and was buried; 

Luke| 16:23 And in hell he lift up hiseyes, being in torments, and seeth Abraham afar off, 
and Lazarus in his bosom. 

Luke| 16:24 And hecried and said, Father Abraham, have mercy on me, and send Lazarus, 
that he may dip the tip of hisfinger in water, and cool my tongue; for I am tormented in 
thisflame. 

Luke| 16:25 But Abraham said, Son, remember that thou in thy lifetime receivedst thy 
good things, and likewise Lazarus evil things: but now he iscomforted, and thou art 
tormented. 

Luke| 16:26 And besideall this, between usand you there is a great gulf fixed: sothatthey 
which would pass from henceto you cannot; neither can they passto us, that [would come] 
from thence. 
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Luke| 16:27 T hen hesaid, I pray thee therefore, father, thatthou wouldest send him to my 
father's house: 

Luke| 16:28 For I havefive brethren; that he may testify unto them, lest they also come 
into thisplace of torment. 

Luke| 16:29 Abraham saith unto him, They haveMosesand the prophets; let them hear 
them. 

Luke| 16:30 And hesaid, Nay, father Abraham: but if one went unto them from thedead, 
they w i 1 1 repent. 

Luke| 16:31 And hesaid unto him, If they hear notMosesand the prophets, neitherwill 
they be persuaded, though one rose from thedead. 17:1 T hen said he unto the disciples, It 
is impossible but that offences will come: but woe [unto him], through whom they come! 

Luke| 17:2 It were better for him that a millstone were hanged about his neck, and he cast 
into the sea, than that he should offend one of these little ones. 

Luke| 17:3 Take heed to yourselves: If thy brother trespass against thee, rebuke him; and if 
he repent, forgive him. 

Luke| 17:4 And if he trespass against thee seven times in a day, and seven times in a day 
turn again to thee, saying, I repent; thou shalt forgive him. 

Luke| 17:5 And the apostl es said unto theLord, Increaseour faith. 

Luke| 17:6 And the Lord said, If ye had faith asa grain of mustard seed, ye might say unto 
thissycaminetree, Bethou plucked up by theroot, and bethou planted in the sea; and it 
should obeyyou. 

Luke| 17:7 But which ofyou, havingaservant plowingorfeedingcattle, will say unto him 
byand by, w hen he is come from the field, G o and sit downto meat? 
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17:8 And will not rather say unto him, M ake ready wherewith I may sup, and gird 
f, and serve me, till I have eaten and drunken; and afterward thou shalt eat and drink? 



Luke| 17:9 Doth he thank that servant because hedidthethingsthatwerecommanded 
him? I trow not. 

Luke| 17:10 So likewiseye, when yeshall have done all those things which arecommanded 
you, say, W e are unprofitable servants: we have done that which was our duty to do. 

Luke| 17:11 And it came to pass, as he went to J erusalem, that he passed through the midst 
of Samariaand Galilee. 

Luke| 17:12 And as heentered into acertain village, there met him ten men that were 
leper s, which stood afar off: 

Luke| 17:13 And they lifted up [their] voices, and said, J esus, M aster, have mercy on us. 

Luke| 17:14 And when hesaw [them], hesaid unto them, Go show yourselvesunto the 
priests. And it came to pass, that, as they went, they were cleansed. 

Luke| 17:15 And oneof them, when hesaw that hewashealed, turned back, and with a 
loud voice glorified God, 

Luke| 17:16 And fell down on [his]faceat hisfeet, giving him thanks: and hewasa 
Samaritan. 

Luke| 17:17 And J esus answ ering said, W ere there not ten cleansed? but where [are] the 
nine? 

Luke| 17:18 There are notfound that returned to giveglory to God, save this stranger. 

Luke| 17:19 And hesaid unto him, Arise, go thy way: thyfaith hath madetheewhole. 

Luke| 17:20 And when he was demanded of the P hari sees, when thekingdom of God 
should come, he answered them and said, The kingdom of God cometh not with 
observation: 
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Luke| 17:21 Neither shall theysay, Lo here! or, lothere! for, behold, thekingdom of God 
iswithin you. 

Luke| 17:22 And hesaid unto thedisciples, Thedayswill come, when ye shall desiretosee 
one of the days of the Son of man, and ye shall not see [it]. 

Luke| 17:23 And they shall say to you, See here; or, see there: go not after [them], nor 
follow [them]. 

Luke| 17:24 For as the lightning, that lighteneth out of the one [part] under heaven, shineth 
unto the other [part] under heaven; so shall also the Son of man be in hisday. 

Luke| 17:25 Butfirst must hesuffer many things, and be rejected of thisgeneration. 

Luke| 17:26 And as it was in the days of N oe, so shall it be also in the days of the Son of 
man. 

Luke| 17:27 They did eat, they drank, they married wives, they were given in marriage, 
until the day that N oe entered into the ark, and the flood came, and destroyed them all. 
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17:28 Likewise also as it was in the daysof Lot; they did eat, they drank, they 



bought, they sold, they planted, they builded; 

Luke| 17:29 But the same day that Lot went out of Sodom it rained fire and brimstone 
from heaven, and destroyed [them] all. 

Luke| 17:30 Even thus shall it be in the day when the Son of man isrevealed. 

Luke| 17:31 In that day, he which shall be upon the housetop, and hisstuff in the house, let 
him not come down to take it away: and he that is in the field, let him likewise not return 
back. 

Luke| 17:32 Remember Lot'swife. 
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Luke| 17:33 W hosoever shall seek to save his life shall lose it; and whosoever shall lose his 
lifeshall preserveit. 

Luke| 17:34 1 tell you, in that nightthere shall betwo [men] in onebed; theone shall be 
taken, and the other shall be left. 

Luke| 17:35 Two [women] shall begrindingtogether; theone shall be taken, and the other 
left. 

Luke| 17:36 Two [men] shall be in thefield; theone shall be taken, and the other left. 

Luke| 17:37 And they answered and said unto him, W here, Lord? And he said unto them, 
W heresoever the body [is], thither will the eagles be gathered together. 

Luke| 18:1 And he spake a parable unto them [to thisend], that men ought alwaysto pray, 
and not to faint; 

Luke| 18:2 Saying, T here wasin acity ajudge, whichfeared notGod, neither regarded 
man: 

Luke| 18:3 And therewasawidow inthatcity; and shecame unto him, saying, Avengeme 
of mineadversary. 

Luke| 18:4 And he would not for a while: but afterward he said within himself, Though I 
fear not God, nor regard man; 

Luke| 18:5 Yet becausethis widow troubleth me, I will avenge her, lest by her continual 
coming sheweary me. 

Luke| 18:6 And the Lord said, Hear whattheunjust judgesaith. 

Luke| 18:7 And shall notGod avenge his own elect, which cry day and night unto him, 
though he bear long with them? 

Luke| 18:8 1 tell you that hewill avenge them speedily. Neverthelesswhen theSon of man 
cometh, shall hefind faith on the earth? 
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Luke| 18:9 And hespakethisparableunto certain which trusted in themselves that they 
were righteous, and despised others: 

Luke| 18: 10 Two men went up into the temple to pray; the one a Pharisee, and the other a 
publican. 

Luke| 18:11 The Pharisee stood and prayed thuswith himself, God, I thankthee, that I am 
not as other men [are], extortioners, unjust, adulterers, or even as this publican. 

Luke| 18:12 1 fast twice in the week, I givetithesof all that I possess. 

Luke| 18:13 And the publican, standingafar off, would not lift up so much as [his] eyes 
unto heaven, but smote upon his breast, saying, God be merciful to me a sinner. 

Luke| 18:14 1 tell you, this man went down to his house justified [rather] than the other: 
for every one that exalteth himself shall be abased; and he that humbleth himself shall be 
exalted. 

Luke| 18:15 And they brought unto him also infants, that he would touch them: but when 
[his] disciplessaw [it] ( they rebuked them. 

Luke| 18:16 But Jesuscalled them [unto him], and said, Suffer littlechildren to comeunto 
me, and forbid them not: for of such isthe kingdom of God. 

Luke| 18:17 Verily I say unto you, Whosoever shall not receivethe kingdom of God asa 
little child shall in no wise enter therein. 

Luke| 18:18 And a certain ruler asked him, saying, Good Master, what shall I do to inherit 
eternal life? 

Luke| 18:19 And J esus said unto him, Why callest thou me good? none [is] good, saveone, 
[that is], God. 

Luke| 18:20 Thou knowest the commandments, Do not commit adultery, Do not kill, Do 
not steal, Do not bear false witness, H onour thy father and thy mother. 
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Luke| 18:21 And he said, Ali these have I kept from my youth up. 

Luke| 18:22 N ow w hen J esus heard these things, hesaid unto him, Yet lackest thou one 
thing: sel I all that thou hast, and distribute unto the poor, and thou shalt havetreasure in 
heaven: and come, follow me. 

Luke| 18:23 And when he heard this, hewasvery sorrowful: for hewasvery rich. 

Luke| 18:24 And when J esus saw that hewasvery sorrowful, hesaid, How hardlyshall 
they that have richesenter into the kingdom of God! 

Luke| 18:25 For it iseasier for acamel to go through a needle'seye, than for a rich man to 
enter into the kingdom of God. 

Luke| 18:26 And they that heard [it] said, W ho then can be saved? 

Luke| 18:27 And hesaid, The things which areimpossiblewith men are possible with God. 

Luke| 18:28 Then Peter said, Lo, we have left all, and followed thee. 

Luke| 18:29 And hesaid unto them, Verily I say unto you, Thereisno man that hath left 
house, or parents, or brethren, or wife, or children, for the kingdom of God'ssake, 

Luke| 18:30 W ho shall not receive manifold more in this present time, and in the world to 
come lifeeverlasting. 

Luke| 18:31 Then hetook [unto him] thetwelve, and said unto them, Behold, wego upto 
Jerusalem, and all things that are w ritten by theprophetsconcerningtheSon of man shall 
beaccomplished. 

Luke| 18:32 For he shall be delivered unto the Gentiles, and shall be mocked, and 
spitefully entreated, and spitted on: 

Luke| 18:33 And they shall scourge [him], and put himto death: and thethird dayhe shall 
riseagain. 
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Luke| 18:34 And they understood noneof these things: and thissaying washid from them, 
neither knew they the things whichwere spoken. 

Luke| 18:35 And itcameto pass, that as he was come nigh unto J ericho, acertain blind 
man sat by the way side begging: 

Luke| 18:36 And hearing the multitude pass by, he asked what it meant. 

Luke| 18:37 And they told him, that J esus of N azareth passeth by. 

Luke| 18:38 And hecried, saying, J esus, [thou] son of David, have mercyon me. 

Luke| 18:39 And they which went before rebuked him, that he should hold his peace: but 
he cried so much the more, [Thou] son of David, have mercy on me. 

Luke| 18:40 And J esus stood, and commanded him to be brought unto him: and when he 
was come near, he asked him, 

Luke| 18:41 Saying, W hat wilt thou that I shall do unto thee?And hesaid, Lord, that I may 
receive my sight. 

Luke| 18:42 And J esus said unto him, Receive thy sight: thyfaith hath saved thee. 

Luke| 18:43 And immediately he received his sight, andfollowed him, glorifying God: and 
all the people, when they saw [it], gave praise unto God. 

Luke| 19:1 And U esus] entered and passed through J ericho. 

Luke| 19:2 And, behold, [there was] a man named Zacchaeus, which was the chiefamong 
the publicans, and he was rich. 

Luke| 19:3 And he sought to seejesus who he was; and could not for the press, because he 
waslittleof stature. 

Luke| 19:4 And he ran before, and climbed up into a sycamore tree to see him: for he was 
to pass t hat [way]. 
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Luke| 19:5 And when Jesuscameto the place, he looked up, and saw him, and said unto 
him, Zacchaeus, make haste, and come down; for to day I must abide at thy house. 

Luke| 19:6 And he made haste, and came down, and received him joyfully. 

Luke| 19:7 And when they saw [it], theyall murmured, saying, That hewasgoneto be 
guest with a man that is a sinner. 

Luke| 19:8 And Zacchaeus stood, and said unto theLord; Behold, Lord, the halfof my 
goods I give to the poor; and if I have taken any thing from any man by false accusation, I 
restore [him] fourfold. 

Luke| 19:9 And J esus said unto him, Thisday issalvation cometo this house, forsomuchas 
he also isason of Abraham. 

Luke| 19: 10 For the Son of man is come to seek and to save that which was lost. 

Luke| 19:11 And as they heard thesethings, headded and spakea parable, because he was 
nigh tojerusalem, and because they thought that the kingdom ofGod should immediately 
appear. 

Luke| 19:12 H e said therefore, A certain nobleman went into afar country to receivefor 
himself a kingdom, and to return. 

Luke| 19:13 And hecalled histen servants, and delivered them ten pounds, and said unto 
them, Occupy till I come. 

Luke| 19:14 But hiscitizenshated him, and sent a message after him, saying, Wewill not 
have this [man] to reign over us. 

Luke| 19:15 And it came to pass, that when he was returned, having received the kingdom, 
then he commanded these servants to be called unto him, to whom he had given the 
money, that he might know how much every man had gained by trading. 
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Luke| 19:16 Then came the first, saying, Lord, thy pound hath gained ten pounds. 

Luke| 19:17 And hesaid unto him, Well, thou good servant: becausethou hast been 
faithful in a very little, have thou authority over ten cities. 

Luke| 19:18 And the second came, saying, Lord, thy pound hath gained five pounds. 

Luke| 19:19 And hesaid likewiseto him, Bethou also over five cities. 

Luke| 19:20 And another came, saying, Lord, behold, [here is] thy pound, which I have 
kept laid up in anapkin: 

Luke| 19:21 For I feared thee, because thou art an austere man: thou takest up that thou 
layedst not down, and reapest that thou didst not sow. 

Luke| 19:22 And hesaith unto him, Out of thineown mouth will I judgethee, [thou] 
wicked servant. Thou knewest that I wasan austere man, taking up that I laid not down, 
and reaping that I did not sow: 

Luke| 19:23 W hereforethen gavest not thou my money into the bank, that at my coming I 
might have required mine own with usury? 

Luke| 19:24 And he said unto them that stood by, Take from him the pound, and give [it] 
to him that hath ten pounds. 

Luke| 19:25 (And they said unto him, Lord, he hath ten pounds.) 

Luke| 19:26 For I say unto you, That unto every one which hath shall be given; and from 
him that hath not, even that he hath shall be taken away from him. 

Luke| 19:27 But those mine enemies, which would not that I should reign over them, bring 
hither, and slay [them] before me. 

Luke| 19:28 And when he had thusspoken, hewent before, ascending up to J erusalem. 
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Luke| 19:29 And it came to pass, when he wascome nigh to Bethphage and Bethany, at the 
mount called [themount] of Olives, hesenttwo ofhis disciples, 

Luke| 19:30 Saying, Go ye into the village over against [you]; in the which at your entering 
ye shall find a colt tied, whereon yet never man sat: loose him, and bring [him hither]. 

Luke| 19:31 And if any man askyou, Why do ye loose [hi m]? thus shall yesay unto him, 
Because the Lord hath need of him. 

Luke| 19:32 And they that were sent went their way, and found even as he had said unto 
them. 

Luke| 19:33 And as they were loosing the colt, theownersthereof said unto them, Why 
loose ye the colt? 

Luke| 19:34 And they said, The Lord hath need of him. 

Luke| 19:35 And they brought him to J esus: and they cast their garments upon the colt, 
and they set J esus thereon. 

Luke| 19:36 And as he went, they spread their clothes i n the way. 

Luke| 19:37 And when he wascome nigh, even now at the descent of themount of Olives, 
the whole multitude of the disciples began to rejoice and praise God with a loud voice for 
all the mighty worksthat they had seen; 

Luke| 19:38 Saying, Blessed [be] the King that cometh in the nameof the Lord: peacein 
heaven, and glory in the highest. 

Luke| 19:39 And someof thePhariseesfrom among the multitude said unto him, Master, 
rebukethy disciples. 

Luke| 19:40 And heanswered and said unto them, I tell you that, if theseshould hold their 
peace, thestoneswould immediately cry out. 
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Luke| 19:41 And when he was come near, he beheld the city, and wept over it, 

Luke| 19:42 Saying, If thou hadst known, even thou, at least in thisthy day, thethings 
[which belong] unto thy peace! but now they are hid from thine eyes. 

Luke| 19:43 For thedaysshall come upon thee, that thine enemiesshall castatrench about 
thee, and compassthee round, and keep thee in on every side, 

Luke| 19:44 And shall lay thee even with the ground, and thy children within thee; and 
they shall not leave in thee one stone upon another; because thou knewest not the time of 
thy visitation. 

Luke| 19:45 And he went into the temple, and began to cast out them that sold therein, 
and them that bought; 

Luke| 19:46 Saying unto them, Itiswritten, M y houseisthehouseof prayer: butyehave 
made itaden of thieves. 

Luke| 19:47 And he taught daily in the temple. But the chief priests and the scribes and the 
chief of the people sought to destroy him,

to hear him. 

Luke| 20:1 And it cameto pass, [that] on one of those days, as he taught the people in the 
temple, and preached the gospel, the chief priests and the scribes came upon [him] with the 
elders, 

Luke| 20:2 And spakeunto him, saying, Tell us, by what authority doest thou thesethings? 
or who is he that gave thee this authority? 

Luke| 20:3 And he answered and said unto them, I will also ask you one thing; and answer 
me: 

Luke| 20:4 The baptism of John, wasit from heaven, orof men? 
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Luke| 20:5 And they reasoned with themselves, saying, If weshall say, From heaven; he 
will say, W hy then believed ye him not? 

Luke| 20:6 But and if wesay, Of men; all the peoplewill stoneus: forthey be persuaded 
thatjohn wasaprophet. 

Luke| 20:7 And they answered, that they could not tell whence [it w as]. 

Luke| 20:8 Andjesussaid unto them, Neithertell I you by whatauthority I dothesethings. 

Luke| 20:9 Then began heto speak to the peoplethis parable; A certain man planted a 
vineyard, and let it forth to husbandmen, and went into afar country for a long time. 

Luke| 20:10 And at the season he sent a servant to the husbandmen, that they should give 
him of the fruit of the vineyard: but the husbandmen beat him, and sent [him] away empty. 

Luke| 20:11 And again he sent another servant: and they beat him also, and entreated [him] 
shamefully, and sent [him] away empty. 

Luke| 20:12 And again hesent athird: and they wounded him also, and cast [him] out. 

Luke| 20:13 Then saidthelord of the vineyard, Whatshall I do? I will send my beloved 
son: it may be they will reverence [him] when they see him. 

Luke| 20:14 But when the husbandmen saw him, they reasoned among themselves, saying, 
Thisistheheir: come, letuskill him, that the inheritance may beours. 

Luke| 20:15 So they cast him out of the vineyard, and killed [him]. Whatthereforeshall the 
lord of the vineyard do unto them? 

Luke| 20: 16 H e shall come and destroythese husbandmen, and shall give the vineyard to 
others. And when they heard [it], they said, God forbid. 
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Luke| 20:17 And he beheld them, and said, W hat isthisthen that iswritten, Thestone 
which the builders rejected, the same is become the head of the corner? 



Luke| 20:18 W hosoever shall fail upon that stone shall be broken; but on whomsoever it 
shall fail, it will grind him to powder.

20: 19 And the chief priests and the scribes the same hour sought to lay hands on him; 



and they feared the people: for they perceived that he had spoken this parable against them. 

Luke| 20:20 And they watched [him], and sent forth spies, which should feign themselves 
just men, that they might take hold of his words, that so they might deliver him unto the 
power and authority of the governor. 

Luke| 20:21 And they asked him, saying, M aster, we know that thou sayest and teachest 
rightly, neither acceptest thou the person [of any], but teachest the way of God truly: 

Luke| 20:22 Isit lawful for usto givetributeunto Caesar, or no? 

Luke| 20:23 But he perceived their craftiness, and said unto them, W hy tempt ye me? 

Luke| 20:24 Show meapenny. W hose i mage and superscription hath it? They answered 
and said, Caesar 's. 

Luke| 20:25 And hesaid unto them, Render therefore unto Caesar the things which be 
Caesar's, and unto God the things which beGod's. 

Luke| 20:26 And they could not take hold of his words before the people: and they 
marvelled at hisanswer, and held their peace. 

Luke| 20:27 T hen cameto [him] certain of the Sadducees, which deny that there isany 
resurrection; and they asked him, 

Luke| 20:28 Saying, Master, Moseswroteunto us, If any man'sbrother die, havingawife, 
and hediewithout children, that hisbrother should take his wife, and raiseupseed unto his 
brother. 
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Luke| 20:29Therewerethereforeseven brethren: and the first took a wife, and died 
without children. 

Luke| 20:30 And the second took her to wife, and he died childless. 

Luke| 20:31 And the third took her; and i n I i ke manner the seven also: and they left no 
children, and died. 

Luke| 20:32 Last of all the woman died also. 

Luke| 20:33 Therefore in the resurrection whosewifeof them is she? for seven had her to 
wife. 

Luke| 20:34 And Jesusanswering said unto them, The children of thisworld marry, and 
are given i n marriage: 

Luke| 20:35 But they which shall be accounted worthy to obtain that world, and the 
resurrection from the dead, neither marry, nor are given i n marriage: 

Luke| 20:36 N either can they die any more: for they are equal unto the angels; and are the 
children of God, being the children of the resurrection. 

Luke| 20:37 N ow that the dead are raised, even M oses showed at the bush, when he calleth 
the Lord the God of Abraham, and the God of Isaac, and the God of Jacob. 

Luke| 20:38 For he is not a God of the dead, butof theliving: for all liveunto him. 

Luke| 20:39 Then certain of the scribes answering said, Master, thou hast well said. 

Luke| 20:40 And after that they durst not ask him any [question at all]. 

Luke| 20:41 And hesaid unto them, How say they that Christ isDavid'sson? 

Luke| 20:42 And David himself saith in the book of Psalms, The Lord said unto my Lord, 
Sit thou on my right hand, 
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Luke| 20:43 T ill I make thine enemies thy footstool. 

Luke| 20:44 David therefore calleth him Lord, how ishethen hisson? 

Luke| 20:45 Then in the audience of all the peoplehesaid unto hisdisciples, 

Luke| 20:46 Beware of the scribes, which desire to walk in long robes, and love greetings 
in the markets, and the highest seats in the synagogues, and the chief rooms at feasts; 

Luke| 20:47 W hich devour widows' houses, and for a show make long prayers: the same 
shall receive greater damnation. 

Luke| 21:1 And he looked up, and saw therich men casting their giftsinto thetreasury. 

Luke| 21:2 And he saw also a certain poor widow casting in thither two mites. 

Luke| 21:3 And hesaid, Of atruth I say unto you, thatthispoor widow hath cast in more 
than they all: 

Luke| 21:4 For all these have of their abundance cast in unto the offerings of God: but she 
of her penury hath cast in all the living that she had. 

Luke| 21:5 And assomespakeof the temple, how it was adorned with goodly stones and 
gifts, he said, 

Luke| 21:6 [As for] these things which yebehold, thedayswill come, in the which there 
shall not be left one stone upon another, that shall not be thrown down. 

Luke| 21:7 And they asked him, saying, M aster, but when shall these things be? and what 
sign [will there be] when these things shall come to pass? 

Luke| 21:8 And he said, Take heed that ye be not deceived: for many shall come in my 
name, saying, I am [Christ]; and the time draweth near: go ye not therefore after them. 
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Luke| 21:9 But when ye shall hear of wars and commotions, be not terrified: for these 
things must first come to pass; but the end [is] not by and by.

Luke| 21:19 In your patience possessyeyour souls. 

Luke| 21:20 And when ye shall seejerusalem compassed with armies, then know thatthe 
desolation thereof isnigh. 

Luke| 21:21 Then letthem which areinjudaeafleeto the mountains; and letthem which 
are in the midst of it depart out; and let not them that are in the countries enter thereinto. 
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Luke| 21:22 For these be the days of vengeance, thatall thingswhich arewritten may be 
fulfilled. 

Luke| 21:23 But woe unto them that are with child, and to them that give suck, in those 
days! for there shall be great distress in the land, and wrath upon this people. 

Luke| 21:24 And they shal I fal I by theedgeof thesword, and shall beled away captiveinto 
all nations: andjerusalem shall betrodden down of the Gentiles, until the times of the 
Gentiles be fulfilled.

Luke| 21:30 W hen they now shoot forth, ye see and know of your own selvesthat summer 
is now nigh at hand.

Luke| 22:2 And thechief priestsand scribes sought how they might kill him; for they feared 
the people. 

Luke| 22:3 T hen enteredSatan intojudassurnamed Iscariot, beingof thenumber of the 
twelve. 

Luke| 22:4 And hewent hisway, and communed with thechief priestsand captains, how 
he might betray him unto them. 

Luke| 22:5 And they were glad, and covenanted to give him money. 

Luke| 22:6 And he promised, and sought opportunity to betray him unto them in the 
absence of the multitude. 

Luke| 22:7 Then came the day of unleavened bread, when the passover must be killed. 

Luke| 22:8 And hesent Peter and John, saying, Go and prepareusthe passover, that we 
may eat. 
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Luke| 22:9 And they said unto him, W here wilt thou that we prepare? 

Luke| 22:10 And hesaid unto them, Behold, when yeareentered into thecity, thereshall 
a man meet you, bearing a pitcher of water; follow him into the house where he entereth 
in. 

Luke| 22:11 And yeshall say unto thegoodman of the house, The Master saith unto thee, 
W here isthe guestchamber, where I shall eat the passover with my disciples? 

Luke| 22:12 And he shall show you a large upper room furnished: there make ready. 

Luke| 22:13 And they went, and found as he had said unto them: and they made ready the 
passover. 

Luke| 22: 14 And when the hourwascome, hesatdown, and the twelve apostles with him. 

Luke| 22:15 And he said unto them, W ith desire I have desired to eat this passover with 
you before I suffer: 

Luke| 22:16 For I say unto you, I will not any more eat thereof, until it befulfilled in the 
kingdom of God. 

Luke| 22:17 And hetookthecup, and gavethanks, and said, Takethis, and divide [it] 
among yourselves: 

Luke| 22:18 For I say unto you, I will notdrinkof thefruitof thevine, until the kingdom 
of God shall come. 

Luke| 22:19 And hetook bread, and gavethanks, and brake [it], and gaveunto them, 
saying, Thisismy body which isgivenforyou: this do in remembranceof me. 

Luke| 22:20 Likewise also the cup after supper, saying, This cup [is] thenew testament in 
my blood, which is shed for you. 

Luke| 22:21 But, behold, the hand of him that betrayeth me [is] with me on the table.

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Luke| 23:10 And the chief priests and scribes stood and vehemently accused him. 

Luke| 23:11 And Herod with hismen of war set him at nought, and mocked [him], and 
arrayed him in a gorgeous robe, and sent him again to Pilate.

Luke| 23:50 And, behold, [therewas] aman namedjoseph, acounsellor; [and hewas]a 
good man, and ajust: 

Luke| 23:51 (Thesame had not consented to the counsel and deed of them;) [hewas] of 
Arimathaea, a city of the J ews: who also himself waited for the kingdom of God. 

Luke| 23:52 This [man] went unto Pilate, and begged the body of Jesus. 

Luke| 23:53 And hetook itdown, and wrapped it in linen, and laid it in asepulchrethat 
was hewn in stone, wherein never man before was laid. 

Luke| 23:54 And thatday wasthepreparation, and thesabbath drew on. 

Luke| 23:55 And the women also, which came with him from Galilee, followed after, and 
beheld the sepulchre, and how his body was laid. 

Luke| 23:56 And they returned, and prepared spicesand ointments; and rested thesabbath 
day according to the commandment. 

Luke| 24:1 Now uponthefirst [day] oftheweek, veryearly inthemorning, they came 
unto the sepulchre, bringing the spices which they had prepared, and certain [others] with 
them. 
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Luke| 24:2 And theyfound thestone rolled away from the sepul chre. 

Luke| 24:3 And they entered i n, andfound not the body of the Lord Jesus. 

Luke| 24:4 And it came to pass, as they were much perplexed thereabout, behold, two 
men stood by them in shining garments: 

Luke| 24:5 And as they were afraid, and bowed down [their] facesto the earth, they said 
unto them, W hy seek ye the living among the dead? 

Luke| 24:6 H e is not here, butisrisen: remember how hespakeuntoyou when hewasyet 
in Galilee, 

Luke| 24:7 Saying, TheSon of man must bedelivered into the handsof sinful men, and be 
crucified, and the third day rise again. 

Luke| 24:8 And they remembered his words, 

Luke| 24:9 And returned from the sepulchre, and told all these things unto the eleven, and 
to all the rest. 

Luke| 24:10 It was M ary M agdalene, and Joanna, and M ary [the mother] of James, and 
other [women that were] with them, which told these things unto the apostles. 

Luke| 24:11 And their words seemed to them asidletales, and they believed them not. 

Luke| 24:12 Then arosePeter, and ran unto the sepulchre; and stoopingdown, hebeheld 
the linen clothes laid by themselves, and departed, wondering in himself at that which was 
co m e to pass. 
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Luke| 24:13 And, behold, twoofthem went that same day to a village called Emmaus, 
which was from J erusalem [about] threescore furlongs. 

Luke| 24:14 And they talked together of all these things which had happened. 

Luke| 24:15 And itcameto pass, that, whilethey communed [together] and reasoned, 
Jesus himself drew near, and went with them. 

Luke| 24: 16 But their eyes were holden that they should not know him. 

Luke| 24:17 And hesaid unto them, W hat manner of Communications [are] these that ye 
haveoneto another, asyewalk, and aresad? 

Luke| 24:18 And theoneof them, whosenamewasCleopas, answering saidunto him, Art 
thou only astranger in J erusalem, and hast not known the things which arecometo pass 
there i n these days? 

Luke| 24:19 And hesaid unto them, W hat things? And they said unto him, Concerning 
J esus of N azareth, which w as a prophet mighty i n deed and word beforeGod and all the 
people: 

Luke| 24:20 And how thechief priestsand our rulersdelivered him to becondemned to 
death, and have crucified him. 

Luke| 24:21 But wetrusted that it had been he which should have redeemed Israel: and 
besideall this, to day isthethird day since these things were done. 

Luke| 24:22 Yea, and certain women also of our company made usastonished, which were 
early at the sepulchre; 

Luke| 24:23 And when they found not his body, they came, saying, that they had also seen 
a vision of angels, which said that he was alive. 

Luke| 24:24 And certain of them which were with us went to the sepulchre, and found [it] 
even so as the women had said: but him they saw not. 
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Luke| 24:25 T hen he said unto them, O fools, and slow of heart to believe all that the 
prophets have spoken: 

Luke| 24:26 Ought not Christto havesuffered these things, and to enter into hisglory? 

Luke| 24:27 And beginningat Mosesand all the prophets, heexpounded unto them in all 
the scriptures the things concerning himself. 

Luke| 24:28 And they drew nigh unto the village, whither they went: and he made as 
though hewould have gonefurther. 

Luke| 24:29 Butthey constrained him, saying, Abide with us: for it istoward evening, and 
the day isfar spent. And he went i n to tarry with them. 

Luke| 24:30 And it came to pass, as he sat at meat with them, he took bread, and blessed 
[it], and brake, and gaveto them. 

Luke| 24:31 And their eyeswereopened, and they knew him; and he vanished out of their 
sight. 

Luke| 24:32 And they said one to another, Did not our heart burn within us, while he 
talked with us by the way, and while he opened to us the scriptures? 

Luke| 24:33 And they roseupthesamehour, and returned tojerusalem, and found the 
eleven gathered together, and them that were with them, 

Luke| 24:34 Saying, The Lord isrisen indeed, and hath appeared to Simon. 

Luke| 24:35 And they told what things [were done] in the way, and how he was known of 
them i n breakingof bread. 

Luke| 24:36 And as they thus spake, J esus himself stood in the midstof them, and saith 
unto them, Peace [be] unto you. 

Luke| 24:37 But they wereterrified and affrighted, and supposed that they had seen a 
spirit. 
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Luke| 24:38 And hesaid unto them, W hy are ye troubled? and whydo thoughtsarisein 
your hearts? 

Luke| 24:39 Behold my handsand my feet, that it is I myself: handle me, and see; for a 
spirit hath not flesh and bones, as ye see me have. 

Luke| 24:40 And when he had thusspoken, he showed them [his] handsand [his] feet. 

Luke| 24:41 And while they yet believed not for joy, and wondered, he said unto them, 
H ave ye here any meat? 

Luke| 24:42 And they gave him a piece of a broiled fish, and of an honeycomb. 
Luke| 24:43 And hetook [it] ( and did eat beforethem. 

Luke| 24:44 And hesaid unto them, These[are]thewordswhich I spakeunto you, while I 
wasyet with you, that all thingsmust befulfilled, which werewritten in thelaw of Moses, 
and [in] the prophets, and [in] the psalms, concerning me. 

Luke| 24:45 Then opened hetheir understanding, that they might understand the 
scriptures, 

Luke| 24:46 And said unto them, Thusit iswritten, and thusit behoved Christ to suffer, 
and to rise from the dead the third day: 

Luke| 24:47 And that repentance and remission of sinsshould bepreached in hisname 
amongall nations, beginningatjerusalem. 

Luke| 24:48 And yeare witnessesof thesethings. 

Luke| 24:49 And, behold, I send the promise of my Father upon you: but tarry ye in the 
city of J erusalem, until ye be endued with power from on high. 

Luke| 24:50 And he led them out asfar asto Bethany, and he lifted up his hands, and 
blessed them. 
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Luke| 24:51 And it came to pass, while he blessed them, he was parted from them, and 
carried up into heaven. 

Luke| 24:52 And they worshipped him, and returned tojerusalem with great joy: 
Luke| 24:53 And were continually in the temple, praising and blessing God. Amen. 
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ohn| 1:1 In the beginning wastheWord, and theWord waswith God, and theWord was 
God. 

ohn| 1:2 The same was in the beginning with God. 

ohn| 1:3 Ali things were made by him; and without him was not any thing made that was 
made. 

ohn| 1:4 In him waslife; and thelifewasthelight of men. 

ohn| 1:5 And the light shineth in darkness; and the darknesscomprehended it not. 

ohn| 1:6 There was aman sentfrom God, whosename[was]John. 

ohn| 1:7 The same camefor awitness, to bear witnessof the Light, thatall [men]through 
him might believe. 

ohn| 1:8 H e was not that Light, but [wassent] to bear witnessof that Light. 

ohn| 1:9 [That] wasthetrue Light, which lighteth every man that cometh into the world. 

ohn| 1:10 Hewasin the world, and the world was made by him, and the world knew him 
not. 

ohn| 1:11 Hecameunto hisown, and hisown received him not. 

ohn| 1:12 But as m any as received him, to them gave he power to become the sons of 
God, [even] to them that believe on his name: 

ohn| 1:13 Which were bom, notof blood, nor of thewill oftheflesh, nor of thewill of 
man, but of God. 
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John| 1:14 And theWord wasmadeflesh, and dweltamong u s, (and webeheld hisglory, 
the glory as of the only begotten of the Father,) full of grace and truth. 

J ohn| 1:15 John barewitnessof him, and cried, saying, Thiswasheof whom I spake, He 
that cometh after me is preferred before me: for he was before me. 

J ohn| 1:16 And of hisfulnesshaveall wereceived, and grace for grace. 

J ohn| 1:17 Forthelaw wasgiven by Moses, [but] grace and truth camebyJesusChrist. 

J ohn| 1:18 N o man hath seen God at any time; the only begotten Son, which isin the 
bosom of the Father, he hath declared [him]. 

J ohn| 1:19 And thisisthe record of John, when thejewssent priestsand Levitesfrom 
Jerusalem to ask him, W ho art thou? 

J ohn| 1:20 And heconfessed, and denied not; but confessed, I am not the C hrist. 

J ohn| 1:21 And theyasked him, W hat then? Art thou Elias? And hesaith, I am not. Art 
thou that prophet? And he answered, N o. 

J ohn| 1:22 Then said they unto him, W ho art thou? that we may give an answer to them 
that sent us. W hat sayest thou of thyself? 

J ohn| 1:23 H e said, I [amjthevoiceof onecrying in thewilderness, M ake straight the way 
of the Lord, as said the prophet Esaias. 

J ohn| 1:24 And they which were sent were of the Pharisees. 

J ohn| 1:25 And theyasked him, and said unto him, Why baptizest thou then, ifthou benot 
that C hrist, nor Elias, neither that prophet? 

J ohn| 1:26 John answered them, saying, I baptize with water: but there standeth one 
among you, whom ye know not; 
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John| 1:27 H e it is, who coming after me is preferred before me, whose shoe's latchet I am 
not worthy to unloose. 

J ohn 1 1: 28 T hese thi ngs were done i n Bethabara beyond J ordan, w here J ohn was baptizi ng. 

J ohn| 1: 29 T he next day J ohn seeth J esus coming unto him, and saith, Behold the Lamb of 
God, which taketh away the sin of the world. 

J ohn| 1:30 This is he of whom I said, After mecometh aman which is preferred before me: 
for he was before me. 

J ohn| 1:31 And I knew him not: but that he should be made manifest to Israel, therefore 
am I come baptizi ng with water. 

J ohn| 1:32 And J ohn barerecord, saying, I saw the Spirit descending from heaven likea 
dove, and it abode upon him. 

J ohn| 1:33 And I knew him not: but hethat sent meto baptizewith water, the same said 
unto me, U pon whom thou shalt see the Spirit descending, and remaining on him, the same 
is he which baptizeth with the H oly G host. 

J ohn| 1:34 And I saw, and bare record that this is the Son of God. 

J ohn| 1:35 Again the next day after John stood, and twoof hisdisciples; 

J ohn| 1:36 And looking upon J esus as he walked, he saith, Behold the Lamb of God! 

J ohn| 1:37 And thetwo disciplesheard himspeak, and theyfollowedjesus. 

J ohn| 1:38 Then Jesusturned, andsawthem following, and saith unto them, W hat seek ye? 
They said unto him, Rabbi, (which istosay, being interpreted, Master,) wheredwellest 
thou? 

J ohn| 1:39 H e saith unto them, Come and see. They cam e and saw where hedwelt, and 
abode with him that day: for it wasabout the tenth hour. 
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John| 1:40 One ofthetwo which heardjohn [speak], andfollowed him, wasAndrew, 
Simon Peter's brother. 

John| 1:41 H e first findeth hisown brother Simon, and saith unto him, W e have found the 
Messias, which is, being interpreted, theChrist. 

J ohn| 1:42 And hebrought him tojesus. And whenjesusbeheld him, hesaid, Thou art 
Simon theson of Jona: thou shalt becalled Cephas, which isby interpretation, A stone. 

J ohn| 1:43 The day following J esus would go forth into Galilee, and findeth Philip, and 
saith unto him, Follow me. 

J ohn| 1:44 N ow Philip wasof Bethsaida, thecity of Andrew and Peter. 

J ohn| 1:45 Philip findeth Nathanael, and saith unto him, W e have found him, of whom 
Mosesin thelaw, and theprophets, did write, Jesusof Nazareth, theson ofjoseph. 

J ohn| 1:46 And Nathanael said unto him, Can thereany good thingcomeout of Nazareth? 
Philip saith unto him, Come and see. 

J ohn| 1:47 J esus saw Nathanael comingto him, and saith of him, Behold an Israeliteindeed, 
in whom isno guile! 

J ohn| 1:48 Nathanael saith unto him, W hence knowest thou me?Jesusanswered and said 
unto him, Beforethat Philip called thee, when thou wast under thefig tree, I saw thee. 
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John| 1:49 Nathanael answered and saith unto him, Rabbi, thou arttheSon of God; thou 
art the K ingof Israel. 

John| 1:50 J esus answered and said unto him, Because I said unto thee, I saw thee under the 
fig tree, believest thou? thou shalt see greater things than these. 

J ohn| 1:51 And he saith unto him, Verily, verily, I sayunto you, Hereafter yeshall see 
heaven open, and theangelsof God ascending and descending upon theSon of man. 

J ohn| 2:1 And thethird day therewasamarriage in Canaof Galilee; and the mother of 
J esus w as there: 

J ohn| 2:2 And both Jesuswas called, and his disciples, to the marriage. 

J ohn| 2:3 And when they wanted wine, the mother of J esus saith unto him, They haveno 
wine. 

J ohn| 2:4 J esus saith unto her, Woman, what havel to do with thee? mine hour isnotyet 
come. 

John| 2:5 H is mother saith unto the servants, W hatsoever he saith unto you, do [it]. 

J ohn| 2:6 And there were set there six waterpots of stone, after the manner of the 
pur ifyi ng of the J ews, contai ni ng two or three f i r ki ns apiece.

John| 2:18 Then answered thejewsand said unto him, Whatsign showest thou unto us, 
seeing that thou doest these things? 

J ohn| 2: 19 J esus answered and said unto them, Destroy this temple, and in threedaysl will 
raise it up. 

J ohn| 2:20 Then said thejews, Forty and six years was this temple i n building, and wilt 
thou rear it up in three days? 

J ohn| 2:21 But hespakeof the temple of hisbody. 

J ohn| 2:22 W hen thereforehewasrisen from thedead, his disciples remembered that he 
had said this unto them; and they believed the scripture, and the word whichjesushad said. 

J ohn| 2:23 Now when he wasinjerusalem atthe passover, in thefeast [day], many 
believed in hisname, when they saw the miracles which hedid. 

J ohn| 2:24 Butjesusdid not commit himself unto them, because heknew all [men], 

J ohn| 2:25 And needed not that any should testify of man: for he knew what wasin man. 

J ohn| 3:lTherewasaman of the P hari sees, named N icodemus, aruler of thejews: 

J ohn| 3:2ThesamecametoJesusby night, and said unto him, Rabbi, weknow that thou 
art ateacher comefrom God: for no man can do these miracles that thou doest, except 
God be with him. 

J ohn| 3:3 J esus answered and said unto him, Verily, verily, I say unto thee, Except a man 
beborn again, hecannotseethekingdom of God. 
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John| 3:4 N icodemus saith unto him, How can aman be born when he is old? can heenter 
the second time into his mother's womb, and be born? 

John| 3:5 Jesusanswered, Verily, verily, I say unto thee, Except a man be born of water 
and [of] the Spirit, he cannot enter into the kingdom of God. 

J ohn| 3:6 That which isborn of theflesh isflesh; and that which isborn of the Spirit is 
spirit. 

J ohn| 3:7 Marvel not that I said unto thee, Ye must be born again. 

J ohn| 3:8 The wind bloweth whereit listeth, and thou hearest the sound thereof, butcanst 
not tell whence it cometh, and whither it goeth: so is every one that is born of the Spirit. 

J ohn| 3:9 N icodemus answered and said unto him, How can thesethingsbe? 

J ohn| 3: 10 Jesusanswered and said unto him, Art thou a master of Israel, and knowestnot 
these things? 

J ohn| 3:11 Verily, verily, I say unto thee, W e speak that wedo know, and testify that we 
have seen; and ye receive not our witness. 

J ohn| 3:12 If I havetold you earthly things, and ye believe not, how shall ye believe, if I tell 
you [of] heavenly things?

J ohn| 3:16 For God so loved the world, that hegave hisonly begotten Son, that whosoever 
believeth in him should not perish, but have everlasting life. 
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John| 3:17 For God sent not hisSon into theworld to condemn theworld; butthatthe 
world through him might be saved. 

John| 3:18 Hethat believeth on him isnotcondemned: but hethat believeth not is 
condemned already, because he hath not believed in the name of the only begotten Son of 
God. 

John| 3:19 And this is the condemnation, that light iscome into the world, and men loved 
darkness rather than light, because their deeds were evil. 

J ohn| 3:20 For every one that doeth evil hateth the light, neither cometh to the light, lest 
his deeds should be reproved. 

J ohn| 3:21 But hethat doeth truth cometh to the light, that his deeds may be made 
manifest, that they are wrought in God. 

J ohn| 3:22 After these things came J esus and his disciples into the land of J udaea; and there 
hetarried with them, and baptized. 

J ohn| 3:23 And John also wasbaptizing in Aenon near to Salim, because there wasmuch 
water there: and they came, and were baptized. 

J ohn| 3:24 For John was not yet cast into prison. 

J ohn| 3: 25 T hen there arose a question between [some] of J ohn's disciples and the J ews 
about purifying. 

J ohn| 3:26 And they came unto John, and said unto him, Rabbi, hethat was with thee 
beyond Jordan, to whom thou barest witness, behold, thesame baptizeth, and all [men] 
cometo him. 

John | 3:27 John answered and said, A man can receive nothing, except it begiven him 
from heaven. 

J ohn| 3:28 Yeyourselvesbear me witness, that I said, I am not the C hrist, but that I am 
sent before him. 
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John| 3:29 Hethat hath the bride isthe bridegroom: butthefriend of the bridegroom, 
which standeth and heareth him, rejoiceth greatly becauseof the bridegroom'svoice: this 
myjoy therefore isfulfilled. 

John | 3:30 H e must increase, but I [must] decrease. 

J ohn| 3:31 Hethat cometh f rom above isabove all: hethat isof theearth isearthly, and 
speaketh of the earth: he that cometh f rom heaven is above all. 

J ohn| 3:32 And what he hath seen and heard, that he testifieth; and no man receiveth his 
testimony. 

John | 3:33 Hethat hath received his testimony hath set to his seal that God istrue. 

J ohn| 3:34 For he whom God hath sent speaketh the words of God: for God giveth not the 
Spirit by measure [unto him]. 

J ohn| 3:35 The Father loveth the Son, and hath given all thingsinto hishand. 

J ohn| 3:36 H e that believeth on the Son hath everlasting life: and he that believeth not the 
Son shall not see life; but the wrath of God abideth on him. 

J ohn| 4:1 W hen therefore the Lord knew how the Pharisees had heard that Jesus made and 
baptized more disciples than J ohn, 

J ohn| 4:2 (Though J esushimself baptized not, but his disciples,) 

J ohn| 4:3 Heleftjudaea, and departed again into Galilee. 

J ohn| 4:4 And hemust needsgo through Samaria. 

J ohn| 4:5Then cometh he to a city of Samaria, which iscalled Sychar, near to the parcel of 
ground that J acob gave to his son J oseph. 

J ohn| 4:6 Now Jacob'swell wasther e. Jesus therefore, being wearied with [his] journey, 
satthuson thewell: [and] it was about the sixth hour. 
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John| 4:7Therecometh awoman of Samariato draw water: Jesussaith unto her, Giveme 
to drink. 

John| 4:8 (For hisdisciplesweregoneaway unto the city to buy meat.) 

John| 4:9Then saiththewoman of Samariaunto him, How isitthatthou, being ajew, 
askest drink of me, which am a woman of Samaria? for thej ews have no dealings with the 
Samaritans. 

J ohn| 4:10Jesusanswered and saidunto her, Ifthou knewest the gift of G od, andwho itis 
that saith to thee, Give me to drink; thou wouldest have asked of him, and he would have 
given thee living water. 

J ohn| 4:11 The woman saith unto him, Sir, thou hast nothingto draw with, and thewell is 
deep: from whencethen hast thou that living water? 

J ohn| 4:12 Art thou greater than our fatherjacob, which gaveusthe well, anddrank 
thereof himself, and hischildren, and hiscattle? 

John| 4:13Jesusanswered and said unto her, W hosoever drinketh ofthis water shall thirst 
again: 

J ohn| 4:14 But whosoever drinketh of the water that I shall give him shall never thirst; but 
the water that I shall give him shall be in him a well of water springing up into everlasting 
life. 

J ohn| 4:15 The woman saith unto him, Sir, give methis water, that I thirst not, neither 
come hither todraw.

John| 4:20 Our fathersworshipped in thismountain; and yesay, that injerusalem isthe 
place where men ought to worship. 

John| 4:21 J esus saith unto her, Woman, believeme, the hour cometh, when yeshall 
neither in thismountain, nor yetatjerusalem, worshipthe Father. 

J ohn| 4:22 Ye worship ye know not what: weknow what we worship: for salvation isof 
thejews. 

J ohn| 4:23 But the hour cometh, and now is, when thetrueworshippersshall worshipthe 
Father in spirit and in truth: for the Father seeketh such to worship him. 

J ohn| 4:24 God [is] a Spirit: and they that worship him must worship [him] in spirit and in 
truth. 

J ohn| 4:25 The woman saith unto him, I know that M essias cometh, which iscalled Christ: 
when he iscome, hewill tell usai I things. 

J ohn| 4: 26 J esus saith unto her, I that speak unto thee am [he]. 

J ohn| 4:27 And upon thiscame hisdisciples, and marvelled that hetalked with the woman:

John| 4:33 Therefore said the disciples one to another, Hath any man brought him [ought] 
to eat? 

John | 4:34 J esus saith unto them, Mymeatisto do the w i 1 1 of him thatsent me, and to 
finish hiswork. 

J ohn| 4:35 Say not ye, There are yet four months, and [then] cometh harvest? behold, I say 
unto you, Lift up your eyes, and look on the fields; for they are white already to harvest. 

J ohn| 4:36 And hethat reapeth receiveth wages, and gathereth fruit unto lifeeternal: that 
both he that soweth and he that reapeth may rejoice together. 

J ohn| 4:37 And herein isthat saying true, O ne soweth, and another reapeth. 

J ohn| 4:38 1 sent you to reap that whereon ye bestowed no labour: other men laboured, 
and ye are entered into their labours. 

J ohn| 4:39 And many of the Samaritansof that city believed on him for the saying of the 
woman, which testified, Hetold meall thatever I did. 

J ohn| 4:40 So when the Samaritanswerecome unto him, they besought him that he would 
tarry with them: and he abode there two days. 

J ohn| 4:41 And many more believed becauseof hisown word; 

J ohn| 4:42 And said unto the woman, Now webelieve, not becauseof thy saying: forwe 
have heard [him] ourselves, and know that this is indeed the Christ, the Saviour of the 
world. 

J ohn| 4:43 Now after two days he departed thence, and went into Galilee. 

J ohn| 4:44 For J esus himself testified, thataprophet hath no honour in hisown country. 

J ohn| 4:45 Then when he w as come into Galilee, the Galilaeans received him, havingseen 
all the thingsthat hedid atjerusalem atthefeast: for they also went unto the feast. 
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John| 4:46 Sojesuscameagain into Canaof Galilee, where he made the water wine. And 
there wasacertain nobleman, whoseson wassickatCapernaum. 

John | 4:47 W hen he heard that Jesuswascomeout of Judaea into Galilee, he went unto 
him, and besought him that hewould comedown, and heal hisson: for hewasatthe point 
of death. 

J ohn| 4:48 Then saidjesusunto him, Exceptyeseesignsand wonders, yewill not believe. 

J ohn| 4:49 The nobleman saithunto him, Sir, comedown ere my childdie. 

J ohn| 4:50 J esus saith unto him, Go thy way; thy son liveth. And the man believed the 
word that J esus had spoken unto him, and he went hisway. 

J ohn| 4:51 And ashewasnow goingdown, his servants met him, and told [him], saying, 
Thy son liveth. 

J ohn| 4:52 Then inquired he of them the hour when he began to amend. And they said unto 
him, Yesterday at the seventh hour the fever left him. 

J ohn| 4:53 Sothefather knew that [it was] at the same hour, inthewhichjesussaid unto 
him, Thy son liveth: and himself believed, and hiswholehouse. 

J ohn| 4:54 This [is] again thesecond miracle [that] J esus did, when hewascomeout of 
Judaea into Galilee. 

J ohn| 5:1 After this there was a feast of thejews; and J esus went uptojerusalem. 

J ohn| 5:2 N ow thereisatjerusalem by thesheep [market] apool, which iscalled in the 
Hebrew tongue Bethesda, having five porches. 

J ohn| 5:3 In theselay agreat multitudeof impotentfolk, of blind, halt, withered, waiting 
for the moving of the water. 
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John| 5:4 For an angel went down at acertain season into the pool, and troubled the water: 
whosoever then first after the troubling of the water stepped in was made whole of 
whatsoever disease he had. 

J ohn| 5:5 And acertain man wasthere, which had an infirmity thirty and eightyears. 

J ohn| 5:6 Whenjesussaw him lie, and knew that he had been now a long time [in that 
case], he saith unto him, W ilt thou be made whole? 

J ohn| 5:7 The impotent man answered him, Sir, I haveno man, when the water is 
troubled, to put me into the pool: but while I am coming, another steppeth down before 
m e. 

J ohn| 5: 8 J esus saith unto him, Rise, take up thy bed, andwalk. 

J ohn| 5:9 And immediately the man was made whole, and tookup hisbed, and walked: 
and on the same day was the sabbath. 

J ohn| 5: 10 T he J ews therefore said unto him that was cured, It is the sabbath day: itisnot 
lawful for thee to carry [thy] bed. 

J ohn| 5:11 H e answered them, H e that made me whole, the same said unto me, Takeup 
thy bed, and walk. 

J ohn| 5:12 Then asked they him, W hat man isthat which said unto thee, Takeup thy bed, 
and walk? 

J ohn| 5:13 And he that was healed wist not who it was: for J esus had conveyed himself 
away, a multitude being in [that] place. 

John| 5:14 Afterward J esusfindeth him in thetemple, and said unto him, Behold, thou art 
made whole: sin no more, lest a worse thing come unto thee. 

J ohn| 5:15 The man departed, and told thejewsthat it wasjesus, which had made him 
whole. 
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John| 5:16 And therefore did thejews persecutejesus, and soughttoslay him, because he 
had done these things on the sabbath day. 

J ohn| 5:17 But Jesusanswered them, M y Father worketh hitherto, and I work. 

J ohn| 5: 18 Therefore the J ewssought the moreto kill him, because he not only had broken 
the sabbath, but said also that God was his Father, making himself equal with God. 

John 5:19 Then answeredjesusand said unto them, Verily, verily, I say unto you, TheSon 
can do nothing of himself, but what he seeth the Father do: for what things soever he 
doeth, these also doeth the Son likewise. 

J ohn| 5:20 For the Father loveth the Son, and showeth him all things that himself doeth: 
and he will show him greater worksthan these, that ye may marvel. 

J ohn| 5:21 For as the Father raiseth up the dead, and quickeneth [them]; even so the Son 
quickeneth whom hewill. 

J ohn| 5:22 For the Father j udgeth no man, but hath committed all judgment unto the Son: 

J ohn| 5:23 That all [men]should honour the Son, even as they honour the Father. H e that 
honoureth not the Son honoureth not the Father which hath sent him. 

J ohn| 5:24 Verily, verily, I say unto you, H e that heareth my word, and believeth on him 
that sent me, hath everlasting life, and shall not come into condemnation; but is passed 
from death unto life. 

J ohn| 5:25 Verily, verily, I say unto you, The hour iscoming, and now is, when the dead 
shall hear the voice of the Son of God: and they that hear shall live. 

J ohn| 5:26 For as the Father hath life in himself; so hath hegiven to the Son to have life in 
himself; 

J ohn| 5:27 And hath given him authority to execute judgment also, because he isthe Son of 
man. 
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ohn| 5:28 Marvel notatthis: for the hour is coming, inthewhich all thatarein thegraves 
shall hear hisvoice, 

ohn| 5:29 And shall comeforth; they that have done good, unto the resurrection of life; 
and they that have done evil, unto the resurrection of damnation. 

ohn| 5:30 1 can of mineown self do nothing: asi hear, I judge: and myjudgment isjust; 
because I seek not mine own will, but the will of the Father which hath sent me. 

ohn| 5:31 If I bear witnessof myself, my witnessisnottrue. 

ohn| 5: 32 T here is another that bear eth witnessof me; and I know that the w itness which 
he witnesseth of me istrue. 

ohn| 5:33 Ye sent unto John, and he bare w itness unto thetruth. 

ohn| 5:34 But I receive not testimony from man: but these things I say, that ye might be 
saved. 

ohn| 5:35 H e wasaburningand ashining light: and ye were willing for a season to rejoice 
n his light. 

ohn| 5:36 But I havegreater witnessthan [that] of John: for the works which the Father 
hath given metofinish, the same works that I do, bear witnessof me, that the Father hath 
sent me. 

ohn| 5:37 And the Father himself, which hath sent me, hath borne w itness ofme. Yehave 
neither heard hisvoiceat any time, nor seen hisshape. 

ohn| 5:38 And ye have not hisword abiding in you: forwhom hehath sent, himyebelieve 
not.

5:39 Search the scriptures; for i n them ye think ye have eternal life: and they are they 



which testify of me. 
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John| 5:40 And yewill not cometo me, thatyemight havelife. 

J ohn| 5:41 1 receive not honour from men. 

J ohn| 5:42 Butl know you, thatye have nottheloveof God inyou. 

J ohn| 5:43 1 am comein my Father's name, and ye receive menot: if another shall comein 
hisown name, him yewill receive. 

J ohn| 5:44 How can ye believe, which receive honour one of another, and seek not the 
honour that [cometh] from God only? 

J ohn| 5:45 Do not think that I will accuseyou to the Father: there is [one] that accuseth 
you, [even] M oses, in whom yetrust. 

John| 5:46 For had ye believed M oses, ye would have believed me: for he wrote of me. 

J ohn| 5:47 But if ye believe not hiswritings, how shall ye believe mywords? 

J ohn| 6:1 After thesethingsjesuswent over theseaof Galilee, which is [the sea] of 
T i berias. 

J ohn| 6:2 And agreat multitudefollowed him, because they saw hismiracles which hedid 
on them that were diseased. 

J ohn| 6:3 And Jesus went up into a mountain, and there he sat with his disciples. 
J ohn| 6:4 And the passover, afeast ofthejews, wasnigh. 

John | 6:5 W hen Jesusthen lifted up [his] eyes, and saw a great company come unto him, he 
saith unto Philip, W hence shall we buy bread, that these may eat? 

J ohn| 6:6 And thishesaid to prove him: for he himself knew what he would do. 
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John| 6:7 Philip answered him, Two hundred pennyworth of bread isnot sufficientfor 
them, that every one of them may take a little. 

John| 6:8 One of hisdisciples, Andrew, Simon Peter's brother, saith unto him, 

John| 6:9 There isa lad here, which hath five barley loaves, and two small fishes: but what 
are they among so many? 

J ohn| 6: 10 And J esus said, M ake the men sit down. N ow there was much grass in the place. 
So the men sat down, in number about five thousand. 

J ohn| 6:11 And J esus took the loaves; andwhen hehadgiven thanks, hedistributed tothe 
disciples, and the disciples to them that w ere set down; and likewiseof the fishes as much 
as they would. 

J ohn| 6:12 When they werefilled, hesaid unto hisdisciples, Gather upthefragmentsthat 
remain, that nothing be lost.

J ohn| 6:16 And when even was[now] come, his disciples went down unto the sea, 

John| 6:17 And entered into aship, and went over theseatoward Capernaum. And it was 
now dark, and J esus was not come to them. 

J ohn| 6:18 And theseaarose by reason of agreat wind that blew. 
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John| 6:19 So when they had rowed aboutfiveand twenty or thirty furlongs, they seejesus 
walking on the sea, and drawing nigh unto the ship: and they were afraid. 

J ohn| 6:20 But hesaith unto them, It isi; be not afraid. 

J ohn| 6:21 Then they willingly received him into the ship: and immediately the ship wasat 
the land whither they went. 

J ohn| 6:22 The dayfollowing, when the peoplewhich stood on theother sideof the sea 
saw that there was none other boat there, savethatonewhereinto his disciples were 
entered, and thatjesuswent notwith his disciples into the boat, but [that] his disciples 
were goneaway alone; 

J ohn| 6:23 (H owbeit there came other boats from T iberias nigh unto the place where they 
did eat bread, after that the Lord had given thanks:) 

J ohn| 6:24 When the peoplethereforesaw that J esus was not there, neither his disciples, 
they also took shipping, and cameto Capernaum, seekingforjesus. 

J ohn| 6:25 And when they had found him on theother si d e of the sea, they said unto him, 
Rabbi, when camest thou hither? 

J ohn| 6:26Jesusanswered them and said, Verily, verily, I say unto you, Yeseek me, not 
because ye saw the miracles, but because ye did eat of the loaves, and were filled. 

J ohn| 6:27 Labour notfor the meat which perisheth, butfor that meat which endureth unto 
everlasting life, which the Son of man shall give unto you: for him hath God the Father 
sealed. 

J ohn| 6:28 Then said they unto him, Whatshall wedo, that wemight work the worksof 
God? 

J ohn| 6:29Jesusanswered and said unto them, This isthe work of God, thatye believeon 
him whom he hath sent. 
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John| 6:30 They said therefore unto him, W hat sign showest thou then, that we may see, 
and believe thee? w hat dost thou work? 

John| 6:31 Our fathersdid eat mannain thedesert; asit iswritten, Hegavethem bread 
from heaven to eat.

J ohn| 6:35 And J esus said unto them, I am the bread of life: he that cometh to meshall 
never hunger; and hethat believeth on meshall never thirst.

John | 6:37 Ali that the Father giveth meshall cometo me; and him that cometh to me I 
will in no wisecastout. 

J ohn| 6:38 For I came downfrom heaven, notto do mineown will, but the will of him that 
sent me. 

J ohn| 6:39 And thisisthe Father'swill which hath sent me, that of all which he hath given 
me I should lose nothing, but should raise it up again at the last day. 

J ohn| 6:40 And thisisthe will of him that sent me, that everyone which seeth the Son, and 
believeth on him, may have everlasting life: and I will raise him up at the last day. 

J ohn| 6:41 The J ews then murmured at him, because he said, I am the bread which came 
do w n from heaven. 

J ohn| 6:42 And they said, Is not thisj esus, the son ofjoseph, whose father and motherwe 
know? how is it then that he saith, I came down from heaven? 
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John| 6:43 Jesustherefore answered and said unto them, M urmur not among yourselves. 

J ohn| 6:44 N o man can cometo me, except the Father which hath sent medraw him: and I 
will raise him up at the last day. 

J ohn| 6:45 Itiswritten intheprophets, And theyshall beall taught of God. Every man 
therefore that hath heard, and hath learned of the Father, cometh unto me. 

John | 6:46 Not that any man hathseen the Father, savehe which isof God, hehathseen the 
Father. 

J ohn| 6:47 Verily, verily, I say unto you, H e that believeth on me hath everlasting life. 
John | 6:48 1 am that bread of life. 

J ohn| 6:49 Your fathersdid eat mannain the wilderness, and aredead. 

J ohn| 6:50 This isthe bread which cometh down from heaven, that a man may eat thereof, 
and not die. 

John| 6:51 1 am theliving bread which came down from heaven: if any man eat of this 
bread, he shall live for ever: and the bread that I will give is my flesh, which I will give for 
the lifeof the world. 

J ohn| 6: 52 The J ews therefore strove among themselves, saying, How can this man giveus 
[his] flesh to eat? 

J ohn| 6:53 Then J esus said unto them, Verily, verily, I say unto you, Exceptye eat the flesh 
of the Son of man, and drink his blood, ye have no life in you.

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John| 6:71 Hespakeof J udas Iscariot [the son] of Simon: for heit wasthatshould betray 
him, beingoneof thetwelve. 

John| 7:1 After these thingsjesus walked in Galilee: for he would not walk injewry, 
becausethejewssoughtto kill him. 

J ohn| 7:2 Now thejews'feastof tabernacleswasat hand. 

J ohn| 7:3 H is brethren therefore said unto him, Depart hence, and go intojudaea, that thy 
disciplesalso maysee the works that thou doest. 

J ohn| 7:4 For [there is] no man [that] doeth any thing in secret, and he himself seeketh to 
be known openly. If thou do these things, show thyself to the world. 

J ohn| 7:5 For neither did his brethren believein him. 

J ohn| 7:6 Then Jesussaid untothem, M y timeisnotyetcome: butyour timeisalway 
ready. 

J ohn| 7:7 The world cannot hate you; but me it hateth, because I testify of it, that the 
works thereof areevil. 

John| 7:8 G o yeup unto thisfeast: I go not upyet unto thisfeast: for my timeisnotyetfull 
come. 

J ohn| 7:9When he had said these words untothem, he abode [still] in Galilee. 

J ohn| 7:10 But when his brethren weregoneup, then went healso up unto the feast, not 
openly, but as it were i n secret. 

J ohn| 7:11 Then thejewssought him at the feast, and said, Whereishe? 

J ohn| 7:12 And there wasmuch murmuring amongthe peopleconcerning him: for some 
said, H e is a good man: others said, N ay; but he deceiveth the people.

J ohn| 7:22 Mosesthereforegaveuntoyou circumcision; (not becauseit isof Moses, butof 
the fathers; ) and ye on the sabbath day circumcise a man. 

J ohn| 7:23 If a man on the sabbath day receive circumcision, that the law of M oses should 
not be broken; are ye angry at me, because I have made a man every w hit whole on the 
sabbath day? 

J ohn| 7:24 J udge not according to the appearance, but judge righteousjudgment. 

J ohn| 7:25 Then said someof them ofjerusalem, Is not this he, whom they seekto kill? 

J ohn| 7:26 But, lo, he speaketh boldly, and theysay nothingunto him. Dotherulersknow 
indeed that this is the very C hrist? 

J ohn| 7:27 Howbeit we know this man whence he is: but when C hrist cometh, no man 
knoweth whence he is. 
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John| 7:28 T hen criedjesusin the temple as he taught, saying, Ye both know me, and ye 
know whence I am: and I am not comeof myself, but hethat sent me istrue, whom ye 
know not. 

J ohn| 7:29 But I know him: for I am from him, and he hath sent me. 

J ohn| 7:30 Then they sought to take him: but no man laid handson him, because his hour 
was not yet come. 

J ohn| 7:31 And many of the peoplebelieved on him, and said, W hen Christ cometh, will 
he do moremiraclesthan thesewhich this [man] hath done? 

J ohn| 7:32 The Pharisees heard that the people murmured such thingsconcerning him; and 
the Pharisees and the chief priests sent officers to take him. 

J ohn| 7:33 Then saidjesusuntothem, Yetalittlewhileam I with you, and [then] I go unto 
him that sent me. 

J ohn| 7:34 Yeshall seek me, and shall notfind [me]: and where I am, [thither] ye cannot 
come. 

J ohn| 7:35 Then said thejewsamongthemselves, Whitherwill hego, that we shall not 
find him? will hego unto thedispersed among the Gentiles, and teach the Gentiles? 

J ohn| 7:36What[manner of] saying is this that he said, Yeshall seek me, and shall notfind 
[me]: and where I am, [thither] ye cannot come? 

J ohn| 7:37 I n the last day, that great [day] of thefeast, Jesusstood and cried, saying, If any 
man thirst, let him come unto me, and drink. 

J ohn| 7:38 Hethat bel ieveth on me, asthescripture hath said, out of his bel ly shall flow 
riversof living water. 

J ohn| 7:39 (But this spake heof the Spirit, which they that believeon him should receive: 
for the H oly G host was not yet [given]; because that J esus was not yet glorified. ) 
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John| 7:40 M any ofthe peopletherefore, when theyheard this saying, said, Ofatruth this 
isthe Prophet. 

John| 7:41 Otherssaid, This isthe C hrist. But some said, Shall Christcomeout of Galilee? 

John| 7:42 Hath not the scripture said, That Christ cometh ofthe seed of David, and out of 
the town of Bethlehem, where David was? 

J ohn| 7:43 So therewasadivision amongthe people because of him. 

J ohn| 7:44 And someof them would havetaken him; but no man laid handson him. 

J ohn| 7:45 Then cametheofficersto the chief priests and Pharisees; and theysaid unto 
them, W hy have ye not brought him? 

J ohn| 7:46 The officers answered, Never man spakelike this man. 

J ohn| 7:47 Then answered them the Pharisees, Areyealso deceived? 

J ohn| 7:48 Have any of the rulersor ofthe Pharisees believed on him? 

J ohn| 7:49 But this people who knoweth not thelaw arecursed. 

J ohn| 7:50 N icodemussaith unto them, (hethat cametojesusby night, beingoneof 
them,) 

J ohn| 7:51 Doth our law judge [any] man, beforeit hear him, and know what hedoeth? 

J ohn| 7:52 T hey answered and said unto him, Artthou also of Galilee? Search, and look: 
for out of Galilee ariseth no prophet. 

J ohn| 7:53 And every man went unto hisown house. 

J ohn| 8: 1 J esus went unto the mount of O lives.

ohn| 17:25 O righteous Father, the world hath not known thee: but I have known thee, 
and these have known that thou hast sent me. 
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John| 17:26 And I have declared unto them thy name, andwill declare [it]: thatthelove 
wherewith thou hast loved me may be in them, and I in them. 

J ohn| 18: 1 W hen J esus had spoken these words, he went forth with his disciples over the 
brook Cedron, where was a garden, into the which he entered, and his disciples. 

J ohn| 18:2 Andjudasalso, which betrayed him, knew theplace: for J esus ofttimes resorted 
thither with his disciples. 

J ohn| 18:3 Judasthen, having received a band [of men] and officersfrom the chief priests 
and Pharisees, cometh thither with lanterns and torchesand weapons. 

J ohn| 18: 4 J esus therefore, knowingall thingsthatshould comeupon him, went forth, and 
said unto them, W hom seek ye? 

J ohn| 18:5 They answered him, Jesusof Nazareth. Jesussaith unto them, I am [he]. And 
Judasalso, which betrayed him, stood with them. 

J ohn| 18:6Assoon then as he had said unto them, I am [he], they went backward, andfell 
to the ground. 

J ohn| 18:7 Then asked he them again, W hom seek ye? And they said, J esus of N azareth. 

J ohn| 18: 8 J esus answered, I havetold you that I am [he]: if therefore ye seek me, let these 
go their way: 

John| 18:9 That the saying might befulfilled, which hespake, Of them which thou gavest 
me have I lost none. 

J ohn| 18: 10 T hen Simon Peter having a sword drew it, and smotethe high priest's servant, 
and cut off his right ear. The servant's name was M alchus. 

J ohn| 18:11 Then said J esus unto Peter, P ut u p thy sword into the sheath: the cup which 
my Father hath given me, shall I not drink it? 
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ohn| 18:12 T hen the band and thecaptain and officers of thejews took J esus, and bound 
him, 

ohn| 18:13 And led him away to Annasfirst; for hewasfather in law toCaiaphas, which 
w as the high priest that same year. 

ohn| 18:14 Now Caiaphaswashe, which gavecounsel to thejews, that it wasexpedient 
that one man should die for the people. 

ohn| 18:15 And Simon Peter followedjesus, and [so did] another disciple: thatdisciple 
wasknown unto the high priest, and went in withjesusintothe palaceof the high priest. 

ohn| 18:16 But Peter stood at the door without. Then went out that other disciple, which 
was known unto the high priest, and spake unto her that kept the door, and brought in 
Peter. 

ohn| 18: 17 T hen saith the damsel that kept the door unto Peter, Art notthou also [one] of 
this man's disciples? H e saith, I am not. 

ohn| 18:18 And the servants and officers stood there, who had madeafireof coals; for it 
wascold: and they warmed themselves: and Peter stood with them, and warmed himself. 

ohn| 18: 19 The high priest then asked J esusofhis disciples, and of hisdoctrine. 

ohn| 18:20Jesusanswered him, I spake openlyto the world; I ever taught in the 
synagogue, and in thetemple, whither thejews always resort; and in secret have I said 
nothing.

18:21 W hy askest thou me? ask them which heard me, what I have said unto them 
d, they know what I said. 



ohn| 18:22 And when he had thusspoken, one of the officers which stood by struck J esus 
with the palm of his hand, saying, Answerest thou the high priest so? 
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John| 18:23Jesusanswered him, Ifl have spoken evil, bear witnessof theevil: but ifwell, 
why smitestthou me? 

John| 18:24 Now Annashad sent him bound unto Caiaphasthehigh priest. 

John| 18:25 And Simon Peter stood and warmed himself. They said therefore unto him, 
Art notthou also [one] of his disciples? H e denied [it] ( and said, I am not. 

J ohn| 18:26 One of the servants of the high priest, being [his] kinsman whoseear Peter cut 
off, saith, Did not I seetheeinthegarden with him? 

J ohn| 18:27 Peter then denied again: and immediately the cock crew . 

J ohn| 18:28 Then led theyjesusfrom Caiaphasunto thehall of judgment: and it wasearly; 
and they themselveswent not into the judgment hal I, lest they should bedefiled; butthat 
they might eat the passover. 

J ohn| 18:29 Pilate then wentout unto them, and said, W hat accusation bring ye against this 
man? 

J ohn| 18:30 They answered and said unto him, If hewerenotamalefactor, wewouldnot 
have delivered him up unto thee. 

J ohn| 18:31 Then said Pilate unto them, Takeyehim, andjudgehim accordingto your 
law. The J ews therefore said unto him, Itisnot lawful for usto put any man to death: 

J ohn| 18:32 That the saying of J esus might befulfilled, which hespake, signifying what 
death he should die. 

J ohn| 18:33 Then Pilate entered into thejudgment hall again, and called J esus, and said 
unto him, Art thou theKing of the J ews? 

J ohn| 18: 34 J esus answered him, Sayestthou thisthingof thyself, ordid otherstell itthee 
of me? 
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John| 18:35 Pilate answered, Am I aJew?Thineown nation and thechief priests have 
delivered thee unto me: what hast thou done? 

John| 18: 36 J esus answered, Mykingdom isnotof thisworld: if my kingdom wereofthis 
world, then would my servants fight, that I should not be delivered tothejews: but now is 
my kingdom not from hence. 

J ohn| 18:37 Pilate therefore said unto him, Art thou a king then? J esus answered, Thou 
sayest that I am a king. To this end was I born, and for this cause came I into the world, 
that I should bear witness unto the truth. Every one that is of the truth heareth my voice. 

J ohn| 18:38 Pilate saith unto him, What is truth? And when he had said this, he went out 
again unto thejews, and saith unto them, I find in him no fault [at all]. 

J ohn| 18:39 Butye haveacustom, that I should rel ease unto youoneatthe passover: will 
ye therefore that I release unto you the K ing of the J ews? 

J ohn| 18:40 Then cried they all again, saying, Not this man, but Barabbas. Now Barabbas 
was a robber. 

J ohn| 19:1 Then Pilate therefore took J esus, and scourged [him]. 

J ohn| 19:2 And the soldiers platted a crown of thorns, and put [it] on hishead, and they put 
on him apurplerobe, 

J ohn| 19:3 And said, Hail, King of thejews! and theysmote him withtheir hands. 

J ohn| 19:4 Pilate therefore went forth again, and saith unto them, Behold, I bring him forth 
to you, that ye may know that I find no fault in him. 

J ohn| 19:5 Then came J esus forth, wearing the crown of thorns, and the purplerobe. And 
[Pilate] saith unto them, Behold the man! 
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John| 19:6When thechief priests therefore and officerssaw him, theycried out, saying, 
Crucify [him], crucify [him]. Pilatesaith unto them, Takeyehim, and crucify [him]: for I 
find nofault in him. 

J ohn| 19:7TheJewsanswered him, Wehavealaw, and by our law heoughtto die, 
because he made himself the Son of God. 

J ohn| 19:8 W hen P i late therefore heard that saying, he wasthe moreafraid; 

J ohn| 19:9 And wentagain into thejudgment hal I, and saith untojesus, W hence art thou? 
But J esus gave him no answer. 

J ohn| 19: 10 T hen saith Pilateunto him, Speakest thou not unto me? knowest thou not that 
I have power to crucify thee, and have power to release thee? 

J ohn| 19:11 J esus answered, Thou couldest have no power [at all] against me, except it 
were given thee from above: therefore he that delivered me unto thee hath the greater si n. 

J ohn| 19:12 And from thenceforth Pilate sought to release him: butthejewscried out, 
saying, If thou letthisman go, thou art notCaesar'sfriend: whosoever maketh himself a 
king speaketh against Caesar. 

J ohn| 19:13 W hen Pilate therefore heard that saying, he brought Jesusforth, and sat down 
i n thejudgment seat i n a placethat i seal I ed the Pavement, but i n the Hebrew, Gabbatha. 

J ohn| 19: 14 And it wasthe preparation ofthe passover, and about the sixth hour: and he 
saith unto the J ew s, Beholdyour King! 

J ohn| 19:15 But theycried out, Awaywith [him], awaywith [him], crucify him. Pilatesaith 
unto them, Shall I crucify your King? Thechief priests answered, W e have no king but 
Caesar. 
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John| 19:16 Then delivered he him therefore unto them to be crucified. And they took 
Jesus, and led [him] away. 

J ohn| 19:17 And he bearing hiscrosswentforth into a place called [theplace] of askull, 
which is called intheHebrew Golgotha: 

J ohn| 19: 18 W here they crucified him, and two otherswith him, on either sideone, and 
Jesusin themidst. 

J ohn| 19:19 And Pilatewroteatitle, and put [it] on thecross. And thewriting was, JESUS 
OF NAZARETH THE KING O F THE J EW S. 

J ohn| 19:20 T his title then read many of thejews: for theplace w here Jesus was crucified 
was nightothe city: and it waswritten in Hebrew, [andJGreek, [and] Latin. 

J ohn| 19:21 Then saidthechief priestsof thejews to Pilate, Writenot, TheKing of the 
Jews; but that he said, I am Kingof thejews. 

J ohn| 19:22 Pilate answered, W hat I have written I have written. 

J ohn| 19:23 Then thesoldiers, when they had crucified Jesus, took hisgarments, and made 
four parts, to every soldier a part; and also [his] coat: now the coat was without seam, 
woven from the top throughout. 

J ohn| 19: 24 They said therefore among themselves, Let usnot rend it, but cast lotsfor it, 
whoseitshall be: that the scripture might befulfilled, which saith, They parted my raiment 
among them, and for my vesture they did cast lots. These things therefore the soldiers did. 

J ohn| 19:25 Now there stood by thecross of Jesus his mother, and hismother'ssister, 
M ary the [wife] of Cleophas, and M ary M agdalene. 
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John| 19:26 Whenjesusthereforesaw his mother, and the disciple standing by, whom he 
loved, he saith unto his mother, W oman, behold thy son! 

John| 19:27 T hen saith he to the disciple, Behold thy mother! And from that hour that 
disciple took her unto hisown [homej. 

J ohn| 19:28 After this, J esus know i ng that al I thingswerenow accomplished, that the 
scripture might befulfilled, saith, I thirst. 

J ohn| 19:29 N ow therewasset avessel full of vinegar: and they filled a sponge with 
vinegar, and put [it] upon hyssop, and put [it] to his mouth. 

J ohn| 19:30 W hen J esus therefore had received the vinegar, hesaid, It isfinished: and he 
bowed his head, and gave up the ghost. 

J ohn| 19:31 T he J ews therefore, becauseit wasthe preparation, that the bodiesshould not 
remain upon the cross on the sabbath day, (for that sabbath day was an high day, ) besought 
Pilate that their legs might be broken, and [that] they might be taken away. 

J ohn| 19:32 Then came the soldiers, and brake the legs of thefirst, and of theother which 
was crucified with him. 

J ohn| 19:33 But when they came to J esus, and saw that he was dead already, they brake not 
his legs: 

J ohn| 19:34 But oneof the soldiers with a spear pierced hisside, andforthwith camethere 
out blood and water. 

J ohn| 19:35 And he that saw [it] barerecord, and hisrecord istrue: and he knoweth that he 
saith true, that ye might believe. 

J ohn| 19:36 For thesethingsweredone, that the scripture should befulfilled, A boneof 
him shall not be broken. 

J ohn| 19:37 And again another scripture saith, They shall lookon him whom they pierced. 
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John| 19:38 And after thisj oseph of Arimathaea, being a disciple of J esus, but secretlyfor 
fear of the J ews, besought Pilate that he might take away the body of J esus: and Pilate gave 
[him] leave. H e came therefore, and took the body of J esus. 

J ohn| 19:39 And there came also N icodemus, which at thefirst came to J esus by night, and 
brought a mixture of myrrh and aloes, about an hundred pound [weight]. 

J ohn| 19:40 T hen took they the body of J esus, and wound it in linen clotheswiththe 
spices, as the manner of the J ews is to bury. 

J ohn| 19:41 N ow in the placewhere he was crucified there wasagarden; and in thegarden 
a new sepulchre, wherein was never man yet laid. 

J ohn| 19:42 There laid they J esus therefore becauseof thejews' preparation [day]; for the 
sepulchre was nigh at hand. 

J ohn| 20: 1 The first [day] of the week cometh M ary M agdalene early, when it was yet dark, 
unto the sepulchre, and seeth the stone taken away from the sepulchre. 

J ohn| 20:2 Then she runneth, and cometh to Simon Peter, and to the other disciple, whom 
Jesusloved, and saith unto them, They have taken away the Lord out of the sepulchre, and 
we know not where they have laid him. 

J ohn| 20:3 Peter therefore w ent f orth, and that other disciple, and cameto the sepulchre. 

J ohn| 20:4 So they ran both together: and the other disciple did outrun Peter, and came 
first to the sepulchre. 

J ohn| 20:5 And hestoopingdown, [and looking in], saw the linen clotheslying; yet went 
he not in. 
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John| 20:6 Then cometh Simon Peter following him, andwentinto the sepulchre, and 
seeth the linen clotheslie, 

J ohn| 20:7 And the napkin, that was about his head, not lyingwith the linen clothes, but 
wrapped together i n a place by itself. 

J ohn| 20:8 Then went in also that other disciple, which camefirst to the sepul chre, and he 
saw, and believed. 

J ohn| 20:9 For asyet they knew not the scripture, that he must rise again from the dead. 

J ohn| 20: 10 Then the disciples went away again unto their own home. 

J ohn| 20: 11 But M ary stood without at the sepulchre weeping: and as she wept, she 
stooped down, [and looked] into the sepulchre, 

J ohn| 20:12 And seeth two angelsin whitesitting, theoneatthe head, and the other at the 
feet, where the body of Jesus had lain. 

J ohn| 20:13 And they say unto her, Woman, why weepest thou? She saith untothem, 
Because they have taken away my Lord, and I know not where they have laid him. 

J ohn| 20:14 And when she hadthussaid, sheturned herself back, and sawjesusstanding, 
and knew not that it wasjesus. 

J ohn| 20: 15 J esus saith unto her, W oman, why weepest thou? whom seekest thou? She, 
supposing him to be the gardener, saith unto him, Sir, if thou have borne him hence, tell 
me where thou hast laid him, and I will take him away. 

John 20: 16 J esus saith unto her, M ary. Sheturned herself, and saith unto him, Rabboni; 
which isto say, Master. 

J ohn| 20: 17 J esus saith unto her, Touch menot; for I am not yet ascended to my Father: 
but go to my brethren, and say unto them, I ascend unto my Father, and your Father; and 
[to] my God, and your God. 
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J ohn| 20: 18 M ary M agdalene came and told the disciples that she had seen the Lord, and 
[thatj he had spoken these things unto her. 

J ohn| 20:19 Then thesameday at evening, being the first [day] oftheweek, when the 
doorswereshut where the disciples were assembled for fear of thejews, camejesusand 
stood in the midst, and saith unto them, Peace [be] unto you. 

J ohn| 20:20 And when he had so said, heshowed unto them [his] handsand hisside. Then 
were the disciples glad, when they saw the Lord. 

J ohn| 20:21 Then saidjesusto them again, Peace [be] unto you: as[my] Father hathsent 
me, even so send I you. 

J ohn| 20:22 And when he had said this, he breathed on [them], and saith unto them, 
Receive yetheHoly Ghost:

20:23 W hose soever sinsye remit, they are remitted unto them; [and] whose soever 
ye retain, they are retained. 



J ohn| 20:24 ButThomas, oneof thetwelve, called Didymus, wasnotwith them when 
J esus came. 

J ohn| 20:25 T he other disciples therefore said unto him, W e have seen the Lord. But he 
said unto them, Except I shall seein hishandstheprint of the nails, and put myfinger into 
the print of the nails, and thrust my hand into hisside, I will not believe. 

J ohn| 20:26 And after eight days again his disciples were within, and Thomaswith them: 
[then] came J esus, the doors being shut, and stood i n the midst, and said, Peace [be] unto 
you. 

J ohn| 20:27 Then saith hetoThomas, Reach hither thyfinger, and behold my hands; and 
reach hither thy hand, and thrust [it] into my side: and be not faithless, but believing. 
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John| 20:28 AndThomasanswered and said unto him, M y Lord and myGod. 

J ohn| 20:29 J esus saith unto him, Thomas, becausethou hast seen me, thou hast believed: 
blessed [are] they that have not seen, and [yet] have believed. 

J ohn| 20:30 And many other signstruly didjesusin the presence of hisdisciples, which are 
notwritten inthisbook: 

J ohn| 20:31 Butthesearewritten, that ye might believe that J esus is the C hrist, theSonof 
God; and that believing ye might have life through his name. 

J ohn| 21:1 After these thingsj esus showed himself again to the disciples at the sea of 
Tiberias; and on this w ise showed he [himself]. 

J ohn| 21:2There weretogether Simon Peter, and Thomas called Didymus, and Nathanael 
of Cana in Galilee, and the [sons] of Zebedee, and two other of hisdisciples. 

J ohn| 21:3 Simon Peter saith unto them, I go afishing. They say unto him, Wealso go with 
thee. They went forth, and entered into a ship immediately; and that night they caught 
nothing. 

J ohn| 21:4 But when the morning wasnow come, J esus stood on theshore: butthe 
disciples knew not that it wasj esus. 

J ohn| 21:5 T hen J esus saith unto them, Children, haveyeany meat?They answered him, 
No. 

J ohn| 21:6 And he said unto them, Cast the net on the right side of the ship, and ye shall 
find. They cast therefore, and now they were not able to draw it for the multitude of 
fishes. 
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John| 21:7 Therefore that disciple whom J esus loved saith unto Peter, It istheLord. Now 
when Simon Peter heard that it wasthe Lord, he girt [his] fisher'scoat [unto him], (for he 
was naked,) and did cast himself into the sea. 

J ohn| 21:8 And the other disciples came in a little ship; (for they were not far from land, 
but as it were two hundred cubits,) dragging the net with fishes. 

J ohn| 21:9Assoon then as they were cometo land, they saw afireof coals there, and fish 
laid thereon, and bread. 

J ohn| 21: 10 J esus saith unto them, Bring of the fish whichyehave now caught. 

J ohn| 21:11 Simon Peter wentup, and drewthe net to land ful I ofgreat fishes, an hundred 
and fifty and three: and for all there were so many, yet was not the net broken. 

J ohn| 21: 12 J esus saith unto them, Come[and] dine. And noneof the disciples durstask 
him, Who art thou?knowing that it was the Lord. 

J ohn| 21: 13 J esus then cometh, and taketh bread, and giveth them, and fish likewise. 

J ohn| 21: 14 T his is now thethird timethatjesusshowed himself to his disciples, after that 
he was risen from the dead. 

J ohn| 21:15 So when they had dined, J esus saith to Simon Peter, Simon, [son] of Jonas, 
lovest thou me more than these? H e saith unto him, Yea, Lord; thou knowest that I love 
thee. H e saith unto him, Feed my lambs. 

J ohn| 21:16 H e saith to him again thesecond time, Simon, [son] of Jonas, lovest thou me? 
H e saith unto him, Yea, Lord; thou knowest that I love thee. H e saith unto him, Feed my 
sheep. 
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John| 21:17 Hesaith unto him thethird time, Simon, [son] of Jonas, lovest thou me?Peter 
wasgrieved becausehesaid unto him thethird time, Lovest thou me?And hesaid unto 
him, Lord, thou knowest all things; thou knowestthat I lovethee. Jesussaith unto him, 
Feed my sheep. 

J ohn| 21:18 Verily, verily, I say unto thee, W hen thou wastyoung, thou girdedst thyself, 
and walkedst whither thou wouldest: but when thou shalt be old, thou shalt stretch forth 
thy hands, and another shall gird thee, and carry [thee] whither thou wouldest not. 

J ohn| 21:19 This spake he, signifying by what death heshould glorify God. And when he 
had spoken this, he saith unto him, Follow me. 

John 21:20 Then Peter, turningabout, seeth the disciple whom J esus loved following; 
which also leaned on his breast at supper, and said, Lord, which is he that betrayeth thee? 

J ohn| 21:21 Peter seeing him saith tojesus, Lord, and what [shall] this man [do]? 

J ohn| 21:22 J esus saith unto him, If I will that hetarry till I come, what [is that] to thee? 
follow thou me. 



J ohn| 21:23 Then wentthissayingabroad amongthe brethren, that that disciple should not 
die: yet J esus said not unto him, H e shall notdie; but, If I will that hetarry till I come, 
what [i s that] to thee? 

J ohn| 21:24 T his is the disciple which testifieth ofthese things, and w rotethese things: and 
we know that his testimony istrue. 

J ohn| 21:25 And there are also manyother things which J esus did, the which, ifthey should 
bewritten every one, I suppose that even the world itself could notcontainthebooksthat 
should bewritten. Amen. 
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Acts| LITheformer treatise have I made, O Theophilus, of all that J esus began both to do 
and teach, 

Acts| 1: 2 U ntil the day in which he was taken up, after that he through the H oly G host had 
given commandments unto the apostles whom he had chosen: 

Acts| 1:3 To whom also heshowed himself alive after hispassion by many infallible proofs, 
being seen of them forty days, and speaking of the things pertaining to the kingdom of God: 

Acts| 1:4 And, being assembled together with [them], commanded them that they should 
not depart from J erusalem, but wait for the promise of the Father, which, [saith he], ye 
have heard of me. 

Acts| 1:5 For John truly baptized with water; butyeshall be baptized with the H oly G host 
not many days hence. 

Acts| 1:6 W hen they therefore were come together, they asked of him, saying, Lord, wilt 
thou at thistime restore again the kingdom to Israel? 

Acts| 1:7 And hesaid unto them, It is not for you to know thetimesor theseasons, which 
the Father hath put in hisown power. 

Acts| 1:8 But ye shall receive power, after that the H oly G host iscome upon you: and ye 
shall be witnessesunto me both in J erusalem, and in all Judaea, and in Samaria, and unto 
the uttermost part of the earth. 

Acts| 1:9 And when he had spoken these things, whilethey beheld, he was taken up; and a 
cloud received him out of their sight. 

Acts| 1:10 And whilethey looked stedfastly toward heaven ashewentup, behold, two 
men stood by them i n white apparel; 
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Acts| 1:11 W hich also said, Ye men of Galilee, why stand ye gazing up into heaven? this 
samejesus, which istaken upfrom you into heaven, shall so comein like manner asye 
have seen h i m go into heaven. 

Acts| 1:12 Then returned they unto Jerusalem from the mount called Olivet, which isfrom 
Jerusalem a sabbath day'sjourney. 

Acts| 1:13 And when they werecome in, they wentup into an upper room, whereabode 
both Peter, and James, and John, and Andrew, Philip, andThomas, Bartholomew, and 
Matthew, James [the son] of Alphaeus, and Simon Zelotes, and J udas [the brother] of 
J ames. 

Acts| 1: 14 These all continued with oneaccord in prayer and supplication, with the 
women, and M ary the mother ofjesus, and with hisbrethren. 

Acts| 1:15 And in those days Peter stood up in the midst of the disciples, and said, (the 
number of names together were about an hundred and twenty,) 

Acts| 1: 16 M en [and] brethren, this scripture must needs have been fulfilled, which the 
H oly G host by the mouth of David spake before concerning J udas, which was guide to 
them thattookjesus. 

Acts| 1:17 For he was numbered with us, and had obtained part of this ministry. 

Acts| 1:18 N ow thisman purchased afield with the reward of iniquity; and fail i ng 
headlong, he burst asunder in the midst, and all his bowelsgushed out. 

Acts| 1:19 And itwasknown unto all the d w el I ers at J erusal em ; insomuch as that field is 
called in their proper tongue, Aceldama, that isto say, The field of blood. 

Acts| 1:20 For it is written in the book of Psalms, Let his habitation be desolate, and let no 
man dwell therein: and his bishopric let another take. 
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Acts| 1:21 W herefore of these men which have companied with us all the time that the 
Lord Jesuswent i n and out among us, 

Acts| 1:22 Beginning from the baptism ofjohn, unto that same day that hewastaken up 
from us, mustonebeordainedto beawitnesswith usof his resurrection. 

Acts| 1:23 And they appointed two, Joseph called Barsabas, who wassurnamedjustus, and 
M atthias. 

Acts| 1:24 And they prayed, and said, Thou, Lord, which knowestthe heartsof all [men], 
show whether of these two thou hast chosen, 

Acts| 1:25 That hemay take part of this ministry and apostleship, from whichjudasby 
transgression fell, that he might go to hisown place. 

Acts| 1:26 And they gave forth their lots; and the lot fell upon M atthias; and he was 
numbered with the eleven apostles. 

Acts| 2:1 And when the day of Pentecost wasfully come, they were all with oneaccord in 
one place. 

Acts 2:2 And suddenly there came a sound from heaven asof arushing mighty wind, and it 
filled all the house where they were sitting. 

Acts| 2:3 And there appeared unto them cloven tongues like asof fire, and it sat upon each 
of them. 

Acts| 2:4 And they were all filled with the H oly G host, and began to speak with other 
tongues, as the Spirit gave them utterance. 

Acts| 2:5 And there were dwelling at Jerusalem Jews, devout men, out of every nation 
under heaven. 

Acts| 2:6 N ow when this was noised abroad, the multitude came together, and were 
confounded, becausethat every man heard them speak in hisown language. 
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Acts| 2:7 And they were all amazed and marvelled, saying one to another, Behold, are not 
all these which speak Galilaeans? 

Acts| 2:8 And how hear we every man in our own tongue, wherein we were born? 

Acts| 2:9 Parthians, and Medes, and Elamites, and thedwellersin Mesopotamia, and in 
Judaea, and Cappadocia, in Pontus, and Asia, 

Acts| 2:10 Phrygia, and Pamphylia, in Egypt, and in the partsof Libyaabout Cyrene, and 
strangers of Rome, J ews and proselytes, 

Acts| 2:11 Cretesand Arabians, we do hear them speak in our tonguesthe wonderful 
works of God. 

Acts| 2:12 And they were all amazed, and were in doubt, saying one to another, W hat 
meaneth this? 

Acts| 2:13 Othersmockingsaid, Thesemen arefull of new wine. 

Acts| 2:14 But Peter, standing up with the eleven, lifted up his voice, and said unto them, 
Yemen of Judaea, and all [ye] that dwell atjerusalem, be this known unto you, and 
hearken to my words: 

Acts| 2:15 For these are notdrunken, asyesuppose, seeing it is [but] thethird hourofthe 
day. 

Acts| 2:16 But this is that which wasspoken by the prophet J oel ; 

Acts| 2:17 And itshall cometo passinthelastdays, saithGod, I will pour outof my Spirit 
upon all flesh: and your sonsand your daughtersshall prophesy, and your young men shall 
see visions, and your old men shall dream dreams: 

Acts| 2: 18 And on my servants and on my handmaidens I will pour out in those days of my 
Spirit; and they shall prophesy: 
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Acts| 2:19 And I will show wondersin heaven above, and signsin theearth beneath; blood, 
and f i re, and vapour of smoke: 

Acts| 2:20 The sun shall beturned into darkness, and themoon into blood, beforethat 
great and notable day of the Lord come: 

Acts| 2:21 And it shall cometo pass, [that] whosoever shall call on the nameof the Lord 
shall besaved. 

Acts| 2:22Yemen of Israel, hear thesewords; Jesusof Nazareth, aman approved of God 
amongyou by miracles and wondersand signs, which God did by him in themidst of you, 
asye yourselvesalso know: 

Acts| 2:23 Him, beingdelivered by thedeterminatecounsel and foreknowledgeof God, ye 
have taken, and by wicked hands have crucified and slain: 

Acts| 2:24 W hom God hath raised up, having loosed the painsof death: because it was not 
possible that he should be holden of it. 

Acts| 2:25 For David speaketh concerning him, I foresaw the Lord always before my face, 
for he is on my right hand, that I should not be moved: 

Acts| 2:26 Therefore did my heart rejoice, and my tonguewasglad; moreover also my 
flesh shall rest i n hope: 

Acts| 2:27 Because thou wilt not leavemysoul in hell, neitherwiltthousuffer thineHoly 
Onetoseecorruption. 

Acts| 2:28 Thou hastmade knownto methewaysof life; thou shalt makemefull of joy 
withthy countenance. 

Acts| 2:29 M en [and] brethren, let mefreely speak unto you of the patriarch David, thathe 
isboth deadand buried, and hissepulchreiswith us unto this day. 
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Acts| 2:30 Therefore being a prophet, and knowing that God had sworn with an oath to 
him, thatof thefruitof hisloins, accordingtotheflesh, he would raise up Christ to sit on 
histhrone; 

Acts| 2:31 H e seeing this before spake of the resurrection of Christ, thathissoul wasnot 
left in hell, neither hisflesh did see corruption. 

Acts| 2:32 ThisJ esus hath God raisedup, whereofweall arewitnesses. 

Acts| 2:33 Therefore being by the right hand of God exalted ( and having received of the 
Father the promise of the H oly G host, hehath shed forth this, which yenow see and hear. 

Acts| 2:34 For David is not ascended into the heavens: but he saith himself, The Lord said 
unto my Lord, Sit thou on my right hand, 

Acts| 2:35 Until I makethy foesthy footstool. 

Acts| 2:36 Therefore let all the house of Israel know assuredly, that God hath made that 
samejesus, whom ye have crucified, both Lord and Christ. 

Acts| 2:37 Now when they heard [this], they were pricked i n their heart, and said unto 
Peter and to the rest of the apostles, M en [and] brethren, what shall we do? 

Acts| 2:38 T hen Peter said unto them, Repent, and be baptized every one of you in the 
nameof J esus Christ for the remission of sins, and ye shall receive the gift of the H oly 
G host. 

Acts| 2:39 For the promise is unto you, and to your children, and to all that are afar off, 
[even] as many as the Lord our God shall call. 

Acts| 2:40 And with many other wordsdid hetestify and exhort, saying, Saveyourselves 
from thisuntoward generation. 

Acts| 2:41 T hen they that gladly received his word were baptized: and the same day there 
were added [unto them] about three thousand souls. 
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Acts| 2:42 And they continued stedfastly in the apostles' doctrine and fellowship, and in 
breaking of bread, and i n prayers. 

Acts| 2:43 And fear cameupon every soul: and many wondersand signsweredoneby the 
apostles. 

Acts| 2:44 And all that believed weretogether, and had all thingscommon; 

Acts| 2:45 And sold their possessionsand goods, and parted them to all [men], as every 
man had need. 

Acts| 2:46 And they, continuingdaily with oneaccord in the temple, and breaking bread 
from houseto house, did eat their meat with gladnessand singlenessof heart, 

Acts| 2:47 Praising God, and having favour with all the people. And the Lord added to the 
church daily such as should be saved. 

Acts| 3: 1 N ow Peter and J ohn went up together into the temple at the hour of prayer, 
[being] the ninth [hour]. 

Acts| 3:2 And acertain man lamefrom hismother'swomb wascarried, whomtheylaid 
daily at the gateof the temple w hich iscalled Beautiful, toask almsofthem thatentered 
into the temple; 

Acts| 3:3 W ho seeing Peter and John about to go into the temple asked an alms. 

Acts| 3:4 And Peter, fastening hiseyesupon himwithjohn, said, Lookon us. 

Acts| 3:5 And he gave heed unto them, expecting to receive something of them. 

Acts| 3:6 Then Peter said, Silver and gold have I none; but such as I have give I thee: I n the 
name of J esus C hrist of N azareth rise up and walk. 

Acts| 3:7 And hetook him by theright hand, and lifted [him] up: and immediately hisfeet 
and ankle bones received strength. 
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Acts| 3:8 And he leaping up stood, and walked, and entered withthem into thetemple, 
walking, and leaping, and praising God. 

Acts| 3:9 And all the people saw him walking and praising God: 

Acts| 3:10 And they knew that it was he which sat for almsat the Beautiful gate of the 
temple: and they were filled with wonder and amazement at that which had happened unto 
him. 

Acts| 3:11 Andasthelameman which was healed held Peter and John, all the people ran 
together unto them in the porch that iscalled Solomon's, greatly wondering. 

Acts| 3:12 And when Peter saw [it], he answered unto the people, Ye men of Israel, why 
marvel ye at this? or why look ye so earnestly on us, asthough by our own power or 
holinesswehad madethisman to walk? 

Acts| 3:13 The God of Abraham, and of Isaac, and ofjacob, the God of our fathers, hath 
glorified hisSonJesus; whom yedelivered up, and denied him in thepresenceof Pilate, 
when he was determined to let [him] go. 

Acts| 3: 14 But ye denied the H oly O ne and the J ust, and desired a murderer to be granted 
unto you; 

Acts| 3:15 And killed thePrinceof life, whom God hath raisedfromthedead; whereofwe 
are witnesses. 

Acts| 3: 16 And his name through faith in his name hath made this man strong, whom ye see 
and know: yea, the faith which isby him hath given him thisperfect soundnessin the 
presence of you all. 

Acts| 3:17 And now, brethren, I wot that through ignoranceyedid [it], as [did] also your 
rulers. 

Acts| 3:18 But thosethings, which God before had showed by the mouth of all his 
prophets, that Christ should suffer, he hath so f u I f i 1 1 ed . 
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Acts| 3:19 Repent ye therefore, and be converted, that your sins may be blotted out, when 
the times of refreshing shall come from the presence of the Lord; 

Acts| 3:20 And he shall send JesusChrist, which beforewaspreached unto you: 

Acts| 3:21 W hom the heaven must receiveuntil the times of restitution of all things, which 
God hath spoken bythemouth of all hisholy prophetssincetheworld began. 

Acts| 3:22 For Mosestruly said unto the fathers, A prophet shall the Lord your God raise 
up unto you of your brethren, like unto me; him shall ye hear in all things w hatsoever he 
shall say unto you. 

Acts| 3:23 And it shall come to pass, [that] every soul, which will not hear that prophet, 
shall be destroyed from among the people. 

Acts| 3:24 Yea, and all the prophetsfrom Samuel and those that follow after, as many as 
have spoken, have likewise foretold of these days. 

Acts| 3:25 Ye are the children of the prophets, and of the covenant which God made with 
our fathers, saying unto Abraham, And in thy seed shall all the kindreds of the earth be 
blessed. 

Acts| 3:26 U nto you first God, having raisedup hisSonJesus, senthimto blessyou, in 
turning away every one of you from his iniquities. 

Acts| 4: 1 And asthey spake unto the people, the priests, and the captain of the temple, and 
the Sadducees, came upon them, 

Acts| 4:2 Being grieved that they taught the people, and preached through Jesusthe 
resurrection from the dead. 

Acts| 4:3 And they laid handson them, and put [them] in hold unto the next day: for it was 
now eventide. 
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Acts| 4:4 Howbeit many of them which heard theword believed; and the number of the 
men was about five thousand. 

Acts| 4:5 And it came to passon the morrow, that their rulers, and elders, and scribes, 

Acts| 4:6 And Annasthe high priest, and Caiaphas, and John, and Alexander, and as many 
aswereof thekindred of the high priest, weregathered together atjerusalem. 

Acts| 4:7 And when they had set them in the midst, they asked, By what power, or by what 
name, have ye done this? 

Acts| 4:8Then Peter, filled withtheHoly Ghost, said unto them, Ye rulers of the people, 
and elders of Israel, 

Acts| 4:9 If we this day be examined of the good deed done to the impotent man, by what 
meansheismadewhole; 

Acts| 4:10 Beit known unto you all, and to all the people of Israel, that by the name of 
JesusChrist of Nazareth, whom ye crucified, whom God raised from the dead, [even] by 
him doth this man stand here before you whole. 

Acts| 4:11 This isthestone which was set at nought of you builders, which isbecomethe 
head of the corner. 

Acts| 4: 12 N either is there salvation in any other: for there is none other name under 
heaven given among men, whereby we must be saved. 

Acts| 4: 13 N ow when they saw the boldness of Peter and J ohn, and perceived that they 
were unlearned and ignorant men, they marvelled; and they took knowledge of them, that 
they had been withjesus. 

Acts| 4:14 And beholding the man which was healed standing with them, they could say 
nothing against it. 

Acts| 4:15 But when they had commanded them to go aside out of the council, they 
conferred among themselves, 
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Acts| 4:16 Saying, W hat shall we do to these men?for that indeed a notable miracle hath 
been done by them [is] manifest to all them that dwell in Jerusalem; and we cannot deny 
[it]. 

Acts| 4: 17 But that it spread no further among the people, let us straitly threaten them, 
that they speak henceforth to no man i n this name. 

Acts| 4:18 And they called them, and commanded them not to speak at all nor teach in the 
nameof Jesus. 

Acts| 4:19 But Peter and John answered and said unto them, W hether it be right i n the 
sight of God to hearken unto you morethan unto God, judgeye. 

Acts| 4:20 For we cannot but speak thethingswhich wehave seen and heard. 

Acts| 4:21 So when they had further threatened them, they let them go, finding nothing 
how they might punish them, becauseof the people: for all [men] glorified God for that 
which wasdone. 

Acts| 4:22 For the man wasaboveforty yearsold, on whom this miracle of healing was 
showed. 

Acts| 4:23 And being let go, they went to their own company, and reported all that the 
chief priestsand elders had said unto them. 

Acts| 4:24 And when they heard that, they lifted up their voiceto God with one accord, 
and said, Lord, thou [art] God, which hast made heaven, and earth, and the sea, and all that 
in them is: 

Acts| 4:25 W ho by the mouth of thy servant David hast said, W hy did the heathen rage, 
and the people imagine vain things? 

Acts| 4: 26 The kingsof the earth stood u p, and the rulersweregathered together against 
the Lord, and against his C hrist. 
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Acts| 4:27 For of atruth against thy holy child J esus, whomthou hast anointed, both 
Herod, and Pontius Pilate, with the Gentiles, and the peopleof Israel, weregathered 
together, 

Acts| 4:28 For to do whatsoever thy hand and thy counsel determined before to be done. 

Acts| 4:29 And now, Lord, behold their threatenings: and grant unto thy servants, that 
with all boldnessthey may speak thy word, 

Acts| 4:30 By stretching forth thine hand to heal; and that signs and wonders may be done 
by the name of thy holy child J esus. 

Acts| 4:31 And when they had prayed, the place wasshaken wherethey were assembled 
together; and they were all filled with the Holy G host, and they spake the word of God 
with boldness. 

Acts| 4:32 And the multitude of them that believed were of one heart and of one soul: 
neither said any [of them] that ought of the things which he possessed was his own; but they 
had all things common. 

Acts| 4:33 And with great power gave the apostles witness of the resurrection of the Lord 
J esus: and great grace was upon them all. 

Acts| 4: 34 N either was there any among them that lacked: for as many as were possessors 
of lands or houses sold them, and brought the prices of the things that were sold, 

Acts| 4:35 And laid [them] down at the apostles' feet: and distribution was made unto every 
man according as he had need. 

Acts| 4:36 Andjoses, who by the apostles was surnamed Barnabas, (which is, being 
interpreted, Theson of consolation,) aLevite, [and]of thecountryof Cyprus, 
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Acts| 4:37 Having land, sold [it] ( and broughtthe money, and laid [it] at the apostles 1 feet. 

Acts| 5:1 But a certain man named Ananias, with Sapphira hiswife, sold a possession, 

Acts| 5:2 And kept back [part] of the price, hiswife also being privy [to it], and brought a 
certain part, and laid [it], at the apostles' feet. 

Acts| 5:3 But Peter said, Ananias, why hath Satan filled thine heart to Neto the Holy Ghost, 
and to keep back [part] of the price of the land? 

Acts| 5:4 W hiles it remained, was it not thine own? and after it was sold, was it not in thine 
own power?why hastthou conceived thisthing in thine heart? thou hast not lied unto men, 
but unto God. 

Acts| 5:5 And Ananias hearingthese wordsfell down, and gaveup the ghost: and greatfear 
came on all them that heard these things. 

Acts| 5:6 And theyoung men arose, wound him up, and carried [him] out, and buried 
[him]. 

Acts| 5:7 And it was about the spaceof threehours after, when hiswife, not knowing what 
wasdone, came in. 

Acts| 5:8 And Peter answered unto her, Tell mewhether ye sold the land for so much? 
And she said, Yea, for so much. 

Acts| 5:9 Then Peter said unto her, H ow is it that ye have agreed together to tempt the 
Spirit of the Lord? behold, the feet of them which have buried thy husband [are] at the 
door, and shall carry thee out. 

Acts| 5: 10 Then fell she down straightway at hisfeet, and yielded up the ghost: and the 
young men came in, and found her dead, and, carrying [her] forth, buried [her] by her 
husband. 
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Acts| 5:11 And great fear came upon all the church, and upon as many as heard these 
things. 

Acts| 5:12 And by the handsof theapostleswere many signs and wonderswrought among 
the people; (and they were all with one accord in Solomon's porch. 

Acts| 5: 13 And of the rest durst no man join himself to them: but the people magnified 
them. 

Acts| 5: 14 And believers were the more added to the Lord, multitudes both of men and 
women.) 

Acts| 5:15 Insomuch that they brought forth the sick into the streets, and laid [them] on 
bedsand couches, that at the least the shadow of Peter passing by might overshadow some 
of them. 

Acts| 5: 16 T here came also a multitude [out] of the cities round about unto J erusalem, 
bringing sick folks, and them which were vexed with unclean spirits: and they were healed 
every one. 

Acts| 5:17 Then the high priest roseup, and all they that were with him, (which isthesect 
of the Sadducees,) and were filled with indignation, 

Acts| 5:18 And laidtheir handson theapostles, and putthem inthecommon prison. 

Acts| 5: 19 But the angel of the Lord by night opened the prison doors, and brought them 
forth, and said, 

Acts| 5:20 Go, stand and speak in thetempletothe peopleall thewordsof thislife. 

Acts| 5:21 And when they heard [that], they entered into thetemple early in the morning, 
and taught. But the high priest came, and they that were with him, and called the council 
together, and all the senate of the children of Israel, and sent to the prison to have them 
brought. 
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Acts| 5:22 But when the officers came, and found them not in the prison, they returned, 
and told, 

Acts| 5:23 Saying, The prison truly found weshut with all safety, and the keepersstanding 
without before the doors: but when wehad opened, we found no man within. 

Acts| 5:24 N ow when the high priest and the captain of the temple and the chief priests 
heard these things, they doubted of them whereunto thiswould grow. 

Acts| 5:25 Then came one and told them, saying, Behold, the men whom ye put in prison 
are standing i n the temple, and teaching the people. 

Acts| 5:26 Then went the captain with the officers, and brought them without violence: for 
they feared the people, lest they should have been stoned. 

Acts| 5:27 And when they had brought them, they set [them] before the counci I : and the 
high priest asked them, 

Acts| 5:28 Saying, Did not we straitly command you that ye should not teach in this name? 
and, behold, ye have filled Jerusalem withyour doctrine, and intend to bringthisman's 
blood upon us. 

Acts| 5:29 Then Peter and the [other] apostlesanswered and said, W e ought to obey God 
rather than men. 

Acts| 5:30 The God of our fathers raised upjesus, whom yeslew and hanged on atree. 

Acts| 5:31 Him hath God exalted with hisright hand [to be] aPrinceand aSaviour, for to 
give repentance to Israel, and forgiveness of sins. 

Acts| 5:32 And we are hiswitnessesof these things; and [so is] also the H oly Ghost, whom 
God hath given to them that obey him. 
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Acts| 5:33 W hen they heard [that], they were cut [to the heart], and took counsel to slay 
them. 

Acts| 5:34 Then stood there up one in the council, aPharisee, named Gamaliel, adoctorof 
the law, had in reputation among all the people, and commanded to put the apostles forth a 
littlespace; 

Acts| 5:35 And said unto them, Ye men of Israel, take heed to yourselves what ye intend to 
doastouching these men. 

Acts| 5:36 For before these days rose up Theudas, boasting himself to be somebody; to 
whom a number of men, aboutfour hundred, joined themselves: who wasslain; and all, as 
many asobeyed him, were scattered, and brought to nought. 

Acts 5:37 After thisman roseupjudasof Galilee in the days of the taxing, and drew away 
much people after him: he also perished; and all, [even] as many asobeyed him, were 
dispersed. 

Acts| 5:38 And now I say unto you, Refrain from these men, and let them alone: for if this 
counsel or thiswork beof men, itwill cometo nought: 

Acts| 5:39 But if it be of God, ye cannot overthrow it; lest haply ye be found even to fight 
against God. 

Acts| 5:40 And to him they agreed: and when they had called the apostles, and beaten 
[them], they commanded that they should not speak in the name of Jesus, and let them go. 

Acts| 5:41 And they departed from the presence of the council, rejoicing that they were 
counted worthy to suffer shamefor his name. 

Acts| 5:42 And daily in the temple, and in every house, they ceased not to teach and preach 
JesusChrist. 

Acts| 6:1 And in thosedays, when the number of the disciples was multiplied, therearosea 
murmuring of the G recians against the Hebrews, becausetheir widows were neglected in 
the daily ministration. 
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Acts| 6:2Then the twelve called the multitude of the disciples [unto them], and said, Itis 
not reason that we should leave the word of God, and serve tables. 

Acts| 6:3 W herefore, brethren, look ye out among you seven men of honest report, full of 
the H oly Ghost and wisdom, whom we may appoint over this business. 

Acts| 6:4 But we will give ourselves continually to prayer, and to the ministry of the word. 

Acts| 6:5 And the saying pleased the whole multitude: and they chose Stephen, a man full 
offaith and of the H oly Ghost, and Philip, and Prochorus, and N icanor, andTimon, and 
Parmenas, and N icolas a proselyte of A ntioch: 

Acts| 6:6 W hom they set before the apostles: and when they had prayed, they laid [their] 
handson them. 

Acts| 6:7 And the word of God increased; and thenumber of the disciples multiplied in 
J erusalem greatly; and a great company of the priests were obedient to the faith. 

Acts| 6:8 And Stephen, full offaith and power, did great wondersand miracles among the 
people. 

Acts| 6:9 Then there arose certain of the synagogue, which is called [the synagogue] of the 
Libertines, and Cyrenians, and Alexandrians, and of them of Ciliciaand of Asia, disputing 
with Stephen. 

Acts| 6: 10 And they were not able to resist the wisdom and the spirit by which he spake. 

Acts| 6:11 Then they suborned men, which said, W e have heard him speak blasphemous 
wordsagainst M oses, and [against] God. 
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Acts| 6:12 And they stirred up the people, and the elders, and the scribes, and came upon 
[him], and caught him, and brought [him] to the council, 

Acts| 6:13 And set up false witnesses, which said, This man ceaseth not to speak 
blasphemous words against this holy place, and thelaw: 

Acts| 6: 14 For we have heard him say, that thisj esus of N azareth shall destroy this place, 
and shall changethe customs which Mosesdelivered us. 

Acts| 6:15 And al I that sat i n the council, looking stedfastly on him, saw hisfaceasit had 
been theface of an angel. 

Acts| 7:lThen said the high priest, Are these things so? 

Acts| 7:2 And he said, M en, brethren, and fathers, hearken; The God of glory appeared 
unto our father Abraham, when he w as i n M esopotamia, before he dwelt in Charran, 

Acts| 7:3 And said unto him, Gettheeout of thy country, and from thy kindred, and come 
into the land which I shall show thee. 

Acts| 7:4Then cameheout of the land of theChaldaeans, and dwelt in Charran: and from 
thence, when his father wasdead, he removed him into this land, wherein ye now dwell. 

Acts| 7:5 And he gave him none inheritance in it, no, not [so much as] to set hisfoot on: 
yet he promised that he would give it to him for a possession, and to his seed after him, 
when [as yet] he had no child. 

Acts| 7:6 And God spakeon thiswise, That his seed should sojourn in a strange land; and 
that they should bring them into bondage, and entreat [them] evil four hundred years. 

Acts| 7:7 And the nation to whom they shall bein bondage will I judge, said God: and after 
that shall they come forth, and serve me i n this place. 
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Acts| 7:8 And he gave him the covenant of circumcision: and so [Abraham] begat Isaac, and 
circumcised him the eighth day; and Isaac [begat] J acob; and J acob [begat] the twelve 
patriarchs. 

Acts| 7:9 And the patriarchs, moved with envy, soldjoseph into Egypt: butGod waswith 
him, 

Acts| 7:10 And delivered him out of all hisafflictions, and gave him favour and wisdom in 
the sight of Pharaoh king of Egypt; and he made him governor over Egypt and all his house. 

Acts| 7:11 Now there came a dearth over all the land of Egypt and Chanaan, and great 
affliction: and our fathersfound no sustenance. 

Acts| 7:12 But whenjacob heard that there wascorn in Egypt, hesentout our fathers first. 

Acts| 7:13 And at the second [time] Joseph wasmade knownto hisbrethren; andjoseph's 
kindred was made known unto Pharaoh. 

Acts| 7:14Then sentjoseph, and called hisfather Jacobto [him], and all his kindred, 
threescore and fifteen souls. 

Acts| 7:15 So J acob went down into Egypt, and died, he, and our fathers, 

Acts| 7: 16 And were carried over into Sychem, and laid in the sepulchre that Abraham 
bought for a sum of money of the sons of Emmor [the father] of Sychem. 

Acts| 7:17 But when the time of the promisedrew nigh, which God had sworn to 
Abraham, the peoplegrew and multiplied in Egypt, 

Acts| 7: 18 T i 1 1 another king arose, which knew not Joseph. 

Acts| 7:19 The same dealt subtly with our kindred, and evil entreated our fathers, so that 
they cast out their young children, to the end they might not live. 
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Acts| 7:20 In which time Moseswasborn, and wasexceedingfair, and nourished up in his 
father's house three months: 

Acts| 7:21 And when hewascastout, Pharaoh'sdaughter took himup, and nourished him 
for her own son. 

Acts| 7:22 And M oses was learned in all the wisdom of the Egyptians, and was mighty in 
wordsand i n deeds. 

Acts| 7:23 And when hewasfull forty yearsold, it cameinto hisheart to visit hisbrethren 
the children of Israel. 

Acts| 7:24 And seeing one [of them] suffer wrong, he defended [him], and avenged him 
that was oppressed, and smote the Egyptian: 
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7:25 For he supposed his brethren would have understood how that God by his hand 
d deliver them: but they understood not. 



Acts| 7:26 And the next day he showed himself unto them as they strove, and would have 
set them at one again, saying, Sirs, ye are brethren; why do ye wrong one to another? 

Acts| 7:27 But hethatdid hisneighbour wrong thrust him away, saying, Who madetheea 
ruler and ajudge over us? 

Acts| 7:28 W ilt thou kill me, asthou diddest the Egyptian yesterday? 

Acts| 7:29 Then fled M oses atthis saying, and was a stranger in the land of Madian, where 
he begat two son s. 

Acts| 7:30 And when forty years were expired, there appeared to him inthewildernessof 
mount Sinaan angel of the Lord in aflameof firein abush. 

Acts| 7:31 W hen M oses saw [it], he wondered at the sight: and as he drew near to behold 
[it], the voice of the Lord came unto him, 
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Acts| 7:32 [Saying], I [am]theGod of thy fathers, theGod of Abraham, and theGod of 
Isaac, and theGod of Jacob. Then Mosestrembled, and durst not behold. 

Acts| 7:33 Then said the Lord to him, Put off thy shoesfrom thy feet: for the place where 
thou standest is holy ground. 

Acts| 7:34 1 have seen, I have seen the affliction of my people which is in Egypt, and I have 
heard their groaning, and am come down to deliver them. And now come, I will send thee 
into Egypt. 

Acts| 7:35ThisMoseswhom they refused, saying, Who madetheearuler and a judge? the 
samedid God send [to be] aruler and adeliverer by the hand of the angel which appeared 
to him inthe bush. 

Acts| 7:36 H e brought them out, after that he had showed wondersand signs in the land of 
Egypt, and i n the Red sea, and i n the wildernessforty years. 
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7:37 This is that M oses, which said unto thechildren of Israel, A prophetshall the 
your God raise up unto you of your brethren, like unto me; him shall ye hear. 



Acts| 7:38 This is he, that w as i n the church i n the wilderness with the angel which spake to 
him in the mount Sina, and [with] our fathers: who received the lively oraclesto give unto 
us: 

Acts| 7:39Towhom our fathers would not obey, butthrust [him]from them, and in their 
heartsturned back again into Egypt, 

Acts| 7:40 Saying unto Aaron, Makeusgodsto go beforeus: for [as for] this M oses, which 
brought us out of the land of Egypt, we wot not what is become of him. 

Acts| 7:41 And they made a calf in those days, and offered sacrifice unto the idol, and 
rejoiced in the worksof their own hands. 
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Acts| 7:42 Then God turned, and gave them up to worship the host of heaven; as it is 
written in the book of the prophets, O ye house of Israel, have ye offered to me slain beasts 
and sacrifices [by the space of] forty years in the wilderness? 

Acts| 7:43 Yea, ye took up the tabernacle of M oloch, and thestar of your god Remphan, 
figures which ye made to worship them: and I will carry you away beyond Babylon. 

Acts| 7:44 O ur fathers had the tabernacle of witness in the wilderness, as he had appointed, 
speaking unto M oses, that he should make it according to the fashion that he had seen. 

Acts| 7:45 W hich also our fathers that came after brought i n with Jesus into the possession 
of the Gentiles, whom God drave out before the face of our fathers, unto the days of 
David; 

Acts| 7:46 W ho found favour before God, and desired to find a tabernacle for the God of 
J acob. 

Acts| 7:47 But Solomon built him an house. 

Acts| 7:48 H owbeit the most H igh dwelleth not i n temples made with hands; as saith the 
prophet, 

Acts| 7:49 Heaven [i s] my throne, and earth [i s] my footstool: what house will yebuild me? 
saith the Lord: or what [is] the place of my rest? 

Acts| 7:50 H ath not my hand madeall thesethings? 

Acts| 7:51 Ye stiffnecked and uncircumcised in heart and ears, ye do always resist the H oly 
G host: as your fathers [did], so [do]ye. 

Acts| 7:52 W hich of the prophets have not your fathers persecuted? and they have slain 
them which showed before of the coming of the J ust O ne; of whom ye have been now the 
betrayersand murderers: 
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Acts| 7:53 W ho have received the law by the disposition of angels, and have not kept [it]. 

Acts| 7:54 W hen they heard these things, they were cut to the heart, and they gnashed on 
him with [their] teeth. 

Acts| 7:55 But he, beingfull of theHoly Ghost, looked up stedfastly into heaven, andsaw 
the glory of G od, and J esus standing on the right hand of G od, 

Acts| 7:56 And said, Behold, I seetheheavensopened, and theSon of man standing on the 
right hand of God. 

Acts| 7:57 Then they cried out with a loud voice, and stopped their ears, and ran upon him 
with oneaccord, 

Acts| 7:58 And cast [him] out ofthecity, and stoned [him]: and the witnesseslaid down 
their clothes at a young man'sfeet, whose name was Saul. 

Acts| 7:59 And they stoned Stephen, calling upon [God], and saying, Lord J esus, receive 
my spirit. 

Acts| 7:60 And hekneeled down, and cried with a loud voice, Lord, lay not thissinto their 
charge. And when he had said this, hefell asleep. 

Acts| 8:1 And Saul wasconsenting unto hisdeath. And atthattimetherewasagreat 
persecution against the church which wasat Jerusalem; and they were all scattered abroad 
throughout the regions of J udaea and Samaria, except the apostles. 

Acts| 8:2 And devout men carried Stephen [to his burial], and made great lamentation over 
him. 

Acts| 8:3 As for Saul, he made havock of the church, entering into every house, and haling 
men and women committed [them] to prison. 

Acts| 8:4 Therefore they that were scattered abroad went every where preaching the word. 
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Acts| 8:5 Then Philip went down to the city of Samaria, and preached Christ unto them. 

Acts| 8:6 And the people with one accord gave heed unto those things which Philip spake, 
hearing and seeing the miracles which he did. 

Acts| 8:7 For unclean spirits, crying with loud voice, came out of many that were possessed 
[with them]: and many taken with palsies, and that were lame, were healed. 

Acts| 8:8 And there was great joy in that city. 

Acts| 8:9 Buttherewasacertain man, called Simon, which beforetimein the same city 
used sorcery, and bewitched the people of Samaria, giving out that himself wassome great 
one: 

Acts| 8:10 To whom they all gave heed, from the least to the greatest, saying, This man is 
the great power of God. 

Acts| 8: 11 And to him they had regard, because that of long time he had bewitched them 
with sorceries. 

Acts| 8:12 But when they believed Philip preaching the things concerning the kingdom of 
God, and the nameof J esus Christ, they were baptized, both men and women. 

Acts| 8:13 Then Simon himself believed also: and when he was baptized, he continued with 
Philip, and wondered, beholding the miracles and signs which were done. 

Acts| 8:14Now when the apostles which were at J erusalem heard that Samaria had 
received the word of God, they sent unto them Peter and John: 

Acts| 8:15 W ho, when they were come down, prayed for them, that they might receive 
the Holy Ghost: 

Acts| 8:16 (For asyet he was fallen upon noneof them: only they were baptized in the 
nameof the Lordjesus.) 
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Acts| 8:17 Then laid they [their] handson them, and they received the Holy Ghost. 

Acts| 8:18 And when Simon saw thatthrough layingon of the apostles 1 hands the Holy 
G host was given, he offered them money, 

Acts| 8:19 Saying, Give me also this power, that on whomsoever I lay hands, he may 
receive the Holy Ghost. 

Acts| 8:20 But Peter said unto him, Thy money perish with thee, because thou hast thought 
that the gift of God may be purchased with money. 

Acts| 8:21 Thou hast neither part nor lot in thismatter: for thy heart isnot right in the 
sight of God. 

Acts| 8:22 Repent therefore of thisthy wickedness, and prayGod, if perhaps the thought of 
thine heart may be forgiven thee. 

Acts| 8:23 For I perceive that thou art in the gali of bitterness, and [in] the bond of iniquity. 

Acts| 8:24 Then answered Simon, and said, Prayyeto the Lord for me, that none of these 
things which ye have spoken come upon me. 

Acts| 8:25 And they, when they had testified and preached the word of the Lord, returned 
tojerusalem, and preached thegospel in many villagesof the Samar i tan s. 

Acts| 8:26 And the angel of the Lord spake unto Philip, saying, Arise, and go toward the 
south unto the way that goeth down from J erusalem unto Gaza, which is desert. 

Acts| 8:27 And hearoseand went: and, behold, aman of Ethiopia, an eunuch ofgreat 
authority under Candace queen of the Ethiopians, who had the charge of all her treasure, 
and had come tojerusalem for to worship, 
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Acts| 8:28 W as returning, and sitting in hischariot read Esaiastheprophet. 

Acts| 8:29 Then the Spirit said unto Philip, Gonear, and join thyself to thischariot. 

Acts| 8:30 And Philip ran thither to [him], and heard him read the prophet Esaias, and said, 
U nderstandest thou what thou readest? 

Acts| 8:31 And hesaid, How can I, except some man should guideme?And hedesired 
Philip that he would come up and sit with him. 

Acts| 8:32 The place of the scripture which heread wasthis, Hewasled as a sheep to the 
slaughter; and like a lamb dumb before hisshearer, soopened he not hismouth: 

Acts| 8:33 In his humiliation hisjudgment wastaken away: and who shall declarehis 
generation? for his life istaken from the earth. 

Acts| 8:34 And the eunuch answered Philip, and said, I pray thee, of whom speaketh the 
prophet this? of himself, or of some other man? 

Acts| 8:35 Then Philip opened his mouth, and began at the same scripture, and preached 
unto himjesus. 

Acts| 8:36 And asthey went on [their] way, they came unto a certain water: and the 
eunuch said, See, [here is] water; what doth hinder me to be baptized? 

Acts| 8:37 And Philip said, If thou believest with all thineheart, thou mayest. And he 
answered and said, I believe that J esus C hrist istheSon of God. 

Acts| 8:38 And hecommanded thechariotto stand still: and they went down both into the 
water, both Philip and the eunuch; and he baptized him. 

Acts| 8:39 And when they were come up out of the water, the Spirit of the Lord caught 
away Philip, that the eunuch saw him no more: and he went on his way rejoicing. 
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Acts| 8:40 But Philip wasfound at Azotus: and passingthrough he preached in all the cities, 
ill hecameto Caesarea. 

9:1 And Saul, yet breathing out threateningsand slaughter against the disciplesof the 
, went unto the high priest, 
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Acts| 9:2 And desired of him lettersto Damascusto the synagogues, that if hefound any of 
thisway, whether they weremen or women, hemight bringthem bound untojerusalem. 

Acts| 9:3 And as he journeyed, he came near Damascus: and suddenly there shined round 
about him a light from heaven: 

Acts| 9:4 And hefell totheearth, and heard avoicesaying unto him, Saul, Saul, why 
persecutest thou me? 

Acts| 9:5 And hesaid, Who artthou, Lord? And the Lord said, I amjesuswhom thou 
persecutest: [it i s] hard for thee to kick against the pricks. 

Acts| 9:6 And hetremblingand astonished said, Lord, whatwiltthou havemetodo?And 
the Lord [said] unto him, Arise, and go into the city, and it shall be told thee what thou 
mustdo. 

Acts| 9:7 And the men which journeyed with him stood speechless, hearing a voice, but 
seeing no man. 

Acts| 9:8 And Saul arosefrom theearth; and when hiseyeswereopened, hesaw no man: 
but they led him by the hand, and brought [him] into Damascus. 

Acts| 9:9 And he wasthreedayswithout sight, and neither did eat nor drink. 

Acts| 9:10 And therewasacertain discipleat Damascus, named Ananias; and to him said 
the Lord in a vision, Ananias. And hesaid, Behold, I [am here], Lord. 
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Acts| 9:11 And the Lord [said] unto him, Arise, and go into the street which is called 
Straight, and inquire in the houseof Judasfor [one] called Saul, of Tarsus: for, behold, he 
prayeth, 

Acts| 9:12 And hath seen in avision aman named Ananiascoming in, and putting [his] hand 
on him, that he might receive hissight. 

Acts| 9:13 Then Ananiasanswered, Lord, I have heard by many of this man, how much evil 
he hath done to thy saints at J erusalem: 

Acts| 9:14 And here he hath authorityfrom thechief prieststo bind all thatcall onthy 
name. 

Acts| 9:15 But the Lord said unto him, G o thy way: for heisachosen vessel unto me, to 
bear my name before the Gentiles, and kings, and the children of Israel: 

Acts| 9:16 For I will show him how great things he must suffer for my name'ssake. 

Acts| 9:17 And Ananiaswent hisway, and entered into the house; and putting hishandson 
him said, Brother Saul, the Lord, [even] Jesus, that appeared unto thee in the way asthou 
camest, hath sent me, that thou mightest receive thy sight, and be filled with the H oly 
Ghost. 

Acts| 9:18 And immediately therefell from hiseyesasit had been scales: and hereceived 
sight forthwith, and arose, and wasbaptized. 

Acts| 9:19 And when he had received meat, he wasstrengthened. Then wasSaul certain 
dayswith the disciples which wereat Damascus. 

Acts| 9:20 And straightway he preached Christ i n the synagogues, that he isthe Son of 
God. 

Acts| 9:21 But all that heard [him] were amazed, and said; Is not this he that destroyed 
them which called on this name in J erusalem, and came hither or that intent, that he might 
bring them bound unto the chief priests? 
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Acts| 9:22 But Saul increased the more in strength, and confounded thejews which dwelt 
at Damascus, proving that this is very C hrist. 

Acts| 9:23 And after that many days were fulfilled, thejewstook counsel to kill him: 

Acts| 9:24 But their laying await was known of Saul. And they watched the gatesday and 
nightto kill him. 

Acts| 9:25 T hen the disciples took him by night, and let [him] down by the wali in a basket. 

Acts| 9:26 And when Saul wascometojerusalem, heassayed to join himself tothe 
disciples: but they wereall afraid of him, and believed not that hewasadisciple. 

Acts| 9:27 But Barnabastook him, and brought [him] to the apostles, and declared unto 
them how he had seen the Lord in the way, and that he had spoken to him, and how he had 
preached boldly at Damascus i n the name of Jesus. 

Acts| 9:28 And he waswith them coming in and going out at Jerusalem. 

Acts| 9:29 And hespake boldly in the name of the Lord Jesus, and disputed againstthe 
G recians: but they went about to slay him. 

Acts| 9:30 [W hich] when the brethren knew, they brought him down to Caesarea, and sent 
him forth toTarsus. 

Acts| 9:31 Then had the churches rest throughout all Judaeaand Galileeand Samaria, and 
were edified; and walking in the fear of the Lord, and in the comfort of the H oly G host, 
were multiplied. 

Acts| 9:32 And it came to pass, as Peter passed throughout all [quarters], he came down 
also to the saints which dwelt at Lydda. 
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Acts| 9:33 And there hefound acertain man named AEneas, which had kept hisbed eight 
years, and was sick of the palsy. 

Acts| 9:34 And Peter said unto him, AEneas, J esus Christ maketh thee whole: arise, and 
makethy bed. And he arose immediately. 

Acts| 9:35 And all that dwelt at Lyddaand Saron saw him, and turned to the Lord. 

Acts| 9:36 N ow there was at J oppa acertain disciple named Tabitha, which by 
interpretation iscalled Dorcas: thiswoman wasfull of good worksand almsdeeds which 
shedid. 

Acts| 9:37 And itcameto passin thosedays, that she was sick, anddied: whomwhen they 
had washed, they laid [her] i n an upper chamber. 

Acts| 9: 38 And forasmuch as Lydda was nigh to J oppa, and the disciples had heard that 
Peter was there, they sent unto him two men, desiring [him] that he would not delay to 
cometo them. 

Acts| 9:39 T hen Peter arose and went w ith them. When hewascome, they brought him 
into the upper chamber: and all the widows stood by him weeping, and showing the coats 
and garments which Dorcas made, while she was with them. 

Acts| 9:40 But Peter put them all forth, and kneeled down, and prayed; and turning [him] 
to the body said, Tabitha, arise. And she opened her eyes: and when she saw Peter, she sat 
up. 

Acts| 9:41 And he gave her [his] hand, and lifted her up, and when he had called the saints 
and widows, presented her alive. 

Acts| 9:42 And it wasknown throughout all J oppa; and many believed in the Lord. 
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Acts| 9:43 And it cameto pass, that hetarried many daysinjoppawith oneSimon a 
tanner. 

Acts| 10:lTherewasacertain man in Caesarea called Cornelius, acenturion of the band 
called the Italian [band], 

Acts| 10:2 [A] devout [man], and one that feared God with all hishouse, which gavemuch 
almsto the people, and prayed to God alway. 

Acts| 10:3 Hesaw i n avision evidently about the ninth hour of theday an angel of God 
coming in to him, and saying unto him, Cornelius. 

Acts| 10:4 And when helooked on him, hewasafraid, and said, What isit, Lord?And he 
said unto him, Thy prayersand thine alms are come up for a memorial before God. 

Acts| 10:5 And now send men tojoppa, and call for [one] Simon, whosesurname isPeter: 

Acts| 10:6 Helodgeth with one Simon a tanner, whose house is by the sea side: heshall tell 
thee what thou oughtest to do. 

Acts| 10:7 And when the angel which spake unto Cornelius wasdeparted, he called two of 
his household servants, and a devout soldier of them that waited on him continually; 

Acts| 10:8 And when hehad declared all [these] things unto them, hesentthem tojoppa. 

Acts| 10:9Onthemorrow, asthey wentontheir journey, and drew nighunto thecity, 
Peter went up upon the housetop to pray about the sixth hour: 

Acts| 10:10 And he became very hungry, and would have eaten: but whilethey made 
ready, hefell into atrance, 

Acts| 10:11 And saw heaven opened, and acertain vessel descending unto him, asit had 
been a great sheet knit at the four corners, and let down to the earth: 
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Acts| 10:12 Wherein wereall manner of fourfooted beasts of the earth, andwild beasts, 
and creeping things, and fowls of the air. 

Acts| 10:13 And there came a voice to him, Rise, Peter; kill, and eat. 

Acts| 10:14 But Peter said, Notso, Lord; for I have nevereaten any thingthat iscommon 
or unclean. 

Acts| 10:15 And the voice [spake] unto him again the second time, W hat God hath 
cleansed, [that] call not thou common. 

Acts| 10:16 Thiswasdonethrice: and the vessel wasreceived up again into heaven. 

Acts| 10:17 Now while Peter doubted in himself whatthisvision which hehadseen should 
mean, behold, the men which were sent from Cornelius had made inquiry for Simon's 
house, and stood before the gate, 

Acts| 10:18 And called, and asked whether Simon, which wassurnamed Peter, were 
lodged there. 

Acts| 10:19 While Peter thought on the vision, the Spirit said unto him, Behold, threemen 
seek thee. 

Acts| 10:20 Arise therefore, and get thee down, and go with them, doubting nothing: for I 
have sent them. 

Acts| 10:21 Then Peter went down to the men which were sent unto him from Cornelius; 
and said, Behold, I am he whom ye seek: what [is] the cause wherefore ye are come? 

Acts| 10:22 And theysaid, Cornelius the centurion, ajust man, and one that feareth God, 
and of good report amongall the nation of thejews, waswarned from God by an holy 
angel to send for thee into his house, and to hear words of thee. 

Acts| 10:23 Then called he them i n, and lodged [them]. And onthemorrow Peter went 
away with them, and certain brethren fromjoppaaccompanied him. 
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Acts| 10:24 And the morrow after they entered into Caesarea. And Cornelius waited for 
them, and had called together hiskinsmen and near friends. 

Acts| 10:25 And as Peter wascoming in, Cornelius met him, and fell down at hisfeet, and 
worshipped [him]. 

Acts| 10:26 But Peter took him up, saying, Stand up; I myself also am a man. 

Acts| 10:27 And ashetalked with him, hewent in, and found many that werecome 
together. 

Acts| 10:28 And hesaid unto them, Yeknow how that it isan unlawful thing for aman that 
isajew to keep company, or come unto one of another nation; but God hath showed me 
that I should not call any man common or unclean. 

Acts| 10:29Thereforecamel [unto you] without gainsaying, assoonasl wassentfor: I ask 
therefore for what intent ye have sent for me? 

Acts| 10:30 And Cornelius said, Fourdaysagol wasfasting until thishour; and attheninth 
hour I prayed in my house, and, behold, a man stood before me in bright clothing, 

Acts| 10:31 And said, Cornelius, thy prayer isheard, and thinealmsare had in 
remembrance in the sight of God. 

Acts| 10:32 Send therefore to J oppa, and call hither Simon, whosesurnameis Peter; heis 
lodged in the house of [one] Simon atanner by theseaside: who, when hecometh, shall 
speak unto thee. 

Acts| 10:33 Immediately therefore I sent to thee; and thou hast well done that thou art 
come. Now therefore are we all here present before God, to hear all thingsthat are 
commanded thee of God.

Acts| 10:34 T hen Peter opened [his] mouth, and said, O f atruth I perceivethat God isno 
respecter of persons: 

Acts| 10:35 But in every nation hethat feareth him, and worketh righteousness, isaccepted 
with him. 

Acts| 10:36 The word which [God] sent unto the children of Israel, preaching peace by 
JesusChrist: (heisLord ofall:) 

Acts| 10:37 That word, [I say], ye know, which was published throughout all Judaea, and 
began from Galilee, after the baptism which John preached; 

Acts| 10:38 How God anointedjesusof Nazareth with theHoly Ghost and with power: 
who went about doing good, and healing all that were oppressed of the devil; for God was 
with him. 

Acts| 10:39 And weare witnessesof all things which hedid both intheland of thejews, 
and in J erusalem; whom they slew and hanged on a tree: 

Acts| 10:40 Him God raised upthethird day, and showed him openly; 

Acts| 10:41 N otto all thepeople, but unto witnesseschosen beforeofGod, [even]to us, 
who did eat and drink with him after he rose from the dead. 

Acts| 10:42 And he commanded usto preach unto the people, and to testify that it is he 
which was ordai ned of G od [to be] the J udge of quick and dead. 

Acts| 10:43 To him give all the prophets witness, that through his name whosoever 
believeth in him shall receive remission of sins. 

Acts| 10:44 W hile Peter yet spakethesewords, the Holy Ghostfell on all them which 
heard the word. 

Acts| 10:45 And they of the circumcision which believed were astonished, as many as came 
with Peter, because that on the Gentiles also was poured out the gift of the H oly G host. 
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Acts| 10:46 For they heard them speak with tongues, and magnify God. Then answered 
Peter, 

Acts| 10:47 Can any man forbid water, that these should not be baptized, which have 
received the H oly G host as well aswe? 

Acts| 10:48 And he commanded them to be baptized in the name of the Lord. Then prayed 
they him to tarry certain days. 

Acts| 11:1 And the apostles and brethren that were i n J udaea heard that the Gentiles had 
also received the word of God. 

Acts| 11:2 And when Peter wascomeuptojerusalem, they that were of the circumcision 
contended with him, 

Acts| 11:3 Saying, Thou wentest in to men uncircumcised, and didst eat with them. 

Acts| 11:4 But Peter rehearsed [the matter] from the beginning, and expounded [it] by 
order unto them, saying, 

Acts| 11:5 I wasinthecityofjoppapraying: and inatrancel saw avision, A certai n vessel 
descend, as it had been a great sheet, let down from heaven by four corners; and it came 
even to me: 

Acts| 11:6 U pon the which when I had fastened mine eyes, I considered, and saw 
fourfooted beasts of the earth, and wild beasts, and creepingthings, andfowlsof the air. 

Acts| 11:7 And I heard a voice saying unto me, Arise, Peter; slay and eat. 

Acts| 11:8 But I said, Not so, Lord: for nothing common or unclean hath at any time 
entered into my mouth. 

Acts| 11:9 But the voice answered me again from heaven, W hat God hath cleansed, [that] 
call not thou common. 

Acts| 11:10 And thiswasdonethreetimes: and all weredrawn up again into heaven. 
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Acts| 11:11 And, behold, immediately there werethree men alreadycomeuntothehouse 
where I was, sent from Caesarea unto me. 

Acts| 11:12 And the Spirit bademego with them, nothingdoubting. Moreover these six 
brethren accompanied me, and we entered into the man's house: 

Acts| 11:13 And heshowed ushow hehad seen an angel in his house, which stood and said 
unto him, Send men tojoppa, and call for Simon, whosesurnameisPeter; 

Acts| 11:14 W ho shall tell thee words, whereby thou and all thy house shall be saved. 

Acts| 11:15 And asi began tospeak, the Holy Ghostfell on them, ason usatthe 
beginning. 

Acts| 11:16 Then remembered I theword of theLord, how that he said, John indeed 
baptized with water; but ye shall be baptized with the Holy Ghost. 

Acts| 11:17 Forasmuch then asGod gavethem the likegift as [he did] unto us, who 
believed on the Lord J esus Christ; whatwasl, that I could withstand God? 

Acts| 11:18 W hen they heard these things, they held their peace, and glorified God, saying, 
Then hath God also to the Gentilesgranted repentance unto life. 

Acts 11: 19 N ow they which were scattered abroad upon the persecution that arose about 
Stephen travelled asfar as Phenice, and Cyprus, and Antioch, preaching the word to none 
but unto thejews only. 

Acts| 11:20 And some of them were men of Cyprus and Cyrene, which, w hen they were 
cometo Antioch, spake unto the G recians, preaching the Lord J esus. 

Acts| 11:21 And the hand of the Lord was with them: and agreat number believed, and 
turned unto the Lord. 
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Acts| 11:22 Then tidings of these things came unto theearsof thechurch which wasin 
Jerusalem: and they sent forth Barnabas, that he should go asfar as Antioch. 

Acts| 11:23 W ho, when he came, and had seen the grace of God, wasglad, and exhorted 
them all, that with purpose of heart they would cleave unto the Lord. 

Acts| 11:24 For hewasagood man, and full of theHoly Ghost and of faith: and much 
people was added unto the Lord. 

Acts| 11:25 Then departed Barnabas to T arsus, for to seek Saul: 

Acts| 11:26 And when he had found him, he brought him unto Antioch. And it came to 
pass, that a whole year they assembled themselves with the church, and taught much 
people. And the disciples were called Christiansfirst in Antioch. 

Acts| 11:27 And in these days came prophetsfrom Jerusalem unto Antioch. 

Acts| 11:28 And there stood up one of them named A gabus, and signified by the Spirit that 
there should be great dearth throughout all the world: which came to pass in the days of 
ClaudiusCaesar. 

Acts| 11:29 Then the disciples, every man accordingto hisability, determined to send 
relief unto the brethren which dwelt in J udaea: 

Acts| 11:30 W hich also they did, and sent it to the elders by the hands of Barnabas and 
Saul. 

Acts| 12:1 Now about that time Herod the king stretched forth [his] hands to vex certain of 
the church. 

Acts| 12:2 And he killed James the brother of John with thesword. 

Acts| 12:3 And because he saw it pleased thej ews, he proceeded further to take Peter also. 
(T hen were the days of unleavened bread. ) 
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Acts| 12:4 And when he had apprehended him, he put [him] in prison, and delivered [him] 
to four quaternionsof soldiersto keep him; intending after Easter to bring him forth to the 
people. 

Acts| 12:5 Peter therefore was kept in prison: but prayer was made without ceasing of the 
church unto God for him. 

Acts| 12:6 And when Herod would have brought him forth, thesame night Peter was 
sleeping between two soldiers, bound with two chains: and the keepers before the door 
kept the prison. 

Acts| 12:7 And, behold, the angel of the Lord cameupon [him], and alight shined in the 
prison: and he smote Peter on the side, and raised him up, saying, Arise up quickly. And 
his chains fel I off from [his] hands. 

Acts| 12:8 And the angel said unto him, Gird thyself, and bind on thy sandals. And so he 
did. And he saith unto him, Cast thy garment about thee, and follow me. 

Acts| 12:9 And he went out, and followed him; and wist not that it wastrue which was 
done by the angel; but thought he saw a vision. 

Acts| 12:10 W hen they were past the first and the second ward, they came unto the iron 
gate that leadeth unto the city; which opened to them of his own accord: and they went 
out, and passed on through one street; and forthwith the angel departed from him. 

Acts| 12:11 And when Peter wascometo himself, hesaid, Now I know of asurety, that 
the Lord hath sent his angel, and hath delivered me out of the hand of H erod, and [from] all 
the expectation of the people of the J ews. 
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Acts| 12:12 And when hehad considered [thething], hecameto the house of M ary the 
mother of John, whose surname was M ark; where many were gathered together praying. 

Acts| 12:13 And as Peter knocked at the door of the gate, a damsel came to hearken, 
named Rhoda. 

Acts| 12:14 And when she knew Peter's voice, she opened not the gate for gladness, but 
ran in, and told how Peter stood before the gate. 

Acts| 12:15 And they said unto her, Thou art mad. But she constantly affirmed that it was 
even so. Then said they, It is his angel. 

Acts| 12:16 But Peter continued knocking: and when they had opened [the door], and saw 
him, they were astonished. 

Acts| 12:17 But he, beckoning unto them with the hand to hold their peace, declared unto 
them how the Lord had brought him out of theprison. And hesaid, Go show thesethings 
unto James, and to the brethren. And he departed, and went into another place. 

Acts| 12:18 Now assoon asit wasday, there wasno small stir among the soldiers, what 
was becomeof Peter. 

Acts| 12:19 And when Herod had soughtfor him, and found him not, heexamined the 
keepers, and commanded that [they] should be put to death. And he went down from 
Judaeato Caesarea, and [there] abode. 

Acts| 12:20 And H erod was highly displeased with them of Tyre and Sidon: but they came 
with oneaccord to him, and, having made Blastusthe king'schamberlain their friend, 
desired peace; because their country was nourished by the king's [country]. 

Acts| 12:21 And upon aset day Herod, arrayed in royal apparel, sat upon histhrone, and 
made an oration unto them. 
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Acts| 12:22 And the people gave a shout, [saying, It i s] the voice of a god, and not of a man. 

Acts| 12:23 And immediately the angel of the Lord smotehim, because he gave not God 
the glory: and he was eaten of worms, and gave up the ghost. 

Acts| 12:24 But the word of God grew and multiplied. 

Acts| 12:25 And Barnabasand Saul returned from Jerusalem, when they had fulfilled [their] 
ministry, and took with them J ohn, whose surname was M ark. 

Acts| 13:1 Now therewerein thechurch that was at Anti och certain prophetsand 
teachers; asBarnabas, and Simeon that was called Niger, and Lucius of Cyrene, and 
Manaen, which had been brought up with Herod the tetrarch, and Saul. 

Acts| 13:2 As they ministered to the Lord, and fasted, the H oly Ghost said, Separate me 
Barnabas and Saul for the work whereunto I have called them. 

Acts| 13:3 And when they had fasted and prayed, and laid [their] handson them, they sent 
[them] away. 

Acts| 13:4 So they, being sent forth by the H oly Ghost, departed unto Seleucia; and from 
thence they sailed to Cyprus. 

Acts| 13:5 And when they were at Salamis, they preached the word of God i n the 
synagoguesof thejews: and they had alsojohn to [their] minister. 

Acts| 13:6 And when they had gonethrough the isle unto Paphos, they f ound a certain 
sorcerer, afalseprophet, ajew, whose name [was] Barjesus: 

Acts| 13:7 Which was with the deputyof the country, SergiusPaulus, aprudent man; who 
called for Barnabasand Saul, and desired to hear the word of God. 
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Acts| 13:8 But Elymasthesorcerer (for so ishisnameby interpretation) withstood them, 
seeking to turn away the deputy from thefaith. 

Acts| 13:9 Then Saul, (who also [iscalled] Paul,) filled with the H oly Ghost, set hiseyeson 
him, 

Acts| 13:10 And said, O full ofall subtletyand all mischief, [thou] child of the devil, [thou] 
enemy of all righteousness, wilt thou not cease to pervert the right ways of the Lord? 

Acts| 13:11 And now, behold, the hand of the Lord [is] upon thee, and thou shalt be blind, 
not seeing the sun for aseason. And immediately therefell on him amistand adarkness; 
and he went about seeking some to lead him by the hand. 

Acts| 13:12 Then the deputy, when hesaw what wasdone, believed, being astonished at 
the doctrineof the Lord. 

Acts| 13: 13 N ow when Paul and his company loosed from Paphos, they came to Perga in 
Pamphylia: and John departing from them returned tojerusalem. 

Acts| 13:14 But when they departed from Perga, they cameto Antioch i n Pisidia, and went 
into the synagogue on the sabbath day, and sat down. 

Acts| 13:15 And after the reading of the law and the prophetsthe rulersof the synagogue 
sent unto them, saying, [Y e] men [and] brethren, if ye have any word of exhortation for the 
people, say on. 

Acts| 13:16 Then Paul stood up, and beckoning with [his] hand said, Men of Israel, and ye 
that fear God, give audience. 

Acts| 13:17 The God of this people of Israel chose our fathers, and exalted the people when 
they dwelt as strangers in the land of Egypt, and with an high arm brought he them out of 
it. 
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Acts| 13:18 And aboutthetimeof forty years suffered hetheir manners in the wilderness. 

Acts| 13:19 And when he had destroyed seven nations in the land of Chanaan, he divided 
their land to them by lot. 

Acts| 13:20 And after that he gave [unto them] judges about the space of four hundred and 
fifty years, until Samuel theprophet. 

Acts| 13:21 And afterward they desired a king: and God gave unto them Saul the son of 
Cis, a man of the tribe of Benjamin, by the space of forty years. 



Acts 
to w 



13:22 And when he had removed him, he raised up unto them David to be their king; 
hom also he gave testimony, and said, I have found David the [son] of J esse, a man 



after mineown heart, whichshall fulfil all my will. 

Acts| 13:23 Of thisman'sseed hath God accordingto [his] pro m i se raised unto Israel a 
Saviour, Jesus: 

Acts| 13:24 W hen John had first preached before hiscoming the baptism of repentanceto 
all the peopleof Israel. 

Acts| 13:25 And as John fulfil led hiscourse, hesaid, W hom thinkyethat I am?l am not 
[he]. But, behold, there cometh one after me, whose shoesof [his] feet I am not worthy to 
loose. 

Acts| 13:26 M en [and] brethren, children of thestock of Abraham, and whosoever among 
you feareth God, to you isthe word of this salvation sent. 

Acts| 13:27 For they thatdwell atjerusalem, and their rulers, because they knew him not, 
nor yet the voices of the prophets which are read every sabbath day, they have fulfilled 
[them] in condemning [him]. 
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Acts| 13:28 And though they found no causeof death [in him], yet desired they Pilatethat 
heshould beslain. 

Acts| 13:29 And when they had f u I f i 1 1 ed all that w as written of him, they took [him] down 
from thetree, and laid [him] in asepulchre. 

Acts| 13:30 But God raised him from the dead: 

Acts| 13:31 And he wasseen many days of them which cameup with him from Galileeto 
Jerusalem, who are hiswitnessesunto the people. 

Acts| 13:32 And we declare unto you glad tidings, how that the promise which was made 
unto the fathers, 

Acts| 13:33 God hath fulfilled the same unto ustheir children, in that he hath raised up 
Jesusagain; as it isalso written inthesecond psalm, Thou art mySon, thisday havel 
begotten thee. 

Acts| 13:34 And asconcerningthat he raised him upfrom the dead, [now] no moreto 
return to corruption, hesaid onthiswise, I will giveyou thesuremerciesof David. 

Acts| 13:35 W herefore hesaith also in another [psalm], Thou shalt not suffer thine Holy 
O netosee corruption. 

Acts| 13:36 For David, after he had served hisown generation by the will of God, fell on 
sleep, and was laid unto his fathers, and saw corruption: 

Acts| 13:37 But he, whom God raised again, saw no corruption. 

Acts| 13:38 Be it known unto you therefore, men [and] brethren, that through this man is 
preached unto you the forgiveness of sins: 

Acts| 13:39 And by him all that believe are justified from all things, from which yecould 
not be justified by the law of M oses. 
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Acts| 13:40 Bewaretherefore, lest that come upon you, which isspoken of i n the prophets; 



Acts| 13:41 Behold, ye despisers, and wonder, and perish: for I work a work in your days, 
a work which ye shall in no wise believe, though a man declare it unto you. 

Acts| 13:42 And when the J ews were gone out of the synagogue, the Gentiles besought 
that these words might be preached to them the next sabbath. 

Acts| 13:43 Now when the congregation wasbroken up, many of the J ews and religious 
proselytesfollowed Paul and Barnabas: who, speakingto them, persuaded them to 
continue i n the grace of God. 

Acts| 13:44 And the next sabbath day came almost the whole city together to hear the 
word of God. 

Acts| 13:45 Butwhen thejewssaw the multitudes, they werefilled with envy, andspake 
against those things which were spoken by Paul, contradicting and blaspheming. 

Acts| 13:46 Then Paul and Barnabas waxed bold, and said, It wasnecessary that the word 
of God should first have been spoken to you: but seeing ye put it from you, and judge 
yourselves unworthy of everlasting life, lo, we turn to the Gentiles. 

Acts| 13:47 For so hath the Lord commanded us, [saying], I have set thee to be a light of 
the Gentiles, that thou shouldest be for salvation unto the ends of the earth. 

Acts| 13:48 And when the Gentiles heard this, they were glad, and glorified the word of 
the Lord: and as many as were ordained to eternal life believed. 

Acts| 13:49 And the word of the Lord was published throughout all the region. 

Acts| 13:50 Butthejewsstirred upthedevout and honourablewomen, and thechief men 
of the city, and raised persecution against Paul and Barnabas, and expelled them out of their 
coasts. 
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Acts| 13:51 But they shook off the dust of their feet against them, and cameunto Iconium. 

Acts| 13:52 And the disciples were filled with joy, and with the H oly G host. 

Acts| 14:1 And it cameto passin Iconium, thatthey went both together into thesynagogue 
of the J ews, and so spake, that a great multitude both of the J ews and also of the G reeks 
believed. 

Acts| 14:2 But the unbelieving Jewsstirred up the Gentiles, and made their mindsevil 
affected against the brethren. 

Acts| 14:3 Long time therefore abode they speaking boldly in the Lord, which gave 
testimony unto the word of his grace, and granted signs and wonders to be done by their 
hands. 

Acts| 14:4 But the multitude of the city was divided: and part held with the J ews, and part 
with the apostles. 

Acts| 14:5 And when therewasan assault made both of the Gentiles, and also of the J ews 
with their rulers, to use [them] despitefully, and to stonethem, 

Acts| 14:6 They were wareof [it], and fled unto Lystraand Derbe, citiesof Lycaonia, and 
unto the region that lieth round about: 

Acts| 14:7 And there they preached the gospel. 

Acts| 14:8 And theresatacertain manatLystra, impotentin his feet, beingacripplefrom 
hismother'swomb, who never had walked: 

Acts| 14:9 The same heard Paul speak: who stedfastly beholding him, and perceiving that 
he had faith to be healed, 

Acts| 14:10 Said with a loud voice, Stand upright on thy feet. And he leaped and walked. 
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Acts| 14:11 And when the people saw what Paul had done, they lifted up their voices, 
saying i n the speech of Lycaonia, The gods are come down to us i n the likeness of men. 

Acts| 14:12 And they called Barnabas, J upiter; and Paul, Mercurius, because hewasthe 
chief speaker. 

Acts| 14:13 Then the priestof J upiter, which wasbeforetheir city, brought oxen and 
garlands unto the gates, and would have done sacrifice with the people. 

Acts| 14:14 [W hich] when the apostles, Barnabas and Paul, heard [of], they rent their 
clothes, and ran i n among the people, crying out, 

Acts| 14:15 And saying, Sirs, whydo ye these things? W e also are men of likepassionswith 
you, and preach unto you that yeshould turn from these vanities unto the living God, 
which made heaven, and earth, and thesea, and all things that aretherein: 

Acts| 14:16 W ho in timespast suffered all nationsto walk in their own ways. 

Acts| 14:17 Nevertheless he left not himself without witness, in that he did good, and gave 
us rain from heaven, and fruitful seasons, filling our hearts with food and gladness. 

Acts| 14:18 And with these sayings scarce restrained they the people, that they had not 
done sacrifice unto them. 

Acts| 14:19 And therecamethither [certain] Jewsfrom Antioch and Iconium, who 
persuaded the people, and, having stoned Paul, drew [him] out of the city, supposing he 
had been dead. 

Acts| 14:20 Howbeit, as the disciples stood round about him, he roseup, and cameinto the 
city: and the next day he departed with Barnabas to Derbe. 
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Acts| 14:21 And when they had preached the gospel to that city, and had taught many, they 
returned again to Lystra, and [to] Iconium, and Antioch, 

Acts| 14:22 Confirming the souls of the disciples, [and] exhortingthem to continue in the 
faith, and that we must through much tribulation enter into the kingdom of God. 

Acts| 14:23 And when they had ordained them elders in every church, and had prayed with 
fasting, they commended them to the Lord, on whom they believed. 

Acts| 14:24 And after they had passed throughout Pisidia, they cameto Pamphylia. 

Acts| 14:25 And when they had preached the word in Perga, they went down into Attalia: 

Acts| 14:26 And thencesailed to Antioch, from whencethey had been recommended to 
the grace of God for the work which they fulfilled. 

Acts| 14:27 And when they were come, and had gathered the church together, they 
rehearsed all that God had done with them, and how he had opened thedoor of faith unto 
the Gentiles. 

Acts| 14:28 And there they abode long time with the disciples. 

Acts| 15:1 And certain men which camedown from J udaea taught the brethren, [and said], 
Except ye be circumcised after the manner of M oses, ye cannot be saved. 

Acts| 15:2 W hen therefore Paul and Barnabas had no small dissension and disputation with 
them, they determined that Paul and Barnabas, and certain other of them, should go up to 
J erusalem unto the apostles and elders about this question. 

Acts| 15:3 And being brought on their way by the church, they passed through Phenice and 
Samaria, declaring the conversion of the Gentiles: and they caused great joy unto all the 
brethren. 
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Acts| 15:4 And when they werecometojerusalem, theywere received ofthechurch, and 
[of] the apostles and elders, and they declared all thingsthat God had done with them. 

Acts| 15:5 But there rose up certain of the sect of the Phariseeswhich believed, saying, 
That it was needful to circumcise them, and to command [them] to keep the law of M oses. 

Acts| 15:6 And the apostles and elders came together for to consider of this matter. 

Acts| 15:7 And when there had been much disputing, Peter rose up, and said unto them, 
M en [and] brethren, ye know how that a good while ago God made choice among us, that 
the Gentiles by my mouth should hear the word of thegospel, and believe. 

Acts| 15:8 And God, which know eth the hearts, barethem witness, givingthem theHoly 
Ghost, even as [he did] unto us; 

Acts| 15:9 And put no difference between us and them, purifying their hearts by faith. 

Acts| 15:10 Now thereforewhy temptyeGod, to put ayokeupon the neck ofthe 
disciples, which neither our fathers nor we were able to bear? 

Acts| 15:11 But we believe that through the grace of the Lord J esus C hrist weshall be 
saved, even as they. 

Acts| 15:12 Then all the multitude kept silence, and gaveaudienceto Barnabasand Paul, 
declaring what miracles and wondersGod had wrought among the Gentiles by them. 

Acts| 15:13 And after they had held their peace, James answered, saying, Men [and] 
brethren, hearken unto me: 

Acts| 15:14 Simeon hath declared how God at the first did visit the Gentiles, to takeout of 
them apeoplefor hisname. 
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Acts| 15:15 And to this agree the words of the prophets; asit iswritten, 



Acts| 15:16 After this I will return, andwill build again thetabernacleof David, whichis 
fallen down; and I will build again the ruins thereof, and I will set it up: 

Acts| 15:17 That the residue of men might seek after theLord, and all the Gentiles, upon 
whom my name iscalled, saith theLord, who doeth all thesethings. 

Acts| 15:18 Known unto God areall hisworksfrom thebeginningof theworld. 

Acts| 15:19 W herefore my sentence is, that we trouble not them, which from among the 
Gentiles areturned to God: 

Acts| 15:20 But that wewrite unto them, that they abstain from pollutionsof idols, and 
[from] fornication, and [from] things strangled, and [from] blood. 

Acts| 15:21 For Mosesof old timehath in every city them that preach him, being read in 
the synagogues every sabbath day. 

Acts| 15:22 Then pleased it the apostles and elders, with thewholechurch, to send chosen 
men of their own company to Antioch with Paul and Barnabas; [namely], Judassurnamed 
Barsabas, and Silas, chief men among the brethren: 

Acts| 15:23 And they wrote [letters] by them after thismanner; The apostles and elders 
and brethren [send] greeting unto the brethren which are of the Gentiles i n Antioch and 
Syriaand Cilicia: 

Acts| 15:24 Forasmuch as we have heard, that certain which went out from us have 
troubled you with words, subvertingyour souls, saying, [Ye must] becircumcised, and 
keep the law: to whom we gave no [such] commandment: 
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Acts| 15:25 It seemed good unto us, being assembled with one accord, to send chosen men 
unto you with our beloved Barnabasand Paul, 

Acts| 15:26 M en that have hazarded their livesfor the name of our Lord JesusChrist. 

Acts| 15:27 Wehavesentthereforejudasand Silas, who shall alsotell [you] the same 
things by mouth. 

Acts| 15:28 For it seemed good to the Holy Ghost, and to us, to lay upon you no greater 
burden than these necessary things; 

Acts| 15:29 That ye abstain from meatsoffered to idols, and from blood, and from things 
strangled, and from fornication: from which if ye keep yourselves, ye shall do well. Fare ye 
well. 

Acts| 15:30 So when they were dismissed, they cameto Antioch: and when they had 
gathered the multitude together, they delivered the epistle: 

Acts| 15:31 [W hich] when they had read, they rejoiced for the consolation. 

Acts| 15:32 And Judasand Silas, being prophetsalso themselves, exhorted the brethren 
with many words, and confirmed [them]. 

Acts| 15:33 And after they had tarried [there] a space, they were let go in peace from the 
brethren unto the apostles. 

Acts| 15:34 Notwithstanding it pleased Silas to abide there sti II. 

Acts| 15:35 Paul alsoand Barnabascontinued in Antioch, teaching and preachingtheword 
of the Lord, with many others also. 

Acts| 15:36 And some days after Paul said unto Barnabas, Let usgo again and visit our 
brethren in every city where we have preached the word of the Lord, [and see] how they 
do. 
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Acts| 15:37 And Barnabasdetermined to takewith them John, whosesurnamewasMark. 

Acts| 15:38 But Paul thought not good to take him with them, who departed from them 
from Pamphylia, and went not with them to the work. 

Acts| 15:39 And the contention was so sharp between them, that they departed asunder 
onefrom theother: and so Barnabastook Mark, and sailed unto Cyprus; 

Acts| 15:40 And Paul chose Si I as, and departed, being recommended by the brethren unto 
the grace of God. 

Acts| 15:41 And hewentthrough Syriaand Cilicia, confirmingthechurches. 

Acts| 16:1 Then came heto Derbeand Lystra: and, behold, acertain disciple was there, 
namedTimotheus, theson of acertain woman, which wasajewess, and believed; but his 
father [was] aGreek: 

Acts| 16:2 W hich was well reported of by the brethren that were at Lystra and Iconium. 

Acts| 16:3 Him would Paul haveto go forth with him; and tookand circumcised him 
because of the J ews which were i n those quarters: for they knew all that his father was a 
G reek. 

Acts| 16:4 And as they went through the cities, they delivered them the decreesfor to 
keep, that were ordained of the apostles and elders which were at J erusalem. 

Acts| 16:5 And so were the churches established in thefaith, and increased in number 
daily. 

Acts| 16:6 N ow when they had gonethroughout Phrygiaand the region of Galatia, and 
wereforbidden of the H oly G host to preach theword in Asia, 

Acts| 16:7 After they were come to M ysia, they assayed to go into Bithynia: but the Spirit 
suffered them not. 

Acts| 16:8 And they passing by M ysia came down to Troas. 
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Acts| 16:9 And a vision appeared to Paul i n the night; Therestood a man of Macedonia, 
and prayed him, saying, Comeover into Macedonia, and help us. 

Acts| 16:10 And after hehad seen the vision, immediately weendeavoured to go into 
M acedonia, assuredly gathering that the Lord had called usfor to preach the gospel unto 
them. 



Acts| 16:11 Therefore loosing from Troas, we came with astraight courseto Samothracia, 
and the next [day] to N eapolis; 



Acts 
[and: 



16:12 And from thenceto Philippi, which isthechief city of that part of Macedonia, 
a colony: and we were in that city abiding certain days. 



Acts| 16: 13 And on the sabbath we went out of the city by a river side, where prayer was 
wont to be made; and we sat down, and spake unto the women which resorted [thither]. 

Acts| 16:14 And a certain woman named Lydia, a seiler of purple, of the city ofThyatira, 
which worshipped God, heard [us]: whose heart the Lord opened, that she attended unto 
the things which were spoken of Paul. 

Acts| 16:15 And when she was baptized, and her household, she besought [us], saying, If ye 
have judged me to be faithful to the Lord, come into my house, and abide [there]. And she 
constrained us. 



Acts| 16:16 And it came to pass, as we went to prayer, a certain damsel possessed with a 
spirit of divination met us, which brought her masters much gain by soothsaying: 

Acts| 16:17 The samefollowed Paul and us, and cried, saying, Thesemen are the servants 
ofthe mosthighGod, which show unto ustheway of salvation. 
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Acts| 16:18 And thisdid she many days. But Paul, being grieved, turned and said to the 
spirit, I command theein the name of J esus C hrist to come out of her. And he came out the 
same hour. 

Acts| 16:19 And when her masterssaw that the hope of their gainswasgone, they caught 
Paul and Silas, and drew [them] into the marketplace unto the rulers, 

Acts| 16:20 And brought them to the magistrates, saying, These men, beingjews, do 
exceedingly trouble our city, 

Acts| 16:21 And teach customs, which are not lawful for usto receive, neither to observe, 
being Romans. 

Acts| 16:22 And the multitude rose up together against them: and the magistrates rent off 
their clothes, and commanded to beat [them]. 

Acts| 16:23 And when they had laid many stripes upon them, they cast [them] into prison, 
charging the jailor to keep them safely: 

Acts| 16:24 W ho, having received such a charge, thrust them into the inner prison, and 
made their feet fast i n the stocks. 

Acts| 16:25 And at midnight Paul and Silas prayed, and sang praisesunto God: and the 
prisoners heard them. 

Acts| 16:26 And suddenly there was a great earthquake, so that the foundationsof the 
prison were shaken: and immediately all the doors were opened, and every one's bands 
were loosed. 

Acts| 16:27 And the keeper of the prison awaking out of his sleep, and seeing the prison 
doors open, hedrew out hissword, and would havekilled himself, supposing that the 
prisoners had been fled. 

Acts| 16:28 But Paul cried with a loud voice, saying, Do thyself no harm: for we are all 
here.

Acts| 16:35 And when itwasday, the magistrates sent the serjeants, saying, Letthosemen 
go. 

Acts| 16:36 And the keeper of the prison told this saying to Paul, The magistrates have sent 
to let you go: now therefore depart, and go in peace. 

Acts| 16:37 But Paul said unto them, They have beaten usopenly uncondemned, being 
Romans, and have cast [us] into prison; and now do they thrust us out privily? nay verily; 
but let them come themselves and fetch us out. 

Acts| 16:38 And the serjeants told thesewords unto the magistrates: and theyfeared, when 
they heard that they were Romans. 

Acts| 16:39 And they came and besought them, and brought [them] out, and desired [them] 
to depart out of the city. 

Acts| 16:40 And they went out of the prison, and entered into [the house of] Lydia: and 
when they had seen the brethren, they comforted them, and departed. 
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Acts| 17:1 Now when they had passed through Amphipolisand Apollonia, theycameto 
Thessalonica, where was a synagogue of thejews: 

Acts| 17:2 And Paul, as his marmer was, went in unto them, and three sabbath days 
reasoned with them out of the scriptures, 

Acts| 17:3 O pening and alleging, that Christ must needs have suffered, and risen again 
from thedead; and thatthisjesus, whom I preach unto you, is Christ. 

Acts| 17:4 And someof them believed, and consorted with Paul and Silas; and of the 
devout G reeks a great multitude, and of thechief women notafew. 



17:5 But thejews which believed not, moved with envy, took unto them certain 
fellows of the baser sort, and gathered a company, and set all the city on an uproar,

and assaulted the house of Jason, and sought to bring them out to the people. 

Acts| 17:6 And when they found them not, they drew Jason and certain brethren unto the 
rulersof the city, crying, Thesethat haveturned theworld upsidedown are come hither 
also; 

Acts| 17:7 W hom J ason hath received: and these all do contrary to the decrees of Caesar, 
saying that there isanother king, [onejjesus. 

Acts| 17:8 And they troubled the people and the rulers of the city, when they heard these 
things. 

Acts| 17:9 And when they had taken securityof Jason, and oftheother, they let them go. 

Acts| 17:10 And the brethren immediately sentaway Paul and Silas bynight unto Berea: 
who coming [thither] went into the synagogue of thejews. 
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Acts| 17:11 These were more noble than those in Thessalonica, in that they received the 
word with all readinessof mind, and searched the seri ptures dai ly, whether those things 
wereso. 

Acts| 17:12Thereforemany of them believed; also of honourable women which were 
G reeks, and of men, not a few. 

Acts| 17:13 But when the J ewsof Thessalonica had knowledge that the word of God was 
preached of Paul at Berea, they camethither also, and stirred up the people. 

Acts| 17:14 And then immediately the brethren sent away Paul to go as it were to the sea: 
but Si I as and Timotheus abode there sti II. 

Acts| 17:15 And they that condueted Paul brought him unto Athens: and receiving a 
commandment unto Silasand Timotheus for to come to him with all speed, they departed. 

Acts| 17:16 N ow while Paul waited for them at Athens, his spirit was stirred in him, when 
he saw the city wholly given to idolatry. 

Acts| 17:17 Therefore disputed he in the synagogue with thejews, and with the devout 
persons, and in the market daily with them that met with him. 

Acts| 17:18 Then certain philosophersof the Epicureans, and of the Stoicks, encountered 
him. And some said, W hat will this babbler say? other some, H e seemeth to be a setter 
forth of strange gods: because he preached unto them Jesus, and the resurreetion. 

Acts| 17:19 And theytook him, and brought him unto Areopagus, saying, Mayweknow 
whatthisnew doctrine, whereof thou speakest, [is]? 

Acts| 17:20 For thou bringest certain strange things to our ears: we would know therefore 
what these things mean.

Acts| 17:21 (For all the Atheniansand strangerswhich weretherespent their time in 
nothing else, but either to tell, or to hear some new thing.) 

Acts| 17:22 Then Paul stood in the midst of Mars' hill, and said, [Y e] men of Athens, 
perceive that in all thingsye are too superstitious. 

Acts| 17:23 For as I passed by, and beheld your devotions, I found an altar with this 
inscription, TO THE UNKNOWN GOD. W hom thereforeye ignorantly worship, him 
declare I unto you. 

Acts| 17:24 God that made the world and all things therein, seeing that he is Lord of 
heaven and earth, dwelleth not in temples made with hands; 

Acts| 17:25 N either isworshipped with men's hands, asthough heneeded any thing, seeing 
he giveth to all life, and breath, and all things; 

Acts| 17:26 And hath made of one blood all nations of men for to dwell onall thefaceof 
the earth, and hath determined the times before appointed, and the bounds of their 
habitation; 

Acts| 17:27 That they should seek the Lord, if haply they might feel after him, and find 
him, though he be not far from every one of us: 

Acts| 17:28 For in him welive, and move, and haveour being; ascertain also of your own 
poets have said, For we are also his offspring.

17:29 Forasmuch then as we are the offspring of God, we ought not to think that the 



Godhead islikeunto gold, or silver, or stone, graven by art and man'sdevice. 

Acts| 17:30 And the times of this ignorance God winked at; but now commandeth all men 
every where to repent: 
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Acts| 17:31 Because he hath appointed a day, in the which he will judge the world in 
righteousness by [that] man whom he hath ordained; [whereof] he hath given assurance 
unto all [men], in that he hath raised him from the dead. 

Acts| 17:32 And when they heard of the resurrection of the dead, some mocked: and 
others said, W e will hear thee again of this [matter]. 



Acts| 17:33 So Paul departed from among them. 



Acts| 17:34 Howbeit certain men clave unto him, and believed: among the which [was] 
D ionysius the Areopagite, and awoman named Damaris, and others with them. 

Acts| 18:1 After thesethingsPaul departed from Athens, and cameto Corinth; 

Acts| 18:2 And found a certain J ew named Aquila, born in Pontus, lately comefrom Italy, 
with hiswifePriscilla; (because that C laudius had commanded all Jewsto departfrom 
Rome:) and came unto them. 

Acts| 18:3 And because he was of the samecraft, heabode with them, and wrought: for by 
their occupation they were tentmakers. 

Acts| 18:4 And he reasoned in the synagogue every sabbath, and persuaded the J ews and 
the G reeks. 



Acts| 18:5 And when Silas and T imotheus were comefrom Macedonia, Paul waspressed in 
the spirit, and testified to thejews[that]jesus[was] Christ. 

Acts| 18:6 And when they opposed themselves, and blasphemed, he shook [his] raiment, 
and said unto them, Your blood [be] upon your own heads; I [am] clean: from henceforth 
will go unto the Gentiles.

18:7 And he departed thence, and entered into a certain [man 's] house, named J ustus, 
that worshipped God, whose house joined hard to the synagogue. 



Acts| 18:8 And Crispus, thechief ruler of the synagogue, believed on the Lord with all his 
house; and many of theCorinthianshearing believed, and were baptized. 
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Acts| 18:9 Then spakethe Lord to Paul in the night by a vision, Be not afraid, but speak, 
and hold not thy peace: 

Acts| 18:10 For I am with thee, and no man shall set on thee to hurt thee: for I have much 
peopleinthiscity. 

Acts| 18:11 And hecontinued [there] ayear and six months, teachingthe word of God 
among them. 

Acts| 18:12 And when Gallio wasthedeputy of Achaia, thejewsmadeinsurrection with 
oneaccord against Paul, and brought him to the judgment seat, 

Acts| 18:13 Saying, This [fellow] persuadeth men to worship God contrary to the law. 

Acts| 18:14 And when Paul wasnow aboutto open [his] mouth, Gallio said unto thejews, 
If it werea matter of wrong or wicked lewdness, O [ye]Jews, reason would that I should 
bear with you: 

Acts| 18: 15 But if it be a question of words and names, and [of] your law, look ye [to it]; 
for I will be no judge of such [matters]. 

Acts| 18:16 And hedravethem f rom the judgment seat. 

Acts| 18:17 Then all theGreekstook Sosthenes, the chief ruler of the synagogue, and beat 
[him] before the judgment seat. And Gallio cared for none of thosethings. 

Acts| 18:18 And Paul [after this] tarried [there] yet a good while, and then took his leave of 
the brethren, and sailed thence into Syria, and with him Priscillaand Aquila; having shorn 
[his] head in Cenchrea: for he had a vow. 

Acts| 18:19 And hecameto Ephesus, and leftthem there: but hehimself entered into the 
synagogue, and reasoned with thejews. 
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Acts| 18:20 W hen they desired [him] to tarry longer time with them, he consented not; 

Acts| 18:21 But badethem farewell, saying, I must byall meanskeepthisfeastthatcometh 
injerusalem: but I will return again unto you, ifGod will. And he sailed from Ephesus. 

Acts| 18:22 And when he had landed at Caesarea, and gone up, and saluted the church, he 
went down to Antioch. 

Acts| 18:23 And after he had spent some time [there], he departed, and went over [all] the 
country of Galatia and Phrygia in order, strengthening all the disciples. 

Acts| 18:24 And acertainjew named Apollos, born at Alexandria, an eloquent man, [and] 
mighty in the scriptures, came to Ephesus. 

Acts| 18:25 This man was instructed in the way of the Lord; and being fervent in the spirit, 
he spake and taught diligently the things of the Lord, knowing only the baptism of J ohn. 

Acts| 18:26 And he began to speak boldly in the synagogue: whom when Aquila and 
Priscilla had heard, they took him unto [them], and expounded unto him the way of God 
more perfectly. 

Acts 18:27 And when hewasdisposed to passinto Achaia, thebrethren wrote, exhorting 
the disciples to receivehim: who, when hewascome, helpedthem muchwhich had 
believed through grace: 

Acts| 18:28 For he mightily convinced thejews, [and that] publicly, showing by the 
scriptures that J esus was C hrist. 

Acts| 19:1 And itcameto pass, that, while Apollos was at Corinth, Paul having passed 
through the upper coastscame to Ephesus: and finding certain disciples, 

Acts| 19:2 H e said unto them, H ave ye received the H oly G host since ye believed? And 
they said unto him, W e have not so much as heard whether there be any H oly G host.

Acts| 19:3 And hesaid unto them, Unto whatthen wereye baptized? And theysaid, Unto 
John's baptism. 

Acts| 19:4 Then said Paul, John verily baptized with the baptism of repentance, saying unto 
the people, that they should believeon him which should comeafter him, that is, on Christ 
J esus. 

Acts| 19:5 W hen they heard [this], they were baptized in the name of the Lord J esus. 

Acts| 19:6 And when Paul had laid [his] hands upon them, theHolyGhostcameonthem; 
and they spake with tongues, and prophesied. 

Acts| 19:7 And all the men were about twelve. 

Acts| 19:8 And he went into the synagogue, and spake boldly for the space of three 
months, disputing and persuadingthethingsconcerningthekingdom of God. 

Acts| 19:9 But when divers were hardened, and believed not, but spake evil of that way 
before the multitude, he departed from them, and separated the disciples, disputing daily in 
the school of one Tyrannus. 

Acts| 19:10 And thiscontinued by the space of two years; so that all they which dweltin 
Asia heard the word of the Lord J esus, both J ews and G reeks. 

Acts| 19:11 And God wrought special miraclesby the hands of Paul: 
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19:12 So that from his body were brought unto the sick handkerchiefsor aprons, and 



the diseases departed from them, and the evil spirits went out of them. 

Acts| 19:13 Then certain of thevagabondjews, exorcists, took upon them to call over 
them which had evil spirits the name of the Lord J esus, saying, Weadjureyou byjesus 
whom Paul preacheth. 
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Acts| 19:14 And there were seven sonsof [one] Sceva, ajew, [and] chief of the priests, 
which did so. 

Acts| 19:15 And the evil spirit answeredand said, Jesusl know, and Paul I know; butwho 
are ye? 

Acts| 19:16 And theman inwhom the evil spirit wasleaped on them, and overcame them, 
and prevailed against them, so that they fled out of that house naked and wounded. 

Acts| 19:17 And thiswasknown to all thejewsand Greeksalso dwelling at Ephesus; and 
fear fell on them all, and the name of the Lord Jesus was magnified. 

Acts| 19:18 And many that believed came, and confessed, and showed their deeds. 

Acts| 19:19 Many of them also which used curiousartsbrought their bookstogether, and 
burned them before all [men]: and they counted the price of them, and found [it] fifty 
thousand [pieces] of silver. 

Acts| 19:20 So mightily grew the word of God and prevailed. 

Acts| 19:21 Afterthese things were ended, Paul purposed in the spirit, when he had passed 
through Macedoniaand Achaia, to go tojerusalem, saying, After I have been there, I must 
also seeRome. 

Acts| 19:22 So hesent into Macedoniatwo of them that ministered unto him, Timotheus 
and Erastus; but he himself stayed in Asiafor a season. 

Acts| 19:23 And the same time there arose no small stir about that way. 

Acts| 19:24 For acertain [man] named Demetrius, asilversmith, which made silver shrines 
for Diana, brought no small gain unto the craftsmen; 

Acts| 19:25 W hom he called together with the workmen of like occupation, and said, Sirs, 
ye know that by this craft we have our wealth. 
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Acts| 19:26 M oreover ye see and hear, that not alone at Ephesus, but almost throughout all 
Asia, this Paul hath persuaded and turned away much people, saying that they be no gods, 
which are made with hands: 

Acts| 19:27 So that not only this our craft is i n danger to be set at nought; but also that the 
temple of the great goddess D iana should be despised, and her magnificence should be 
destroyed, whom all Asia and the world worshippeth. 

Acts| 19:28 And when they heard [these sayings], they werefull of wrath, and cried out, 
saying, G reat [is] D iana of the Ephesians. 

Acts| 19:29 And thewholecity wasfilled with confusion: and havingcaught Gaiusand 
Aristarchus, men of M acedonia, Paul's companions in travel, they rushed with one accord 
into the theatre. 

Acts| 19:30 And when Paul would haveentered i n unto the people, the disciples suffered 
him not. 

Acts| 19:31 And certain of the chiefof Asia, which werehisfriends, sentunto him, desiring 
[him] that he would not adventure himself into the theatre. 

Acts| 19:32 Some therefore cried onething, and some another: for theassembly was 
confused; and the more part knew not wherefore they were come together. 

Acts| 19:33 And they drew Alexander out of the multitude, thejewsputting him forward. 
And Alexander beckoned with the hand, and would have made his defence unto the people. 

Acts| 19:34 But when they knew that he was aj ew, all with one voice about the space of 
two hours cried out, Great [is] D iana of the Ephesians. 
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Acts| 19:35 And when thetownclerk had appeased the people, hesaid, [Y e] men of 
Ephesus, whatman istherethat knoweth not how thatthecity of the Ephesians is a 
worshipper of the great goddess D iana, and of the [image] which fell down from J upiter? 

Acts| 19:36 Seeing then that these thingscannot be spoken against, ye ought to be quiet, 
and to do nothing rashly. 

Acts| 19:37 For ye have brought hither these men, which are neither robbersof churches, 
nor yet blasphemers of your goddess. 

Acts| 19:38 W herefore if Demetrius, and the craftsmen which are with him, have a matter 
against any man, the law is open, and there are deputies: let them implead one another. 

Acts| 19:39 But if ye inquire any thing concerning other matters, itshall bedetermined in a 
lawful assembly. 

Acts| 19:40 For we are in danger to be called in question for this day's uproar, there being 
no cause whereby we may give an account of this concourse. 

Acts| 19:41 And when he had thus spoken, he dismissed the assembly. 

Acts| 20:1 And after the uproar wasceased, Paul called unto [him] the disciples, and 
embraced [them], and departed for to go into M acedonia. 

Acts| 20:2 And when he had gone over those parts, and had given them much exhortation, 
he came into Greece, 

Acts| 20:3 And [there] abode three months. And when thejewslaid waitfor him, ashewas 
about to sail into Syria, he purposed to return through M acedonia. 

Acts| 20:4 And there accompanied him into Asia Sopater of Berea; and of the 
Thessalonians, Aristarchusand Secundus; and Gaiusof Derbe, and Timotheus; and of Asia, 
Tychicus and Trophimus. 
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Acts| 20:5 These going before tarried for usatTroas. 

Acts| 20:6 And wesailed awayfrom Philippi after thedaysof unleavened bread, and came 
unto them to Troas in five days; where we abode seven days. 

Acts| 20:7 And upon thefirst [day] of the week, when the disciples came together to break 
bread, Paul preached unto them, ready to depart on the morrow; and continued hisspeech 
until midnight. 

Acts| 20:8 And there were many lights i n the upper chamber, where they were gathered 
together. 

Acts| 20:9 And there sat i n a window a certain young man named Eutychus, being fallen 
into a deep sleep: and as Paul was long preaching, he sunk down with sleep, and fell down 
from thethird loft, and wastaken up dead. 

Acts| 20:10 And Paul went down, and fell on him, and embracing [him] said, Trouble not 
yourselves; for his life is in him. 

Acts| 20:11 W hen hetherefore wascome up again, and had broken bread, and eaten, and 
talked a long w h i I e, even till break of day, so he departed. 

Acts| 20:12 And they brought the young man alive, and were not a little comforted. 

Acts| 20:13 And we went before to ship, and sailed unto Assos, there intendingto takein 
Paul: for so had he appointed, minding himself to go afoot. 

Acts| 20:14 And when hemet with usat Assos, wetook him in, and cameto Mitylene.

20:15 And we sailed thence, and came the next [day] over against Chios; and the next 
we arrived at Samos, and tarried at Trogyllium; and the next [day] we came to 



Miletus. 
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Acts| 20:16 For Paul had determined to sail by Ephesus, because he would not spend the 
time in Asia: for he hasted, if it were possible for h i m, to be at J erusalem the day of 
Pentecost. 

Acts| 20:17 And from M iletushesentto Ephesus, and called theeldersof thechurch. 

Acts| 20:18 And when they werecometo him, hesaidunto them, Yeknow, from thefirst 
day that I came into Asia, after what manner I have been with you at all seasons, 

Acts| 20:19 Serving the Lord with all humility of mind, and with manytears, and 
temptations, which befell me by the lying in wait of thej ews: 

Acts| 20:20 [And] how I kept back nothing that was profitable [unto you], but have showed 
you, and havetaught you publicly, and from houseto house, 

Acts| 20:21 Testifying both to thejews, and also to the G reeks, repentancetoward God, 
and faith toward our Lord J esus C hrist. 

Acts| 20:22 And now, behold, I go bound i n the spirit unto J erusalem, not knowingthe 
thingsthat shall befall methere: 

Acts| 20:23 Savethat the Holy Ghost witnesseth in every city, saying that bondsand 
afflictionsabideme. 

Acts| 20:24 But none of these things move me, neither count I my life dear unto myself, so 
that I might finish my course with joy, and the ministry, which I have received of the Lord 
J esus, to testify the gospel of the grace of God. 

Acts| 20:25 And now, behold, I know that ye all, amongwhom I have gonepreaching the 
kingdom of God, shall see myface no more. 

Acts| 20:26 W herefore I takeyou to record thisday, that I [am] purefrom the blood of all 
[men]. 
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Acts| 20:27 For I have not shunned to declare unto you all the counsel of God. 

Acts| 20:28 Take heed therefore unto yourselves, and to all theflock, over the which the 
Holy Ghost hath made you overseers, to feed the church of God, which he hath purchased 
with hisown blood. 

Acts| 20:29 For I know this, that after my departing shall grievouswolvesenter in among 
you, not sparing theflock. 

Acts| 20:30 Also of your own sel ves shall men arise, speaking perversethings, to draw 
away disciples after them. 

Acts| 20:31 Therefore watch, and remember, that by the space of three years I ceased not 
to warn every one night and day with tears. 

Acts| 20:32 And now, brethren, I commend you to God, and to the word of hisgrace, 
which is able to build you up, and to give you an inheritance among all them which are 
sanctified. 

Acts| 20:33 1 havecoveted no man'ssilver, or gold, or apparel. 

Acts| 20:34 Yea, ye yourselves know, that these hands have ministered unto my necessities, 
and to them that were with me. 

Acts| 20:35 I have showed you all things, how that so labouring ye ought to support the 
weak, and to remember the words of the Lord J esus, how he said, It is more blessed to give 
than to receive. 

Acts| 20:36 And when he had thusspoken, he kneeled down, and prayed with them all. 
Acts| 20:37 And they all wept sore, and fell on Paul 's neck, and kissed him, 
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Acts| 20:38 Sorrowing most of all for thewordswhich hespake, that they should seehis 
face no more. And they accompanied him unto the ship. 

Acts| 21:1 And it came to pass, that after we were gotten from them, and had launched, 
we came with a straight course unto Coos, and the [day] following unto Rhodes, and from 
thence unto Patara: 

Acts| 21:2 And finding a ship sailing over unto Phenicia, we went aboard, and set forth. 

Acts| 21:3 N ow when we had discovered Cyprus, we left it on the left hand, and sailed into 
Syria, and landed atTyre: for there the ship wasto unlade her burden. 

Acts| 21:4 And finding disciples, we tarried there seven days: who said to Paul through the 
Spirit, that he should not go uptojerusalem. 

Acts| 21:5 And when we had accomplished those days, we departed and went our way; and 
they all brought uson our way, with wives and children, till [wewere] out ofthecity: and 
we kneeled down on the shore, and prayed. 

Acts| 21:6 And when wehadtaken our leaveoneof another, wetookship; and they 
returned homeagain. 

Acts| 21:7 And when we had finished [our] course from T yre, wecameto Ptolemais, and 
saluted the brethren, and abode with them one day. 

Acts| 21:8 And the next [day] we that were of Paul 's company departed, and came unto 
Caesarea: and we entered into the house of Philip the evangelist, which was [one] of the 
seven; and abode with him. 

Acts| 21:9 And the same man had four daughters, virgins, which did prophesy. 

Acts| 21:10 And as we tarried [there] manydays, therecamedownfromjudaeaacertain 
prophet, named Agabus. 
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Acts| 21:11 And when hewascomeunto u s, hetook Paul's girdle, and bound hisown 
handsand feet, and said, Thussaith the Holy Ghost, So shall thejewsatjerusalem bind the 
man thatowneththis girdle, and shall deliver [him] into the hands of the G enti les. 

Acts| 21:12 And when we heard thesethings, both we, and they of that place, besought 
him not to go uptojerusalem. 

Acts| 21:13 T hen Paul answered, W hat mean yeto weep and to break mine heart? for I am 
ready not to be bound only, but also to die at J erusalem for the name of the Lord J esus. 

Acts| 21:14 And when hewould not be persuaded, weceased, saying, Thewill of the Lord 
be done. 

Acts| 21:15 And after those days we took up our carriages, and went up to J erusalem. 

Acts| 21:16 There went with usalso [certain] of the disciples of Caesarea, and broughtwith 
them one M nason of Cyprus, an old disciple, with whom we should lodge. 

Acts| 21:17 And when wewerecometo J erusalem, the brethren received usgladly. 

Acts| 21:18 And the [day] following Paul went in with usunto James; and all theelders 
were present. 

Acts| 21:19 And when hehad saluted them, hedeclared particularly whatthingsGod had 
wrought among the Gentiles by his ministry. 

Acts| 21:20 And when they heard [it], they glorified the Lord, and said unto him, Thou 
seest, brother, how many thousands of J ews there are which believe; and they are all 
zealousof the law: 

Acts| 21:21 And they are informed ofthee, that thou teachest all the J ews which are among 
the Gentiles to forsake M oses, saying that they ought not to circumcise [their] children, 
neither to walk after the customs. 
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Acts| 21:22 W hat is it therefore?the multitude must needscome together: for they will 
hear that thou art come. 

Acts| 21:23 Do therefore thisthat we say to thee: Wehavefour men which haveavow on 
them; 

Acts| 21:24 Them take, and purify thyself with them, and beatcharges with them, that 
they may shave [their] heads: and all may know that those things, whereof they were 
informed concerning thee, are nothing; but [that] thou thyself also walkest orderly, and 
keepestthelaw. 

Acts| 21:25 As touching the Gentiles which believe, we havewritten [and] concluded that 
they observe no such thing, save only that they keep themselvesfrom [things] offered to 
idols, and from blood, and from strangled, and from fornication. 

Acts| 21:26 Then Paul took the men, and the next day purifying himself with them entered 
into the temple, to signify the accomplishment of the days of purification, until that an 
offering should be offered for every one of them. 

Acts| 21:27 And when theseven days were almost ended, thejews which were of Asia, 
when theysaw him in the temple, stirred upall the people, and laid handson him, 

Acts| 21:28 Crying out, M en of Israel, help: This isthe man, that teacheth all [men] every 
where against the people, and the law, and this place: and further brought Greeksalso into 
the temple, and hath polluted thisholy place. 

Acts| 21:29 (For they had seen beforewith him in the city Trophimusan Ephesian, whom 
they supposed that Paul had brought into the temple.) 

Acts| 21:30 And all the city was moved, and the people ran together: and they took Paul, 
and drew him out of the temple: and forthwith the doors were shut. 
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Acts| 21:31 And as theywent aboutto kill him, tidingscameunto thechief captain of the 
band, that all J erusalem wasin an uproar. 

Acts| 21:32 W ho immediately took soldiers and centurions, and ran down unto them: and 
when they saw the chief captain and the soldiers, they left beating of Paul. 

Acts| 21:33 Then the chief captain came near, and took him, and commanded [him] to be 
bound with two chains; and demanded who he was, and what he had done. 

Acts| 21:34 And some cried one thing, some another, among the multitude: and when he 
could not know the certainty for the tumult, he commanded him to be carried into the 
castle. 

Acts| 21:35 And when hecameupon thestairs, so it was, that he was borneof the soldiers 
for the violence of the people. 

Acts| 21:36 For the multitude of the people followed after, crying, Away with him. 

Acts| 21:37 And as Paul wasto be led into the castle, he said unto the chief captain, M ay I 
speak unto thee? W ho said, Canst thou speak G reek? 

Acts| 21:38 Art not thou that Egyptian, which before these days madest an uproar, and 
leddest out into the wildernessfour thousand men that were murderers? 

Acts| 21:39 But Paul said, I am aman [which am] ajew of Tarsus, [acity] in Cilicia, a 
citizen of no mean city: and, I beseech thee, suffer meto speak unto the people. 

Acts| 21:40 And when he had given him licence, Paul stood on thestairs, and beckoned 
with the hand unto the people. And when there was made a great silence, he spake unto 
[them] in the Hebrew tongue, saying, 
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Acts| 22:1 M en, brethren, and fathers, hear ye my defence [which I make] now unto you. 



Acts| 22:2 (And when they heard that he spake in the H ebrew tongue to them, they kept 
the moresilence: and hesaith,) 

Acts| 22:31 am verilyaman [which am]ajew, born in Tarsus, [acity] in Cilicia, yet 
brought up in thiscity at thefeet of Gamaliel, [and] taught according to the perfect manner 
of the law of the fathers, and waszealoustoward God, asyeall arethisday. 

Acts| 22:4 And I persecuted thisway unto thedeath, bindingand delivering into prisons 
both men and women. 

Acts| 22:5 Asalso the high priest doth bear mewitness, and all theestateof theelders: 
from whom also I received lettersunto the brethren, and went to Damascus, to bring them 
which were there bound unto J erusalem, for to be punished. 

Acts| 22:6 And itcameto pass, that, asi made myjourney, and wascomenigh unto 
Damascus about noon, suddenly there shone from heaven agreat light round about me. 

Acts| 22:7 And I fell unto theground, and heard avoicesaying unto me, Saul, Saul, why 
persecutest thou me? 

Acts| 22:8 And I answered, Who artthou, Lord? And hesaid unto me, I amjesusof 
Nazareth, whom thou persecutest. 

Acts| 22:9 And they that were with me saw indeed the light, and were afraid; but they 
heard not the voice of him that spake to me. 

Acts| 22:10 And I said, W hat shall I do, Lord? And the Lord said unto me, Arise, and go 
into Damascus; and there it shall be told thee of all things which are appointed for thee to 
do. 
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Acts| 22:11 And when I could not seefor theglory of that light, being led by the hand of 
them that were with me, I came into Damascus. 

Acts| 22:12 And one Ananias, adevout man according to the law, having agood report of 
all thejewswhich dwelt [there], 

Acts| 22:13 Came unto me, and stood, and said unto me, Brother Saul, receivethy sight. 
And the same hour I looked up upon him. 

Acts| 22:14 And he said, The God of our fathers hath chosen thee, that thou shouldest 
know hiswill, and see that J ust O ne, and shouldest hear thevoiceof hismouth. 

Acts| 22:15 Forthou shaltbe hiswitnessunto all men of whatthou hastseen and heard. 

Acts| 22:16 And now why tarriest thou? arise, and be baptized, and wash away thy sins, 
calling on the name of the Lord. 

Acts| 22:17 And it cameto pass, that, when I wascomeagain tojerusalem, even whilel 
prayed in the temple, I was i n a trance; 

Acts| 22:18 And saw him saying unto me, M ake haste, and get thee quickly out of 
Jerusalem: for they will not receivethy testimony concerning me. 

Acts| 22:19 And I said, Lord, they know that I imprisoned and beat in every synagogue 
them that believed on thee: 

Acts| 22:20 And when the blood of thy martyr Stephen wasshed, I also was standing by, 
and consenting unto his death, and kept the raiment of them that slew him. 

Acts| 22:21 And hesaid unto me, Depart: for I will send theefar henceunto the Gentiles. 

Acts| 22:22 And they gave him audience unto this word, and [then] lifted up their voices, 
and said, Away with such a [fellow] from the earth: for it is not fit that he should live. 
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Acts| 22:23 And asthey cried out, and cast off [their] clothes, and threw dust into the air, 

Acts| 22:24 The chief captain commanded him to be brought into the castle, and badethat 
he should be examined by scourging; that he might know wherefore they cried so against 
him. 

Acts| 22:25 And asthey bound him with thongs, Paul said unto the centurion that stood by, 
Is it lawful for you to scourge a man that is a Roman, and uncondemned? 

Acts| 22:26 W hen the centurion heard [that], he went and told the chief captain, saying, 
Take heed what thou doest: for this man is a Roman. 

Acts| 22:27 Then the chief captain came, and said unto him, Tell me, art thou a Roman? 
H e said, Yea. 

Acts| 22:28 And the chief captain answered, W ith a great sum obtained I thisfreedom. And 
Paul said, But I was[free] born. 

Acts| 22:29 Then straightway they departed from him which should have examined him: 
and the chief captain also was afraid, after he knew that he was a Roman, and because he 
had bound him. 

Acts| 22:30 O n the morrow, because he would have known the certainty wherefore he was 
accused of thejews, he loosed him from [his] bands, and commanded the chief priests and 
all their council to appear, and brought Paul down, and set him beforethem. 

Acts| 23:1 And Paul, earnestly beholding the council, said, Men [and] brethren, I have lived 
in all good conscience beforeGod until thisday. 

Acts| 23:2 And the high priest A nanias commanded them that stood by him to smite him on 
the mouth. 
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Acts| 23:3 Then said Paul unto him, God shall smitethee, [thou] whited wali: for sittest 
thou to judge me after the law, and commandest me to be smitten contrary to the law? 

Acts| 23:4 And they that stood by said, Revilest thou God's high priest? 

Acts| 23:5 Then said Paul, I wist not, brethren, that hewas the high priest: for it iswritten, 
Thou shalt not speak evil of the ruler of thy people. 

Acts| 23:6 But when Paul perceived that the one part were Sadducees, and the other 
Pharisees, he cried out in the council, M en [and] brethren, I am a Pharisee, the son of a 
Pharisee: of the hope and resurrection of the dead I am called in question. 

Acts| 23:7 And when he had so said, therearoseadissension between the Pharisees and the 
Sadducees: and the multitude was divided. 



Acts| 23:8 For the Sadducees say that thereisno resurrection, neither angel, nor spirit: but 
the Pharisees confess both. 



Acts| 23:9 And there arose a great cry: and the scribes [that were] of the Pharisees' part 
arose, and strove, saying, W efind no evil in this man: but if a spirit or an angel hath spoken 
to him, let us not fight against God.

23:10 And when there arose a great dissension, the chief captain, fearing lest Paul 
d have been pulled in piecesof them, commanded the soldiers to go down, and to 



take him byforcefrom amongthem, and to bring [him] into thecastle. 

Acts| 23:11 And the night following the Lord stood byhim, and said, Beofgood cheer, 
Paul: for as thou hast testified of me in Jerusalem, so must thou bear witnessalso at Rome.

Acts| 23:12 And when it wasday, certain of thejewsbanded together, and bound 
themselves under a curse, saying that they would neither eat nor drink till they had killed 
Paul. 

Acts| 23:13 And they weremorethan forty which had madethisconspiracy. 

Acts| 23:14 And they cametothechief priests and elders, and said, Wehave bound 
ourselves under a great curse, that we will eat nothing until we have slain Paul. 

Acts| 23:15 Now thereforeye with thecouncil signifyto thechief captain that he bringhim 
down unto you to morrow, asthough ye would inquire something more perfectly 
concerning him: and we, or ever he come near, are ready to kill him. 

Acts| 23:16 And when Paul's sister's son heard of their lying in wait, hewentand entered 
into thecastle, and told Paul. 

Acts| 23:17 Then Paul called oneof thecenturions unto [him], and said, Bringthisyoung 
man unto the chief captain: for he hath a certain thing to tell him. 

Acts| 23:18 So hetook him, and brought [him] to thechief captain, and said, Paul the 
prisoner called meunto [him], and prayed meto bringthisyoung man unto thee, who hath 
something to say unto thee. 

Acts| 23:19 Then thechief captain took him by the hand, and went [with him] aside 
privately, and asked [him], W hat isthat thou hast to tell me? 

Acts| 23:20 And hesaid, Thejewshaveagreed to desire thee that thou wouldest bring 
down Paul to morrow into thecouncil, asthough they would inquiresomewhatof him 
more perfectly. 
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Acts| 23:21 But do notthou yield unto them: for thereliein waitfor him of them more 
than forty men, which have bound themselves with an oath, that they will neither eat nor 
drinktill they have killed him: and now are they ready, lookingfor apromisefrom thee. 

Acts| 23:22 So the chief captain [then] let the young man depart, and charged [him, See 
thou] tell no man that thou hast showed thesethingsto me. 

Acts| 23:23 And he called unto [him] two centurions, saying, M ake ready two hundred 
soldiersto go to Caesarea, and horsemen threescore and ten, and spearmen two hundred, 
at the third hour of the night; 

Acts| 23:24 And provide [them] beasts, that they may set Paul on, and bring [him] safe unto 
Felix the governor. 

Acts| 23:25 And he wrote a letter after this manner: 

Acts| 23:26 C laudius Lysiasunto the most excellent governor Felix [sendeth] greeting. 

Acts| 23:27 This man wastaken of thejews, and should have been killed of them: then 
came I with an army, and rescued him, having understood that he wasa Roman. 

Acts| 23:28 And when I would haveknownthecausewhereforetheyaccused him, I 
brought him forth into their council: 

Acts| 23:29 W hom I perceived to be accused of questions of their law, but to have nothing 
laid to his charge worthy of death or of bonds. 

Acts| 23:30 And when it wastold me how that thejews laid waitfor the man, I sent 
straightway to thee, and gave commandment to his accusers also to say before thee what 
[they had] against him. Farewell. 
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Acts| 23:31 Then the soldiers, asit wascommanded them, tookPaul, and brought [him]by 
night to Anti patri s. 

Acts| 23:32 O n the morrow they left the horsemen to go with him, and returned to the 
castle: 

Acts| 23:33 W ho, when they came to Caesarea, and delivered the epistle to the governor, 
presented Paul also before him. 

Acts| 23:34 And when the governor had read [the letter], he asked of what province he 
was. And when heunderstood that[hewas] ofCilicia; 

Acts| 23:35 I will hear thee, said he, when thine accusers are also come. And he 
commanded him to be kept in Herod'sjudgment hal I . 

Acts| 24:1 And after five days Ananiasthe high priest descended with the elders, and [with] 
a certain orator [named] Tertullus, who informed the governor against Paul. 

Acts| 24:2 And when he was called forth, Tertullus began to accuse[him], saying, Seeing 
that by thee we enjoy great quietness, and that very worthy deeds are done unto this nation 
by thy providence, 

Acts| 24:3 W e accept [it] always, and i n all places, most noble Felix, with all thankfulness. 



Acts 
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24:4 N otwithstanding, that I be not further tedious unto thee, I pray thee that thou 
dest hear us of thy clemency a few words. 



Acts| 24:5 For we havefound thisman [a] pestilent [fellow], and amover of sedition among 
all thejewsthroughouttheworld, and aringleader of thesect of the N azarenes: 

Acts| 24:6 Who alsohath goneaboutto profanethetemple: whomwetook, andwould 
have judged according to our law. 

Acts| 24:7 But thechief captain Lysiascame[upon us], and with great violencetook [him] 
away out of our hands, 
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Acts| 24:8 Commanding hisaccusersto come unto thee: by examining of whom thyself 
mayest take knowledge of all these things, whereof w e accuse him. 

Acts| 24:9 And thejewsalso assented, saying that these things were so. 

Acts| 24:10 Then Paul, after that the governor had beckoned unto him to speak, answered, 
Forasmuch as I know that thou hast been of many years a judge unto this nation, I do the 
more cheerfully answer for myself: 

Acts| 24: 11 Because that thou mayest understand, that there are yet but twelve days since I 
went up to J erusalem for to worship. 

Acts| 24:12 And they neither found me in the temple disputing with any man, neither 
raising up the people, neither in the synagogues, nor in the city: 

Acts| 24:13 Neither can they prove the things whereof they now accuse me. 

Acts| 24:14 But this I confess unto thee, that after the way which they call heresy, so 
worship I theGod of my fathers, believingall things which are written in the law and in the 
prophets: 

Acts| 24:15 And have hopetoward God, which they themselvesalso allow, that there shal I 
be a resurrection of the dead, both of the just and unjust. 

Acts| 24:16 And herein do I exercise myself, to have always a conscience void of offence 
toward God, and [toward] men. 

Acts| 24:17 Now after many years I cameto bringalmsto my nation, and offerings. 

Acts| 24:18 Whereupon certain J ewsfrom Asia found mepurified in the temple, neither 
with multitude, nor with tumult. 
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Acts| 24:19 W ho ought to have been here before thee, and object, if they had ought against 
me. 

Acts| 24:20 O r else let these same [here] say, if they have found any evil doing in me, while 
I stood before thecounci I, 

Acts| 24:21 Except it befor this one voice, that I cried standingamongthem, Touchingthe 
resurrection of thedead I am called in question by you thisday. 

Acts| 24:22 And when Felix heard these things, having more perfect knowledge of [that] 
way, hedeferred them, and said, When Lysiasthechief captain shall comedown, I will 
know the uttermost of your matter. 

Acts| 24:23 And he commanded a centurion to keep Paul, and to let [him] have liberty, and 
that he shouldforbid none of his acquaintance to minister or comeunto him. 

Acts| 24:24 And after certain days, when Felix camewith hiswife Drusilla, which wasa 
Jewess, hesentfor Paul, and heard him concerningthefaith in Christ. 

Acts| 24:25 And as he reasoned of righteousness, temperance, and judgment to come, 
Felix trembled, and answered, Gothy way for this time; when I haveaconvenientseason, I 
will call for thee. 

Acts| 24:26 H e hoped also that money should have been given him of Paul, that he might 
loose him: wherefore he sent for him the oftener, and communed with him. 

Acts| 24:27 But after twoyearsPorciusFestuscameinto Felix' room: and Felix, willing to 
show thejewsa pleasure, left Paul bound. 

Acts| 25:1 Now when Festuswascomeintotheprovince, after three days he ascended 
from Caesareatojerusalem. 

Acts| 25:2 Then the high priest and the chief of thejews informed him against Paul, and 
besought him, 
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Acts| 25:3 And desired favour against him, that he would send for him tojerusalem, laying 
wait in theway to kill him. 



Acts 
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25:4 But Festus answered, that Paul should be kept at Caesarea, and that he himself 
d depart shortly [thither]. 



Acts| 25:5 Let them therefore, said he, which among you are able, go down with [me] ( and 
accuse this man, if there be any wickedness in him. 

Acts| 25:6 And when he had tarried among them morethan ten days, he went down unto 
Caesarea; and the next day sitting on the judgment seat commanded Paul to be brought. 

Acts| 25:7 And when hewascome, thejews which camedownfromjerusalem stood 
round about, and laid many and grievouscomplaints against Paul, which theycould not 
prove. 

Acts| 25:8 W hile heanswered for himself, N either against the law of thejews, neither 
against the temple, nor yet against Caesar, have I offended any thing at all. 

Acts| 25:9 But Festus, willingto dothejewsapleasure, answered Paul, and said, Wilt 
thou go up to J erusalem, and there be judged of these things before me? 

Acts| 25:10 Then said Paul, I stand at Caesar 's judgment seat, where I ought to be judged: 
to thejews have I done no wrong, as thou very well knowest. 

Acts| 25:11 For if I be an offender, or have committed any thing worthy of death, I refuse 
not to die: but if there be none of these things whereof these accuse me, no man may 
deliver me unto them. I appeal unto Caesar. 

Acts| 25:12 Then Festus, when hehad conferred with the council, answered, H ast thou 
appealed unto Caesar? unto Caesar shalt thou go. 
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Acts| 25:13 And after certain days king Agrippa and Bernice came unto Caesarea to salute 
Festus. 

Acts| 25:14 And when they had been there many days, Festus declared Paul's cause unto 
the king, saying, There is a certain man leftin bondsby Felix: 

Acts| 25:15 Aboutwhom, when I wasatjerusalem, the chief priests and theeldersof the 
Jews informed [me], desiring [to have] judgment against him. 

Acts| 25:16 Towhom I answered, It is not the manner of theRomansto deliver any man to 
die, before that he which is accused have the accusersface to face, and have licence to 
answer for himself concerning the crime laid against him. 

Acts| 25:17 Therefore, when they were come hither, without any delay on the morrow I 
sat on the judgment seat, and commanded the man to be brought forth. 

Acts| 25:18 Against whom when the accusers stood up, they brought noneaccusation of 
such things as I supposed: 

Acts| 25:19 But had certain questions against him of their own superstition, and of one 
Jesus, which wasdead, whom Paul affirmed to bealive. 

Acts| 25:20 And because I doubted of such manner of questions, I asked [him] whether he 
would go tojerusalem, and there bejudged of these matters. 

Acts| 25:21 But when Paul had appealed to be reserved unto the hearing of Augustus, 
commanded him to be kept till I might send him to Caesar. 
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25:22 Then Agrippa said unto Festus, I would also hear the man myself. To morrow, 



said he, thou shalt hear him. 
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Acts| 25:23 And onthemorrow, when Agrippa was come, and Bernice, with greatpomp, 
and was entered into the place of hearing, with the chief captains, and principal men of the 
city, at Festus' commandment Paul was brought forth. 



Acts 25:24 And Festus said, KingAgrippa, andali men whicharehere present with us, ye 
see this man, about whom all the multitude of thej ews have dealt with me, both at 
Jerusalem, and [also] here, cryingthat heought notto liveany longer. 

Acts| 25:25 But when I found that he had committed nothing worthy of death, and that he 
himself hath appealed to Augustus, I have determined to send him. 

Acts| 25:26 Of whom I haveno certain thingto writeunto mylord. Whereforel have 
brought him forth before you, and specially before thee, O king Agrippa, that, after 
examination had, I might havesomewhatto write. 

Acts| 25:27 For it seemeth to me unreasonable to send a prisoner, and not withal to signify 
the crimes [laid] against him. 

Acts| 26:1 Then Agrippa said unto Paul, Thou art permitted to speak for thyself. Then Paul 
stretched forth the hand, and answered for himself: 

Acts| 26:2 I think myself happy, king Agrippa, because I shall answer for myself this day 
before thee touching all thethingswhereof I am accused of the J ews: 

Acts| 26:3 Especially [because I know] theeto beexpert in all customsand questions which 
are among the J ews: wherefore I beseech thee to hear me patiently. 

Acts| 26: 4 M y manner of I ife f rom my youth, w hich was at the f i rst among mi ne ow n 
nation atjerusalem, know all thejews;

Acts| 26:5 W hich knew mefrom the beginning, if they would testify, that after the most 
straitest sect of our religion I lived a Pharisee. 

Acts| 26:6 And now I stand and am judged for the hope of the promise made of God unto 
our fathers: 

Acts| 26:7 Unto which [promise] our twelve tribes, instantly serving [God] day and night, 
hopeto come. For which hope'ssake, king Agrippa, I am accused of thejews. 

Acts| 26:8 Why should it bethought athing incrediblewith you, that God should raisethe 
dead? 

Acts| 26:9 1 verily thought with myself, that I ought to do many things contrary to the 
name of J esus of N azareth. 

Acts| 26: 10 W hich thingl alsodid injerusalem: and many of the saintsdid I shutupin 
prison, having received authority from the chief priests; and when they were put to death, I 
gave my voice against [them]. 

Acts| 26:11 And I punished them oft in every synagogue, and compelled [them] to 
blaspheme; and being exceedingly mad against them, I persecuted [them] even unto strange 
cities. 

Acts| 26:12 W hereupon as I went to Damascus with authority and commission from the 
chief priests, 

Acts| 26:13 At midday, O king, I saw in the way a light from heaven, abovethe brightness 
of the sun, shining round about me and them which journeyed with me. 

Acts| 26:14 And when wewereall fallen totheearth, I heard a voice speaking unto me, 
and saying in the H ebrew tongue, Saul, Saul, why persecutest thou me? [it is] hard for thee 
to kick against the pricks. 

Acts| 26:15 And I said, Whoartthou, Lord?And hesaid, I amjesuswhom thou 
persecutest. 
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Acts| 26:16 But rise, and stand upon thy feet: for I have appeared unto thee for this 
purpose, to make thee a minister and a witness both of these things which thou hast seen, 
and of those things in the which I will appear unto thee; 

Acts| 26:17 Deliveringtheefrom the people, and [from] the Gentiles, unto whom now I 
send thee, 

Acts| 26:18 To open their eyes, [and] to turn [them] from darknessto light, and [from] the 
power of Satan unto God, that they may receive forgiveness of sins, and inheritance among 
them which are sanctified by faith that is in me. 

Acts| 26:19 Whereupon, O king Agrippa, I was not disobedient unto the heavenly vision: 

Acts| 26:20 But showed first unto them of Damascus, and at Jerusalem, and throughout all 
the coastsof Judaea, and [then] to the Gentiles, that they should repent and turn to God, 
and do works meet for repentance. 

Acts| 26:21 For thesecausesthejewscaught meinthetemple, and went aboutto kill 
[me]. 

Acts| 26:22 Havingthereforeobtained helpof God, I continue unto this day, witnessing 
both to small and great, saying none other things than those which the prophetsand M oses 
did say should come: 

Acts| 26:23 That C hrist should suffer, [and] that he should be the first that should rise from 
the dead, and should show light unto the people, and to the Gentiles. 

Acts| 26:24 And as hethusspake for himself, Festus said withaloud voice, Paul, thou art 
beside thyself; much learning doth make thee mad. 
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Acts| 26:25 But hesaid, I am not mad, most noble Festus; but speak forth the words of 
truth and soberness. 

Acts| 26:26 For the king knoweth of these things, before whom also I speak freely: for I am 
persuaded that noneof these things are hidden from him; for thisthing was not done in a 
corner. 

Acts| 26:27 King Agrippa, believest thou the prophets? I know that thou believest. 

Acts| 26:28 T hen Agrippa said unto Paul, Almostthou persuadest meto beaChristian. 

Acts| 26:29 And Paul said, I would to God, that not only thou, but also all that hear me this 
day, were both almost, and altogether such as I am, except these bonds. 

Acts| 26:30 And when he had thusspoken, the king rose up, and the governor, and 
Bernice, and they that sat with them: 

Acts| 26:31 And when they were gone aside, they talked between themselves, saying, This 
man doeth nothing worthy of death or of bonds. 

Acts| 26:32 Then said Agrippa unto Festus, This man might have been set at liberty, if he 
had not appealed unto Caesar. 

Acts| 27:1 And when it wasdetermined that weshould sail into Italy, they delivered Paul 
and certain other prisoners unto [one] namedjulius, acenturion of Augustus' band. 

Acts| 27:2 And entering intoashipof Adramyttium, welaunched, meaningto sail bythe 
coastsof Asia; [one] Aristarchus, aMacedonian of Thessalonica, beingwith us. 

Acts| 27:3 And the next [day] wetouched at Sidon. And J ulius courteously entreated Paul, 
and gave[him] liberty to go unto hisfriendsto refresh himself. 
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27:4 And when we had launched from thence, we sailed under Cyprus, because the 



windswere contrary. 
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Acts| 27:5 And when we had sailed over theseaof Ciliciaand Pamphylia, wecameto 
yra, [a city] of Lycia. 



Acts| 27:6 And there the centurion found a ship of Alexandria sailing into Italy; and he put 
ustherein. 
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27:7 And when we had sailed slowly many days, and scarce were come over against 



Cnidus, the wind not suffering us, we sailed under Crete, over against Salmone; 

Acts| 27:8 And, hardly passing it, cameunto a place which is called The fair havens; nigh 
whereunto w as the city [of] Lasea. 

Acts| 27:9 N ow when muchtimewasspent, and when sailing wasnow dangerous, because 
the fast was now already past, Paul admonished [them], 

Acts| 27:10 And said untothem, Sirs, I perceivethatthisvoyagewill bewith hurtand 
much damage, not only of the lading and ship, but also of our lives. 

Acts| 27:11 N evertheless the centurion believed the master and theowner of the ship, 
more than those things which were spoken by Paul. 

Acts| 27:12 And because the haven was not commodiousto winter in, the more part 
advised to depart thence also, if by any meansthey might attain to Phenice, [and there] to 
winter; [which is] an haven of Crete, and lieth toward the south west and north west. 

Acts| 27:13 And when the south wind blew softly, supposingthatthey had obtained [their] 
purpose, loosing [thence], they sailed close by Crete. 

Acts| 27:14 But not long after there arose against it atempestuouswind, called 
Euroclydon. 

Acts| 27:15 And when the ship was caught, and could not bear up into the wind, welet 
[her] drive. 
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Acts| 27:16 And running under acertain island which iscalled Clauda, wehad muchwork 
to come by the boat: 

Acts| 27:17 Which when they had taken up, theyused helps, undergirdingtheship; and, 
fearing lest they should fail into the guicksands, struck sail, and so were driven. 



Acts 



27:18 And we being exceedingly tossed with atempest, the next [day] they lightened 



theship; 

Acts| 27: 19 And the third [day] we cast out with our own hands the tackling of the ship. 

Acts| 27:20 And when neither sun nor starsin many days appeared, and no small tempest 
lay on [us] ( all hope that we should be saved was then taken away. 

Acts| 27:21 But after long abstinence Paul stood forth in the midst of them, and said, Sirs, 
ye should have hearkened unto me, and not have loosed from Crete, and to have gained 
thisharm and loss. 

Acts| 27:22 And now I exhortyou to beof good cheer: for thereshall beno lossof [any 
man's] life among you, but of the ship. 

Acts| 27:23 For there stood by me this night the angel of God, whose I am, and whom I 
serve, 

Acts| 27:24 Saying, Fear not, Paul; thou must be brought beforeCaesar: and, lo, God hath 
given thee all them that sail with thee. 

Acts| 27:25 W herefore, sirs, be of good cheer: for I believe God, that it shall be even as it 
wastold me. 

Acts| 27:26 Howbeit we must becast upon acertain island. 

Acts| 27:27 But when thefourteenth night was come, aswe were driven upand down in 
Adria, about midnight the shipmen deemed that they drew near to some country; 
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Acts| 27:28 And sounded, and found [it] twenty fathoms: and when they had gone a little 
further, they sounded again, and found [it] fifteen fathoms. 

Acts| 27:29 Then fearing lest weshould havefallen upon rocks, they castfour anchorsout 
of the stern, and wished for the day. 

Acts| 27:30 And as the shipmen were about to flee out of the ship, when they had let down 
the boat into the sea, under colour as though they would have cast anchors out of the 
foreship, 

Acts| 27:31 Paul said to the centurion and to the soldiers, Except these abide in the ship, ye 
cannot besaved. 

Acts| 27:32 Then the soldiers cut off the ropes of the boat, and let her fail off. 

Acts| 27:33 And while the day wascomingon, Paul besought [themjall to take meat, 
saying, Thisday isthefourteenth day thatye havetarried and continued fasting, having 
taken nothing. 

Acts| 27:34 W herefore I pray you to take [some] meat: for this isfor your health: for there 
shall not an hai r fail from the head of any of you. 

Acts| 27:35 And when he had thusspoken, hetook bread, and gavethanksto God in 
presence of them all: and when he had broken [it], he began to eat. 

Acts| 27:36 Then were they all ofgood cheer, and they also took [some] meat. 

Acts| 27:37 And we were in all in the ship two hundred threescore and sixteen souls. 

Acts| 27:38 And when they had eaten enough, they lightened the ship, and cast out the 
wheat into the sea. 

Acts| 27:39 And when itwasday, theyknew nottheland: butthey discovered acertain 
creek with a shore, into the which they were minded, if it were possible, to thrust in the 
ship. 
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Acts| 27:40 And when they had taken up the anchors, they committed [themselves] unto 
the sea, and loosed the rudder bands, and hoisted up the mainsail to the wind, and made 
toward shore. 

Acts| 27:41 And falling into a place where two seas met, they ran the ship aground; and the 
forepart stuck fast, and remained unmoveable, but the hinder part was broken with the 
violence of thewaves. 

Acts| 27:42 And the soldiers 1 counsel wasto kill the prisoners, lest any of them should 
swim out, and escape. 

Acts| 27:43 But the centurion, willing to save Paul, kept them from [their] purpose; and 
commanded that they which could swim should cast [themselves] first [into the sea], and 
getto I and: 

Acts| 27:44 And the rest, some on boards, and some on [broken pieces] of the ship. And so 
it came to pass, that they escaped all safe to land. 

Acts| 28:1 And when they were escaped, then they knew that the island wascalled M elita. 

Acts| 28:2 And the barbarous people showed usno little kindness: for they kindled afire, 
and received us every one, because of the present rain, and because of the cold. 

Acts| 28:3 And when Paul had gathered a bundle of sticks, and laid [them] on thefire, there 
came a viper out of the heat, and fastened on his hand. 

Acts| 28:4 And when the barbarians saw the [venomous] beast hang on his hand, they said 
among themselves, N o doubt this man is a murderer, whom, though he hath escaped the 
sea, yet vengeance suffereth not to live. 

Acts| 28:5 And heshook off the beast into thefire, and felt no harm. 
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Acts| 28:6 Howbeitthey looked when heshould haveswollen, or fallen down dead 
suddenly: but after they had looked a great while, and saw no harm come to him, they 
changed their minds, and said that he w as a god. 

Acts| 28:7 I n thesamequarterswere possessionsof thechief man oftheisland, whose 
name wasPublius; who received us, and lodged usthreedayscourteously. 

Acts| 28:8 And itcameto pass, that the father of Publiuslay sick of afever and of abloody 
flux: to whom Paul entered in, and prayed, and laid hishandson him, and healed him. 

Acts| 28:9 So when thiswasdone, othersalso, which had diseasesin the island, came, and 
were healed: 

Acts| 28:10 W ho also honoured us with many honours; and when we departed, they laded 
[us] with such things as were necessary. 

Acts| 28:11 And after three months we departed in aship of Alexandria ( which had 
wintered in the isi e, whose sign was Castor and Pollux. 

Acts| 28:12 And landing at Syracuse, we tarried [there] three days. 

Acts| 28:13 And from thence wefetched acompass, and cameto Rhegium: and after one 
day the south wind blew, and we came the next day to Puteoli: 

Acts| 28:14 W here we found brethren, and were desired to tarry with them seven days: 
and so we went toward Rome. 

Acts| 28:15 And from thence, when the brethren heard of us, they came to meet us asfar 
asAppii forum, and The three taverns: whom when Paul saw, hethanked God, and took 
courage. 

Acts| 28:16 And when we cameto Rome, thecenturion delivered the prisoners to the 
captain of the guard: but Paul was suffered to dwell by himself with a soldier that kept him. 
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Acts| 28:17 And it cameto pass, thatafter three days Paul called thechief of thejews 
together: and when they were come together, he said unto them, M en [and] brethren, 
though I have committed nothing against the people, or customs of our fathers, yet was I 
delivered prisoner from J erusalem into the hands of the Romans. 

Acts| 28:18 W ho, when they had examined me, would have let [me] go, becausethere was 
no causeof death i n me. 



Acts| 28:19 But when the J ewsspake against [it], I wasconstrained to appeal unto Caesar; 
not that I had ought to accuse my nation of. 



Acts

28:20 For this cause therefore have I called for you, to see [you], and to speak with 
: because that for the hope of Israel I am bound with this chain. 



Acts| 28:21 And they said unto him, Weneither received lettersout of Judaeaconcerning 
thee, neither any of the brethren that came showed or spake any harm of thee. 

Acts| 28:22 But wedesireto hear of theewhatthou thinkest: for asconcerningthissect, 
we know that every where it isspoken against. 

Acts| 28:23 And when they had appointed him a day, there came many to him into [his] 
lodging; to whom he expounded and testified the kingdom of God, persuading them 
concerningjesus, both out of the law of Moses, and [out of] the prophets, from morning 
till evening. 

Acts| 28:24 And some believed thethingswhich werespoken, and some believed not. 

Acts| 28:25 And when they agreed not among themselves, they departed, after that Paul 
had spoken one word, W ell spake the H oly G host by Esaias the prophet unto our fathers, 
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Acts| 28:26 Saying, Go unto thispeople, and say, Hearing yeshall hear, and shall not 
understand; and seeing ye shall see, and not perceive: 

Acts| 28:27 Forthe heart of thispeople iswaxed gross, and their earsaredull of hearing, 
and their eyes have they closed; lest they should see with [their] eyes, and hear with [their] 
ears, and understand with [their] heart, and should beconverted, and I should heal them. 

Acts| 28:28 Be it known therefore unto you, that the salvation of God issent unto the 
Gentiles, and [that] they will hear it. 

Acts| 28:29 And when he had said these words, thejewsdeparted, and had great reasoning 
among themselves. 

Acts| 28:30 And Paul dwelt two wholeyearsin hisown hired house, and received all that 
camein unto him,

28:31 Preaching the kingdom of God, and teaching those things which concern the 
JesusChrist, with all confidence, no man forbidding him.

Romans| 1:11 For I long to seeyou, that I may impart unto you some spiritual gift, to the 
end yemay be established; 
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Romans| 1:12 That is, that I may be comforted together with you by the mutual faith both 
of you and me. 

Romans| 1:13 Now I would not have you ignorant, brethren, that oftentimes I purposed to 
comeunto you, (but waslet hitherto,) that I might have somefruitamong you also, evenas 
amongother Gentiles. 

Romans| 1:14 1 am debtor both to the Greeks, and to the Barbarians; both to the wise, and 
to theunwise. 

Romans| 1:15 So, as much as i n me is, I am ready to preach the gospel to you that are at 
Rome also. 

Romans| 1:16 For I am not ashamed of the gospel of Christ: for it isthe power of God unto 
salvation to every one that believeth; to the J ew first, and also to the G reek. 

Romans| 1:17 Fortherein isthe righteousnessof God revealed from faith to faith: asitis 
written, The just shall live by faith. 

Romans| 1:18 For the wrath of God is revealed from heaven against all ungodlinessand 
unrighteousnessof men, who hold thetruth in unrighteousness;

1:19 Becausethat which may beknown of God ismanifest in them; for God hath 
[it] unto them. 



Romans| 1:20 For the invisible things of him from the creation of the world are clearly 
seen, being understood by the things that are made, [even] hiseternal power and Godhead;

Romans| 1:21 Becausethat, when they knew God, they glorified [him] not as God, neither 
werethankful; but becamevain in their imaginations, and their foolish heart wasdarkened. 

Romans| 1:22 Professingthemselvesto bewise, they becamefools, 

Romans| 1:23 And changed the glory of the uncorruptible God into an image made liketo 
corruptible man, and to birds, and fourfooted beasts, and creeping things. 
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Romans| 1:24 W hereforeGod also gavethem up to uncleannessthrough the lustsof their 
own hearts, to dishonour their own bodiesbetween themselves: 



Romans| 1:25 W ho changed thetruth of God into a lie, and worshipped and served the 
creature more than the Creator, who is blessed for ever. Amen. 

Romans| 1:26 For thiscause God gavethem up unto vile affections: for even their women 
did change the natural use into that which is against nature: 

Romans| 1:27 And likewise also the men, leaving the natural useof thewoman, burned in 
their lust one toward another; men with men working that which is unseemly, and 
receiving in themselves that recompense of their error which wasmeet. 

Romans| 1:28 And even asthey did not liketo retain God in [their] knowledge, God gave 
them over to a reprobate mind, to do those things which are not convenient; 

Romans| 1:29 Beingfilled with all unrighteousness, fornication, wickedness, covetousness, 
maliciousness; full of envy, murder, debate, deceit, malignity; whisperers, 

Romans| 1:30 Backbiters, hatersof God, despiteful, proud, boasters, inventorsof evil 
things, disobedient to parents, 

Romans| 1:31 W ithout understanding, covenantbreakers, without natural affection, 
implacable, unmerciful: 

Romans| 1:32 W ho knowing the judgment of God, that they which commit such things are 
worthy of death, not only do the same, but have pleasure in them that do them. 

Romans| 2:1 Therefore thou art inexcusable, O man, whosoever thou art that judgest: for 
wherein thou judgest another, thou condemnest thyself; for thou that judgest doest the 
same things. 
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Romans| 2:2 But wearesurethatthejudgment of God is according to truth against them 
which commit such things. 

Romans| 2:3 And thinkest thou this, O man, that judgest them which do such things, and 
doest the same, that thou shalt escape the judgment of G od? 

Romans| 2:4 O r despisest thou the riches of his goodness and forbearance and 
longsuffering; not knowing that the goodness of God leadeth thee to repentance? 

Romans| 2:5 But after thy hardnessand impenitent heart treasurest up unto thyself wrath 
against the day of wrath and revelation of the righteous judgment of God; 

Romans| 2:6 W ho will render toevery man according to hisdeeds: 

Romans| 2:7 To them who by patient continuance in well doing seek for glory and honour 
and immortality, eternal life: 

Romans| 2:8 But unto them that are contentious, and do not obey the truth, butobey 
unrighteousness, indignation and wrath, 

Romans| 2:9 Tribulation and anguish, upon every soul of man thatdoethevil, ofthejew 
first, and also of the Gentile; 

Romans| 2:10 But glory, honour, and peace, to every man that worketh good, to thejew 
first, and also to the Gentile: 

Romans| 2:11 Forthereisno respect of personswithGod. 

Romans| 2:12 For as many as have sinned without law shall also perish without law: and as 
many as have sinned i n the law shall be judged by the law; 

Romans| 2:13 (For not the hearers of the law [are] just beforeGod, but the doers of the 
law shall bejustified. 

Romans| 2:14 Forwhen the Gentiles, which have not the law, do by nature the things 
contained in the law, these, having not the law, are a law unto themselves: 
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Romans| 2:15 W hich show the work of the law written in their hearts, their conscience 
also bearing witness, and [their] thoughts the mean while accusing or else excusing one 
another;) 

Romans| 2:16 In theday when God shall judgethesecretsof men by J esus Christ according 
to my gospel. 

Romans| 2:17 Behold, thou art called ajew, and restest in the law, and makest thy boast of 
God, 

Romans| 2:18 And knowest [hisjwill, and approvest the things that are more excellent, 
being instructed out of the law; 

Romans| 2: 19 And art confident that thou thyself art a guide of the blind, a light of them 
which arein darkness,

2:20 An instructor of thefoolish, ateacher of babes, which hast theform of 



knowledge and of the truth in the law. 

Romans| 2:21 Thou therefore which teachest another, teachest thou not thyself? thou that 
preachest a man should not steal, dost thou steal? 

Romans| 2:22 Thou that sayest a man should not commit adultery, dost thou commit 
adultery? thou that abhorrest idols, dost thou commit sacrilege? 

Romans| 2:23 Thou that makest thy boast of the law, through breaking the law 
dishonourest thou God? 

Romans| 2:24 For the name of God is blasphemed among the G entiles through you, as it is 
written. 

Romans| 2:25 For circumcision verily profiteth, ifthou keepthelaw: but if thou bea 
breaker of the law, thy circumcision is made uncircumcision. 
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Romans| 2:26 Therefore if the uncircumcision keep the righteousness of the law, shall not 
his uncircumcision be counted for circumcision? 

Romans| 2:27 And shall not uncircumcision which is by nature, if it fulfil the law, judge 
thee, who by the letter and circumcision dost transgress the law? 

Romans| 2:28 For heisnotajew, which isoneoutwardly; neither [isthat] circumcision, 
which isoutward in the flesh: 

Romans| 2:29 But he [is] ajew, which isone inwardly; and circumcision [isthat] ofthe 
heart, in the spirit, [and] not in the letter; whose praise [is] not of men, but of God. 

Romans| 3:1 W hat advantage then hath theJew?or what profit [isthere] of circumcision? 

Romans| 3:2 M uch every way: chiefly, because that unto them were committed the oracles 
of God. 

Romans| 3:3 For what if somedid not believe? shall their unbelief make the faith of God 
withouteffect? 

Romans| 3:4 God forbid: yea, let God betrue, but every man a liar; asit iswritten, That 
thou mightest be justified in thy sayings, and mightest overcome when thou art judged. 

Romans| 3:5 But if our unrighteousnesscommend the righteousness of God, what shall we 
say? [Is] God unrighteous who taketh vengeance? (I speak as a man) 

Romans| 3:6 God forbid: for then how shall God judge the world? 

Romans| 3:7 For if thetruth of God hath moreabounded through my lieunto hisglory; 
why yet am I also judged as a sinner? 

Romans| 3:8 And not [rather], (aswe beslanderously reported, and assomeaffirm that we 
say,) Letusdoevil, thatgood maycome? whose damnation isjust. 

Romans| 3:9 W hat then? are we better [than they]? N o, in no wise: for we have before 
proved bothjewsand Gentiles, that they are al I under sin; 
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Romans| 3:10 Asit iswritten, There is none righteous, no, not one: 

Romans| 3:11 There is none that understandeth, there is none that seeketh after God. 

Romans| 3:12 T hey areal I goneout of theway, they are together become unprofitable; 
there is none that doeth good, no, not one. 

Romans| 3:13 Their throat [is] an open sepulchre; with their tonguesthey have used deceit; 
the poison of asps [is] under their lips: 

Romans| 3:14 Whosemouth [is] f ul I of cursingand bitterness: 

Romans| 3:15 Their feet [are] swift to shed blood: 

Romans| 3:16 Destruction and misery [are] in their ways: 

Romans| 3:17 And the way of peace have they not known: 

Romans| 3:18 There isno fear of God before their eyes. 

Romans| 3:19 Now we know that what things soever thelaw saith, it saith to them who are 
under the law: that every mouth may be stopped, and all the world may become guilty 
before God. 

Romans| 3:20 Therefore by the deedsof thelaw there shall no flesh bejustified in hissight: 
for by the law [is] the knowledge of sin. 

Romans| 3:21 But now the righteousnessof God withoutthe law ismanifested, being 
witnessed by the law and the prophets; 

Romans| 3:22 Even the righteousnessof God [which is] by faith of JesusChrist unto all and 
upon all them that believe: for there is no difference: 

Romans| 3:23 For all havesinned, and comeshort of theglory of God; 
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Romans| 3:24 Being justified freely by his grace through the redemption that isin Christ 
J esus: 

Romans| 3:25 W hom God hath set forth [to be] a propitiation through faith in his blood, to 
declare his righteousnessfor the remission of sinsthat are past, through theforbearance of 
God; 

Romans| 3:26 To declare, [I say], at thistime his righteousness: that he might be just, and 
thejustifier of him which believeth in J esus. 

Romans| 3:27 W here [is] boasting then? It is excluded. By what law?of works?Nay: but by 
the law of faith. 

Romans| 3:28 Thereforeweconclude that aman is justified by faith without thedeedsof 
the law. 

Romans| 3:29 [Is he] the God of the J ews only? [is he] not also of the Gentiles? Yes, of the 
Gentiles also: 

Romans| 3:30 Seeing [it is] oneGod, which shall justify the circumcision by faith, and 
uncircumcision through faith. 

Romans| 3:31 Do we then makevoid the law through faith? G odforbid: yea, weestablish 
the law. 

Romans| 4:1 W hat shall we say then that Abraham our father, as pertaining to the flesh, 
hath found? 

Romans| 4:2 For if Abraham were justified by works, he hath [whereof] to glory; but not 
beforeGod. 

Romans| 4:3 For what saith the scr i pture? Abraham believed God, and it wascounted unto 
him for righteousness. 

Romans| 4:4 N ow to him that worketh isthe reward not reckoned of grace, but of debt. 
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Romans| 4:5 But to him that worketh not, but believeth on him that justifieth the ungodly, 
hisfaith iscounted for righteousness. 

Romans| 4:6 Even asDavid also describeth the blessednessof the man, unto whom God 
imputeth righteousness w ithout works, 

Romans| 4:7 [Saying], Blessed [are] they whose iniquities are forgiven, and whosesinsare 
covered. 

Romans| 4:8 Blessed [is] the man to whom the Lord will not impute sin. 

Romans| 4:9 [Cometh] thisblessednessthen upon thecircumcision [only], or upon the 
uncircumcision also? for we say that faith was reckoned to Abraham for righteousness. 

Romans| 4:10 How wasitthen reckoned? when hewasin circumcision, or in 
uncircumcision? Not in circumcision, but in uncircumcision. 

Romans| 4:11 And he received the sign of circumcision, a seal of the righteousness of the 
faith which [he had yet] being uncircumcised: that he might bethefather of all them that 
believe, though they be not circumcised; that righteousness might be imputed unto them 
also: 

Romans| 4:12 And the father of circumcision to them who are not of the circumcision 
only, but who also walk in the steps of that faith of our father Abraham, which [he had] 
being [yet] uncircumcised. 

Romans| 4:13 For the promise, that heshould bethe heir of theworld, [was] notto 
Abraham, or to his seed, through the law, but through the righteousness of faith. 

Romans| 4:14 For if they which are of the law [be] heirs, faith ismade void, and the 
promise made of none effect: 

Romans| 4:15 Becausethe law worketh wrath: for where no law is, [there is] no 
transgression. 
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Romans| 4:16 Therefore [it i s] of faith, that [it might be] by grace; to theend the promise 
might be sure to all the seed; not to that only which is of the law, but to that also which is 
of the faith of Abraham; who isthefather of us all, 

Romans| 4:17 (Asit iswritten, I have made thee a father of many nations, ) before him 
whom hebelieved, [even] God, who quickeneth the dead, and calleth those things which be 
notasthough they were. 

Romans| 4:18 W ho against hope believed in hope, that he might become the father of many 
nations, according to that which wasspoken, So shall thy seed be. 

Romans| 4:19 And being not weak in faith, heconsidered not hisown body now dead, 
when he was about an hundred years old, neither yet the deadness of Sarah's womb: 

Romans| 4: 20 H e staggered not at the promise of G od through unbel ief; but was strong in 
faith, giving glory to God; 

Romans| 4:21 And being fully persuaded that, whathe had promised, he was able also to 
perform. 

Romans| 4:22 And therefore it was imputed to him for righteousness. 

Romans| 4:23 Now it was not written for hissakealone, that it was imputed to him; 

Romans| 4:24 But for usalso, towhom it shall be imputed, if we believeon him that raised 
up J esus our Lord from the dead; 

Romans| 4:25 W ho wasdelivered for our offences, and was raised again for our 
justification. 

Romans| 5:1 Therefore being justified by faith, wehave peacewithGod through our Lord 
J esus C hrist: 

Romans| 5:2 By whom also we have access by faith into this grace wherein westand, and 
rejoicein hope of the glory of God. 
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Romans| 5:3 And not only [so], butweglory in tribulationsalso: knowingthattribulation 
worketh patience; 

Romans| 5:4 And patience, experience; and experience, hope: 

Romans| 5:5 And hope maketh not ashamed; becausethe loveof God isshed abroad in our 
hearts by the H oly G host which isgiven unto us. 

Romans| 5:6 For when we were yet without strength, in due time Christ died for the 
ungodly. 

Romans| 5:7 For scarcely for a righteous man will one die: yet peradventure for a good 
man some would even dare to die. 

Romans| 5:8 But God commendeth his love toward us, in that, while we were yet sinners, 
Christ died for us. 

Romans| 5:9 M uch more then, being now justified by his blood, we shall be saved from 
wraththrough him. 

Romans| 5:10 For if, when we were enemies, we were reconciled to God by the death of 
hisSon, much more, being reconciled, we shall be saved by hislife. 

Romans| 5:11 And not only [so], butwealsojoy in God through our Lord J esus Christ, by 
whom we have now received the atonement. 

Romans| 5:12 W herefore, as by one man sin entered into the world, and death by sin; and 
so death passed upon all men, for that all have sinned: 

Romans| 5:13 (For until thelaw sin wasin the world: but sin isnot imputed when there is 
no law. 

Romans| 5:14 Neverthelessdeath reigned from Adam to M oses, even over them that had 
not sinned after the similitude of Adam's transgression, who is the figure of him that was to 
come. 
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Romans| 5:15 But not as the offence, so also [is] the free gift. For if through the offence of 
one many be dead, much more the grace of God, and the gift by grace, [which i s] by one 
man, J esus Christ, hath abounded unto many. 

Romans| 5:16 And not as [it was] by onethat sinned, [so i s] the gift: for thejudgment [w as] 
by one to condemnation, but the free gift [is] of many offences unto justification. 

Romans| 5:17 For if byone man's offence death reigned byone; much more they which 
receive abundance of grace and of the gift of righteousness shall reign i n life by one, J esus 
Christ.) 

Romans| 5:18 Therefore as by the offence of one [judgment came] upon all men to 
condemnation; even so by the righteousness of one [the free gift came] upon all men unto 
justification of life. 

Romans| 5:19 For as byone man's disobedience many weremadesinners, so bythe 
obedience of one shall many be made righteous. 

Romans| 5:20 M oreover the law entered, that the offence might abound. But where sin 
abounded, grace did much more abound: 

Romans| 5:21 That as sin hath reigned unto death, even so might grace reign through 
righteousness unto eternal life by J esus Christ our Lord. 

Romans| 6:1 W hat shall we say then? Shall wecontinue in sin, that grace may abound? 

Romans| 6:2 Godforbid. How shall we, that are dead to sin, liveany longer therein? 

Romans| 6:3 Know yenot, that so many of usaswere baptized into J esus C hrist were 
baptized into his death? 

Romans| 6:4 Therefore w e are buried with him by baptism into death: that like as Christ 
was raised up from the dead by the glory of the Father, even so we also should walk in 
newnessof life. 
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Romans| 6:5 For if we have been planted together in the likenessof his death, weshall be 
also [in the likeness] of [his] resurrection: 

Romans| 6:6 Knowing this, that our old man iscrucified with [him], that the body of sin 
might be destroyed, that henceforth we should not serve sin. 

Romans| 6:7 For hethat isdead isfreed from sin. 

Romans| 6:8 N ow if webedead withChrist, webelieve that weshall also livewith him: 

Romans| 6:9 Knowing that Christ being raised from the dead dieth no more; death hath no 
more dominion over him. 

Romans| 6:10 For in that hedied, hedied unto sin once: but in that he liveth, he liveth 
unto God. 

Romans| 6:11 Likewise reckon ye also yourselvesto bedead indeed unto sin, but alive 
unto G od through J esus C hrist our Lord. 

Romans| 6:12 Let not sin therefore reign in your mortal body, that ye should obey it in the 
lusts thereof. 

Romans 6:13 Neither yield yeyour members[as] instruments of unrighteousness unto sin: 
but yield yourselves unto God, asthose that are alive from the dead, and your members [as] 
instruments of righteousnessunto God. 

Romans| 6:14 For sin shall not have dominion over you: for yeare not under the law, but 
under grace. 

Romans| 6:15 W hat then? shall we sin, because we are not under the law, but under grace? 
God forbid. 

Romans| 6:16 Know ye not, thatto whom ye yield yourselves servantsto obey, his 
servants ye are to whom ye obey; whether of sin unto death, or of obedience unto 
righteousness? 
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Romans| 6:17 But God be thanked, that ye were the servants of sin, but ye have obeyed 
from the heart that form of doctrine which was delivered you. 



Romans| 6: 18 Being then made free from sin, ye became the servants of righteousness. 

Romans| 6:19 1 speak after the manner of men because of the infirmity of your flesh: for as 
ye haveyielded your members servants to uncleannessand to iniquity unto iniquity; even 
so now yield your members servants to righteousness unto holiness. 

Romans| 6:20 For when ye were the servants of sin, ye were free from righteousness.

Romans| 7:1 K now ye not, brethren, (for I speak to them that know the law,) how that the 
law hath dominion over a man as long as he liveth? 

Romans| 7:2 For the woman which hath an husband is bound by the law to [her] husband so 
long as he liveth; but if the husband be dead, she is loosed from the law of [her] husband. 

Romans| 7:3 So then if, while [her] husband liveth, she be married to another man, she 
shall be called an adulteress: but if her husband be dead, she isfree from that law; so that 
she is no adulteress, though she be married to another man. 

Romans| 7:4 W herefore, my brethren, ye also are become dead to the law by the body of 
Christ; that ye should be married to another, [even] to him who is raised from the dead, 
that we should bring forth fruit unto God. 
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Romans| 7:5 For when wewerein theflesh, the motions of sins, whichwere by the law, 
id work in our membersto bring forth fruit unto death. 



Romans| 7:6 But now we are delivered from the law, that being dead wherein we were 
held; that we should serve in newness of spirit, and not [in] the oldness of the letter.

7:7 Whatshall wesay then?[is]thelaw sin? God forbid. Nay, I had not known 
by the law: for I had not known lust, except the law had said, Thou shalt not covet,

concupiscence. For without the law sin [was] dead. 

Romans| 7:9 For I wasalive without the law once: but when the commandment came, sin 
revived, and I died. 

Romans| 7:10 And the commandment, which [wasordained]to life, I found [to be] unto 
death. 

Romans| 7: 11 For sin, taking occasion by the commandment, deceived me, and by it slew 
[me]. 

Romans| 7: 12 W herefore the law [is] holy, and the commandment holy, and just, and 
good. 

Romans| 7:13 Was then that which isgood made death unto me? God forbid. But sin, that 
it might appear sin, working death in me by that which is good; that sin by the 
commandment might becomeexceeding sinful. 

Romans| 7:14 For we know that the law is spiritual: but I am carnal, sold under sin. 

Romans| 7:15 For that which I do I allow not: for what I would, that do I not; but what I 
hate, that do I . 

Romans| 7:16 If then I do that which I would not, I consent unto the law that [it is] good. 
Romans| 7:17 Now then it isno more I that do it, but sin that dwelleth in me. 
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Romans| 7:18 For I know that in me(that is, in my flesh, ) dwelleth no good thing: for to 
will is present with me; but [how] to perform that which is good I find not. 

Romans| 7:19 For the good that I would I do not: but the evil which I would not, that I do. 

Romans| 7:20 Now if I do that I would not, it isno more I that do it, but sin that dwelleth 
in me. 

Romans| 7:21 1 find then a law, that, when I would do good, evil is present with me. 

Romans| 7:22 For I delight in the law of God after the inward man: 

Romans| 7:23 But I see another law in my members, warring against the law of my mind, 
and bringing me into captivity to the law of sin which is in my members.

Romans| 8:9 But ye are not in theflesh, but in the Spirit, if so be that the Spirit of God 
dwell inyou. Now if any man have not the Spirit of C hrist, heisnoneof his. 

Romans| 8:10 And if C hrist [be] in you, the body [is] dead because ofsin; but the Spirit [is] 
life because of righteousness. 

Romans| 8:11 But if the Spirit of him that raised upjesusfrom the dead dwell in you, he 
that raised up C hrist from the dead shall also quicken your mortal bodies by his Spirit that 
dwelleth i n you. 

Romans| 8:12 Therefore, brethren, wearedebtors, not to theflesh, to I i veafter theflesh. 

Romans| 8:13 For ifye I iveafter theflesh, ye shall die: but ifyethrough the Spirit do 
mortify the deeds of the body, ye shall live. 

Romans| 8:14 For asmany as are led bythe Spirit of God, they are the sonsof God. 

Romans| 8: 15 For ye have not received the spirit of bondage again to fear; but ye have 
received the Spirit of adoption, whereby we cry, Abba, Father. 

Romans| 8:16 The Spirit itself beareth witnesswith our spirit, that we are the children of

Romans| 8:26 Likewise the Spirit also helpeth our infirmities: for weknow not what we 
should pray for as we ought: but the Spirit itself maketh intercession for us with groanings 
which cannot be uttered. 

Romans| 8:27 And he that searcheth the hearts knoweth what [is] the mind of the Spirit, 
because he maketh intercession for the saints according to [thewill of]God. 

Romans| 8:28 And we know that all things work together for good to them that love God, 
to them who are the called according to [his] purpose. 

Romans| 8:29 For whom he did foreknow, he also did predestinate [to be] conformed to 
the image of his Son, that he might be the firstborn among many brethren. 
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Romans| 8:30 Moreover whom hedid predestinate, them healso called: and whom he 
called, them he also justified: and whom hejustified, them healso glorified. 

Romans| 8:31 Whatshall wethensayto these thi ngs? I f G od [be]for us, who [can be] 
against us? 

Romans| 8:32 Hethat spared not hisown Son, but delivered him upfor usall, how shall he 
not with him also freely give us all things? 

Romans| 8:33 W ho shall lay any thing to the charge of God'select? [It i s] God that 
justifieth. 

Romans| 8:34 Who [is] he that condemneth? [It is] C hrist that died, yearather, thatisrisen 
again, who iseven at the right hand of God, who also maketh intercession for us. 

Romans| 8:35 Who shall separate usfrom the loveof C hrist? [shall] tribulation, ordistress, 
or persecution, or famine, or nakedness, or peril, or sword? 

Romans| 8:36 As it is written, For thy sakeweare killed all theday long; we are accounted 
assheepfor the slaughter. 

Romans| 8:37 Nay, in all these things we are morethan conquerorsthrough him that loved 
us. 

Romans| 8:38 For I am persuaded, that neither death, nor life, nor angels, nor 
principal ities, nor powers, nor things present, nor things to come, 

Romans| 8:39 Nor height, nor depth, nor any other creature, shall be able to separate us 
from the loveof God, which isin Christ J esus our Lord. 

Romans| 9:1 1 say the truth in Christ, I lienot, my consciencealso bearing mewitnessin 
the Holy Ghost, 

Romans| 9:2 That I have great heavinessand continual sorrow in my heart. 
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Romans| 9:3 For I could wish that myself wereaccursed from Christ for my brethren, my 
kinsmen according totheflesh: 

Romans| 9:4 W ho are Israelites; to whom [pertaineth] the adoption, and the glory, and the 
covenants, and the giving of the law, and the service [of God], and the promises; 

Romans| 9:5 W hose [are] the fathers, and of whom asconcerning theflesh Christ [came], 
who isover all, God blessed for ever. Amen.

Romans| 9:11 (For [the children] being not yet born, neither having done any good or evil, 
that the purpose of God according to election might stand, not of works, but of him that 
calleth;)

Romans| 9:13 Asit iswritten, Jacob have I loved, but Esau have I hated. 

Romans| 9: 14 W hat shall we say then? [I s there] unrighteousness with God? God forbid. 
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Romans| 9:15 For hesaith to Moses, I will havemercyon whom I will have mercy, and I 
will have compassion on whom I will havecompassion. 

Romans| 9:16 So then [it i s] not of him that willeth, nor of him that runneth, but of God 
that showeth mercy. 

Romans| 9: 17 For the scripture saith unto Pharaoh, Even for this same purpose have I 
raised thee up, that I might show my power i n thee, and that my name might be declared 
throughout all theearth. 

Romans| 9:18 Therefore hath he mercy on whom hewill [have mercy], and whom hewill 
he hardeneth. 

Romans| 9:19 Thou wilt say then unto me, W hy doth he yet find fault? For who hath 
resisted hiswill? 

Romans| 9:20 N ay but, O man, who art thou that repliest against God? Shall the thing 
formed say to him that formed [it], W hy hast thou made me thus? 

Romans| 9:21 Hath not the potter power over theclay, of the same lump to makeone 
vessel unto honour, and another unto dishonour? 

Romans| 9:22 [W hat] if God, willing to show [his] wrath, and to make his power known, 
endured with much longsuffering the vessels of wrath fitted to destruction: 

Romans| 9:23 And that he might make known the riches of his glory on the vessels of 
mercy, which he had afore prepared unto glory, 

Romans| 9:24 Even us, whom he hath called, not of thejewsonly, but also of the Gentiles? 

Romans| 9:25 As hesaith also in Osee, I will call them my people, which werenot my 
people; and her beloved, which was not beloved. 

Romans| 9:26 And it shall cometo pass, [that] inthe placewhereit wassaid unto them, Ye 
[are] not my people; there shall they be called the children of the living God. 
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Romans| 9:27 Esaias also crieth concerning Israel, Though the number of the children of 
Israel be as the sand of the sea, a remnant shall be saved: 

Romans| 9:28 For hewill finish the work, and cut [it] short in righteousness: becausea 
short work will the Lord make upon the earth. 

Romans| 9:29 And as Esaias said before, Except the Lord of Sabaoth had leftusaseed, we 
had been as Sodoma, and been made like unto Gomorrha. 

Romans| 9:30 W hat shall wesay then?That the Gentiles, whichfollowed notafter 
righteousness, have attained to righteousness, even the righteousness w hich isof faith. 

Romans| 9:31 But Israel, which followed after the law of righteousness, hath not attained 
to the law of righteousness. 

Romans| 9:32 W herefore? Because [they sought it] not by faith, but as it were by the works 
of the law. For they stumbled at that stumblingstone; 

Romans| 9:33 Asit iswritten, Behold, I lay in Sion a stumblingstone and rock ofoffence: 
and whosoever believeth on him shall not beashamed. 

Romans| 10:1 Brethren, my heart'sdesire and prayer to God for Israel is, that they might 
be saved.

10:2 For I bear them record that they have a zeal of God, but not according to 



knowledge. 

Romans| 10:3 For they being ignorant of God's righteousness, and going about to establish 
their own righteousness, have not submitted themselves unto the righteousness of God. 

Romans| 10:4 For Christ [is] theend of the law for righteousness to every onethat 
believeth.

Romans| 10:6 Butthe righteousness which isof faith speaketh on thiswise, Say not in thine 
heart, W ho shall ascend into heaven? (that is, to bring Christ down [from above]:) 

Romans| 10:7 O r, W ho shall descend into thedeep? (that is, to bring up Christ again from 
the dead.) 

Romans| 10:8 But what saith it?The word is nigh thee, [even] in thy mouth, and in thy 
heart: that is, the word of faith, which we preach; 

Romans| 10:9 That if thou shalt confesswith thy mouth the Lord Jesus, and shalt believe in 
thine heart that God hath raised him from the dead, thou shalt be saved. 

Romans| 10:10 For with the heart man believeth unto righteousness; and with the mouth 
confession is made unto salvation. 

Romans| 10:11 For the scripture saith, W hosoever believeth on him shall not be ashamed. 

Romans| 10:12 For there is no difference between thejew and theGreek: for thesame 
Lord over all is rich unto all that call upon him. 

Romans| 10:13 For whosoever shall call upon the name of the Lord shall be saved. 

Romans| 10:14 H ow then shall they call on him in whom they havenot believed? and how 
shall they believe i n him of whom they have not heard? and how shall they hear without a 
preacher? 

Romans| 10:15 And how shall they preach, except they be sent? as it is written, How 
beautiful are the feet of them that preach the gospel of peace, and bring glad tidings of good 
things!

I have reserved to myself seven 
thousand men, who have not bowed the knee to [the image of] Baal.

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Romans| 11:6 And if by grace, then [is it] no more of works: otherwise grace is no more 
grace. But if [it be] of works, then is it no more grace: otherwise work is no more work. 

Romans| 11:7 W hat then? Israel hath not obtained that which he seeketh for; but the 
election hath obtained it, and the rest were blinded 

Romans| 11:8 (Accordingasit iswritten, God hath given them the spirit ofslumber, eyes 
that they should not see, and earsthat they should not hear;) unto thisday. 

Romans| 11:9 And David saith, Lettheirtablebemadeasnare, and a trap, anda 
stumblingblock, and a recompense unto them: 

Romans| 11:10 Let their eyes be darkened that they may not see, and bow down their back 
alway. 

Romans| 11:111 saythen, H ave they stumbled that they should fail? God forbid: but

Corinthians 1 1 1:25 Because the foolishness of God iswiser than men; and theweaknessof 
God isstronger than men. 

Corinthians 1 1 1:26 For yeseeyour calling, brethren, how thatnot many wisemen after 
theflesh, not many mighty, not many noble, [arecalled]: 

Corinthians 1 1 1:27 But God hath chosen thefoolish thingsof the world to confound the 
wise; and God hath chosen the weak things of the world to confound the things which are 
mighty;

Corinthians ll| 7:11 For behold thisselfsamething, that ye sorrowed after a godly sort, 
what carefulness it wrought in you, yea, [what] clearing of yourselves, yea, [what] 
indignation, yea, [what]fear, yea, [what] vehement desire, yea, [what] zeal, yea, [what] 
revenge! I n all [things] ye have approved yourselves to be clear in this matter. 
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C ori nthians 1 1 1 7:12 Wherefore, though I wroteunto you, [I did it] notfor his cause that 
had donethewrong, nor for his cause that suffered wrong, butthat our carefor you i n the 
sight of God might appear unto you. 

Corinthians 1 1 1 7: 13 Therefore we were comforted in your comfort: yea, and exceedingly 
the more joyed we for the joy of Titus, because his spirit was refreshed by you all. 

Corinthians 1 1 1 7:14 For ifl haveboasted any thingto himofyou, I am notashamed; butas 
we spake all thingsto you i n truth, even so our boasting, which [I made] before Titus, is 
found a truth. 

Corinthians ll| 7:15 And hisinward affection ismoreabundanttoward you, whilst he 
remembereth the obedience of you all, how with fear and trembling ye received him. 

Corinthians ll| 7:161 rej o i ce therefore that I haveconfidenceinyou inall [things]. 

Corinthians ll| 8:lMoreover, brethren, wedo you to witof thegraceof God bestowedon 
the churches of M acedonia; 

Corinthians ll| 8:2 How that in agreattrial of affliction theabundanceof their joy and their 
deep poverty abounded unto the richesof their liberality. 

Corinthians ll| 8:3 For to [their] power, I bear record, yea, and beyond [their] power [they 
were] willing of themselves; 

Corinthians ll| 8:4 Praying uswith much entreaty that wewould receive the gift, and [take 
upon us] the fellowship of the ministering to the saints. 

Corinthians ll| 8:5 And [this they did], notaswehoped, butfirst gave their own selvesto 
the Lord, and unto us by the will of God. 

Corinthians ll| 8:6 Insomuch that wedesired Titus, that as he had begun, so hewould also 
finish i n you the same grace also. 
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C ori nthians 1 1 1 8:7 Therefore, asyeabound in every [thing, in] faith, and utterance, and 
knowledge, and [in] all diligence, and [in] your love to us, [see] that ye abound in this grace 
also. 

C ori nthians ll| 8:8 1 speak not by commandment, but by occasion of theforwardnessof 
others, and to prove the sincerity of your love.

Corinthians ll| 8:16 But thanks [be] to God, which put the same earnest care into the heart 
of Titusfor you. 
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C ori nthians 1 1 1 8:17 For indeed heaccepted the exhortation; but being moreforward, of 
his own accord he went unto you. 

Corinthians ll| 8:18 And we have sent with him the brother, whose praise [is] in the gospel 
throughout all the churches; 

C ori nthians II 8: 19 A nd not [that] only, but w ho w as also chosen of the churches to travel 
with us with this grace, which is administered by us to the glory of the same Lord, and 
[declaration of] you r ready mind: 

Corinthians ll| 8:20 Avoiding this, that no man should blameusin this abundance which is 
administered by us: 

Corinthians ll| 8:21 Providingfor honest things, not only in the sightof the Lord, but also 
i n thesight of men. 

C ori nthians 1 1 1 8: 22 And we have sent w ith them our brother, w hom we have oftenti mes 
proved diligent i n many things, but now much more diligent, upon the great confidence 
which [I have] in you. 

Corinthians ll| 8:23 W hether [any do inquire] of Titus, [he is] my partner and fellowhelper 
concerning you: or our brethren [be inquired of, they are] the messengers of the churches, 
[and] the glory of Christ.

8:24 W herefore show ye to them, and before the churches, the proof of 



your love, and of our boasting on your behalf. 

Corinthians ll| 9:1 For as touching the ministering to thesaints, it issuperfluousfor meto 
write to you: 

Corinthians ll| 9:2 For I know the forwardnessof your mind, for which I boast of you to 
them of M acedonia, that Achaia was ready a year ago; and your zeal hath provoked very 
many.

Corinthians ll| 9: 13 W hiles by the experiment of this ministration they glorify God for 
your professed subjection unto the gospel of C hrist, and for [your] liberal distribution unto 
them, and unto all [men];

Corinthians 1 1 1 9: 15 Thanks [be] unto God for his unspeakable gift. 

Corinthians ll| 10:1 Now I Paul myself beseech you by the meekness and gentlenessof 
C hrist, who in presence[am] base among you, but beingabsent am bold toward you: 

Corinthians ll| 10:2 But I beseech [you], that I may not be bold when I am present with that 
confidence, wherewith I thinkto be bold against some, which thinkof usasif wewalked 
according tothe flesh. 

Corinthians ll| 10:3 For though wewalk i n the flesh, wedo not warafter the flesh: 

Corinthians ll| 10:4 (For theweaponsof our warfare[are] notcarnal, but mighty through 
God to the pul I i ng down of strong holds;) 

Corinthians ll| 10:5 Castingdown imaginations, and every high thingthat exalteth itself 
against the knowledge of God, and bringing into captivity every thought to the obedience 
of C hrist; 

Corinthians ll| 10:6 And having in areadinessto revengeall disobedience, when your 
obedience isfulfilled. 

Corinthians ll| 10:7 Do ye look on thingsafter theoutward appearance? If any man trust to 
himself that heisChrist's, let him of himself thinkthisagain, that, as he [is] C hrist's, even 
so [are] we C hrist's. 
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C ori nthians 1 1 1 10:8 For though I should boast somewhat moreof our authority, which the 
Lord hath given usfor edification, and not for your destruction, I should not be ashamed:

C ori nthians ll| 10:10 For [his] letters, say they, [are] weighty and powerful; but [his] bodily 
presence [is] weak, and [his] speech contemptible. 

Corinthians 1 1 1 10:11 Letsuch an onethinkthis, that, suchasweareinword byletters 
when we are absent, such [will we be] also in deed when we are present. 

Corinthians ll| 10:12 For wedare not makeourselvesof the number, or compareourselves 
with some that commend themselves: but they measuring themselves by themselves, and 
comparing themselves among themselves, are not wise. 

Corinthians ll| 10:13 But we will not boast of thingswithout [our] measure, but according 
to the measure of the rule which God hath distributed to us, a measure to reach even unto 
you. 

Corinthians ll| 10:14 For westretch not ourselvesbeyond [our measure], as though we 
reached not unto you: for we are come asfar asto you also in [preaching] the gospel of 
Christ: 

Corinthians ll| 10:15 Not boasting of thingswithout [our] measure, [that is], ofother men's 
labours; but having hope, when your faith is increased, that we shall be enlarged by you

Corinthians ll| 10:16 To preach the gospel in the [regions] beyond you, [and] not to boast 
in another man's line of things made ready to our hand. 

Corinthians ll| 10:17 But hethatglorieth, let him glory in the Lord. 
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C ori nthians 1 1 1 10:18 For not hethat commendeth himself isapproved, but whom the Lord 
commendeth. 

Corinthians 1 1 1 11:1 Would to God yecould bear with mealittle in [myjfolly: and indeed 
bear with me. 

Corinthians ll| 11:2 For I am jealousover you with godlyjealousy: for I have espoused you 
to one husband, that I may present [you as] a chaste vi rgi n to Christ. 

Corinthians ll| 11:3 But I fear, lest byany means, asthe serpent beguiled Evethrough his 
subtlety, soyour mindsshould be corrupted from the simplicity that isin Christ. 

Corinthians ll| 11:4 For if he that cometh preacheth another J esus, whom we have not 
preached, or [if] ye receive another spirit, which ye have not received, or another gospel, 
which ye have not accepted, ye might well bear with [him]. 

Corinthians ll| 11:5 For I supposel wasnotawhit behind thevery chiefest apostles. 

Corinthians ll| 11:6 But though [I be] rude in speech, yet not in knowledge; but we have 
been thoroughly made manifest among you in all things. 

Corinthians ll| 11:7 Have I committed an offence in abasing myself that ye might be 
exalted, because I have preached to you the gospel of God freely? 

Corinthians ll| 11:8 1 robbed other churches, taking wages[of them], to do you service. 

Corinthians ll| 11:9 And when I was present with you, and wanted, I waschargeableto no 
man: for that which was lacking to me the brethren which came from M acedonia supplied: 
and in all [things] I have kept myself from being burdensome unto you, and [so] will I keep 
[myself]. 
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C ori nthians 1 1 1 11:10 As thetruth of Christ isin me, no man shall stop meof this boasting 
inthe regionsof Achaia. 

Corinthiansll| 11:11 Wherefore? because I loveyou not?God knoweth. 

Corinthians 1 1 1 11:12 But what I do, that I will do, that I may cut off occasion from them 
which desire occasion; that wherein they glory, they may be found even as we. 

Corinthians ll| 11:13 For such [are] false apostles, deceitful workers, transforming 
themselves into the apostles of C hrist. 

Corinthians ll| 11:14 And no marvel; for Satan himself istransformed into an angel of light. 

Corinthians ll| 11:15 Therefore [it i s] no greatthing if his ministers also be transformed as 
the ministers of righteousness; whoseend shall beaccording to their works. 

Corinthians ll| 11:16 1 say again, Let no man think meafool; if otherwise, yetasafool 
receive me, that I may boast myself a little. 

Corinthians ll| 11:17 That which I speak, I speak [it] not after the Lord, butasitwere 
foolishly, in this confidenceof boasting.

Corinthians ll| 11:19 For yesuffer foolsgladly, seeing ye [yourselves] are wise.

Corinthians ll| 11:21 1 speak as concerning reproach, asthough wehad been weak. 
Howbeit whereinsoever any isbold, (I speak foolishly,) I am bold also. 
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C ori nthians 1 1 1 11:22 Arethey Hebrews?so [am] I. Arethey Israelites? so [am] I. Arethey 
the seed of Abraham?so [am] I. 

Corinthians 1 1 1 11:23 Arethey ministersof C hrist? (I speakasafool) I [am]more; in 
laboursmoreabundant, in stripesabovemeasure, in prisons more frequent, in deathsoft. 

Corinthians ll| 11:24 Of thejewsfivetimesreceived I forty [stripes] saveone. 

Corinthians ll| 11:25 Thrice was I beatenwith rods, oncewasl stoned, thricel suffered 
shipwreck, a night and a day I have been in the deep; 

Corinthians ll| 11:26 [ln]journeyings often, [in] perilsof waters, [in] perilsof robbers, [in] 
perils by [mine own] countrymen, [in] perils by the heathen, [in] perils in the city, [in] 
perilsin the wilderness, [in] perils i n the sea, [in] perils among false brethren; 

Corinthians ll| 11:27 In wearinessand painfulness, in watchings often, inhunger and thirst, 
in fasttngs often, in cold and nakedness. 

Corinthians ll| 11:28 Besidethosethingsthatarewithout, that which cometh upon me 
dai ly, the care of all the churches. 

Corinthians ll| 11:29 W ho isweak, and I am notweak?who isoffended, and I burn not? 

Corinthians ll| 11:30 If I must needs glory, I will gloryof the things which concern mine 
infirmities. 

Corinthians ll| 11:31 The God and Father of our Lord J esus C hrist, which isblessed for 
evermore, knoweth that I lie not. 

Corinthians ll| 11:32 I n Damascus the governor under A retas the king kept the city of the 
Damasceneswith a garrison, desirousto apprehend me:

Corinthians 1 1 1 12:11 1 am becomeafool in glorying; ye havecompelled me: for I oughtto 
have been commended of you: for in nothing am I behind the very chiefest apostles, though 
I be nothing. 

Corinthians ll| 12:12 Truly the signsofan apostlewerewrought amongyou in all patience, 
in signs, and wonders, and mighty deeds. 

Corinthians ll| 12:13 For what is it wherein ye were inferior to other churches, except [it 
be] that I myself was not burdensome to you? forgive me this wrong. 

Corinthians ll| 12:14 Behold, thethird timel am readyto cometoyou; and I will not be 
burdensome to you: for I seek not yours, but you: for the children ought not to lay up for 
the parents, but the parents for the children.

[that] I shall be found unto you such as ye would not: lest [there be] debates, envyings, 
wraths, strifes, backbitings, whisperings, swellings, tumults: 

C ori nthians 1 1 1 12:21 [And] lest, when I comeagain, my God will humble me among you, 
and [that] I shall bewail many which have sinned already, and have not repented of the 
uncleanness and fornication and lasciviousness which they have committed. 

Corinthians 1 1 1 13:1 T his [is] the third [time] I am comingtoyou. In the mouth of two or 
threewitnessesshall every word be established. 

Corinthians ll| 13:2 I toldyou before, andforetell you, asif I werepresent, thesecond 
time; and being absent now I write to them which heretofore have sinned, and to all other, 
that, if I come again, I will not spare: 

Corinthians ll| 13:3 Since ye seek a proof of C hrist speaking in me, which to you-ward is 
not weak, but is mighty in you.

Galatians| 1:22 And was unknown by face unto the churches of J udaea which were i n 
Christ: 

Galatians| 1:23 But they had heard only, That he which persecuted us in times past now 
preacheth the faith which once he destroyed. 

Galatians| 1:24 And they glorified God in me. 
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Galatians| 2:1 Then fourteen yearsafter I went up again to Jerusalem with Barnabas, and 
took Titus with [me] also. compelled to becircumcised: 

Galatians| 2:2 And I went up by revelation, and communicated unto them that gospel 
which I preach among the Gentiles, but privately to them which were of reputation, lest by 
any means I should run, or had run, in vain. 

Galatians| 2:3 But neither Titus, whowaswith me, being a Greek, was 

Galatians| 2:4 And that because of false brethren unawares brought in, who came in privily 
to spy out our liberty which we have in Christ Jesus, that they might bring us into bondage: 

Galatians| 2:5Towhom wegave place by subjection, no, notforan hour; that the truth of 
the gospel might continue with you. 

Galatians| 2:6 But of these who seemed to be somewhat, (whatsoever they were, it maketh 
no matter to me: God accepteth no man's person:) for they who seemed [to be somewhat] 
in conference added nothing to me: 

Galatians| 2:7 But contrariwise, when they saw that the gospel of the uncircumcision was 
committed unto me, as [the gospel] of the circumcision [was] unto Peter; 

Galatians| 2:8 (For he that wrought effectually in Peter to the apostleship of the 
circumcision, thesamewasmighty in metoward the Gentiles:) 

Galatians| 2:9 And when James, Cephas, and John, who seemed to be pillars, perceived the 
grace that was given unto me, they gave to me and Barnabas the right hands of fellowship;

Galatians| 2:16 Knowing that aman isnot justified by theworksof the law, but bythefaith 
of JesusChrist, even wehave believed inJesusChrist, that wemight be justified by the 
faith of Christ, and not by theworksof the law: for by theworksof the law shall no flesh 
be justified. 

Galatians| 2:17 But if, whileweseek to be justified by Christ, weourselvesalsoarefound 
sinners, [is] therefore Christ the minister of sin? God forbid. 

Galatians| 2:18 For if I build again the things which I destroyed, I make myselfa 
transgressor. 

Galatians| 2:19 For I through the law am dead to the law, that I might live unto God.

Ephesians| 4:20 But ye have not so learned Christ; 

Ephesians| 4:21 If so be that ye have heard him, and have been taught by him, as the truth is 
injesus: 

Ephesians| 4:22 That ye put off concerningtheformer conversation the old man, which is 
corrupt according to the deceitful lusts; 

Ephesians| 4:23 And be renewed in the spirit of your mind; 

Ephesians| 4:24 And that ye put on the new man, which after God iscreated in 
righteousnessand true holiness. 

Ephesians| 4:25 W herefore putting away lying, speak every man truth with his neighbour: 
for we are members one of another. 

Ephesians| 4:26 Beyeangry, and sin not: let notthesun go down upon your wrath: 
Ephesians| 4:27 N either give place to the devil. 

Ephesians| 4:28 Let him that stolesteal no more: but rather let him labour, working with 
[his] handsthething which isgood, that he may haveto giveto him that needeth.

Colossians| 2:2 That their hearts might be comforted, being knit together in love, and unto 
all riches of the full assurance of understanding, to the acknowledgment of the mystery of 
G od, and of the Father, and of C hrist; 

Colossians| 2:3 In whom are hid all the treasuresof wisdom and knowledge. 
Colossians 2:4 And this I say, lest any man should beguileyou with enticing words. 
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Colossians| 2:5 Forthough I beabsent in theflesh, yetam I with you inthe spirit, joying 
and beholdingyour order, and the stedfastness of your faith in Christ.

Colossians| 2:15 [And] havingspoiled principalitiesand powers, he madeashow of them 
openly, triumphing over them in it. 

Colossians| 2:16 Let no man therefore j udge you in meat, or in drink, or in respect of an 
holyday, or of the new moon, or of the sabbath [days]: 
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Colossians| 2: 17 W hich are a shadow of things to come; but the body [is] of C hrist. 

Colossians| 2:18 Let no man beguileyou of your reward in avoluntary humility and 
worshipping of angels, intruding into those things which he hath not seen, vainly puffed up 
by hisfleshly mind, 

Colossians| 2:19 And not holdingthe Head, from which all the body byjointsand bands 
having nourishment ministered, and knit together, increaseth with the increase of God. 

Colossians| 2:20 W herefore if ye be dead with C hrist from the rudiments of the world, 
why, as though living in the world, areyesubject to ordinances, 

Colossians| 2:21 (Touch not; taste not; handle not; 

Colossians| 2:22 Which all areto perishwith the using;) after thecommandmentsand 
doctrinesof men? 

Colossians| 2:23 Which things have indeed ashow of wisdom in will worship, and 
humility, and neglecting of the body; not in any honour to the satisfying of the flesh. 

Colossians| 3:1 If ye then be risen with C hrist, seek those things which areabove, where 
C hrist sitteth on the right hand of G od. 

Colossians| 3:2 Set your affection on things above, not on things on the earth. 

Colossians| 3:3 For ye are dead, and your life is hid with C hrist in God. 

Colossians| 3:4 W hen C hrist, [who is] our life, shall appear, then shall yealso appear with 
him in glory. 

Colossians| 3:5 M ortify therefore your members which are upon the earth; fornication, 
uncleanness, inordinate affection, evil concupiscence, and covetousness, which isidolatry: 

Colossians| 3:6 For which things' sake the wrath of God cometh on the children of 
disobedience:

Colossians| 3:13 Forbearing one another, and forgiving one another, if any man have a 
quarrel against any: even as Christ forgave you, so also [do] ye. 

Colossians| 3:14 And aboveall these things [put on] charity, which isthe bond of 
perfectness. 

Colossians| 3:15 And letthe peaceof God ruleinyour hearts, to the which also ye are 
called in one body; and beyethankful. 

Colossians| 3:16 Lettheword of Christ dwell in you richly in all wisdom; teaching and 
admonishing one another in psalmsand hymnsand spiritual songs, singing with gracein 
your hearts to the Lord. 

Colossians| 3:17 And whatsoever ye do in word or deed, [do] all in the name of the Lord

Colossians| 3:21 Fathers, provoke not your children [to anger], lest they be discouraged. 

Colossians| 3:22 Servants, obey in all things [your] mastersaccordingto theflesh; notwith 
eyeservice, as menpleasers; but in singlenessof heart, fearing God: 

Colossians| 3:23 And whatsoever ye do, do [it] heartily, asto the Lord, and not unto men; 

Colossians| 3:24 Knowing that of the Lord ye shall receive the reward of the inheritance: 
for ye serve the Lord C hrist. 

Colossians| 3:25 But hethatdoeth wrong shall receive for thewrong which he hath done: 
and there is no respect of persons. 

Colossians| 4:1 Masters, giveunto [your] servants that which isjust and equal; knowing 
that ye also have a M aster i n heaven. 

Colossians| 4:2 Continue in prayer, and watch in the same with thanksgiving; 

Colossians| 4:3 W ithal praying also for us, that God would open unto usadoor of 
utterance, to speak the mystery of C hrist, for which I am also in bonds: 

Colossians| 4:4 That I may make it manifest, as I ought to speak. 

Colossians| 4:5 W alk in wisdom toward them that are without, redeeming the time. 

Colossians| 4:6 Let your speech [be] alway with grace, seasoned with salt, that ye may 
know how ye ought to answer every man. 

Colossians| 4:7 All my state shall Tychicusdeclare unto you, [who is] a beloved brother, 
and afaithful minister and fellowservant in the Lord: 
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Colossians| 4:8 W hom I have sent unto you for the same purpose, that he might know your 
estate, and comfort your hearts;

[are my] fellowworkers unto the kingdom of God, which have been a comfort unto me. 

Colossians| 4:12 Epaphras, who is[one] of you, aservant of Christ, saluteth you, always 
labouring fervently for you in prayers, that ye may stand perfect and complete in all the 
will of God. 

Colossians| 4:13 For I bear him record, that he hath a great zeal for you, and them [that 
are] i n Laodicea and them i n H ierapolis. 

Colossians| 4:14 Luke, the beloved physician, and D emas, greet you. 

Colossians| 4:15 Salutethe brethren which are in Laodicea, and Nymphas, and the church 
which isin hishouse. 

Colossians| 4:16 And when thisepistle is read among you, cause that it be read also in the 
church of the Laodiceans; and that ye likewise read the [epistle] from Laodicea.

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T hessalonians 1 1 2:11 As ye know how weexhorted and comforted and charged every one 
of you, asafather [doth] hischildren, 



T hessalonians 1 1 2:12 That ye would walk worthy of God, who hath called you unto his 
kingdom and glory. 

T hessalonians 1 1 2:13 For thiscause also thank we God without ceasing, because, when ye 
received the word of God which ye heard of u s, ye received [it] not [as] the word of men, 
but as it is in truth, the word of God, which effectually worketh also in you that believe. 

T hessalonians 1 1 2:14 Forye, brethren, becamefollowersof the churchesof God which in 
Judaeaarein Christjesus: for ye also have suffered like thingsof your own countrymen, 
even as they [have] of the J ews: 

T hessalonians 1 1 2:15 Who both killed the Lord J esus, and their own prophets, and have 
persecuted us; and they please not God, and are contrary to all men: 

T hessalonians 1 1 2:16 Forbidding usto speak to the Gentiles that they might besaved, to fi 
up their sins alway: for the wrath is come upon them to the uttermost. 

T hessalonians 1 1 2:17 Butwe, brethren, beingtaken fromyouforashorttimein presence, 
not in heart, endeavoured the more abundantly to see your face with great desire. 

T hessalonians 1 1 2:18 W hereforewe would have come unto you, even I Paul, once and 
again; but Satan hindered us. 

T hessalonians 1 1 2:19 For what [is] our hope, orjoy, or crownof rejoicing? [Are] not even 
ye i n the presence of our LordJesusChristat hiscoming? 

Thessalonians I 2:20 For ye are our glory and joy.

H ebrews| 6:1 Therefore leaving the principles of the doctrine of Christ, let us go on unto 
perfection; not laying again the foundation of repentancefrom dead works, and of faith 
toward God, 

Hebrews| 6:2 Of the doctrine of baptisms, and of laying on of hands, and of resurrection of 
the dead, and of eternal judgment. 



Hebrews| 6:3 And thiswill wedo, if God permit. 



Hebrews| 6:4 For [it is] impossible for those who wereonceenlightened, and havetasted 
of the heavenly gift, and were made partakers of the H oly G host, 

Hebrews| 6:5 And havetasted the good word of God, and the powersof theworld to 
co m e, 

Hebrews| 6:6 If they shall fail away, to renew them again unto repentance; seeing they 
crucify to themselvesthe Son of God afresh, and put [him] to an open shame. 

Hebrews| 6:7 For theearth which drinketh in the rain that cometh oft upon it, and 
bringeth forth herbs meet for them by whom it is dressed, receiveth blessing from God: 

Hebrews| 6:8 But that which beareth thornsand briers [is] rejected, and [is] nigh unto 
cursing; whose end [is] to be burned. 
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Hebrews| 6:9 But, beloved, weare persuaded better thingsof you, and thingsthat 
accompany salvation, though we thus speak. 

Hebrews| 6:10 For God [is] not unrighteoustoforgetyour workand labour of love, which 
ye have showed toward his name, in that ye have m i n i stered to the saints, and do minister. 

Hebrews| 6:11 And wedesirethatevery oneof you do show thesamediligenceto thefull 
assurance of hope unto the end: 

H ebrews| 6:12 That ye be not slothful, but followers of them who through faith and 
patience inherit the promises. 

Hebrews| 6:13 For when God made promise to Abraham, because he could swear by no 
greater, he sware by himself, 

Hebrews| 6:14 Saying, Surely blessing I will blessthee, and multiplying I will multiply 
thee. 

Hebrews| 6:15 And so, after hehad patiently endured, heobtained the promise. 

Hebrews| 6:16 For men verily swear by the greater: and an oath for confirmation [is] to 
them an end of all strife. 

Hebrews| 6:17 W herein God, willing moreabundantly to show unto the heirsof promise 
the immutability of his counsel, confirmed [it] by an oath: 

Hebrews| 6:18 That bytwo immutable things, in which [it was] impossiblefor God to lie, 
we might have a strong consolation, who have fled for refuge to lay hold upon the hope set 
before us: 

H ebrews| 6: 19 W hich [hope] we have as an anchor of the soul, both sure and stedfast, and 
which entereth into that within the veil; 
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Hebrews| 6:20 W hither theforerunner isfor usentered, [even]Jesus, madean high priest 
for ever after the order of M elchisedec. 

Hebrews| 7:1 For this M elchisedec, kingof Salem, priest of the most high God, who met 
Abraham returning from the slaughter of the kings, and blessed him; 

Hebrews| 7:2 To whom also Abraham gaveatenth part of all; first being by interpretation 
King of righteousness, and after that also King of Salem, which is, King of peace; 

Hebrews| 7:3 W ithout father, without mother, without descent, having neither beginning 
of days, nor end of life; but made I i ke unto the Son of God; abideth a priest continually. 

Hebrews| 7:4 Now consider how great this man [w as], unto whom even the patriarch 
Abraham gave the tenth of the spoils. 

H ebrews| 7:5 And verily they that are of the sons of Levi, who receive the office of the 
priesthood, have a commandment to take tithes of the people according to the law, that is, 
of their brethren, though they come out of the loinsof Abraham: 

Hebrews| 7:6 But he w hose descent isnot counted from them received tithes of Abraham, 
and blessed him that had the promises. 

H ebrews| 7:7 And without all contradiction the less is blessed of the better. 

Hebrews| 7:8 And here men that die receive tithes; but there he [receiveth them], of whom 
it iswitnessed that he liveth. 

Hebrews| 7:9 And as I may so say, Levi also, who receiveth tithes, payed tithes in 
Abraham. 

Hebrews| 7:10 For he wasyet in the loinsof his father, when M elchisedec met him. 

Hebrews| 7:11 If therefore perfection were by the Levitical priesthood, (for under it the 
people received the law,) what further need [was there] that another priest should rise after 
the order of M elchisedec, and not be called after the order of Aaron? 
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Hebrews| 7:12 For the priesthood being changed, there is made of necessity a change also 
of the law. 

Hebrews| 7:13 For heof whom these things are spoken pertaineth to another tribe, of 
which no man gave attendance at the altar. 

Hebrews| 7:14 For [it is] evident that our Lord sprang out of Juda; of which tribe Moses 
spake nothing concerning priesthood. 

Hebrews| 7:15 And itisyetfar more evident: for that after the similitudeof Melchisedec 
there ariseth another priest, 

Hebrews| 7:16 W ho is made, not after the law of a carnal commandment, but after the 
power of an endlesslife. 

Hebrews| 7:17 For he testifieth, Thou [art] a priest for ever after the order of M elchisedec. 

Hebrews| 7:18 For there isverily adisannulling of the commandment going beforefor the 
weakness and unprofitableness thereof. 

Hebrews| 7:19 For the law made nothing perfect, butthebringing in of abetter hope [did]; 
by the which we draw nigh unto God. 

Hebrews| 7:20 And inasmuchasnotwithout an oath [hewasmade priest]: 

Hebrews| 7:21 (For those priestsweremadewithoutan oath; butthiswith an oath by him 
that said unto him, The Lord sware and will not repent, Thou [art] a priest for ever after 
the order of Melchisedec:) 

H ebrews| 7:22 By so much w as J esus made a surety of a better testament. 

H ebrews| 7:23 And they truly were many priests, because they were not suffered to 
continue by reason of death: 
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Hebrews| 7:24 But this [man], because he continueth ever, hath an unchangeable 
priesthood. 

H ebrews| 7:25 W herefore he is able also to save them to the uttermost that come unto 
God by him, seeing he ever liveth to make intercession for them. 

Hebrews| 7:26 For such an high priest became us, [who is] holy, harmless, undefiled, 
separatefrom sinners, and made higher than the heavens; 

Hebrews| 7:27 W ho needeth not daily, asthose high priests, to offer up sacrifice, first for 
his own sins, and then for the people's: for this he did once, when he offered up himself. 

Hebrews| 7:28 For thelaw maketh men high priests which have infirmity; buttheword of 
the oath, which wassincethe law, [maketh] the Son, who isconsecrated for evermore. 

Hebrews| 8:1 N ow of the things which we have spoken [this is] the sum: W e have such an 
high priest, who is set on the right hand of the throne of the M ajesty in the heavens; 

Hebrews| 8:2 A minister of the sanctuary, and of thetruetabernacle, which theLord 
pitched, and not man. 

Hebrews| 8:3 For every high priest isordained to offer giftsand sacrifices: wherefore [it is] 
of necessity that this man have somewhat also to offer. 

Hebrews| 8:4 For if he were on earth, he should not be a priest, seeing that there are 
priests that offer giftsaccording to the law: 

H ebrews| 8:5 W ho serve unto the example and shadow of heavenly things, as M oses was 
admonished of God when he was about to make the tabernacle: for, See, saith he, [that] 
thou make all things according to the pattern showed to thee in the mount. 

Hebrews| 8:6 But now hath heobtained a moreexcellent ministry, by how much also he is 
the mediator of a better covenant, which was established upon better promises. 
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Hebrews| 8:7 For if that first [covenant] had been faultless, then should no place have been 
sought for the second. 

Hebrews| 8:8 For finding fault with them, hesaith, Behold, thedayscome, saith the Lord, 
when I will make a new covenant with the house of Israel and with the house of J udah: 

Hebrews| 8:9 Not according to the covenant that I made with their fathers in the day when 
I took them by the hand to lead them out of the land of Egypt; because they continued not 
in my covenant, and I regarded them not, saith the Lord. 

Hebrews| 8:10 For this [is] the covenant that I will make with the house of Israel afterthose 
days, saith the Lord; I will put my laws into their mind, and write them in their hearts: and 
I will beto themaGod, and theyshall beto meapeople: 

Hebrews| 8:11 And they shall not teach every man his neighbour, and every man his 
brother, saying, Know the Lord: for all shall know me, from the least to the greatest. 

Hebrews| 8:12 For I will be merciful to their unrighteousness, and their sinsand their 
iniquities will I remember no more. 

Hebrews| 8:13 1 n that hesaith, A new [covenant], hehath made the first old. Now that 
which decayeth and waxeth old [is] ready to vanish away. 

Hebrews| 9:1 Then verily the first [covenant] had also ordinancesof divineservice, and a 
worldly sanctuary. 

Hebrews| 9:2 For therewasatabernaclemade; the first, wherein [was] the candlestick, and 
the table, and the showbread; which iscalled the sanctuary. 

H ebrews| 9:3 And after the second veil, the tabernacle which is called the H oliest of all; 
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H ebrews| 9:4 W hich had the golden censer, and the ark of the covenant overlaid round 
about with gold, wherein [w as] the golden pot that had manna, and Aaron's rod that 
budded, and the tables of the covenant; 

Hebrews| 9:5 And over itthecherubimsof glory shadowingthemercyseat; of which we 
cannot now speak particularly. 

Hebrews| 9:6 Now when these things were thus ordained, the priestswent alwaysinto the 
first tabernacle, accomplishing the service [of God]. 

Hebrews| 9:7 But intothesecond [went] the high priest aloneonceeveryyear, notwithout 
blood, which he offered for himself, and [for] the errors of the people: 

H ebrews| 9: 8 T he H oly G host this signifying, that the way into the holiest of all was not yet 
made manifest, while asthefirst tabernacle was yet standing: 

Hebrews| 9:9 W hich [was] afigurefor thetimethen present, i n which were offered both 
giftsand sacrifices, that could not make him that did the service perfect, as pertaining to 
the conscience; 

Hebrews| 9:10 [W hich stood] only in meatsand drinks, and diverswashings, and carnal 
ordinances, imposed [on them] until thetimeof reformation. 

Hebrews| 9:11 But C hrist being come an high priest ofgood things tocome, byagreater 
and more perfect tabernacle, not made with hands, that isto say, not of this bui Iding; 

Hebrews| 9:12 Neither by the blood of goatsand calves, but by hisown blood heentered 
in once into the holy place, having obtained eternal redemption [for us]. 
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Hebrews| 9:13 For if the blood of bullsand of goats, and theashesof an heifer sprinkling 
the unclean, sanctifieth to the purifying of the flesh: 

Hebrews| 9:14 H ow much moreshall the blood of C hrist, who through theeternal Spirit 
offered himself withoutspotto God, purgeyour consciencefrom dead worksto servethe 
livingGod? 

Hebrews| 9:15 And for thiscause he isthe mediator of the new testament, that by meansof 
death, for the redemption of the transgressions [that were] under the first testament, they 
which are called might receive the promise of eternal inheritance. 

Hebrews| 9:16 For where a testament [is], there must also of necessity bethe death of the 
testator. 

Hebrews| 9:17 For a testament [is] of force after men are dead: otherwise it isof no 
strength at all while the testator liveth. 

Hebrews| 9:18 W hereupon neither the first [testament] wasdedicated without blood. 

Hebrews| 9:19 For when M oses had spoken every precept to all the people according to 
thelaw, hetook the blood ofcalvesand of goats, withwater, and scarletwool, and hyssop, 
and sprinkled both the book, and all the people, 

Hebrews| 9:20 Saying, T his [is] the blood of the testament which God hath enjoined unto 
you. 

Hebrews| 9:21 Moreover he sprinkled with blood boththetabernacle, and all thevesselsof 
the ministry. 

Hebrews| 9:22 And almost all thingsare by the law purged with blood; and without 
shedding of blood is no remission. 
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H ebrews| 9:23 [It was] therefore necessary that the patterns of things in the heavens should 
be purified with these; but the heavenly things themselves with better sacrificesthan these. 

H ebrews| 9:24 For Christ is not entered into the holy places made with hands, [which are] 
the figures of the true; but into heaven itself, now to appear in the presence of God for us: 

Hebrews| 9:25 Nor yet that he should offer himself often, as the high priest entereth into 
the holy place every year with blood of others; 

Hebrews| 9:26 For then must he often have suffered sincethefoundation of the world: but 
now once in the end of the world hath he appeared to put away sin by the sacrifice of 
himself. 

Hebrews| 9:27 And as it isappointed unto men once to die, butafter thisthejudgment: 

Hebrews| 9:28 So Christ wasonceoffered to bear thesinsof many; and unto them that 
look for him shall he appear the second time without sin unto salvation. 

H ebrews| 10: 1 For the law having a shadow of good things to come, [and] not the very 
image of the things, can never with those sacrifices which they offered year by year 
continually makethe comersthereunto perfect. 

H ebrews| 10:2 For then would they not have ceased to be offered? because that the 
worshippers once purged should have had no more conscience of sins. 

Hebrews| 10:3 But in those [sacrificesthere is] a remembrance again [made] of sins every 
year. 

Hebrews| 10:4 For [it is] not possible that the blood of bullsand of goats should take away 
sins. 

Hebrews| 10:5 W herefore when he cometh into the world, he saith, Sacrifice and offering 
thou wouldest not, but a body hast thou prepared me: 
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Hebrews| 10:6 In burnt offeringsand [sacrifices] for sin thou hast had no pleasure. 

Hebrews| 10:7 Then said I, Lo, I come(in the volume ofthe book it iswritten of me,) to 
do thy w i 1 1 , O God. 

Hebrews| 10:8 Abovewhen he said, Sacrificeand offeringand burnt offeringsand 
[offering] for sin thou wouldest not, neither hadst pleasure [therein]; which are offered by 
the law; 

Hebrews| 10:9 Then said he, Lo, I cometo dothywill, O God. Hetaketh away thefirst, 
that he may establish the second. 

Hebrews| 10:10 By the which will we are sanctified through the offering of the body of 
JesusChrist once [for all]. 

Hebrews| 10:11 And every priest standeth daily ministering and offering oftentimesthe 
same sacrifices, which can never take away sins: 

Hebrews| 10:12 But this man, after he had offered one sacrifice for sins for ever, sat down 
on theright hand of God; 

Hebrews| 10:13 From henceforth expectingtill hisenemiesbe made hisfootstool. 

H ebrews| 10: 14 For by one offering he hath perfected for ever them that are sanctified. 

H ebrews| 10: 15 [W hereof] the H oly G host also is a witness to us: for after that he had said 
before, 

Hebrews| 10:16 This [is] the covenant that I will makewith them after thosedays, saith the 
Lord, I will put my lawsinto their hearts, and in their mindswill I writethem; 

Hebrews| 10:17 And their sins and i niquities will I remember no more. 

Hebrews| 10:18 Now whereremission of these [is, thereis] no more offering for sin. 
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Hebrews| 10:19 Having therefore, brethren, boldnessto enter into the holiest bytheblood 
of J esus, 

Hebrews| 10:20 By a new and living way, which he hath consecrated for us, through the 
veil, that isto say, hisflesh; 

Hebrews| 10:21 And [having] an high priestover thehouseof God; 

Hebrews| 10:22 Letusdraw nearwithatrueheartinfull assurance of faith, having our 
heartssprinkled from an evil conscience, and our bodieswashed with purewater. 

Hebrews| 10:23 Let us hold fast the profession of [our] faith without wavering; (for he [is] 
faithful that promised;) 

Hebrews| 10:24 And let usconsider one another to provoke unto love and to good works: 

Hebrews| 10:25 Not forsaking the assembling of ourselves together, asthemanner of some 
[is]; but exhorting [one another]: and so much the more, as ye see the day approaching. 

Hebrews| 10:26 For if wesin wilfully after thatwehave received the knowledgeof the 
truth, there remaineth no more sacrifice for sins, 

Hebrews| 10:27 Butacertainfearful lookingfor of judgment and fiery indignation, which 
shall devour the adversaries. 

Hebrews| 10:28 H e that despised Moses' law died without mercy under two or three 
witnesses: 

Hebrews| 10:29 O f how much sorer punishment, supposeye, shall he bethought worthy, 
who hath trodden under foot the Son of God, and hath counted the blood of the covenant, 
wherewith he was sanctified, an unholy thing, and hath done despite unto the Spirit of 
grace? 
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Hebrews| 10:30 For we know him that hath said, Vengeance [belongeth] unto me, I will 
recompense, saith the Lord. And again, The Lord shall judge his people. 

Hebrews| 10:31 [It i s] afearful thingtofall into the hands of the living God. 

Hebrews| 10:32 But call to remembrancetheformer days, in which, after ye were 
illuminated, ye endured a great fight of afflictions; 

Hebrews| 10:33 P arti y, whilst ye were made agazingstock both by reproaches and 
afflictions; and partly, whilst ye became companions of them that were so used. 

H ebrews| 10:34 For ye had compassion of me in my bonds, and took joyfully the spoiling 
of your goods, knowing in yourselvesthat ye have in heaven a better and an enduring 
substance. 

Hebrews| 10:35 Cast not away therefore your confidence, which hath great recompense of 
reward. 

Hebrews| 10:36 For ye have need of patience, that, after ye have done the will of God, ye 
might receive the promise. 

Hebrews| 10:37 For yetalittlewhile, and he that shall comewill come, and will nottarry. 

Hebrews| 10:38 N ow the just shall livebyfaith: but if [any man] draw back, mysoul shall 
haveno pleasurein him. 

Hebrews| 10:39 But we are not of them whodraw back unto perdition; but of them that 
bel ieve to the saving of the soul. 

Hebrews| 11:1 N ow faith is the substance of thingshoped for, the evidence of thingsnot 
seen. 

Hebrews| 11:2 For by ittheeldersobtained agood report. 
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H ebrews| 11: 3 T hrough faith we understand that the worlds were framed by the word of 
God, so that things which are seen were not made of things which do appear. 

Hebrews| 11:4 By faith Abel offered unto God a more excellent sacrifice than Cain, by 
which heobtained witnessthat he wasrighteous, God testifying of hisgifts: and by it he 
beingdead yetspeaketh. 

Hebrews| 11:5 By faith Enoch wastranslated that heshould not seedeath; and wasnot 
found, because God had translated him: for before histranslation he had thistestimony, 
that hepleased God. 

Hebrews| 11:6 But without faith [it i s] impossibleto please [him]: for he that cometh to 
God must believethat he is, and [that] he is a rewarder of them that diligently seek him. 

Hebrews| 11:7 By faith N oah, being warned of God of things not seen asyet, moved with 
fear, prepared an ark to the saving of his house; by the which he condemned the world, and 
became heir of the righteousness which is by faith. 

Hebrews| 11:8 By faith Abraham, when hewascalled to go outintoaplacewhich he 
should after receivefor an inheritance, obeyed; and he went out, not knowing whither he 
went. 

Hebrews| 11:9 By faith hesojourned in theland of promise, as [in] a strange country, 
dwelling in tabernacleswith Isaac and J acob, the heirswith him of thesame promise: 

Hebrews| 11:10 For he looked for a city which hath foundations, whose builder and maker 
[is] God. 

Hebrews| 11:11 T hrough faith also Sara herself received strength to conceive seed, and was 
delivered of a child when she was past age, because she judged him faithful who had 
promised. 
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Hebrews| 11:12 Therefore sprang there even of one, and him asgood asdead, [so many] as 
the stars of the sky in multitude, and asthesand which is by the sea shore innumerable. 

Hebrews| 11:13 These all died in faith, not having received the promises, but having seen 
them afar off, and were persuaded of [them], and embraced [them], and confessed that they 
were strangers and pilgrims on the earth. 

H ebrews| 11: 14 For they that say such things declare plainly that they seek a country. 

Hebrews| 11:15 And truly, if they had been mindful of that [country] from whencethey 
came out, they might have had opportunity to have returned. 

Hebrews| 11:16 But now they desire a better [country], that is, an heavenly: wherefore 
God is not ashamed to be called their God: for he hath prepared for them a city. 

Hebrews| 11:17 By faith Abraham, when he wastried, offered up Isaac: and hethat had 
received the promises offered up hisonly begotten [son]. 

Hebrews| 11:18 Of whom itwassaid, That in Isaac shall thy seed be called: 

Hebrews| 11:19 Accounting that God [was] ableto raise [him] up, even from thedead; 
from whence also he received him in afigure. 

Hebrews| 11:20 By faith Isaac blessedjacoband Esau concerning things to come. 

Hebrews| 11:21 Byfaithjacob, when hewasadying, blessed both thesonsof Joseph; and 
worshipped, [leaning] upon the top of h i s staf f. 

Hebrews| 11:22 By faith J oseph, when hedied, made mention of thedepartingof the 
children of Israel; and gave commandment concerning his bones. 

Hebrews| 11:23 By faith M oses, when hewasborn, washid threemonthsof hisparents, 
because they saw [he was] a proper child; and they were not afraid of the king's 
commandment. 
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H ebrews| 11:24 By faith M oses, when he was come to years, refused to be called the son of 
Pharaoh'sdaughter; 

Hebrews| 11:25 Choosing rather to suffer affliction with the people of God, than to enjoy 
the pleasures of si n for a season; 

Hebrews| 11:26 Esteemingthereproach of Christ greater richesthan thetreasuresin 
Egypt: for he had respect unto the recompense of the reward. 

Hebrews| 11:27 By faith heforsook Egypt, notfearingthewrath of the king: for he 
endured, asseeing him who isinvisible. 

Hebrews| 11:28 T hrough faith he kept the passover, and thesprinklingof blood, lesthe 
that destroyed the firstborn should touch them. 

H ebrews| 11:29 By faith they passed through the Red sea as by dry [land]: which the 
Egyptians assaying to do were drowned. 

Hebrews| 11:30 By faith the walls of J ericho fell down, after they were compassed about 
seven days. 

Hebrews| 11:31 By faith the harlot Rahab perished not with them that believed not, when 
she had received the spies with peace. 

Hebrews| 11:32 And whatshall I more say? for the timewould fail meto tell of Gedeon, 
and [of] Barak, and [of] Samson, and [of ] J ephthae; [of] David also, and Samuel, and [of] the 
prophets: 

Hebrews| 11:33 W ho through faith subdued kingdoms, wrought righteousness, obtained 
promises, stopped the mouths of lions, 

Hebrews| 11:34 Q uenched the violence of fire, escaped the edge of the sword, out of 
weaknessweremadestrong, waxed valiant in fight, turned to flightthearmiesof the 
aliens. 
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Hebrews| 11:35 W omen received their dead raised to lifeagain: and othersweretortured, 
not accepting deliverance; that they might obtain a better resurrection: 

Hebrews| 11:36 And others had trial of [cruel] mockingsand scourgings, yea, moreover of 
bondsand imprisonment: 

Hebrews| 11:37 They werestoned, they weresawn asunder, weretempted, wereslain 
with the sword: they wandered about in sheepskinsand goatskins; being destitute, afflicted, 
tormented; 

Hebrews| 11:38 (O f whom theworld w as not worthy:) they wandered i n deserts, and [i n] 
mountains, and [in] densand cavesof theearth. 

Hebrews| 11:39 And these all, having obtained a good report through faith, received not 
the promise: 

Hebrews| 11:40 God having provided some better thingfor us, that they without usshould 
not be made perfect. 

Hebrews| 12:1 W herefore seeing we also are compassed about with so great a cloud of 
witnesses, let us lay aside every weight, and the sin which doth so easily beset [us], and let 
us run with patience the race that is set before us, 

H ebrews| 12:2 Looking unto J esus the author and finisher of [our] faith; who for the joy 
that was set before him endured the cross, despising the shame, and is set down at the right 
hand of thethroneof God. 

Hebrews| 12:3 For consider him that endured such contradiction of sinners against himself, 
lest ye be wearied and faint in your minds. 

Hebrews| 12:4 Ye have not yet resisted unto blood, striving against sin. 
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Hebrews| 12:5 And ye have forgotten the exhortation which speaketh unto you as unto 
children, M y son, despise not thou the chastening of the Lord, nor faint when thou art 
rebuked of him: 

Hebrews| 12:6 For whom the Lord loveth he chasteneth, and scourgeth every son whom 
he receiveth. 

Hebrews| 12:7 If yeendure chastening, God dealeth with you aswith sons; for whatson is 
he whom the father chasteneth not? 

Hebrews| 12:8 But if ye bewithout chastisement, whereof all are partakers, then areye 
bastards, and not sons. 

Hebrews| 12:9 Furthermore we have had fathersof our flesh which corrected [us], and we 
gave [them] reverence: shall we not much rather be in subjection unto the Father of spirits, 
and live? 

Hebrews| 12:10 For they verily for afew days chastened [us] after their own pleasure; but 
he for [our] profit, that [we] might be partakers of his holiness. 

Hebrews| 12:11 Now no chastening for the present seemeth to be joyous, but grievous: 
neverthelessafterward it yieldeth the peaceable fruit of righteousness unto them which are 
exercised thereby.

Hebrews| 12:13 And make straight pathsfor your feet, lest that which islame beturned 
out of the way; but let it rather be healed. 

Hebrews| 12:14 Follow peacewith all [men], and holiness, without which no man shall see 
the Lord: 

Hebrews| 12:15 Lookingdiligently lest any man fail of thegraceof God; lest any rootof 
bitterness springing up trouble [you], and thereby many be defiled; 
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Hebrews| 12:16 Lest there [be] anyfornicator, or profane person, asEsau, whofor one 
morsel of meat sold his birthright. 

Hebrews| 12:17 For ye know how that afterward, when he would have inherited the 
blessing, he was rejected: for hefound no place of repentance, though he sought it carefully 
with tears. 

H ebrews| 12: 18 For ye are not come unto the mount that might be touched, and that 
burned with fire, nor unto blackness, and darkness, and tempest,

ames| 2:23 And the scripture wasfulfilled which saith, Abraham believedGod, and itwas 
imputed unto him for righteousness: and he was called the Friend of God. 
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ames| 2:24 Yeseethen how that by worksaman isjustified, and not byfaith only. 

ames| 2:25 Likewise also wasnot Rahabthe harlot justified by works, when she had 
received the messengers, and had sent [them] out another way? 

ames| 2: 26 For as the body without the spirit is dead, so faith without works is dead also. 

ames| 3: 1 M y brethren, be not many masters, knowing that we shall receive the greater 
condemnation. 

ames| 3:2 For in many thingsweoffend all. If any man offend not in word, thesame[is] a 
perfect man, [and] able also to bridle the whole body.

Revelation| 12:10 And I heard aloud voicesaying in heaven, Now iscomesalvation, and 
strength, and the kingdom of our God, and the power of his Christ: for the accuser of our 
brethren is cast down, which accused them before our God day and night. 

Revelation| 12:11 And they overcame him bytheblood oftheLamb, and bytheword of 
their testimony; and they loved not their lives unto the death. 
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Revelation| 12:12 Therefore rejoice, [ye] heavens, and ye that dwell in them. W oe to the 
inhabitersof theearth and ofthesea! for thedevil iscomedown untoyou, havinggreat 
wrath, because he knoweth that he hath but a short time. 

Revelation| 12:13 And when the dragon saw that he was cast unto the earth, he persecuted 
the woman which brought forth the man [child]. 

Revelation| 12:14 And to the woman were given two wings of a great eagle, that she might 
fly into the wilderness, into her place, where she is nourished for a time, and times, and 
half a time, from the face of the serpent. 

Revelation| 12: 15 And the serpent cast out of his mouth water as a flood after the woman, 
that he might cause her to be carried away of the flood. 

Revelation| 12:16 And the earth helped the woman, and the earth opened her mouth, and 
swallowed up the flood which the dragon cast out of his mouth. 

Revelation| 12:17 And the dragon was wroth with the woman, and went to make war with 
the remnant of her seed, which keepthecommandmentsof God, and havethetestimony of 
JesusChrist. 

Revelation| 13:1 And I stood upon thesand ofthesea, and saw abeast riseup out of the 
sea, havingseven headsand ten horns, and upon hishornsten crowns, and upon hisheads 
the name of blasphemy. 

Revelation| 13:2 And the beast which I saw was like unto aleopard, and hisfeet were as 
[thefeet] of a bear, and his mouth as the mouth of a lion: and the dragon gave him his 
power, and hisseat, and great authority. 

Revelation| 13:3 And I saw oneof hisheads as it were wounded to death; and hisdeadly 
wound was healed: and all the world wondered after the beast. 
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Revelation| 13:4 And they worshipped the dragon which gave power unto the beast: and 
they worshipped the beast, saying, W ho [is] like unto the beast? who is able to make war 
with him? 

Revelation| 13:5 And there was given unto him a mouth speaking great things and 
blasphemies; and power was given unto him to continueforty [and] two months. 

Revelation| 13:6 And he opened his mouth in blasphemy against God, to blaspheme his 
name, and histabernacle, and them that dwell i n heaven. 

Revelation| 13:7 And it was given unto him to make war with the saints, and to overcome 
them: and power was given him over all kindreds, and tongues, and nations. 

Revelation| 13:8 And all that dwell upon theearth shall worship him, whose namesare not 
written in the book of life of the Lamb si ain from the foundation of the world. 

Revelation| 13:9 If any man have an ear, let him hear. 

Revelation| 13:10 H e that leadeth into captivity shall go into captivity: hethat killeth with 
the sword must be killed with the sword. H ere is the patience and the faith of the saints. 

Revelation| 13:11 And I beheld another beast coming up out of theearth; and he had two 
horns like a lamb, and he spake as a dragon. 

Revelation| 13:12 And heexerciseth all the power of thefirst beast before him, and causeth 
the earth and them which dwell therein to worship the first beast, whose deadly wound 
was healed. 

Revelation| 13:13 And he doeth great wonders, so that he maketh fire come down from 
heaven on the earth i n the sight of men, 
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Revelation 13:14 And deceiveth them that dwell on the earth by [the means of] those 
miracleswhich he had power to do in thesight of the beast; saying to them that dwell on 
the earth, that they should make an image to the beast, which had the wound by a sword, 
and did live. 



Revelation| 13:15 And he had power to give life unto the image of the beast, that the image 
of the beast should both speak, and cause that as many as would not worship the image of 
the beast should bekilled. 



Revelation| 13:16 And hecauseth all, both small and great, rich and poor, freeand bond, 
to receive a mark i n their right hand, or in their foreheads: 

Revelation| 13:17 And that no man might buy or sel I, save hethat had the mark, or the 
name of the beast, or the number of his name. 

Revelation| 13:18 Hereiswisdom. Let him that hath understanding count the number of 
the beast: for it isthe number of a man; and his number [is] Six hundred threescore [and] 
six. 



Revelation| 14:1 And I looked, and, lo, a Lamb stood on the mount Sion, and with him an 
hundred forty [and] four thousand, having his Father's name written in their foreheads. 

Revelation| 14:2 And I heard avoicefrom heaven, asthevoiceof many waters, and as the 
voice of a great thunder: and I heard the voice of harpers harping with their harps: 

Revelation| 14:3 And they sungasit wereanew song before the throne, and beforethe 
four beasts, and the elders: and no man could learn that song but the hundred [and] forty 
[and] four thousand, which were redeemed from the earth. 
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Revelation| 14:4 These are they which were not defiled with women; for they are virgins. 
These are they which follow theLambwhithersoever he goeth. These were redeemed from 
among men, [being] the firstfruits unto God and to the Lamb. 

Revelation| 14:5 And intheir mouth wasfound no guile: for they arewithoutfault before 
the throne of God. 

Revelation| 14:6 And I saw another angel fly in the midst of heaven, having the everlasting 
gospel to preach unto them that dwell on the earth, and to every nation, and kindred, and 
tongue, and people, 

Revelation| 14:7 Saying with a loud voice, Fear God, and give glory to him; for the hour of 
hisjudgment iscome: and worship him that made heaven, and earth, and thesea, and the 
fountainsof waters. 

Revelation| 14:8 And therefollowed another angel, saying, Babylon isfallen, isfallen, that 
great city, because she made all nations drink of the wine of the wrath of her fornication. 

Revelation| 14:9 And the third angel followed them, saying with a loud voice, If any man 
worship the beast and his image, and receive [his] mark i n hisforehead, or i n his hand, 

Revelation| 14:10 The same shall drink of the wine of the wrath of God, which ispoured 
out without mixture into the cup of his indignation; and he shall be tormented with fire and 
brimstone in the presence of the holy angels, and in the presence of the Lamb: 

Revelation| 14:11 And the smoke of their torment ascendeth up for ever and ever: and 
they have no rest day nor night, who worship the beast and his image, and whosoever 
receiveth the mark of his name. 
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Revelation| 14:12 Hereisthepatienceof thesaints: here [are] they that keep the 
commandmentsof God, and thefaith of Jesus.

14:13 And I heard a voicefrom heaven saying unto me, W rite, Blessed [are] 
hich die in the Lord from henceforth: Yea, saith the Spirit, that they may rest 



from their labours; and their worksdo follow them. 

Revelation| 14: 14 And I looked, and behold awhitecloud, andupon thecloud [one]sat 
like unto the Son of man, having on his head a golden crown, and in his hand a sharp sickle. 

Revelation| 14:15 And another angel cameout of the temple, crying withaloud voiceto 
him that saton thecloud, Thrust in thy sickle, and reap: for thetimeiscomefor theeto 
reap; for the harvest of the earth is ripe. 

Revelation| 14:16 And he that saton thecloud thrust in his sickle on the earth; and the 
earth wasreaped. 

Revelation| 14:17 And another angel cameout of the temple which isin heaven, healso 
having a sharp sickle. 

Revelation| 14:18 And another angel came out from the altar, which had power over fire; 
and cried with a loud cry to him that had the sharp sickle, saying, Thrust in thy sharp sickle, 
and gather the clusters of the vine of the earth; for her grapes are fully ripe. 

Revelation| 14:19 And the angel thrust in his sickle into the earth, and gathered the vine of 
the earth, and cast [it] into the great winepress of the wrath of God. 
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Revelation| 14:20 And the winepresswastrodden without the city, and blood cameout of 
the winepress, even unto the horse bridles, by the space of a thousand [and] six hundred 
furlongs. 

Revelation| 15:1 And I saw another sign in heaven, great and marvellous, seven angels 
havingtheseven last plagues; for in them i s f i 1 1 ed up the wrath of God. 

Revelation| 15:2 And I saw as it were a sea of glass mingled with fire: and them that had 
gotten the victory over the beast, and over his image, and over his mark, [and] over the 
number of his name, stand on the sea of glass, having the harps of God. 

Revelation| 15:3 And they sing the song of M oses the servant of God, and the song of the 
Lamb, saying, Great and marvellous [are] thy works, Lord God Almighty; just and true 
[are] thy ways, thou K ing of saints. 

Revelation| 15:4 W ho shall not fear thee, O Lord, and glorify thy name? for [thou] only 
[art] holy: for all nations shall comeand worship beforethee; for thyjudgmentsare made 
manifest. 

Revelation| 15:5 And after that I looked, and, behold, thetempleof thetabernacleof the 
testimony in heaven wasopened: 

Revelation| 15:6 And the seven angels came out of the temple, having the seven plagues, 
clothed in pureand white linen, and having their breasts girded with golden girdles. 

Revelation| 15:7 And oneof thefour beastsgave unto the seven angels seven golden vials 
full of the wrath of God, who liveth for ever and ever. 
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Revelation| 15:8 And the temple wasfilled with smoke from the glory of God, and from 
hispower; and no man wasableto enter into the temple, till theseven plaguesof theseven 
angels were fulfilled. 

Revelation| 16:1 And I heard a great voice out of the temple sayingto theseven angels, Go 
your ways, and pour outthevialsof thewrath of God upon theearth. 

Revelation| 16:2 And thefirst went, and poured out hisvial upon theearth; and therefell a 
noisome and grievoussore upon the men which had the mark of the beast, and [upon] them 
which worshipped hisimage. 

Revelation| 16:3 And thesecond angel poured out hisvial upon thesea; and itbecameas 
the blood of a dead [man]; and every living soul died in the sea. 

Revelation| 16:4 And thethird angel poured out hisvial upon the rivers and fountainsof 
waters; and they became blood. 

Revelation| 16:5 And I heard the angel of the waters say, Thou art righteous, O Lord, 
which art, and wast, and shalt be, becausethou hast judged thus. 



Revelation 



16:6 For they have shed the blood of saintsand prophets, and thou hast given 



them blood to drink; for they are worthy. 

Revelation| 16:7 And I heard another out of the altar say, Even so, Lord God Almighty, 
true and righteous [are] thy judgments. 

Revelation| 16:8 And thefourth angel poured out hisvial upon thesun; and power was 
given unto him to scorch men with fire. 

Revelation| 16:9 And men were scorched with great heat, and blasphemed the name of 
God, which hath power over these plagues: and they repented not to give him glory. 
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Revelation| 16:10 And thefifth angel poured out hisvial upon theseat of the beast; and his 
kingdom wasfull of darkness; and they gnawed their tonguesfor pain, 

Revelation| 16:11 And blasphemed the God of heaven becauseof their pai ns and their 
sores, and repented not of their deeds. 

Revelation| 16:12 And the sixth angel poured out hisvial upon thegreat river Euphrates; 
and the water thereof was dried up, that the way of the kings of the east might be prepared. 

Revelation| 16:13 And I saw threeunclean spirits like frogs [come] out of the mouth of the 
dragon, and out of the mouth of the beast, and out of the mouth of the false prophet. 

Revelation| 16:14 For they are the spirits ofdevils, working miracles, [which] go forth unto 
the kings of the earth and of the whole world, to gather them to the battle of that great day 
of God Almighty. 

Revelation| 16:15 Behold, I comeasathief. Blessed [is] hethat watcheth, and keepeth his 
garments, lest he walk naked, and they see hisshame. 

Revelation| 16:16 And he gathered them together into a place called intheHebrew tongue 
Armageddon. 

Revelation| 16:17 And theseventh angel poured out hisvial into the air; and therecamea 
great voice out of the templeof heaven, from the throne, saying, Itisdone. 

Revelation| 16:18 And there were voices, and thunders, and lightnings; and therewasa 
great earthquake, such as was not since men were upon the earth, so mighty an earthquake, 
[and] so great. 
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Revelation| 16:19 And thegreat city wasdivided into three parts, and thecitiesof the 
nations fell: and great Babylon came in remembrance before God, to give unto her the cup 
of the wine of the fierceness of his wrath. 

Revelation| 16:20 And every island fled away, and the mountainswere notfound. 

Revelation| 16:21 And there fell upon men a great hail out of heaven, [every stone] about 
theweight of atalent: and men blasphemed God becauseof theplagueof the hail; for the 
plague thereof w as exceeding great. 

Revelation| 17:1 And there came one of the seven angelswhich had theseven vials, and 
talkedwith me, sayingunto me, Comehither; I will show unto theethejudgmentof the 
great whore that sitteth upon many waters: 

Revelation| 17:2 W ith whom the kings of the earth have committed fornication, and the 
inhabitants of the earth have been made drunk with the wine of her fornication. 

Revelation| 17:3 So he carried me away in the spirit into the wilderness: and I saw a 
woman sit upon a scarlet coloured beast, full of names of blasphemy, having seven heads 
and ten horns. 

Revelation| 17:4 And the woman was arrayed in purple and scarlet colour, and decked 
with gold and precious stones and pearls, having a golden cup in her hand full of 
abominations and filthiness of her fornication: 

Revelation| 17:5 And upon herforehead [was]anamewritten, MYSTERY, BABYLON 
THE GREAT, THE MOTHER OF HARLOTSAND ABOMINATIONSOFTHE EARTH. 

Revelation| 17:6 And I saw the woman drunken with the blood of the saints, and with the 
blood of the martyrsof Jesus: and when I saw her, I wondered with great admiration. 
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Revelation| 17:7 And the angel said unto me, W herefore didst thou marvel? I will tell thee 
the mystery of the woman, and of the beast that carrieth her, which hath the seven heads 
and ten horns. 

Revelation| 17:8 The beast that thou sawest was, and is not; and shall ascend out of the 
bottomless pit, and go into perdition: and they that dwell on the earth shall wonder, whose 
nameswere not written in the book of lifefrom the foundation of the world, when they 
behold the beast that was, and is not, and yet is. 

Revelation| 17:9 And here [is] the mind which hath wisdom. The seven heads are seven 
mountains, on which the woman sitteth. 

Revelation| 17:10 And there are seven kings: fivearefallen, and oneis, [and] the other is 
not yet come; and when he cometh, he must continue a short space. 

Revelation| 17:11 And the beast that was, and isnot, even heistheeighth, and isofthe 
seven, and goeth into perdition. 

Revelation| 17:12 And the ten horns which thou sawest are ten kings, which have received 
no kingdom as yet; but receive power as kings one hour with the beast. 

Revelation| 17:13 These have one mind, and shall givetheir power and strength unto the 
beast. 

Revelation| 17:14 These shall makewar with theLamb, and the Lamb shall overcome 
them: for heisLord of lords, and King of kings: and they that are with him [are] called, and 
chosen, and faithful. 

Revelation| 17:15 And hesaith unto me, The waters which thou sawest, wherethe whore 
sitteth, are peoples, and multitudes, and nations, and tongues. 
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Revelation 17:16 And theten hornswhichthou sawest u pon the beast, these shall hatethe 
whore, and shall make her desolate and naked, and shall eat her flesh, and burn her with 
f i re. 



Revelation| 17:17 For God hath put in their heartstofulfil hiswill, and to agree, and give 
their kingdom untothe beast, until thewordsof God shall befulfilled. 

Revelation| 17:18 And the woman which thou sawest isthat great city, which reigneth over 
the kings of theearth. 

Revelation| 18:1 And after these things I saw another angel come down from heaven, 
having great power; and the earth was lightened with his glory. 

Revelation| 18:2 And he cried mightily with a strong voice, saying, Babylon the great is 
fallen, is fallen, and is become the habitation of devils, and the hold of everyfoul spirit, and 
a cage of every unclean and hateful bird. 

Revelation| 18:3 For all nations have drunk of the wine of the wrath of her fornication, and 
the kings of the earth have committed fornication with her, and the merchants of the earth 
are waxed rich through the abundance of her delicacies. 

Revelation| 18:4 And I heard another voice from heaven, saying, Come out of her, my 
people, that ye be not partakers of her sins, and that ye receive not of her plagues. 

Revelation| 18:5 For her sins have reached unto heaven, and God hath remembered her 
iniquities. 

Revelation| 18:6 Reward her even asshe rewarded you, and double unto her double 
according to her works: in the cup which she hath filled fiil to her double. 
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Revelation| 18:7 How much she hath glorified herself, and lived deliciously, so much 
torment and sorrow give her: for she saith in her heart, I sit a queen, and am no widow, 
and shall seeno sorrow. 

Revelation| 18:8 T herefore shall her plaguescomein oneday, death, and mourning, and 
famine; and she shall be utterly burned with fire: for strong [is] the Lord God who judgeth 
her. 

Revelation| 18:9 And the kings of the earth, who have committed fornication and lived 
deliciously with her, shall bewail her, and lamentfor her, when they shall see the smoke of 
her burning, 

Revelation| 18:10 Standing afar off for thefear of her torment, saying, Alas, alasthat great 
city Babylon, that mighty city! for in one hour isthyjudgment come. 

Revelation| 18:11 And the merchants of the earth shall weep and mourn over her; for no 
man buyeth their merchandise any more: 

Revelation| 18:12 The merchandise of gold, and silver, and preciousstones, and of pearls, 
and fine linen, and purple, and silk, and scarlet, and all thyine wood, and all manner vessels 
of ivory, and all manner vessels of most preciouswood, and of brass, and iron, and marble, 

Revelation| 18:13 And cinnamon, and odours, and ointments, and frankincense, and wine, 
and oil, and fineflour, and wheat, and beasts, and sheep, and horses, and chariots, and 
slaves, and soulsof men. 

Revelation| 18:14 And the fruits that thy soul lusted after aredeparted fromthee, and all 
things which were dainty and goodly are departed from thee, and thou shalt find them no 
more at all. 
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Revelation| 18:15 The merchants of these things, which were made rich by her, shall stand 
afar off for thefear of her torment, weeping and wailing, 

Revelation| 18:16 And saying, Alas, alas, that great city, that wasclothed in fine linen, and 
purple, and scarlet, and decked with gold, and preciousstones, and pearls! 

Revelation| 18:17 For in one hour so great richesiscometo nought. And every 
shipmaster, and all thecompany inships, and sailors, and as many as trade by sea, stood 
afar off, 

Revelation| 18:18 And cried when they saw thesmokeof her burning, saying, What [city 
is] likeuntothis great city! 

Revelation| 18:19 And theycastdust on their heads, and cried, weeping and wailing, 
saying, Alas, alas, that great city, wherein were made rich all that had ships in the sea by 
reason of her costliness! for in one hour is she made desolate. 

Revelation| 18:20 Rejoiceover her, [thou] heaven, and [ye] holy apostles and prophets; for 
God hath avenged you on her. 

Revelation| 18:21 And a mighty angel took up a stone like a great millstone, and cast [it] 
into the sea, saying, Thuswith violence shall that great city Babylon bethrown down, and 
shall befound no moreat all. 

Revelation| 18:22 And the voiceof harpers, and musicians, and of pipers, and trumpeters, 
shall be heard no more at all in thee; and no craftsman, of whatsoever craft [he be], shall be 
found any more in thee; and the sound of a millstone shall be heard no more at all in thee; 
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Revelation| 18:23 And the light of a candle shall shine no more at all in thee; and the voice 
of the bridegroom and of the bride shall be heard no more at all in thee: for thy merchants 
were the great men of the earth; for by thy sorceries were all nations deceived. 

Revelation| 18:24 And in her wasfound the blood of prophets, and of saints, and of all that 
wereslain upon the earth. 

Revelation| 19:1 And after these things I heard a great voice of much people in heaven, 
saying, Alleluia; Salvation, and glory, and honour, and power, unto the Lord our God: 

Revelation| 19:2 For true and righteous [are] his judgments: for he hath judged the great 
whore, which did corrupt the earth with her fornication, and hath avenged the blood of his 
servants at her hand. 

Revelation| 19:3 And again they said, Alleluia. And her smoke rose up for ever and ever. 

Revelation| 19:4 And thefour and twenty eldersand thefour beastsfell down and 
worshipped God that sat on the throne, saying, Amen; Alleluia. 

Revelation| 19:5 And a voice cameoutof the throne, saying, Praiseour God, all ye his 
servants, and yethat fear him, both small and great. 

Revelation| 19:6 And I heard asit were the voice of a great multitude, and as the voice of 
many waters, and as the voice of mighty thunderings, saying, Alleluia: for the Lord God 
omnipotent reigneth. 

Revelation| 19:7 Letusbeglad and rejoice, and give honour to him: for the marriageof the 
Lamb is come, and his wife hath made herself ready. 

Revelation| 19:8 And to her wasgranted that she should be arrayed in fine linen, clean and 
white: for the fine linen istherighteousnessof saints. 
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Revelation| 19:9 And he saith unto me, W rite, Blessed [are] they which are called unto the 
marriage supper of the Lamb. And he saith unto me, Thesearethetruesayingsof God. 

Revelation| 19:10 And I fell at hisfeetto worship him. And hesaid unto me, See[thou do 
it] not: I am thy fellowservant, and of thy brethren that havethetestimony of Jesus: 
worship God: for the testimony of Jesus is the spirit of prophecy. 

Revelation| 19:11 And I saw heaven opened, and behold a white horse; and hethat sat 
upon him [w as] called Faithful and True, and in righteousness he doth judge and make war. 

Revelation| 19:12 Hiseyes[were] asaflameof fire, and on hishead [were] many crowns; 
and he had a name written, that no man knew, but he himself. 

Revelation| 19:13 And he[was] clothed with a vesture dipped in blood: and hisnameis 
called The Word of God. 

Revelation| 19:14 And the armies [which were] in heaven followed him upon white horses, 
clothed in fine linen, white and clean. 

Revelation| 19:15 And out of his mouth goeth a sharp sword, that with it he should smite 
the nations: and heshall rulethem witharod of iron: and hetreadeth thewinepressof the 
fierceness and wrath of Almighty God. 

Revelation| 19:16 And hehathon [his] vesture and on his thigh a name written, K ING O F 
KINGS, AND LORD OF LORDS. 

Revelation| 19:17 And I saw an angel standing in the sun; and hecried withaloud voice, 
saying to all the fowls that fly i n the midst of heaven, Come and gather yourselvestogether 
unto the supper of the great G od; 
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Revelation| 19:18 T hat ye may eat the flesh of kings, and the flesh of captains, and the flesh 
of mighty men, and the flesh of horses, and of them that sit on them, and the flesh of all 
[men, both] free and bond, both small and great. 



Revelation| 19:19 And I saw the beast, and the kings of the earth, and their armies, 
gathered together to make war against him that sat on the horse, and against hisarmy. 

Revelation| 19:20 And the beast wastaken, and with him thefalse prophet that wrought 
miracles before him, with which he deceived them that had received the mark of the beast, 
and them that worshipped his image. These both were cast alive into a lake of fire burning 
with brimstone. 

Revelation| 19:21 And the remnant were slain with the sword of him that sat upon the 
horse, which [sword] proceeded out of hismouth: and all the fowls were filled with their 
flesh. 

Revelation| 20:1 And I saw an angel come down from heaven, having the key of the 
bottomless pit and a great chain in his hand.

20:2 And helaid hold on the dragon, that old serpent, which istheDevil, and 
bound him athousand years, 



Revelation| 20:3 And cast him into the bottomless pit, and shut him up, and set a seal upon 
him, that heshould deceive the nations no more, till thethousand years should befulfilled: 
and after that he must be loosed a little season. 
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Revelation| 20:4 And I saw thrones, and they sat upon them, and judgment wasgiven unto 
them: and [I saw] thesoulsof them that were beheaded for thewitnessof Jesus, and for the 
word of God, and which had not worshipped the beast, neither hisimage, neither had 
received [his] mark upon their foreheads, or in their hands; and they lived and reigned with 
Christathousand years.

20:5 Butthe rest of the dead lived not again until thethousand years were 



finished. T his [is] the first resurrection. 

Revelation| 20:6 Blessed and holy [is] hethat hath part in the first resurrection: on such the 
second death hath no power, but they shal I be pr iests of G od and of C hrist, and shal I reign 
with him athousand years. 

Revelation| 20:7 And when thethousand years are expired, Satan shall be loosed out of his 
prison, 

Revelation| 20:8 And shall go out to deceivethe nations which are in thefour quartersof 
the earth, Gog and M agog, to gather them together to battle: the number of whom [is] as 
the sand of the sea. 

Revelation 20:9 And they went up on the breadth of the earth, and compassed the camp of 
the saints about, and the beloved city: and fire came down from God out of heaven, and 
devoured them. 

Revelation| 20:10 And the devil that deceived them was cast into the lake of fire and 
brimstone, where the beast and the false prophet [are], and shall be tormented day and 
night for ever and ever. 

Revelation| 20:11 And I saw agreat whitethrone, and him that sat on it, from whoseface 
the earth and the heaven fled away; and there wasfound no placefor them. 
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Revelation| 20:12 And I saw the dead, small and great, stand before God; and the books 
were opened: and another book was opened, which is [the book] of life: and the dead were 
judged out of thosethings which were written in the books, according to their works. 

Revelation| 20:13 And the sea gave up the dead which were in it; and death and hell 
delivered up the dead which were in them: and they were judged every man according to 
their works. 

Revelation| 20:14 And death and hell werecast into the lakeof fire. Thisisthesecond 
death. 

Revelation| 20:15 And whosoever was not found written in the book of life wascast into 
the lake of fire. 

Revelation| 21:1 And I saw a new heaven and a new earth: for thefirst heaven and thefirst 
earth were passed away; and there was no more sea. 

Revelation| 21:2 And I John saw the holy city, new Jerusalem, coming downfrom God out 
of heaven, prepared as a bride adorned for her husband. 

Revelation| 21:3 And I heard a great voice out of heaven saying, Behold, the tabernacle of 
God [is] with men, and hewill dwell with them, and they shall be hispeople, and God 
himself shall be with them, [and be] their God. 

Revelation| 21:4 And God shall wipeaw ayali tears f rom their eyes; and there shall beno 
more death, neither sorrow, nor crying, neither shall there be any more pain: for the 
former thingsare passed away. 

Revelation| 21:5 And he that sat upon the throne said, Behold, I make all things new. And 
hesaid unto me, Write: forthesewordsaretrueandfaithful. 

Revelation| 21:6 And hesaid unto me, It isdone. I am Alpha and Omega, thebeginning 
and the end. I will give unto him that is athirst of the fountain of the water of life freely. 
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Revelation| 21:7 Hethatovercometh shall inheritall things; and I will be hisGod, and he 
shall be my son. 

Revelation| 21:8 Butthefearful, and unbelieving, and theabominable, and murderers, and 
whoremongers, and sorcerers, and idolaters, and all liars, shall havetheir part in the lake 
which burneth withfireand brimstone: which isthe second death. 

Revelation| 21:9 And there came unto me one of the seven angels which had the seven vials 
full of the seven last plagues, and talked with me, saying, Come hither, I will show thee the 
bride, theLamb'swife. 

Revelation| 21:10 And hecarried meaway in the spirit to a great and high mountain, and 
showed me that great city, the holy J erusalem, descending out of heaven from God, 

Revelation| 21:11 Havingtheglory of God: and her light [w as] likeunto astonemost 
precious, even likeajasper stone, clear ascrystal; 

Revelation| 21:12 And had a wali great and high, [and] had twelve gates, and at the gates 
twelve angels, and names written thereon, which are [the names] of the twelve tribes of the 
children of Israel: 

Revelation| 21: 13 O n the east three gates; on the north three gates; on the south three 
gates; and on the west three gates. 

Revelation| 21:14 And the wali of the city had twelve foundations, and inthem the names 
of the twelve apostles of the Lamb. 

Revelation| 21:15 And he that talked with me had agolden reed to measure the city, and 
the gates thereof , and the wali thereof. 
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Revelation| 21:16 And thecity lieth foursquare, and thelength isaslargeasthe breadth: 
and he measured the city with the reed, twelve thousand furlongs. The length and the 
breadth and the height of it are equal. 

Revelation| 21:17 And he measured the wali thereof, an hundred [and] forty [and] four 
cubits, [according to] the measure of a man, that is, of the angel. 

Revelation| 21:18 And the building of the wali of it was [of] jasper: and the city [was] pure 
gold, likeunto clear glass. 

Revelation| 21:19 And the foundations of the wali of the city [were] garnished with all 
manner of preciousstones. The first foundation [was] jasper; thesecond, sapphire; the 
third, achalcedony; thefourth, an emerald; 

Revelation| 21:20 The fifth, sardonyx; the sixth, sardius; theseventh, chrysolyte; the 
eighth, beryl; the ninth, atopaz; the tenth, a chrysoprasus; the eleventh, ajacinth; the 
twelfth, an amethyst. 

Revelation| 21:21 And the twelve gates [were] twelve pearls: every several gate was of one 
pearl: and the street of the city [was] pure gold, as it were transparent glass. 

Revelation| 21:22 And I saw notempletherein: for theLord God Almighty and theLamb 
are the templeof it. 

Revelation| 21:23 And the city had no need of the sun, neither of the moon, to shine in it: 
for the glory of God did lighten it, and the Lamb [is] the light thereof. 

Revelation| 21:24 And the nationsof them which aresaved shall walk in the light of it: and 
the kings of the earth do bring their glory and honour into it. 

Revelation| 21:25 And the gates of it shall not beshutatall byday: for there shall be no 
night there. 
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Revelation| 21:26 And they shall bringtheglory and honour of thenationsinto it. 



Revelation| 21:27 And there shall in no wise enter into it any thing that defileth, neither 
[whatsoever] worketh abomination, or [maketh] a lie: but they which are written in the 
Lamb's bookof life. 

Revelation| 22:1 And he showed me a pure river of water of life, clear ascrystal, 
proceeding out of the throne of God and of the Lamb. 

Revelation| 22:2 I n the midst of the street of it, and on either sideof the river, [was there] 
the tree of life, which bare twelve [manner of] fruits, [and] yielded her fruit every month: 
and the leaves of the tree [were] for the healing of the nations. 

Revelation| 22:3 And there shall beno morecurse: but the throne of God and of the Lamb 
shall be i n it; and hisservantsshall serve him: 

Revelation| 22:4 And they shall see hisface; and his name [shall be] in their foreheads. 

Revelation| 22:5 And there shall be no night there; and they need no candle, neither light 
of the sun; for the Lord God giveth them light: and they shall reign for ever and ever. 

Revelation| 22:6 And he said unto me, These sayings [are] faithful and true: and the Lord 
God of the holy prophetssent his angel to show unto his servants the things which must 
shortly be done. 

Revelation| 22:7 Behold, I come quickly: blessed [is] hethat keepeth the sayings of the 
prophecy of thisbook. 
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Revelation| 22:8 And I John saw thesethings, and heard [them]. And when I had heard and 
seen, I fell down to worship before the feet of the angel which showed me these things. 

Revelation| 22:9 Then saith he unto me, See [thou do it] not: for I am thy fellowservant, 
and of thy brethren the prophets, and of them which keep the sayings of this book: worship 
God. 

Revelation| 22:10 And he saith unto me, Seal not the sayings of the prophecyof this book: 
for thetimeisat hand. 

Revelation| 22:11 Hethat isunjust, let him beunjuststill: and he which isfilthy, let him be 
filthystill: and hethat isrighteous, let him be ri ghteous sti 1 1 : and hethat isholy, let him be 
holy still. 

Revelation| 22:12 And, behold, I come quickly; and my reward [is] with me, to give every 
man according as his work shall be. 

Revelation| 22:13 1 am Alpha and Omega, the beginning and theend, thefirst and the last. 

Revelation| 22:14 Blessed [are] they that do hiscommandments, that they may have right 
to the tree of life, and may enter i n through the gates into the city. 

Revelation| 22:15 For without [are] dogs, and sorcerers, and whoremongers, and 
murderers, and idolaters, and whosoever loveth and maketh a lie. 

Revelation| 22:16 1 Jesus have sent mine angel to testify unto you thesethings in the 
churches. I am the root and the offspring of David, [and] the bright and morning star. 

Revelation| 22:17 And the Spirit and the bride say, Come. And let him that heareth say, 
Come. And let him that isathirst come. And whosoever w il I, let him takethewater of life 
freely. 
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Revelation| 22:18 For I testify unto every man that heareththewordsof theprophecy of 
thisbook, If any man shall ada 1 unto these things, God shall add unto him the plaguesthat 
are written in thisbook: 

Revelation| 22: 19 And if any man shall take away from the words of the book of this 
prophecy, God shall take away his part out of the book of life, and out of the holy city, and 
[from] the things which are written in this book. 

Revelation| 22:20 H e which testifieth these things saith, Surely I come quickly. Amen. 
Even so, come, Lordjesus. 

Revelation| 22:21 The graceof our Lordjesus C hrist [be] with you all. Amen. 
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
